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ADDRESS. 


''Senators  and  Representatives:  Conscious  though  I  am  of  an 
honest  purpose  to  be  true  to  the  obligations  here  and  now  assumed 
to  the  people  of  this  great  Commonwealth,  I  am  frank  to  confess  that 
I  approach  the  high  duties  they  have  confided  to  me  with  some  dis- 
trust of  my  ability  to  meet  their  generous  expectations. 

"Although  the  Executive  Department  is  independent,  by  the  man- 
date of  the  Constitution,  yet  it  is  at  the  same  time  co-ordinate  with 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  State  government,  and  I,  as  chief  execu- 
tive, am  responsible  to  the  same  people  avIio  commissioned  you.  Our 
mutual  aim  should,  therefore,  be  to  co-operate  heartily  in  the  benefi- 
cent purpose  of  promoting  just  government,  of  developing  the  vast  and 
varied  resources  of  our  glorious  State,  and  accelerating  its  march  to 
yet  grander  achievements. 

"Only  recently  we  have  witnessed  the  close  of  a  century  rich  in 
industrial  renown  and  triumphs  of  inventive  genius ;  rich  in  progress, 
without  parallel  in  the  establishment  of  liberty,,  rich  in  the  advance- 
ment of  Christian  civilization  and  the  general  uplifting  of  mankind. 
The  pregnant  forces  of  the  past  century  have  wrought  inestimable  ben- 
efactions to  the  whole  human  race.  Everywhere  we  see  to-day.  by- 
visible  and  unmistakable  evidences,  more  of  progress,  more  of  philan- 
thropy, more  of  liberty  and  more  of  all  other  hard-won  attainments 
that  ennoble  and  dignify  our  race  than  the  world  dreamed  of  a  hun- 
dred years  ago. 

THE  AGENTS  OE  THE  PEOPLE. 

"We  are  the  agents  of  the  people,  and  it  should  be  our  constant 
effort  to  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  the  exalted  trust  reposed  in  us. 
To  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  and  administering  the  laws 
of  this  imperial  State  is  a  proof  of  confidence  that  brings  great 
pleasure,  while  it  imposes  grave  obligations.  Let  us,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  new  century,  make  the  high  resolve  to  meet  fully  the 
weighty  responsibilities  devolving  upon  us,  that  we  mav  still  more 
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firmly  crystalize  in  our  statute  books  the  lofty  principles  of  liberty, 
justice  and  equality.  To  promote  the  public  good  should  be  our  aim 
and  tireless  endeavor.  Thus  will  we  contribute  something  to  the 
happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  people ;  thus  will  we  promote  to 
some  degree  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  State,  and  thus  will  we  add 
to  the  grandeur  and  glory  of  our  National  Union.  But,  more  imme- 
diately and  locally,  let  us  ever  seek  to  promote  with  zealous  care  the 
interests  of  our  own  wonderful  State.  She  has  long  commanded  our 
love  and  obedience.  It  is  now  our  privilege  to  devote  to  her  our 
best  personal  services. 

"All  sinister  efforts  to  estrange  our  people,  bv  attempting  to  array 
one  class  against  another,  should  be  shunned  as  the  pestilence  that 
walketh  in  darkness.  It  is  an  occasion  of  real  pleasure  that  I  am 
able  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  chief  magistracy  without  having 
made  one  ignoble  appeal  to  class  prejudice  I  have  not  posed  as 
the  special  exponent  or  champion  of  any  one  class,  however  worthy 
it  may  be.  I  renew  my  pledge  to  be  Governor  of  all  the  people;  and, 
as  God  gives  me  strength  of  will  and  integrity  61  purpose,  I  will  not 
betray  them,  but  will  deal  justly  with  them  and  with  each  and  all  of 
the  diversified  interests  of  this  proud  and  progressive  State. 

PAST  ATTRACTIVE  PERFORMANCE. 

"Hitherto  our  laws  have  been  wisely  enforced  and  crime  made 
odious. 

"The  interests  of  agriculture  have  been  promoted. 

"The  rights  of  labor  have  been  sedulously  guarded. 

"The  health  and  safety  of  miners  have  been  the  subjects  of  well- 
considered  legislation. 

"The  great  business  interests  of  the  State  have  been  conserved 
by  wise,  liberal  and  just  laws. 

"The  public-school  system,  our  normal  schools  and  our  university 
have  been  generously  fostered  and  endowed. 

"The  insane,  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  feeble-minded 
have  been  provided  with  commodious  asylums. 

"Laws  have  been  enacted  and  enforced  to  dissolve  and  punish 
industrial  combinations  which  have  attempted  to  plunder  the  people, 

"Frugality  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money  has  been  sub* 
stantially  maintained. 

"The  rate  of  Slate  taxation  has  been  reduced  one-half  and  is 
now  the  lowest  tax  rale  levied  by  any  Stale  of  the  Union  to  meet  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  State  government. 
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STATE  DEBT  AND  SCHOOL  FUND. 

"The  debt  of  the  State  has  been  largely  diminished,  and  is  now 
represented  by  only  $1,872,000  of  outstanding  bonds  and  by  $4,393,- 
839.42  of  school  fund  certificates.  These  certificates  are  sacred  obli- 
gations due  the  School  and  Seminary  funds,  and  both  the  honor  and 
the  resources  of  the  people  are  pledged  in  their  behalf. 

"The  principal  of  arbitration  as  a  potent  factor  in  the  adjustment 
of  differences  between  capital  and  labor  has  been  fully  recognized,  and 
if  further  legislation  be  needed  to  unite  capital  and  labor  in  the  bonds 
of  fraternity  and  mutual  interest  it  should  be  promptly  provided. 

"All  these  policies  have  enhanced  the  prosperity  of  our  State,  and 
the  happiness  of  our  people,  and  I  do  not  now  need  to  invite  your 
attention  in  any  considerable  detail  to  subjects  of  future  legislation, 
If  at  any  time  I  deem  it  proper  to  submit  particular  recommenda- 
tions affecting  the  public  welfare  I  shall  do  so  by  special  message.  I 
confess,  I  have  a.  deep-seated  conviction  that  oftentimes  there  is  too 
much  legislation.  Nevertheless,  we  should  fully  redeem  all  the 
pledges  we  have  solemnly  made  to  the  people,  at  the  same  time  taking 
care  to  avoid  crude  and  hasty  enactments. 

FRANCHISE  TAXATION. 

"And,  among  the  first  measures  which  I  most  earnestly  commend 
to  your  favorable  consideration  is  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for 
the  assessment  and  taxation  of  corporate  franchises  of  a  public  or 
quasi-public  nature,  which  enjoy  privileges  practically  exclusive.  In 
legislating  upon  this  important  subject  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
include  those  corporations  of  a  minor  private  character,  the  franchise 
privileges  of  which  are  of  such  general  nature  as  to  add  no  material 
commercial  value. 

"While  exercising  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  disbursement  of 
the  people's  money,  let  us  avoid  the  extreme  parsimony  on  the  one 
hand,  and  that  of  extravagance  on  the  other.  Too  much  care  can- 
not be  exercised  in  limiting  the  number  of  employes  in  all  departments 
of  the  State  government  to  the  actual  necessities  of  a  frugal  adminis- 
tration. This  should  be  our  policy,  and  yet,  in  its  execution,  we  should 
not  hesitate  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  development  of  our  re- 
sources and  the  promotion  of  such  sound,  public  policies  as  will  keep 
Missouri  in  the  very  forefront  of  the  progressive  march  of  the  times. 
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''Other  legislation  may  be  appropriate  and  necessary,  but  I  shall 
not  now  submit  further  suggestions.  Permit  me  to  add  simply,  that 
whatever  legislation  is  enacted,  it  should  be  free  from  all  taint  or 
suspicion  of  unworthy  influences.  Every  interest  affected  by  pro- 
posed legislation  has  the  unquestioned' right  to  an  open,  impartial 
hearing.  Any  attempt,  however,  to  influence  legislation  by  question- 
able methods  should  be,  as  I  am  sure  it  will  be,  promptly  and  sternly 
rebuked,  both  by  the  legislative  and  executive  departments. 

ST.  LOUIS  WORLD'S  FAIR. 

"Missouri  is  the  brightest  of  all  the  jewels  which  Jefferson  gave 
to  our  great  Republic.  It  is  on  this  account  peculiarly  appropriate 
that  to  Missourians  should  be  assigned  the  pleasing  task  of  initiating 
suitable  preparations  for  the  coming  celebration  to  be  held  at  St. 
Louis,  which  will  fittingly  commemorate,  the  acquisition  of  the  Louis- 
iana Purchase.  We  may  confidently  announce  that  this  exposition, 
in  the  variety  and  magnitude  of  its  display,  will  be  unsurpassed  in 
all  time,  and  will  bring  to  our  State  and  metropolitan  city  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  Missouri  has  already 
achieved  grandly,  but  let  us  catch  more  fully,  if  possible,  the  inspira- 
tion of  the  marvelous  era  in  which  we  live.  We  must  neither  stand 
still  nor  take  any  backward  step.  A  broad  and  inviting  field  beckons 
us  onward  to  conquests  even  greater  than  those  alreaely  won.'' 


MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Accept  my  hearty  congratulations  upon  your  assemblage  under  such 
favorable  auspices.  Prosperity  has  showered  its  blessings  lavishly  upon 
our  people  during  the  twelve  months  past.  Missourians  are  not  only 
prosperous  but  proud  of  their  glorious  Commonwealth  and  devoted  to 
our  great  Republic. 

During  the  more  than  four  score  years  that  have  passed  since  Mis- 
souri was  admitted  to  the  American  Union,  she  has  steadily  progressed 
in  all  the  essential  elements  which  promote  the  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  the  people  and  contribute  to  the  grandeur  and  glory  of  this  sovereign 
State. 

We  have  made  splendid  progress  during  the  entire  history  of  the 
State,  but  the  development  of  all  our  varied  resources  during  the  past 
two  years  has  been  phenomenal.  And  there  are  grander  triumphs  yet 
to  be  won. 

Missouri  is  now  first  among  the'  States  in  agricultural  pre-eminence, 
eighth  in  wealth  and  fifth  in  population.  Our  agricultural,  horticultural, 
railway,  manufacturing,  mining  and  all  other  industries  have  greatly  pros- 
pered. Our  educational  system  is  constantly  expanding  in  scope  and 
increasing  in  effectiveness.  Our  cities  are  teeming  with  a  busy  popula- 
tion, engaged  in  profitable  industries.  On  every  hand  there  is  well- 
directed  energy,  thrift  and  enterprise.  The  laws  have  been  impartially 
administered.  Crime  has  been  punished.  Life  and  property  have 
been  fully  protected.  The  administration  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the 
State  has  been  wise,  honest  and  frugal.  Missouri  has  the  lowest  tax 
rate  of  any  state  of  the  Union.  The  credit  of  the  State  is  unsurpassed 
even  by  the  National  Government.  Immigration  is  pressing  into  our 
State.  Churches  and  schools  are  multiplying.  In  every  arena  of  busi- 
ness life  there  is  activity  and  advancement.  Already  our  diversified 
and  opulent  resources  have  attracted  the  most  favorable  attention  of  the 
people  of  this  Republic  and  of  the  World.    Missouri  is  the  industrial 
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prodigy  of  the  great  Valley  of  the  Mississippi.  Carved  out  of  that  mag- 
nificent domain  which  the  statesmanship  of  Thomas  Jefferson  gave  to 
the  American  nation,  our  State  is  already  the  focus  of  a  vast  and  increas- 
ing commerce.  In  our  chief  metropolitan  city,  at  the  great  World's 
Exposition,  Missouri  will  marshal  a  display  of  resources  without  a  supe- 
rior and  but  few  equals.  Indeed,  it  is  almost  beyond  the  ken  of  imagina- 
tion to  fully  grasp  the  mighty  possibilities  of  this  wonderful  State. 

FINANCES. 

The  condition  of  the  State  Treasury  is  most  satisfactory.  On  the 
ist  of  January,  1901,  there  was  an  available  cash  balance  in  the  Treasury 
of  $1,078,931.53  belonging  to  the  various  funds  which  total  included  $179,- 
222.19  belonging  to  the  State  Revenue  Fund,  and  $217,323.45  to  the  State 
Sinking  Fund. 

The  total  income  of  the  Treasury,  from  all  sources,  for  the  two 
years  ending  January  1,  1903,  was  $10,550,859.76;  the  total  disburse- 
ments for  the  same  period  being  $9,631,388.58.  The  balance  to  the 
credit  of  the  various  funds  on  January  1,  1903,  was  $1,998,402.71,  of 
which  $568,741.04  was  credited  to  the  State  Revenue  Fund  and  $520,— 
204.38  to  the  State  Sinking  Fund. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  show  a  steady  growth,  due  in  most 
most  part  to  the  income  arising  from  the  beer  inspection  fees  and  the 
natural  growth  and  increase  in  the  taxable  wealth  of  the  State. 

BEER  INSPECTION  FEES. 
The  fees  collected  under  the  modified  beer  inspection  law  passed 
by  the  last  General  Assembly,  aggregate  $770,613,78,  of  which  $201,- 
341.83  accrued  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  amended  law,  and  $569,271.95 
since  that  law  became  operative.  The  average  monthly  receipts  from 
inspection  fees  is  in  excess  of  $25,000.00.  This  law  has  fully  vindicated 
the  judgment  of  those  who  favored  its  enactment,  and  has  proved  to  be 
a  popular  and  beneficent  measure. 

/'WHISKEY  TAX." 

The  "act  to  provide  for  a  State  license  tax  on  distilled  liquors,  in- 
cluding whiskey,  brandy,  rum,  gin  and  distilled  spirits  of  all  kinds,  wines 
and  all  kinds  of  vinous  liquors,"  etc.,  has  been  declared  unconstitutional 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri. 

Prior  to  the  decision  of  that  honorable  body,  the  Special  License 
Commissioner  collected  $20,742.96,  under  this  law.  This  money  has 
been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 
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TAXATION  OF  FRANCHISES. 
The  franchise  law,  enacted  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  has  greatly 
simplified  the  assessment  of  public  service  corporations.  While  fran- 
chises were  in  fact  assessed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  grave  uncer- 
tainty existed  as  to  the  power  of  the  State  to  tax  this  class  of  property  un- 
der the  then  existing  laws.  The  new  law  leaves  no  question  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  assessment.  The  assessment  of  public  service  corporations 
has  reached  $120,000,000,  an  increase  in  the  past  two  years  of  $17,500,000, 
or  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  while  the  increase  in  the  assessment  of  real 
and  personal  property  for  the  corresponding  period  is  scarcely  five  per 
cent. 

COLLATERAL  INHERITANCE  TAX. 

The  constitutionality  of  the  act  providing  for  the  taxation  of  "col- 
lateral inheritances,  legacies,  gifts  and  'conveyances  in  certain  cases,  to 
provide  revenue  for  educational  purposes,  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  Missouri  State  University  and  its  Departments,"  has  been 
sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  first  payment  into  the  State  Treasury  under  this  statute  was 
made  on  the  31st  of  January,  1900.  Since  that  date  $447,034.57  has 
been  received  on  this  account,  $347,627.69  being  apportioned  Lo  the  State 
University  and  $89,406.94  to  the  Rolla  School  of  Mines. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  $304,700.00  of  this  tax  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  University  and  $87,000.00  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  School  of  Mines  at  Rolla.  These  appropriations  were  additional 
to  the  $184,700.00  appropriated  from  the  State  Revenue  Fund  to  meet 
the  salaries  and  current  expenses  of  both  the  University  and  the  School 
of  Mines. 

It  is  estimated  by  State  Auditor  Allen  that  the  income  to  the  Uni- 
versity and  School  of  Mines  under  the  provisions  of  the  collateral  in- 
heritance tax  law  will  not  be  less  than  $200,000.00  yearly. 

ESTIMATED  INCOME. 

Auditor  Allen  also  estimates  that  the  total  receipts  into  the  State 
Treasury,  on  account  of  the  State  Revenue  Fund,  will  be  about  $5,500,000 
for  the  ensuing  biennial  period. 

I  recommend  that  the  appropriations  for  all  our  State  institutions 
be  as  generous  as  may  be,  consistent  with  the  revenues  of  the  State.  A 
sound  public  policy,  however,  absolutely  and  inflexibly  commands  that  the 
total  of  the  appropriations  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  our  estimated 
revenues. 
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STATE  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  State  on  January  i,  1901,  consisted  of 
$1,887,000.00,  three  and  one-half  per  cent  refunding  bonds  and  $4,393>" 
839.42  school  certificates  of  indebtedness.  Since  January  I,  1901,  $5,- 
000.00  of  additional  certificates  have  been  issued — $4,000.00  in  favor 
of  the  Seminary  Fund  and  $1,000.00  added  to  the  endowment  of  the 
School  Fund.  This  increase  of  school  certificates  has  been  offset  by  the 
retirement  of  an  equal  amount  of  bonds. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  State  has  already  been  reduced  $1,400,000 
during  this  administration,  the  outstanding  debt  being  only  $487,000.00 
at  this  time.  In  addition  to  the  reduction  of  the  principal  of  the  debt, 
$592,751.12  has  been  applied  to  meet  the  interest  upon  the  bonded  debt 
and  school  certificates. 

The  people  of  this  State  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  inspiring 
fact  that  the  last  of  the  outstanding  bonds  will  very  soon  be  paid.  Thirty 
years  ago  Silas  Woodson  was  inaugurated  Governor  of  Missouri.  At 
that  time  the  bonded  debt  was  $21,768,000.00,  the  tax  rate  being  fifty 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation.  Slowly,  but  certainly,  this 
debt  and  interest  has  been  liquidated,  while  the  tax  rate  has  been  reduced 
just  one-half.  The  final  and  complete  extinguishment  of  the  bonded 
debt,  to  be  consummated  and  announced  at  an  early  date,  will  be  the 
occasion  of  great  rejoicing  among  the  tax-payers  of  Missouri.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  payment  of  the  outstanding  bonds;  Missouri  has  set  apart 
$1,000,000.00  from  the  Sinking  Fund  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
World's  Fair  appropriation. 

SCHOOL  CERTIFICATES. 

The  State  certificates  of  indebtedness,  commonly  known  as  "school 
certificates/'  now  amount  to  $4,398,834.42.  The  school  fund  amendment, 
recently  adopted  by  the  people,  requires  the  Legislature  to  extend  these 
certificates  as  they  mature  for  such  periods  of  time  and  at  such  rates  of 
interest  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  It  also  requires  the  Legislature, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  State  bonded  debt,  to  reduce  the  rate  of  State 
taxation  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  public  debt  from  ten  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  to  not  exceeding  three  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars  valuation.  That  is  to  say,  with  the  extinguishment 
of  tlie  bonded  debt,  all  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  in  respect 
to  the  public  debt  will  have  been  fully  met  when  the  Legislature  provides 
a  sufficient  amount  annually  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  school  certifi- 
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cates,  which  now  constitute  an  endowment  fund  for  the  benefit  of  Mis- 
souri's magnificent  educational  system. 

The  interest  charge  upon  the  Treasury  on  account  of  the  school 
certificates  will  amount,  in  round  numbers,  to  $250,000.00  annually.  Upon 
the  basis  of  the  present  assessment  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State, 
a  levy  of  two  and  one-half  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  will 
be  ample  to  meet  this  liability.  However,  inasmuch  as  a  fractional  levy 
will  lead  to  annoyance  and  confusion,  I  recommend  that  in  lieu  of  the 
ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  heretofore  levied,  a  levy 
of  three  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  be  authorized  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  1903,  and  a  levy  of  two  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
valuation  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1904. 

The  complete  payment  of  our  outstanding  bonds,  together  with  the 
reduction  of  State  interest  taxation,  will  constitute  a  chapter  in  our  fiscal 
affairs  most  pleasing  to  every  tax-payer.  Such  a  record  speaks  for 
itself.  It  needs  no  encomium.  It  justifies  the  wisdom  and  the  economy 
which  have  distinguished  the  management  of  our  financial  affairs  during 
the  last  thirty  years,  and  is  a  high  tribute  to  the  honesty  and  business 
sagacity  of  Missouri's  officials,  both  living  and  dead. 

Now  that  Missouri  is  soon  to  be  freed  from  the  restraint  of  bonded 
obligations,  it  should  be  our  constant  aim,  by  the  continuance  of  liberal 
and  progressive  policies,  to  promote  every  interest  of  this  great  Com- 
monwealth, and  keep  it  fully  in  harmony  with  the  advancement  of  the 
marvelous  century  in  which  we  live.  While  it  is  true  that  much  has  al- 
ready been  accomplished  in  the  development  of  our  resources,  yet  much 
remains  to  be  done.  We  have  not  yet  fully  measured  the  extent  of  our 
ever-expanding  resources,  and  the  zenith  of  wealth  and  power  beckons 
us  to  still  greater  conquests.   We  must  continue  to  go  forward. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

The  Departments  of  Insurance,  Labor,  Building  and  Loan,  Mines 
and  Mining,  Factory  and  Beer  Inspection,  and  the  office  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  which  are  branches  of  the  Executive  Department,  are  all  in 
charge  of  capable  officials  who  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties 
as  required  by  law.  All  of  these  branches  of  the  State  Government  are 
important,  but  inasmuch  as  these  officials  will  submit  reports  I  shall 
not  in  detail  review  their  labors. 

The  Insurance  Department  has  grown  in  recent  years  to  be  a  very 
important  executive  office.  It  is  one  of  the  larger  revenue  producing 
branches  of  the  State  Government,  annually  paying  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury several  hundred  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  cost  of  its  mainte- 
nance.   The  receipts  from  fees  paid  by  insurance  companies  amounted 
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to  $83,066.64  during  the  biennial  period  ending  the  first  of  the  present 
year.  The  Insurance  Department  is  required  annually  to  assess  against 
every  insurance  company  not  organized  under  the  laws  of  Missouri  a 
tax  of  two  per  cent  upon  all  premiums  collected  in  this  State.  During 
the  last  two  years  $624,058.08  have  been  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  law.  Inasmuch  as  a  number  of  insurance  companies  retired  from 
business  in  the  United  States  during  this  period,  it  was  feared  that  the 
two  per  cent  tax  for  the  past  two  years  would  bring  very  much  less  to 
the  Treasury  than  for  the  two  years  preceding.  But  it  seems  that  this 
apprehension  was  groundless,  the  income  during  the  last  twro  years  being 
greater  by  $107,541.00  than  during  the  years  1899  and  1900.  The  finan- 
cial exhibit  of  this  Department  shows  that  it  has  been  faithfully  and  eco- 
nomically managed,  and  its  widely  extended  business  carefully  admin- 
istered. 

STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Missouri  has  twenty-one  well-equipped  institutions,  fully  the  equals 
of  their  kind  in  any  State  of  the  Union.  The  State  University,  School 
of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  three  Normal  Schools,  Lincoln  Institute,  four 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  School  for  the 
Blind,  Colony  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic,  Confederate  Home, 
Federal  Home,  Reform  School  for  Boys,  Industrial  Home  for  Girls, 
State  Fair,  Fruit  Experiment  Station,  and  our  State  Penitentiary  are  all 
under  capable,  economic  and  humane  management.  The  reports  of  the 
[Managers  of  these  various  institutions  will  be  submitted  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  I  shall  not,  therefore,  weary  you  with  voluminous  citations 
from  such  reports  affecting  the  scope  and  extent  of  their  work. 

Missouri  appropriated,  for  the  biennial  period  just  closed,  nearly 
$900,000.00  to  construct  and  equip  buildings  for  State  institutions.  These 
appropriations  were  all  a  charge  upon  the  State  Revenue  Fund,  except 
those  for  the  buildings  of  the  State  University  and  the  Rolla  School  of 
Mines,  which  were  paid  out  of  the  Collateral  Inheritance  Tax. 

I  earnestly  urge  that  provision  be  made  for  adequate  insurance 
upon  all  State  buildings.  But  few  of  these  structures  carry  sufficient 
insurance,  and  most  of  them  are  wholly  uninsured. 

STATE  BOARDS. 

The  State  Boards  of  Health,  Agriculture,  Pharmacy,  Dental  Ex- 
aminers, Embalming,  Barber  Examiners,  Fish  Commission,  Charities  and 
Correction,  GecHogy  and  Mediation  and  Arbitration  are  all  actively  and 
efficient])  at  work  in  the  various  fields  of  labor  assigned  them  by  the  laws 
under  which  they  were  created. 
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Where  all  have  done  so  well  it  is  perhaps  invidious  to  discriminate. 
And  yet  I  feel  constrained  to  especially  commend  to  your  favorable  notice 
the  achievements  of  the  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration.  Since 
its  establishment  this  Board  has  over  and  over  again  successfully  ad- 
justed differences  between  employers  and  employes.  With  ability  and 
tact  it  has  discharged  the  important  duties  committed  to  it.  However, 
the  law  creating  this  Board  requires  amendment  to  make  it  still  more 
effective,  and  I  bespeak  for  this  recommendation  the  earnest  and  thought- 
ful consideration  of  the  General  Assembly.  Arbitration  is  the  most  potent 
agency  for  the  settlement  of  the  oft-recurring  differences  between  Capital 
and  Labor.  These  differences  so  vitally  affect  not  only  the  parties  to  the 
controversies,  but  the  public  interests  as  well,  that  they  call  for  the  wisest 
legislation  on  the  part  of  both  the  State  and  the  General  Government. 

NATIONAL  GUARD. 

I  most  earnestly  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  support 
of  the  National  Guard.  I  believe  with  Thomas  Jefferson,  in  a  well  or- 
ganized and  well  equipped  militia.  During  the  coming  year  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  is  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  and  our  National  Guard 
will,  of  necessity,  be  called  upon  to  meet  unusual  expenditures.  I  re- 
spectfully urge,  therefore,  that  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
National  Guard  be  largely  increased. 

BUFFALO  AND  CHARLESTON  EXPOSITIONS. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  conduct  the  Missouri 
exhibit  at  the  Buffalo  and  Charleston  Expositions  have  completed  their 
labors  and  submitted  a  final  report,  which  will  be  transmitted  to  your 
honorable  body. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  recognize  the  ability  evidenced  by  the  members 
of  this  Board  in  displaying  the  resources  of  our  great  State  at  these 
expositions.  The  exhibits  of  Missouri  commanded  the  admiration  of  the 
multitudes  in  attendance,  and  I  feel  assured  that  the  expenditure  of 
$45,229.78  for  this  purpose  was  a  wise  one. 

In  the  agricultural,  horticultural,  mines  and  mining,  educational, 
forestry  and  dairy  exhibits  Missouri  was  awarded  at  the  Buffalo  and 
Charleston  Expositions  sixty-eight  gold  medals,  forty-nine  silver  medals, 
one  hundred  and  thirty  bronze  medals  and  received  "honorable  mention" 
in  two  hundred  and  six  cases. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Missouri  Board  of  Commissioners,  the  adver- 
tisement and  exploitation  of  our  resources  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern

States  will  enlarge  the  markets  for  our  products  and  result  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  closer  and  more  profitable  commercial  relations  between  Mis- 
souri and  other  States  of  the  Union. 

LEGISLATION. 

I  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  neces- 
sity of  fulfilling  the  pledges  made  to  the  people  which  require  legisla- 
tion for  their  enforcement. 

I  also  earnestly  urge  the  necessity  for  the  enactment  of  an  effective 
law  to  protect  game  and  fish.  The  present  statute  is  ineffective,  and  the 
necessity  for  amendment  is  obvious. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction  recommends  the  crea- 
tion of  a  Juvenile  Court,  applicable  to  the  larger  cities  of  the  State.  I 
cannot  too  strongly  indorse  the  enactment  of  such  legislation,  and  trust 
it  may  meet  with  your  approval. 

At  this  time  I  do  not  desire  to  submit  further  recommendations  in 
respect  to  proposed  legislation.  I  will  do  so,  from  time  to  time,  by  special 
message,  in  the  event  the  interests  of  the  people  should  seem  to  require  it. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  again  congratulate  you,  and 
through  you  the  great  people  you  represent,  upon  this  auspicious  open- 
ing of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly. 

It  is  an  exalted  privilege  to  be  a  citizen  of  this  proud  Commonwealth. 
It  is  a  privilege  still  more  exalted  to  be  a  citizen  of  this  great  Republic. 

The  fundamental  doctrines  of  government  announced  by  Thomas 
Jefferson  dedicated  this  young  Republic  to  freedom.  Its  development 
is  the  romance  of  history.  Our  progress  in  invention;  the  expansion  of 
territory ;  the  increase  of  population ;  the  stupendous  accumulation  of 
wealth  and  the  development  of  all  our  vast  and  varied  resources  will  live 
in  song  and  story  while  the  everlasting  hills  endure. 

Today  we  occupy  the  vantage  position  of  the  freest  and  most  pro- 
gressive nation  in  the  history  of  the  human  race.  The  imperishable 
achievements  of  the  first  century  of  our  constitutional  existence  could 
be  possible  only  by  a  united,  enterprising,  free  people. 

However,  great  as  have  been  the  triumphs  of  our  people,  more  lib- 
eral commercial  policies  invite  us  to  yet  greater  triumphs.  Under  the 
policy  of  freer  trade  this  Republic  will  soon  become  a  masterful  com- 
mercial world  power.  *  Unhampered  trade ;  a  new  merchant  navy ;  cheap 
capital ;  unsurpassed  inventive  genius ;  intelligent  labor ;  unexcelled  pro- 
ductive machinery,  and  the  tireless  enterprise  of  our  people  will  destroy 
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trust  monopolies  now  sheltered  by  legislation,  and  also  enable  the  pro- 
ductive industries  of  this  country  to  dominate  the  highways  of  ocean 
commerce  and  the  marts  of  the  world. 

With  joy  Missouri  will  hail  the  coming  era,  when  the  glories  of 
commercial  freedom  shall  crown  our  country  with  the  laurels  of  re- 
splendent, fadeless  supremacy.

SPECIAL  MESSAGE 

(FIRST  ONE) 

FROM  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY, 
URGING  TEXT-BOOK  LEGISLATION. 


1903. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  cost  of  text-books  for  the  children  of  our  public  schools,  during 
the  last  six  years,  amounted  to  nearly  three  millions  of  dollars,  or  an 
average  annual  outlay  of  about  seventy  cents  for  each  pupil  enrolled. 

The  present  system  by  which  text-books  have  been  furnished  under 
contract  has  been  maintained  during  the  last  twelve  years.  Its  purpose 
is  to  secure  uniformity  and  to  reduce  prices  for  school  books. 

About  one-half  of  the  states  of  the  Union  have  adopted  the  "state 
uniformity"  system,  thus  enabling  the  schools  to  be  better  graded  and 
articulated  and  the  people  to  secure  fairly  reasonable  rates  in  the  pur- 
chase of  school  material. 

The  books  now  in  use  in  the  public  schools  of  Missouri  were  con- 
tracted under  the  law  approved  March  31,  1897,  authorizing  their 
adoption  for  "five  years  and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law."  In  the 
absence  of  additional  legislation  no  other  text-books  can  be  legally  sold 
to  the  children  or  used  in  the  public  schools. 

It  appears  from  the  able  report  of  Superintendent  Carrington  that 
the  books  selected  by  the  commission  in  1897  have  in  the  main  been 
satisfactory,  but  it  is  thought  that  the  list  should  now  be  revised.  There 
have  been  difficulties  in  some  parts  of  the  state  in  securing  books  when 
needed,  and  it  is  thought  that  action  should  be  taken  looking  to  a  re- 
duction of  the  present  prices. 

Obviously,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  enact  such 
legislation  as  will  secure  the  very  best  school  books,  at  the  lowest  prices, 
to  be  furnished  to  the  schools  without  delay  and  unnecessary  annoyance 
to  the  patrons. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  contemplated  revision  of  text-books  and  attend- 
ant reduction  of  prices  should  be  committed  under  wise  and  exacting 
safeguards,  to  a  commission,  clothed  with  full  authority  to  deal  with 
this  whole  question,  with  the  single  purpose  of  promoting  our  splendid 
educational  system.  Missouri's  public  schools  are  not  excelled  by  those 
of  any  other  state  of  this  Republic,  and  our  children  are  entitled  to  the 
very  best  text-books,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  Great  care  should  be 
taken  in  the  legislation  enacted  to  accomplish  these  desired  results. 
There  should  be  no  element  of  chance.  The  enactments  on  this  question 
should  clearly  be  in  the  interests  of  our  people,  whose  aim  has  ever  been 
to  afford  the  youth  of  this  state  only  that  which  is  best  in  educational 
advantages  and  facilities. 

In  submitting  this  recommendation  for  a  text-book  commission,  I 
shall  not  present  further  argument,  inasmuch  as  this  important  ques- 
tion has  been  so  fully  and  so  impartially  discussed  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  advert  briefly  to  the  suggestion,  that 
books  should  be  furnished  to  the  children  of  the  State  without  cost. 

Properly  speaking,  there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  "free  text-books." 
Some  one  must  print  them,  and  some  one  must  pay  for  them. 

Until  very  recently,  no  other  plan  was  proposed  than  that  the 
parents  should  purchase  the  books.  It  is  now  proposed  by  some  people 
that  this  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  State.  After  the  proposed  sys- 
tem is  fully  installed,  at  a  cost  exceeding  one  million  of  dollars,  it  will 
require  from  $500,000  to  $700,000  annually  to  maintain  .it. 

Massachusetts  was  the  first  state  to  provide  for  "district  ownership" 
of  text-books  for  the  free  use  of  school  children.  This  new  departure 
was  made  in  1884.  Under  this  system  the  books  are  paid  for  by  taxing 
the  people  of  the  district.  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ne- 
braska and  six  other  states,  require  every  district  to  purchase  and  own 
text-books.  Many  other  states  have  what  is  known  as  "local  option  own- 
ership," leaving  it  to  each  county,  township  or  district,  as  the  case  may 
be,  to  determine  whether  it  will  tax  itself  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  proposed  that  Missouri  shall  supply  school  books,  free  of 
charge,  to  all  the  children,  the  purchase  to  be  made  by  the  state  out  of 
the  State  Revenue  fund.  This  proposition  is  impracticable  under  our 
pr  '  tit  Constitution,  which  now  limits  the  levy  for  State  revenue  pur- 
poses to  fifteen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation,  one-third  of 
which  is  returned  to  the  people  to  maintain  the  schools.  Tt  is  estimated 
that  the  receipts  into  the  State  Revenue  fimd  will  not  exceed  $5,500,000 
during  the  present  biennial  period.  Every  dollar  of  this  income  will  be 
absolutely  required  to  meet  existing  demands  upon  our  State  Revenue 
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fund.  It  is  not  wise  to  enfeeble  and  enervate  our  eleemosynary,  educa- 
tional and  penal  institutions  by  diverting  any  part  of  this  income  to  new 
objects,  requiring  large  appropriations,  it  matters  not  how  worthy  they 
may  be.  I  desire  to  emphasize  the  treasury  situation  by  reiterating  the 
statement  that  the  estimated  income  of  five  and  one-half  millions  of  dol- 
lars for  the  biennial  period  upon  which  we  are  entering  is  scarcely  suf- 
ficient to  meet  existing  liabilities  and  properly  equip  and  maintain  the 
institutions  Missouri  has  already  authorized. 

The  State  should  not  dissipate  its  resources  and  imperil  the  growth 
and  efTiciency  of  its  institutions  by  entering  upon  new  fields  of  endeavor, 
requiring  extensive  appropriations,  unless  at  the  same  time  the  neces- 
sary revenue  is  provided  to  meet  the  new  liabilities.  Concentration  of 
effort  and  intelligent  care  and  oversight  of  existing  institutions  is  prefer- 
able to  the  dissipation  of  our  income.  I  am  a  zealous  friend  of  the 
public  school  system,  but  nothing  can  justify  the  State  in  failing  to 
provide  ample  and  increasing  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  the 
feeble-minded,  the  deaf,  the  blind  and  other  unfortunate  classes  of  our 
people. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  constitutional  limitation  upon  the  taxing 
power,  I  recommend  the  submission  of  a  constitutional  amendment,  au- 
thorizing counties,  townships  or  school  districts  to  tax  themselves  for 
the  purchase  of  text-books  for  the  free  use  of  pupils.

FROM  THE  GOVERNOR    TO    THE    GENERAL  ASSEMBLY, 
URGING  TEXT-BOOK  LEGISLATION. 


1903. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

On  the  20th  of  January  last,  I  called  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  to  secure  cheaper  school  books 
for  the  children  of  the  State. 

More  than  two-thirds  of  the  session  has  passed  without  the  passage 
of  any  bill  upon  this  most  important  question.  The  interests  of  our 
children  demand  that  I  should  again  invite  your  attention  to  this  subject. 

I  desire  to  reiterate  the  principal  points  of  that  message.  The  con- 
tracts for  the  books  today  in  use  in  the  public  schools  were  made  under 
a  law  approved  March  31,  1897,  authorizing  their  adoption  for  "five 
years,  and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law." 

Fully  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  books  used  by  the  children  are  furnished 
under  contracts  held  by  the  American  Book  Company,  which  is  now  an 
admitted  and  avowed  trust. 

It  has  been  urged  that  Missouri,  under  the  contract  of  1897,  is  pay- 
ing too  much  to  the  school  book  trust  for  some  of  the  books,  and  that 
a  few  of  them  are  unsatisfactory.  It  has  been  specifically  alleged  that 
Missouri  is  paying  thirty  per  cent,  more  for  her  school  books  than  our 
sister  state  of  Kansas.  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  sufficiently 
investigate  this  question  to  determine  definitely  whether  or  not  the  prices 
paid  the  book  trust  are  exorbitant,  or  whether  any  of  the  books  are  un- 
satisfactory ;  but  this  opinion  is  entertained  by  many  of  our  wisest  and 
most  thoughtful  educators.  I  do  know,  however,  that  the  growth  of 
our  splendid  educational  system  should  not  be  retarded  by  the  use  of 
unsatisfactory  hooks,  or  by  the  exactions  of  the  hook  trust.     At  the 
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same  time,  the  parents  and  the  pupils  should  be  protected  against  any 
unnecessary  change  of  books,  which  is  always  a  source  of  confusion  and 
expense. 

It  has  been  alleged  that  there  is  a  desire  to  make  radical  changes  in 
the  text-books  now  in  use.  I  do  not  believe  it  and  do  not  share  this  ap- 
prehension. Indeed,  the  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  changing  a 
few  text-books  does  not  raise  the  essential  point  of  our  contention,  and 
behind  it  we  should  not  permit  the  policy  of  non-action  to  masquerade. 
The  dominant  issue,  of  securing  cheaper  books,  can  not  be  evaded,  neither 
can  the  people  be  misled  by  sophistry  and  subterfuge. 

The  controlling  plea,  I  submit,  is  in  behalf  of  cheaper  books  for 
our  children,  and  the  people  know  that  a  failure  to  legislate  upon  this 
question  leaves  them,  under  existing  law,  in  the  hands  of  the  school 
book  trust.  The  continued  control  of  the  trust  may  also  be  assured 
by  unwise  legislation.    I  am  opposed  to  the  domination  of  the  trust. 

The  time  has  come  for  vigorous  and  effective  legislation.  The  five- 
year  limit  on  the  original  contract  has  expired,  and  we  owe  it  to  the 
children  to  make  an  earnest  effort  to  reduce  prices  on  many  books  now 
used  in  the  public  schools. 

Every  parent  in  Missouri  is  interested  in  this  question,  and  some 
measure  should  be  speedily  enacted  by  the  Legislature  looking  to  this 
end.  The  question  is  too  grave  and  the  people  are  too  much  in  earnest 
to  sit  idly  by  and  allow  this  General  Assembly  to  adjourn  without  giving 
them  the  privilege  of  competition  in  fixing  the  prices  they  pay  for  school 
books. 

It  costs  something  less  than  a  million  of  dollars  every  year  to  equip 
our  children  with  the  necessary  books  to  secure  an  education  in  our 
public  schools.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  our  people  are  entitled  to  pur- 
chase these  books  at  the  lowest  price  possible.  The  State  should  make 
an  intrepid  and  determined  effort  to  secure  reduced  prices.  Every  con- 
sideration of  honor  and  of  duty  requires  that  this  should  be  done. 

I  ask  for  no  particular  bill.  I  shall  not  confuse  this  great  question 
with  mere  matters  of  detail.  I  do  ask,  however,  in  behalf  of  all  the 
parents  who  purchase  books,  that  Missouri  may  not  be  justly  reproached 
for  a  failure  to  enact  some  law  under  which  we  may  carefully  and 
wisely  revise  the  list,  by  weeding  out  the  few  objectionable  books,  if  such 
there  be,  above  all,  secure  cheaper  books  for  our  children.

Attorney-General's  Opinion  on  the 
Present  Text  Book  Law, 


Hon.  J.  H.  Whitecotton,  Speaker  House  of  Representatives,  Jefferson 
City,  {Mo.: 

Dear  Sir — I  have  this  5th  day  of  March  received  the  following  resolu- 
tion from  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

"Whereas,  the  question  of  public  school  text  books  for  Missouri  is 
cr.e  of  great  public  concern  and  upon  which  the  most  deliberate  and  pa- 
triotic action  should  be  had;  and 

"Whereas,  there  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  among  the-  mem- 
bers of  this  General  Assembly  as  to  the  best  course  to  pursue  in  this  all 
important  matter.  In  view  of  the  possibility  of  a  mistake  being  made  and 
the  vital  interest  of  the  people  thus  put  in  danger,  the  most  careful  and 
1  ainstaking  judgment  of  eminent  jurists  should  be  obtained,  to  the  end 
that  the  public  welfare  may  be  promoted ;  therefore  be  it 

''Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  House  of  Representatives  that 
Hon.  Edward  C.  Crow,  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  be  requested  to 
give  his  opinion  as  to  the  pending  contract  with  the  publishers  of  the 
school  books  now  in  use  under  existing  agreements,  whether  said  con- 
tract has  expired  in  any  particular  or  legislative  action  is  necessary  at 
this  session  to  maintain  the  terms  of  said  contract  as  entered  into  by  the 
commissioners.  That  a  full  and  complete  opinion  on  the  law  and  the  con- 
tract Under  the  law,  is  desired  by  this  House  and  respectfully  requested, 
{')  the  end  that  the  House  may  be  informed  as  to  the  legal  status  of  said 
contract  and  its  terms,  duration  and  powers." 

(  hying  to  the  general  terms  of  the  resolution,  requesting  that  the 
House  "be  informed  as  to  the  legal  status  of  said  contract  and  its  terms, 
duration  and  powers,"  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  refer  specifically  to 
certain  provisions  of  the  act  creating  the  commission  and  some  of  the 
conditions  of  the  contracts.    I  have  read  to-day  several  of  the  contracts 
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cT;d  find  that  those  examined  are  substantially  copies  of  each  other,  and 
I  think  all  the  contracts  with  the  different  publishers  contain  practically 
the  same  provisions  as  to  enforcement,  forfeitures  and  penalties. 

The  school  book  commission  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approved  March  31,  1897,  and  said  commission  made  between 
fifteen  and  twenty  contracts  with  persons,  firms  and  corporations  selling 
books. 

Section  3  of  said  act  provided  as  follows:  "The  said  school  book 
commission  shall,  immediately  after  its  organization,  proceed  to  advertise 
in  any  manner  it  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  the  lowest  and  best 
bids  from  all  reliable  publishing  houses  in  the  United  States,  at  which 
any  such  publishing  house  or  houses  will  furnish  any  one  or  more  of 
their  standard  school  text  books  for  use  in  all  the  public  schools  of  this 
State  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law." 

Section  6  of  this  act  provided  as  follows :  "Said  commission  shall  re- 
quire all  publishers  submitting  bids  as  aforesaid  to  specify  and  guarantee 
three  prices:  1st,  the  contract  price;  2nd,  the  retail  price,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  above  the  contract  price ;  and  3rd,  the  mail- 
ing price  upon  which  they  propose  to  furnish  such  books,  and  upon  what 
terms,  for  the  purpose  of  introduction,  they  will  exchange  their  books 
offered  for  such  books  of  different  kind  as  are  now  in  actual  use  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  State  to  which  this  act  applies,  and  the  commission, 
upon  its  aceptance  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  bids,  shall  forthwith,  and 
with  the  aid  of  the  Attorney-General,  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts, 
in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  with  such  publishing  house  or  houses  whose 
bid  or  bids  shall  have  been  accepted,  fully  and  clearly  setting  out  the  terms 
of  the  agreement,  and  shall  state  specifically  the  class  and  kind  of  books 
to  be  furnished ;  the  actual  price  at  which  the  books  will  be  supplied  to 
dealers  and  citizens,  and  the  exact  terms  upon  which  exchanges  of  new 
books  for  old  books  will  be  made  and  price  for  which  books  will  be  mailed 
to  purchasers,  and  in  case  of  violation  of  the  agreement,  the  commission 
may  revoke  the  contract  at  any  time,  the  contract  not  to  take  effect  until 
bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  executed  and  approved  by  the 
commission,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contact  by 
ihe  publishing  house  or  houses  given  the  contract,  and  which  bond  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State." 

Section  9  provides:  "After  the  commission  shall  have  entered  into 
such  contract  or  contracts,  and  shall  have  discharged  all  the  duties  as 
herein  provided  for,  then  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  president  of 
said  commission  to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  said  contract  or  contracts 
are  faithfully  carried  out ;  provided,  said  commission  may  be  rec  jnvened 
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at  any  time  by  the  Governor  when,  in  his  judgment  and  the  judgment  of 
•he  president  of  the  commission,  an  emergency  exists  requiring  such  a 
meeting  for  fully  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  so  con- 
vened the  same  compensation  as  provided  in  sections  I  and  8  of  this  act 
shall  be  allowed." 

From  the  provisions  of  the  law  quoted,  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
act  contemplated  and  required  the  school  book  commission  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  the  period  of  five  years  and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
It  was  not  left  optional  with  the  commission  to  say  that  the  contract  should 
be  made  for  five  years  only;  and  consequently,  the  contracts  were  made 
for  five  years  from  September  1st,  1897,  and  until  otherwise  provided 
by  law. 

Assuming  that  all  contracts  have  substantially  similar  provisions  I 
will  quote  from  one  of  them  some  of  the  conditions  contained  therein.  In 
these  contracts  the  first  party  is  the  State  and  the  second  party  the  pub- 
lisher or  individual  selling  the  books. 

In  said  contract  above  referred  to  it  is  stipulated  as  follows :  "And 
it  is  further  expressly  agreed  by  the  said  second  party  that  any  retail  price 
charged  by  any  dealer  handling  its  books  above  fifteen  per  cent,  added 
to  the  contract  price,  shall  forfeit  all  rights  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part  under  this  contract  and  forfeit  the  penalty  of  its  bond." 

On  page  5  of  said  contract,  it  is  provided :  "Said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  and  covenants  that  the  four  prices  herein  mentioned — con- 
tract, retail,  mailing  and  exchange — shall  be,  during  the  life  of  this  con- 
tract, maintained  as  above  set  forth,  and  any  violation  by  said  second 
party  in  regard  to  prices  shall  authorize  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
if  it  so  desires,  to  forfeit  the  rights  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  under 
tl  :s  contract." 

On  page  6  of  said  instrument  it  is  stipulated  that  "Said  party  of  the 
:  <  :ond  part  further  agrees  and  guarantees  that  in  the  event  of  the  sale 
'.  r  offering  for  sale  of  the  book  or  books  of  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
or  its  agents,  representatives  or  assigns,  at  a  less  price  than  t!ve  price 
iiamed  herein,  from  that  time  forward,  upon  request  of  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  said  first  party  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the  books  sold  and 
said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  sell  the  said  book  or  books  at  the  re- 
duced price  at  which  they  are  sold  in  any  other  state  or  territory,  and  in 
the  event  of  the  failure  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  sell  saic1  book 
or  hooks  at  said  reduced  price  in  Missouri,  then  it  shall  forfeit  all  rights 
unde  r  this  contract  and  the  penalty  of  said  bond  shall  become  at  once  for- 
teited." 

On  page  7  it  is  provided  as  follows:  "It  is  further  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  terms 
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nf  this  contract  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  may  at  any  time  revoke  this  contract." 

On  page  8  the  following  clause  occurs:  "It  is  further  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the 
right  to  demand  a  new  and  additional  bond  and  additional  sureties  at  any 
time  it  deems  it  proper  so  to  do,  and  a  failure  of  said  second  party  to 
furnish  such  additional  satisfactory  bond  and  sureties  immediately  shall 
authorize  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  revoke  this  contract  and  said  party 
of  the  second  part  shall  forfeit  all  rights  hereunder." 

Immediately  following  the  above  clause  on  page  8  is  this  provision 
in  said  contract:  "It  is  further  agreed  and  contracted  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  that  any  failure  on  its  part  to  comply  fully  and  completely 
with  all  the  terms,  stipulations  and  conditions  which  this  contract  con- 
tains, shall  be  deemed  to  be  forfeiture  of  the  penalty  of  the  bond  filed 
by  it  under  the  laws  of  1897,  and  shall  further  authorize  said  party  of  the 
first  part  to  revoke  this  contract." 

Construing  the  act  of  1897  and  applying  it  to  the  contracts  as  writ- 
ten, I  beg  to  say  that  it  is  my  opinion  the  school  book  contracts  have  not 
expired  by  lapse  of  time.  That,  in  my  judgment,  no  legislative  action  is 
necessary  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly  to  maintain  and  enforce 
the  terms  of  these  contracts  as  entered  into  by  the  school  book  commis- 
sion. I  believe  that  the  commission  has  power  to  immediately  revoke  any 
contract  for  failure  on  the  part  of  the  publishing  houses  to  comply  fully 
and  completely  with  the  terms,  stipulations  and  conditions  contained  there- 
in, and  that  upon  revoking  a  contract  the  ten  thousand  dollar  bond  given 
would  be  forfeited.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  school  book  commission 
has  authority  at  any  time  to  require  new  and  additional  bond  and  securities 
from  any  publishing  house  or  individual,  who  has  a  contract  under  the 
ait  of  1897,  and  upon  a  failure  to  furnish  such  additional  satisfactory 
bond  and  sureties,  the  commission  would  have  the  right  and  it  would 
be  its  duty  to  revoke  the  contract  of  said  publishing  house  or  individual. 

I  think  that  any  or  all  of  these  contracts  can  be  forfeited  by  the  com- 
mission for  failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof  on  the  part  of  those 
furnishing  books  under  said  contracts  with  the  State. 

If  any  publishing  house  or  individual  supplying  text  books  under  a 
contract  made  in  accordance  with  the  statute  under  consideration  should 
charge  more  than  the  price  fixed  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  for  books, 
or  should  violate  any  other  provision  of  the  contract,  the  Governor  of 
Missouri  could  reconvene  the  commission,  and  said  body  is  by  the  terms 
cf  the  contract  specifically  given  the  power  to  forfeit  the  right  >  there- 
under of  the  publishing  house  or  individual  violating  the  contract  made 
with  the  State ;  and  when  a  contract  shall  have  been  declared  forfeited

by  the  commission,  said  commission  could,  if  it  wished,  make  a  new 
contract  to  take  the  place  of  the  forfeited  one,  after  first  advertising  for 
bids  as  provided  by  section  3  of  the  act  of  1897;  and  if  a  contract  should 
be  forfeited  and  no  new  one  made  to  take  its  place,  then  other  text  books 
than  those  named  in  the  forfeited  contract  could  be  legally  sold  by  anv- 
c  ne,  and  used  in  the  schools  of  the  State. 

These  contracts  are,  in  my  judgment,  now  legally  binding  in  every 
respect  upon  the  publishing  houses  and  individuals  who  made  them,  and 
the  State  can  enforce  them  as  fully  now  as  it  ever  could.

Together  with  Testimony  Adduced.

REPORT. 


Mr.  Speaker:  Your  Committee  to  which  was  assigned  the  duty  of 
investigating  any  charges  of  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  influence  in  favor 
of  or  in  opposition  to  the  passage  or  indefinite  postponement  of  House  bill 
No.  469,  known  as  the  school  text-book  bill,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

After  a  continuous  session  of  eight  days  and  the  examination  of  al- 
most one  hundred  witnesses,  including  members  of  the  42nd  General 
Assembly  and  attaches  of  the  same,  members  of  the  press,  and  a  number 
of  witnesses  not  connected  with  the  General  Assembly,  including  every 
person  of  whom  it  had  or  could  obtain  any  knowledge  or  information 
concerning  the  matter  which  it  had  under  investigation,  it  feels  warranted 
in  drawing  the  following  conclusions  from  the  testimony : 

First.  Your  Committee  finds  that  House  bill  No.  469  was  orginally 
written  by  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  W.  T.  Carrington, 
and  the  same  was  perfected  in  the  text-book  committee,  and  there  is  ab- 
solutely no  foundation  in  the  report  that  said  bill  was  prepared  away  from 
the  Capitol  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  than  those  above  named. 

Second.  Your  Committee  further  reports  that  it  has  no  positive  and 
direct  evidence  of  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  being  given  or 
promised  to  any  member  of  this  House  for  the  purpose  of  corruptly  in- 
fluencing him  to  vote  for  the  bill,  against  it,  or  to  withhold  his  vote, 
either  in  the  House  or  in  the  committee,  nor  has  your  committee  any 
positive  or  direct  evidence  of  any  boodle  or  money  in  anywise  connected 
with  the  progress  of  the  bill  and  there  is  no  evidence  before  the  committee 
that  there  was  any  corruption  or  boodle  used  in  favor  of  or  against  the  bill. 

Third.  It  further  finds  from  the  testimony  that  one  I.  L.  Page,  dur- 
ing the  session  of  this  Legislature  had  a  one  thousand  dollar  bill  changed 
into  bills  of  smaller  denomination,  in  Jefferson  City,  and  one  X.  C.  Hic- 
kox  had  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  changed  into  bills  of  smaller  de- 
nominations, that  said  persons  are  in  close  association  with  members  of 
the  42nd  General  Assembly  and  have  been  arraigned  before  the  bar  of  this 
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House  for  their  contemptuous  refusal  to  inform  your  committee  and  this 
House  from  whom,  for  what  purpose,  and  what  account  they  received  the 

same. 

Your  committee  further  finds  that  bills  of  the  denomination  of  five 
hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars  are  not  in  general  circulation  in  Jeffer- 
son City  and  the  possession  and  custody  of  such  bills  raises  the  presump- 
tion in  the  minds  of  your  committee  that  the  same  was  here  for  the  pur- 
pose of  corrupting-  legislation. 

The  testimony  herewith  filed  shows  that  there  is  another  thousand 
dollar  bill  other  than  the  one  heretofore  mentioned  in  this  report,  but 
your  committee  has  not  been  able  to  discover  its  present  whereabouts  or 
who  had  the  same  exchanged  into  bills  of  smaller  denomination. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  it  is  unable  from  the  testimony 
taken  to  state  with  absolute  certainty  for  what  purpose  said  large  and 
unusual  bills  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  said  refractory  witnesses,  but 
the  refusal  of  the  said  witnessess  to  disclose  the  names  of  the  persons  from 
whom  they  received  the  said  bills,  for  what  purpose  they  received  said 
bills  and  on  what  account  they  received  said  bills,  for  the  reason  that  their 
answer  would  tend  to  incriminate  them,  warrants  your  committee  in  con- 
cluding that  they  were  intended  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  corruptly 
influencing  legislation  but  we  do  not  find  they  were  for  the  purpose  of 
corruptly  influencing  school  text-book  legislation. 

Fourth.  Your  committee  further  reports  that  it  finds  no  testimony 
whatever  warranting  the  sensational  article  in  the  St.  Louis  Chronicle  of 
March  19,  1903,  to  the  effect  that  $40,000  had  been  placed  in  Jefferson  City 
for  boodle  purposes  to  corruptly  influence  school  text-book  legislation, 
as  will  more  fully  appear  by  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  purporting 
to  have  been  interviewed,  the  representative  of  the  newspaper  here,  as 
well  as  of  the  business  manager. 

Your  committe  reports  that  said  testimony  was  taken  in  executive 
session  it  being  the  opinion  of  said  committee  that  it  would  best  subserve 
the  ends  of  justice  and  lead  to  a  more  perfect  investigation,  and  your  com- 
mittee returns  with  its  report  four  copies  of  the  testimony  taken  during 
the  investigation,  which  is  a  full  and  correct  transcript  of  all  the  evi- 
dence produced  before  it. 

Your  committee  reports  that  the  above  and  foregoing  is  a  brief  suin- 
niarv  of  the  testimony  herewith  filed  and  made  a  pari  of  this  report  and 
it  respectfully  suggests  that  one  copy  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cole  county,  Mo.,  for  the  use  of  the  grand 
jury,  and  one  copv  be  furnished  the  Attorney-*  iencral  of  this  State,  to 
the  end  that  the  reported  scandal  leading  up  to  the  appointment  of  your 
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committee  may  be  more  perfectly  and  fully  investigated.  And  that  the  re- 
maining two  copies  of  the  testimony  herewith  be  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  State.

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TESTIMONY 


MR.  GIPSON,  BEING  SWORN,  SAYS : 

O.    What  is  your  name? 
A.   I.  N.  Gipson. 

Q.   Are  you  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent? 

A.  Chariton. 

Q.    What  is  your  age? 

A.    52  years. 

Q.  Mr.  Gipson,  have  you  heard  any  conversation  or  talk  in  regard 
to  the  passage  or  failure  to  pass  or  the  postponement  of  House  bill  No. 
469,  commonly  called  the  text-book  bill  in  regard  to  any  corruption  or 
lobby? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not  know  that  I  have  in  regard  to  boodle  or  lobby. 

O.  Have  you  heard  anybody  discuss  this  bill  or  the  result  of  its 
passage  by  people  known  as  lobby  men? 

A.  While  the  bill  was  on  its  passage  and  before  that  I  knew  the  vote 
had  been  cast  up  I  went  to  look  for  Mr.  Chasteen,  and  while  in  the  bill 
room  Mr.  Joe  Shannon  of  Kansas  City  and  Mr.  Flanigan  came  in  and 
said  "WTe  have  beat  them  74  to  60."  That  is  all  I  heard. 

Q.   When  was  that  ? 

A.    The  13th  of  March. 

Q.  Well,  have  you  observed  the  conduct  of  these  men  for  the  past 
five  or  six  weeks  with  members  or  have  you  seen  them  with  any  member  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  I  have  but  I  have  seen  them  in  the  lobby 
frequently. 

Q.   They  are  not  members  of  the  House  are  they? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    They  are  engaged  in  no  clerical  work  in  the  House  are  they? 
I  understand  you  are  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Clerical  Force. 
A.   No,  sir. 
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O.   They  are  not  engaged  in  any  legal  business  in  connection  with  the 
42nd  General  Assembly,  are  they? 
A.   No,  sir ;  not  that  I  know  of. 

O.    Have  you  ever,  Mr.  Gipson  seen  any  indications  of  money  being 
used  to  influence  this  matter. 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  what  was  done  might  have  been  done  in  order 
that  one  faction  of  the  Democratic  Party  might  defeat  the  members  of  an- 
other faction? 

A.   It  might  have  been. 

Q.    Tell  us  all  you  know,  Mr.  Gipson? 

A.  Mr.  Lee  of  Mississippi  county  said  to  me  at  our  room  night  be- 
fore last  when  the  bill  was  up  for  engrossment,  "You  ought  to  have 
been  in  the  smoker  yesterday.  Votes  were  worth  $100  apiece."  I  said 
to  him,  "Did  anybody  offer  you  $100."  He  replied,  "Not  exactly  $100, 
but  I  understood  that  votes  were  worth  $100." 

Q.    You  say  that  you  heard  Mr.  Lee  make  this  statement? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Did  he  name  anybody? 

A.    He  said  a  strange  looking  man  he  did  not  know. 
Q.    Do  you  know  anybody  that  was  present  during  any  part  of  the 
legislation  that  represented  a  book  company? 
A.   No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  any  connection  that  Farley  has  had  with  this  bill 
with  any  outside  man  or  any  member  of  the  House? 

A.  Mr.  Farley  has  talked  very  freely  with  everbody. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  meeting  between  Farley  and  Flanigan  or 
Shannpn  and  Farley  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  meeting  between  Chapman  and  Falangan? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  Chapman  and  Shannon? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  board  at  the  City  hotel,  and  they  have  not  been  in  there. 
Q.    Do  yon  know  of  any  connection  that  Dolan  has  had  with  that 

bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  Dolan's  name  used  in  connection  with  lobby 
or  boodle? 

A.  Nothing  only  that  Dolan  had  offered  some  boy  $10.00  to  destroy 
the  text-book  bill. 

Q.  You  heard  that  Dolan  offered  $10.00  to  have  the  bill  destroyed? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 


O.    Who  were  they? 

A.  I  do  not  know  their  names ;  I  understand  they  worked  in  the 
Tribune  orifice. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  that  will  give  this  committee  anything 
to  work  on? 

A.    I  have  told  the  committee  all  I  know. 

Mr  Davidson  being  sworn,  says : 
O.   What  is  your  name? 
A.     J.  F.  Davidson. 

Q.  You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  from  Marion 
county  ? 

A.    I  am. 

O.  Mr.  Davidson  have  you  heard  any  conversation  in  regard  to 
improper  means  being  used  or  corrupt  influences  in  the  passage,  defeat 
or  the  indefinite  postponement  of  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  called 
the  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir ;  I  have  heard  a  good  deal  of  talk  of  that  kind. 

O.    Please  state  what  you  know? 

A.  Well,  it  is  one  thing  to  state  what  you  have  heard  and  another 
thing  to  state  what  you  know.  Now  there  is  one  thing  that  I  want  to  state 
to  this  committee  that  seems  to  be  as  near  positive  evidence  of  wrong  do- 
ing as  anything  that  comes  within  my  knowledge.  During  the  early  stages 
of  the  labors  of  the  School  Book  Committee  it  became  necessary  in  order 
to  get  the  measure  before  the  committe  for  consideration  and  perfection 
to  give  it  precedence  in  printing.  There  was  a  resolution  passed  by  the 
House  giving  the  printing  of  the  school  book  bill  precedence.  That  was 
passed  on  Friday.  There  were  then  some  three  or  four  bills  pending. 
I  went  until  next  Friday  one  week  going  to  the  bill  room  almost  every  day 
to  find  if  the  bill  had  been  printed  and  come  back.  Finally  I  went  to  the 
telephone  and  called  up  Mr.  Stephens  and  asked  him  why  this  bill  had  not 
been  printed.  He  telephoned  me  that  the  bills  were  all  taking  their  regular 
order.  I  informed  him  that  the  House  had  passed  a  resolution  a  week 
before  giving  this  bill  the  precedence.  He  said  that  he  had  not  heard  it.  I 
then  came  up  stairs  and  asked  the  Chief  Clerk  why  he  had  not  sent  the 
resolution  to  the  printing  office,  and  he  informed  me  that  he  did  not  know 
that  such  a  resolution  had  been  passed.  I  told  him  that  I  thought  that  it 
was  his  business  to  know  such  things  and  after  some  discussion  of  the  mat- 
ter I  left  his  office  and  as  I  walked  out  he  followed  me  and  told  me  that  a 
member  of  my  committee  had  been  to  him  and  tried  to  induce  him  to  hold 
up  those  bills ;  that  he  had  informed  him  that  he  could  not  do  it  and  that 
the  bills  were  then  over  to  the  printers.   I  asked  him  who  the  man  was  and 
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he  told  me  it  was  Mr.  Dolan.  I  immediately  went  over  to  the  printing 
office  and  when  I  went  in  I  saw  Mr.  E.  W.  Stephens,  the  old  getleman. 
I  asked  him  why  those  bills  had  not  been  printed  and  he  informed  me 
that  he  did  not  know  until  a  few  minutes  before  that  the  bills  had  been 
given  preference,  and  pointed  to  a  copy  on  his  desk.  While  we  were 
talking  the  young  Mr.  Stephens  came  up  and  said  that  a  member  of  my 
committee  had  been  there  and  asked  him  to  hold  up  these  bills  and  not 
print  them,  or  hold  them  up,  I  believe  was  the  expression.  He  told  him 
that  he  could  not  do  it  and  that  the  man  then  went,  I  undestood  him  to 
say,  to  see  the  printer  or  some  one  that  had  charge  of  the  bill  and  had  of- 
ered  the  man  $10.00  if  he  would  "throw  the  damned  bill  in  the  stove  and 
burn  it  up."  I  aferwards  asked  Mr.  Stephens  who  the  man  was  that  had 
made  that  offer,  and  he  replied  that  it  was  Mr.  Dolan.  I  afterwards  learned 
that  the  party  approached  by  Mr.  Dolan  was  Simco  Reynolds.  During 
the  investigation  I  learned  that  there  was  another  young  man  present  when 
that  conversation  took  place  between  Dolan  and  Reynolds.  That  man's 
name  was  Eugene  Scott.    Both  are  in  the  employ  of  the  printing  company. 

Rev.  Crayton  S.  Brooks,  being  sworn,  says : 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anybody  speak  of  any  corruption  being  practiced 
or  any  money  being  used  or  any  money  being  concerned  in  this  case? 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  anything  that  is  very  specific.  It  is  only  general 
rumors  that  I  have  heard.  I  do  not  remember  hearing  of  any  particular 
matter.    None  with  reference  to  the  text-book  bill. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  body  speak  of  any  corruption  or  undue  influence 
being  brought  to  bear  on  any  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
here  ? 

A.    I  cannot  say  that  I  can  say  yes  but  I  heard  that  certain  gentle- 
men brought  bills  of  large  denomination  in  circulation  here. 
Q.    $1,000  bills? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Who  did  you  hear  speak  of  the  $1,000  bills  in  circulation? 

A.  Mr.  George  Ramsey.  He  told  me  that  the  gentleman  who 
represents  the  country  press  here  came  to  him  with  a  $1,000  bill  and  asked 
him  to  change  it  for  him.  He  took  it  down  to  the  bank  I  presume,  and 
changed  it  for  him.    T  think  his  name  is  Page. 

Mr.  Ramsey  is  a  man  of  means.  He  handles  railroad  tics.  A  man 
of  incorruptible  integrity  and  a  man  who  could  go  into  any  bank  with  a 
$1,000  bill  and  not  create  suspicion. 

Q.    I  le  lives  in  Jefferson  City? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    When  was  that? 
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A.  I  do  not  know  when  it  occurred.  He  told  me  about  two  weeks 
ago  today. 

O.    Is  that  the  only  $1,000  bill  you  have  heard  of? 
A.   Yes,  sir ;  that  is  the  only  one. 

O.    Does  Page  have  rooms  in  the  neighborhood  of  Ramsey's? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  they  connect. 

-  O.    Have  you  heard  anything  concerning  Chapman  ? 
A.    I  have  heard  a  good  deal. 
O.   Could  you  tell  us  anything  specific  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  that  six  men  in  the  click  to  which  he  belongs  got 
$9,000,  but  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  a  fact. 

0.    Do  you  know  the  names  of  the  six  men? 

A.    I  do  not,  though  I  have  heard  Chapman's  name  mentioned. 

O.  Who  is  the  man  that  intimated  they  had  $9,000? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

O.    You  heard  that  six  men  received  $9,000? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  rumor.  The  young  reporter  of  the  Kansas 
City  Star  told  me  that  six  men  had  received  $9,000,  so  he  had  heard ;  I 
think  it  was  this  reporter  that  told  me,  but  I  am  not  positive  that  he  is  the 
man,  because  I  have  heard  so  many  rumors. 

O.  Have  you  ever  heard  the  names  of  the  men  mentioned  who 
wanted  the  defeat  of  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  No;  only  I  have  heard  that  the  number  was  six.  I  have  also 
heard  that  they  had  a  fund  of  $5,000  in  Kansas  City  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  slot  machine  bill.  This  statement  was  made  to  me  by  the  reporter 
of  the  Kansas  City  Star  man,  as  I  remember. 

O.  Have  you  heard  Farley's  name  in  connection  with  that  bill? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  I  have  but  it  is  an  impression  that  he  is  one 
of  the  six. 

O.   Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 

A.  No/ 

O.   Have  you  heard  his  name  in  connection  with  any  boodle  here? 
A.    Only  by  rumor. 

O.  Do  you  know  what  kind  of  legislation  they  are  trying  to  enact? 
A.   I  do  not  know. 

O.     Have  you  heard  what  they  are  trying  to  do? 

A.  I  have  heard  it  rumored  that  they  wanted  to  defeat  some  rail- 
road legislation  in  the  Senate  about  baggage,  etc. 

O.  Do  you  know  that  Flannigan  or  Shannon  were  interested  in  the 
school  book  legislation? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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O.    Have  you  heard  of  any  effort  being  made  to  use  boodle  in  trying 
to  pass  the  Davidson  School  Book  Bill? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Speaker  Whitecotton,  being  sworn,  says : 

Here  is  what  I  know.  It  was  either  Mr.  Collins  or  Air.  Leonard  in 
my  presence,  and  to  me  I  believe  they  were  speaking.  I  was  talking  with 
them  and  one  of  them  said  that  one  of  the  committee  was  offered  $100  to 
vote  at  one  of  the  meetings  a  certain  way  on  that  bill — the  text-book  com- 
mittee and  some  one  said  that  it  was  Mr.  Leonard.  I  never  asked  Mr.  Leon- 
ard, and  he  never  denied  or  affirmed  it.  I  said  you  heard  there  was  a  com- 
bination formed  here  about  the  last  of  January  to  control  legislation  for 
pay  ?  And  that  each  one  of  them  who  signed  the  papers  and  went  into  the 
agreement  was  to  get  $1,500.00?  And  Mr.  Collins  said,  yes  sir;  I  don't 
supose  there  is  any  doubt  about  that ;  that  one  member  told  him  so.  Col- 
lins of  the  House  was  the  man  talking. 

I  never  said  anything  about  going  into  it  and  he  said  he  was  willing 
to  testify  to  it.  Mr.  Carr  was  there  and  assented  to  what  was  said. 
Carr  was  there  and  I  am  pretty  sure  that  Tichacek  was  the  man  who  told 
him.  They  went  to  Tichacek  and  asked  him  to  go  into  it  and  he  said  he 
would  be  damned  if  he  would  do  it,  and  they  said  you  are  a  damned  fool. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  whether  or  not  Collins  or  Carr  said  they  had 
a  list  of  18  men? 

A.  They  said  they  had  a  list  of  names  of  men  who  had  signed. 
They  said  there  was  no  doing  anything  with  them  because  they  had  a 
written  pledge. 

MONDAY,  MARCH  16,  1903. 

George  C.  Ramsey,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows: 
O.  Where  do  you  live? 
A.  I  live  in  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 
Q.  What  is  your  business- 
A.  I  am  a  railroad  tie  contractor. 
Q.  What  road  ? 
A.  The  Missouri  Pacific. 
Q.  How  long  have  you  been  living  here? 
A.  I  think  about  nineteen  years. 

Q.  You  arc  engaged  to  a  considerable  extent  in  contracting,  aie 

you? 

A.  Yes;  T  deliver  ties  to  the  road. 
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O.    Have  you  been  in  Jefferson  City  most  of  the  time  during  the 
session  of  the  Legislature,  have  you? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  I'll  ask  you,  if  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  if  there 
has  come  into  your  possession,  or  if  you  have  knowledge  of  any  money  in 
the  nature  of  bills  of  large  denomination,  for  instance  $1,000  bills,  did 
you  get  any  such  bills  to  change? 

A.    There  was  a  gentleman,  yes. 

Q.    Who  was  he,  do  you  know? 

A.    Well,  I  know,  but  if  not  absoultely  necessary — 

O.  That's  what  we  want,  the  committee  are  seeking  correct  infor- 
mation ? 

A.  Well,  all  right,  if  I  have  to  tell  it,  I  don't  want  to  get  anybody  into 
trouble,  but  I  am  here  to  tell  the  truth. 

O.  That's  the  purpose  of  this  inquiry  and  it  is  conducted  the  same 
as  a  grand  jury  proceeding.  Do  you  know  the  name  of  the  party  for 
whom  you  changed  the  money? 

A.    Mr.  Page. 

O.   What  is  his  first  name  ? 

A.    I  am  not  sure,  I  think  it  is  I.  N.  Page. 

Q.    He  is  the  man  in  business  connected  with  the  associated  press 
over  the  exchange  bank  Building? 
A.    His  office  is  next  door  to  me. 

Q.  He  is  the  man  that  asked  you  to  change  this  money,  the  $r,ooo? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.   What  did  he  say  to  you  when  he  came  to  you  with  the  money  ? 
A.    He  simply  asked  me  to  take  the  money,  to  take  the  bill  and  get 
it  changed  for  him. 

O.    Did  he  claim  to  own  the  money? 
A.    I  did'nt  ask  him  any  questions  at  all. 

O.  Do  you  know  what  his  financial  condition  in  life  is  ?  Is  he  a  man 
of  means  or  not  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  any  thing  about  him  ,  I  have  seen  him  since  he  came 
to  the  Legislature,  I  don't  know  anything  about  his  circumstances. 

O.  The  bill  he  gave  you  and  asked  to  have  changed  was  a  thousand 
dollar  bill,  was  it? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  a  man  that  handles  a  great  deal  of  money  through  the 
bank  ? 

A.    Yes,  nearly  a  thousand  dollars  every  day. 

O.    That  is  the  only  thousand  dollar  bill  you  have  had  changed? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 
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O.    Do  you  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  whether  other  banks  in  this 
town  have  gotten  any  other  bill  of  large  denomination? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 
Q.    What  bank  was  that? 
A.   The  Exchange  Bank. 

O.  Have  you  heard  that  matter  discussed  among  business  men  and 
bankers,  the  matter  of  changing  thousand  dollar  bills? 

A.  I  believe  I  heard  one  man  say  that  he  had  changed  a  thousand 
dollar  bill. 

Q.  Who  was  that? 

A.    He  might  have  been  joking. 

Q.   What  was  the  bankers  name? 

A.    Chester  Harding. 

Q.    What  bank  is  he  in? 

A.    Exchange  Bank. 

O.   When  did  you  change  the  thousand  dollar  bill  for  Mr.  Page? 
A.    In  the  last  days  of  February. 

O.   You  carried  the  money  and  got  the  change  in  smaller  bills? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    In  what  denominations  did  you  return  him  the  thousand  dollars  ? 
A.    Twenties,  and  tens. 
Q.    Any  hundred  dollar  bills? 
A.    I  think  not,  sir,  the  cashier  counted  it  out. 
O.    When  you  returned  the  money  to  Mr.  Page  what,  if  anything, 
did  he  say  about  it  then? 

A.    Nothing  said  other  than  I  have  already  stated. 

Q.   Did  he  say  at  the  time  that  it  was  somebondy  else's? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  with  reference  to  the  ownership  of  the  thousand 
dollars  that  he  asked  you  to  change? 

A.  He  said  I  have  a  thousand  dollar  bill,  I  would  like  to  get  it 
changed. 

Q.    Did  he  tell  you  anything  about  how  long  he  had  had  it? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Was  it  a  new  bill? 

A.  I  do  not  think  the  bill  was  new,  I  didn't  take  particular  notice, 
really  didn't  pay  much  attention  to  it.  I  took  the  bill  and  gave  it  to  the 
cashier  of  the  bank. 

O.    Where  did  he  speak  to  you  about  the  matter  first? 

A.    In  my  office. 

O.    He  came  to  you  ? 

A.    He  came  to  the  door,  there  was  just  a  door  between  us. 
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O.    Did  he  give  his  reasons  for  wanting  the  $1,000  changed? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    How  did  you  understand  the  mater? 

A.  I  just  understood  he  was  a  stranger  probably  and  wanted  me  to 
get  the  bill  changed. 

Q.  Who  is  this  man  ? 

A.    I  suppose  he  is  a  country  editor. 

Q.   In  this  town  ? 

A.    He  represented  to  me  that  he  was  from  St.  Francois  county. 

Q.    He  had  been  here  during  the  Legislature? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Is  he  here  now? 

A.    I  suppose  so,  I  did  not  see  him  yesterday. 

Q.    Do  you  know  anything  about  any  other  thousand  dollars? 

A.    Except  Harding,  I  do  not,  no  sir. 

Q.   Did  he  admit  that  he  had  changed  a  great  number  of  them  ? 
A.   No,  sir;  I  just  heard  him  talking  on  the  street. 
O.    Do  you  know  of  any  money  transaction  with  reference  to  legis- 
lative matters? 

A.   Nothing,  no,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  in  reference  to  any  money  transaction  in 
regard  to  the  passage  of  the  text-book  bill,  money  used  either  to  defeat 
the  bill  or  money  being  used  in  the  passage  of  the  bill  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  nothing. 

Q.  I  believe  you  say  this  was  last  February? 
A.    One  of  the  last  days  of  February. 

Q.  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  you  have  heavy  business  transactions  with 
the  bank  ? 

A.   Yes,  I  deposit  $5,000  every  Tuesday,  almost  and  pay  it  out  daily. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  this  man  Page  since  it 
was  known  that  there  was  to  be  a  committee  inquiry? 

A.  He  spoke  of  the  matter  and  I  told  him  if  necessary  I  would  tell 
just  what  I  knew  about  it. 

Q.   That  was  with  reference  to  the  $1,000  transaction. 

A.    I  told  him  if  I  was  called  I  certainly  would  tell  all  about  it. 

Q.   Did  he  make  any  suggestion  that  you  should  not  tell  it  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  business  that  Mr  Page  is  engaged  in  by 
which  he  might  make  a    thousand  dollars  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  a  thing  in  the  world  about  his  business,  he  repre- 
sented to  me  that  he  was  writing  for  country  newspapers. 
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Q.    He  gets  up  letters  and  sends  them  out  over  the  country  for  the 

country  press? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Is  he  engaged  in  any  other  business  besides  that  that  you  know 

of? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  never  heard  of  any. 

O.   Did  he  seem  to  regret  the  probability  of  your  coming  before  this 

committee  ? 

A.    He  did  not  seem  to  be  embarrassed  at  all. 
Q.    That  is  all. 

N1.  C.  Chasteen,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.   You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.   What  county  ? 

A.  Stoddard. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  use.  of  money  or  the  offer  to 
spend  money  with  reference  to  legislation,  especially  the  school  text- 
book bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  nothing  at  all. 

Q.   Where  is  your  home  ? 

A.  Bloomfield,  Mo.,  I  have  heard  nothing  about  money  or  other 
valuable  thing. 

0.    Did  you  vote  for  the  bill? 
A.    Yes,  until  the  last  time. 

Q.    Did  you  vote  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  No  one  outside  of  the  members  of  the  House  said  anything  to 
you  about  voting  for  or  against  the  bill? 

A.  No,  sir ;  one  member  simply  asked  me  to  consider  it  well  before 
I  voted. 

O.  Who  was  that. 

A.    Mr.  Golden. 

O.    Where  were  you  when  the  bill  was  voted  on  the  last  time  ? 

A.    (  )ver  at  my  room. 

Q.     You  were  not  present? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q,    Why  were  you  not  present? 

A.  I  am  glad  you  asked  that  question,  because  I  am  glad  to  explain 
myself.  I  was  for  the  bill  until  it  was  refused  engrossment;  that  defeated 
the  bill  and  I  decided  to  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  it. 
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0.    You  voted  for  the  engrossment  of  the  bill? 
A.    I  stood  by  the  bill,  suported  it  sincerly  until  it  was  defeated,  I 
•didn't  think  it  was  my  duty  any  further  than  that. 
0.    You  heard  the  Speaker  engross  the  bill? 
A.   I  heard  it  mentioned  and  got  up  and  walked  out. 
0.    The  next  day  you  heard  of  it  having  been  refuesd  engrossment? 
A.    I  don't  remember,  just  before  noon  I  left. 

O.  You  were  present  when  they  had  the  little  fracas  at  the  noon 
hour  ? 

A.    Just  before  noon  I  left. 

O.    If  you  know  of  any  money  or  corrupt  influence  being  used  to 
pass  the  bill  or  to  prevent  its  passage,  you  may  state  it  ? 
A.    No,  sir;  none. 

O.  The  point  you  objected  to  was  the  manner  in  which  the  bill  was 
engrossed  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  When  it  come  to  final  action,  on  that  account  you  walked  out? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  what  Mr.  Shannon  is  doing  here? 
A.    I  do  not. 

O.    Have  you  heard  Mr.  Chapman's  name  mentioned  in  reference 
to  corrupt  influence  for  defeat  of  that  bill? 
A.    Xo,  sir ;  I  have  not. 

O.   Have  you  heard  Mr.  Graham's  name  in  connection  with  that? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to  find  any 
information  concerning  Mr.  Chapman,  Mr.  Dolan  or  Air.  Graham? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything,  simply  rumor  of  Mr.  Dolan's  actions  in 
regard  to  the  bill,  having  it  printed. 

O.  Do  you  know  Mr  Ferguson,  a  clerk  in  the  House,  docket  clerk, 
whether  he  had  any  thing  to  do  with  regard  either  to  the  passage  or  the 
defeat  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.   Do  you  know  of  any  corrupt  influence  being  used  in  the  passage 
or  for  the  defeat  of  the  bill  ? 
A.    No,  sir  ;  I  do  not. 

O.    Has  Air.  Phelps  ever  spoken  to  you  about  the  bill? 
A.    Xo,  sir  ;  he  spoke  about  it  in  my  hearing. 
O.    Y\ 'hat  did  he  say  about  that? 

A.  He  said  in  my  hearing,  he  was  not  talking  to  me,  that  he  did 
not  want  the  bill  to  pass  that  in  its  present  form  it  would  apply  to  his 
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town  as  it  was  less  than  a  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  for  that  reason 
he  did  not  want  the  bill  to  pass.. 
O.    To  whom  was  he  talking? 

A.  I  don't  remember,  I  just  happened  along  when  he  made  the  state- 
ment. 

O.    Have  you  heard  that  Mr.  Farley  has  been  doing  anything  with 
that  bill  one  way  or  the  other? 
A.    Nb,  sir. 

Q.   Do  you  know  of  him  going  to  St.  Louis,  corresponding  with  any 
book  concerns  or  going  to  Kansas  City? 
A.   I  do  not. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  that  he  did  that? 
A.    No,  sir.  * 
Q.    That  is  all. 

Mr.  Lee  T.  Witty,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

Q.   You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.   From  what  county? 
A.  Scotland  county. 
0.   This  is  your  first  session  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  The  inquiry  of  the  committee  relates  to  the  matter  of  corrupt 
means  or  influence  being  attempted  in  the  passage  of  different  House  bills 
and  especially  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  school  text-book  bill, 
now  I'll  ask  you  whether  there  has  come  to  your  knowledge  or  information 
anything  that  would  lead'  you  to  believe  there  was  any  corrupt  practice 
either  for  the  passage  of  that  bill  or  for  the  defeat  of  the  bill  or  the  in- 
definite postponement  of  the  bill? 

A.  Along  about  the  first  of  February  an  individual,  I  don't  know 
his  name,  spoke  to  me  about  the  Text-Book  Committee,  very  soon-  after 
the  talk,  though,  I  learned  that  he  believed  that  I  was  on  the  Text-Book 
Committee,  there  is  an  Educational  Committee  and  a  Text-Book  Com- 
mittee in  the  House.  Well,  the  inference,  then,  through  his  conversa- 
tion led  me  to  believe  that  he  thought  I  was  on  the  committee;  that 
was  along  about  the  first  of  February. 

O.    Do  you  know  the  name  of  that  man? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    What  do  you  say  led  to  that  inference? 
A.    The  change  of  text-books.

O.  Did  he  tell  you  that  it  would  be  any  financial  benefit  or  other- 
wise? 

A.  That  was  merely  a  surmise  about  that,  that  is,  if  I  had  been  on 
that  committee,  I  might  have  been  offered  something,  he  didn't  say, 


though. 

That  ended  the  conversation. 

Q- 

Nothing  said  about  any  financial  transaction? 

A 

A. 

That  was  a  mere  opinion  I  had  bearing  upon  that. 

Q. 

Where  did  this  happen? 

A 

A. 

In  the  restaurant,  in  the  Elks'  Restaurant. 

Q- 

Have  you  seen  that  party  since? 

A 

A. 

No,  sir. 

Q- 

Do  you  known  Jo  Shannon? 

A 

A. 

Yes,  sir. 

Q- 

It  was  not  him? 

A

No,  sir. 

Q- 

Do  you  know  Colonel  Phelps? 

A. 

Yes,  sir. 

Q. 

Was  it  him  ? 

A. 

No,  sir. 

Q. 

Do  you  know  the  clerks  of  the  House? 

A. 

He  is  not  in  the  House,  he  is  a  stranger  to  me. 

Q. 

Do  you  know  the  newspaper  reporters? 

A. 

Not  all  of  them,  no  sir.    It  was  no  one  in  the  House. 

1  don  t 

know  that  I  have  seen  that  man  since. 

Q. 

What  kind  of  looking  man  was  he? 

A. 

He  was  rather  heavy  set,  dark  complected. 

Q. 

Smooth  shaven? 

A. 

I  think  he  had  a  moustache. 

Q- 

Did  he  state  where  he  was  from  or  any  business  he 

was  fol- 

lowing  ? 

A. 

No,  sir. 

Q. 

Did  he  talk  enough  for  you  to  say  whether  he  was.  in 

favor  of 

the  passage  of  the  Davidson  bill  ?    Was  he  in  favor  of  the  text-book  bill 


or  against  it  ? 

A.    I  can't  tell  whether  he  wanted  to  retain  the  books  or  not. 

Q.  Was  your  conversation  about  changing  text-books,  what  if  any- 
thing was  said  about  that  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  distinctly  pertaining  to  that,  I  rather  expected 
maybe  it  was  a  change  of  text-books,  I  paid  but  little  attention. 

Q.  Were  there  parties  present  at  the  time  of  the  conversation  that 
you  might  find,  and  from  whom  you  might  learn  the  name  of  the  man? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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O.  Did  he  call  you  to  one  side? 
A.    No,  sir  ;  it  was  at  the  table. 

O.    You  have  never  seen  that  gentleman  since  that  time? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  do  not  remember  to  have  seen  him? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  with  reference  to  Farley,  Graham  or 
Chapman  having  anything  to  do  with  any  corruption  or  boodle  in  con- 
nection with  the  defeating  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

0.    Do  you  know  of  anything  being  done  to  promote  the  bill  of  a 

questionable  character? 
A.  No,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  seen  any  of  these  names  connected  with  the  bill  in 
any  way  that  would  be  reprehensible? 
A.    Only  what  I  hear,  that's  all 

O.    Were  you  present  when  the  last  vote  was  taken  on  the  bill  that 

day,  in  the  House? 
A.  No,  sir. 

0.    Do  you  mind  stating  to  the  committee  why  you  were  not  there? 
A.    I  was  at  my  room  sick  in  bed. 
O.    That's  all. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Lee,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined,  testified  fol- 
lowing : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  House? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county? 

A.    Mississippi,  Charleston,  Mo. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  on  the  session  all  the  time? 

A.    With  the  exception,  probably,  of  two  or  three  days. 

Q«  P°  }'ou  know  anything  in  regard  to  corrupt  practices?  Do  you 
know  of  any  corrupt  means  or  'practice  being  used  for  the  passage  or 
against  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  known  as  the  text-book  bill,  dur- 
ing the  time-  or  after  its  passage? 

A.    (  )t  my  own  knowledge,  1  do  not. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anything  or  anybody  dealing  in  corrupt  prac- 
tice in  which  that  measure  or  bill  was  involved? 

A.    Mow,  gentlemen,  I  do  not ;  though  I  could  tell  what  I  have  seen 

and  heard. 

Q.     Well,  tell  what  you  have  seen  and  heard? 

A.    WCll.  I  have  seen  lots  of  things,  I  don't  know  whether  it  was 
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in  connection  with  the  text-book  bill  or  not;  I  have  heard  others  talking 
with  different  persons;  I  expect  you  have  heard  the  same  tiling  dis- 
cussed over  the  fact  of  that  bill;  and  from  the  actions  generally  I  have 
had  mighty  sharp  suspicions  that  something  was  wrong;  I  have  talked 
with  Mr.  Gipson — 

O.   And  you  told  Mr.  Gipson  that  votes  were  worth  $100.00  apiece? 

A.  Yes. 

O.    You  remember  that? 

A.    I  do,  gentlemen. 

Q.    What  caused  you  to  say  that? 

A.  I  will  tell  you  how  that  occurred;  of  course  when  talking  to 
him  I  did  not  have  any  idea  that  I  would  be  brought  before  the  com- 
mittee here.  I  told  Mr.  Gipson  this  that  there  was  information  that 
votes  were  worth  and  I  believed  that  a  man  could  get  votes  and  votes  were 
worth  that.  Then  I  kinder  amended  that  for  the  reason  that  the  party 
that  was  talking  to  me — well  the  party  told  me  that  votes  were  worth 
a  hundred  dollars. 

Q.    Name  the  party? 

A.    Well,  sir,  I  do  not  know. 

O.    You  do  not  know  the  name  of  the  party? 

A.  I  do  not.  I'll  tell  you  how  it  came  up ;  I  want  to  make  some 
explanations.  You  see  the  proposition,  as  it  was  made  to  me  and  the 
way  it  came  up,  it  can  be  considered  two  ways.  It  was  made  in  a  kinder 
laughing  way,  and,  if  I  remember  the  day,  that  was  the  first  day  the 
bill  was  beat  for  engrossment,  I  think  that's  it.  There  was  a  good  deal 
of  talking  going  on,  and  one  person  said  to  me — the  man,  I  don't  know 
his  name,  but  there  were  several  persons,  members  of  the  Legislature 
that  day — 

Q.    Were  they  members  of  the  House? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  I  have  seen  him  since,  here.  I  want  to  say 
that  the  $100.00  proposition  that  was  made— you  want  to  get  at  the  cir- 
cumstances of  that — now  let  me  see,  the  man  that  was  speaking  of  that 
went  on  to  say  if  a  man  had  a  vote  he  could  get  a  hundred  dollars  for 
it,  then  he  said  "Let's  go  up  town,"  and  I  said  I  couldn't  do  that,  there 
was  to  be  a  vote  taken  on  that,  then  he  suggested  that  by  going  up  town 
that  I  should  not  loose  anything ;  that  was  about  the  result  of  it. 

O.    Which  side  did  he  suggest  that  the  money  was  for? 

A.    He  didn't  say  to  me. 

O.   It  might  have  been  either  for  or  against  the  bill  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 
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O.    Which  do  you  think  it  was? 

A.  I  give  my  reasons:  I  believe  that  it  was  against  the  bill  if  I 
had  not  voted. 

Q.    You  inferred  that  if  you  went  to  town? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    And  he  wanted  to  get  you  away  from  the  House? 
A.    Yes;  well,  you  can  draw  your  own  conclusions. 
Q.    Did  he  tell  you  in  this  conversation  that  he  was  against  the  bill 
or  in  favor  of  it?    Or  that  you  were  against  the  bill  or  in  favor  of  it? 
A.    I  don't  remember  that  I  did. 

Q.    Would  you  know  this  man  should  you  meet  him  again? 
A.    I  don't  know  whether  I  would  know  him  or  not. 
Q.    Did  he  come  to  your  seat? 

A.  No,  this  was  out  in  the  water  closet,  I  was  leaning  in  the  window. 
Q.    He  came  to  you  there? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  the  man  was  there  at  the  window  or 
whether  he  come  there  to  me. 

Q.    Any  body  present  when  he  was  talking  to  you? 

A.  Well,  now  there  were  persons  passing  in  and  out,  but  whether 
there  was  any  body  present  I  don't  know. 

0.  Did  he  call  your  name  when  he  spoke  to  you,  this  man  in  the 
water  closet? 

A.    We  were  at  the  window. 

Q.    In  the  water  closet  room? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Did  he  call  your  name? 

A.  Now,  I  don't  know  whether  he  did  or  not,  I  am  under  the  im- 
pression—  It  happened  just  about  this  way,  he  was  either  standing  there 
— any  way  I  was  standing  looking  out  the  window,  possibly  both  of  us 
were  looking  out  the  window ;  I  was  looking  up  the  river  and  he  might 
have  been  at  the  window ;  he  made  the  remark  there. 

Q.    How  did  the  conversation  come  up? 

A.    As  T  stated  the  conversation  come  up  that  way. 

O.  Do  you  recollect  the  first  thing  that  was  said  about  the  text- 
book bill? 

A.    I  do  not. 

O.  lie  said  something  about  votes  being  worth  a  hundred  dollars? 
What  connection  had  that  with  the  bill,  do  you  know? 

A.  He  talked  there — might  have  made  some  remark  about  the 
weather — and  T  don't  know  that  I  give  him  a  reply,  any  how,  the  result 
of  the  conversation  left  the  impression  with  me,  and  I  can't  detail  the

language  of  every  thing,  but  that  was  the  result  that  votes  were  worth 
a  hundred  dollars  or  something  of  that  kind. 

Q.    And  he  asked  you  to  take  a  walk  up  town  ? 

A.    No,  not  right  them. 

O.  Well,  during  that  conversation,  you  mentioned  something  about 
that? 

A.  Going  up  town?  About  that  he  remarked  that  I  would  not 
loose  anything. 

O.    If  you  did  go  up  town? 

A.    Yes.    He  just  said,  "Well,-  you  won't  loose  anything." 

O.  And  you  understood  that  this  was  with  reference  to  the  bill? 
Or  how  did  you  understand  that? 

A.    I  understood  going  up  town  referred  to  the  bill. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  other  persons  speaking  about  corruption 
with  reference  to  the  passage  or  the  defeat  of  this  bill? 

A.  Well,  now  I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  with  reference  to  this 
bill  or  not. 

O.    Tell  what  you  heard  then  ? 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Gipson  was  speaking,  we  have  been  talking  con- 
siderable together ;  and  in  talking  to  him  he  went  on  to  say  that  he  was 
satisfied  that  they  were  offering  money,  now  possibly  that  was  just  his 
conclusion  with  me. 

O.  Did  Mr.  Chapman  ever  come  to  you  with  any  proposition  or 
have  any  conversation  with  you  in  reference  to  that  bill? 

A.  Mr.  Chapman?  Never  in  his  life  has  he  ever  offered  me  any 
inducements  whatever. 

Q.    Or  Jo  Shannon? 

A.    I  don't  know,  now  Mr.  Chapman  might  have  spoken  to  me 
about  voting  on  the  bill. 
Q.    Jo  Shannon? 
A.    I  don't  know  him. 
Q.    Colonel  Phelps? 

A.  I  never  talked  a  half  dozen  words  with  him,  and  that  was  here 
in  the  committee  room. 

O.    Did  Graham  ever  come  to  you  with  any  proposition? 

A.  Mr.  Graham?  About  this  bill?  Now,  he  might  have  said  some- 
thing to  me,  but  there  was  nothing  wrong  on  one  side  or  the  other. 

Q.    Did  Farley  come  to  you  with  any  corrupt  proposition  ? 

A.  Never.  I  might  have  had  a  conversation  with  him,  but  it  could 
not  be  construed  into  anything  wrong. 

Q.    Has  Dolan  ever  come  to  you  with  any  corrupt  proposition  ? 

A.    I  don't  think  Dolan  ever  talked  to  me  about  that  bill. 
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O.    Do  you  know  of  any  combination  of  sixteen  or  eighteen  com- 
bined together  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  or  promoting  any  legislation  ? 
A.    I  do  not. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  combination  of  any  sixteen  or  eighteen  or 
any  other  number? 

A.    I  know  of  nothing  of  the  kind. 

O.  I  am  asking  about  the  report  in  the  newspapers  concerning  a 
combination  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  certain  legislation,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  defeating  certain  legislation. 

A.  I  can't  tell  you  anything-  about  that.  That  is  a  rumor.  Graham 
and  myself  and  Mr.  Chapman  might  have  spoken  about  that  matter 
standing  in  the  aisle  of  the  House  and  Mr.  Chapman,  or  possibly  it  was 
Graham,  was  talking  about  that  rumor  with  reference  to  certain  com- 
bination ;  or  maybe  it  was  a  day  or  two  before  that.  There  was  some 
of  the  St.  Louis  members  that  had  a  room  uptown  and  there  was  some- 
thing said  about  going  up  there  on  Sunday,  either  by  Chapman  or  Graham, 
I  don't  know  which.  Now  about  this  conversation  mentioned  in  the 
aisle,  I  think  Graham,  maybe,  said  something  about  not  getting  a  fair 
deal  in  the  organization  of  the  House,  and  I  believe  something  was  said 
of  an  organization  for  the  protection  of  themselves,  I  think  it  was  on 
account  of  Speaker  Whitecotton  probably  not  recognizing  them  on  com- 
mittees or  something  of  that  substance. 

O.  Who  was  it  made  the  statement  that  the  organization  was  for 
protection  ? 

A.    Well,  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  Graham  or  Chapman,  I  was 
within  three  or  four  feet  of  them. 
O.    Who  else  was  there? 
A.    I  do  not  know. 
O.    Where  was  that? 

A.  Well,  that  was  in  one  of  the  rooms  right  across  there,  and  some- 
thing was  said  of  going  up  to  a  club  room  of  the  St.  Louis  fellows  over 
in  town  somewhere. 

Q.  Tn  tlie  conversation  with  reference  to  this  organization,  there 
was  nothing  said  in  regard  to  money  back  of  it,  but  was  simply  to  pro- 
mote certain  bills  they  were  interested  in? 

A.  That  is  it  exactly.  Mr.  Graham  or  Mr.  Chapman,  I  believe  one 
of  them  stated  or  spoke-  of  an  organization  for  their  protection. 

O.  The  only  impression  that  was  left  upon  you  was  that  it  was 
to  advance  legislation  that  they  were  interested  in? 

A.    There  was  nothing  in  regard  to  corruption. 

[).  And  you  consider  there  was  no  corruption  in  it  or  a  desire  to 
BUbordinatC  any  legislation? 
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A.  That  is  right.  That's  what  they  mentioned  when  they  spoke  of 
the  organization. 

Q.  In  regard  to  what  was  said  in  regard  to  the  organization  there 
was  nothing  stated  by  Mr.  Graham  or  the  other  parties  of  an  organiza- 
tion seeking  to  defeat  or  promote  any  measures? 

A.  Nothing  in  the  conversation.  No,  sir ;  I  think  something  was 
said  about  Mr.  Whitecotton  by  Mr.  Graham  or  somebody,  anyway  some- 
thing was  said  about  that. 

Q.    That  is  ail. 

John  W.  McClellan,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly. 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  county. 

A.  Shannon. 

Q.  Have  you  been  here  most  of  the  time  during  the  sessions  of  the 
body. 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  or  heard  anything  that  would  lead  you  to  believe 
that  corrupt  practice  was  being  used  in  the  passage  or  in  the  defeat  of 
House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  known  as  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  I  have.  I  have  heard  several  parties  talk- 
ing about  it. 

O.    Well,  what  have  you  heard? 

A.    Several  parties. 

Q.    Well,  who? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  believe  anybody  except  members  of  the  House. 
I  think  Mr.  Whitecotton  talked  to  me  something  about  it  and  maybe  Mr. 
Long  and  Air..  Farley  talked  to  me  considerable. 

Q.    They  represented  both  sides  of  the  question? 

A.  Farley  was  against  the  bill,  and  something  was  said  about  Gra- 
ham and  Dolan  taking  considerable  part  in  the  text-book  bill. 

O.  Did  you  ever  hear  it  said  that  anybody  offered  any  money  for 
the  defeat  of,  or  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  ? 

A.  I  think  I  have  heard  something  said.  I  believe  I  heard  Leonard 
or  Collins  tell  that  votes  were  worth  $100  in  the  committee. 

O.    Did  Chapman  ever  say  anything  to  you  about  the  bill? 

A.    No,  never  has  talked  to  me  about  the  bill. 

Q.    You  know  Air.  Flanigan? 

A.  I  think  I  saw  Flanigan  talking  to  someone  and  signing  what 
appeared  to  be  a  check.    He  was  writing  it  in  the  Elks'  saloon,  I  believe 


Mr.  Campbell,  who  works  on  the  Rough  Journal,  was  standing  there, 
and  I  think  it  was  Campbell — no,  I  will  tell  you  who  it  was,  it  was 
Grandstaff  who  works  in  the  Senate.  Mr.  Flanigan  and  Mr.  Shannon, 
I  took  it  to  be  Shannon,  when  I  walked  in  I  saw  the  paper  laying  down 
there  and  Mr.  Flanigan  was  writing  something  down  at  the  bottom  of 
the  check  or  whatever  it  was. 

Q.    Who  was  there  besides  Flanigan  and  Joe  Shannon? 

A.  I  started  back  into  the  restaurant  to  get  something  to  eat  and 
I  remember  seeing  this  fellow  Williams  from  Scott  county  there,  and  I 
think  it  was  Nelson — a  big  fat  Senator.   This  big  fellow,  smooth-shaven. 

O.    Do  you  know  Schoenlaub? 

A.    That  fellow  Luig  and  two  other  gentlemen  that  I  do  not  know. 
Q.    Did  Luig  seem  to  be  taking  any  part? 

A.  No,  sir;  Luig  came,  I  think,  and  went  and  sat  down.  I  think 
Dick  Graham  was  standing  by. 

O.    How  close  were  you  to  Flanagan  and  Shannon? 

A.    If  it  is  Shannon — 

Q.    Have  you  seen  him  here? 

A.  I  am  pretty  certain  it  was  the  man  that  they  call  Shannon.  They 
were  standing  pretty  close  together. 

O.    They  were  standing  at  the  bar  as  you  go  in  ? 

A.    All  right  together. 

Q.    Flanagan  and  Shannon? 

A.    Right  at  the  cigar  case  in  the  front  part. 

Q.    What  were  they  doing? 

A.  Flanagan  was  writing  something  on  the  bottom  of  a  check — 
it  looked  something  like  a  check  ? 

Q.    Do  you  think  you  saw  it  sufficiently  to  know  what  it  was? 

A.    I  don't  know  what  it  was. 

Q.    What  made  you  think  it  was  a  check  ? 

A.    Well,  I  remember  speaking  to  John  Grandstaff  and  saying  that 
it  looked  like  a  check  on  the  Holland  Banking  Co.  of  Springfield. 
Q.    Was  the  paper  given  to  any  of  the  parties  present  there? 
A.    I  saw  Flanagan  writing  on  the  bottom  of  it. 
Q.    Do  you  know  whether  it  was  cashed  at  the  bar? 
A.    I  never  seen  them  take  that  there. 

Q.   You  went  in  there  to  get  your  supper,  I  believe  you  said  ? 
A.    Yes,  there  was  several  parties  sitting  down  near  me.    I  never 
paid  much  attention  to  "them. 

Q.    I  low  long  ago  was  that? 
A.    Oh,  that  happened —

Q.  Was  that  the  night  that  you  took  supper  there  with  the  police 
captains  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  that  was  the  same  night.  Several  came  in.  I  remem- 
ber Williams  of  Scott,  I  think  Dick  Graham  and  Shannon,  if  he  was 
that  fellow  standing  with  Flanagan,  they  were  standing  at  the  cigar 
counter  right  outside  of  the  screen. 

O.    You  didn't  see  what  paper  was  signed  there. 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  don't  know  anything  more  about  the  paper? 

A.  I  think  he  was  writing  the  bottom  of  the  paper,  it  looked  like 
he  was  writing  a  notation  at  the  bottom. 

Q.    Can  you  give  a  tolerable  fair  description  of  the  paper? 

A.    I  don't  know  what  it  was,  it  was  yellow  looking. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  at  any  time  you  have  seen  anybody  engaged 
in  any  corrupt  means  of  influencing  legislation,  either  for  or  against 
any  bill  that  you  know  of  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  very  little.  Farley  and  I  voted  for  the  engrossment, 
and  Judge  Davidson  probably  spoke  to  me  about  it  in  this  room.  Never 
anybody  said  anything  about  any  corruption  unless  it  was  the  rumor 
you  have  all  heard  about. 

Q.    There  was  considerable  of  that? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Did  you  see  the  Governor  about  it? 

A.    I  know  that  he  seemed  very  much  interested  in  the  free  text- 
book proposition,  and  it  was  held  up  at  Mr.  Whitecotton's  request. 
Q.    It  was  held  up  ?    Why  was  it  ? 

A.    The  report  was  made  in  a  committee  meeting  and  was  recom- 
mended that  it  be  reported  out  in  ten  days  at  Mr.  Whitecotton's  request. 
O.    The  committee  recommended  that  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  and  I  tried  to  get 
recognition  and  got  Mr.  McNatt,  also  Mr.  Rubey.to  see  if  I  could  get 
the  matter  up  to  see  if  I  could  get  recognition.  I  have  a  note  requesting 
me  to  hold  it  up  until  the  evening  of  the  next  day. 

O.    How  long  was  it  until  he  recognized  you. 

A.  I  think  the  next  day  after  I  got  the  note  requesting  me  to  hold 
it  up  until  that  evening  or  until  the  next  day. 

Q.    Was  the  Davidson  bill  up  at  that  time  ? 

A.   I  think  it  had  been  engrossed  the  noon  before. 

Q.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  had  been  holding  up  the  free  text- 
book bill  and  the  Davidson  bill  passed  ? 

A.  I  thought  that  it  was — he  did  not  tell  me,  but  that  was  my  un- 
derstanding of  it. 
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Q.  You  said  Graham  had  spoken  to  you  in  reference  to  the  free 
text-book  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  Yes,  he  spoke  to  me  and  urged  the  matter  of  report- 
ing it  out. 

O.    Did  he  request  the  holding  up  or  reporting  out  the  bill? 
A.    I  think  he  did.    I  thing  he  asked  to  hold  the  matter  up  as 
long  as  we  could. 

O.    Were  you  sent  for? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Graham  sent  for  you  ? 

A.    Yes,  one  night. 

O.    What  night  was  that  ? 

A.  That  was  a  good  long  while  ago.  Mr.  Atkinson  requested  the 
holding  up  of  the  Rubey  amendment,  but  the  committee  reported  it  out 
and  recommended  that  it  do  not  pass. 

Q.    Where  was  that  and  when  was  that? 

A.  That  was  at  the  Governor's  office,  and  I  understood  at  Mr. 
Atkinson's  request. 

O.    Had  you  been  sent  for  at  the  time? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Was  that  before  the  committee  on  the  free  text-book  bill  had 
considered  the  amendment? 
A.  Yes. 

O.    And  you  were  sent  for  in  reference  to  the  Davidson  bill? 
A.    I  think  so. 

Q.    Was  he  for  or  against  it? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  he  said  anything.  He  said  it  was  necessary  to 
have  text-book  legislation,  and  it  might  be  advisable  to  have  local  option. 

O.  Was  there  anything  said  by  Mr.  Chapman  to  you  in  reference  to 
those  bills. 

A.  I  don't  remember — he  might  have  said  something  about  the 
Davidson  bill. 

Q,  The  Atkinson  free  text-book  amendment  was  reported  favor- 
ably? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  the  committee  reported  favorably. 
Q.    Atkinson  requested  the  holding  up  of  it? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Your  understanding  was  that  the  committee  was  requested  to 
hold  it  up? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  then  Mr.  Parkinson  requested  the  committee  to  recom- 
mend it. 
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0.    Was  there  an  agreement  reported  favorably. 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Was  that  before  the  engrossment  of  the  Davidson  bill? 
A.   No,  sir. 

O.    You  stated  that  you  could  not  get  recognition  to  report  it? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Did  you  take  that  to  be  in  the  interest  or  promotion  of  the 
Davidson  bill? 

A.  That  is  what  I  supposed,  I  do  not  know  what  was  the  object 
in  holding  it  up. 

J.  A.  Russell,  Chaplain  of  the  House,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced, 
sworn  and  examined,  testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  were  Chaplain  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  have  been  in  attendance  a  good  deal  of  the  time  during  the 
sessions,  have  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  have  also  been  among  the  members  of  the  House  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  have  heard  of  this  talk  about  corruption  being  used  in  the 
passage  of  and  in  the  defeat  of  bills? 
A.    Rumor,  yes. 

O.  And  especially  with  reference  to  House  bill  469,  commonly  known 
as  the  text-book  measure,  you  have  heard  of  corruption  with  reference  to 
the  passage  or  defeat  of  that  bill,  have  you? 

A.  I  have  heard  references  to  the  bill.  I  have  heard  remarks  made 
about  corrupt  purposes,  I  have  heard  some  remarks. 

O.    Who  made  the  remarks  about  the  bill  named? 

A.  I  can  give  the  name  of  one  man  and  I  don't  know  that  I  can 
swear  in  regard  to  one  of  them,  it  is  man  that  I  first  thought,  but  I  am 
not  positive  about  it.    The  first  man  that  I  heard  make  a  remark. 

O.    What  did  he  say? 

A.  I  walked  out  into  the  hall.  The  men  were  right  there,  two  of 
them  together.  Mr.  Luig  was  one  of  them  and  I  am  not  certain  that 
I  know  the  other  fellow,  but  they  looked  to  be  very  much  in  earnest  and 
one  of  them  looked  at  me  and  said :  "This  is  a  serious  matter  to  be 
joking  about.'' 

O.    What  were  they  saying  when  you  came  up? 

A.  One  of  them  said,  "You  had  better  take  this  and  get  out  with 
it,"  and  the  other  one  looked  at  me  and  said,  "This  is  a  serious  matter 
to  be  joking  about,"  and  I  walked  on.    That  is  all  there  is  about  it. 
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Q.    He  was  a  member  of  the  House? 

A.    Both  of  them  were  members.    The  impression  that  I  had  that 
they  were  serious  about  what  they  were  talking  about. 
Q.    What  are  their  names? 

A.  Luig  was  one.  The  other  one,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  but  he  says 
he  is  not  the  man  that  was  talking,  I  took  to  be  Dolan  of  Kansas  City. 

O.    You  were  just  now  talking  to  Dolan,  were  you  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  talked  to  him  a  little  about  the  conversation.  He  said 
that  he  did  not  remember  about  me  talking  to  him  about  that. 

Q.  Mr.  Dolan  has  told  you  since  that  time  that  you  were  mistaken 
about  it,  did  he? 

A.   Yes,  he  said  he  thinks  I  am  mistaken  about  the  man. 

Q.    You  know  him? 

A.    Yes,  as  a  member  I  am  not  certain  that  it  was  him  or  not. 
Q.    You  have  just  come  from  the  company  of  Mr.  Dolan? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  was  the  man  that  was  talking  to  Mr.  Luig  about  the 
money  ? 

A.   That  seems  to  me,  and  I  think  it  was  Mr.  Dolan  and  Mr.  Luig. 
Q.   You  say  that  Mr.  Luig  said  that  to  Mr.  Dolan? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  it  looked  to  me  to  be  Mr.  Dolan. 
O.    And  they  seemed  to  be  in  earnest? 

A.    Mr.  Luig  seemed  to  be  very  much  in  earnest,  and  said  it  was  a 
pretty  serious  thing  to  joke  about. 
Q.    Who  made  that  remark? 

A.    Dolan,  and  he  looked  to  be  desperately  in  earnest. 
Q.    What  was  your  impression  at  that  time? 

A.    Well,  sir,  I  can  hardly  say.    It  was  a  kind  of  a  mixed  up  thing 
to  me,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  joking  about  the  roll  of  money. 
Q.   That  was  about  a  roll  of  money  that  they  had  ? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    And  as  you  say,  they  seemed  desperately  in  earnest? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  way  it  impressed  me. 

Q.    And  that  was  a  flash  roll? 

A.    Well,  they  had  something  like  that. 

O.    Luig  paid  it  to  him  ? 

A.  When  I  first  spoke  to  them  they  seemed  to  be  speaking  in  earnest, 
and  their  minds  were  thoroughly  fixed  on  what  they  were  doing,  and  did 
not  notice  anybody  for  a  moment  or  two. 

Q.    When  was  that? 

A.    I  think  that  was  the  day  the  committee  acted. 
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Q.    That  was  within  the  last  few  days? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Since  the  bill  was  voted  on  did  they  mention  what  matter  the 
money  was  on? 
A.   Nio,  sir. 

Q.   Have  you  talked  to  Mr.  Luig  since  about  that? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  I  talked  to  him  today. 
Q.   Who  did  he  say  it  was  ? 
A.   The  other  man. 

Q.    Yes,  the  man  you  took  to  be  Dolan? 
A.    It  was  a  newspaper  man  he  said. 
Q.   Did  you  go  to  see  the  newspaper  man  ? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  have  not. 

Q.    You  are  not  positive  but  that  it  was  one  of  the  newspaper  boys  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  am  not  positive. 

Q.   You  have  just  left  the  comypany  of  Mr.  Dolan? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  You  are  not  positive  that  that  is  the  man  that  was  talking  to 
Mr.  Luig? 

A.   I  am  not  sure  of  that. 

O.    You  would  not  want  to  swear  to  that? 

A.  I  can't  swear  to  that.  If  I  expressed  an  opinion  I  would  be 
inclined  to  think  he  was  the  man,  but  to  swear  to  a  degree  of  certainity, 
I  would  not  like  it  to  go  as  my  testimony. 

Q.  Dolan  denied  that  he  was  the  man  that  was  with  Luig  talking  to 
him  at  the  time  ? 

A.    I  don't  remember  it. 

O.  You  just  had  a  conversation  with  him  a  moment  ago  about  this 
matter  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  conversation  in  relation  to?  Were  you  talking 
about  coming  in  here,  talking  about  your  testimony  before  the  committee  ? 

A.   Yes,  I  told  him  that  I  understood  that  the  committee  wanted  me. 

O.   Did  he  tell  you  that  you  were  mistaken  in  him  being  the  man? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  it.  I  spoke  a  very  few  words.  I  think 
he  said  he  was  just  joking  about  those  things  and  he  knew  enough  for 
he  had  learned  a  lesson  somewhere  that  got  him  into  trouble,  and  he  knew 
enough  to  keep  out  of  anything  serious  like  that. 

Q.    Where  did  this  conversation  occur? 

A.  Right  out  in  the  hall — just  in  front  of  this  room.  Gentlemen, 
it  impressed  me  considerably.    I  felt  bad.    I  am  sorry  I  have  to  mention 
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it  unless  I  knew  positively.  I  thought  at  the  time  I  was  sure  that  it  was 
him. 

O.  Well,  you  have  known  of  a  good  deal  of  joking  going  on  around 
the  capitol? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  heard  a  man  accuse  another  of  having  a  thousand 
dolllars,  but  that  didn't  impress  me  as  this  other  incident  did.  They  were 
speking  in  a  low  tone  of  voice. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anything  else  in  connection  with  the  defeat  or 
promotion  of  bills? 

A.    Xo,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 

0.   Do  you  know  Col.  W.  H.  Phelps? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  him  say  anything  in  regard  to  that  bill  either 

way  ? 

A.    XTever  did. 

O.   Do  you  know  anything  concerning  Mr.  Farley's  connection  with 
it  one  way  or  the  other  ? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 
Q.    Mr.  Graham? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 
0.    Mr.  Chapman? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  do  not  know  anything  about  anyone  connected  in  any 
corrupt  way  or  of  being  corrupted  or  of  having  been  bribed. 
O.    To  vote  for  or  against  the  bill? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 

Simcoe  Reynolds,  of  lawful  age  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    I  low  old  are  you  my  boy? 
A.    Seventeen  years  old. 
O.    Do  you  live  in  Jefferson  City? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    Working  at  the  Tribune  office. 

().    What  work  are  you  engaged  in  there? 

A.    I  wrap  ii])  tlie  bills  there  and  deliver  them. 

().    Do  you  carry  over  the  bills? 

A.     I  deliver  the  bills  here. 

(  ).  I  )o  yon  know  a  member  of  the  House  by  the  name  of  Dolan 
of  Kansas  City? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 
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Q.  About  a  month  or  so  ago,  were  you  delivering  bills  and  did  you 
have  a  talk  with  anybody  about  the  school  text-bill?  Do  you  remember 
that  bill? 

A.   I  remember  a  man  came  and  asked  about  the  bill. 
O.    Where  did  he  come. 

A.  Well,  first  he  came  to  the  office  and  went  into  the  press  room  and 
shortly  came  and  remarked  to  the  other  gentleman  here  is  that  bill.  The 
bill  was  laying  on  the  counter  and  he  says :  "Boy,  I  will  give  you  a  dollar 
to  burn  that  bill  up."  I  says  I  can't.  You  will  have  to  see  the  boss  about 
that.  Then  he  walked  back  a  little  and  said  I  would  give  five  dollars  to 
burn  that  bill  and  went  through  the  office. 

O.    Who  was  present  when  that  was  going  on? 

A.    This  boy  outside. 

0.    Nobody  else? 

A.    That's  all  in  the  room. 

O.    Who  was  this  gentleman  that  said  that? 

A.    I  don't  know  either  one. 

Q.   What  kind  of  a  looking  man  was  he? 

A.  This  man  was  tolerable  tall,  had  black  hair,  a  stiff  hat  and  a  kind 
of  a  green  coat. 

O.    Have  you  seen  him  since? 
A.   I  think  I  have. 

O.    Do  you  think  you  would  know  him  if  you  would  see  him? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.   Did  he  wear  a  mustache  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.   Did  he  appear  to  be  uneasy? 

A.   He  looked  like  he  was  in  earnest. 

O.    Did  he  laugh  at  any  time? 

A.    No,  sir  ;  I  didn't  see  him  laugh  any. 

O.    You  don't  know  who  was  with  him? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    How  long  did  they  stay  there? 

A.  He  did  not  stay  but  a  few  minutes.  He  went  through  in  the 
House. 

Q.    Had  he  ever  been  there  before? 

A.    T  never  noticed  him  before. 

O.    Did  you  have  charge  of  these  bills? 

A.    In  the  wrapping  them  up. 

Q.    Were  they  tied  up  to  deliver  those  bills? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

B-3 
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Q.  You  don't  know  the  man  that  was  with  him? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  believe  I  would  know  the  fellow  that  said  that. 

Q.  What  room  was  that  in? 

A.  Right  in  the  front  office — the  stock  room. 

Q.  Do  strangers  come  in  there? 

A.  Hardly  ever  any  strangers  in  there.    They  have  no  business 

through  there. 

Q.  Anybody  else  there  asking  to  destroy  bills? 

A.  No,  sir;  that  was  the  only  one. 

Q.  Had  you  wraped  up  the  bill  to  deliver  it? 

A.  It  was  laying  over  on  the  counter  wrapped  up. 

Q.  How  could  he  tell  that  bill  by  the  outside  ? 

A.  Well,  the  number  was  on  the  corner. 

O.  Do  you  have  the  original  bill  bound  with  the  bill? 

A.  The  printed  bill  and  original  bill  are  tied  and  delivered. 

Q.  Do  you  tie  up  the  printed  bill  and  the  original  bill  on  top  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  So  that  he  could  see  the  original  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  guess  so.    It  was  on  top. 

O.  Was  that  the  Davidson  school  text-book  bill  ?  Do  you  remember 
what  number  it  was? 

A.  I  think  it  was  something  about  the  school  text-book  bill. 

Q.  You  don't  remember  to  a  certainty  what  bill  he  asked  you  to 
burn? 

A.  No,  sir;  but  I  am  sure  it  was  that  bill. 

Q.  Did  he  name  the  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  bill  did  he  say? 

A.  Text-book. 

Q.  And  he  first  said  he  would  give  you  ten  dollars  to  burn  the  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  then  walked  back  a  little  bit  and  said  to  the  fellow, 
I  would  give  ten  dollars  to  burn  that  bill. 

Q.  Did  he  seem  to  be  inearnest? 

A.  He  looked  like  he  was. 

Q.  Nobody  but  you  two  boys  and  these  two  men  in  there? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

o.  What  day  was  that? 

A.  J  don't  remember. 

O.  What  time  of  day  was  it? 

A.     I  don't  know  what  time  of  day. 

().  Anybody  in  the  front  room? 

A.  Mr.  Stephens,  I  think  was  in  the  office. 
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Q.   That  it  all  you  know  about  it? 

A.  Mr.  Stephens  come  in  a  short  time  and  asked  me  what  he  said. 
I  told  him  how  that  was. 

O.    Has  that  man  ever  spoken  to  you  since  that  time  about  that? 
A.  No  sir. 

Q.  Anybody  else  ever  talk  to  you  about  that  in  the  presence  of  Mr. 
Stephens  ? 

A.    That  is  all. 

Q.   Did  you  ever  make  an  affidavit  about  this? 
A.    Mr.  Whitecotton,  I  told  them  about  how  it  was.    They  wrote 
it  out  and  I  signed  it  up. 

Q.    Did  you  swear  to  it? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.   Who  was  the  other  man  that  took  your  statement? 
A.    Mr.  Whitecotton  and  Mr.  Davidson. 

Q.  How  long  after  that  occurrance  did  you  make  that  statement? 
A.    Last  week  one  day,  I  believe. 

Q.  You  say  the  original  bill  was  wrapped  up  and  laying  on  top  of 
the  package? 

A.    Yes,  sir.  '; 
Q.   The  original  bill  is  longer  than  the  printed  bill? 
A.    Not  unless  it  is  engrossed? 
Q.   Do  you  know  how  it  was? 

A.    I  don't  know  whether  it  was  engrossed  or  not. 

Q.    The  original  bill  was  on  top  of  the  package? 

A.   Yes,  I  am  pretty  sure  the  original  bill  was  tied  on  top. 

O.   Do  you  know  that  it  was  ? 

A.   I  would  say  that  I  am  pretty  sure. 

Q.   Do  you  know  whether  it  was  the  original  bill  or  printed  copy? 

A.  I  don't  know  which  one  it  was,  but  he  said  he  would  give  me 
ten  dollars  to  burn  the  bill.    I  guess  he  meant  the  whole  thing. 

Q.  Did  he  ask  you  whether  the  bill  was  printed  or  not  first?  How 
did  he  find  out  the  bill  was  printed? 

A.    I  don't  know  that. 

Q.   Did  he  ask  you  any  questions  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir ;  only  what  I  told  you.  He  said  here's  that  bill.  That's 
the  first  thing  he  said. 

Q.   Do  you  know  whether  he  knew  it  was  printed  or  not? 

A.   He  might  have  found  out  from  somebody  else. 

Q.    Did  you  hear  him  talk  to  anybody  else  besides  you  two  boys? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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Q.  Do  you  remember  what  kind  of  colored  wrapper — was  it  different 
from  the  printed  paper  or  not? 

A.    Nk>,  sir ;  I  don't  remember  that. 
O.   That  is  all. 

Eugene  Scott,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    How  old  are  you? 
A.    Fifteen  years. 

Q.    Do  you  konw  what  it  is  to  testify  in  court? 
A.    I  have  been  there  before. 
0.    Who  do  you  work  for? 
A.   Mr.  Stephens. 

Q.    That  is  the  Tribune  man  over  here? 
A    Yes,  sir. 

O.    He  is  the  printer  of  the  Senate  and  House  bills  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Were  you  working  for  him  in  February  last? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  this  boy  Simcoe  Reynolds? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

0.    Was  he  working  with  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  working  right  in  the  same  room. 
O.    WTas  there  one  evening,  or  at  some  time,  a  gentleman  that  told 
you  that  he  would  give  you  ten  dollars  to  burn  up  a  bill  ? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  who  that  man  was? 

A.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  know  him.  I  showed  Mr.  Davidson  who  I 
though  it  was. 

Q.  What  one  did  you  pick  out  as  that  man?  Did  he  tell  you  his 
name? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Was  it  Dolan  ? 

A.    I  believe  that  it  is. 

O.    Now  just  state  everything  he  did  and  said? 

A.  I  Ie  just  said  to  the  other  boy,  I  will  give  you  ten  dollars  to  burn 
thai  bill  up. 

Q.    W  ho  was  he? 

A.    I  didn't  know  that  man. 

O.    What  kind  of  a  looking  man  was  he? 

A.    Smooth  face  fellow,  with  dark  hair  and  had  on  a  light  suit  of 

clothes. 
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Q.    Do  you  know  who  he  was? 

A.    They  were  both  about  the  same  size. 

Q.    Was  he  light  complected  or  dark? 

A.    Pretty  dark  complected. 

O.    How  long  did  they  stay  in  there? 

A.   Just  about  three  minutes. 

O.  You  say  you  thought  it  was  Mr.  Dolan,  but  you  are  not  sure  that 
he  was  the  man? 

A.    Not  for  sure. 

Q.    Are  you  willing  to  swear  that  his  name  was  Dolan? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Did  you  hear  the  man  that  offered  the  ten  dollars  turn  around 
and  say  to  the  man  who  was  with  him  that  he  would  give  that  boy  five 
dollars  to  burn  the  bill  up  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  was  your  impression,  that  he  was  joking  or  in  earnest? 

A.  From  the  way  he  was  talking  I  believe  that  he  was  in  sober 
earnest.  He  remarked  that  that's  the  bill  and  said  to  the  other  boy  I 
will  give  ten  dollars  if  you  will  burn  that  up. 

Q.  Did  he  then  turn  and  remark  to  the  other  man  that  he  would  give 
the  boy  five  dollars  to  burn  the  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Was  he  laughing  when  he  said  it? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Did  they  have  any  other  business  in  there  at  all  ? 
A.    They  had  no  business  that  I  know  of. 
Q.   Where  was  Mr.  Stephens  ? 

A.    Mr  Stephens  was  in  the  office.    He  come  hunting  for  them. 
O.   What  did  Mr.  Stephens  say? 

A.    He  said  never  to  burn  no  bill  without  he  said  so. 
O.    Did  they  make  any  remarks  about  anything  else? 
A.    No,  sir. 
O.   That  is  all. 

Hugh  Stephens,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows: 

Q.    You  do  the  printing  for  the  State? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  print  both  House  and  Senate  bills? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Sometime  in  February  did  you  have  House  bill  No.  469  for 
printing? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 
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Q.   Did  you  have  the  original  bill  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.   How  do  you  return  them? 

A.  The  bills  come  in  and  the  original  copy  is  registered  in  the  office, 
and  they  are  taken  up  stairs  and  registered  there,  and  the  bills  are  carried 
from  there  to  the  press  room  to  be  printed,  and  are  then  returned  to  the 
delivery  room  right  back  of  the  office  and  the  boys  tie  up  the  bills,  the 
original  and  the  copy,  and  take  a  receipt  and  deliver  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Dolan  was 
over  to  your  place  somtime  in  February  last? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  Mr.  Dolan  was  over  there. 

Q.    Who  was  the  man  with  him  there? 

A.  Mr.  Dolan  came  to  the  office.  The  bill  was  ready  for  delivery. 
I  think  February  2nd.  Mr.  Dolan  called  special  attention  to  the  text- 
book bill.  Wait  a  minute,  on  February  2nd,  Mr.  Davidson  called  me  up 
and  told  me  to  give  the  text-book  bill  the  right  of  way.  That  evening 
Mr.  Dolan  came  in  the  office  after  supper  and  requested  the  delay  of  the 
delivery  of  bill  469.  He  said  he  did  not  want  the  committee  to  consider 
it  until  he  came  back.  I  told  him  that  I  could  not  delay  the  delivery.  The 
next  day  at  noon  he  came  back  and  told  me  that  he  had  authority  from 
the  Chief  Clerk,  and  I  told  him  that  I  would  have  to  have  written  notice 
to  delay  the  bill ;  that  is  not  to  deliver  it  that  afternoon.  That  after- 
noon he  said  that  he  had  authority  from  Mr.  Tall  for  the  delay  of  the  bill. 
I  told  him  it  would  have  to  be  in  writing.  He  came  back  the  next  day  at 
noon,  this  gentleman  I  have  referred  to  and  came  into  the  office  with 
Mr.  Dolan. 

Q.    Who  was  that? 

A.  I  don't  know,  I  never  saw  him  before.  He  said  he  would  give 
$25  to  have  that  lay  over.  I  told  him  it  was  no  use  of  talking  of  tamper- 
ing with  any  bills  and  the  matter  was  dropped.  He  said  he  wished  the 
boy  would  throw  the  bills  in  the  river  on  the  way  over.  He  went  in  the 
other  room  and  told  the  boy  that  he  would  give  ten  dollars  to  have  that 
bill  put  in  the  stove.  I  asked  the  boys  what  he  told  them.  I  don't  remem- 
ber exactly  their  words,  but  they  refused  to  do  anything  and  Dolan  left. 
That  is  all  I  know  about  it,  except  that  they  went  through  the  office  and 
went  into  the  press  room. 

Q.    Do  you  have  quite  a  number  of  people  looking  for  bills? 

A.    Very  often  parties  come  there  and  ask  about  bills. 

().    Do  they  go  back  where  these  men  went? 

A.    Never,  but  one  or  two  before  that. 

O.    Yon  don't  desire  that  parties  go  back  in  there? 

A.    They  have  no  right  to  without  my  permission. 
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O.    They  went  out  through  the  office? 
A.    I  understand  that  they  did. 

O.  Did  they  go  out  through  the  office  or  come  through  the  hallway 
on  the  side? 

A.    I  understood  through  the  office. 

0.  When  Mr.  Dolan  was  talking  about  the  bill  was  it  your  im- 
pression he  wanted  by  that  to  kill  the  bill,  or  was  it  morejn  the  nature 
or  desire  to  retard  the  bill?    What  was  your  impression  along  that  line? 

A.  Well  my  impression  was  that  Mr.  Dolan  was  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  bill,  from  his  anxiety  that  day  at  noon  he  seemed  very 
anxious  that  the  bill  lay  over. 

O.    Did  he  give  any  reasons  to  have  it  delayed. 

A.  He  told  me  he  wanted  to  go  to  Kansas  City  and  it  was  very 
inconvenient  for  him  to  attend  that  meeting. 

O.    He  wanted  to  go  to  Kansas  City  that  night? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    He  didn't  want  the  committee  to  consider  it  that  night? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    He  would  like  to  have  it  lay  over  one  day. 
A.    Just  to  have  it  lay  over  that  meeting.    That  seemed  to  be  his 
reason  for  not  wanting  it  delivered  in  time. 

O.   Did  the  boys  tell  you  about  the.  offer  of  five  dollars  to  burn  that 

bill? 

A.  Yes,  I  believe  they  said  he  offered  ten  dollars,  then  turned  and 
said  he  would  give  five  dollars. 

O.  Does  the  impression  that  you  have  from  his  offering  ten  dollars 
to  burn  the  bill,  was  it  a  jest  or  was  it  in  earnest? 

A.   That  is  a  supposition,  I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Did  they  go  through  your  place  of  business? 

A.    Yes,  they  went  back  in  the  press  room. 

O.    A  department  where  you  had  charge  of  other  business? 

A.    They  were  looking  around.    They  were  in  the  press  room. 

Q.   They  did  not  make  any  inquiry  back  there? 

A.  I  do  not  think  they  did  in  that  room.  I  do  not  know  whether 
they  inquired  or  not. 

O.    Who  is  the  man  in  charge  of  that  room? 

A.    Thomas  Fisher. 

O.    Has  an)-body  had  any  conversation  with  you  with  reference  to 
corrupt  practice,  either  in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  bills  in  the  Legislature? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  heard  anything  relative  to  any  member  getting  a  sum 
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of  money  for  voting  for  that  bill  or  of  any  corrupt  practice  being  used, 
affecting  the  passage  or  defeat  of  that  bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  never  heard  of  anything. 

O.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Joe  Shannon,  do  you? 

A.    I  don't  know  Mr.  Shannon,  I  know  of  him. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  else  that  would  lead  the  committee  to 
find  evidence  material  to  this  evidence  along  the  line  that  money  had  been 
used  for  the  corrupt  practice  with  reference  to  this  bill? 

A.  I  do  not  believe  that  I  know  anything.  I  see  what  is  in  the 
papers.  I  do  not  know  anything  directly  relating  to  the  text-book  bill, 
except  what  I  have  heard. 

O.    Have  you  heard  of  any  thousand  dollar  bills  being  around? 

A.    Yes,  I  have  heard  that. 

O.    What  was  the  name  of  the  parties  getting  them? 

A.  The  first  reference  to  it  was  by  Mr.  Brooks  in  a  sermon,  then  the 
matter  was  discussed  a  few  days  and  Mr.  Ed.  Orear  came  in  the  office 
and  he  told  me  he  understood  that  Mr.  Page  had  one  of  the  bills. 

0.    That  is  the  only  one  that  you  heard  of  ? 

A.    That  is  the  only  one  I  heard  of  from  Mr.  Orear.    I  heard  that 
Mr.  Page  had  a  thousand  dollar  bill,  I  believe  that  is  all  I  know  about  it. 
Q.    What  business  is  he  in  here? 
A.    He  runs  a  press  bureau. 
Q.    Is  he  a  man  of  means? 
A.    I  don't  know  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  connection,  if  any,  he  has  with  the  Legis- 
lature ? 

A.    No,  sir ;  he  is  not  a  member  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  this  had  any  connection  with  the  corruption 
in  the  Legislature  or  not? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not  know  anything  about  the  bills. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  amount  fifteen  hundred  dollars  being 
sent  up  from  St.  Louis  to  either  of  the  banks? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not.  I  probably  have  heard  something  like  that, 
but  if  there  was  such  a  transaction  I  have  forgotten  it  now. 

Q.  Well,  it  was  a  matter  supposed  to  be  connected  with  the  Legis- 
lature in  some  way? 

A.    They  were  sent  to  Jefferson  City? 

That  is  all. 

Jesse  W.  Henry,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    What  is  your  position  here  in  this  town? 

A.   Treasurer  of  the  Central  Missouri  Trust  Company. 
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Q.  That  corresponds  to  cashier  of  a  bank? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

O.  You  handle  money? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  has  the  Central  Missouri  Trust  Co.  been  in  operation  * 
here  ? 

A.  The  company  has  been  organized  since  February  I,  1902. 

0.  You  cash  checks,  give  change  and  issue  exchange? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

O.  Have  any  bills  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars 
been  presented  to  you  to  be  changed,  deposited  or  exchanged,  during  the 

present  session  of  the  Legislature? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  one  one  thousand  dollar  bill. 

Q.  Who  presented  that? 

A.  We  received  it  from  the  Exchange  Bank. 

O.  Of  this  City? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  as  clearing  one  day.  # 

Q.  You  have  had  none  presented  to  you  directly? 

A.  Nb,  sir. 

Q,  Any  other  large  bills? 

A.  Five  hundred  dollars  was  the  largest. 

O.  Were  they  any  more  common  than  usual? 

A.  No,  sir ;  no  more  large  bills  than  usual ;  as  a  matter  of  course  five 
hundred,  fifty  and  one  hundred  dollar  bills  are  not  handled  to  any  great 
extent. 

Q.  That  is  the  only  one  thousand  dollar  bill  that  you  had? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  exchanged  to  any  considerable  extent  on  other  banks  ? 

A.  We  buy  exchange  on  St.  Louis. 

O.  Are  thousand  dollar  bills  an  ordinary  thing  in  currency? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  as  to  that. 

0.  The  thousand  dollar  bill  that  came  to  you,  did  you  use  it? 

A.  I  believe  it  was  paid  to  the  First  National  Bank. 

Q.  Do  you  keep  the  number  of  large  bills? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  memoranda  or  any  recollection  as  to  who  pre- 
sented the  bill? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  spoke  of  five  hundred  dollar  bills? 

A.  Well,  I  have  some  recollection  of  five  hundred  dollar  bills. 

Q.  Has  there  been  an  unusual  amount  of  them  since  the  Legislature 
has  been  in  session  ? 
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A.   Well,  I  don't  know  in  particular  about  that. 
Q.    Are  fifty  dollar  bills  common? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  a  good  many  fifty  dollar  bills. 
Q.    The  five  hundred  dollar  bills  are  unusual? 
A.    Well,  yes. 

Q.  Have  you  handled  many  of  them  during  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  at  this  time? 

A.  Well,  as  I  told  you  the  company  was  organized  in  February, 
1902,  and  March,  a  year  ago,  I  was  made  treasurer,  and  my  duties  are 
more  particularly  outside  and  really  I  couldn't  say  so  much  about  what 
goes  over  the  counter. 

Q.  In  regard  to  the  five  hundred  dollar  bills,  how  many  of  them 
came  into  your  possession  that  you  know  of? 

A.    Only  two  that  I  know  of. 

Q.    Who  presented  them? 

A.    Cole  Hickox. 

Q.   Who  is  he?, 

A.  I  think  he  has  been  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Moniteau  county. 
He  is  a  clerk  in  the  Legislature. 

Q.  You  think  he  is  connected  with  the  Legislature  in  some  way? 
A.    I  suppose  so. 

Q.    Were  these  the  only  bills  of  this  size? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  many  came  in,  probably  I  would  not  handle 
them  myself.  I  paid  out  a  five  hundred  dollar  bill  the  other  day  to  a 
farmer. 

Q.    Where  did  you  get  the  bill  that  you  gave  him  ? 
A.  At  the  close  of  business  one  day,  a  couple  of  men  came  in  and 
simply  asked  for  change  for  the  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills. 
Q.    What  kind  of  change  did  you  give  them  ? 
A.    I  think  mostly  twenties. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  either  of  them  were  members  of  the 
House? 

A.   I  do  not. 

Q.    Or  members  of  the  Senate? 
A.    I  don't  know. 
Q.   Just  those  two  men  came  in  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    I  Tow  long  ago  was  that  ? 
A.    A  month  ago,  about  that. 

Q.    Do  you  know  when  the  alum  bill  was  up  in  the  Senate? 

A.    My  recollection  is  that  it  was  a  week  or  so  ago.    I  paid  but  very 
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little  attention  to  it.  This  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  been  over  to  the 
capitol,  I  believe. 

O.    You  have  no  memoranda  of  the  date  Mr.  Hickox  got  change? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Would  your  record  show  when  you  got  the  bills? 

A.  Well,  no,  I  don't  know  because  the  bills  probably  laid  in  the 
safe  some  ten  days  and  Mr.  Jeffries  was  going  to  St.  Louis  and  I 
asked  him  to  take  them  down  with  him. 

Q.   Do  you  know  when  he  went? 

A.    I  couldn't  tell  except  by  the  books. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  long  you  had  the  bills  when  he  went  to  St, 
Louis  ? 

A.    Not  more  than  a  week  or  ten  days. 

Q.    There  is  not  any  great  number  of  them  in  circulation? 

A.    No,  sir ;  not  many  use  five  hundred  dollar  bills. 

Q.   The  five  hundred  dollar  bill,  did  you  get  that  personally? 

A.  I  don't  know  I  might  not  have  taken  it  in  myself.  In  clearing 
every  day  the  other  banks  frequently  give  us  large  bills  and  we  use  large 
bills  for  that  purpose. 

O.    And  so  there  would  be  no  record  of  it? 

A.    I  reckon  not. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  when  the  thousand  dollar  bill  came  to  you 
from  the  Exchange  Bank,  and  how  nearly  it  was  connected  with  the 
two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  ? 

A.  The  thousand  dollar  bill  not  more  than  two  weeks  ago,  and  we 
gave  it  to  the  First  National  Bank  in  three  or  four  days. 

Q.  You  don't  know  how  long  the  Exchange  Bank  had  the  thousand 
dollar  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.   The  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  was  something  about  a  month 

ago? 

A.    Yes  ,sir. 

G.  E.  Lohman,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    Cashier  of  the  Merchants'  Bank. 

Q.    You  are  the  first  cashier? 

A.    Well,  yes. 

O.    You  have  charge  of  the  matter  of  exchanges  and  drafts,  etc. 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    During  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  have  any  large  bills  come 
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into  your  bank,  either  for  change  into  smaller  denominations  of  for  ex-. 

change  ? 

A.    No,  not  to  any  considerable  extent. 

O.    What  is  the  largest  bill  you  have  handled? 

A.    I  think  a  five  hundred  dollar  bill. 

Q.    That  is  not  especially  large  is  it? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Only  one  five  hundred  dollar  bill  came  to  you? 

A.  I  only  remember  the  one  five  hundred  dollar  bill  and  that  came 
from  another  bank  in  clearing. 

O.  Have  you  issued  considerable  amount  of  exchange  on  any  St. 
Louis  bank  for  any  member  of  the  Legislature? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  the  matter  discussed  in  regard  to  thousand 
dollar  bills  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature? 

A.    I  have  heard  the  rumor  with  regard  to  thousand  dollar  bills. 
Q.     But  haven't  gotten  any  of  them? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    How  many  banks  are  there  here? 
A.    Four  banks. 

O.    Including  the  Trust  Company? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Who  presented  this  five  hundred  dollars? 
A.    It  came  in  clearing.    I  think  we  got  it  from  the  Exchange  Bank. 
O.    Have  you  heard  of  other  men  engaged  in  the  banking  business 
speak  of  thousand  dollar  bills  ? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.    Thousand  dollar  bills  are  a  little  large? 
A.    They  are  not  common. 

W.  A.  Dallmever,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows: 
Q.    What  is  your  business? 
A.    Cashier  of  the  Exchange  Bank. 
Q.    How  long  have  you  been  in  business  there? 
A.    About  twenty  years. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  charge  of  the  bank  during  this  winter? 
A.    Well,  yes. 

Q,  I  las  there  been  presented  to  your  bank  during  the  session  of 
the  Legislature  any  bills  for  change  or  exchange  of  the  denomination  of 
five  hundred  or  thousand  dollars? 

A.  Yes. 
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Q.    How  many? 

A.    Well,  sir,  I  can't  say. 

O.    More  than  one? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    More  than  one  one  thousand  dollar  bill  ? 
A.  Yes. 

O.  One  of  those  thousand  dollar  bills  was  presented  by  Mr.  Ramsey? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.    Can  you  give  the  name  of  any  of  the  persons  who  presented  a 
thousand  dollar  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  don't  remember  the  name  of  any  other  person? 
A.   No,  sir. 

O.  How  many  do  you  think  have  been  presented  during  the  pres- 
ent session  of  th  Legislature  ? 

A.    I  would  think  not  over  three  or  four  anyway. 

O.  What  was  done  with  the  bill,  say  of  the  denomination  of  one 
thousand  dollars? 

A.  I  don't  know,  but  as  a  matter  of  course,  such  bills  passed  through 
the  banks  in  the  course  of  settlements. 

O.    Who  is  in  charge  of  the  counter  there? 

A.    Oscar  W.  Raithel. 

O.    You  were  not  there  in  charge  yourself  constantly? 
A.    Oh,  not  every  day. 

O.  Isn't  it  unusual  in  the  course  of  business  between  banks  to  handle 
one  thousand  dollar  bills? 

A.    It  is  not  an  every  day  occurrence. 

O.   Do  you  remember  the  date  that  these  bills  came  to  your  bank? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  keep  the  numbers  of  the  bills  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  don't  keep  the  number  of  bills  of  that  size? 

A.    Never  pay  any  more  attention  to  them  than  any  other  bill. 

Q.   You  think  that  very  few  persons  would  take  a  bill  of  that  value? 

A.  Generally  speaking,  there  are  no  counterfeit  five  hundred  and 
thousand  dollar  bills. 

Q.  Have  there  been  any  five  hundred  dollar  bills  presented  to  your 
bank  for  exchange? 

A.    I  don't  think  I  remember  but  one  or  two. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  considerable  number  of  hundred  dollar 
bills  come  from  St.  Louis  within  the  last  few  weeks? 
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A.  I  think  two  or  three  hundred  dollar  bills  have  been  exchanged 
at  our  bank. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  considerable  amount  of  exchange  obtained 
at  your  bank  upon  St.  Louis  ? 

A.    Probably  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

Q.    What  time  was  that? 

A.    I  don't  remember. 

Q.    Would  your  draft  register  show  that? 

A.  Yes. 

O.  Is  it  convenient  for  your  cashier  to  make  a  memoranda  of  the 
dates  and  amounts  with  reference  to  that? 

A.  He  can  make  a  memoranda  and  bring  it  over.  Of  course  this  is 
during  the  course  of  business  hours  and  we  are  using  the  register  con- 
stantly. 

Q.    Do  you  make  any  inquiry? 

A.  We  don't  make  any  inquiry  unless  a  man  looks  suspicious,  but 
different  persons  might  have  come  in  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature. 
There  are  a  good  many  strangers  in  town  at  such  a  time  and  we  issue  them 
exchange  or  cash  checks  without  very  much  suspicion. 

Q.    Was  it  a  citizen  of  Jefferson  City  who  got  that  exchange? 

A.  I  think  not.  My  attention  was  called  to  it  possibly  by  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  having  asked  me  his  name  and  what  he  got  it  for,  and  the 
boy  told  him  it  was  none  of  his  business,  and  I  told  the  boy  he  was  per- 
fectly right. 

Q.    What  was  the  amount  of  that  draft? 

A.    I  think  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

Q.    You  don't  know  what  it  was? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  were  not  present  at  the  time  in  charge? 
A.    I  don't  know  as  to  that. 

Q.  The  draft  delivered  to  the  party  would  not  necessarily  be  in  his 
name  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Where  do  you  sell  exchange? 
A.    Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis. 

Q.  Would  the  records  show  where  that  exchange  goes  to  and  who 
the  purchaser  was? 

A.    Sometimes  it  docs  and  sometimes  it  doesn't. 
Q.    When  will  that  draft  come  back? 

A.  It  will  return  in  the  course  of  business  not  until  the  end  of  the 
month. 

O.    Who  is  your  correspondent  in  St.  Louis? 
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A.    National  Bank  of  Commerce  and  Merchants-Laclede  Nlational. 
O.    Have  you  correspondents  in  Kansas  City? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.   Was  that  in  the  month  of  February? 

A.    I  think  this  month. 

O.  You  haven't  the  draft  back  yet  ? 

A.    I  can't  tell.    I  was  judging  the  time  only  by  the  circumstances. 
O.    Can  you  tell  of  any  other  drafts  of  a  similar  nature  and  the 
amount  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  gave  a  two  thousand  dollars  in  a  few  days  in  the 
course  of  business  in  exchange. 

Q.  You  don't  know  of  any  amount  of  money  being  used  for  in- 
fluencing legislation  one  way  or  the  other? 

A.   No,  sir. 

O.  You  don't  know  whether  that  money  or  any  other  amount  of 
money  has  been  for  the  purpose  of  corrupting  legislation? 

A.  I  have  lived  here  twenty  years  in  business  and  I  have  heard 
such  talk  as  we  have  had  this  winter.  It's  in  the  air,  I  don't  believe  in  it 
myself. 

Oscar  G.  Burch,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows: 

Q.    What  position  do  you  hold  here? 

A.   Cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank. 

Q.    How  long  have  you  been  in  that  position? 

A.  Over  eighteen  years. 

O.    You  are  the  paying  tellar? 

A.    No,  sir;  except  in  the  absence  of  either  one  of  them? 

O.  Have  you  received  in  the  past  sixty  days  any  bills  of  large  de- 
nominations for  exchange  in  five  hundred  dollar  or  one  thousand  dollar 
bills? 

A.  One  one  thousand  dollar  bill  has  been  received  from  the  Trust 
Company  in  the  clearing.  Five  hundred  dollars  came  from  a  farmer  who 
had  sold  his  farm.    These  are  the  only  two  iarge  bills. 

Q.  Have  you  issued  any  exchange  in  amounts  of  money  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  whether  others  in  the  bank  have? 
A.    I  think  not. 

Q.    Who  issues  all  the  exchange? 

A.  Mr.  Schott  attends  to  that  matter.  I  don't  think  we  have  issued 
any  exchange  out  of  the  ordinary  line  of  business. 
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0.    In  your  ordinary  course  of  business  with  your  citizens  and 

customers  ? 

A.    Yes,  a  good  many  members  keep  their  accounts  with  us. 

John  H.  Flanagan,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

By  Mr.  Flanagan:    Have  you  authority  to  administer  that  oath? 

By  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee :    We  think  so,  assuredly. 

Mr.  Flanigan:  I  doubt  your  authority  to  administer  that  sort  of 
an  oath,  but  go  ahead. 

O.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.  Carthage. 

O.    How  long  have  you  been  here? 
A.    Since  the  last  week  in  December. 
O.    You  are  not  a  member  of  the  House? 
A.    Not  at  all. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  Has  he  been  interested  directly  in  the  passage  or  the  defeat  of 
school  text-book  bill  469? 

A.    I  think  he  tried  to  defeat  it. 

O.  Were  you  actively  engaged  in  trying  to  defeat  it?  Were  you  as- 
sociated with  Mr.  Shannon  in  that  more  than  to  know  what  business 
he  had  here? 

A.    He  opposed  the  bill. 

Q.    Do  you  know  from  his  actions  and  general  conduct  whether  he 
was  engaged  in  trying  to  defeat  the  bill  ? 
A.    My  impression  is  that  he  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whose  interests  Mr  Shannon  represented  in  this 
matter  ? 

A.  I  suppose  he  represented  Mr.  Shannon  here.  I  represent  Mr. 
Flanagan.  I  had  this  talk  with  Mr.  Shannon,  explaining  his  reasons  why 
he  was  opposed  to  the  State  machine. 

Q.    Wha1  is  your  business  ? 

A.  Lawyer. 

Q.    Who  arc  you  engaged  by? 
A.    The  Missouri  Pacific  railroad. 

(  ).  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Shannon  representing  anybody  else  and 
making  any  offer  of  money  or  any  other  valuable  consideration  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  to  induce  them  to  vote  for  or  against  the  passage 
of  I  louse  bill  469  or  of  any  influence  he  exerted  in  that  behalf? 

A.    No,  sir;  \  don't. 
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O.    You  are  with  him  a  good  deal  while  he  is  here? 

A.  Yes,  quite  a  good  deal.  He  is  here  now,  but  gentlemen  I  want 
to  say  that  this  influence  or  no  influence  has  been  exerted  in  the  House 
upon  the  question  of  free  text-book  legislation.  One  reason  I  opposed 
it,  there  were  58  republicans  against  it  and  I  was  in  the  Republican  con- 
vention and  they  claimed  that  there  was  an  organization  here  of  fifty  or 
sixty,  and  that  is  a  good  crowd  to  tie  to.  If  there  was  such  an  organiza- 
tion, but  I  want  to  say  that  I  don't  believe  there  is  an  organization.  But 
that  is  an  awful  good  thing  to  chaw. 

O.  You  don't  mean  to  say  that  there  are  59  Republicans  that  would 
be  that  easy  ? 

A.  Oh  no,  but  you  know  that  if  there  is  an  organization  of  50  or 
60  men  it  is  a  pretty  good  crowd  to  stay  with. 

O.  Have  you  never  heard  the  matter  discussed  with  reference  to 
corruption  concerning  legislation? 

A.    Oh,  rumor,  yes. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  corrupt  practice  either  for  or  against  House 
bill  469? 

A.    I  don't  believe  in  it. 

O.    You  have  heard  considerable  discussion  with  reference  to  that? 
A.    Yes,  but  that  is  in  the  imagination.    It  is  reported  among  cer- 
tain members  as  to  the  authority  of  that  bill. 
O.    Who  drew  that  bill? 

A.  J.  T.  Harding,  now  of  Kansas  City,  of  the  law  firm  of  Brown 
&  Harding.    It  is  so  reputed  in  the  Republic  yesterday  morning. 

O.  Is  Col.  Phelps  interested  in  school  text-book  legislation  in  one 
way  or  the  other? 

A.  I  doubt  that.  We  tried  to  pass  the  Jim  Crow  bill.  WTe  took 
an  interest  in  it  because  we  thought  it  was  a  good  thing  to  chaw  on  and 
take  up  time. 

Q.    You  regarded  that  as  being  a  good  thing  to  delay  matters  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

0.  And  you  state  that  the  railroad  people  were  in  favor  of  the  Jim 
Crow  bill? 

A.    Well,  as  I  said,  the  Jim  Crow  bill  was  a  good  thing  to  chaw  011. 
0.    You  have  been  present  most  of  the  time  during  the  present 
session  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  came  in  December,  you  say? 

A.    Yes,  I  felt  this  way :    It  was  suggested  to  let  the  Governor  ap-

point  the  commission  and  let  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Kirk  be  on  that  com- 
mission as  Mr.  White  made  the  race  on  the  issue  of  free  text-books. 

Q.    You  wrote  out  that  amendment? 

A.    No,  I  talked  about  that. 

O.  You  were  looking  after  your  local  railroad  interest  and  things 
in  general  ? 

A.  I  am  doing  my  level  best  to  take  care  of  the  railroads.  I  want 
to  say  that  Col.  Phelps  pays  very  little  attention  to  the  House. 

Q.    Hasn't  Col.  Phelps  taken  quite  an  interest  in  the  text-book  bill? 
A.    I  don't  think  he  has  ever  taken  any  part  in  any  way  in  that  bill. 
O.    You  were  subject  to  his  orders? 
A.    He  could  stop  me  if  he  wanted  to. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  organization  in  the  House  or  of  a  com- 
bination for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  text-book  bill  through  or  defeating 
it? 

A.  No  knowledge  of  it.  I  have  heard  of  it,  but  I  don't  believe  there 
ever  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  paid  by  any  specific  person 
to  any  particular  person  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  this  text-book  bill? 

A.  I  do  not.  And  I  say  that  I  do  not  believe  any  person  ever  at- 
tempted to  influence  that  House  or  any  member  of  it,  on  that  on  any 
other  measure. 

Q.    You  don't  believe  there  has  been  any  attempt  in  the  House  to 
influence  legislation? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  that  any  amount  of  money  has  been  used  for  the  purpose  of 
defeating  or  promoting  legislation? 
A.    I  certainly  do  not. 

Q.    You  have  strong  reasons  to  believe  that,  have  you  ? 

A.  I  have  for  the  reason  that  I  don't  think  it  could  have  been 
attempted  by  any  one  without  them  consulting  my  interests. 

Q.  You  were  up  here  in  the  Elks'  restaurant  with  Mr.  Shannon 
and  Mr.  Luig? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  or  Mr.  Shannon  endorse  a  check,  or  sign  a  cheek  and 
give  it  to  Mr.  Luig  or  some  person  there? 

A.  T  understand  that  there  was  something  like  that  took  place 
there,  but  T  haven't  drawn  a  check  since  T  was  in  Jefferson  City. 

Q.    Have  you  endorsed  any  checks? 

A.  T  wrote  a  pass  for  some  fellow  up  there  on  the  bar.  Maybe 
Mr.  Luig,  T  don't  know  whether  he  was  present.  I  have  told  you  that 
I  have  drawn  no  checks.    I  borrowed  fifty  dollars  from  Billy  Wagner

and  drew  my  check  for  the  amount.  I  was  not  permitted  to  stay  in 
Jefferson  City  one  day,  and  Mr.  Wagner  took  my  check  for  fifty  dollars 
and  kept  it  in  the  safe  until  I  got  back. 

Q.    You  were  that  careful,  then,  in  regard  to  drawing  checks  ? 

A.  Yes,  Mr.  Shannon  might  have  endorsed  the  check.  If  he  did 
so  he  will  probably  remember  it,  but  I  wrote  a  pass  out  there  on  the  bar, 
but  I  wrote  no  check. 

Q.  Have  you  known  of  anybody  getting  bills  of  a  large  denomina- 
tion changed  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature? 

A.  I  have  heard  of  it,  but  I  am  not  able  to  get  farther  than  the 
rumor. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anybody  with  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dol- 
lar bills? 

A.  I  haven't  seen  anything  of  that  kind.  I  am  satisfied  that  if 
anything  of  that  kind  was  going  on  around  the  State  capitol —  Well,  I 
will  say  that  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  if  in  your  experience  around  the  capitol,  do  you 
think  if  parties  were  trying  to  influence  the  Legislature  by  money,  or 
the  Senate,  by  giving  any  amount  of  money  in  the  support  of  or  the 
defeat  of  any  measure,  say  thousand  dollar  bills,  do  you  think  you  would 
be  likely  to  know  something  of  it? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  about  that.  I  never  saw  a  thousand  dol- 
lar bill  in  my  life. 

Q.    You  were  here  during  the  session  of  1899? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    And  you  have  not  seen  any  of  the  thousand  dollar  bills  ? 
A.    I  have  not. 

Q.    As  far  as  Mr.  Shannon  is  concerned,  you  state  that  he  was  likely 
interested  in  the  defeat  of  that  bill  ? 
A.    I  think  so,  exactly. 

Q.    On  what  account  did  Mr.  Shannon  object  to  the  bill? 

A.  Well,  I  understood  on  account  it  affected  their  town.  Mr. 
Shannon  wanted  to  remove  its  operations  from  Kansas  City. 

Q.  On  what  account  did  Mr.  Shannon  object  to  the  bill  after  Kan- 
sas City  was  removed  from  its  operation  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.  I  didn't  ask  him  about  that.  I  suppose  he 
is  against  a  new  contract. 

Q.    Tying  up  the  State  for  the  next  six  vears  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  know  that  it  is  frequently  charged  that  the  book  companies 
had  agreed  to  oppose  the  free  text-book  measure? 

A.    I  heard  that,  and  I  heard  the  matter  about  boodle  discussed 
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concerning  the  American  Book  Co.,  and  the  Boston  concern,  and  maybe 
others,  but  I  am  sure  there  is  nothing  of  that  kind. 

O.  W.  Raithel,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

0.  You  may  state  if  you  take  the  number  of  thousand  dollar  bills, 
which  you  have  received  over  your  counter  during  the  last  sixty  or 
seventy  days? 

A.    The  number? 

O.  State  the  number  of  thousand  dollar  bills  which  have  been  re- 
ceived over  the  counter  in  the  Exchange  Bank  within  the  last  sixty  or 
seventy  days? 

A.    Not  over  two  or  three. 

Q.    Were  you  present? 

A.    That  I  don't  know.    I  might  have  been  out  at  noon. 

O.    Well,  do  you  know  whether  they  came  in  at  noon  or  not? 

A.    I  am  not  sure. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  of  receiving  any  thousand  dollar  bill  over  the 
counter  that  you  remember  of  receiving. 

A.    I  cannot.    It  might  have  been  taken  in  while  I  was  at  dinner. 

Q.  Did  you  get  the  memoranda  of  the  exchange  of  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  on  St.  Louis? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Who  got  that  exchange? 
A.   Mr.  Layton. 

O.    On  what  bank  in  St.  Louis? 

A.    National  Bank  of  Commerce,  Sf.  Louis. 

Q.    Do  you  know  what  Mr.  W.  Layton  claimed  to  be  doing? 

A.    Traveling  for  the  Layton  Pure  Food  Co. 

Q.    Did  he  give  his  name  as  Layton? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

A.    What  kind  of  a  looking  man  was  he? 
A.    T  can't  say  exactly,  but  rather  dark  complected. 
Q.    I  will  get  you  to  state  if  you  have  seen  him  about  here  during 
this  session  of  the  Legislature? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 

Q.    lie  brought  the  money  in  with  him? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    About  what  denominations  were  the  bills? 

A.  Mostly  twenties,  as  I  remember.  Not  over  three  one  hundred 
dollar  bills.     I  think  only  two  one  hundred  dollar  bills. 
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Q.    Do  you  know  of  anybody  in  business  dealing  in  pure  food  prod- 
ucts that  made  a  collection  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Had  this  man  been  in  the  bank  before? 

A.    One  time  before.    I  cashed  a  small  check  before. 

Q.    How  long  ago?    During  the  present  Legislature  this  winter? 

A.    Yes,  I  think  it  was. 

O.    Was  the  check  payable  to  him  that  you  cashed? 
A.    I  don't  remember  that  check  at  all. 

Q.  He  bought  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  in  exchange  on  St. 
Louis,  did  he  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  was  the  date  of  that  transaction? 
A.    March  5th. 

Q.  What  other  men  are  liable  to  receive  that  money  over  the  counter 
at  the  bank?    Thousand  dollar  bills? 

A.  We  all  handle  money  there.  R.  H.  Dallmeyer,  Chester  Hard- 
ing and  myself. 

Q.  Have  you  noticed  during  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  an  un- 
usual amount  of  bills  of  large  denominations,  of  money  or  checks,  or 
bills  of  exchange  in  an  unusual  amount? 

A.  Some  thousand  dollar  bills,  and  some  are  here  when  the  Legis- 
lature is  not  here. 

Q.  You  know  of  no  unusually  large  deposits  by  either  members 
of  the  Legislature  or  employes  here? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Which  would  thereby  excite  comment  or  curiosity  in  the  amount  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

0.  Either  by  members  or  employes  of  the  present  General  Assembly  ? 
A.    Well,  no  ;  I  can't  say. 

1.  N.  Page,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  following: 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 
A.    Newspaper  man. 

Q.    How  long  have  you  been  in  Jefferson  City  ? 
A.    Ever  since  a  couple  of  days  before  the  session. 
O.    Where  is  your  home? 
A.  Bonneterre. 

Q.  Well,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee  among 
other  things —  I'll  ask  you  if  you  know  anything  with  reference  to  any 
thousand  dollar  bills  being  changed,  and  whether  or  not  you  had  such.

bills  or  any  body  else?  Or  have  you  heard  of  any  one  having  that 
amount  ? 

A.    I  haven't  had  a  cent  of  money  since  I  have  been  in  Jefferson 
City,  I  have  not  had  since  my  connection  with  the  Legislature. 
O.    Did  you  have  a  thousand  dollar  bill? 
A.    In  my  life  time  several  thousand  dollars. 
O.    Have  you  had  during  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Did  you  get  Mr.  Ramsey  to  cash  one? 
A.    Yes,  yes;  Mr.  Ramsey  changed  a  thousand  dollars. 
O.    Do  you  object  to  telling  the  purpose  of  it,  why  it  was  done  at 
your  request? 

A.    Why,  if  it  don't —   Provided  it  don't  involve  anybody. 

Q.    You  are  not  a  member  of  the  Legislature? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  have  my  own  interests  to  look  after. 

Q.  Have  you  had  a  conversation  with  any  member  in  which  the 
text-book  question  was  discussed  in  which  it  was  proposed  that  money 
was  used  corruptly  either  for  the  passage  or  against  the  passage  of  the 
school  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  anything  about  that? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  not  of  my  personal  knowledge,  I  have  heard  a  great 
deal  in  regard  to  it,  in  regard  to  money  being  used  in  the  Legislature, 
one  way  and  another  and,  so  far  as  I  possibly  could,  I  have  kept  close 
track  of  it,  but  I  can  absolutely  say  that,  as  for  money  changing  hands, 
I  know  nothing  for  certain. 

O.  That  money  in  your  possession  was  not  used  to  corrupt  legis- 
lation? 

A.  No,  sir;  If  the  committee  is  inclined  to  know,  I  will  say  that 
I  had  that  money  about  some  business,  that  amount  of  money  came  to 
me  in  a  business  way,  and  I  told  the  party  when  I  had  it  cashed,  I  said, 
"I  have  a  bill  that  I  would  like  for  you  to  cash,"  I  didn't  pledge  him  to 
secrecy,  but  it  was  very  little  on  his  part  to  make  the  matter  public,  I 
overheard  him  tell  about  the  matter. 

Q.    Do  you  object  to  telling  how  this  money  came  to  you? 

A.  Well,  now,  I  tell  you  it  was  a  matter  of  importance  to  me,  and 
I  have  objections  really  to  telling  it,  because  it  directly  affects  future 
developments  that  T  have,  and  the  money  has  no  connection  with  legis- 
lation, I  would  freely  tell  the  committee  about  how  I  came  in  possession 
of  the  money,  but  the  deal  is  not  yet  consumated,  and  it  is  detrimental 
to  the-  business  that  is  pending  now. 

O.    You  say  it  has  no  connection  with  legislation?

A.    None  whatever.    The  matter  got  to  the  public  through  this 
preacher  down  here.  I  will  say  that  I  have  that  money  yet. 
O.    You  say  you  have  the  money  yet? 

A.  I  have  the  money  yet  in  my  possession,  not  only  that  I  have 
the  original  bill  that  I  gave  Mr.  Ramsey. 

By  the  Stenographer:  Let  me  understand:  You  mean  the  original, 
you  mean  the  original  thousand  dollars  and  the  change? 

O.    You  have  the  bills  yet? 

0.  Yes,  sir;  the  fact  of  the  business  is  ever  since  I  have  been  up 
here  there  has  been  pretty  free  statements  about  corruption,  and  I  have, 
through  my  correspondence  to  the  country  newspapers  said  so,  and  have 
incurred  the  displeasure  of  some  gentlemen,  as  you  members  of  the  com- 
mittee may  know,  by  reason  of  my  name  being  connected  with  this 
correspondence  with  Mr.  Ramsey,  and  on  two  occasions  my  desk  has 
been  broken  open  up  there,  I  don't  think  Mr.  Ramsey  had  anything 
to  do  with  that  matter  though,  I  don't  know  how  these  things  get  out, 
but  it  looks  very  suspicious  to  me. 

O.    What  things? 

A.  What  the  committee  has  done,  what  has  transpired,  I  suppose 
you  are  under  the  same  oath  that  I  am? 

Q.  Exactly  the  same,  Mr.  Page.  You  say  that  in  your  correspond- 
ence you  have  mentioned  corrupt  means  being  used,  what  corrupt  means 
have  you  knowledge  of? 

A.  Since  I  have  been  here  the  use  of  corrupt  means  has  been  talked 
about  freely. 

O.    Corrupt  means  to  do  what? 

A.  To  secure  the  passage  of  legislation  or  to  interfere  with  legis- 
lation, but  I  don't  know  anything  specific. 

O.  You  wrote  to  the  press  throughout  the  country  that  there  was 
boodle  here?    That  there  was  boodle  being  used  here? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  have  you  seen  that  caused  you  to  believe  that? 

A.  I  haven't  seen  any  money  change  hands,  but  I  have  seen  men 
in  conversation  under  peculiar  circumstances,  and  it  is  generally  reported 
in  Jefferson  city. 

O.    Can  you  give  the  names  of  the  men  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  if  I  had  anything  tangible  I  would  publish  it,  but — 
O.    Well,  you  were  brought  here  to  give  us  information,  and  such 
information  as  you  give  us  we  desire  to  trace  it  up.    Now,  you  have 
mentioned  something  about  some  peculiar  circumstances? 

A.  WTell,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Bill  Smith  told  that  he  heard  it 
told  by  other  people,  but  when  I  tried  to  get  at  the  facts — 
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O.  If  you  have  any  knowledge  other  than  rumor,  that's  what  we 
desire  to  get  at,  Mr.  Page? 

A.    Well,  I  have  objections  to  telling  my  suspicions. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  man  say  that  certain  men  had  received 
any  amount  of  money  for  their  vote? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  haven't  heard  any  body  say  that  any  body  had  been 
bought. 

O.  Either  to  vote  or  refrain  from  voting?  Have  you  heard  men 
say  they  had  been  offered  any  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  let  me  see,  Mr.  Whitecotton  told  Mr.  Long  that  some- 
body told  Representative  Simmons  that  somebody  else,  a  member  of  the 
Text-Book  Committee,  had  been  offered  a  hundred  dollars.  Now,  with- 
out definite  information  on  that  point  I  would  not  absolutely  charge 
any  body. 

O.  But  you  wrote  these  articles  saying  that  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  corruption  going  on? 

A.    I  don't  remember  that  language. 

Q.    You  say  that  was  the  impression  you  gave  in  your  articles  ? 

A.  I  said  to  divers  parties,  I  can't  say  exactly  who  they  are,  thai- 
it  looked  like  this  was  the  most  corrupt  Legislature  Missouri  has  had 
since  1895. 

Qk    Have  you  had  experience  in  legislation  heretofore? 
A.  None. 

O.    You  tell  the  committee  that  you  can  give  no  instance  of  cor- 
ruption, no  tangible  instance  of  corruption,  of  any  member  of  that  body? 
A.    No,  sir;  no  evidence. 
Q.    Did  you  see  the  Legislature  of  1895? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  And  yet  you  tell  of  high-handed  corruption  here,  do  you  think 
that  such  reports  going  out  over  the  State  are  no  reflection  to  the  State? 

A.  Well,  I  can  only  state  what  I  know,  and  what  was  the  general 
impression  of  the  Legislature,  whether  it  was  absolutely  specific  or 
general. 

Q.    You  don't  think  it  makes  against  the  State  unless  it  is  specific? 

A.    Well,  I  don't  know  that  that  has  any  connection  here. 

O.    How  many  papers  do  you  report  to? 

A.    Something  over  a  hundred. 

O.    What  are  your  politics? 

A.  Democratic. 

Q.  Now,  you  say  that  such  reports  going  out  from  here  over  the 
country,  only  vague  information,  through  the  press  is  not  reflection? 

A.    Well,  that's  hardly  pertinent  lure.    I  have  confidence  enough 
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in  the  members  of  this  committee  to  know  that  they  will  thoroughly  in- 
vestigate this  whole  business  from  top  to  bottom. 

0.  We  are  very  anxious  to  find  out  anything  along  the  line  of  cor- 
ruption?   You  have  been  here  all  the  time,  have  you? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  been  around  very  much? 
A.    I  have  been  over  the  thing  from  the  top  to  the  bottom. 
O.    If  there  was  corruption  don't  you  think  you  ought  to  be  able 
to  find  it? 

A.  I  think  from  the  composition  of  this  committee  if  there  is  any 
corruption  they  will  find  it. 

O.  With  reference  to  this  $1,000,  are  you  willing  to  tell  us  how 
you  came  into  possession  of  that? 

A.    I  don't  think  that  is  a  matter  to  be  told  here. 

O.  The  committee  think  so,  and  we  think  you  will  have  to  answer 
these  questions,  and  you  may  have  until  9 130  tomorrow  morning  to  make 
up  you  mind. 

Committee  takes  a  recess  until  9 130  tomorrow. 

Thos.  A.  Till,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  following: 

Q.    State  your  name? 

A.    Thos.  A.  Till. 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    Newspaper  writer. 

O.   What  paper? 

A.    Kansas  City  Journal. 

Q.   How  long  have  you  been  associated  with  that  paper? 

A.    Since  from  1890  until  1894  and  from  1899  until  now. 

O.  The  committee  was  appointed  in  the  House  to  inquire  into  any 
corrupt  practice  or  unlawful  means  pertaining  to  either  the  passage 
or  the  opposition  of  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  called  the  text-book 
bill,  if  you  know  any  informatin  directly  on  that  line  or  that  would 
lead  the  committee  to  find  any  material  matters  of  that  kind  we  want  to 
know  it. 

A.  I  think  the  only  information  to  that  effect  was  printed  in  the 
Journal ;  the  only  thing  in  relation  to  the  passage  of  that  bill  was  to  the 
effect— now  let  the  stenographer  get  this— "that  Campbell  Wells  told  Gip- 
son  that  Collins  told  him  that  Leonard  told  Collins  that  he  had  been  offered 
$100.00  for  his  vote." 
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0.  Is  that  all  along  that  line  in  regard  to  the  bill  that  you  have 
heard  ? 

A.    Yes  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  discussed  this  question  that  $1,000  bills  or 
bills  of  large  denomination  being  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature or  the  employes  of  the  Legislature? 

A.  I  know  nothing  except  what  I  have  heard,  and  as  a  proof  that  I 
have  found  nothing,  the  Journal  has  not  printed  it. 

Q.    You  are  looking  around  for  things  of  that  kind? 

A.    Certainly/  and  if  I  had  found  it  I  would  have  printed  it. 

Q.    Are  you  acquainted  with  Joe  Shannon? 

A.    Very  well. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  his  business  is  here  during  the  Legislature? 
A.  Well— 

O.    Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  him? 

A.    I  think  I  have  had  ten  conversations  a  day  with  Shannon. 

Q.    What  is  his  business  here,  if  you  know? 

A.    I  can't  tell  you  that. 

O.    Did  he  ever  tell  you  what  he  was  here  for? 

A.  Well,  I  asked  him  to  help  me  in  the  interest  of  what  is  known  as 
the  judges  bill  and — 1 

Q.  Well,  after  the  judges  bill  had  passed  Mr.  Shannon  still  re- 
mained? 

A.    He  is  here  today,  I  saw  him  in  the  hall. 

Q.    Has  he  approached  you  in  reference  to  any  other  bills  ? 

A.    I  approached  him. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Shannon  know  that  the  text-book  bill  didn't  apply  to 
Kansas  City? 

A.    That  I  do  not  know. 

Q.   What  is  his  business  ? 

A.   That  I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Have  you  known  him  long? 

A.    I  have  known  him  ten  years. 

Q.    What  is  his  reputation,  if  you  know  his  reputation? 

A.  Four  years  ago  Geo.  M.  Shelly,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  in  Kansas  City,  President  of  the  Upper  House  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  Kansas  City,  twice  Mayor,  once  Postmaster  and  some 
otherjiigh  offices,  made  a  statement  over  his  name  that  Mr.  Shannon  was 
in  his  employ  and  had  been  for  many  years,  that  he  was  a  total  abstainer, 
that  he  didn't  owe  a  dollar,  and  as  a  result  of  that  statement  the  Journal 
had  to  make  a  retraction. 

Q.    Had  the  Journal  charged  him  with  being  a  boodler? 
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A.  I  think  they  had.  There  was  a  libel  suit  of  $7,500,  but  the 
Journal  made  the  retraction. 

Q.   Do  you  know  his  business? 

A.    I  know  that  he  is  connected  with  the  Shelly  stores. 

Q.    Do  you  know  in  whose  interest  he  has  been  here  lately? 

A.  I  do  not.  There  has  been  and  is  pending  in  the  House  different 
bills  in  which  the  people  of  Jackson  county  and  Kansas  City  are  interested 
one  bill  in  the  House  to  put  into  the  hands  of  the  county  court  the  appoint- 
ing fifty  road  overseers  and  my  idea  is  that  brought  Shannon  here 
among  other — 

Q.    That  bill  passed  the  House  did  it  not? 

A.    I  do  not  know  that,  and  further — 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  here  for  the  purpose  of 
defeating  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  legislation,  money  used  by 
members  or  clerks  or  by  persons  outside  for  corrupt  purposes? 

A.  I  have  asked  that  question  at  least  three  times  every  day  of 
twenty  members.  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  one  line,  except  the  Camp- 
bell Wells  incident  that  I  told  you  about. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anything  about  a  sum  of  money,  $2,500.00 
being  used  supposed  to  be  in  connection  with  legislation? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  have  seen  the  conduct  of  members  and  watched  pretty 
closely  haven't  you? 

A.    I  have  watched  very  closely. 

Q.   Do  you  know  who  voted  against  the  bill  at  the  third  reading? 

A.  You  are  referring  to  Mr.  Dolan  and  Mr.  Chapman,  the  bill  in 
its  original  form  took  hi  the  whole  State  of  Missouri — 

Q.  Well,  you  dont  claim  latter  on  it  affected  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Joseph?  Your  understanding  was  that  the  Kansas  City  delegation 
stood  by  Mr.  Bothwell  in  this  matter  because  Mr.  Bothwell  stood  by  the 
Kansas  City  people  in  helping  them  to  free  Kansas  City  from  the  power 
of  the  bill,  was  that  your  understanding? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  consider  it  a  fact  that  the  Kansas  City 
delegation  voted  with  the  Republicans  ? 

A.   Dolan  told  me  that  it  was  absolutely  binding  on  him. 

Q.   But  Mr.  Chapman  how  do  you  account  for  him  voting  that  way? 

A.   I  believe  that  Mr.  Dolan  pledged  the  Jackson  county  delegation. 

Q.  You  consider  that  Mr.  Dolan  was  standing  for  his  obligation  in 
that  matter?      Was  this  obligation  incurred? 

A.   That  I  do  not  know. 
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O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  anti  text-book  bill,  others  that  were 
members  of  the  Philipinoes?    Where  did  they  come  from? 

A.   You  are  getting  a  little  beyond  my  depth  now, 

O.    What  would  be  the  object  in  voting  that  way? 

A.   I  can't  say,  I  suppose  Bothwell  wanted  to  keep  Sedalia  out. 

O.  Do  you  mean  to  say  by  that  that  they  agreed  to  help  kill  the 
text-book  bill? 

A.    I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  they  wanted  to  keep  Sedalia 

out. 

O.    Was  this  obligation  or  contract  you  speak  of  in  writing? 

A.  I  will  say  that  I  have  never  heard  anything  about  anv  writing 
never  heard  it  breathed  until  here. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  of  a  combination  of  16  or  18  who  had  stipulated 
and  agreed  in  writing  to — ? 

A.    I  never  heard  it. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  anything  in  the  way  of  money  be- 
ing used  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.  I  will  tell  you,  one  Wednesday  an  article  appeared  in  the  Journal 
in  which,  the  article  was  about  eight  inches  in  length,  and  spoke  in  friendly 
terms  of  the  Davidson  bill,  and  that  day  a  man  came  in  the  wash  room, 
he  was  about  35  years  of  age,  smooth  shaven,  weight  about  two  hun- 
dred pounds,  dark  hair  and  dark  clothing,  and  calling  my  attention  by 
name,  he  said  that  is  a  very  good  story  this  morning  in  the  Journal,  I 
said  I  would  like  to  ask  you  two  things ;  first,  what  story  do  you  refer  to, 
there  was  probably  twenty  in  that  day ;  second,  what  your  name  is,  he 
said  well  I  mean  that  story  about  the  text-book  bill,  and  it  was  a  very 
good  story.  I  was  washing  at  the  time  and  was  "about  to  leave  the  room, 
and  he  requested  to  see  me  for  a  few  minutes  if  I  had  no  other  engage- 
ment. I  answered  him  that  I  would  see  him  after  dinner.  I  said  I  will  see 
you  within  an  hour  at  the  Western  Union  office;  as  I  was  leaving  the  room 
I  asked  him  what  he  had  to  tell  me  about ;  he  said  he  was  connected  with 
a  school  book  publishing  company  and  that  he  had  instructions  from 
his  people  to  keep  away  from  the  Legislature,  that  he  was  going  from 
Kansas  City  to  St.  Louis  and  saw  the  Journal  on  the  train,  read  the 
article  and  decided  to  drop  off  here  and  telegraph  his  people  the  import 
of  it. 

Q,    What  company  did  he  say  that  he  was  connected  with? 
A.    He  said  he  would  tell  me  when  he  saw  me  again.    I  have  been 
watching  for  that  man  to  this  day. 

Q.    You  didn't  meet  him  any  more? 

A.  1  did  not,  I  mentioned  it  to  Farley,  to  Dolan  and  if  I  remember, 
to  Mr.  Davidson  that  there  was  a  text-book  man  here  and  asked  them  if 
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they  had  met  him,  and  what  concern  he  represented,  how  he  got  my  name 
and  identified  me  in  the  wash  room,  I  don't  know. 

O.  You  printed  the  article  or  story  favorable  to  the  Davidson  text- 
book bill,  and  you  say  that  he  came  and  complimented  you  on  that  story  ? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  Was  it  your  impression  that  he  was  favorable  to  the  passage  of 
the  bill? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 
O.   That  is  all. 

Tuesday,  March  17th,  1903,  afternoon. 

Michael  E.  Casey,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  following: 
O.    State  your  name? 
A.   Michael  E.  Casey. 

O.  Are  you  able  to  state  to  this  committee  anything  of  your  own 
knowledge  about  the  use  of  money  or  other  corrupt  means  to  defeat  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill,  or  to  promote  that  bill  in  the  House,  the  bill 
commonly  known  as  No.  469 — commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text- 
book bill? 

A.   All  I  know  is  what  is  in  the  papers. 

O.    You  know  nothing  of  your  own  personal  knowledge  of  money 
being  used  in  a  corrupt  way  in  that  connecttion? 
A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

O.  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  any  member  of  the  House 
having  been  influenced  by  money  or  other  corrupt  means  to  vote  for  or 
against  the  Davidson  bill  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  neither  for  or  against  the  interests  of  the  bill.  Prof. 
Hisey  never  spoke  to  me,  I  don't  believe  he  sopke  to  me  either  for  or 
against  the  bill,  I  used  my  own  judgment  on  it  ;  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Greenwood,  wrote  down  here  and  the  principals  might  have 
written  down  here  stating  their  position  on  the  text-bok  bill  and  stating 
that  they  wanted  Kansas  City  cut  out. 

0.  Do  you  know  of  any  organization  among  the  members  of  the 
House  being  organized  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  think  there  is  any  organization  at  all,  if  there 
was  I  don't  know  anything  about  it  or  nothing  that  looks  like  an  organi- 
zation. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  of  any  person  or  persons  being  here  in 
the  interest  of  the  promotion  or  the  defeat  of  the  text-book  bill,  using 
any  corrupt  or  unlawful  means  to  accomplish  such  ends? 

A.   No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 
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O.   Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.    I  was  raised  with  him. 

O.  Do  you  know  what  business  he  is  following  since  he  has  been 
here? 

A.  I  do  not  know  what  his  business  here  is,  he  is  in  the  mercantile 
business  in  Kansas  City,  working  for  Geo.  M.  Shelly. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  business  that  he  has  had  in  Jefferson  City 
during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  at  this  time  ? 

A.  I  suppose  he  was  here  and  is  here  in  the  interest  of  bills  affecting 
Jackson  county,  we  have  had  several  measures  of  that  kind. 

Q.    Has  he  spoken  to  you  with  reference  to  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  are  personal  friends,  but  political  enemies.  I  have 
fought  him  for  twelve  years  politically  and  I  am  righting  him  yet. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  has  organized  considerable  numbers  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  Davidson 
text-book  bill? 

A.    I  know  that  he  has  not. 

O.    Has  he  any  interest  in  the  Davidson  bill  one  way  or  the  other? 
A.   Not  that  I  know  of,  I  don't  think  he  has  ever  spoke  to  me  about 
the  bill. 

O.    Do  you  know  Colonel  W.  H.  Phelps? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  was  interested  in  the  defeat  or  promo- 
tion of  the  bill  ? 

A.    I  don't  think  he  ever  said  anything  to  me. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  large  bills  of  money  in  large  denomination 
in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  House? 

A.  No,  I  have  not,  I  know  nothing  only  what  the  papers  state. 
I  have  seen  fifty  dollar  bills,  I  have  acouple  in  my  trunk. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  conversation  between  members  of  the  House 
where  money  was  the  subject  of  conversation  with  reference  to  the  text- 
book bill? 

A.    No,  I  have  not. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anybody — has  no  one  mentioned  the  matter  that 
such  influence  as  that — that  influence  of  that  kind  was  being  brought  to 
bear  on  the  members  of  the  House,  or  any  of  them  ? 

A.   Nobody  has  talked  to  me  about  it. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  in  St.  Lonis  interested  in  text- 
book legislation? 

\.  T  don't  think  I  got  a  letter  outside  of  Prof.  Greewood,  his  posi- 
tion was  that  Kansas  City  was  big  enough  and  recognized  as  one  of 
the  best  educational  centers  in  the  United  States  and  with  their  coterie  of 
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teachers,  Kansas  City  could  take  care  of  itself,  and  didn't  intend  to  ask 
Davidson  or  Lon  Williams  to  come  to  Kansas  City  to  tell  them  what  text- 
books they  should  use.  I  even  went  to  Dolan  and  called  his  attention  to  it 
and  told  him  that  I  had  gotten  letters  from  Prof.  Greenwood  and  after- 
wards Kansas  City  was  cut  out. 

Q.  When  Kansas  City  was  cut  out  did  the  interests  of  the  Kansas 
City  people  cease  with  that  ? 

A.    No,  sir ;  people  of  Kansas  City  were  in  favor  of  a  different  bill. 

0.    Do  you  know  how  that  bill  was  drawn  up? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Who  drew  that  bill? 

A.  It  was  drawn — Bob  Yeager  told  me  by  Brown-Hardin  &  Brown 
for  Ginn  &  Company,  that  was  just  like  other  information — 

O.  You  say  that  Ginn  &  Company  got  them  to  draw  a  bill  for  the  in, 
who  was  that  attorney? 

A.  Judge  Scarrett  of  the  law  firm  of  Scarrett-Vaughan-Griffith  & 
Jones,  that  information  I  got  by  hearsay. 

Q.    Do  you  know  how  that  bill  came  here? 

A.    I  did  not,  I  never  paid  any  attention  to  it. 

Q.  You  stated  that  you  knew  how  the  bill  was  drawn  up,  now  you 
say  it  was  hearsay  evidence,  did  you  have  a  talk  with  the  parties  who 
are  reputed  to  have  prepared  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  saw  a  couple  of  them  down  here. 

O.   Have  they  been  here  since  this  book  legislation  was  up? 

A.    Yes,  a  couple  of  them. 

O.  Were  they  here  on  the  days  that  the  text-book  bill  was  being  con- 
sidered ? 

A.    I  think  they  were,  but  I  won't  say  as  to  that. 
Q.    Do  you  know  any  members  of  the  House  that  they  solicited  in 
favor  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  I  do  not. 

O.  Are  Ginn  &  Co.  the  publishers  of  the  books  now  in  use  or  are 
they  publishers  of  the  books  proposed  to  be  used,  they  are  a  book  pub- 
lishing house,  are  they? 

A.  Yes,  that's  my  understanding,  I  think  they  have  the  books  that 
are  proposed  to  be  used. 

Q.    That  is  all. 

Thos.  J.  Leonard,  of  lawful  age  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  following: 

Q.  State  your  name? 
A.    Thos.  J.  Leonard. 
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0.   Where  do  you  reside? 
A.  50/(5  

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  text-book  committee? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Has  anyone  approached  you  during  your  membership  of  the  42nd 
General  Assembly  as  a  member  of  the  House  or  as.  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee seeking  to  influence  you  corruptly,  to  influence  your  vote  as  a 
member  of  the  House  or  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  legislation  relating  to  the  text-book  bill,  commonly  known  as  the 
Davidson  bill,  either  for  or  against  the  bill? 

A.  Well  I  can't  say  that  I  can  construe  it  as  being  approached,  I 
had  a  talk  one  night  coming  over  to  the  Capitol. 

O.   With  whom? 

A.  Mr.  Chapman  and  I  walked  over  to  the  Capitol,  that  was  about 
the  first  of  the  consideration  of  the  text-book  bill,  and  we  were  speaking 
about  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  being  included  in  the  bill,  I  believe  they 
never  had  been  before,  but  I  was  informed  that  they  were  included  at 
this  time. 

O.    The  bill  was  then  pending  in  the  committee. 

A.  Yes,  in  this  conversation  Mr.  Chapman  said  it  would  be  the 
Devil  for  that  bill  to  go  through ;  I  said  well  I  though  St.  Louis  was  ex- 
cluded before,  and  he  said  it  ought  to  be  excluded  and  Mr.  Chapman 
said  I  wish  it  would  not  pass,  he  said  I  would  rather  give  a  hundred 
dollars  out  of  my  pocket  than  to  go  back  to  my  people  in  Jackson  county 
if  that  bill  should  pass. 

Q.  In  your  talk  with  Mr.  Chapman  he  in  no  way  offered  you  $100  to 
vote? 

A.    I  never  construed  it  as  such. 

Q.    He  simply  expressed  his  personal  feeling  in  the  mater? 
A.   I  never  construed  it  as  an  offer  of  money,  but  as  an  expression  ri 
his  feelings  in  the  matter. 

O.  Mr.  Chapman  was  very  active  against  the  bill,  isn't  that  a  fact? 
A.    1  never  talked  to  him  very  much  about  it. 

O.  You  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  he  was  very  open  in  his  op- 
position to  the  bill? 

A.    I  understood  that  he  was  opposed  toAhe  bill. 

Q.    You  don't  know  what  motive  he  had  in  opposing  the  bill? 

A.    N|o,  sir. 

O.    Whether  it  was  pecuniary  or  otherwise? 
A.    I  have  no  knowledge  of  it. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  a  stipulation  signed  by  16  or  18 
members  to  the  effect  that  they  would  stand  together  and  vote  together 
on  that  bill  for  a  certain  consideration  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  it  discussed  that  they  would  stand  together  and 
vote  against  that  bill  for  a  consideration.  I  understood  that  some 
members  were  organized,  or  that  there  was  an  organization  to  stick  to- 
gether, but  not  on  that  particular  bill. 

O.    Was  it  to  the  effect  of  an  agreement? 

A.    As  near  as  I  can  ascertain. 

Q.    Was  it  in  writing? 

A.    I  heard  it  was  in  writting. 

O.    Who  told  you? 

A.    I  don't  recollect  now.    I  believe  that  was  a  kind  of  rumor. 

O.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Selph  say  that  there  was  18  that  would 
never  vote  for  that  bill? 

A.  I  don't  remember  of  ever  hearing  him,  If  I  heard  it  I  don't 
remember  it. 

O.  Do  you  know  any  reason  why  the  St.  Louis  members  should 
not  vote  for  that  bill  ?  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City 
decided  which  way  they  should  go  and  as  far  as  the  country  members 
were  concerned,  they  were  about  equally  divided? 

A.    I  can't  say,  I  voted  for  the  bill  myself. 

Q.  They  did  not  give  any  cause  then  why  they  were  going  to  oppose 
the  bill  after  St.  Louis  was  excluded? 

A.    No,  only  as  I  have  stated,  nothing  that  I  know  of. 

O.  Have  you  heard  of  members  getting  $1,500.00  for  opposing  and 
voting  against  the  bill? 

A.    No  sir ;  I  saw  that  in  the  Post-Dispatch  last  Saturday,  I  believe. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  them  getting  any  sum  of  money  for  opposing 
the  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir ;    not  a  cent. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anybodv  here  representting  the  American  Book 
Co.?~ 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Any  of  these  book  companies? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  representative  of  the  book  companies  be- 
ing here  during  this  session? 

A.   No,  sir ;  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  here. 

Q.  Did  they  come  to  you,  persons  representing  book  companies  and 
request  you  to  vote? 

A.    No,  sir. 

B-6 
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O.  Haven't  you  heard  Mr.  Luig  or  Tichacek  say  that  they  had 
signed  a  stipulation  to  vote  a  certain  way  and  that  they  were  going  to 
vote  that  way  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  personal  knowledge  of  any  corrupt 
means  being  used,  money  or  otherwise  for  the  promotion  of  that  bill  or 
for  the  defeat  of  that  bill? 

A.  No,  sir ;  of  my  own  knowledge,  I  do  not  know  anything  of  any- 
body putting  up  any  money. 

O.  Do  you  know  anybody  in  St.  Louis  engaged  in  the  book  publish- 
ing business? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  in  Kansas  City? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  how  that  bill  was  prepared  and  who  prepared  it? 

A.  No,  sir ;  the  first  I  saw  of  that  bill  copies  of  it  I  think  were  dis- 
tributed by  the  pages,  T  saw  it  on  my  desk. 

Q.  Now,  that  bill  was  a  typwritten  bill  and  that  was  before  the 
printed  bill  in  the  House  ? 

A.   Yes,  a  day  or  two  before,  I  don't  remember. 

Q.    Do  you  know  where  that  typewritten  bill  came  from? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

Q.    Did  you  make  any  inquiries  with  reference  to  that  copy  of  it? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    After  cutting  out  St.  Louis  you  voted  for  the  bill? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  was  opposed  to  the  bill  after  St.  Louis  was 
left  out? 

A.    The  record  will  show  that. 

O.    You  thought  it  was  a  good  thing? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Why  did  you  think  that? 

A.  Because  it  was  claimed  on  the  stump  that  about  33  per  cent  of  the 
people  in  the  State — 

Q.    But  that  didn't  apply  to  the  City,  the  cities  were  all  left  out? 

A.    Not  under  the  same  contract. 

Q.    On  that  theory  you  supported  the  bill  ? 

A.  I  suportcd  the  bill  because  I  felt  that  to  make  new  contracts, 
the  bill  included  the  whole  State  at  first,  and  this — 

Q.    As  I  understand  Mr.  Bothwell  wanted  Sedalia  out? 

A.    Yes,  I  understood  so,  and  as  I  was  going  to  say  a  moment  ago — 

Q.    Now  you  don't  know  anything  wrong  in  connection  with  school 
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text-book  legislation  either  one  way  or  the  other,  I  mean  you  don't  know 
of  any  illegal  or  corrupt  practice  connected  with  either  the  defeat  or  the 
promotion  of  the  school  text-book  bill  ? 

A.  Neither  one  way  or  the  other,  no,  sir.  My  little  conversation 
with  Mr.  Chapman,  and  I  didn't  construe  that  as  meaning  anything 
but  his  personal  feelings. 

Q.  You  were  not  approached  by  anybody  about  that  matter  one  way 
or  the  other? 

A.    Not  corruptly,  no. 

Q.   Had  anyone  asked  you  to  vote  against  the  bill? 
A.    Maybe  somebody  did,  some  member. 
Q.    I  suppose  you  have  been  talked  to  by  other  members? 
A.    Possibly  they  came  to  me  to  ask  me  to  vote  for  or  against  the 
bill,  I  think  everbody  knew  my  position. 

Q.  Did  anybody  attempt  to  corruptly  influence  you  against  the  bill  ? 
A.    I  never  thought  they  did. 

Q.    You  are  right  sure  that  no  money  or  unlawful  influence  was 
brought  to  bear  upon  you  to  influence  you  against  the  bill  ? 
A.    Nothing  of  that  kind, 
Q.    Did  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.    I  met  him  once. 

Q.    Has  he  ever  approached  you  in  reference  to  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.   Has  Colonel  W.  H.  Phelps? 

A.    No,  sir.  * 
Q.    Mr.  Flanagan? 

A.  I  know  Flanagan  when  I  see  him,  I  don't  think  I  ever  had  an 
introduction  to  him. 

Q.  Has  anybody  approached  you  in  an  unlawful  or  corrupt  manner 
to  get  you  to  oppose  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.  No  sir;  I  don't  think  they  have.  I  don't  think  anybody  in  any 
connection  tried  to  use  any  corrupt  methods.  Possibly  somebody  asked 
me  to  vote  against  the  bill. 

Q.  Has  anybody  made  any  promise  of  financial  reward  or  promised 
to  pay  you  money  to  oppose  the  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  No  promise  of  reward  nor  any  other  means  has  ever  been  held 
out  to  you,  by  any  person,  to  get  you  to  take  a  decided  stand  against  the 
bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  never  heard  Mr.  Chapman  say  that  he  would  give  anybod} 
else  $100.00? 
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A.    No,  sir ;  I  never  construed  his  remark  at  that  time  as  an  offer. 
He  said  'that's  a  hell  of  a  bill,"  I  think  that  was  his  language. 
Q.    He  did  not  wish  the  bill  to  pass? 

A.  Yes,  he  said  I  wouldn't  want  that  bill  to  pass — I  would  hate  to 
go  back  to  my  people,  I  wouldn't  want  that  bill  to  pass  for  $100.00  out 
of  my  own  pocket,  or  some  such  words. 

O.    No  proposition  was  ever  made  to  you  about  joining  16  or  18? 

A.  Never ;  I  was  told  that  there  was  going  to  be  such  a  move- 
ment. 

O.    Who  told  you? 

A.  I  don't  know  it  was  talked  around,  crowd  standing  around  they 
were  opposed  to  the  rulings,  but  there  was  nothing  mentioned  about 
the  text-book  bill  at  the  time. 

O.  Was  that  what  it  was  leading  up  to?  Do  you  know  anybody 
that  is  a  member  of  such  an  organization  ? 

A.  I  heard  a  number  of  people  had  gotten  together  and  would  vote 
together,  and  it  is  said  that  they  have  been  voting  as  Philipinos. 

Q.    They  are  under  a  written  contract? 

A.  I  heard  such  a  thing,  but  of  my  own  personal  knowledge  I  know 
nothing  of  it. 

O.  18  signed  a  stipulation  and  were  to  get  $1,500.00  to  vote  against 
this  bill,  and  you  say  that  you  don't  know  of  anybody  that  signed  or  went 
into  any  obligation  to  vote  that  way? 

A.    I  have  heard  the  rumor  of  such  things,  I  know  nothing  about  it. 

Q.  You  l^ave  no  knowledge  of  16  or  18  signing  a  stipulation  to  vote 
a  certain  way  on  the  school  text-book  bill  for  $1,500.00? 

A.  I  have  heard  a  rumor  that  there  was  such  an  organization,  I 
don't  know  of  such  an  organization. 

Q.  I  lave  you  heard  any  one  claiming  to  be  a  member  of  such  an 
organization  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  know  nothing  only  common  rumor. 

Q.    What  is  your  opinion  about  it? 

A.    I  would  not  like  to  form  an  opinion,  I  have  never  formed  an 
opinion.    I  have  never  paid  enough  attention  to  it  to  form  an  opinion  at  all 
Q.    That  it  all. 

J.  I).  Ferguson,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  following : 

Q.  What  is  your  business? 

A.  Lumberman. 

Q,  What  arc  you  doing  in  the  Legislature? 

A.  Docket  Clerk. 
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Q.    Where  is  your  home? 
A.    Caruthersville,  Mo. 

O.    You  have  been  here  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.   You  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  corrupt  means  used,  money  or  other  valuable 
thing,  for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to  pass  or  defeat  House  bill  469,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  since  vou  have  been  here  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

0.  Have  you  heard  any  conversations  among  the  members  them- 
selves or  with  other  people  relating  to  any  corrupt  use  of  money  or  boodle 
to  corruptly  influence  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  text- 
book bill  or  to  indefinitely  postpone  it? 

A.  I  haven't  heard  many  conversations  about  it,  either  for  or  against 
the  bill. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  any  person  or  any  member,  or  do  you  know  of 
them  using  any  unlawful  means  for  the  promotion  or  the  defeat  of  the 
bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  have  not. 

O.    What  room  do  you  occupy,  the  left  room? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  want  to  say,  in  a  conversation  several  weeks  ago,  in 
regard  to  bill  469,  I  was  accusing  some  of  the  boys  of  being  Philipinos, 
but  I  know  it  was  said  interests  were  going  to  be  taken  care  of,  the  ap- 
propriations bill  was  talked  of — 

O.    Who  said  that  ? 

A.   I  accused  Farley  of  being  a  Philipino. 
Q.  Did  he  deny  it? 
A.    He  denied  it. 

O.    Did  he  say  that  he  was  a  LeDrone? 
A.    He  denied  that  he  was  a  Philipino. 

Q.  Were  you  interested  directly  in  the  passage  or  the  defeat  of 
House  bill  469? 

A.  Well,  I  opposed  the  bill,  and  I  will  explain  the  reason,  Prof. 
Rood  was  up  here  and  he  told  me  the  judge  didn't  like  it  and  that  Mr.  C. 
B.  Faris  was  against  it. 

Q.    That  was  Judge  Brasher? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.   And  did  you  pursuade  the  judge  that  he  ought  to  go  home? 

A.  Well,  he  had  a  telegram  from  his  wife  to  come  home,  and  in  a 
conversation  he  said  he  didn't  like  the  bill  himself.  I  didn't  know  but 
I  thought  if  he  was  for  the  bill  I  would  like  for  him  to  go  home  because 
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I  wanted  to  see  the  bill  killed,  that  was  one  day  at  dinner  and  that  night 
I  believe  there  was  a  caucus,  or  the  next  evening  and  I  didn't  want  the 
Judge  to  vote,  and  Judge  said  something  about  an  amendment,  I  believe 
there  was  twg^  or  three  amendments. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  unlawful  reasons  why  that  Mr.  Chasteen 
should  not  vote  for  the  bill,  or  why  he  didn't  vote  for  it? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  ever  talked  to  him  about  it? 

A.    Not  that  I  remember. 

O.    You  are  acquainted  with  him? 

A.    I  just  know  him. 

O.    You  knew  him  before  he  came  here?4 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  unlawful  means  used  directly  or  indirectly 
by  any  member  of  the  House  or  others  outside  of  the  House? 

A.  No,  either  money  or  promise  of  reward  to  vote  for  that  bill  or 
against  the  bill. 

Q.    You  say  Judge  Brasher  was  against  the  bill? 

A.    I  thought  he  was  until  after  the  caucus. 

Q.    The  caucus  brought  him  in  line? 

A.    I  think  he  said  that  the  amendments  suited  him. 

O.    He  was  satisfied  with  that  you  think? 

A.  I  think  he  said  it  suited  him  alright,  and  he  was  going  to  vote 
for  it. 

Q.    Did  he  vote  for  it? 

A.   I  think  he  voted  for  the  bill. 

O.  Has  any  member  of  the  House  ever  told  you  that  they  were 
members  of  the  Philipino  organization? 

A.  Well,  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  joshing  along  that  line, 
Farley  denied  that  he  was  a  Philipino. 

Q.   Have  you  ever  been  down  to  St.  Louis  with  Mr.  Farley? 

A.    Several  times  I  went  down  as  he  did. 

O.  Did  you  ever  see  Farley  have  an  unusual  amount  of  money,  or 
did  you  ever  see  him  have  any  money  changed? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  went  to  the  Standard  1  neater  with  him  once  down 
there. 

Q.    Did  yon  ever  see  Farley  with  other  men  blowing  himself? 
A.    I  believe  once  i  saw  one  man  shake  hands  with  Farley,  and  I 
believe  Farley  said  he  was  right  side  up,  that's  about  the  extent  of  the 

conversation. 

O.  Have  yon  seen  Farley  using  more  money  than  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  would  be  likely  to  have? 
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A.  I  don't  believe  I  ever  saw  Farley  spend  a  dollar  in  my  life,  I 
don't  remember  it  if  I  did. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anybody  say  anything  about  certain  Democrats 
signing  a  stipulation  to  vote  with  certain  Republicans  on  any  measure? 

A.  I  will  tell  you  what  I  heard  about  that,  I  heard  that  certain  bills 
were  listed,  some  certain  ones  to  pass  and  certain  ones  not  to  pass. 

Q.   Who  said  that? 

A.    Mr.  Whitecotton  said  that. 

O.    Do  you  know  what  Joe  Shannon  is  here  for? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  heard  that  he  was  a  lobbyist  with  the  Kansas  City 
crowd. 

O.  Do  yon  know  what  part,  if  any,  he  has  taken  in  school  book  legis- 
lation ? 

A.   No,  sir ;  I  can't  say. 

0.  Do  you  know  what  position  Mr.  Phelps  has  taken  on  that  ques- 
tion? 

A.    No,  sir. 
0.    That  is  all. 

Mr.  Ben  Luig,  of  lawful  age,  being  sworn,  deposeth  and  says : 

O.    What  is  your  name? 

A.    Ben  Luig. 

Q.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.    In  St.  Louis. 

Q.    Are  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from  St.  Louis? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  ward  do  you  represent? 
A.   The  second  district. 

Q.    Have  you  been  here  most  of  the  session? 
A.    Yes,  sir ;  all  the  time. 

Q.  Mr.  Luig  do  you  know  of  anything  that  has  happened  during  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  tending  toward  boodle,  corruption  or  lobby  in- 
fluence in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  called 
the  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    Not  to  my  knowledge ;  only  what  I  have  heard. 

O.    What  do  you  know  from  hearsay? 

A.  Well,  a  certain  night  last  week  I  was  at  the  Madison  House  and 
there  was  three  or  four  of  us  talking  together  and  some  one  said  a  gentle- 
man over  there  is  supposed  to  have  $40,000  to  spend  in  case  the  text-book 
bill  passes.  I  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  it  and  I  see  this  morning  that 
Mr.  Harkrader  had  made  that  statement,  but  I  have  it  only  from  hearsay. 
I  understood  that  this  money  was  not  to  be  used  on  our  side.    One  night 
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Mr.  McClellan,  Mr.  Farley,  Mr.  Harkrader  and  myself  were  coming  up 
to  Jefferson  City.  I  believe  it  was  last  Sunday  night.  Mr.  Harkrader 
asked  me  about  the  text-book  bill  and  asked  me  if  there  was  any  money 
being  used  on  our  side.  Now,  so  far  as  I  know,  if  there  is  any  money  I 
think  it  is  on  the  other  side,  because  I  heard  that  remark  made  at  the 
Madison  House  that  some  one  had  $40,000  to  spend  if  the  bill  was  passed. 

O.  Have  you  volunteered  that  information  that  you  heard  that  there 
was  $40,000  to  be  used  to  pass  that  bill  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Chapman  about  the 

bill? 

A.  Well,  I  had  a  conversation  and  I  told  him  I  was  against  the  bill 
because  my  constituents  were  against. 

O.    Did  you  know  that  it  did  not  affect  your  constitutents  ? 

A.   They  had  given  me  definite  instructions  to  vote  against  the  bill. 

Q.    They  were  against  it  down  there? 

A.    Well,  against  any  change  in  text-books. 

O.    You  knew,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  it  didn't  apply  to  St.  Louis  ? 
A.    I  got  some  letters  from  St.  Louis,  from  my  constitutents  in  op- 
position to  the  bill. 

Q.   Whether  it  applied  to  St.  Louis  or  not? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

0.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Flanagan? 
A.    Yes,  I  know  him. 

0.    Has  he  ever  said  anything  to  you  about  this  bill? 
A.    Not  that  I  remember. 

O.    Has  he  ever  spoken  to  you  at  all  about  legislation? 

A.  Well,  he  has  spoken  to  me  in  regard  to  certain  bills,  but  I  don't 
remember  that  he  talked  to  me  about  the  text-book  bill.  If  he  did  I  don't 
recollect  it. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Has  he  ever  spoken  to  you  about  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  Well,  he  was  speaking  about  certain  persons  being  against  the  bill. 
I  believe  he  spoke  to  me  on  the  day  it  was  coming  up  for  final  passage.  I 
don't  remember  where  it  was.  I  think  it  was  right  there  in  front  of 
Tichacek's  desk  and  Tichacek  told  him  lie  was  not  going  to  vote  for 
the  bill. 

Q.  Joe  Shannon  was  interested  in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  that  bill? 
A.    1  saw  that. 

Q.    lie  was  very  much  interested  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill? 

A.    1  Ie  seemed  to  know  that  Tichacek  was  going  to  vote  for  the  bill. 
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0.   Was  that  before  the  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed,  or  after  that? 
A.    I  think  it  was  the  time  the  vote  was  taken. 
Q.    Did  he  say  anything  about  it  before  that  time?? 
A.   I  think  it  was  the  first  day  I  got  to  know  him.   I  don't  remember 
if  I  ever  had  a  conversation  until  that  day. 
Q.    Do  you  know  Col  W.  H.  Phelps? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

0.    Has  he  ever  said  anything  to  you  about  this  bill? 

A.  I  never  spoke  to  him  but  one  time  in  this  session.  I  don't  know 
if  I  ever  spoke  to  him  again.  I  don't  think  he  knows  me.  T  see  him  on 
the  streets  and  he  don't  speak  to  me. 

Q.  When  he  spoke  to  you  did  he  mention  anything  either  for  or 
against  this  bill? 

A.    Well,  I  was  opposed  to  the  bill  from  the  beginning. 

O.  Had  he  spoken  to  you  preceding  the  time  you  mentioned  Shan- 
non ? 

A.    As  I  said  before,  I  don't  think  Col.  Phelps  knows  me. 
Q.    Did  anyboody  ever  offer  you  any  money? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Did  anybody  give  you  any  money  to  be  against  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  never  got  a  cigar  or  the  drinks  or  anything. 

O.   Nobody  has  ever  promised  you  any  money  or  reward  or  anything 

else? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  talking  with  Air.  Selph  last  night  at  the  corner  near  the 
City  Hotel? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  What  were  you  talking  about  when  he  told  you  to  stand  pat? 
Was  he  referring  to  any  matter  coming  up  before  this  committee? 

A.  Let  me  study  about  that.  No  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  this. 
Nothing  whatever.  I  have  to  study  about  whatever  that  was.  O,  yes, 
we  were  talking  about  going  fishing  tomorrow.  He  spoke  about  cer- 
tain bills,  I  believe. 

O.   What  were  those  bills? 

A.    I  think  he  requested  me  to  stand  by  him  on  some  measure  and 
he  was  talking  about  something  in  the  bill  that  he  was  opposed  to. 
Q.    What  was  the  effect  of  the  bill? 

A.  I  think  it  was  to  prohibit  certain  attractions  within  1,900  feet 
of  the  World's  Fair  grounds. 

O.   He  was  requesting  you  to  stand  pat  on  that  bill  ? 

A.   Yes,  I  don't  remember  anything  else  except  about  going  fishing. 
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O.    Where  were  you  going  fishing? 

A.    We  wanted  to  go  tomorrow  afternoon.    Out  two  miles  from 

here. 

O.    Was  that  all  ?    What  other  bills  ? 
A.    The  garnishment  law,  I  believe,  he  spoke  of  that. 
Q.    Mr.  Selph  claims  to  have  six  men  he  can  control?    Have  you 
heard  about  that  ? 

A.    He  claims  to. 
O.    Who  are  they? 

A.    Well,  Selph  can't  control  anybody. 
O.    Who  are  the  six  men  supposed  to  be? 
A.    Tichacek,  Lynam,  Lee,  Selph,  Luig  and  Seiber. 
Q.    Whenever  Mr.  Selph  is  speaking  of  delivering  six  votes  on  any 
proposition  those  were  presumed  to  be  the  people  he  was  speaking  about  ? 
A.   I  think  that's  what  he  thought. 

O.    Did  you  ever  hear  of  Mr.  Selph  offering  to  deliver  five  or  six 
votes  for  a  consideration  of  seven  thousand  dollars? 
A.    No,  this  is  the  first  of  it. 

O.  Two  thousand  for  himself  and  one  thousand  dollars  each  for 
you  men? 

A.  No,  Selph  might  have  done  that,  but  I  want  to  tell  you  that  he 
can't  control  himself,  and  I  expect  you  have  noticed  that. 

Q.  Was  he  ever  authorized  in  any  matter  to  claim  that  he  could 
offer  these  votes  for  a  consideration  or  corruption  or  otherwise  in  regard 
to  legislation? 

A.    Never  did. 

Q.    You  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Dolan? 
A.    Yes,  we  had  a  talk  occasionaly. 

Q.    Did  he  ever  make  any  proposition  to  you  with  regard  to  text- 
book legislation? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Proposing  any  unlawful  means  either  before  or  after  the  matter 

was  before  the  House? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Did  Farley  ever  make  any  proposition  to  you? 

A.  No,  sir ;  Farley  asked  me  how  I  stood  on  the  bill.  I  ex- 
plained that  I  was  against  the  bill  from  the  beginning. 

Q,    I  lave  you  ever  been  down  to  St.  Louis  with  Farley? 

A.  I  met  Farley  once,  still  T  don't  think  I  spoke  five  words  to 
him.  I  nut  him  on  the  crossing.  I  did  not  know  that  he  was  in  St. 
Louis.  I  said  Hello!  We  talked  only  a  few  words  together  that 
night.

Q.  Did  you  know  of  Farley  meeting  any  book  people  down  in 
St.  Louis? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Farley  spending  any  large  sums  of  money 
in  St.  Louis? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  never  saw  him  but  a  minute  or  two.  I  met  him 
on  the  crossing.    He  was  going  one  way  and  I  the  other. 

Q.  Now,  do  you  know  of  any  good  reason  to  believe  that  money, 
boodle,  lobby  or  corrupt  influence  being  brought  to  bear  upon  any 
member  of  this  House  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  Davidson 
text-book  bill  or  for  promoting  the  bill? 

A.    Well,  I  don't  know  that  T  have. 

O.  Well,  you  are  to  be  the  judge  of  that  matter,  whether  or  not 
you  have  any  good  reason  to  believe  that  money  has  been  used  in 
that  connection  whatever? 

A.  Well  I  have  never  seen  any  money  and  to  my  knowledge  I 
can't  make  any  statement.    I  can  give  no  facts  whatever. 

Q.  Well,  can  you  give  any  information  or  facts  that  will  lead 
the  committee  to  find  out  anything? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Any  means  that  you  think  you  know  of? 

O.  Only  that  talk  that  they  were  trying  to  influence  the  Legis- 
lature— nothing  but  hearsay. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  of  having  said  that  there  was  $40,000  here 
for  the  purpose  of  being  used  in  connection  with  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  Oh,  that  talk ;  they  were  kind  of  under  the  influence  of 
liquor  and  I  saw  what  was  said  this  morning  in  the  Chronicle.  We 
were  standing  at  the  Madison  House  bar  and  a  certain  gentleman,  I 
can't  remember  his  name,  said  that  gentleman  over  there  has  $40,000 
if  the  bill  will  be  defeated.  I  don't  know  who  the  man  was  and  I 
don't  know  anything  more  about  it  than  the  rumor  and  hearsay. 

Q.  Did  the  fellow  that  told  you  that  point  to  the  man  that  had 
the  money  and  say  that  is  the  fellow? 

A.  After  that  I  understood  his  name  was  Nizer.  I  found  after 
that  that  it  was  a  gentleman  who  was  said  to  be  Hisey,  or  something 
of  that  kind,  I  took  it  to  be  a  German  name. 

O.    What  kind  of  a  looking  fellow  was  he? 

A.    I  think  he  was-  a  smooth  faced  fellow — there  was  another 
gentleman  with  him. 
Q.    Who  was  he? 

A.    This  fellow  Burke:  I  am  not  acquainted  with  him. 
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O.  And  when  they  were  talking  was  it  said  that  this  $40,000 
was  here,  that  the  man  had  was  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  legisla- 
tion on  the  text-book  bill? 

A.    I  thought  after  that,  they  claimed  it  pointed  that  way. 

Q.    Was  it  Hisey  or  Burke? 

A.    Hisey,  I  thought.    This  other  gentleman  I  never  saw  before. 
O.    In  what  connection  did  Burke  figure  in  the  conversation? 
A.    We  were  standing  at  one  end  of  the  counter  and  they  werei 
standing  at  the  other  end  of  the  counter. 

Q.    Burke  and  the  school  man  were  together,  were  they? 
A.    Yes,  and  somebody  else  with  them. 

Q.    Has  either  of  those  gentlemen  ever  approached  you? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  they  request  you  to  use  your  influence  either  way  011 
that  bill? 

A.    No,  sir,  neither  of  the  gentlemen  spoke  a  word. 
Q.    Did  you  speak  to  Burke? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  don't  believe  I  ever  spoke  a  word  to  him. 
Q.    Do  you  know  whether  any  of  this  money  was  used  in  that 
connection? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    I  mean  in  connection  with  the  text-book  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  ever  heard  of  any  money  being  used  to  promote 
the  slot  machine  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  of  any  money  being  used  at  all? 

A.  No,  sir.  There  was  a  rumor  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars, 
but  that  was  some  time  ago.  I  can't  recall  the  fellow  who  told  that, 
but  it  was  said  to  be  about  the  slot  machine  bill. 

Q.    Can  you  recall  who  told  you  that? 

A.    No,  sir ;  that  was  some  time  ago. 

Q.  Can  you  recall  that  anybody  approached  you  and  requested 
you  to  vote  on  the  slot  machine  bill  at  any  time  or  any  other  member 
of  the  House? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  have  no  knowledge  of  Mr.  Selph  and  any 
other  members  of  the  House  forming  a  combination  or  organization 
and  thereby  agreeing  to  deliver  a  certain  number  of  votes  upon  any 
proposition  for  a  corrupt  influence,  for  boodle  or  lobby  influence? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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O.    You  deny  that  emphatically? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Has  any  proposition  ever  been  made  to  him  since  he  has 
been  here? 

A.    I  surely  think  not. 

Q.  Did  you  permit  yourself  to  become  one  of  a  company  or 
organization  of  sixteen  or  eighteen  members,  or  any  other  number, 
that  you  might  thereby  unlawfully  or  for  the  promise  of  reward — 
you  understand  that  you  were  sworn  in  as  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture and  swore  that  you  would  not  receive  or  accept  any  valuable 
thing  whatever  for  your  services  or  vote,  except  as  provided  by  law — 
You  say  there  never  was  any  proposition  made  to  you? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  never  made  a  proposition  to  anybody? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Are  you  aware  of  an  association  known  as  the  Filipino  or- 
ganization that  signed  any  writing  or  stipulation  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  in  writing;  as  far  as  I  know  I  signed  my  name 
but  once. 

O.    Have  you  heard  that  any  of  them  had  signed? 
A.    No,  sir :  I  signed  a  protest  against  the  Speaker. 
Q.    You  signed  before  a  Notary  Public? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Where  was  that  meeting? 

A.  That  was  at  the  Madison  House,  I  think  last  Friday  night. 
Q.  That  was  the  night  after  the  Speaker  engrossed  the  bill? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Who  was  that  Notary?    Geo.  Bockrath? 
A.    Yes,  sir,  and  two  gentlemen,  I  think. 
Q.    Wrere  you  up  to  the  Central  Mo.  Trust  Co.? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  you  never  told  anybody  that  you  knew  of  certain 
members  who  had  signed  a  stipulation  to  vote  a  certain  way  on  a 
certain  matter? 

A.    There  was  no  agreement  as  far  as  I  know. 

Q.  Was  such  a  proposition  ever  presented  to  you  in  writing  to 
sign? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Was  there  suclva  stipulation  to  which  you  signed  vour  name? 
A.    Never,  only  this  paper  as  a  protest.    I  never  signed  a  paper 
for  any  other  purpose. 
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Q.    Did  you  ever  talk  to  Mr.  Stampfli  about  any  organization? 
A.    I  might  have  had  a  talk  with  him,  but  I  can't  recall  it. 
Q.    Do  you  remember  having  told  him  that  you  had  signed  a 
stipulation? 

A.    No,  sir,  because  that  I  know  that  I  did  not  sign  any. 
O.    Have  you  had  any  meetings  up  in  Mr.  Selph's  rooms,  any 
members  and  yourself  from  St.  Louis? 

A.    Well,  that  is  called  a  St.  Louis  room — 118  High  St. 
Q.    What  do  you  men  do? 

A.  Well,  the  St.  Louis  Senators  and  Representatives  and  some 
of  the  clerks  were  there.  They  had  a  piano,  they'd  sing  and  play 
cards  a  little. 

O.    Did  you  there  discuss  any  organization? 

A.  :No,  sir;  because  that  was  among  strangers  and  clerks  living 
up  there.    I  don't  remember  of  ever  speaking  about  it  once. 

O.    You  say  then  that  there  was  no  such  organization? 

A.    Only  in  the  imagination.    Selph  might  have  said  so. 

O.    Did  he  ever  try  to  vote  the  St.  Louis  delegation? 

A.  You  can  see  by  his  actions,  but  I  want  to  say  that  he  can't 
influence  me.    I. vote  whatever  way  I  want  to. 

Q.    Can  he  influence  Tichacek? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  feel  that  the  State  administration  or  the  House  has 
mistreated  you  in  any  way,  Mr.  Luig? 

A.  Well,  no;  the  Speaker's  ruling  is  what  I  objected  to.  I  re- 
member one  bill  Avhen  there  were  4  ayes  and  14  noes.  Or  rather  I 
know  of  a  dozen  and  I  want  to  state  that  I  am  opposed  to  the 
Speaker's  ruling.  I  have  been  opposed  to  him  all  the  time  and  I  am 
opposed  to  him  to-day,  because  I  don't  think  his  rulings  are  right. 
I  think  the  House  ought  to  have  something  to  say. 

Q.    Was  there  a  roll  call  called  for? 

A.  The  roll  call  was  demanded  and  he  wouldn't  give  a  roll 
call.  That  was  on  the  saloon  closing  hour  bill.  That  isn't  the  only  in- 
stance that  I  can  remember.  It  has  happened  hundreds  of  times. 
It  happens  three  or  four  times  every  day  since  the  House  has  been 
in  session.  That's  a  small  matter,  but  I  think  the  House  ought  to 
rule  and  not  one  man. 

Q.  Have  you  understood  that  Mr.  Selph  was  here  posing  as  a 
World's  Fair  city  leader? 

A.    He  is  supposed  to  be  the  World's  Fair  delegate. 

O.    He  poses  as  a  leader? 

A.    Yes,  he  has  given  it  out  that  way. 
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Q.    But  you  say  that  is  not  true? 

A.    There  is  no  truth  in  it  at  all. 

0.    He  is  not  generally  recognized  as  a  leader? 

A.  Nb,  sir ;  and  you  see  the  way  how  he  gets  around  there  and  he 
comes  up  to  me  and  says  my  delegates  are  going  to  vote  with  the 
Democrats,  and  sometimes  you  noticed  he  voted  all  alone  and  the 
St.  Louis  delegation  voted  their  way. 

O.  You  say  then  that  you  never  signed  anything  except  that 
night? 

A.    That  is  the  only  thing. 

Q.    When  you  signed  there  were  only  three  names? 
A.    I  believe  when  I  left  there  were  only  three  names,  but  they 
got  more  after  that. 

Q.    Who  were  those  three? 

A.    Farley  and  Graham,  I  think  were  two  on  it. 
Q.    Who  had  charge  there? 
A.    I  can't  state. 

Q.    Who  requested  you  to  sign  it? 

A.    I  think  Mr.  Graham,  if  I  am  not  mistaken. 

Q.    Did  Mr.  Graham  ever  solicit  your  influence  in  a  corrupt  way? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  offer  you  a  reward  or  make  you  a  promise  of  any 
kind? 

A.    No,  sir.. 

Q.    Who  did  you  see  there  that  night? 

A.    Two  Notaries,  Graham,  Farley,  Reinmiller,  Davis,  and  I 
don't  remember  if  Mr.  Chapman  was  there. 
Q.    Was  Joe  Shannon  there? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Whose  room  was  it  in? 

A.  Well,  now,  T  think  Mr.  Graham  has  the  room — room  74  I 
think  it  was. 

Q.    Do  you  know  where  Bothwell  rooms? 

A.  Yes,  on  the  same  side  two  doors  away  T  think.  That  is  the 
only  time  I  have  ever  been  in  that  room. 

Q.  Did  Leonard  ever  speak  to  you  about  anybody  offering  him 
a  hundred  dollars  for  his  vote  on  the  text-book  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  never  heard  that  discussed  at  all? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  don't  know  anything  about  any  action  on  that? 
A.    No,  sir. 
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O.  As  a  member  of  the  Legislature  and  as  a  good  citizen  do 
you  know  anything  of  your  own  knowledge  or  can  you  tell  the  com- 
mittee anything  that  would  enable  them  to  run  down  anything  that 
would  lead  to  corrupt  practice,  boodle  or  lobby  connected  with  the 
Legislature? 

A.    If  I  did  I  would  give  it  to  you  in  a  moment. 
Q.    You  don't  know  anything  pertaining  to  corrupt  any  member 
of  the  Legislature? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything. 

Q.    You  think  you  have  fully  covered  all  the  ground? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  know  I  have  never  been  offered  anything.  I 
believe  I  have  been  offered  the  cigars,  maybe  one  time. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  that  Farley  has  been  promised  a  place  down 
at  the  St.  Louis  races  as  a  book-maker  or  a  book-keeper? 

A.    I  never  heard  that  till  now. 

AFTERNOON. 

Col.  W.  H.  Phelps,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and 
examined,  testified  as  follows : 
0.    What  is  your  business? 
A.    I  am  an  attorney  and  farmer. 
Q.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.    Carthage,  Jasper  county,  Southwest  Missouri. 

Q.    You  are  an  attorney  for  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Are  you  associated  with  the  'Frisco? 
A.    No,  sir.. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  session  of  the 
Legislature,  have  you  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  influence 
being  brought  to  bear  on  any  member  of  the  present  Legislature  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  text-book  law,  commonly  called  the  Davidson 
bill  No.  469,  anything  affecting  legislation  either  for  or  against  that 
bill? 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  been  in  any  way  associated  or  interested  in  that 
bill?    Either  for  the  passage  or  defeat  of  the  measure? 

A.  Well,  except  as  it  might  contribute  to  the  defeat  of  certain 
other  bills. 

Q.    In  what  manner  could  that  contribute  to  other  bills? 
A.    Well,  one  or  two  bills  in  the  Legislature. 
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Q.    What  were  they? 

A.    The  Jim  Crow  bill  for  instance. 

Q.    You  don't  mean  to  say  that  you  tried  to  pass  the  Jim  Crow  bill? 
A.    I  have  thought  it  was  a  good  thing  to  keep  before  the  House. 
Q.    Were  you  interested  in  the  Jim  Crow  bill  and  also  in  the 
lext-book  bill? 

A.  Well,  no,  not  that  I  give  any  money  or  anything  else  of 
value  to  contribute  to  either  one. 

Q.  Has  anybody  or  any  member  of  the  House  been  influenced 
corruptly  by  railroad  transportation  to  vote  for  or  against  that  bill 
as  far  as  you  know? 

A.    I  do  not  know  anybody. 

Q.  Did  you  give  anybody  transportation  to  vote  for  or  against 
the  bill? 

A.  I  did  not.  On  the  question  of  transportation  I  refuse  to 
answer  to  whom  I  did  give  transportation  for  the  reason  that  I  might 
incriminate  myself,  because  you  understand  to  give  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  transportation,  or  to  a  State  officer — 

Q.    You  are  not  in  the  humor  to  give  this  to  the  committee? 

A.    Not  to  the  committee  or  anybody  else. 

Q.  You  refuse  to  answer  the  question  as  to  whether  you  gave  a 
member  of  the  committee,  the  text-book  committee,  transportation 
to  influence  his  vote  or  to  a  member  of  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  I  did  not  give  any  member  of  the  text-book  committee 
transportation  to  influence  his  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  member  on  that  committee  had 
transportation  or  not? 

A.    I  do  know. 

O.    Do  you  know  whether  they  have  or  have  not? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  whether  I  give  any  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  any  transportation  or  not. 

Q.  You  say  you  did  not  give  any  man  transportation  to  cor- 
ruptly influence  their  vote? 

A.    I  have  answered  that  question. 

Q.    Do  you  know  this  fellow  T.  L.  Page  here  in  town? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  He  is  charged  with  having  a  thousand  dollars  on  his  per- 
son ;  that  he  did  not  satisfactorily  account  for  to  either  the  committee 
or  the  House.  Have  you  any  information  leading  up  to  how  he 
obtained  that  money? 

A.    I  don't  know;  he  didn't  obtain  it  from  me. 
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Q.  Have  you  any  information  from  whom  he  did  obtain  it,  and 
do  you  know  for  what  purpose  it  was  brought  here  ?  Was  legislation 
to  be  influenced  by  it? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything  about  that. 

Q.    You  don't  know  from  whom  he  got  it? 

A.  I  have  not  given  any  man  a  dollar  on  the  school  book  ques- 
tion.   I  do  not  know  that  anybody  has  given  anybody  any  money. 

Q.  And  you  have  no  information  from  what  source  that  money 
came? 

A.    I  have  none  whatever. 

Q.  You  can't  say  that  it  was  not  to  fix  text-book  legislation, 
can  you? 

A.     I  can  say,  J  doubt  it  though. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  net  Mr.  Flanagan  was  directly 
interested  in  the  text-book  bill? 

A.    If  he  was  interested,  I  do  not  know. 

Q.    He  has  never  spoken  to  you  about  his  interests,  financial  or 
otherwise,  in  the  defeat  or  passage  of  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir.. 

Q.    Or  speak  to  you  with  reference  to  the  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  bill? 
A.  No. 

O.  He  had  liberty  to  shoot  out  and  take  washing  in  on  the  side? 
A.    If  he  has  a  mind  to. 

Q.    So  you  cannot  state  positively  that  Flanagan  had  any  in- 
terest in  that? 

A.    I  don't  know. 

Q.    How  about  Joe  Shannon,  did  he  take  any  interest  in  the 
passage  or  defeat  of  that  bill? 
A.    I  think  he  did. 

O.    Do  you  know  any  further  fact  leading  to  the  fact  that  will 
tend  to  show  that  Shannon  used  money  or  other  valuable  thing? 
A.    I  have  no  knowledge  of  that? 

O.    Did  Shannon  ever  undertake  to  tell  you  the  different  stages 
of  the  proceedings  in  regard  to  that  particular  bill? 
A.  No. 

O.    Fither  for  passage  or  defeat  of  the  bill? 
A.  No. 

O.  Did  yon  ever  hear  of  any  of  the  members  telling  of  any  person 
that  were  sixteen  or  eighteen  or  any  number  of  men  bound  together  and 
that  they  were  to  get  $1,500.00  each  to  vote  against  the  text-book  bill? 

A.    Never  did. 
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Q,  You  don't  know  of  any  organization  of  any  number  from  16  to 
18  who  say  that  they  could  get  a  certain  amount  and  by  delivering  certain 
votes  ? 

A.    I  never  heard  of  it. 

0.    Did  you  know  this  fellow  Page  before  he  came  here? 
A.  Yes. 

O.  How  long  have  you  known  him  ? 
A.   I  knew  him  here  two  years  ago. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  him  in  the  last  two  or  three 
days? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Was  he  undertaking  to  relate  to  you  any  matter  concerning  the 
amount  of  money  he  got  or  how  he  got  it? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.   Did  he  send  for  you  ? 

A.   No,  I  met  him  on  the  street  yesterday. 

Q.    Do  you  know  anything  about  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills? 
A.    Nothing  except  what  I  have  heard. 
Q.    What  did  you  hear? 

A.    I  heard  a  man  went  to  the  bank  and  had  two  $500  bills  changed. 
Q.    You  knew  nothing  of  the  money  or  how  he  got  it? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Is  there  any  other  thing  in  regard  to  text-book  matter  in  the 
House,  or  do  you  know  anybody  that  could  give  us  any  information? 

A.  No,  I  don't  recall  anything,  that  would  lead  to  the  finding  of 
any  corrupt  influence.    I  don't  know  any  corrupt  influence. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  report  in  the  Chronicle  with  reference  to  the 
$40,000  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  it.  I  make  it  a  point  never  to  read  the  papers.  I 
saw  the  cross  in  the  Chronicle. 

Q.    Do  you  know  any  of  the  Filipinos  by  name? 

A.  I  do  not  know  who  the  Filipinos  are.  I  have  never  been  at  their 
meeting. 

Q.    Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Farley  is  one  or  not? 
A.    No,  never  heard  him  say. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  Kansas  City  delegation  attempt  to  give  any 
reasonable  or  rational  excuse  why  they  were  against  a  measure  that  was 
endorsed  by  their  party  caucus  ? '~ 

A.   I  don't  know  that  they  ever  gave  any  reasons. 

Q.    Or  the  St.  Louis  delegation? 

A.  No. 
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Q.   You  know  they  were  against  the  measure  ? 

A.    I  understood  they  voted  against  it. 

O.   Were  you  here  the  day  the  roll  was  called  ? 

A.    I  was  not  over  at  the  Capitol.    I  was  in  St.  Louis  the  day  it  was 

engrossed. 

O.  Has  anybody  charged  that  Chapman  and  someone  else  was  in 
each  others  embrace  the  day  of  the  indefinite  postponment  of  the  bill? 

A.    They  were  not  in  my  embrace. 

Q.   You  don't  remember  seeing  that? 

A.    I  was  not  over  here  when  the  roll  was  called. 

O.    Have  you  any  financial  interest  in  the  school  book  bill  ? 

A.  Nothing.  I  take  no  interest  except  as  it  relates  to  railroad  in- 
terests. 

Q.    So  far  as  the  text-book  bill  is  concerned  one  way  or  the  other,  it 
is  only  an  incident  you  say  and  you  say  you  had  no  interest  in  it? 
A.  No. 

Q.   Do  you  know  anything  about  Farley  as  to  wdiether  he  consulted 
the  book  people  or  not  ? 

A.   If  he  did  I  don't  know  it. 

Q.    Do  you  know  any  further  facts  that  would  tend  to  throw  any  • 
light  on  the  matter  that  the  committee  now  has  under  investigation  ? 
A.    I  do  not. 

0.    Do  you  think  of  any  other  statement  that  you  could  give  the 
committee  that  would  lead  to  anything  in  that  relation? 
A.    I  do  not  think  of  anything. 

Q.    Our  authority  extends  only  to  the  text-book  question? 
A.    I  understand  that,  yes. 
Q.    That  is  all. 

Joe  Goldman,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  following : 

O.    What  is  your  business  and  name? 
A.    Joe  Goldman.    Newspaper  reporter. 
Q.    Your  home  is  in  Kansas  City? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  have  attended  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  here 
most  of  the  time,  have  you? 
A.    I  have,  yes. 

O.    You  have  been  associated  with  the  Legislature  how  many  dif- 
ferent years? 

A.    Since  1897,  the  latter  part,  and  1899. 

Q.    Since  you  have  been  here  in  attendance  upon  this  session  of  the 
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Legislature,  have  you  heard  anything-  or  do  you  know  anything  of  your 
own  knowledge  being  corruptly  done,  or  that  tended  to  show  corruption, 
boodle  or  lobby  influence  in  the  House  pertaining,  on  the  part  of  any 
member  of  the  House,  to  the  text-book  bill,  469,  commonly  called  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    What  have  you  heard  in  that  regard  ? 
A.    I  always  got  my  information  from  members. 
Q.    Have  you  heard  any  member  say  that  he  knew  of  any  corruption 
in  the  House  ? 

A.    In  the  matter  of  corruption,  yes. 

Q.    You  may  state  any  fact  you  know  in  relation  to  that? 

A.  Well,  in  my  estimation  it's  been  fair  and  honest,  and  in  my 
judgment  there  has  been  no  corruption.  Now  the  Dolan  incident:  I 
might  say  that  it's  been  said  money  was  given,  but  I  never  charged  in 
any  of  my  articles  that  there  was  any  corruption.  Mr.  Dolan  gave  his 
version  of  that  affair  over  at  the  Tribune. 

Q1.  Do  you  know  of  any  corruption,  lobby  influence  or  unlawful 
means  being  exercised  by  any  member  of  the  Text-Book  Committee,  or 
any  member  of  the  House  being  influenced  by  reason  of  any  railroad 
pass  being  issued  by  either  Col.  W.  H.  Phelps,  Mr.  Flanagan  or  Jo. 
Shannon,  or  any  body  else  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  Jo.  Shannon  is  down  here  in  the  interest  of  Kansas 
City  matters,  I  believe. 

Q.    Was  he  actively  interested  in  the  defeat  of  that  bill  ? 

A.  Oh,  yes ;  I  ani  positive  he  was.  I  was  told  at  the  depot  one 
night,  he  said,  "So  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  believe  that  there  is  as  much 
money  paid  on  the  other  side  as  by  this  side." 

O.    He  hadn't  denied  that  there  was  money  on  both  sides? 

A.  Up  to  that  time  I  believed  there  was  money  given  out,  and  I 
believe  committee  members  loose  their  votes  by  passes,  I  think  a  few 
members  on  that  line ;  they  have  to  receipt  for  a  pass,  when  the  railroads 
give  a  sixty  trip  pass  ticket  they  give  a  slip  or  a  card  as  a  receipt,  and 
when  a  member  gets  refractory-  they  show  him  the  section  of  the  statute. 

0.    They  never  told  him  that  it  cut  both  ways? 

A.  Of  course  a  man  that  has  any  judgment,  he  would  know  that 
it  was  as  bad  to  give  as  to  take,  but  you  take  men  like  Tapley  and  Wal- 
lace, they  would  know  their  constitutional  rights. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  effect  on  that  text-book  bill  from  the  use 
of  passes? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  ride  on  a  pass  myself,  and  you  know  a  fellow  feels 
like  gratitude  when  he  has  a  favor  of  that  kind. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  Jo.  Shannon,  Col.  W.  H.  Phelps  and  Mr.  Flan- 
agan ? 

A.    Yes,  I  know  them  all. 
Q.    They  are  lobbyists? 
A.    Yles,  sir. 

Q.    They  all  took  an  active  part  in  the  defeat  of  House  bill  469? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Did  Col.  W.  H.  Phelps  take  any  part? 

A.    Only  as  I  have  seen  him  down  in  the  committee.  . 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  others  who  were  notorious  as  lobbyists, 
who  were  in  favor  of  what  was  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.  Not  any  members  of  the  House.  Now,  Mr.  Carrington,  I  know 
he  was  interested  in  it,  I  saw  him  talking  to  members,  but  didn't  hear 
him  say  anything  to  them  ? 

O.  He  was  seeking  the  passage  of  the  bill  was  he  not?  That  was 
your  understanding  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  paper  do  you  represent? 

A.    The  Kansas  City  World. 

O.    Any  other? 

A.    The  St.  Joseph  Press. 

Q.    Where  do  you  vote? 

A.  I  vote  here  in  Jefferson  City,  my  home  is  in  St.  Louis,  but  I 
vote  here. 

Q.  From  your  standpoint  what  do  you  think  of  the  defeat  of  the 
Davidson  bill  as  to  boodle,  corrupt  measures  or  means  being  used? 

A.  I  think  boodle,  and  for  good  reason.  Simply,  some  persons 
were  living  in  a  style  and  manner  and  spending  money,  as  I  know  they 
couldn't  unless  they  had  other  means,  in  one  or  two  cases  I  know  men 
who  spent  a  good  deal  of  money. 

Q.    Were  they  working  for  the  defeat  of  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.    Working  very  hard  against  the  Davidson  bill. 

Q.    Now,  who  was  that? 

A.  Dolan.  I  first  thought  he  had  some  money  in  his  own  right 
by  the  way  he  was  living.  I  noticed  Dolan  spending  a  good  deal  of 
money,  I  asked  persons  in  Kansas  City  and  found  he  only  got  a  salary 
as  a  clerk  in  Kansas  City. 

( ).  You  Bay  that  you  have  seen  Dolan  with  considerable  money? 
And  you  thought  he  was  spending  more  money  than  a  clerk  ought  to 
have? 

A.  Yea,  sir;  t wentv-fi ve,  thirty-five  or  forty  dollars.  I  have  seen 
him  flash  twenty  dollars  bills. 
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Q.    You  never  saw  him  have  any  considerable  amount  of  money? 
A.    Nothing  only  the  twenty  dollars. 

Q.  But  from  his  expenditures  of  money,  you  thought  that  was  a 
good  deal  for  a  common  clerk? 

A.  It  looked  like  to  me  that  it  was  a  good  deal  of  money.  That  is 
only  my  personal  opinion  and  would  not  affect  the  case. 

O.  You  thought  he  was  spending  more  money  than  a  man  in  his 
position  ought  to? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  say  you  never  saw  him  with  more  than  twenty-five  of 
thirty  dollars  at  one  time? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    He  might  have  drawn  that  here  for  his  services? 

A.    Well,  I  know  what  it  costs  to  live  at  the  Madison  House. 

O.    He  did  not  board  at  the  Madison  House,  did  he? 

A.    (Remark  by  Mr.  Eversole)  :    He  boards  at  See's. 

A.    Well,  it  is  my  opinion  that  he  boarded  at  the  Madison  House. 

Q.    Do  you  know  what  is  costs  there,  board  and  room? 

A.    Nothing  less  than  ninety  dollars  a  month. 

Q.  Don't  you  think  he  could  board  there  for  less  than  ninety  dollars 
a  month  ? 

A.    That  is  not  my  understanding. 

O.    Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  Mr.  Dolan? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    You  are  good  friends  ? 
A.  Yes. 

O.    You  are  in  sympathy  with  the  administration? 
A.    My  sympathies  were  more  with  Farley. 

Q.    Did  you  ever  see  anything  that  would  cause  you  to  question 
Farley's  honesty? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  You  haven't  noticed  anything  in  his  conduct  that  would  indi- 
cate that  he  was  corrupt  in  this  matter  at  all  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  think  Farley  was  really  consistent  in  his  position. 
I  think  he  voted  that  way  because  that  was  his  conviction.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  very  little  boodle  was  used  around  here.  Most  votes 
were  affected  by  transportation. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Chapman's  business  in  Kansas  City? 

A.    My  understanding  is  he  is  a  cigar  dealer. 

Q.    Did  you  ever  hear  that  he  had  a  cigar  stand  in  Missouri  and 
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slot-machines  in  the  other  side  of  his  house  in  Kansas  so  he  could  work 
the  slot-machines  in  Kansas  ? 
A.    I  did  not. 

Q.    Did  you  ever  hear  or  know  of  any  money  being  used  in  the 
House  for  the  slot-machine  promotion? 
A.    I  heard  it. 

Q.    Any  good  reason  for  believing  that  there  was  money  here  in 
the  interest  of  the  slot-machine  bill? 
A.    No  good  reason;  no,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  that  anybody  had  special  charge  of  that  bill 
here  outside  of  the  House  ? 

A.  This  fellow  Burke.  I  know  he  was  here,  and  I  took  some  of 
his  money  for  drinks. 

Q.  Burke,  you  understood,  was  here  for  the  purpose  of  pushing 
a  slot-machine  bill  ? 

A.    Yes,  I  understood  he  was  a  wealthy  man  of  Springfield. 

O.  Can  you  tell  of  any  member  of  the  present  Assembly  who  was 
influenced  by  Mr.  Chapman  in  any  way? 

A.    A  man  could  guess  if  he  was  very  well  acquainted. 

Q.    That  is  all. 

Geo.  J.  Seiber,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

0.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.    623  Walnut  Street,  St.  Louis. 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  district  do  you  represent? 
A.    Third  district. 

Q.    You  have  been  here  most  of  the  time  of  the  present  session  of 
the  Legislature,  have  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  or  do  you  know  anything  of  your 
own  personal  knowledge  that  there  was  corruption,  boodle  or  unlawful 
influence  in  favor  of  or  against  the  passage  of  House  bill  469,  commonly 
known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Has  anybody  ever  made  any  propositoin  to  you  either  of  money 
or  any  other  valuable  consideration  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill  in  any 
of  its  stages,  cither  in  the  committee,  on  the  engrossment  or  for  its  final 
passage  or  indefinite  postponement? 

A.    No,  sir. 
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O.    You  are  not  a  member  of  the  Text-Book  Committee? 
A.    Nb,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  ever  heard  of  any  member  of  the  Legislature  being 
approached  upon  the  proposition  .of  money  or  other  thing  of  valuable 
consideration  to  vote  for  or  against  the  defeat  of  this  bill  in  any  of  the 
stages  of  its  passage? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Tichacek  on  that  question? 
A.    Never  that  I  remember. 

Q.  You  don't  know  whether  he  ever  said  that  he  had  been  offered 
something  ? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 
Q.    Mr.  Luig? 
A.    Nio,  sir. 

O.    You  never  heard  Mr.  Luig  say  anything  on  that  question? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  anybody  say  that  they  understood  that 
any  unlawful  influence  had  been  brought  to  bear  upon  Mr.  Leonard  to 
control  his  vote  on  the  report? 

A.    No.  sir. 

O.  Well,  Mr.  Selph  has  delegated  himself  as  the  leader  of  your 
delegation  ? 

A.    Selph  is  himself  more  than  anything  else.    He  don't  control 
any  part  of  me,  I  am  Seiber.    I  have  heard  Selph  say  that. 
Q.    He  didn't  refer  to  you  then? 
A.    I  don't  think  he  did. 
Q.    Did  he  refer  to  Tichacek? 
A.    I  don't  think  so. 

Q.    Do  you  know  anybody  that  has  been  influenced  corruptly  in  his 
vote,  either  for  or  against  this  bill  by  reason  of  having  transportation  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  had  a  conversation  with  Dolan  or  Chapman  in  relation 
to  that  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  They  never  made  any  unlawful  proposition  to  you  to  vote  against 
the  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Can  you  tell  any  reasons  for  the  opposition  to  that  bill  when  it 
did  not  apply  to  St.  Louis,  your  city?    What  excuse  or  cause  had  they? 
A.   I  do  not  know. 

Q.   Did  you  vote  for  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill  ? 
A.  Yes.

Q.    Why  didn't  you  people  vote  to  get  the  benefits?   Y/ou  asked  in 
the  committee  that  St.  Louis  be  left  out? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  never  voted  for  it? 

A.    I  did  not  think  that  I  should  vote  for  it  if  the  people  didn't  want 
it.    I  thought  if  it  was  not  good  for  me  it  was  not  good  for  anybody  else. 
O.    Were  you  influenced  to  vote  against  the  bill  in  any  way  t 
A.    No,  not  that. 

Q.    Did  you  people  get  together  and  agree  as  a  body  not  to  vote? 

A.  I  did  not  meet  anybody,  nor  was  asked  by  anybody  to  support 
the  bill  this  way  or  that  way. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  a  stipulation  signed  by  which 
the  members  agreed  to  vote  for  or  against  certain  bills  ? 

A.    I  don't  know  of  any  such  agreement. 

Q.   You  never  signed  any  such  agreement? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Ylou  never  agreed  with  them  to  stand  against  any  bill  that  they 
did  not  want  to  support  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Were  the  Philipinos  Graham,  Chapman  and  others  in  the  House? 
A.    I  don't  know. 

Q.    Is  Chapman  a  member  of  the  Philipino  organization? 
A.    I  don't  know  sir. 

Q.   Were  you  present  at  any  meetings  that  they  held  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  present  when  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  signed 
stipulation  was  agreed  to  and  signed? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  did  not  sign  anything  of  that  kind.  The  only  thing 
I  signed  was  two  checks  of  my  own. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  the  members  from  St.  Louis  were  not  interested 
in  the  bill  after  they  were  left  out  and  the  bill  didn't  apply  to  St.  Louis? 

A.  I  don't  know,  and  I  really  don't  know  what  the  amendments  to 
the  bill  were,  and  I  don't  know  how  they  did  vote. 

Q.  You  don't  know  anything  about  the  matter  of  the  city  members 
who  are  from  St.  Louis  going  to  the  Reublicans  and  telling  them  that 
they  would  assist  them  in  getting  out  from  under  the  provisions  of  that 
law  and  that  they  would  help  them  to  kill  the  bill  ? 

A.    Xio,  sir. 

That  is  all. 
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P.  E.  Burton,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    Where  do  you  live? 
A.    St.  Louis,  3123  Pine  St. 

O.  You  have  been  here  during  the  present  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature? 

A.   Yes,,  sir ;  reporting  for  the  St.  Louis  Republic. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  have  any  knowledge  or  information  of  any 
corrupt  practice,  boodle  or  lobby  influence  being  brought  to  bear  on  any 
member  of  the  House  that  would  affect  their  vote  or  their  actions  with 
referrence  to  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book 
bill,  either  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  or  against  it,  or  on  the  vote  to  in- 
definitely postpone  the  bill? 

A.    Nothing  but  gossip. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  anything  that  would  lead  the  committe  to  find 
anything  in  the  nature  of  corrupt  influence  affecting  that  bill? 
A.    I  can't  tell  whether  I  could  or  not. 

Q.  Well,  any  information  that  you  could  give  the  committee  that  is 
pertinent? 

A.  I  know  about  the  Dolan  incident,  and  then  I  heard  that  Leonard 
was  offered  a  hundred  dollars  by  Chapman,  and  Leonard  after  that  denied 
that,  and  I  heard  that  Shannon  or  some  fellow  said  that  they  had  a  thous- 
and dollars  to  spend  if  it  came  to  a  pinch. 

Q.    Do  you  know  that  Hisey  came  here? 

A.    I  do  not  know  except  from  common  report. 

Q.    You  have  been  here  as  a  newspaper  reporter  before? 

A.   I  was  here  about  ten  days  the  last  session. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  in  regard  to  that  bill  out  of  the  ordinary 
or  unusual  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that  boodle  was  used  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  either  for  or  against  it  ? 

A.    I  don't  think  any  money  was  used. 

Q.    You  heard  of  the  Philipino  organization? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.   You  say  that  you  really  think  no  money  was  used? 
A.    I  know  only  these  stories. 

Q.  You  yourself  never  saw  anything  that  would  lead  to  think  that 
there  was  boodle? 

A.  I  do  not  know  anything  of  my  own  knowledge,  unless  it  was  in 
the  Chapman  business. 

Q.    You  mean  that  Leonard-Chapman  deal? 

A.  Yes. 
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O.  Have  yon  any  knowledge  as  to  Page's  thousand  dollars?  Do 
you  know  where  that  came  from  ? 

A.    I  heard  that  John  A.  Lee  gave  it  to  him  on  alum. 
Q.   Who  told  you  that? 

A.  One  Senator  told  Lee  that  he  could  get  two  thousand  dollars  on 
his  campaign  expenses.  Lee  himself  told  me  that  he  would  vote  against 
the  alum  bill,  though  afterwards,  when  the  matter  came  up  he  voted 
the  other  way. 

Q.  Did  your  informant  give  you  any  reason  for  the  money  being 
put  into  Page's  hand  ? 

A.    No,  it  was  not  convenient  to  get  changed. 

O.    Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  in 
the  possession  of  Hickox? 
A.   No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  think  those  bills  were  connected  in  any  way  with  legis- 
lation in  the  House? 

A.    No,  I  do  not  think  so. 

O.  If  it  had  any  connection  with  legislation  at  all  it  was  connected 
in  the  Senate  ? 

A.    That  would  be  my  judgment. 

O.  Do  you  know  whether  that  money  was  used  in  connection  with 
the  slot  machine  bill  ? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

O.  In  regard  to  the  Philipino  organization,  what  was  your  judg- 
ment in  regard  to  that  organization?  Do  you  think  that  organization  was 
for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  I  think  that  was  part  of  the  work  of  Joe  Shannon,  who  con- 
trolled the  Kansas  City  people,  and  I  think  for  the  further  purpose  to  get 
even  with  Governor  Dockery.  I  think  he  was  working  here  through 
those  people. 

O.  You  think  then  politically  he  would  do  anything  he  could  to 
embarrass  the  Governor? 

A.  Yes,  Senator  McNatt  told  me  the  people  of  the  16th  district 
would  vote  against  that  bill.  They  were  sore  at  Whitccotton  and  were 
with  the  Kansas  City  fellows. 

Q.    Farley  had  all  the  time  pretended  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  bill  ? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  as  to  why  lie  was  interested  in  the  defeat  of 
the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  any  understanding  of  any  criminality  or  how  we  could 
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obtain  means  or  information  that  any  member  had  been  improperly  in- 
fluenced by  boodle  or  corruption  in  any  way  connected  with  legislation  ? 

A.  I  think  Joe  Shannon  is  getting  paid  for  his  work.  I  think  he 
used  some  influence  to  get  the  men  to  vote  the  way  they  did. 

Q.  You  don't  know  whether  the  book  companies  through  their 
representatives  here,  were  attempting  to  improperly  influence  legislation? 

A.  I  heard  such  a  story  from  Shannon,  that  Hisey  told  him  that 
he  had  $10,000  he  could  get.    I  believe  Shannon  told  that  himself. 

O.  So  far  as  you  have  observed,  there  is  nothing  else  pertaining  to 
corrupt  means  being  used  outside  of  transportation? 

A.   I  don't  know  of  any. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Farley  being  promised  a  job  in  St. 
Louis  ? 

A.   He  told  me  he  expected  to  be  working  there  during  the  World's 

Fair. 

O.   After  the  Legislature  adjourned? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  anything  of  Farley's  connection  with  people  in 
St.  Louis,  or  of  meeting  men  when  he  would  go  down  there  ? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.   Have  you  seen  anything  in  Farley's  conduct  that  would  lead  you 
to  believe  that  he  was  improperly  influenced  ? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  don't  know  anything. 
Q.    That  is  all. 

Newlan  Conkling,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

O.   You  are  a  member  of  the  House  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.   Yes,  sir ;  from  Carroll  county.    Norborne  is  my  postoffice. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  in  the  House  that  would  lead  you  to 
suspicion  that  there  was  corruption,  boodle,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence 
pertaining  to  anything  in  the  House  to  secure  the  passage  in  the  House 
of  the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  No.  469? 

A.  On  that  question  I  will  say  this.  I  have  heard  a  great  deal  of 
talk  about  the  use  of  boodle  in  connection  with  that  bill,  but  as  for  the 
foundation  of  it,  I  don't  know  anything. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  corrupt  influence  being  used  to 
defeat  the  bill  ? 

A.   No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anybody  mention  the  name  of  any  person  who 
it  is  supposed  was  induced  by  corrupt  influence  either  to  vote  for  or 
against  text-book  bill  No.  469? 

A.   I  do  not. 
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O.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Flanagan? 
A.  Yes. 

O.   Do  you  know  whether  or  not  he  took  an  active  part? 

A.  I  know  him  very  well.  I  have  known  him  four  or  five  years.  He 
never  said  a  word  to  me  with  reference  to  the  defeat  or  passage  of  the 
bill. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Shannon,  do  you? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.   Has  he  ever  spoken  to  you  about  that  matter  ? 

A.  Shannon  spoke  to  me  in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  Mr.  Dolan  with 
reference  to  Mr.  Dolan  having  an  understanding  with  Mr.  Bothwell  on 
the  text-book  committee  in  regard  to  the  Davidson  bill  and  Shannon  re- 
marked that  Dolan  would  not  dare  to  vote  for  the  Davidson  text-book 
bill  in  its  present  shape,  as  it  brought  in  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  the  St.  Louis  members  undertake  to  explain 
their  position  on  the  bill? 

A.   No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  the  Kansas  City  members  undertake  to  explain 
their  position  on  the  bill  ? 

A.  I  heard  Mr.  Dolan  and  some  gentlemen,  and  he  asked  Mr.  Dolan 
after  Kansas  City  was  left  out  of  the  bill  why  he  could  not  support  it.  He 
remarked  this,  that  I  have  promised  Mr.  Bothwell  on  my  word  of  honor 
that  if  Bothwell  would  help  to  have  Kansas  City  excluded  from  the  bill 
he  would  stand  by  Bothwell. 

O.   Have  you  heard  Mr.  Chapman  say  anything  about  it  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  we  are  not  very  communicative. 

Q.    You  know  him  very  well? 

A.  I  knew  him  a  little  two  years  ago  when  Jim  Read  tried  to  get 
through  the  Legislature  the  primary  election  bill.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  session  we  were  friendly.    In  regard  to  the  Dolan  incident. 

Q.    Where  does  Dolan  board  ? 

A.    At  Mr.  See's. 

Q.    Now  the  incident  you  refer  to  is  the  Tribune  affair? 

A.  He  told  me  all  about  that.  I  heard  that  rumor  and  I  went  and 
got  him  and  took  him  to  my  room  and  I  said  now  Dolan,  I  am  your  friend, 
and  if  you  have  done  anything  wrong  I  want  you  to  tell  me  the  God's 
truth,  I  want  to  know  what  you  have  done.  I  want  to  assist  you  and  I 
can't  do  that  until  you  tell]  me  the  absolute  truth  about  it.  The  boy  broke 
down  and  cried  like  a  child.  I  told  him  I  was  his  friend  and  wanted  to 
help  him.  I  didn't  believe  he  had  done  anything  wrong.  Then  he  told  me 
lie  went  and  found  that  Davidson  had  called  a  meeting  of  the  committee  that 
night  and  he  went  to  the  Docket  clerk  and  tried  to  get  the  bill  laid  over 
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so  that  the  printer  would  not  get  it  until  the  next  morning  because  he 
wanted  to  go  to  Kansas  City  the  next  day  at  noon.  He  told  him  he  could 
not  do  that ;  that  it  was  ordered  printed.  Then  he  went  over  to  the  Tri- 
bune office  and  asked  Hugh  Stephens  if  the  bill  was  printed.  He  said  he 
believed  it  had  been.  Dolan  thought  if  he  could  have  the  bill  laid  over 
that  he  could  go  home  to  the  theater  or  some  kind  of  a  show  that  I  think 
he  had  some  part  in.  I  am  not  sure  that  he  said  whether  he  went  up 
stairs  but  when  he  found  the  bill  had  been  printed  he  made  the  remark 
"Jesus,  I'd  give  ten  dollars  if  that  bill  was  in  the  river,  or  put  in  the  stove 
or  burned  or  something."  He  said  either  "Gee"  or  "Jesus,"  I  would  give 
ten  dollars.    That  word  is  a  by-word  with  Dolan. 

Q.  Your  opinion  was  then  that  the  boy  was  only  a  little  indiscreet, 
that  there  was  no  money  conditions  back  of  it? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  don't  think  he  meant  any  wrong. 

Q.  He  was  anxious  to  go  home  and  just  made  that  indiscreet  re- 
mark ? 

A.    That  is  all. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  that  Mr.  Stephens  went  with  him  on  back  in  the 
room? 

A.  That  is  my  recollection  but  I  don't  know  that  I  can  remember 
all  of  the  conversation. 

Q.  Have  you  noticed  whether  Mr.  Dolan  handled  an  unusual 
amount  of  money? 

A.  I  say  absolutely  that  he  has  not.  I  have  loaned  him  ten  dollars 
I  think  every  month.    He  now  owes  me  twenty  dollars. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  him  with  an  unusual  amount  of  money  in 
his  possession  ? 

A.   No,  sir. 

O.    Does  he  run  a  debt  at  the  bar? 
A.   No,  sir ;  he  pays  cash. 

Q.    You  know  nothing  of  the  large  bills  by  which  we  could  trace 
them,  or  have  any  idea  as  to  the  source  of  that  money? 
A.   No,  sir. 

O.    Did  that  have  any  connection  at  all  with  legislation? 

A.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  had  nothing  in  the  world  to  do  with 
legislation.  I  never  knew  Mr.  Page  until  last  night,  and  I  woud  say  1 
have  a  very  poor  opinion  of  any  member  of  the  Legislature  who  would 
give  that  fellow  anything,  even  to  change  it. 

O.    Do  you  know  Dolan's  business  in  Kansas  City? 

A.    He  is  in  the  Auditor's  office  in  Kansas  City. 

That  is  all. 
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Mr  Luig  recalled. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  remember  of  having  a  conversation  with 
Mr.  Dolan  out  here  in  the  hall  a  few  weeks  ago? 

A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  him  about  something  the  old  preacher 
told  about.  I  will  tell  you  as  near  as  I  remember  now.  I  don't  remember 
it  now  because  it  was  all  a  joke. 

Q.   Do  you  rememeber  of  having  had  the  conversation? 

A.  I  think  we  did  have  a  conversation.  I  told  Dolan,  I  don't  know, 
this  money  might  cause  some  trouble.  Rev.  Brooks  had  been  preaching 
about  a  thousand  dollars  and  he  might  report  about  it.  I  had  forgotten  it 
until  I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Russell,  and  I  told  him  that  it  was  a  joke  about 
it. 

Q.    You  didn't  consider  that  it  would  get  you  into  trouble? 

A.  I  didn't  think  I  would  come  before  this  committee.  That  was 
nothing,  it  was  all  a  joke.  Rev.  Brooks  had  preached  about  a  thousand 
dollars  and  I  think  I  made  the  remark  that  we  ought  not  to  show  the 
money. 

Q.    You  were  showing  the  money? 

A.  I  pulled  out  some  I  had  in  my  pocket  and  said  we  ought  not  to 
show  money  at  this  time. 

Q.  You  addressed  him  and  told*  him  he  ought  to  be  careful  or  get 
away  that  he  might  be  found  out  and  searched? 

A.  I  can't  tell  you  that  I  did  that.  The  fact  is  that  it  was  only 
a  joke  and  I  had  fogotten  it  until  Rev  Russell  came  to  me  and  told  me 
about  it. 

O.   You  treated  it  as  a  joke  and  passed  on? 
A.  Yes,  I  never  paid  any  more  attention  to  it. 
Q.  You  were  right  out  here  in  the  hall? 

A.    I  think  we  were  standing  against  the  railing  in  the  rotunda  and 
just  made  the  remark.    It  is  not  a  good  way  to  be  showing  money  now. 
Q.    You  never  knew  of  him  having  any  unusual  amount  of  money? 
A.    No,  sir. 
That  is  all. 

L.  J.  Tichacck,  or  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  live  in  St.  Louis? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  represent  what  district? 
A.    Second  district. 
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0.    You  have  been  here  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  during  the 
session  of  the  Legislature? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  anything  that  has  happened  during  this  session 
of  the  Legislature  corruptly  or  unlawfully,  or  in  any  way  that  looked  like 
money,  promise  of  reward  or  otherwise  used  to  aid  in  the  passage  or  in  the 
defeat  of  the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  No.  469? 

A.   No,  I  did  not,  1  supposed  you  knew  how  I  voted. 

Q.   You  were  not  here  the  day  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  bill  ? 

A.  I  was  here.  My  wife  was  here,  and  that  little  row  that  was 
brought  up  very  much  excited  her,  and  my  wife  and  I  left  with  the  child- 
ren and  went  to  the  hotel. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  any  organization  known  as  the  Philipinos  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  talk  about  that.  I  voted  with  them  on  the  Chilli- 
cothe  affair. 

O.    You  mean  the  Weiker  vote? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  belong  to  an  organization  or  association  of  six  men  that 
Mr.  Selph  claims  to  be  able  to  manage_and  control? 

A.  He  can't  control  me.  I  tell  you  right  here,  Selph  is  easily  con- 
trolled himself.  You  have  seen  how  they  laugh  at  him.  He  votes  some- 
times, and  we  vote  right  against  him. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  it  reported  that  there  was  purported  that  he 
for  seven  thousand  dollars  could  deliver  six  votes,  his  vote  and  five  more 
votes  of  the  St.  Louis  members? 

A.    No,  I  never  heard  anything  about  that. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Luig  tell  you  that  anybody  ever  made  a  proposition  to 
him  of  money  to  corruptly  influence  him  and  secure  his  vote  in  suport  of 
or  against  the  bill  ? 

A.  No,  nothing  like  that.  I  always  held  aloof  from  these  things. 
I  have  a  large  family  of  boys  and  I  have  respect  for  them. 

O.    You  were  pretty  confidential  with  Mr.  Luig? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  know  Mr.  Lee  from  St.  Louis? 
A.   No,  he  has  had  bad  luck  all  along. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  anybody  who  has  been  corruptly  influenced  on 
the  book  question  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  had  a  railroad  pass? 
A.    I  don't  konw  anything  about  that.    Thev  can't  influence  me  if  I 

had. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  Mr.  Chapman  making  any  remarke  about  the 
passage  of  that  bill,  or  the  defeat  of  the  bill,  indicating  that  he  was  in- 
terested in  it  ? 

B-7 
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A.  I  heard  him  teil  some  boys  standing  right  near  his  desk  that  his 
people  did  not  want  it  and  that  he  had  got  a  couple  of  letters  from  the 
school  board  requesting  him  to  vote  against  it,  and  I  got  some  letters  to. 

Q.  Did  the  members  of  the  St.  Louis  delegation  and  Mr.  Selph  vote 
against  it? 

A.    I  suppose  he  did. 

O.  Did  the  members  explain  any  reasons  for  voting  against  the  text- 
book bill,  when  it  didn't  affect  them? 

A.  Only  as  I  have  said,  they  had  it  in  for  Davidson  and  they  were 
going  to  get  even  with  him.    The  boys  all  had  it  in  for  Davidson. 

Q.    Why  did  they  have  it  in  for  Davidson  ? 

A.    I  don't  know  why  they  had  it  in  for  him. 

Q.   Do  you  know  of  any  such  organization  as  the  Philipinos? 

A.  I  just  heard  of  it.  I  voted  with  them  that  time.  I  think  the 
Republicans  voted  with  them. 

Q.    Who  is  the  leader  of  the  Philipinos? 

A.    I  tell  you  they  all  try  to  lead. 

Q.    Who  were  the  conspicuous  members? 

A.    I  suppose  Chapman,  Graham  are  among  the  leaders. 

Q.   Did  they  ever  undertake  to  explain  their  attitude  on  that  bill  ? 

A.  One  time,  the  talk  I  tell  you  about,  how  the  professors  on  that 
board  were. 

Q.    Do  you  know  anything  about  any  corrupt  influence  being  used 
in  the  Legislature  in  connection  with  that  text-book  bill  ? 
A.    I  do  not. 

O.    Have  you  ever  heard  that  this  one  thousand  dollars  was  con- 
nected with  the  slot  machine  bill  ? 
A.    I  don't  know  about  that. 
Q.    You  are  against  slot  machines? 

A.  Certainly  I  am,  and  these  picture  slot  machines,  they  are  the 
worst.  I  am  opposed  to  all  of  them,  but  especially  the  picture  slot  ma- 
chines, because  as  I  have  told  you  I  have  some  boys. 

Q.   Did  you  ever  sec  a  list  presumed  to  be  the  signers  ? 

A.    No,  sir;  they  can't  get  me. 

Q.  Who  from  St.  Louis  were  the  Philipinos? 

A.    J  don't  know  them. 

Q.   Was  Mr.  Selph  a  Philipino? 

A.  I  don't  believe  he  would  be  allowed  in  the  bunch.  They  have 
got  no  use  for  him. 

O.    How  about  Lynam? 
A.  He  is  a  deep  man.

Q.  Have  you  heard  any  man  say  that  he  had  knowledge  of  any  cor- 
rupt influence  on  any  member  of  the  present  House  affecting  his  vote, 
either  in  the  defeat  or  passage  of  that  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Can  you  give  any  information  that  will  lead  the  committee  to 
find  anything  in  the  nature  of  corrupt  means  or  boodle  that  has  been  used? 
A.    I  don't  think  any  has  been  used. 

Q.    You  heard  what  the  Speaker  said  on  the  floor  of  the  House? 

A.    Yes,  I  don't  know  anything  that  I  could. 

Q.    You  have  heard  about  the  thousand  dollar  bill. 

A.  Yes,  the  party  here,  I  think  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Russell.  There 
were  two  parties  here  joking.  I  have  some  here,  producing  bills  from  his 
pocket.    He  had  a  roll  of  Confederate  bills. 

Q.  You  don't  know  anything  about  the  thousand  dollar  bills — the 
real  thing  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

That  is  all. 

Dick  Graham,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    Where  do  you  live? 
A.    Joplin,  Mo. 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  have  been  present  most  of  the  time,  have  you? 
A.   I  have  been  here  constantly,  yes. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  have  seen  anything  here  during  this  session 
of  the  Legislature  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that  any  corrupt  practice 
had  been  used  in  the  promotion  of  or  in  the  defeat  of  House  bill  469,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  person  who  has  received  any  money, 
promises  or  other  valuable  thing  whereby  he  was  influenced  to  vote  either 
for  or  against  the  bill,  or  withhold  his  vote  during  the  progress  of  the  bill, 
either  in  the  House  or  in  the  committee? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  was  interested  in  opposition  to  that  bill  in  any 
way? 

A.   Well,  I  don't  remember. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  any  member  of  the  House 
or  outside  persons  who  were  constantly  lobbying  against  the  bill  ? 
A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Who? 

A.    Well,  it  was  general  conversation.    I  can  give  the  names  of 
persons  that  I  talked  to.    Governor  A.  M.  Dockery  and  Joe  Shannon. 
O.    Did  you  ever  talk  with  Flanagan  about  the  bill  ? 
A.    Nfot  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  think  any  member  of  the  House  has  been  corruptly  in- 
fluenced by  a  railroad  pass,  or  from  the  fact  that  he  had  a  pass  to  vote 
for  or  against  the  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  anybody  undertake  to  say  that  they  had  ever 
heard  any  body  say  they  were  not  free  to  vote? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  In  the  House,  did  Mr.  Chapman  tell  you  that  he  was  especially 
interested  in  the  defeat  of  that  bill  ? 

A.    Not  that  I  remember.    I  don't  believe  that  I  ever  asked  him. 

0.  Did  he  ever  undertake  to  tell  you  why  he  was  opposed  to  the 
passage  of  the  bill  after  Kansas  City  had  been  excluded? 

A.    No,  sir. 

0.    Have  you  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Dolan  ? 

A.  Yes.  Now  I  am  under  the  impression  that  I  have  talked  with 
Dolan.  There  has  been  times  when  I  have  wondered  what  the  motives  of 
the  men  were. 

Q.   That  was  enough  to  excite  suspicion  ? 

A.  I  have  wondered.  I  thought  the  reason  Mr.  Chapman  op- 
posed the  bill  was  because  he  talked  a  great  deal  to  Shannon  on  legis- 
lative matters,  and  they  wanted  to  embarrass  the  administration.  As  far 
as  Mr.  Shannon  was  concerned  he  wanted  to  embarrass  the  administration 

Q.    Don't  you  think  Chapman  could  control  that  fellow? 

A.  His  greatest  influence  was  with  Leahy  and  Lindsay,  not  much  in- 
fluence over  either  Casey  or  Dolan.  First  he  claimed  he  was  opposed  to 
the  bill  because  Kansas  City  was  included,  and  T  understood  that  Dolan 
had  told  Bothwell  if  Kansas  City  was  left  out  of  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  he  would  try  to  help  him  have  Sedalia  excluded  from  the  provisions 
of  the  bill. 

Q.    Do  vou  know  anything  about  Shannon's  business? 
A.    Nothing  in  the  world. 

Q.    Do  yon  know  whether  he  was  considered  a  lobbyist? 
A.    I  have  heard  his  name  mentioned. 
Q.    Mr.  Shannon  was  here  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill? 
A.    I  never  met  himself.   There  has  been  times  I  have  wondered  what 
was  the  altitude  of  Parley. 
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O.    Is  your  mind  at  ease  on  that  case  ? 

A.  I  have  a  slight  suspicion  and  I  think  that  Shannon  and  Chapman 
wanted  to  embarrass  the  Governor,  and  1  have  thought  that  Chapman  and 
the  Kansas  City  crowd  generally,  and  the  Butler  crowd  in  St.  Louis,  and 
the  administration  were  not  in  line. 

Q.  Then  if  it  didn't  affect  St.  Louis  what  motive  could  they  have  in 
embarrassing  the  administration  ? 

A.  I  am  not  at  home  in  St.  Louis  or  Kansas  City  politics*  I  have 
heard  it  said  continually  that  Dockery  couldn't  be  a  part  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  be  executive  at  the  same  time.  As  to  Selph,  he  was  a  grand- 
stand player.  I  know  two  men  that  the  Philipinos  have  had  little  to  do 
with,  and  that  is  Farley  and  Selph. 

O.    You  are  Chairman  of  the  Philipinos? 

A.    I  am  Chairman,  yes. 

0.   Who  else  ? 

A.    Principally  the  four  men  from  Southwest  M issuing  Long,  Ke  n 
miller,  Davis  and  myself. 

O.    You  undertook  to  form  ? 

A.    I  just  wanted  to  disturb  the  Speaker. 

Q.   Were  the  Kansas  City  members  in  with  you  fellows  ? 

A.   All  of  them. 

Q.    How  many  contributed  from  St.  Louis  ? 

A.  Three  from  St.  Louis,  five  from  Kansas  City,  four  from  South- 
west Missouri. 

Q.   Did  you  have  any  written  stipulations,  sign  any  papers  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.   Was  your  object  for  any  corrupt  purpose? 
A.    Never  in  the  world. 

O.    For  the  support  or  defeat  of  any  legislation? 

A.  Nothing  of  that  kind  in  the  world.  It  was  started  before  the 
text-book  proposition  the  day  it  was  defeated  for  engrossment,  Long 
voted,  he  was  called  down  and  had  a  conversation  with  the  Governor  on 
the  text-book  bill.  Mr.  Long  came  to  . me  and  he  said  to  me  he  believed 
the  text-book  bill  was  alright.  I  said  I  don't  think  the  Southwest  Missouri 
people  talk  that  way.  I  wouldn't  do  him  an  injustice  to  ask  him  to 
change  his  belief  if  he  thought  the  text-book  bill  was  alright,  at  the 
time  of  the  vote  he  didn't  vote.  I  never  asked  him  to  vote  upon  the  ques- 
tion, and  probably  he  gave  me  no  reasons  for  his  change.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  now  that  there  was  no  money  consideration  in  it. 

Q.  You  say  you  never  knew  of  any  corrupt  or  unlawful  purpose  in 
regard  to  the  support  or  defeat  of  that  bill  on  the  part  of  that  body? 
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A.  No,  sir ;  never  was.  There  was  some  talk  that  money  was  being 
used  on  the  outside,  but  I  never  placed  any  stock  in  it. 

Q.  We  want  you  to  be  frank  and  speak  to  the  committee  concerning 
any  matter  which  you  know  will  lead  the  committtee  to  find  anything? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything  in  the  world. 

Friday  afternoon,  March  20th,  2:15  p.  m. 

Fratrk  J.  Carlisle,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 

A.  Vice-President  and  Business  Manager  of  the  St.  Louis  Chronicle. 
Q.    As  such  what  are  your  duties? 

A.  Directly,.  I  have  charge  of  the  circulation  and  mechanical  de- 
partment. 

Q.  Were  you  in  charge  of  that  paper  on  or  about  the  first  day  of 
March,  1903? 

A.    That  department. 

Q.    As  a  representative  of  that  paper,  have  you  any  idea  as  to  who 
was  responsible  for  that  article  (indicating)  ? 
A.    Why,  Colin  Hardy. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  whether  that  is  a  news  item  or  was  that  paid  for 
as  a  matter  of  publication? 

A.    Merely  as  a  matter  of  news. 

0.    Has  your  company  received  one  cent  for  it? 

A.    Not  one  cent. 

Q.    By  whom  was  that  furnished? 

A.    I  presume  by  regular  staff  correspondent. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  anybody  gave  you  an  order  for  any  considerable 
number  of  copies  of  that  issue  of  the  paper? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.   Who  could  answer  that  question  for  us? 

A.  Well,  practically  that  would  go  through  my  hands,  but  if  anyone 
ordered  any  number  of  the  papers  T  don't  know  that  I  could  just  tell  you 
now. 

O.    Were  you  wired  yesterday  by  anyone  asking  you  about  this? 
A.   Yes,  T  was  wired.   I  can  show  the  telegram  (producing  telegram) 
O.    You  say  that  there  were  no  extra  copies  of  that  paper  orderd? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Nothing  more  than  your  regular  quota  came  to  Jefferson  City? 
You  don't  konw  of  any  marked  copies  that  were  sent? 
A.    Nfo,  sir. 
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Q.  Had  you  any  order  for  marked  copies  ? 
A.   Nlo,  sir. 

O.    To  whom  do  you  send  your  papers  in  Jefferson  City? 

A.   To  the  regular  news  dealers  and  agents. 

Q.  They  are  sent  in  bulk  and  delivered  here? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  we  hold  the  agents  responsible  for  the  papers? 

O.    You  have  some  regular  subscribers  here? 

A.    Yes,  they  come  through  the  mail. 

Q.    Have  you  increased  your  orders  in  Jefferson  City  lately  ? 
A.    Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  You  send  more  papers  here  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature, 
do  you  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  our  circulation  is  about  50,000  I  know  that.  It  is  my 
business  to  know  the  daily  circulation,  but  if  a  special  order  of  a  hundred 
or  two  copies  should  be  made  probably  I  would  not  know  that  except 
by  reference  to  the  books. 

Q.    You  people  seem  to  have  very  much  interest  in  the  matter  ? 

A.    Nothing  in  the  least,  only  as  a  matter  of  news. 

Q.  You  had  no  desire  to  corruptly  influence  anyone  in  anyway  by 
that  publication  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  about  any  issue  of  marked  copies  being  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  there  were  marked  copies  on  the  desks  of 
members.    I  had  not  heard  anything  about  it  until  now. 

O.  If  there  had  been  an  extra  number  of  copies  ordered  would 
you  know  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  if  there  were  fifty  or  a  hundred  copies  I  would  probably  not 
know  it. 

O.    But  the  order  would  be  there  somewhere? 
A.  Yes. 

O.    And  you  send  your  papers  to  persons  in  Jefferson  City  and  to 
the  news  dealers? 
A.  Yes. 

O.  I  will  ask  yOu,  if  in  your  opinion  there  was  a  special  order  from 
any  of  the  news  dealers  ? 

A.    I  think  they  would  naturally  come  that  way. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  150  copies  of  the  Chronicle  being 
sold  by  the  newsdealers  to  put  on  the  desks  of  members  ? 

A.  It  is  my  oponion  if  that  number  was  procured  they  were  procured 
from  the  news  dealers  here. 
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0.    Who  are  the  news  dealers  here.? 
A.    I  do  not  know. 

O.   Did  you  have  any  correspondence  with  Joe  Shannon  with  regard 
to  the  circulation  of  those  papers? 
A.   Nb,  sir. 

Q.   Mr.  Chapman?   Have  you  met  Mr.  Chapman? 
A.  Today. 

Q.  I  call  your  attention  to  an  issue  of  the  paper  of  the  19th  inst.  and 
the  head  lines  forty  thousand  dollars  in  boodle.  Now,  is-  that  editorial 
matter  or  correspondence? 

A.  My  opinion  is  the  head-lines  and  sub-heads  were  written  in  the 
office  by  the  head-line  writter. 

O.  Ytou  have  no  information  that  it  was  written  by  the  head-line 
writer.    You  know  that  such  are  his  duties? 

A.    That  is  all. 

Q.    You  were  not  responsible  for  anything  in  those  allegations? 
You  are  the  business  manager  of  that  paper? 
A.  Yes. 

O.  Can  you  definitely  state  whether  this  has  been  used  in  one  way  or 
the  other  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  the  text-book  bill  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  that  goes  in  the  paper,  only  as  I  read  it. 
Q.    Well,  do  you  believe  it? 

A.  I  believe  everything  I  read  in  the  Chronicle  is  put  in  there  in 
sincerity,  without  any  effort  to  mislead,  misquote  or  make  any  statement 
that  is  not  true. 

Q.    Do  you  know  who  the  correspondent  is  that  furnished  that? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  that  represents  one  particular  or  definite 
allegation  in  that? 

A.    Now,  as  I  told  you. 

O.  Do  you  think  that  is  good  newspaper  business  to  make  such 
statements?  Do  you  make  an  effort  to  find  out  that  such  statements  are 
true? 

A.   We  rely  upon  experienced  men  who  have  been  with  us  for  years. 

Q.  You  make  no  effort  to  find  out  if  the  authority  upon  which  you 
make  such  declaration  is  correct,  such  declarations  as  are  reported  here? 

A.  Our  correspondents  are  reliable  and  have  been  regularly  engaged 
for  years  in  the  services  of  the  paper  and  we  rely  upon  their  statements. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  what  they  write  is  true  or  not?  Such 
statements  as  this  in  the  paper  here? 

A.  We  make  every  effort  possible  effort  to  find  out.  We  rely  upon 
them  bccau.se  they  have  had  years  of  experience. 
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Q.   What  position  does  you  paper  take  politically? 
A.  Independent. 

Q.  Am  I  to  understand  that  your  staff  correspondents  here  send  in 
their  correspondence  and  it  is  edited  in  St.  Louis  ? 

A.  The  managing  editor  would  be  at  the  head  of  that,  and  the  editor- 
ials are  made  up  from  the  news  columns, 

O.   Who  maps  out  the  policies  of  this  paper  ? 

A.  That  is  done  by  the  management  of  the  paper  in  the  office.  The 
correspondent  is  supposed  to  furnish  the  news  as  he  finds  them,  and  the 
managing  editor  writes  the  heads  and  sub-heads,  as  indicated  in  the 
story. 

O.  Who  gives  the  individual  tone  to  that  paper?  Who  shapes  the 
policy  of  that  paper? 

A.  E.  W.  Scripps.  His  ideas  are  carried  out  in  the  policy  of  the 
paper.  He  is  the  Chairman  of  our  board  and  he  is  interested  in  several 
papers. 

Q.  Is  this  gentleman  present  in  the  morning  to  direct  the  policy  of 
the  paper  each  day? 

A.  The  editors  of  the  paper  they  say  what  shall  be  the  policy  of 
the  paper. 

Q.  Does  any  Democrat  have  anything  to  do  with  shaping  the  policy 
of  the  paper? 

A.    Not  anything. 

Q.    Or  anything  to  do  with  those  expressions  in  the  paper? 
A.    Nothing  in  the  least. 

Q.    Mr.  Kinney  was  here  a  while  as  a  correspondent,  was  he? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    Was  he  here  at  the  time  this  cartoon  appeared? 
A.    Yes,  he  was  here  at  that  time  I  think. 

O.  The  matter  in  this  head  line  is  supposed  to  be  from  Air.  Kinney  ? 
A.    Well,  I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Isn't  it  a  fact  that  newspapers  do  not  hesitate  to  tell  their  corie 
spondents  to  be  on  a  certain  side  of  a  question? 
A.    The  Chronicle  does  not  do  that ;  Oh,  no. 

Q.  On  the  day  that  that  occurred,  did  he  have  any  instructions  to 
write  that  article? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Where  is  Mr.  Kinney  now? 

A.  Columbus,  Ohio.  He  was  temporarily  in  St.  Louis  until  last 
Saturday. 

Q.    Have  you  had  this  man  I.  L.  Page  in  your  employ? 
A.    Not  that  I  know  of. 
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O.    Did  he  take  Harkreader's  place  while  Mr.  Harkreader  was  sick? 

A.    Not  that  I  know  of. 

0.    Did  the  Chronicle  ever  wire  him? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

Q.    Did  your  company  ever  give  him  a  thousand  dollar  bill? 

A.    Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.    You  know  nothing  of  that  ? 

A.    Nothing  at  all. 

Q.    Would  you  know  of  it  ? 

A.    Yes,  I  would  know  of  it. 

Q.    That  is  all. 

A.  S.  Prather,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.    Taney ville,  Taney  county. 

O.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  have  any  knowledge  of  any  corrupt  in- 
fluence, lobby  or  boodle  influence  practiced  in  the  42nd  General  Assembly, 
among  the  members  or  by  others  toward  the  passage  or  defeat  of  text- 
book bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    I  do  not. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  discuss- 
ing the  matter  of  having  received  any  money  for  their  vote  in  the  com- 
mittee on  that  bill  ? 

A.  No,  I  have  just  heard  rumor.  I  never  heard  anything  said 
in  earnest. 

Q.  And  is  it  your  best  impression  that  there  has  been  nothing  of 
that  kind  ? 

A.    Nothing  to  my  knowledge. 

Q,  Do  you  know  of  any  unlawful  use  of  money  or  any  valuable 
thing,  or  promise? 

A.    No.  sir;  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to  dis- 
cover whether  or  not  money  was  used  in  the  promotion  or  defeat  of  that 
bill? 

A.    T  don't  know  a  single  tangible  thread. 

O.    Do  you  know  what  was  declared  on  the  floor  of  the  House? 
A.  Yes. 

O.    You  don't  know  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to  find 
whether  that  is  true  or  not? 
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A.  I  heard  about  a  poker  game  here  at  the  Madison  House  where 
it  was  said  they  believed  there  was  some  big  stakes,  that  it  was  a  big 
game  of  poker,  but  no  names  were  mentioned.  That  there  was  as  high 
as  two  thousand  dollars  on  the  table  at  one  time.  I  heard  a  while  ago 
that  Hickox  won  his  money  that  way.  I  believe  Kneisley  said  he  was 
a  good  poker  player. 

Q.  You  don't  know  of  any  corruption  or  unlawful  act  affecting  this 
Legislature  in  one  way  or  the  other  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  never  heard  anybody  discussing  any  immoral  influences? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  believe  there  has  been  any.  I  think  there  were 
friends  of  the  school  book  business  here  from  Kansas  City  and  Boston. 
They  were  bucking  against  each  other  and  they  spent  a  lot  of  money. 
I  was  told  that,  but  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Q.  So  far  as  you  know  this  Legislature  has  been  clean  and  above 
board  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  anybody  with  a  railroad  pass  that  was  unlaw- 
fully influenced  to  vote  for  or  against  the  text  book  bill  ? 
A.  No. 

Q.    Either  member  or  outsider  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  he 
was  affected  along  that  line? 
A.  No. 

Q.    That  is  all. 

M.  A.  Murphy,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  is  your  city  address  ? 

A.    7012  Marquette  Avenue,  St.  Louis. 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 

A.  I  am  with  the  Kellogg  Newspaper  Co.,  who  publish  the  insides 
and  outsides  of  the  country  newspapers. 

Q.  You  have  been  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  legislature 
most  of  the  time  since  you  have  been  here? 

A.    Every  day  with  the  exception  of  two  days. 

Q.    What  portion  of  St.  Louis  do  you  represent? 

A.    South  St.  Louis,  first  district. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  lead  this  committee  to 
the  discovery  of  any  corruption,  boodle,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence  that 
has  been  exercised  by  any  member  of  this  House  or  upon  any  member 
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of  this  House  in  any  way,  and  in  particular  referring  to  House  bill  469, 
commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, either  in  the  engrossment,  printing  or  indefinite  postponement 
of  the  bill? 

A.    Nothing  whatever. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anybody  say  that  they  were  offered  any  money 
or  any  other  valuable  thing,  any  office  or  preferment  to  vote  for  the 
bill,  or  to  withhold  their  vote? 

A.    I  never  did. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  member  of  this  committee  holding  a  rail- 
road pass,  I  mean  a  member  of  the  Text-book  Committee,  and  by  rea- 
son of  having  transportation  could  be  induced  to  vote  for  or  against 
the  passage  of  the  bill  in  any  of  its  stages  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  of  any  man  holding  a  railroad  pass  in  the  General 
Assembly. 

O.  Can  you  give  this  committee  any  information  that  will  enable 
us  to  find  whether  there  is  any  boodle  or  unlawful  influence  being  exer- 
cised or  not? 

A.  Well,  I  am  under  my  oath  here,  gentlemen,  and  you  are  ask- 
ing direct  questions.  I  will  tell  you  an  incident  that  happened  to  me 
last  Saturday  night  .My  wife  and  I  went  to 'Carthage,  and  when  the 
conductor  took  my  mileage  he  stated  in  a  conversation  to  me,  and  that 
was  in  reference  to  the  slot-machine  bill,  he  said,  "You  fellows  must  be 
getting  a  pretty  good  thing  up  there.''  I  told  him  I  thought  it  was 
pretty  dry  picking  in  the  General  Assembly.  He  said  a  man  showed  him 
a  roll,  which  he  said  contained  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  which  he 
said  lie  was  going  to  Jefferson  City  to  use  in  the  passage  of  the  slot- 
machine  bill.  I  would  know  the  conductor's  face.  T  don't  know  his 
name  and  I  didn't  ask  him  who  the  man  was.  T  was  going  with  my 
wife  to  Carthage  to  visit  friends. 

Q.    He  didn't  tell  you  who  the  man  was? 

A.  Xo.  sir;  this  conductor  went  out  that  night  west  last  Saturday 
night.  He  said  the  man  said  lie  was  coming  to  Jefferson  City.  The 
train  divided  at  Pleasant  Hill  and  a  part  of  it  went  on  to  Joplin  and 
the  other  to  Kansas  City. 

Q.  Is  thai  the  only  way  you  have  of  going  to  Springfield  from 
Jefferson  City? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q,    You  were  going  from  here  to  Carthage? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.     [low  long,  before  that  did  he  say  the  man  came  to  Jefferson 
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A.    He  told  me  the  man  was  coming  to  Jefferson  City  with  $8,000 
on  the  slot-machine  bill. 

Q.    You  don't  know  anything  of  any  corruption,  do  you  ? 
A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

O.    Do  you  know  this  man  Burke  from  Springfield? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  heard  that  he  was  here. 
O.    What  business  did  he  have  here  ? 
A.    I  can't  tell  you. 

O.    Didn't  you  hear  that  he  was  here  to  pass  the  slot-machine  law? 

A.  Now,  in  regard  to  that  I  heard  a  conversation,  and  I  don't 
remember  who  it  was  that  was  talking,  I  simply  heard  that  Burke  was 
here,  and  it  was  rumored  around  that  it  was  in  connection  with  the  slot- 
machine  law  and  that  is  all  I  know  about  it,  and  that  was  some  ten  days 
or  two  weeks  ago. 

O.    That  is  all. 

Edwin  E.  Goebel,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  from  St.  Louis? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  from  the  First  district. 

O.  Have  you  any  knowledge  or  information  that  would  lead  this 
committee  to  discover  any  corruption,  boodle,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence 
that  has  been  exercised  to  procure  the  passage  or  the  defeat  of  House 
bill  469,  either  in  the  committee  or  in  the  final  disposition  and  indefinite 
postponement  of  that  bill  ? 

A.    Absolutely  nothing. 

Q.    Has  any  person  ever  made  you  any  promise  of  any  money  or 
any  other  valuable  thing  to  vote  either  for  or  against  that  bill? 
A.    No,  Sir. 

0.  Have  you  heard  any  member  of  the  Legislature  say  that  he 
was  corruptly  influenced  by  any  corrupt  or  valuable  thing  in  relation 
to  that  ? 

A.  Nothing  except  what  I  saw  in  the  papers.  I  have  heard  men 
joshing,  but  nothing  in  sincerity. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  lobby  working  here  to  secure  the  passage 
or  defeat  of  that  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Has  he  ever  spoken  to  you  about  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir.. 

Q.    Have  you  any  information  in  regard  to  wrongful,  corrupt  or 
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unlawful  means  on  the  part  of  any  person  during  the  session  of  this 
Legislature  in  violation  of  the  law  seeking  to  secure  any  votes  either 
for  or  against  the  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  influence  to  vote  either  for  or  against  the  bill  by  reason 
of  having  a  railroad  pass? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  don't  know  of  anything  offered  any  member  for  his 
vote  that  would  tend  to  show  corruption? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  had  anything  to  do  with  the  writing  of  a  bill  on 
the  subject  of  the  slot  machine  law? 

A.  No.  I  was  requested  by  one  man  to  draw  a  bill,  but  I  never 
wrote  the  bill. 

Q.    Who  was  the  man  who  wanted  you  to  write  the  bill? 

A.  Mr.  Burke ;  he  said  he  wanted  it  done  by  a  lawyer  and  I 
told  him  I  thought  he  had  better  get  a  St.  Louis  Lawyer  to  do  that 
I  told  him  that  I  could  not  do  it  that  night  and  the  next  day  he  never 
asked  me  or  at  any  other  time. 

Q.  That  was  before  they  presented  the  bill  to  repeal  the  penalty 
on  slot  machines? 

A.    I  think  so. 

Q.    Do  you  know  who  finally  drew  the  bill? 
A.    I  do  not. 

Q.    Have  you  seen  the  article  in  the  late  issue  of  the  Chronicle 
with  reference  to  $40,000  in  boodle. 
A.    I  haven't  seen  it. 

Q.    You  voted  on  that  text  book  measure? 

A.  Yes,  but  T  want  to  say  J  voted  against  the  text-book  bill, 
first,  because  I  received  letters  from  St.  Louis  city  inclosing  resolu- 
tions from  the  Board  of  Education,  positively  requesting  not  to  vote 
on  that  bill  if  it  affected  St.  Louis.    I  followed  that  action. 

Q  You  don't  know  of  anybody  that  was  corruptly  influenced 
to  vote  on  that  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  don't  know  who  drew  the  slot  machine  bill? 
A.    No,  sir.    Burke  die!  not  request  me  after  that  time. 
That  is  all. 
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J.  T.  Davison,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  exam- 
ined, testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county? 

A.    Butler  county,  Poplar  Bluff,  Mo. 

O.    You  have  been  here,  most  all  the  time  during  the  session? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  know  anything  of  your  own  knowledge 
that  would  lead  the  committee  to  find  any  corrupt,  boodle  or  unlawful 
influence  used  or  exercised  by  any  person  in  favor  of  or  against  the 
passage  of  House  bill  469? 

A.    Not  in  the  slightest  degree. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  you  care  to  impart  that 
would  assist  the  committee  in  regard  to  that? 

A.  I  don't  know  one  solitary  thing,  only  what  I  heard  in  the 
charges  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  the  discussions  in  the 
newspapers. 

Q.  You  know  nothing  in  reference  to  any  influence  of  amr 
kind,  money  or  otherwise? 

A.    I  want  to  say  that  is  true  even  as  to  the  alum  bill. 

Q.  Nothing  so  far  as  you  know  that  is  improper  that  would 
give  us  any  light  on  that  subject? 

A.    No,  sir. 

A.  C.  McKibben,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 
Q.    Where  do  you  live? 
A.    Jefferson  City,  Mo. 
O.    What  is  your  business? 
A.    I  am  engaged  in  the  newspaper  business. 
Q.    You  are  proprietor  of  the  Jefferson  Daily  Republican. 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  have  been  here  all  the  time? 
A.    During  the  entire  session. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  give  us  an  insight  or 
enable  us  to  arrive  at  any  information  with  reference  to  corruption, 
lobby  or  boodle  influence  used  in  favor  of  text-book  bill  469,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    Nothing  along  that  line.    Nothing  whatever. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  anybody  say  that  they  were  offered  money. 
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goods,  or  any  other  thing  of  value,  or  promise  of  any  office,  either  to 
vote  for  or  aginst  that  bill  at  any  time? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything  about  that  at  all — absolutely  nothing. 

O.    You  know  Mr.  Flanagan? 

A.    I  have  met  him. 

O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  observed  their  conduct  in  the  House  before  the 
passage  of  that  bill? 

A.    I  never  recognized  either  of  them  there. 

O.  You  have  no  information  as  to  any  improper  proposals,  lobby 
influence  or  corruption  in  the  House? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  any  members  riding  on  a  railroad  pass  that 
would  be  unduly  influenced  in  regard  to  legislation? 
A.    I  do  not. 

O.  You  don't  know  of  anv  wrong  or  improper  influence  in  the 
Legislature  at  all? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  the  House  most  of  the  time? 
A.    I  work  on  my  paper  most  of  the  time. 
That  is  all. 

J.  H.  Bothwell,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent. 

A.    Pettis  county.  1 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  at  this  session  most  of  the  time? 

A.    Yes,  sir,  most  of  the  time  except  a  few  hours. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information,  directly  or  indirectly,  of  your 
own  knowledge,  have  you  any  information  that  would  lead  the  com- 
mittee to  discover  any  corrupt,  boodle,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence 
that  has  been  exercised  toward  the  members  of  the  House,  either  in 
favor  of  bill  469,  or  against  the  bill  known  as  the  Davidson  text- 
book bill? 

A.  T  have  no  knowledge  of  anything  unlawful  having  been  done 
or  proposed,  or  attempted  in  connection  with  that  bill,  or  any  other 
bill  pending  in  the  Assembly* 

O.  1  lavo  you  heard  anybody  say  that  any  unlawful  proposals 
had  been  made  to  them  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill  in  any  stages 
of  its  passage  or  to  withhold  his  vote? 
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A.  I  have  never  heard  anyone  state  that  they  had  been  offered 
any  inducement  of  any  kind  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill,  nor  to 
withhold  his  vote.  I  have  heard  simply  the  public  charges.  I  have 
read  the  current  newespapers  the  last  week  or  two  on  that  subject. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  the  last  issue  of  the  Chronicle,  which  states 
that  $40,000  had  been  gotten  to  use  on  the  school  text-book  bill? 

A.  I  read  the  article,  and  my  attention  was  called  yesterday 
or  day  before  yesterday  to  it. 

Q.    This  article  of  March  19? 

A.    Yes,  I  think  so. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that 
there  was  any  truth  in  that  statement? 

A.  I  have  no  information  that  would  justify  any  sensible  man 
to  believe  a  word  that  is  in  that  article. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information,  or  can  you  acquire,  or  do  you 
believe  that  there  was  any  foundation  in  the  publication  of  that 
article  ? 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.    You  are  chairman  of  the  text-book  committee? 
A.    I  was  a  member,  and  I  am  yet  a  member  of  the  text-book 
committee. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  either  in  the  committee  or  outside 
that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that  there  was  any  corrupt  influence 
brought  to  bear  on  any  member  of  the  House  with  reference  to  text- 
book bill  469? 

A.  I  have  never  heard  anything  that  would  justify  me  in  the  be- 
lief that  anyone  has  been  corruptly  influenced  in  connection  with 
that  bill,  or  do  I  know  anything  that  would  justify  me  in  the  belief 
that  if  anyone  had  attempted  to  corruptly  influence  a  member  of 
this  House  on  that  question. 

0.    And  would  you  say  the  same  in  regard  to  all  the  bills? 

A.  I  have  no  information  that  would  justify  me  in  believing 
that  on  any  measure  pending  in  this  House  there  has  been  corruption, 
or  that  any  attempt  has  been  made  to  corrupt  any  member,  neither 
to  vote  for  or  against  text-book  bill  469,  nor  in  any  connection  with 
reference  to  any  other  bill.    I  have  no  knowledge  or  information. 

Q.  How  many  sessions  have  you  been  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly? 

A.    I  have  served  here  the  last  four  General  Assemblies.    I  was 
a  member  of  the  35th  and  the  38th.    I  have  been  here  four  sessions. 
Q    Do  you  think  on  a  whole  that  the  House,  or  the  Representa- 
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tires,  are  as  free  of  improper  and  corrupt  influences  in  this  session  as 
any  other  session  that  you  have  been  here? 

A.  I  have  never  heard,  nor  do  I  know  anything  of  corrupt  in- 
fluences at  any  session  except  rumors. 

O.  I  will  ask  you  if  that  isn't  the  usual  talk  here  toward  the 
close  of  the  session?  I 

A.  Merely  reckless  rumor.  I  think  there  is  more  talk  about 
corruption  in  the  Senate  than  in  the  House.  I  believe  within  the  last 
ten  days  I  have  heard  and  read  more  about  corruption  in  connection 
with  ^:he  House  than  I  ever  did  during  any  other  ten  days  of  my  at- 
tendance on  the  sessions  of  the  Legislatures,  yet  I  have  heard  and 
read  nothing  except  what  everybody  considers  mere  rumors. 

O.  In  your  opinion,  as  a  man  of  large  legislative  experience, 
that  cry  of  corruption  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  actual  practice  as 
the  result  of  favored  measures  being  turned  down  and  thereby  mem- 
bers want  to  vent  their  wrath  on  somebody? 

A.  My  experience  and  observation  of  men  in  politics  as  represen- 
tatives of  the  people  are  actuated  and  do  try  to  break  down  their 
political  opponents  and  sometimes  charge  conduct  that  is  not  war- 
ranted by  any  facts  that  can  be  established.  The  same  is  true  to  some 
extent  among  reputable  business  men. 

O.  They  make  the  bold  charge  of  corruption  of  legislators  being 
bought  and  sold? 

A.  Yes. 

O.  Perhaps  when  they  are  disappointed  in  the  passage  of  some 
pet  measure?  , 

A.  That  is  true.  Such  charges  are  made  on  one  side  or  the 
other.  Sometimes  by  both  in  connection  writh  measures  they  have 
pending.  It  is  often  made  before  measures  are  decided  in  order  to 
influence  votes. 

Q.    Often  based  solely  on  disappointment? 

A.    Oh,  yes. 

O.  The  cry  that  there  has  been  unfair  means  by  the  loby  is  usually 
heard  ? 

A.  Yes,  it  a  favorite  course  to  charge  the  defeat  of  a  measure  to 
corrupt  influences. 

Q.  You  believe  this  might  be  said  with  reference  to  the  interest 
and  welfare  of  the  slot  machine  law  and  the  alum  bill,  and  the  charge 
might  be  made  that  railroad  transportation  affected  the  member  of  the 
Legislature  on  different  measures? 

A.  Yes.  I  have  no  facts  to  justify  me  that  money  has  been  sent 
here  affecting  those  measures.    I  can  only  say  that  they  are  ground- 
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less  expressions.  Now,  I  will  state  in  regard  to  the  text-book  bill 
469,  while  that  bill  was  pending-  and  before  it  was  finally  disposed  of, 
some  of  my  friends  about  the  eapitol  told  more  than  once  that  Mr. 
Davidson  knew  of  certain  corrupt  influences  and  corrupt  acts  connected 
with  this  bill.  They  were  never  specified  beyond  the  fact  that  it  was 
a  mere  rumor. 

O.  Have  you  heard  that  report  of  the  Dolan  incident? 
A.  About  the  time  the  bill  was  finally  disposed  of,  I  heard  either 
that  day  or  within  a  day  or  two  preceding,  I  think  Mr.  Olvier  told  me 
he  had  overheard  people  talking  one  night  at  a  very  late  hour  in  a 
room  adjoining  his  room  and  he  made  a  statement  that  led  me  to 
believe  that  he  knew  important  facts  that  related  to  something  that  was 
corrupt,  or  might  lead  to  some  connection  to  House  bill  469.  I  know 
the  things  that  have  been  rumored  in  that  connection.  I  don't  know 
whether  he  has  testified  before  the  committee  or  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  anything,  or  do  3^011  recall  any  circumstances 
that  would  lead  the  committee  to  find  anything  in  the  nature  of  cor- 
ruption in  the  course  of  that  text-book  bill,  and  especially  in  the  de- 
feat of  the  bill?  Do  you  know  the  position  of  Mr.  Dolan  in  that 
matter,  or  do  you  know  any  pepole  who  had  any  dealings  with  Mr. 
Dolan,  who,  it  is  said,  knows  something  pertaining  to  that? 

A.  About  the  beginning  of  the  session  we  had  committee  meet- 
ings of  the  text-book  committee  and  upon  frequent  occasions  dis- 
cussed the  details  of  the  bill  and  have  been  prompted  by  Mr.  Car- 
rington.  We  had  several  meetings,  and  at  one  of  these  meetings,  this 
question  arose  about  excluding  the  cities  from  the  effect  of  that  law. 
I  think  during  February  T  began  to  feel  that  there  was  reasonable 
ground  to  hope  for  the  passage  of  the  bill,  or  rather  for  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  providing  for  the  levy  of  special  taxes  with  which 
to  buy  school  books,  and  I  was  of  the  opinion  also  that  it  was  not 
wise  to  urge  House  bill  469,  or  any  other  bill  on  that  subject  to  a  vote 
in  the  House  until  we  could  act  on  the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment ;  also  I  was  anxious  and  believed  that  many  pepole  would  be  in 
favor  of  such  provision,  and  I  believed  that  Sedalia  ought  also  to  be 
excluded  as  well  as  the  larger  cities  and  I  thought  I  could  get  enough 
personal  friends  who  were  willing  to  co-operate  along  that  line  and 
I  decided  on  the  outline  in  the  meetings  of  the  committee.  We  had 
several  meetings  and  found  out  that  we  were  not  able  to  report  any- 
thing in  the  form  which  they  wanted.  They  would  not  hold  committee 
meetings,  and  I  thought  there  was  a  desire  on  the  part  or  a  scheme 
to  get  the  meetings  to  adjourn.  Mr.  Dolan,  Mr.  Farley  and  some  Re- 
publican members  of  the  committee  attended  all  the  committee  meet^ 
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ings.  But  we  could  not  succeed  in  getting  the  bill  out.  This  would 
be  repeated.  It  was  two  weeks  or  more  in  February,  we  had  had  a 
number  of  meetings  held,  and  one  or  two  the  chairman  did  not  call  to 
order  and  the  meeting  would  adjourn.  On  the  occasion  of  one  of  those 
meetings,  when  we  were  anxious  about  having  all  the  opponents  of  the 
bill  present,  Dolan  expressed  a  desire  to  go  home  for  some  reason  and 
seemed  very  anxious  that  there  be  no  committee  meeting.  Mr.  Far- 
ley did  not  want  to  have  any  legislation.  He  said  his  people  had 
voted  and  that  in  his  canvass  of  the  county,  he  made  it  on  the  issue  of 
the  present  law.  He  did  not  want  any  new  contract  or  changes  at  this 
time.  Mr.  Leonard  seemed  anxious  to  have  the  bill  exclude  St.  Louis 
and  other  large  cities,  but  was  not  willing  to  exclude  Sedalia.  Mr. 
Vosholl  seemed  willing  to  have  the  bill  exclude  Sedalia  and  the  large 
cities,  hence  at  that  time  the  bill  was  not  voted  upon.  Finally,  J\Ir. 
Vosholl  and  several  friends  of  the  other  bill  recomended  the  amend- 
ment, both  in  the  committee  and  in  the  House,  and  they  desired  that 
there  should  not  be  any  legislation,  or  seemed  to  want  to  indefinitely 
postpone  it,  but  were  rather  in  favor  of  the  constitutional  amendment 
pertaining  to  text-books  should  be  pushed.  I  was  unwilling  to  enforce 
a  measure  that  I  thought  the  people  did  not  want,  which  would  pro- 
vide for  text-books  in  our  schools,  especially  in  our  high  schools,  that 
were  objectionable. 

O.  Have  you  any  other  statement  in  regard  to  the  matter,  which 
you  desire  to  make  to  the  committee? 

A.  No,  I  have  heard  nothing  until  within  a  week  or  two  within 
the  final  action  on  the  measure  that  would  cause  me  to  believe  or  sus- 
pect there  was  any  bad  influence  or  corruption  in  connection  with  this 
measure.  I  learned  there  was  a  good  deal  of  pressure,  political  and 
personal,  being  brought  to  bear  to  induce  votes  for  the  measure,  and 
against  the  measure.  I  heard  some  talk  of  that  the  State  administra- 
tion was  begging  or  bringing  great  pressure  to  bear  on  people  to  vote 
for  it  as  an  administration  measure.  T  heard  that  a  caucus  had  been 
taken  on  it.  Of  this  I  had  no  personal  knowledge,  but  believe  that  it 
led  some  to  support  my  views  and  perhaps  some  the  other  way. 
O.  Anything  else  you  care  to  state  in  that  collection? 
A.    T  think  of  nothing  now. 

R.  T>.  Oliver,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows: 

O.    Yon  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Where  do  you  reside? 
A.    Cape  Girardeau. 
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Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  or  information  which  would  enable 
this  committee  to  determine  whether  or  not  there  has  been  any  cor- 
ruption, boodle,  loby  or  other  unlawful  influence  exerted  in  con- 
nection with  the  passage  of  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  known  as 
the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  either  in  its  passage  or  defeat  in  any 
stages  of  the  bill? 

A.  I  don't  know,  but  I  do  say  that  I  saw  a  scene  in  the  hall  dur- 
ink  discussion  of  this  question  with  as  I  understood  a  lobbyist,  and 
one  member  of  the  House. 

Q.    Who  was  that? 

A.  One  morning  between  11  and  12,  I  observed  Flanagan  and 
Chapman,  a  member  of  the  House,  engaged  in  a  very  animated  con- 
versation, in  which  one  man  had  his  hand  upon  the  shoulder  of  the 
other  and  the  other  had  his  mouth  to  the  ear,  and  I  observed  them  in 
that  position  and  at  the  moment  I  took  in  the  situation  and  must  say 
that  I  regret  that  a  lobbyist  was  seen  talking  to  a  member  of  the 
House  in  that  way.  I  saw  nothing  pass  between  them  and  I  don't 
know  what  they  said.  I  saw  Dolan  walk  in  the  room  across  there 
with  Col.  Phelps.  I  can't  say  that  he  did  anything  wrong,  but  that 
scene  impressed  me,  knowing  that  Chapman  was  a  leading  opponent 
against  the  bill.  I  formed  mv  own  conclusions  and  it  gave  rise  to  that 
caustic  remark — 

Q.  What,  if  anything,  did  you  hear  in  the  conversation  that 
took  place? 

A.    I  did  not  hear  anything. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anything  about  the  evening  of  March  12th?5 
A.  On  the  night  of  March  12th,  my  son  and  Mr.  Rudolph  Houck 
were  here  attending  the  ceremonies  that  day,  and  in  the  evening  they 
attended  the  dance  and  I  said  to  them  after  the  dance,  you  come  to 
my  room  and  rest  awhile.  They  were  going  to  have  the  porter  call 
them  for  the  4  o'clock  train.  Soon  after  the  young  men  came  to  my 
room,  after  the  dance,  they  came  in  the  room  and  left  the  door  ajar 
and  the  door  right  opposite  my  room,  room  98,  perhaps,  was  ajar  too 
and  there  was  a  conversation  going  on  in  that  room  and  the  conversa- 
tion was  so  loud  that  it  disturbed  me  and  I  asked  the  boys  what  those 
people  were  talking  about.  They  said,  something  about  Whitecotton. 
Then  I  get  up  in  bed  and  set  on  the  side  of  the  bed  and  finally  ap- 
proached nearer  the  door.  I  wanted  to  see  what  thev  were  doing  at' 
that  late  hour,  yet  I  did  not  want  to  be  in  the  attitude  of  an  eavesdrop- 
per. I  heard  onesay,now,  Mike,  you  know  this  and  you  know  that. 
I  don't  know  what  they  were  saying,  but  there  was  certain  that  one 
man  was  named  Mike.    Next  morning  at  the  breakfast  table  I  asked 
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who  Mike  was  and  I  was  told  it  was  Mike  Casey.  Then  I  went  to  the 

register  and  saw  who  occupied  the  room  and  found  that  it  was  occupied 
by  Mr.  Reed  and  a  young  man  who  was  said  to  be  his  Secretary. 

Q.  What  was  the  conversation,  if  any,  you  heard,  and  whose 
names  were  mentioned? 

A.  The  gentlemen  seemed  to  be  telling  something  about  Air. 
Whitecotton  and  the  name  Mike  was  called  several  times,  but  I  don't 
know  who  was  in  the  room. 

Q.    Did  you  hear  Mr.  Farley's  name  mentioned? 

A.    Possibly,  I  did,  but  I  can't  say  that  I  did. 

Q.    That  was  Mayor  Reed? 

A.  I  don't  know  sir.  I  asked  who  the  other  man  was  that  oc- 
cupied this  room  and  understtod  that  it  was  Mr.  Reed's  secretary.  I 
don't  know  his  name. 

Q.  You  state  that  you  saw  Mr.  Dolan  go  into  the  committee 
room  with  Mr.  Phelps,  and  also  you  saw  Mr.  Flanigan  talking  to  Mr. 
Chapman?  ,        :   I        '   1  1 

A.    Yes,  or  Chapman  talking  to  Flanagan. 

Q.  It  is  a  fact  that  these  men  are  known  to  be  professional  lob- 
byists, and  you  knew  that  these  other  men  were  taking  an  interest  in 
the  text-book  question  and  the  others  were  interested  in  outside  mat- 
ters? Have  you  any  conclusions  as  to  whether  Mr.  Dolan  was  seeking 
to  do  anything  crooked? 

A.  He  was  following  Phelps  in  that  room  right  across  there 
and  Flanagan  had  his  hand  on  Chapman's  shoulder.  T  can't  say  that 
I  noticed  anything  crooked. 

O.    You  didn't  see  anything? 

A.  Nothing  except  what  I  have  stated,  and  T  paused  there  a 
moment  and  saw  Dolan  follow  Phelps  into  the  room  and  Flanagan 
with  his  mouth  to  Chapman's  ear. 

O.  The  fact  that  Dolan  and  Chapman  belong  to  an  organization 
that  is  said  to  take  part  against  administration  Democrats  and  would 
be  willing  to  do  anything  to  put  them  into  the  hole  excited  your  sus- 
picion? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  understood  that  they  were  opposed  to 
the  administration  until  the  text-book  bill  came  up.  Then,  I  under- 
stood, about  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Kansas  City  jury  bill  that 
there  was  a  combination  made  between  the  Republicans  and  Filipinos 
to  obstruct  legislation.   That  is  a  rumor,  I  understand. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  facts  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that 
there  was  such  an  organization  effected  by  a  few  of  the  Democrats? 

A.    That  is  the  rumor  1  bat  has  been  going. 
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Q.  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  a  few  Democrats  who  claim  they  have 
been  mistreated  by  the  Speaker  went  into  an  organization  for  the 
purpose  of  their  own  individual  bills? 

A.    It  might  have  been. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  personally  in  regard  to  such  an  or- 
ganization ? 

A.    Nothing  about  it  personally. 

Q.    You  remember  the  incident  on  the  day  the  text-book  bill  was 
postponed? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Didn't  you  understand  that  Mayor  Reed  was  down  here  to 
line  up  the  Kansas  City  delegation  for  the  text-book  bill? 
A.    I  never  heard  that,  sir. 

E.  C.  Brockmeyer,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

O.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    I  am  an  editor  and  printer.   State  Republican  Publishing  Co. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  lead  this  committee 
to  discover  if  boodle,  corruption  or  lobby  interests  exercised  in  the 
passage  or  in  the  defeat  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    None  whatever. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  anyone  say  that  such  unlawful  influences 
had  been  exercised? 
A.    I  have  not. 

Q.    In  any  stage  of  that  bill?    In  its  passage,  defeat  or  indefinite 
postponement? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  any  member  whose  vote  was  controlled  or 
influenced  by  reason  of  having  a  railroad  pass? 
A.    Not  with  respect  to  that  bill. 

Q.  So  far  as  ycu  know,  the  vote  on  that  bill  was  fair  and  open 
and  you  saw  no  interest  manifested  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill  that  would 
lead  you  to  believe  that  there  was  corruption  or  undue  influence  in 
connection  with  it? 

A.    I  have  no  knowledge  of  any. 

O.    You  say  you  didn't  see  anything  one  way  or  the  other? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  saw  the  newspaper  reports  in  regard  to  that. 
Q.    Have  you  seen  the  late  issue  of  the  Chronicle,  which  charges 
that  there  was  $40,000  brought  here  for  boodle? 
A.    No,  sir. 
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Q.    Have  you  an  opinion  that  $40,000  was  brought  here  to  use 
on  either  side  of  the  text-book  question? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  any  information  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that? 
A.    None  whatever. 

Q.    You  have  been  here  during  most  of  this  session? 
A.    I  have  been  here  during  the  entire  time. 
O.    You  have  been  here  at  former  sessions  of  the  Legislature? 
A.    I  was  here  in  1899  and  1901  as.  a  correspondent  of  the  Globe- 
Democrat. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  you.  in  your  judgment,  whether  or  not  the 
staff  correspondents  of  the  metropolitan  press  are  not  usually  alert 
and  active  in  their  endeavor  to  get  news  of  that  character  with  ref- 
erence to  boodle,  lobby  influence  and  corruption  in  the  Legislature, 
and  if  they  wouldn't  try  very  hard  to  find  out  anything  in  that  con- 
nection? 

A.  Yes.  T  should  judge  as  a  newspaper  correspondent  of  15 
years'  experience,  if  anybody  knew  they  would.  If  any  money  or  other 
corrupt  influence  is  being  used,  they  would  be  very  active,  because 
they  have  a  feeling  that  if  in  the  morning  the  other  paper  will  have 
some  articles  or  a  story  that  he  did  not  have,  he  would  expect  to  be 
promptly  dismissed. 

O.  I  will  ask  you  this  question,  in  your  experience  as  a  news- 
paper correspondent,  if  it  isn't  a  fact  that  newspaper  correspondents 
are  not  men  above  the  average  intelligence? 

A.    They,  are,  yes,  sir. 

O.  Such  men  as  a  rule  favor  honesty  and  intelligence  in  legisla- 
tion ? 

A.  I  believe  they  do.  and  they  are  not  disposed  to  make  any 
misrepresentation  of  the  facts. 

O.  T  will  ask  you  if  you  know  anything  in  collection  with  im- 
proper influence  that  has  influenced  voting  more  particularly — Would 
yon  consider  the  character  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  below  or 
above  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  other  General  Asemblies? 

A.  T  honestlv  believe  in  point  of  moral  standing  that  the  last 
General  Assembly  is  incomparably  better  than  the  Legislature  of 
1899. 

O     As  a  body  of  business  men? 

A.  T  would  sav  this  refers  to  the  Representatives,  and  as  to  the 
Senate  1  don't  know  that  it  is  any  better  with  a  few  exceptions  than 

the  last. 
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Q.    Any  better  than  the  House? 
A.    Well,  now  that  is  pretty  hard. 

Q.  You  realize  the  further  fact  that  it  is  difficult  to  have  a  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  without  more  or  less  of  these  boodle  charges  ? 

A.    Yes,  but  that  is  a  moonshine  story  in  the  paper. 

Q.  You  say  you  have  never  discovered  any  corrupt  influence  in 
conection  with  the  school  text-book  bill?  Have  you  any  idea  that 
there  was  any  corruption  in  connection  with  that  bill? 

A.    Not  this  session. 

Q.  Then  as  far  as  your  observation  and  experience  goes,  you 
have  not  found  anything-  in  your  opinion  that  would  lead  this  com- 
mittee to  find  any  corruption  or  boodle,  or  promise  with  the  hope  of 
reward,  or  the  promise  of  a  position  to  vote  for  or  against  this  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Your  observation,  during-  this  session,  so  far  as  this  cry  of 
boodle  is  concerned,  is  largely  a  matter  of  speculation? 
A.    I  think  so. 

Q.    You  believe  this  so  far  as  boodle  and  money  are  concerned? 
A.    I  have  absolutely  no  knowledge  that  would  connect  anyone 
with  anything  of  the  kind. 

Colin  M.  Selph,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows: 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    From  what  district? 

A.    The  6th  district,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Q-    What  is  your  business? 

A.  Editor. 

Q.    You  have  attended  most  of  the  sessions? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  your  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  and 
from  your  observation,  have  you  any  information  of  any  corruption, 
lobby,  boodle  or  unlawful  influence  being  exercised  either  in  favor 
of  or  against  the  passage  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    No,  sir;  nothing  at  all. 

Q  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  money,  or  other  valuable 
thing  or  the  promise  of  hope  or  reward,  such  as  would  influence  any 
member  of  the  Legislature  either  for  or  against  the  merits  of  that  bill? 

A.  No,  sir;  neither  in  the  House  nor  with  reference  to  any 
member  of  the  Committee  of  the  text-book  bill. 
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Q.  You  don't  know  of  anything  that  has  tended  to  corruptly  in- 
fluence any  member  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir  ;  I  have  heard  this  gossip  about  boodle. 

Q.  You  have  absolutely  no  information  in  that  connection  that 
you  can  give  the  committee? 

A.    No.  sir. 

Recess  until  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

SATURDAY— MARCH  21,  1903. 

C.  D.  Dolan,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Where  do  you  live? 

A.    Kansas  City. 

O.    What  portion  of  the  city  do  you  represent? 
A.    The  6th  district  of  Jackson  county. 

Q.  You  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  of  this  session, 
have  you? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  I  will  ask  you  if  in  your  observation  you  have  seen  any- 
thing that  tended  toward  corruption  or  lobby  influence  in  connection 
with  House  bill  No.  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book 
bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  know  nothing  whatever  of  unlawful  influence  or  money 
being  offered  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill  in  any  stages  of  its  pas- 
sage, or  in  the  final  postponement  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Have,  yon  heard  anybody  say  that  they  knew  of  anybody 
being  corruptly  approached  with  reference  to  that  matter  or  of  any- 
body being  unduly  influenced  by  reason  of  having  a  railroad  pass? 

A.    No.  sir. 

O.    You  say  that  you  do  not  know  of  any  corruption  or  unlawful 
influence  in  connection  with  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  have  never  seen  anything  thai:  would  lead  you  to  think- 
so?  1 
A.    T  have  not  seen  anything. 

O.    Have  yon  seen  anything  that  impressed  the  actions  of  any 
member  of  the  Legislature  Upon  you  in  that  respect? 
A.    Not  in  the  least. 
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Q.  You  don't  know  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to 
get  any  information  in  that  direction  of  improper  influence  being 
brought  to  bear  upon  any  member? 

A.    No,  sir,  nothing  in  the  least. 

O.    You  don't  know  of  any  member  being  improperly  influenced 
of  your  own  knowledge? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Nothing  outside  of  the  ordinary  pulling  and  hauling? 

A.  No,  sir,  nothing.  I  know  a  gentleman  who  came  from 
Kansas  City,  who  it  was  said  came  here  to  work  for  a  book  bill.  He 
knew  me,  but  he  said  nothing  to  me  about  the  bill. 

O.    Who  was  he? 

A.    Prof.  Hisey. 

O.    You  knew  him  before? 

A.    I  knew  him  by  sight. 

Q.    He  made  no  improper  proposals,  did  he? 
A.    No,  sir.    He  remarked  that  the  book  bill  was  not  settled. 
Q.    You  didn't  understand  that  he  was  attempting  to  influence 
you  improperly? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  He  never  said  anything  to  vou  Avhether  or  not  you  would 
vote  against  it? 

A.    Nothing  in  regard  to  that. 

Q.  There  has  been  something  said  in  reference  to  your  connec- 
tion with  a  certain  bill?  Do  you  care  to  make  any  statement  about 
that? 

A.  I  know  the  rumor  about  that,  and  T  thought  the  committee 
was  trying  to  make  out  its  case  against  me.  If  they  want  me  to 
answer  any  question  I  will  certainly  be  glad  to  do  it. 

Q.  Do  you  care  to  make  any  statement  in  reference  to  that? 
We  would  like  to  hear  your  statement  ? 

A.  I  did  not  by  any  corrupt  means  attempt  to  delay  or  to  defeat 
the  bill,  or  to  have  it  destroyed.  I  want  to  say  that  this  has  led  me  to 
a  little  trouble.  I  wanted  to  go  to  Kansas  City  and  I  didn't  want  the 
bill  to  get  out.  I  thought  that  if  it  did  not,  the  committee  could  not 
acton  it  and  I  remarked,  I  believe,  that  I  would  give  $10  if  that  thing 
was  burned  up.  I  did  not  address  anybody  and  I  did  not  make  any 
offer. 

Q.  You  mean  to  state  on  your  oath  before  this  committee  that 
when  you  went  over  there  you  had  no  criminal  intention? 

A.  I  certainly  had  no  criminal  intent.  T  was  not  serious  for  a 
minute. 
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Q.    Is  it  a  fact  that  you  wanted  to  go  home  that  night? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  were  trying-  to  find  out  the  stage  of  the  bill  so  as  to  know 
whether  you  could  go  home  or  not? 
A.    Yes,  that  was  my  object. 
O.    You  know  Mr.  Shannon? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 
Q.    Mr.  Farley? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  whether  they  sought  by  corruption,  boodle  or 
unlawful  means  to  interefer  with  the  passage  or  defeat  of  this  bill? 
A.    No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

O.    They  were  actively  engaged  in  opposition  to  this  bill? 
A.    Farley  seemed  to  be.    I  think  Shannon  was  interested  in  the 
defeat  of  it. 

Q.    As  far  as  you  are  concerned,  you  had  the  best  of  motives? 
A.    I  took  an  active  part  for  my  own  city,  and  I  couldn't  re- 
pudiate my  word  to  Mr.  Bothwell. 

Q.    So  far  as  you  know,  Mr.  Shannon  used  no  unlawful  means  ? 
A.    I  will  say  that  he  did  not. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  that 
was  corruptly  influenced  in  connection  with  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to 
discover  anything  in  that  connection? 
A.    Nothing  in  the  least. 

Col.  John  T.  Crisp,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and 
examined,  testified  as  follows: 

O.    Yon  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Of  Jackson  county. 

Q.  You  have  been  in  attendance  at  this  session  most  of  the  time, 
have  you  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  T  will  ask  you  to  state  to  this  committee  if  you  know  of 
your  own  personal  knowledge  or  if  you  have  ever  heard  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  other  than  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  charge  cor- 
ruption, boodle,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence  being  brought  to  bear  on 
any  member  of  the  Legislature  or  any  lobby  influence  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  passage  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill? 
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A.  I  haven't  heard  anything  in  connection  with  money  being 
used  in  regard  to  the  text-book  bill. 

O.  Can  you  name  any  reason  why  it  is  said  that  money  has  been 
used  t'o  defeat  that  bill  in  one  way  or  the  other  on  the  floor  of  the 
House? 

A.    I  cannot  say. 

Q.  You  have  no  information  which  you  can  give  us  that  would 
lead  the  Committee,  in  your  judgment  to  definitely  locate  the  use  of 
any  corrupt  means  for  the  indefinite  postponement  or  unlawful  means 
being  used  in  the  passage  of  that  bill  in  any  of  its  stages? 

A.    General  rumor. 

O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  is  his  business? 

A.  I  know  he  is  a  politician  and  T  think  he  has  connection  with 
a  commission  house.    Shelly,  I  believe. 

Q.    Have  you  seen  him  here  during  the  session? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  was  his  actions  toward  the  bill,  if  you  know? 
A.    So  far  as  the  actions  he  took  about  the  bill,  I  will  say  I  know 
nothing  about  that. 

O    Have  you  talked  to  Mr.  Flanagan  about  the  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  talked  to  Mr.  Phelps? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Have  you  talked  to  Mr.  Chapman  ? 
A.    I  don't  speak  to  him. 
Q.    Have  you  talked  to  Mr.  Dolan? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  was  that,  conversation? 

A.  Well,  I  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  those  men.  Dolan 
tried  to  explain  the  part  he  is  rumored  to  have  had  in  regard  to  the 
printing  of  the  bill.  I  am  sure  that  if  he  was  guilty  of  anything  I 
thought  lie  was  influenced  by  the  Chapman  combination. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  explain  his  obligation  to  Mr.  Bothwell  in  connec- 
tion with  this  matter  to  you? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  consider  Mr.  Dolan  a  clean  man? 

A.  He  is  a  nice  young  man.  I  think  Mr.  Dolan  thought  he  was 
going  to  be  expelled  from  the  caucus,  that  is  what  he  said,  and  he  said 
in  his  conversation  to  me  that  he  wanted  to  attend  a  party.  They 
paid  very  little  attention  to  me. 
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Q.    You  suspect  Dolan  of  being  in  that  crowd? 

A.    My  opinion  is  that  Dolan  is  an  amicable  young  man. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  in  regard  to  corrupt  influence  whether 
money  or  any  other  valuable  thing  has  been  used  in  this  connection. 
I  mean  House  bill  469? 

A.  I  have  not  seen  any  money.  I  have  not  seen  anybody  who 
said  they  had  any  money  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  text-book 
bill. 

O.  You  know  nothing  that  would  lead  the  committee  to  find  out 
anything? 

A.  Nothing  in  the  world.  I  would  have  volunteered  to  come  be- 
fore the  committee  if  I  had  known  anything. 

V.  V.  Tng,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    Are  you  a  member  of  the  present  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  from  Wayne  county. 

O.  You  have  been  present  during  most  of  the  sessions  of  the  House  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  or  knowledge  of  an  unlawful  prac- 
tice being  used  or  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  influence  exercised  toward 
any  member  of  this  House  in  favor  of  or  against  the  passage  of  House 
bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    I  have  none. 

O.    Has  anyone  said  that  they  knew  anything  pertaining  to  any  cor- 
rupt influence  pertaining  to  the  passage  of  this  bill  ? 
A.  Nothing. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  along  this  line  that  would  enable  the 
committee  to  get  at  any  fact  or  tangible  information  of  corruption  being 
practiced  in  the  passage  or  the  defeat  of  that  bill,  cither  in  the  committee, 
in  the  engrossment  of  the  bill  or  in  the  indefinite  postponement  of  text- 
book bill  469  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  the  reports,  T  suppose  you  have  read  them  yourself. 
It  is  reported  that  a  certain  representative  of  Kansas  City  is  said  to  have 
attempted  to  procure  the  destruction  of  text-book  bill  469.  T  don't  know 
whether  it  is  so  or  not.    It  is  the  common  report. 

O.    Who  was  that? 

A.    Dolan,  the  member  from  Kansas  City. 
O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 
A.     Xo,  sir. 

O.  I  fas  Flanagan  or  Col.  Phelps  ever  said  anything  to  you  in  regard 
in  the  bill? 

A.     Xo,  sir;  never  anything. 
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Q.    You  are  the  author  of  this  resolution? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  what  lead  to  the  introduction  of  this  resolution 
on  your  part? 

A.    I  had  no  knowledge  of  anything. 

Q.    Why  did  you  introduce  the  resolution? 

A.  The  reason  I  offered  the  resolution :  There  were  charges  made 
on  the  floor  of  the  House  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House ;  also  from  the 
chair  that  there  was  corrupt  influence  used  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill.  I 
thought  if  that  was  true  he  had  information  along  that  line,  and  I,  for 
one,  didn't  propose  to  let  the  public  or  anybody  else  believe  that  any  such 
thing  existed.  Therefore  I  took  the  responsibilities  of  introducing  the 
resolution. 

O.    It  was  based  upon  the  charges  of  the  Speaker  ? 

A.    Yes,  I  never  heard  it  from  any  source  of  that  kind. 

Q.    That  is  all. 

A.  B.  Duncan,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  Fourth  district  of  Bunchanan  county. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  concerning  any  corruption,,  boodle 
or  lobby  influence  being  exercised  in  the  interest  or  defeat  of  House 
bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    Absolutely  none. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  member  say  or  do  you  know  anything 
that  will  enable  the  committee  to  obtain  any  facts  or  testimony  concern- 
ing any  corrupt  influence  in  connection  with  that  bill  in  any  of  its  stages, 
either  in  the  engrossment,  third  reading,  or  idefinite  postponement? 

A.    No,  only  what  Jim  said. 

Q.    Who  do  you  mean  by  Jim? 

A.  Whitecotton.  He  made  the  charge  that  some  member  had  been 
offered  $100.00  for  his  vote  in  the  committee. 

Q.  In  your  judgment  this  investigation  was  brought  about  through 
those  charges  made  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  ? 

A.    I  think  that  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  it. 
Q.    Did  you  hear  that  some  man  had  been  offered  $100.00  for  his 
vote  in  the  committee? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  observed  the  actions  of  Flanagan  and  Shannon  in 
their  attitude  toward  that  bill  sufficient  to  tell  whether  they  were  for 
it  or  against  it? 
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A.  I  can't  tell  you  to  save  my  life.  I  don't  believe  either  one  ever 
talked  to  me  about  that  bill.  If  I  ever  talked  to  Shannon  in  my  life  I 
don't  know  it.    As  to  Flanagan's  interest,  I  don't  know  it. 

0.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  whether  or  not  there  has 
been  any  boodle  brought  here  in  connection  with  text-book  legislation? 

A.    You  refer  now  to  the  $1,000  and  $500  bills? 

O.  Yes  if  you  know  anything  that  will  lead  us  to  determine  whether 
that  had  any  part  in  this  bill  or  not  ? 

A.    No,  I  don't. 

O.  You  don't  know  whether  this  $1,000  or  $500  had  any  connection 
with  the  text-book  bill? 

A.  I  don't  believe  it  had,  and  I  know  nothing  in  the  world  to 
lead  you  to  catch  the  fellow  that  does. 

O.  Do  you  know  that  for  a  while  Mr.  Page  represented  the  St. 
Louis  Chronicle  here? 

A.    No,  I  didn't  know  that.    Is  it  a  fact? 

Q.    Have  you  seen  the  article  in  the  Chronicle  and  the  children 
crucified  on  the  cross  of  books? 
A.    Yes,  I  saw  it. 

Q.    Was  there  a  marked  copy  of  it  on  your  desk? 
A.    Yes,  I  remember  that  marked  copy. 

0.    What  is  your  knowledge  or  opinion  of  Dolan  as  a  man? 

A.  I  want  to  say  that  I  have  watched  him  pretty  close  and  I  be- 
lieve he  is  an  honest,  upright  fellow,  and  I  don't  believe  he  had  any 
intention  of  doing  anything  wrong. 

Q.    You  think  he  made  a  little  mistake? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  made  a  great  many  mistakes  in  my  life,  and  I  think 
he  has  in  this  instance,  but  I  don't  think  he  will  do  it  again. 

H.  C.  Neville,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    Newspaper  man.    Springfield  Leader  Democrat. 

O.  Now,  you  send  to  this  committee  the  name  of  any  man  that 
is  telling  what  he  has  told  in  here  and  I  will  go  before  the  House  and 
see  whether  or  not  a  man  has  any  respect  for  the  oath  he  has  taken. 
I  lave  you  any  information  that  would  lead  this  committee  to  any  facts 
tending  towards,  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  influence  being  exercised 
in  favor  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book 
bill? 

A.  No,  I  haven't  any  knowledge  of  anything.  I  haven't  seen  any- 
thing specific  with  respect  to  that  bill. 
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O.    You  have  not  heard  of  anybody  being  approached  and  offered 
money  corruptly  in  that  connection? 
A.    No;  sir. 

Q.    Either  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  a  particle  of  testimony,  direct  or  otherwise,  to  give 
to  this  committee  that  would  enable  them  to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  or 
to  disclose  any  improper  means  being  used  on  one  side  or  the  other? 

A.    Xlo thing  whatever. 

O.  Have  you  any  other  information  about  any  other  bill  in  the 
House  tending  to  corrupt  legislation? 

A.    I  heard  one  member  of  the  House  say  three  things. 
O.    What  was  his  name? 

A.  Shepherd.  I  heard  him  say  of  one  member  that  somebody  had 
got  to  him  with  $10  or  he  had  been  running-  around  for  several  days  and 
stating  that  his  vote  could  be  gotten  for  $25. 

O.    What  was  his  name? 

A.    Britain  of  Greene  county.    Shepherd  said  to  Collins  that  that 
fellow  Britain  had  trjed  to  get  $25  for  his  vote. 
O.    Where  did  that  conversation  occur? 

A.  Right  by  the  desk  just  a  little  distance  up  the  hall  way.  He 
said  that  A.  S.  Britain  wanted  to  be  bought.  He  said  he  was  making 
an  earnest  fight  for  the  bill,  and  Prather  thought  there  was  boodle  behind 
the  bill  and  wanted  $100  to  support  it. 

O.    That  is  all  you  know? 

A.  Well,  another  matter:  About  the  beginning  of  the  session,  I 
think  it  was  Lee  told  me  he  was  speaking  about  the  temptations  of  public 
life.  He  said  some  parties  in  St.  Louis,  he  didn't  tell  who,  offered  to 
make  contributions  of  $2,500,  if  they  were  allowed  to  name  five  of  the 
important  committees.  He  would  be  allowed  to  select  some,  but  they 
wanted  to  make  their  selection  and  Lee  was  telling  me  about  how  easy 
it  was  for  him  to  resist  such  a  temptation. 

O.    That  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Llouse  at  all  ? 

A.  That  was  in  the  Senate  and  that  is  the  most  specific  things  I 
have  heard. 

C.  J.  Golden,  of  law  ful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  arc  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent? 
A.  Xodaway. 

B-9 
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Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  this  session? 
A.    Every  day. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  enable  this  committee  to 
arrive  at  whether  or  not  any  unlawful  means  have  been  used  in  con- 
nection with  boodle  or  lobby  influence,  either  in  favor  of  or  against  the 
passage  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book 
bill,  either  in  its  passage  or  indefinite  postponement? 

A.    I  have  not.    No  definite  information,  only  rumor. 

O.  You  have  heard  the  charges  made  that  boodle  was  being  used  in 
that  connection? 

A.    Yes,  I  heard  the  rumor. 

Q.  From  your  observations,  what  do  you  say  as  to  the  truth  of 
those  charges  ? 

A.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  little  or  no  money  was  used  on  either 
side  of  the  text-book  proposition. 

O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon  ? 

A.    I  know  him  when  I  see  him. 

Q.    Has  he  ever  spoken  to  you  about  that  matter? 

A.    I  never  spoke  to  Mr.  Shannon. 

Q.    Mr.  Flanagan? 

A.    I  never  spoke  to  Mr.  Flanagan. 

Q.    Have  you  had  any  conversations  with  Farley? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Did  he  ever  improperly  approach  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  he  said  two  years  ago  in  the  campaign  that  he  made  his 
canvass  on  that  proposition  and  believed  that  he  was  right  on  the  ques- 
tion at  that  time. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  a  change  in 
the  books  now  used  in  the  State  ? 

A.  From  the  expressions  of  teachers  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
is  not  unwise  to  change  the  United  States  History  and  also  Patrick's 
Grammar. 

Q.    What  is  your  main  objection  to  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.  Because  I  know  the  kind  of  books  contracted  for  arc  cheaper 
than  under  present  law.  I  have  always  contended  from  this  fact  that 
paper  is  almost  double  in  cost  to  what  it  was  in  1897  when  the  contract 
was  made,  and  labor  has  increased  from  25  to  50  per  cent ;  also,  I  have 
a  further  objection  to  the  Davidson  bill  because  it  opens  up  the  contracts 
on  all  books  and  means  an  entire  change  in  the  books  we  have  now  in 
use.  Another  objection  is  to  the  date  of  exchange.  The  time  for  ex- 
change is  so  short  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  book  companies 
to  furnish  the  books  by  the  time  that  they  will  be  needed  in  the  country 
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districts.  I  object  to  the  Davidson  bill  from  the  fact  that  it  provides 
for  the  purchase  of  no  reference  books  unless  listed  by  the  State  com- 
mission. 

Q.    You  say  that  it  practically  meant  new  contracts? 
A.    Exactly  so. 

Q.    Have  you  any  further  statements  that  you  desire  to  make  to 
the  committee  with  reference  to  this  matter? 
A.    No,  sir. 

L.  M.  Long,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows: 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent? 
A.    McDonald  county. 

Q.    Are  you  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly. 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  any  information  to  give  the  committee  in  regard 
to  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  influence  exercised  toward  any  member 
of  the  House  in  regard  to  the  passage  or  defeat  of  House  bill  469, 
commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    No.    On  that  or  any  other  bill. 

Q.    Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  member  being  improperlv  in- 
fluenced with  reference  to  his  vote,  either  for  or  against  that  bill  ? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  any  conversation  in  which  Leonard  is  charged 
with  saying  that  he  was  offered  a  $100? 

A.    I  don't  know  of  anything  except  what  I  saw  in  the  newspapers. 
Q.    Did  you  ever  talk  to  the  Governor  about  the  bill? 
A.  Yes. 

O.    Was  he  very  anxious  about  the  passage  of  it? 

A.    He  wanted  to  have  a  talk  with  me  about  the  bill  and  sent  for  me. 

Q.    He  was  personally  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  State? 

A.    That  is  all,  nothing  improper  in  it. 

R.  J.  Collins,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.    St.  Louis,  I  represent  the  Fifth  district. 

Q.    What  is  your  business. 

A.    Newspaper  man. 

Q.    Have  you  been  doing  any  newspaper  work  here? 
A.  Yes. 
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O.  Have  you  any  knowledge  or  information  of  anything*  going  on 
in  the  House  that  tends  to  show  any  corruption  or  lobby  influence  upon 
the  part  of  any  of  the  members  of  the  House,  either  in  favor  of,  or 
against  the  passage  of  House  bill  469? 

A.  I  can't  say  that  I  have  any  direct  information.  I  have  heard 
the  rumor. 

O.  Of  your  own  knowledge  you  know  nothing  of  corruption  in 
this  matter? 

A.    I  can't  say  that  I  know  anything. 

O.    Did  you  ever  talk  to  Mr.  Leonard  concerning  that  episode? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  did  he  tell  you? 

A.  He  told  me  that  this  man — he  didn't  mention  his  name — couldn't 
afford  to  go  back  to  Kansas  City  if  the  bill  pertained  to  his  people  and 
it  would  be  worth  a  $100  to  him,  or  he  would  rather  give  $100  out  of 
his  own  pocket. 

O.    Did  he  ask  him  if  he  was  a  member  of  the  committee? 

A.    I  don't  remember  that  he  told  me. 

O.    Did  Leonard  tell  you  who  that  was? 

A.    Leonard  told  me  since  that  it  was  Chapman. 

O.    Chapman  has  been  worked  up  over  text-book  legislation,  hasn't 

he? 

A.    I  can't  say.    He  is  said  to  be  the  leader  of  a  faction  of  the 
Democrats  who  are  voting  together  to  promote  their  own  interests. 
Q.    Did  they  trade  with  the  Republicans? 

A.    I  suppose  they  did.    They  had  objects  of  their  own  to  gain.  . 
(  ).    Did  they  ever  tell  you  that  they  had  made  a  deal  with  the  Re- 
publicans to  help  them? 
A.    No,  sir. 

().    Do  you  know  who  the  Filipinos  are? 
A.     No,  sir;  only  by  watching  the  roll  call. 

Q.     In   your  judgment,  then,   there  was  an  organization  of  the 
Democrats,  or  it  was  so  understood? 
A.    1  believe  so,  yes. 

Q.  And  that  was  for  the  purpose  of  getting  even  with  the  Speaker 
more  than  anything  else? 

A.    I  think  that  was  one  of  the  reasons.    They  were  resenting  the 

treatment  of  the  Speaker. 

fohn  P.  Tracy,  of  Lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows: 

Q,     Yon  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  (ieneral  Assembly? 
A.     Yes,  sir;  I  represent  District  No.  t  of  (ireene  county. 
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O.  You  have  been  here  most  of  the  times  during  the  session  of  the 
present  Legislature  ? 

A.    I  have  been  continually  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  days. 

O.  Have  you  observed  anything-,  or  if  you  know  anything  in  re- 
gard to  any  member  of  the  House  tending  to  show  corruption,  boodle 
or  lobby  influence  either  in  favor  of  or  against  the  passage  of  House 
bill  469.  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill,  you  may  tell 
the  committee? 

A.    I  have  no  knowledge  of  anything  except  common,  public  rumor. 
O.    Nobody  ever  made  any  improper  proposal  to  you? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  heard  of  one  of  the  members  of  that  committee  being 
approached  with  reference  to  his  vote  in  the  committee? 

A.  I  heard  the  rumor  that  a  member  of  the  committee  had  been 
offered  $100  for  his  vote.  I  saw  what  was  in  the  newspapers,  but  I  do 
not  know  what  was  done. 

O.    What,  in  your  opinion,  led  up  to  this  investigation? 

A.  The  Speaker's  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  He  made  the 
first  charge  that  I  heard. 

O.  Have  you  seen  the  issue  of  the  St.  Louis  Chronicle  of  the  19th 
of  March,  in  which  is  claimed  that  $40,000  had  been  brought  here? 

A.    I  heard  that  spoken  of. 

Q.    You  have  no  information  in  regard  to  that? 
A.  None. 

O.    The  Speaker  never  said  that  money  had  been  used  to  push  the 

bill? 

A.    I  thought  he  meant  that  it  had  been  used  the  other  way. 
O.    Do  you  know  that  Flanagan  was  interested  in  the  defeat  of 
the  bill? 

A.    He  never  talked  to  me. 

O.  Did  you  see  Shannon  in  the  room  at  the  time  the  vote  was 
taken  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  bill? 

A.    I  don't  know  whether  he  was  in  there  or  not. 

John  E.  Carter,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  county  do  you  represent? 
A.    Grundy  county? 

O.  You  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  here,  have  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 
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O.  I  will  get  you  to  state  if  you  have  observed  the  actions  of  any 
member,  or  if  you  have  any  knowledge  or  information  that  would  lead 
to  the  facts  tending  to  establish  that  there  has  been  any  boodle  or  cor- 
rupt influence  used  in  connection  with  House  bill  469? 

A.    Nbthing  at  all. 

O.  Have  you  heard  anybody  say,  a  member  of  the  House  or  other- 
wise, that  he  knew  anything  pertaining  to  corruption  or  unlawful  means 
being  used  against  the  bill,  or  in  its  indefinite  postponement  ? 

A.    I  have  heard  nothing. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  any  member  say  he  was  improperly  approached 
while  on  the  committee? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  know  nothing  in  connection  with  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

J.  G.  Parkinson,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  from  the  Second  district  of  Buchanan  county. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  during  the  session  ? 

A.    YJes,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  in  reference  to  corruption,  boodle  or 
unlawful  influence  being  used  in  connection  with  House  bill  469,  either 
in  favor  of  or  against  the  passage  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Have  you  any  information  upon  that  subject  that  you  desire  to 
give  the  committee? 
A.    No,  sir. 

H.  H.  Weaver,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows: 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent? 
A.    Jefferson  county. 

Q.    Yon  have  been  in  attendance  most  of  the  time  here? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  most  of  the  time. 

O.  Do  yon  know  of  any  corrupt  influence  exercised  toward  any 
member  of  this  1  louse,  either  in  favor  of,  or  against  House  bill  469, 
boodle,  lobby  or  any  unlawful  means  used  to  influence  any  member's 
vote  in  the  passage  of  House  bill  469? 

A.    J  do  not. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  anything  that  would  enable  this  committee  to 
obtain  any  information  leading-  up  to  any  corruption  either  in  the  passage 
or  defeat  of  this  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    What,  in  your  judgment,  led  up  to  this  investigation?  Was 
it  charges  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House  by  the  Speaker  ? 
A.    That  is  all  I  know. 

O.  Don't  you  think  those  charges  came  possibly  rather  as  a  pique? 
A.    I  would  not  say  that. 

Q.  Did  you  see  anything  to  lead  the  Speaker  to  make  such  a  charge  ? 
A.    No,  I  did  not. 

Q.  You  saw  the  Speaker's  attitude  in  the  engrossment  of  the  bill? 
A.  Yes. 

J.  T.  Wells,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

Q.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Where  is  your  home? 
A.    Kennett,  Dunklin  county. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  session,  present  every 
day  except  two  half  days? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  in  regard  to  the  use  of  boodle,  lobby 
influence,  or  do  you  know  of  any  unlawful  means  that  have  been  exer- 
cised in  the  passage  of  House  bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson 
text-book  bill? 

A.    Nothing  directly. 

O.    Have  you  heard  anybody  say  that  anybody  had  been  improperly 
influenced  by  money  or  otherwise  in  the  connection. 
A.    Not  directly. 
Q.    What  have  you  heard? 

A.  I  think  Mr.  O'Fallon,  the  afternoon  after  the  bill  was  engrossed 
was  coming  down  the  street  in  front  of  the  City  Hotel,  and  I  think  he 
said  to  Mr.  McKinney  or  Mr.  McDonald,  I  believe  he  stated  that  he  had 
been  opposed  to  the  bill,  and  I  said  to  McDonald  I  allowed  to  vote  for 
the  bill.  It  was  late  at  night,  and  we  went  into  the  Elk  restaurant  to 
take  a  lunch,  and  there  were  some  men  there  that  were  opposing  this 
measure. 

Q.    Give  their  names. 

A.  I  saw  this  fellow  Shannon,  Emmet  Newton,  Luig  and  I  think 
Casey  was  there,  too.    I  am  not  positive  about  that.    They  were  stand- 
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ing  at  the  counter  there  at  the  bar  and  Shannon  seemed  to  be  endorsing 
his  name  on  the  back  of  some  checks,  and  I  went  up  and  looked  over  his 
shoulders,  but  I  couldn't  see  what  the  amount  was,  and  Kinney  stopped 
me  and  commenced  talking  to  me.  Now,  that  is  all  I  know,  and  I  told 
Mr.  O'Fallon  about  that. 

O.    You  told,  then,  that  you  intended  to  vote  for  the  bill? 

A.    Yes,  he  made  up  his  mind  to  vote  for  the  bill. 

O.    He  did  not  vote  for  the  bill,  did  he? 

A.  The  evening  of  engrossment  of  the  bill  I  went  down  the  aisle, 
when  I  came  to  his  seat  he  said,  "I  am  damned  if  I  am  going  to  vote  for 
that."    I  told  that  to  Mr.  O'Fallon  here,  and  that  is  all  that  I  know. 

Robert  L.  Hains,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county  do  you  represent? 
A.  Saline. 

Q.    You  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  present  session  most 
of  the  time? 
A.    I  have. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  or  knowledge  in  reference  to  any 
boodle,  corrupt,  lobby  or  unlawful  influence  exercised  toward  or  by  any 
member  of  this  Legislature  in  favor  of  or  against  House  bill  469,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    I  have  none. 

O.  Have  you  other  information  that  would  enable  this  committee 
to  get  at  any  facts  of  this  kind  ? 

A.    Nothing  more  than  the  caucus  in  regard  to  Dolan. 

C.  D.  Stewart,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  examined, 
testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  arc  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    And  von  arc  chairman  of  the  judiciary  committee? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  We  arc  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  corruption,  lobby 
or  unlawful  means  in  reference  t<>  text-book  bill  469,  commonly  known 

as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.  T  know  nothing  of  my  personal  knowledge.  I  have  110  informa- 
tion connected  with  thai  in  any  way. 

Q,     Have  yon  heard  of  any  corrupt  influence  toward  any  member 
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of  this  House  or  any  member  of  the  committee  in  the  passage  or  defeat 
for  final  engrossment  of  that  bill? 

A.  No,  speaking  freely,  I  suppose  you  all  have  heard  what  I  have 
heard.  I  have  heard  an  intimation  of  such  influence  being  brought  to 
bear  on  a  member  of  that  committee,  never  on  any  member  of  the  House, 
except  just  a  rumor. 

O.  Can  you  give  us  any  further  light  with  reference  to  these  charges 
made  on  the  floor  of  the  House? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Arthur  Chapman,  of  lawful  age,  being  produced,  sworn  and  ex- 
amined, testified  as  follows : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir ;  Kansas  City,  6th  and  8th  wards. 

O.  You  have  been  in  attendance  here  most  of  the  time,  have  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

0.  Do  you  know  of  any  corrupt  influence  either  money  or  any 
valuable  thing,  either  given  or  offered  to  any  member  or  members,  either 
to  secure  the  passage  or  defeat,  in  the  committee  or  otherwise,  of  House 
bill  469,  commonly  known  as  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Shannon? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    He  has  been  here  all  the  time? 

A.    He  has  been  here  a  good  deal. 

O.    He  has  been  interested  in  the  bill,  has  he  not? 

A.    Yes,  he  has  been  interested  in  it  as  a  Kansas  City  citizen. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  has  offered  or  given  to  any  person 
a  promise  of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  in  consideration  of  their 
voting  or  not  voting  for  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill0 

A.    I  say  that  he  has  not. 

O.    Do  you  know  whether  Flanagan  has  or  not? 

A.    He  has  not  to  me  or  no  one  else  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  anybody  say  that  they  have  been  improp- 
erly approached  concerning  that  bill,  or  if  anybody  had  been  requested 
not  to  vote? 

A.  Well,  now,  of  course,  only  hearsay,  and  that  is  pertaining  to 
influence  the  vote  against  the  bill. 

O.    What  money  or  other  valuable  consideration? 
A.    Xo  consideration. 

O.    By  money,  a  railroad  pass  or  promise  of  office? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 
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Q.   Any  influence  whatever  that  would  be  considered  boodle  or  lobby 

influence? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  can't  say  that  there  has.   I  know  that  I  have  not. 

O.    What  is  Mr.  Flanigan's  business,  if  you  know? 

A.    I  can't  tell  you  to  save  my  life. 

O.    Isn't  he  what  is  commonly  called  a  lobbyist? 

A.    What  is  your  definition  of  a  lobbyist? 

O.    Isn't  he  commonly  called  a  lobbyist 

A.  I  believe  I  have  seen  people  who  are  called  that.  I  presume  he 
came  here  in  the  interest  of  some  measure,  and  persons  that  do  that  are 
called  lobbyists.    I  have  seen  several  of  them. 

O.  What  has  been  the  common  rumor  during  the  session  as  to  Mr. 
Flanigan  in  regard  to  interests  he  had  in  the  bill 

A.    I  don't  know  that  he  had  any  particular  interest  in  any  one  bill. 

Q.  What  was  his  interest  in  the  bill  ?  Was  it  for  the  defeat  or 
passage  of  it? 

A.    I  am  not  positive,  I  don't  think  he  ever  talked  to  me  about  it. 
O.    Well,  don't  you  think  the  natural  assumption  would  be  that  he 
is  against  it? 

A.    I  don't  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  influenced  members  by  railroad  pass 
and  obtained  or  controlled  any  person's  vote  either  for  or  against  the  bill, 
or  influenced  them  not  to  vote? 

A.    I  do  not  know  of  a  single  instance. 

O.   Do  you  know  anything  that  would  lead  the  committee  to  discover 
whether  or  not  boodle  was  used  in  the  passage  of  that  bill? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  that  would  lead  us  to  find  any  definite 
information  pertaining  to  any  person  who  was  influence  by  the  promise 
of  a  place  or  reward  ? 

A.   I  don't  know  anything  of  that  kind,  gentlemen. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  names  you  can  give  us  of  any  prsons,  members 
or  clerks,  or  citizens  outside  of  rumors  ? 

A.  I  have  a  letter  here,  I  believe  the  day  the  bill  was  indefinitely 
postponed.  I  don't  remember  about  the  date  now.  Judge  E.  L.  Scarrett 
was  in  Jefferson  City.  He  told  me  at  the  Madison  House  that  the  text- 
book— At  the  time  he  was  talking  he  said  that  Hiscy  favored  this  bill, 
that  Kansas  City  people  ought  to  oppose  the  bill.  He  told  me  that  Prof. 
Hisey,  I  think  had  solicited  his  services  in  peparing  the  measure. 

Q.    That  Hisey  had  come  to  him? 

A.  Ysc,  and  he  said  that  he  would  not  for  all  the  money  in  the  State 
of  Missouri  be  a  party  to  such  a  measure  as  that. 
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Q.  In  other  words,  your  understanding  was  that  Prof.  Hisey  was 
figuring  on  the  time  when  the  present  law  would  expire? 

A.  Yes,  he  told  me  a  year  and  half  ago  that  this  bill  was  framed  in 
Kansas  City. 

Q.    Did  you  know  that  Prof.  Hisey  was  here  ? 

A.    I  never  knew  the  fellow  until  a  few  days  ago. 

Q.   You  don't  know  that  he  used  any  improper  influence  while  here? 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.   Do  you  any  of  the  school  book  men  that  were  here  except  Hisey  ? 

A.  I  understand  that  R.  L.  Yeager  was  here  from  Kansas  City, 
and  that  he  represented  Ginn  &Co.,  and  I  understand  that  Harding  was 
down  here. 

Q.   Do  you  know  of  any  other  book  copanies  being  represented  here 
by  general  agents? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.   Do  you  know  of  any  book  man  here  in  the  interest  of  the  Ameri- 
can Book  Company? 
A.    I  do  not. 

Q.    Do  you  know  whether  Dolan  was  influenced  by  the  agents  of 
any  of  these  book  concerns  or  not? 
A.    I  know  he  was  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Farley  was  or  was  not  influenced  by  any 
book  representatives? 

A.  I  am  satisfied  that  they  had  talked  with  Farley.  He  was  not  in 
favor  of  a  change  at  any  time. 

Q.    Will  Dolan  be  back  here  today? 

A.    I  supose  he  is  here  today. 

Q.  After  Kansas  City  was  not  included  in  the  bill,  what  purpose 
did  you  men  have  in  not  permitting  the  country  members  to  have  what 
they  want? 

A.  I  was  not  in  favor  of  any  change  at  all  and  I  was  asked  by  a  good 
many  people  in  KansasCity  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the  county  not 
to  include  Kansas  City.  I  wrote  to  Kansas  City  and  found  that  the 
educational  people  wanted  to  exclude  Kansas  City. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  Kansas  City  people  in  a  few  days  wanted 
to  go  in,  and  wasn't  it  your  information  that  Dolan  was  willing  to  go  on 
and  include  Kansas  City? 

A.  On  that  I  have  some  letters  here  from  people  in  Kansas  City, 
that  with  the  permission  of  the  committee,  I  would  like  to  read. 

Q.   Go  ahead. 


Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Feb.  I,  1903. 
Hon.  Arthur  Chapman,  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 
Dear  Mr.  Chapman  : 

House  bill  No.  35,  on  text-books  as  it  stands,  is  not  good  for  Kansas 
City.  At  a  very  conservative  estimate  the  school  books  in  the  hands  of 
the  ward  children  of  this  city  have  cost  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  the 
high  schools  books  nearly  as  much.  If  we  are  forced  to  change  this 
stock  now  in  the  hands  of  the  chillren  it  shold  be  on  the  basis  of  a  free 
exchange,  no  other  would  be  equitable.  To  kill  this  property  and  force 
the  people  to  buy  new  property  is  unjust. 

If  we  were  using  the  State  series  then  hardship  would  not  be  so 
great.  Unless  this  bill  or  some  other  better  one  is  greatly  modified, 
as  to  protect  our  local  interests  this  city  should  be  exempted  from  the 
law.

Dear  Mr.  Chapman : 

I  have  read  with  deep  interest  yours  of  the  10th  in  regard  to  school 
legislation.  I  note  what  you  say  on  the  text-book  commission.  I  have 
no  desire  whatever  to  be  a  member  of  that  commission,  and  I  would  not 
serve  on  it.  Heavy  changes  on  books  means  financial  lossess  to  many 
of  our  citizens  and  I  am  for  Kansas-  City  and  her  citizens.  We  want  to 
manage  our  own  affairs.  If  the  people  of  the  State  will  allow  us  to  do 
so,  without  the  help  of  a  commission. 

A  letter  from  the  superintendent  of  the  St.  Joseph  schools  states 
that  St.  Joseph  wants  to  be  exempt  from  the  text-book  law  also.  St. 
Louis  will  probably  buy  her  school  books  and  furnish  them  free  to  the 
pupils.  Please  tell  the  other  representatives  from  this  county  that  Kansas 
City  wants  to  be  exempt  and  to  work  for  that  exemption.

A.    You  will  have  to  draw  your  own  conclusions. 
O.    How  do  they  buy  their  books  in  Kansas  City? 
A.   Through  the  School  Board,  the  School  Board  is  non  partisan  and 
selected  by  the  people. 

O.    What  about  St.  Louis  City? 

A.  The  School  Board  is  half  Republican  and  half  Democratic. 
Q.  You  knew  Mr.  Yeager  was  here  representing  Ginn  &  Co.? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    How  long  have  yon  known  him? 
A.    Since  my  early  childhood. 

O.  If  you  were  told  that  any  member  was  unduly  influenced  by 
the  use  of  a  pass  or  other  means  in  regard  to  that  text-book  bill,  you 
would  think  that  was  not  worthy  of  belief,  would  you? 

A.    Yes. I  think  so. 

Chester  Harding*: 

O.    What  is  your  business,  Mr.  Harding? 
A.    Bookkeeper  in  the  Exchange  Bank. 
O.    Do  you  act  as  cashier  or  paying  teller  sometimes? 
A.    I  relieve  the  paying  teller  while  he  is  gone  to  dinner. 
Q.    You  have  been  acting  how  long  in  that  capacity  ? 
A.    Well,  pretty  much  since  I  have  been  in  the  bank. 
Q.    How  long  have  you  been  in  the  bank? 
\.    For  about  two  years. 
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Q.    You  have  been  there  this  winter  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March? 
A.   Yes.  sir. 

O.  During  that  time,  have  there  been  any  bills  of  the  denomination 
of  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars  there  for  change  and  deposit? 
deposit? 

A.    I  have  seen  bills  of  that  denomination. 

O.    You  have  seen  bills  of  that  denomination? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  any  passed  over  the  counter  while  you  were  acting  as 
paying  teller  and  cashier? 

A.    I  think  there  was  one  bill  of  that  denomination. 

Q.    One  bill  of  large  denomination.    Who  had  that  changed? 

A.  T  am  not  able  to  say — don't  believe  I  would  know  him  if  I  would 
see  him. 

O.    Was  it  a  gentleman  of  Jefferson  City — a  resident? 
A.    Well,  I  don't  know — I  have  heard  that  a  gentleman  by  the 
name  of  Mr.  Ramsey  had  a  bill  changed  of  that  denomination. 
Q.    Was  that  the  one  you  received? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.    There  was  another  one  then? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    There  was  one  presented  to  be  changed  into  smaller  currency 
before  the  Ramsey  bill  ? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.   And  what  did  you  give  in  exchange  for  them? 
A.    I  gave  twenty  dollar  bills. 

0.    You  say  you  don't  remember  ever  having  seen  the  man  before? 
A.    I  can't  recall  that  I  ever  saw  him. 
Q.    What  kind  of  a  looking  man? 

A.  I  couldn't  describe  him  so  as  to  identify  him.  It  was  at  the 
noon  hour — towards  the  close,  and  at  that  time  we  are  usually  very 
busy,  and  there  were  a  number  of  people  in  the  bank.  He  asked  me  to 
change  the  bill  for  him  and  1  handed  him  this  package.  He  took  it  and  I 
proceeded  to  wait  on  the  other  customers. 

Q.    Now,  when  was  that,  if  you  remember? 

A.  Well,  I  can't  recall  the  exact  date,  but  I  believe  sometime  this 
last  month. 

O.    Since  the  Ramsey  bill  was  changed? 
A.    I  think  it  was. 

O.  Well,  was  it  a  young  man  or  an  old  man?  Don't  you  remember 
the  first  appearance? 
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A.  I  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  the  man ;  I  knew  I  did  not  know 
him  and  I  scrutinized  the  bill  to  see  that  it  was  good  and  all  that  before 
I  changed  it  for  him. 

Q.    Was  there  any  member  of  the  bank  in  there  at  the  time? 

A.  No,  sir ;  no  one  who  acted  in  official  capacity ;  the  collector  was 
there — a  boy  about  15  or  16  years  old. 

Q.    Did  it  attract  his  attention? 

A.   No,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  anybody  that  was  in  front  of  the  bank? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not  remember. 

Q.    Is  that  bill  unusual,  of  that  denomination  ? 

A.    It  is  the  only  one  I  have  had  anything  to  do  with. 

Q.    Has  there  been  any  other  bills  of  that  denomination  in  bank? 

A.    Well,  we  never  had  more  than  one  at  a  time,  I  don't  think. 

Q.  Well,  now  at  the  best  of  your  recollection,  how  many  of  these 
thousand  dollar  bills  were  presented  during  this  year? 

A.  Well,  the  only  two  I  have  any  certain  knowledge  of  wyas  this 
Ramsey  bill,  and  the  one  I  changed  for  this  other  gentleman. 

O.  Have  you  heard  other  members  of  the  bank  speak  further  about 
the  identity  of  anybody  presenting  a  bill,  or  any  other  bills  being  pre- 
sented when  they  were  acting? 

A.    Well,  only  since  this  talk  begun. 

Q.    Well,  what  have  you  heard? 

A.    Well,  sometime  ago,  I  think  it  was,  there  was  a  gentleman  in 
there,  a  Mr.  Raithel,  to  issue  a  draft  for  considerable,  I  believe  $2,500. 
O.    Do  you  know  to  whom  it  was  issued? 
A.    No,  sir;  that  was  not  a  part  of  my  work. 

O.  You  think  then,  that  two  thousand  dollar  bills  are  all  that  have 
been  through  your  bank? 

A.    That  is  all  I  can  state  positively. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  in  your  opinion  whether  you  think  they  were 
used  in  the  ordinary  business  transaction  by  business  men  in  this  town0 

A.  I  can't  say.  I  don't  know  anything  of  the  origin  or  disposi- 
tion. 

Q.  They  did  not  change  or  deposit  them  with  you,  consequently 
they  were  not  your  customers  ? 

A.    Well,  Mr.  Ramsey  was  a  customer  of  the  bank. 

Q.  Have  there  been  any  bills  of  five  hundred  dollar  denomination 
presented  for  change? 

A.    I  think  one  bill  I  have  knowledge  of. 

Q.    Who  presented  that? 

A.    I  don't  know  that  gentleman  either.    It  was  sometime  ago  a 
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man  came  in  with  $500  and  bought  a  draft  for  something  less  than  that 
and  got  the  rest  in  change. 

O.    How  much  less  than  that? 

A.    AYell,  I  can't  state  positively. 

O.    In  whose  name  did  he  take  the  draft. 

A.    I  would  have  to  look  at  the  record. 

The  Chairman.  I  wish  you  would  look  up  the  record  of  that  draft 
of  $2,500  and  also  of  this  $500  less  the  change,  and  make  report  this 
afternoon. 

0.    Do  you  know  of  any  unusual  deposits  by  members  of  the  House 
and  clerks  or  employes  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Are  deposits  in  excess  of  usual  deposits? 
A.    No,  sir. 

0.    Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  in  the  promotion  or 
defeat  of  the  Davidson  text-book  bill  ? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  have  heard  lots  of  talk,  have  you  not? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  this  gentleman  that  wanted  the  change,  did  he  state  what 
sort  of  change  he  manted,  the  number  of  bills  and  size  of  them  ? 

A.  He  asked  me  if  I  could  let  him  have  one  hundred  dollar  bills. 
I  told  him  I  could  give  him  twenty  dollar  bills.    He  told  me  that  would  do.

O.    Do  you  know  Mr.  Chapman,  <»t'  Kansas  City? 
A.     Xo,  sir. 

Q,     Do  you  know  Mr.  Selph,  <>f  St.  Louis? 
A.     I  know  him  when  I  mc  him. 
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Q.  Was  it  Mr.  Selph? 

A.  No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Dolan? 

A.  No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Davidson? 

A.  No,  sir;  it  was  not  Mr.  Davidson. 

O.  Do  you  think,  Mr.  Harding,  at  the  time  that  the  gentleman  pre- 
sented the  bill,  that  there  was  anything  out  of  the  ordinary  in  the  matter 
at  all? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  did  not  question  his  motives  at  all. 

Q.  He  was  not  a  Jefferson  City  man  ? 

A.  N|o,  I  would  have  known  that. 

Q.  Or  anyone  that  comes  to  the  town? 

A.  He  was  a  stranger  to  me. 

O.  Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon? 

A.  No,  sir. 

O.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Flanigan? 

A.  I  knew  Mr.  Flanigan,  in  i8q9  ;  no,  it  was  not  Mr.  Flanigan. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Phelps? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  It  was  not  him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  don't  recall  enough  of  him  to  identify  him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

R.  H.  Dallmeyer : 

Q.  Are  you  associated  with  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Jefferson  City? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  position  do  you  hold? 
A.  Bookkeeper. 

O.    You  sometimes  act  as  cashier  or  paying  teller? 
A.    Yes,  sir ;  about  an  hour. 

Q.    How  long  have  you  been  associated  with  the  bank? 
A.    Since  '87. 

Q.  Have  you  been  there  during  this  winter — January,  February  and 
March,  last? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  During  that  time,  have  you  cashed  any  bills  of  the  denomination 
of  five  hundred  or  a  thousand  dollars,  or  rather  have  you  given  smaller 
currency — changed  any  bills  corresponding  to  them? 

A.  I  have  changed  lots  of  bills.  It  is  an  ordinary  thing  to  have 
them  changed.  I  never  changed  $1,000  bills,  but  have  changed  $500 
often.

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O.    Changed  any  this  winter. 

A.    Have  changed  a  good  many  $500. 

O.  Have  you  changed  any  $500  bills  in  quantity  to  amount  to 
$1,000? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  changed  any  $500  bills  for  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  anyone  associated  with  the  work  of  the  House? 

A.    I  could  not  say.    I  don't  know  them. 

O.    You  have  changed  some  for  people  you  did  not  know. 

A.    I  changed  $500  bills,  but  did  not  know  who  they  were. 

Q.    They  were  not  business  men  in  Jefferson  City. 

A.  I  could  not  say,  because  we  have  had  a  good  man}-  new  men 
come  in  on  us. 

Q.    You  are  pretty  well  acquainted,  are  you? 

A.    Been  here  all  my  life. 

Q.  Do  you  think  there  have  Been  any  more  $500  bills  than  usual 
during  the  past  month? 

A.    I  don't  know — I  am  only  there  a  short  time. 

Q.  You  could  not  say  whether  there  were  more  than  usual  ?  You 
don't  know  anything  about  these  thousand  dollar  bills  that  were  changed 
there  ? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.   Your  attention  was  not  called  to  it  at  the  time  they  were  changed  ? 
A.    Xo,  I  attend  to  the  books  and  am  only  their  paying  teller  at 
dinner  time. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  your  deposits  by  members  of  the  House  or  em- 
ployes being  unusually  large  during  this  session  or  not — unusually  large 
deposits  by  any  connected  with  the  House — over  their  pay  for  the  session  ? 

A.    Xot  that  I  recall. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  money  being  used  in  the  passage 
of  the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    (  tally  what  I  read  about  in  papers. 

Q.  You  haven't  any  knowledge  of  money  being  used  to  promote  or 
defeat  the  bill? 

A.  Only  what  I  read  in  the  papers. 

O.     Have  deposits  been  unusually  large — that  is,  have  individual 
deposits  been  larger  than  is  commonly  the  case? 
A.    Xo,  they  have  not,  as  far  as  I  know. 

Q.  Xot  one  of  them — either  in  the  Senate  or  House,  or  any  exchange 

bought  by  any  member  of  the  Senate  or  1  louse? 

A.  Well.  I  would  not  know. 
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O.   Who  is  your  exchange  man? 
A.  Riley. 

O.  If  I  understand  you,  you  state  that  so  far  as  the  deposits,  or 
buying  drafts  and  the  whole  transactions  in  your  bank,  there  has  been 
nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  taken  place  during  Legislature  ? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything  about  drafts  of  course. 

0.  So  far  as  your  knowledge  and  relations  of  members  and  others 
sustain  nothing  suspicious  or  out  of  the  ordinary? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  handle  foreign  checks — I  mean  is  it  your  business  to 
list  foreign  checks? 

A.  I  don't  have  anything  to  do  with  sending  them  off — I  list  ex- 
change. 

O.    Do  you  list  them — total  them  and  send  to  some  bank,  Kansas 
City  or  St.  Louis? 
A.    No,  sir. 
Q.    Who's  business? 
A.    It  is  the  teller  or  assistant  teller.  -

0.    What  is  your  business  here,  Mr.  Hickox? 

A.    I  am  on  the  clerical  force  of  the  Senate. 

O.    Ylou  have  been  here  during  the  session  of  the  House? 

A.    Yes,  sir ;  in  the  Senate. 

Q.  The  testimony  shows  here,  during  the  session  you  have  had  two 
five  hundred  dollar  bills  changed  at  one  of  the  banks  here,  and  we  want 
to  ask  you  in  what  connection  was  the  money  used — whether  used  in 
connection  with  any  legislative  matter? 

A.  None  in  the  world ;  it  had  nothing  to  do  with  legislation  what- 
ever. 

Q.    You  had  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  changed  here? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  at  the  bank — the  Missouri  Trust  Company. 
Q.    What  was  the  date? 

A.  Well,  sir,  now  really  I  could  not  tell  you.  It  was  sometime  ago — 
in  the  early  part  of  the  session. 

O.  WThat  was  the  occasion  of  the  transaction?  Did  you  bring  the 
money  here? 

A.    I  received  this  money  here? 

Q.    Would  you  care  to  state  how  you  came  by  it? 

A.  I  object  to  that — it  had  nothing  to  do  with  legislation.  It  was 
my  personal  business. 


Q.    You  know  the  charges  have  been  made — 

A.  I  understand  that — I  know  nothing  about  the  House  business 
nor  the  Senate,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned.  This  was  my  individual 
business. 

O.    You  received  that  money  since  you  arrived? 

A.    Yes,  sir ;  I  also  received  $600  at  home  before  I  came  down  here. 

O.    Did  you  receive  those  two  $500  bills  at  the  same  time? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    Both  were  received  in  Jefferson  City  by  you? 
A.    Hold  on  a  minute — yes,  sir ;  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge.  Paid 
me  by  mail,  one  of  them. 
O.    Registered  letter? 

A.    No,  sir — handed  to  me  by  a  party — individual  business. 

O.    The  one  that  came  by  letter? 

A.    No,  sir ;  handed  me  in  an  envelope. 

Q.    Was  that  party  connected  with  legislation  in  any  way? 

A.    Nothing  in  the  world.    Had  nothing  to  do  with  legislation  at 

all. 

O.  Now,  one  of  them  was  handed  you  in  a  letter — how  was  the 
other  handed  to  you? 

A.  Both  from  the  same  party — both  came  to  me  through  the  same 
party,  but  these  came  to  me  in  the  way  of  attorney  fees,  and  this  money 
was  to  be  divided  between  another  gentleman  and  me,  and  he  does  not 
live  here. 

O.    Was  that  attorney  fee  for  services  rendered  this  winter? 
A.    Prior  to  this  winter.    My  individual  money,  and  I  do  not  care  to 
go  into  detail  about  them. 

Q.    Why,  Mr.  Hickox,  was  that  money  paid  to  you  instead  of  at 

home  ? 

A.    I  don't  know,  I  happened  to  be  here. 

Q.    And  was  the  other  attorney  with  whom  this  money  was  to  be 
divided,  here  on  business 

A.    No,  sir;  he  was  not  here. 

O.    lie  lias  been  here  during  the  session? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  he  was  here  once. 

Q.    What  was  the  name  of  the  attorney? 

A.    1  don't  care  to  answer.    I  was  to  pay  him,  and  paid  him  out  of  it. 
Q.    Do  you  refuse  to  answer  these  questions  on  your  constitutional  ' 
rights  ? 

A.  I  think  this  is  my  individual  business,  and  I  don't  think  it  is 
right  to  make  n if  tell  where  I  gi  t  my  money — it  had  nothing  to  do  with 
legislation  whatever  in  any  form. 
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Q.  You  won't  say  that  your  answer,  as  you  have  made  it,  on  account 
of  your  desire  to  claim  your  constitutional  right? 

A.    I  don't  think  the  committee  should  ask  me  to  do  that. 

Q.    You  know  that  we  aim  to  get  everything — 

A.    I  know,  and  if  I  knew  anything,  would  tell  it  willingly. 

Q.  You  understand  there  have  been  charges  that  large  bills  have 
been  changed  and  in  circulation,  largely  to  the  discredit  of  the  good  men 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Missouri? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  I  believe  the  Legislature — the  members  have  the  right  to 
purge  themselves  of  the  charge  by  following  it  up  with  prosecution. 

A.  I  will  tell  you,  this  money  was  paid  long  before  I  knew  there  was 
a  school  question  here,  but  this  has  nothing  to  do  with  legislation  in  the 
least. 

Q.    But  you  see  the  position  it  leaves  us  in? 

A.  Don't  think  it  right  for  me  say  where  I  got  this  money — it  has 
nothing  to  do  with  legislation  whatever. 

Q.    You  understand  what  your  constitutional  right  is? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is,  you  can  only  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the 
ground  of  incriminating  yourself? 

A.  No,  I  don't  care  to  incriminate  myself — wouldn't  do  that  if  I 
could,  but  I  don't  think  it  right  for  me  to  go  and  tell  about  where  I  got 
this  business  and  how  it  came  about — long  before  the  school  book  question 
was  ever  up. 

Q.  Well,  have  you  heard  at  any  time  during  the  session  any  people 
discussing  legislation  from  a  standpoint  of  corruption,  or  that  money  had 
been  used  or  was  being  used  for  the  passage  of  any  measure  in  the 
House? 

A.  Well,  I  can't  say  I  did.  I  heard  it  in  a  jesting  way,  that's  all,  as 
far  as  knowing — I  have  heard  that  there  was  money  being  used — every- 
body has  heard  that,  but — 

O.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  money  being  used  to  promote  or 
defeat  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    You  are  positive? 

A.    I  am. 

Q.   You  understand  me,  Mr.  Hickox,  in  the  questions  I  asked  you  in 
regard  to  legislation,  I  meant  them  to  apply  to  the  House  and  Senate  both? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  I  thoroughly  understand  you. 
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Mr.  Page  (recalled)  : 

O.  Well,  Mr.  Page,  you  recall  the  circumstances  here  when  you 
were  excused  last  evening  in  regard  to  this  $1,000  bill  you  gave  Mr.  Geo. 
Ramsey  to  get  smaller  denominations  of  bills  for.  The  question  before 
the  committee  then  as  to  where'  you  got  the  bill,  whom  you  got  it  of, 
and  the  circumstances  in  connection  with  it  ?  I  will  submit  the  same  ques- 
tion to  you  now  ? 

A.  I  will  say  that  the  matter  of  that  $1,000  bill  is  entirely  of  a 
private  nature,  and  my  own  personal  property,  and  I  have  acted — en- 
deavored to  act  fair  with  this  committee  and  ready  to  come  before  it  at 
all  times,  explain  anything  in  connection  with  it  as  far  as  consistent  and 
fair  as  it  relates  to  this  Legislature.  I  was  called  on  Saturday  night 
and  was  here  bright  and  early,  and  here  ready  to  testify ;  had  the  change 
on  my  person  at  the  time  Mr.  Eversole  had  me  subpoenaed,  was  here 
ready  and  willing  to  testify,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  thing  that  this 
committee  wants  more  especially  to  know  whether  or  not  money  was  used 
in  manner  of  Legislature. 

O.   We  want  to  know  why  the  money  was  here  and  where  you  got  it  ? 

A.    It  was  my  private  business. 

Q.    You  refuse  to  answer  the  question? 

A.    I  say  that  it  was  my  private  business. 

Q.  Do  you  refuse  to  tell  where  you  got  it,  who  paid  it  to  you,  the 
purpose,  if  you  know,  the  party  who  gave  it  to  you? 

A.  Why,  it  was  my  own  private  business — a  deal  of  my  own.  I  re- 
fuse to  answer  the  question  on  the  grounds  it  was  my  own  private  business. 
I  have  communicated  with  party  I  had  transaction  with,  and  if  he  is 
willing  to  give  the  matter  publicity,  I  will  say  so,  and  if  not,  I  won't, 
that's  all. 

O.  I  will  just  state  this  to  you.  The  committee  has  decided  on 
this  rule;  that  men  in  the  possession  of  these  bills  of  large  denomination 
arc  required  to  make  a  reasonable  explanation  of  it.  We  are  sworn 
to  secrecy  and  a  man's  business  affairs  are  as  safe  with  us  as  any  other 
five  men,  and  after  the  testimony  is  in,  we  will  be  the  judge  whether  it 
is  a  matter  affecting  legislation  and  not  you.  We  can't  permit  a  witness 
to  say  it  interferes  with  his  private  business  and  they  refuse  to  answer. 

(Witness  takes  roll  of  bills  from  pocket). 

().    There  is  a  thousand  dollars  there? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

o.    Is  this  the  $1,000  that  Mr.  Ramsey  changed? 
A.    Yes,  sir;  if  I  had  anything  to  conceal  about  this  matter  I  would 
Certainly— and  anybody  else  would  have  been  foolish  to  give  it  to  some  one 
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to  change — I  don't  absolutely  refuse,  because  if  the  other  party  says  it 
is  alright — 

Q.    You  name  the  other  party? 

A.    I  will  if  he  gives  me  permission. 

O.    Do  you  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  ground  that  an 
answer  would  tend  to  incriminate  you? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  heard  during  the  session  any  people  discussing  legis- 
lation from  a  standpoint  of  corruption,  or  that  money  was  being  used 
in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  any  measure? 

A.  I  would  say  that  different  parties — I  can't  name  them  at  the 
present  time,  but  I  think  that  Mr.  Davidson  has  said  to  me  that  known 
lobbyists  have  come  on  the  floor  and  had  people  change  their  votes.  I 
remember  too,  that  there  was  some  general  conversation  at  the  time  one 
railroad  bill  was  up,  regarding  so  many  members  changing  votes,  in  con- 
nection with  the  garnishment  law,  and  in  connection  with  this  text-book 
bill,  I  was  told  by  different  parties  that  Mr.  Heisey  and  another  man,  I 
think  Lacy  was  here  in  the  interest  of  text-book  legislation  one  way  or  the 
other.  I  don't  know  just  who  it  was.  I  also  was  informed  that  one  Mr. 
Wray  had  been  approached  by  a  friend  of  his  and  asked  to  vote  for  that 
text-book  bill  on  the  ground  that  it  would  benefit  the  friend  he  was 
talking  about. 

Q.  I  understand,  Mr.  Page,  you  have  been  corresponding  with  all 
these  country  newspapers  and  you  have  sent  out — either  directly  or 
indirectly,  reports  that  money  was  being  used  here  or  that  corrupt  means 
were  being  used? 

A.    I  said  reports  were  out. 

Q.    Were  you  just  simply  handling  reports? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Yiou  were  simply  filling  your  papers  with  reports? 

A.  If  I  remember,  I  stated  in  the  correspondence  that  there  were  re- 
ports.   I  didn't  state  them  absolutely  for  facts. 

Q.  You  have  stated  to  this  committee  that  you  have  no  knowledge 
of  anything  corrupt  in  connection  with  the  passage  of  bills  here  or  the 
defeat  of  bills.    Is  that  your  stand  now? 

A.  Yes.  I  have  not  seen  any  money  transferred  in  any  way.  I 
have  heard  of  these  things.    As  for  facts,  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Q.  Let  me  ask  you  this  question.  You  have  been  here  all  winter, 
ever  seeking  after  news;  you  have  been  looking  out  for  anything  of  a 
questionable  character  ? 

A.  I  have  been  looking  out  for  anything  commendatory  or  deroga- 
tory. 
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Q.  Have  you  been  able  to  discover  anything  that  affected  legis- 
lation one  way  or  the  other? 

A.  "Well,  I  saw  different  fellows — I  have  been  talking  for  this 
newspaper  legislation  myself. 

Q.    I  ask  if  you  have  seen — 

A.    I  never  saw  any  money  transferred. 

O.  Have  you  seen  any  corrupt  measures  being  used  to  promote 
or  defeat  legislation  here  this  winter? 

A.    No,  I  have  not  absolutely  seen  anything  of  that  kind. 

O.    Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  that  such  has  been  done? 

A.  No. 

O.   Have  you  been  interested  in  any  legislation  here  ? 

A.    Newspaper  legislation. 

O.    What  bills  ? 

A.    In  this  assessment  list  bill. 

O.  That's  the  bill  that  passed  the  Senate  just  recently.  Have  you 
been  interested  in  any  other  legislation  at  this  time,  other  than  that  as- 
sessment bill? 

A.  No,  I  tell  you.  I  ask  the  committee  to  do  this,  if  they  will  call 
in  the  gentlemen  with  whom  I  have  been  familiar,  and  ask  them — my 
advice  has  been  to  vote  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  conscience.  I 
will  say  this,  I  have  communicated  with  the  gentleman,  and  when  I  hear 
will  let  you  know.    Expect  to  hear  in  two  or  three  days. 

Q.  Mr.  Page,  how  can  you  consistently  refuse  to  answer  that  ques- 
tion? 

A.    I  think  it  is  nobody's  business  but  mine. 

O.  Don't  you  understand,  Mr.  Page,  that  any  fellow  that  handles 
a  thousand  dollar  bill  will  come  here  and  get  out  the  same  way  you  do. 
Do  you  suppose  we  will  have  one  man  come  in  here  who  we  know  has 
handled  a  thousand  dollar  bill  and  say  the  same  thing?  You  tell  us  that 
you  come  before  us  perfectly  open  and  frank,  and  then  you  hold  the  very 
thing  that  we  must  know  before  we  can  make  any  report  to  that  House. 
We  are  not  disputing  your  word,  but  we  want  the  privilege  to  judge 
whether  or  not  you  can  take  the  right  position,  and  it  is  purely  a  question 
of  yes  or  no,and  then  we  will  have  to  use  our  best  judgment.  We  want 
the  information  we  were  appointed  to  obtain,  and  tell  you  further,  if 
there  be  men  that  have  changed  bills  of  $500,  if  they  came  by  it  honestly, 
then  our  investigation  absolutely  ceases  and  this  testimony  is  secret,  it  is 
taken  off  the  record.  I  Hit  you  appear  here  at  two  o'clock  and  as  far  as 
you  are  concerned  the  matter  will  be  disposed  of.  It  is  your  judgment 
that  the  other  party  will  give  you  the  privilege  of  telling? 

A.    I  haven't  the  slightest  idea. 
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Mr.  Page  (recalled)  : 

0.  Mr.  Page,  you  state  that  on  or  about  what  date  was  it  you 
had  that  $1,000  bill  changed  by  Mr.  Ramsey? 

A.  Now,  I  couldn't  state  exactly  what  date — it  was  sometime  in 
the  early  part  of  March. 

Q.  You  had  it  changed  in  this  county — Cole  County  Exchange 
Bank? 

A.   I  don't  know  anything  about  that. 

Q.    He  returned  the  money  to  you  in  Cole  county? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  this  question:  From  whom  did  you  receive  this 
money,  for  what  purpose,  and  on  what  account? 

A.  I  will  just  simply  state  this :  Up  to  twenty  minutes  ago  I  fully 
intended  to  state  the  details  of  that  entire  transaction.  My  attorney 
informs  me  that  I  had  better  claim  my  constitutional  ground  for  it. 

Q.  Do  you  claim  that  it  will  tend  to  incriminate  you  if  you  should 
divulge  from  whom  you  received  that  money,  that  is,  to  the  best  of  your 
information,  as  informed  by  your  attorney? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  law  in  that  question — I  simply 
decline  to  answer  all  three  of  those  questions  on  constitutional  ground. 

Q.  Do  you  claim  that  to  divulge  the  name  from  whom  you  received 
that  money  would  violate  your  constitutional  right? 

A.  Why,  I  supose  it  would. 

Q.    Well,  now,  it  must  be  answered — yes  or  no? 

A.  I  claim  my  constitutional  right  as  to  the  whole  business.  I  will 
tell  you,  gentlemen.  Actually,  I  don't  know  now.  I  don't  know  whether 
it  will  or  not,  absolutely. 

Q.  In  other  wrords,  do  you  claim  that  if  -you  answer  these  questions, 
it  will  incriminate  yourself? 

A.    That's  my  instructions  about  the  matter. 

Q.    Do  you  claim  that? 

A-  Yes.  I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  I  don't  know  absolutely  about  this 
thing.  The  other  party  to  this  transaction  was  to  have  been  here  today, 
and  the  fact  that  he  did  not  show  up,  is  the  reason  I  am  answering  the 
way  I  am.  If  you  gentlemen  would  wait — give  the  fellowr  a  chance  on 
this  thing. 

Q.    Mr.  Page,  from  whom  did  you  receive  this  $i,ooo  bill? 

A.    I  decline  to  answer  on  constitutional  ground. 

Q.    For  what  purpose  did  you  receive  that  money.  Mr.  Page? 

A.    I  decline  to  answer  on  constitutional  ground. 

Q.    Now,  on  what  account? 

A.    I  decline  to  answer  on  constitutional  ground.

O.  You  decline  on  your  constitutional  rights.  You  mean  by  that,  an 
answer  would  tend  to  incriminate  yourself? 

A.  That's  my  information — it  would  have  a  tendency  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

R.  L.  Yeager : 

O.  Mr.  Yeager,  have  you  been  here  in  attendance  during  sessions 
of  the  Legislature  this  winter? 

A.  I  was  here  two  days  last  week — I  think  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
if  I  remember. 

O.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  undue  influence  or  any  influence 
of  corruption,  boodle  or  lobby  used  in  the  advancement  or  for  the  de- 
feat of  House  bill  469,  commonly  called  the  text-book  bill  ? 

A.    I  do  not. 

O.    Are  you  familiar  with  that  bill? 

A.    Well,  with  the  bill  itself,  but  not  the  amendments. 

O.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    An  attorney. 

•  O.  Do  you  know  anybody  here  who  was  representing  any  book 
company,  either  in  adopting  or  in  opposition  to  it.  I  don't  mean  corruptly, 
but  did  they  have  representatives  at  all? 

A.  Mr.  Harding,  Atttorney  for  Ginn  Book  Co.  was  down  here  last 
week  the  same  time  I  was  here  as  the  legal  advisor  of  Mr.  Heisey,  who 
represented  Ginh  Book  Co. 

Q.    And  was  Mr.  Hisey  here  in  the  interest  of  the  Ginn  Book  Co.? 

A.    He  was  here  one  evening. 

O.    Their  interest  seemed  to  be  the  passage  of  House  bill  469? 

A.  Well,  I  would  say  yes  and  no,  both.  They  were  against  the 
present  commission,  but  they  wanted  a  bill  that  would  put  all  book  con- 
cerns on  the  same  level. 

O.  You  mean  by  that,  to  give  them  all  the  same  chance,  which 
would  bring  about  a  new  commission? 

A.  They  were  opposed  to  the  contract  in  force,  which  would  give 
the  present  company — the  American  Book  Company — that  was  the  only 
interest  they  had  in  it. 

O.  Then  they  were  interested  and  anxious  to  sec  the  Davidson  Book 
Commission  bill  passed? 

A.  I  think  so,  as  amended.  I  was  bitttcrlv  opposed  to  the  Davidson 
bill  originally.  But  the  day  I  got  here  the  amendment  had  been  made  I 
was  fighting.  The  reason  I  was  against  it,  I  served  on  a  school  board 
twenty-two  years — was  president  nineteen — and  I  knew  very  well  wc 
Could  make  better  terms  than  the  commission  did. 
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O.    Of  whom  does  the  Kansas  City  schools  buy? 
A.    Of  different  concerns. 
Q.   Are  you  under  contract? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.    You  buy  uniform  books — have  you  adopted  a  uniform  book 
furnished  for  entire  city? 
A.    O,  yes. 

0.    Have  you  a  commission? 

A.  No,  the  school  board  buys  the  books.  We  agree  on  the  line  of 
books  we  want,  and  we  open  the  doors  to  both  concerns  and  make  the 
best  terms  we  can  get. 

Q.   How  long  contract? 

A.    Five  years. 

0.    Do  you  use  the  same  books  used  throughout  the  State? 

A.  Some  of  them.  We  buy  them  cheaper  than  the  State  buys  them — 
we  always  have.  I  think  it  is  a  fact  that  the  State  of  Missouri  pays  the 
highest  price  paid  by  any  state. 

Q.   Are  you  posted  on  prices  of  text-books  ? 

A.    Not  off  hand,  I  am  not. 

Q.  Then  your  judgment  is  that  if  this  bill  passed,  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  for  the  State  of  Missouri  ? 

A.  With  some  amendments.  I  have  not  read  all  the  amendments.  It 
needed  a  good  many  amendments.  My  idea  was  for  uniform  text-books 
and  not  contract — that  the  State  could  save  at  least  twenty  to  thirty  per 
cent  for  books.  You  are  paying  a  fearful  price  for  books  througout  the 
State. 

Q.  You  say,  Mr.  Yeager,  you  were  consulting  counsel  for  Mr. 
Heisey  ? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Was  he  representing  any  other  company? 
A.    I  think  not. 

Q.    Is  Mr.  Harding  his  attorney? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  You  understood  before  you  came  down  here  the  bill  did  not 
affect  cities? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  came  over  in  a  hurry  and  found  out  after  I  got  here. 
I  came  to  survey  the  ground  and  see  the  situation. 

Q.  Of  course,  as  attorney,  you  were  in  the  employ  of  the  company? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Was  there  any  other  book  companies  represented  here? 
A.    I  do  not  know. 
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Q.    There  are  a  great  many  book  companies? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  More  book  companies  not  represented  by  the  contract  of  State 
than  are? 

A.    I  don't  think  there  are. 

O.  Your  company  has  no  connection  with  the  American  Trust  Co.  ? 
A.   They  say  not. 

O.  It  is  a  large  concern  itself.  Your  company  is  interested  now 
in  a  new  law  entirely,  and  the  only  reason  they  would  be  interested  would 
be  that  there  would  have  to  be  a  change  of  books? 

A.    They  would  not  have  been  interested  if  not  a  change  of  books. 

0.  Their  idea  was,  to  have  a  new  commission,  and  for  the  same 
books  that  we  use,  so  far  as  advisable? 

A.    Some  books  ought  to  be  changed. 

Q.   Did  you  see  any  members  here  yourself  in  regard  to  the  matter? 

A.   I  never  spoke  to  a  single  one. 

O.    Do  you  know  if  Mr.  Heisey  did? 

A.    I  don't  know. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  them  using  money  here? 

A.    I  do  not  know — have  not  heard  a  word. 

Q.    Don't  know  whether  they  brought  any  money  with  them? 

A.    I  would  say  not,  because  I  know  Mr.  Heisey  did  not. 

Q.    What  does  Mr.  Heisey  do? 

A.   He  is  the  western  agent — one  of  them. 

Q.  If  you  people  in  the  cities  can  buy  your  books  for  less  money 
without  a  commission,  why  should  not  we  people  in  little  towns  do  the 
same  ? 

A.  I  think  you  can,  and  ought  to.  That's  the  reason  I  was  in  favor 
of  a  new  commission. 

O.  Would  there  be  any  assurance  there  would  have  been  a  new 
commission? 

A.   The  chances  would  have  been  better. 

Q.    If  I  understand  you  then,  your  visit  and  Mr.  Harding's  and  Mr. 
Heisey's  was  purely  in  the  interest  of  the  Company  you  represent? 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  feel  that  if  this  law  passed,  they  would  be  the  gainers 
by  it. 

A.  Well,  it  might  possibly,  some,  but  not  sure.  There  would  have 
been  a  chance 
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Thos.  Till  (recalled)  : 

Q.  Mr.  Till,  do  you  know  anything  about  this  thousand  dollar 
bill  that  has  been  discussed,  that  was  changed  by  Mr.  Ramsey  the  first 
of  March — where  it  came  from,  all  about  it? 

A.  In  looking  for  information  yesterday,  I  was  informed  that  a 
man  from  Springfield,  Missouri,  came  here  five  weeks  ago,  brought  with 
him  $8,000  to  secure  the  passage,  which  is  known  as  the  Leonard  slot- 
machine  bill.  The  information  went  on  to  say  that  Mr.  Page  had  been 
introduced  to  this  man,  and  immediately  afterwards  it  was  said  that  Mr. 
Page  had  received  $1,000.  The  information  further  was  to  the  effect 
that  this  slot-machine  man  that  was  about  the  State  House  until  the 
very  day  of  the  convening  of  this  House  committee.  Then  he  disap- 
peared and  hasn't  been  seen  here  since.  I  could  not  learn  the  name  oi 
this  Springfield  man  until  this  morning.  This  explains  why  his  name 
was  not  published  in  this  morning's  Journal.  The  name  given  me  today 
is  that  of  Edwin  Burke,  formerly  a  saloon  keeper  of  Springfield,  and 
owner  or  part  owner  of  the  State  Rights  Slot-Machines.  I  have  learned 
today,  whether  correctly  or  incorrectly,  I  cannot  say,  that  Mr.  Burke  had 
raised  $15,000  to  promote  the  passage  of  the  Leonard  bill,  and  that  the 
last  heard  of  him  he  had  $2,500  left. 

O.    Who  furnished  you  this  information? 

A.  I  have  been  of  some  use  to  this  committee,  and  now  am  zealous 
to  be  of  further  use  to  it,  and  to  divulge  my  source  of  information  would 
be  to  as  completely  nullify  my  efforts  in  your  behalf,  as  would  have  been 
the  motion  of  the  House  this  morning,  had  it  turned  down  your  resolu- 
tion, and  Mr.  Eversole's  own  appeal  for  support,  in  this  instance.  I 
will  say  however,  that  this  preliminary,  because  I  hope  to  come  before 
this  committee  again,  and  may  be  in  possession  of  names  which  I  do  not 
want  to  give  up  in  connection  with  these  matters.  I  beg  to  say  that  it 
was  communicated  to  me  in  writing,  and  sent  to  my  office  in  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  office,  unsigned,  and  is  one  of  a  series  of  similar  notes 
I  have  had  since  this  investigation  began. 

O.    Do  you  know  this  man  Burke? 

A.    I  never  saw  him  in  my  life. 

O.    He  has  to  do  with  slot-machines? 

A.  He  is  owner,  or  part  owner.  I  never  saw  this  man.  He  is  well 
known  in  Springfield.  But  another  thing:  Mr.  Burke  for  a  time  was 
seen  in  the  stationery  room,  but  that  he  left  on  finding  that  tryst  occupied 
by  a  St.  Louis  police  officer — in  hope  of  getting  bill  to  raise  salaries  of 
police  officials.  That's  report.  He  had  $1,200  to  pass  that  probation- 
ary bill. 
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John  T.  Harding : 

Q.    Mr.  Harding",  where  do  you  live? 
A.    I  live  in  Kansas  City. 
O.    What  is  your  business? 
A.    A  lawyer. 

0.    Are  you  attorney  for  any  book  company? 
A.    For  the  Ginn  Book  Company. 

Q.  Are  they  regarded  as  one  of  the  people  that  are  associated 
with  the  American  Book  Company,  or  one  of  their  competitors? 

A.  The  Ginn  Book  Company  is  a  competitor  of  the  American  Book 
Company. 

Q.  Was  your  company  interested  in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill  in  any  way? 

A.    What  do  you  mean  by  "interested"? 

Q.    Well,  you  can  put  your  own  construction  on  that. 

A.  The  only  interest  the  Ginn  Book  Company  had  in  any  bill  was 
that  any  company  would  have,  in  getting  a  chance  to  do  business  in  this 
State.  The  Ginn  Book  Company  wanted  some  legislation,  because,  un- 
der the  present  condition,  the  contracts  have  been  let  to  the  American 
Book  Trust,  and  unless  there  is  some  legislation,  of  course  Ginn  &  Co. 
could  not  do  business  in  the  State. 

Q.  Are  they  represented  in  contracts  at  present  made  by  any  book 
commission  ? 

A.  They  have  a  very  small  contract — I  don't  know  just  what,  but 
practically  nothing. 

Q.  What  effort  was  made  by  your  company,  that  you  know  of, 
Mr.  Harding,  to  further  the  interest  of  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.  They  did  not  do  anything.  I  have  been  down  two  or  three 
times  inquiring  into  the  situation.  They  made  no  effort.  They  sup- 
posed the  Legislature  understood  the  situation  and  would  repeal  the 
present  law. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  anything  done  by  your  company  through  its 
attorney  or  agent  to  influence  legislation  here? 

A.    I  know  there  was  nothing  of  that  kind  done. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anything  done  by  parties  interested  in  defeat- 
ing the  Davidson  bill,  corruptly? 

A.    Not  positively.     I  just  entertain  an  opinion. 

Q,    What  is  that  opinion  based  upon  ? 

A.  Only  upon  general  rumor  and  from  seeing  the  people  who  were 
opposing  the  Davidson  bill  associating  with  well  known  lobbyists,  who 
1  understand  represent  the  American  Book  Trust. 
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Q.    You  have  no  tangible  evidence? 
A.    Just  a  mere  opinion. 

Q.  You  don't  know  that  the  American  Book  Company  spent  any 
money  ? 

A.  No. 

Q'.  Have  you  anything  to  furnish  this  committee  either  for  or 
against  the  passage  of  this  bill,  that  is,  any  improper  influence  used  in 
any  way? 

A.  I  have  no  tangible  testimony.  Just  knew  men  who  have  fought 
this  bill  who  could  not  be  moved  by  any  other  motive,  other  than  a  money 
consideration,  in  my  judgment. 

Q.  In  your  judgment,  it  would  have  been  a  proper  thing  to  have 
passed  the  bill? 

A.  Well,  I  want  to  say  this.  You  are  right  about  that,  and  I  want 
to  assign  my_  reasons,  not  as  a  paid  counsel,  but  as  a  citizen  of  this  State. 
Missouri  is  paying  a  higher  price  than  any  State  in  the  Union  for  books, 
except  Oregon,  for  the  poorest  books  used  in  the  Union,  and  books  that 
could  not,  would  not  be  permitted  to  go  in  any  good  schools  of  the 
cities. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  connected  with  Ginn  &  Co.  ?  Were 
you  connected  with  them  when  the  present  contracts  were  entered  into? 

A.  No,  sir ;  my  firm  in  Kansas  City  is  an  old  firm,  and  I  think 
they  represented  Ginn  &  Co.  before  I  went  into  that  firm,  about  three 
years  ago. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Ginn  &  Co.  were  competitors  in  the 
bidding  before  the  present  text-book  commission  would  enter  into  con- 
tract 6  or  5  years  ago? 

A.    They  attempted  to  get  contracts. 

Q.  What  assurance  would  the  people  of  the  State  have  that  the 
commission,  under  a  new  bill,  would  be  any  more  honest  or  capable  or 
intelligent  than  the  one  of  five  years  ago?  Your  company  then  had 
the  privilege  of  getting  in,  and  would  they  have  any  better  show  now? 

A.  Well,  I  know  that  the  school-book  proposition  could  not  be 
placed  in  a  more  unfortunate  position  than  it  is  now,  and  we  would  have 
everything  to  win  and  nothing  to  lose,  I  mean  the  people  of  this  State. 
I  think,  as  a  citizen  of  this  State,  that  there  should  be  some  legislation 
for  the  reason  that  the  present  commission  is  going  to  let,  as  I  believe, 
some  contracts. 

Q.    You  think  they  can  better  the  present  law  ? 

A.    I  don't  think  they  can  under  the  law. 

Q.    How  many  times  have  you  been  here? 

A.    Two  times  I  think. 
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0.    Did  you  talk  to  many  members  about  the  matter? 
A.    I  think  I  perhaps  talked  to  Bothwell — wanted  to  see  you  but 
didn't  get  a  chance. 

O.    Didn't  you  talk  with  Mr.  Davidson  ? 

A.  I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Davidson.  Never  had  met  him.  Mr. 
Davidson  accused  me  of  representing  a  company  that  was  in  with  the 
American  Trust  Company.  He  said  he  didn't  care  to  discuss  it.  I  told 
him  who  I  was  with. 

O.    Your  people  had  nothing  to  do  with  drafting  this  bill  ? 

A.    Absolutely  nothing. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  another  consultation  with  Super- 
intendent Carrington  about  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Carrington  about  it.  I  did  not 
know  what  the  bills  were.  My  trips  were  here,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  any  legislation — absolutely.    I  had  a  conversation  with  Dockery. 

O.  Did  the  matter  go  so  far  as  to  discuss  who  would  be  appointed 
on  the  commission? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Or  with  Mr.  Carrington? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  It  was  not  your  purpose — the  purpose  of  your  company  to  see 
that  there  was  a  commission  appointed  that  would  be  antagonistic  to 
the  American  Book  Company? 

A.   Absolutely,  no.    My  company  wanted  to  see  the  old  law  repealed. 

Q.    Did  you  ever  have  a  talk  with  Speaker  Whitecotton? 

A.    I  believe  I  had  a  conversation  as  to  the  situation,  yes,  sir. 

O.    Since  you  came  as  a  witness? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  yesterday  afternoon. 

[).  Your  opinion,  then,  Mr.  Harding,  is  that  the  people  of  the  State 
so  far  as  buying  schools  books  arc  concerned,  would  be  better  off  if 
we  had  no  board  at  all? 

A.  Well,  I  think  so.  I  prefer  and  believe  that  a  board  of  school 
directors  ought  to  contract  for  their  own  books  and  ought  to  be  willing 
to  buy  their  own  books  and  furnish  them  at  cost,  and  all  this  Legislature 
woufd  be  to  compel  the  company  to  sell  them  at  twenty-five  per  cent 
below  the  list  price. 

O.    Your  firm  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  introduction  of  the  bill? 

A.    Absolutely  nothing  whatever. 
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Joe  C.  Heisey.  m 
Q.    Mr.  Heisey,  what  is  your  business? 
A.    Representative  of  Ginn  &  Co. 
Q.    What  is  their  business? 

A.    Publishers  of  school  and  college  text-books. 

Q.    Have  you  been  here  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature? 

A.    1  have  been  here  a  number  of  times — five  different  times. 

O.  Do  vou  know  of  any  conduct  or  influence  brought  to  bear  on 
members  of  this  Legislature,  tending  towards  corruption  in  the  defeat 
or  support  of  the  Davidson  bill,  commonly  known  as  House  bill  469? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Your  company  is  not  interested  in  the  text-book  contract  as  it 
exists  now,  is  it? 

A.    Yes,  yes,  sir ;  We  sell  some  books. 
Q.    What  books  are  you  selling? 

A.  I  really  can't  tell  the  books.  We  sell  about  one-third  of  the 
high  school  books  of  the  state  under  the  contract,  and  something  like 
three  per  cent  of  the  entire  business  of  the  State. 

0.    Did  your  people  have  anything  to  do  with  preparing  the  bill? 

A.  Nothing — no,  we  did  not  have.  The  bill  was  out  and  published 
and  printed  before  I  knew  it. 

Q.  You  have  not  heard  'any  one  say  anything  about  any  corrupt 
influence  being  brought  to  bear  in  the  promotion  or  defeat  of  the  bill? 

A.  I  know  of  no  such  corruption,  and  don't  know  of  anyone  that 
does  know. 

O.  If  you  have  heard  any  conversation  along  this  line,  tell  us  what 
it  is? 

A.  I  could  say  that  I  have  heard  people  say  that  they  thought  this 
and  that  and  could  name  the  men. 

Q.  Did  they  say  they  thought  money  was  being  used,  and  could 
name  the  men? 

A.    No,  they  said  they  could  not  name  the  men. 

Q.    You  are  a  citizen  ot  Kansas  City? 

A.  No,  I  live  in  Chicago — have  been  there  four  years,  spent  winter 
in  Kansas  City. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  members  from  Kansas  City  ever  undertake 
to  explain  their  position  on  voting  against  the  bill,  after  cities  were 
excluded  from  the  operation  of  it? 

A.  I  have  only  a  talking  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Dolan,  and  that 
was  only  since  he  came  here,  and  I  don't  feel  like  saying  he  did  say  this 
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nor  he  did  say  that — I  don't  recall  whether  he  said  it  or  his  friends,  but  I 
believe  it  was  Mr.  Dolan's  language ;  his  statement  was  to  the  effect  that  at 
the  time  this  bill  was  first  brought  up,  that  it  included  Kansas  City,  and 
that  he  opposed  it,  and  in  his  effort  to  oppose  it,  he  got  the  support  of 
the  Republicans  and  pledged  himself  to  them. 

O.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  different  prices  of  school  books  and 
general  quotations  made  to  cities? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  in  your  opinion  is  the  relative  value  compared  with 
other  states? 

A.  I  saw  a  tabulated  statement  which  would  prove  to  you  that  your 
State  pays  the  highest  price  of  any  state  adoption  in  the  United  States, 
with  the  bare  exception  of  Oregon. 

Q.  How  was  that  price,  compared  with  other  states  at  the  time  it 
was  adopted  five  yeaers  ago? 

A.  Probably  the  highest  at  that  time.  It  is  conceded  that  this  State 
pays  the  highest  price,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  books. 

O.  Do  you  think  the  State  can  procure  cheaper  books  with  a  com- 
mission and  uniform  books  in  this  State,  rather  than  by  turning  it  loose 
and  letting  each  community  select  its  own  books? 

A.  Yes,  sir — unless  the  State  passed  the  law  making  it  impossible 
for  a  board  of  education  to  contract  for  books  at  any  other  than  the 
minimum  price. 

O.    So  you  say  book  companies  are  opposed  to  State  adoption  ? 
A.    The  largest  companies  are  very  much  opposed  to  uniform  State 
adoption. 

O.  Under  the  Missouri  contract  with  this  A.  B.  C.  Co.,  isn't  it  a 
fact  that  they  obligate  themselves  not  to  sell  any  cheaper  than  they  sell 
to  Missouri,  and  that  if  they  do.  they  violate  that  contract? 

A.    They  can't  sell  to  any  other  state  at  lower  price. 

O.  You  state  that  the  book  companies  did  not  want  this  bill  repealed 
— you  were  anxious  to  have  a  new  law  so  you  could  have  been  com- 
petitors ? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  that's  the  way  it  was. 

Q.    Is  it  your  opinion  that  the  present  commission  cannot  contract 
with  the  present  company  for  a  change  of  books? 
A.    I  believe  they  can — they  say  they  can. 

Q.  In  other  words,  your  theory  is,  the  present  commission  can 
change  the  books  that  are  unsatisfactory  and  get  books  that  are  satis- 
factory, but  your  company  will  be  barred  from  competition  in  the  matter? 

A.    Ves,  sir,  certainly. 
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O.  You  people  really  did  not  spend  any  money  here  about  the 
Davidson  bill? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  not  one  dollar,  and  it  would  not  be  possible  for  them 
to  do  it  without  me  knowing  it. 

J.  J.  McAuliff. 

O.    What  is  your  business? 

A.    Correspondent  for  the  Post-Dispatch. 

O.    You  have  been  here  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature? 
A.    Yes,  sir ;  since  January  5th. 

O.  During  your  attendance  here,  have  you  seen  anything,  or  do 
you  know  anything,  or  have  you  heard  anyone  say  that  they  knew  of 
any  positive  evidence  leading  towards  the  use  of  boodle,  or  corrupt 
means  tending  towards  the  passage  or  defeat  of  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.    Well,  I  know  in  a  rather  indirect  way. 

O.    Well,  sate  what, you  know? 

A.  About  three  or  four  weeks  ago,  I  was  trying  to  get  a  definite 
idea  as  to  school  books  legislation,  and  the  merits  of  the  Davidson  bill, 
and  the  arguments  in  opposition  to  that  measure.  One  night  I  was  talk- 
ing to  Representative  Collins  of  St.  Louis,  when  he  remarked — I  don't 
remember  the  exact  language,  that  he  knew  there  was  money  being  used 
to  defeat  that  bill.  I  asked  him  what  he  meant,  and  I  don't  just  recall 
his  answer,  but  it  seems  to  me  he  said  Mr.  Leonard  was  approached  and 
offered  money  if  he  would  switch  on  the  bill.  Mr.  Leonard  was  for  the 
bill,  and  we  talked  along,  and  anyhow,  it  led  me  to  go  and  see  Mr.  Leon- 
ard. He  said  he  didn't  care  to  talk  about  the  matter,  but  said  a  proposi- 
tion was  made  to  him — didn't  say  how  much,  but  the  offer  was  pretty 
cheap — or  words  to  that  effect.  k 

Q.  You  say  Mr.  Leonard  told  you  that  that  proposition  had  been 
made — to  change  on  the  committee? 

A.    That's  the  best  of  my  recollection. 

O.    And  the  consideration — how  much  was  that? 

A.  He  didn't  state.  He  said  a  proposition  was  made  to  him — I 
understood  of  course  a  money  consideration. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  any  other  matters  ? 

A.  Well,  the  only  other  matter  that  came  up  on  that  bill  was  this: 
I  think  it  must  have  been  a  month  ago,  when  the  bill  was  just  introduced 
and  ready  to  be  printed.  I  was  in  the  Tribune  office  one  evening  and 
Representative  Dolan  came  in.  He  walked  over  to  where  I  was  and  asked 
me  to  introduce  him  to  Stephens.  I  did — he  went  over  and  talked  with 
him  and  came  back  to  me  and  said  to  me :  "I  want  to  have  the  printing 
of  that  text-book  bill  put  off ;  said  Davidson  insisted  on  having  it  printed 
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immediately.  Said  he  had  to  go  to  Kansas  City  that  night,  and  that  they 
were  going  to  hold  a  meeting  either  that  night  or  the  next  night,  and  said 
'what  can  you  do  for  me?"'  I  said  I  could  not  do  anything — couldn't 
interfere.  He  said  he  would  like  to  have  the  printing  delayed,  and  called 
up  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  I  don't  recall  just  what  was 
said,  but  I  think  it  was  what  he  said  to  me — that  he  had  to  be  in  Kansas 
City  that  night,  and  wanted  the  printing  delayed. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  $1,000  bill  that  has  been 
talked  about  so  long? 

A.    I  do  not,  beyond  the  gossip. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  in  any  other  legislative 
matter  ? 

A.    Well,  I  don't  know  of  any  money  being  used.    I  did  hear  of  a 
proposition  having  been  made  to  a  certain  party  or  parties  to  pass  a  bill. 
Q.    Was  that  questionable  means? 
A.    Yes,  questionable  in  my  judgment. 
0.    Tell  the  committee  what  is  was,  please? 

A.  Well,  about  ten  days  ago  I  was  talking  with  Whitley  Layton. 
He  is  the  president,  I  believe,  of  the  Layton  Pure  Food  Co.  of  St.  Louis. 
The  conversation  occurred  in  my  room  at  the  Madison  Hotel.  Wre  were 
talking  about  the  Senate  action  on  a  certain  bill.  I  think  he  said  to  me 
that  if  he  wanted  to  use  money  he  could  pass  that  bill  in  the  Sen- 
ate, and  then  he  referred  to  a  member  in  the  House  who  he  said 
proposed  to  him  that  in  consideration  of  $7,000,  he  would  give  him  one 
vote  and  could  get  five  others.  I  asked  him  to  be  more  specific.  He  said 
this  member  wanted  $2,000  for  himself  and  agreed  to  deliver  the  other 
five  votes  at  $1,000  apiece.  I  said  "who  was  the  member?"  He  said 
"Maybe  you  can  guess."  I  told  him  I  didn't  know  whether  I  could  or  not, 
that  there  were  only  one  or  two  people  there  that  I  thought  were  a  little 
crude  in  their  action — that  did  things  that  looked  to  me  that  they  were 
not  familiar  with  legislative  work,  and  would  take  advantage  of  any 
bill  in  order  to  force  the  people  interested  to  put  up  money.  So  I  asked 
him,  was  it  Mr.Selph?  He  said,  yes,  that  was  the  man  that  made  the 
proposition. 

Q,    Do  yon  know  Burke  that  was  here  a  few  weeks  ago? 

A.  No,  I  understood  there  was  man  here  by  that  name,  interested 
in  slot  machine  legislation. 

O.  Do  yon  know  anything  about  the  organization  known  as  the 
1  'hilipino  organization  ? 

A.  No,  I  know  nothing  about  except  what  is  written  and  printed 
on  the  subject. 
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O.  Do  you  remember  hearing  anyone  supposed  to  be  connected  with 
it,  making  a  statement  that  he  had  a  written  stipulation? 

A.    I  didn't — never  heard  of  any  signed  agreement. 

O.    Do  you  know  Joe  Shannon's  business  here? 

A.  Well,  now,  I  can't  say  that  I  do,  and  again,  I  can't  say  that  I 
don't.  I  have  understood  that  joe  Shannon  is  looking  after  the  interests 
of  Col.  Phelps. 

O.    Do  you  know  what  position  he  has  taken  on  the  school  bill? 
A.    Well,  I  think  against  it. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  any  bad  methods  he  has  adopted,  such  as 
trying  to  buy  votes  on  the  bill  with  promise  of  consideration? 
A.    Don't  know  of  any. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  school  book  men  with  attempts  to  in- 
fluence legislation  one  way  or  another? 

A.  None,  except  what  Joe  Shannon  told  me  about  three  weeks  ago. 
He  asked  me  if  I  had  met  an  agent  of  the  school  book  company,  named 
Heisey.  I  told  him  no,  I  had  not  met  him,  and  asked  him  where  he  was — 
that  I  would  like  to  talk  with  him.  He  said  he  was  stopping  at  the 
Madison.  I  said  "what's  his  business  here?"  He  said  he  was  here  in  the 
interest  of  the  school  book  bill.  That  he  wanted  the  bill  passed.  I 
looked  for  him,  but  could  not  find  him. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anything  Farley  has  done  of  a  questionable 
character  to  defeat  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.    No,  I  do  not. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  anything  any  of  the  members  have  done  of 
questionable  character  to  promote  or  defeat  it? 
A.  No. 

O.    What  you  heard  in  reference  to  Selph  was  in  reference  to  the 
alum  bill  in  connection  with  the  pure  food  bill  ? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

O.  And  that  conversation  occurred  between  Mr.  Layton  and  your- 
self? 

A.  I  meant  to  say  that  another  member  of  the  House  told  me  the 
same  thing. 

Q.  The  consideration  was  for  $7,000  he  could  secure  six  votes  for 
his  bill,  in  the  House  ?    How  long  ago  ? 

A.  Our  conversation  took  place  ten  days  or  two  weeks  ago.  He  was 
narrating  that  these  people  wanted  that  amount.  Said  the  proposition 
was  rejected. 

Q.    Did  he  say  he  had  used  any  money  in  the  House  at  all? 
A.  No. 
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Q.    Did  he  intimate  that  he  had  not  used  any? 
A.    He  said  he  had  not,  as  I  recollect  it. 

O.    Did  Mr.  Layton  intimate  anything  else  that  would  in  any  way 
connect  any  other  member  with  a  transaction  of  that  kind? 
A.    Not  that  I  recall. 
O.    Do  you  know  that  man  Burke? 
A.    No,  I  do  not. 

Q.    Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  to  promote  the  slot 
machine  bill  among  the  members  of  the  House? 
A.    No,  I  do  not. 

O.  You  think  that  is  all  you  know  with  reference  to  boodle  or 
corrupt  methods  or  means  used  in  the  House  or  Senate  to  promote  or 
defeate  legislation? 

A.  I  wras  talking  with  a  member,  who  said  the  stockyards  bill  was 
pending  before  the  Agricultural  Committee,  and  that  the  committee  de- 
cided to  report  the  bill  favorable,  and  Prather  wired  the  stockyards 
people  in  Kansas  City  that  bill  was  reported  favorable,  but  he  hadn't 
gotten  anything  yet. 

E.  T.  Harkrader. 

O.    What  is  your  business,  Air.  Harkrader? 

A.    I  am  Associate  Editor  of  the  St.  Louis  Chronicle. 

Q.    Have  you  been  here  in  Jefferson  City  during  the  Legislature? 

A.    With  the  exception  of  about  four  weeks,  on  account  of  sickness. 

Q.    Who  occupied  your  place? 

A.  I  believe  Mr.  Page  rendered  some  services  and  also  Mr.  Gold- 
man and  Mr.  Kinney,  who  is  connected  with  our  paper. 

Q.  During  that  absence,  do  you  know  who  was  in  charge  of  your 
correspondence  during  that  time?    Which  one  of  these  men? 

A.  Well,  Goldman  was  never  in  charge.  When  Mr.  Kinney  came 
here,  he  took  charge,  and  in  his  absence,  Mr.  Page  served. 

Q.  This  committee  are  endeavoring  to  find  whether  any  money  or 
means  were  used  corruptly  to  defeat  the  bills.  Have  you  any  information 
along  that  line? 

A.    None,  whatever. 

Q.     Have  you  any  knowledge  that  would  lead  this  committee  to 
discover  facts,  if  they  exist,  of  that  sort? 
A.    Well,  you  want  hearsay? 

Q.  If  yon  can  give  us  something  that  would  lead  to  facts  or  dis- 
covery of  boodle. 

A.  I  have  been  absent  for  the  last  three  weeks  and  that  was  about 
the  time  all  this  trouble  came  up.    (  )f  course,  I  knew  about  the  bill  two 
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month's  ago — published  an  article  a  month  before  it  came  out  ;  it  was 
shown  to  me  by  Mr.  Farley.  Tt  was  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the 
Governor  sent  his  message  opposing  text-books.  It  was  on  the  train — 
Speaker  Whitecotton  was  on  the  train.  Farley  happened  to  be  talking 
to  the  Speaker  and  I  noticed  from  his  talk  he  was  opposed  to  some 
measure,  and  after  he  went  out,  I  asked  Whitecotton  what  the  measure 
was.  The  Speaker  told  me  it  was  the  text-book  bill,  and  that  Farley  had 
a  copy  in  his  pocket.  I  went  to  Farley  and  he  showed  me  the  copy  and 
I  went  back  and  talked  to  the  Speaker  again.  He  said  to  me  that  he  was 
very  much  opposed  to  any  such  bill,  that  he  would  vote  against  it.  The 
next  day  I  published  nearly  a  column  about  the  bill,  and  don't  think 
anything  more  was  published  during  my  absence.  I  had  a  talk  with  Page 
about  the  bill. 

O.    What  conversation  did  you  have  ? 

A.  Said  it  looked  to  him  like  a  machine  bill.  He  said  he  was  cor- 
responding for  about  150  Democratic  newspapers,  and  he  had  half  a 
mind  to  open  up  on  it  and  on  the  administration.  I  said,  why  don't  you 
do  it?  He  said,  I  can  do  it — I  can  throw  all  these  papers  against  them,  if 
I  want  to. 

Q.    When  did  that  conversation  take  place? 
A.    Six  or  seven  weeks  ago. 

Q.  Mr.  Harkrader,  during  the  time  that  Page  corresponded  for 
the  Chronicle,  did  he  write  articles  criticising  the  bill  and  their  friends  ? 

A.  I  don't  believe  he  wrote  anything  on  them.  His  services  for  the 
Chronicle  were  not  satisfactory  from  a  metropolitan  standpoint. 

O.  Mr.  Harkrader,  do  you  know  of  Farley  having  made  a  number  of 
trips  to  St.  Louis? 

A.    No,  I  do  not,  because  I  was  not  here,  you  know. 

0.    Wmere  is  Mr.  Kinney — is  he  here  now  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  Mr.  Kinney  would  be  in  posses- 
sion of  facts  concerning  this  measure,  that  we  ought  to  know  ? 

A.  No,  I  think  not.  I  think  Kinney's  position  is  similar  to  my  own, 
that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  were  objectionable — that  there  were  no  good 
reasons  it  should  become  a  law. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  corrupt  means  being  used  by  Mr.  Chapman 
or  Joe  Shannon,  or  Farley — can  you  tell  this  committee  of  any  corrupt 
means  used  in  this  bill? 

A.    Not  a  thing — I  do  not  know  one  thing. 

O.  And  yet  you  folks  hunt  for  all  that's  going?  The  article  that 
appeared  in  the  Chronicle  about  March  1st,  in  which  there  was  a  picture 
where  the  child  was  crucified  ;  was  that  paid  for  ? 
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A.  Xo,  sir ;  I  will  say  that  nothing  ever  goes  into  the  editorial 
columns  or  news  columns,  outside  of  an  article  that's  an  advertisement, 
that  was  ever  paid  for.  That  is  one  of  the  things  I  believe  the  Chronicle 
is  free  from.  You  could  not  buy  an  opinion  or  influence  from  the  Chroni- 
cle at  any  price — thousand  dollar  bills  would  cut  no  figure  at  all.  I 
know  such  things  sometimes  come  up  in  a  newspaper  office. 

O.  You  have  seen  the  conduct  though  of  Chapman  and  Flanigan, 
and  Shannon  in  opposition  to  this  bill ;  do  you  think  his  conduct  was 
purely  patriotic? 

A.    No,  gentlemen,  I  do  not. 

0.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  Philipinos  having  signed  a 
stipulation  ? 

A.    Nlo,  I  do  not. 

O.    Have  you  heard  that — that  they  did  do  that? 
A.    No,  its  news  to  me. 

O.  Have  you  heard  of  any  compact  by  which  they  entered  into 
writing? 

A.    No,  I  do  not.    I  know  they  had  caucuses. 

Q.    Have  you  heard  of  any  combination  to  promote  the  Davidson 

bill? 

A.    The  organization  seemed  to  be  against  it. 

O.    In  all  your  inquiry  and  search,  is  it  your  opinion  that  boodle  was 

used  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  it  reached  that  point.  Now,  I  want  to  tell  you 
something  else.  Coming  up  here  Sunday  night,  I  met  Mr.  Luig  and  we 
were  discussing  the  text-book  bill.  Mr.  Luig  said  to  me,  I  know  a  man 
who  knows  there  was  $40,000  brought  to  Jefferson  City  to  put  that  bill 
through.  The  man  that  told  me  that  knew  that  the  money  was  there, 
knew  who  had  it.  I  said,  who  had  the  money?  He  said,  "that  man 
Heisey.  representing  the  book  trust."  I  said,  "are  you  sure  about  it?'' 
lie  says,  "1  feel  just  as  sure  about  it  as  I  am  that  I  am  sitting  here." 
I  said  who  is  the  man  that  told  you?  He  said,  I  could  not  tell  you,  and 
lie  said  tbe  idea  \\  a>  that  it  would  be  didvided  by  the  boys  in  the  House 
when  the  bill  got  through. 

Q.    I  )o  yon  kn<  >\\  Mr.  I  lurke  ? 

A.    No,  I  do  not. 

Q.    I  lave  you  any  information  how  Mr.  Page  got  $1,000. 

A.  I  tried  to  get  him  to  tell  me  last  night.  I  said  Mr.  Page,  I  am 
going  to  write  something  about  tins  and  I  said,  where  did  you  get  it?  He 
says,  I  can't  tell  it.  I  said,  Mr.  Page,  tell  me- -you  must  tell  me;  the  way 
I  am  going  to  write  tins  will  look  bad  to  you.  1  says,  I  will  have  to 
write  it  np  and  put  \ on  in  a  pretty  bad  light.    Well,  Mr.  Page  said  it  was 
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a  transaction  that  he  could  not  very  well  explain.  I  asked  him  what  kind 
of  a  transaction  it  was?  He  said  it  was  newspaper  transaction,  and  that 
he  couldn't  talk  about  it.    He  told  me  owned  the  Bonne  Terre  Star. 

Q.   Do  you  know  this  man  Hickox? 

A.    I  don't  know  him  at  all. 

Q.    You  don't  know  anything  about  two  $500  bills  then? 
A.  No. 

0.  Now,  you  know  Mr.  Page ;  what  price  would  he  command  among 
press  people  for  his  articles — what  would  be  an  average  price? 

A.  He  received  three  dollars  for  all  his  weekly  letters  during  the 
Legislature. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  else  you  know  that  would  be  advisable  for 
this  committee  to  know? 

A.    If  I  knew  anything  I  would  give  it  to  you. 

O.  I  wanted  to  ask  you :  It  has  been  reported  to  me  that  you  some- 
time since  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Whitcotton,  in  which  he  expressed 
himself  as  being  opposed  to  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.  That  was  when  we  rode  down  on  the  train.  He  hadn't  read 
the  bill. 

Q.    Did  you  write  a  story  on  the  matter? 

A.  I  din't  mention  Mr.  Whitecotton's  name,  and  have  avoided 
using  his  name.   He  hadn't  read  the  bill  then — he  told  me  he  hadn't. 

Chas.  P.  Keyser. 

O.    Where  do  you  live? 
A.    At  St.  Louis. 

O.    You  represent  the  Globe-Democrat? 
A.    I  am  staff  correspondent. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  anything  being  used  during  the  session  of  this 
Legislature,  toward  the  corruption  or  in  influencing  unlawfully  the  pass- 
age or  to  effect  the  defeat  of  House  bill  469? 

A.   I  do  not. 

O.  Have  you  heard  any  conversation  in  which  people  undertook 
to  give  the  facts  in  which  certain  corrupt  influences  had  been  practiced  ? 

A.  I  only  heard  a  general  insinuation  or  intimations,  such  as  have 
been  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

O.  You  have  not,  then,  overheard  any  conversation  leading  up 
to  corrupt  practices,  in  the  passage  or  defeat  of  House  bill  469? 

A.    Not  that  I  can  recall. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  Philipino  organization — have 
you  heard  anyone  say  they  had  stipulations  signed  by  eighteen  members 
and  would  vote  united  on  certain  propositions? 

A.    I  have  heard  they  had  agreed  in  writing — also  heard  it  denied. 
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O.    Who  have  you  heard  say  had  a  written  agreement? 

A.  Don't  recall  who,  but  whoever  it  was  I  asked,  denied  that  there 
was  such  a  written  agreement. 

Q.  Mr.  Keyser,  had  you  heard  the  report  that  those  18  men  were 
to  get  $1,500  apiece  if  they  passed  the  Davidson  bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  have  not  heard  that. 

O.  Air.  Keyser,  have  you  heard  this  Page  matter  discussed?  Have 
you  any  knowledge  of  the  whereabouts  Mr.  Page  obtained  the  $1,000, 
or  Air.  Hickox  this  $500  bill? 

A.    I  was  told  the  story  last  night,  about  the  Hickox  matter. 

Q.    You  had  a  conversation  with  Air.  Hickox  last  night? 

A.    No,  with  Con.  Roach,  to  whom  Hickox  told  the  story. 

O.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  Air.  Page  since  his  trouble 
came  up? 

A.    I  don't  believe  I  spoke  to  him  on  the  subject  until  last  night. 

Q.  Did  he  intimate  to  you  that  his  answer  to  these  quetions  would 
tend  to  incriminate  him? 

A.  No,  no.  The  fact  is,  Air.  Page  came  to  me  and  gave  me  that 
statement  I  used  this  morning. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  that  occurs  to  you  that  would  help  us  in  mak- 
ing a  proper  report  to  the  House  and  the  people? 

A.  About  the  only  thing  I  have  heard  in  addition  to  these  general 
remarks  that  I  have  referred  to,  was  that  Davidson  telling  me  about 
someone  offering  $10  to  burn  the  bill  in  the  printing  office. 

Walter  Evans. 

Q.    You  are  a  newspaper  man? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  paper? 

A.  The  Kansas  City  Star  and  also  the  Times — you  understand  the 
Star  and  Times  are  edited  by  the  same  man? 

Q.  What  do  you  know  about  this  boodling — have  you  heard  of  any 
corrupt  methods  being  used,  or  money  in  connection  with  this  text- 
book bill,  either  to  get  the  bill  through  or  to  defeat  it  or  indefinitely  post- 
pone it,  or  any  corrupt  practices  resorted  to? 

A.    I  don't  know  anything. 

Q.    What  have  you  heard  that  would  lead  us  to  anything? 

A.  Well,  I  haven't  heard  of  anyone  receiving  money  or  giving 
money  for  anything. 

O.  Have  you  heard  of  anybody  handling  money  in  reference  to 
that  bill  ? 

A.    I  did  heard,  but  it  came  from  other  parties,  that  Prof.  Heisey — 
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it  is  said  he  was  allowed  to  use  $10,000  if  he  could  get  certain  bills 
through,  but  that  was  round-about  information. 
Q.    Who  gave  you  that  information? 

A.  It  came  about  this  way:  Prof.  Heisey  came  down  here  on  the 
same  train  with  George  Creel,  and  he  and  Shannon  and  I  were  talking 
about  it  afterwards.  I  think  it  was  Shannon  who  said  that  the  company 
he  represents  would  be  willing  to  spend  $10,000  to  get  a  change  in  the 
text-books. 

Q.    When  was  that? 

A.    It  was  about  ten  days  ago. 

Q.    Did  he  say  how  he  got  his  information0 

A.    No,  he  didn't  remember  it. 

Q.    What  is  Mr.  Shannon's  business  here? 

A.    Why,  I  don't  know — he  has  always  been  around. 

O.    Did  he  tell  you  what  he  was  coming  down  here  for? 

A.  No. 

O.  Have  you  heard  of  any  boodle  being  distributed  here  during 
this  term  of  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  No,  I  don't,  not  either  of  my  own  knowledge  nor  anything  more 
than  what  is  common  talke  that  everybody  has  heard. 

O.  Mr.  Evans,  do  you  know  anything  about  this  $1,000  bills — 
where  they  came  from? 

A.  No. 

O.    Have  you  any  idea  where  it  came  from. 

A.   Well  what  little  idea  1  have  is  more  suspicion  than  anything  else. 
O.   Do  you  know  Mr.  Page  ? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    Do  you  know  his  financial  condition? 
A.  No. 

0.    Do  you  know  whether  he  owns  a  paper? 

A.  I  think  he  told  me  he  owned  a  paper  at  Bonne  Terre.  and  was 
interested  in  a  paper  in  some  other  town  in  Southeast  Missouri. 

O.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  him  since  this  Si. 000 
matter  has  been  up — did  he  attempt  to  explain  to  you  where  he  got  the 
money  ? 

A.  Someone  had  told  me  that  he  had  said  that  he  sold  a  paper  and 
got  the  money  that  way.  I  asked  him  about  that — if  that  was  his  ex- 
planation. He  said,  well,  that  did  not  exactly  cover  it,  but  I  understand 
him  to  mean  there  was  a  probability  of  him  having  to  take  the  paper 
back. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  to  promote  the  slot 
machine  bill  ? 
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A.    I  was  told  in  Kansas  City  that  the  cigar  dealers  of  Kansas  City 
had  raised  an  amount  suposed  to  be  $5,000. 
0.    For  what  purpose? 

A.  Well,  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  license  slot  machines, 
but  lawyers  told  them  they  could  not  do  that,  so  the  next  thing  was  to 
put  through  a  bill  making  it  a  misdemeanor. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  any  money  getting  here  for  that  purpose? 

A.    I  have  not  seen  any  evidence 

0.  From  what  you  have  seen  here  this  winter,  have  you  seen  any 
corrupt  means,  or  discovered  any  boOdle,  or  money  or  anything  of  a 
questionable  character  being  used  by  anybody  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting legislation  or  defeating  it? 

A.  Well,  thre  have  been  things  I  believed  were  irregular  connected 
with  it. 

Q.    You  have  your  suspicions  but  have  not  seen  anything  that 
wrould  be  evidence  competent  in  court? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

0.    Now  your  suspicion — has  it  been  of  such  weight  as  would  lead 
you  to  believe  money  was  being  used  to  promote  or  defeat  legislation? 
A.    Well,  I  have  thought  it  was  used  in  a  few  measures. 
O.    Would  you  name  the  measures,  please? 
A.    The  .stockyards  bill  in  the  Senate. 

O.  Did  you  see  anything  in  the  House  with  reference  to  a  ques- 
tionable character? 

A.    No,  I  saw  nothing. 

O.  You  know  we  are  anxious  to  get  at  facts  in  the  boodle  charges 
that  will  lead  us  to  make  a  report.  You  have  not  any  information  to 
help  us  do  that? 

A.    None  that  I  can  think  of  now. 

O.  I  want  to  ask  you — you  said  a  few  minutes  ago  of  Mr.  Page, 
you  knew  nothing  of  his  personal  affairs? 

A.  Only  what  he  told  me.  I  understand  from  what  he  said  that 
he  owned  a  weekly  paper  at  Bonne  Terre,  and  he  had  some  paper — either 
a.  mortgage  or  an  option  on  another  newspaper,  so  that  he  was  interested 
in  another  paper.  Just  how  I  did  not  question  him.  He  said,  I  think, 
a  day  or  two  ago,  that  it  was  nothing  unusual  for  him  to  have  a  thousand 
dollars. 
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Senator  Farns. 

O.  Senator  Farris,  have  you  any  knowledge  or  any  information 
that  would  lead  this  committee  to  the  discovery  of  boodle,  or  unfair  means, 
or  corruption  among  members  to  promote  the  passage  of  or  deafeat  of  the 
Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    None  in  the  world,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  any  knowledge  or  well  founded  belief  as  to  the 
thousand  dollars,  supposed  to  have  been  discovered  in  the  hands  of  I.  L. 
Page? 

A.  I  know  nothing  about  the  thousand  dollars  discovered  in  Mr. 
Page's  hands  further  than  this :  I  had  general  knowledge  from  him 
that  he  had  sold  his  paper,  and  that  thousand  dollars  was  partial  payment 
on  that. 

0.  You  know  that  we  are  making  a  through  investigation  as  pos- 
sible, whether  it  is  here  for  corrupt  purposes  or  not,  and  we  thought  it 
best  to  bring  in  some  Senators. 

A.  My  understanding,  from  what  I  have  heard  in  a  general  way, 
is  that  the  money  was  not  received  by  Mr.  Page  in  this  town. 

Q.  What  knowledge  have  you  with  reference  to  that  money — in 
regard  to  where  received  and  for  what  purpose? 

A.  Nothing  only  I  say  a  general  knowledge  received  by  him,  of 
it  being  the  purchase  price  for  his  paper  and  received,  as  I  understand,  by 
him  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  but  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  real 
facts. 

Q.    Have  you  any  information  along  the  line  of  Hickox's  two  five 
hundred  dollar  bills? 
A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  heard  he  is  reported  as  having  two  five  hundred  dollar 
bills? 

A.    Have  heard  it  in  the  papers. 

O.    You  have  no  knowledge  how  he  came  by  them? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  have  not — none  other  than  what  he  has  said  and 
what  has  been  published. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  that  would  lead  to  the  discovery  of 
boodle  or  corrupt  means  or  promises,  or  hopes  of  reward  concerning 
the  Davidson  text-book  bill? 

A.    None  in  the  world. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  business  or  purpose  Joe  Shannon  had  here 
this  winter? 

A.  Why  no,  only  in  a  general  way.  I  have  heard  he  was  here 
fighting  this  school  book  legislation.    Don't  know  it  to  be  a  fact. 
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O.  Do  you  know  of  any  special  part  he  has  taken  in  that  bill — other 
than  rumor? 

A.    No.  sir. 

O.    Do  you  know  of  any  special  interest  Colonel  Phelps  has  taken? 

A.  No,  sir ;  no  more  than  I  do  Mr.  Shannon.  I  understood  he 
and  Shannon  both  were  fighting  the  bill,  but  never  heard  them  say. 

O.  You  know  we  are  aiming  to  go  into  the  matter  as  throughly  as 
possible,  and  anything  that  would  lead  us  to  the  discovery  of  boodle  or 
corrupt  means  or  methods,  we  are  anxious  to  find.  Do  you  recall  any- 
thing* that  would  be  advantageous  for  this  committee  to  know  with 
reference  to  bills? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  know  anything  that  would  give  you  any  en- 
lightenment on  any  bills. 

Senator  Dickinson. 

O.  Xow  Senator,  have  you  any  personal  knowledge  or  any  well 
founded  belief  of  the  existence  of  boodle  or  corrupt  methods  to  promote 
or  defeat  the  Davidson  bill — commonly  known  as  the  text-book  bill? 

A.     Nothing  on  earth  but  rumor. 

O.  You  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  any  member  being  in- 
fluenced corruptly? 

A.    None  whatever. 

Q.    Or  any  illegal  method  or  promise  to  vote  one  way  or  another? 
A.    None  whatever. 

O.  Now  Senator,  have  you  any  information  you  can  give  this 
committee  by  which  we  can  find  out  the  existence,  if  any,  of  boodle  or 
corruption  among  members  on  the  promotion  or  defeat  of  bills,  or  lead 
to  the  discovery  of  truth  in  this  mater? 

A.  I  can't  think  of  any  now,  only  what  I  see  in  the  newspapers 
and  what  I  hear. 

Q.  You  don't  know  of  any  members  having  been  corruptly  in- 
'lluenced  or  driven  to  promote  or  defeat  that  bill? 

A.     Xo,  1  do  not. 

Q,  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  thousand  dollars  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  I 'age? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  but  what  I  have  seen  in  the  papers 
and  what   I  heard  commonly  talked  about. 

O.  Do  you  know  anything  about  that  man  Hickox,  or  of  the  origin 
or  purpose  of  the-  two  five  hundred  dollar  bills  found  in  his  possession  ? 

V  \o,  nothing  only  what  I  heard  and  saw  in  the  papers.  The 
man  was  not  familiar  to  me. 

Q,    Then  you  could  not  give  this  committee  any  information  or 
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anything  leading  up  to  matter  directing  us  to  the  discovery  of  boodle 
or  corrupt  measures  being  used  ? 

A.  I  reckon  I  know  as  little  as  any  member  in  this  whole  body. 
I  don't  know  a  thing  on  earth  except  what  I  see  in  the  papers  and  hear. 

O.  The  text-book  bill  was  referred  to  your  committee.  Were  there 
any  men  here  lobbying  for  or  against  that  bill,  do  you  remember? 

A.  No,  I  will  tell  you.  In  the  first  place,  down  in  my  office,  there 
was  Prof.  Lee,  he  was  president  of  our  school,  and  Prof.  Lambkin,  and 
Billy  Williams,  and  they  had  discussed  text-books  with  me,  and  I  sent 
them  copy  of  the  Davidson  bill  and  asked  them  to  note  what  changes 
there  ought  to  be  in  it,  and  among  them,  one  said  it  ought  not  to  apply 
to  high  schools,  especially  to  a  high  grade,  and  I  went  before  the  House 
committee  and  suggested  to  them  that  I  had  reached  the  conclusion  that 
high  schools  ought  to  be  left  out,  and  I  wrote  a  whole  lot  of  Superin- 
tendents of  schools  and  they  sent  me  their  opinions  from  all  over  the 
State,  and  1  tried  to  make  that  exception  in  that  bill.  And  another  man, 
John  T.  Harding,  I  saw  afterwards  was  charged  with  having  some  con- 
nection with  some  text-book  concern,  and  he  talked  to  me  about  it,  and 
I  stated  my  views  to  him. 

O.    He  was  in  favor  of  the  bill,  was  he  not? 

A.  I  understood  he  was  not  in  favor  of  the  Davidson  bill  His 
idea  was  that  high  schools  ought  to  be  excluded.  Now,  anything  else 
I  can  tell  you  about,  if  I  knew  anything,  I  would  gladly  aid  you. 

Mr.  Nebel : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  Legislature? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    What  county? 

A.  Montgomery. 

O.  Have  you  any  information  tending  toward  corruption,  boodle, 
or  lobby  interest  that  has  been  manifest  here,  in  favor  or  against  the 
Davidson  bill,  commonly  known  as  House  bill  469? 

A.  Well,  gentlemen,  all  I  know  is  what  you  saw  in  the  paper  this 
morning,  and  not  all  that.  It  claims  I  was  approached,  and  I  was  not. 
All  I  know  is,  I  am  acquainted  with  Mr.  Heisey.  I  met  Mr.  Heisey,  as 
■the  paper  stated,  and  had  walked  up  to  the  cigar  stand  at  the  Madison 
and  was  standing  there  smoking,  and  he  was  at  the  other  end  of  the 
counter.  He  walked  up  toward  me  and  commenced  talking,  and  of 
course  I  answered  him.  He  asked  me  if  I  knew  Mr.  Davidson.  One 
word  brought  on  another,  and  he  finally  gave  me  his  card,  and  I  told 
him  who  I  was,  and  that  was  about  all  of  our  conversation  that  evening. 
That  was  along  the  first  part  of  the  session  and  most  certainly  before 
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the  bill  was  introduced.,  and  I  did  not  know  that  the  bill  would  be  intro- 
duced, and  there  was  not  very  much  said  about  text-books.  The  next 
time  I  saw  him,  as  well  as  I  remember,  was  when  he  came  down  to 
my  desk.  He  asked  me  if  a  text-book  bill  had  been  introduced,  and  I 
told  him  not  that  I  knew  of.  Well,  he  said  if  there  hadn't  there  would 
be  one  introduced  real  soon.  He  sat  at  my  desk  for  a  while.  Presently 
Mr.  Davidson  introduced  House  bill  469,  and  he  said  he  would  like  to 
see  the  bill.  I  told  him  he  would  find  it  at  the  clerk's  desk,  and  I  left,  it 
was  about  adjournment  time.  He  stayed,  and  afterwards  I  saw  him  and 
he  said  he  had  looked  at  the  bill.  Did  not  state  what  his  purpose  was 
or  anything.  Said  he  got  out  of  it  what  he  wanted.  What  he  wanted,  I 
don't  know.  He  had  told  me  before  that  it  would  take  precedence  over 
all  other  bills  and  that  aroused  my  suspicions,  and  I  went  to  the  bill  room 
and  found  the  bill,  took  it  down  to  my  desk  as  I  do  all  other  bills. 

O.  Then,  Mr.  Xebel,  that  man  seemed  to  be  posted  on  the  bill  and 
gave  you  the  first  information  that  you  had  that  it  would  be  introduced? 

A.  That  was  the  first  information  that  I  had.  And  in  a  few  days 
he  came  to  my  desk  and  asked  me  if  I  knew  the  committee,  and  I  told 
him  possibly  I  knew  some  of  them.  He  asked  me  who  he  could  go  to 
on  that  committee  and  find  out  what  the  committee  was  doing  with  the 
bill.  So  we  looked  up  on  my  book  of  rules  as  to  who  the  members  were. 
I  talked  to  him  some  about  the  bill,  but  did  not  find  out  on  which  side 
of  the  bill  he  was,  but  I  told  him  I  was  opposed  to  the  bill  and  would 
not  vote  for  it. 

O.  He  came  down  to  your  desk  at  your  seat  and  told  you  there, 
the  bill  would  have  precedence  over  other  bills  and  seemed  to  have  con- 
siderable information  about  the  bill? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Did  you  have  any  other  men  to  come  to  your  seat  or  come  to 
you  and  speak  about  the  bill  to  you  ? 

A.     No,  sir;  \  did  not.    That's  the  only  book  man  I  am  acquainted 

with. 

O.    Has  any  other  man  that  you  know  of  been  approached  with 
offers  of  money  or  the  hope  of  reward,  to  vote  for  or  against  that  bill? 
A.    None  that  I  know  of. 

Q.    Can't  yon  give  us  any  information  that  would  lead  us  to  the 
discovery  of  boodle  being  used,  if  any? 
A.    Not  that  I  know  of,  gentlemen. 

O.  Then  the  report  in  the  paper  is  largely  of  the  imagination  of 
the  writer? 

A.     I  think  so. 
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Q.    Unfounded  on  any  facts  you  gave  them? 

A.  Only  what  I  have  stated  to  you.  Mr.  Heisey  did  tell  me  he 
would  not  be  around  much — did  not  want  to  get  known  too  well.  I 
wanted  to  introduce  him  to  some  members ;  said  that  later  on  they  would 
have  men  here  who  would  push  their  interests — possibly  their  attorney 
would  be  here. 

Q.    Later  on,  did  you  know  of  any  man  being  here  in  response  to 
them  ? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  did  not.    I  met  Mr.  Heisey  again  in  the  lobby  and  . 
he  told  me  that  he  would  like  to  introduce  a  bill.    That  he  thought  the 
Governor  would  agree  to  it,  if  the  Republicans  and  Filipinos  would  sup- 
port the  bill  it  would  pass.    That  was  last  Wednesday.    I  told  him 
he  would  have  to  go  see  some  others. 

O.    You  could  not  give  us  any  other  information  that  would  lead 
us  to  the  discovery  of  any  other  matter? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  you  account  for  this  investigation — what's  your  idea 
as  to  how  this  matter  came  up? 

A.  Well,  my  opinion  is  that  it  was  the  desire  of  those  in  favor  of 
the  bill  to  work  for  its  passage  so  strong  that  they  thought  possibly 
that  some  of  those  opposed  to  the  bill  might  be  receiving  money.  I 
don't  know,  because  I  have  not  associated  with  any  of  those  kind  that 
are  in  the  habit  of  giving  money  or  such  as  that.  I  am  not  acquainted 
with  any  of  those  things  at  all.  I  stood  on  what  I  thought  was  right, 
and  voted  that  way. 

O.    Did  Joe  Shannon  ever  talk  to  you? 

A.  I  never  met  Joe  Shannon  until  about  Wednesday.  Some  one 
introduced  me  to  Joe  Shannon  in  the  Madison  Hotel  as  I  came  out  of 
the  door.  Nothing  else  was  said  except  that  we  were  glad  to  meet — 
never  said  another  word  outside  of  that. 

W.  T.  Carrington: 

Q.    Mr.  Carrington,  you  are  Superintendent  of  Schools? 

A.    State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

O.    Do  you  know  who  prepared  this  bill — 469? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.  Just  state  to  the  stenographer  what  you  know  about  the  prepa- 
ration of  that  bill. 

A.  I  prepared  the  first  draft  of  the  bill,  sometime  in  December. 
Governor  Dockery  and  I,  I  think,  are  the  only  ones  who  saw  a  draft  of 
the  bill  until  after  the  Legislature  organized  and  the  committees  ap- 
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pointed.  When  the  committee  was  appointed  with  Mr.  Davidson  chair- 
man, he  came  to  talk  with  me  about  text-book  matters,  and  I  told  him 
what  I  did  and  turned  the  bill  I  had  over  to  him.  He  made  some  changes 
in  the  bill,  or  proposed  changes,  as  it  did  not  suit  him.  Mr.  Davidson 
called  a  meeting  of  the  committee  for  the  purpose,  as  he  told  them,  of 
getting  the  committee  to  go  over  this  bill  and  make  such  changes  in  it 
as  the  committee  would  be  willing  to  adopt.  There  were  some  eight  or 
ten  members  of  that  committee  at  a  meeting  at  which  the  matter  was 
discussed,  and  upon  the  adjournment  of  that  meeting,  it  was  agreed 
that  Mr.  Davidson  and  Mr.  Vosholl  and  I  should  get  a  bill  in  shape  that 
would  meet  the  ideas  as  had  been  expressed  by  the  members  present.  Mr. 
Davidson  and  Mr.  Vosholl  had  several  meetings  in  my  office  and  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  the  bill  introduced  and  known  as  469  was  the 
result  of  the  conference  spoken  of. 

O.  Now,  Mr.  Carrington,  you  have  been  about  the  Capitol  and 
among  the  members  all  this  time  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature 
— mixed  more  or  less  with  them  and  they  have  been  in  your  orifice  and  in 
conference  with  you.  Now,  I  will  ask  you  if  you  have  seen  anything 
in  connection  with  that  bill,  any  questionable  practices  or  conduct  on  the 
part  of  members  of  the  House  or  outside,  tending  to  defeat  the  bill  or 
promote  it? 

A.    I  cannot  say  that  I  have  seen  anything. 

Q.  Have  you  any  good  reason,  Mr.  Carrington,  to  believe  that 
corruption  or  boodle,  or  the  promise  of  reward,  or  inducement  of  any 
character,  has  been  used  or  invoked  to  defeat  the  bill  ? 

A.  No,  I  have  not  seen  what  I  recall  sufficient  reason  to  believe 
them. 

Q.  Well,  now,  have  you  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  there 
is  any  well  founded  ground  for  the  charges  made  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  concerning  the  matter  of  that  bill? 

A.  It  is  possible  that  I  do  not  know  all  the  charges  that  have  been 
made.  I  will  answer  in  a  general  way  that  I  have  no  good  reason  to 
believe  that  any  money  or  undue  influences  have  been  used  to  defeat 
the  measure.  I  suspicion,  I  have  a  strong  suspicion  that  some  men  were 
influenced  against  the  bill. 

A.  Does  that  influence  take  the  character  of  being  corrupt  or  ques- 
tionable? 

A.    No,  sir;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Carrington,  you  having  prepared  the  bill,  doubtless 
you  had  quite  an  interest  in  the  bill  from  the  fact  that  you  believed  it 
a  good  measure  and  would  promote  the  public  good  throughout  the  Stair. 
Now,  with  that  interest  in  the  bill,  you  still  think  that  there  was  no 
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corrupt,  that  is,  you  have  no  reason  to  believe  there  was  any  corrupt  or 
boodle  influences  brought  to  bear  to  defeat  the  bill  ? 

A.  Now,  please — you  state  that  in  the  negative — I  believe  I  stated 
"that  I  would  state  that  I  had  sufficient  reason  to  believe  there  were 
not." 

Q.  Now,  have  you  any  knowledge  that  would  lead  this  committee 
to  discover  questionable  conduct  on  the  part  of  members  or  outsiders, 
with  reference  to  that  bill  ? 

A.  There  was  one  little  thing  connected  with  Mr.  Dolan  that  did 
not  seem  to  me  just  right,  yet  I  doubt  if  much  importance  ought  to  be 
attached  to  it.  He  came  to  me  one  evening  and  asked  if  I  could  not  find 
some  way  to  see  that  that  bill  was  not  delivered  at  a  certain  time,  stat- 
ing that  he  wanted  to  leave  town  and  did  not  want  it  to  come  up  at  that 
time.  He  manifested  an  interest  in  a  temporary  delay  of  the  bill,  for 
some  private  reason  of  his  own. 

Q.  Have  you  observed  anything  else  of  a  questionable  character, 
with  reference  to  Dolan  and  the  bill  ? 

A.  At  one  committee  meeting,  they  were  voting  on  the  question 
of  eliminating  the  application  of  the  bill  to  the  large  cities.  He  was 
very  anxious  to  have  the  large  cities  eliminated  from  the  application 
of  the  bill,  and  when  I  suggested  to  him  that  if  we  would  make  the 
motion  at  a  certain  time  to  eliminate  those  cities,  he  refused  to  consider 
the  matter  any  farther,  leaving  the  impression  in  my  mind  that  he  did 
not  want  to  do  the  thing  he  had  been  claiming  he  wanted  to  do. 

Q.  Now,  what  have  you  seen  with  reference  to  the  conduct  of 
Mr.  Chapman  and  that  bill — anything  of  a  questionable  character? 

A.  He  was  with  Mr.  Dolan  when  they  asked  me  if  I  could  not 
find  some  way  to  see  that  that  bill  was  not  delivered  at  a  certain  time. 

O.    Did  he  take  any  part  in  that  request? 

A.  There  was  quite  a  little  conversation  about  it.  I  think  he  en- 
tered into  the  conversation — can't  recall  any  special  request. 

O.    You  regard  Mr.  Chapman  as  being  opposed  to  the  bill? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  see  anything  in  his  conduct  that  would  lead  you  to 
believe  he  was  using  undue  or  questionable  means  to  bring  about  the 
defeat  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  have  not  observed  his  conduct  close  enough  to  have 
an  opinion. 

Q.    With  reference  to  Joe  Shannon,  was  he  against  the  bill? 
A.    I  have  heard  others  say  he  was. 

Q.    You  don't  know  anything  that  w.ould  lead  to  the  discovery  of 
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questionable  means  or  conduct  on  the  part  of  Joe  Shannon  against  the 
bill? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  have  not  had  a  conversation  with  him  this  winter. 
0.    Do  you  know  anything  with  reference  to  Mr.  Phelps'  action 
on  the  bill? 

A.    None,  whatever. 

O.  Can  you  give  us  any  information,  or  point  us  to  any  fact  or 
tangible  piece  of  evidence  that  would  lead  us  to  find  men  who  have  used 
undue  influence  with  members  of  the  House  to  bring  the  defeat  of  the 
bill? 

A.    No,  sir;  I  cannot. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  means  being  used  to  promote  the  bill — 
questionable  means? 

A.    No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

Q.  There  has  been  less  report  on  that  side,  has  there  not,  than 
on  the  other? 

A.  I  have  not  talked  with  anyone  that  has  expressed  an  opinion 
in  that  way. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  in  connection  with  legislation  in  the 
House  of  a  thousand  dollar  bill  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Page,  or  the  two 
five  hundred  dollar  bills  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hickox? 

A.    Don't  know  anything  about  it? 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  any  information  along  that  line  to  lead  us  to 
find  the  purpose  of  those  bills  in  this  Assembly? 

A.    No,  I  have  no  knowledge  whatever  relating  to  that. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  else  you  can  give  this  committee  by  which 
we  can  find  anything  new,  with  reference  the  text-book  bill? 

A.    I  think  not. 

Q.  We  want  to  go  to  the  bottom  and  find  if  there  has  been  boodle 
used.  You  being  interested  in  the  bill  and  having  concern  in  its  pas- 
sage, for  the  welfare  of  the  people,  we  thought,  possibly,  you  might  have 
something  that  would  lead  us  to  the  discovery  of  wrong,  if  wrong  has 
been  practiced. 

A.  Let  me  make  this  statement:  I  was  interested  in  seeing  the 
bill  passed,  believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  of  the  State 
demand  a  change  in  text-books,  and  I  did  observe  as  closely  as  I  could, 
the  conduct  of  men  who  were  suspicious  as  trying  to  influence  others  and 
of  being  influenced  in  this  matter,  and  I  am  unable  to  point  to  anything 
that  would  lead  to  any  positive  undue  influences  being  used. 
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Henry  Vosholl : 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  are  on  the  Text-Book  Committee,  are  you? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

O.    I  will  ask  you  if  you  know  who  prepared  that  text-book  bill  ? 

A.  The  first  time  that  we  met,  I  think  it  was  an  informal  meeting, 
just  two  or  three  of  us,  and  Mr.  Carrington  had  a  bill  that  was  pre- 
pared, and  we  went  over  that;  I  think  he  said  he  had  prepared  it  a 
month  or  two  before,  and  we  took  that  up  as  a  basis  from  which  we 
worked.  We  went  over  it  rather  informally,  section  by  section.  I  think 
Mr.  Carrington  and  I  worked  it  over,  a  large  part  of  it,  and  Mr.  David- 
son was  there  I  think  once  or  twice  at  these  informal  meetings. 

O.  Now,  from  the  best  of  your  knowledge,  that  bill  was  not  pre- 
pared by  any  book  company? 

A.  Not  so  far  as  I  know,  there  was  nothing  of  that  kind.  Of 
course  I  took  it  for  granted  that  it  was  the  proper  thing  for  the  State 
Superintendent  to  have  something  ready. 

O.  Do  you  know  of  any  improper  influence  of  corruption,  boodle 
or  lobby  influence  manifested  in  the  conduct  of  members  of  this  Assembly, 
either  in  favor  or  against  this  bill  at  any  stage  either  in  the  committee  or 
otherwise  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  have  not  heard  nor  seen  anything  that  I  could  say 
seemed  to  me  improper. 

Q.    There  was  quite  a  good  deal  of  wrangling  in  the  committee? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Ybu  had  no  reason  for  thinking,  but  what  opinions  were  hon- 
estly formed? 

A.    Yes,  sir;  that  was  what  I  felt. 

O.    Now,  in  the  House,  you  observed  the  fight  made  at  various 
times,  did  you  not? 
A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    You  were  rather  inclined  to  be  favorable  to  the  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  of  course,  I  contributed  to  the  drafting,  and  worked 
from  this  point  of  view  that  uniformity  was  a  good  thing  and  knew 
that  a  new  bill  would  be  doubtless  necessary. 

Q.  Now,  is  it  your  judgment  that  there  was  about  as  much  work 
done  on  one  side  as  the  other,  or  what  is  your  judgment?  Do  you 
know  of  men  opposed  to  the  bill  that  voted  for  the  bill  on  account  of 
influence? 

A.  Yes,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  it  seems  to  me  there  was  much 
earnestness  shown  on  both  sides. 
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O.  Is  it  your  judgment  that  there  were  men  that  had  no  decided 
views  that  were  influenced  to  vote  and  did  vote  for  the  bill? 

A.    There  might  have  been,  I  could  not  say. 

O.    And  possibly  the  other  side  the  same  way? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  there  being  such  earnest  work  done  on  both  the  side 
antagonizing  and  in  support  of  the  bill. 

0.  And  you  have  no  reason  to  think  there  was  any  more  honesty 
of  purpose  on  one  side  than  the  other? 

A.    That  was  my  feeling. 

O.    And  you  know  of  nothing  improper  or  corrupt  on  either  side? 

A.  Not  a  thing,  and  I  feel  there  was  equal  earnestness  and  zeal 
on  both  sides.  It  seemed  to  be  the  case  in  the  committee  and  with 
members. 

Q.  Would  it  be  your  judgment,  taking  into  consideration  the  change 
of  books  and  that  sort  of  thing,  wouldn't  you  think  there  were  reason- 
able grounds  for  opposition  to  such  a  measure? 

A.  After  the  thing  developed,  I  could  see  there  was  that  objection, 
after  I  saw  the  point  of  view  some  took,  I  could  see  how  they  would 
be  opposed  to  the  measure.  The  opposition,  I  think,  grew  out  of  this 
fact,  there  was  a  feeling  that  many  books  would  be  changed,  and  the 
whole  State  is  opposed  to  that,  and  out  of  that  grew  a  very  strong  oppo- 
sition. There  was  some  opposition  to  the  idea  of  uniformity  in  the 
first  place.    There  was  opposition  to  a  new  board  being  appointed. 

Q.    You  know  of  no  information  you  can  give  this  committee? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.    Don't  know  where  we  could  get  more  information? 
A.    No,  sir;  I  don't. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  one  fact  that  has  occurred  that  would  justify 
the  charge  the  Speaker  made,  that  the  bill  had  been  defeated  by  corrupt 
measures? 

A.    None  at  all. 

Chas.  S.  Shepherd : 

O.    Are  you  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county? 

A.    None;  1st  district,  St.  Joseph. 

Q.     Do  you  know  of  an}'  corrupt  methods  used  by  anyone  in  the 
passage  or  defeat  of  House  bill  469? 
A.    Xo,  sir. 

O.  I  lave  you  heard  of  any  money  being  spent,  either  directly  or 
indirectly  to  pass  that  bill? 
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A.  Not  a  cent.  The  only  story  I  have  heard  is  the  ten  dollar 
story  in  the  papers. 

Q.    You  don't  know  of  anything  else? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.  You  havn't  seen  anything  in  reference  to  that  bill  that  would 
excite  your  curiosity? 

A.  It  did  look  a  little  suspicious  that  the  Governor  wanted  to 
get  it  through  so  bad. 

O.    What  do  you  mean? 

A.  The  influence  brought  to  bear  on  you  fellows,  political  influence, 
and  I  think  that's  as  bad  as  money. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  of  them  say  they  were  voting  for  the  bill 
because  Whitecotton  did  not  suit  them? 

A.  Some  were  fighting  the  Governor,  and  some  Whitecotton.  No, 
I  don't  know  a  thing  one  way  or  the  other.  I  don't  believe  there  was 
any  boodle  used  on  that  book  business. 

Q.    Do  you  think  there  was  any  boodle  used  on  anything  else? 

A.  Well,  I  am  satisfied  St.  Louis  men  don't  come  here  and  make 
headquarters  unless  there's  something —  Of  course  I  couldn't  swear  to 
it  or  prove  it. 

•   Q.    That's  just  your  opinion.    Don't  you  know  of  anything  in  ref- 
erence to  this  bill? 
A.    Not  a  word. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  origin  or  purpose  of  that  Page 
$1,000  bill,  or  the  two  $500  Hickox  bills? 

A.    No,  I  never  saw  those  fellows  have  any  money. 

Q.    You  heard  of  the  charge  made  that  they  had  these  bills? 

A.  Yes.  The  only  thing  I  have  heard  was  he  wras  a  good  poker 
player. 

Q.    Did  you  hear  that  before? 

A.    Yes,  I  knew  that  before  this  matter  came  up. 

O.  Is  there  anything  you  can  give  this  committee  that  might  lead 
to  the  discovery  of  boodle  or  corrupt  means  or  methods  to  defeat  or 
promote  bills? 

A.    No,  I  could  not  tell  a  thing.    I  wish  I  could. 

Q.  You  have  no  well-grounded  suspicion  that  you  can  give  this 
committee  that  would  lead  us  to  facts  that  boodle  has  been  used? 

A.    All  I  know  is  what  I  see  in  the  papers? 

Q.  Have  you  any  reason  to  believe  those  reports  in  the  papers 
to  be  true  ? 

A.    Which  one? 
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O.  In  the  Chronicle  for  instance — that  $40,000  was  brought  here — 
have  you  any  reason  to  believe  that's  true? 

A.  I  have  read  the  Chronicle.  That  $40,000  was  supposed  to  be 
on  passing  the  bill.  I  heard  that  talked  about,  that  the  money  was  on 
the  side  of  passing  the  bill. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  that 
money  was  used  on  the  side  of  passing  that  bill  ? 

A.    No,  neither  way. 

O.    Have  you  any  well-founded  suspicion  that  boodle  was  used? 

A.  No,  I  could  not  have  a  well-founded  suspicion.  Of  course  from 
all  the  talk  a  man  hears  he  can  make  up  his  mind  pretty  near  what  is  up, 
but  not  a  well-grounded  suspicion. 

Mr.  Kimrey: 

O.    You  are  a  member  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.    What  county? 

A.  Texas. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Kimrey,  have  you  been  in  the  session  most  of  the 
time  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir ;  I  have  not  missed  a  roll  call. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  any  conversation  at  all  or  do  you  know  any- 
thing that  would  lead  you  to  believe  there  has  been  any  unlawful  means 
used  to  corrupt  any  member  of  this  Legislature  in  his  action  for  or 
against  House  bill  469? 

A.  Nothing,  only  what  has  been  stated  publicly  on  the  floor  of 
this  House. 

0.  Did  you  hear  anyone  say  anything  about  some  one  that  there 
was  some  one  out  there  endorsing  checks? 

A.  Well,  I  believe  I  heard  that  spoken  of,  but  can't  tell  where,  I 
don't  remember.    I  have  had  that  impression,  somewhere. 

O.    Do  you  remember  hearing  about  anyone  signing  checks. 

A.  I  have  never  seen  anything  of  the  kind  that  I  have  remem- 
brance of.

Q.  Mr.  Harper,  there  is  some  talk,  eminating  from  that  room,  in 
reference  to  money  passing  in  there  in  reference  to  this  bill,  can  you 
account  for  that? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Can  you  now  recall  whether  you  made  the  remark  that  there  has 
been  money  used,  or  said  that  you  saw  it? 

A.  I  was  just  going  by  what  I  heard  several  say,  that  there  was 
money  used. 

Joe  Shannon : 

O.    Where  do  you  reside? 
A.    Kansas  City. 

O.  Mr.  Shannon,  you  have  been  here  during  a  good  deal  of  the 
session  ? 

A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  anything  that  would  lead  you  to  believe  there 
has  been  any  corrupt  influence  towards  any  members  of  the  House,  either 
in  favor  of  or  against  the  passage  of  House  bill  469? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.  Have  you  not  seen  money  or  any  valuable  thing,  or  promise  of 
reward,  offered  to  any  member  of  the  Legislature,  either  to  vote  for  the 
bill  or  against  it,  or  to  withhold  his  vote? 

A.    No,  sir. 

O.    You  have  not  heard  any  member  say  he  had  been  improperly 
approached,  or  offered  reward  for  his  vote  on  or  against  the  bill? 
A.    No,  sir. 

O.  You  were  interested  in  the  passage  of  the  bill,  or  the  defeat, 
were  you? 

A.    I  don't  know  what  you  mean  by  "interested." 

O.    You  were  here  with  members  from  Kansas  City? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  best  answer  I  can  make  is,  everybody  in  Kansas 
City  was  against  the  bill. 

O.    Can  you  give  an  explanation  of  why  it  was  so? 

A.  Yes,  I  know  why  it  was  so.  The  people  are  more  than  pleased 
with  the  conduct  of  their  members. 

O.  Then  why  was  that  interest  so  manifest  in  Kansas  City  was 
apparently  excluded  from  the  operations  of  the  bill  ? 

A.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  Kansas  City,  the  young  men  of 
Kansas  City,  had  made  a  chain  by  which  the  minority  party  was  to 
serve  the  city. 

Q.  Well,  then,  on  this  text-book  question,  you  don't  know  of  any 
influence  that  has  been  exerted  here  tending  to  corrupt  any  member  in 
the  promotion  or  defeat  of  the  bill? 

A.    No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  think  these  gentlemen  here  were  lobbying  corruptly? 
A.    Well,  to  tell  the  truth,  I  don't  know  who  was  down  here?

O.    Well,  Mr.  Harding,  Mr.  Heisey,  Browning,  Yager. 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  saw  them.  I  didn't  know  that  two  of  those  gentle- 
men were  interested  in  book  legislation  until  after  they  were  over.  I 
found  out  afterwards  Mr.  Harding  was  representing  Ginn  &  Co.  and 
Yager  also,  was  interested. 

Q.  Did  any  member  of  the  House  ever  represent  to  you  that  any 
improper  influence  was  brought  to  bear  on  them  by  those  gentlemen  ? 

A.  I  think  I  am  responsible  for  a  little  talk.  Mr.  Heisey  is  the 
only  book  man  I  know,  and  I  happened  to  meet  him  three  times.  One 
night  at  the  Madison  House  we  talked,  and  the  next  day,  he  was  in 
the  lobby  here.  He  told  me  he  was  interested  in  passing  bill  and  creat- 
ing a  commission  for  text-books,  and  then  I  think  it  was  a  week  ago 
last  Sunday,  and  I  met  him  and  he  said  to  me,  "What  do  you  know  about 
text-books."  I  said  I  didn't  know  but  very  little.  He  said,  "I  am  still 
interested  in  the  fight."  I  said,  "I  think  its  closed" — I  thought  it  was. 
Well,  he  said,  "I  will  tell  you,  you  can  never  tell  about  a  book  fight.  You 
take  the  book  fight  in  this  State  six  years  ago :  One  crowd  left  here,  and 
by  the  time  they  got  to  St.  Louis  they  were  notified  to  come  back,  the 
fight  opened  up  again.  Now,  a  little  work  may  land  it  at  the  end  of  the 
session."  I  didn't  pay  much  attention.  So  he  said,  a  great  help  would 
be  to  get  some  Kansas  City  people  assisting  in  the  matter,  and  said,  now 
there  would  be  a  chance  of  getting  one,  and  named  them,  but  no  chance 
of  getting  others,  and  named  others.  I  think  what  he  meant  was,  he 
could  reason  with  one  and  not  with  the  others. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  articles  in  the  Chronicle  about  $40,000  being 
brought  here  to  secure  the  passage  of  bills? 

A.  Well,  my  attention  was  called  to  that  one  morning.  I  read  the 
head  line. 

Q.    That's  about  all  you  know,  Mr.  Shannon? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  were  coming  down  on  the  train  from  Kansas  City  and 
you  pointed  out  Mr.  Heisey  and  told  some  of  the  boys  he  had  some  money 
to  pass  this  bill  ? 

A.  On  the  train  with  Mr.  Heisey?  Oh,  no;  I  don't  recollect  hav- 
ing been  on  the  train  with  Mr.  Heisey. 

Q.    Did  you  tell  any  of  the  boys  he  had  money  to  pass  such  a  bill? 

A.    I  haven't  such  a  recollection. 

Q.    Nlever  knew  him  till  you  saw  him  here? 

A.  No,  he  was  a  Kansas  City  school  professor  and  left  school  and 
became  a  book  man  and  went  on  the  road  for  a  book  house,  and  I  under- 
stand is  quite  a  clever  man  in  this  business. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  origin  of  this  $1,000  Page 
money,  or  the  Hickox? 

A.    No,  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  particular  interest  Mr.  Phelps  has  taken  in 
the  bill?  " 

A.    Well,  yes;  I  think  Phelps  liked  the  fight. 
Q.    Did  he  have  any  interest? 

A.  I  don't  think  so,  only  so  far  as  it  served  the  interest  he  repre- 
sents. 

Q.    Do  you  think  he  had  any  financial  interest  in  the  book  bill? 
A.    Not  to  my  knowledge. 

O.  Is  it  not  generally  understood  here  that  he  took  quite  an  interest 
in  the  bill? 

A.    He  talked  to  me  about  the  bill  and  talked  against  it. 
Q.    What  reason  had  Mr.  Flanigan  here? 
A.    None,  except  the  same  reason  as  Phelps. 

Q.  Now,  can  you  give  us  any  information  leading  us  to  the  dis- 
covery of  boodle  or  corruption,  the  use  of  means  or  money  in  this  book 
bill? 

A.  I  have  no  way  of  knowing.  Any  conversation  I  have  heard  in 
the  matter,  I  have  almost  forgotten. 
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I,  Joe  Tall,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  42nd  General  -Assembly  and  Slate 
of  Missouri,  hereby  certify  that  there  was  introduced  into  and  passed 
by  the  House  the  following  resolution  on  Jan.  27,  1903:

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  is  hereby  instructed  to  have  two  thousand 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  State  Auditing  Committee  printed  for  the  use  of  members.

REPORT. 


To  the  42nd  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri: 

Gentlemen:  We,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Governor  un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  Section  10423,  R.  S.,  1899,  to  settle  with  the  Au  - 
ditor and  Treasurer  and  inquire  into  all  the  official  acts  of  each  of 
them  and  into  all  matters  whatsoever  touching  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  public  money;  also  into  the  condition  and  affairs  of  all 
State  officers,  the  Governor  excepted,  and  inquire  into  the  validity  of 
the  official  bonds  as  well  as  into  the  solvency  of  the  sureties  thereon 
given  by  the  various  State  officers,  met  in  the  office  of  the  Governor 
cn  the  20th  day  of  November,  1902,  and  after  taking  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  law  organized  by  the  election  of  E.  B.  Fields  as  chairman 
and  H.  B.  Trimble  as  clerk. 

We  immediately  proceeded  to  discharge  of  our  duties  as  required 
by  law.  We  first  examined.,  in  detail,  every  voucher  in  the  Auditor's 
office  and  tested  the  extensions  and  additions  of  each  account  We 
corrected  all  errors  noted  in  the  accounts  and  in  the  items  thereof. 
We  also  checked  each  item  upon  the  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's  books 
and  inspected  all  warrants  and  examined  to  ascertain  whether  each 
account  had  been  accurately  kept.  We  also  examined  in  a  similar 
manner  the  condition  and  affairs  of  all  other  State  offices,  the  Gov- 
ernor excepted. 

STATE  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

The  State  Auditor  is  the  book-keeping  officer  of  the  State.  In 
his  office  may  be  found  a  record  of  all  receipts  of  money  into  the  State 
treasury  from  whatsoever  source  paid;  also  a  record  of  all  the  ex- 
penditures and  disbursements  of  public  moneys.  When  money  is  paid 
into  the  State  treasury,  the  Treasurer  or  person  paying  the  same  takes 
a  receipt  from  the  State  Treasurer  in  duplicate,  and  in  some  instance 
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in  triplicate,  showing  the  amount  of  money  paid,  from  what  source 
derived  and  to  what  fund  it  belongs.  One  of  these  receipts  he  files 
with  the  State  Auditor  who  immediately  charges  the  State  Treasurer 
with  the  amount  and  also  credits  the  proper  fund  in  his  office  with 
the  amount.  In  this  way  a  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received  by 
the  State  Treasurer  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor.  All 
claims  against  the  State  are  presented  to  the  State  Auditor  for  allow- 
ance. Upon  examination,  if  he  finds  that  they  are  proper  charges 
against  the  State  and  that  there  is  money  in  the  proper  fund  to  pay 
the  same,  he  audits  and  allows  all  claims  and  issues  his  warrant  in 
favor  of  the  claimant,  which  warrant  is  taken  to  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  who  pays'  the  same.  The  vouchers  for  all  claims  against 
the  State  which  are  allowed  by  the  State  Auditor  are  filed  away  by 
him  in  his  office  and  carefully  preserved  in  steel  filing  cases.  They 
are.  numbered  consecutively  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented 
and  allowed,  with  the  amount  allowed  endorsed  thereon.  We  ex- 
amined each  voucher  in  the  Auditor's  office  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  December  31st,  1902.  We  made  the  extensions  and  additions 
of  each  account.  We  noted  a  few  errors  in  additions  and  extensions 
which  we  corrected.  We  also  disallowed  some  items  as  being  im- 
proper charges  against  the  State  which  had  been  allowed  and  paid 
by  the  State  Auditor.  In  the  additions  and  extensions  we  found  some 
errors  had  been  made  against  the  State.  In  all  these  instances  we 
notified  the  State  Auditor  and  he  proceeded  to  recollect  and  turn  into 
the  State  treasury  all  money  which,  in  our  opinion,  had  been  improp- 
erly paid,  or  had  been  erroneously  paid  by  reasons  of  errors  in  the 
additions. 

The  books  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor  are  plainly  kept  and 
easily  understood,  yet  they  are  kept  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it 
wholly  impossible  to  defraud  the  State  without  detection.  Consider- 
ing the  volume  of  business  which  passes  through  the  Auditor's  of- 
fice every  two  years  it  is  surprising  to  us  that  more  mistakes  do  not 
occur  than  we  were  able  to  discover.  We  find  in  some  instances  that 
the  State  Auditor  has  disallowed  entire  claims  saving  in  the  two  years 
by  his  vigilance  to  the  State  many  hundre.ds  of  dollars,  while  we  noted 
comparatively  few  claims,  when  considered  in  connection  with  the 
number  of  claims  presented  to  him,  which  were  erroneously  allowed 
against  the  State. 
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We  find  from  the  Auditor's  records  that  there  was  a  balance  on 
hand  in  the  State  treasury  on  January  Tst,  1 901,  $1,078,931.53,  dis- 
tributed to  the  various  funds  as  follows:

It  will  be  observed  that  some  of  these  certificates  will  mature 
before  another  Legislature  convenes.  In  view  of  the  adoption  by 
the  people  at  the  last  general  election  of  wdiat  was  generally  known 
as  the  Seventh  Constitutional  Amendment  it  will  be  necessary  that 
the  Legislature  pass  some  act  authorizing  the  re-issuing  of  these  cer- 
tificates upon  such  terms  and  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  wirsc. 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE'S  OFFICE. 

The  department  of  State  is  also  one  of  the  important  departments 
of  the  State  government.  This  office  issues  all  the  certificates  of  in- 
corporation, notaries'  commissions  and  has  under  its  supervision  the 
inspection  of  all  State  banks  in  the  State;  also  the  records  of  what  was 
former] v  known  as  the  Department  of  Register  of  Lands.  A  great 
amount  of  business  is  transacted  by  this  department  and  the  volume 
is  rapidly  increasing. 

The-  fees  received  by  this  department  for  the  last  biennial  period 
amounted  to  $3^5,47,^.06,  derived  from  the  following  sources :

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We  find  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennial  period  commencing 
January  I,  1901,  there  were  in  the  State  532  incorporated  banks,  88 
private  banks,  10  trust  companies  and  2  savings  banks,  making  a 
total  of  632.  That  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31st,  1902, 
there  were  in  this  State  587  incorporated  banks,  91  private  banks,  19 
trust  companies  and  one  savings  bank,  making  a  total  of  698  or  a  net 
gain  during  the  two  years  of  66. 

All  the  fees  of  this  department  are  turned  into  the  State  treasury, 
and  the  expenses  and  salaries  of  the  various  officers  and  employes 
are  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  State 
Auditor. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  above  enumerated  the  Secretary  of  State 
is  the  custodian  of  the  official  bonds  of  all  the  State  officers,  except- 
ing his  own,  which  is  filed  with  the  State  Auditor.  We  have  exam- 
ined these  bonds  and  find  the  State  is  amply  secured  against  loss  by 
reason  of  any  of  the  official  acts  of  the  various  State  officers  and  in 
our  opinion  the  bonds  are  solvent.  He  is  the  custodian  of  the  State 
printing  and  keeps  accurate  accounts  of  the  same  as  it  is  used,  and 
also  of  the  stationery  used  by  the  various  departments. 

RAILROAD  AND  WAREHOUSE  COMMISSIONERS'  DEPART- 
MENT. 

In  the  examination  of  this  department  we  find  that  no  fees  are 
collected  by  it,  hence  no  handling  of  funds  is  to  be  accounted  for,  ex- 
cept in  the  grain  inspection  department,  which  is  under  the  supervis- 
ion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sioners. Many  intricate  questions  of  exceedingly  fine  distinction  arise 
in  this  department  between  complainants  and  the  defendant  railroad 
companies,  necessitating  much  and  extended  research  in  consulting 
authorities,  etc.,  made  necessary  because  the  conclusions  of  the  board 
frequently  become  the  basis  of  legal  proceedings  instituted  by  the 
Attorney-General  or  some  prosecuting  attorney  at  the  relation  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners. 

By  reference  to  copies  of  proceedings  in  the  office  we  note  a 
persistent  and  untiring  effort  on  the  part  of  the  commission  in  its  en- 
deavor to  adjust  freight  rates  and  equitably  adjudicate  complaints. 

For  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  transactions  of  this  depart- 
ment you  are  referred  to  its  report  recently  filed  with  the  Governor 
for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1902. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  especially  commend  the  commission 
for  its  most  splendid  management  of  and  most  excellent  showing 
made  in  the  grain  inspection  department.    It  is  a  remarkable  fact,  and 
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one  upon  which  the  people  of  Missouri  are  to  be  congratulated,  that 
not  a  single  complaint  made  against  the  department  has  been  sus- 
tained and  Missouri  grades  are  accepted  in  the  markets  of  the  world 
as  standard.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  for  the  first  time  since 
the  creation  of  the  department  the  commission  recommends  to  the 
Governor  in  its  report  that  it  be  authorized  to  pay  into  the  State  treas- 
ury, for  credit  to  the  State  Revenue  fund,  over  and  above  all  expenses, 
the  amount  of  $10,000.00. 

We  find  that  during  the  year  of  1901  at  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Joseph,  the  number  of  bushels  of  all  kinds  of  grain  inspected 
was  57,890,030,  and  during  the  year  1902  the  number  of  bushels  of  all 
kinds  of  grain  inspected  was  111,621,717 — showing  an  increase  for  the 
year  1902  over  the  year  1901  of  53,841,657  bushels  and  a  total  for  the 
two  years  of  169,621,717  bushels.

In  view  of  the  balance  on  hand  as  noted  above  we  recommend  that 
the  Legislature  pass  an  act  authorizing  the  Board  of  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commissioners  to  turn  into  the  State  treasury,  for  the  use 
<>\  the  Revenue  fund  of  the  State,  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  of  the  surplus 
money  now  in  the  hands  of  the  grain  inspection  department. 

INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  committee  investigated  carefully  and  in  detail  the  records  in  the 
department  of  insurance.  This  is  an  important  department  of  the  State 
government  and  is  annually  growing  in  importance  as  the  business  of  the 
State  develops,  thereby  calling  for  more  insurance  and  consequently  more 
insurance  companies.  We  find  that  the  department  collected  in  fees  for 
the  granting  of  agents'  licenses,  etc.,  in  the  years  1901  and  1902,  the  sum 
of  $83,026.64.  This  department  is  also  required  to  levy  and  extend  a  tax 
(  f  2  per  cent,  on  the  gross  premiums  upon  business  done  in  this  State  of 
all  the  companies  not  organized  under  the  laws  thereof.    We  find  that 
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(luring  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31st,  T902,  the  taxes  levied 
and  collected  upon  the  gross  premium  of  such  companies  doing  business 
in  this  State  amounted  to  $624,552.90,  making  the  total  receipts  in  the  In 
surance  Department  from  all  sources  for  the  years  190 1  and  1902  in  the 
sum  of  $707,579.54.  This  amount  is  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  dupli- 
cate receipts  taken  therefor,  one  of  which  is  filed  with  the  State  Auditor 
and  the  State  Treasurer  charged  with  the  amount  on  the  books  of  the 
Auditor.  The  expenses  of  this  department  are  paid  upon  vouchers  pre- 
sented to  the  State  Auditor  and  allowed  by  him,  for  which  he  issues  his 
warrant  the  same  as  in  cases  of  other  State  officers.  The  committee  finds 
that  there  is  now  in  the  county  foreign  insurance  tax  fund  a  balance  of 
$312,747.54,  which  sum  can  only  be  paid  to  the  counties  when  authorized 
by  an  act  of  the  legislature. 

The  2  per  cent,  tax  levied  upon  the  gross  premiums  of  companies  not 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State  on  business  done  within  this  State 
is  divided  one-half  to  the  Revenue  fund  of  the  State,  and  the  other  one- 
half  to  the  counties  of  the  State.  We  find  that  for  the  year  1902  there 
was  paid  out  of  this  tax  to  the  State  Revenue  fund  $312,276.83,  and  to 
the  county  foreign  insurance  tax  fund  $312,276.07. 


PENITENTIARY. 

The  committee  examined  in  detail  all  the  books  and  vouchers  in  the 
office  of  the  Missouri  State  Penitentiary.  We  find  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31st,  1902,  were  as 
follows :

Which  last  balance  shows  that  the  receipts  of  the  penitentiary  for  the 
last  biennial  period  exceeded  the  expenditures  by  the  sum  of  $1,543  90, 
thus  showing  that  for  the  last  two  years  it  has  been  self  sustaining. 

The  foregoing  does  not  contain  some  items  earned  in  December,  1902, 
not  yet  paid  in. 

The  committee  desires  to  commend  the  present  warden  of  the  peni- 
tentiary for  his  humane  treatment  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  and 
for  his  wise  and  business  like  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  prison. 
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BUREAU  OF  BUILDING  AND  LOAN  SUPERVISION. 

The  committee  examined  into  the  affairs  of  the  Building  and  Loan 
Supervisor,  and  we  find  that  he  is  exercising  great  care  in  attempting'  to 
weed  out  the  unsafe  building  and  loan  associations  of  the  State.  He  is 
exercising  great  supervision  over  all  of  these  associations  now  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  State. 

The  receipts  of  this  office  for  the  year  1901  were  $3,961.74,  and  for 
1902,  $3,365.79,  making  a  total  for  the  biennial  period  of  $7,327.53. 

CLERK  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 

The  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  his  assistants  is 
paid  from  the  fees  received  for  services  performed  in  filing  cases,  making 
copies  of  opinions  and  other  papers  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  etc.  Undei 
the  law  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  after  deducting  his  salary  and  the 
pay  of  all  his  assistants,  the  number  of  which  and  their  salaries  being- 
fixed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  is  required  to  turn  into  the  State 
treasury  the  surplus,  if  any  there  be.  We  find  from  the  examination  of 
his  office  that  there  were  fees  earned  for  the  biennial  period  ending  De- 
cember 31st,  1902,  in  excess  of  the  salaries  of  the  clerk  and  his  assistants 
amounting  to  $166.42,  all  of  which  has  been  turned  into  the  State  treasury. 
However,  as  the  clerk  makes  his  settlement  quarterly  and  the.  quarter  end- 
ing on  the  1st  of  January,  1903,  $106.40  of  the  above  amount  was  paid 
into  the  State  treasury  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1903,  and  will  show 
in  the  next  biennial  report  of  that  official  what  was  earned  during  the 
present  biennial  period. 

i 

EXCUSE  COMMISSIONER. 

The  office  of  Excise  Commissioner  applies  to  the  City  of  St.  Louis 
only.  Under  the  terms  of  the  law  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  required 
to  receive  and  file  all  applications  for  saloon  licenses,  and.  when  in  his 
judgment  it  is  proper  and  all  laws  have  been  complied  with,  to  issue  saloon 
licenses.  After  the  filing  of  the  applications  and  granting  of  the  licenses 
he  is  entitled  to  collect  fees  under  the  law.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  these  fees 
is  paid  into  the  State  treasury  and  forty  per  cent,  is  retained  by  the  Excise 
Commissioner  as  his  salary  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  his  office,  including 
c  lerical  hire. 

The  committee  examined  into  the  affairs  of  .the  Excise  Commissioner, 

and  they  find  no  records  in  the  office  <>f  anv  business  transacted  for  this 

Biennial  period  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  incumbent  oi  the 
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office,  which  was  some  time  in  February,  1901.  However,  from  tlie  Au- 
ditor's books  we  find  that  the  predecessor  of  the  present  incumbent  turned 
into  the  State  treasury  during  the  months  of  January  and  February,  190 1, 
the  sum  of  $12,310.20.  With  the  incoming  of  the  present  incumbent  the 
committee  found  a  set  of  books,  showing  in  detail  all  the  transactions  of 
the  office.  We  find  that  during  the  year  1901,  as  shown  by  his  books  and 
by  the  books  of  the  State  Auditor  he  turned  into  the  State  treasury  $13,- 
451.40,  and  in  1902,  $25,516.60,  making  a  total  for  the  biennial  period  re- 
ceived by  the  State  from  the  fees  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  of  $51,- 
278.20,  which  amount  includes  the  above  sum  of  $12,310.20. 

FACTORY  INSPECTOR. 

The  committee  examined  into  the  affairs  of  the  Factory  Inspector. 
This  is  a  new  office  created  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1901.  The  ex- 
penses of  the  office  must  be  met  by  the  fees  collected  for  inspection  under 
the  law.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  office  is  inadequately  pro- 
vided with  office  force  to  properly  carry  on  the  business  of  the  office. 

During  the  period  of  the  existence  of  this  office  we  find  that  it  has 
collected  in  fees  $12,521.00.  During  the  same  period  they  have  disbursed 
as  expenses  $12,173.15,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  December  31st, 
1902,  of  $347-85- 

SPECIAL  LICENSE  COMMISSIONER. 

By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1901,  there  was  created  in  this 
State  the  office  of  Special  License  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it  was  to 
superintend  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  special  license  stamps  provided  by 
said  act  for  use  in  stamping  distilled  liquors,  etc. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  Governor  appointed  a  Special 
License  Commissioner  who  proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
we  find  upon  an  examination  of  his  office  that  there  were :

We  find  that  during  the  period  the  law  was  enforced  the  Special 
License  Commissioner  drew  from  the  treasury  department  special  tax 
stamps  in  the  sum  of  $21,592.50,  of  which  $17,408.46  were  disbursed, 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $4,184.04,  which  stamps  we  suggest  the 
General  Assembly  authorize  this  committee  to  destroy. 

On  February  19,  1902,  Judge  Graves  of  the  Bates  County  Circuit 
Court  rendered  an  opinion  holding  the  law  unconstitutional,  which  opinion 
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was  afterwards  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
since  which  time  the  law  has  been  inoperative  and  the  affairs  of  the  Com- 
missioner closed  up.  We  recommend  that  all  his  books,  papers  and  letter 
files  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor. 

BEER  INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  committee  examined  into  the  books  and  records  of  the  Beer  In- 
spection Department.  We  find  that  since  the  enactment  of  the  compromise 
act  of  April  15,  1901,  the  Beer  Inspector  has  collected  and  turned  into  the 
State  treasury  up  to  December  31,  1902,  the  sum  of  $589,952.30,  for  which 
he  has  Treasurer's  receipts  and  which  sum  we  find  charged  against  the 
State  Treasurer  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor  and  also  find  charged 
against  the  Treasurer  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer.  However,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  settlements  are  made  on  the  1st  of  each  month  $20,- 
680.35  was  not  Paid  into  the  State  treasury  until  after  January  1,  1903, 
and  hence  will  not  appear  in  the  biennial  report  of  the  State  Treasurer 
for  the  last  biennial  period. 

EDUCATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  legal  business  in  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Schools  consists  mainly  in  the  enforcement  and  interpretation  of  the 
school  law  through  correspondence  with  county  and  district  officials. 
His  implied  duties  are  many  and  consist,  for  the  most  part,  in  corre- 
spondence with  teachers  concerning  courses  of  study,  examinations,  and 
ways  and  means  of  improving  themselves  and  their  schools.  Through  a 
printed  course  of  study  and  a  uniform  system  of  examining  and  gradu- 
ating pupils  the  State  Superintendent  has  put  himself  in  touch  with  the 
school  boards  and  teachers  of  every  district  in  the  State.  This  has  in- 
creased the  volume  of  correspondence  and  work  of  the  office  greatly. 
The  establishment  of  summer  schools  has  stimulated  teachers  to  better 
preparation  and  as  a  result  the  number  of  teachers  taking  state  examina- 
tions has  increased.  Examinations  are  held  in  different  parts  of  the 
State  three  times  each  year.  During  the  years  1901  and  1902,  thirty-three 
public  examinations  of  two  days  each  were  held  and  about  fifteen  hun- 
dred different  teachers  have  been  examined.  The  Superintendent  has 
issued  in  two  years  three  hundred  and  eleven  limited  (five  year)  certifi- 
cates and  one  hundred  and  forty  unlimited  (life)  certificates.  He  han- 
dles no  money,  but  keeps  the  records  of  the  apportionment  of  school 
moneys  and  the  accounts  of  expenditures  of  his  incidental  funds  in 
good  form. 

The  Superintendent  spends  about  half  of  his  time  in  inspecting 
schools,  counseling  with  teachers  and  school  officers,  and  delivering  ad- 
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dresses  to  the  people  on  school  questions.  Being  a  member  of  the 
Boards  of  Regents  of  the  State  Educational  Institutions  and  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  he  gives  much  of  his  time  and  attention  to 
these  institutions. 


FUND  COMMISSIONERS. 

Under  the  law  of  this  State  the  Governor,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Attorney-General  constitute  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  payment  and  retirement  of  the  public  debt, 
and  to  pay  the  interest  thereon  when  same  becomes  due. 

The  committee  finds  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennial  period  which 
ended  December  31,  1902,  there  were  outstanding  $1,887,000.00  of  the 
bonds  of  this  State  exclusive  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness ;  that 
during  the  same  period  the  receipts  and  disbursements  were  as  follows :

The  committee  examined  the  scrap  books  kept  by  the  Fund  Commis- 
sioners and  find  all  the  bonds  retired  for  this  period  pasted  therein, 
marked  canceled,  together  with  all  the  coupons  belonging  to  said  bonds 
which  were  unpaid  or  which  had  heretofore  been  paid.  It  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  as  coupons  to  the  bonds  were  re- 
deemed, to  paste  all  the  redeemed  coupons,  of  any  one  bond,  upon  one 
page  of  the  scrap  book,  and  when  the  pricipal  bond  was  finally  retired 
to  also  paste  it  on  the  same  page  with  all  redeemed  coupons.  If  a  bond 
was  retired  before  maturity,  there  would  be  some  coupons  which  were 
not  due  at  the  time  of  its  redemption.  These  have  also  been  pasted  in 
the  scrap  books  with  the  principal  bonds,  being  undetached  therefrom. 
In  this  way  we  ascertained  that  all  the  bonds  which  were  redeemed  dur- 
ing the  biennial  period  mentioned,  together  with  all  the  coupons  re- 
deemed and  those  which  were  not  due  at  the  time  of  redemption  of  the 
bond  are  all  accounted  for. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  on  December  31,  1902,  was 
$487,000.00.    This  does  not  include  the  certificates  of  indebtedness. 
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CONCLUSION. 

We  find  that  all  the  State  offices  are  carefully  and  honestly  admin- 
istered according  to  law,  and  all  the  heads  of  all  the  departments  as  well 
as  all  the  employes  in  each  and  every  office  in  the  State  have  been  uni- 
formly courteous  and  obliging  to  the  committee  and  have  rendered  them 
every  assistance  in  their  power,  for  which  the  commitee  now  desires  to 
return  thanks.

NOTE. 


In  this  report,  where  we  have  to  deal  with  all  the  State  institutions, 
we  must  of  necessity  be  brief.  We,  therefore,  desire  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  each  one  of  the  institutions  herein  referred  to  is  required 
by  law  to  file  a  separate  report  with  the  Legislature  every  two  years. 
This  has  been  done  this  year,  and  we  respectfully  call  the  attention  of 
the  members  of  both  the  House  and  Senate  to  these  separate  reports  for 
further  detailed  facts  and  information  concerning  the  various  institu- 
tions. 


REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  COMMITTEE 

Appointed  by  Governor  A.  M.Dockery  to  Visit  and  Examine 
the  State  Institutions  of  Missouri,  not  Located  at 
the  Permanent  Seat  of  Government. 


To  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Forty-second  General  Assembly  of  Missouri : 

In  compliance  with  section  8398  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1899, 
His  Excellency,  Governor  A.  M.  Dockery,  appointed  the  following  leg- 
islative committee  to  visit  and  examine  the  various  State  institutions 
located  elsewhere  than  at  Jefferson  City,  namely:  H.  Clay  Heather, 
State  Senator  from  the  13th  district;  George  J.  Stampfli  and  A.  E.  L. 
Gardner,  Representatives-elect  from  Cole  and  St.  Louis  counties,  respec- 
tively. The  committee  met  in  Jefferson  City  on  Nov.  20th,  1902,  and 
duly  organized  by  electing  H.  Clay  Heather  Chairman  and  O.  M.  Bar- 
nett  of  Pettis  county  secretary.  Immediately  after  organization  the 
work  was  begun,  and  all  the  State  institutions  were  visited  before  the 
Legislature  convened,  but  the  report  has  been  prepared  and  written  since. 

The  following  institutions  were  visited : 

University  of  Missouri  at  Columbia; 

School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  Rolla; 

Normal  School  No.  1  at  Kirksville; 

Normal  School  No.  2  at  Warrensburg; 

Normal  School  No.  3  at  Cape  Girardeau; 

School  for  the  Blind  at  St.  Louis ; 

School  for  the  Deaf  at  Fulton; 

Confederate  Home  at  Higginsville ; 

Federal  Soldiers'  Home  at  St.  James ; 

Lunatic  Asylum  No.  1  at  Fulton ; 

Lunatic  Asylum  No.  2  at  St.  Joseph  ; 

Lunatic  Asylum  No.  3  at  Nevada;  ! 
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Lunatic  Asylum  No.  4  at  Farmington ; 
Lunatic  Asylum  at  St.  Louis; 

Colony  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic  at  Marshall; 
Reform  School  for  Boys  at  Boonville; 
Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Chillicothe ; 

Fruit  Experiment  Station  at  Mountain  Grove,  and  State  Fair  at 
Sedalia. 

This  work  is  done  under  an  old  law  passed  years  ago,  when  there 
were  only  about  one-half  as  many  State  institutions  and  they  only  one- 
half  as  large  as  they  are  today. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  the  visit  and  prepare  the  report  by  the  time 
the  Legislature  convenes.  From  fifteen  to  thirty  days  more  time  should 
be  given  for  this  work. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  every  Missourian  to  know  that, 
while  we  have  spent  much  less  money  on  our  State  institutions  than 
many  of  our  sister  states,  our  educational  and  eleemosynary  institutions 
are  in  the  main,  in  good  shape,  well  and  economically  managed. 

The  State  University  has  made  wonderful  strides  in  the  past  ten 
years,  the  School  of  Mines  is  one  the  very  best  in  the  Union  and  our 
normal  schools  have  grown  to  the  position  where  they  are  recognized 
as  a  fixed  and  necessary  part  of  our  educational  system.  Cape  Girar- 
deau must  have  a  new  main  building,  and  Warrensburg  is  crowded  and 
needs  more  room,  but  when  the  State  supplies  these  needs,  we  can  boast 
of  a  normal  school  system  second  to  none. 

While  our  insane  asylums  are  crowded,  they  are  all  well  managed 
and  the  patients  humanely  treated  and  well  cared  for.  When  the  two 
new  institutions,  at  Farmington  and  Marshall,  are  completed,  with  the 
additions  asked  for  at  other  places,  our  insane  will  have  as  good  and  com- 
fortable quarters  as  those  of  any  state  in  the  Union. 

Additional  buildings  and  other  things  are  needed  at  many  places, 
and  we  trust  the  Legislature  will  be  as  liberal  with  the  various  insti- 
tutions as  the  finances  of  the  Slate  will  permit. 

Nothing  adds  more  to  the  glory  of  a  state  or  speaks  more  eloquently 
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of  the  patriotism  of  its  people  than  splendid  educational  and  eleemosy- 
nary institutions. 

In  a  government  like  ours,  where  every  man  (and  woman)  has  a 
voice  in  making  the  laws  and  shaping  its  policies,  education  is  absolutely 
necessary.  A  republic  cannot  exist,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  unless 
its  citizenship  is  intelligent  enough  to  properly  understand  and  settle  all 
public  questions.  1  1 

Missouri  is  the  greatest  State  of  the  Central  West,  and  destined  to 
be  greater.  Then  why  not  build  up  here  an  educational  system  worthy 
of  our  splendid  citizenship? 

Next  in  importance  are  our  eleemosynary  institutions.  The  old 
and  infirm,  the  insane,  the  deaf,  the  blind  and  other  unfortunates  unable 
to  care  for  themselves,  are  a  charge  upon  the  State  and  must  be  looked 
after  and  cared  for  by  their  more  fortunate  brothers.  Do  not  let  it  be 
said  that  any  state  in  the  Union  has  done  more  for  this  unfortunate  class 
of  its  citizenship  than  "Grand  Old  Missouri." 

We  desire  to  compliment  Governor  Dockery  on  the  selection  of  the 
various  boards  who  have  in  charge  the  management  of  the  different 
institutions.  While  they  receive  'but  little  compensation  for  their  time 
and  labors,  we  found  these  boards  composed  of  men  interested  in  their 
work,  and  doing  all  in  their  power  to  aid  and  promote  the  usefulness 
of  the  institution  with  which  they  were  connected.  Too  much  impor- 
tance cannot  be  attached  to  the  selection  of  these  boards  and  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  them  when  they  do  their  full  duty. 

The  eyes  of  the  entire  civilized  world  are  now  upon  Missouri. 

During  the  coming  year  we  will  have  as  our  guests  and  as  our 
critics  people  from  all  the  state  and  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  It, 
therefore,  behooves  us  to  put  all  our  State  institutions  in  the  best  pos- 
sible condition,  that  they  may  be  worthy  of  the  greatest  State  of  the 
greatest  nation  on  earth.  ,

Our  imperial  commonwealth  enjoys  an  enviable  and  much  desired 
position  in  the  long  list  of  magnificienl  slates  composing  our  Union. 
She  is  justly  entitled  to  her  place,  obtained  by  a  progressive,  cultured 
and  intelligent  citizenship.  In  the  world  of  commerce,  education  or  fi- 
nance you  will  find  the  Missourian  a  leader.  This  standard  of  excellence 
on  the  part  of  the  individual  has  made  the  State  great. 

Tf  you  would  make  perfect  the  whole,  first  make  perfect  its  parts. 
With  the  State  this  is  accomplished  by  educating  the  individual,  and  act- 
ing on  this  theory  onr  State  has  established  an  educational  system  equal- 
ed by  few.    The  district,  grammar,  high  and  normal  schools  each  in 
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turn  from  necessary  parts  of  this  splendid  system;  now  go  with  us  to 
Columbia,  the  "Athens  of  Missouri,"  and  find  there  the  climax,  the  cap- 
stone of  the  whole  system,  the  State  University.  Enrolled  as  members 
of  the  institution  you  will  find  the  very  best  young  men  and  women  in 
our  State  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  finishing  touch  to  what  would 
ordinarily  be  termed  a  good  education. 

For  the  history  of  the  "Varsity"  we  quote  from  the  report  of  the 
last  committee  to  which  nothing  can  be  added : 

"Missouri  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  her  educational  institutions, 
at  the  head  of  which  stands  the  State  University,  located  at  Columbia. 
It  was  located  there  June  24,  1839.  The  corner  stone  of  the  main  build- 
ing was  laid  July  4,  1840,  and  this  date  is  generally  accepted  as  the  day 
of  the  foundation  of  the  University.  Courses  of  instruction  in  academic 
work  was  begun  on  April  14,  1841.  A  normal  department  was  established 
in  1867.  The  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  the  School 
of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  were  made  departments  of  the  University  in 
1870,  the  School  of  Mines  being  located  at  Rolla,  where  it  was  formally 
opened  on  November  23,  1871.  The  law  department  was  opened  in  1872; 
the  Medical  department  in  1873;  and  the  Engineering  department  in  1877. 
The  Experimental  Station  was  established  under  an  act  of  Congress  in 
1888.  The  Missouri  State  Military  was  created  a  department  of  the 
University  in  1890.  The  "Graduate"  department  was  established  in  1896. 
In  1867  the  State  gave  aid  for  the  first  time  to  the  University." 

About  7:30  p.  m.,  January  9,  1892,  the  old  main  building  caught 
-fire  and  was  completely  destroyed.  By  the  many  friends  and  Alumni 
of  the  institution  this  was  thought  to  be  very  unfortunate,  but  it  proved 
to  be  the  dawning  of  a  brighter  day.  Out  of  the  ashes  of  the  old  a  new, 
greater  and  stronger  University  than  we  have  ever  had  sprung  into  ex- 
istence with  a  marvelous  rapidity.  After  the  conflagration  there  were 
but  a  few  small  buildings  left  on  the  campus,  and  when  the  question  of 
rebuilding  was  taken  up  by  the  Legislature  a  movement  was  started  to 
remove  the  institution  from  Columbia.  This  movement  was  properly 
defeated.  Location  having  been  decided  the  State  began  the  construction 
of  a  university  worthy  of  the  name.    Since  that  time  many  good  buildings 
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have  been  erected,  including  the  new  main  building,  which  is  a  splendid 
and  magnificent  structure. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  following  buildings  have  been  con- 
structed or  are  in  progress  of  construction :  the  Dairy  and  Live  Scock 
Judging  buildings  on  the  College  Farm,  the  building  for  Horticulture, 
Botany  and  Entomology  on  the  Horticultural  grounds,  Read  Hall  or  the 
girl's  dormitory  on  the  Horticultural  grounds,  the  Medical  building  and 
the  Engineering  Laboratory  on  the  campus  of  the  University,  the  Dairy  and 
Live  Stock  Judging  buildings  and  the  Engineering  Laboratory  have  been 
completed.  The  other  buildings  will  be  finished  in  the  near  future.  The 
buildings  on  the  College  Farm  and  Horticultural  grounds  are  built  of 
stone  and  the  buildings  on  the  campus  are  of  brick.  Nothing  more  con- 
cerning these  buildings  need  be  said  than  that  they  are  substantially  built 
and  well  planned.  The  University  is  now  better  equipped  for  good  work 
than  ever  before  in  its  history,  and  that  this  fact  is  appreciated  by  the 
young  men  and  women  of  the  State  seeking  higher  education  is  best 
evidenced  by  the  increased  enrollment.  The  attendanc  for  the  year  end- 
ing June,  1902,  was  1,479.  The  number  enrolled  from  June,  1902,  to 
December  31,  1902,  was  1,303.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  before  the  present 
school  year  ends,  which  will  not  be  until  June,  1903,  the  enrollment  will 
be  increased  by  more  than  200.

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Insurance  carried  on  the  above  buildings  is  $171,000.00.  It  is  writ- 
ten in  almost  every  case  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  premium  rate 
varies  for  different  building's  and  ranges  from  70c  to  $2.20  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

During  the  year  1902  the  sum  of  $1,576.04  was  paid  for  water.  The 
last  Legislature  appropriated  $8,000.00  for  water  supply  and  fire  protec- 
tion. A  part  of  this  appropriation  has  been  expended  in  the  boring  of 
the  deep  well  near  the  power  house  and  equipping  same.  When  this 
work  is  completed  and  connection  made  with  water  mains  in  the  tunnel 
the  University  will  be  supplied  with  water  from  this  well. 

The  price  paid  for  coal  is  $2.i8M  per  ton.  The  amount  paid  for 
fuel  during  past  two  years  was  $12,928.57.

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This  committee  made  a  thorough  and  detailed  examination  of  this 
entire  institution.  We  are  properly  impressed  with  its  magnitude  and 
its  needs.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  it  would  be  futile  to  attempt,  in  the 
short  space  allotted  us  in  this  report,  to  give  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
University's  needs  and  the  reasons  therefor,  we  deem  it  better  to  make 
no  definite  recommendations,  but  suggest  that  the  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  by  means  of  the  published  biennial  report  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  from  other  available  sources,  draw  their  own  conclusions  re- 
garding the  amount  to  be  appropriated.  The  Board  asks  something  over 
thirteen  hundred  thousand  dollars.  From  other  sources  they  will  receive 
$661,156.00.  It  is  quite  probable  that  this  University  could  expend  a 
million  dollars  per  annum,  but  this  committee  is  not  sufficiently  impressed 
with  its  supreme  importance  that  we  would  advise  the  turning  into  its 
coffers  the  entire  revenue  of  the  State.  There  are  other  institutions  in  this 
State,  which,  within  their  sphere  of  usefulness  and  service  to  the  people, 
are  just  as  important,  and  whose  wants  are  as  urgent  as  the  State  Uni- 
versity. We  would  be  more  favorably  impressed  with  the  business  and 
financial  judgment  of  the  men  in  control  of  this  great  educational  insti- 
tution if,  when  they  come  before  the  General  Assembly  to  present  their 
needs,  they  would  indicate  that  they  had  at  least  a  partial  conception  of 
the  amount  of  the  estimated  income  of  the  State,  and  that  there  are 
eighteen  other  institutions  in  Missouri  whose  existence  depends  upon  an 
equitable  apportionment  of  the  State's  bounty. 

In  conclusion,  wc  desire  to  recommend  that  the  Legislature  deal  as 
generously  as  they  can  with  the  University,  without  doing  injustice  to 
any  of  the  other  educational  or  eleemosynary  institutions  of  the  State.

As  stated  this  school  is  a  part  of  the  University,  and  as  such  the 
control  of  it  is  under  the  Board  of  Curators  of  the  University  through 
an  executive  committee  of  three  members  selected  by  and  from  that  Board. 
When  established  in  1870  the  school  was  placed  at  Rolla ;  until  recently  it 
had  to  be  content  with  much  criticism  and  opposition  on  account  of  loca- 
tion. A  great  many  people  were  of  the  opinion  that  as  a  department  of 
the  University  the  proper  location  for  the  school  was  Columbia,  and  hence 
it  did  not  receive  the  support  at  the  hands  of  the  State  to  which  it  was 
entitled.  However,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  opposition  on  this  or  any 
other  score  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

It  was  a  question  of  life  from  the  time  the  school  was  organized 
and  ready  for  the  reception  of  students  in  1871  to  a  few  years  ago.  Dur- 
ing the  first  twenty-seven  years  the  enrollment  was  small  and  graduates 
few.  A  student  taking  the  technical  course  was  the  exception.  The 
school  had  the  reputation  of  being  an  "academy"  instead  of  a  technical 
institution  as  the  name  would  indicate.  Conditions  have  changed  mate- 
rially and  the  school  is  now  enjoying  a  splendid  growth.  Wonderful 
strides  have  been  made  in  the  last  four  years  to  place  the  institution  on 
a  bigger,  broader  and  better  basis  with  the  desired  result  accomplished. 
The  attendance  during  the  past  biennial  period  reached  461 ;  enrollment 
for  the  first  term  of  the  present  academic  year  is  186,  which  is  30  students 
more  than  was  had  at  the  same  time  last  year.  This  enrollment  covers 
twenty-five  other  states  and  three  foreign  countries,  which  shows  the 
good  reputation  the  school  has  abroad.  Another  important  feature  con- 
cerning the  growth  is  the  decrease  in  local  students,  and  while  the  at-

tendance  has  increased  numerically  the  quality  of  the  student  has  im- 
proved considerably. 

Since  the  report  of  the  last  committee  the  school  has  continued  under 
the  management  of  President  Geo.  E.  Ladd,  to  whom  great  credit  is  due 
for  the  progress  made.  He  is  thoroughly  qualified  and  competent  for 
the  work  before  him.  During  his  administration  the  entrance  require- 
ments have  been  raised  and  curiculum  changed,  so  that  the  school  is  no 
longer  considered  an  academy,  but  as  an  institution  doing  technical  work 
along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  name.  President  Ladd  has  raised  the 
school  to  its  proper  position,  and  today  it  has  perhaps  the  largest  attend- 
ance of  mining  and  metallurgical  students  of  any  school  in  the  United 
States.  The  best  proof  of  the  excellent  standing  of  the  school  at  present 
is  the  fact  that  its  graduates  are  sought  in  mining  districts  all  over  the 
world.  It  may  prove  interesting  to  know  that  the  bridge  over  the  Har- 
lem river,  said  to  be  the  largest  draw  bridge  span  in  the  world,  was  de- 
signed by  a  graduate  of  this  school ;  further,  the  largest  clorination  plant, 
for  the  treatment  of  gold  ores,  and  the  largest  cyanide  plant  in  the  world 
were  designed  by  students  of  the  Rolla  school. 

There  is  no  entrance  fee  charged  at  this  school.  No  tuition  is  charged 
at  the  University,  and  as  this  is  a  department  of  the  latter,  the  same  law 
governs.  But  there  is  a  laboratory  fee  of  $5.00,  and  students  must  de- 
posit $5.00  or  $10.00,  the  amount  depending  on  their  work,  to  cover  loss 
to  laboratory  apparatus  by  breakage.  At  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year 
the  balance  due  the  student  is  returned  to  him.

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  on  the  above  property  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  $33,500.00,  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  to  $3.00  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  Some  insurance  was  not  renewed  at  the  time  of  expiration,  for 
the  reason  that  there  were  no  funds  for  this  purpose.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  to  increase  the  insurance  when  suffi- 
cient funds  to  do  this  are  appropriated. 

For  water  supply  the  school  depends  upon  rain  water  stored  in 
cisterns.  The  present  supply  is  inadequate.  The  light  is  furnished  by 
the  city  of  Rolla  electric  light  plant  at  an  average  cost  of  $9  per  month.

Comment  on  the  expenditure  of  the  fund  for  salaries  and  current 
expenses  is  presumed  to  be  unnecessary ;  the  money  was  spent  for  main- 
tenance  as  specified.  The  $74,000.00  appropriated  for  new  buildings 
has  either  been  expended  or  contracted  for.  Three  new  buildings  have 
been  completed  and  after  a  close  examination  we  found  them  good  struct- 
ures in  every  detail.  By  the  addition  of  these  buildings  the  school  has 
more  than  doubled  its  past  floor  capacity  and  ample  room  is  now  fur- 
nished for  a  mining  laboratory,  which  was  badly  needed.  In  a  very 
brief  manner  special  mention  is  made  of  the  mechanical  building.  This 
is  a  two-story  brick  built  for  drawing,  manual  training  and  forge  work. 
The  building  is  an  excellent  one,  splendidly  planned  as  to  arrangement 
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for  space,  light  and  ventilation.  Considerable  time  elapsed  between  the 
appropriation  of  $50,000.00  for  the  new  building  and  the  letting  of  the 
contract  for  its  construction.  This  delay  was  unavoidable  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  compelled  to  wait  for  the  income  from  the  collateral 
inheritance  tax.  However,  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials  increased 
during  this  time  and  consequently  the  amount  appropriated  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  fully  complete  the  building.  At  the  time  of  our  visit,  the 
first  story  was  constructed;  judging  from  what  we  saw  and  an  exami- 
nation of  the  plans,  the  building  promises  to  be  a  fine  one,  well  adapted 
for  purposes  intended. 

The  $13,000.00  for  heating  plant  was  expended  for  new  boilers, 
boiler  house,  extension  of  steam  pipes  and  radiators,  so  that  all  buildings 
can  be  heated  excepting  the  new  main  building.  They  have  boiler  capacity 
sufficient  to  furnish  steam  for  that  building.

The  normal  school  is  necessarily  a  part  of  any  educational  system ; 
it  occupies  a  certain  place  or  position  in  the  net-work  of  our  many  edu- 
cational institutions,  which  is  separate  and  distinct  from  any  other.  The 
purpose  or  object  of  such  a  school  is  to  train  the  students  how  to  teach, 
so  they  in  turn  can  go  forth  and  teach  in  the  district,  grammar  or  high 
school,  as  the  case  may  be.  Our  State  has  established,  and  is  now  sup- 
porting, three  schools  of  this  class,  namely :  Normal  School,  First  Dis- 
trict, at  Kirksville ;  Normal  School,  Second  District,  at  Warrensburg,  and 
Normal  School,  Third  District,  at  Cape  Girardeau. 

The  Normal  School  at  Kirksville  was  established  in  1871,  and  since 
its  organization,  the  school  has  had  a  steady  and  healthy  growth.  The 
enrollment  has  increased  gradually  from  time  to  time,  in  the  face  of  the 
fact  that  the  requirements  for  entrance  and  graduation  have  been  raised 
in  the  last  few  years.    This  in  itself  speaks  well  for  the  management. 

Attendance,  in  November  last,  reached  four  hundred  and  seventy. 
And  we  are  told  that  in  a  normal  school  the  attendance  is  largely  in- 
creased during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  It  is  predicted  that  the 
attendance  for  the  scholastic  year  will  be  between  seven  ami  eight  hundred. 

The  school  is  now  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  J.  R.  Kirk,  who  is 
recognized  as  a  leading  man  in  his  profession.    He  is  thoroughly  familiar 
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with  all  matters  pertaining  to  education,  having  served  our  State  for  a 
term  of  four  years  in  an  able  manner  as  Superntendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. Superintendent  Kirk  has  surrounded  himself  by  a  corps  of  compe- 
tent teachers,  who  compose  the  faculty;  all  branches  relating  to  normal 
school  work,  such  as  Pedagogy,  History,  Literature,  Languages  and  the 
sciences,  are  taught  in  this  school.  However,  owning  to  the  increased 
attendance  the  teaching  force  is  not  large  enough  to  do  the  work.  The 
faculty  is  now  compelled  to  use  six  student  teachers,  and  but  one  of  these 
receives  compensation  for  the  services  rendered.  This  action  is  absolutely 
necessary  under  present  conditions.  The  school  is  asking  for  six  addi- 
tional teachers,  which  we  believe  are  sorely  needed  and  should  be  given 
to  it. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  campus,  with  the  buildings  on  it,  is 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  campus  is  a  beautiful  place, 
containing  fifteen  acres,  and  is  studded  with  large  shade  trees  of  different 
varieties.  There  is  a  drive  and  granitoid  walk  across  the  campus,  lead- 
ing to  the  buildings ;  the  latter  was  poorly  laid,  as  in  places  it  sags  to  the 
center  and  holds  water. 

An  excuse  for  an  athletic  and  ball  field  is  laid  out  on  the  campus ; 
this  should  be  improved  if  it  is  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.

The  moneys  as  appropriated  were  judiciously  expended  for  the  pur- 
poses designated,  and  consequently  the  school  is  in  a  much  better  and 
improved  condition.    From  a  sanitary  standpoint  the  school  is  in  good 
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shape,  and  the  heating  plant  will  furnish  more  than  a  sufficient  amount 
of  heat  for  the  buildings. 

The  new  building  constructed  during  the  last  biennial  period  is  a 
brick  and  has  three  working  stories ;  its  dimensions  are  one  hundred  and 
ten  by  sixty-four  feet.  It  is  a  plain  but  very  substantial  building,  con- 
taining eighteen  rooms  including  the  gymnasium  and  library.  The  gym- 
nasium, as  far  as  the  room  itself  is  concerned,  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State ;  all  space  is  saved  as  it  is  free  from  posts.  However,  it  lacks  equip- 
ment, and  with  its  present  equipment  it  can  only  be  used  for  basket  or 
hand  ball. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  furnishing  this  building,  and  this 
had  to  be  done  by  repairing  the  old  furniture  which  had  been  accumu- 
lating for  years. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  money  for  salaries  was  not 
sufficient  to  employ  the  number  of  teachers  necessary  to  teach  the  differ- 
ent classes.  There  is  an  "Incidental  Fund,"  which  is  acquired  by  a  fee 
collected  from  the  student,  the  amount  of  same  depending  on  the  time  for 
which  the  student  enrolls.  However,  the  salaries  of  the  stenographer, 
engineer  and  the  janitor  are  to  be  met  out  of  this  fund.

After  careful  consideration  your  Committee  concluded  to  recommend 
an  increase  for  support  and  maintenance  of  this  school  as  has  been  done 
with  the  other  normal  schools.

The  above  is  unquestionably  the  largest  normal  school  in  the  state 
at  the  present  time.  When  established  in  1871,  it  was  located  at  Warrens- 
burg, the  county  seat  of  Johnson  county,  which  location  was  secured  by  sub- 
stantial assistance  in  a  financial  way,  on  the  part  of  the  county  and  city. 
From  the  time  of  organization  it  grew  rapidly,  but  the  growth  of  the  insti- 
tution, within  the  last  few  years,  has  been  exceptional,  of  which  fact 
both  the  board  and  faculty  may  feel  proud.  The  total  enrollment  in  the 
normal  department  proper  for  1900- 1901,  including  the  summer  school, 
was  1314;  while  the  enrollment  for  this  same  department  in  1901-02 
was  1436;  thus  you  can  note  a  large  increase,  in  attendance,  in  the  last 
scholastic  year,  which  fact  speaks  better  than  words  can  as  to  the 
healthy  healthy  condition  and  growth  of  the  school.  At  this  time  we 
are  informed  the  attendance  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

There  was  a  change  made  in  the  presidency  of  the  school  during 
the  last  biennial  period,  when  the  board  of  Regents  at  their  meeting  in 
June  1901,  elected  Dr.  E.  B.  Craighead  as  president  to  succeed  Dr.  Howe, 
the  latter  having  resigned.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committe  that  too 
much  cannot  be  said  concerning  the  ability  of  Dr.  Craighead,  and  the 
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successful  management  of  affairs  under  his  administration.  He  is  a 
strong,  broad  intellectual  man,  possessing  much  executive  ability ;  the 
latter  is  deemed  an  essential  qualification  for  a  successful  president  of  any 
educational  institution.  He  knows  exactly  the  work  to  be  accomplished  by 
a  normal  school,  just  what  it  should  be,  and  is  sparing  no  efforts  to  make 
this  one  of  the  leading  normal  schools  in  the  west.  By  the  members  of 
his  profession  Dr.  Craighead  is  considered  as  an  educator  of  rare  abil- 
ity and  the  Warrensburg  school  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  securing  the 
services  of  such  a   splendid  man. 

The  location  of  the  school  is  a  good  one,  being  convenient  and  ac- 
cessible. The  estimated  value  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  state  at  this 
school  is  $250,000.00.  This  includes  the  campus,  a  tract  of  16  acres, 
which  was  donated  by  the  citizens  of  Warrensburg  at  the  time  the  school 
was  placed  there.  On  the  campus  is  a  good  athletic  field,  being  used 
in  turn  for  base-ball  or  foot-ball  according  to  the  season. 

The  two  school  buildings  commonly  called  the  main  building,  and 
science  hall,  are  good,  serviceable  buildings,  well  adapted  for  the  purposes 
intended.  They  are  built  of  stone  and  the  construction  is  substantial. 
Doubtless  they  will  last  for  many  years. 

The  light  and  water  for  the  buildings  are  furnished  by  the  city,  while 
Ihe  heat  is  supplied  by  a  steam  plant  belonging  to  the  school. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  institution  are  good. 

The  training  department  is  the  distinctive  feature  of  normal  school 
work.  Here  the  pupil  teachers  are  given  practice  in  handling  classes 
and  they  arc  enabled  to  see  the  -manner  in  which  a  first  class  public 
school  should  be  conducted.  The  enrollment  in  the  training  depart- 
ment of  this  school  during  the  last  year,  was  456,  which  is  a  sufficient 
number  to  organize  an  independent  school  of  no  small  size.  The  rooms 
in  the  basement  of  science  hall  are  now  used  for  the  training  school  and 
it  is  claimed  these  are  poorly  lighted  and  in  all  respects  unsuitable  for 
the  work  of  the  department.  The  hoard  asks  for  a  new  building  which 
is  needed. 

Like  the  school  at  Kirksvillc  this  one  charges  an  entrance  fee  from 
five  i"  twenty  dollars,  which  money  is  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  inci- 
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dental  fund."  As  the  name  indicates  this  fund  is  used  to  defray  inci- 
dental expenses  and  to  supplement  appropriations  for  teachers'  salaries. 
Following  are  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Forty-first  General  Assem- 
bly:

The  two  funds  first  mentioned  in  the  above  list  were  exhausted  while 
the  others  had  balances  varying  from  $2.88  to  $146.75,  which  were  re- 
turned to  the  State.  The  total  amount  returned  from  these  funds  was  $275.- 
39.  The  amount  appropriated  for  salaries  was  not  sufficient  to  employ 
the  teaching  force  necessary  to  conduct  the  school.  Notwithstanding  the 
transfer  of  $3,275.00  from  the  incidential  fund  to  the  salary  fund,  there 
is  a  deficit  of  $5,190.00  which  is  due  teachers  for  November  and  December 
salaries.  With  the  other  funds  good  granolithic  walks  were  laid,  steam 
registers  purchased,  tunnels  repaired  and  painting  done.  In  short  the 
moneys  were  spent  to  good  advantage  as  appropriated  with  the  exception 
of  the  small  balances  referred  to  above.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  attendance  at  this  institution  is  increas- 
ing, more  teachers  are  needed.  Hence  a  larger  sum  is  recommended  for 
salaries  than  was  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  a  new  building  is  needed.  All  things  consid- 
ered we  believe  recommendations  given  above  are  conservative  and  that 
the  amounts  should  be  appropriated.

The  State  Normal  school  for  the  Third  district  was  created  in  1873 
and  located  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State.  In  the  past  little  was 
known  by  our  people,  taken  as  a  whole,  concerning  the  resources  of  this 
section  of  Missouri  and  the  prevailing  impression  was  that  the  southeast 
contained  nothing  but  swamps  and  malaria.  In  justice  to  the  energetic, 
intelligent  and  hospitable  people,  who  live  in  this  country,  it  must  be  said 
that  the  impression  is  a  wrong  one.  Southeastern  Missouri  is  wonder- 
fully rich  in  her  resources  and  is  being  developed  very  rapidly.  Her 
swamps  are  being  cleared  and  the  land  cultivated.  Many  railroads  have 
been  built  and  others  are  in  course  of  construction.  Her  population  is 
increasing  and  her  people  prosperous.  It  is  claimed  to  be  a  fact,  not 
generally  known,  that  seventy  per  cent  of  the  lead  produced  in  this  state 
is  mined  in  St.  Francois  county,  which  is  a  county  in  the  "Great  South- 
east." These  facts  are  mentioned  to  give  conditions  as  we  found  them 
and  to  correct  any  impressions  to  the  contrary  that  may  exist. 

The  act  creating  the  school  provided  for  a  Board  of  Regents,  and  this 
board  placed  the  institution  in  the  City  of  Cape  Girardeau.  It  was  located 
on  the  site  of  old  "Fort  B"  and  a  visit  to  this  spot  would  forever  wipe 
away  any  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  and  good  judgment  exercised  in  select- 
ing the  location.    With  its  surroundings,  the  site  is  an  ideal  and  com- 
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manding  one,  as  it  overlooks  the  placid  waters  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
Here  a  splendid  view  may  be  had  up  or  down  the  river,  across  the  same 
into  Illinois,  or  of  the  great  hills  to  the  southwest.  The  campus,  con- 
taining twenty-two  acres,  is  well  sodded,  terraced  and  set  with  many 
trees,  all  of  which  add  much  to  its  beauty.  A  driveway  runs  through 
the  eastern  part  leading  to  the  new  building. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  to  this  institution,  the  President,  Prof.  W. 
S.  Dearmont,  was  away  attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Missouri 
State  Teachers'  Association,  which  was  held  in  St.  Louis.    He  was  there 
in  the  interest  of  his  work  and  school.    It  is  regretted  that  we  did  not 
meet  Prof.  Dearmont,  but  we  were  informed  on  all  sides,  including 
members  of  the  profession,  that  he  is  an  excellent  gentleman,  and  well 
qualified  for  the  work  he  has  in  charge.    While  the  growth  of  this  school 
has  not  been  as  rapid  or  marked  as  the  other  State  Normals,  yet  it  has 
been  constant  since  its  organization.    Four  years  ago  Prof.  Dearmont 
was  called  to  the  president's  chair  and  since  that  time  the  institution  has 
done  very  well.    The  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  I,  1902,  was 
363 ;  the  number  enrolled  in  the  summer  school  last  summer  was  132. 
This  gives  a  total  of  459  enrolled  during  the  last  scholastic  year,  which 
is  a  slight  increase  over  that  of  any  previous  year.    It  must  be  remembered 
that  this  increased  attendance  was  secured  in  the  face  of  adverse  condi- 
tions and  circumstances.    On  April  7,  1902,  when  all  indications  pointed 
to  better  and  brighter  days  for  the  school,  it  suffered  a  severe  blow  in 
the  loss  of  the  main  building  by  fire.    This  building  with  its  two  wings 
was  totally  destroyed,  and  imagine,  if  you  please,  the  bitter  disappoint- 
ment to  those  who  had  labored  so  earnestly  for  the  success  of  this  Normal, 
when  they  were  compelled  to  watch  the  only  school  building  on  the 
campus  go  up  in  smoke  and  flames.    On  the  eve  of  a  rapid  develop- 
ment, after  a  struggle  for  existence,  this  was  unfortunate  indeed.  How- 
ever, the  faculty,  students  and  citizens  of  Cape  Girardeau,  realizing 
that  not  brick  and  mortar,  but  students  and  teachers  make  a  school,  began 
work  at    once  arranging  plans  to  continue  their  work.    It  is  true  they 
were  confronted  with  a  serious  condition;  the  manner  in  which  they  met 
it  was  heroic.    Churches,  offices,  lodge  rooms  and  every  room  available 
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were  used  for  class  work.  Students  and  professors  paid  no  attention 
to  the  time  lost  an  inconvenience  in  going  from  class  to  class,  reciting 
in  different  parts  of  the  city.  The  sole  ambition,  no  matter  at  what  cost 
or  sacrifice,  was  to  hold  the  school  together.  This  was  done  success- 
fully by  a  united  effort  and  much  credit  is  due  the  citizens  for  their  assist- 
ance. Mr.  R.  B.  Oliver,  a  member  of  this  Assembly,  together  with 
several  other  gentlemen  allowed  the  students  the  use  of  their  private  libra- 
ries.

All  of  the  moneys  given  the  school  by  the  last  legislature  were 
judiciously  and  economically  expended.  Comment  is  deemed  unnecessary, 
except  on  the  appropriation  for  the  training  school.  The  training  school 
building  has  just  been  completed,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  this 
is  the  very  best  building  the  state  owns,  when  cost  of  same  is  considered. 
It  is  built  of  native  white  limestone,  and  locally  this  stone  is  called  Cape 
Girardeau  "Marble."  The  state  house  of  Louisiana  at  Baton  Rough, 
is  built  of  the  same  stone.  The  structure  is  plain,  neat,  firstclass  in 
every  detail,  and  Missouri  has  certainly  gotten  value  received  for  ihe 
money  expended.  After  the  distraction  of  the  main  building,  the  plans 
of  this  building  were  changed  in  order  to  meet  the  immediate  demands 
of  the  school.  As  arranged  and  built  it  will  answer  the  needs  of  the 
science  and' manual  training  work  of  the  school.  There  are  three  stories 
to  the  building  including  the  basement.  About  one-half  of  the  space  in 
the  basement  is  used  for  both  toilet  and  boiler  rooms ;  the  other  half  is 
used  for  cloak  rooms  and  manual  training.  All  of  the  second  story  is 
used  for  laboratories,  Chemical,  Biological  and  Physical.    Tart  of  the 
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space  on  the  first  floor  is  used  for  a  temporary  library  and  office  for  the 
president,  while  the  other  portion  is  for  general  recitation  rooms. 

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  on  the  main  building  at  the  time 
of  destruction  was  $34,000.00,  all  of  which  was  collected.  A  part  of  this 
was  spent  to  meet  the  present  needs  of  the  school,  in  the  way  of  changing 
and  equipping  the  new  buildings ;  the  sum  expended  for  this  purpose  was 
$12,250.39.  The  balance  of  $21,749.61  is  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  another  building,  the  foundation  of  which  is  now  laid.  This  is  to  be 
a  duplicate  of  the  buildng  described  above,  and  will  be  used  for  a  train- 
ing school.  The  building  now  finished  will  then  be  used  strictly  for 
science  and  manual  training  work. 

An  incidental  fee  of  $12.00  per  annum  is  charged  at  this  school. 
This  money  not  only  pays  the  incidental  expenses  but  a  part  of  the  main- 
tenance.

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The  Missouri  School  for  the  Deaf,  established  in  the  year  1850,  and 
so  judiciously  and  ably  managed  by  the  present  efficient  superintendent, 
N.  B.  Mc'Kee,  is  acomplishing  yearly  the  noble  purposes  of  its  creation. 
The  State  has  beautifully  located  this  school,  provided  it  with  substantial 
buildings,  liberally  supported  it,  and  in  return  therefor,  the  school  has 
given  to  the  State  self  supporting,  intelligent  and  lawabiding  citizens. 
The  progress  made  by  these  afflicted  children  in  all  branches  of  education 
is  truly  remarkable.  Having  neither  the  power  of  speech  or  sense  of 
hearing,  the  great  difficulties  under  which  they  labor  to  master  the  En- 
glish language  can  readily  be  conceived ;  but  such  is  their  special  aptitude, 
compensating  for  their  natural  affliction,  that  by  the  course  of  instruction 
adopted  here  they  become  accomplished  in  all  the  fundamental  branches 
of  education.  Two  well  known  methods  of  instruction  are  employed,  one 
known  as  the  "Manual  Method"  employing  signs,  finger-spelling  and  writ- 
ing as  means  of  instruction ;  the  other,  known  as  the  "Oral  Method," 
employing  only  speech  and  lip-reading.  It  is  indeed  interesting  to  ob- 
serve the  progress  made  by  pupils  having  no  conception  of  sound,  in 
the  clear  articulation  of  simple  words.  Some  pupils  are  instructed  in 
one  method,  some  in  the  other,  depending  entirely  on  the  natural  apti- 
tude of  the  student.  The  "Manual  Method"  is  the  one  most  generally 
used. 

The  school  has,  as  far  as  practicable,  adopted  the  text-books  used 
in  the  common  schools  of  the  state,  but  devotes  the  first  six  years  of  the 
student's  school  life  to  the  study  of  language. 

The  industrial  department  is  especially  worthy  of  mention.  In  this 
department  both  sexes  are  taught  such  vocations  as  will  afford  them 
means  of  livlihood  after  the  completion  of  their  school  course.

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Each  of  the  departments  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  instructor. 

The  work  of  the  male  students  in  the  shoe  shop,  tailoring  shop, 
blacksmithing  and  carpenter  shops  is  to  be  commended,  and  also  the 
splendid  work  done  in  the  printing  department.  The  students  so  divide 
their  time  that  a  portion  of  the  day  is  exclusively  devoted  to  the  various 
trades. 

On  December  15th,  1902,  the  school  contained  325  students,  the 
total  enrollment  for  the  last  biennial  period  being  443,  divided  according 
to  age,  as  follows :

The  school  period  is  twelve  years,  nine  months  of  each  year  being 
devoted  to  school  work ;  all  students  are  furnished  board,  lodging  and 
tuition  free,  the  county  or  parent  buying  the  necessary  clothing  and 
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furnishing  railroad  transportation.  The  average  cost  per  day  for  each 
student,  excluding  any  money  expended  for  new  buildings,  furniture, 
improvements  and  repairs,  is  59  cents,  which  is  much  lower  per  capita 
rate  than  is  found  in  34  other  similar  schools  in  the  United  States.  The 
estimated  value  of  the  State's  property  is  as  follows :

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  is  an  educational  and  not  an 
eleemosynary  institution ;  it  is  a  school,  not  an  asylum  or  hospital  for 
the  blind  ;  its  primary  and  ultimate  design  is  to  educate,  not  cure. 
Having  its  origin  more  than  fifty  years  ago  in  the  charity  of  the  citi- 
zens  of  St.  Louis,  supported  by  their  generous  contributions  from 
February  27th,  1851,  to  1855,  thereafter  supported  by  the  State,  this 
institution  has  reached  that  important  and  commanding  position 
among  Missouri's  educational  institutions  that  at  this  time  it  demands 
special  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  in- 
estimable value  and  practicability  of  the  work  accomplished  by  this 
school  are  open  neither  to  doubt  nor  controversy.  This  institution 
has  demonstrated  by  a  half  century  of  success  that  it  is  invaluable  to 
the  State,  and  of  infinitely  greater  value  to  the  sightless  child,  whose 
darkened  world  has  been  made  luminous  by  its  beneficent  work.  Having 
no  means  of  communication  with  the  outer  world  save  through  senses 
of  hearing  and  touch,  these  afflicted  children,  with  an  unaccountable 
cheerfulness  and  uncomplaining  patience,  become  learned  in  all  the 
branches  of  a  high-school  education.  Literary,  musical  and  industrial 
courses  are  taught.  Instruction  in  the  literary  course  includes  the 
following:    Arithmetic,  reading,  spelling,  grammar,  rhetoric,  clocu- 
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tion,  etymology,  civil  government,  U.  S.  history,  English,  French  and 
General  History,  American  and  English  literature,  object  lessons, 
geography,  physiology,  physics,  physical  geography,  zoology,  chemistry, 
geology,  astrology,  algebra  and  geometry. 

The  boys  in  the  industrial  department  are  taught  shoe  mending, 
broom  and  chair  making,  basket  making,  book  binding  and  such  other 
mechanical  work  as  can  be  done  by  them.  The  girls  are  taught  plain 
sewing,  darning,  knitting  and  fancy  work.  A  full  course  of  classical 
music  is  taught,  and  it  was  observed  by  your  committee  that  fortu- 
nately these  afflicted  children  showed  a  special  aptitude  and  pleasure 
for  musical  instruction.  The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during 
the  biennial  period  was  161 ;  girls,  78;  boys,  83.  Pupils  of  good  mental 
and  physical  capacity,  between  the  ages  of  nine  and  twenty-five  years, 
are  admitted  to  the  school.  For  obvious  reasons,  your  committee 
recommends  that  the  age  limit  for  admission  be  removed,  leaving  this 
wholly  to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or 
to  the  Superintendent.  Board,  lodging  and  tuition  are  free.  Parents 
must  pay  traveling  expenses,  and  buy  necessary  clothing.  If  unable 
to  do  this,  money  will  be  furnished  by  the  county  court  on  application 
of  the  parent  or  guardian.  The  use  of  tobacco  and  liquor  is  forbidden, 
and  any  pupil  disobeying  rules,  or  whose  moral  influence  is  harmful, 
will  not  be  retained  in  the  school. 

The  Braille,  or  dot-system,  is  taught  here,  and  the  school  proudly 
boasts  of  having  the  largest  Braille  library  in  the  United  States,  due 

chiefly  to  the  constant  efforts  of  the  present  efficient  Superintendent 

I 

and  the  pupils. 

The  school  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Morgan  and  19th  streets,  in 
the  central  business  district  of  St.  Louis,  amid  the  smoke,  soot  and 
noise  of  that  great  city.    This  is  a  most  unfortunate  situation  for  the 

children  housed  in  this  institution,  whose  affliction  makes  them  un- 
usually sensitive  to  their  miserable  surroundings.  The  exterior  of 
the  building  presents  a  dirty,  gloomy  appearance,  and  the  interior  is 
illy 'lighted,  improperly  ventilated  and  only  partially  heated.  The 
larger  portion  of  these  children  sleep  in  dormitories  which  have  no 
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heating  apparatus  whatever,  not  even  a  stove;  and  the  boiler  which 
supplies  steam  heating  for  a  part  of  the  building,  having  been  in  use 
for  27  years,  is  absolutely  unfit  for  service,  as  its  maximum  pressure 
is  only  20  pounds.  The  most  inadequate  bathing  and  toilet  facilities 
to  be  found  in  any  public  institution  in  the  State  are  located  in  the 
dungeon-like  basement  of  the  building.  The  laundry  apparatus  is  both 
crude  and  out  of  date,  and  so  located,  owing  to  the  unfortunately 
crowded  condition  of  the  building,  in  immediate  proximity  to  the 
rooms  used  to  segregate  the  sick  pupils,  which  is  to  be  severely  con- 
demned. In  short,  the  entire  building  with  all  its  apparatus  and  fur- 
nishings, including  its  location,  is  unworthy  of  the  purpose  for  which, 
it  is  used  and  of  this  great  commonwealth  which  prides  itself  upon  its 
genorous  charities.  It  consists  of  patchwork  additions  to  an  old  main 
building  which,  over  fifty  years  ago,  was  used  as  a  residence.  And  in 
this  connection  your  committee  desires  to  heartily  commend  the  ex- 
ecutive ability  and  scholarly  attainments  of  the  present  Superintend- 
ent, Prof.  S.  M.  Green.  Notwithstanding  the  inadequate  facilities  of 
this  school,  Prof.  Green  has  made  a  record  for  practical  results  in  edu- 
cating the  blind,  and  for  economic  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
this  school,  unequalled  by  any  similar  institution  in  this  country. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  urgently  recommends  that  a  new  loca- 
tion be  had  for  this  school,  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
having  convenient  access  to  the  city.  It  is  imperative  that  this  insti- 
tution be  located  in  close  proximity  to  the  city,  as  instructors  in  other 
schools  willingly  give  a  portion  of  their  time  to  this  school,  at  a  low 
salary,  and  the  pupils  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  lectures,  re- 
citals and  similar  entertainments,  which  are  of  great  value  to  the 
student.  Furthermore,  the  pupils  rccivc  gratuitous  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  best  oculists  of  the  city,  with  the  result  that  from  5  to 
10  per  cent  have  their  sight  fully  restored.  The  old  building  and 
ground  should  be  placed  on  the  market  for  sale  to  the  highest  bidder, 
and  the  proceeds  turned  into  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  State, 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  school  when  available. 

If  the  General  Assembly  relocates  this  school,  your  committee  rec- 
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ommends  that  but  slight  repairs  be  made  to  the  present  tumble-down 
building;  it  would  be  cheaper,  if  the  old  building  became  untenantable 
before  a  new  building  could  be  erected,  to  rent  available  quarters. 

However,  if  the  old  building  is  to  be  retained,  your  committee 
recommends  the  following  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  biennial 
period  which  is  the  amount  asked  by  the  Board,  all  of  which  we  con- 
sider reasonable  and  necessary:

In  1847  the  first  insane  asylum,  supported  by  the  State,  was  es- 
tablished and  located  at  Fulton.  As  the  years  rolled  by,  additions 
have  been  made,  until  to-day  this  institution  is  one  of  the  largest  and 
best  managed  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  It  is  built  on  the  contiguous 
plan,  four  stories  high.,  and  furnishes  a  home  for  1,088  of  Missouri's 
unfortunate  insane ;  620  males  and  468  females.  The  officers  of  this 
institution,  from  Board  of  Managers  down,  are  entitled  to  commenda- 
tion. The  State  here  owns  544  acres  of  land.  Of  this  160  is  in  culti- 
vation ;  30  acres  in  orchard  ;  the  balance  being  used  for  the  various 
buildings,  campus,  barn  lots,  pasture,  etc.  All  kinds  of  farm  and 
garden  products,  best  adapted  for  the  use  of  the  institution,  are  raised. 

About  70  of  the  patients  assist  in  this  work,  being  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  dairy,  farm  and  garden,  with  advantage  to  them  and 
a  saving  to  the  State.  We  arc  informed  that  some  75  more  of  the 
patients  could,  with  advantage  both  to  themselves  and  the  .State,  be 
thus  employed  a  pari  of  their  time,  had  the  State  more  cultivating 
land.  1 
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The  Board  of  Managers  during  the  past  year  purchased  40  acre 
of  land  for  $750,  which  proves  a  valuable  addition  to  the  State's  prop 
erty,  and  which  was  paid  for  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  institution. 
This  purchase  we  commend. 

The  State  here  owns  6  horses,  5  mules,  126  hogs  and  112  cattle. 
The  cattle  are  mostly  high  grade  milch  cows.  The  milk,  vegetables 
and  fruit  in  the  institution  comes  largely  from  the  State  farm. 

The  total  value  of  all  the  land,  buildings,  improvements,  etc., 
belonging  to  the  State  is  about  six  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

One  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars  insurance  is  carried  for  a 
term  of  three  years  at  a  cost  of  $2,200.00. 

Prices  paid  for  dressed  beef  in  1901,  $6.23  per  hundred  pounds; 
in  1902,  $7.20  per  hundred  pounds. 

Prices  paid  for  coal,  both  in  1901,  1902,  $2.05  per  ton.  Amount 
of  coal  used  m  1901,  6,260  tons;  in  1902  (11  months),  5,483  tons.

These  amounts  had  all  been  expended,  except  $792.95,  which  was 
still  to  the  credit  of  "Officers'  Salary  Fund,''  when  we  visited  the  in- 
stitution in  December,  1902 ;  but  at  that  date  the  salaries  for  Decem- 
ber, 1902,  had  not  been  paid,  and  could  not  be  until  the  Board  meet- 
ing in  January,  1903.  So  at  this  date  that  amount  has  doubtless  been 
drawn  from  the  treasury. 

For  the  $5,000.00  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  a  splendid  ice 
plant  and  cold  storage  were  added ;  ample  in  every  way  for  all  the 
needs  of  the  institution. 
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One  thousand  dollars  was  spent  on  improved  machinery  for  the 
laundry,  but  other  and  more  machinery  is  still  needed  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

A  complete  telephone  system  is  now  in  successful  operation 
throughout  the  entire  institution,  so  that  every  department  and  ward 
can,  in  a  moment's  time,  be  in  communication  with  any  other  depart- 
ment. 

The  $7,500.00  appropriation  for  repairs  and  painting  has  been 
expended  during  the  past  two  years,  and  repairs  and  painting  are  still 
needed  ;  and  will  of  necessity  be  needed  every  two  years,  not  only  here, 
but  in  all  our  State  institutions  as  long  as  they  stand.  Buildings  four 
stories  high,  covering  acres  of  ground,  especially  when  some  of  them 
have  stood  for  fifty  years,  need  constant  attention  and  repairs. 

Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  given  two  years  ago  for 
a  deep  well,  which  would  furnish  sufficient  water  to  supply  the  in- 
stitution. This  money  was  all  expended  in  lowering  a  well  908  feet 
deep,  which  has  been  fully  tested,  and  will  furnish  116,000  gallons  of 
good  pure  water  every  24  hours.  In  order  to  make  this  water  avail- 
able and  useful  in  all  the  departments,  the  State  must  yet  add  a  stand- 
pipe  and  pump.  In  addition  to  this  a  large  cistern  has  been  dug;  27 
feet  deep  and  20  feet  in  diameter,  which  will  furnish  the  entire  insti- 
tution with  pure  cistern  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  $10,000.00  appropriated  for  new  boilers  was  simply  to  pay 
for  boilers  which  had  already  been  put  in  before  the  appropriation  was 
made,  and  was  at  once  paid  to  the  contractor  who  had  put  them  in. 

Eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  completing  an  additional  building  to  the  institution,  which  was 
then  partially  constructed.  This  building  has  been  completed,  with 
the  exception  of  iron  stairways,  and  is  now  occupied  by  patients. 

Seven  thousand  dollars  was  given  for  a  new  electric  plant,  and 
this  money  has  also  been  expended.  This  asylum  can  now  boast  of 
one  of  the  most  modern  electric  light  plants  in  the  State. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  after  careful  inspection,  that 
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every  dollar  given  this  institution  two  years  ago,  lias  not  only  been 
honestly  but  economically  spent. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  above  shown,  which  were  appropri- 
ated by  the  State,  this  institution  has,  during  the  years  1901  and  1902 
received  the  following  moneys :

This  money  has  been  used  for  the  support  of  the  institution.  In 
fact,  since  the  State  makes  no  appropriation  for  support,  all  the  ex- 
penses of  the  institution,  other  than  officers'  salaries,  buildings,  im- 
provements and  repairs  must  be  paid  out  of  this  fund.

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In  addition  to  the  above  recommendation,  we  desire  to  say  that 
all  the  criminal  insane  from  the  penitentiary  are  sent  to  this  institu- 
tion. About  seventy-five  male  negro  patients  are  here  kept  in  an  old 
building  unworthy  of  the  State.  Thes  two  classes  of  patients  are 
badly  in  need  and  should  have  a  new  building.  We,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  a  new  building  for  the  use  of 
this  class  of  patients,  provided,  the  revenue  of  the  State  will  permit. 
We  have  only  recommended  for  this  institution  what  it  must  abso- 
lutely have.

The  second  oldest  insane  asylum,  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
State,  is  located  at  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  Established  by  legislative 
enactment  in  1872,  it  has  grown  until  to-day  it  is  the  largest  institution 
of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Located  just  outside  the  limits  of  Missouri's 
third  greatest  city,  on  high  and  commanding  site,  surrounded  by 
flower  beds,  nature's  own  parks,  beautiful  views  and  a  pure  atmos- 
phere, it  is  indeed  an  ideal  spot  for  such  an  institution. 

Dr.  Woodson,  the  superintendent,  who  has  for  years  been  at  the 
head  of  this  institution,  is  in  no  small  degree  responsible  for  its  won- 
derful growth  and  success.  He  personally  looks  after  its  every  de- 
partment, and  is  perfectly  familiar  with  its  every  detail.  He  is  not 
only  a  man  who  stands  high  in  asylum  work,  but  one  who  is  a  man- 
ager, both  of  men  and  of  affairs. 

The  State  owns  here  230  acres  of  land,  but  should  own  more. 
Five  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  are  rented  at  an  annual  rental  of 
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$2,178.50,  making  a  total  of  755  acres  under  State  control.  Outside 
the  land  used  for  the  various  buildings,  campus,  lots,  etc.,  the  remain- 
der is  used  for  gardens,  orchards,  farming  and  pastures.  The  State 
here  owns  18  mules,  4  horses,  173  cattle  (about  100  of  which  are  milch 
cows),  and  23  hogs.  Grain  sufficient  for  the  stock,  and  all  kinds  of 
fruit  and  garden  products  to  supply  the  tables  for  the  1,200  patients 
are  raised  on  the  farm,  the  work  being  done  largely  by  the  patients. 

The  total  value  of  the  State's  property,  including  land,  buildings, 
improvements,  stock,  etc.,  is  more  than  half  a  million  dollars. 

No  insurance  is  carried  on  any  of  the  buildings,  from  the  fact 
that  no  appropriation  has  ever  been  made  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
management,  unlike  some  others,  have  felt  that  they  had  no  right  to 
use  money  out  of  the  "support  fund"  for  that  purpose. 

Price  paid  for  coal  per  ton  in  1902,  $2.65.  Contract  price  for  1903, 
$2.63  per  ton. 

The  institution  owns  its  own  electric  light  plant,  which  has  suc- 
cessfully run  for  six  years  without  a  single  break-down,  and  is  still 
in  first  class  condition. 

The  water  used  is  furnished  by  the  city  water  company,  at  con- 
siderable cost  to  the  State.  Former  committees  have  recommended 
that  the  State  put  in  a  water  system  of  its  own.  The  last  committee 
recommended  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for  that  purpose.  No 
appropriation,  however,  was  made;  and  the  management  arc  not  ask- 
ing for  any  at  this  time.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  system  of 
water  works,  owned  by  the  State,  could  be  devised  that  would  in 
years  result  in  great  saving  to  the  State.  We  merely  make  this,  how- 
ever, as  a  suggestion,  and  leave  the  same  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  the  Legislature. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  we  found  i,2to  patients  comfortably 
homed  and  eared  for;  668  males  and  542  females  make  up  this  unfor- 
tunate family.

Our  visit  was  made  to  this  institution  during  the  latter  part  of 
November,  1902.  and  the  condition  of  the  various  funds  at  that  time 
(covering  a  period  of  22  months),  was  as  follows: 

Out  of  the  "Officers'  Salary  Fund"  $3,156.93  was  unexpended.  This 
balance,  however,  has  been  used  in  the  payment  of  the  officers'  salaries 
for  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1902. 

Out  of  the  $6,000.00  appropriated  for  repairs  and  painting,  all  had 
then  been  expended  but  $336.04,  which  sum  has  doubtless  been  ex- 
hausted since,  as  repair  work  was  then  in  progress. 

The  $2,000.00  appropriated  for  brick  making  had  all  been  used, 
and  as  a  result  three  splendid  four-story  buildings  had  been  con- 
structed, without  the  buying  of  a  single  brick  by  the  State. 

Of  the  $1,500.00  given  for  a  new  bake  oven  but  $930.50  was  spent, 
and  the  balance,  $569.50,  still  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  State. 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  was  given  for  three  new  buildings.  At 
the  time  of  our  visit,  $18,757.49  had  been  expended,  and  $11,242.51 
still  remained  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund.  This  amount  will, 
perhaps,  have  been  expended  when  all  the  buildings  have  been  com- 
pleted. We  can  truthfully  say  that  at  no  place  in  the  State  have  more 
and  better  buildings  been  erected  for  the  same  money.  They  are  all 
additions  to  the  main  building,  four  stories  in  height,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated ;  in  fact,  modern  in  every  respect.  One  was  completed  and 
fully  occupied.  Another  was  to  be  completed  by  Januarv  1st.  And 
the  third  (then  ready  for  the  roof)  will  be  furnished  and  ready  for 
occupancy  in  the  early  spring.  In  the  making  of  the  brick,  and  in  the 
construction  of  the  buildings,  many  patients  are  used  under  comne- 
tent  foremen,  all  under  the  personal  management  of  the  Superintendent. 
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The  money  for  the  ordinary  support  of  this  institution  is  all  de- 
rived from  the  various  counties,  and  from  individuals  for  the  support 
of  private  patients.  During  the  year  1901,  and  ten  months  in  1902, 
there  was  received  and  transmitted  to  the  State  treasury  the  following 
amounts :

The  Thirty-third  General  Assembly  appropriated  $200,000.00  for 
building  of  a  third  insane  asylum,  and  it  was  located  in  the  southwestern 
part  of  the  state  at  Nevada,  and  is  known  as  Asylum  No.  3.  This  insti- 
tution was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  October,  1887.  The 
Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  made  a  further  appropriation  of  $149,000 
for  the  further  benefit  of  this  splendid  institution.  Other  legislatures 
have  assisted  towards  its  completion,  until  today  the  State  has  a  home 
for  nearly  900  unfortunates,  and  a  splendid  property  valued  at  $456,000. 

The  asylum  property  comprises  520  acres  of  land,  40  acres  of  which 
is  used  for  buildings  and  lawn ;  20  acres  is  in  a  park ;  60  acres  in  orchard ; 
40  acres  in  garden ;  40  acres  in  potatoes ;  20  acres  in  berries,  vines,  vine- 
yard ;  30  acres  in  cow  peas ;  40  in  corn ;  40  in  meadow,  and  190  in  pasture. 
On  the  farm  is  raised  all  the  feed  for  the  stock,  and  orchard  and  garden 
products  for  the  patients. 

Here,  as  in  the  other  institutions  of  a  similar  character,  many  of 
the  patients  assist  in  the  farm  and  garden  work,  so  that  little  hire  is 
necessary. 
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The  entire  institution  is  well  heated  and  lighted.  Water  is  fur- 
nished from  the  city  at  a  cost  of  $3,000  per  year  to  the  State.  There  is 
a  difference  of  opinion,  in  the  management,  about  the  State  putting  in 
a  water  system  of  its  own,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  well  could 
be  dug,  stand-pipe  and  pump  erected,  that  would  in  a  few  years  result  in 
a  saving  to  the  State. 

$40,500.00  insurance  is  carried  at  the  regular  rates. 

$2.53  per  ton  was  paid  for  coal  in  1902.  For  this  year  the  contract 
price  is  $2.48  per  ton. 

For  meat  in  1901,  live  cattle  were  bought  at  $2.60.  For  the  first 
six  months  in  1902,  dressed  beef  was  used,  which  cost  71-2  cents  per 
pound.  At  present  live  cattle  are  again  bought  under  contract  at  $3.25 
per  100. 

The  stock  on  the  farm  consisted  of  5  horses,  10  mules,  93  cattle 
(mostly  milch  cows)  and  a  lot  of  hogs.

Of  the  $16,800  appropriated  for  officers'  salaries,  $700.00  still  re- 
mained in  December,  but  this  amount  has  now  been  expended  in  the 
payment  of  December  bills. 

All  of  the  $1,500.00  appropriated  for  shop  for  machinery  has  been 
drawn  and  expended  for  the  purpose  appropriated. 

The  $10,000.00  for  general  repairs  has  also  been  exhausted  in  paint- 
ing, walks  and  all  kinds  of  repairs  and  improvements,  always  necessary 
in  an  institution  that  is  of  itself  larger  than  one-half  of  the  so-called 
towns  of  the  Slate. 

$20,000.00  was  appropriated  for  an  additional  building.  With  this 
money  an  addition,  60  by  136  feet,  four  stories  in  height  has  been  started.

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The  building  as  it  now  stands,  has  all  outside  walls,  windows  and  roof 
complete;  but  the  entire  inside,  with  the  exception  of  joists,  is  yet  to  be 
completed,  and  for  this  purpose  an  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000 
is  asked.  Of  course  this  building  must  be  completed.  It  seems  to  us 
that  this  building  should  have  been  completed  within  the  appropriation, 
or  that  the  Board  should  not  have  let  a  contract  for  a  building  but  half 
finished.  When  the  Legislature  makes  an  appropriation  for  a  building, 
it  intends  that  the  building  should  be  built — not  started — for  that  amount, 
and  boards  should  so  understand. 

If  any  other  policy  is  followed,  only  the  foundation  might  be  laid, 
with  the  money  given  for  a  completed  building,  and  additional  appro- 
priations for  completion,  from  time  to  time  be  secured  and  expended  on 
a  story  at  a  time,  until  a  completed  building  would  cost  many  times  what 
the  Legislature  intended  to  give  for  that  purpose.  A  further  objection 
that  must  be  urged  against  the  letting  of  contracts  for  half  finished  build- 
ings, is  that  many  of  the  institutions  of  the  State  honestly  confine  their 
buildings  to  the  amount  appropriated,  while  others  will  make  a  start, 
and  then  ask  for  additional  appropriations  to  finish ;  thus  getting  twice 
as  much  as  their  sister  institutions,  when  the  Legslature  intended  to  treat 
them  alike.

The  General  Assembly  of  1899,  made  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  establishment  of  an  additional  insane 
asylum,  to  be  located  somewhere  in  Southeast  Missouri,  and  to  be  known 
as  Asylum  No.  4.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  Governor  Stephens 
appointed  five  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  was  to  select  a  location,  and 
to  further  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

After  visiting  the  various  towns  competing  for  the  location  of  this 
institution,  and  considering  the  propositions  submitted  by  each,  Farming- 
ton  was  duly  selected  and  the  asylum,  there  located. 

The  site  selected  consists  of  326  acres  of  land,  valued  at  something 
more  than  $20,000.00.  The  State  paid  $13,889.90  of  this  amount  while 
the  citizens  of  Farmington  donated  the  balance.  Of  this  land  40  acres 
are  used  for  buildings  and  campus,  no  more  is  in  timber,  while  the  bal- 
ance is  either  now,  or  is  practically  ready  for  cultivation.  It  is  good  land, 
and  well  adapted  for  orchards,  garden  and  farming  purposes.  A  splendid 
rock  quarry  is  on  the  grounds,  from  which  all  stone  for  foundations  and 
road  macadam  is  taken. 
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The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $120,000.00  more  for  additional 
buildings  and  equipment,  so  that  to-day  13  buildings  have  been  erected, 
twelve  of  which  are  ready  for  occupancy. 

This  institution  is  built  on  what  is  known  as  the  "Cottage  Plan,"  and 
out  of  the  first  appropriation,  after  paying  for  land,  expenses  of  Board  of 
Commissioners,  and  architect,  5  cottages  were  built.  These  cottages  are 
about  70  feet  apart,  handsome  in  design,  well  heated,  lighted  and  venti- 
lated, in  fact  modern  in  every  way,  and  will  accommodate  75  patients  each. 
In  addition  to  these  a  power  house  600  feet  distant  was  erected,  which  is 
connected  with  all  the  other  buildings  by  a  splendid  tunnel  system. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  following  buildings  have  been  added : 
Dining  room  and  kitchen,  store-house,  laundry,  superintendent's  residence, 
barn,  and  building  for  the  "Violent  Insane/'  which  is  now  nearing  com- 
pletion. 

$45,000.00  insurance  is  carried  on  the  various  buildings,  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  at  a  cost  to  the  State,  of  $495.00.  For  coal,  $2.50  and  $2.75  per 
ton  is  paid. 

The  present  Board  of  Commissioners  assumed  charge  on  May  10th, 
1901.  On  January  1st,  1901,  there  remained  to  the  credit  of  the  institu- 
tion the  sum  of  $83,995.42  out  of  the  first  appropriation  of  $150,000.00 
made  in  1899,  but  this  amount  was  due  at  that  time  on  contracts  (hen 
made,  and  was  by  the  old  commissioners  paid  out  before  the  present  Board 
took  charge  on  May  10th,  1901,  so  that  financial  statements  here  sub- 
mitted, only  deal  with  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1901.

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Out  of  the  $15,000.00  appropriated  for  "Support  and  Maintenance," 
the  old  Board  (which  had  charge  up  to  May  10th,  1901,)  expended  the 
sum  of  $1,642.33,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  new  Board  of  $13,357.67.  Of 
this  amount  §&,22<\.J2)  has  been  expended  for  various  purposes,  leaving 
a  balance  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  of  $5,132.94. 

Out  of  the  $10,000.00  appropriated  for  payment  of  officers'  salaries 
and  employes,  $5,139.53  has  been  used,  leaving  a  balance  in  this  fund  of 
$4,860.47.  As  this  institution  was  not  opened  for  patients  until  January 
7th,  1903,  but  iktle  of  this  money  was  paid  for  officers'  salaries,  the  greater 
part  of  it  going  for  labor  employed  in  improving  the  grounds. 

$7,000.00  was  appropriated  for  a  laundry,  which  amount  was  ex- 
pended as  follows :

In  addition  to  this,  $5,647.95  was  spent  on  the  laundry  for  machinery 
and  equipment,  which  said  amount  was  used  out  of  the  $45,000.00  appro- 
priated for  "New  buildings,  sewerage  and  improvements,"  making  a  total 
cost  of  $12,647.95  for  the  laundry  complete.  It  is  indeed  a  modern  laun- 
dry, being  supplied  with  the  very  latest  machinery  and  up  to  date  in  its 
every  detail. 

$5,000.00  was  appropriated  for  furnishing  the  5  cottages  for  patients. 
This  has  been  most  tastefully  done.  The  day  rooms  have  been  made  to 
look  most  cozy  and  home  like;  while  the  dormitories  up  stairs  have  been 
provided  with  iron  beds  with  springs,  and  the  best  of  bed  furnishings. 

$4,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a  barn,  the  purchase 
of  live  stock  and  machinery.  This  amount  was  all  expended  on  the  barn, 
and  while  it  is  strongly  built,  very  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  built,  and  handsome  in  architectural  design,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  a  much  larger  and  more  commodious  barn  could  have  been  built  for 
the  same  money,  had  more  attention  been  paid  to  utility,  and  less  to  archi- 
tectural beauty.    We  all  admire  buildings  handsomely  designed,  but  con- 
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sidering  the  present  condition  of  our  treasury  and  the  crying  needs  of 
many  of  our  educational  and  eleemosynary  institutions,  the  State  has  no 
money  to  spend  in  building  ornamental  homes  for  the  "Missouri  mule"  or 
our  splendid  dairy  cow.  Comfortable,  commodious  quarters,  and  plenty 
of  feed  is  all  they  ask. 

The  amount  of  $29,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  for  the  violent  insane.  The  contract  for  this  building  was  let 
July  25th,  1902,  and  it  was  under  construction  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 
It  is  to  be  fire-proof  throughout.  Located  some  distance  from  the  other 
buildings,  it  will  be  in  every  way  a  separate  and  independent  department, 
being  provided  with  its  own  dining  room  and  other  equipment.  It  will 
accommodate  75  patients,  but  the  management  are  asking  for  an  additional 
appropriation  to  extend  this  building,  so  that  both  sexes  may  be  accom- 
modated.   When  this  is  done,  it  will  accommodate  75  more. 

The  $45,000.00  appropriated  for  "new  buildings,  sewerage  and  other 
improvements,"  has  been  expended  as  follows: 

Machinery  and  equipment  for  laundry,  $5,647.96;  sewerage  connec- 
tion to  dining  hall,  kitchen  and  laundry  buildings,  $300.00;  equipment  of 
kitchen  and  dining  hall,  $5,724.00;  arcade  between  kitchen  and  dining 
hall,  $425.00;  stone  porch  and  stairway  to  kitchen,  $575.00;  building  tun- 
nels and  installation  of  heat  in  dining  hall,  kitchen  and  laundry  buildings, 
^8,959.00;  additional  foundations  to  new  buildings,  $1,486.75;  incidental 
expenses,  $1,551.32;  store  house,  containing  future  cold  storage  room, 
$9,472.82;  (of  this  amount  $3,382.57  has  been  paid,  and  $6,190.25  is  yet 
due  on  contract)  ;  brick  residence  for  Superintendent,  $9,400.00;  (of  this 
amount  $2,175.64  has  been  paid  and  $7,224.36  is  still  due  on  contract). 

After  all  outstanding  contracts  are  paid,  there  will  remain  a  balance 
of  $1,458.15  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  out  of  which  was  yet  to  be  paid  the 
per  diem  and  expenses  of  commissioners,  and  the  architects'  salary  for  last 
quarter. 

The  sum  of  $30,000.00  was  appropriated  for  dining  room  and  kitchen. 
These  buildings  have  been  constructed,  and  were  ready  for  use  when  we 
were  there.  The  dining  room  is  the  handsomest  one  belonging  to  any 
of  the  State  institutions.    It  will  scat  about  three  hundred  persons,  and 
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is  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  patients  who  occupy  the 
various  cottages.  The  kitchen  is  the  most  modern  and  best  equipped  of 
its  kind  in  the  United  States.  These  two  buildings  cost  the  State  $29,- 
895.55,  leaving  a  balance  of  $104.45  to  tne  credit  of  this  fund. 

This  institution  has  been  some  years  in  building,  but  is  now  ready 
for  the  reception  of  patients,  being  formally  opened  on  January  7th,  of  this 
year.  Dr.  Hall  and  his  assistants  were  busy  making  the  final  prepara- 
tions at  the  time  of  our  visit,  December  29th  and  30th,  1902. 

It  has  been  constructed  along  new  lines,  so  far  as  Missouri's  asylums 
are  concerned,  but  the  "Cottage  Plan,"  on  which  it  is  built  has  been  tho- 
loughly  tested  and  approved  in  the  East.  It  is  located  in  the  great  South- 
east, a  section  of  the  State  that  is  rapidly  growing  in  both  population  and 
wealth,  and  is  entitled  to  all  the  encouragement  and  support  the  State  can 
give  it.  The  four  cottages  now  available  for  patients  will  accommodate 
300  patients.  The  other,  which  must  temporarily  be  used  as  an  admin- 
istration building,  will  accommodate  75  more,  when  it  can  be  used  for  the 
purpose  intended.  2 
The  building  for  "Violent  Insane"  will,  when  finished  and  equipped, 
furnish  a  home  for  75  more.  It  will  take  some  years  to  construct  all  the 
buildings  contemplated  in  the  completed  plans,  but  when  this  has  been 
done,  Southeast  Missouri  can  boast  of  an  institution  second  to  none  of  its 
kind,  and  one  that  will  be  an  ornament  and  a  credit  to  the  entire  State.

We  have  not  recommended  as  much  money  for  salaries  as  asked  for. 
Tn  our  judgment  the  salary  list  at  this  institution  is  too  high.  The  Super- 
intendent is  paid  the  same  as  those  at  Fulton,  St.  Joseph  and  Nevada,  and 
twice  as  much  as  the  one  at  Marshall.  The  Assistant  Physician  is  paid 
from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred  dollars  a  year  more  than  the  Assistant 
Physicians  in  our  other  insane  institutions.  The  Steward  is  paid  three 
hundred  dollars  per  year  more  than  any  Stewart  in  the  State.  The  Secre- 
tary and  Matron  are  also  paid  as  much  or  more  than  those  in  our  much 
larger  asylums.  We  have  recommended  here  for  salaries  more  than  twice 
as  much  as  was  given  Marshall  two  years  ago.  We  are  reliably  informed, 
however,  that  this  salary  lis!  will  be  revised  and  reduced.  Tt  certainly 
should  be,  or  else  the  salaries  of  the  officers  in  our  other  State  institutions 
should  he  increased. 
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There  are  many  things  asked  for  which  we  have  not  recommended, 
not  because  they  are  not  needed,  but  because,  in  our  judgment,  the  things 
we  have  recommended  arc  most  needed,  and  it  is  impossible  to  give  all 
things  wanted  here  at  this  time  and  do  justice  to  the  other  State  institu- 
tions. If,  however,  the  money  is  available,  we  would  like  to  see  the  Ad- 
ministration Building  asked  for  erected.  It  would  add  very  materially  to- 
wards the  completion  of  this  institution,  furnish  many  needed  quarters  and 
add  one  more  Cottage  for  the  use  of  patients. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  see  this  splendid  institution  built  just  as 
lapidly  as  possible,  but  we  have  so  many  other  worthy  institutions  need- 
ing so  many  things  that  it  is  impossible  to  recommend  all  things  now  asked 
for  at  Farmington. 

The  Violent  Insane  Building  must  be  completed  and  equipped.  The 
Hospital  Building  is  an  absolute  necessity.  The  other  buildings  asked  for, 
while  needed,  and  while  they  must  be  built  before  this  institution  is  com- 
pleted, are  not  so  imperatively  demanded  as  the  ones  we  have  recom- 
mended.

After  some  years  of  agitation,  the  General  Assembly,  in  1899,  took 
the  initial  step  towards  the  establishment  of  this  much-needed  institu- 
tion and  appropriated  the  small  sum  of  $30,000.00  with  which  to  begin 
the  work.  With  proper  encouragement,  this  institution  is  destined,  in  a 
few  years,  to  become  a  necessary  and  useful  adjunct  to  our  system  of  in- 
sane hospitals. 

It  is  specially  intended  to  furnish  a  home  for  the  insane  children  of 
the  State,  and  in  addition  for  the  feeble-minded,  and  that  class  of  epilep- 
tics who  are  not  insane  or  dangerous.  If  the  institution  is  ever  coin- 
cided according  to  the  present  plans,  it  will  then  accomodate  about 
one  thousand  patients,  and  will  relieve  the  other  asylums  of  the  State  of  a 
great  many  patients  who  properly  belong  in  a  Feeble-Minded  Home.  In 
compliance  with  the  law  creating  this  institution,  a  Board  was  appointed 
to  locate  and  start  its  construction.  After  considering  the  various  sites 
offered,  Marshall  was  finally  selected.  The  citizens  of  Saline  county  do- 
nated 280  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  city  limits,  only  a  mile  distant  from 
the  depots  of  two  of  Missouri's  greatest  railroads,  the  C.  &  A.  and  the 
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Missouri  Pacific.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  was  indeed  a  small  amount 
with  which  to  even  start  so  great  an  institution,  but  the  Board  took  up 
the  work,  and  with  the  money  at  their  command,  erected  one  building, 
known  as  Cottage  "A,"  and  constructed  the  foundation,  for  another,  known 
as  Cottage  "B."  This  work,  together  with  the  expenses  of  the  Board  and 
other  incidentals,  exhausted  the  first  appropriation. 

Two  years  ago  the  Legislature  made  the  following  additional  appro- 
priations for  the  benefit  of  this  institution:

With  the  $75,000.00  appropriated  for  completing  Cottage  "B"  and 
*iie  erection  of  additional  cottages,  much  has  been  done.  Cottage  "B" 
has  been  completed  and  is  now  occupied.  Cottage  "C"  has  been  erected 
and  was  at  the  time  of  our  visit  about  ready  for  use,  and  Cottages  "D" 
and  "E"  were  constructed  to  the  second  floor.  A  coal  shed  had  been 
built,  and  the  corridor  and  tunnel  way  connecting  the  heating  with  the 
buildings  had  been  completed. 

The  amounts  appropriated  for  the  various  other  buildings  had  all 
teen  expended  and  buildings  completed. 

This  institution  opened  its  doors  for  the  reception  of  patients  April 
1st,  1 901,  with  only  one  cottage  then  completed.  There  were  but  two 
occupied  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  both  were  full,  furnishing  a  home 
for  136,  mostly  children.

Over  200  applications  are  now  on  file  asking  for  admission  to  this 
home,  but  they  cannot  be  accommodated  with  present  facilities.  This  in- 
stitution will  continue  to  grOw  in  public  favor  as  its  mission  and  work 
is  understood  by  the  people. 

The  general  plan  or  building  scheme,  on  which  this  "Home"  has 
been  started,  is,  in  our  opinion,  one  of  the  most  practical  of  any  in  the 
State.  The  cottages  so  far  constructed  are  all  fire  proof  and  well  con- 
structed, and  while  built  on  the  cottage  plan,  are  all  connected  by  an  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  corridor  system. 

The  immediate  needs  of  this  institution  are  many,  and  we  trust  that 
the  Legislature  will  deal  with  it  as  generously  as  it  deserves.

This  is  another  one  of  Missouri's  new  institutions.  It  was  badly 
needed  and  should  be  most  liberally  encouraged.  The  salary  list  here  is 
smaller  by  half  than  at  any  similar  institution  in  the  State.  As  the  insti- 
tution grows  more  physicians  and  officers  will  be  needed,  so  we  have 
recommended  a  small  increase  for  salaries.  We  think  the  sixty  thousand 
dollars  recommended  for  support  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ensuing  two 
\ears.  However,  the  Legislature  should  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  all  pa- 
tients here  are  supported  entirely  by  the  State.  The  counties  pay  noth- 
ing towards  the  support  of  any  of  these  patients.  In  all  our  Insane  Asy- 
lums each  patient  pays  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week,  which  goes 
to  the  "Support  Fund"  of  the  institution.  Hence,  the  necessity  of  a 
larger  amount  for  maintenance  here  than  is  given  the  Asylums.  There 
are  hundreds  of  children,  feeble-minded  and  epileptics,  in  the  State,  who 
:-hould  be  in  this  institution.  The  buildings  we  have  recommended  will, 
when  completed,  accommodate  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  additional 
patients.  The  amounts  necessary  to  construct  these  buildings  should,  in 
our  judgment,  be  given. 

The  Administration  Building  asked  for  must,  in  the  course  of  time, 
be  built,  but  is  not  so  badly  needed  as  the  things  we  have  recommended. 

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  is  asked  for  to  enlarge  the  Power  House 
and  connections.  It  is  impossible  for  your  Committee  to  determine  just 
how  much  money  it  will  take  to  connect  the  Heating  and  Light  Plant  with 
the  new  buildings  we  have  recommended.   We,  therefore,  refer  this  item

to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  suggest  that  they  ascertain  from 
the  Superintendent  of  this  institution  the  absolute  amount  of  money  neces- 
sary to  supply  the  buildings,  which  they  will  recommend,  with  heat  and 
i'ght.  We  would  like  to  see  this  Home  built  and  completed  at  once,  but 
again  are  we  confronted  with  the  fact  that  sufficient  money  is  not  at  our 
command  for  this  purpose.  With  the  additions  recommended,  this  insti- 
tution will  be  in  a  position  to  accommodate  nearly  five  hundred  patients. 
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ST.  LOUIS  INSANE  ASYLUM. 
St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Runge  Superintendent 

This  institution  is  not  under  State  control,  but  is  owned  and  sup- 
ported by  the  City  of  St.  Louis.  Beginning  in  1877,  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  made  an  appropriation  to  aid  in  its  support.  Succeeding  Legis- 
latures, from  time  to  time,  did  the  same  thing,  until  it  came  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  semi-State  institution. 

The  Last  General  Assembly  appropriated  $40,000.00  to  aid  in  its  sup- 
i  ort,  but  this  item  was  vetoed  by  Governor  Dockery,  so  that  it  has  received 
no  State  aid  during  the  past  two  years.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  your 
Committee  felt  that  no  report  on  the  condition  of  the  insane  in  Missouri 
would  be  complete  without  a  visit  to  the  St.  Louis  institutions,  so  we 
made  the  visit. 

Dr.  Runge,  the  Superintendent,  gave  us  a  hearty  welcome,  showed 
uS  through  the  entire  institution  and  extended  every  possible  courtesy. 
He  is  a  thorough  gentleman,  a  scholar  of  the  highest  order  and  a  recog- 
nized authority  on  the  causes  and  treatment  of  insanity. 

Here,  in  a  building  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  350  patients, 
we  found  crowded  in  675  human  beings  bereft  of  reason.  Of  these,  409 
are  males  and  266  females.  The  long  corridors  between  the  sleeping 
rooms  are  used  by  the  patients  during  the  day,  but  they  are  so  crowded 
that  the  air  in  them  is  of  necessity  foul.  Every  inch  of  available  space  in 
the  sleeping  rooms  is  filled  with  beds,  yet  many  sleep  on  the  floor  as  a 
result  of  the  overcrowded  condition.  A  temporary  wooden  building  has 
been  erected,  and  in  this  we  found  92  patients,  equally  as  badly  crowded. 

Leaving  here,  we  visited  the  "Poor  House,"  only  a  few  blocks  dis- 
tant, only  to  find  conditions  worse.  Owing  to  the  overcrowded  condi- 
tion of  the  Asylum,  925  insane,  find  lodgment  here.  Men,  women  and 
children,  not  paupers,  but  insane,  are  kept  in  the  city  "Poor  House." 

This  institution  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Remmers,  a 
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most  affable  and  courteous  gentleman,  who  has  under  his  charge,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  925  insane,  738  of  the  city's  paupers. 

The  1,600  insane  in  St.  Louis  are  perhaps  treated  as  well  as  they  can 
be  under  existing  conditions.  Without  discussing  the  question  of  whether 
St.  Louis  or  the  State  is  at  fault,  your  Committee  desires  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  here,  herded  together,  1,600  human  beings,  unable 
to  think  or  act  for  themselves,  crying  aloud  to  the  Christian  civilization 
of  Missouri  for  better  and  more  comfortable  quarters,  where  they  can  be 
more  humanely  cared  for  and  scientifically  treated. 

All  the  millions  we  may  spend  on  the  ''World's  Fairs"  will  never 
make  of  our  metropolis  a  greater  St.  Louis,  nor  of  our  State  a  "New 
Missouri,"  while  this  unfortunate  class  of  our  citizenship  remains  ncg- 
iected. 

There  are  not  less  than  40  children  in  these  institutions  that  should 
be  removed  to  Marshall  and  placed  in  the  "Feeble-Minded  Colony"  just 
as  soon  as  100m  can  be  provided  for  them. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  St.  Louis  will  in  the  near  future  provide  better 
quarters  for  these  unfortunate  people,  but  if  she  does  not,  then  the  Stale 
should  erect  sufficient  additions  to  her  Asylums  to  accommodate  at  least 
a  part  of  them,  and  by  law  compel  the  city  to  transfer  enough  to  the  coun- 
ii  \  to  relieve  the  present  crowded  conditions. 

No  community,  no  city,  no  state,  can  stand  idly  by  and  let  go  un- 
heeded the  cry  of  these  poor  unfortunates.    Something  must  be  done. 

More  and  oetter  buildings  arc  imperatively  needed,  and  the  people 
of  St.  Louis  and  the  State  should  sec  to  it  that  they  arc  constructed.  Xo 
class  of  unfortunates  so  strongly  appeals  to  a  people  for  the  humane  treat- 
ment as  those  devoid  of  reason.  In  no  way  can  a  city  or  State  add  mote 
to  its  good  name  than  by  extending  every  possible  comfort  to  that  class 
(  f  it:;  citizenship  who  arc  unable  to  care  for  themselves. 

We  conclude  this  report,  simply  calling  attention  to  conditions,  with- 
out any  specific  recommendations.

The  National  Government  has  ever  been  most  liberal  in  providing 
pensions  and  "Homes"  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  responded 
to  their  country's  call  in  time  of  war.  Specially  liberal,  has  both  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  States  been  with  those  who  wore  the  ''blue"  from  '61  to 
'65,  in  seeing  that  those  who  were  unable  to  care  for  themselves  were  pro- 
vided with  comfortable  Homes  and  the  necessities  of  life. 
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Xot  so  fortunate  are  those  who,  following-  their  convictions  of  right, 
fought  for  the  "Lost  Cause."  While  they  endured  all  the  hardships,  faced 
all  the  dangers  and  fought  as  bravely  as  any  soldiers  who  ever  marched 
to  the  field  of  battle,  their  cause  was  lost,  and  no  Federal  Home  awaits 
their  coming,  when  old  age  and  poverty  overtakes  them. 

Recognizing  these  facts,  a  few  of  Missouri's  noble  men  and  women, 
some  years  ago,  resolved  that  something  should  be  done  to  furnish  a  home 
for  these  old  and  needy  Confederate  Soldiers,  their  wives  and  children. 
U  was  a  labor  of  love  in  the  cause  of  Charity,  but  was  a  work  that  will 
ever  stand  as  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  those  who  gave  their  time, 
their  labor  and  their  means  to  establish  this  Home. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-two  acres  of  excellent  land  near  Higgms- 
ville,  in  Lafayette  county,  was  purchased,  and  thirteen  small  frame  cot- 
tages, a  church,  and  a  large  two-story  brick  building  were  erected  thereon, 
Here  the  Home  was  opened  and  supported  without  State  aid. 

In  1897  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  providing  that  the  State  assume 
control  and  maintain  and  support  this  most  worthy  and  deserving  Home. 
All  the  land  and  buildings  (then  worth  $84,000.00)  were  transferred  to 
the  State,  and  since  then  has  been  under  State  control. 

The  Legislature  in  1899  made  a  small  appropriation  for  improve- 
ments and  repairs,  which  was  used  for  the  purposes  given.

The  hospital,  which  was  long  and  badly  needed,  has  been  built  and  is 
now  occupied.  It  is  of  brick,  two  stories  and  a  basement,  steam  heated, 
and  will  accommodate  40  patients. 

We  very  much  regret  that  we  cannot  say  it  is  a  model  hospital  build- 
ing, for  it  is  not.  It  is  built  on  low  ground,  without  stone  foundation,  and 
is  in  many  ways  subject  to  criticism. 

The  barn  erected  is  a  good  one  and  a  valuable  addition  to  the  farm. 

The  various  cottages  and  old  hospital  building  are  badly  in  need  of 
painting-  and  repairs,  and  we  specially  urge  that  a  liberal  appropriation 
be  made  for  that  purpose. 

Many  of  the  cottages  are  also  badly  in  need  of  better  furniture  and 
inside  repairs.  If  the  State  is  to  furnish  a  home  for  these  old  men  and 
women,  let  it  be  one  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name. 

Many  improvements  should  be  made,  and  we  believe  that  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Pace,  who  became  superintendent  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  much  will  be  done  for  the  betterment  of  the  Home.

Your  Committee  regrets  to  say  that  this  institution  is  not  in  first- 
class  conditipon  and  needs  many  things.  After  careful  and  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  entire  institution,  and  after  fully  considering  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Managers,  we  most  earnestly  recommend  that  every 
item  asked  for  be  appropriated.  These  old  unfortunate  soldiers  are  not 
as  well  provided  for  as  they  should  be,  and  we  want  the  State  to  put  this 
Home  in  better  condition. 

The  present  capacity  of  this  institution  is  taxed  to  its  utmost,  and 
while  the  Board  is  not  asking  for  any  additional  building,  we  can  truth- 
fully say  that  more  room  is  needed.  If  the  money  is  available,  we  would 
recommend  that  $10,000.00  be  appropriated  for  a  new  dormitory  for 
men. 

Lei  us  remember  that  tin's  institution  receives  not  a  dollar  from  any 
source  other  than  what  the  State  gives  it.    No  pensions  arc  paid  by  the 

Siatc  or  Government  to  any  of  the  old  men  here.  Let  us  give  them  bet- 
ter quarters,  better  furniture  and  better  treatment.

This  institution  is  the  successor  of  the  Federal  Soldiers'  Home,  ori- 
ginally established  by  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  and  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  organizations  of  Missouri.  Its  object  was  to  provide 
a  home  for  the  old  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  their  wives  and 
widows,  where  they  might  be  supplied  with  the  necessaries  of  life  and 
proper  medical  attention  during  the  declining  years  of  their  lives.  It 
was,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1897,  put  under  State  control.  It 
is  admirably  located  on  sixty  acres  of  fertile  land,  just  outside  the  city 
limits  of  the  prosperous  little  town  of  St.  James.  Of  the  sixty  acres, 
most  all  can  be  cultivated,  and  much  is  raised  in  the  garden  and  orchard 
that  helps  supply  the  tables  of  the  "Home." 

The  value  of  the  various  buildings  is  not  less  than  $50,000.00,  on 
which  $36,450.00  insurance  is  carried.  Every  one  of  the  buildings  are 
now  crowded  to  their  full  capacity,  while  45  applicants  are  denied  admis- 
sion for  lack  of  room. 
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The  following  table  shows  number  of  patients  and  their  ages  in  the 
Home  at  the  time  of  our  visit:

The  State  two  years  ago  appropriated  $22,000.00  for  the  construc- 
tion of  two  new  buildings,  a  dormitory  and  Hospital.  These  buildings 
have  both  been  completed  within  the  appropriation,  and  have  been  in  use 
since  January,  1^02.  The  dormitory  is  well  constructed  and  modem  in 
every  way,  Furnishing  a  home  for  56*  men.   The  Hospital  is  a  neat,  one- 


story  structure,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  with  a  capacity  for  36  beds. 
!t  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  care  of  men,  and  at  the  time  of  <>in  visit  26 
were  sheltered  in  this  building  under  the  physician's  care. 

The  old  men  and  women  in  this  Home  are  all  well  cared  for  and  no 
complaint  was  heard. 

If,  however,  any  more  are  to  be  admitted,  additional  quarters  are 
absolutely  necessary. 

The  general  health  here,  considering  the  old  age  of  the  men  and 
women,  is  good.  The  physician  in  charge  makes  daily  visits  and  per- 
sonally looks  after  all  the  sick.

One  of  the  most  serious  and  perplexing  questions  with  which  those 
interested  in  the  well  being  of  the  State  and  society  have  to  deal  is :  What 
shall  be  done  with  young  offenders  against  the  law  ?  Much  has  been  said 
and  written  in  answer  to  this  question  and  many  theories  advanced,  but 
a  practical  answer  is  to  be  had  in  the  adequate  system  in  vogue  at 
the  Reform  School  for  Boys  at  Boonville.  And  your  Committee 
tee  desires  to  impress  the  fact  that  in  their  exhaustive  examination  of  this 
school,  that  they  found  it  to  be  not  primarily  a  penal  institution,  a  prison 
for  boys,  but  rather  an  industrial  training  school,  whose  splendid  system 
of  education  is  designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  higher  citizenship  and 
usefulness  to  the  State.  Great  was  our  surprise  to  find  that  no  iron  bars 
or  armed  guards  were  necessary  to  confine  or  restrain  the  students,  but 
found  them  industriously  pursuing  their  studies  in  the  class-room,  work- 
ing in  the  fields  or  performing  their  duties  in  the  shops  and  factories, 
with  no  disciplinary  power  over  them,  except  their  sense  of  duty  and  their 
honor.  The  rules  governing  the  student  of  course  are  rigid,  as  in  other 
educational  institutions;  everyone  must  do  his  whole  duty,  and  be  it  said 
to  the  credit  of  Col.  L.  D.  Drake,  superintendent,  that  duty  is  well  per- 
formed by  all.    This  school,  within  "its  scope,  is  doing  a  grand  work;  for 
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every  year  it  turns  back  to  the  State,  prepared  for  good  citizenship  and 
for  usefulness,  many  young  men,  who,  if  neglected  in  boyhood,  would 
never  have  learned  the  lessons  of  splendid  citizenship  and  the  exalted 
responsibilities  of  an  honorable  life.  Every  day  Col.  Drake  receives  let- 
ters from  some  former  student  expressing  gratitude  for  the  lessons  learned 
here,  and  for  the  practical  knowledge  acquired  in  this  institution.  Out 
of  the  two  thousand  boys  who  have  been  in  the  school  since  it  was  es- 
tablished fourteen  years  ago,  seventy  per  cent  have  become  good  and  use- 
ful citizens,  and  many  are  now  occupying  honorable  positions  in  society. 
No  greater  service  to  the  State  and  to  society  could  be  performed  than 
this  splendid  work,  and  if  all  of  these  things  were  fully  understood  by 
the  people  of  Missouri  they  would  give  this  institution  their  most  en- 
thusiastic and  hearty  support.  The  total  enrollment  was  350  on  Dec. 
15th,  1902. 

The  students  are  instructed  in  the  ordinary  branches  taught  in  the 
public  schools,  and  seventeen  branches  of  industry  are  represented  in  the 
institution,  each  in  charge  of  a  skilled  and  competent  workman,  as  fol- 
lows :  Brick  setting  and  burning,  brick  laying,  carpentering,  house  paint- 
ing, steam  fitting  and  plumbing,  blacksmith ing,  electrical  and  stationary 
engineering,  printing,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  baking,  carriage  painting, 
laundering,  floriculture,  horticulture,  farming  and  caring  for  stock.  Re- 
ligious instruction  is  given  in  the  Sunday  school,  and  chapel  services  are 
held  each  Sunday,  presided  over  by  the  pastor  of  one  of  the  religious 
denominations  of  Boonvillc. 

The  farm  contains  368  acres,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  have 
leased  275  acres  in  addition,  making  a  total  of  643  acres  of  farming  land, 
the  products  of  which  aid  very  materially  in  the  support  of  the  school. 
Brick  making  has  become  quite  an  industry  in  this  institution,  and  is 
also  a  source  of  some  revenue  in  addition  to  supplying  the  brick  for  all 
buildings  erected.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  school  makes  its  own 
brick  and  has  its  own  stonemasons,  brick  masons,  carpenters,  painters 
and  steam-fitters  among  the  students,  the  cost  of  building  is  practically 
nominal,  and  the  material  and  workmanship  on  all  the  buildings  erected 
by  the  studenls  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by

Col.  Drake,  will  compare  most  favorably  with  similar  buildings  of  other 
State  institutions.  $20,000.00  insurance  is  carried  on  the  various  build- 
ings, the  rate  being  2  1-2  per  cent  for  three  years. 

The  value  of  all  property,  including  368  acres  of  land,  eighteen  brick 
buildings  of  various  dimensions,  with  furniture  and  equipment  complete, 
also  live  stock,  farm  implements,  and  etc.,  is  $375,000.00.

The  Board  asks  $18,000.00  for  a  new  steam  plant,  tunnels,  boilers, 
engines  and  pumps.  A  new  heating  plant  would  be  desirable  at  present, 
and  will  be  a  necessity  in  a  few  years,  and  if  the  finances  of  the  State 
will  permit  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  we  would  recommend  that 
this  amount  be  appropriated. 

We  have  recommended  $15,000.00  for  two  new  buildings.  With 
this  money  Col.  Drake  will  erect  two  buildings  that  would  cost  $30,000.00 
at  many  of  the  other  institutions.  Every  dollar  appropriated  for  a 
building  here  goes  into  the  building.  Col.  Drake  acts  as  architect  and 
superintendent  of  the  buildings.  The  boys  make  the  brick  and  assist 
largely  in  the  construction  of  the  buildings,  so  that  when  one  is  com- 
pleted the  money  appropriated  has  been  spent  mostly  for  raw  material. 

We  desire  to  conclude  this  report  by  recommending  that  the  name 
of  this  institution  be  changed  to  the  "Missouri  Training  School  for 
Hoys."

This  institution,  established  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved March  30,  1887,  has,  by  practical  results,  demonstrated  its  ines- 
timable value  to  the  State.    It  has  survived  against  the  assault  of  those 
who  would  have  destroyed  it  in  its  infancy,  and  stands  today  a  complete 
refutation  of  that  heretical  doctrine  which  teaches  that  when  a  woman 
falls,  she  "falls  like  Lucifer,  never  to  hope  again."    Society  which  boasts 
of  its  Christian  charity  has  from  immemorial  times  dealt  most  uncharit- 
ably with  fallen  womanhood ;  the  untutored  and  inexperienced  girl,  who 
has  fallen  upon  evil  days  through  her  ignorance  of  the  world  and  its 
pitfalls,  has  too  often  been  placed  beyond  the  pale  of  the  redeeming  in- 
fluences of  charitable  solicitude  and  Christian  love.    Out  of  the  manv 
thousands  of  unfortunate  girls  and  women,  born  into  vice,  reared  through 
infancy  in  hunger  and  want,  whose  aimless  feet  in  childhood  had  been 
led  into  the  darkness,  how  many  could  be  redeemed  unto  a  noble  life  if 
in  the  hour  of  despair  and  misery  someone  would  catch  hold  upon  the 
hands  outstretched  out  of  the  shadows  and  lift  them  into  the  light?  But 
little  can  be  expected  of  those  who  have  never  had  a  Christian  home, 
who  have  never  heard  words  of  human  interest  in  their  well  being,  or 
words  of  tender  sympathy  and  love ;  but  under  all  of  these  influences 
much  can  be  expected,  and  there  will  be  no  disappointment.    The  Home 
for  Girls  was  created  for  the  benignant  purpose  of  placing  unfortunate 
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girls  under  such  influences,  teahing  them  that  someone  at  last  cared  for 
them  in  a  Christian  way,  and  educating  their  minds  as  well  as  their  hands, 
making  them  virtuous  and  useful  women.  How  well  this  purpose  has 
been  achieved  may  be  understood  from  the  fact  that  76  per  cent  of  the 
inmates  have  been  reformed,  and  by  reformation  is  meant  that  this  large 
per  cent  have  married  well,  or  become  engaged  in  some  honorable  call- 
ing. And  your  Committee  desires  to  emphasize  their  approval  of  the 
educational  system  of  this  school,  which  teaches  these  girls  to  sew  and 
mend,  as  well  as  to  sing  and  paint ;  it  teaches  them  to  manage  a  kitchen 
range  and  run  a  sewing  machine,  as  well  as  to  play  a  piano ;  they  can  bake 
bread  and  biscuits  and  cook  pork  and  beans  as  well  as  they  can  make  an- 
gel cake.  This  system  of  education  might  very  profitably  be  adopted  by 
some  of  the  more  aristocratic  female  seminaries,  with  greater  benefits 
to  all  concerned. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-seven  girls  have  been  admitted  since  the 
institution  opened,  and  on  Dec.  1st,  1902,  it  contained  118  inmates  of 
an  average  of  14  years.  The  average  length  of  time  in  the  Home  is  four 
years,  and  this  is  gradually  decreasing.  Your  Committee  examined  the 
school  thoroughly  and  were  much  pleased  at  the  order  and  discipline,  as 
well  as  the  interest  manifested  by  the  students  in  their  work.  Each  girl 
keeps  her  own  room  tidy  and  in  order,  and  a  home-like  appearance  is 
observable  throughout  the  entire  institution.  The  lady-like  and  modest 
demeanor  of  all  the  students  is  specially  noticeable,  and  their  aptitude  for 
study  is  likewise  to  be  complimented.  Much  is  due  to  the  splendid  man- 
agement of  Mrs.  L.  U.  DeBolt,  the  present  superintendent. 

They  are  given  a  common  school  education,  reaching  to  the  second 
year  of  High  School  work.  Those  that  are  adapted  to  it  are  given  a 
business  course,  viz. :  stenography,  typewriting,  bookkeeping,  business 
arithmetic  and  business  forms  and  grammar;  all  branches  of  sewing  and 
fine  needle  work,  cooking,  dining  room  work,  the  care  of  living  rooms, 
laundry  work,  and  in  short,  all  branches  of  domestic  work. 

During  the  biennial  period  jnsl  closed  the  Board  <>f  Managers  have 
in  addition  1o  having  a  new  cottage  erected,  built  an  addition  to  the 
power  or  engine  house,  installed  therein  two  new  boilers,  which  furnish 
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ample  heat  for  the  three  cottages  and  school  building,  dug  two  wells 
and  made  other  improvements  and  repairs.  The  expenditures  being  in 
detail  as  follows:

Notice. 


Fruit  growers  and  others  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Station  can 
have  their  names  placed  on  the  permanent  mailing  list  of  the  Station  by 
writing  to  the  Director  and  requesting  it.  The  bulletins  are  sent  free 
to  residents  of  the  State.  Senators  and  Representatives  are  requested  to 
furnish  a  list  of  the  fruit  growers  in  their  counties  and  bulletins  will 
be  sent. 

Comparatively  speaking,  the  above  institution  is  in  its  infancy.  It 
was  created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1899  and  the  Commissioners 
appointed  under  the  act  decided  that  Mountain  Grove,  Wright  county, 
was  a  suitable  and  proper  location  for  the  Station.  The  Commissioners 
did  their  work  well  when  placing  the  Station,  for  it  is  in  the  very  center 
of  the  land  of  the  "Big  Red  Apple''  and  within  easy  reach  of  the  fruit 
growers  of  South  Missouri.  The  work  of  the  Station  is  in  the  interest 
of  the  fruit  growing  industry,  hence  a  location  convenient  to  the  fruit 
growers  is  a  good  one. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Station  is 
$25,000.00.  This  includes  the  190  acres  of  land  given  to  the  State  by  the 
people  of  Wright  county.  There  are  T35  acres  in  cultivation,  of  which 
65  acres  is  planted  to  fruils.    .The  balance  is  being  prepared  for  fruit 
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planting  as  rapidly  as  possible.  During  the  last  biennial  period  80  acres 
of  timber  land  has  been  cleared.  There  arc  1,650  fruit  trees  and  plants 
in  cultivation  of  the  following  varieties:  Apples,  300;  peaches,  250; 
strawberries,  1,000;  cherries,  20;  grapes,  45;  pears,  18;  plums,  17.  None 
of  these  trees  have  borne  fruit  as  yet,  but  a  number  will  bear  first  crop  the 
coming  season;  the  plants  and  trees  have  a  splendid  growth  for  the  time 
planted. 

Since  February  1,  1900,  the  management  of  the  Station  has  been 
under  Prof.  J.  T.  Stinson  as  manager  and  inspector.  Taken  as  a  whole 
under  his  direction  the  institution  has  made  good  progress  and  the  work 
done  has  been  of  a  character  to  benefit  those  interested.  We  are  reliably 
informed  that  Prof.  Stinson  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  take  effect  Feb.  1,  1903.  He  will  accept  a  position  with 
the  World's  Fair,  where,  by  his  services,  he  will  no  doubt  prove  a  valuable 
man. 

As  the  name  indicates,  the  object  of  the  Station  is  to  do  work  of  an 
experimental  nature,  with  a  view  of  producing  results  that  will  be  of 
practical  value  to  the  fruit  growers.  Experiments  tending  to  the  investi- 
gation of  fruit  diseases,  their  causes  and  cures  are  made,  and  as  soon  as 
conclusions  of  a  definite  character  are  reached  they  are  sent  broadcast 
throughout  the  State  by  bulletins  to  the  fruit  growers.  It  is  readily  seen 
how  valuable  such  knowledge  is  to  them  and  how  it  will  indirectly  assist 
in  producing  a  larger  peach  or  apple  crop,  as  the  case  may  be.  Four 
bulletins  have  been  published,  one  on  the  "Spraying  of  Fruits,"  is  ready 
for  the  printer  and  another  on  the  "Fungous  Diseases"  of  the  year  is 
being  prepared.  The  third  bulletin  issued,  which  was  on  the  "Varieties 
of  Apples  and  Peaches  Adapted  to  the  Different  Sections  of  the  State" 
proved  popular  arid  seemed  to  cover  the  demand  for  information  of  this 
kind.  It  is  the  desire  and  intention  of  the  Station  to  publish  these  bul- 
letins with  more  regularity  in  the  future,  as  the  work  is  now  getting  in 
such  shape  as  to  allow  it. 

One  of  the  most  important  objects  for  which  this  Station  was  created 
was  orchard  inspection  work ;  this  is  important  because  it  provides  a 
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way  by  which  the  spreading  of  dangerous  insects  and  diseases  can  be 
prevented.  This  means  much  to  all  concerned,  for  it  prevents  the  or- 
chards of  the  State  from  becoming  infested.  When  the  latter  condition 
once  exists,  it  requires  a  great  amount  of  work  and  money  to  remove  it. 
Whenever  requested  the  manager  has  visited  orchards  in  which  there 
were  dangerous  insects  or  diseases  for  the  purpose  of  at  least  checking, 
if  not  altogether  eliminating  the  trouble.  This  work  was  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  Station  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Many  orchards  were 
visited  and  inspected  by  which  much  good  was  done.  For  the  protec- 
tion of  other  orchards  in  a  community  and  where  conditions  warrant, 
trees  may  be  dug  up  and  destroyed  under  the  direction  of  the  manager. 
This  has  been  done  in  one  or  two*  cases. 

The  Station  instituted  a  splendid  method  of  scattering  information 
to  fruit  growers  by  an  exhibit  car  which  was  taken  from  place  to  place 
by  the  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  Railroad  Co.  without  cost.  A  num- 
ber of  the  best  spray  pumps,  with  a  collection  of  material  for  same,  were 
placed  in  the  car  for  examination  and  investigation  by  those  who  might 
visit  the  car.  There  were  also  a  collection  of  insects  and  a  microscope 
in  the  car ;  the  latter  served  the  purpose  of  examining  the  spores  of  the 
different  fruit  diseases.  A  great  number  of  visitors  came  to  the  car  at 
every  point  it  stopped  and  the  results  obtained  were  highly  profitable  to 
both  the  Station  and  grower.  The  latter  were  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  test  the  different  kinds  of  machinery  and  decide  what  was  best  suited 
to  their  needs.

The  moneys  we  re  spent  for  the  purposes  specified  and  all  work  con- 
templated was  done,  except   the  building  of  a  barn  and  plant  house. 
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These  were  not  constructed  because  the  amounts  appropriated  were  not 
sufficient.  During  the  last  two  years  additional  land  was  cleared,  Experi- 
ment Station  building  completed,  Station  grounds  and  farm  fenced,  two 
cottages  erected  on  farm  for  employes  of  Station,  water  works  system 
and  well  put  in  and  fixtures  in  laboratories  supplied.  The  buildings 
now  standing  on  the  Station  grounds  proper  are  Experiment  Station, 
residence  of  Director,  cottage  and  work  house.  The  one  mentioned  last 
is  26  by  38  feet ;  it  was  intended  for  a  work  house,  but  at  present  is  used 
for  barn.  This  temporary  barn  houses  the  stock  at  the  Station,  which 
consists  of  three  work  horses. 

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  on  the  property  is  $14,700.00,  one- 
half  of  which  is  fire  at  one  dollar  and  the  other  half  tornado  at  fifty  cents. 

The  appropriations  for  salaries  were  expended  as  specified.  The 
number  of  permanent  employes  of  the  Station,  with  monthly  salary,  are 
hs  follows:  Manager,  $166.65;  fi^d  assistant,  $50.00;  assistant  horticul- 
tnris,  $45.00;  assistant  in  investigation  of  plant  diseases,  $45.00;  foreman, 
$28.00.

We  think  the  above  recommendations  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the 
necessities  of  the  station  for  the  next  two  years. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  this  Station  are  paid  $300.00  per  annum  and  expenses. 
This  is  more  than  is  paid  to  any  other  Board  in  the  State.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  law  be  amended  and  that  the  pay  of  this  Board  be  made  the 
same  as  others,  $100.00  per  year. 
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The  Missouri  State  Fair  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  40th  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and,  by  the  act  creating  it,  the  management  was  vested 
in  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  This  Board  was  also  empowered  to 
select  a  site,  and,  after  a  thorough  and  mature  consideration  of  all  the 
propositions  submitted  by  the  various  competing  cities,  selected  a  tract  of 
land,  containing  160  acres,  lying  adjacent  to  the  city  limits  of  Sedalia,  and 
most  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose.  Immediately  upon  the  selection 
of  the  location,  the  Board,  on  December  19th,  1899,  organized  as  a  Board 
of  State  Fair  Directors  and  named  an  executive  committee,  consisting 
cf  Norman  J.  Colman,  J.  R.  Rippey,  N.  H.  Gentry,  Alexander  Maitiand 
and  George  B.  Ellis.  On  May  30th  of  the  following  year.  N.  H.  Gentry 
vvas  named  as  Superintendent  of  the  fair  grounds,  and  placed  in  charge 
Oi  the  construction  of  such  improvements  as  could  be  made  with  the 
iimited  funds  then  available  for  that  purpose,  amounting  to  $14,342.35, 
this  amount  having  accrued  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  known  as  the 
"Breeders'  Bill."  This  was  indeed  a  meager  sum  to  begin  the  construc- 
tion of  an  institution  of  such  magnitude  and  great  importance  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Missouri ;  but,  nothing  daunted,  the  Beard  of  Directors  rapidly 
pushed  improvements,  and  by  the  most  economical  and  judicious  expen- 
diture of  the  $50,000.00  appropriated  by  the  41st  General  Assembly  for 
the  equipment  of  the  grounds,  the  gates  of  the  Missouri  State  Fair  were 
thrown  open  for  the  first  annual  exhibition  September  8th,  1901.  Al- 
though held  under  the  most  discouraging  conditions,  having  no  adequate 
equipments,  and  a  severe  drouth  having  most  disastrously  affected  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  this  exhibition  far  surpassed  the  ex- 
1  ectations  of  the  management  However,  it  is  gratifying  to  the  friends 
of  this  institution  and  to  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  interests  of 
this  State,  in  whose  behalf  it  was  established  and  is  being  maintained,  to 
know  that  such  has  been  the  general  interest  created  in  it,  that  over  25,000 
people,  from  all  over  the  State  and  adjoining  states,  passed  through  its 
gates  in  one  day  during  the  annual  exhibition  of  1902. 

An  idea  of  the  magnitude  and  general  plan  of  the  State  Fair  and 
what  has  been  thus  far  accomplished,  may  be  had  from  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  constructed  a  regulation  mile  track,  80  feet  wide  011  the  home 
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stretch,  with  fencing,  judges'  stand  and  starters'  stand,  costing  $20,- 
coo.oo;  eleven  speed  horse  barns,  with  a  capacity  for  156  head  of  horses; 
a  sheep  and  swine  barn  covering  one  acre  of  ground ;  two  cattle  barns  with 
a  capacity  of  100  animals  each ;  also  three  horse  barns  of  like  capacity, 
two  of  which,  however,  were  of  necessity  used  for  the  exhibition  of  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural,  dairy  and  mineral  products,  textile  fabrics, 
art  and  pantry  stores;  a  steel  grand  stand,  125  feet  long  and  70  feet  deep, 
has  been  erected ;  also  wooden  seats  sufficient  to  accommodate  2,000  peo- 
ple has  been  erected ;  the  Missouri  Pacific  and  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas 
railroads  have  extended  their  lines  into  the  grounds,  and  for  passenger 
and  freight  service  have  erected  adequate  depots ;  the  street  railway  has 
been  built  to  the  grounds  and  unloads  passengers  at  the  20th  street  en- 
trance; water  mains  have  been  laid  through  the  grounds,  and  water  pipes 
extended  to  all  the  buildings  and  to  CQiivenient  water  tanks,  furnishing 
an  abundance  of  free  water  for  public  use  and  for  live  stock ;  water  plugs 
have  been  located  conveniently  to  the  buildings  as  a  protection  against 
fire ;  the  grounds  are  laid  in  a  good  stand  of  grass,  and  2,000  young  trees 
l  ave  been  planted  as  so  arranged  as  to  obtain  splendid  landscape  effects ; 
broad  boulevards  have  been  constructed  throughout  the  grounds,  and  the 
city  of  Sedalia  has  built  two  double  drive- ways,  120  feet  wide,  with  park- 
ing between,  leading  to  the  main  entrance.    All  the  buildings  erected  have 
been  constructed  substantially,  as  well  as  with  a  view  to  convenience  and 
architectural  effect. 

The  value  of  the  State's  property  here  is  estimated  at  $100,000.

This  institution  badly  needs  two  more  cattle  barns  for  exhibition 
purposes :.  also  buildings  for  dairy,  poultry,  agricultural,  horticultural  and 
mineral  exhibits.  Exhibitors  must  be  accommodated  with  adequate  facili- 
ties and  space;  they  should  not  be  expected  to  place  their  valuable  live 
stock,  as  well  as  their  choice  farm  products  and  expensive  art  exhibits, 
in  crude  and  dangerous  surroundings. 

These  recommendations  are  made  by  your  Committee  under  the  firm 
conviction  that  the  State  Fair  is  an  institution  which  must  be  liberally 
aided  by  the  State  until  it  becomes  self-supporting,  which  will  be  at  no 
distant  date,  if  its  present  splendid  progress  continues.  When  its  present 
conceived  plan  and  scope  is  fully  developed,  it  will  be  a  credit  to  Mis- 
souri's enterprise;  and  as  an  annual  exhibition  of  the  manifold  resources 
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of  our  great  State,  its  far-reaching  benefit  to  the  interests,  which  have 
fostered  it,  cannot  be  estimated. 

Senator  Heather  does  not  concur  in  this  report,  and  files  a  separate 
report. 

MINORITY  REPORT  ON  STATE  FAIR. 

I  very  much  regret  that  I  cannot  join  with  my  fellow-members  on 
this  Committee  in  their  report  made  on  the  State  Fair. 

I  am  not  opposed  to  fairs.  On  the  contrary,  I  am,  and  ever  have 
been  their  friend.  I  am  not  opposed  to  Sedalia.  On  the  contrary,  I  am 
Sedalia's  friend.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  men  in  control  of  the  fair, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  I  am  glad  to  count  them  as  my  personal  friends. 

As  a  member  of  this  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  visit 
and  inspect  all  the  State  institutions,  and  then  report  and  recommend  what 
they  should  have,  I  cannot,  in  justice  to  my  own  conscience,  concur  in  the 
recommendations  made. 

This  fair  was  established  by  legislative  enactment  in  1899,  and  pro- 
vision made  for  its  support.  In  the  law  then  establishing  the  State  Fair 
(Sec.  741 1 ),  the  following  legislative  enactment  was  then  made: 

"Provided,  that  the  Legislature  shall  not  appropriate  any  money 
from  the  general  revenue  fund  for  the  support,  improvement  or  mainte- 
nance of  said  fair,  or  for  any  premiums,  or  awards  offered  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  fair,  nor  shall  any  money  hereafter  appropriated  to  or  for 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Horticultural  Society  of  the 
Agricultural  College,  be  used  in  any  way  for  or  on  behalf  of  said  fair." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  law  the  fair  was  located,  yet  before  the 
ink  was  dry  upon  the  law  establishing  same,  its  friends  were  before  the 
Legislature  two  years  ago  asking"  for  an  appropriation  and  got  $50,00000. 

They  are  here  now  asking  $150,000.00. 

I  am  opposed  to  State  aid  to  this  institution  for  several  reasons : 
First,  if  the  State  is  to  support  it  out  of  the  revenue  fund,  it  was 
conceived  and  born  in  fraud.  Second,  it  is  claimed  that  it  is  the  one  insti- 
tution in  the  State  in  the  interest  of  the  farmer,  yet  no  farmer  demands 
it.  Third,  Missouri  lias  for  years  had  the  best  fair  in  the  West  at  St. 
Louis  without  Stale  aid.    Fourth,  if  we  are  to  spend  $150,000.00  011  fairs, 
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why  not  divide  it  into  fifty  parts  and  give  $3,000.00  per  year  to  fifty 
county  fairs,  and  thus  help  all  the  people,  lather  than  those  of  one  com- 
munity. But  let  all  these  reasons  go,  for  a  countless  number  of  similar 
ones  could  be  urged. 

If  Missouri  had  all  the  money  necessary  to  build  and  equip  her  vari- 
ous educational  and  eleemosynary  institutions,  then  I  would  not  complain 
01  protest  against  appropriating  money  for  a  State  Fair.  But  after  visit- 
ing all  these  institutions  and  knowing  their  needs,  and  after  having  re- 
fused to  recommend  things  they  actually  needed  on  account  of  lack  of 
revenue,  how  can  I  now — and  be  consistent — recommend  $150,000.00  for 
the  support  of  a  fair  that  is  open  one  week  in  a  whole  year,  and  then  in 
the  summer  time. 

I  cannot  recommend  $30,000.00  for  cattle,  dairy  and  poultry  build- 
ings at  the  State  Fair,  to  be  used  only  one  week  every  twelve  months,  and, 
in  the  same  report,  deny  better  quarters  for  the  old  Confederate  Soldiers 
at  Higginsville  for  the  lack  of  funds. 

I  cannot  concur  in  recommending  an  appropriation  of  $50,000.00  for 
the  construction  of  an  Agricultural  and  Florticultural  Hall  to  stand  empty 
51  weeks  in  the  year,  and  at  the  same  time  cut  fifty  or  a  hundred  thousand 
dollars  off  the  Normal  School  at  Warrensburg  or  Cape  Girardeau  to 
give  it. 

I  cannot  recommend  $10,000.00  for  a  "Grand  Stand"  to  be  used  two 
cr  three  days  each  year,  from  which  to  see  a  horse  race,  and  know  that 
this  amount  would  put  steam  heat  in  the  living  ?nd  sleeping  rooms  of  the 
blind  boys  and  girls,  who  now  sleep  in  rooms  unheated,  because  the  State 
has  not  the  money  to  give  it  to  them. 

I  cannot  recommend  $5,000.00  for  "completion  of  race  track  and 
horse  barn  walks,"  when  that  amount  would  give  the  old  Union  Soldiers 
ac  St.  James  an  electric  light  plant,  which  is  denied  for  the  lack  of  funds. 

I  cannot  recommend  $50,000.00  for  an  "Exposition  Building"  tc  be 
used  only  fair  week,  when  we  are  denying  (for  lack  of  funds)  buildings, 
actually  needed,  for  the  old  soldiers,  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  the  insane. 

I  am  proud  of  Missouri  and  her  wonderful  resources.  She  is  the 
greatest  State  West  of  the  "Father  of  Waters"  and  destined  to  be  greater. 
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But  I  am  for  her  men  before  her  mules,  her  paupers  before  her  poultry, 
her  soldiers  before  her  swine,  her  girls  before  her  gourds  and  her  honor 
before  her  horses. 

I  am  opposed  to  the  Stale  building  $20,000.00  race  tracks  and  erect- 
ing magnificent  hog  and  sheep  barns,  while  our  old  soldiers  need  better 
quarters,  our  insane  are  crowded,  our  deaf  and  dumb  boys  are  sleeping 
in  old  chapel  buildings  and  the  blind  are  practically  without  a  home. 

After  our  educational  institutions  have  been  builded  and  equipped, 
and  our  unfortunate  men,  women  and  children  have  been  cared  for,  it  is 
then  time  to  talk  about  State  aid  for  race  tracks  and  the  things  that  go 
with  them.  Respectfully  submitted,

IN  CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  our  labors  by  submitting  this  report,  we  desire  to  ex- 
press our  thanks  to  the  management  of  the  various  institutions  for  the 
many  favors  and  courtesies  extended  us.  We  found  them  ready  at  all 
times  to  render  every  possible  assistance,  and  to  aid  us  in  every  possible 
way  in  the  discharge  of  our  work.  We  are  also  under  obligations  to  the 
Members  of  the  42nd  General  Assembly  for  the  time  extended  us  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report. 

We  have  labored  as  best  we  knew  how,  and  have  endeavored  in  our 
report  to  do  justice  alike  to  the  various  institutions  and  the  tax-payers  of 
the  State  who  support  them.  We  have  aimed  to  call  attention  to  existing 
conditions,  complimenting  those  we  thought  deserving,  and  criticising 
where  we  felt  cirticism  was  due. 

We  regret  that  we  arc  unable  to  recommend  all  the  things  asked  for. 
but  the  funds  are  not  available  If)  supply  all  the  demands,  so  we  have, 
without  partiality,  recommended  those  things  which  we  think  are  most 

needed. 

Tt  is  our  hope  that  in  a  few  years  all  of  Missouri's  institutions  may 
be  supplied  with  everything  needed,  and  that  they  may  rank  with  the  best 
of  their  Kind,  no  matter  where  located.  Other  institutions  mav  be  needed, 
and  some  sections  of  the  State  may  feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  one,  but 
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your  Committee  would  most  urgently  recommend  that  no  more  he  estab- 
lished until  those  we  now  have  under  construction  are  completed  and 
better  equipped. 

It  costs  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  build  and  equip  a  State 
institution,  and  while  only  a  few  thousand  may  be  asked  for  when  a  bill 
is  pending  for  the  establishment  of  one,  experience  has  taught  that  suc- 
ceeding Legislatures  are  called  upon  for  large  appropriations  to  complete 
the  work.  Better  have  a  few  institutions,  first  class  in  every  detail,  than 
many,  half  built,  poorly  equipped  and  struggling  for  existence.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER.

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  report  herewith  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Normal  School,  District  No.  3,  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.,  at 
the  close  of  biennial  period,  beginning  January  1,  1901. 

In  making  this  financial  exhibit,  the  requirements  of  the  law  have 
been  complied  with  in  giving  the  name  of  every  person  to  whom  a  war- 
rant has  been  issued,  and  indicating  precisely,  though  necessarily  briefly, 
the  nature  of  the  items  of  each  warrant  issued  and  paid.  These  war- 
rants are  now  on  file  in  this  office. 

Prior  to  my  appointment  as  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  in  June,  1902, 
I  am  informed  that  my  predecessor  and  the  Board  of  Regents  disburesd 
the  moneys  under  what  is  known  as  the  "pay-roll"  system.  At  the  time

NEEDS  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

New  Main  Building    $250,000 

The  destruction  of  the  main  building  of  this  Normal  School  by 
fire  on  the  eighth  of  April,  1902,  makes  it  necessary  to  ask  the  General 
Assembly  to  make  an  appropriation  to  erect  a  new  main  building. 
The  building  burned  cost  $83,000.  The  City  of  Cape  Girardeau  built 
the  original  building  at  a  cost  of  $60,000.  The  State  afterward  pave 
$23,000  to  enlarge  the  auditorium  and  build  two  wings  for  society 
halls.  The  building  with  all  its  furniture  and  equipment,  including 
the  library  and  laboratories,  was  lost  by  fire  April,  1902;  except  about 
$1,000  worth  of  apparatus  from  the  physical  laboratory  and  some  fur- 
niture of  small  value  from  the  society  halls. 

There  was  $34,000  insurance  on  the  building,  which  was  paid  in 
full  by  the  insurance  companies.  The  loss  on  the  building  alone  was 
$49,000.  The  loss  on  furniture  and  equipment,  including  the  library 
which  had  been  collected  for  twenty-nine  years,  was  between  $20,000 
and  $25,000.  'Hie  total  loss,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  the  insur- 
ance was  between  $70,000. and  $75,000. 

In  recommending  an  appropriation  for  a  large  main  building  the 
Hoard  of  Regents  have  been  influenced  by  the  following  considera- 
tions : 
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This  Normal  School  has  long  suffered  from  lack  of  space  for 
some  important  departments.  The  school  has  never  been  able  to  pro- 
vide a  training  school  of  sufficient  size  to  fulfill  its  function  of  quali- 
fying "the  students  as  competent  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  State."  A  small  training  school  has  been  conducted  with  much 
inconvenience  on  account  of  lack  of  space.  The  school  has  never  had 
suitable  laboratories  for  scientific  work. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  $20,000  to  erect  a  new 
building  to  supply  these  two  needs  of  the  school.  The  sum  asked  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  for  this  purpose  was  $30,000. 

After  the  burning  of  the  main  building,  the  Board  of  Regents 
found  it  necessary  to  modify  the  interior  of  the  new  building  to  meet 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  school  as  far  as  possible.  The  building 
that  has  been  erected  will  serve  the  school  ultimately  as  a  science 
and  manual  training  building.  A  small  building  is  being  erected  out 
of  the  insurance  fund,  which  should  ultimately  be  used  as  a  training 
school  building. 

No  provisions,  whatever,  has  ever  been  made  for  an  auditorium, 
a  library  and  reading  room ;  for  gymnasiums  for  young  men  and  for 
young  women ;  for  a  young  women's  waiting  room ;  and  very  inade- 
quate provision  has  been  made  for  students'  literary  society  halls. 

The  Board  recommend  that  a  building  be  erected  that  will  pro- 
vide amply  for  the  following  needs';  t.  A  suitable  auditorium.  2. 
A  suitable  library  and  reading  rooms.  3.  A  gymnasium  for  young 
men  and  a  gymnasium  for  young  women.  4.  Suitable  halls  for  stu- 
dents' literary  societies.  5.  A  young  women's  waiting  room.  6.  Of- 
fice or  administration  rooms.  7.  Additional  recitation  rooms  for 
pedagogical  and  general  academic  work. 

The  building  erected  should  be  built  with  a  view  to  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  school  for  some  years  to  come.  It  will  require  a  large 
building  to  do  this.  If  a  small  appropriation  is  given,  the  school  must 
still  lack  something  of  having  all  its,  pressing  needs  supplied  or  it 
must  make  such  small  provision  for  them  that  expensive  and  possibly 
poorly  arranged  additions  will  have  to  be  made  in  a  few  years.  As 
the  school  finds  it  necessary  to  build  up  from  the  foundation,  it  would 
be  wise  both  from  the  standpoint  of  good  arrangement  and  from  the 
standpoint  of  economy  to  provide  a  large  and  ample  building. 

In  considering  the  future  needs  of  this  school,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  this  Normal  district  includes,  by  Statute,  the  City  of  St. 
Louis,  thus  making  it  the  most,  populous  of  the  Normal  School  dis- 
tricts. The  school  has  been  so  poorly  provided  with  buildings  and 
equipment  that  it  could  not  offer  inducements  to  the  teachers  of  the 
entire  district  to  attend  it.

This  Normal  School  is  now  paying  its  teachers  lower  salaries  than 
any  other  Normal  School  in  the  State  or  in  any  other  state  so  far  as 
shown  by  the  reports  received.  The  Normal  Schools  are  doing  more 
to  reach  the  people  as  a  whole  than  any  other  school.  Their  work  is 
largely  with  the  teachers  of  the  lowest  grades;  teachers  who  teach 
the  thousands  of  children  in  the  elementary  schools.  The  Normal 
School  faculties  have  to  instruct  hundreds  of  teachers  whose  educa- 
tion has  been  neglected;  who  can  attend  school  but  a  short  time.  The 
teaching  of  Normal  School  faculties  must  therefore  be  of  the  most  in- 
tensive character.  They  must  be  able  to  grasp  the  essentials  of  the 
common  branches  and  present  them  clearly  to  the  teachers  of  the 
lower  grades. 

To  do  this  work  well  the  Normal  Schools  should  have  teachers 
of  the  highest  qualifications.  And  they  should  be  well  paid  for  their 
work.  The  labor  of  teaching  in  the  Normal  Schools  is  much  greater 
than  in  colleges  usually.  More  hours  are  given  to  teaching,  larger 
classes  are  taught,  and  more  intensive  work  must  be  done.  Upon 
the  efficiency  of  the  work  done  by  the  Normal  Schools  depends  in 
large  measure  the  efficiency  of  the  whole  teaching  force  of  the  State.

For  the  Chemical  and  Agricultural  laboratories  $i,5cx)  is  needed. 
The  entire  equipment  of  these  two  laboratories  was  lost  by  fire  last 
spring.  These  laboratories  have  been  partially  equipped.  But  $1,500 
is  needed  to  complete  their  equipment  and  to  maintain  them  for  two 

years. 

For  the  Biological  laboratory  $500  is  needed.  The  entire  cquip- 
menl  of  this  laboratory  was  lost  by  fire.  Tt  has  been  re-equipped  in 
part.  But  $500  is  needed  to  complete  its  equipment  and  to  maintain 
'1  for  two  years. 
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For  the  Physical  laboratory  $500  is  needed.  Most  of  the  equip- 
ment of  this  laboratory  was  saved  from  the  fire.  But  $500  is  needed 
to  complete  its  equipment  and  to  maintain  it  for  two  years.

The  entire  equipment  of  this  important  department  was  lost  by 
fire.  It  has  been  partially  re-equipped.  But  $500  is  needed  to  com- 
plete its  equipment  and  maintain  it  for  two  years. 

Library   $10,000 

The  entire  library  of  the  Normal  School  which  had  been  collected 
during  twenty-nine  years  was  lost  by  fire.  The  efficiency  of  the  work 
in  all  departments  of  the  school  must  suffer  greatly  until  the  library 
is  replaced.  Ten  thousand  dollars  will  give  the  school  a  good  work- 
ing library.  It  will  supply  the  immediate  needs  of  the  school  and  can 
be  added  to  from  year  to  year. 

Granitoid  Walks    $3,000 

These  walks  are  needed  around  the  building  just  completed  and 
the  Training  School  building  that  will  be  completed  next  summer. 
This  estimate  will  be  sufficient  only  for  walks  immediately  about  the 
buildings.  For  a  walk  to  connect  the  two  buildings.  The  two  build- 
ings will  be  connected  by  a  plank  walk  until  the  main  building  is 
completed.  The  walks  should  be  placed  around  the  buildings  at  once. 
This  is  an  important  and  pressing  need  of  the  school.

The  sum  asked  for  salaries  of  teachers  will  provide,  in  addition 
to  the  present  corps  of  teachers,  a  teacher  of  Elocution  and  Music, 
and  a  teacher  of  drawing.  Both  are  needed  in  a  normal  school.  No 
instruction  in  drawing  is  given  at  present,  except  in  connection  with 
manual  training.  We  pay  a  music  teacher  $250  a  year  to  come  to  the 
school  for  one  hour  a  day.  We  need  the  services  of  a  teacher  of  vocal 
music  all  the  time. 

The  sum  asked  will  make  the  average  yearly  salary  of  seventeen 
teachers  $1,164.70.  The  average  salary  at  present  is  $982.14.  We 
have  a  great  difficulty  in  employing  and  retaining  good  teachers  at 
so  low  a  salary.  The  efficiency  of  the  school  would  be  greatly  in- 
creased by  increasing  the  allowance  for  salaries  as  asked.  Normal 
school  teachers  should  be  good  scholars,  and  should  be  men  and 
women  of  strong,  vigorous  personality.  Normal  school  teachers  may 
exert  a  more  powerful  influence,  directly  and  indirectly,-  than  any 
other  teachers. 

The  average  salary  of  teachers  in  this  normal  school  is  now  less 
than  that  of  any  other  normal  school  in  this  State  or  in  any  other 
State,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  get  reports. 

We  ask  $3,000  for  summer  schools  for  two  years.  The  summer 
school  enrollment  in  this  school  for  1900  was  87;  for  1901,  116;  for 
1902.  132.  The  enrollment  for  1902  would  probably  have  been  more 
than  200  if  the  normal  building  had  not  been  burned.  Our  enroll- 
ment is  kept  down  in  the  summer  to  some  extent  on  account  of  the 
limited  number  of  courses  that  we  can  offer.  In  order  to  do  more  for 
those  teachers  who  can  attend  only  in  the  summer  we  should  have  the 
-inn  asked  for  the  next  two  years. 

Our  library,  containing  all  the  books  accumulated  during  twentv- 
irifie  years,  was  a  total  loss  by  fire.  The  work  of  the  school  must  be 
seriottdly  hindered  until  this  library  is  replaced.  The  sum  asked  will 
supply  a  good  working  library  which  will  be  in  daily  use  by  teachers 

and  students. 

The  total  of  $2,500  asked  for  laboratories  is  to  complete  a  VCTY 
moderate  equipment  of  these  laboratories.    They  lost  all  their  equip- 


ment,  except  the  physical  laboratory.  Some  equipment  has  been  pur- 
chased out  of  the  insurance  fund.  They  need  the  additional  amounts 
asked  to  supply  some  needed  apparatus  and  to  maintain  them  for  two 
years.  The  chemical  and  agricultural  laboratory  is  most  in  need  of 
equipment. 

The  Manual  Training  department  needs  the  $500  to  supply  some 
additional  bench  room  for  students-,  and  to  maintain  it  for  two  years. 
We  have  bench  room  for  only  twelve  students  to  work  at  one  time. 
The  $500  will  supply  only  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  department. 

The  $3,000  asked  for  granitoid  walks  is  needed  to  put  walks  about 
the  two  new  buildings,  one  now  about  completed  and  the  other  to  be 
completed  next  summer.  The  $3,000  will  provide  only  the  most 
needed  walks.    An  additional  sum  for  walks  will  be  needed  later. 


EXTRAORDINARY  APPROPRIATION  REQUIRED  FOR  NEW 

BUILDING, 

The  destruction  of  the  Normal  School  building  by  fire  last  April 
was  a  calamity  as  great  as  unexpected.  How  and  in  what  manner 
the  fire  originated  has  not  and  can  not  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for 
by  the  Board  of  Regents.  The  fire  occurred  on  Monday  night,  April 
7,  and  on  that  day  there  had  been  no  fire  in  the  furnace  and  the  school 
had  not  been  in  session,  the  rule  at  this  normal  school  being  to  hold 
sessions  on  Saturday,  but  not  on  Monday.  The  building  was  abso- 
lutely destroyed  with  all  its  equipment,  a  few  naked,  empty  and  use- 
less walls  alone  remaining.  In  two  days  after  the  fire,  however,  with 
great  and  rare  energy,  and  also  assisted  by  the  public  spirit  of  the 
people  of  Cape  Girardeau,  the  faculty  of  the  normal  school  had  ar- 
ranged for  temporary  quarters  to  carry  on  the  school  work,  and  suc- 
cessfully under  many  disadvantages  thus  close  the  scholastic  year  of 
1 901-19022. 

The  Normal  School  building  and  equipment  fortunately  was  in- 
sured for  the  sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  dollars,  and  for  the  respect- 
ive amounts  in  the  following  several  companies,  viz :

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And  the  sum  was  paid  by  the  Insurance  Companies  without  any 
delay  whatever,  and  enabled  the  Board  of  Regents  with  funds  so  avail- 
able to  at  once  purchase  the  necessary  new  equipment  and  such  books 
of  reference  and  scientific  apparatus  as  was  absolutely  necessary. 

The  destruction  of  the  Normal  School  building  necessitated  the 
urgent  construction  of  the  science  hall  building,  and  for  the  erection 
of  which  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  had  been  made 
by  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  but  the  construction 
of  which  had  been  somewhat  delayed  on  the  request  of  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  State.  After  the  fire  every  effort  was  made  to  secure 
the  speedy  completion  of  the  science  hall  building,  so  that  the  same 
might  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1902. 

But  owing  to  the  great  difficulty  in  securing  skilled  labor  for  the 
stone  work,  this  building  being  principally  constructed  out  of  native 
Missouri  stone,  it  is  impossible  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  struct- 
ure for  September,  or  in  this  year.  It  is  now  confidently  expected 
that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  on  January  first,  100.3. 
With  some  of  the  funds  received  on  account  of  insurance  all  the  neces- 
sary furniture  and  also  the  school  equipment,  and  a  steam  heating 
plant  provided  of  a  size  large  enough  to  heat  this  building,  so  that 
in  the  new  year  this  normal  school  will  again  have  its  home,  though 
limited,  home. 

This  science  hall  building  being  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
school,  the  Board  of  Regents,  with  the  insurance  fund  remaining  on 
hand,  after  paying  for  the  furniture,  heating  plant  and  equipment, 
as  stated,  as  well  as  incidental  expenses  necessary  in  removing  the 
dangerous  walls  of  the  old  building  and  debris  thereof,  contracted 
for  the  construction  of  another  building,  the  exact  duplicate  of  the 
science  hall  building  in  size  and  exterior  appearances,  but  of  different 
interior  arrangements,  for  a  training  school  and  which  building  is 
now  in  course  of  construction  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early 
in  1  be  year  1963.  The  board  has  been  particular  not  to  undertake  the 
construction  of  the  building  in  cost  exceeding  the  amount  available 
from  the  insurance  fund,  and  in  following  generally  the  plan  of  the 
science  hall  building  in  the  construction  of  this  training  school  build- 
ing, believes  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  involve  either  directly  or 
indirectly  the  State  in  any  unwarranted  expense.  These  two  build- 
ing-, one  standing  on  the  east  and  the  Other  on  the  west  side  of  the 
normal  campus,  it  is  confidently  expected  will  hereafter,  together 
wiili  a  central  or  main  building  to  be  provided  by  the  State,  form  a 
harmonious  and  artistic  architectural  unit. 
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For  this  main  and  central  building,  it  is  our  hope  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  will  make  a  liberal  appropriation — an  appropriation 
warranted  by  the  rapid  and  phenomenal  development  which  is  now 
taking  place  in  Southeast  Missouri,  and  which  in  no  distant  future 
will  make  this  section  the  most  populous,  as  it  is  now  the  richest 
mineral  and  agricultural  section  in  the  State. 

If  ample  accommodations  are  provided  for  the  school,  its  growth 
will  be  very  rapid.  The  normal  schools  are  not  able  to  prepare  enough 
competent  teachers  to  supply  the  public  district  schools.  They  should 
be  well  equipped  in  order  that  they  may  invite  attendance.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  large  number  of  rural  and  village  districts  in  the  counties 
of  this  normal  school  district.,  there  are  more  than  thirty  towns  having 
a  population  of  from  1,500  to  more  than  6,000.  More  than  twenty  of 
these  towns  have  a  population  of  over  2,000.  In  addition  to  this  the 
city  of  St.  Louis  belongs  to  this  normal  district.  The  district  is, 
therefore,  the  most  populous  in  the  State.  It  is  at  the  same  time  the 
most  compact  district  in  the  State.  Cape  Girardeau  was  not  until  recent- 
ly easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  district.  But  it  is  now  well 
connected  by  railroad  with  nearly  the  entire  district.  When  the  St. 
Louis,  Memphis  and  Southeastern  Railroad  is  completed  next  sum- 
mer its  railroad  connections  will  be  most  excellent.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  Dent  and  Reynolds  counties  there  will  not  be  a  county  in 
the  district  in  which  a  student  may  not  board  a  train  in  his  own 
county  and  reach  Cape  Girardeau  the  same  day.  The  railroad  fare 
to  Cape  Girardeau  from  nearly  the  entire  district  is  less  than  five 
dollars.  The  distance  from  St.  Louis  on  the  St.  Louis,  Memphis  and 
Southeastern  Railroad  will  be  only  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles,  and 
several  trains  will  pass  through  Cape  Girardeau  daily  from  St.  Louis 
on  this  road. 

With  ample  accommodations,  there  can  be  no  possible  doubt  that 
this  normal  school  will  be  very  large  within  the  next  few  years. 

It  is  certainly  due  the  people  of  this  district  that  ample  accom- 
modations should  be  provided  for  the  education  of  the  teachers  of  the 
district.  The  district  is  the  wealthiest  in  the  State  and  pays  more 
than  half  the  State  taxes.  In  the  twenty-nine  years  since  the  school 
was  founded,  the  State  has  put  in  buildings  here  only  $43,000.  includ- 
ing the  $20,000  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly. 

Less  than  $250,000  will  restore  what  the  school  lost  in  the  old 
building.  But.  if  the  old  building  had  remained  standing  and  the 
school  had  now  the  old  building  and  the  training  school  building,  pro- 
vided by  the  last  General  Assembly,  it  would  still  be  entirely  without 
suitable  library,  ladies'  waiting  room,  offices,  and  gymnasiums,  and 
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so  limited  in  several  other  respects  that  a  new  building  would  be 
needed  in  a  few  years.  Since  the  school  must  have  a  main  build- 
ing, the  board  asks  that,  in  addition  to  replacing  what  has  been  lost, 
the  State  will  provide  a  suitable  library,  gymnasiums,  ladies'  waiting 
room  and  offices:  that  it  will  provide  additional  rooms  in 'the  audi- 
torium, society  halls  and  general  recitation  rooms  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  probable  increase  of  the  school ;  that  it  will  provide  for  the 
construction  of  this  building  of  the  most  substantial  fire  proof  ma- 
terial and  with  all  modern  conveniences.  To  build  and  furnish 
such  a  building  and  provide  means  for  connecting  the  buildings  with 
the  power  plant  will  cost  fully  $250,000.  This  estimate  is  upon  a  care- 
ful examination  and  report  of  a  competent  architect.

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 
The  destruction  of  the  records  of  the  school  by  fire  makes  it  im- 
possible to  make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  attendance  by  terms  for 
the  last  biennial  period. 

The  following  facts  gathered  from  the  catalogues  of  the  school 
will  give  some  indication  of  the  condition  of  the  school.  The  total 
enrollment  for  each  year  of  the  last  three  years  has  been :

The  burning  of  the  normal  building  the  day  before  the  opening 
of  the  fourth  term  of  the  year  reduced  the  attendance  of  the  year 
ending  June,  1902.  The  atendance  for  that  year  would  doubtless 
have  been  400  or  more,  but  for  the  fire. 

The  total  attendance,  including  training  school,  has  been  for  the 
last  three  years :

The  first  summer  school  was  conducted  in  1900,  with  an  attend- 
ance of  87;  in  T901,  the  attendance  was  116;  in  1902.  the  attendance 
at  Cape  Girardeau  was  T07,  notwithstanding  the  loss  of  the  building 
and  equipment.

The  figures  show  that  the  school  is  in  an  excellent  condition. 
The  large  increase  in  the  attendance  for  the  last  two  years,  reaching 
in  1901,  the  last  year  before  the  fire,  367,  shows  that  the  school  under 
normal  conditions  would  rapidly  reach  an  attendance  of  400  or  500 
students.  The  attendance  of  the  school  for  the  last  two  years  has 
been  larger  than  that  of  the  largest  college  of  the  State.

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REPORT. 


Warrensburg,  Mo.,  January,  1903. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Missouri : 

Gentlemen — I  compliance  with  Section  10000,  Chapter  155  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Normal  School  of  the  Second 
District,  for  the  biennial  period  ending-  December  31,  1902,  and  also 
the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  for  the  two  scholastic  years 
in  the  same  period. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  June,  1901,  Dr.  E.  B. 
Craighead  was  called  to  the  presidency  of  the  institution,  the  former 
president,  Dr.  Howe,  having  resigned.  A  new  department  of  agricul- 
ture has  been  established.  Prof.  S.  A.  Hoover,  an  experienced  educa- 
tor and  an  expert  agriculturist,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  this 
work.  No  other  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  body  of 
the  school.  In  consequence  of  a  leave  of  absence  granted  to  Prof. 
Wm.  F.  Bahlman,  who  had  been  so  long  connected  with  the  school. 
Dr.  E.  von  Fingerlin,  an  accomplished  scholar  and  experienced  teacher, 
was  temporarily  called  to  the  chair  of  Modern  Languages. 

The  school  has  had  two  prosperous  years,  and  the  attendance  at 
this  time  is  larger  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 
Our  teachers  have  all  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  have  worked  harmoniously  together  for  the  common  good.  Our 
students,  many  of  whom  have  taught  for  one  or  more  years,  none  of 
whom  are  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  come  here  for  a  special  purpose 
and  hence  give  the  faculty  little  trouble  in  matters  of  discipline. 

The  most  serious  problem  that  has  confronted  the  Board  has 
been  the  insufficienty  of  our  funds.  Our  need  for  more  teachers  is  so 
apparent  as  to  scarcely  need  discussion.  No  other  State  normal 
school  in  the  United  States  has  so  small  a  faculty  for  so  large  a  body 
of  students.  It  has  therefore  been  impossible  for  our  teachers  to  do 
the  best  work  with  classes  oftentimes  numbering  from  fifty  to  sixty- 
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five  students.  Furthermore,  we  have  been  absolutely  unable  to  pay 
teachers'  salaries  for  the  past  two  months  for  lack  of  funds.  We  are 
at  this  time  $5,190.00  behind  on  teachers'  salaries,  although  we  have 
paid  out  during  the  biennial  period  for  teachers'  salaries,  from  our 
incidental  fund,  $3,275.00.  We  can  pay  no  more  from  this  fund  and 
be  able  to  meet  the  absolutely  necessary  expenses  of  the  school.  It 
may  be  argued  that  the  Board  should  have  cut  salaries.  Such  a 
policy,  however,  would  have  done  incalcuable  harm  to  the  school. 
All  of  our  strongest  and  best  teachers,  who  can  easily  command  as 
great  or  even  better  salaries  elsewhere  than  we  are  now  paying,  would 
have  felt  it  their  duty  to  look  after  themselves  and  their  families. 
Teachers'  salaries  in  all  the  states  have  risen  during  the  past  ten 
years.  Professors  at  our  university,  who  a  few  years  ago  received 
$2,000  yearly,  now  get  $2,750.  Many  of  our  high  school  principals 
receive  better  salaries  than  the  professors  of  the  normals  who  ought 
to  represent  the  best  teaching  talent  in  the  country.  While  in  Illinios, 
Michgan,  Iowa,  Kansas  and  other  neighboring  states,  the  salaries  paid 
normal  school  professors  has  risen  from  25  to  50  per  cent.  At  this  in- 
stitution salaries  paid  professors  are  smaller  than  they  were  ten  years 
ago.  For  many  years  prior  to  September,  1897,  the  president  of  the 
normal  received  $2,600  and  full  professors  as  much  as  $1,800  yearly; 
but  in  1897  the  highest  salaries  paid  full  professors  were  cut  from 
$1,800  to  $1,400  and  that  of  the  president  from  $2,600  to  $2,200.  They 
have  remained  at  these  low  figures  until  the  present  time,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  president  whose  duties  have  been  vastly  increased 
owing  to  the  continuous  work  of  the  school  during  the  summer 
111011  tlis.  Partly  on  this  account  and  party  because  a  suitable  man 
could  not  be  secured  for  less  money,  the  salary  of  the  president  was 
raised  to  $2,800.  Hence,  it  is  manifest  that  the  Board  could  make  no 
further  cut  in  salaries  without  great  injury  to  the  school.  It  is  Further 
manifest  thai  no  reduction  in  the  number  of  teachers  can  possibly 
be  made.

It  will  be  seen  that  our  monthly  salary  roll  is  $2,795.  For  a 
biennial  period  of  twenty  months,  this  would  amount  to  $55,900,  but 
as  there  is  a  strong  demand  for  a  continuous  session  of  the  normal 
school  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  engaged  during  the  rest  of  the 
year,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  our  past  summer  school  enrollment 
was  487,  the  Regents  earnestly  ask  for  funds  sufficient  to  keep  the 
school  open  the  year  round. 

Our  present  monthly  salary  roll  (for  a  period  of  24  months)  would 
amount  to  $66,080.  The  Board  asks  for  an  additional  appropriation 
of  $20,000  for  the  employment  of  eight  or  ten  more  teachers.  They 
wish  to  make  tuition  free  here  as  it  is  at  normals  in  other  states  and 
at  our  University;  but  to  do  this  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  will  be 
necessary.

The  Board  of  Regents  will  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $75,000 
for  a  new  building.  Every  room  in  the  old  building  is  already  occu- 
pied. We  need  at  least  fourteen  more  recitation  rooms.  We  need  one 
large  gymnasium  for  the  five  hundred  young  men  and  another  for  the 
nine  hundred  young  women  who  annually  attend  this  school.  The 
young  women  of  the  Christian  Association  need  suitable  quarters  for 
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their  regular  meeting's  and  the  young  men  also.  We  also  need  parlor 
rooms  and  reception  rooms  for  our  young  people  because  we  cannot 
afford  to  neglect  the  social  side  of  life.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
building,  which  should  contain  sixteen  recitation  rooms,  parlors  and 
reception  rooms,  and  one  gymnasium  for  men  and  one  for  women  is 
$75,000.  Nearly  all  of  our  students  are  self-supporting.  Many  come 
from  the  farm,  and  having  little  money  on  hand,  they  are  compelled 
to  rent  rooms  and  do  their  own  cooking.  We  ask  for  dormitories,  one 
for  men  and  one  for  women,  that  thereby  we  may  help  the  most 
worthy  to  reduce  expenses  to  a  minimum.  ,We  ask  for  $1,000  for  the 
equipment  of  a  department  of  domestic  science ;  $10,000  for  books ; 
$10,000  for  scientific  apparatus ;  and  $2,000  for  granolithic  walks  and 
repairs.

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THE  PLACE  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  IN  THE  PUBLIC 

SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

The  position  of  the  normal  school  in  the  public  school  system  is 
clearly  set  forth  in  the  following  statement : 

"The  true  place  of  the  normal  school  in  our  educational  system 
does  not  seem  to  be  clearly  apprehended  by  many  of  its  friends.  It 
is  by  some  classed  in  the  college  or  university  system.  The  normal 
school  is  thus  thought  of  as  an  institution  similar  to  the  university. 
In  the  minds  of  others,  the  normal  school  occupies  something  of  an 
intermediate  place  between  the  common  school  and  the  college — 
higher  than  the  one,  not  so  high  as  the  other.  It  is  looked  upon  as  an 
academy  or  preparatory  school  where  young  men  and  women  can  be 
fitted  to  enter  college.  Neither  of  these  is  correct.  The  normal  school 
occupies  a  position  distinct  from  that  of  any  other  institution  of  learn- 
ing in  the  State.  It  is  neither  an  academy  nor  a  college  and  ought  not 
to  be  confounded  with  either.  Its  .  aims  and  aspirations  are  entirely 
different.  Its  course  of  study  has  little  in  common  with  either  grade 
of  institutions.  Where  the  studies  are  the  same,  the  methods  of  in- 
struction differ  widely.  Its  design  is  not  to  prepare  its  students  for 
general  business,  but  for  a  special  vocation,  that  of  teaching.  But 
while  the  connection  of  this  institution  with  the  college  system  of  the 
State  is  remote,  with  the  common-school  system  it  enters  into  near 
and  permanent  relationship.  Everything  that  it  does,  every  lesson 
learned  and  recited  within  its  walls,  every  lecture  delivered,  every 
teaching  exercise  conducted,  is  with  direct  reference  to  the  wants  of 
the  public  schools,  and  it  is  intended  for  their  improvement.  The  true 
place  of  the  normal  school  is  therefore  in  and  at  the  head  of  the  com- 
mon school  system." 

The  normal  school  has  a  definite  work  to  do.    It  is  not  its  aim  to 

give  a  general,  all-round  culture— that  is  the  function  of  the  college. 
It  docs  not  take  all  knowledge  for  its  province — that  is  the  purpose  of 
the  university.  Like  the  law  school,  like  the  medical  college,  like  the 
School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  like  the  theological  school,  the  nor- 
tnal  has  a  special  work  to  do — the  training  of  teachers.  The  Regents 
of  i  his  school  have  kept  steadily  in  view  the  purpose  for  which  the 
school  was  established.  Persons  who  do  not  intend  to  become  teachers 
are  not  wanted  here.  As  a  matter  of  fact  a  considerable  part  of  our 
Students  have  taught  before  coming  here.  They  come  here  for  better 
preparation.  Of  course,  many  of  our  students  teach  for  awhile  and 
afterwards  choose  other  and  more  lucrative  professions.  Teaching 
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may  scarcely  as  yet  be  called  a  profession,  but  the  normal  school  is 
sending  out  many  professionally  trained  teachers  and  if  it  continues 
to  do  well  its  work  the  public  will  in  time  recognize  the  fact  that 
the  teacher,  like  the  physician,  needs  practical  training  for  his  work. 
Fully  nineteen  out  of  twenty  of  our  last  year's  graduates  are  teaching 
in  the  public  schools  of  Missouri.

The  universities  of  the  county  have  usually  a  much  larger  teach- 
ing force  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  students  than  the  normal 
schools.  It  may  be  well  to  quote  in  this  connection  the  words  of  a 
great  educational  leader,  a  man  who  has  no  personal  interest  in  nor- 
mal schools,  Dr.  Charles  De  Garmo  of  Cornell  University.  "The  first 
reason,"  says  Dr.  DeGarmo,  "why  normal  schools  should  be  more 
liberally  supported  is  that  they  have  too  few  teachers  to  do  their  work 
m  the  most  effective  way.  Is  there  any  just  reason  why  the  students 
of  a  normal  school  should  not  have  as  many  teachers  as  an  equal 
number  of  college  or  university  students?  Yet  the  college  or  uni- 
versity has  twice  as  many  teachers  for  a  given  body  of  students  as  has 
the  normal  school.  It  is  a  fortunate  normal  school  that  has  one 
teacher  for  every  twenty  students,  yet  almost  every  college  and  uni- 
versity in  the  country  has  a  teacher  for  every  ten  students.  Again, 
the  work  of  the  normal  school  is  much  more  intensive  than  that  of  a 
university,  for  the  one  must  do  its  training  in  two  years,  whereas  the 
other  has  four.  The  normal  school  is  therefore  at  a  double  disad- 
vantage, since  it  has  half  the  teaching  force  and  half  the  time  enjoyed 
by  the  university  and  college. 

"There  are  two  especially  deplorable  results  that  arise  from  an 
inadequate  number  of  teachers.  They  are,  first,  the  passive,  listen- 
ing attitude  of  mind  engendered  by  mass  teaching;  and  second,  the 
necessity  of  a  fixed  curriculum  for  all.  The  evils  of  mass  teaching 
are  too  well  known  to  need  discussion.  Not  even  in  elementary  ed- 
ucation is  it  longer  possible  for  everyone  lo  do  everything.  Besides 
the  common  branches,  think  of  music,  drawing,  cooking,  manual 
training  for  boys  and  girls,  decoration  and  design,  nature  study  in  all 
sciences  for  all  grades,  etc.  Moreover,  different  persons  have  differing 
capacities,  tastes  and  educational  destinations.  It  must  be  evident 
from  these  and  other  considerations,  thai  it  is  a  wasteful  public  policy 
to  comp' 1  tlie  normal  school  longer  to  put  up  with  half  the  teachers 
it  oughl  i<>  have."   We  need  a1  leasl  ten  more  teachers; 
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NORMAL  SCHOOLS  NEED  THE  BEST  TEACHING  TALENT. 

We  arc  unable  to  pay  salaries  sufficient  to  secure  and  hold  the 
best  teaching  talent.  "The  normal  school,"  I  again  quote  from  Dr. 
DeGarmo,  "ought  to  be  able  to  secure  the  best  educational  talent  to 
be  found  in  the  United  States.  It  should  be  to  attract  the  Stanley 
Halls,  the  Deweys  and  the  Parkers  to  its  principalship,  and  equally 
good  men  in  the  realm  of  teaching  to  its  faculty.  Nothing  else  would 
so  rapidly  improve  the  public  school  as  to  have  its  teachers  taught 
by  the  best  minds." 

BETTER  EQUIPMENT  NEEDED. 

Our  equipment  is  altogether  inadequate  to  our  needs.  We  need 
for  our  chemical,  physical,  biological  and  agricultural  laboratories  a 
far  better  equipment  than  we  now  have.  The  best  work  cannot  be 
done  in  these  departments  without  good  laboratories.  We  have  al- 
most no  equipment  for  the  proper  teaching,  either  of  physiology  or 
of  psychology.  We  need  a  gymnasium  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date a  thousand  students — we  need  one  gymnasium  for  boys  and  one 
for  girls.  Our  needs  for  dormitories  is  perhaps  more  urgent  than  at 
universities  and  colleges,  because  a  larger  number  of  our  students  are 
self-supporting.  We  need  $75,000  for  two  dormitories,  one  for  men 
and  one  for  women.  We  need  $10,000  for  new  books.  We  need  a 
department  of  domestic  science.  We  are  sadly  in  need  of  a  separate 
building  for  our  training  school.  The  training  school  should  be  the 
very  center  of  the  normal  school.  The  rooms  now  used  for  the  train- 
ing school  are  in  the  basement  of  science  hall.  They  are  insuiffcientlv 
lighted,  ill  arranged  and,  in  all  respects,  utterly  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  department.  We  should  be  able  to  make  tuition  free 
here,  as  it  is  in  the  university  in  all  departments.  To  do  this  we  need 
an  appropriation  of  $20,000. 

MARVELOUS  GROWTH  OE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  IX 
MISSOURI. 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  educational  work  of  the  State- 
has  advanced  with  marvelous  rapidity.  Our  high  schools  have  been 
increased  in  number,  their  courses  of  study  strengthened  and  multi- 
plied, their  libraries  and  laboratories  increased  as  never  before  in 
the  history  of  the  State.    For  this,  all  Missourians  rejoice.  During 
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the  past  ten  years  the  State  has  given  to  her  university — and  for 
this  splendid  generosity  no  one  rejoices  more  than  the  present  writer 
— for  buildings,  books  and  other  equipments,  $1,300,000.  (See  Uni- 
versity Bulletin,  July,  1902).  "In  the  present  year  (1902)  $28,000 
will  be  spent  in  enlarging  our  libraries."  "Of  the  $252,000  to  be  ex- 
pended for  new  buildings  in  1902,  $154,000  will  go  for  for  laboratory 
buildings.  Nearly  $60,000  more  will  be  spent  for  their  equipment 
with  apparatus.  Thus  about  $214,000  will  be  invested  this  year  in 
better  facilities  for  our  laboratory  work." 

"Read  Hall,  the  new  dormity  for  women,  is  to  be  built  this  sum- 
mer on  the  horticultural  grounds" — at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  "Our  facil- 
ities for  instruction  in  engineering  have  been  greatly  increased  in 
recent  years,  and  in  1902,  about  $44,000  more  will  be  invested  at  Co- 
lumbia in  buildings,  books  and  apparatus  for  engineering  and  about 
$92,000  at  our  School  of  Mines.  In  addition  to  this,  we  shall  expend 
immediately  at  Columbia  $8,000  for  water  works  on  the  campus, 
$5,000  for  a  refrigerating  machine,  and  $7,000  for  additions  to  our 
heating  and  lighting  plant.  All  these  things  will  be  adapted,  so  "far  as 
possible,  to  experimental  as  well  as  practical  use.  Thus  it  is  fair  to 
say  that  in  1902,  in  the  whole  university  the  sum  of  $156,000  will  be 
invested  in  buildings,  books  and  instruments  for  engineering  and 
things  auxiliary  thereto.  In  1901-02  we  have  spent  $42,000  in  better 
provision  for  our  medical  laboratories  and  libraries,"  "We  shall  spend 
$85,000  this  year  in  making  better  provision  for  agriculture,  horti- 
culture, entomology  and  dairy  husbandry."  "The  Supreme  Court 
of  Missouri  has  upheld  a  collateral  inheritance  tax,  the  proceeds 
of  which  go  to  the,  university.  The  income  of  the  whole  university, 
from  all  sources  and  for  all  departments,  in  1901  and  1902  is  about 
$420,000  a  year."  "It  is  one  of  the  foremost  purposes  of  this  univer- 
sity to  place  higher  education  in  the  reach  of  all  that  are  intellectually 
and  morally  qualified  to  receive  it.  Therefore  tuition  is  free  in  all 
departments,  graduate,  college,  department  of  education,  law,  medi- 
cine, college  of  agriculture,  engineering,  mines  and  metallurgy.  In 
all  these  departments,  except  law,  the  only  charge  is  a  fee  of  $5.00  a 
session  and  a  small  laboratory  deposit  covering  the  cost  of  material 
used.  In  law  the  charge  is  a  library  fee  of  $10.00  a  year."  So  the 
story  continues. 

Ii  makes  a  magnificent  showing  for  the  university  of  Missouri. 
Ii  bears  eloquent  testimony  to  the  push  and  enterprise  »>f  the  curators 
hi']  president  <»f  the  university  as  well  as  to  the  liberality  and  far- 
reaching  wisdom  of  the  people  of  Missouri.    No  one  of  the  Board  of 
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Regents  of  this  State  Normal  School,  not  one  of  the  faculty  of  the 
institution,  would  detract  aught  from  the  fame  or  support  of  the 
university.  As  Missourians  we  one  and  all  wish  to  see  our  university 
lead  all  the  western  schools. 

THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  THE  CENTER  OF  OUR  EDUCA- 
TIONAL SYSTEM. 

We  believe,  however,  that  the  real  friends  of  the  university  as 
well  as  the  real  friends  of  sound  learning  everywhere  will  favor  a  most 
generous  support  of  the  State's  Normal  Schools.  To  these  schools 
for  the  most  part  our  thousands  of  public  schools  must  look  for 
teachers.  They  reach  all  the  people.  Their  influence  extends  to 
every  nook  and  corner  of  the  commonwealth.  Without  good  teachers 
in  the  public  schools  the  universities  and  colleges  must  look  for  ill- 
trained  students  who — no  matter  how  learned  the  professors  or  how 
elaborate  the  equipment — are  sure  to  lower  the  standard  of  culture  in 
the  university.  Without  good  public  schools  no  university  can  flourish 
and  without  good  normal  schools  no  efficient  system  of  public  schools 
has  ever  been  maintained.  But  when  normal  schools  are  bad,  not 
only  does  the  university  suffer  but  all  the  children  of  all  the  people 
suffer  irreparable  loss.  Comparatively  few  of  the  children  in  the 
public  schools  will  ever  take  a  university  course.  How  important  it 
is  both  for  them  and  for  the  State  that  during  the  few  years  spent  in 
the  public  schools  they  come  under  the  guidance  of  cultured,  well- 
trained  teachers.  This  conclusion  is  almost  self-evident.  It  scarcely 
needs  to  be  urged. 

WHY  OUR  NORMALS  ARE  WEAK. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  what  is  Missouri  doing  for  the  train- 
ing of  her  public  school  teachers?  Within  the  past  seven  years  the 
State  has  given  for  the  equipment  of  her  University  nearly  a  million 
dollars ;  but  during  all  this  time  not  one  dollar  has  been  given  by  the 
State  to  this  institution  either  for  books  or  scientific  apparatus  or 
laboratories  or  in  any  way  to  improve  the  teaching  facilities  of  the 
institution.  In  a  history  of  thirty  years  the  State  has  expended  on 
buildings  and  furniture.  $101,050,  but  on  books,  on  scientific  appar- 
atus, on  laboratories,  it  has  made  for  this  entire  period  an  appropria- 
tion of  only  $1,500.  Nor  can  it  be  said  that  the  management  of  the 
school  has  been  lacking  in  energy.    The  average  yearly  attendance 
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during  the  past  ten  years  has  perhaps  been  equal  to  that  of  the  uni- 
versity, and  yet,  while  the  annual  income  of  the  university  for  the 
past  two  years  is  estimated  at  $420,000,  that  of  the  normal  has  been 
only  $22,330. 

The  Regents  of  the  Normal  are  prepared  to  believe  that  a  brighter 
day  is  dawning  for  this  normal  school  and  happier,  better  days  for 
the  children  of  all  our  schools.  Up  to  within  only  a  few  years,  the 
normal  school  in  Missouri  has  had  to  fight  for  an  existence.  Like  all 
great  movements  looking  to  regeneration  of  society,  it  has  met  and 
encountered  much  opposition.  But  at  last  it  has  won  the  right  to 
live.  In  France,  in  England,  in  Germany,  in  every  civilized  country 
on  the  globe,  the  normal  school  has  become  an  indispensible  factor 
in  public  education.  With  the  splendid  system  of  normal  schools 
which  she  has  maintained  for  a  hundred  years,  Germany  has  not 
only  led  the  rest  of  the  world  in  university  education,  but  in  indus- 
trial and  scientific  training  for  all  the  people.  France,  with  her  un- 
surpassed system  of  normal  schools,  is  pressing  close  on  the  heels  of 
Germany.  The  great  states  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Illi- 
nois and  California  seem  determined  to  give  to  all  their  people  at 
least  the  elements  of  sound  learning.  They  have  expended,  during" 
the  past  five  years,  millions  of  dollars  in  the  equipment  of  their  normal 
schools.  For  her  normal  school  school  at  DeKalb,  Illinois,  appro- 
priated for  buildings  alone  about  $250,000,  although  she  had  already 
a  number  of  well  equipped  normal  schools.  The  following  figures 
show  what  Iowa  is  doing  for  her  normal  school  at  Cedar  Falls :

Iowa,  in  giving  annually  to  her  normal  school,  a  sum  almost 
equal  to  what  she  gives  her  university,  is  doing  what  could  not  be 
justified  in  an  older  state.  A  real  university  needs  and  must  have  a 
large  income.  Btlt,  in  endeavoring  to  make  her  normal  school  the 
best  in  the  country,  Iowa  is  not  only  rearing  a  generation  of  splen- 
didly equipped  teachers,  but  she  is  at  the  same  time  laying  broad 
and  deep  the  foundation  of  her  university  of  the  future.  It  is  a  sig- 
nificant fact,  it  is  not,  perhaps,  a  mere  accident,  that  Michigan  has 
not  only  the  largest  and  most  famous  of  western  universities,  but 
also  the  besl  equipped  normal  schools  in  the  United  States. 
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Let  no  one  think  that  I  seek  to  abase  my  native  State.  Far 
from  it.  Ours  is  indeed  an  imperial  State.  No  other  state  is  assured 
of  a  more  glorious  future.  With  an  unsurpassed  system  of  public 
schools,  with  a  great  and  rapidly  growing  university,  we  are  still 
weak  at  one  strategic  point — our  schools  for  the  training  of  teachers. 
What  West  Point  is  to  the  American  army,  what  Annapolis  is  to  the 
American  navy,  that  the  State  normal  should  be  to  the  magnificent 
army  of  school  teachers,  now  sixteen  thousand  strong.  In  view  of 
all  these  facts,  the  Regents  of  the  Normal  School  will  confidently 
appeal  to  the  next  General  Assembly  for  a  more  liberal  support  of 
this  institution.  They  do  not  ask  for  a  library  building,  though  such 
a  building  is  much  needed.  They  do  not  ask  for  a  separate  building 
for  the  model  school,  though  this  would  be  very  desirable.  They  ask 
for  only  what  is  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  this  normal  to  do  well 
the  work  for  which  it  was  established.  Our  present  monthly  salary 
roll  is  $2,795.  For  biennial  period  of  twenty-four  months — the  school 
is  now  open  from  January  1  to  January  1 — this  would  amount  to 
$67,080.  The  Regents  ask  for  an  additional  $20,000  with  which  to 
employ  eight  or  ten  more  teachers.  They  ask  for  a  new  building 
which  shall  contain  about  sixteen  recitation  rooms  and  a  large  gym- 
nasium. The  estimated  cost  of  this  building  is  $75,000.  They  ask  for 
$10,000  for  books  and  $10,000  for  scientific  apparatus.  They  ask  for 
$1,000  for  domestic  science  department.

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  statutes  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  First  District  Normal  School 
at  Kirksville,  Missouri,  for  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31st, 
1902,  and  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Regents  I  have  had  the  President 
of  the  School  make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  School, 
which  is  herewith  printed  in  this  report. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  has  only  expended  money  by  direction 
of  law.    We  feel  that  the  law  has  been  strictly  followed. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  last  General  Assembly,  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  submitted  to  the  appropriations 
committee,  granted  us  an  appropriation  of  $30,000.00  to  build  a  Science 
Hall.  The  building  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  submitted  for  the  exact  amount  of  the  appropriation.  The 
Board  took  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  building  with  the  same  de- 
gree of  interest  as  though  it  had  been  a  private  institution,  and  before 
breaking  ground  all  the  contracts  let  were  covered  by  sufficient  bonds. 
All  the  contracts  were  carried  out,  and  thus  we  were  able  to  construct 
and  complete  in  every  particular  the  building  according  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  exact  amount  of  the  appropriation.  I  submit  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  that  the  Board  deems 
necessary  for  the  running  of  the  School  for  the  next  two  years,  which  is 
as  follows :

NEW  BUILDING. 

The  Forty-first  General  Assembly  appropriated  $30,000.00  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  and  $3,000.00  for  a  boiler  plant.  Contractors 
broke  ground  for  the  new  building  July  4th,  1901,  and  delivered  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  the  finished  building  December  30th,  1901.  The  build- 
ing has  been  in  use  since  January  3rd,  1902.  It  is  a  three-story  structure, 
64x110  feet,  joined  to  the  old  building  by  a  corridor  40  feet  in  length.  It 
contains  rooms  as  follows : 
1 .    On  the  first  floor  : 

Three  recitation  rooms; 

The  engine  and  fan  room ; 

The  young  men's  bath  and  toilet  room  furnished  with  hot  and 
cold  water; 

The  young  women's  bath  and  toilet  room  furnished  with  hot  and 
cold  water; 
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The  gymnasium,  40  by  60  feet,  horizontally,  23  feet  from  floor  to 
ceiling,  with  balcony  across  one  end. 

2.  On  the  second  floor : 

The  President's  office  with  toilet  room  adjoining; 
Five  recitation  rooms ; 

The  balcony  of  the  gymnasium,  capable  of  seating  about  100  per- 
sons. 

3.  On  the  third  floor: 
Two  recitation  rooms ; 

The  physical  laboratory,  23  by  45  feet ; 
The  library  room,  40  by  60  feet ; 

The  young  ladies'  rest  room,  supplied  with  seats,  couches  and  a 
piano,  and  commonly  designated  as  the  Young  Women's  Chris- 
tian Association  room. 


HEAT  AND  VENTILATION. 

The  new  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  by  a  Sturdevant  Steel  Fan 
driven  by  a  steam  engine,  the  steam  being  conducted  in  covered  pipes 
from  the  boiler  room  a  distance  of  300  feet. 

FURNITURE  MADE  OUT  OF  REFUSE  MATERIAL. 

There  was  no  furniture  to  supply  our  new  building.  Consequently 
resort  was  had  to  the  rubbish  rooms  where  broken  seats  had  been  stored 
for  many  years.  By  the  aid  of  the  janitor  and  a  carpenter  seats  enough 
were  improvised  to  accommodate  the  125  Training  School  children  and 
to  furnish  two  rooms  used  as  class  rooms  by  students  of  the  Normal  School 
proper. 

From  the  incidental  fund  we  have  secured  tables  sufficient  to  accom- 
modate temporarily  students  in  the  physical  laboratory.  The  library  room 
and  gymnasium  have  no  furniture  or  equipment  of  any  kind. 

Request  is  made  for  an  appropriation  for  furniture  to  equip  this  build- 
ing, which,  by  a  modest  estimate,  should  be  $1,000.00. 

WORKING  SPACE,  AND  VALUES. 

The  working  floor  space  of  the  new  building,  exclusive  of  hallways, 
is  approximately  12,750  feet.  The  working  floor  space  of  the  old  build- 
ing, exclusive  of  hallways  and  general  assembly  room,  is  approximately 
20,000  square  feet.  For  $30,000.00,  therefore,  the  Regents  have  secured 
a  new  building  with  more  than  three-fifths  the  working  floor  space  of  the 
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old  building.  In  comparison  with  the  new  building  we  estimate  the  pres- 
ent value  of  the  old  building  at  about  $55,000.00.  The  boiler  house,  100 
feet  away  from  the  old  building,  is  perhaps  worth  $2,500.00.  The  boiler 
plant  recently  installed  at  the  outlay  of  $3,000.00  appropriated  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  about  $300.00  from  the  Incidental  Fund  is  valued  at 
$3,300.00.  The  three  new  tubular  boilers  (each  16  feet  in  length  by  5 
feet  in  diameter)  are  of  such  strength  that  two  of  them,  running  at  their 
full  capacity,  furnish  ample  heat  for  all  the  buildings  in  ordinary  weather. 
The  three  furnish  abundant  heat  in  the  severest  weather.  We  have  sev- 
eral small  department  libraries  of  a  total  value  of  about  $2,000.00.  All 
present  laboratory  equipment  is  worth  about  $2,000.00.  Furniture  of  all 
sorts  in  both  buildings  is  estimated  at  a  value  of  $2,000.00.  The  campus 
contains  15  acres  estimated  at  about  $30,000.00.

SANITATION. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  $200.00  for  a  sewer  and 
$350.00  for  closets.  To  these  sums  the  regents  added  $017.00  from  the 
incidental  fund,  installed  a  system  of  water  closets  in  the  old  building, 
with  flushing  tanks,  also  a  system  of  sewers  and  built  a  sewer  main  from 
building  near  the  middle  of  the  campus  to  the  city  sower  system  about 
1,000  feet  away. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1901,  was  753;  for 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1902,  756.  But  the  latter  does  not  include 
the  374  enrolled  in  the  summer  session  of  1902  most  of  whom  enrolled  for 
the  summer  term  only.  The  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1902,  including  summer  schools  and  excluding  pupils  of  practice  school, 
was  964.  We  have  in  attendance  at  the  present  time  503,  minus  a  few, 
who  have  dropped  out  in  the  last  two  weeks.  These  students  represent 
the  44  counties  of  this  Normal  School  District  and  17  Counties  of  Mis- 
souri outside  this  district.  The  attendance  under  the  present  organization 
is  much  larger  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  than  it  is  during  the  first 
half.  From  reports  of  students  now  attending  and  a  large  correspondence 
with  others  who  contemplate  entering  soon,  we  are  assured  of  an  enroll- 
ment during  the  second  semester  far  above  the  present  enrollment  and 
above  any  former  enrollment  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

TEACHING  FORCE. 

Including  the  president,  we  have  16  full-fledged  salaried  teachers, 
whose  total  monthly  salaries  now  amount  $1,794.74.  But  three  of  these 
teachers  are  required  to  conduct  the  Training  School,  i.  e.,  the  "Peda- 
gogical Laboratory"  of  125  children,  wherein  Normal  School  students 
learn  to  teach  by  practice  and  criticism.  This  leaves  13  teachers  for  the 
direct  instruction  of  503  Normal  School  students  or  one  teacher  for  an 
average  of  38  students.  Each  student  averages  five  lessons  daily.  Each 
teacher  must  meet,  instruct,  criticise,  keep  track  of  and  report  on  an  av- 
erage of  190  students  daily.  Good  colleges  and  universities  usually  have 
10  or  12  students  to  each  professor  or  teacher. 

WHAT  WE  ARE  COMPELLED  TO  DO. 

We  are  compelled  to  overwork  our  underpaid  teachers  and  then  re- 
sort to  the  assistance  of  wholly  unpaid  student  teachers  in  order  to  accom- 
modate the  large  numbers  of  prospective  Missouri  teachers  demanding 
instruction  here. 

CHARACTER  OF  FACULTY. 

By  dint  of  the  utmost  rigidity  in  requirements  as  to  qualifications  and 
by  extreme  economy,  our  Regents  have  for  the  time  being  secured  an 
exceptionally  strong  faculty  of  young  or  middle  aged  men  and  women, 
all  graduates  of  the  best  Normal  schools,  colleges  and  universities ;  some 
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are  graduates  of  two  such  institutions  and  some  of  three.  Several  of  the 
Faculty  have  traveled  widely  in  foreign  countries.  All  but  two  are  native 
Missourians.  Some  of  them  have  offers  to  teach  in  other  states  at  higher 
salaries,  and  can  not  long  be  retained  at  present  salaries. 

Does  Missouri  intend  to  make  its  State  Institutions  experimental 
schools  and  then  allow  its  best  men  to  migrate  to  other  states  just  when 
their  value  has  got  beyond  the  experimental  stage  and  when  reputations 
are  established  ? 

Will  our  Legislature  heed  this?  May  we  not  ask  them  to  consider 
it  very  seriously? 

COMPARATIVE  SALARIES. 

Five  of  our  Faculty  receive  $1,200  each  per  year.  Men  of  the  same 
rank  receive  from  $1,800  to  $2,000  in  the  Normal  Schools  of  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Kansas  and  other  north  central  states. 

TO  MAINTAIN  A  STRONG  FACULTY. 

For  the  high  service  which  the  State  requires  of  this  Institution,  our 
Regents  are  undertaking  to  maintain  a  strong  Faculty;  and  whatever  the 
General  Assembly  may  generously  do  for  this  school,  we  sincerely  hope, 
above  all  other  things,  that  they  will  grant  the  appropriation  herein  re- 
quested for  teachers'  salaries.  Its  expenditure  has  been  planned  in  view 
of  extreme  economy  and  if  we  even  receive  this  amount  we  shall  then 
be  unable  to  pay  more  than  85  per  cent  of  the  salaries  that  are  paid  in 
neighboring  states  for  teachers  of  equal  vigor  and  talent.  WTe  are  Mis- 
sourians working  for  Greater  Missouri,  glad  to  practice  the  greatest  econ- 
omy. Should  we  not  have  the  means  of  keeping  pace  with  the  leaders  of 
the  whole  land  ?  Should  not  Missourians  be  paid  as  well  as  the  best  are 
paid  for  their  work  ? 

PLEDGES  KEPT. 

Our  committees  promised  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly  to  erect 
a  building  of  definite  size  and  character  with  $30,000. 

Tlic  pledge  has  been  kept.  The  completed  structure  has  been  in  use 
I  welve  months. 

We  now  ask  definite  and  extremely  modest  sums  for  maintenance 
and  other  specific  purposes.  These  amounts,  if  granted,  will  be  invested 
with  the  utmost  eare  and  economy. 


GREAT  ECONOMY— NO  DEBTS. 

Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  Treasurer's  Report.  Though 
our  old  buildinng  is  rickety  and  in  need  of  constant  repairs,  these  repairs 
have  been  kept  up,  many  important  improvements  made,  several  thou- 
sand dollars  of  incidental  fund  used  for  teachers'  salaries  and  yet  our 
Board  comes  to  the  General  Assembly  without  owing  a  dollar  for  any 
purpose  and  with  a  small  sum,  $252.00,  in  the  Treasury.  This  sum, 
however,  and  most  of  the  receipts  for  the  first  ten  days  of  January  will 
be  consumed  in  meeting  the  December  incidental  'pay  roll  which  is  due 
about  the  8th  of  January. 

INCIDENTAL  FEES  FOR  INCIDENTAL  EXPENSES  A  NECES- 
SITY. 

Students  are  charged  from  $16  to  $20  a  year  ostensibly  to  secure  a 
fund  to  pay  for  fuel,  repairs,  etc.  But  for  years  it  has  been  customary 
to  use  a  considerable  share  of  these  incidental  fees  to  help  pay  teachers' 
salaries.  Surely,  this  drain  on  the  incidental  fund  ought  not  to  continue. 
The  State  University  has  no  tuition.  Our  "Incidental  fee"  is  really 
tuition.  Nothing  else.  Why  should  Normal  School  students  be  compelled 
to  pay  tuition?  Why  not  put  Normal  School  students  on  an  equality 
with  University  students?  Are  they  less  worthy?  Will  anyone  claim  that 
there  is  a  more  potent  factor  in  building  and  perpetuating  a  great  State  ? 
Is  there  a  more  potent  factor  than  the  trained  teachers  sent  into  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  State? 

BASIS  OF  FOLLOWING  ESTIMATE. 

The  following  estimate  for  the  ensuing  biennial  period  is  based  on 
the  supposition  that  we  will  be  compelled  to  continue  charging  Normal 
Students  the  customary  tuition  fees  to  secure  funds  for  incidental  current 
expenses. 

EQUAL  PRIVILEGES. 

By  an  appropriation  of  $70,000.00  for  maintenance  instead  of  the 
$58,694.80  requested  for  that  purpose  the  board  would  be  able  to  abolish 
tuition  fees  and  give  Normal  students  the  same  privilege  that  LTniversity 
students  now  enjoy.

EXPLANATION  OF  SOME  ITEMS  ABOVE  TABULATED. 

1.  Crowded  Condition. — Our  Teachers  average  hearing  six  recita- 
itons  each  daily.  In  numbers  each  teacher  is  daily  responsible  for  the 
work  and  recitations  of  more  than  190  students.  In  addition  to  this,  we 
are  obliged  to  have  several  classes  of  Normal  School  students  in  Mathe- 
matics, in  Latin  and  in  English  conducted  by  student  teachers  without 
lemuneration. 

2.  Summer  Session. — Especial  attention  is  invited  to  the  matter  of 
the  summer  session  which  has  grown  to  be  an  unavoidable  factor  in  Nor- 
mal School  work.  In  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  teachers  now  engaged 
in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  it  becomes  necessary  to  continue  the  Nor- 
mal School  instruction  with  our  entire  faculty  or  as  nearly  the  same  as 
possible  for  a  period  of  ten  or  twelve  weeks  during  the  summer  months. 
As  a  minimum  with  which  to  conduct  this  summer  school  at  moderate 
salaries  we  are  compelled  to  request  an  appropriation  of  $7,600.00. 

3.  Library. — Every  dollar  appropriated  for  our  use  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  was  used  as  our  Regents  and  committees  promised  it  would 
be.  We  have  a  new  building.  It  is  finished.  We  have  a  library  room, 
ready  for  use.  It  is  empty.  It  should  be  filled  with  books.  We  trust 
that  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  will  seem  a  reasonable  amount  to  ask 
for  book  cases  and  books  to  supply  this  highly  necessary  department  of  a 
good  school. 

4.  Scientific  Appliances. — Each  Normal  School  in  the  neighboring- 
states  to  the  north,  east  and  west  of  us  has  from  $15,000.00  to  $30,000.00 
invested  in  scientific  appliances.  This  Institution  has  the  pitiful  sum  of 
about  $2,000.00  invested  in  such  appliances.  It  seems  therefore  extremely 
modest  that  we  ask  the  General  Assembly  of  Imeprial  Missouri  for  the 
trivial  sum  of  $3,000.00  with  which  to  equip  our  laboratories  and  we 
pledge  the  most  painstaking  care  and  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  this 
money  if  the  same  shall  be  allowed  us. 

5.  Furniture  for  New  Building. — We  believe  no  argument  and  no 
explanations  are  necessary  to  secure  this  sum,  $1,000.00,  for  seats,  desks 
and  other  furniture  for  the  new  building. 


6.  Domestic  Science  Outfit. — It  is  now  universally  conceded  by  peo- 
ple engaged  in  education  that  those  who  are  to  conduct  the  public  schools 
should  have  at  least  some  opportunity  for  scientific  investigation  of  those 
principles  which  appertain  to  the  prepartion  of  food,  to  sanitation  and  to 
other  matters  pertaining  to  Domestic  Economy.  State  pride,  if  nothing 
else,  should  compel  us  to  equip  and  conduct  a  department  of  this  nature. 
Our  plans  for  doing  this  involve  the  investment  of  only  $600.00. 

7.  Unfinished  Gymnasium. — The  items  for  improving  the  athletic 
field  and  for  the  gymnasium  outfit  would  seem,  to  be  self-evident  necessi- 
ties. 

8.  Repairs. — The  items  regarding  repairs  to  the  roof,  doors,  win- 
dows, papering,  seating  and  flooring  the  old  building  are  simply  neces- 
sities which  have  been  figured  out  to  the  smallest  detail. 

9.  Maintenance  Above  All  Other  Items. — Over  and  above  all  other 
items,  I  beg  leave  to  emphasize  the  single  item  of  $58,694.80  for  teachers' 
salaries.  Grant  us  money  to  secure  alert,  scholarly  and  skillful  teachers 
and  we  shall  conduct  a  great  school  even  though  buildings  and  equipments 
are  ever  so  meager.

Some  four  or  five  members  of  this  class  are  teachers  of  rural  schools, 
two  are  now  students  in  the  Missouri  University  and  one  is  a  student  in 
the  American  School  of  Osteopathy.  The  Eelementary  or  Sophomore 
Class  of  the  year  1902  numbered  84.  Of  these  twenty-two  are  teachers 
in  graded  schools.  Thirty-five  are  teachers  in  rural  schools.  Most  of  the 
others  are  doing  Junior  work  in  this  Institution.  Of  the  756  students  at- 
tending last  year  and  not  graduating,  some  200  are  now  teaching  in  the 
rural  schools  of  North  Missouri,  while  a  majority  of  the  others  are  con- 
tinuing their  studies  here  at  this  time.  It  must  be  evident,  therefore,  that 
this  instiution  has  opportunity  to  wield  a  very  powerful  and  salutary  in- 
fluence on  education  in  this  State  and  its  students  should  have  the  best 
possible  opportunity  that  the  State  can  furnish  in  the  way  of  buildings, 
equipments  and  teachers.

REPORT. 


Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  January  2nd,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Forty-Second  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Missouri : 

Gentlemen — In  obedience  to  Sec.  7717,  Revised  Statutes  of  Mis- 
souri, 1899,  I  herewith  submit  Report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Lin- 
coln Institute,  showing  the  receipts  for  the  different  departments  of  saic: 
Institution  during  the  years  1901  and  1902,  and  to  whom  and  for  what 
purpose  the  same  has  been  disbursed. 

Before  touching  on  each  appropriation  in  particular,  we  desire  to 
speak  of  the  appropriations  in  general  for  the  use  of  Lincoln  Institute. 

In  1890,  Congress  passed  an  act,  commonly  called  the  "Morrill  Bill," 
by  the  terms  of  which  act,  there  is  given  to  this  State  the  sum  of  $25,000 
annually,  this  sum  is  divided  amongst  Lincoln  Institute  1-16,  the  School 
el  Mines  at  Rolla  34  °f  remainder,  and  the  State  University  at  Columbia 
the  remainder. 

This  "Morrill  Bill"  provides,  in  general,  that  no  State  shall  be  en- 
titled to  this  annual  sum  except  that  State  maintain  schools  for  instruction 
in  Agriculture,  the  Mechanic  Arts,  the  English  Language  and  the  various 
branches  of  Mathematical,  Physical,  Natural  and  Economic  Science,  with 
special  reference  to  their  applications  in  the  industries  of  life,  in  which 
schools  there  is  to  be  no  distinction  of  race  or  color,  or  said  state  may 
maintain  separate  schools  which  will  be  held  to  be  a  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  the  act. 

All  these  facts  are  undoubtedly  known  to  your  Honorable  Body, 
but  we  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  this  fact.  As  will  be  seen  by  a 
careful  reading  of  the  foregoing  (or  of  the  "Morrill  Bill"  itself)  it  will  be 
seen  that  upon  the  maintenance  of  Lincoln  Institute,  especially  in  its 
Academic  and  Industrial  Departments,  depends  the  bi-annual  sum  of 
$50,000.00. 

The  average  bi-annual  State  appropriation  for  Lincoln  Institute  for 
support  and  maintenance  has  been  in  the  past  about  $27,000.  To  this 
may  be  added  the  amount  received  from  the  "Morrill  funds,"  making 
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about  $30,000.00,  or  $20,000.00  less  than  the  amount  received  by  the 
State  of  Missouri  from  the  United  States.  Now  as  a  business  proposi- 
tion, ought  not  the  appropriations  for  our  school  to  be  on  a  very  generous 
scale? 

In  addition  to  this,  Lincoln  Institute  is  growing,  and  growing  fast. 

In  reference  to  our  present  needs  I  desire  to  say : 

First — We  need  at  least  one  more  teacher,  and  an  assistant  teacher 
in  the  Academic  and  Normal  Departments,  and  on  account  of  having 
separate  dormitories  for  male  and  female  students  we  need  an  additional 
matron,  and  also  an  additional  janitor,  who  will  be  sufficiently  skilled  in 
such  matters  as  to  be  able  to  attend  to  the  steam  heating  plant  in  the  new 
boys'  dormitory. 

Second — The  main  college  building  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  and 
we  recommend  that  in  the  "Repair  and  Improvement  Fund"  there  be 
included  $2,000.00  for  the  replacing  of  the  tile  floors  in  the  corridors  in 
this  building. 

Third — As  there  is  included  in  the  general  contingent  fund  the  ap- 
propriations for  coal,  water,  insurance,  etc.,  we  respectfully  recommend 
that  this  appropriation  be  increased  very  materially. 

Fourth — It  is  desired  and  recommended  that  there  be  added  to  the 
departments  of  Lincoln  Institute  a  "Summer  School"  which  we  also 
recommend  be  provided  for. 

Fifth — The  cost  of  coal  in  Lincoln  Institute  is  fast  becoming  a  seri- 
ous question  to  the  board.  There  are  now  in  our  buildings  five  (5) 
separate  steam  heating  plants.  If  these  were  consolidated  into  a  central 
plant,  conveniently  located,  it  would  result  in  a  great  saving  to  the  State, 
decreasing  the  cost  of  fuel  at  least  25  per  cent,  and  being  the  means  of 
doing  away  with  at  least  two  janitors,  who  are  required  to  be  skilled  fire- 
men, or  engineers.  The  Board  is  confident  that  such  a  plant  would  pay 
for  itself  in  about  three  years. 

The  members  of  this  General  Assembly  are  cordially  invited  to  visit 
Lincoln  Institute  in  all  its  departments,  examine  its  needs  in  person,  see 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  and  judge  if  still  more  cannot 
be.  done  in  the  future,  under  the  same  diligent  care  and  management.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Forty-Second  General  Assembly,  of  the  State 
of  Missouri; 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  section  7709,  Revised  Statutes 
of  1899,  we  tne  Board  of  Managers  of  Hospital  for  Insane,  No.  1,  lo- 
cated at  Fulton,  herewith  submit  (through  the  proper  officers)  a  re- 
port of  the  management  of  said  institution  for  the  years  1901  and 
1902. 

Near  the  middle  of  this  biennial  period  the  personnel  of  the  entire 
Medical  Staff  (consisting  of  Superintendent  and  three  assistants)  was 
changed,  thus  passing  the  control  of  the  institution  from  the  Homeo- 
pathic to  the  Allopathic  School  of  Medicine. 

The  net  increase  of  patients  during  the  past  two  years  is  187, 
which  is  much  larger  than  the  increase  for  any  similar  period  since 
the  establishment  of  the  institution ;  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
we  have  completed  and  now  ocupy  two  new  wards  the  institution 
today  has_as  many  patients  as  can  be  properly  cared  for,  and  unless 
your  honorable  body  make  provisions  for  additional  buildings,  we 
will  be  compelled  to  turn  away  many  applicants  for  admission  during 
the  ensuing  biennial  period,  and  it  is  with  you  to  say  whether  the 
population  of  this  institution  shall  stand  where  it  is  now,  at  1,100,  or 
be  increased.  Since  the  number  of  inmates  has  passed  600,  the  in- 
stitution has  been  self-sustaining,  except  pay  of  officers  and  improve- 
ments ;  and  during  the  period  covered  bv  this  report,  several  thousand 
dollars  of  the  earnings  of  the  institution  have  been  used  in  permanent 
improvements,  purchase  of  land,  premiums  on  insurance,  etc..  and 
we  believe  that  the  amounts  that  can  thus  be  used  will  increase  as 
our  population  grows,  and  if  provided  with  additional  quarters,  the 
natural  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  will,  in  a  few  years,  enable 
this  institution  to  become  entirely  self-sustaining,  "a  consummation 
devoutly  to  be  wished."  To  still  further  promote  this  end  we  should 
be  provided  with  more  tillable  land,  which  could  be  cultivated  by 
such  patients  as  need  out-door  exercise,  thus  furnishing  us  (without 
cost  for  labor)  a  large  quantity  of  grain,  vegetables,  fruits,  etc.  YVe 
have  now  less  than  550  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  state ;  more

than  two-thirds  of  this  is  necessarily  used  as  a  pasture  for  our 
large  herd  of  milch  cows,  and  is  unfit  for  cultivation,  leaving  only 
170  acres  for  cultivation,  orchard,  vineyard  and  garden.  Five  hun- 
dred acres  of  this  land  was  purchased  when  the  asylum  was  first 
established,  and  at  that  time  was,  no  doubt,  amply  sufficient,  but  now 
is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  institution ;  the  only  addition 
made  to  the  said  original  tract  is  forty  acres  bought  in  1902  and  paid 
for  out  of  earnings. 

We  beg  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body 
to  a  conflict  in  the  statutes,  providing  for  pay  of  inmates. 

Sections  No.  4862  and  4867  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  private 
and  county  patients  respectively,  and  both  sections  require  payment 
in  advance.  Section  7807  makes  it  unlawful  for  the  Superintendent 
to  receive  a  patient  until  legal  charges  are  prepaid,  and  yet  section 
4889  directs  the  Governor  (by  his  writ  to  the  Warden  of  the  peniten- 
tiary) to  send  insane  convicts  to  the  asylum,  and  makes  no  provision 
for  paying  the  expenses  of  such  convicts.  During  the  biennial 
period  covered  by  this  report  the  Governor  has,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  4889,  sent  to  this  asylum  forty-eight  (48)  convicts,  and  our 
treasurer  has  presented  bills  to  the  various  counties  (and  City  of  St. 
Louis)  from  which  they  were  convicted ;  some  have  paid,  but  a  great 
number  have  refused  to  pay  upon  the  ground  that  the  patients  were 
non-residents.  In  one  of  these  cases  suit  was  instituted  against  Ma- 
con county  and  has  been  decided  against  us  in  that  county,  and  is  now 
pending  in  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is  unfair  to  charge  other  patients 
two  and  a  half  dollars  a  week  and  keep  convicts  for  nothing. 

We  have  visited  the  institution  at  stated  intervals  as  provided 
by  law,  and  hae  always  found  the  patients  properly  cared  for,  well 
clothed  and  supplied  with  abundant  good  and  wholesome  food,  the 
wards  neat  and  clean.

BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  State  Hospital  for  Insane, 
No.  i,  Fulton,  Mo. : 

Gentlemen — Although  I  have  had  charge  of  this  institution  for 
less  than  two  years,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  a  report  for  the  whole 
of  the  biennial  period  beginning  January  ist,  1901,  and  closing  De- 
cember 31,  1902.  From  January  1,  1901,  to  March  12,  1902,  the 
Hospital  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Ray  and  his  assistants ;  and  my 
knowledge  of  that  period  is  derived  chiefly  from  the  records. 

MOVEMENT  OF  POPULATION. 

On  January  I,  1901,  the  number  of  patients  on  the  roll  of  the 
institution  was  905,  of  whom  499  were  males  and  406  were  females. 
The  number  of  patients  admitted  between  that  date  and  March  12, 
1902,  was  313,  of  whom  191  were  males  and  122  were  females, 
making  the  total  number  enrolled  for  the  period  named  1,218.  Of 
this  number  92  were  discharged,  of  whom  47  were  males  and  45  were 
females ;  101  died,  of  whom  55  were  men  and  46  were  women,  leaving 
the  number  of  patients  1,025  on  March  12,  1902,  when  I  took  charge 
of  the  Hospital;  of  this  number  588  were  males  and  437  were  fe- 
males. 

Between  March  12,  1902,  and  December  31,  1902,  239  patients 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Hospital;  of  this  number  134  are  males 
and  105  females ;  63  men  and  48  women  have  been  discharged  as  re- 
stored sufficiently  to  return  to  their  homes  and  usual  occupations, 
and  66  have  died,  of  whom  37  were  men  and  29  were  women,  remov- 
ing from  the  institution  177  patients,  leaving  the  total  number  on  our 
roll  at  this  date  1,087.  The  total  population  of  the  Hospital,  includ- 
ing officers  and  employes,  is  1,262.  The  statistical  tables  which  are 
made  a  part  of  this  report  will  give  details  in  regard  to  the  facts  above 
summarized. 
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COST  OF  LIVING. 
The  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  the  patients,  exclusive  of  ex- 
penditures for  improvements  and  salaries  of  officers,  was  38  cents  per 
diem  for  that  part  of  the  biennial  period  closing  March  1,  1902;  the 
per  capita  cost  for  the  remainder  of  the  biennial  period  was  36  cents 
and  six  mills. 

HEALTH. 

During  the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  smallpox  became 
prevalent  in  the  state ;  twro  persons,  one  a  patient  and  the  other  an 
employe,  were  attacked  by  the  contagion,  although  strict  quarantine 
regulations  had  been  enforced  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  dis- 
ease. The  employe  had  the  disease  in  a  light  form,  but  the  patient,  a 
negro  man,  had  a  very  pronounced  case;  both  recovered.  With  this 
exception,  there  was  no  epidemic  or  contagious  disease. 

During  the  time  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  Hospital,  the 
usual  health  has  been  maintained.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that 
here,  as  in  all  other  hospitals,  the  average  health,  compared  with  that 
of  other  communities,  is  very  low,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  is  high ; 
all  our  patients  are  diseased  when  they  are  placed  under  our  care ;  it  is 
very  rare  to  find  an  insane  person  having  good  health  of  body.  Still, 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  even  those  who  do  not  recover  their  reason  and 
return  to  their  homes,  live  longer  in  such  an  institution  as  this  than 
they  would  at  home;  for  few  of  them  could  enjoy  at  their  homes  the 
pure  air,  the  sanitary  advantages,  the  pleasant  surroundings,  the 
wholesome  and  well  prepared  food,  the  regular  habits,  the  constant 
oversight,  and  the  unremitting  medical  attention,  provided  here  by 
the  state. 

TREATMENT. 

In  the  humane  treatment  of  the  insane  that  characterizes  our  age, 
it  is  seldom,  if  ever,  found  necessary  to  resort  to  restraints,  except  to 
prevenl  patients  from  doing  themselves  an  injury  at  times  when  they 
become  unusually  disturbed  an.d  violent 

OPEN  DOOR  SYS  EM. 

Until  recently  it  was  customary,  in  hospitals  for  the  insane,  to 
lock  all  patients  in  their  sleeping  rooms  at  night,  and  this  was  done 
even  when  several  patients  slept  in  one  of  the  larger  rooms.  But, 
while  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the  doors  affording  exit  from  the  wards 
1"  1  c<]  at  night  as  well  ;is  during  the  day,  it  is  wiser  to  leave  all  doors 
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of  patients'  sleeping  apartments  open,  so  that  if  any  become  sick  dur- 
ing the  night,  or  need  attention  or  help,  from  any  cause,  the  aid  may 
at  once  be  rendered  by  the  night-watchmen.  We  have  introduced  the 
"open  door"  system  in  this  hospital.  This,  of  course,  necessitates  an 
increase  of  the  night  force  of  attendants  and  watchers ;  formerly  but 
five  were  employed  in  this  duty;  the  number  has  been  increased  to 
seventeen,  in  addition  to  the  night  watchman  employed  to  patrol  out- 
side the  buildings. 

RECREATION  AND  AMUSEMENT. 

Uniformed  attendants  are  constantly  on  the  wards,  not  only  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  to  the  needs  of  patients,  but  also  to  assist  in 
amusing  them  with  games  that  are  interesting  but  not  exciting,  such 
as  cards,  dominoes,  and  checkers,  thus  diverting  their  minds  from 
dwelling  on  their  real  or  imaginary  troubles.  A  large  part  of  the  day, 
when  the  weather  permits,  is  spent  on  the  lawns  and  other  grounds 
belonging  to  the  Hospital,  seeking  recreation  and  exercise  that  vary 
the  monotony  of  the  day  and  causes  a  relish  for  food  and  rest.  There 
are  two  billiard  tables  for  the  use  of  convalescent  patients  on  wards 
for  men ;  and  in  that  part  of  the  buildings  devoted  to  women,  there 
are  four  pianos.  Several  wards  are  supplied  with  libraries,  the  books 
having  been  carefully  selected  for  the  use  of  patients.  The  county 
newspapers,  kindly  sent  by  publishers  without  charge,  are  an  addition 
to  our  reading  matter  eagerly  welcomed  by  many.  In  this  connec- 
tion, it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that  gifts  of  magazines  and  illustrated 
papers,  which  so  many  families  destroy  after  reading,  would  serve  to 
lighten  many  a  weary  hour  for  patients  who  are  recovering. 

OCCUPATION. 

Nothing  is  more  beneficial  than  work,  for  those  who  are  able  to 
do  it  and  who  desire  employment.  A  limited  number  of  male  patients 
find  light  work  on  the  lawns,  in  the  garden,  in  the  machine  shop,  and 
in  the  carpenter  shop ;  others  find  employment  about  the  greenhouse, 
the  dairy,  the  barns,  and  the  kitchen.  A  number  render  very  fair  ser- 
vice on  the  farm.  For  female  patients,  sewing  and  other  light  work 
is  provided  when  desired.  All  work  done  by  patients  is  purely  volun- 
tary, and  is  merely  by  way  of  assistance  to  employes  regularly  in 
charge  of  the  department ;  moreover,  care  is  taken  to  prevent  any  pa- 
tient from  doing  more  than  is  pleasant  to  him ;  exhaustion  and  fatigue 
are  avoided. 
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CLEANLINESS. 

Each  ward  is  provided  with  a  clothes  room  in  which  the  wearing 
apparel  of  the  patients  is  placed  after  it  comes  from  the  laundry,  each  pa- 
tient having  his  own  locker.  Each  ward  is  also  provided  with  bath;  and 
the  attendants  see  to  it  that  patients  bathe  and  change  their  clothing 
at  regular  intervals.  Cleanliness,  regular  habits  of  exercise,  and  reg- 
ular hours  for  sleeping  are  regarded  as  very  important  to  the  health, 
as  well  as  to  the  comfort,  of  our  patients. 

HOLIDAYS. 

When  such  days  as  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  recur,  days  that 
naturally  cause  the  patients  to  feel  deeply  his  absence  from  the  home 
circle  and  to  dwell  upon  the  great  misfortune  that  has  overtaken  him, 
an  effort,  often  very  successful,  is  made  to  brighten  the  day  by  some 
festivity.  Unless  the  weather  is  too  warm,  all  the  patients  who  are 
well  enough  to  attend,  assemble  two  evenings  each  week  in  the  large 
hall,  for  dancing,  the  attendants  being  their  partners.  These  occa- 
sions seem  to  be  very  enjoyable  for  most  of  them ;  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  dance,  enjoy  looking  at  the  dancers  and  listening  to  the  lively 
music. 

On  Sundays  a  service  of  song  and  prayer,  with  a  brief  comfort- 
ing sermon,  is  held  in  the  chapel,  and  all  who  wish  to  attend  are  pres- 
ent. The  ministers  of  the  Fulton  churches  usually  conduct  these  ser- 
vices for  us,  the  clergymen  of  the  several  denominations  serving  us  in 
turn. 

CLASSIFICATIONS. 

The  number  of  wards  enables  us  to  class  the  patients,  so  that 
those  who  are  disagreeable  or  dangerous  do  not  associate  with  those 
who  are  harmless  and  nervous.  Those  who  are  recovering  are  placed 
"ii  wards  where  their  surroundings  are  as  pleasant  as  possible,  and 
where  they  do  not  see  or  hear  patients  suffering  with  violent  insanity. 
Epileptics,  exceptionally  dangerous,  are  separated  from  the  other  pa- 
tients. Insane  persons  sent  here  from  the  State  Penitentiary  are  as- 
signed separate  quarters. 
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HOSPITAL. 

Among  the  changes  made  in  the  management  of  the  Institution, 
I  should  not  neglect  to  mention  the  setting  apart  of  two  wards,  one 
for  men  and  one  for  women,  for  use  as  hospitals  to  which  patients 
who  become  ill  may  be  removed,  and  where  they  can  receive  more 
careful  nursing  and  enjoy  a  greater  degree  of  that  quiet  so  desirable 
tor  the  suffering.  y 

A  telephone  system, connecting  all  departments  with  the  offices 
in  the  central  building  enables  attendants  and  nurses  to  summon  phy- 
sicians whenever  their  services  are  needed,  and  to  call  other  aid  or 
service,  without  leaving  their  patients. 

When  a  patient  is  admitted,  as  clear  a  history  of  the  case  as 
can  be  obtained  is  placed  upon  the  record  book;  this  history  is  care- 
fully noted  by  the  physicians  as  an  aid  in  the  treatment  of  the  case. 
The  modes  of  treatment  are,  of  course,  too  various  to  be  enumerated 
in  this  report;  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  all  that  conscientious  care 
and  skill  can  do  to  restore  the  patient  to  bodily  and  mental  health.  Is 
done,  and  in  many  cases  with  complete  success;  the  friends  and  rel- 
atives of  our  patients  may  rest  assured  that  their  welfare  and  safety 
are  carefully  guarded. 

THE  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

As  this  is  the  oldest  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  the  State,  a  part 
of  the  building  is  of  the  old-fashioned  type ;  but,  as  additions  have 
been  made,  from  time  to  time,  until  the  accommodations  for  patients 
have  been  more  than  doubled,  the  larger  part  of  the  structure  is  more 
modern  and  better  suited  to  the  purpose.  The  buildings  are  so  ex- 
tensive and  every  part  of  them  in  such  constant  use  that  constant  re- 
pairs are  necessary ;  and,  from  time  to  time,  additional  buildings  must 
be  erected  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  steadily  increasing  population 
of  the  State.  The  two  war.ds,  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made 
by  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly,  have  been  completed,  and  are 
now  occupied.  This  addition  connects  the  building  formerly  used  for 
insane  criminals,  with  the  other  buildings ;  the  basement,  which  has  a 
granitoid  floor,  plastered  walls  and  ceiling,  and  is  heated  by  steam, 
is  used  as  a  dining  hall  for  the  patients  of  six  wards ;  the  former  din- 
ing halls  on  these  wards  are  used  as  dormitories.  This  addition  was 
needed  long  before  it  was  completed,  and  is  already  well  filled. 
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PAINTING. 

The  paint  on  the  outside  of  the  buildings  is  beginning  to  scale 
off,  leaving  unsightly  patches  of  red  contrasting  with  the  white.  The 
indications  are  that  before  another  biennial  period  passes,  all  the  out- 
side walls  will  become  splotched.  In  such  an  institution  as  this,  so 
much  depends  upon  avoiding  all  appearances  of  neglect,  and  making 
the  surroundings  of  the  patients  pleasant,  that  I  hope  the  Board  of 
Managers  will  urge  the  General  Assembly  to  make  an  appropriation 
for  repainting  the  exterior  walls. 

The  paint  on  the  walls  and  woodwork  of  the  interior  also  needs 
renewing.  We  have  repainted  ten  of  the  wards,  but  if  more  is  to  He 
done  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  will  be  needed.  Improve- 
ments of  this  nature  are  essential  to  the  health  of  the  patients. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 

The  wiring  for  electric  lights  does  not  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  insurance  companies ;  it  was  done  many  years  ago  and  all 
precautions  then  regarded  as  necessary  to  prevent  fires  were  used ; 
but  experience  seems  to  have  demonstrated  that  the  dangers  of  elec- 
tric wires  were  not  fully  appreciated,  and  the  experts  no  longer  regard 
the  wiring  of  this  Hospital  as  safe.  I  learn  that  it  will  cost  about 
$4,000.00  to  rewire  the  Hospital  in  a  way  that  will  remove  the  danger 
of  fire  on  account  of  imperfect  insulation.  This  matter  is  so  import- 
ant that  I  presume  it  is  sufficient  merely  to  bring  it  to  your  attention. 

NEGRO  PATIENTS. 

Tn  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  accommo- 
dations provided  for  the  insane  negroes.  Ten  years  ago,  according 
to  the  records,  there  were  35  negro  patients  in  this  Hospital ;  at  this 
date  the  number  is  g8,  of  whom  68  arc  men,  and  30  arc  women.  The 
negro  women  are  placed  in  a  separate  ward  on  the  fourth  floor,  at  the 
north  end  of  the  building,  formerly  used  for  white  patients;  the  only 
accommodation  for  the  negro  men  is  an  old  building  which  is  located 
casl  of  the  Hospital  and  which  was  formerly  used  as  a  bowling  alley, 
and  later  as  a  simp.  Tt  consists  of  two  rooms,  and  is  altogether  unfit 
for  a  ward  or  dormitory.  A  separate  building  is  needed  to  meet  the 
gradnalh  increasing  demand  for  this  class  of  our  population.  As 
tin   e  111*11  are  now  eared  for,  with  no  classification,  it  is  difficult  to 


treat  them  successfully,  and  most  of  them  will  propbably  remain  bur- 
dens on  the  state  and  on  the  counties  that  sent  them  here,  until  re- 
moved by  death.  True  economy,  as  well  as  humanity,  demands  that 
suitable  accommodations  be  provided  for  this  class.  The  ward  used 
for  negro  women  will  soon  be  needed  for  women  of  our  own  race. 

THE  GROUNDS. 

The  property  of  the  State  connected  with  this  Hospital  aggre- 
gate 543  acres,  of  which  15  acres  are  in  lawns,  parks  and  yards;  30 
acres  are  used  for  gardening,  30  acres  for  the  orchard ;  and  about  140 
acres  for  farm,  and  the  remainder  for  pasture.  A  reference  to  the 
Steward's  report,  will  show  that  the  farm  and  garden  have  yielded  a 
fair  return,  and  to  that  extent  have  diminished  the  expense  of  main- 
taining the  hospital.  The  fresh  vegetables  from  the  garden  are  invalu- 
able to  our  large  community.  A  much  better  return  could  be  secured 
if  the  farm  wrere  enlarged ;  in  proportion  to  the  population,  the  farm 
is  certainly  a  very  small  one.  In  my  opinion  more  arable  land  should 
be  purchased. 

THE  DAIRY. 

On  the  farm  there  is  a  herd  of  126  cows  and  heifers.  Eighty  of 
these  are  Holstein  cows,  from  which  we  receive  a  supply  of  fresh  milk 
for  the  patients.  There  is  a  large  and  well  constructed  dairy  barn. 
Pure  water  from  the  deep  well  is  piped  down  to  the  feeding  grounds 
and  the  barn. 

PLEASURE  GROUNDS. 

The  lawns  in  front  of  the  Hospital  are  well  shaded,  and  are  pro- 
vided with  granitoid  walks  and  cinder  driveways ;  they  give  the  Hos- 
pital very  attractive  surroundings,  and  add  much  to  the  comfort  and 
enjoyment  of  the  patients.  The  park  in  the  rear  of  the  buildings  will 
increase  in  attractiveness  every  year,  as  nature  completes  what  man 
has  begun. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

ELECTRIC  ENGINES. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  a  number  of  improvements  and 
additions  have  been  made  that  contribute  largely  to  the  efficiency, 
and  therefore  to  the  economy,  of  the  Hospital.  Since  I  took  charge 
of  the  institution,  two'  Ideal  80-horse  power  electric  engines  have  been 
installed,  to  replace  machinery  that  was  not  only  old-fashioned,  but 
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almost  worn  out,  and  was  so  inadequate  that  it  was  constantly  break- 
ing down,  leaving  the  buildings  in  darkness,  except  for  the  feeble 
light  that  could  be  furnished  by  a  few  lamps  and  candles — rather  dan- 
gerous substitutes  for  electric  lights  in  a  Hospital  for  insane  people. 
One  of  the  Ideal  engines  is  used  during  the  day,  to  supply  power  in 
the  laundry  and  machine  shop  and  for  cold  storage,  while  the  other 
is  used  at  night  for  supplying  electric  lights  for  the  buildings  and 
grounds.  Their  action  is  almost  noiseless.  The  building  in  which 
these  fine  machines  have  been  placed,  has  been  made  as  neat  and 
clean  as  an  office,  having  a  tiling  floor  that  can  be  kept  free  from  dust ; 
the  roof  is  of  slate,  and  the  ceiling  is  of  wood,  painted  and  varnished; 
the  cleanly  and  attractive  interior  presents  an  appearance  that  im- 
presses the  visitor  with  the  thought  that  this  is  the  proper  housing 
for  the  preservation  of  such  costly  machinery. 

LAUNDRY. 

Electricity  is  the  power  used  in  the  laundry.  The  clothes  of  the 
patients  are  cleansed  by  four  rotary  washers.  A  fifth  has  been  or- 
dered, to  meet  the  increased  demand  on  the  laundry.  A  centrifugal 
wringer  dries  the  clothes  as  fast  as  they  come  from  the  washers.  Only 
ten  persons  are  employed  in  washing  and  drying  the  clothing  of  our 
whole  population.  Formerly  the  second  story  of  the  laundry,  where 
the  ironing  is  done,  was  furnished  with  a  large  stove  for  heating  the 
irons  in  the  old-fashioned  way;  we  now  have  a  fifteen-horse  power 
Bullock  motor  that  heats  the  irons  by  electricity.  Eighteen  irons, 
with  insulated  handles,  are  connected  by  wires  and  are  always  ready, 
never  growing  cold  while  in  use;  no  time  is  lost  in  journeys  to  the 
stove,  at  the  end  of  the  long  room,  to  change  irons ;,  and  the  employes 
are  relieved  from  the  intense  and  exhausting  heat  of  the  stove,  which 
was  almost  unbearable  in  summer.  The  gain  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  all  the  patients'  clothes  are  now  ironed ;  formerly,  when  the  work 
was  so  burdensome,  only  a  part  of  the  underclothing  was  ironed.  In 
the  laundry  we  manufacture  all  the  soap  used  for  laundry  purposes. 

COLD  STORAGE  AND  ICE  PLANT. 

One  of  the  most  notable  improvements  is  the  new  plant  for  cold 
storage  and  for  making  ice.  The  cold  storage  compartments  aggre- 
gate a  space  62  feet  in  length,  25  feet  in  width,  and  9  feet  in  heighth, 
divided  into  eight  compartments ;  affording  ample  space  for  keeping 
fruit,   vegetables,   meats,   milk  and   ice.      The  temperature   in  each 
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compartment  can  be  regulated  to  suit  the  article  stored.  Our  cold 
storage  has  a  capacity  of  eight  tons.  Since  it  has  been  in  use  we 
'  have  had  no  losses,  even  in  the  warmest  weather,  from  the  souring 
of  milk  or  the  tainting  of.  meats.  The  vegetables  are  so  well  pre- 
served that  they  remain  wholesome  and  palatable.  The  annual  sav- 
ing secured  by  this  improvement  will,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years, 
more  than  pay  for  the  sum  expended  for  the  plant ;  to  this  gain  must 
be  added  the  benefit  to  the  patients  of  such  a  supply  of  milk,  butter, 
tender  meat,  and  fruit,  at  all  seasons. 

ICE. 

Our  ice  plant  has  a  capacity  of  2,000  lbs.  per  day.  This  is  also 
proving  an  economical  investment ;  formerly  the  Hospital  had  to  pay 
as  much  as  $6co.oo  a  year  for  ice,  and  even  then  the  supply  was  scant. 
We  now  have  a  bountiful  supply  for  all  purposes.  The  fluids  used 
for  cold  storage  and  ice-making  are  forced  through  the  coils  by  elec- 
tric power.    The  cost  of  these  two  plants  was  $7,500.00. 

DRINKING  WATER. 

The  wards  have  heretofore  been  supplied  with  water,  for  all  pur- 
poses, from  the  deep  wells ;  as  this  water  is  hard,  and  in  some  cases 
seems  to  affect  digestion  unfavorably,  we  have  dug  a  cistern,  30 
feet  deep  and  22  feet  in  diameter,  which  will  hold  over  60.000  gallons ; 
it  will  be  filled  with  rain  water  from  the  roofs  of  the  building's,  which 
will  pass  through  a  double  charcoal  filter  before  entering  the  cistern. 
From  this  cistern  the  water  will  be  forced  on  to  the  wards  through 
the  pipes  used  to  supply  drinking  water,  first  being  cooled  by  pass- 
ing through  the  cold  storage  compartments.  The  water  from  the 
deep  wells  will  still  be  used  on  the  wards  for  washing  and  for  other 
purposes.  By  turning  the  faucet  in  one  direction,  the  attendant  will 
open  the  pipe  containing  soft  water  from  the  cistern ;  by  turning  the 
faucet  in  the  opposite  direction,  the  pipe  containing  water  from  the 
deep  wells  will  be  opened.  This  improvement  is  being  made  without 
the  employment  of  extra  labor,  and  will  not  demand  any  additional 
appropriation  for  its  completion.  Probably  before  February  there 
will  be  an  ample  supply  of  soft  water  for  drinking  purposes  in  the 
cistern. 
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BAKERY. 

The  bakery  is  a  very  important  adjunct.  It  is  equipped  with  a 
Fish  rotary  oven,  and  has  a  capacity  of  500  loaves  of  light  bread  per 
day.  if  we  bake  three  times.  It  also  supplies  2,250  light  rolls  for 
breakfast.  The  light  bread  stands  twelve  hours  before  being  served 
for  meals.  A  larger  oven  is  needed,  so  that  the  bread  can  be  supplied 
by  baking  only  twice  a  day. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

Permit  me  to  close  this  report  with  an  acknowledgement  to  the 
gentlemen  constituting  the  Board  of  Managers,  for  their  faithfulness 
in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  body,  for  the  courtesy  with  which 
they  have  listened  to,  and  the  patient  and  intelligent  consideration 
they  have  given,  all  of  my  recommendations.  Their  advice  has  been 
most  helpful  to  me  in  the  task  of  supervising  this  important  charita- 
ble institution. 

The  physicians  and  officers  have  been  faithful  and  efficient  in 
the  discharge  of  their  onerous  duties,  thus  contributing  to  the  suc- 
cess of  my  administration  of  the  weighty  affairs  of  the  Hospital.

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the  Forty-second  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Missouri: 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  sections  7709  and  7717  of  the 
Statutes  of  1899,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  State  Hospital  for  Insane 
No.  2,  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  their  fourteenth 
biennial  report,  ending  December  31st,  1902,  accompanied  by  the  re- 
ports of  the  Superintendent,  Steward,  Treasurer  and  Matron,  contain- 
ing a  classified  statement  of  all  the  actual  expenditures  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  particularly  showing  the  disbursements  of  all  funds  appro- 
priated by  the  last  General  Assembly  or  received  from  other  sources, 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  with  a  statement  of  all  moneys 
expended  in  the  erection  of  three  new  buildings  and  for  improvements 
and  repairs  of  the  other  buildings. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  funds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  three  new  buildings  at  this  institution,  which  were  greatly 
needed,  owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  institution  and  the  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  patients.  The  three  new  buildings 
have  during  the  past  year,  been  completed  and  are  splendid  structures 
filling  a  long  felt  want.  Owing  largely  to  the  careful  and  business- 
like supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  C.  R.  Woodson,  they  have 
all  been  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  artistic  manner  and  at  a  cost 
within  the  appropriation. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desire  to  express  their  high  appreciation 
of  the  splendid  business  management  of  Dr.  C.  R.  Woodson,  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  his  efficient  assistants.  By  close  attention  to  their 
respective  duties,  their  untiring  energy,  their  careful,  prudent  and 
economical  business  methods,  and  their  uniform  kindness  to  the  un- 
fortunate inmates  confided  to  their  care,  they  have  elevated  this  insti- 
tution to  a  high  position  among  similar  institutions,  and  that  too,  at 
an  expenditure  of  money  surprisingly  small.  They  all  merit  the  high- 
est praise.

officers;  salaries. 

Twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
officers'  salaries;  $1,223.51  of  this  amount  is  unexpended,  caused  by 
the  fourth  assistant  physician  not  being  appointed  until  February  6th, 
T902,  to  take  effect  April  1st,  1902,  and  the  lapse  of  time  between  the 
death  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Field  and  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Whitting- 
ton. 

Six  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  repairs  and  painting 
The  buildings  have  been  kept  in  fairly  good  state  of  repair.  A  great 
many  of  the  wards  as  we'll  as  sleeping  rooms  have  been  painted. 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  three  new  build- 
ings. Last  year  a  three  story  building  was  erected  with  a  capacity 
for  ninety-six  patients.  It  makes  an  admirable  home  for  some  of  our 
sick,  feeble  and  old  ladies.  An  addition  four  stories  high,  on  hundred 
feet  long  of  architecture  corresponding  to  that  of  the  main  building, 
was  constructed  during  the  year  1902.  The  first  story  will  be  used  for 
a  dining  room,  and  is  now  practically  completed,  and  will  be  ready  to 
occupy  within  a  few  days.  The  second,  third  and  fourth  stories  have 
been  completed  and  are  now  occupied  by  male  patients.  This  build- 
ing makes  a  very  pretty  and  substantial  addition,  and  very  greatly  re- 
lieves the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  institution. 

A  third  building,  very  much  the  same  as  the  one  constructed  last 
year,  with  a  few  slighl  improvements,  is  about  completed.  This  build- 
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ing  will  have  a  capacity  for  one  hundred  patients  and  will  be  used  for 
an  infirm  class  of  men.  The  heating,  plumbing-  and  lighting  are  thor- 
oughly modern  and  in  every  respect  first-class.  The  cost  in  construc- 
tion of  these  buildings  has  been  greatly  reduced  from  the  fact  that  all 
brick  in  the  buildings  were  made  at  the  institution,  all  sand  and  brick 
hauled,  all  material  carried,  as  well  as  many  other  kinds  of  work,  also 
all  grading,  excavating  and  sewer-building.  These  buildings  could 
not  have  been  constructed  by  contract  for  less  than  $75,000. 

Fifteen  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  a  new  bake  oven. 
An  excellent  oven  with  sufficient  capacity  has  been  put  in  at  a  cost  of 
Si. 190.50.  leaving  $309.50  appropriation  unexpended. 

Two  thousand  dollars  was  used  for  brick  making.  With  the  aid 
of  the  institution  teams  and  help,  we  were  enabled  to  make  sufficient 
brick  to  construct  the  aforesaid  buildings.

The  large  increase  in  number  of  patients  made  it  necessary  to 
have  a  fourth  assistant  physician,  hence  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
an  appropriation  of  $23,700  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

IMPROVEMENTS    AND     REPAIRS    SEVEN  THOUSAND 

DOLLARS. 

The  institution  had  its  annexes  at  all  times  during  the  biennial 
period  call  for  some  repairs  in  order  to  keep  the  buildings,  e^peciallv 
the  roofing,  gutters,  floors,  copings,  windows,  doors,  etc..  in  proper 


condition.  It  requires  no  little  outlay  of  funds,  especially  so  when 
there  are  so  many  patients  and  two  years'  time  in  which  to  break, 
destroy  and  deface.  The  spring  winds  have  a  very  damaging  effect 
upon  the  roof.  And  the  ice  and  snow  which  accumulates  in  the  gut- 
ters during  the  winter,  likewise  have  a  damaging  effect.  In  addition 
to  this  the  cost  of  materials  and  the  advance  scale  of  mechanics' 
wages  makes  it  necessary  to  have  this  amount  to  properly  preserve 
the  State's  property,  and  keep  the  same  in  presentable  condition. 

PAINTING  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  five  thousand  dollars  to  properly 
paint,  preserve  and  keep  the  institution  in  sanitary  condition.  A  gre-it 
deal  of  exterior  painting  must  be  done  during  this  biennial  period,  or 
buildings  will  become  greatly  damaged. 

FOUR  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  FOR  TILING  GENERAL  DIN- 
ING ROOMS  AND  KITCHEN. 

On  account  of  the  moisture  and  dampness  about  the  dining  rooms 
and  kitchen,  and  the  use  of  large  quantities  of  water,  the  floors  are 
decaying  and  giving  away.  These  floors  are  very  close  to  the  ground, 
not  sufficiently  high  for  a  free  circulation  of  air,  which  also  very 
greatly  aids  the  early  decay.  To  replace  them  with  wood  will  be  quite 
expensive,  especially  so  as  all  hard  wood  lumber  is  very  high.  In  ad- 
dition to  that,  wood  floor  are  nothing  like  so  satisfactory,  sanitary  or 
durable  as  tiling.  To  substitute  tiling  for  wood  floors  we  can  raise 
the  floors  to  the  proper  level  with  the  use  of  cinders,  which  makes  a 
substantial  substrata  for  concrete  and  tiling.  The  cost  of  tiling  these 
floors  wTill  not  be  very  greatly  in  excess  of  floors  constructed  of  hard 
wood,  and  there  is  no  comparison  in  durability,  sanitary  condition  or 
appearance. 

FIVE    THOUSAND    DOLLARS    FOR    FURNISHING  NEW 

BUILDINGS. 

No  appropriation  has  been  made  for  furniture  for  several  years. 
On  account  of  the  erection  of  three  buildings  at  one  time,  and  especial- 
ly on  account  of  the  extremely  high  price  of  furniture,  it  makes  it  nec- 
i  ssary  to  have  an  appropriation  for  this  amount  to  properly  equip  said 

buildings. 


TWENTY-FIVE    HUNDRED    DOLLARS     FOR  LAUNDRY 

MACHINERY. 


As  the  population  of  the  institution  increases,  there  is  demand 
for  more  laundry  machinery.  It  has  been  some  time  since  there  has 
been  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  to  properly  equip  the  laundry. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  FOR  BRICK  SMOKE  STACK. 

Without  proper  stack  capacity,  the  draft  is  bad,  the  furnace  works 
unsatisfactorily  and  the  consumption  of  fuel  is  greatly  increased.  The 
iron  smoke  stack  which  is  now  in  use  is  giving  away.  The  average 
life  of  an  iron  smoke  stack  is  but  a  few  years.  They  have  to  be  painted 
annually  inside  and  outside,  which  is  quite  expensive.  They  are  easily 
affected  by  storms,  and  endanger  the  roofing,  building  and  human 
life.  The  stack  we  now  have  in  use  is  supported  upon  the  settings  of 
two  boilers.  It  became  necessary  within  the  last  few  months  to  reset 
these  boilers,  and  the  stack  had  to  be  raised  a  few  inches  so  as  to  take 
weight  off  of  boilers.  To  do  this  was  hazardous  and  expensive.  For 
three  thousand  dollars  we  can  construct  a  suitable  stack  of  brick, 
foundation  and  all  complete,  which  will  last  for  years  and  years. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  FOR  BRICK  MAKING. 

Our  experience  in  the  past  in  brick  making  has  proven  conclu- 
sively that  this  is  no  experiment.  This  amount  should  be  appropriated 
and  there  should  be  no  trouble  in  convicing  anyone  of  the  wisdom  Df 
such  an  appropriation. 

TWENTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  FOR  TWO  OUT-DOOR  PA- 
VILIONS. 

The  over-crowded  condition  of  the  institution  and  the  large  num- 
ber of  patients  makes  it  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients  to 
have  these  out-door  and  open  pavilions  and  it  will  require  twenty 
thousand  dollars  to  erect  the  same. 

STEEL  CEILING  TEN  THOUSAND  DOLLARS. 

The  plastering  on  the  ceilings  of  all  the  main  building  is  in  very 
bad  condition,  hardly  a  yard  that  is  not  defective.    To  remove  the 
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plaster  and  replaster  at  the  same  time  the  buildings  are  occupied  is 
impossible,  as  every  ward  of  the  institution  is  full.  In  addition  to  re- 
moving the  plastering  and  plastering  with  modern  plaster,  will  require 
the  removal  of  the  laths.  The  two  together  will  make  it  almost  as 
expensive  as  steel  ceilings.  The  steel  ceilings  can  be  put  up  without 
materially  interfering  with  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  It  will  re- 
quire this  amount  to  do  the  work  properly. 

HOT  WATER  HEATER. 

The  hot  water  heater  has  given  awav,  and  it  will  be  necessarv  to 
have  one  immediately.  With  a  population  of  fifteen  hundred  people 
you  can  readily  see  it  requires  a  heater  of  great  capacity.  It  will  re- 
quire fourteen  hundred  dollars  for  this  purpose. 

TWENTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  FOR  RECEIVING  BUILD- 
INGS FOR  MALE  AND  FEMALE  PATIENTS. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  immediate  appropriation  for  -lew 
buildings  as  there  are  enough  patients  in  the  institution  to  fill  all  of 
the  additions.  It  will  be  better  to  have  detached  buildings  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  acute  cases  of  insanity,  as  better  results  can  be 
obtained  by  the  isolation  of  this  class  of  patients.  For  twenty  thous- 
and dollars  we  can  construct  suitable  buildings  of  this  character. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  has  been  better  than  ever 
before.  We  have  been  free  from  epidemics  of  every  character,  as'de 
from  jiulmonary  tuberculosis,  have  had  no  disease  of  infectious  char- 
acter. 

The  dairy  herd  has  been  considerably  improved,  though  is  still 
deficient.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  stock,  and  nil 
choice  Holstein  heifers  have  been  kept,  many  of  them  reaching  ma- 
turity, and  will  help  to  supply  a  long  felt  want.  We  have  had  a  rea- 
sonable supply  of  good  rich  milk  :  however,  there  is  always  a  shortage 
during  the  cold  or  winter  months.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  make 
butter,  as  large  quantities  of  good  and  rich  milk  are  demanded  in  in- 
stitutions of  this  kind.  We  have  provided  the  institution  with  the 
puresl  and  most  choice  creamery  butter  that  could  be  obtained  upon 
the  market,  sometimes  at  a  very  great  expense,  during  the  month  Cif 
December  the  cost  was  twenty-nine  cents  per  pound.   The  butter  bill 

alone  during  the  biennial  period  was  $18,074.40. 
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Again  I  suggest  that  it  would  be  wisdom  on  the  part  of  the  pres- 
ent Legislature  to  make  an  appropriation  sufficiently  large  to  pur- 
chase cows,  that  we  could  provide  the  institution  with  an  abundance 
of  milk  and  butter.  An  appropriation  equal  to  the  amount  expended 
for  milk  during  the  biennial  period  would  provide  cows.  This,  how- 
ever, would  again  necessitate  the  leasing  or  purchasing  more  !and. 

The  yield  from  the  farm  during  the  year  of  1901  was  nor  good, 
this  was  caused  by  the  extreme  and  long  continued  drouth,  and  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  yield  was  not  good,  the  products  of  the 
farm  were  perhaps  worth  as  much  as  during  any  other  season.  We 
had  an  abundance  of  fresh  and  choice  vegetables  for  the  spring,  sum- 
mer and  fall  months,  but  did  not  raise  enough  to  supply  the  institution 
during  the  winter  and  following  spring.  The  yield  for  1902  was  unusu- 
ally large.  In  1901  we  raised  about  7,000  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes, 
and  3,000  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes.  The  yield  of  parsnips,  beets, 
turnips  and  other  vegetables  was  very  good. 

In  1902  we  raised  20,000  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes,  2,000  bushels 
of  sweet  potatoes,  2.600  bushels  of  rye,  5,000  bushels  of  corn,  1,000 
barrels  of  apples,  1,700  bushels  of  beets.  1,500  bushels  of  parsnip?  and 
other  vegetables  in  proportion. 

We  continue  to  employ  a  large  number  of  patients  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  institution,  larger  numbers  in  the  gardens,  fields, 
lawns,  brick  yard,  etc.  Many  of  them  are  employed  in  the  sewing 
room,  some  preparing  vegetables,  others  with  the  flowers,  berries,  etc. 
Patients  are  always  anxious  to  work,  especially  so  when  employ- 
ment that  is  congenial  can  be  provided.  And  such  employment  is  ben- 
eficial to  the  patient.  Patients  are  not  only  better  satisfied,  but  eat 
and  sleep  better,  are  more  easily  controlled,  get  well  faster,  and  stay 
well  longer,  and  are  benefited  in  every  respect.

Taking  it  upon  a  whole,  farming  and  gardening  has  been  very 
profitable  during  the  biennial  period.  While  the  yield  from  the  apple 
orchard  was  not  good  in  1901,  it  was  unusually  good  in  1902.  The 
peaches  were  almost  a  failure  in  1902,  as  were  the  plums  and  cherries. 

Hog  raising  has  also  been  quite  profitable;  1901  we  slaughtered 
26,000  pounds  of  pork,  and  made  almost  enough  lard  to  provide  the 
institution.  The  early  part  of  1902  we  slaughtered  14,000  pounds, 
but  as  cholera  was  prevailing  extensively  in  this  community,  W3 
thought  best  to  dispose  of  the  marketable  hogs,  and  sold  about  $2,300 
worth.  A  short  time  thereafter  the  growing  hogs  became  infected 
with  cholera  and  we  lost  heavily,  something  like  one  hundred.  The 
greater  part  of  these  were  quite  young,  however,  brood  sows  were 
among  the  number.  We  have  a  splendid  herd  of  cows  and  heifers, 
and  all  are  in  good  condition. 

(  )n  accounl  of  the  large  number  of  infirm  patients  in  the  infirmary 
for  women,  it  was  thought  bes1  to  put  in  a  Kirker-Bender  fire-escape, 
While  we  have  had  no  occasion  to  use  it,  it  is  certainly  a  model  de- 
vice.   Many  of  the  old  ladies  in  the  building  are  anxious  to  go  down

the  escape  for  amusement  at  times  tests  are  being  made.  I  think  it 
is  the  only  absolutely  safe  and  practical  fire-escape  I  have  ever  seen, 
as  children  four  years  old  and  women  seventy-five  have  repeatedly 
gone  down  without  fear  or  injury. 

A  larger  number  is  attending  the  training  school  than  ever  before, 
and  excellent  results  have  been  obtained  from  this  line  of  work. 

To  the  nurses  we  are  again  under  renewed  obligations.  They 
have  willingly,  conscientiously  and  honestly  discharged  their  duties, 
and  much  of  the  success  of  the  institution  is  clue  to  their  efforts.  All 
other  employes  have  at  all  times  looked  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients, 
and  the  interest  of  the  State ;  for  all  of  which  I  tender  my  most  sincere 
thanks.

The  percentage  of  recoveries  as  usual  is  based  upon  the  number 
admitted  and  is  33  per  cent.  Total  number  treated  during-  1901  and 
1902  was  1,784.  By  selecting  the  cases  of  treatment  the  per  centage 
of  recoveries  could  be  made  much  better,  but  all  applicants  for  ad- 
mission have  been  received,  and  a  large  number  of  the  patients  ad- 
mitted were  suffering  from  incurable  forms  of  insanity,  as  follows : 

Fifty-seven  cases  of  senile  dementia ;  nineteen  cases  of  terminal 
dementia,  and  forty-nine  paretics. 

During  the  biennial  period  thirty-three  males  and  twenty  females 
were  admitted  who  were  over  seventy  years  of  age ;  total,  fifty-three.

State  Hospital  for  Insane  No.  3,  ) 
Nevada,  Missouri,  December  31,  1902.  f 

To  the  Honorable  42nd  General  Assembly  of  Missouri : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Managers  of  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
Number  Three,  respectfully  present  this  their  biennial  report,  together 
with  that  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  for  the  two  years  ending  with 
this  date,  as  required  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 

At  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  body  it  was  manifest  that  the 
then  overcrowded  condition  of  this  institution  required  additional  room 
to  properly  care  for  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  the  unfortunate 
afflicted  consigned  to  it  for  treatment.  To  meet  this  condition  $20,000 
was  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  hospital  department.  Although 
this  was  an  insufficient  amount  to  complete  the  structure,  the  Board 
of  Managers  felt  that  the  exigencies  of  the  situation  required,  they 
would  relieve  the  pressure  for  room,  so  far  as  possible  with  the  amount 
available.  Bids  were  received  for  the  erection  and  enclosure  of  the 
structure  ranging  from  $20,000  to  $28,500.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  the  work  has  been  done  substantially  and 
well,  after  an  architectural  design  conforming  to  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  main  building  of  the  institution. 

Before  this  new  addition  can  be  utilized,  however,  is  must  be  com- 
pleted and  furnished.  To  do  this  will  require  not  less  than  $15,000.  Con- 
sidering the  fact  that  two  years  ago  we  were  not  able  to  properly  accom- 
modate the  then  present  number  of  patients,  and  that  the  number  of  in- 
mates is  greater  now  by  one  hundred  than  then,  together  with  the  further 
fact  that  the  new  hospital  department  cannot  be  used  in  its  present  con- 
dition, the  necessity  of  this  appropriation  is  apparent.  The  most  pressing 
demand  exists  for  the  occupancy  of  this  new  addition  at  the  very  earliest 
practical  moment. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  your  honorable  body  that  this  State  Hospi- 
tal was  erected  in  1886 — sixteen  years  ago.  The  period  has  been  reached 
in  its  existence  when  general  repairs  are  absolutely  needed  and  cannot, 
with  safety,  be  deferred.  Indeed,  they  must  be  made,  and  made  very  soon. 
In  view  of  this  condition  and  the  manifest  necessity  for  prompt  action, 
the  Board  caused  to  be  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  building  by  a 
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competent  architect,  with  the  result  even  worse  than  we  feared.  The  de- 
terioration in  much  of  the  material  originally  used  is  natural  as  the  result 
of  the  passing  of  all  these  years.  There  are  miles  of  plumbing  pipe  in 
buildings  that  cover  acres  of  ground,  the  limit  of  the  life  of  which  has 
been  reached,  and  the  damage  already  sustained  by  reason  of  the  defec- 
tiveness consequent  upon  its  long  use,  is  already  a  matter  so  serious  as  to 
demand  earnest  consideration  and  prompt  remedy.  But  a  greater  concern 
than  even  this  is  the  fact  that  conditions  in  certain  portions  of  the  struc- 
ture are  such  as  to  admonish  that  the  danger  line  has  been  reached.  To 
meet  and  remedy  this  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $30,000  is  asked 
for. 

When  you  consider  that  the  State  has  an  investment  in  this  institution 
appproximating  very  closely  one  half  million  dollars,  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers respectfully  insist  with  all  emphasis  that  this  property  of  the  com- 
monweath  requires  the  expenditure  of  this  amount  for  repairs  during  the 
ensuing  biennial  period. 

The  $1,500  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  item  of  machinery  for  the  laun- 
dry asked  for  by  the  superintendent  and  $2,500  for  a  silo  for  dairy  and 
hog  houses,  are  needed  and  will  result  in  a  saving  to  the  State  if  pro- 
vided. The  Board  unite  with  the  Superintendent  in  requesting  the  re- 
spective amounts  asked  for  with  which  to  secure  the  same. 

For  years  past  the  legislative  committees  appointed  by  the  Governor 
charged  with  the  duty  of  visiting  and  reporting  the  condition  of  this  in- 
stitution have  expressed  the  conviction  that  the  State  should  provide  an 
independent  water  plant  for  the  use  of  same.  The  present  Board  of  Man- 
agers are  not  in  possession  of  data  to  enable  them  to  say  if  this  would  be 
more  economical  and  satisfactory  than  the  present  arrangement,  by  which 
the  water  supply  is  furnished  the  institution  by  the  Nevada  Water  Com- 
pany at  an  expense  of  $3,000  per  year.  We,  therefore,  refer  the  matter 
to  your  honorable  body  without  recommendation.  Competent  persons 
estimate  that  it  will  require  $16,000  to  provide  water  works  for  the  insti- 
tution, and  should  you  deem  it  wise  to  order  the  same,  we  respectfully 
ask  this  amount  for  that  purpose.

A  full  statistical  summary  and  tabular  statement  can  be  seen  later  on 
in  this  report. 

It  is  with  pardonable  pride  that  we  take  this  opportunity  to  inform 
you  that  State  Hospital  No.  3  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  regardless 
of  the  unprecedented  drouth  of  1901,  she  has  passed  through  the  first  bi- 
ennial period  in  her  history  without  any  appropriation  for  support  from 
the  State.  Our  patients  have  lived  comfortably  out  of  the  income  paid  for 
their  board  by  the  counties  and  the  guardians,  together  with  the  products 
of  the  State  farm. 

The  institution  has  enjoyed  almost  entire  immunity  from  contagious 
and  infections  disease.  Not  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  has  occurred  during 
the  two  years,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  except  two  cases 
of  smallpox  in  February,  1901,  which  were  at  once  quarantined,  and  with 
the  stringent  precautionary  measure  used  the  disease  was  stamped  out 
without  any  unfavorable  results,  and  the  quarantine  removed  in  about 
six  weeks. 
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OFFICIAL  STAFF. 

The  number  of  officers  is  the  same  as  it  was  when  the  hospital  opened 
Oct.  ist,  1887.  However,  the  personnel  has  changed  in  a  marked  degree 
within  the  last  two  years.  Dr.  Rufus  Gillaspy,  the  physician  to  the 
women's  department,  had  been  in  failing  health  for  several  months  and 
died  June  5th,  1901.  The  Board  of  managers  immediately  elected  Dr. 
E.  J.  Warth  of  Nevada  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  office,  which  closed 
Sept.  31st,  1 901.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  L.  M.  Thompson  of  Macon 
county. 

Dr.  S.  A.  Johnson,  who  had  filled  the  position  as  physician  to  the 
male  department  for  six  years,  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Angle  of  Pet- 
tis county.  At  the  same  time  J.  L.  George  of  Nevada  succeeded  Joseph 
Harper  as  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Harper  was  elected  steward  to  succeed  J. 
S.  Grosshart  of  Lafayette  county,  who  had  filled  the  position  as  steward 
for  six  years.  We  regret  to  have  to  chronicle  the  death  of  two  worthy 
members  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  Dr.  D.  F.  Brown  of  Dresden,  Mo., 
after  faithfully  serving  the  hospital  nine  years,  and  Hon.  N.  A.  Wade  of 
Butler,  Mo.,  who  was  us  only  two  meetings. 

IMPROVEMENTS  MADE  IN  1901-1902. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  machine  shop  was  expended  in  1901 
in  building  a  two-story  brick  47x24  feet.  The  lower  part  is  used  for 
blacksmith  and  machine  shop.  The  upper  floor  for  a  tin  and  repair  shop 
where  the  waste  fruit  and  vegetable  cans  of  the  institution  are  converted 
into  tin  cups,  cans,  etc.,  and  a  large  portion  converted  into  tin  roofing  for 
outside  buildings  around  the  institution.  We  also  manufacture  a  large 
part  of  the  new  tinware  used,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  by  the 
assistance  of  patients.  The  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  an  ice  plant  was 
expended,  installing  a  fine  Wolff  machine  with  a  refrigerating  capacity 
of  twelve  tons  in  twenty-four  hours,  including  two  tons  of  ice,  and  eight 
of  refrigeration.  In  addition  to* this  it  was  necessary  to  pay  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  out  of  the  repair  and  support  fund  for  repairs  on  the  old  cold 
storage  and  erecting  a  new  building  for  the  engine  and  fixtures. 

The  ice  plant  now  complete  is  in  good  working  order  and  supplies  a 
long  felt  want. 

The  $20,000  appropriated  for  hospital  building  was  not  sufficient  to 
erect  a  detached  building  to  harmonize  with  the  other  building,  and  at 
the  same  time  meet  the  demands  of  the  institution.    The  board  decided 
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to  let  the  contract  to  enclose  a  four-story  slate  roof  brick  building,  131x57 
feet,  which  corresponds  in  architectural  structure  to  the  wing  of  the  old 
building  occupied  by  men,  and  adjoining  it  to  same.  The  male  depart- 
ment being  overcrowded,  having  from  100  to  125  more  men  all  the  time 
than  women.  When  completed,  the  capacity  of  this  building  will  com- 
fortably accommodate  200  patients.  It  will  require  an  appropriation  of 
$15,000  to  complete  and  furnish  it  as  it  should  be  done. 

The  $10,000  for  repairs  and  painting  was  as  judiciously  expended 
as  possible  in  the  preservation  and  repair  of  our  plant  and  adding  to  the 
beauty  and  sanitary  condition  of  our  wards,  but  the  amount  being  too 
small  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements,  was  expended  long  before  the 
close  of  the  biennial  period,  leaving  much  necessary  work  unfinished 
which,  with  a  low  estimate,  will  require  for  the  ensuing  biennial  period  an 
appropriation  of  $30,000  for  repairs  and  painting. 

To  those  familiar  with  the  situation,  this  amount  seems  inadequate 
to  meet  the  repairs  and  painting  demanded,  to  meet  the  ravages  and  dis- 
integration of  sixteen  years'  use.  This  building  is  over  one  mile  around 
its  outside  walls,  with  an  administration  building  four  stories,  and  the 
wings  three  stories  high,  with  its  acres  of  tin  and  slate  roofs,  cupolas  and 
towers,  with  the  heavy  cornice  and  gutters  of  iron  and  copper  around  the 
entire  building,  its  immense  number  of  windows  and  doors,  all  of  which 
badly  need  paint  for  their  preservation. 

In  addition  to  this  we  have  four  immense  boilers,  three  of  which  have 
been  in  use  since  the  institution  opened,  and  have  been  partially  con- 
demned by  the  insurance  experts,  who  doubt  their  safety  in  running  two 
years  more.  Also  the  engines  and  pumps,  with  miles  of  pipes  and  sewers, 
disintegrating  by  the  use  of  hard  water  need  daily  repairs  and  constant 
watching.  The  stools,  plumbing  system,  etc.,  are  out  of  date  and  all  need 
a  general  going  over,  for  sanitary  protection  and  for  the  preservation  of 
the  building.  Even  the  joists  that  hold  the  tile  flooring  in  bath  rooms,  to- 
gether with  the  wood  partitions  are  rotted  out  and  will  have  to  have  im- 
mediate repairs  ;  the  wood  portions  must  be  replaced  with  brick.  The  plas- 
tering on  the  ceilings  is  almost  daily  falling,  subjecting  the  patients  to 
danger.  This  may  necessitate  in  many  places  an  entire  removal  and  re- 
placed by  steel  ceilings  as  was  suggested  by  the  Legislative  Committee. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  need  more  granitoid  walks  and  floors  in  the 
cooking  departments  and  new  tile  in  some  of  the  bath  rooms.  All  of  the 
above  named  with  many  others  too  numerous  to  mention  in  detail  will 
require  the  amount  asked  for  and  even  more  can  be  judiciously  expended 
for  the  protection  of  the  State's  property. 
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OFFICERS'  SALARIES,  $16,800. 

This  is  the  amount  that  is  required  to  meet  the  present  expense  for 
officers  and  is  the  amount  that  has  been  appropriated  for  a  number  of  bi- 
ennial periods. 

NEW  MANGLE  AND  DRYING  ROOM  FOR  LAUNDRY,  $2,500. 

The  large  mangle  and  the  old  drying  room,  the  latter  with  less  than 
half  the  space  required,  are  out  of  date  and  about  worn  out  from  long 
continued  use,  rendering  them  inadequate  to  meet  the  increasing  demands 
upon  them.   They  should  be  replaced  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

FOR  SILO  AND  HOG  HOUSE,  $1,500. 

The  expense  of  keeping  our  dairy  herd  during  the  winter  can  be 
greatly  lessened  by  building  a  silo  for  the  storage  of  ensilage  prepared  in 
the  proper  season,  to  supply  the  cows  during  winter,  thereby  adding  great- 
ly to  the  quantity  of  milk  for  the  feeble  patients.  One  of  our  greatest  re- 
sources from  the  farm  is  the  raising  of  hogs,  fed  on  the  slops  and  waste 
from  the  tables.  This  industry  could  be  greatly  advanced  by  the  aid  of 
suitable  houses  for  their  protection,  which  we  desire  to  build  next  year 
if  this  appropriation  is  allowed. 

WATER  PLANT,  $16,000. 

The  present  rate,  $250  per  month,  or  $6,000  for  the  two  years  for 
water  alone  furnished  by  the  Nevada  plant  with  the  probability  at  any 
time  of  an  increase  in  price,  renders  this  question  a  grave  one  for  this 
hospital,  when  we  consider  that  this  amount  is  taken  out  of  the  meagre 
support  accrued  by  the  earnings  of  the  patients  and  State  farm.  Com- 
petent judges  think  it  will  require  $16,000  to  sink  two  deep  wells,  pur- 
chase two  large  pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  for  fire  protection  and  to 
throw  a  current  of  fresh  water  for  drinking  purposes  through  the  entire 
building,  at  the  same  time  supplying  pipes  for  this  and  also  to  build  a 
large  standpipe. 

WORSHIP  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS. 

We  have  regular  church  service  every  Sunday  in  the  chapel,  con- 
ducted by  the  different  ministers  of  the  town,  assisted  by  excellent  music 
from  our  hospital  choir.   We  also  have  a  dance  twice  a  week,  attended  by 
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a  large  portion  of  our  patients  and  many  visitors.  These  are  a  source 
of  great  pleasure  to  all.  The  entertainment  consists  of  dancing  and 
excellent  music  by  our  hospital  orchestra.  We  have  also  been  favored 
at  times  by  singing,  lectures  and  shows.  For  this  we  are  indebted  to 
Dr.  John  H.  Miller,  for  his  illustrated  lecture  on  Pilgrim's  Progress,  and 
Mr.  J.  H.  Kaylor,  for  his  graphophone  entertainment  and  for  songs  ren- 
dered by  Miss  Frankie  Pickthorne,  Mrs.  Clark,  Miss  Lecie  Riggs,  Miss 
Dollie  Bennett,  and  also  an  illustrated  lecture  by  a  Persian  Doctor,  on 
the  manners  and  customs  of  his  far-away  country.  Our  employes  also 
gave  a  tacky  party  upon  one  occasion  and  a  phantom  party  upon  another. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  following  ladies  for  magazines  sent :  for 
patients:  Mrs.  E.  H.  Stettmund,  Mrs.  G.  C.  Baldwin,  Mrs.  I.  W.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Missouri : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  sections  7709  and  7717  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  1899,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  State  Hospital  for  In- 
sane, N.  4,  herewith  make  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
funds  appropriated  by  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly,  together  with 
a  statement  of  funds  appropriated  and  expended  for  improvements  of 
buildings  and  grounds. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  officers  were  elected  on  November  20, 
1902,  and  that  the  institution  was  declared  open  for  patients  on  January 
7,  1903,  no  reports  of  the  superintendent,  steward  and  matron  accompany 
this  statement,  since  it  was  written  before  the  date  of  the  opening  and 
therefor  simply  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  is  submitted.

Previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  by  authority  of  the  Governor,  employed  W.  H. 
Houchins  as  engineer,  to  take  charge  of,  and  look  after  the  machinery 
and  electrical  plant  of  the  Institution,  agreeing  to  allow  him  the  sum  r*f 
$100  per  month,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  support  D.'id 
maintenance.  In  addition  to  this  expense,  certain  other  items  were  au- 
dited, and  paid  out  of  the  above  fund,  all  of  which  are  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  State  Auditor,  and  aggregate  a  total  of  $1,643.33,  which  deducted 
from  the  original  appropriation,  leaves  the  sum  of  $13,357.67.  to  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  Board  of  Managers.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


To  his  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor,  and  to  the 
Forty-second  General  Assembly,  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri : 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Confederate  Soldiers' 
Home  of  Missouri  submits  the  following  report  of  its  man- 
agement of  said  institution  for  the  two  years  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1902: 

Since  our  former  report  the  conditions  are  much  changed 
by  the  erection  of  our  new  hospital,  and  our  other  improve- 
ments, adding  much  to  the  comfort  of  our  old  soldiers. 

The  Forty-first  General  Assembly  appropriated  $15,000 
for  the  erection  of  a  hospital.  The  Board  of  Managers  had 
many  plans  submitted  to  them,  and  after  a  full  examination 
adopted  the  plan  of  Opel  &  Miller,  Architects,  of  Jefferson 
City.  The  building  was  completed,  heated  by  steam,  and 
furnished  with  all  that  was  needed  and  required,  with  the 
amount  appropriated. 

The  building  of  the  hospital  necessitated  the  employ- 
ment of  a  resident  surgeon,  so  that  a  surgeon  would  be  in 
call  all  the  time.  This  hospital  was  a  long-felt  want  of  the 
Home,  and  we  are  pleased  at  the  convenience  in  many  ways. 
The  comfort  of  those  who  can  not  help  themselves,  and  need 
the  constant  attention  of  both  surgeon  and  nurses,  and  com- 
pensates for  all  it  cost  in  money  and  time.  It  reflects  credit 
on  the  State  and  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly. 

There  was  also  erected  a  large  and  commodious  barn, 
where  the  stock  are  comfortably  housed,  and  in  which  the 
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hay  and  all  food  is  stored  and  the  cows  milked  under  shelter. 
New  and  comfortable  mattresses  were  provided ;  farm  fencing 
was  repaired;  the  porch  on  main  building  was  completed, 
adding  comfort  tx>  the  dining-room  and  easy  entrances  to  the 
water-closets,  protection  to  the  walls  and  coolness  ito  the 
rooms  during  the  heated  term ;  the  Superintendent's  house  was 
repaired  and  painted,  and  many  general  repairs,  so  much 
needed  were  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the  Home  to  whom 
this  work  was  assigned  by  the  Board. 

While  the  inmates  have  been  well  fed,  notwithstanding 
the  drouth  that  kept  us  from  feeding  them  as  many  vegeta- 
bles as  we  desired,  we  feel  as  if  we  have  given  them  good 
quarters,  good  beds,  etc.  We  have  felt  and  admit,  that  we 
have  not  kept  them  as  well  clothed  as  they  should  have  been ; 
hence,  in  our  estimates  we  have  placed  the  support  fund  so 
that  we  can  provide  them  with  better  and  more  comfortable 
clothing. 

The  estimates  are  based  upon  what  we,  from  our  five 
years'  experience,  believe  to  be  absolutely  required  consid- 
ering the  present  number  of  inmates. 

EULES   FOR  ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

1.  Residence — citizenship — in  the  State  of  Missouri 
for  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of  application  must  be  estab- 
lished. 

2.  Honorable  service  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
Confederate  States,  giving  company  by  letter  and  regiment 
by  number,  date  and  place  of  enlistment,  duration  or  time 
of  service,  date  and  place  of  parole  or  discharge. 

This  record  of  service  to  be  established  by  certificates 
from  the  old  company  muster-rolls  on  file  in  the  War  De- 
partment at  Washington,  or  by  certificates  of  living  com- 
rades. If  discharges  or  paroles  have  been  preserved,  they 
are  good  evidence. 
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The  Superintendent  will  get  certificates  from  Washing- 
ton for  any  applicant  upon  receipt  of  his  application,  giving 
company  and  regiment  served  in. 

3.  Men  who  were  disabled  while  serving  in  the  Mis- 
souri State  Guard  under  Governor  Jackson  and  General 
Price,  in  1861  and  1862,  if  otherwise  elgible  under  the  rules, 
may  be  admitted. 

4.  Physical  inability  to  support  self  or  family,  without 
means  or  resources,  pensions  or  incomes,  must  be  established 
to  be  eligible  to  admission. 

5.  Wives,  over  fifty  years  of  age,  if  not  second  or  third 
wives,  may  be  admitted  with  their  husbands ;  second  or  third 
wives  admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  full  Board  of 
Managers. 

6.  Widows  over  fifty  years  of  age,  upon  proof  of  hus- 
band's soldier  record. 

7.  Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  whose  parents 
possess  proper  qualifications  for  admission,  may  be  admitted 
and  retained  in  the  Home  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  years. 

8.  Men  of  proper  qualifications  as  to  citizenship  and 
service,  no  matter  from  what  State  enlisted,  nor  to  what 
State  the  command  served  in  was  accredited,  may  be  admitted 
upon  proper  proofs  as  to  eligibility. 

ESTIMATE  OF  APPROPRIATION'S  NEEDED. 

Support    $40,000 

This  is  an  increase  of  $5,000  per  annum.  When  the 
appropriation  was  made  by  the  Thirty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
there  were  but  112  inmates  in  the  Home.  The  last  General 
Assembly  appropriated  $30,000  when  there  were  142  inmates. 
The  per  capita  cost  was  forty-two  and  one-fifth  cents  for  the 
past  twenty-two  months.    It  is  not  correct  to  make  the  calcu- 
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lation  on  the  average  of  five  years  past.  These  old  men 
come  to  stay.  They  have  nothing  hut  the  graveyard  before 
them.  The  percentage  of  the  increase  of  inmates  doubles 
the  percentage  of  deaths.  With  papers  for  admission  already 
filed,  we  will  have  200  inmates  from  January  1,  and  will 
after  two  years  commence  decreasing  in  the  same  ratio  until 
all  of  the  old  soldiers  will  have  crossed  over  the  river.  There 
are  now  195  inmates  and  23  employees,  making  a  total  pop- 
ulation of  218. 

The  last  General  Assembly  placed  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers on  the  same  footing  as  other  institutions  of  the  State 
and  gave  each  member  of  the  Board  $100  per  annum  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  7713,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri, 
which  said  section  also  provides  such  sums  shall  be  paid 
quarterly  out  of  the  maintenance  fund;  also  their  traveling 
expenses. 

Salaries    $19,000 

We  would  recommend  that  the  salaries  remain  as  the  last 
Legislature  placed  them.  In  case  of  an  epidemic,  like  the 
smallpox  case  which  cost  us  about  $150,  it  is  not  too  large. 

Drugs  and  Medicine  $2,000 

Our  experience  has  taught  us  that  it  is  best  to  keep  the 
drugs  separate  as  we  have  separate  requisitions  for  it  and 
can  handle  it  more  economically  and  not  mix  it  with  the 
support  fund. 

Stationery  and  Printing  $1,500 

This  includes  letter  pa]!>er,  envelopes  and  postage  stamps 
for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  Home  and  its  inmates,  also 
blanks,  books,  etc.,  that  are  necessary  in  keeping  a  clear  and 
proper  record  of  flic  management  of  the  institution.  This 
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has  heretofore  been  drawn  from  the  support  fund,  but  as  in 
the  case  of  drugs,  it  should  be  kept  separate  and  made  on 
separate  requisitions;  it  can  then  be  bought  much  cheaper 
and  of  better  quality. 

General  Eepairs   $2,500 

There  is  much  that  is  needed  in  the  way  of  repairs,  im- 
provements, etc.  Each  one  of  the  fourteen  cottages  needs 
painting,  plastering  and  new  flues.  At  the  main  building, 
new  guttering  is  needed  as  the  old  guttering  is  rotten  and 
worthless.  The  building  is  much  in  need  of  plastering 
throughout.  The  old  hospital  also  needs  new  guttering  and 
plastering. 

Fencing   $500 

We  are  needing  about  two  miles  of  fencing  on  the  east 
and  south  sides  of  the  farm  and  some  cross-fencing  to  pasture 
cows.  We  have  been  harassed  a  great  deal  during  the  past 
season  and  had  a  great  deal  of  farm  products  destroyed  by 
neighbors'  cattle  and  hogs  coming  through  this  old  and  worth- 
less outside  fence. 

For  Better  Water  Supply  $2,000 

The  institution  has  to  depend  on  surface  ponds.  Last 
year  we  had  to  haul  water  for  nearly  eleven  months,  at  a 
great  cost  to  the  institution.  When  the  ponds  filled  up,  the 
water  for  several  months  was  sour  from  the  grass  and  weeds 
and  was  not  fit  for  drinking  purposes.  This  almost  caused 
an  epidemic  of  dysentery  among  the  old  soldiers.  With  this 
amount  we  can  build  a  reservoir  at  the  large  barn  and  convey 
the  water  from  the  barn  and  main  building  in  pipes,  through 
a  filtering  tank,  and  we  will  then  have  good,  clean  drinking 
water.

The  site  for  the  hospital  was  the  only  one  for  convenience, 
etc.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cookroom,  storeroom,  etc., 
are  entirely  underground,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  walls  and  remove  the  dampness  from  the  building, 
that  a  great  deal  of  excavating  and  grading  should  he  done 
and  tiling  laid  to  carry  the  water  away  from  the  building. 
The  grounds  should  be  sodded,  trees  set  out,  and  pavements 
laid,  so  as  to  make  it  more  comfortable  for  the  patients. 

Improvement  of  Park  $1,000 

Seven  and  one-half  acres  have  been  laid  off  in  the  natural 
woodland,  and  has  been  fenced  off  with  cedar  posts  and 
Page  wire.  This  park  should  be  well  seated  and  a  drive 
made  around.  A  stand  should  be  erected  with  a  seating  ca- 
pacity for  2,000  people  and  religious  services  held  in  the 
summertime.  Flowers  and  evergreens  should  be  placed  in  it, 
so  that  the  old  soldiers,  in  the  heated  term,  can  get  away 
from  the  hot  buildings  and  porches  and  sit  under  the  shade 
of  the  trees  and  enjoy  the  open  air.  This  is  a  sanitary 
measure  as  well  as  one  of  great  comfort  to  the  old  men.  At 
the  lower  end  of  this  park  there  is  a  depression  in  the  ground 
in  which  should  be  placed  a  large  and  well  constructed  fish- 
pond. 

Cottages   $800 

One  difficulty  in  the  management  of  the  Home  is  the 
disposition  of  our  hired  help,  engineers,  cooks,  waiters,  etc. 
Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Home,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  provide  them  with  sufficient  room.  There  should  be 
a  cottage  built,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $800  for  their  use.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Confederate 
Home  of  Missouri: 

Gentlemen:  Allow  me  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion, as  your  Superintendent,  my  report  of  the  management 
and  control  of  the  Confederate  Home  of  Missouri  for  one 
year,  beginning  January  1,  1902,  and  ending  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  1902. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  as  the  Board  is 
aware,  we  were  confronted  with  many  embarrassing  condi- 
tions, and  with  so  many  obstacles  to  overcome  that  appeared 
almost  unsurmountable.  We  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
our  official  duties  with  fear  and  trembling;  but  now,  at  the 
end  of  ten  months  and  through  the  blessings  of  an  over- 
ruling Providence,  we  have  reaped  a  bounteous  yield  from 
both  farm  and  garden  and  by  practicing  a  course  of  rigid 
economy  throughout  the  season,  will  be  enabled  to  anchor 
safely  at  the  close  of  the  year.  And  in  this  connection  I 
desire  to  return  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  especially 
the  Executive  Committee,  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  untir- 
ing efforts  and  zeal  and  their  kindly  advice  and  counsel 
through  all  these  long  months  of  uncertainties. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  our  support  fund 
had  been  overdrawn  in  the  sum  of  $1,100.04.    Our  water 
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supply  had  been  exhausted  and  we  were  compelled  to  draw 
heavily  from  our  support  fund  to  supply  this  necessity  of 
life.  The  farm  products  of  the  previous  season  had  been 
entirely  consumed.  These  were  some  of  the  conditions  un- 
der which  the  year's  work  began.  The  general  health  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  has  been  exceptionally  good  through- 
out the  year  and  a  great  majority  of  them  are  well  contented 
and  reasonably  happy. 

We  have  had  nine  deaths  in  the  Home  in  the  ten  months 
just  closed,  as  against  thirteen  deaths  for  the  same  months 
last  year,  which  is  a  very  marked  decrease  in  the  death  rate. 
This  is  I  think  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  facilities  af- 
forded for  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  sick  in  the  new 
Hospital  building.

The  Board  will  observe  that  there  has  been  a  steady  in- 
crease in  population  the  entire  year,  with  no  immediate  pros- 
pect of  abatement. 

In  the  matter  of  improvements  and  repairs,  I  wish  to 
state  that  there  has  been  but  little  done  along  the  line  aside 
from  the  repairs  on  the  Superintendent's  house.  But  I  wish 
to  call  the  Board's  attention  to  the  fact  that  much  will  be 
needed  in  the  next  ensuing  two  years  and  a  liberal  appro- 
priation should  be  asked  for  for  these  purposes.  The  two 
old  corncribs  that  stand  in  the  barnyard  have  rotted  and  are 
ready  to  topple  over.  They  should  be  removed  and  new 
ones  built  in  their  stead.    Every  cottage  in  the  Home  is 
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needing  more  or  less  repairs  in  the  way  of  painting,  patch- 
ing, etc.  We  are  also  needing  about  two  miles  of  fencing 
on  the  east  and  south  sides  of  the  farm.  We  have  been 
harassed  a  great  deal  the  past  season  and  had  a  great  deal 
of  farm  products  destroyed  by  neighbors'  cattle  and  hogs 
coming  through  our  old  and  worthless  outside  fences. 

The  question  of  water  supply  has  been  discussed  by  the 
Board  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  rest  until  adequate  ar- 
rangements are  made  for  this  much-needed  improvement. 
Our  experience  thje  last  year  has  convinced  us  that  this 
should  not  be  neglected  nor  put  off. 

Some  provision  should  also  be  made  for  the  lighting  of 
the  Hospital.  We  are  now,  and  have  been  ever  since  mov- 
ing into  the  new  Hospital,  using  the  common  hand  lamp 
for  lighting  purposes.  They  are  not  at  all  satisfactory  and 
should  be  at  an  early  date  replaced  by  something  better  and 
less  dangerous.  The  guttering  at  the  main  building  and  also 
at  the  old  hospital  is  decaying  rapidly  and  the  plastering  at 
main  building  is  cracking  and  falling  off  in  many  places. 
This  is  an  item  that  should  receive  prompt  attention.  There 
are  many  other  needed  repairs  of  minor  importance  that 
should  have  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

FARM  ACCOUNT. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  can  report  to  you  a 
bounteous  yield  of  farm  and  garden  products.  From  an 
average  of  65  acres,  we  harvested  2,000  bushels  of  wheat. 
This  wheat  was  of  very  fine  quality,  weighing  out  64  pounds 
to  the  bushel;  the  most  of  which  was  put  on  the  market 
early  in  the  season  at  67  cents  per  bushel;  a  few  hundred 
bushed  was  sold  for  seed  wheat  at  75  cents  per  bushel;  all 
of  which  will  be  shown  further  on.  Our  corn  crop  of  about 
60  acres  has  made  an  estimated  yield  of  55  bushels  to  the 
acre  or  a  total  of  3,300  bushels  of  corn.    I  think  this  esti- 
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mate  is  very  conservative.  Our  oat  crop  of  24  acres,  after 
losing  many  that  had  fallen  down,  made  a  yield  of  1,000 
bushels.  We  have  about  6  tons  of  timothy  and  clover  hay 
and  20  tons  of  alfalfa  together  with  200  shocks  of  shredded 
fodder  stored  away  in  the  cow  barn  for  winter  use.  Thus 
it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  an  abundance  of  feed  of  all  kinds 
for  all  our  stock  the  coming'  winter.  All  the  stock  on  the 
farm,  horses,  cattle  and  hogs,  are  in  a  thriving  and  healthy 
condition.  We  are  now  feeding  53  head  of  hogs  that  will 
weigh  about  200  pounds,  for  our  own  consumption,  and  will 
commence  butchering  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  admit  of  it 
Then  we  have  8  head  of  brood  sows  that  will  farrow  in  De- 
cember and  59  head  of  shoats  that  are  thrifty  and  nice,  weigh- 
ing about  85  or  90  pounds  each,  that  will  be  ready  for  the 
market  in  the  spring.  We  have  16  calves  of  this  years  rais- 
ing, 9  steers  and  7  heifers,  all  weaned  and  doing  well.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  which  I  readily 
agreed,  we  let  out  the  wheat  ground  this  season  on  the  shares, 
each  party  to  receive  one-half  after  being  threshed.  Owing 
to  the  immense  amount  of  farm  work  on  hand  this  year  this 
was  a  good  move  as  it  enabled  us  to  take  care  of  crops  already 
grown  and  to  do  much  other  needed  work.  The  new  wheat 
crop  at  this  time  is  looking  well  and  bids  fair  to  make  a 
good  yield.

arm — and  that  one  has  been  broken — and  has  chronic  rheu- 
matism, ophthalmia  and  indigestion. 

In  addition  to  the  above  physical  conditions  many  of 
them  have  been  afflicted  with  acute  diseases,  such  as  la  grippe, 
malarial  fever,  remitting  fever,  intermitting  fever,  cholera 
morbus,  acute  disentery,  neuralgia  and  many  other  acute 
diseases.  So  you  see,  the  Home  has  been  a  veritable  infirmary. 

We  have  a  new  hospital  into  which  we  moved  on  the 
twenty-fourth  of  March  with  29  patients.  It  will  accommo- 
date 40.  The  average  per  month  has  been  32  since  it  has 
been  occupied.  The  dining-room  will  seat  22.  Some  of  the 
patients  have  their  meals  served  in  their  rooms  ;  two  are 
unable  to  feed  themselves  and  are  fed  by  nurses.  Seven 
are  unable  to  dress  themselves. 

The  Board  has  acted  wisely  and  supplied  a  long-felt 
want  by  having  a  resident  physician,  and  it  is  a  continued 
necessity.  You  don't  need  a  druggist;  the  physician  should 
dispense  his  own  prescriptions  and  should  have  four  men  for 
nurses,  of  his  own  selection,  assigned  and  controlled  as  he 
thinks  best  for  the  interest  of  the  patients.  The  resident 
physician  should  have  the  privilege  of  sending  his  requisi- 
tions for  medicines,  to  be  bought  through  the  President  of 
the  Board.  The  bills  should  be  sent  to  the  physician  and 
said  bills  should  be  handed  to  the  Committee  monthly  and 
settled  as  formerly. 

Amount  of  drugs,  medicines  and  whiskey  bought  during 
the  year,  $705.80. 

Now,  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  for  your  kind- 
ness and  courtesy,  I  thank  you.  I  assure  you  that  I  am 
hand  and  heart  with  you  in  the  interest  and  comfort  of  these 
old  warworn  and  battlescarred  veterans.  I  am  confident  that 
with  the  use  of  the  new  hospital  and  the  many  conveniences 
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being  added,  we  will  be  able  to  make  these  old  veterans  more 
comfortable  in  the  future  than  we  have  done  in  the  past.

REPORT. 


To  Honorable  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor,  and  to  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri : 
Gentlemen — The  law  creating  the  State  Federal  Soldiers'  Home  as 
a  State  Institution,  provides  that  a  "biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, accompanied  by  a  statement  under  oath,  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  two  preceding  years,  giving  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  moneys  and  other  property  received  on  account 
of  such  Home,  and  an  itemized  account  of  its  disbursements,"  shall  be 
made  to  the  General  Assembly.  In  compliance  with  that  law,  I  submit 
such  a  report  to  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly,  for  the  biennial 
period,  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1902. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  in  addition  to  the  appro- 
priations for  maintenance  also  appropriated  the  sum  of  $22,000.00  for 
two  buildings — a  dormitory  and  hospital.  The  Board  of  Trustees  com- 
menced the  erection  of  these  buildings,  as  early  in  the  year  as  weather 
permitted,  and  the  work  was  completed  and  the  dormitory  occupied,  Jan- 
uary 1,  1902,  and  the  Hospital  was  ready  for  occupancy,  a  month  later. 
The  two  buildings  were  completed  within  the  appropriations,  and  a  bal- 
ance of  about  $500.00  remained,  which  amount  was  used  in  grading,  pav- 
ing, and  making  other  permanent  improvements  in  connection  with  the 
buildings.  By  the  erection  of  the  two  new  buildings*  the  capacity  of  the 
Home  was  almost  doubled.  The  number  of  inmates,  December  31,  1900, 
was  ninety-nine,  and  the  number  at  this  date — December  31,  1902,  one 
hundred  and  eighty-four. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  feel  warranted  in  expressing  their  high  ap- 
preciation of  the  liberality  and  wisdom  shown  by  the  legislative  and  execu- 
tive departments,  in  making  these  necessary  appropriations,  and  the  Board 
sought  to  evidence  that  appreciation  by  carefully  and  economically  in- 
vesting the  funds,  so  that  the  State  would  have  value  received  for  the 
money,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  accommodation  for  as  many  of  the 
old  soldiers  who  sought  admission,  as  was  possible  with  the  funds  at  com- 
mand.   Notwithstanding  the  increased  capacity  of  the  Home,  as  provided 
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by  the  new  buildings,  we  find  that  the  number  of  applicants  for  admis- 
sion, even  now  exceed  the  power  of  the  Board  to  admit  to  the  Home,  all 
who  are  entitled  to  admission.  The  number  of  applicants  now  on  file, 
which  have  been  approved,  is  about  fifty,  and  none  of  these  applicants  can 
gain  admission,  except  as  vacancies  occur,  as  the  Home  is  now  filled  to  its 
utmost  capacity.  Because  of  this  fact,  the  Board  has  seen  fit  to  ask  for  ad- 
ditional appropriations  to  further  enlarge  the  Home.  What  the  capacity 
of  the  Home  should  be  to  accommodate  those  who  are  entitled  to  its  ben- 
efits, and  likely  to  ask  admission,  is  a  question  difficult  of  solution.  The 
average  age  of  the  inmates  is  above  seventy  years,  and  yet,  during  the  past 
year  but  seven  have  died,  and  only  twenty  have  died  during  the  past  two 
years,  the  low  death  rate  during  the  last  year,  being  attributable,  no  doubt, 
to  the  splendid  hospital  facilities,  and  the  superior  medical  care  for  the 
sick.  One-half  of  the  inmates  are  always  subject  to  the  care  of  the  phy- 
sician. In  the  monthly  report  for  December,  it  is  shown  that  twenty- 
seven  are  in  hospital,  and  sixty-three  are  receiving  medical  attention  in 
their  rooms. 

The  cost  of  maintenance,  per  capita,  per  day,  is  thirty-eight  cents;, 
per  month,  $11.40;  per  year,  $136.80.  In  comparison  with  the  cost  of 
maintenance  in  other  like  institutions,  it  will  be  found  that  this  record  is 
very  satisfactory.  The  State  Federal  Soldiers'  Home  is  the  only  State 
institution,  that  is  in  any  sense  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Federal 
government,  but  this  Home  is  regularly  inspected  twice  a  year,  by  an 
Inspector  General  of  National  Homes  of  Disabled  Veteran  Soldiers. 
These  reports  are  often  full  of  interest.  The  fact  was  shown  during  the 
past  year  that  for  a  period  of  six  months,  that  while  540  meals  had  been 
served  to  an  average  number  of  150  inmates,  there  had  been  less  than  sixty 
seconds  variation  in  the  time  at  which  each  meal — the  three  meals  of  the 
day — had  been  served.  This  record  was  made  by  the  matron,  and  the 
Board  believe  this  report  would  not  be  complete  without  speaking  of  the 
superior  services  of  the  Supermtend'ent,  Capt.  R.  P.  Goodall,  and  the 
Matron,  Mrs.  Goodall,  in  their  untiring  effort  to  discharge  an  arduous 
duty  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officials  of  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time 
minist'.T  to  the  wants  of  the  aged  and  the  infirm.

$50,000.00,  and  the  buildings  and  contents  are  insured  for  $36,450.00. 

A  complete  summary  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  will  fully  ap- 
pear in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Col.  Chas.  F.  Vogel,  which  is  made 
a  part  of  this  report,  as  well  as  the  report  of  the  physician,  Dr.  S.  H. 
Headlee,  which  gives  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  medical  department,  the 
number  in  hospital,  the  number  of  deaths,  character  of  diseases,  etc.,  to 
which  your  careful  attention  is  invited. 

The  report  will  also  include  a  statistical  exhibit,  showing  the  admis- 
sions, discharges,  names  of  inmates,  and  other  data,  that  may  be  of  in- 
terest to  the  general  public. 

Mrs.  Orpha  Bronson,  president  of  the  W.  R.  C.  of  the  State,  has 
raised  and  expended  between  $300  and  $500,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  grading  and  fencing  the  cemetery.  These  perma- 
nent improvements  have  beautified  the  "city  of  the  dead,"  at  the  Home, 
and  the  Board  express  their  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Bronson  for  this  splendid 
work  for  the  State,  and  labor  of  love  for  the  old  soldiers. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Elliott,  of  St.  Louis,  Treasurer  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphan 
Home,  contributed  the  sum  of  $250  to  the  fund  of  the  Home,  during  the 
past  two  years,  and  the  same  was  placed  in  the  treasury,  and  is  properly 
accounted  for  in  the  Treasurer's  settlement.  The  Board  desires  to  pub- 
licly express  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Elliott  and  his  associates,  for  this  benefi- 
cence. 

Many  contributions  of  delicacies,  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
have  been  made  to  the  Home,  by  posts,  corps,  and  individuals.  These 
donations  are  expressive  of  the  spirit  of  fraternity  which  exists  toward 
the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  often  cheer  a  sad  heart.  The  Board  com- 
mends these  acts,  as  worthy  of  emulation,  and  cordially  thank  the  donors.

SURGEON'S  REPORT. 


Honorable  J.  W.  Farris,  President  Board  of  Directors  State  Federal  Sol- 
diers' Home: 

Dear  Sir — In  submitting  this  my  third  biennial  report  as  to  the  con- 
ditions and  necessities  of  the  Medical  and  Sanitary  Departments,  I  wish 
to  congratulate  you  and  your  associates  upon  the  generally  improved  con- 
dition and  facilities  for  housing,  caring  for,  and  treating  the  old  veterans 
gathered  here. 

Since  my  last  report  numerous  changes  and  additions  have  been  made 
and  added,  all  tending  to  advance  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  better 
the  sanitary  influences  of  the  Home. 

One  of  these  is  the  erection  of  a  small,  neat,  convenient,  and  well 
appointed  hospital  with  a  capacity  of  thirty-six  beds. 

This  hospital  is  furnished  and  supplied  with  all  the  modern  appli- 
ances and  fixtures  which  experience  has  demonstrated  as  going  far  to 
mitigate  and  relieve  the  pains  and  aches  afflicting  humanity.  Yet  this 
hospital  has  at  the  present  time  but  few  empty  beds  and  at  the  present 
ratio  of  increase  will  be  filled  before  the  winter  has  passed,  necessi- 
tating additions  or  a  more  commodious  building. 

The  present  hospital  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  care  of  the  men  in  the 
Home,  leaving  no  place  or  room  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  old 
feeble,  and  afflicted  women.  The  number  of  women  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing, their  per  cent  to  the  whole  number  of  inmates,  being  perceptibly  larger 
than  at  any  former  period.  There  are  at  present  in  the  Home  ten  widows 
with  quite  as  many  more  seeking  admission  and  awaiting  room.  These 
that  are  already  here,  and  the  number  who  desire  and  are  entitled  to  come, 
with  those  who  are  likely  to  outlive  their  husbands,  makes  a  class  who 
should  be  specially  provided  for  in  the  way  of  special  apartments.  The 
suggestion  presented  is  to  erect  a  building  solely  for  their  use  and  occupa- 
tion, and  that  building  should  be  on  the  lines  of  a  general  hospital,  the 
greater  number  of  these  are  old  and  feeble  and  will  require  care  and  the 
attention  of  a  nurse  to  make  life's  last  days  passably  comfortable.  If 
this  home  is  to  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  all  those  who  are  entitled  un- 
der the  law  to  share  its  fostering  care,  the  hospital  accommodations  will 
of  necessity  have  to  be  largely  increased. 
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When  we  take  into  consideration  the  number  of  old  veterans,  their 
wives,  and  widows  in  the  State  who  are  entirely  dependent  upon  their 
daily  labor  for  subsistence,  and  that  each  year  is  adding  to  their  infirmi- 
ties, the  "time  is  near  by  when  they  can  no  longer  keep  the  wolf  from  the 
door  but  will  be  forced  to  accept  help  from  some  other  source.  Toda\ 
there  are,  probably,  one  thousand  men  and  women  in  the  State  who  under 
the  law  establishing  this  Home,  are  entitled  to  its  care.  This  number  is 
not  at  all  likely  to  decrease  within  the  next  ten  to  fifteen  years,  but  much 
more  likely  to  increase  in  number,  calculating  on  a  basis  of  five  hundred 
inmates,  which  would  be  speedily  reached  if  room  was  provided,  hospital 
accommodations  would  be  required  for  at  least  one  hundred.  Taking  all 
these  facts  into  consideration,  the  suggestion  or  inquiry  presents  itself ; 
why  not  build  a  hospital  of  this  size ;  and  utilize  the  present  small  one  as 
a  women's  building,  for  which  it  is  most  admirably  adapted  both  as  a  home 
and  hospital.  Such  a  building  could  probably  be  constructed  and  fur- 
nished at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  would 
solve  the  problem  for  the  care  of  women,  and  furnish  ample  room  for 
years.  The  system  of  sewerage  and  drainage  requires  changes  and  ad- 
ditions to  make  it  comply  with  modern  sanitary  regulations. 

There  is  one  thing  in  this  department  wThich  is  sadly  deficient  and 
imperatively  demands  correction,  that  is  in  the  supply  of  nurses.  Trained, 
educated  nurses  are  an  absolute  necessity  in  all  institutions  caring  for  the 
sick  and  injured. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  at  present  and  for  the  past  year  has 
been  very  good.  While  quite  a  number  have  required  attention,  there  has 
been  but  very  few  deaths,  only  half  the  number  of  the  previous  year, 
although  the  number  of  inmates  are  nearly  double. 

The  class  of  diseases  are  of  a  chronic  character  and  such  as  are  pe- 
culiar to  old  age.  There  has  never  been  a  case  of  typhoid  or  malarial 
fever  in  the  Home  and  very  few  cases  of  pneumonia.  Many  of  these  old 
cases  are  incurable,  and  can  only  be  palliated,  but  all  can  be  put  in  more 
favorable  and  comfortable  condition. 

I  have  in  this  report  only  called  your  attention  to  the  most  pressing 
wants  and  necessities,  and  that,  only,  in  a  general  way,  leaving  details  as 
your  judgment  may  dictate  or  means  at  your  command  may  justify.  Be- 
fore finishing  this  report  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  my  indebted- 
ness to  Dr.  W.  S.  Allen  for  his  kind,  cheerful  and  intelligent  assistance 
in  hit  attention  and  watchful  care  over  the  sick.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  January  I,  1903. 

Hon.  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri : 

In  compliance  with  section  7709,  R.  S.,  1899,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  submits  this,  its  Twenty-third  Bien- 
nial Report,  for  your  consideration  and  that  of  the  General  Assembly. 
We  are  pleased  to  report  our  institution  in  splendid  condition,  its  work- 
being,  we  believe,  comparable  to  that  of  any  institution  of  like  character  in 
the  world.  Our  instruction  is  thorough  and  practical.  Two  of  our 
students  are  taking  an  extra  course,  free  of  charge,  at  the  Washington 
University  in  this  city.  The  work  that  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind 
is  doing  should  swell  the  heart  of  every  true  Missourian  with  pride,  for 
we  are  right  in  the  front  rank. 

IS  A  SCHOOL— NOT  AN  ASYLUM. 

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  is  not  an  asylum,  a  hospital  nor 
a  home,  but  a  school  where  its  pupils  are  taught  the  same  things  the  see- 
ing children  are  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and,  in  addition, 
music  and  such  of  the  handicrafts  as  are  adapted  to  the  blind.  We  are 
a  part  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  State,  although  classed  among 
the  eleemosynary  institutions.  The  General  Assembly  would  do  the  right 
thing  if  it  would  properly  classify  us. 

CHANGE  AGE  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  present  law  refuses  admission  to  our  school  to  children  under 
the  age  of  nine.  WTe  think  this  often  works  an  injustice  to  the  child. 
To  remedy  this  we  would  recommend  the  removal  of  the  time  limit  for  ad- 
missions, leaving  this  wholly  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

SEPARATE  SCHOOL  FOR  NEGROES. 
We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  white  and  negro 
children  are  both  legally  on  the  same  equality  in  our  institution,  the  law- 
making no  distinction  on  account  of  race.  The  law  provides  for  sepa- 
rate schools  for  the  seeing:  why  should  not  the  blind  have  the  same 
privilege  ? 
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BEQUEST  FROM  'MRS.  LOUISA  VOGEL. 

We  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  bequest  from  the  late  Mrs.  Louisa 
Vogel.  She  was  so  much  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  work 
done  here  that  she  desired  to  testify  her  appreciation  of  our  labors  in  a 
substantial  way.  We  most  heartily  commend  her  action,  and  indulge  the 
wish  that  many  may  imitate  her  example.  The  money  was  used  to  pur- 
chase some  much-needed  apparatus  for  the  school.  A  large  number  of 
our  students  are  poor,  and  when  turned  out  from  our  institution,  siart 
in  life  doubly  handicapped,  being  both  blind  and  poor.  We  wish  we  naQ 
a  fund  donated  by  individuals  large  enough  to  yield  an  income  sufficient 
to  enable  us  to  furnish  a  boy  when  he  goes  out  from  us  with,  say,  a  broom  • 
making  outfit,  a  good  musical  instrument;  a  girl,  with  a  sewing  machine 
or  a  typewriter,  so  that  they  would  be  prepared  to  take  their  place  at  once 
in  the  business  world. 

ECONOMICAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  management  of  this  institution  has  been  criticised  by  some  for 
what  they  are  pleased  to  call  its  extravagance.  This  institution  is  com- 
pared in  its  expenditures  with  the  other  eleemosynary  institutions  of  the 
State  instead  of  being  compared  with  other  institutions  of  a  like  character. 
The  blind  are  a  greater  care  than  any  other  class  of  people,  a  separate 
attendant  often  being  required  to  look  after  a  single  pupil.  Some  of  the 
other  eleemosynary  institutions  of  the  State  are  partially  self-supporting, 
but  an  institution  for  the  blind  can  never  be.  The  blind  cannot  do  work 
on  a  farm  nor  manual  labor  of  any  kind  which  would  lessen  the  expenses 
of  their  maintenance.  The  expense  of  maintaining  our  institution  per 
capita  is  $228  per  annum ;  while  that  of  Batavia  is  $264 ;  Boston,  $288 ; 
New  York,  $288;  Baltimore,  $348;  Philadelphia,  $394.  The  following 
letter  from  Harry  H.  Bender,  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities,  New 
York,  will  tend  to  verify  the  claim  we  make  to  economy :

Dear  Sir— By  comparison  with  other  similar  institutions  throughout  the  country, 
It  appears  that  your  per  capita  cost  is  considerably  below  the  average.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  assisting  in  obtaining  further  information  on  this  subject,  I  shall  esteem  it 
a  favor  if  you  will  inform  this  Department  to  what  extent  you  are  able  to  employ 
Inmates  in  performing  the  work  of  your  institution;  whether  you  pay  them  or  not, 
and  if  so,  how  much;  about  whnt  percentage  of  provisions  is  raised  by  the  institu- 
tion; what  sources  of  income  you  have  aside  from  the  State  appropriations;  and 
whether  your  institution  buys  its  supplies  independently  or  in  conjunction  with  other 
S inte  Institutions.  I  h1i.m11  also  be  glad  to  receive  from  you  any  other  information 
that  you  may  have  bearing  upon  the  economical  showing  made  by  your  institution.

NEW  BUILDINGS  NEEDED. 

When  our  present  building  was  purchased  fifty  years  ago  it  was  a 
private  residence ;  from  time  to  time  additions  were  made  until  the  build- 
ing attained  its  present  proportions.  Our  school  has  grown  until  the 
present  building  is  no  longer  adequate  to  its  needs ;  and  the  building  is  so 
old,  too,  that  it  is  almost  ready  to  tumble  down.  The  Thirty-eighth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  decided  that  we  needed  a  new  building,  and  created  a 
commission  to  sell  our  present  property  and  purchase  a  new  site,  and 
made  an  appropriation  therefor,  but  nothing  ever  came  of  it.  We  are 
very  much  in  need  of  new  buildings  and  larger  grounds.  We  hope  the 
Forty-second  General  Assembly  will  come  to  our  relief,  and  put  us  on  a 
footing  with  the  other  schools  of  the  State. 
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REPORT  SUBMITTED. 

We  hope  the  wants  of  the  'Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  will  receive 
careful  consideration  at  your  hands,  for  the  institution  is  yours  and  we 
look  to  you  for  magnanimous  treatment.  This  is  the  only  school  for  the 
blind  in  the  State,  and  if  our  blind  children  get  an  education  they  must 
get  it  here;  therefore,  we  hope  for  liberal  appropriations  by  the  Forty- 
second  General  Assembly. 

We  invite  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  and  that  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  accompanying  report  of  our  Superintendent.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missouri  School  for  the 
Blind : 

Gentlemen :  I  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of  the  school 
for  the  past  biennial  period : 

Number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  period — Girls,  78;  boys,  83. 
Total,  161.  Number  from  St.  Louis  City,  72.  Number  of  graduates,  6. 
The  present  number  now  in  daily  attendance  is  greater  than  for  several 
years  past,  and  new  pupils  are  coming  in,  owing  to  the  efforts  constantly 
being  made  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  the  school's  purposes.  The  census 
reports  of  the  blind  children  of  school  age  in  the  State  has  proved  very 
inaccurate,  as  addresses  so  given  have  been  personally  visited,  at  which 
iki  such  blind  child  has  ever  been  known. 
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The  general  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  excellent,  the  only  serious 
illness  being  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  which  made  a  safe  recovery. 

The  difficulty  of  segregation  and  the  great  care  necessary  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  such  contagious  diseases  have  emphasized  the  need 
of  an  isolated  infirmary. 

The  work  of  the  literary  department  has  been  accurate  and  thorough. 
Two  of  our  graduates  of  1902,  Jessie  Foster  and  Henry  Krumplemann, 
have  been  admitted  to  the  regular  course  in  History  and  English  at  Wash- 
ington University. 

The  classes  of  the  primary  department  having  been  too  large  for 
good  results,  they  were  divided  and  two  additional  teachers  employed. 
This  has  permitted  more  individual  treatment  of  the  pupil  and  has  resulted 
in  more  careful  and  thorough  work. 

The  graduates  in  June,  1901,  were  Ida  Glover,  of  Bates  county; 
Julia  Graves,  of  Montgomery  county,  and  Joseph  Unterbergcr,  of  St, 
Louis ;  those  of  1902  were  Bessie  Beane,  Jessie  Foster  and  Henry  Krum- 
plemann, all  of  St.  Louis.  Certificates  of  proficiency  in  industrial  work 
were  granted  in  June,  1902,  to  Teresa  Oster,  of  Cole  county,  and  William 
Douglas,  of  St.  Louis  county.  • 

Basket-making  and  book-binding  have  been  added  to  the  boys'  in- 
dustrial department.  Books  needed  for  the  school  room  and  library  are 
now  sterotyped  in  Braille,  printed  and  bound,  all  of  the  work  being  done 
in  the  school. 

The  girls  have  been  taught  plain  sewing,  knitting,  basket-making  and 
hand  loom  weaving  during  the  past  year  by  Mis?  Anna  Molander  of 
Helsingfors,  Finland,  who  has  taught  her  system  in  different  schools  for 
the  blind  in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

In  the  corps  of  teachers,  Miss  Harriet  Rees,  a  teacher  with  expe- 
rience in  four  schools  for  the  blind,  succeeded  A.  W.  McAlester,  Jr.,  as 
principal  of  the  literary  department.  Miss  Anna  Molander  succeeded 
Miss  Eleanor  Robertson  as  teacher  of  the  girls'  industrial  department, 
and,  remaining  a  year,  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Gertrude  Rockwell. 
Miss  Maude  Hamilton,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music,  succeeded  Mrs.  George  B.  McClelland,  as  teacher  of  the  piano, 
harmony  and  pipe  organ. 

Miss  May  Clark  succeeded  Miss  Harriet  Guthrie,  resigned,  as  teacher 
of  intermediate  department. 

Miss  Ida  Glover,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  and  Miss  Effie  Hopkins 
have  been  employed  as  assistants  in  the  primary  department. 

The  piano  and  vocal  departments  have  both  grown  larger  and  require 
additional  facilities  for  instruction  and  practice.  A  continued  effort  to 
bring  the  pupils  into  direct  study  of  animal  and  plant  life  has  been  made. 
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In  the  kindergarten  numerous  specimens  have  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  children.  Five  members  of  the  High  School  class  during  the  past 
summer  made  a  collection  of  butterflies  and  insects,  amounting  to  370 
specimens  altogether.  Three  of  these  pupils  were  aided  by  seeing  per- 
sons in  capturing  the  specimens ;  but  all  did  the  mounting  and  classifying 
unaided. 

The  pupils  of  our  Sunday  School,  attendance  upon  which  is  volun- 
tary upon  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils,  have  raised  funds  for  a 
year's  support  and  education  of  two  children  orphaned  by  the  famine  in 
India. 

The  continued  united  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  increase 
the  educational  efficiency  of  the  school  and  render  it  one  of  the  best  of 
its  kind,  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  connected  with  the  school. 

The  literary  standards  and  moral  tone  of  the  school  have  both  been 
elevated  and  their  excellence  is  due  in  great  measure  to  the  conscientious 
effort  and  genuine  interest  displayed  by  the  teachers.

This  institution  is  purely  a  school,  not  in  any  way  an  "asylum"  or 
"home." 

School  opens  second  Thursday  in  September  and  closes  second  Thurs- 
day in  June. 

Pupils  of  good  mental  and  physical  capacity,  between  the  ages  of 
nine  and  twenty-five  years  are  admitted  to  the  school.  Board,  lodging 
and  tuition  are  free.  Parents  must  pay  for  traveling  expenses  and  buy 
necessary  clothing.  If  unable  to  do  this,  money  will  be  furnished  on  ap- 
plication of  the  parent  or  guardian  to  the  county  court. 

Pupils  are  required  to  be  vaccinated  before  being  admitted. 

All  class  work  must  be  promptly  performed,  unless  pupil  is  regularly 
excused  therefrom. 

Improper  language  or  conduct,  the  use  of  tobacco  or  liquor  are  for- 
bidden. 

Pupils  persistently  disobeying  rules  and  whose  moral  influence  is 
harmful  will  not  be  retained  in  the  school. 

Refined  speech  and  polite  conduct  are  expected  from  all. 
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STATE  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  GIRLS. 


To  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  stat- 
ute, we  herewith  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  seventh 
biennial  report  of  the  management  and  condition  of  the  State 
Industrial  Home  for  Girls,  including  our  estimate  of  the  nec- 
essary appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  institution  for  the 
ensuing  two  years.  YVe  also  include  the  reports  to  us  by  the 
Superintendent,  Treasurer  and  Physician,  for  the  period  be- 
ginning January  ist,  1901.  and  ending  December  31st,  1902. 

In  making  this  report  we  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  and  other  officers  of  the  institution,  which  are 
herewith  submitted  as  a  part  of  our  report.  These  reports 
give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  State's 
bounty  to  the  institution  and  the  result  of  our  labor.  In  addi- 
tion we  will  give  the  condition  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  its  needs  for  the  continued  successful  conduct  of  the  Home. 
We  will  endeavor  to  make  our  report  as  brief  as  possible,  com- 
menting only  on  the  work  done  in  the  past  two  years,  and  the 
needs  of  the  Home  as  we  see  them. 

There  are  many  things  in  connection  with  the  Home, 
which  are  rather  disagreeable,  but  the  good  accomplished  is  a 
pleasing  consideration.  The  work  of  reformation  is  very  satis- 
factory. This  work  we  believe  exceeds  the  anticipation  of  the 
Legislature  which  established  the  Home.  The  reformation  of 
these  unfortunate  girls,  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the 
State,  and  should  engage  the  attention,  not  only  of  the  General 
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Assembly,  but  of  every  good  citizen  of  the  State.  The  institu- 
tion is  truly  an  industrial  home.  Every  inmate  is  taught  to  be 
industrious,  and  receives  instruction  in  all  the  branches  of 
household  industry.  In  addition  thereto  each  receives  a  regular 
high  school  course.  The  work  accomplished  can  not  be  appre- 
ciated without  a  personal  examination.  Believing  as  we  do, 
that  the  benefit  to  the  State,  in  good  citizenship  will  more  than 
an  hundredfold  repay  it  for  all  its  expenditures,  we  feel  it  our 
duty  to  ask  you  for  liberal  appropriations  for  the  continuation 
of  the  work  inaugurated. 

The  Forty-first  General  Assembly  appropriated  $24,000 
for  the  building  of  a  new  cottage.  This  cottage  was  built  on 
the  Home  grounds  east  of  the  Marmaduke  cottage  and  is 
named  the  I.  R.  Slack  cottage.  It  is  a  two-story  brick  building 
containing  37  sleeping  rooms,  all  of  which  are  now  filled  to 
overflowing.  The  appropriation,  $2,000,  for  furnishing  this 
cottage  was  on  the  economic  plan,  and  the  furnishing  strictly 
follows  said  plan.  The  building  is  a  credit  to  the  State,  and  a 
monument  to  its  interest  in  the  unfortunate  inmates.  We  are 
only  sorry  that  the  appropriation  for  the  building  would  not 
warrant  the  erection  of  a  larger  one,  as  the  time  is  near  at  hand 
when  more  room  will  be  absolutely  necessary.  This  cottage  per- 
mitted the  grading  of  the  inmates,  so  that  the  younger  and  less 
vicious  can  be  and  are  separated  from  the  larger  and  more 
vicious. 

The  City  of  Chillicothe  is  extending  its  sewer  system  in 
the  direction  of  the  Home  grounds,  being  now  within  a  block. 
We  have  been  given  notice  that  this  sewer  will  be  extended  to 
the  Home  grounds  soon.  This  will  dump  the  refuse  and  waste 
of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  city  within  a  short  distance  of 
the  cottages.  This  sewer  passes  through  the  pasture  where  the 
cows  tor  tlic  Home  are  kept.  These  cows  will  naturally  drink 
from  the  sewer  and  thus  taint  the  milk.  This  will  not  only  be 
nauseating,  but  the  stench  from  the  sewer  will  endanger  the 
health  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.    The  only  remedy  we 
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can  see  is  to  extend  the  sewer  through  the  grounds,  a  distance 
of  about  1,300  feet.  For  this  purpose  we  ask  an  appropriation 
of  $3,000. 

Two  negro  girls  have  been  convicted  in  the  courts  of  the 
City  of  St.  Louis  and  one  from  Callaway  county  during  the 
fiscal  year  and  sentenced  to  the  Industrial  Home.  These  the 
Board  refused  to  receive,  believing  that  their  acceptance  would 
create  a  disturbance  among  the  inmates  and  virtually  put  an  end 
to  the  reformatory  features  of  the  institution,  thus  making  it  a 
prison  instead  of  a  reform  school.  And  again  the  statutes  do 
not  permit  the  intermingling  of  the  races  in  the  schools  of  the 
State.  Should  the  Legislature  deem  it  best  to  provide  for  col- 
ored girh,  an  institution  of  the  same  character,  or  that  they 
should  be  admitted  to  this  Home,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ap- 
propriate sufficient  funds  to  build  a  cottage  and  school  building 
for  them.  We  leave  this  matter,  without  recommendations,  to 
the  good  judgment  of  the  Legislature. 

We  are  proud  of  our  school  and  the  grand  work  which  it 
is  accomplishing.  The  unfortunate  inmates  of  the  Home  are 
prepared  there,  to  take  up  the  high  calling  of  teachers  as  well 
as  clerkships  and  other  positions  of  trust  and  profit,  relieving 
them  from  the  continued  drudgery  of  housework,  broadening 
their  minds  and  fitting  them  to  take  good  positions  in  society, 
Too  great  praise  can  not  be  given  to  this  branch  of  the  Home 
where  the  unfortunate  girls  of  the  State  are  taught  to  see  a  rift 
in  the  clouds,  and  instilled  with  a  hope  that  their  future  lives 
may  be  as  bright  as  a  cloudless  day.  This  statement  is  made 
preliminary  to  a  request  for  an  appropriation  to  build  an  addi- 
tion to  the  school  building.  The  present  building  was  ample 
when  it  was  built  for  all  the  needs  of  the  institution,  but  with 
the  increased  number  of  inmates,  a  scarcity  of  room  is  pain- 
fully apparent.  One  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  basement 
of  the  building,  but  this  is  not  adequate  to  the  needs,  and  in 
addition  it  is  conducive  to  bad  health.  We  regret  to  be  com- 
pelled to  ask  for  these  improvements,  but  feel  it  our  duty  as  of- 
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ficers  of  the  State,  and  our  personal  interest  in  the  upbuilding 
of  the  institution,  and  the  uplifting  of  the  fallen  and  orphaned 
girls  who  are  wards  of  the  State.  Viewing  the  matter  in  this 
light  we  have  no  apologies  to  offer  and  confidently  ask  for  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  equip- 
ing  an  addition  to  the  school  building. 

The  appropriations  for  the  legitimate  expenses  of  conduct- 
ing the  Home  for  the  closing  biennial  period  were  so  limited 
that  it  has  been  a  continued  study  in  economy  for  the  Board  to 
keep  within  the  bounds,  in  many  instances  it  was  compelled  to 
be  parsimonious  and  niggardly.  The  buildings  and  grounds 
were  to  a  great  extent  neglected.  The  appropriations  for  che 
purpose  of  repairs  on  buildings  and  beautifying  the  grounds 
were  so  inadequate  that  only  such  repairs  could  be  made  as 
were  absolutely  necessary  to  protect  the  State's  property  and 
save  it  from  going  into  decay.  The  plastering  on  both  the  Mar- 
tnaduke  and  Missouri  cottages  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  replace  it  soon.  A  portion  of  the  floors  in 
these  cottages  are  worn  through,  they  will  have  to  be  replaced 
with  new  floors,  to  protect  the  limbs  and  lives  of  the  officers  and 
ir mates.  The  grounds  need  much  work  to  make  them  invit- 
ing and  pleasant.  The  fence  on  the  north  of  Marmaduke  cot- 
tage should  be  extended  eastward  to  the  eastern  limit  of  the 
Home  grounds  and  westward  about  400  feet,  with  extension  of 
walk  in  front.  The  great  State  of  Missouri  can  not  permit  its 
pride  to  be  humbled  by  letting  its  grounds  show  careless  or 
indifferent  husbandry,  or  its  buildings  go  into  decay.  For  the 
purpose  of  properly  protecting  and  preserving  these  buildings 
we  ask  that  $8,000  be  appropriated.  For  building  the  fence 
and  walk  above  mentioned — granitoid  walks  in  grounds — and 
beautifying  the  grounds  we  ask  that  $5,000  be  appropriated. 

The  mote  attractive  this  I  Ionic  ran  be  made,  the  greater 
will  be  the  benefit  to  its  inmates  and  the  State  at  large.  To  se- 
cure the  reformation  of  these  unfortunate  girls,  they  must  be 
surrounded  with  an  air  of  refinement  and  purity,  tin's  can  only 
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be  done  by  properly  beautifying  the  grounds  and  buildings, 
making  them  inviting  and  home-like,  and  surrounding  them 
with  pure  and  noble  women  to  instruct  them  in  the  industries 
and  lead  them  to  the  path  of  rectitude  and  high  morality.  Thc 
latter  is  in  the  power  of  the  board  of  managers.  It  confidently 
states  that  the  officers  and  instructors  now  employed  are  fully 
competent  and  measure  up  to  the  highest  standard  in  piety, 
moral  influence,  government  and  everything  that  is  needful  to 
make  the  reformation  of  the  inmates  lasting.  The  former  the 
board  can  not  do  without  liberal  appropriations. 

During  the  biennial  period  just  closed  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers have  in  addition  to  having  a  new  cottage  erected,  built 
an  addition  to  the  power  or  engine  house,  installed  therein  two 
new  boilers,  which  furnish  ample  heat  for  the  three  cottages 
and  school  building,  dug  two  wells,  and  made  other  improve- 
ments and  repairs.   The  expenditures  being  in  detail  as  follows :

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The  additional  employes  required  for  the  new  cottage  and 
the  additional  number  of  inmates,  will  necessitate  a  greater  out- 
lav  for  officers'  and  employes'  salaries  and  for  support  for  the 
ensuing  biennial  period. 

This  Board  is  inclined  to  be  economical,  but  not  niggardly, 
•  it  therefore  represents  that  in  its  judgment  the  following  ap- 
propriations should  be  made  for  the  improvements  mentioned 
and  for  the  support  of  the  Home  for  the  ensuing  two  years :

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Board  of  Managers  State  Industrial  Home  for  Girls : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  a 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Industrial  Home,  for  the  biennial  pe- 
riod embraced  by  the  years  1901-1902  and  am  glad  to  add  that 
this  has  been  one  of  the  most  encouraging  and  hopeful  periods 
in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

In  all  work  of  this  character,  progress  is  very  slow ;  public 
opinion  must  be  educated  to  the  need  of  such  work  and  to  un- 
derstand its  scope  for  doing  good  and,  at  times,  to  the  worker 
the  wheels  apparently  cease  to  turn,  but,  contrasting  past  condi- 
tions with  those  that  surround  us  at  present,  we  can  see  that 
the  mills  of  the  gods  do  grind  and  that  the  movement  of  af- 
fairs in  the  line  of  march  is  forward. 

When,  fourteen  years  ago  the  first  building  of  what  is  now 
our  industrial  settlement,  was  opened  and  for  two  months  had 
one  girl  as  its  solitary  charge,  there  were  many  who  did  nor 
hesitate  to  say  that  the  Industrial  Home  was  a  very  costly  ex- 
periment and  very  probably  a  failure,  but  when  twelve  months 
had  passed  and  but  seven  girls  had  been  admitted,  a  storm  of 
criticism  and  ridicule  descended  that  brought  the  Institution 
very  near  annihilation.  But  with  the  modification  of  the  laws 
governing  admissions  by  the  Legislature  of  1891  a  change  for 
the  better  was  experienced  and  the  succeeding  growth,  though 
always  slow,  has  been  steady  and  sure. 

From  time  to  time  serious  difficulties  have  been  encoun- 
tered that  have  been  very  disheartening  to  the  management, 
but  today  the  Industrial  Home  commands  the  respectful  recog- 
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nition  of  the  people  of  Missouri  as  one  of  the  valued  institu- 
tions of  the  State. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  the  training  into  lives  of  use- 
fulness and  honor  the  wayward,  vagrant  and  vicious  girls  sent 
to  us,  usually  through  the  medium  of  the  courts.  Therefore, 
insofar  as  this  object  has  been  accomplished  the  Institution  has 
been  a  success. 

For  several  years  it  was  difficult  to  follow  girls  as  they 
were  discharged  and  without  the  services  of  a  visiting  agent  it 
is  a  matter  of  difficulty  yet,  but  we  are  getting  a  befcier  system 
of  records  and  can  furnish  an  almost  complete  report  of  the 
girls  who  have  gone  out  within  the  past  four  or  five  years.  In 
all  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  (247)  girls  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home  since  its  establishment  and  the  following 
disposition  has  been  made  of  them :

It  will  be  seen  by  comparing  with  former  reports  that  the 
proportion  of  reclaimed  is  quite  a  little  advance  upon  that  of 
former  terms — 

That  of  two  years  ago  being  72.6 

That  of  four  years  ago  being  70 

That  of  six  years  ago  being  70.8 
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This  increase  of  percentage  must  not  be  ascribed  to  the 
better  class  of  girls  admitted  for  the  table  of  charges  disproves 
that,  but  goes  to  show  that  the  Institution  is  improving  in  its 
methods  of  dealing  with  these  children,  that  it  is,  in  fact,  a 
home,  where  home  training  prevails  and  the  atmosphere  is  that 
of  a  well  regulated  home  dominated  by  the  kindly,  thoughtful 
interest  of  a  careful  mother. 

Repeated  demonstrations  through  generations  of  dealing 
with  wrong-doers  prove  that  the  only  lasting,  healthy  reforma- 
tion is  the  regeneration  that  puts  new  hope  into  the  heart,  new 
resolves  and  ambitions  into  the  place  where  reckless  abandon 
and  wilful  crime  once  held  sway.  A  desire  to  excel  in  labor, 
to  reach  ways  of  purity  and  right  living,  to  develop  the  highest 
degree  of  intelligent  culture  possible  for  them  are  the  surest 
means  to  reform  the  lives  that  have  gone  astray.  The  thought 
of  the  world  has  advanced  wonderfully  along  this  line  within 
the  last  few  years  and  the  Institution  where  the  harsh  and  even 
brutal  methods  formerly  used  in  dealing  with  the  dependent, 
as  well  as  the  delinquent  classes,  still  prevail,  is  the  exception. 
Humanitarian  thought  is  realizing  our  responsibilities  to  these 
children  of  unfortunate  conditions  and  environment  and  socio- 
logical problems  constitute  a  part  of  every  school's  course  of 
study.  To  this  end  we  realize  that  the  busy,  industrious  train- 
ing of  the  hand  to  intelligent  and  skillful  labor  is  a  help  to  the 
absorption  of  the  mind  in  mental  and  moral  development, 
which  brings  forth  the  best  results  and  our  effort  has  been  to 
adopt  every  advantage  that  would  enlarge  our  field  for  manual 
training. 

The  opening  of  a  business  department  last  year  under  a 
competent  teacher  lias  been  a  vast  step  forward  in  this  respect. 
It  lias  furnished  another  weapon  with  which  many  of  our  girls 
can  fight  the  battle  of  life  successfully.  And  it  has,  as  well, 
afforded  a  means  of  relieving  the  pressure  upon  the  reguh.r 
school  rooms,  so  badly  crowded,  by  taking  a  class  of  girls  to 
whom  drill  in  practical  business  instruction  was  of  prime  im- 
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portance,  though  they  do  not  enter  the  regular  bookkeeping, 
typewriting  and  stenographic  classes. 

With  the  completion  of  a  third  family  building  last  sum- 
mer, it  was  made  possible  to  carry  out  a  long  cherished  plan  of 
the  management  to  divide  the  girls  upon  a  basis  of  age  and  place 
the  small  children  in  one  family.  This  has  proven  in  the  high- 
est degree  satisfactory.  The  younger  grade  of  girls  take  a 
more  prominent  part  in  the  work  and  as  a  consequence  of  this 
self-dependence  are  busy,  contented  and  very  proud  of  the  ex- 
cellent work  they  are  doing.  They  are  easier  to  correct  in 
habits  of  manner  and  speech,  easier  to  discipline  and  maintain 
a  purer  atmosphere. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  for  this  tw  oyears  has  been  some- 
thing remarkable  in  the  history  of  any  institution.  We  have 
had  no  serious  illness  and  the  services  of  our  physician  has  cost 
less  than  seventy-five  dollars  (75.00)  for  the  whole  period. 
This,  of  course,  is  largely  due  to  our  excellent  location,  which 
affords  the  purest  air,  and  also,  good  drainage  and  sewerage, 
but  also  to  the  close  watch  kept  upon  sanitation  and  the  whole- 
some manner  of  living.  Our  food  has  been  wholesome,  well 
cooked  and  abundant,  and  all  expenses  have  been  with  a  view 
to  the  necessities  and  absolute  comfort  of  the  inmates.  The 
cost  per  diem,  per  capita,  counting  expenditures  of  all  kinds  ex- 
cept special  funds  for  building,  furnishing,  etc.,  is  forty-four 
cents  (44c).  The  garden  has  been  quite  a  factor  in  our  living, 
contributing  largely  to  the  variety  of  the  food,  the  comfort  of 
the  table,  as  well  as  to  the  reduction  of  the  expense.  Last  year 
all  crops  were  nearly  a  failure  from  the  unfavorable  season, 
but  this  year  we  raised  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  of 
potatoes  and  ether  vegetables  in  proportion.  When  we  can  get 
our  poultry  industries  to  the  same  point  of  excellence  it  will 
add  materially  to  the  table  fare  and  pay  for  itself  in  the  lessen- 
ing of  expenses. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  unfinished  condition  of  the 
front  fence  and  walks.    The  portion  put  in  place  several  years 
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ag.  is  rapidly  going  to  decay  through  want  of  repair,  and  only 
extending  through  the  center  of  the  grounds,  has  been  an  eye- 
sore for  years  as  buildings  have  since  been  erected  spreading 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  fence.  There  is  a  pressing  need  for  the 
extension  of  the  fence  and  walk  both  east  and  west  to  the  limits 
of  the  Home  grounds,  that  the  appearance  should  be  neat  and 
well  kept. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  more  land  for  the  use  of  the  Home 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  procured.  We  should  have  more  garden 
and  fruit  ground  and  can  not  keep  more  cows  for  our  milk  sup- 
ply unless  additional  pasturage  is  provided.  The  addition  of 
buildings  from  time  to  time  as  the  needs  demand  encroaches 
upon  the  land  we  already  have. 

I  would  also  ask  you  to  consider  the  propriety  of  urging 
upon  the  Legislature,  soon  to  convene,  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion to  build  accommodations  for  colored  girls.  In  accordance 
with  your  instructions,  I  have  refused  to  receive  negroes  to 
the  present  time  as  it  is  impossible  to  keep  them  separate  from 
the  white  girls,  and  an  intermingling  of  the  races  would  inev- 
itably result  in  demoralization  of  the  whites  and  nullify,  to  a 
great  extent  the  good  we  are  now  doing.  But,  if  it  is  the  duty 
of  this  Institution  to  receive  and  care  for  colored  girls  the  sen- 
timent of  the  State  should  be  expressed  by  providing  separate 
accommodations  for  them,  and  the  management  spared  further 
01  continued  embarrassment. 

We  should  have  a  small  green  house.  The  expense  would 
be  slight  and  the  returns  would  more  than  justify  the  outlay  in 
the  pleasure  and  the  improvement  of  the  girls,  many  of  whom 
have  strong  tastes  towards  floriculture.  And  the  starting  of 
plants  for  the  garden,  the  growth  of  early  vegetables  and  the 
propagation  of  "flowers  for  the  grounds  demand  it. 

As  soon  as  possible  some  means  should  be  taken  to  drill 
the  girls  in  vocal  music,  and  organize  a  stringed  orchestra. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  talent  and  institutions  everywhere 
are  recognizing  the  power  of  music  as  a  refining  influence,  as 
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an  agent  to  elevate  the  tastes  and  direct  the  thoughts  into  purer 
channels.  There  is  no  doubt  but  it  would  be  a  potent  factor  for 
good  and  we  are,  perhaps,  the  only  institution  of  this  kind,  for 
either  girls  or  boys,  but  has  its  musical  band. 

There  is  a  decided  growth  in  the  measure  of  desire  to  fit 
themselves  for  lives  of  usefulness  and  honor,  apparent  in  the 
girls  and  a  gratifying  increase  in  self-respect  and  inclination 
to  win  the  respect  of  others.  As  this  is  encouraged  and 
strengthened  by  the  use  of  development  in  the  find  arts  or  any 
aids  to  the  bringing  into  play  of  the  dormant  faculties  the  re- 
sults of  our  work  will  be  correspondingly  gratifying. 

Though  the  work  has  been  burdensome,  often  discourag- 
ing, and  always  isolated  and  confining,  in  these  two  years  there 
have  been  many  atoning  pleasures  in  the  pleasant  results  of 
the  work  and  many  happy,  kindly  incidents  to  make  the  way 
brighter,  and  I  am  more  than  appreciative  of  the  willing  help- 
fulness of  the  officers,  who  have  co-operated  with  me.  By  their 
support  and  capable,  cheerful  efforts  they  have  assisted  in 
whatever  of  improvement  has  been  brought  into  our  methods. 

And  I  am  glad  to  express  to  this  Board  of  Managers  my 
gratitude  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me,  for  the  consider- 
ation you  have  given  me  since  I  have  worked  under  your  man- 
agement.

SEVENTH   BIENNIAL  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Control  State  Industrial  Home  for  Girls,  Chil- 
licothe,  Missouri : 

In  this  report  I  am  pleased  to  assure  the  Board  of  the  con- 
tinued sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  and  premises.  Vigilant 
attention  to  sanitary  details  is  one  of  the  cardinal  features  of  the 
Home  management,  but  local  or  internal  sanitation  is  but  one- 
half  of  the  fight  for  health.  We  realize  that  there  are  external 
sources  of  disease  multitudinous,  and  avenues  of  entrance  many, 
and  take  precautions  accordingly. 

I  believe  that  the  health  conditions  of  this  institution  are 
equal  to  those  of  any  modern  sanitarium.  Permit  me  to  say  in 
truth  and  soberness,  for  I  am  not  boasting,  that  the  health  of 
the  Home  is  truly  remarkable.  During  the  time  covered  by 
this  report  there  have  been  no  deaths,  no  acute  infectious  dis- 
eases, no  serious  sickness  of  any  kind  and  no  noteworthy  acci- 
dents. My  services  have  been  required  from  time  to  time  for 
functional  disorders  and  trivial  ailments  unclassified  and  name- 
less.

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COMMITMENT  LAW. 

The  institution  was  established  by  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  1887,  and  opened  for  inmates  January  28,  1889. 

The  first  girl  was  received  about  three  weeks  afterwards 
and  for  the  first  two  or  three  years  inmates  came  in  very  slowly, 
owing  to  various  conditions.  The  commitment  law  was  too 
stringent,  requiring  conviction  for  actual  crime.  And  a  feel- 
ing prevailed  among  the  people  amounting  in  many  cases  to 
prejudice  that  it  was  cruel  to  take  a  girl,  even  from  the  vilest 
associations,  and  bring  her  here  to  punishment  and  imprison- 
ment. But  with  the  growth  of  the  knowledge  that  the  insti- 
tution was  a  training  school  for  the  moral,  mental  and  indus- 
trial faculties  and  the  amendment  of  many  features  of  the  law 
in  1 89 1  the  practical  benefit  of  the  institution  has  become  more 
generally  understood,  and  the  counties  of  the  State  are  more 
generally  availing  themselves  of  its  aid  in  caring  for  their  de- 
linquents. 

Below  is  given  the  more  important  sections  of  the  law  of 
commitment : 

The  following  act  was  passed  by  the  Thirty-sixth  General 
Assembly  and  approved  March  26th,  1891,  going  into  effect  on 
the  22nd  of  June  of  that  year : 

Sections  5760  and  5769  of  Article  VI.,  Chapter  88,  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  1889,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
following  two  new  sections  are  enacted  in  lieu  of  same : 

Section  5760.  Every  girl  over  the  age  of  seven  and  under 
the  age  of  seventeen  years  who  shall  be  convicted  of  being  a 
vagrant,  or  of  any  offense  not  punishable  with  death  or  im- 
prisonment for  life  may,  except  in  cases  deemed  incorrigible, 
be  sentenced  to  said  Industrial  Home  until  she  shall  reach  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  if  the  court  or  magistrate  before  whom 
such  conviction  shall  be  had  shall  deem  the  girl  so  convicted 
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a  fit  subject  to  be  committed  to  said  Home — such  sentence  to 
be  approved  by  the  circuit  or  probate  judge  before  committed, 
and  the  age  of  the  girl  so  committed  to  be  endorsed  on  the  com- 
mitment. 

Any  female  child  may  be  bound  as  apprentice  to  said  In- 
dustrial Home  for  Girls  as  to  any  master,  and  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  law  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force. 

Section  5769.  For  the  support  of  the  inmates  of  said 
Industrial  Home  each  county  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  seventy- 
five  dollars  per  annum  for  every  individual  sent  from  such 
county  as  apprentice,  or  otherwise ;  payment  to  be  quarterly  in 
advance,  the  money  so  paid  to  be  received  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  said  Home  in  trust  for  the  Board  of  Control  and  ex- 
pended by  its  direction. 

THE  FOLLOWING  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MASTER  AND  APPRENTICE 
ACT  GOVERN  THE  ADMISSION  OF  INMATES  AS  APPRENTICES. 

Section  369.  All  minors  may  be  bound  as  apprentices  to 
some  appropriate  industry,  art,  calling  or  trade  *  *  *  fe- 
males to  the  age  of  eighteen  or  the  time  of  their  marriage  with- 
in that  age  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  chapter. 

Section  370.  Minors  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may 
be  bound  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  incompetency, 
or  where  he  shall  have  willfully  abandoned  his  family  for  six 
months  without  making  suitable  provisions  for  their  support, 
01,  has  become  an  habitual  drunkard,  by  their  mother,  or  by 
their  guardian,  and  if  illegitimate  they  may  be  bound  by  their 
mother ;  and  if  they  have  no  parent  competent  and  no  guardian 
they  may  bind  themselves  with  the  approbation  of  the  probate 
court  of  the  county  where  the}'  reside;  but  the  power  of  a 
mother  to  bind  her  children  whether  legitimate  or  illegitimate, 
shall  cease  upon  her  subsequent  marriage,  and  shall  not  be 
exercised  by  herself  or  her  husband  at  any  time  during  such 
marriage.

Section  371.  Minors  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may 
be  bound  in  the  same  manner,  provided  that  when  they  are 
bound  by  their  parents  or  guardian  the  consent  of  the  minor 
shall  be  expressed  in  the  indenture  and  testified  by  (his)  her 
signing  the  same. 

Section  372.  The  executor,  who  by  the  will  of  the  father 
is  directed  to  bring  up  his  child  to  some  trade  or  calling  shall 
have  the  power  to  bind  such  child  by  indenture  in  like  manner 
as  the  father  if  living  might  have  done. 

Section  373.  When  any  poor  child  is  or  may  be  charge- 
able to  the  county,  or  shall  beg  for  alms,  or  whose  parents  are 
or  may  be  chargeable  to  the  county,  or  shall  beg  for  alms,  or 
when  the  parents  of  such  are  poor,  and  the  father  an  habitual 
drunkard,  or  if  there  be  no  father,  when  the  mother  if  of  a 
bad  character,  suffers  her  children  to  grow  up  in  habits  of 
idleness,  without  any  visible  means  of  obtaining  an  honest  live- 
lihood, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  probate  court  to  bind  such 
child  an  apprentice  until  she  arrives  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years. 

Section  374.  Every  orphan  minor  who  has  not  estate 
sufficient  for  (his)  her  maintenance  may  be  bound  by  (his) 
her  guardian  of  the  indenture.    *    *  * 

Section  379.  In  all  indentures  by  the  probate  court  for 
binding  out  any  orphan  or  poor  child  as  an  apprentice  there 
shall  be  inserted  among  other  covenants  a  clause  to  the  follow- 
ing effect :  That  the  master  to  whom  such  minor  is  bound 
shall  cause  to  be  given  such  minor  a  common  school  education, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  such  apprenticeship  shall  give  such 
apprentice  a  new  bible  and  two  new  suits  of  clothes  to  be  worth 
fifty  dollars,  and  twelve  dollars  in  current  money  of  the  United 
States.    *    *  * 

Section  392.  Every  person  who  shall  counsel,  persuade, 
entice  or  assist  any  apprentice  to  run  away  or  absent  (himself) 
herself  from  the  services  of  (his)  her  master  *  *  *  shall 
forfeit  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
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to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  by  such  master  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Section  393.  Every  person  who  shall  entertain,  harbor 
or  conceal  any  apprentice  knowing  such  apprentice  to  be  a  run- 
away or  to  have  absented  (himself)  herself  from  the  service 
of  (his)  her  master  without  leave  shall  forfeit  one  dollar  for 
every  day's  entertainment,  harboring  or  concealing,  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  with  costs  by  such  master  in  any  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  thereof.    *    *  * 

Section  395.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply 
as  well  to  mistresses,  female  guardians,  apprentices,  and  wards 
respectively,  as  to  masters,  male  guardians,  apprentices  and 
wards. 

Section  396.  Nothing  contained  in  this  chapter  shall  pre- 
vent or  affect  the  right  of  a  father  by  the  common  law  to  as- 
sign or  contract  for  the  service  of  his  children  for  the  term  of 
their  minority  or  any  part  thereof. 

THE  FOLLOWING  SECTIONS  ARE  FROM  CHAPTER  88,  ARTICLE  VI, 
REVISED  STATUTES  OF  1 889. 

Section  5763.  No  court  or  magistrate  shall  sentence  any 
gill  to  said  institution  who  is  insane  or  idiotic  or  afflicted  with 
an  incurable  disease,  or  enceinte,  or  who  is  so  incorrigible  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  officers  sentencing  her,  there  is  not  a  fair 
probability  of  her  reformation. 

Section  5764.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  institution  by 
and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Control  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  return  whence 
she  came  any  girl  who  shall  be  found  to  be  incorrigible  or  an 
improper  subject  for  admission;  and  thereupon  the  court  or 
magistrate  by  whom  the  said  girl  was  committed,  or  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  sentence  as  would 
have  been  legal  in  the  first  instance  if  said  girl  had  not  been 
sent  to  the  Industrial  Home. 

Section  5765.    The  Board  of  Control  may,  whenever  they 
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deem  any  of  the  inmates  of  said  Home  to  have  been  so  far  re- 
formed as  to  justify  her  discharge,  liberate  such  inmate  or  bind 
her  by  article  of  indenture  to  any  suitable  person  who  will  en- 
gage to  educate  said  girl  and  instruct  her  in  household  work, 
or  in  proper  art  or  trade,  or  said  Board  may  return  said  girl 
to  her  parents  or  other  guardians  if  they  are  of  good  moral 
character,  or  said  Board  may  place  any  such  girl  in  the  charge 
and  care  of  any  resident  of  this  State  who  is  at  the  head  of  a 
family  and  of  good  moral  character,  on  such  conditions  and 
on  such  terms  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.    *    *  * 

Section  5770.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  superintendent 
of  said  Industrial  Home  at  a  salary  of  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  said  superintendent  to  hold  the  office 
for  one  year,  unless  removed  by  said  Board.  The  said  Board 
shall  also  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  employes  to  carry  on 
the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  most 
economical  manner  and  within  appropriations  herein  made. 

Section  5771.  The  same  fees  that  are  now  allowed  by 
law  for  conveying  prisoners  to  the  penitentiary  shall  be  allowed 
to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  for  the  ser- 
vices of  taking  such  girls  as  may  be  sentenced  to  said  Industrial 
Home,  and  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  in  the  manner 
as  now  provided  by  law  in  section  5607,  Chapter  103,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri. 
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REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri : 

The  best  method  of  dealing  with  "Juvenile  Delinquents"  is  now 
attracting-  merited  attention.  Greater  interest  is  being  manifested 
than  at  any  previous  time.  Men  of  affairs  have  been  discussing  the 
subject  in  their  clubs  and  business  organizations,  and  endeavoring 
to  find,  from  a  practical  standpoint,  a  solution  of  the  problem.  The 
press  of  the  state  is  giving  it  consideration,  and  all  our  newspapers 
arc  advocating  reformatory  measures. 

It  is  plain  to  everyone  that  the  treatment  of  young  offenders 
should  be  entirely  different  from  that  meted  out  to  adults. 

The  practical  business  man  wisely  concludes  that  the  way  to  re- 
duce "Criminal  Costs,"  about  which  so  much  is  said,  is  to  lessen  the 
number  of  criminals.  Various  measures  have  been  proposed  to  ac- 
complish this  end,  and  many  of  them  have  merits  that  deserve  thought- 
ful consideration. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report,  however,  to  call  attention  to  the 
''State  Reform  School  for  Boys"  and  its  place  in  the  reformatory  sys- 
tem of  the  state. 

STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS  AND  ITS  METHODS. 

There  is  much  misapprehension  about  the  school.  Its  purposes 
and  methods  are  not  well  understood  in  the  state  at  large. 

This  is  apparent  from  the  many  applications  for  pardon  which 
have  been  presented  to  the  Governor  during  the  existence  of  the  in- 
stitution. 

The  grounds  generally  stated  in  these  petitions  are,  that  the  boy, 
in  whose  behalf  clemency  is  asked,  wTas  led  into  wrong-doing  by  his 
associates ;  that  it  was  his  first  offense ;  that  he  was  young,  easily 
influenced,  etc. 

It  seems  to  be  forgotten  that  the  school  was  intended  for  just 
this  class  of  boys.  Hardened  criminals  are  not  received.  Neither 
is  it  a  place  for  one  whose  habits  have  become  so  fixed  that  they  can- 
not likely  be  changed  by  the  discipline  here  enforced. 
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It  is  needless  to  say  that  no  pardon  has  even  been  granted  by 
any  Governor  to  an  inmate  of  the  school. 

It  was  recently  said  in  one  of  our  cities  that  there  is  great  need 
for  a  ''Detention  Farm,"  to  which  may  be  .sent  youthful  offend- 
ers, and  boys  whose  associations  and  surroundings  are  vicious ;  that 
they  should  be  taught  trades ;  instruction  should  be  given  in  the 
rudimentary  branches,  as  in  the  public  schools,  and  there  should  be 
an  entire  absence  of  the  usual  prison  regulations.  A  better  descrip- 
tion of  the  State  Reform  School  for  Boys,  which  is  already  estab- 
lished, could  not  have  been  given. 

The  state  has  provided  a  farm  containing  368  acres.  The  Board 
of  Managers  has  leased  275  acres  more,  making  a  total  of  643  acres 
of  good  farming  land. 

Seventeen  branches  of  industry  are  represented  in  the  institution, 
and  each  is  in  charge  of  a  skilled  and  competent  man,  to  wit:  "Brick 
setting  and  burning,  brick  laying,  carpentering,  house  painting,  steam 
tilting  and  plumbing,  blacksmithing,  electrical  and  stationary  en- 
gineering, printing,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  baking,  carriage  painting, 
laundering,  floriculture,  horticulture,  farming  and  caring  for  stock." 

Teachers  are  employed  who  give  instruction  in  the  ordinary 
branches  generally  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  inculcating  moral  principles,  and  en- 
forcing habits  of  industry. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  management  or  discipline  indicative  of  a 
prison. 

The  boys  are  divided  into  families,  presided  over  by  a  man  and 
1 1  i s  wife,  and  the  endeavor  is  to  conduct  each  family  as  should  be  done 
in  a  well  regulated  home. 

A  stranger  visiting  any  room,  building,  department  or  any  por- 
tion of  the  farm,  upon  any  day  in  the  year,  would  notice  110  difference 
between  this  and  any  other  manual  training  school.  lie  would  find 
nothing  suggestive  even  of  a  prison.  There  are  no  walls  or  guards, 
no  barred  windows,  and  no  armed  officers  upon  the  grounds. 

WHO  ADMITTED. 

The  General  Assembly,  in  1897,  declared  emphatically,  and  in  un- 
mistakable terms,  that  "no  boy  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  convicted 
<>f  felony,  shall  hereafter  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  as  a  punish- 
ment for  such  offense;"  nor  can  any  hoy  under  the  age  of  eighteen  be 
senl  lo  the  penitentiary,  unless  convicted  of  a  crime,  the  punishment 
of  which,  when  committed  by  an  adult,  is  death  or  imprisonment  in 
tin  penitentiary  for  not  less  than  ten  years. 
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The  statute  provides  that  in  all  other  cases  where  a  boy  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  is  convicted  of  a  felony,  he  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Reform  School  for  not  less  than  two  years,  nor  for  a  longer  term 
than  until  he  reaches  his  majority.  A  boy  under  18  years  of  age, 
convicted  of  a  misdemeanor,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be 
committed  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

The  Governor  may  commute  the  punishment  of  any  boy  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age  to  commitment  to  said  school  for  such  time 
as  he  may  think  proper,  not  exceeding  the  time  for  which  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  the  penitentiary. 

The  Probate  Court,  upon  complaint  in  writing-,  by  the  guardian 
or  parent  of  any  boy  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  that  he  is  incorrigible 
and  his  associates  are  bad  and  vicious,  may  commit  such  boy  to  the 
guardianship  of  the  school. 

The  County  Court  may  likewise  commit  to  the  guardianship  of 
the.  school  any  indigent  boy  whose  associations  are  vicious,  and  whose 
surroundings  are  likely  to  lead  him  into  crime. 

"  EXPENSE. 

The  state  provides  the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  pays  the  offi- 
cers' salaries.  Ten  dollars  a  month  is  the  amount  fixed  by  the  statute 
for  the  food,  clothing,  medical  attention,  and  other  things  necessary 
for  the  support  of  a  boy  at  the  school.  This  is  paid  out  of  his 
estate  if  he  has  sufficient  property.  The  parent  must  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  an  incorrigible  sent  upon  his  complaint,  unless  the  County 
Court  orders  otherwise.  The  expenses  in  other  cases  must  be  borne 
by  the  county.  The  state  should  pay  at  least  one-half  of  the  supnort 
of  indigent  boys. 

Many  boys,  who  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  discipline  of 
the  school,  and  who  perhaps  might  be  rescued  from  a  life  of  crime, 
are  not  sent  here  on  account  of  the  expense.  Some  of  the  small 
counties  are  hard  pressed  to  raise  the  revenues  for  necessary  expendi- 
tures, and  cannot  well  afford  to  bear  any  additional  burdens.  Tt 
often  happens,  too,  that  the  boy  who  commits  an  offense  for  which 
he  should  be  sent  to  the  Reform  School  is  not  a  resident  of  the 
county  where  the  wrong  is  done,  and  there  is  always  annoyance  in 
such  cases  about  collecting  the  support.  The  county  of  his  residence 
is  not  liable  and  the  county  where  the  offense  is  committed  has 
no  special  interest  in  him  and  does  not  want  to  be  burdened  with 
his  maintenance.  So  upon  one  pretext  or  another  he  is  turned  loose 
to  prey  upon  society  until  he  finally  becomes  a  confirmed  criminal  and 
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is  lodged  in  the  penitentiary,  after  the  state  has  paid  out  in  criminal 
costs  more  than  his  support  for  several  years  at  the  Reform  School. 
This  is  poor  economy,  to  say  nothing  of  the  probability  of  saving  the 
boy. 

The  state  lias  instituted  this  school  for  a  wise  and  beneficent 
purpose.  It  has  accomplished  a  good  work.  The  state  can  well 
afford  to  pay  at  least  one-half  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  each  indigent  boy,  and  relieve  some  of  the  hard-pressed  coun- 
ties of  the  burdens  upon  them,  and  at  the  same  time  probably  lessen 
the  appropriations  for  criminal  costs,  in  future  years,  at  least. 

RESULTS. 

Two  thousand  boys,  in  round  numbers,  have  been  in  the  school 
since  it  was  established  fourteen  years  ago. 

The  public  generally  hears  of  those  who,  after  leaving  the  school, 
return  to  a  life  of  crime  and  finally  reach  the  penitentiary. 

The  many  who  have  become  good  citizens,  and  are  now  occupy- 
ing honorable  positions  in  society,  are  not  known  as  former  inmates 
of  the  Reform  School. 

The  Superintendent  has  kept  a  record  of  the  work  accomplished, 
and  reports  to  the  board  that  at  least  seventy  per  cent  of  the  entire 
number  have  been  rescued  from  a  criminal  career  and  are  now  mak- 
ing good  citizens.  This  work  should  certainly  commend  itself  to  the 
good  people  of  the  state. 

NAME. 

Tt  may  be  well  in  this  connection  to  say  that  the  nana  "Reform' 
School"  is  objectionable.  There  is  a  prejudice  against  it.  It  is  a 
stigma  Upon  the  good  name  of  a  man  to  say  that  when  he  was  a 
boy  he  was  an  inmate  of  the  Reform  School.  For  this  reason  the 
names  of  the  many  who  have  gone  out  of  the  school  and  are  well  estab- 
lished arc  not  paraded  before  the  public.  Tt  is  suggested  that  the 
name  be  changed  to  the  "Missouri  Training  School  for  Boys." 

PROBATION  SYSTEM. 

Tlx  statute  invests  the  Board  of  Managers  with  power  to  put 
a  boy  upon  probation,  and  this  is  one  of  the  best  features  of  the  school 
discipline,     The  board  exercises  this  discretion  freely. 

TIk  tc  are  now  OUl  (>ii  leave  of  absence,  during  good  behavior  and 
sub j eel  in  be  returned  ii  their  conduct  requires  it,  about  eight  hundred 
boys. 
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It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recall  as  many  as  three  per  cent  of 
those  who  have  been  paroled. 

While  a  deserving  boy  should  be  released  on  probation  at  the 
very  earliest  date  his  conduct  and  his  surroundings  when  he  returns 
home  will  justify,  yet  mere  sentiment  should  not  be  permitted  to  gov- 
ern the  matter. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  even  youthful  offenders  should  be 
made  to  feel  that  it  it  no  trivial  matter  to  commit  a  crime.  This  is 
for  his  good,  as  well  as  for  the  good  of  the  state.  The  first  step  in 
reformation  is  for  the  offender  to  realize  that  he  has  started  in  the 
wrong  direction,  and  if  he  desires  to  regain  the  confidence  of  his 
fellows,  he  must  retrace  his  steps.  A  boy  who  has  contracted  bad 
habits,  formed  evil  associations  and  begun  a  criminal  career,  should 
be  retained  in  the  school  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  break  up 
these  associations  and  acquire  new  habits  of  industry  and  sufficient 
strength  of  character  to  resist  temptation.  This  cannot  be  done  in 
a  day  or  a  week. 

It  is  not  kindness  to  a  boy  to  immediately  parole  him  and  send 
him  back  into  the  same  vicious  surroundings  whence  he  came,  where 
he  will  probably  repeat  the  conduct  of  which  he  was  guilty  before, 
and  likely  commit  greater  offenses. 

The  experience  of  the  officers  of  the  school  shows  that  it  is 
well  to  retain  a  boy  a  reasonable  length  of  time  before  he  is  paroled, 
and  then  to  put  him  upon  probation,  with  the  understanding  that  if 
his  conduct  warrants  it,  he  will  be  permitted  to  remain  at  home, 
otherwise  he  will  be  returned  to  the  school.  This  works  well  in 
practice. 

As  above  stated,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  of  those  paroled  have 
been  returned. 

OFFICERS. 

The  school  was  opened  fourteen  years  ago.  Col.  L.  D.  Drake, 
who  has  devoted  his  life  to  this  work,  was  elected  Superintendent 
and  has  continued  in  that  office  during  all  of  the  subsequent  state 
administrations.  He  selected  officers,  many  of  whom  are  skilled  me- 
chanics, who  have  become  interested  in  the  work,  and  they  have  con- 
tinued, with  few  exceptions,  in  charge  of  their  respective  departments 
since  their  first  employment. 

Faithful  attention  to  duty,  and  a  sincere  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  boys  committed  to  their  charge,  have  been  the  only  necessary 
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passports  to  the  favor  of  the  board.  The  care  used  in  the  selection 
of  the  officers,  and  the  permanency  of  employment  have  been  im- 
portant factors  in  the  school's  success. 

Every  person  employed  is  expected  to  take  an  active  interest  in 
each  boy  under  his  or  her  control;  unless  this  is  done  very  little  good 
can  be  accomplished.  A  boy  will  readily  respond  to  appeals  to  his 
better  nature  from  one  who  has  shown  an  unselfish  interest  in  him. 

The  importance  of  well  trained  officers,  interested  in  their  work, 
and  hopeful  of  good  results  from  their  labors,  is  nowhere  better  dem- 
onstrated than  here. 

The  efficiency  and  success  of  the  school  have  been  largely  due 
to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Superintendent  Drake,  and  to  the  great  in- 
terest that  he  has  at  all  time  taken,  not  merely  in  the  material  in- 
terests of  the  institution,  but  more  especially  in  the  personal  welfare 
of  each  of  the  boys  under  his  guardianship.  In  this  he  has  been 
ably  assisted  by  Assistant  Superintendent  Davis  and  all  of  the  offi- 
cers. The  board  takes  pleasure  in  commending  them  for  their  zeal 
and  disinterested  labor. 


The  institution,  as  recommended  by  the  Superintendent,  will  need 
during  the  next  two  years  the  following  appropriations : 


A  schedule  of  the  state's  property,  with  a  list  of  the  officers  and 
the  salary  paid  to  each,  and  the  moneys  received  and  expended,  will 
appear  in  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
which  are  herewith  submitted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Reform  School  for 
Boys : 

Gentlemen — Another  two  years  have  passed,  and  my  Seventh  Bi- 
ennial Report  as  Superintendent  of  this  institution  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. Your  long  association  as  managers  of  the  school  make  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  present  in  this  report  any  feature  which  is  not 
familiar  to  you.  The  details  arc  so  well  understood  that  it  would 
seem  superfluous  to  call  attention  to  matters  that  have  been  so  often 
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reiterated.  However,  the  movement  of  population  make  it  necessary 
for  me  to  call  attention  to  the  admissions  and  paroles,  thus  showing 
whatever  of  increase  has  been  made  during  the  two  years  just  closing. 
In  my  sixth  report  I  called  to  your  attention  the  necessity  of  more 
liberal  lawrs  relating  to  the  support  of  the  institution,  as  many  coun- 
ties refused  to  commit  boys  to  the  school  owing  to  the  expense  it  en- 
tailed. This  is  a  very  important  question  and  is  deserving  of  vour 
most  careful  consideration,  as  a  few  paltry  dollars  should  not  outweigh 
character  and  the  life  of  the  youth  be  allowed  to  go  unheeded  in  con- 
sequence of  the  expense'  to  be  incurred  by  a  county  committing  such 
boy  to  this  school.  I  think  the  Board  of  Managers  have  a  remedy 
at  hand  in  securing  such  legislation  as  will  make  the  state  and  county 
equally  responsible  for  the  support  of  boys  while  in  the  school.  If 
the  support  were  divided  between  state  and  county  the  amount  paid 
by  each  would  be  five  dollars  per  month,  or  sixty  dollars  per  year.  I 
regard  the  state  as  being  interested  in  the  good  citizenship  of  every 
county,  and  the  county  should  be  equally  proud  of  a  reformed  youth 
who  may  show,  by  his  after  life,  his  appreciation  of  having  had  such 
an  opportunity  to  reform.  I  recommend  strongly  any  measure 
deemed  advisable  by  you,  in  order  to  correct  what  appears  to  be  a 
wrong. 

POPULATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  biennnial  period  there  were  329  boys  in 
the  school.  The  greatest  number  at  any  time  during  the  two  years 
was  378.  The  average  number  being  360  for  the  years  1901  and  1902. 
There  were  377  admissions  and  327  paroles  granted.  Total  number 
of  boys  committed  during  the  fourteen  years,  1,952.  Exhibits  else- 
where in  this  report  show  nativity,  birthplace,  age,  illiteracy,  social 
conditions,  etc. 

PAROLE. 

The  parole  system  has  operated  against  the  increase  of  numbers 
10  tins  institution,  and,  whether  right  or  wrong,  rests  with  the  opinion 
of  the  individual.  My  observations  have  been  that  the  indulgencies 
of  the  parenl  are  simply  transferred  to  the  judge  of  the  court,  who 
shows  his  indulgence  by  granting  a  parole  to  the  youthful  offender, 
not  once  but  a  dozen  times,  until  his  age  will  not  admit  of  his  being 

committed  to  the  Reform  School,  and  then  nothing  remains  for  the 

judge  but  to  send  the  oft -paroled  boy  to  the  penitent iarv.  Such  pro- 
ceedings arc  radically  wrong.    The  parole  should  operate  in   favor  of 
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a  boy  where  indiscriminate  arrests  arc  made  by  over  zealous  officials; 
where  the  boy  may  have  committed  some  infraction  against  an  ordi 
nance  of  a  city,  or  guilty  of  some  petty  misdemeanor,  the  parole  of 
such  an  offender  would  be  a  benefit,  and  as  such  should  obtain.  The 
boy  who  may,  by  careful  supervision,  be  made  to  employ  himself  and 
avoid  bad  association  is  ioo-fold  better  off  at  home  than  the  one 
who  is  committed  to  a  reform  school,  no  matter  what  degree  of  suc- 
cess may  be  attained  by  such  an  institution.  There  is  no  place 
like  home  if  such  a  home  be  a  moderately  correct  one.  This  institu- 
tion has,  and  will  continue  to  train  boys  committed  to  its  care  in 
the  principles  of  right  living  and  doing.  How  well  this  has  been 
accomplished  is  testified  to  by  the  number  of  boys  out  in  the  state 
leading  correct  lives. 

DIETARY  SYSTEM. 

While  we  observe  no  regular  dietary  system,  the  virtue  of  such  a 
system  is  known  as  being  very  beneficial.  We  furnish  a  variety  of 
food  which  is  well  cooked  and  wholesome.  We  use  fruits,  vegetables 
and  meats  each  day,  and  no  boy  is  made  to  go  hungry.  No  boy  is 
denied  his  meal  for  any  infraction  of  rules.  And,  as  we  so.  often 
have  said,  it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  reform  a  hungry  boy.  We 
try  to  find  contentment  by  furnishing  the  very  best  food  within  our 
means. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  very  good  during  this  bien- 
nial period.  Two  deaths  ccurred  during  the  year  1901.  Louis  Har- 
mon died  in  March  of  pneumonia.  Gilbert  Closser  died  in  November 
of  the  same  year  of  spinal  meningitis.  The  former  came  to  the  insti- 
tution in  an  enfeebled  condition,  due  to  long  incarceration,  going  im- 
mediately upon  his  arrival  to  our  hospital.  The  latter  was  sick  only 
a  very  short  time.  The  year  1902  has  been  exceptionally  free  from 
disease;  no  fevers  or  complaints  of  any  kind  of  a  serious  nature.  Con- 
sequently no  deaths  to  record.  We  guard  the  health  of  every  boy 
carefully,  good  warm  clothing  in  winter  with  as  little  exposure  as 
possible,  regular  habits,  plain  but  wholesome  diet,  together  with  per- 
fect sanitary  arrangements,  add  greatly  in  securing  the  above  re- 
sults. 

SCHOOL. 

As  ignorance  is  responsible  for  the  majority  of  all  crime  com- 
mitted our  purpose  is  to  provide  each  boy  who  is  intellectually  cap- 
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able,  with  a  common  school  education.  Only  the  common  branches 
are  taught,  but  each  boy  is  expected  to  prepare  his  lessons  carefully 
and  well.  The  corps  of  teachers  are  competent,  being  teachers  of 
high  standing  and  holding  high  grade  certificates.  No  boy,  if  cap- 
able, is  allowed  to  leave  the  school  who  can  not  both  read  and  write. 
Our  schools  continue  from  six  to  seven  months  and  the  primary  grade 
during  the  whole  year.  Specimens  of  school  work  that  have  been 
placed  on  exhibition  compare  very  favorably  with  similar  work  ex- 
ecuted by  pupils  of  schools  outside. 

TRADES. 

Boys  of  this  institution  who  manifest  a  desire  are  taught  some 
trade  that  will  greatly  benefit  them  in  after  life.  Seventeen  branches 
of  industry  are.  taught  in  a  thorough  manner  by  skilled  and  experi- 
enced superintendents.  No  greater  reformatory  agency  can  be  of- 
fered than  that  of  a  good  trade,  making  the  boy  responsible,  self-re- 
specting, and  inculcating  habits  of  industry,  which,  coupled  with  hon- 
esty and  integrity,  makes  a  character  that  any  institution  may  well  feel 
proud  of.  I  wish  here  to  call  your  attention  to  the  several  trades 
taught : 

Brick  Setting  and  Burning, 

Brick  Laying, 

Carpentry, 

House  Painting  and  Decorating, 
Printing, 

Blacksmithing  and  Wagon  Making, 

Carriage  Painting, 

Si  c  am  Fitting  and  Plumbing, 

Electrical  and  Stationary  Engineering, 

Shoe  making, 

Tailoring, 

Baking, 

Laundering, 

I  \<  >ri  iculture, 

Floriculturej 

Farming  and  Caring  for  Stock. 

Such  diversity  of  occupation  should  attract  many  boys  who  here- 
tofore  have  shown  no  inclination  to  employ  themselves.  We  en- 
courage  our  boys  so  far  as  possible  to  accept  the  farm  as  a  future 
home,  as  the  temptations  to  the  youth  are  far  less  in  the  country  than 
arc  found  in  the  cities. 
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The  trades  departments  have  carried  on  all  work  incident  to  them. 
Clothes  and  shoes  made  to  supply  the  boys ;  the  carpenter  and  black- 
smithing  departments  have  been  engaged  principally  in  repair  work, 
outside  of  the  erection  of  the  commissary  building  and  new  brick- 
yards. 

HOW  EMPLOYED. 

We  have  added  only  one  new  building  to  our  plant  during  the 
two  years.  A  commissary  building  was  made  necessary  to  make 
room  for  the  ice  and  cold  storage  which  was  placed  in  the  bakery 
building.  In  the  erection  of  the  commissary  building  an  opportunity 
was  offorded  our  boy  stone  masons,  brick  masons,  carpenters,  paint- 
ers and  steam  fitters  to  pursue  their  trades,  giving  a  practical  demon- 
stration of  their  ability  to  perform  labor  requiring  skill.  Much  other 
work  of  importance  was  carried  on  to  completion ;  5,000  feet  of  sewer 
pipe  was  laid  to  improve  our  sewerage  system.  A  large  lake  covering 
between  three  and  four  acres,  requiring  the  excavating  of  over  50,- 
000  yards  of  earth,  was  completed  and  is  filred  with  water  to  a  depth 
of  nine  feet,  which  furnishes  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  all  purposes 
other  than  domestic  uses.  This  means  a  saving  of  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars to  the  state. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTIONS. 

Services  of  an  undenominational  character  are  held  in  our  chapel 
each  Sabbath.  The  pastors  of  the  several  churches  of  the  city  of 
Boonville  supply  the  pulpit,  and  each  comes  in  turn.  Their  kindly 
ministrations  are  much  appreciated  as  well  as  being  helpful.  I  take 
this  occasion  to  express  our  esteem  for  the  Boonville  clergy,  thanking 
them  for  their  interest  in  the  moral  welfare  of  this  institution.  Our 
Sabbath  school  service  still  continues  to  attract  much  favorable  com- 
ment. 

HELPFUL  INFLUENCES. 

Aside  from  the  industries  which  furnish  constant  occupation,  our 
military  drill  and  routine  furnishes  both  recreation  and  study.  The 
"setting  up"  exercises  and  accompanying  infantry  maneuvering  stim- 
ulates the  boy  to  strict  obedience,  prompt  action  and  system  which 
are  qualities  to  be  admired  in  any  boy.  Our  military  organization 
is  deserving  of  favorable  mention,  and  we  hope  to  increase  its  use- 
fulness if  possible. 
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Music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  are  influences  that  elevate. 
Our  brass  band  of  thirty  pieces  assists  materially  to  enliven  the  life 
of  the  boy  and  is  enjoyed  as  well  as  appreciated.  Bandmaster  Birch 
has  our  thanks  for  concerts  given  during  the  year.  The  last  but  not 
the  least  of  the  influences  are  the  flowers.  Our  lawns  are  strewn  with 
them,  the  boys  care  for  them  and  their  beauty  certainly  adds  to  the 
surroundings.  Our  boys  can  not  help  but  reflect  upon  the  beauty 
of  the  flowers  and  the  sweet  strains  of  music  as  belonging  to  a  higher 
plane,  and  this  should  inspire  them  to  attain  to  the  better  things  of 
life. 

VISITING  AGENT. 

The  institution  is  very  much  in  need  of  such  an  officer,  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  carefully  supervise  all  boys  out  on  parole,  visit 
the  home,  ascertain  wdiether  or  not  the  home  influences  are  such  as 
to  secure  to  the  boy  the  help  necessary  in  his  struggle  to  place  him- 
self upon  a  secure  footing.  To  remove  the  boy,  if  necessary,  where 
the  environment  is  found  to  be  detrimental  to  his  best  good.  To  find 
employment  for  boys  and  cause  them  to  be  employed,  and  such  em- 
ployment to  be  of  the  proper  character.  Such  oversight  as  could  be 
given  by  an  officer  whose  heart  was  in  his  work  would  add  greatly 
to  the  percentage  of  permanent  reformation.  Our  work  at  the 
school  is  only  half  complete  when  the  boy  leaves,  and  unless  he  can 
go  into  a  good  home  and  be  given  employment  he  is  apt  to  fall  in  with 
old  associates  and  relapse  into  former  practices.  I  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  that  such  a  position  be  provided  for  by  law 
and  added  appropriation  be  given  the  institution  to  carry  out  the  idea 
in  the  fullest  measure  possible.  I  have,  by  observation,  seen  the 
fruits  of  such  labor,  and  have  no  hesitancy  in  rccommending^strongly 
the  addition  of  the  Visiting  Agent  to  out  institution. 

FARM. 

The  farm  consists  of  368  acres  of  uplands,  and,  while  in  an  im- 
poverished condition,  its  yield  has  been  as  great  as  could  be  expected. 
I»y  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  John  Gibson  farm,  con- 
sisting of  275  acres  and  adjoining  the  state's  property,  has  been  rented 
for  the  year  1903,  The  securing  of  this  farm  will  enable  us  to  sow 
the  greater  part  of  onr  own  cultivating  land  in  clover  which  will  very 
BOOfl  enrich  it.  The  year  tqot  was  a  disastrous  one  for  the  institu- 
tion. The  extreme  drouth  added  materially  to  the  expenses  of  the 
year.  The  year  T902  has  been  a  very  productive  one,  and  much  grab 
and  vegetables  were  grown,  the  product  which  appears  in  an  exhibit 
relating  to  farm  products. 
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APPROPRIATIONS  MADE  AND  NOW  EXPENDED, 

An  appropriation  of  $4,000  was  made  for  an  ice  plant,  which  was 
erected  within  the  amount,  and  we  have  a  five-ton  plant  with  suffi- 
cient storage  for  milk,  meats,  fruits,  etc.;  $1,000  was  appropriated  for 
repairs  which  was  expended  in  a  judicious  mancr.  This  amount  is 
inadequate,  however,  as  the  property  of  the  school  amounts  to  about 
$375,000.  We  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  property  in  good  repair 
at  all  times ;  $600  was  appropriated  for  live-stock  and  far  n  i  nple- 
ments.  The  amount  was  used  for  this  purpose;  $250  was  given  to 
increase  our  library,  which  was  done,  and  a  very  carefully  selected 
class  of  books  purchased.  The  library  contains  over  2,000  volumes, 
which  are  read  with  great  relish  by  our  boys. 

NEEDS  FOR  1903  AND  1904. 

The  steam  plant,  which  has  been  very  unsatisfactory  from  the  be- 
ginning, is  now  so  old  and  out  of  repair  as  to  necessitate  its  recon- 
struction. Thousands  of  feet  of  pipe  are  buried  under  the  ground 
without  covering,  and  is  so  thoifoughry  corroded  as  to  require  con- 
stant repair.  I  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  construc- 
tion of  tunnels  or  sub-ways  for  all  pipes,  steam,  water,  electric  light, 
gas,  and  any  other  that  may  in  the  future  be  required  to  be  placed 
in  these  sub-ways  to  avoid,,  so  far  as  possible,  the  necessity  in  future 
for  repairs.  This,  together  with  new  boilers  of  sufficient  capacity 
for  the  future  demands  of  the  school,  will  place  our  steam  plant 
upon  a  consistent  and  eeconomic  basis.  As  we  have  a  side  track 
from  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway,  a  power-house  should  be  erected 
by  the  track,  that  cars  of  coal  may  be  unloaded  into  a  receptacle  for 
coal  without  hauling.  A  boiler  house,  four  boilers  of  a  150-horse 
power  each,  steam  pipe  fittings,  together  with  tunnels,  can  be  built  for 
$18,000.  Our  present  steam  plant  hazards  the  administration  build- 
ing as  the  same  is  attached  and  is  more  or  less  a  menace. 

A  school  building  is  also  a  necessity.  Our  school  rooms  are  the 
living  rooms  of  the  boys,  and  being  constantly  in  use,  is  done  in 
defiance  to  laws  and  rules  of  hygiene,  making  the  building  a  necessity. 
A  six-room  building  can  be  erected  for  $9,000. 

A  cottage  for  fifty  boys  is  also  a  necessity,  as  the  cottage  system 
enables  us  to  classify  our  boys  more  carefully,  and  the  best  results 
cannot  be  attained  except  through  this  means  of  segregation ;  $6,000 
should  be  asked  for  to  build  a  cottage. 
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The  laundry  machinery  has  seen  thirteen  years  of  service  and 
is  worn  out  and  must  be  replaced ;  $2,000  is  the  sum  required.  The 
same  conditions  prevail  at  the  brick  yards.  We  have  a  worn-out 
brick  machine  and  engine  which  of  necessity  must  be  replaced  by  new 
machinery;  $1,000  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  machine  and  engine. 
I  recommend  an  increase  of  $3,000  for  officers'  salaries,  as  three  em- 
ployes will  of  necessity  have  to  be  added  if  the  work  anticipated  is 
carried  on.  Prices  of  material  of  all  kinds  have  and  are  advancing  so 
that  the  cost  of  construction,  as  compared  with  four  or  six  years  ago, 
has  increased  more  than  fifty  per  cent.  This  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  the  amounts  askdd  for  are  examined.  I  wish  to 
say  the  institution  continues  to  enjoy  an  enviable  reputation.  The 
work  of  reformation  goes  steadily  on.  Missouri's  money  is  being 
invested  in  Missouri's  boys  who  have  and  will  continue  to  bring  good 
returns  upon  the  investment.

Asking  for  the  continued  blessing  of  a 
kind  Providence,  who  watches  and  cares  for  all,  may  we  go  forward 
in  the  hope  that  the  youth  committed  to  our  care  may,  by  their  up- 
rightness of  after  life,  reflect  the  labors  of  today.

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In  a  large  number  of  the  counties,  the  records  of  the  township  school 
lands  are  not  incomplete,  but  in  a  state  of  confusion,  owing,  in  many 
instances,  to  failure  of  former  sheriffs  to  make  proper  reports  of  sales 
to  the  county  court,  and  often  when  reports  have  been  made,  the  county 
court  has  inadvertently  omitted  to  order  said  sales  to  be  certified  as  re- 
quired by  law.  These  facts  are  shown  by  the  frequent  applications  to 
this  office  for  abstracts  of  reports  of  land  sales,  to  whom  sold  as  well  as 
abstract  of  lands  which  have  been  carried  into  patent,  which  have  not 
been  reported  to  this  office.  In  every  case  where  a  certificate  of  payment 
is  received,  upon  which  a  patent  is  requested  for  the  land  described 
therein,  the  records  of  the  school  lands  have  to  be  gone  over  carefully 
in  order  to  be  sure  that  the  report  of  sale  has  been  certified  as  required 
by  law.  No  person  unacquainted  with  these  facts  can  form  a  correct 
idea  as  to  the  time  consumed  in  these  investigations.  Yet  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  be  done  to  prevent  the  issue  of  patents  upon  imper- 
fect and  erroneous  reports. 

There  are  thousands  of  acres  of  township  school  land  reported  to 
this  office  as  having  been  sold  twenty-five  and  thirty  years  ago,  and 
often  longer,  for  which  patents  have  never  been  issued.  No  doubt  these 
lands  have  long  since  been  paid  for,  but  the  fact  of  not  having  been  car- 
ried into  patent  is  not  discovered  until  a  sale  is  made  or  a  loan  wanted, 
when  an  abstract  of  the  land  develops  this  condition,  then  this  office  is 
called  upon  for  information  how  to  proceed  to  perfect  the  title.

SWAMP-LAND  INDEMNITY  CLAIMS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1855,  and 
March  3,  1857,  the  State  is  entitled  to  indemnity  for  all  swamp  and  over- 
flowed lands  within  its  limits,  which  have  been  selected  and  reported  to 
the  General  Land  Office,  but  sold  by  the  United  States  before  approval 
and  prior  to  the  above  dates,  and  subsequent  to  the  approval  of  the  act 
of  Congress  of  September  28,  1850,  called  the  Swamp  Grant. 

The  following  table  is  an  exhibit  of  land  indemnity  patented  to  the 
several  counties  in  lieu  of  swamp  land  disposed  of  by  the  United  States 
for  cash,  or  by  Military  Bounty  Land  warrants  for  the  years  1901  and

The  writing  in  many  of 
the  patents  from  the  United  States  can  hardly  be  read  now. 
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ARCHIVES  OF  THE  RECORDER  OF  LAND  TITLES. 
These  embrace  all  record  maps,  plats,  field  notes,  books,  and  papers. 
FIELD  NOTES. 

This  includes  all  the  original  field  notes  of  surveys  and  plats  of  every 
congressional  township  in  the  State.  There  are  six  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  volumes  of  field  notes  and  forty-nine  volumes  of  township  plats. 

The  field  notes  in  a  large  number  of  volumes,  having  been  written 
with  an  inferior  ink,  are  fast  becoming  illegible.  For  the  preservation 
of  these  invaluable  records,  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
imperfect  volumes  should  be  copied  before  the  writing  entirely  fades  out. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  records  in  the  State  of  more  importance  or  of 
greater  value.  Fire  proof  vaults  should  by  all  means  be  provided  for 
their  preservation,  for  being  original  records,  they  could  never  be  re- 
placed if  destroyed.

In  the  event  said  second  party  shall  fail  to  pay  the  check  or  checks  of 
said  Treasurer,  except  for  the  reason  last  above  stated,  then  the  Treasurer  shall  be  author- 
ized to  forthwith  convert  such  bonds  into  money,  or  so  many  of  them  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  deposits  made  by  said  Treasurer  witli  said  second  party,  and 
disburse  the  same  according  to  law. 

Section  6.  Said  second  party  agrees  to  render  to  said  first  party,  Treasurer,  as  afore- 
said, at  the  end  of  each  month,  a  statement  in  duplicate,  and  to  the  Governor  a  triplicate 
statement,  showing  the  daily  balances  on  amount  of  State  funds  held  by  it  during  the  month, 
and  the  amount  of  accrued  interest  thereon,  which  said  interest  shall  be^paid  and  credited 

to  the  State  monthly,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month.    Said  second  party  agrees  to  pay  

twentieths  of  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governor,  Attorney- 
General  and  Treasurer  in  inspecting  and  seeing  that  the  bonds  given  as  security  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  the  funds  deposited  with  all  of  the  State  depositories  are  actually  in  the  vaults  of 
the  bank,  trust  or  safe  deposit  company  selected  for  their  safe-keeping. 

Section  7.  Said  second  party  may,  at  any  time,  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
said  first  party,  and  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General,  be  permitted  to  withdraw 
from  said  Treasurer  or  trustees  or  bond  depository,  any  bonds  deposited  by  it  under 
this  contract:  Provided,  that  it  shall,  at  the  time  of  withdrawing  said  bonds,  replace 
the  same  by  depositing  such  other  bonds  as  are  hereinbefore  named,  equal  in  value 
to  those  withdrawn,  which  said  bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Attorney- 
General. 

Section  8.  This  contract  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  February,  1901,  and 
until  another  depository  is  selected  for  State  funds:  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
first  party  reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  same  at  any  time,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor  and  Attorney-General,    on  giving    thirty    davs'  written    notice  to  said 

second  party,  the  ,  of  his  intention  to  do  so;  and  the  said  party  of  the  second 

part  reserves  the  right  to  terminate  this  contract  at  any  time  on  giving  the  said  first  party 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  its  intention  to  do  so.

APPROPRIATION  BY  CONGRESS. 

FOR  THE  MORE  COMPLETE  ENDOWMENT  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  COLLEGES  FOR 
THE  BENEFIT  OF  AGRICULTURAL  AND  MECHANIC  ARTS. 

In  1S90  the  following  law  was  enacted  by  the  United  States  Congress,  approved  August 
30,  1890,  to-wit: 

AN  ACT  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  complete  endow- 
ment and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts 
established  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2nd,  1862. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Conqress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  arising  from  the  sales  of  public  lands,  to 
be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory,  for  the  more  complete  endow- 
ment and,  maintenance  of  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  now 
established  or  which  may  be  hereafter  established,  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved July  2nd,  1862,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  ending  June30th,  1890,  and 
an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter  for  ten  years  by  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding  year;  and  the  annual  amount  to  be  paid 
thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  be  applied 
only  to  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the  English  language  and  the  various 
branches  of  mathematical,  physical,  natural  and  economic  science,  with  special  reference 
to  their  applications  in  the  industries  of  life,  and  to  the  facilities  for  such  instruction. 
Provided,  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  under  this  act  to  any  State  or  Territory 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  college  where  a  distinction  of  race  or  color  is 
made  in  the  admission  of  students,  but  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such 
colleges  separately  for  white  and  colored  students  shall  be  held  to  be  a  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  the  funds  received  in  such  State  or  Territory  be 
equitably  divided  as  hereinafter  set  forth:  Provided,  that  in  any  State  in  which  there 
has  been  one  college  established  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  July  2nd,  1862,  and  also  in 
which  an  educational  institution  of  like  character  has  been  established,  or  may  here- 
after be  established,  and  is  now  aided  by  such  State  from  its  own  revenue,  for  the 
education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  however  named 
or  styled,  or  whether  or  not  it  has  received  money  heretofore  under  the  act  to  which 
this  act  is  an  amendment,  the  Legislature  of  such  State  may  propose  and  report  to 
tin  Secretary  of  tin-  Interior  a  just  and  eijuitablo  division  of  the  fund  to  be  received 
under  this  act  between  one  college  for  white  students  and  one  institution  for  colored 
students,  established  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts  and  paid 
accordingly,  and  tberettpon  such  Institution  for  colored  students  shall  be  entitled  to 
benefits  of  this  act  and  subject  to  Its  provisions,  as  much  as  it  would  have  been 
If  it,  had  been  Included  under  tin;  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
fulfillment  of  t  be  foregoing  provisions  shall  he  taken  as  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  in 
reference  to  separate  colleges  for  wldte  and  colored  students. 

Sec.  •>.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  the  further 
endowment  and  support  of  colleges  shall  he  annually  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 

July  of  each  year  4  by  the  Secretary  ot  the  Treaeury,  upon  the  warrantor  t  he  secretary  of  the 

I  nterior,  out  of  t  he  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  t  he  state  or  territorial  treasurer,  or  to 
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such  officer  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  laws  of  such  State  or  Territory  to  receive  the  same, 
who  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  trustees  of  the  college,  or  the  institution  for  colored  stu- 
dents, immediately  pay  over  said  sums  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  respective  colleges  or  other 
institutions  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  and  such  Treasurers  shall  be  required  to  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September  of  each  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  so  received  and  of  its  disburse- 
ments. The  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by  this  act  are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  assent 
of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said  grants;  Provided,  that  payments  of 
such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due  to  any  State  before 
the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  the  legislature  meeting  next  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  Governor  thereof,  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3  .  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated  officer  of 
the  State  or  Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  endowment,  support  and 
maintenance  of  colleges,  or  institutions  for  colored  students,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
shall  by  aoy  action  or  contingency  be  diminished  or  lost,  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall 
be  replaced  by  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no 
subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territory;  and 
no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation  or  repair  of  any  building  or  build- 
ings. An  annual  report  by  the  President  of  each  of  said  colleges  shall  be  made  to  the 
Secretary^ of  Agriculture,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  regarding  the 
condition  and  progress  of  each  college,  including  statistical  information  in  relation 
to  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  its  library,  the  number  of  its  students  and  professors, 
and  also  as  to  any  improvements  and  experiments  made  under  the  direction  of  any 
experiment  stations  attached  to  said  colleges,  with  their  costs  and  results,  and  such 
other  industrial  and  economical  statistics  as  may  be  regarded  as  useful;  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free  to  all  other  colleges  further  endowed  under 
this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as 
to  each  State  and  Territory,  whether  it  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appro- 
priation for  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for  colored  students,  under  this  act,  and  the  amount 
which  thereupon  each  is  entitled,  respectively,  to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any  State  or  Territory  of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and 
reasons  therefor  shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept 
separate  in  the  Treasury  until  the  close  of  the  next  Congress,  in  order  that  the  State  or  Ter- 
ritory may,  if  it  should  so  desire,  appeal  to  Congress  from  the  determination  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.  If  the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be  covered 
into  the  Treasury.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  charged  with  the  proper 
administration  of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  annually  report  to  Congress  the  dis- 
bursements which  have  been  made  in  all  the  States  and  Territories,  and  also  whether  the 
appropriation  of  any  State  or  Territory  lias  been  withheld,  and  if  so,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  ti.  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend  or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Approved  August  30,  1S90. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Missouri,  approved  March  13,  1891, 
the  State  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  the  money  granted  to  this  State  under  the  foregoing  act 
of  Congress,  and  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  State  University  and  Agri- 
cultural College  and  the  Lincoln  Institute,  according  to  the  enumeration 
of  white  and  colored  children  of  school  age  in  the  State,  as  furnished 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  This  act  was  amended  in  1800. 
and  section  10,533,  under  which  the  distribution  for  1900  was  made,  pro- 
vides for  the  distribution  of  the  annual  appropriation,  as  follows :  One- 
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sixteenth  (1-16)  thereof  to  the  benefit  of  the  Lincoln  Institute,  and  one- 
fourth  (1-4)  of  the  remainder  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  of  Mines  at 
Rolla,  and  the  remainder  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  University  for  the 

benefit  of  the  Agricultural  College.

BEER  INSPECTION. 

I  found,  on  taking-  charge  of  the  Treasurer's  office,  that  the  Beer  In- 
spection Law  was  ineffective,  and  on  account  of  litigation  or  other  reasons, 
was  not  enforced.    The  41st  General  Assembly  passed  an  act,  entitled: 

"Inspection,  Beer — Compromise — Fees,"  authorizing  the  Governor  to 
compromise  and  settle  all  demands  for  inspection  fees  by  the  State  arising 
prior  to  March  19,  1901,  under  the  act,  approved  May  4,  1899. 

In  pursuance  of  this  act  there  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on 
April  16,  1901,  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  by  Missouri  brewers.  From  foreign  brewers  there  was  paid 
into  the  Treasury  ten  thousand  ninety-one  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents.

Section  7689,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  1899,  provides  that  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  lurnish  suitable  labels  and  certificates  for  the  use  of 
the  Beer  Inspector.  In  accordance  with  this  law,  I  contracted  with  George 
D.  Barnard  &  Company  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  make  the  labels  and  certifi- 
cates, and  also  appointed  Geo.  D.  Barnard  my  agent  to  deliver  them  to  the 
Inspector,  taking  his  receipt  for  each  delivery  and  sending  duplicate  re- 
ceipts to  this  office.  Mr.  Barnard  has  acted  as  my  agent  without  pay,  thus 
saving  the  cost  of  an  additional  clerkship  to  the  State. 

The  Legislature  appropriated  $10,000  to  the  use  of  the  Treasurer  for 
purchase  of  labels  and  certificates  and  carrying  this  law  into  effect.  Of 
this  amount,  $4,927.90  has  been  expended  during  this  biennial  period.

SPECIAL  LICENSE  COMMISSIONER. 

The  Forty-first  General  Assembly  passed  an  act,  entitled : 

"Revenue:  Taxation  of  Distilled  Liquors,"  creating  the  office  of 
Special  License  Commissioner.

There  is  still  in  my  hands  as  Treasurer,  $1,981.75  collected  under  the 
"University  Endowment"  tax  law.  This  law  has  been  declared  unconsti- 
tutional by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  hence  this  balance  cannot  be 
used.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  your  honorable  body  pass  an 
act  placing  this  amount  in  the  State  Revenue  Fund. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  you  repeal  section  10529,  Revised 
Statutes,  1899,  as  it  is  m  direct  conflict  with  section  7404,  chapter  104. 

There  still  remains  in  my  hands  $158.50,  balance  of  Colored  Institute 
Fund,  derived  from  fees  collected  in  the  different  counties  where  the 
institutes  were  held.  The  law  has  been  changed  and  the  fund  abolished, 
which  leaves  this  amount  unavailable.  I  recommend  that  you  pass  an  act 
placing  this  in  the  State  Revenue  Fund. 

All  demands  upon  the  Treasury  have  been  promptly  met.  One  million 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  State  bonds  have  been  called,  redeemed 
and  canceled,  leaving  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  dollars  of 
State  bonds  outstanding,  which  will  be  called  and  paid  in  the  near  future. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  due  to  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes  by  the 
people,  and  to  the  strict  compliance  of  collectors  with  the  law. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  this,  my  first  biennial 
report,  showing,  as  it  does,  a  splendid,  strong  condition  of  the  Treasury, 
of  which  all  Missourians  can  feel  justly  proud. 

In  conclusion,  1  wish  to  thank  the  Governor  for  his  wise  counsel  and 
Ins  constant  and  untiring  interest,  also  the  State  Auditor,  Attorney-(  len- 
eral  and  Secretary  of  State  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  generous  co- 
operation. 

To  my  assistants,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  lor  their 
strict,  conscientious  and  efficient  attention  t<>  the  duties  of  the  office;  and 

to  all  the  people  of  this  great  Stale  for  their  confidence,  respect  and  esteem  ; 
and  I  trust,  by  faithful  discharge  of  duly,  to  merit  their  approval.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri : 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Missouri 
State  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  beginning  with  May  4th  and  ending 
December  31st,  1901,  in  accordance  with  chapter  3,  article  I,  section 
7528  (Revised  Statutes  of  1899). 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  make  an  annual 
report,  through  its'  Secretary  or  otherwise,  in  writing  to  the  Governor  of 
this  State,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January  of  each  year,  and  such  report 
shall  include  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  such  informa- 
tion concerning  vital  and  mortuary  statistics,  such  knowledge  respecting 
diseases,  and  such  instructions  on  the  subject  of  hygiene,  as  may  be 
thought  useful  by  the  Board  for  dissemination  among  the  people,  with 
:uch  suggestions  as  to  legislative  action  as  it  may  deem  necessary." 

The  present  State  Board  of  Health  was  organized  May  4th,  1901. 
The  law  contemplates  that  its  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  covers 
the  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January.  The  period  of  time 
intervening  between  January  1st  and  May  4th,  1901,  is  necessarily  omitted 
from  this  report,  for  the  reason  that  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
former  State  Board  of  Health,  claimed  that  the  Governor  had  no  au- 
thority to  assemble  the  Board,  and  that  the  officers  of  this  Board  are, 
therefore,  illegally  elected,  and  for  these  reasons  declined  to  turn  over 
to  the  officers  of  the  present  Board  the  books  upon  which  the  report 
can  be  made,  or  to  allow  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Board  to  audit 
the  Secretary's  books,  and  decline  to  make  any  statement  with  regard  to 
receipts  and  disbursements.  A  part  of  the  books  containing  other  records 
have  been  turned  over  to  the  officers  of  the  present  Board,  but  nothing 
containing  the  dates,  accounts  and  transactions  that  would  enable  the 
present  Board  to  report  on  this  particular  period  of  time  is  at  hand. 
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LEGISLATION  RECOMMENDED  AND  AMENDMENTS  SUG- 
GESTED. 

Your  Board  of  Health  feel  that  they  arc  on  trial ;  both  before  the 
physicians  and  the  laymen  :  that  their  acts  are  being  scrutinized  by  the 
public:  that  a  new  and  only  partially  tried  law  has  to  be  administered. 

The  physicians  of  the  State,  through  the  legislation,  have  taken  a 
most  advanced  step ;  that  it  was  taken  in  good  faith  to  protect  the  in- 
nocent from  incompetent  practitioners,  it  being  the  highest  prerogative 
of  a  good  government  to  protect  human  life ;  to  prolong  life  and  make  it 
more  comfortable.  YYc  are  only  too  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  phy- 
sicians of  all  schools  of  medicine  seem  to  repose  confidence  in  your  Board 
and  to  uphold  them  in  their  administration. 

Notwithstanding  a  prolonged  drouth  in  this  .State,  it  has  been  the 
healthiest  of  any  year  during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  the  epidemic  of 
small  pox  being  about  the  only  disease  of  note,  and  hut  few  lives  lost. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Board  that  tuberculosis  should  be  included 
under  the  head  of  "contagious  and  infectious  diseases,"  many  more  lives 
being  lost  by  consumption  than  by  smallpox.  Antitoxines  are  efficient 
and  powerful  remedies  and  are  exceedingly  liable,  not  only  to  deteriora- 
tion, but  to  adulteration. 

The  recent  outbreak  of  tetanus  in  our  city,  St.  Louis,  is  only  one  more 
argument  for  your  Board  having  the  power  to  inspect  every  form  of  anti- 
toxines offered  for  use  in  this  State.  This  necessitates  a  well  equipped 
laboratory  and  a  pathologist  to  whom  a  sample  of  every  drawing  of 
antitoxines  must  be  submitted  and  tested  and  marked  before  being  of- 
fered for  sale.  All  firms  refusing  to  comply  should  be  prohibited  from 
selling  the  article  in  this  State.  This  is  correct  in  theory  and  highly 
practical. 

Your  Board  is  looking  forward  to  an  early  day  when  a  laboratory 
and  phathologist  will  he  placed  at  the  disposal  of  all  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  tliis  State.  I  might  say,  parenthetically,  that  by  next  June 
Oltr  own  earnings  will  enable  your  Board  to  establish  a  well  equipped 
pathologist.  The  law  establishing  local  Boards  of  Health  in  every  county 
in  this  State,  is  also  correct  in  theory  and  practice. 

The  present  law  should  be  changed.    Two  physicians  should  be  on 

the  Board,  and  only  the  presiding  judge  of  tile  county  Court.  These 

physicians  should  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Lnifor- 
mity  could  !><•  secured.  The  power  of  the  local  Boards  should  be  iii- 
crva  ed.    The  Hoards  of  Health  should  look  after,  not  only  smallpox, 
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but  also  the  more  common  diseases  that  carry  off  far  greater  numbers, 
such  as  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria;  in  fact,  all  diseases  due  to 
bacterial  type. 

School  hygiene  should  he  made  a  special  duty  of  this  Board.  Many 
a  bright  boy  and  girl  could  be  saved  to*  this  State  by  proper  regulations 
and  oversight  of  a  local  Board  of  Health.  It  is  the  only  way  we  can  get 
reliable  information  as  to  the  spread  of  disease,  thus  reliable  statistics 
may  be  gathered  and  disseminated.  In  our  next  report  to  vom  Board 
we  will  formulate  the  changes  deemed  necessary,  so  vou  can  easily  make 
proper  suggestions  to  the  next  Legislature.  There  is  no  end  to  the  good 
that  these  local  Boards  can  accomplish. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

This  subject  comprises  the  consideration  of  the  sanitary  principles 
with  reference  to  the  location,  construction,  and  furniture,  of  school 
buildings,  with  time  devoted  to  study  at  different  ages,  the  diseases  com- 
mon to  school  life,  the  causes  of  these  diseases  and  the  means  to  pre- 
vent them. 

The  most  important  consideration  is  the  selection  of  a  site.  If 
only  a  damp  soil  is  available,  it  should  be  well  drained,  and  no  school 
house  should  be  placed  near  a  marsh.  The  building  should  not  be  over 
two  stories  in  height.  The  stairways  and  halls  should  be  broad,  straight, 
well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The  railings  and  banisters  of  stairs  should 
be  strong,  and  all  doors  made  to  open  outward  to  facilitate  egress  in  case 
of  accident  or  panic. 

Where  possible  there  should  be  rooms  provided  for  exercise  or  play, 
and  a  well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  warm  room,  for  outside  apparel, 
such  as  cloaks,  overcoats,  hats,  umbrellas  and  overshoes. 

All  floors  should  be  made  of  the  best  material  and  made  impervious 
by  occasional  applications  of  parafin.  The  inside  walls  should  be  tinted 
gray,  the  ceilings  white:  this  should  be  done  with  lime  and  not  with 
paint.  '  < 

In  the  construction  of  the  building,  especial  care  should  be  taken 
with  reference  to  heating  and  ventilation.  Natural  ventilation  is  better 
than  complicated  artificial  systems. 

For  tile  accommodation  of  from  forty  to  fifty  pupils,  a  study-room 
should  be  about  30x40x12  feet.  This  would  give  ample  air  space  for 
each  pupil,  and  allow  easy  supervision  of  teacher.  If  a  room  is  lighted 
from  only  side,  it  is  best  from  the  north,  and  pupils  should  be  seated 
so  that  the  light  will  come  from  the  left  side.  The  windows  at  the 
bottom  should  not  be  nearer  the  floor  than  three  feet,  and  should  ex- 
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tend  almost  entirely  to  the  ceiling,  without  overhanging  arches  or  orna- 
ments to  exclude  the  light.  The  area  of  window  space  should  be  at 
least  one  fifth  the  area  of  the  floor. 

Water-closets  should  not  be  placed  in  the  basement,  particularly  if 
the  building  is  heated  from  that  quarter,  neither  should  they  be  placed 
at  a  great  distance  or  in  a  situation  exposed,  as  is  too  common  with 
country  and  village  schools.  Girls  especially  will  neglect  the  calls  of 
nature  and  thus  cause  many  disorders. 

The  height  of  seat  should  be  regulated  by  the  height  of  pupil  and 
not  by  age  or  class.  No  pupil's  feet  should  be  allowed  above  the  floor. 
The  blackboard  should  not  be  placed  beyond  thirty-three  feet  from  the 
pupils,  and  its  surface  should  be  black  without  luster. 

A  young  child's  exercises  or  studies  should  be  frequently  changed, 
they  should  not  be  kept  long  on  any  one  subject  or  in  the  same  posi- 
t  on.  Seven  years  is  about  the  proper  age  for  a  child  to  enter  school,  and 
at  this  age  three  hours  is  long  enough  to  be  kept  at  study.  At  the  age  of 
nine  to  tzvelve  the  study  hour  should  be  about  four;  at  twelve  to  sixteen 
five  to  six  hours,  and  six  hours  a  day  is  long  enough  for  study  at  any  age, 
for  physical  impairment  may  result  from  too  long  application.  One 
hour  or  more  should  be  allowed  for  noon  day  meal.  Physical  exercise, 
best  in  the  open  air,  should  be  a  part  of  the  daily  routine.  Girl  pupils 
especially  should  be  encouraged  in  romping,  laughing  and  singing. 

The  most  frequent  diseases  incident  to  school  life  are  myopia,  spinal 
deformities,  nervous  and  digestive  disorders,  pulmonary  phthisis  and  the 
contagious  diseases.  The  principle  cause  of  short-sightedness,  aside 
from  heredity,  is  badly  arranged  and  insufficient  light,  and  improperly 
constructed  desks,  compelling  the  child  to  lean  forward  in  reading  and 
writing.  Small  type  and  poor  paper  are  also  responsible  for  much  in- 
jury. Xn  type  smaller  than  long  primer  should  be  allowed  in  text- 
books. Nuts,  candies,  pies,  fruit-cake,  and  worst  of  all,  pickles,  are 
fruitful  sources  of  deranged  digestion  in  children.  The  neglect  to  an- 
swer nature's  demands,  especially  with  girls,  frequently  causes  digestive 
and  nervous  disorders. 

Pulmonary  consumption  is  often  developed  in  school  life.  A  ne- 
glected cough,  bad  ventilation,  over  heating  and  old  draughts  and  pol- 
luted air  may  be  the  starting  point  of  this  fatal  disease. 

Great  can-  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  dissemination  of  conta- 
gious diseases  in  the  school.  No  child  should  be  admitted  to  the  school 
room  who  is  not  proof  against  small  pox  by  vaccination  or  who  has  not 
had  the  disease.  In  case  of  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  every  pupil  and 
teacher  Bhould  be  vaccinated.    The  fatal  disease  of  diphtheria  is  fre- 
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quently  spread  through  the  agency  of  the  schools,  and  the  greatest  care 
should  be  exercised  by  teachers,  directors  and  those  having  the  manage- 
ment of  schools. 

Children  should  not  be  allowed  to  attend  school  for  at  least  four 
weeks  after  being  in  a  home  with  a  contagious  disease,  such  as  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc.,  and  no  child  should  be  admitted 
to  school  after  having  had  a  contagious  disease  until  restoration  to  health 
is  complete.  If  a  case  of  contagious  diseases  should  accidently  appear  in 
school,  all  the  pupils  should  he  dismissed  at  once  for  the  deny,  and  the 
school  room  he  thoroughly  disinfected  by  scrubbing  and  spraying  the 
walls  with  an  approved  disinfectant. 

All  school  teachers  should  be  required  to  stand  an  examination  on 
the  principles  of  school  hygiene,  and  all  school  boards  should  insist  on 
this  requirement. 

SMALLPOX. 

The  prevalence  of  smallpox  the  last  few  years  has  caused  a  great 
deal  of  anxiety  to  the  health  officers  throughout  the  State.  This  year, 
reports  from  the  various  county  board  physicians  show  that  the  disease 
is  less  prevalent  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  two  or  three  years,  owing 
to  the  prompt,  active  efforts  of  our  county  health  offices.  The  majority 
of  the  counties  in  the  State  have  had  the  visitations  of  smallpox  as  per 
reports  given  by  the  counties. 

There  is  but  one  plan  to  manage  and  treat  smallpox,  and  that  is  by 
isolation,  vaccination  and  fumigation.  If,  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox,  the  patient  is  promptly  isolated  and  all  parties  exposed  to 
the  patient  be  promptly  vaccinated  and  their  clothing  fumigated,  and  the 
persons  exposed  placed  under  surveillance  •until  they  have  evidence  of 
successful  vaccination.  If  these  precautions  arc  carefully  carried  out 
it  would  prevent  the  further  spread  of  the  disease,  almost  in  every  in- 
s  lance. 

Xow,  with  regard  to  vaccination,  of  course  there  are  yet  those  who 
seriously  object  to  vaccination,  and  as  there  have  been  some  evil  con- 
sequences resulting  therefrom,  we  wish  to  say  that  these  mixed  infec- 
tions can  and  should  be  avoided.  The  principal  danger  arising*  from 
vaccination  is  not  in  the  vaccine  virus,  but  in  the  manner  of  vaccination. 
Any  physician  that  will  carelessly  vaccinate  a  patient  without  thoroughly 
cleaning  the  area  selected  for  the  operation  should  be  prosecuted. 

The  following  operation,  although  fairly  well  understood,  may  be 
briefly  described  as  follows :  The  left  arm,  about  the  middle  third  is 
the  usual  point  selected,  the  skin  rendered  aseptic  by  means  of  soap 
and  water,  alcohol  or  ether,  after  which  the  needle  or  vaccination  spear 
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should  be  thoroughly  sterilized,  and  the  part  properly  scarified,  then 
the  virus  is  applied  or  rubbed.  The  same  needle  or  instrument  should 
not  be  used  for  scarifying  until  thoroughly  sterilized  for  each  case.  If 
the  vaccination  is  successful  there  will  appear  in  the  course  of  four  to 
six  days  small  papules  ;  in  seven  or  eight  days,  the  papule  forms  in  a 
crust  and  in  due  time  the  crust  drops  off,  leaving  the  characteristic 
scar.  There  should  be  great  care  to  prevent  irritation  and  avoid  break- 
ing the  seal,  thereby  preventing  the  wound  from  becoming  infected. 
The  use  of  the  vaccine  shield,  provided  by  the  dealers,  is  best  for  this 
purpose.    Adhesive  plasters  are  not  suitable  for  this  purpose. 

With  regard  to  the  plan  of  disinfecting  the  rooms  and  apartments 
after  the  smallpox  patients  have  recovered,  the  essential  part  of  de- 
stroying the  germ  is  not  strictly  carried  out  as  it  should  be.  We  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  proper  use  of  formaldehyde  gas  is  the  best  germ 
destroyer. 

Now,  that  we  receive  frequent  inquiries  with  regard  to  whether  or 
not  the  railways  will  transport  those  dead  from  smallpox,  I  will  here 
insert  the  rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  conference  of  State 
and  Provincial  boards  of  health  at  the  meeting  at  Niagara  Falls,  Septem- 
ber 13,  1901,  as  follows: 

Rules  for  the  'Transportation  of  the  Dead,  Adopted  at  the  Nashville 
Meeting  August  t8,  1897,  an<3'  Amended  at  the  Meeting  at  Niagara 
Falls,  September  13,  1901. 

RULE  1.  The  transportation  of  bodies  dead  of  smallpox,  Asiatic 
cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus  fever  or  bubonic  plague,  is  absolutely  for- 
bidden. 

RULE  2.  The  bodies  of  those  who  have  died  of  diphtheria  (mem- 
braneous croup),  scarlet  fever  (scarlatina,  scarlet  rash),  glanders,  an- 
thrax, or  leprosy,  shall  not  be  accepted  for  transportation  unless  pre- 
pared for  shipment  by  being  thoroughly  disinfected  by  (a)  arterial  and 
cavity  injection  with  an  approved  disinfectant  fluid;  (b)  disinfecting  and 
stopping  of  all  orifices  with  absorbent  cotton,  and  (c)  washing  the  body 
with  tin-  disinfectant,  all  of  which  must  be  done  by  an  embalmer  holding 
a  certificate  as  such,  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  After  be- 
ing disinfected  as  above,  such  body  shall  be  enveloped  in  a  layer  of 
cotton  not  less  than  one  inch  thick,  completely  wrapped  in  a  sheet  and 
bandaged  and  encased  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper  or  lead-lined 
coffin,  or  iron  casket,  all  joints  and  seams  hermetically  sealed,  and  all 
enclosed  in  a  Strong  tight  wooden  box.    Or  the  body  being  prepared 

for  shipmenl  by  disinfecting  and  wrapping  as  above,  may  be  placed 
in  a  Strong  coffin  or  casket,  an<1  said  coffin  or  casket  encased  in  an 
air-tighl  zinc,  copper  or  tin  case,  all  joints  and  seam-  hermetically  sealed 

.Mid  all  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box. 
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RULE  3.  The  bodies  of  those  dead  of  typhoid  fever,  puerperal 
fever,  erysipelas,  tuberculosis  and  measles,  or  other  dangerous  com- 
municable diseases  other  than  these  specified  in  Rules  T  and  2,  may  be 
received  for  transportation  when  prepared  for  shipment  by  filling  cav- 
ities with  an  approved  disinfectant,  washing  the  exterior  of  the  body 
with  the  same,  stopping  all  orifices  with  absorbent  cotton,  and  enveloping 
the  entire  body  with  a  layer  of  cotton  not  less  than  one  inch  thick,  and 
all  wrapped  in  a  sheet  and  bandaged  and  encased  in  an  air-tight  coffin 
or  casket,  provided  that  this  shall  apply  only  to  bodies  which  can  reach 
their  destination  within  forty-eight  hours  from  time  of  death.  En  all 
other  cases  such  bodies  shall  be  prepared  for  transportation  in  conformity 
with  Rule  2.  But  when  the  body  has  been  prepared  for  shipment  by 
being  thoroughly  disinfected  by  an  embalmer  holding  a  certificate,  as 
in  Rule  2,  the  air-tight  sealing  and  bandaging  with  cotton  may  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

-RULE  4.  The  bodies  of  those  dead  of  diseases  that  are  not  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable,  may  be  received  for  transportation 
when  encased  in  a  sound  coffin  or  casket  and  enclosed  in  a  strong  out- 
side wooden  box,  provided  they  reach  their  destination  within  thirty 
hours  from  time  of  death.  If  the  body  cannot  reach  its  destination  with- 
in thirty  hours  from  time  of  death,  it  must  be  prepared  for  shipment 
by  filling  cavities  with  an  approved  disinfectant,  washing  the  exterior 
of  the  body  with  the  same,  stopping  all  orifices  with  absorbent  cotton  and 
enveloping  the  entire  body  with  a  layer  of  cotton  not  less  than  one  inch 
thick  and  all  wrapped  in  a  sheet  and  bandaged,  and  encased  in  an  air- 
tight coffin  and  casket.  But  when  the  body  lias  been  prepared  for  ship- 
ment by  being  thoroughly  disinfected  by  an  embalmer  holding  a  certif- 
icate, as  in  Rule  2,  the  air-tight  sealing  and  bandaging  with  cotton  may 
be  dispensed  with. 

RULE  5.  In  cases  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  dis- 
eases, the  body  must  not  be  accompanied  by  persons  or  articles,  which  have 
been  exposed  to  the  infection  of  the  disease,  unless  certified  by  the  health 
officr,  as  having  been  properly  disinfected.  Before  selling  passage 
tickets  agents  should  carefully  examine  the  transit  permit  and  note  the 
name  of  the  passenger  in  charge,  and  of  any  others  proposing  to  ac- 
company the  body,  and  see  that  ail  necessary  precautions  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease.  The  transit  permit  in  such  cases  shall 
specially  state  who  is  authorized  by  the  health  authorities  to  accompany 
the  remains.  In  all  cases  where  bodies  are  forwarded  under  Rule  2, 
notice  must  be  sent  by  telegraph  to  the  health  officer  at  destination,  ad- 
vising the  date  and  train  on  which  the  body  may  be  expected.    This  no- 
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tice  must  be  sent  by  or  in  the  name  of  the  health  officer  at  the  initial 
point,  and  is  to  enable  the  health  officer  at  destination  to  take  all  neces- 
sary precautions  at  that  point. 

RULE  6.  Every  dead  body  must  be  accompanied  by  a  person  in 
charge,  who  must  be  provided  with  a  passage  ticket  and  also  present  a 
full  first-class  ticket  marked  "Corpse,"  for  the  transportation  of  the 
body,  and  a  transit  permit  showing  physician's  or  coroner's  certificate, 
health  officer's  permit  for  removal,  undertaker's  certificate,  name  of 
deceased,  date  and  hour  of  death,  age,  place  of  death,  cause  of  death, 
whether  communicable  or  non-communicable  the  point  to  which  the  body 
is  to  be  shipped,  and  when  death  is  caused  by  any  of  the  diseases  speci- 
fied in  Rule  2,  the  names  of  those  authorized  by  the  health  authorities 
to  accompany  the  body.  The  transit  permit  must  be  made  in  duplicate, 
and  the  signatures  of  physician  or  coroner,  health  officer  and  undertaker, 
must  be  on  both  the  original  and  duplicate  copies.  The  undertaker's 
certificate  and  paster  of  the  original  shall  be  detached  from  the  transit 
permit  and  securely  fastened  on  the  coffin  box.  The  physician's  cer- 
tificate and  transit  permit  shall  be  handed  to  the  passenger  in  charge  of 
the  corpse.  The  whole  duplicate  copy  shall  be  sent  to  the  official  in 
charge  of  the  baggage  department  of  the  initial  line,  and  by  him  to  the 
secretary  of  state  of  the  provincial  board  of  health  of  the  state  or  province 
from  which  said  shipment  was  made. 

RULE  7.  When  dead  bodies  are  shipped  by  express,  the  transit  per- 
mit must  be  made  in  triplicate,  and  the  signature  of  the  physician  or 
coroner,  health  officer  and  undertaker  must  be  on  all  three  permits.  Of 
these  transit  permits,  one  copy  shall  be  securely  fastened  upon  the  out- 
side of  the  box,  one  copy  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  express  agent  to  the 
j. arty  to  whom  the  body  is  shipped,  and  one  copy  shall  be  forwarded  by 
the  express  agent  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  or  provincial  board  of 
health  of  the  state  or  province  from  which  said  shipment  was  made. 

RULE  8.  Every  disinterred  body,  dead  from  any  disease  or  cause, 
shall  be  treated  as  infectious  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health  and  shall 
not  be  accepted  for  transportation,  unless  said  removal  has  been  approved 
In  the  state  or  provincial  health  authorities  having  jurisdiction  where 
such  body  is  disinterred,  and  the  consent  of  the  health  authorities  of  the 
locality  to  which  the  corpse  is  consigned  has  been  first  obtained;  and 
all  sueh  disinterred  remains  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  hermetically  sealed 
(soldered,  zinc,  tin  or  copper-lined  coffin  or  box.  Bodies  deposited  in 
receiving  vaults  shall  be  treated  and  considered  the  same  as  buried  bodies. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following1  report  as 
your  secretary  and  executive  officer,  beginning  with  May  4th  and  ending 
with  December  31st.  Since  my  advent  into  office,  I  have  found  the 
duties  laborious  and  exacting.  I  was  greatly  handicapped  by  not  receiv- 
ing the  records  from  the  former  secretary,  nor  any  blank  applications 
forms,  blank  certificates,  stationery,  and  many  other  appurtenances  be- 
longing to  the  office,  that  had  they  been  turned  over  to  the  new  secre- 
tary, would  have  greatly  simplified  his  work.  It  was  necessary  for  us 
to  have  all  these  blank  forms  and  certificates  made  before  we  could  suc- 
cessfully carry  on  the  work.  For  six  weeks  we  simply  could  not  trans- 
act the  duties  of  the  office  and  meet  the  urgent  demands  made  upon  us 
daily.  I  was  appealed  to  for  opinions  both  legal  and  sanitary,  which 
required  exact  and  painstaking  replies.  As  the  old  law  was  soon  to  ex- 
pire, and  many  physicians  wanted  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
and  register  under  this  act,  as  the  new  medical  practice  act  required  an 
examination  to  obtain  license,  a  great  many  applications  were  received 
from  physicians  all  over  the  state.  With  the  new  law,  all  books,  certif- 
icates and  blanks  had  to  be  changed  to  conform  with  the  requirements 
of  the  new  lav;. 

Then  the  law  creating  local  county  boards  of  health  in  the  state  has 
required  a  great  deal  of  extra  labor  and  correspondence,  etc.,  urging  the 
necessity  for  these  county  organizations.  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that 
our  county  organizations  have  been  doing  most  excellent  work  in  man- 
aging and  controlling  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  throughout  the 
State.  We  have  now  every  county  organized  and  in  excellent  working 
order,  except  five. 

The  smallpox  has  been  quite  a  problem  to  some  of  our  county  boards 
of  health,  which  has  occasioned  an  unusual  amount  of  correspondence. 
They  wanted  to  be  informed  as  to  the  best  methods  for  handling  and 
preventing  the  further  spread  of  the  disease.  I  prepared  and  printed  a 
small  pamphlet,  explaining  as  best  I  could  the  most  approved  methods 
for  handling  smallpox,  as  well  as  other  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases, and  mailed  four  copies  to  each  county  board  physician  in  the  State. 
There  also  came  complaints  from  some  of  our  cities  regarding  small- 
pox patients  being  carried  into  the  cities  by  railroads,  so  I  conferred  with 
the  general  superintendents  of  the  various  railways  in  the  State,  request- 
ing them  to  place  a  placard  in  their  depots  along  their  lines  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure,  and  I  received  a  prompt  reply  from  them,  not  only 
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signifying  their  willingness  to  comply  with  our  request,  but  indicating 
the  requisite  number  necessary  to  place  cue  in  every  depot  and  request- 
ing us  to  send  them  and  they  would  see  that  they  were  conspicuously 
posted  as  per  request. 

The  State  Board,  realizing-  the  urgent  necessity  of  better  organiza- 
tion of  our  county  and  municipal  board  of  health,  your  secretary  cor- 
responded with  every  county  board  of  health,  in  the  State  or  rather 
county  court,  urging  the  presiding  judges  to  send  their  medical  repre- 
sentative as  a  delegate  to  attend  a  called  meeting  of  the  sanitary  offi- 
cers of  the  State,  to  assemble  at  Sedalia,  September  tenth,  with  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  an  association.  There 
were  about  fifty  delegates  present,  who  proceeded  to  organize,  electing 
officers  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  the  officers  of  the  association, 
adding  Br.  J.  K.  Graham,  of  St.  Joseph,  as  the  recording  secretary. 
After  permanent  organization,  the  name  of  Missouri  Health  Association 
was  agreed  upon.  This  association  will  hold  annual  meetings  at  some 
accessible  place,  selected  by  the  president.  The  object  and  purpose  of 
this  organization  will  be  to  instruct  each  other  in  sanitary  science,  and 
adopt  the  best  methods  of  protecting  the  people  of  our  State  from  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases,  not  smallpox  alone,  but  tuberculosis, 
diphtheria  and  all  eruptive  and  contagious  diseases. 

We  also  notified  every  county  board  of  health  office  and  sheriff  in 
the  State  requiring  all  prisoners  confined  in  jails  to  be  vaccinated,  there- 
by lessening  the  liability  of  smallpox  outbreak  in  the  State  Penitentiary. 
We  issued  blank  certificates  with  temperature  sheets  and  sent  to  every 
county  board  physician  to  be  filled  out  and  approved  by  the  secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  before  they  are  received  at  the  penitentiary. 

From  my  short  experience  as  an  executive  officer,  I  wish  to  make  a 
needed  suggestion  and  that  is  that  we  should  have  a  committee  whose 


duly  it  should  be  to  prepare  and  publish 

articles  relative  to  sanitation, 

and  the  best  and  most  approved  methods 

of  caring  lor  those  afflicted 

with  contagions  and  infectious  diseases.

To  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri : 

Gentlemen — As  your  representative  and  delegate  to  the  conference 
of  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  and  to  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  for  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  I  respectfully  beg  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  meeting  of  the  conference  of  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of 
Health  convened  at  Niagura  Falls,  Cataract  Hotel,  Friday,  September 
13th,  1 901,  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst,  President,  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Gardner  T. 
S warts,  Secretary,  announced  a  quorum  present  although  the  number 
of  states  and  provinces  represented  was  far  below  the  average. 

A  full  program  and  a  large  number  of  interesting  papers  and  dis- 
cussions were  presented.  General  sanitary  matters  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases  their  care  and  treatment  *  The  care  and  handling  of  bodies 
dead  of  contagious  diseases  and  otherwise  among  the  different  states 
and  provinces.  The  general  plans  of  work  of  the  different  Boards  of 
Health  in  the  different  states  and  provinces,  especially  in  regard  to  un- 
animity of  action  and  purpose,  were  subjects  which  engaged  the  greater 
attention  of  the  sessions.  Wrapping  the  body  of  those  to  be  shipped 
with  one  inch  of  cotton  was  considered  unnecessary  if  the  body  was 
otherwise  well  or  properly  prepared,  and  enclosed  in  zinc  lined  casket, 
hermetically  sealed. 

On  the.  forenoon  of  the  second  day  the  Society  took  the  world  famed 
trip  around  Horseshoe  Falls  and  down  the  Canyon.  On  returning  to 
the  hotel,  work  was  again  resumed,  but  the  session  was  conclued  early  in 
the  day  with  election  of  officers  and  appropriate  resolutions  in  regard  to 
the  death  of  President  William  McKinley,  which  had  occurred  early  the 
same  day  in  the  near-by  City  of  Buffalo. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Heahh  Asso- 
ciation convened  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  the  New  Armory  building,  Sep- 
tember 1 6th,  1  go  1.  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  President,  called  the  meeting  to 
order.  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst,  Secretary,  after  announcement  of  quorum,  and 
usual  preliminaries  also  announced  after  the  first  day's  session  would  be 
taken  up  with  the  section  of  Bacteriology  and  Chemistry,  in  the  adjoining 
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room.,  space,  tables  and  aparatus  had  been  prepared  for  this  section  to 
work  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wyatt  Johnson,  of  Montreal,  Chairman 
znd  Mr.  George  C.  Whipple,  New  York,  Secretary. 

The  entire  day  was  consumed  in  discussions  and  exhibitions  of  the 
following*,  viz.:  Standard  Methods  of  water  analysis,  Bacteriology  of 
milk  in  its  sanitary  relations,  variations  of  the  Colon  Bacillus  in  rela- 
tion to  Public  Health.  Exhibtion  of  Laboratory  Anparatus  for  teach- 
ing Hygiene.  Means  of  disposal  of  refuse  matters  applicable  to  such 
process.  Animal  diseases  and  animal  food  were  given  cnsiderable  at- 
tention, as  also  the  transmission  of  animal  diseases  to  man.  Car  sanita- 
tion, steamship  and  steamboat  sanitation  were  presented  and  discussed  at 
length.  These  are  subjects  fraught  with  much  importantce  where  large 
numbers  of  people  from  promicous  localities  are  crowded  together  for 
hours  and  freqeuntly  for  days.  Ventilation  is  often  very  poor  and  an 
excellent  opportunity  is  afforded  for  the  dissemination  of  contagious  and 
Infectious  diseases.  The  habit  of  depositing  sputum  or  other  refuse  ma- 
terials in  coaches,  cars,  street  cars,  etc.,  is  a  verv  pernicious  one  indeed 
and  should  be  punishable  by  law.  Yellow  fever  has  fortunately  not  vis- 
ited our  shores  much  of  late,  which  is  believed  to  be  largely  due  to  better 
sanitary  conditions  among  our  cities  and  people  generally.  Forestry 
bears  a  very  important  relation  to  public  health  and  should  receive  more 
attention  at  the  hands  of  health  bodies  generally.  The  public  should 
be  better  informed  also  upon  matters  of  this  kind.  Uniform  municipal 
statistics  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  demography  and  statistics  in 
their  sanitary  relation,  and  recommendations  were  made  whereby  it  is 
believed  a  more  general  uniformity  can  be  reached  in  this  regard. 

Public  health  legislation  received  its  usual  fall  attentions  and  was 
ably  discussed  by  the  strongest  men  of  the  Association.  It  is  true  that 
so  much  of  our  country  is  yet  neglected  in  regard  to  the  legal  phases 
of  public  health.  Causes  and  prevention  of  infant  mortality,  disinfection 
and  disinfectants,  national  leper  home,  dangers  to  public  health  from  illu- 
minating and  fuel  gas,  transportation  of  diseased  tissues  by  mail  were 
some  of  the  subjects  which  received  attention  from  the  committees  ap- 
pointed for  the  same.  In  as  much  as  hygiene  seems  not  to  be  fully  taught 
in  many  oi  our  schools  in  its  full  relation  to  public  health  and  also  some 
of  the  nation's  greatest  benefactors  in  this  particular  line  of  work  were 

not  medical  men,  it  is  thought  wise  to  Institute  methods  and  places  for 

bUCh  instructions  aud  grant  displomas  of  doctors  of  public  health  to  such 
persons  as  desire  to  pursue  the  same.  Such  persons,  when  properly  pre- 
pared, should  be  appointed  or  elected  to  places  appertaining  to  public 
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health  and  when  efficiency  is  shown  or  proven,  they  should  have  longer 
or  even  unlimited  terms  of  office,  until  negligence,  infirmity,  dishonesty 
or  some  recognized  incapacity  causes  their  removal. 

During  the  course  of  the  sessions  appropriate  resolutions  and  ex- 
pressions were  indulged  in  by  the  Association  in  regard  to  the  death  of 
our  beloved  President,  Wm.  McKinley,  whose  untimely  death  occurred 
in  Buffalo  on  Saturday  preceding  the  meeting-.  A  day  was  given  to  the 
Tan-American  Exposition  and  the  ladies  were  treated  to  a  carriage  ride 
in  and  about  the  city. 

The  Association  was  well  entertained,  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
great  national  calamity,  most  of  the  members  and  delegates  will  remember 
the  meeting  at  Buffalo  as  one  of  the  most  agreeable  and  pleasant  meet- 
ings in  the  history  of  the  Association.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEETINGS  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD 

OF  HEALTH. 

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  May  4th,  1 901. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  pursuant  to  the  call  of  Gov.  A.  M. 
Dockery  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m. 

Present— Drs.  C.  B.  Elkins,  A.  W.  McAlester.  E.  L.  Standiee,  D.  G. 
Dysart,  W.  F.  Morrow,  D.  T.  Powell  and  J.  T.  Thatcher. 

Dr.  McAlester  was  elected  temporary  chairman  and  Dr.  E.  L.  Stand- 
lee,  temporary  secretary.  Governor  Dockery  then  made  some  statements 
to  the  r>oard.  advisory  in  character,  instructing  to  elect  officers  from  their 
number,  consisting  of  president,  vice-president  and  secretary.  He  also 
stated  that  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  regard  to  administering 
the  present  incoming  law,  known  as  the  "Hall  Medical  .Practice  Act,'' 
and  that  proper  discretion  should  be  exercised  in  tliLs  election  of  officers 
on  this  special  account. 

Dr.  Dysart  nominated  A.  \Y.  McAlester  for  permanent  president  of 
the  Board,  seconded  by  Dr.  Morrow;  no  other  nominations  being  made, 
Dr.  Dysart  moved  the  election  of  Dr.  McAlester,  which  was  unanimously 
carried.  Dr.  McAlester  spoke  at  length  upon  the  issues  involved  in  the 
new  law  and  its  working,  stating  that  the  law  was  intended  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Missouri,  and  that  we  had  not 
served  a  proper  purpose  until  that  end  had  been  reached. 

Dr.  Elkins  then  moved  the  further  election  of  officers  be  deferred 
until  other  matters  more  urgent  had  been  disposed  of  regularly. 

Dr.  Morrow  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draft 
a  plan  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  whereby  the  best  interests 
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and  convenience  of  the  Board  and  students  to  be  examined  may  be  con- 
sidered ;  committee  to  report  at  afternoon  session.  The  President  ap- 
pointed Drs.  Morrow,  Standlee  and  Elkins. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  Board  would  adjourn  until  after  dinner, 
the  Board  having  accepted  an  invitation  to  dine  with  Governor  Dockcry. 

Meeting  called  to  order  2  p.  m.    A  special  committer  reports: 

Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the  State  Boaid  of  Health  fix  time 
and  place  of  special  meeting's  for  holding  examinations,  which  will  best 
conserve  the  interest  of  both  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  appli- 
cants to  be  examined,  and  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  the  offi- 
cers of  the  various  medical  schools  in  the  State  of  the  time  set  a]: art  for 
such  examinations  in  their  respective  locality  or  city  ;  chat  the  applica- 
tion may  be  made  as  the  law  requires,  thirty  days  prior  to  said  time. 

Resolved  further,  that  the  President  may  name  a  committee  of  three 
members  of  the  Board  to  hold  such  examinations  or  any  special  exami- 
nation which  might  occur  between  the  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Board.

EXTRACTS  FROM  MINUTES  OF  CALLED  M  EETI  Nil  OE  THE 
STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH*  HELD  IX  Till-:  CAPITOL, 
JEFFERSON  CITY,  MO.,  MAY  21,  [901. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2:30  p.  m.  by  the  President. 

Present:  Drs.  A.  \Y.  McAlester,  B.  G,  Dysart,  J.  T.  Thatcher,  D. 
T.  Powell,  K.  E.  Standlee,  ( '.  B.  Elkins,  W.  1''.  Morrow. 

The  President  state. 1  the  reason  for  calling  the  meeting,  first  being 
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to  receive  the  report  of  the  Secretary  who  bad  been  directed  to  call  on 
die  former  Secretary  and  obtain  possession  of  the  State's  property,  held 
by  him  as  such  Secretary,  and  second,  the  consideration  of  the  scope  of 
the  examination  necessary  for  the  licensing  of  physicians  under  the  new 
medical  law. 

Tlie  Secretary  made  report  of  tbe  result  of  bis  visit  to  tbe  former 
Secretary,  Dr.  S.  C.  Martin,  Jr.,  Dr.  Martin  at  that  time  refusing  to  turn 
ever  the  property,  claiming  the  meeting  at  which  the  present  officers  of 
the  Board  were  elected  had  not  been  properly  called  and  any  action  taken 
was  therefore  illegal.  Dr.  Elkins  reported  that  he  had  talked  with  Dv. 
.Martin  the  day  before  and  he  was  ready  to  turn  over  the  property.  Dr. 
Elkins  was  authorized  by  Dr.  Martin  to  say  to  the  Board  that  if  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  examine  and  audit  his  books  and 
accounts,  and  they  were  found  in  proper  shape,  he  would  then  be  ready 
to  deliver  the  property  held  by  him  to  the  new  Secretary,  claiming  that 
this  was  the  usual  and  proper  way  for  this  to  be  done.  Dr..  Standlee 
moved  that  such  committee  be  appointed.  Dr.  Dysart  seconded  the  mo- 
tion, and  same  was  unanimously  adopted.  By  agreement  Drs.  Morrow 
and  Standlee  were  appointed  to  settle  with  Dr.  Martin  and  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  then  discussed  informally  their  probable  action  regarding 
examinations  and  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  and  information  decided  to 
invite  the  representatives  of  the  various  medical  colleges  of  the  State  in 
attendance  on  the  meeting  of  the  State  Medical  Association,  to  appear 
before  them,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  their  views  on  the  question. 

Recess  was  then  taken  until  4  o'clock,  in  order  that  an  invitation 
might  be  extended  the  gentlemen  above  referred  to,  to  appear  before  the 
Board  for  the  purpose  mentiond. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  the  full  Board  being 
[•resent,  and  a  number  of  representatives  of  the  medical  colleges  of  the 
State.  President  Dr.  A.  W.  McAlester  stated  in  brief,  that  this  is  the 
hour  appointed  in  which  we  ask  the  representatives  of  the  various  schools, 
if  they  would  come  before  this  body  and  express  themselves  as  to  the 
best  methods  to  be  pursued  to  properly  execute  the  new  Medical  Law. 
This  law  goes  into  effect  on  the  16th  of  June  and  this  Board  very  much 
desires  the  counsel  of  all  schools,  as  far  as  possible  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri. It  is  proper  and  will  be  appreciated  after  the  work  is  done  and  it 
will  be  good  or  bad  according  to  the  way  the  law  is  executed.  The  legis- 
lature has  seen  fit  to  pass  it  and  the  Board  is  exceedingly  anxious  to  ex- 
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ecute  this  law,  so  it  will  be  of  great  good,  not  only  to  the  profession,  but 
at  the  same  time,  shall  justly  and  fairly  with  the  people  and  deal  justly 
and  fairly  with  the  schools  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  In  order  that  we 
nay  arrive  at  the  proper  method  of  conducting  this  examination,  we  con- 
cluded that  we  would  invite  as  many  of  the  representatives  of  the  vari- 
ous colleges  to  appear  before  us,  as  cared  to  do  so,  and  express  their 
views  on  this  subject.  The  following  schools  were  represented  by  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  schools : 

Washington  University,  St.  Louis. 

Marion,  Sims-Beaumont  Medical  College,  St.  Louis. 

Medico  Chirurgical  College,  Kansas  City. 

Hahaman  Medical  College,  Kansas  City. 

Kansas  City  Medical  College,  Kansas  City. 

University  College,  Kansas  City. 

Eclectic  Medical  University,  Kansas  City. 

Central  Medical  College,  St.  Joseph. 

There  was  a  free  discussion  on  the  subject  of  the  scope  of  examina- 
tion for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State,  and  they  freely  ex- 
pressed themselves  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  should  be  careful  and 
have  the  standard  sufficiently  high  to  test  the  qualifications  and  ability 
of  the  individual  to  be  examined  to  practice  medicine  in  the  State.  There 
was  some  complaint  made  that  former  Boards  of  Health  had  passed  stu- 
dents of  the  second  and  third  year,  thereby  crippling  the  chief  object  of 
the  medical  colleges  of  the  State,  viz.:  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  pro- 
fession and  they  earnestly  requested  that  the  present  Board  would  not 
have  their  requirements  so  low,  that  they  could  be  passed  by  members  of 
the  first  and  second  year  class  in  colleges.  They  also  recommended  and 
asked  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  place  this  requirement  on  a  respectable 
plane  that  many  other  states  of  the  Union  had  adopted,  viz. :  Jthat  they 
be  required  to  demonstrate  beyond  any  question,  as  to  their  ability  to 
pi  act  ice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  MEETING  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 
ST.  LOUIS,  JULY  [ST,  AT  SOUTHERN  HOTEL. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  (he  President,  Dr.  A.  W.  McAles- 
icr.  Members  present,  Drs.  McAlester,  Powell,  Stan,dlee,  Thatcher  and 
Morrow;  Dr.  Elkins  being  absent. 

The  following  routine  business  was  transacted:  Dr.  Thatcher  moved 
lhat  the  Secretary  be  reimbursed  $15.00  which  he  paid  for  extra  sten- 
ographic work  at  Jefferson  City,  May  21st,  whirl-,  was  seconded  and 
unanimously  cafrii  d. 
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The  preliminary  qualifications  of  the  applicants  for  examination 
were  next  taken  up  and  discussed  and  the  following  requirements  were 
adopted:  The  applicant  in  lieu  of  a  college  Or  high  school  diploma, 
shall  present  a  second  grade  teacher's  certificate. 

The  following  resolution'  was  next  introduced  :  Any  applicant  hav- 
ing failed  on  examination  before  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  its  meet- 
ing held  April  16th,  1901,  may  appear  for  re-examination  at  this  July 
meeting  without  further  fee,  and  all  failing  to  appear  or  appearing  and 
failing  in  this  examination  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  the  requirements 
of  the  new  law. 

Dr.  Thatcher  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee,  Drs.  Morrow 
and  Standlee,  which  was  appointed  at  Jefferson  City,  May  21st,  to  audit 
the  books  of  Dr.  S.  C.  Martin,  Jr.,  which  made  the  following  report: 

We,  your  committee,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report :  On 
May  22nd  a.  m.  we  called  on  Dr.  S.  C.  Martin,  notifying  him  of  our  busi- 
ness and  that  we  were  a  committee  to  investigate  the  records  and  audit 
his  books.  He  simply  refused  to  allow  us  to  examine  his  books,  but 
promised  us  he  would  make  up  a  written  statement,  as  to  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  forward  to  each  of  us  a  copy  of  the  same  within 
a  few  days.  We  have  not  yet  received  this  promised  report.  The  report 
of  the  committee  was  received  and  they  were  directed  to  continue  their  in- 
vestigation. 

Meeting  adjourned  till  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  2  p.  m.  and  by  agreement  the  subjects 
upon  which  the  board  was  to  examine  applicants  for  license  were  divided 
among  the  members  of  the  Board  as  follows  : 

Dr.  McAlester,  Obstetrics  and  Pathology ;  Dr.  Dysart,  Principles 
and  Practice  of  'Medicine;  Dr.  Morrow,  Surgery;  Dr.  Standlee,  Anat- 
omy and  Chemistry;  Dr.  Elkins,  Physiology;  Dr.  Thatcher,  Therapeutics 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence;  Dr.  Powell,  Gynaeology  and  Hygiene. 

The  Secretary  asked  the  Board  what  he  should  do  with  the  money 
received  on  fees  under  the  old  law.  After  some  discussion,  it  was  decided 
that  the  Secretary  could  pay  out  the'  fees  for  registration  under  the  old  law, 
any  bills  accruing  to  the  amount  of  such  fund. 

The  matter  of  conducting  our  examinations  was  taken  up  and  dis- 
cussed by  the  members  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Dysart  suggested  that  the 
Board  select  one  of  its  members  to  take  charge  of  this  examination  and 
allow  him  for  his  services  a  fee  of  $10.00  a  day,  which  was  adopted  and 
the  President  selected  Dr.  Thatcher  who  conducted  the  exaj  miration 
Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday.  The  number  of  applicants  for 
examination  was  eighteen.  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  Sedalia.  Sep- 
tember 10th,  at  the  Court  House.

*  Dr.  Standlee  informed  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  account  of 
Miss  Archibald,  amounting  to  $50.00,  was  unpaid  by  the  old  Board.  Dr. 
Standlee  made  a  motion  that  this  amount  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  re- 
ceived from  registration  of  diplomas  under  the  old  law.  Dr.  Elkins 
seconded  the  motion  that  this  amount  be  paid,  provided  that  the  records 
showed  that  this  bill  had  been  allowed  and  ordered  the  Secretary  to  pay 
1  lie  same,  which  was  carried. 

Dr.  Elkins  moved  that  duplicate  certificates  hereafter  issued  by  this 
Board  the  charges  be  increased  to  $2.00. 

Dr.  Morrow  then  made  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  called  meet- 
ing of  the  various  physicians  of  the  County  Boards  of  Flealth  of  the 
State,  stating  that  he  had  written  to  all  of  them,  requesting  them  to  ap- 
pear at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  so  that  we  could  organize  a  Starter 
Health  Association.  There  were  about  fifty  delegates  present,  and  said 
association  organized,  electing  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
as  the  President  of  the  Health  Association,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  Secretary  of  the  Health  Association,  with  the  addition  of  Dr.  J.  K. 
Graham  of  St.  Joseph  as  recording  secretary,  the  delegates  being  satis- 
fied and  anxious  for  this  school  of  Sanitary  Science  to  become  a  perma- 
nent organization  and  that  great  good  might  be  accomplished  from  such 
an  organization  to  the  people  of  our  State. 

The  subjects  of  smallpox,  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  were 
discussed  at  this  meeting,  and  the  best  plan  of  preventing  spread  of  con- 
tagions diseases  was  generally  and  freely  discussed,  and  the  concensus 
of  opinion  that  there  could  be  a  great  good  accomplished  from  such  an 
organization  as  this  and  urged  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  continue  in 
thcit  work  and  use  their  best  efforts  to  organize  every  County  Board  and 
get  them  to  identify  themselves  with  tins  organization,  as  it  would  enable 
u*  to  nice!  annually  and  carefully  consider  these  great  and  important  ques- 
tions which  will  arise  during  OUr  Official  administration.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH  CORRES- 
PONDENCE. 

The  following  extracts  received  irom  the  physicians  of  the  various 
County  Boards  of  Health  of  the  State,  giving  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  counties  and  the  prevalence  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  with 
fatalities. 

While  the  following  may  be  imperfect,  yet  we  realize  that  this  method 
affords  us  the  most  reliable  information  that  was  possible  to  get  at  this 
time.    The  extracts  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  counties,  as  follows  : 

ADAIR  COUNTY. 

There  were  fifty  cases  of  Variola  treated  in  this  county  during  the 
year  1901,  the  last  case  being  treated  in  August.  There  were  no  fatali- 
ties. 

The  general  health  of  the  county  during  the  same  period  has  been 
unusually  good.  At  present  there  are  a  few  isolated  cases  of  Diphtheria 
in  Kirksyille,  and  also  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Gibbs.  There  has 
been  very  little  Typhoid  Fever  throughout  the  county  the  past  year.

The  general  health  of  the  county  is  good,  as  far  as  I  can  learn.  We 
have  had  considerable  trouble  in  keeping  the  people  under  quarantine. 
Smallpox  will  not  be  hard  to  control  after  the  people  understand  that 
they  must  obey  the  law  and  stay  at  home.

AUDRAIN  COUNTY. 

With  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  county,  I  can  only  re- 
port approximately. 

We  have  had  in  the  county  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  cases 
of  Smallpox  altogether,  of  which  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  were  ne- 
groes. As  far  as  I  know,  no  case  of  Smallpox  had  been  vaccinated.  No 
deaths  were  reported.  During  last  winter  we  had  many  cases  of  Measles. 
No  deaths  were  reported  to  me.  We  have  had  a  few  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever. 

I  have  not  heard  of  a  case  of  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
county.  The  health  of  the  county  has  been  remarkably  good  during  the 
summer  and  fall.  Owing  to  the  extreme  dry,  hot  weather  and  the  scarcity 
of  good  water,  we  expected  Typhoid  Fever,  but  there  has  been  less  than 
•  sual,  and  very  little  Malarial  Fever.

Smallpox  was  epidemic  in  several  townships  of  this  county  from 
January  tenth  to  .May  twenty-fifth,  1901.  Three  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  cases  were  quarantined,  with  two  fatalities.  The  county  is  in  fine 
sanitary  condition.  A  very  few  isolated  cases  of  Measles,  with  110  deaths, 
several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  with  two  or  three  deaths,  have  been  re- 
ported. We  had' one  ease  of  Diphtheria,  which  proved  fatal,  and  several 
esses  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Cassville,  which  were  very  severe  in  form,  due 

to  shallow  wells. 

This  county  is  situated  on  the  Ozark  plateau,  and  is  rolling  and  grav- 

C'lly^and  is  one  of  the  healthiest  in  the  Slate.  For  a  year  our  citizens 
have  and  arc  enjoying  excellent  health.  No  Contagious  or  epidemic  dis- 
eases exist  in  the  county  at  this  date. 
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I  recommend  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  quarantine  rules  and  reg- 
ulations with  reference  to  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Typhoid  Fever.

BOLLINGER  COUNTY. 

In  response  to  your  call  for  a  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
ccunty  and  the  prevalence  of  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  I 
beg  to  state,  first,  as  to  the  sanitary  condition,  which  is  very  good,  the 
county  is  rolling,  the  valleys  well  drained  by  spring  water  course.  The 
people  rely  upon  springs,  wells  and  cisterns  for  their  water  supply.  In 
dry  weather  these  sources  of  water  become  contaminated  and  we  have, 
as  a  result,  Typhoid  Fever  and  other  similar  diseases.  During  the  yea- 
1901,  we  have  had  perhaps  one  hundred  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  of  rather 
a  mild  type  and  with  but  few  fatalities.  These  cases  were  widely  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  county,  and  no  doubt  quite  a  number  were  Ma- 
larial Fevers  instead  of  Typhoid. 
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The  county  has  been  almost  entirely  free  from  Malarial  Fevers  of 
all  kinds.  This  I  attribute  to  the  very  dry  season,  there  being  absolutely 
no  water  in  the  overflow  counties  to  the  south  of  us.  There  have,  early 
in  the  spring  months,  perhaps  a  dozen  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis, 
light  in  character,  the  fag  end  of  quite  a  severe  epidemic  one  year  ago. 

We  have  had  perhaps  twenty  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  different  por- 
tens  of  the  county,  Antitoxine  being  used  in, perhaps  half  of  the  cases, 
with  one  fatality  where  Antitoxine  was  used.  There  has  prevailed  a  mild 
epidemic  of  Measles,  Chicken-pox  and  Mumps,  with  no  fatalities. 

We  have  had  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Cuban  Itch  or  Scarlet  Fever, 
in  fact,  our  community  is  practically  free  from  disease,  more  so  perhaps 
than  at  any  other  time  within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant. 

Hoping  this  short  synopsis  of  our  condition  will  be  of  some  good

T  herewith  send  to  you  statement  of  Buchanan  County  Board  of 
Health  from  its  organization,  February  8th,  1901. 

I  desire  to  state  that  at  the  time  of  our  organization,  Smallpox  was 
prevailing  in  this  city  and  it  has  continued  to  do  so  up  to  the  present 
writing.  We  have  had  in  all  about  one  hundred  and  seven  cases  of  Va- 
riola and  fifteen  of  Varioloid  in  this  county,  without  a  single  death  among 
1 1 1  i ^  number.  Most  of  the  eases  were  mild,  but  had  some  ver\  severe 
c  ases. 

(  hving  to  all  of  thi'  eases  not  being  reported  from  the  rural  districts. 

I  am  unable  to  give  a  correct  statement  of  Scarlet   Fever,  Diphtheria, 

Typhoid  Fever,  etc.  Personally,  I  had  three  very  bad  eases  of  Scarlet 
l;(  vrr.  all  of  which  made  recoveries. 
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The  health  of  this  county,  as  well  as  in  the  city,  lias  been  remarkably 
good  during  the  past  six  months.  There  is  no  great  amount  of  sickness 
prevailing  at  this  time. 

I  do  not  include  in  this  report  any  of  the  large  cities,  as  they  keep 
their  report.  I  am  giving  this  for  Buchanan  county,  exclusive  of  the 
city  of  St.  Joseph.

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  conditions  of  this  county  for  the 
year  1901 : 

Only  about  fifteen  or  twenty  cases  of  the  Smallpox  have  occurred  in 
the  county  this  year,  all  of  mild  type  and  short  duration.  No  deaths  have 
resulted  from  Smallpox.  Only  about  thirty  or  forty  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  have  been  reported  in  this  county,  mostly  of  mild  type  and  short 
duration.    (  )nlv  a  few  deaths  have  resulted  from  this  disease. 

Early  in  the  year  a  few  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  in  the  west- 
ern part  of  the  county,  with  no  deaths.  A  few  cases  of  Diphtheria,  of  a 
mild  type  and  short  duration  have  been  reported  in  the  south-eastern 
fart  of  the  county,  with  no  deaths.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  reported,  but  a  great  many  cases  of  Mumps.  No  deaths  have  oc- 
curred from  the  latter  disease. 

The  general  health  of  the  citizens  of  Camden  County  has  been  very 
good  during  the  past  year,  and  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  condition  of  the 
county  is  fairly  good  at  the  present  time.

I  will  make  a  short  report  of  the  contagious  diseases  in  this  county. 
Twenty-eight  cases  of  smallpox  were  treated  during  an  epidemic  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  the  county,  known  as  River  Hills.  Some  of  the  cases 
were  very  mild,  while  others  were  more  severe.  There  were  no  deaths.

There  were  a 
few  cases  in  the  extreme  northwestern  part  of  the  county,  with  no  deaths. 
There  was  a  mild  epidmic  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Cape  Girardeau  in  Oc- 
tober.

CARROLL  COUNTY. 

The  general  topography  with  a  natural  trend  toward  the  Missouri 
river,  together  with  statistics,  reveals  Carroll  county  to  be  one  of  the 
healthiest  counties  in  the  State.  Not  since  the  ravages  of  cholera  has 
tli ere  has  been  a  severe  epidemic — measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough, 
etc.,  prevail  as  elsewhere. 

Typhoid  and  malarial  fevers,  while  never  epidemic,  are  the  prevail- 
ing diseases.  Isolated  cases  of  smallpox  have  occasionally  infested  the 
county,  but  never  in  epidemic  form  until  the  scourge  at  Bosworth  some 
two  years  ago.  At  that  time  there  were  some  fifty-two  cases  with  twelve 
deaths. 

During  1900  and  1901,  about  one  thousand  cases,  very  mild  in  form, 
prevailed  in  several  sections  of  the  county,  three  deaths  were  attributed 
to  it.  Nine  cases  have  been  reported  since  September  last,  but  with  proper 
care  there  has  been  no  spread  nor  deaths.  Numerous  cases  of  typhoid 
fever,  with  six  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  fall,  nine  cases  of  diph- 
theria with  three  deaths,  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  with  no  deaths,  com- 
pletes the  report  for  this  season.  As  yet,  measles,  whooping  cough,  etc.. 
have  not  made  their  appearance. 

The  general  health  of  the  county  is  excellent,  in  fact,  better  than  for 
many  years.

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CARTER  COUNTY. 

In  giving  a  report  from  this  county,  will  say  that  there  has  pre- 
vailed an  infectious  disease,  similar  in  many  respects  to  Smallpox  of  a 
mild  type,  yet  the  profession  is  not  agreed  as  to  the  correct  diagnosis, 
some  able  physicians  holding  that  the  disease  is  not  a  genuine  Small- 
pox. 

There  have  been  in  the  last  ten  months  in  this  county,  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  cases,  with  only  one  fatality,  and  this  one  was  com- 
plicated with  other  conditions,  which  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  fatal 
result.  Under  the  quarantine  regulations  established  by  the  County 
Board  of  Health,  and  assisted  by  the  Hospital  Department  of  the  Mis- 
souri Lumber  and  Mining  Company,  the  disease  was  rather  easily  con- 
trolled. There  are  now  no  cases  of  the  trouble  and  quarantine  regula- 
tions have  been  removed  from  the  infected  district  several  weeks. 

This  county  has  also  been  visited  by  an  epidemic  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  which  has  been  of  a  severe  type,  in  many  instances,  probably 
due  to  the  extremely  dry  weather,  causing  impure  drinking  water,  and 
tht  dust  impregnated  air.  There  are  at  present  few  cases  of  this  disease, 
and  most  of  these  convalescent. 

During  July  and  August,  Whooping  Cough  was  epidemic  here, 
with  a  few  fatalities,  which  were  usually  complicated  with  Dysentery 
or  other  summer  bowel  disease.  Measles  have  visited  some  sections 
of  this  county  during  the  year,  but  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  there  were 
no  fatalities.

CASS  COUNTY. 

The  County  generally  has  enjoyed  its  accustomed  salubrity  for 
the  year  [901.  In  fact,  the  health  condition,  in  relation  to  infections 
and  contagions  diseases,  lias  been  better  than  usual.  The  general 
drouth  of  the  spring  and  summer  of  1901  and  the  extreme  heat  of  the 
summer  months,  seem  to  have  had  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  health 
condition,  by  destroying  the  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  which  has 
hitherto  produced  [nfluenza  and  La  Grippe  in  the  early  winter.  This 
condition  has  been  secured,  however,  at  the1  expense  of  some  sporadic 
cases  of  Typhoid  and  Malarial  Fever;  in  no  cases  have  these  fevers 
proved  fatal,  and  they  have  readily  yielded  to  the  ordinary  methods 

of  treatment. 
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There  have  been  some  mild  cases  of  Smallpox  throughout  the 
County,  distributed  as  follows:  At  Garden  City,  two  cases ;  at  Creigh- 
ton  and  vicinity,  three  cases;  at  Dayton,  two  cases,  and  at  Strasburg, 
one.  Immediate  action  by  the  Board  of  Health,  succeeded  in  segi  egal 
ing  these  mild  cases  and  the  progress  to  recovery  was  rapid  and  com- 
plete. The  proper  steps  to  secure  future  immunity  from  this  trouble, 
by  vaccination,  has  been  taken  by  the  Board.  It  gives  the  Board 
pleasure  to  report  that  their  duties  hitherto  have  been  light,  on  ac- 
count of  the  almost  unparalleled  natural  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
County.  The  absence  of  uncleared  and  undrained  sections  of  country, 
the  natural  altitude  of  its  locality,  its  pure  water  and  arable  soil,  all 
contribute  to  make  its  percentage  of  health  higher  than  that  of  most 
any  other  county  in  the  State.

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  and  the  prevalence  of  contag- 

ous  and  infectious  diseases  in  this  county  for  the  past  year,  will  say 
that  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  the  county  was  visited  with 
considerable  sickness  prevailing  quite  generally  throughout  the 
county.  But  for  the  rest  of  the  year,  the  sanitary  conditions  have 
been  unusually  good,  although  we  have  been  visited  by  a  protracted 
drouth  and  the  water  supply  has  been  very  poor. 

This  county  has  had  a  number  of  outbreaks  of  Smallpox,  the  total 
number  infected  with  this  disease  being  about  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight.  There  have  been  only  two  deaths  from  this  disease.  Scarlet 
Fever  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  central  portion  of  the  county. 
There  were  about  forty  cases,  with  four  deaths. 

Diphtheria  has  been  a  source  of  much  annoyance  in  some  parts 
of  the  county  during  the  past  year.    There  have  been  about  thirty-

five  children  with  this  disease,  and  three  deaths  occurred.  There 
have  been  no  other  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  in  the  county.

In  answer  to  your  request  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
county  and  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  I  will  say  that  I 
cannot  give  any  report  concerning  the  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases in  the  county,  with  the  exception  of  Smallpox.

We  have  had  in  this  county  during  the  late  winter  and  early  spring 
months,  thirty  cases  of  Smallpox,  outside  of  the  incorporated  towns  and 
\iilages.  All  save  three  were  of  t-he  modified  forms.  Of  these  ex- 
ceptions, two  were  quite  severe ;  the  third  exception  was  confluent. 
There  were  no  deaths  and  with  a  rigid  enforcement  of  quarantine  regula- 
tions and  disinfection,  there  was  no  spreading,  after  the  outbreak,  which 
was  confined  to  the  western  townships  of  the  county. 

While  the  Smallpox  was  epidemic  in  this  section,  there  was  a  slight 
epidemic  of  Measles,  with  no  fatalities.  There  was  no  effort  made 
to  quarantine  the  cases  of  Measles,  other  than  caution  and  such  as  people 
ordinarily  enforce  themselves.  But  in  the  Smallpox,  the  Counts  Board 
exerted  themselves  and  the  County  Court  responded  moist'  'willingly 
without  any  quibble  or  hesitancy.  And  by  reason  of  this  activity  the 
epidemic  was  stopped,  and  without  it,  I  have  no  doubt  there  would  have 
been  many  more  cases ;  so  many  more  that  I  hesitate  to  conjecture,  for 
there  was  a  disposition  to  decry  the  necessity  of  quarantine,  or  any  care 
whatever,  and  in  some  instances  a  disposition  to  conceal.  There  is  now 
prevailing  a  mild  form  of  Smallpox  in  Jefferson  City,  so  mild  in  fact, 
Jiat  as  yet  there  have  been  no  fatalities  or  any  serious  sequels. 

There  have  been  several  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Jefferson  City 
and  vicinity,  by  far  more  than  usual,  for  as  a  general  thing,  there  is  very 
little.

In  reply  to  your  request  for  a  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of 
tl  is  county,  would  beg  to  submit  the  following :  There  have  recently 
been  quite  a  number  of  Typhoid  Fever  cases,  but  in  no  portion  of  the 
county  anything  approaching  an  epidemic.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
were  very  malignant,  a  large  per  cent,  having  hemorrhage  of  the  bowels. 
r\ 'he  mortality  has  been  unusually  large,  which  attributed  to  the  long 
period  of  dry  weather,  bad  water,  and  unusual  atmospheric  conditions. 

Two  cases  of  Smallpox  have  recently  developed  at  Cook's  Station, 
on  Salem  Branch,  of  the  St.  L.  &  S.  F.  R.  R.  The  County  Board  of 
Health  have  taken  restrictive  measures,  and  there  is  slight  danger  of  any 
further  contagion.      These  two  cases  were  infected  in  St.  Louis. 

The  county  has  been  comparatively  free  from  contagious  diseases 
daring  the  last  year.  No  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  or  Rubeola.  The 
percentage  of  Typhoid  Fever  has  been  above  the  average,  while  other 
diseases  incident  to  the  climate,  including  Tuberculosis  and  Pneumonia, 
are  below  the  average.

In  reporting  to  yon  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  this  county, 
will  say  that  Dent  county,  being  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Ozark  moun- 
lains,  is  well  drained  by  the  tributaries  of  the  Meramec  and  Current 
rivers,  all  of  which  are  clear,  healthy,  swift  running  water.  So  the  sani- 
tary condition  and  drainage  of  the  county  is  excellent,  although  the 
county  suffered  the  past  summer  from  continued  drought,  hot  winds  and 
weather,  till  water  became  scarce  and  unfit  for  use  in  some  localities.

We  have  had  no  Diphtheria  during  the  past  year;  measles  in  a  very 
mild  form  all  over  the  county  the  first  of  the  year.  There  are  a  few  cases 
reported  in  the  county  now,  supposed  to  be  Scarlatina ;  also  have  two 
families  quarantined  with  Smallpox.  YVe  have  had  only  about  forty 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  with  no  Pneumonia  or  Grip.  The  health  of  the 
county  is  generally  good.

During  the  past  twelve  mouths,  there  have  been  in  the  county,  outside  of 
fourth-class  or  incorporated  cities  and  towns,  about  fifty  cases  of  Small- 
pox, with  one  fatality,  and  in  the  Cities  and  towns,  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  eases,  with  two  fatalities. 
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I  have  failed  so  far  to  impress  the  people  with  the  necessity  of  disin- 
fecting the  premises  after  recovery.  1  quarantined  one  house  in  July 
with  Smallpox  patient,  isolated  the  party,  with  the  result  that  none  of  the 
family  had  it,  but  now  two  members  of  the  family  have  taken  the  Small- 
pox, a  result  of  not  obesrving  orders  of  disinfecting  premises,  etc.  Cold 
weather,  I  fear,  will  give  it  a  fresh  start,  as  it  was  in  different  parts  of  the 
county,  when  warm  weather  came  on,  and  if  it  gains  in  virulency,  as  T 
fear  it  will  in  numbers,  I  very  much  fear  that  trouble  is  coming. 

We  have  but  very  little  Typhoid  Fever  this  season.  Measles  have 
prevailed  in  some  sections  of  the  county.  Diphtheria  has  appeared  and 
gone,  proving  fatal  in  a  large  per  cent  of  the  few  cases.  Scarlet  Fever 
also  appeared,  but  caused  no  deaths,  as  it  has  been  in  mild  form. 

The  condition  of  the  health  of  the  county  is  good,  excepting  as  in- 
dicated.   I  would  have  but  little  fear  'of  Smallpox  if  it  were  not  for  its 
mild  character  in  the  past,  making  the  people  indifferent  to  it.

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HOWARD  COUNTY. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  this  county  for  the  year  1901  : 

In  January,  smallpox  was  epidemic  in  this  county  and  continued 
so  until  about  the  first  of  May,  when  by  strict  quarantine  and  close 
watching,  the  board  of  health  was  able  to  get  it  under  control  and 
stamp  out  the  disease  until  November  first,  when  it  broke  out  afresh, 
but  not  in  as  severe  a  form  as  the  cases  previous  to  that  time. 

From  January  first,  1901,  until  the  present  date,  there  were  two 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  cases  of  smallpox  treated  in  quarantine  in 
the  county.  The  disease  was  in  three  distinct  forms  or  types,  viz: 
discrete,  confluent  and  malignant.  Of  the  discrete  form,  there  were 
one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  cases  ;  of  the  confluent  form,  ninety- 
seven  cases,  and  of  the  malignant  form,  two  cases.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  either  the  discrete  or  confluent  forms,  but  both  cases  of 
the  malignant  form  died,  living  only  about  three  days  after  the  erup- 
tion appeared. 

Smallpox  continued  here  much  longer  that  it  should  have  done,  as 
there  were  quite  a  number  of  cases  here  in  different  localities  that 
were  never  reported  to  the  board  ;  ami,  in  fact,  which  wrere  kept  very 
quiet  and  no  one  knew  of  them  until  the  patients  were  again  able  to 
be  out  and  then  the  marks  were  the  first  and  only  knowledge  anyone 
had  that  there  had  been  a  case  in  that  neighborhood  or  locality.  Un- 
fortunately there  were  quite  a  number  of  such  cases,  and  these  cases 
2vc  the  cause  of  the  disease  hanging  on  so  long  and  appearing  again 
as  soon  as  cold  weather  made  its  appearance.  In  all  cases  where  the 
board  knew  anything  of  them,  a  strict  quarantine  was  observed,  and 
houses,  clothing  and  everything  thoroughly  fumigated. 

The  county  has  been  unusually  free  from  measles,  typhoid  fever, 
scarlet  fever  and  other  contagious  diseases,  no  epidemic  of  any  kind 
having  occurred  (except  smallpox),  in  the  county  during  the  year, 
and  only  a  very  few  cases  occurring  now  and  then,  and  no  deaths  re- 
ported from  any  of  them. 

The  general  health  of  the  county  is  now  and  has  during  the  year 
been  exceptionally  good,  although  the  water  supply  has  been  ex- 
tremely short  and  the  people  have  been  forced  to  drink  any  and  all 
kinds  of  water  for  the  last  few  months,  but  fortunately  a  great 
many  of  our  citizens,  both  in  towns  and  on  the  farms  have  been  boil- 
ing all  their  drinking  water,  which  rendered  it  pure  and  frf  e  from 
contagion. 
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From  the  present  outlook,  we  will  in  all  probability  have  another 
mild  epidemic  of  smallpox  during-  this  winter,  but  otherwise,  the 
prospect  seems  good  for  another  healthy  year.

I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  the  following  sanitary  conditions 
for  this  county  for  the  past  year : 

The  health  conditions  are  excellent,  and  we  are  almost  entirely 
free  from  cantagious  or  infectious  diseases  at  present.  We  were 
visited  by  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  during  the  first  part  of  the  year, 
but  owing  to  thorough  vaccination  and  close  attention  to  fumigation, 
there  was  no  great  spread  of  the  disease,  sixty-eight  cases  being  re- 
ported, with  one  death.  Of  this  number,  five  were  of  the  confluent 
and  sixty-three  of  the  discrete  type.  This  number  was  confined  to 
twenty  families,  eight  in  West  Plains,  two  in  Mountain  View  and  ten 
in  the  surrounding  country. 

Thirty-six  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported,  with  four 
deaths ;  with  eighty-four  cases  of  measles,  and  one  hundred  and  eight 
cases  of  mumps,  seventeen  cases  of  erysipelas,  four  of  diphtheria,  and 
forty-six  of  whoping  cough,  with  no  deaths. 

The  general  health  of  Howell  county  is  good,  better  than  for  a 
great  many  years.

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  Jackson  county,  outside  of 
incorporated  town  and  cities,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  am  able  to 
report  an  excellent  condition  of  affairs,  due  principally  to  the  ready 
co-operation  and  aid  rendered  the  board  by  the  physicians  through- 
out the  county,  and  their  prompt  reporting-  of  all  contagious  diseases. 

In  the  county  jail,  containing  city,  county,  state  and  federal  pris- 
oners, numbering  about  twelve  hundred  since  January  first,  1901, 
there  have  occurred  but  three  cases  of  smallpox,  this  small  number 
being  due  to  the  vigilance  of  the  officials  and  the  strict  regulations 
of  quarantine,  enforced  and  compulsory  vaccination,  and  enforced 
cleanliness  and  liberal  use  of  Formaldehyde  disinfectant.

In  regard  to  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  this  county,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  in  February,  March.  April  and  May,  1901,  smallpox 
existed  in  an  epidemic  form.

In  reply  to  your  request,  I  beg  to  report  twenty-two  cases  of  small- 
pox, with  one  death,  during  eleven  months  (January  to  November,  in- 
clusive) of  1 901.

caused  from  complications.  We  have  had  about  fifty  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  this  year,  with  a  mortality  of  about  five  per  cent.  There  have 
been  about  fifteen  cases  of  Diphtheria,  forty  or  fifty  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  with  a  mortality  of  five  per  cent. 

As  to  the  other  contagious  diseases,  we  have  had  none  to  speak 
of,  the  general  health  of  the  citizens  being  extremely  good.

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  re- 
port of  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  county,  also  the  prevalence  of 
Smallpox  and  other  contagious  diseases,  for  the  year  1901.  Altogether 
this  may  be  considered  one  of  the  healthiest  seasons  we  have  had  for 
years.  Perhaps  owing  to  the  long  continued  drought,  we  have  had 
little  Malarial  and  Typhoid  Fever,  which  are  usually  quite  prevalent 
during  the  summer  and  fall. 

Early  in  the  year  Smallpox  was  quite  prevalent  in  the  county, 
with  no  fatalities.  Smallpox  was  not  nearly  so  prevalent  during  this 
year  as  it  was  last  year,  when  we  had  no  quarantine  regulations.  I 
have  not  seen  a  case  since  early  in  the  spring,  and  do  not  anticipate 
much  of  it  this  coming  winter,  but  should  any  cases  develop,  \  do  not 
anticipate  a  spread  of  it  with  our  facilities  for  handling  it. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  there  was  quite  an  epidemic 
of  Measles  near  Couch,  but  so  far  as  T  know,  there  were  no  fatalities. 
Sonic  eases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  at  Thayer,  but  110  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  have  been  reported  in  this  county  during  the  year.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  county  is  extremely  good,  and  the  general 
health  very  good,  although  the  water  supply  has  been  very  low  for 
the  past  four  months.

T  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report,  as  to  the 
health  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  county:  Although  the  past 
year  has  been  extremely  dry  and  hot,  there  has  been  less  fatal  sick- 
ness than  for  several  years  past,  and  from  a  personal  inspection  of 
several  towns  in  tins  county.  I  find  the  sanitary  condition  good.  The 
municipal  boards  of  Rolla,  Ncwburg  and  St.  James,  all  of  this  county, 
have  evidently  given  this  matter  special  attention,  for  which  they  de- 
serve credit,  for  it  is  a  step  in  this  direction  for  towns  and  cities  to 
take  to  stamp  out  diseases  and  prevent  them. 
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The  physicians  in  this  county  report  the  general  health  good. 
There  have  been  reported  in  the  county  for  the  year  1901,  five  cases 
of  Smallpox  treated,  with  one  fatality ;  seventy-five  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  with  five  fatalities;  sixty-five  cases  of  Pneumonia,  with  ten 
fatalities ;  sixteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  with  two  fatalities,  and  six 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  with  three  fatalities. 

I  find  that  about  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  people  of  the  county 
have  been  successfully  vaccinated,  and  this  is  necessary  to  stamp  out 
the  disease.  As  the  people  become  more  and  more  educated  on  this 
subject,  it  would  be  wise  to  take  steps  to  make  vaccination  compul- 
sory, and  in  fact  the  laws  governing  all  contagious  diseases  should  be 
more  stringent. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  number  of  deaths  in  this 
county  from  Consumption;  twenty-seven  deaths  in  1901,  against  six- 
teen deaths  in  1900.  I  find  that  it  is  on  the  increase  in  the  same  pro- 
portion in  other  counties.  This  is  alarming  and  should  receive  the 
attention  of  not  only  the  physicians,  but  the  State  should  enact  some 
laws  to  help  us  in  stamping  out  this  dreaded  disease.  One  family 
which  I  have  attended  lately  have  had  five  deaths  from  Consumption 
in  the  last  three  years.

PLATTE  COUNTY. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  touching  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
county  during  the  present  year,  as  follows:  On  the  fifth  day  of 
April,  1901,  the  members  of  the  County  Court  were  duly  organized  as 
a  County  Board  of  Health,  and  the  undersigned  was  appointed  physi- 
cian thereof.  At  that  time,  Smallpox  had  manifested  itself  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  county  and  threatened  to  become  epidemic,  causing 
great  alarm  and  apprehension  in  the  public  mind.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  most  vigorous  measures  were  instituted  to  con- 
fine and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  contagion.  The  strictest  quaran- 
tine was  established  and  maintained ;  vaccination  was  freely  resorted 
to  and  firmly  enforced  upon  the  persons  of  all  who  had  in  any  man- 
ner been  exposed  to  the  disease,  and  after  the  convalescence  of  the  pa- 
tients, the  most  thorough  and  sweeping  fumigation  and  other  meas- 
ures thought  necessary  were  employed,  using  Sulphur  candles  and 
Formaldehyde  liberally,  and  applying  the  torch  to  all  articles  of  cloth- 
ing and  bedding  likely  to  harbor  the  germs  of  this  disease. 
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All  these  precautions  met  with  Happy  results.  The  pestilence 
was  imprisoned  successfully  within  the  premises  of  each  patient,  and 
in  no  instance  was  the  disease  fatal.  The  County  Board  enjoined 
strongly  upon  the  people  the  importance  of  being  vaccinated  as  a  pre- 
ventative, thus  supplementing  the  wise  precautionary  measures  of 
the  State  Board  in  this,  as  it  has  endeavored  to  do  in  all  things  recom- 
mended by  the  latter. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  our  county  has  been  for  the  last  year  un- 
usually free  from  the  visitation  of  other  contagious  diseases.  The 
members  of  the  medical  profession  in  this  county,  have  to  report  the 

following  number  of  cases  of  contagious  maladies  treated  by  them, 
to  wit :  Twenty-one  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  eight  fatalities ;  seven- 
teen cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  two  fatalities ;  nine  cases  of  Measles,  one 
fatality ;  eight  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  fatalities,  and  thirty-two 
cases  of  Smallpox,  no  fatalities. 

The  above  estimate  is  submitted  as  a  very  strong  argument  in 
favor  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  a  county  so  much  exposed  as  Platte 
is  to  the  contagion-breeding  influences  of  four  cities  to  which  it  is 
tributary  in  a  commercial  way.

As  Health  Officer  <»f  this  county,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fat- 
lowing  reporl  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  our  county  for 

tin-  year  ending  with  kjoi  : 
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Smallpox  has  recently  become  prevalent  in  our  county,  and  owing 
to  the  extreme  mildness  of  the  great  majority  of  the  cases,  lias  be- 
come widespread.  There  have  been  about  one  hundred  cases  in  this 
county,  with  no  fatalities  as  yet.  It  has  been  so  mild  that  many  do 
not  try  to  avoid  it,  and  many  refuse  to  be  vaccinated,  saying  that  they 
would  prefer  to  have  this  form  of  Smallpox  to  nursing  a  sore  arm. 

The  County  Board  of  Health  is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  confine 
and  control  it,  but  many  that  have  it  do  not  call  in  a  physician,  and 
the  fact  that  they  have  Smallpox  is  not  known  until  they  are  seen 
going  about  with  the  characteristic  eruption  on  their  faces,  many  of 
them  claiming  that  it  is  only  "bad  blood,"  etc.,  and  hoot  at  its  being 
Smallpox. 

Measles  has  been  spread  all  over  our  county  during  the  past  sum- 
mer and  fall,  and  still  exists  in  certain  localities,  but  there  have  been 
no  deaths.  The  health  of  the  county,  barring  the  epidemic  of  Measles 
and  Smallpox,  has  been  unusually  good.  On  account  of  the  drouth, 
the  citizens  of  our  county  in  many  neighborhoods  were  compelled  to 
use  very  bad  water,  and  we  were  expecting  much  Typhoid  Fever, 
but  in  this  we  were  agreeably  disappointed,  having  much  less  of  the 
fever  than  usual. 

As  to  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  there  has  been  none  of  either 
prevailing  during  the  year.  We  have  had  less  Malerial  and  continued 
forms  of  slow  fever  the  past  season  than  for  many  years.

Since  March,  reports  of  births  and  deaths,  as  well  as  of  contagious 
diseases  are  coming  in  fairly  well,  but  it  would  be  impossible  to  give 
correct  figures,  showing  the  actual  number  of  births,  deaths  and  con- 
tagious diseases  for  the  entire  year  of  1901,  for  statistic  purposes. 

The  sanitary  condition  in  the  county  during  the  year  1901,  were 
good,  showing  about  the  average  number  of  deaths  and  contagious 
diseases. 

The  County  Board  of  Health,  since  its  organization,  took  charge 
of  sixteen  cases  of  Smallpox,  with  no  fatalities.  There  are  no  cases  of 
Smallpox  in  this  county  at  present. 

During  the  past  three  months  about  one  hundred  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  of  rather  a  mild  type  have  occurred  in  the  city  of  St.  Charles.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  for  this  county  for  the 
year  1901  :  During  the  first  part  of  the  year  quite  a  number  of  Small- 
pox cases  were  reported,  probably  the  total  number  would  reach 
thirty  cases.  There  were  not  fatalities  and  very  few  really  severe 
cases.  Smallpox  as  it  occurred  here  was  in  an  exceedingly  mild 
form. 

Scarlet  Fever  in  this  county  was  very  prevalent  during  the  first 
few  months  of  the  year  1901,  with  great  fatality.  The  total  number 
of  cases  would  probably  reach  two  hundred.  The  greatest  fatality 
was  among  children  ranging  in  age  from  one  to  five  years.  Probably 
the  unusual  number  of  fatalities  was  a  result  of  the  influences  of  La 
Grippe  which  was  universal  at  that  time.  Typhoid  Fever  was  not  as 
common  in  this  county  this  year  as  it  has  been  in  previous  years.

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We  have  not  had  as  much  malarial  fever  this  year,  in  fact  for  the 
past  tvk>  years,  no  doubt  due  to  the  better  drainage  of  the  county  as 
there  has  been  quite  an  amount  of  timber  cut  out  for  agricultural 
purposes.  The  drainage  of  the  swamps  and  lakes  in  the  county  re- 
cently has  made  quite  an  impression  on  the  malarial  statistics.  The 
number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever  has  greatly  decreased.

We  have  insisted  on  every  one  being  vaccinated,  took  every 
precaution  and  carried  out  quarantine  regulations  as  best  we  could 
under  the  circumstances,  and  today  we  have  two  cases  in  the  county 
and  they  are  quarantined.  We  had  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  within 
the  last  few  weeks,  but  with  the  proper  care,  there  are  no  cases  at 
present.  The  sanitary  condition  of  this  county  is  good,  and  with  the 
exceptions  of  the  cases  referred  to.  we  are  free  from  contagious  dis- 
eases.

SHELBY  COUNTY. 

The  State  Board  <>f  Health  of  Missouri,  in  the  interest  of  the  cit- 
izens thereof,  lias  requested  of  the  Health  Commissioner  of  each  of 
the  counties  a  report  of  the  sanitary  conditions,  the  prevalence  of 
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contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  the  number  of  cases  of  each,  as 
far  as  possible  the  mortality,  and  other  facts  that  would  be  of  interest 
to  the  public. 

As  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  during  the  year  190 1,  we  have  had 
to  contend  with  that  disease,  concerning-  the  name  of  which  there  has 
been  some  difference  of  opinion;  but  at  present  the  majority  of  the 
profession  concur  in  calling-  it  smallpox.  It  was  introduced  into  our 
town  last  April  by  one  of  our  citizens  returning'  from  the  Indian  Ter- 
ritory, and  passing  through  four  or  five  families  before  being  diag- 
nosed. On  May  2nd,  the  writer  was  called  to  see  Charles  Powell,  and 
the  following  day  he  was  quarantined,  this  being  my  first  opportunity 
of  seeing  a  case.  From  this  date  until  July  19th,  twenty-one  cases 
developed  within  the  city  of  Clarence,  all  of  which,  together  with  the 
first  families,  recovered.  Three  other  families  without  the  city,  having 
become  infected  while  shopping  here  and  before  the  disease  was 
diagnosed,  contracted  smallpox;  three  cases  in  one  family,  two  in  an- 
other and  one  in  the  third,  all  of  which  recovered,  making  a  total  of 
twenty-six  cases  in  Shelby  county  in  the  year  1901. 

On  the  tenth  day  of  June,  the  health  department  of  Clarence  ap- 
pointed the  writer  Master  of  Quarantine,  and  on  July  19th,  the  last 
case  was  taken  in  charge,  a  period  of  thirty-nine  days,  the  quarantine 
being  in  force  from  June  10th  until  August  10th,  a  period  of  sixty 
days.  Exposures  of  certain  individuals,  but  with  no  contractions  of 
the  disease  by  them,  caused  the  extended  quarantine. 

As  to  other  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  I  have  to  report 
the  following:  Eighty-three  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  ten  deaths;  six- 
teen cases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  deaths;  two  cases  of  measles,  no 
deaths;  and  no  diphtheria. 

Of  the  diseases  above  referred  to,  we  have  none  at  present  save 
a  few  convalescent  typhoid  fever  patients.  Otherwise  the  health  of 
our  people  is  good.

STODDARD  COUNTY. 

I  wish  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of 
this  county  concerning  smallpox,  typhoid  fever,  measles,  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever,  etc. : 

In  regard  to  smallpox,  we  have  had  three  outbreaks  in  different 
sections  of  the  county,  each  caused  by  the  first  case  coming  from  out- 
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side,  in  a  mild  form,  but  few  confluent  cases,  majority  of  cases  not 
going  to  bed.  There  were  about  ten  cases  in  all.  We  have  had  no 
trouble  in  checking  the  disease  since  we  have  had  the  authority  to  do 
so,  and  there  has  never  been  a  reinfection  from  the  houses  where  it 
existed.  We  thoroughly  disinfect  and  fumigate  every  article,  and 
there  will  be  no  danger  of  another  outbreak  in  this  county  the  coming 
winter,  unless  the  first  case  is  imported  here. 

Measles  has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  north  and  central  part  of 
the  county,  but  has  been  in  a  mild  form.  There  has  been  no  scarlet 
fever  or  diphtheria  and  only  about  thirty  cases  of  typhoid  fever  the 
past  year.  'Malaria  fever  has  been  very  prevalent.  La  grippe  and 
tuberculosis  have  been  more  extensive  the  past  winter  than  ever  be- 
fore.

STONE  COUNTY. 

I  have  to  report  in  this  county  for  the  past  year,  twelve  cases 
of  smallpox,  with  no  fatalities.  These  cases  were  scattered  over  the 
county  and  were  quarantined  at  their  homes,  in  most  cases.  I  have 
heard  of  no  cases  of  measles  or  dipththeria.  Typhoid  fever  has  pre- 
vailed, but  to  a  less  extent  than  in  previous  years,  There  were  prob- 
ably fifty  cases,  with  average  mortality.  We  had  thirty  or  forty  cases 
of  scarletina,  with  six  fatalities. 

At  the  present  time  I  am  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  a  case  of 
smallpox,  measles,  diphtheria,' scarlet  fever  or  typhoid  fever  in  this 
county.  In  fact,  the  people  are  enjoying  excellent  health,  as  a  rule, 
better  health  than  we  have  enjoyed  in  the  recollection  of  the  oldest 
settlers  in  the  county.

Tn  reply  to  your  request  for  a  report  of  this  county,  will  say  that 
births,  deaths  or  contagious  diseases  are  not  reported  to  us,  with  the 

exception  of  smallpox.  We  had  fourteen  cases  of  smallpox  reported 
in  January  and  February,  with  no  deaths.  Since  then  no  reports  have 
beetl  received. 

Measles,  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  have  not  been  reported  to 
us,  but  there  have  been  only  isolated  cases  throughout  the  county, 
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with  low  death  rate.  Typhoid  fever  is  with  us  always,  but  lias  been 
less  epidemic  than  common  this  year,  and  except  in  one  or  two  local- 
ities the  death  rate  has  been  lower.  We  are  now  having  an  epidemic 
of  mumps,  extending  over  the  whole  county,  and  closing  several  oi 
our  schools.  There  have  been  "no  deaths  from  this  disease.  'The  gen- 
eral health  has  been  exceptionally  good  throughout  the  year,  there 
probably  being  not  over  one-half  the  usual  sickness.

This  has  been  a  remarkably  healthful  year  in  Washington  county. 
As  to  smallpox,  it  is  questionable  whether  there  has  been  a  ease  in 
this  county  at  any  time  during  the  so-called  prevalence  of  this  disease 
in  neighboring  counties,  certainly  not  within  the  present  year.  The 
scare  has  had  the  effect  to  induce  a  more  general  vaccination  than  for 
many  years. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  here  and  there,  mild  in  type,  without  any 
disposition  to  spread,  or  even   to  be  communicated  to  other  members 
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of  the  family  where  it  may  have  ocurred,  is  about  all  to  be  said  under 
that  head.  The  almost  perfect  natural  drainage  in  this  county  affords 
great  protection  against  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases. A  single  case  of  diphtheria,  terminating  fatally,  is  the  only  one 
to  my  knowledge.

WRIGHT  COUNTY. 

In  reply  to  your  call  for  health  report  I  have  to  say  that,  with 
the  exceptions  of  contagious  diseases,  the  health  in  this  locality  has 
been  better  than  any  previous  year  for  six  or  seven  years.  Malaria, 
the  disease  which  is  most  prevalent  in  this  county,  as  a  general  rule, 
has  almost  been  unknown  during  the  past  year. 

Typhoid  fever  has  generally  held  about  second  place,  but  strange 
as  it  is,  after  an  extremely  dry  and  hot  season,  with  three-fourths  of 
the  springs  and  wells  dry  as  a  result  of  same,  there  has  been  but  four 
or  five  cases  of  this  affection  in  the  county  during  this  year,  with  no 
deaths.  During  February  and  March.  La  Grippe  prevailed  in  all  parts 
of  the  county,  with  two  hundred  cases  and  ten  deaths. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  this  county  has  scarcely  been  free 
from  smallpox,  but  the  affection  has  been  in  a  very  mild  form  in  most 
instances,  although  in  sixty  cases  there  has  been  four  deaths,  three 
of  which  were  confluent,  and  one  of  the  most  malignant  hemorrhagic 
variety.  It  has  been  impossible  to  convince  the  public  that  smallpox 
really  existed,  and  on  this  account  it  has  been  anything  but  a  success 
in  trying  to  stamp  out  the  disease.  There  exists  in  the  county  at 
present  four  or  five  cases.  About  seventy-five  cases  of  whooping 
cough,  with  three  deaths ;  several  cases  in  the  county  at  present. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  present  for  the  past  four  months,  and  has 
been  in  the  simple  form  in  most  instances,  although  several  cases 
have  been  in  the  most  malignant  form.  Out  of  seventy  cases  there 
has  been  four  de;lths.  Out  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  cases  of  rotheln 
there  have  been  no  deaths.  This  affection  was  most  prevalent  during 
the  spring  months  of  the  .year.  There  has  been  no  diphtheria  except 
as  a  complication  of  scarlet  fever ;  out  of  three  cases  of  this  nature 
there  has  been  one  death.  About  fifty  cases  of  chicken  pox,  no  deaths ; 
this  affection  is  still  prevalent.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Governor  Alex.  M.  Dockery,  Jefferson  City,'Mo.: 
Honorable  Sir. — Your  Board  has  endeavored  to  make  itself  useful 
to  the  people.  It  has  organized  one  hundred  and  ten  counties  out  of 
the  one  hundred  and  fourteen  into  local  boards  of  health.  Thus  you 
see  only  four  counties  refusing.  There  being  no  penalty  for  such  re- 
fusal the  State  Board  could  not  compel  them  to  organize. 

By  much  persuasion  and  personal  visitation  by  members  of  the 
State  board  we  accomplished  the  above  results.  We  suggest  a  new 
local  board  of  health  law  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  as  the  law  is 
weak. 

The  importance  of  local  boards  can  not  be  over-estimated.  They 
are  a  necessity  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases ;  to  inform 
other  localities  through  the  State  board  of  the  location  of  contagious 
disease.  No  greater  mistake  could  be  made  than  secrecy  as  to  con- 
tagious disease.  Your  board  has  given  school  sanitation  great  con- 
sideration and  we  hope  many  lives  have  been  saved.  This  can  only 
be  done  by  local  boards. 

We  herewith  present  you  a  bill  for  a  new  local  board  of  health 
law,  hoping  it  may  meet  your  approval.  Your  board  further  believes 
from  actual  experience  that  the  Medical  Practice  Act  should  be  placed 
under  a  separate  board  of  examiners.  The  Board  of  Health  is  ham- 
pered by  the  animosities  necessarily  engendered  by  the  nature  of 
the  act. 

This  new  board  need  not  receive  support  from  the  State,  but 
should  be  made  self-sustaining,  as  it  is  a  board  to  pass  upon  a  specific 
set  of  persons  who  should  be  made  to  bear  their  own  expenses.  As 
to  the  advisability  of  doing  this  at  the  coming  Legislature,  however, 
you  are  the  better  judge.  The  State  Board  of  Health  would  then  be 
left  free  to  care  for  human  life. 

In  order  that  this  board  might  be  enabled  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  good  in  the  progress  of  sanitation  a  well  equipped  laboratory 
is  the  essential  factor. 
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The  progress  in  the  last  five  years  has  shown  that  it  is  both 
scientific  and  practical,  and  I  might  say  highly  practical.  This  labor- 
atory should  be  both  Chemical  and  Bacteriological,  where  experimen- 
tation and  observation  with  reference  to  the  natural  history  of  in- 
fectious diseases  might  be  made  and  the  information  thus  gained  dis- 
tributed to  the  people. 

The  agriculturist  finds  laboratory  investigation  necessary  to  gain 
knowledge  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  among  animals.  How 
much  more  necessary  to  protect  man  is  laboratory  investigation  ? 

Many  states  in  the  Union  have  already  established  laboratories 
for  such  investigation.  The  greatest  question  of  the  age  is  the  water 
supply,  water  being  the  greatest  cleanser  and  when  impure  the  greatest 
carrier  of  disease.  Every  citizen  should  know  and  feel  safe  to  step  to 
any  hydrant  for  a  drink  of  pure  water.  Without  the  Chemist  and 
Bacteriologist  such  cannot  be. 

One-seventh  of  our  deaths  is  from  tuberculosis.  This  alarming 
disease,  while  not  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  medical  profession, 
can  be  greatly  benefited  and  in  the  very  early  stages  be  cured.  Hence 
an  early  recognition  is  necessary,  and  this  early  recognition  can  only 
be  made  by  a  competent  Bacteriologist.  There  are  but  few  labora- 
tories in  the  State  making  such  examination.  State  aid  to  thus  pro- 
long and  save  human  life  is  the  best  prerogative  of  a  good  government. 
(  )ver  nine-tenths  of  the  practitioners  are  unable  to  use  the  microscope 
and  the  larger  per  cent  of  our  citizens  are  unable  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  expensive  private  laboratories  in  the  Stale.  Why  not  the  State 
step  in  and  fill  this  life  saving  need? 

Perhaps  at  a  glance  it  may  look  over-zealous  on  the  part  of  your 
board  in  asking  aid  to  enlarge  our  fields  of  usefulness.  We  are  anxious 
that  our  State,  so  great  in  its  resources  and  wealth,  may  be  equally 
so  in  her  intellectual  wealth.  In  other  words,  greatness  must  be 
guided  by  intelligence.  Life  and  wealth  seeking  needs  protection  of 
health  boards.  Health  boards,  in  order  to  be  of  the  greatest  service, 
should  have  a  good  laboratory  to  investigate  the  nature  of  contagion 
and  give  to  the  profession  an  early  recognition  of  disease  or  disease 
producing  elements,  and  further,  how  to  remedy  the  evil. 

Were  the  building  provided,  $5,000.00  a  year  would  run  a  Bac- 
teriological and  Chemical  Laboratory.  Without  this  laboratory  your 
board  of  health  will  continue  to  be  largely  a  paper  board,  as  all  boards 
ate  without  laboratory  aid.  Voi1  might  ask  what  other  states  are 
doing.  Louisiana  yearly  appropriates  $70,000. (X)  for  her  State  board. 
California  <>nly  $4,000.00  per  year,  and  Bubonic  pleague  is  now  lurking 
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in  San  Francisco  ready  to  be  scattered  in  these  United  States.  So 
great  is  the  emergency  that  Surgeon  General  Wyman  lias  seen  fit  to 
investigate. 

Call  this  expansion  if  yon  please,  it  is  expansion  in  saving  human 

life. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

Relative  to  Hygiene  in  public  schools,  there  is  opportunity  foi 
great  improvement  in  the  erection  of  school  buildings  throughout 
the  State,  The  question  of  Hygienic  surroundings  is  also  very  much 
in  need  of  improvement.  The  State  Board  of  Health,  owing  to  the 
fact  of  the  work  that  is  necessary  for  them  to  do,  makes  it  impossible 
to  give  consideration  in  detail  to  all  sanitation  needed  in  various 
places  of  the  State. 

There  are  many  work-shops  where  there  is  an  employment  of  a 
great  number  of  people  and  we  observe  that  the  subject  of  sanitation 
has  been  to  a  great  degree  neglected  in  these  employment  houses. 

We  have  tried,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able,  to  educate  or  instruct 
in  questions  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  in  the  public  institutions  and 
schools  of  the  State,  but  we  are  frank  to  admit  that  the  work  we  have 
done  has  not  reached  the  desired  result ;  neither  can  we  do  this  until 
there  is  more  legislation  extending  the  powers  of  local  boards  of 
health.  We  feel  the  importance  of  an  oversight  over  these  matters 
and  we  hope  that  in  due  time  the  board  of  health  of  the  State  will 
have  sufficient  power  to  regulate  the  construction  of  buildings,  the 
surroundings  and  the  number  of  pupils  to  each  room  and  many  other 
things  that  should  be  looked  after  for  the  care  and  protection  of  the 
children  in  attendance. 

We  feel  that  this  educational  feature  of  sanitary  hygiene  should 
be  commenced  in  our  public  schools,  that  our  teachers  should  be  tan 
the  importance  of  public  sanitation  and  hygiene. 

The  question  has  been  brought  before  the  curators  of  the  State 
University  and  they  were  urged  by  the  executive  committee  from  the 
board  of  health  to  establish  the  department  of  hygiene  and  sanitary 
science  to  be  taught  by  the  University  ;  with  this  department  of  the 
science  of  health  taught  by  our  educational  institutions  we  would  soon 
be  able,  as  a  board  of  health,  to  accomplish  something  for  the  people 
of  our  State. 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  to  go  into  a  country  school  house 
and  find  that  the  breathing  space  is  inadequate  to  the  number  of 
students  therein.  We  often  thus  find  that  the  breathing  space  is 
being  over-filled,  the  air  is  very  impure  and  hence  all  children  who 
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have  a  predisposition  to  any  constitutional  disease,  whatever,  have  a 
splendid  opportunity  for  its  development. 

Another  things  in  connection  with  school  regulations,  the  water 
supplies  are  very  poor.  Often  times  the  water  for  school  children  is 
collected  from  branches  and  from  other  places  where  the  waters  are 
not  pure  and  another  avenue  which  the  susceptible  are  liable  to  the 
development  of  disease. 

We  simply  refer  to  these  matters  because  we  feel  and  realize  the 
importance  of  this  department  of  education  for  the  welfare  and  good 
of  the  children  in  public  schools  of  our  State. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

As  this  disease  in  the  past  year  has  caused  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri 4,000  deaths  and  has  incapacitated  at  least  40,000  of  her  inhab- 
itants from  earning  a  livelihood,  it  is  time  that  the  State  should  take 
cognizance  of  this  plague  and  adopt  measures  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  a  disease,  which  by  proper  measures  is  almost  entirely  preventable. 
Tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  and  therefore  a  preventable  disease. 
Every  new  case  of  this  disease  is  contracted  from  a  preceding  case. 
In  fact  the  almost  criminal  ignorance  and  carelessness  of  our  people 
in  the  care  and  destruction  of  the  contagium  of  this  disease  has  become 
a  public  menace,  and  demands  a  public  remedy.  Therefore  the  Stale 
should  print  and  become  sponsor  for  literature  treating  upon  this 
subject.  This  literature  to  be  circulated  throughout  the  State  with 
the  object  of  educating  the  public  to  the  necessity  of  strict  sanitary 
measures  in  the  prevention  of  the  disease.  These  measures  should 
embrace  the  following  points : 

Men's  power  to  control  the  spread  of  the  disease  is  absolute,  and 
it  is  so  because  the  contagium,  by  which  is  meant  the  infecting  par- 
ticles, is  confined  entirely  to  the  matter  given  off  by  a  tubercular  sore, 
wherever  that  sore  may  be  located.  The  infecting  agent  of  tubercu- 
losis is  a  microscopic  disease  germ,  called  bacillus  tuberculosis.  Tu- 
berculosis cannot  exist  without  this  germ — cannot  be  produced  with- 
out it — and,  when  it  exists,  this  germ  is  invariably  given  off  when  the. 
disease  has  progressed  far  enough,  in  the  form  of  broken-down  tissue, 
technically  called  pus.  In  consumption  this  broken-down  tissue  is 
expectorated,  and  is  called  sputum;  in  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  it 
is  usually  called  pus. 

The  great  and  all  important  rule  which  must  be  observed  bv  a 
person  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  is  to  take  away  from  all  broken-down  tissue  its  infecting 
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power  before  permit  1  ing  il  to  pass  from  under  control.  Every  pet  on 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  lias  it  in  his  power  to  do  tin's. 

When  a  consumptive  begins  to  expectorate,  he  should,  when  pos- 
sible, spit  in  a  cup  in  which  has  been  placed  germicide  (a  drug  having 
the  power  to  kill  the  germ).  This  cup  should  be  made  of  material  that 
does  not  corrode,  and  should  be  of  a  shape  that  readily  permits  of 
thorough  cleansing.  Paper-cups,  which  may  be  used,  arc  to  be  had  at 
drug  stores,  and  they  commend  themselves  for  the  reason  that  they  are 
very  cheap,  and  can  be  burned  after  using*.  A  large  china  coffee-cup 
with  a  handle  answers  all  purposes  very  well.  As  germicides,  one  may 
use  ordinary  lye,  out  of  which  soap  is  made,  or  formalin  in  10  per  cent 
solution.  If  no  germicide  can  be  obtained  at  least  water  should  be 
put  in  the  cup.  The  cup  should  be  thoroughly  scalded  with  boiling 
water  at  least  twice  a  day. 

Kissing,  especially  on  the  mouth,  should,  under  no  circumstances, 
be  practiced  by  a  consumptive.  For  the  deprivation  of  this  social 
custom,  he  will  have  the  reward  of  knowing  that  he  protects  those 
near  and  dear  to  him. 

A  consumptive  should  not  hold  a  situation  in  which  he  is  com- 
pelled to  handle  the  food  or  wearing  apparel  of  others,  or  which  brings 
him  in  very  close  relations  with  others.  When  the  exigencies  of  life, 
however,  necessitate  his  holding  such  positions,  he  should  exercise 
every  possible  care  to  prevent  any  of  his  sputa  from  getting  upon  his 
hands,  or  upon  the  articles  which  he  handles,  or  upon  the  persons 
upon  whom  he  waits.  He  should  avoid  coughing  upon  or  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  dining  service  or  kitchen  utensils. 

At  the  family  table  the  consumptive  should  have  his  own  eating 
and  drinking  utensils.  These  should  be  washed  separately  and  should 
be  used  by  no  one  else. 

The  bed  clothes  and  linen  of  a  consumptive,  or  a  person  suffering 
from  any  form  of  tuberculosis,  should  be  thoroughly  boiled  before 
washing. 

The  living  room  and  bed-room  of  a  consumptive,  or  person  suffer- 
ing from  any  form  of  tuberculosis,  should  be  kept  very  clean,  and 
should  be  frequently  aired.  As  much  sunlight  as  possible  should  be 
admitted.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  breath  of  the  consump- 
tive is  entirely  devoid  of  danger.  The  disease-germ  cannot  be  con- 
veyed by  the  breath,  but  must  be  carried  by  the  matter  given  off  in 
form  of  broken-down  tissue. 

To  make  this  education  effective  certain  knowledge  and  means 
are  necessary.    Where  are  these  to  come  from?    Under  our  system  of 
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government  from  the  board  of  health,  and  the  only  way  the  board  of 
health  can  become  factors  in  this  movement  is  by  the  registration  of 
every  case  of  tuberculosis.  This  registration  does  not  mean  the  plac- 
arding of  houses  or  the  isolation  of  consumptives. 

But  the  objects  which  can  be  obtained  by  registration  of  tubercu- 
losis are:  ist.  To  give  knowledge  and  help  to  the  consumptive  and 
his  family  for  their  protection  and  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 
2nd.  To  protect  people  against  the  danger  from  contaminated  house, 
into  which  they  may  innocently  move.  As  things  are  now,  a  family 
may  run  into  danger  which  they  cannot  see.  If  the  house  lias  been 
occupied  by  a  consumptive,  some  member  of  the  family  moving  in 
is  very  likely  to  get  the  disease.  If  every  case  of  tuberculosis  were 
registered,  the  board  of  health  could  watch  houses  which  are  occupied 
by  consumptives  and  require  their  disinfection  when  vacated.  To 
properly  disinfect  a  house  is  rather  an  expensive  operation,  and  this 
being  the  case  few  landlords  will  do  it  except  under  compulsion.  No 
one  can  compel  a  landlord  to  disinfect  such  a  house  except  the  board  of 
health,  and  the  board  of  health  cannot  do  so  unless  it  knows  where 
the  house  is. 

Registration  of  tuberculosis  would  indeed  be  one  of  the  greatest 
blessings  possible  to  the  people,  and  especially  to  the  poor  people. 
There  would  be  no  publicity  in  the  matter.  The  suffering  of  the  con- 
sumptive poor  would  be  lessened  because  they  would  be  at  least 
known  to  the  authorities.  The  fact  is  we  have  all  grown  so  indifferent 
about  the  existence  of  consumption  and  so  callous  about  the  suffering 
of  the  consumptive,  that  we  seem  oblivious  of  them.  The  poor  con- 
sumptive could  not  be  more  completely  hidden  in  the  desert  than  he 
is  in  our  midst.  He  needs  public  attention  and  only  through  regis- 
tration can  he  get  it. 

HOSPITALS  AND  SANITARIUMS. 

Missouri  should  build  and  maintain  hospitals  and  sanitariums. 
First.  For  the  amelioration  of  suffering  which  the  maintain ance  of 
these  would  bring  to  her  inhabitants.  It  can  be  approximately  proven 
thai  from  one-fourth  to  one-third  of  the  suffering  amongst  our  poor 
and  semi -poor  can  be  traced  directly  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  2nd. 
It  has  be  proven  in  Other  states  where  sanitariums  are  maintained 
thai  over  So  per  cent  of  incipient  eases  can  be  permanently  cured  and 
restored  to  lives  of  usefulness  for  the  benefit  of  the  State,  and  their 
dependents,  and  for  those  cases  who,  by  their  wilful  neglect  and  ignor- 
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ance,  have  passed  the  curative  stage,  a  properly  conducted  hospital 
would  afford  a  home  where  they  could  pass  their  last  days  iu  com- 
fort, without  endangering  others,  as  their  relatives  and  the  general 
public.  Every  one  of  these  cases  so  cared  for  in  hospitals  and  sani- 
tariums, removes  a  considerable  source  of  danger  from  the  general 
public,  for  if  these  institutions  are  properly  conducted  there  should 
not  be  a  single  new  case  arise  therefrom,  and  consequently  these  in- 
stitutions act  as  a  powerful  agent  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease. 

SMALLPOX. 

Variola  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  United  States  as  well 
as  other  nations  for  the  past  four  years  and  is  at  present  prevailing  in 
some  districts  of  this  State.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  it  will  re- 
appear the  coming  winter,  the  type  of  which  no  physician  can  predict. 

The  physicians  of  every  county  and  town  must  notify  their  sani- 
tary officer  on  the  first  appearance  of  this  disease,  so  that  the  proper 
methods  of  isolation  can  be  put  in  force.  This  is  the  only  way  to  ac- 
complish results.  If  the  attending  physician  seeks  to  conceal  these 
cases,  it  can  only  mean  disaster  to  our  aim  and  purpose,  and  will  sim- 
ply add  misery,  pain  and  possibly  death  to  those  exposed  to  this  dread- 
ful disease.  The  true,  conscientious  physician  will  not  knowingly  con- 
tribute to  or  assist  in  the  spread  of  a  contagious  disease  among  his 
fellowmen,  since  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  doctor  is,  and  has  al- 
ways been  ready  and  willing  to  protect  his  fellowmen  from  evil  and 
danger. 

Now  a  few  words  with  regard  to  the  nomenclature  of  the  disease. 
There  has  been  more  or  less  disagreement  among  physicians  as  to  the 
diagnosis  of  this  disease.  This  contention  has  practically  ceased,  as 
most  physicians  have  had  opportunities  to  observe  these  cases  clinic- 
ally and  the  question  of  diagnosis  has  now  practically  become  a  unit. 
If  there  are  any  yet  who  question  the  disease  being  Smallpox,  they 
either  belong  to  the  class  who  refused  to  be  convinced  or  to  those  un- 
informed on  the  subject.  The  young  members  of  the  profession  occa- 
sionally fail  to  recognize  the  disease,  but  that  is  reasonable  to  expect, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  opportunities  for  clinical  observation.  However, 
there  are  but  few  physicians  in  the  State  who  are  not  now  perfect!  v 
familiar  with  all  the  phases  of  the  disease,  from  its  inception  to  its 
termination,  so  there  is  now  little  excuse  for  a  physician  to  err  in  diag- 
nosis. 

Among  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  Smallpox  is  proba- 
bly the  most  highly  contagious.    This  being  the  case  we  should  ever 
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be  ready  and  active  to  control  the  disease  at  its  inception.  The  idea 
of  concealing'  such  a  highly  contagious  and  dangerous  disease  by 
physicians  or  laymen,  for  any  cause  or  reason,  should  not  be  tolerated 
by  any  enlightened  community.  We  do  not  believe  in  boycotting,  but 
should  a  physician  be  guilty  of  such  an  act  (we  might  say  criminal 
act)  we  would  be  willing  to  boycott  for  the  sake  of  humanity. 

VACCINATION  AS  A  PREVENTION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

Vaccination  is  as  sure  a  protection  against  Smallpox  as  a  genuine 
variola  is  to  the  second  attack. 

The  reasons  for  the  opposition  to  vaccination  can  be  classed  un- 
der two  causes  :  First,  as  occasioned  by  ignorance  ;  second,  occasioned 
by  the  carelessness  of  the  physician.  If  a  person  should  take  the  pains 
to  make  proper  investigations  of  all  of  the  reports  of  the  success  of 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  there  would  be  no  opposition  on  account 
of  ignorance.  We  could  recite  page  after  page  of  cases  that  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated,  such  as  nurses,  doctors,  and  other  attendants 
in  Smallpox  hospitals,  that  Smallpox  never  made  the  slightest  impres- 
sion upon.  There  is  no  other  preventive  against  Smallpox,  and  the 
object  and  purpose  of  articles  of  this  character  is  to  stimulate  research 
in  those  that  have  an  opposite  view  of  the  real  value  and  merit  of  vac- 
cination. 

It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  the  uninformed  say  that  they  would 
rather  have  Smallpox  than  be  vaccinated.  Now,  of  course,  no  person 
that  has  the  proper  knowledge  of  the  dreaded  disease,  Smallpox,  would 
think  of  making  such  an  irrational  statement. 

With  regard  to  the  objections  arising  by  reason  of  the  careless- 
ness of  physicians.  It  has  been  my  personal  observation  to  see  physi- 
cians perform  this  work  of  vaccination  without  any  semblance  of 
cleanliness;  for  instance,  in  schools,  they  line  up  a  row  of  school  chil- 
dren and  vaccinate  them,  using  neither  soap,  water,  alcohol  or  ether 
to  cleanse  the  little  patients'  arm  to  render  them  safe  from  a  mixed 
infection.  A  physician  who  would  be  guilty  with  our  present  knowl- 
edge of  aseptic  surgery  of  vaccinating  a  person  by  scarifying  the  skin  or 
by  the  injection  method,  without  first  cleansing  his  instrument  as  well  as 
the  field  of  operation,  merits  criminal  prosecution  ;  the  lack  of  this  precau- 
tion occasions  the  greatest  cause  for  the  present  opposition  to  vaccin- 
ation. In  the  first  place  it  is  the  duty  of  Hie  physician  to  see  that  the 
patient's  physical  condition  is  good  for  vaccination;  second,  it  is  his 

duty  to  thoroughly  cleanse  the  field  of  Operation.  It  is  further  his 
duty  to  know  as  nearly  as  possible  that  the  virus  which  he  uses  is  ab- 
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solutcly  free  from  mixed  infection  or  impurities.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  all  vaccine  material  should  be  first  approved  by  the  Bacteriologist 
of  the  State  and  have  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
stamped  on  these  packages  before  they  are  allowed  to  be  used  by  the 
physicians  of  our  State. 

fl  the  proper  aseptic  precautions  are  observed  in  the  vaccination 
of  patients,  there  is  absolutely  no  necessity  for  the  great  and  dreaded 
sore  arm.  It  is  only  the  mixed  infection  that  occasions  these  unnec- 
essary bad  arms,  which  can  only  be  remedied  by  the  extreme  cautious- 
ness of  the  operator,  who  should  and  must  do  strictly  asceptic  vaccina- 
tion. 

We  would  suggest  that  all  people  regardless  of  age,  should  be 
vaccinated  every  four  or  five  years,  and  especially  should  this  be  dono 
if  there  is  a  prevailing  epidemic  of  Smallpox. 

The  custom  prevailed  to  some  extent  of  physicians  advising  their 
patients  or  families  to  procure  vaccine  points  and  vaccinate  them- 
selves, for,  as  I  suppose,  economy's  sake.  Now,  this  is  simply  the 
worst  of  practice  and  in  order  that  we  might  prevent  the  occurrence 
of  some  serious  results  and  prevent  any  occasion  for  the  objections  to 
be  raised  against  vaccination,  under  all  circumstances  this  operation 
should  be  done  by  a  legally  qualified  physician.  Too  much  care  cannot 
be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  virus  and  the  technique  of  the  oper- 
ation. Trivial  and  simple  as  the  operation  may  appear,  it  nevertheless 
requires  skill  and  sufficient  knowledge  to  secure  successful  results. 

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  following  report 
as  your  secretary  and  executive  officer,  beginning  with  January  I, 
1902,  and  ending  with  December  31,  1902. 

During  this  period  of  my  official  acts,  while  I  have  found  the 
duties  of  the  office  to  be  many  and  in  many  instances  exacting,  yet  I 
am  glad  to  report  to  you  that  the  success  of  the  past  year  has  been 
equal  to,  if  not  greater  than  anticipated  by  your  humble  servant. 

The  usefulness  of  the  existence  of  a  State  Board  of  Health  is  now 
beginning  to  be  more  appreciated  by  the  laity  than  in  the  past,  be- 
cause the  public  realize  that  the  object  and  purpose  of  such  an  exist- 
ing board  is  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  our  common- 
wealth. Formerly  the  ideas  they  had  with  regard  to  such  a  board  were 
that  it  was  purely  for  the  advancement  of  the  interest  and  cause  of  the 
medical  profession. 
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We  have  organized  throughout  the  State  County  Boards  of  Health 
in  compliance  with  the  law,  excepting  four  counties,  which  refuse  ab- 
solutely to  organize  a  county  local  Board  of  Health.  There  being  no 
penalty  to  the  law  creating  and  establishing  these  boards,  it  was  im- 
possible for  us  to  do  anything  further  than  to  exert  ourselves  in  a  per- 
suasive direction. 

Our  experience  derived  from  observation  and  actual  service  in 
this  work  is  to  the  effect  that  only  great  good  can  come  from  the  or- 
ganization of  local  Boards  of  Health  throughout  the  State  and  the  ef- 
ficiency of  their  work.  I  hope  in  the  future  that  the  legislators  may 
arrange  plans  of  organization  that  can  be  carried  into  effectual  use 
and  will  enable  us  not  only  to  have  county  organizations,  but  town- 
ship organizations  as  well ;  then  we  will  be.  in  a  position  to  meet  and 
combat  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  the  very  inception  of  the 
outbreak. 

The  educational  feature  in  our  work  is  of  paramount  importance — 
first  to  educate  the  people  up  to  the  point  that  death  does  and  often  re- 
sults from  contagious  diseases  and,  second,  that  they  are  diseases 
which,  under  careful  care  and  management  can  be  restricted  to  a  min- 
imum. Therefore,  feeling  the  importance  of  this  educational  feature, 
we  have  organized  in  the  State  a  State  Sanitary  Association  which 
convenes  twice  a  year  for  the  discussion  of  questions  pertaining  spe- 
cially to  contagious  and  infectious  diseases.  This  association  is  com- 
posed of  local  Boards  of  Health,  both  counties  and  municipalities. 
They  are  urged  to  attend,  that  they  may  be  better  prepared  to  carry 
out  their  official  work  to  the  good  "of  the  people  among  whom  they 
live. 

It  has  been  the  pleasure  of  our  executive  officers  wherever  it  was 
possible  for  them  to  address  medical  officers  throughout  the  State  and 
eslewhere  oil  the  questions  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Health 
Boards  along  the  lines  of  official  duty  that  great  good  can  be  accom- 
plished by  perfect  organizations  and  other  members  of  the  Board 
have  given  their  time  and  work  to  this  purpose,  all  of  which  has  its  ef- 
fecl  in  instructing  and  advising  with  the  younger  members  of  the  pro- 
fession on  the  importance  of  the  present  system  of  Boards  of  Health. 

We  have  distributed  throughout  the  Stale  large  numbers  of  circular 
matter  upon  contagions  and  infections  diseases.    We  have  printed  and 

distributed  something  like  five  thousand  copies  to  the  various  Boards 

of  Health  of  the  State  and  to  many  medical  associations  in  the  State, 
bo  thai  bv  this  process  of  instruction  from  the  State  Boards  of  Health 
to  the  local  Boards  of  Health  we  see  great  good  accomplished  in  this 
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direction.  But  for  the  fact  of  our  limited  means  we  would  have  dis- 
tributed many  times  more  than  we  have  and  the  result,  of  course, 
would  have  been  many  times  greater. 

Every  physician  in  the  State  of  Missouri  should  be  taught  and  in- 
structed especially  in  the  management  and  the  protection  of  the  people 
and  those  inflicted  with  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  and  we 
strive  to  set  forth  in  these  pamphlets  clearly  the  needed  requirements 
in  the  management  of  these  cases  so  that  they  will  be  greatly  limited.

The  State  Board  of  Health  met  at  Jefferson  City  in  the  Capitol 
Building  at  2  p.  m.  January  7th,  1902. 

Members  present:  Drs.  McAlester,  Powell,  Elkins,  Dysart, 
Standlee  and  Morrow;  Dr.  Thatcher  being  absent. 

The  case  of  H.  C.  McFall  of  Mexico  was  called  and  his  attorney, 
AY.  AY.  Fry,  appeared  and  presented  the  certificates  of  Drs.  Hawkins 
and  Talsen,  that  lie,  Dr.  McFall,  was  sick,  confined  to  his  bed  and  not 
able  to  be  present  and  the  case  was  postponed  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  minutes  of  the  Sedalia  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
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The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Viavi  Company,  who  have 
agents  throughout  the  country  that  sell  and  otherwise  prescribe  their 
medicine  and  recommend  it  for  ailments,  and  he  received  a  letter  that 
he  read  from  apparent  head  plant,  which  threatened  to  prosecute  the 
vState  Board  of  Health  if  they  further  interfered  with  their  business. 

Dr.  Standlee  then  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  con- 
tinue to  notify  them  whenever  they  were  reported  to  him.  This  mo- 
tion was  unanimously  carried. 

The  British-American  doctors  were  reported  to  the  Board  and  one 
of  their  advertisements  read  by  the  Secretary,  which  was  discussed  by 
the  members  of  the  Board,  they  taking  the  position  that  this  was  a 
disreputable  way  to  practice  medicine  and  in  violation  of  the  intent  of 
the  law.  The  Board  instructed  the  Secretary  to  notify  them  to  appear 
before  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  and  show  cause  win 
their  license  should  not  be  revoked  for  such  unprofessional  conduct. 

Dr.  Standlee  moved  that  David  H.  Nothdurft  be  allowed  an  ex 
animation  at  this  meeting  without  further  fee,  because  of  having  paid 
the  examination  April  16,  1901  ;  seconded  by  Dr.  Elkins.    Motion  lost. 

The  report  from  the  Committee  relative  to  the  unsettled  business 
in  the  hands  of  Dr.  L.  C.  Martin,  Jr.,  ex-Secretary  State  Board  of 
Health,  was  then  called  for  and  the  committee  had  nothing  but  a  re- 
port from  the  State  Auditor,  which  showed  that  there  had  been  quite  a 
number  of  accounts  approved  by  the  State  Auditor  since  May  1st  to 
December  9th.  This  Committee  asked  for  an  increase  in  number  and 
Dr.  Dysart  was  added  and  they  were  instructed  to  secure  what  inform- 
ation they  could  from  the  State  Auditor  and  Governor  Dockery  rela- 
tive to  these  accounts  and  the  property  that  had  been  used  and  report 
at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

The  Board  ad  journed  to  meet  at  7:30  p.  m. 

Board  was  called  to  order  by  the  I 'resident. 

Dr.  Care  appeared  before  the  Board  and  made  a  statement  relative 
to  the  McFall  case. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Elkins  that  any  member  of  the  Board  be  authorized 
to  establish  quarantine  to  control  Smallpox  or  other  contagious  dis- 
eases that  may  arise  in  any  portion  of  the  State,  where  it  may  be  nec- 
essary, empowering  the  Secretary  to  order  this  quarantine  by  notice 
through  sneh  member.    Motion  carried. 

Df.  Morrow  moved  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Elkins  thai  Drs.  Mc- 
AJ ester  and  Dysarl  be  requested  to  call  on  the  Governor  and  State 
Auditor  and  see  ii  there  can'l  be  some  per  diem  allowed  members  of 
Mm  Board  for  holding  examinations.    Motion  carried. 
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It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  hereafter  all  the  applicants  for 
examination  would  be  required  to  make  a  passing  grade  of  75  per  cent, 
on  each  of  the  branches  required  by  law.    Motion  carried. 

Following-  this  a  motion  was  made  that  applicants  taking  examin- 
ation and  failing,  yet  passing  on  one  or  more  subjects,  should  receive 
credit  on  those  subjects  passed  at  the  next  examination,  but  if  they 
failed  in  the  second  examination,  they  would  be  required  to  take  all  of 
the  subjects  over  and  begin  new.  . 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  the  order  of  busi- 
ness, which  resulted  in  the  following:  President,  Dr.  A.  W.  McAles- 
ter;  Vice-President,  Dr.  B.  G.  Dysart ;  Secretary,  W.  F.  Morrow. 

Dr.  McAlester  then  addressed  the  Board  relative  to  the  importance 
of  a  Bacteriologist  being  attached  to  the  Board  of  Health.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  all  expressed  their  approval  of  this  addition.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  Dr.  McAlester  be  empowered  to  procure  a 
competent  man  as  soon  as  possible. 

By  motion  of  Dr.  Powell  the  annual  report  was  received  and 
adopted,  and  1,000  copies  ordered  printed  and  distributed  throughout 
the  State  and  other  Boards  of  Health  in  adjoining  states,  which  was 
carried  and  the  Standard  Printing  Company  of  Kansas  City  was  se- 
lected to  do  the  printing.    Board  adjourned  to  meet  next  day. 

The  Board  convened  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  8  o'clock  and  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  the  following  applicants  for  license  to  practice  med- 
icine in  the  State.  The  day  was  consumed  and  the  evening  until  mid- 
night and  the  following  day  until  noon  was  devoted  to  this  examina- 
tion. Thirty-three  applicants  appeared  and  were  examined  by  the 
Board. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  salary  of  the  stenographer 
be  increased  from  thirty  to  forty  dollars,  which  was  carried. 
Minutes  read  and  approved  unanimously.

The  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  had  a  call  meeting  April  1st 
at  Kansas  City  in  the  club  rooms  of  the  Baltimore  hotel. 

Members  present:  Drs.  McAlester,  Dysart,  Standlee,  Powell, 
Thatcher  and  Morrow.  Dr.  J.  A.  B.  Adcock,  the  new  member,  was 
present  at  this  meeting  and  acted  with  the  Board  in  his  official  capa- 
city, he  being  recently  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  res- 
ignation of  Dr.  Flkins. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
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Dr.  B.  W.  Toothacher  of  St.  Joseph  asked  the  Board  to  give  him 
an  oral  examination  on  account  of  sore  eyes,  which  request  was 
granted. 

The  communication  of  R.  J.  Balch,  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  New- 
ton county,  was  read,  charging  Dr.  Leon  Hawitz  with  unprofessional 
and  dishonorable  conduct,  in  keeping  a  dramshop  and  drug  store  and 
encouraging  disorderly  crowds  about  his  place  of  business.  The  Sec- 
retary was  directed  to  ask  the  prosecuting  attorney  to  furnish  the  State 
Board  with  a  certified  copy  of  his  convictions  for  such  violations  in 
his  county  and  other  information  which  he  might  be  able  to  obtain. 

The  case  of  Dr.  Bauersman  was  called  up  and  was  ordered  re- 
ferred to  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  Clay  county. 

The  case  of  Drs.  McClelland  and  McClintock,  under  the  name  of 
the  British-American  Doctors  of  Kansas  City  was  next  called  before 
the  board  and  the  charges  read  to  them,  which  were  in  substance 
false  representations  and  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  conduct  in 
advertisements  that  appeared  in  the  paper  with  regard  to  their  pledges 
and  promises  to  patients  to  perform  and  do  such  work  that  to  the  aver- 
age medical  man  could  only  be  construed  to  be  false.  They  appeared 
before  the  board  and  made  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  matter, 
acknowledging  their  guilt  and  under  a  pledge  of  their  sacred  honor, 
that  they  would  conduct  themselves  in  a  professional  manner  and  an 
honorable  way  hereafter.  With  this  pledge  the  board  directed  the 
President  to  reprimand  them  for  the  coarse  and  unprofessional  man- 
ner in  which  they  had  been  acting  the  past  year. 

Dr.  McAIester  made  a  report  of  his  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
Ann  Arbor,  Midi.,  and  the  city  of  New  York,  lie  being  directed  to  go 
to  Washington  on  account  of  National  legislation,  also  to  Ann  Arbor 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  a  Bacteri- 
ologist and  Pathologist.  He  recommended  in  his  report  that  the  board 
could  procure  the  services  of  IT.  J.  Detweiler  of  Ann  Arbor,  stating 
that  his  salary  for  the  present  would  be  $50.00  per  month  and  it 
would  be  necessary  to  advance  $250.00  for  a  laboratory  equipment. 

Dr.  Powell  moved  to  elect  Dr.  Detweiler  as  Pathologist  and  Bac- 
teriologist of  the  Slate  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri  and  he  was 
unanimously  elected  to  take  charge  of  his  office  July  1st. 

Dr.  Thatcher  moved  that  the  meetings  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  be  made  al  a  Stated  time  for  the  future  as  follows:  Jefferson 
City,  second  Tuesday  in  January;  Kansas  City,  second  Tuesday  in 
April;  Si.  Louis,  special,  first  Tuesday  in  May;  St.  Louis,  regular, 
second  Tuesday  in  July;  Kansas  City,  third  Tuesday  in  September 
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and  that  notice  by  publication  be  made  in  the  daily  papers  and  medical 
journals  of  the  State  four  weeks  prior  to  the  examination  and  board 
meetings,  which  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 
Board  adjourned  for  dinner. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  case  of  H.  C.  McFall  of  Mexico,  charged  with 
criminal  practice  before  this  Board,  was  next  called,  he  being  repre- 
sented by  W.  W.  Frye  and  Jas.  McTrumble  of  Kansas  City ;  the  State 
being  represented  by  Orlando  Pitts  of  Mexico.  The  trial  was  pre- 
ceded with  reading  of  depositions  from  Maude  Stevenson  and  her 
mother,  Mrs.  Stevenson,  and  others,  also  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Care. 
After  careful  consideration  of  the  case  occupying  the  full  afternoon 
the  .case  was  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Board.  On  motion  of 
Dr.  Dysart  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Adcock  it  was  decided  to  pass  on  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  H.  C.  McFall,  and  if  found  guilty,  revoke  his 
license.  The  vote  stood  as  follows :  Ayes — Dysart,  Adcock,  Powell, 
Thatcher,  McAlester,  Morrow;  nays — Standlee. 

It  was  further  ordered  that  the  Secretary  notify  Dr.  McFall  of 
Mexico  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  had  found  him  guilty  as 
charged  in  the  affidavit  made  by  Dr.  Care  and  that  they  revoked  his 
license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  State. 

Wednesday,  9  a.  m. — The  Board  began  their  examination  of  ap- 
plicants for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  Sta|e;  the  examination 
continued  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Thursday  night  and  Friday  until 
noon  with  the  following  result : 

Fifty-seven  applicants  appeared  and  were  examined  by  the  Board." 

Wednesday,  10  A.  M. — The  Board  convened  at  University  Med- 
ical College,  all  members  being  present.  Dr.  Morrow  moved  that  the 
grade  be  regulated  to  conform  to  the  law  which  is  as  follows :  "The 
candidate  shall  be  required  to  answer  75  per  cent  of  such  questions  as 
are  asked  before  being  granted  a  certificate." 

Dr.  Dysart  moved  that  Dr.  McAlester  be  allowed  his  expenses 
for  the  trip  to  Ann  Arbor,  New  York  and  Washington;  also  that  he 
be  allowed  $12.50  per  month  for  stenographer. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  a  call  meeting  in  St.  Louis 
April  15th,  at  Marion-Sims-Beaumont  Medical  College.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  received,  read  and 
adopted. 

By  motion  the  time  for  a  special  examination  was  set  to  be  held 
on  May  8th,  9th  and  10th,  at  the  Marion-Sims-Beaumont  Medical 
College  and  said  examination  to  be  made  by  a  committee  composed  of 
Drs.  McAlester,  Morrow  and  Standlee.

Members  present:  Drs.  McAlester,  Powell,  Thatcher,  Adcock 
and  Morrow.    Absentees:  Standlee  and  Dysart. 


Dr.  McAlester  suggested  that  in  order  to  get  a  harmonious  action 
between  the  State,  county  and  municipality  boards  that  we  should 
meet  with  as  many  of  the  county  boards  throughout  the  State  as  pos- 
sible. He  further  suggested  that  the  State  Board  should  be  repre- 
sented at  all  teachers'  institutes  throughout  the  State  or  as  many  as 
possible  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  people  through  this  source, 
demonstrating  to  them  the  importance  of  thorough  sanitation  and 
school  hygiene.    His  suggestions  were  received  and  adopted. 

The  question  of  paying  the  Bacteriologist  was  next  taken  up  and 
agreed  to  give  $100.00  to  purchase  supplies  which  would  be  needed 
to  begin  his  work  in  the  State.  His  services  at  $50.00  a  month,  be- 
ginning with  July  ist,  1902,  as  per  contract  formerly  made  by  our 
President  through  the  instructions  of  the  Board. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  examination  of  the  following 
applicants  for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  State. 

Dr.  McAlester  suggested  that  in  order  to  prevent  any  unneces- 
sary friction  in  the  Board  that  Dr.  Adcock  make  the  examination  of 
Dr.  Geo.  W.  Tremain,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Twenty-eight  applicants  appeared  and  were  examined  by  the 
Board. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  hold  its  next  regular  meeting  in  Jefferson 
City  on  or  about  the  second  Tuesday  in  January.

The  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  met  pursuant  to  a  call  of  the 
President,  Dr.  A.  W.  McAlester,  at  Kansas  City,  October  14,  1902,  at 
the  Midland  Hotel  parlors. 

The  members  present:  Drs.  A.  W.  McAlester,  D.  T.  Powell,  J. 
T.  Thatcher,  J.  A.  B.  Adcock  and  W.  F.  Morrow.  Absent,  B.  G. 
Dysart. 

Twenty-five  applicants  appeared  and  were  examined  by  the  Board. 
The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  was  dispensed 
with. 

Motion  made  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  suitable 
resolutions  on  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  Lee  Standlee  of  St.  Louis,  who  died 
at  his  home  Oct.  5,  1902.  The  committee  appointed  was  Drs.  J.  A. 
B.  Adcock,  J.  T.  Thatcher,  D.  T.  Powell.  The  following  were  the 
resolutions  adopted :

Resolved,  that  in  his  death  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  lost  one 
of  its  most  efficient  members;  that  the  Medical  Profession  has  lost 
one  of  its  most  able  and  scientific  workers ;  that  society  has  lost  a 
christian  friend  and  the  State  and  community  one  of  her  truest  and 
best  citizens ;  therefore,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathies  to  his  bereaved 
family,  and  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  our  records,  a 
copy  furnished  our  daily  papers  and  one  to  his  bereaved  family. 

A  communication  form  the  American  Health  Association  at  Xew 
Orleans  which  convenes  at  New  Orleans  Dec.  8th  to  12th  was  read. 
Dr.  Adcock  moved  that  the  Board  make  application  for  membership 
and  remit  fee  of  $5.00,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thatcher,  which  was  carried. 

Dr.  D.  T.  Powell  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  represent  the  Mis- 
souri State  Board  of  Health  at  the  meeting-  at  New  Orleans. 

The  charge  against  Dr.  Lynn  B.  Powell  of  Neeleyville,  Mo.,  was 
read,  which  was  as  follows : 

The  Doctor  was  charged  with  habitual  drunkenness,  with  affida- 
vits from  the  following  leading  citizens  of  the  town,  substantiating 
these  charges,  viz. :  David  O.  Lutes,  Frank,  M.  Davis,  Isaac  Burn- 
hill,  Geo.  O.  Abington,  David  W.  Hill,  Chas.  Flanagan. 

The  Doctor  failed  to  appear  at  the  meeting  in  response  to  a  legal 
summons  from  the  sheriff".  A  motion  was  made  to  revoke  the  license 
of  Dr.  Powell,  as  the  charges  were  clearly  sustained  in  the  indictment. 
The  motion  carried  with  the  following  resolutions:  Yeas — A.  W. 
McAlester,  D.  T.  Powell,  J.  A.  B.  Adcock,  J.  T.  Thatcher  and  VV,  F. 
Morrow.    Nays — None. 

The  case  of  Dan'l  J.  Lutz  of  Platte  City,  R.  D.  No.  3,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Board,  asking  them  to  substantiate  the  action  of  the 
former  State  Board  of  Health,  viz. :  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
had  no  jurisdiction  over  Dr.  Lutz's  case.  After  hearing  the  testimony 
of  J.  J.  Heath  and  W.  H.  Pocole,  who  under  oath  testified  that  Dr. 
Lutz  had  been  practicing  medicine  as  long  as  they  could  remember, 
each  of  these  gentlemen  being  perhaps  over  forty  years  old,  and  after 
examining  testimonies  from  other  witnesses,  who  stated  emphatically 
that  Dr.  Lutz  has  not  practiced  medicine  longer  than  12  years  in  this 
State,  the  Board  authorized  the  Secretary  to  notify  Dr.  Lutz  to  cease 
practicing  medicine  until  he  had  complied  with  the  laws  of  the  State. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  Wednesday  morning,  Oct.  15th,  at 
9  a.  m. 

All  members  present. 
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There  was  a  motion  made  by  Dr.  Morrow  to  hereafter  require 
all  applicants  for  license  to  attach  their  photograph  to  the  application 
as  a  means  of  personal  identification  to  the  Board,  which  motion  was 
unanimously  carried. 

The  President  had  issued  a  request  of  the  Missouri  State  Embalm- 
ing Board  to  meet  in  session  with  the  State  Board  on  the  15th  day  of 
October. 

Members  present  of  the  Embalmers'  Association :  August  Loh- 
meyer,  G.  B.  Hickman,  Joseph  Martin  and  Leo.  J.  Stewart. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  joint  metting  was  to  draft  rules 
and  regulations  and  amend  laws  so  that  the  Embalming  Board  can 
more  effectually  carry  out  their  work  and  protect  the  people  from  the 
exposures  of  those  dying  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases. 

The  Board  adjourned  until  the  next  annual  meeting  which  will 
to  be  held  in  Jefferson  City  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  January  at  the 
Capitol  building.

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen. — The  present  State  Board  of  Health  knowing  the 
value  of  a  laboratory  of  Bacteriology  and  Chemistry  for  the  investi- 
gation and  prevention  of  contagious  diseases,  succeeded  in  making  a 
beginning  of  such  a  laboratory  this  past  summer.  I,  having  been  ap- 
pointed Bacteriologist  and  Chemist  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  be- 
gan to  establish  a  laboratory  last  July.  As  only  a  small  amount  of 
money  was  available  for  such  purposes,  the  State  University  very 
kindly  gave  us  space,  and  some  apparatus  and  supplies  with  which 
to  begin  our  work,  hoping  that  we  might  be  able  to  do  some  usjful 
work  until  sufficient  funds  were  available  for  a  proper  support  of 
this  laboratory.  With  such  assistance  we  began  to  analyze,  both 
chemically  and  bacteriologically,  drinking  water  which  was  sent  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  During  this  time  samples  of  sputum  were  sent 
to  the  laboratory  for  examination.  The  bacillus  of  tuberculosis  was 
found  in  about  one-third  of  the  samples  thus  examined.  Cultures  for 
diagnosis  of  diphtheria  were  also  examined  and  reported  upon. 

It  would  seem  that  it  is  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  importance  of  protecting  our  water  supplies.  Nearly 
every  one  is  now  aware  that  Asiatic  cholera,  typhoid  fever  and  dysen- 
tery are  most  frequently  due  to  polluted  water  supplies.  Many  ani- 
mal parasites  also  enter  the  system  by  way  of  the  intestinal  tract. 
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Missouri  is  growing  more  populous  every  day;  and  hence  01*  nec- 
essity the  amount  of  sewerage  and  garbage  is  increasing  from  year 
to  year.  With  this  increase  of  human  waste  and  excretion,  there  is  an 
increasing  danger  of  polluted  water  supplies.  In  many  cases  it  is 
impossible,  without  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  tc 
know  that  a  certain  water  is  polluted  until  the  family  or  town  is 
stricken  with  typhoid  fever.  Even  then,  without  a  chemical  or  bac- 
teriological examination,  it  may  be  impossible  to  find  the  water  at  fault 
among  the  many  in  use  in  the  town,  or  the  source  of  pollution,  when 
the  polluted  water  is  finally  found.  The  people  have  a  right  to  know 
that  they  are  not  drinking  diseased  germs. 

Hence  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  begun  the  systematic  ex- 
amination of  water  supplies,  and  expects  to  continue  this  work  on  a 
more  extensive  scale.  By  an  extensive  examination  of  the  various 
sources  of  water,  we  will  find  that  which  is  best  in  every  community 
and  by  repeated  examinations  will  immediately  become  aware  of  any 
pollution  of  that  supply. 

We  hope  that  the  Board  of  Health  will  be  able  to  acquire  suf- 
ficient funds  for  a  successful  prosecution  of  this  work.  As  each  town 
connot  support  such  a  laboratory  it  very  properly  becomes  the  duty 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  carry  out  this  work.  If  such  exam- 
inations are  left  to  the  various  water  companies  there  may  be  reasons, 
at  certain  times,  to  suspect  the  accuracy  of  reports  which  they  may- 
publish.  Therefore,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  county  or  town,  health 
official  to  collect  and  send  the  samples  of  water  to  the  laboratory  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  report  will  be  returned  to  him  and 
will,  in  turn,  be  given  to  the  people.  Thus  through  him  we  hope  to 
get  the  best  results  by  acting  through  and  building  up  the  local  boards 
of  health  which  are  in  closer  touch  with  the  people. 

Granted  that  a  bacteriological  examination  of  drinking  water  is 
necessary  in  order  to  properly  protect  the  people  against  typhoid 
fever,  it  is  even  more  important  to  systematically  examine  bacter- 
iologically  all  cases  of  sore  throat  in  children  in  order  to  diagnose 
diphtheria  and  thus  protect  the  other  children  from  infection.  It  is 
well  known  that  many  cases  of  sore  throat,  which  would  never  be 
diagnosed  as  diphtheria  clinically,  are  proved  to  be  this  disease  when 
a  culture  is  made  and  examined  microscopically.  This  mild  sore 
throat  which  might  thus  go  to  school  unnoticed  may  serve  as  a  focus 
of  a  severe  epidemic  of  virulent  diphtheria.  Not  all  children  react  in 
the  same  way  to  this  germ.  Many  of  them,  of  course,  develop  the 
typical  and  virulent  form  of  the  disease.    Those  few,  however,  who 
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are  not  very  much  affected  by  the  presence  of  the  germ,  may  convey 
the  disease  to  other  susceptible  children  as  readily  as  the  most  virulent 
case  of  diphtheria.  Without  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
throat  after  a  case  is  convalescent,  one  cannot  know  when  he  can 
safely  allow  the  child  to  go  in  public  again  without  being  a  source  of 
danger  to  others. 

If  a  child  has  never  had  scarlet  fever  and  the  clinical  symptoms 
are  present  (such  as  characteristic  angina,  vomiting,  delirium,  and 
high  temperature)  a  rapidly  growing  culture  of  the  class  coccus  from 
such  a  case  determines  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever,  while  its  absence 
excludes  the  disease.  In  some  cases  the  culture  has  decided  the  nature 
of  the  disease  before  the  rash  was  observed,  the  patient  isolated  and 
others  protected.  In  other  cases  where  the  rash  was  present  but  the 
clinical  symptoms  obscure  the  absence  of  the  class  coccus  decided 
the  case  is  not  scarlet  fever.  In  mixed  infection  where  the  germs  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  both  present,  the  microscope  is  of 
life-saving  importance,  as  the  more  prominent  symptoms  of  scarlet 
fever  may  obscure  those  of  diphtheria. 

It  is  now  well  known  that  many  cases  of  consumption  in  the 
early  stages  are  curable.  Therefore,  the  importance  of  an  early  diag- 
nosis. The  laboratory  has  begun  an  examination  of  all  sputum  sent 
to  it,  and  shall  continue  this  work  in  order  to  assist  in  the  early  rec- 
ognition of  this  dread  disease.  Thus  we  hope  by  means  of  laboratory 
confirmation  and  proper  instruction  to  limit  this  disease. 

From  time  to  time  various  problems  for  investigation  will  pre- 
sent themselves  before  the  State  Board  of  Health.  With  a  properly 
equipped  laboratory  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  be  able  to  prop- 
erly investigate  such  conditions.  Thus  we  hope  to  increase  our  use- 
fulness from  year  to  year.

REPORT. 


St.  Louis,  Sept.  20,  1902. 
To  His  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri : 

Sir — Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Missouri,  approved  March  18,  1901,  providing  for  a  Board  of  Com- 
missioners to  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo,  New  York, 
and  the  South  Carolina,  Interstate  and  West  Indian  Exposition  at 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  appropriating  $50,000  therefor,  your 
excellency  did,  on  March  22,  1901,  appoint  and  commission  as  such 
Board  of  Commisioners  the  following  named  persons:  E.  S.  Garver, 
Grant  City ;  John  F.  Beal,  Edina ;  Robert  M.  Yost,  St.  Louis ;  Chas, 
C.  Bell,  Boonville;  and  Fayette  P.  Graves,  Doe  Run.  This  Com- 
mission met  in  the  Executive  office,  on  the  day  of  their  appointment, 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  the  following  to  serve  as  officers  of 
the  Board:  President,  E.  S.  Garver;  Vice-President,  John  F.  Beal; 
Secretary,  Robert  M.  Yost;  Treasurer,  Chas.  C.  Bell.  The  treasurer, 
Mr.  Bell,  filed  his  bond  within  the  ensuing  week,  in  the  sum  of  $20,000, 
with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  for  the  faithful  and  proper  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

The  task  set  before  this  Board  of  Commissioners  was  a  most 
unusual  one,  and  there  were  many  to  predict  that  because  of  the  ex- 
traordinary demand  upon  them  would  scarcely  be  able  to  meet  the 
expectations  of  the  people  of  the  State.  The  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition at  Buffalo,  New  York,  was  to  be  opened  on  May  1,  1901,  just 
five  weeks  following  the  appointment  of  the  Missouri  Commission, 
and  in  that  short  space  of  time  they  were  required  to  collect,  prepare, 
forward  and  have  ready  for  exhibition  at  Buffalo  such  a  representation 
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of  the  "agricultural,  live  stock,  mineral,  horticultural  and  industrial 
products  of  the  State"  as  would  be  creditable  to  this  spledid  common- 
wealth. More  than  that,  the  Pan-American  Exposition  was  to  close 
November  I,  and  the  South  Carolina  Exposition  was  to  open  Decem- 
ber i,  giving  the  Commission  less  than  four  weeks  to  take  down,  pack, 
cart  and  ship  their  equipments,  obtain  fresh  exhibits  and  have  them 
in  readiness  for  display  at  Charleston,  nearly  1,000  miles  distant,  on 
the  opening  day. 

But,  notwithstanding  these  exigencies  and  the  fact  that  the  sec- 
ond collection  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  exhibits  had  to  be  ob- 
tained in  the  midst  of  the  worst  drouth  ever  known  in  Missouri,  your 
Commission  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  report  that  they  Avere 
eabled  to  contest  all  obstacles  with  a  fair  measure  of  success ;  that 
they  were  at  Buffalo  with  their  exhibits  on  time  and  were  in  a  good 
state  of  preparedness  on  the  official  dedication  day,  May  20 ;  that  they 
were  fully  established  at  Charleston  on  the  opening  day  of  that  ex- 
position, December  1 ;  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  suffer  no  accident 
or  miscalculation  either  in  the  transportation  of  themselves  or  their 
exhibits. 

The  direct  and  palpable  results  of  the  work  of  your  Commission 
are  the  acquirement  of  an  unusual  number  of  honors  and  medals  for 
Missouri,  as  follows:

A  detailed  list  of  the  Missouri  exhibitors  to  whom  these  awards 
were  made  accompanies  this  report. 

In  addition  to  these  medals  and  awards,  the  industries  and  resources 
of  Missouri  have  been  exploited  and  advertised  throughout  the  Eastern 
and  Southern  States,  resulting  directly  in  the  opening  of  new  markets  for 
products  and  trade  and  in  the  establishment  of  closer  commercial  relations 
between  Missouri  and  the  states  of  the  South  and  East — relations  which 
we  have  reason  to  believe  will  be  strengthened  and  broadened  with  the 
progress  of  time.  We  found  Missouri  inadequately  known  and  not  fully 
appreciated  in  the  East,  whereas,  it  is  now  valued  more  highly  and  re- 
spected accordingly,  because  of  the  substantial  victories  won  by  Missouri 
products  and  industries  over  all  competitors — even  such  competitors  as 
had  heretofore  been  believed  to  have  no  successful  rivals  in  certain  lines 
of  production,  notably  corn,  apples  and  dairy  products. 

h  has  been  our  purpose  to  so  present  Missouri  and  her  possibilities 
as  to  attrad  the  attention  of  capital  for  permanent  investment  and  of 
lUCh  desirable  immigration  as  will  add  to  the  material  wealth  of  the  State; 
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tc  demonstrate  beyond  peradventure  that  Missouri  is  pre-eminent  in  all 
those  qualities  and  virtues  that  go  to  constitute  prosperous  and  happy 
homes,  peaceful  and  progressive  citizenship,  and  the  final  establishment 
of  a  commonwealth  that  will  have  no  superior  in  the  Mississippi  Valley. 

FINANCES. 

In  the  furtherance  of  this  purpose — which  we  presumed  was  the 
object  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  General  Assembly — we  have 
spared  no  reasonable  expense,  either  in  time  or  money;  and  while  each 
member  of  this  Board  has  given  his  entire  time  and  attention  to  this 
work ;  while  your  Commission  has  been  called  upon  to  transport  its  mem- 
bers and  exhibits  thousands  of  miles,  and  otherwise  to  be  at  unusual  ex- 
pense, we  nevertheless  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  we  have 
endeavored  to  exercise  business  prudence  and  economy,  and  that  by  so  do- 
ing we  leave  a  balance  of  $4,840.45  in  the  appropriation  and  have  re- 
turned to  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  og  $1,022.67,  receipts  from  sales, 
rebates,  etc.  The  total  expenditures  to  date  were  $45,159.55,  covering 
the  cost  of  all  exhibits,  of  transportation,  of  maintenance,  salaries,  sup- 
plies and  traveling  expenses  for  463  days.

NOTE.— In  order  to  arrive  at  the  actual  cost  of  each  department,  the  receipts 
or  income  of  each  department  from  sales,  rebates,  etc.,  should  be  deducted,  as 
follows:  Horticulture  receipts,  $739.85;  cost  of  department,  $4,129.40;  mines  and  min- 
ing receipts,  $147.00;  cost  of  department,  $2,611.10;  incidental  receipts,  $135.82;  cost 
of  department,  $4,757.30. 


We  desire  to  call  your  Excelleny's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
hotel  expense  of  each  of  the  five  commissioners  has  not  exceeded 
$2.00  per  day,  and  that  the  combined  hotel  and  railroad  fare  expense 
lias  not  exceeded  $4.00  per  day.  And  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
commissioners  were  required,  in  furtherance  of  their  duties,  to  travel 
long  distances — 800  miles  from  St.  Louis  to  Buffalo,  940  miles  from 
Buffalo  to  Charleston  and  925  miles  from  Charleston  to  St.  Louis — 
the  total  expenditure  in  that  direction  is  believed  to  be  reasonable, 
especially  since  on  several  occasions  the  commissioners  availed  them- 
-<  lv  ~  <<\  n-dnccd  rates  and  such  other  advantages  as  were  offered  by 
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railroads  to  the  traveling  public.  Without  living  cheaply,  your  com- 
missioners have  uniformily  selected  such  hotels  and  hotel  rates  as 
would  be  chosen  by  the  average  visitor  to  an  exposition,  having  in 
view  also  the  reception  and  care  and  honor  of  all  Missourians  who 
became  visitors. 

Vouchers  and  receipts  for  every  item  of  expenditure,  together 
with  the  books,  records,  and  documents  of  this  commission  and  an 
inventory  and  warehouse  receipt  for  property  returned,  will  be  found 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  work  we  found  it  necessary  to  employ  a 
certain  number  of  assistants,  as  follows :  James  I.  Carter  of  Ray,  H. 
W.  Butler  of  Macon,  James  A.  Reeves  of  Jasper,  J.  E.  Crumbaugh  of 
Boone,  G.  W.  Cox  of  Daviess,  Charles  Stauder  of  Knox  and  R.  L. 
Wright  of  St.  Louis  county,  who  served  as  superintendents  of  ex- 
hibits, and  Milo  B.  Heinrichs  of  Jefferson  City,  who  served  as  clerk 
and  stenographer  of  the  Board.  After  the  Pan-American  Exposition, 
in  the  interest  of  economy,  two  of  these  superintendents  were  not  re- 
employed for  the  Charleston  Exposition.  But  your  Commission  desire 
to  say  that  all  of  our  assistants  were  faithful,  prompt  and  intelligent 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  this  Board,  Commissioners 
Carver,  Yost  and  Bell  were  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Buffalo 
and  obtain  space  in  the  various  departments  for  the  Missouri  exhibits. 
The  exceeding  lateness  of  their  application  rendered  their  mission 
somewhat  difficult,  but  they  finally  managed  to  obtain  a  fair  amount 
of  space  for  exhibit  except- that  of  minerals,  and  only  by  partial  pur- 
chase could  they  secure  a  few  hundred  square  feet  for  this  splendid 
exhibit. 

Early  in  April  your  Commission  opened  a  temporary  office  in  the 
Wainwright  building,  St.  Louis,  where  they  solicited  and  received 
bids  for  the  construction  of  exhibit  booths,  after  designs  prepared  by 
themselves.  Here  also  they  formulated  plans  for  the  management  of 
their  business,  causing  to  be  printed  warrant  and  check  books,  ledgers 
and  account  books,  and  other  needed  stationery. 
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From  St.  Louis  each  member  of  the  commission  made  journeys 
into  the  interior  of  the  State,  collecting  exhibits0  suitable  for  each 
department.  These  were  all  received  and  held  at  St.  Louis  until  for- 
warded to  Buffalo,  during  the  last  week  in  April.  It  required  extra- 
ordinary effort  to  have  the  mill  work  done  and  the  exhibits  collected 
and  forwarded  in  less  than  four  weeks,  but  all  this  was  duly  accom- 
plished, and  on  the  last  day  of  April,  1901,  the  St.  Louis  office  was 
closed  and  the  Commission  proceeded  to  Buffalo. 

Control  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Missouri  exhibits  was 
divided  among  the  Commissioners  as  follows : 

Agriculture — E.  S.  Garver. 

Horticulture — C.  C.  Bell. 

Forestry  and  Dairy — J.  F.  Beal. 

Mines  and  Mining — F.  P.  Graves. 

Educational — R.  M.  Yost. 

Under  the  system  of  rules  adopted  by  the  Board,  no  bill  or  ac- 
count could  be  paid  except  by  order  of  the  Board,  and  no  contract 
could  be  let  except  by  a  majority  thereof,  so  that  while  the  head  of 
each  department  had  a  fair  amount  of  latitude  and  power,  the  Board 
itself  had  final  jurisdiction  over  all. 

EXHIBIT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

The  supreme  importance  of  agriculture,  both  as  an  industry  and 
a  superior  resource  of  Missouri,  caused  it  to  have  the  earliest  and 
most  constant  attention  by  your  Commission.  President  Garver  de- 
voted his  energies  to  this  department,  procuring  the  best  specimens 
of  corn,  wheat,  oats,  seeds,  wool  and  grasses  that  were  available  within 
the  short  time  alloted  for  his  work.  In  these  labors  he  had  the  prompt 
and  active  assistance  of  the  Slate  Agricultural  College  at  Columbia, 
and  of  Prof.  TT.  J.  Waters,  its  dean  and  director,  to  whom  the  entire 
Commission  is  indebted  for  intelligent  and  hearty  co-operation.  It 
was  by  the  aid  and  advise  of  Prof.  Waters  that  Missouri  was  enabled 
to  carry  off  gold  medals  for  the  best  exhibit  of  wool  at  Buffalo  and 
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Charleston,  the  fleeces  being-  cheerfully  contributed  by  about  twenty 
leading  wool  growers.  The  splendid  corn  exhibit  made  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition  was  corn  purchased  outright  by  your  Commis- 
sion from  the  bins  on  Boone  and  Callaway  county  farms,  to  which 
were  added  a  few  specimens  from  the  Northwestern  counties.  The 
hay  and  grasses  were  obtained  by  purchase  from  Lewis,  Nodaway, 
Worth  and  other  counties.  The  seeds  in  jars  were  contributed,  for 
the  most  part  by  the  State  University,  from  which  institution,  also, 
was  obtained  some  fine  vegetable  specimens,  preserved  in  chemical 
solution.  Cotton  was  obtained  from  Southeast  Missouri,  by  the  court- 
esy of  the  Senter  Commission  Company,  St.  Louis,  and  watermelons 
from  Ray  and  Andrew  counties. 

The  extensive  drouth  of  1901  rendered  it  difficult  to  obtain  fresh 
exhibits  of  corn  for  the  South  Carolina  Exposition,  but  a  few  counties 
in  the  extreme  northwestern  section  had  been  favored  with  rain,  and 
in  Nodaway  and  Worth  and  Atchison  counties  we  were  enabled  to 
obtain  the  splendid  exhibit  of  corn  that  carried  off  the  gold  medal  at 
Charleston.  ' 

We  desire  to  impress  upon  the  farmers  of  Missouri  the  extraor- 
dinary fact  that  Missouri  was  the  only  State  to  which  gold  medals 
were  awarded  for  corn,  both  at  the  South  Carolina  and  Pan-American 
Expositions.  Eastern  and  Southern  farmers  manifested  the  liveliest 
interest  and  enthusiasm  with  respect  to  the  agricultural  products  of 
our  State,  which  in  many  respects  were  a  surprise  to  them.  And  we 
believe,  from  facts  already  in  our  possesion,  that  the  Missouri  exhibits 
at  Buffalo  and  Charleston  have  enhanced  the  value  of  farm  lands 
throughout  the  State  and  given  to  our  products  a  higher  and  better 
standing  among  the  great  markets  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

EXHIBIT  OF  HORTICULTURE. 

In  preparing  for  the  horticulture  exhibits,  which  were  under  the 
supervision  of  Commissioner  Bell,  your  Commission  had  the  advant- 
age of  some  work  that  had  been  done  during  the  previous  autumn  bv 
an  honary  commission  appointted  by  the  preceding  executive.  Our 
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first  purchase  was  a  car  load  of  exhibit  apples  from  Mr.  A.  Nelson  of 
Lebanon,  since  deceased,  to  which  were  added  a  number  of  barrels 
of  fine  apples  that  had  been  collected  and  stored  for  that  purpose  by 
the  State  Horticultural  Society.  These  exhibits,  with  other  purchases, 
enabled  us  to  make  a  superior  opening  display  at  Buffalo.  But,  of 
course,  they  were  perishable,  and  in  a  few  months  we  found  it  neces- 
sary to  make  fresh  purchases,  which  we  did  from  every  available 
source,  but  principally  from  the  counties  of  Central,  Southwestern 
and  Western  Missouri.  The  finest  display  of  strawberries  made  at 
the  Pan-American  Exposition  wTas  a  car  load  of  Missouri  berries  pur- 
chased by  Commissioner  Bell  through  the  Monett  Horticultural  So- 
ciety. Missouri  wines  were  contributed  free  by  the  Stone  Hill  Wine 
Company  of  Hermann ;  ciders  and  vinegars  by  the  Clarksville  Cider 
Company,  St.  Louis;  fruits  and  berries  in  jars  by  the  Experiment 
Station  of  the  State  University  and  H.  J.  Weber  and  Sons  of  St.  Louis 
county;  the  M.,  K.  &  T.  R.  R.  a  minature  fruit  train;  and  many  jars 
of  fancy  pickles  and  preserved  fruits  by  the  Dodson-Braun  Company, 
St.  Louis,  to  all  of  whom  thanks  are  extended. 

The  installation  of  the  Missouri  Horticultural  exhibits  at  both 
Buffalo  and  Charleston  was  after  a  plan  original  with  Commissioner 
Bell,  and  for  which,  as  for  the  agricultural  installation,  special  awards 
of  merit  were  given.  The  'principal  idea  was  the  placing  of  great 
masses  of  French  plate  mirrors  in  such  a  way  as  to  multiply  and  en- 
large the  exhibit,  giving  the  spectator  many  views  of  the  same  fruit 
and  creating  an  impression  of  luxurious  abundance  that  was  fully 
justified  by  the  facts. 

After  the  drouth  of  1901  the  problem  of  maintaining  the  fruit 
display  through  the  winter  exposition  at  Charleston  was  a  serious 
one,  but  it  was  fully  met  and  solved  by  Commissioner  Bell,  who  found 
in  Central  and  Southwest  Missouri  a  supply  of  big  red  apples  that 
extended  the  fame  of  Missouri  fruit. 

No  state  in  the  Union  received  as  many  gold  medals  for  fine 
fruits  as  did  Missouri,  at  both  the  Pan-American  and  South  Carolina 
Expositions,  and  the  display  from  this  State  was  not  only  a  constant 
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source  of  admiration  and  pleasure  and  instruction,  but  resulted  in  the 
imediate  opening  of  new  markets  for  Missouri  fruit  in  all  the  great 
cities  of  the  East  and  South— a  fact  that  will  be  of  advantage,  not 
only  to  the  Missouri  shippers,  but  in  a  larger  measure  to  our  orchard- 
ists  and  land-owners.  It  was  an  immense  surprise  to  the  New  York 
horticulturists  to  find  that  we  could  ship  apples  800  miles  and  success- 
fully compete  with  them  in  their  own  state,  where  they  could  exhibit 
apples  fresh  from  the  trees  every  day.  The  unrivalled  keeping  quality 
of  the  Missouri  apples  was  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  we  had  on 
exhibition  at  Charleston  for  four  months  a  portion  of  the  apples  we 
exhibited  the  opening  day  at  Buffalo,  a  period  of  twelve  months.  These 
apples  were  from  the  crop  of  1900.  Missouri  apples  had  never  been 
sold  in  South  Carolina  until  this  spring,  and  now  there  is  a  steady 
increasing  shipment  from  St.  Louis  to  Charleston.  These  are  a'  few 
of  the  practical  things  that  have  been  accomplished  by  our  horticlu- 
tural  exhibits  under  Commissioner  Bell. 

MINES  AND  MINING. 

The  displav  of  Missouri  minerals  was  wisely  assigned  to  Com- 
missioner Graves,  and  we  were  enabled  to  make  an  early  and  creditable 
showing  at  Buffalo  only  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  had  in  his  own 
possession  enough  specimens  of  lead,  zinc  and  other  minerals  to  con- 
stitute a  good  foundation  for  an  exhibit.  By  prompt  and  active  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  Judge  O.  H.  Pitcher  and  others  of  Joplin, 
the  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  railroad,  the  Doe  Run  Lead  Com- 
pany and  the  St.  Joe  Lead  Company,  the  Catharine  Lead  Company  of 
Madison  county,  the  Winkle  Terra  Cotta  Company,  the  American 
Lead  and  Barytes  Company,  the  Markle  Lead  Works,  the  Central 
and  Columbia  Lead  Companies  of  St.  Francios  county,  the  Rich  Hill 
Zinc  Works,  the  St.  Francois  County  Granite  quarries,  and  others. 
Commissioner  Graves  quickly  gathered  together  a  mineral  exhibit 
which  elicited  admiration  at  Buffalo,  and  which  at  Charleston  was 
declared  the  handsomest  and  most  complete  ever  seen  in  this  coun- 
try.   It   was  such  an  advertisement  of  the  mineral  resources  of  Mis- 


souri  as  attracted  the  attention  and  editorial  approval  of  the  Eastern 
press  and  of  many  periodicals  devoted  to  mineral  interests.  The  ex- 
hibit not  only  contained  one-ton  specimens  of  zinc  and  lead  and  the 
larger  ores,  but  was  resplendent  with  thousands  of  valuable  speci- 
mens of  the  smaller  and  more  precious  metals,  so  that  not  a  single 
one  of  the  mining  interests  of  Missouri  was  overlooked.  The  princi- 
pal gold  medals  obtained  were  upon  lead,  zinc,  granite,  terra  cotta 
and  the  general  collection.  This  display  introduced  Missouri  mineral 
products  to  the  general  public  of  the  East  and  South — who  had  little 
specific  knowledge  of  them — and  to  men  eminent  in  geology  and  min- 
eralogy throughout  the  country,  who  were  profuse  in  their  expressions 
of  appreciation  of  the  wealth  of  Missouri  underneath  her  luxuriant 
soil. 

> 

DAIRY  AND  FORESTRY. 

Under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  Commissioner  Beal,  our 
exhibit  of  Missouri  dairy  products  achieved  a  series  of  victories  as 
unexpected  as  it  was  complete  and  valuable.  It  was  the  judgment 
of  your  Commission,  from  the  very  beginning,  that  all  our  exhibits 
should  be  of  a  practical  nature  and  for  commercial  purposes,  and  the 
rule  was  applied  strictly  to  the  Dairy  department.  With  this  end  in 
view  we  employed  a  practical  butter-maker  and  dairyman,  Mr.  Wright, 
of  St.  Louis  county  who  went  personally  into  the  creameries  and 
dairy  farms  of  our  State  and  collected  the  exhibits  of  butter  for  each 
of  the  five  contests  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition.  The  Missouri 
butter-makers  exerted  themselves  as  never  before  and  their  success 
was  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure  to  them,  but  a  great  surprise  to  the 
butter-makers  of  the  entire  country.  Until  the  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition Missouri  did  not  rank  at  the  top  as  a  dairy  state.  It  went  into 
that  conl est  without  creating  any  apprehensions  on  the  part  of  other 
5tat<  -  :  Inn  il  emerged  with  the  highest  honors,  being  beaten  only  one- 
quarter  of  a  poinl  by  only  two  states — New  York  and  New  Hanip- 
shin\  In  the  October  contest  the  Missouri  butter  exhibit  was  the 
greatest  <>*  any  State  or  territory,  including  the  fine  display  made  by 
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Canada.  Out  of  a  total  of  86  exhibits  of  butter  Missouri  received  81 
diplomas,  the  latter  number  of  entries  having-  scored  over  94  points. 
The  highest  Missouri  score  was  9775,  and  the  lowest  90.  The  general 
average  on  separator  creamery  tub  butter  was  95.72,  and  the  general 
average  on  tubs,  fancy  packages  and  separator  prints  was  95-71/4- 

The  state  of  New  York,  alone,  had  a  higher  average  score  than 
the  State  of  Missouri.  The  highest  Canadian  score  was  97.50;  of  Iowa, 
96.50;  of  Ohio,  96.75;  and  of  New  Hampshire,  97.75.  It  should  be 
remembered  also  that  Missouri  had  to  transport  its  butter  a  thousand 
miles,  shifting  its  exhibits  from  one  cold  storage  to  another  and  per- 
haps suffering  some  slight  deterioration  from  the  changes  and  long 
hauls.  Missouri  butter  has  now  a  high  reputation  in  the  Eastern 
markets,  and  while  the  most  of  our  dairy  products  are  now  consumed 
by  home  markets,  the  growth  of  the  industry  has  already  begun  to 
carry  the  surplus  into  other  fields,  where  its  reputation  is  fully  estab- 
lished by  the  results  of  the  contests  at  Buffalo. 

There  was  no  dairy  display  at  the  South  Carolina  Exposition. 

Our  forestry  exhibit,  though  not  extensive,  gave  a  very  fair  idea 
of  the  wood  and  lumber  products  of  Missouri  and  was  awarded  a  gold 
medal  at  Charleston.  Commissioner  Beal,  who  had  charge  of  this 
display,  also,  acknowledges  his  indebtedness  and  that  of  the  Com- 
mission, to  the  State  University,  the  Missouri  Lumber  and  Mining 
Company,  the  American  Lead  and  Barytes  Company,  Mr.  D.  S.  Crumb 
of  St.  Louis,  the  Iron  Mountain  railroad  and  others  for  kindly  assist- 
ance and  co-operation. 

EDUCATIONAL  EXHIBIT. 

The  Missouri  Educational  exhibit  was  under  the  direction  of 
Commissioner  Yost,  who  was  so  successful  with  this  displav  that  he 
obtained  for  our  State  public  school  and  university  systems  six  gold 
medals  at  the  Pan-American  and  eight  gold  medals  at  the  South  Car- 
olina expositions.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  of  the  two 
cold  medals  granted  to  the  city  public  school  exhibits  at  the  Pan- 
American,  one  was  awarded  to  the  citv  of  St.  Louis.    The  St.  Louis 
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exhibit  was  enlarged  for  Charleston,  where  it  received  three  gold 
medals.  The  State  University  received  both  a  gold  and  a  bronze 
medal.  Silver  medals  were  bestowed  upon  the  public  schools  of  Kan- 
sas City,  Nevada,  Montgomery  City,  Kirkwood,  Chillicothe,  Boon- 
ville,  Webb  City,  the  Missouri  State  Normal  Schools  at  Warrensburg 
and  Kirksville,  and  the  Douglas  County  Normal  school.  A  gold 
medal  was  also  won  by  the  Lincoln  Institute  at  Jefferson  City.  It 
was  no  easy  task  for  a  Western  state  to  compete  successfully  with 
the  old  established  educational  systems  of  the  East  and  Southeast, 
but  Missouri  has  won  an  honorable  place  in  this  respect.  Commis- 
sioner Yost  acknowledges  his  indebtedness  to  State  Superintendent 
W.  T.  Carrington,  Dr.  R.  H.  Jesse  of  the  State  University  and  Prof. 
F.  Louis  Soldan  and  his  assistants  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  St. 
Louis  for  valuable  aid  and  encouragement. 

MANUFACTURES  AND  LIVE  STOCK. 

It  was  not  within  the  purview  of  this  Commission  to  have  super- 
visory power  over  exhibits  of  manufactures  and  live  stock.  In  all 
expositions  these  are  matters  of  individual  initiative  and  are  made  at 
individual  expense.  Nevertheless  your  Commission  did  what  it  could 
to  encourage  all  such  exhibits  from  Missouri  and  by  correspondence 
and  personal  visits  manifested  the  State's  interest  in  their  success. 
As  an  instance  we  opened  correspondence  with  the  Merchants'  Ex- 
change of  St.  Louis  for  an  exhibit  of  flour.  The  subject  was  referred 
to  ex-Lieutenant  Governor  E.  O.  Stanard,  an  honorary  commissioner, 
who  interested  other  mill  men  and  he  succeeded  in  having  forwarded 
to  Buffalo  a  series  of  exhibits  which  brought  to  Missouri  three  of  the 
five  gold  medals  that  were  awarded  for  the  best  varieties  of  flour,  and 
did  much  to  enhance  the  business  of  milling  in  this  State. 

There  was  a  fair  representation  of  Missouri  live  stock  at  Buffalo 
and  Charleston  and  all  of  it  achieved  honors  that  reflected  credit  upon 
the  State. 
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EXPLOITATION. 

Our  exploitation  work  has  been  varied  and  extensive.  Through 
the  newspapers  and  magazines  of  the  East  and  South  we  have  pub- 
lished at  intervals  articles  descriptive  of  Missouri's  resources  and  in- 
dustries, based  upon  our  several  exhibits.  To  the  daily  newspapers 
of  Buffalo  and  Charleston  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  many  cour- 
tesies and  the  free  use  of  their  columns.  But  most  of  all  we  are  in- 
debted to  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  of  Missouri,  through 
whose  unfailing  generosity  and  patriotism  we  have  been  able,  with- 
out one  dollar  of  expense,  to  comply  with  that  requirement  of  the  ap- 
propriation act  which  provided  that  we  should  "disseminate  through 
the  State  all  necessary  information  regarding  said  expositions."  With- 
out the  active  interest  and  cordial  support  of  the  press,  no  exposition 
or  exposition  commission  can  succeed  in  its  fullest  sense.  We  con- 
sider that  we  have  peculiarly  favored  in  this  respect,  and  we  are  cor- 
respondingly grateful. 

We  have  distributed  throughout  all  the  states  and  territories,  and 
sent  to  the  Latin-American  countries  thousands  of  newspapers  and 
magazines  that  have  contained  approving  descriptive  articles  about 
Missouri.  In  our  public  speeches,  also,  we  have  endeavored  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  our  State  and  to  spread  abroad  the  abundance 
of  its  resources  and  capabilities. 

A  PERMANENT  EXHIBIT. 

During  the  closing  days  of  our  labors  at  Charleston  the  people 
of  that  city,  having  purchased  the  Cotton  Palace  at  the  exposition,  re- 
quested of  all  the  states  and  foreign  commissioners  a  portion  of  their 
several  exhibits,  in  order  to  constitute  the  beginning  of  a  permanent 
Commercial  Museum.  They  appeared  particularly  desirous  that  Mis- 
souri should  leave  a  substantial  contribution,  as  her  exhibits  had  met 
with  the  special  favor  and  approval  of  the  South  Carolinians.  Un- 
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der  the  law  governing  your  Commission  we  were  required  to  turn 
over  to  the  [Missouri  Commission  to  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Expo- 
sition all  State  property  and  non-perishable  exhibits,  but  we  were 
desirous  of  showing,  as  far  as  we  could,  Missouri's  appreciation  of  the 
favor  and  hospitality  which  had  been  extended  to  us  by  the  people 
of  the  sunny  southland,  and  so  by  correspondence  with  a  number  of 
our  individual  exhibitors  we  were  enabled  to  leave  at  Charleston  the 
beginnings  of  a  permanent  Missouri  exhibit  in  the  Cotton  Palace, 
which  should  have  many  and  frequent  additions  from  Missouri  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers.  It  will  pay  to  cultivate  a  more  intimate 
social  and  commercial  relation  with  that  section,  and  to  the  present  au- 
spicious beginning  should  follow  a  prompt  and  persistent  cultivation 
by  all  Missourians. 

RETURN  OF  STATE  PROPERTY. 

Under  the  law  your  Commission  was  required  to  bring  back  to 
Missouri  and  turn  over  to  the  Missouri  Commission  to  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  all  non-perishable  exhibits  and  property  pur- 
chased by  us  for  the  use  of  the  State.  In  compliance  therewith  we 
caused  to  be  crated  and  shipped  from  Charleston  to  St.  Louis  three 
car  loads  of  goods,  consisting  chiefly  of  booth  material,  plate  glass, 
wooden  arches  and  towers,  desks,  tables,  chairs,  etc.  These  have  all 
been  stored  with  the  Langan  &  Taylor  warehouse,  in  the  city  of  St. 
Louis,  and  a  warehouse  receipt,  in  the  name  of  the  Missouri  Commis- 
sion aforesaid,  has  been  filed  with  the  State  Auditor.  These  goods 
are  all  in  fair  condition  and  will  be  found  valuable  in  preparing  the 
Missouri  display  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  We  have 
also  brought  back  all  the  individual  exhibits  that  were  loaned  to  us 
by  patriotic  citizens  and  have  caused  the  same  to  be  shipped  to  their 
destination  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  We  value  the  State  property 
now  in  storage  at  St.  Louis  at  $4,000.00,  about  $600.00  of  which  con- 
sists of  French  plate  glass.  The  cost  of  storage  will  be  $12.30  a 
month. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  it  only  remains  for  your  Commission  to  say  that 
they  accepted  their  appointment  by  your  Excellency  as  a  compliment 
which  required  them  to  prove  themselves  worthy  of  the  public  honor 
and  trust.  In  all  our  proceedings  we  can  truthfully  say  that  we  have 
endeavored  to  exercise  common  business  sense  and  to  so  safeguard  the 
appropriation  that  we  would  be  able  at  all  times  to  show  where,  when 

and  for  what  purpose  the  public  money  was  expended  and  to  exact 
an  adequate  recompense  for  every  dollar  disbursed.  The  record  is 
now  made.  We  are  prepared  to  stand  upon  it  and  to  give  a  complete 
accounting. 

In  conclusion  we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  to  your  Excel- 
lency our  grateful  thanks  for  the  courteous  assistance  you  have  given 
us  at  every  stage  of  our  work  and  for  your  encouragement  of  our 
plans.  To  you,  and  through  you  to  the  people  of  Missouri,  we  send 
greeting,  with  the  hope  that  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  noble  com- 
monwealth will  at  least  be  measured  by  the  depth  of  our  desire  and 
purpose  to  do  our  whole  duty,  honestly  and  faithfully,  in  the  position 
to  which  we  had  been  assigned  by  your  Excellency's  partiality  and 
favor.

FINAL  REPORT. 

In  pursuance  to  the  terms  of  the  act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  and  approved  April  17,  1901,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
appended,  marked  Exhibit  A,  under  which  -the  undersigned  were  ap- 
pointed a  commission  to  locate  the  positions  of  all  Missouri  Federal  and 
Confederate  troops  which  took  part  in  the  siege  and  defense  of  Vicks- 
burg in  1863,  as  called  for  by  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  February  21. 
1899,  a  copy  of  which  is  also  hereto  appended,  marked  Exhibit  B,  we 
5rst  determined  the  organizations  of  the  Federal  troops  which  took  par: 
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in  said  siege,  as  shown  by  Exhibit  C,  and  now  report  regarding  the  re- 
spective locations  and  services  of  these  troops  in  the  investing  line,  to- 
gether with  our  recommendations  regarding  the  establishment  and  loca- 
tion of  markers  or  tablets  indicating  such  positions,  as  shown  by  Exhibit 
D.  AYe  then  determined  the  organizations  of  the  Confederate  troops 
which  took  part  in  the  defense,  as  shown  by  Exhibit  E,  and  report  re- 
garding the  respective  locations  and  services  of  those  troops  in  the  line 
of  defense,  together  with  our  recommendations  regarding  the  establish- 
ment and  location  of  markers  or  tablets  indicating  such  positions  as  shown 
by  Exhibit  F. 

We  have  attached  hereto  a  map  showing  the  position  of  the  Missouri 
troops  both  in  the  investing  line  and  the  line  of  defense. 

And  the  commissioners  unanimously  recommend  that  two  monu- 
nn  nts  be  erected  at  said  park,  one  to  the  Missouri  Confederate  troops 
2nd  one  to  the  Missouri  Union  troops,  and  that  markers  or  tablets  be  put 
up  designating  the  different  positions  or  locations  hereinafter  recom- 
mended, all  with  suitable  inscriptions,  and  further  recommend  that  an 
?ppropriation  of  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  be  made  for  that  purpose — fiftv 
thousand  dollars  for  said  monuments  and  five  thousand  dollars  for  mark- 
ers or  tablets  and  for  the  expenses  of  a  commission  which  it  is  recom- 
mended be  created  to  carry  out  above  recommendations. 

No  more  worthy  cause  for  the  expenditure  of  public  money  can  be 
suggested  than  one  which  hands  down  to  posterity  the  heroic  sacrifices  of 
their  State's  sons  in  causes  which  they  deemed  just  and  righteous.  The 
precious  lives  offered  up  on  the  alter  of  their  country  in  this  terrific  contest 
are  worthy  of  such  recognition  and  make  the  cost  of  these  monuments  and 
tablets  appear  insignificant.  The  State  of  Missouri  has  no  brighter  page 
in  its  grand  history  than  that  written  by  its  troops  in  this  siege  and  de- 
fense of  Vicksburg.

EXHIBIT  "A." 

COMMISSION  TO  LOCATE  TROOPS  AT  VICKSBURG. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri  as 
follows  : 

Section  I.  That  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  a  commission  consisting  of  ten  members,  five 
from  the  Missouri  soldiers  who  were  in  the  Federal  army,  and  five  from 
the  Missouri  soldiers  who  were  in  the  Confederate  army  at  the  siege 
and  defense  of  Vicksburg  in  the  year  1863,  and  a  secretary  for  said 
commission.  Each  member  of  the  commission  shall  have  served  with 
honor  in  the  siege  and  defense  of  said  city  and  with  the  army  which  he 
is  appointed  to  represent,  and  serve  with  commission  without  pay, 
except  his  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  co- 
operate with  the  national  park  commission  in  ascertaining  and  deter- 
mining the  positions  of  each  Missouri  organization  in  the  siege  and 
defense  of  said  city  and  also  to  recommend  in  their  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  such  subsequent  legislation  as  will,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commission,  permanently  and  suitably  mark  the  positions  thus 
ascertained  and  worthily  commemorate  the  valor  and  services  of  Mis- 
souri soldiers  in  the  campaign,  siege  and  defense  of  said  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  the  funds  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
be  drawn  and  used  by  said  commission  to  pay  the  necessary  traveling 
expenses  while  discharging  the  duties  aforesaid  on  presentation  of 
such  certified  vouchers  as  the  auditor  may  direct. 

Section  4.  Said  commission  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the  exe 
cution  of  its  trust  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  January  15,  1902. 

Approved  April  17th,  1901. 

EXHIBIT  "B." 

The  Yickburg  National  Park  was  established  by  act  of  Congress, 
approved  by  the  President  February  21,  1899.  Its  provisions  are  as 
follows : 

(PUBLIC  NO.  62.) 

An  act  to  establish  a  National  Military  Park  to  commemorate  the 
campaign,  siege  and  defense  of  Yickburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  : 


That  in  order  to  commemorate  the  campaign  and  siege  and  de- 
fense of  Vicksburg,  and  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  battles  and  op- 
erations of  the  siege  and  defense  on  the  ground  where  they  were 
fought  and  were  carried  on,  the  battlefield  of  Vicksburg,  in  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  national  military  park 
whenever  the  title  to  the  same  shall  have  been  acquired  by  the  United 
States  and  the  usual  jurisdiction  over  the  lands  and  roads  of  the  same 
shall  have  been  granted  to  the  United  States  by  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi; that  is  to  say,  the  area  enclosed  by  the  following  lines,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  the  commissioners  of  the  park  may  deem  necessarv, 
to  wit:  Beginning  near  "the  point  where  the  graveyard  road,  now 
known  as  the  City  Cemetery  road,  across  the  lines  of  the  Confederate 
earthworks,  thence  north  about  eighty  rods,  thence  in  an  easterly  di- 
rection about  120  rods,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction,  and  keeping  as 
far  from  the  line  of  the  Confederate  earthworks  as  the  purposes  of 
the  park  may  require  and  the  park  commission,  to  be  hereinafter 
named,  may  determine,  but  not  distant  from  the  nearest  line  of  Con- 
federate earthworks  more  than  160  rods  at  any  part,  to  a  point  about  40 
rods  south  and  from  80  to  160  rods  east  of  Fort  Garrott,  also  known  as  the 
"Square  Fort,"  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  to  a  point  in  the  rear 
of  the  said  Fort  Garrott,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  across  the  line 
of  the  Confederate  earthworks  and  to  a  point  about  200  feet  in  the 
rear  of  the  said  line  of  Confederate  earthworks,  thence  in  a  general 
northerly  direction,  and  at  an  approximate  distance  of  about  200  te«:t 
in  the  rear  of  the  line  of  Confederate  earthworks  as  the  conformation 
of  the  ground  may  require,  to  the  place  of  beginning.  This  to  consti- 
tute the  main  body  of  the  park.  In  addition  thereto  a  strip  of  land 
about  264  feet  in  width  along  and  including  the  remaining  part  of  the  Con- 
federate earthworks,  namely,  from  the  north  body  of  said  north  body  of 
the  park  to  and  including  Fort  Hill  or  Fort  Nogales  on  the  high  hill  over- 
looking the  national  cemetery,  and  from  the  south  part  of  said  main  body 
of  the  park  to  the  edge  of  the  bluff  at  the  river  below  the  city  of  Vicks- 
burg; and  also  in  addition  thereto  a  strip  of  land  about  264  feet  in  width, 
as  near  as  may  be  along  and  including  the  Federal  lines  opposed  to  the 
Confederate  Line  herein,  above  named  and  not  included  in  the  main  body 
of  the  park ;  and  in  further  addition  thereto  such  points  of  interest  as  the 
commission  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  park  and  the  sec- 
retary of  war  may  approve;  the  whole  containing  about  one  thousand  two 
hundred  acres  and  costing  not  to  exceed  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Sct-tion  2.  Thai  the  establishment  of  the  Vicksburg  National 
Military  Park  shall  be  carried  forward  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  secretan  of  war;  and  tin-  secretary  of  war  shall,  upon  the  pas- 
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sage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  by  a  voluntary 
conveyance  or  under  the  act  approved  August  ist,  1888,  entitled  "'An 
act  to  authorize  the  condemnation  of  land  for  sites  of  public  build- 
ings, and  for  other  purposes,"  or  under  act  approved  February  22, 
1867,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  and  protect  national  cemeteries," 
as  he  may  elect  or  deem  practical ;  and  when  title  is  procured  to  all 
of  the  lands  and  roads  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  park, 
as  described  in  section  one  of  this  act,  he  may  proceed  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  park;  and  he  shall  detail  an  officer  of  the  engineer 
corps  of  the  army  to  assist  the  commissioners  in  establishing  the  park. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  secretary  of  war  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  agreements  of  leasing  upon  such  terms  as  he  may  prescribe,  with 
such  occupants  or  tenants  of  the  lands  as  may  desire  to  remain  upon 
it,  to  occupy  and  cultivate  their  present  holding  upon  condition  that  they 
will  preserve  the  present  buildings  and  roads  and  the  present 
outline  of  field  and  forest,  and  they  will  only  cut  trees  or  un- 
derbrush under  such  regulations  as  the  secretary  of  war  may  pre- 
scribe, and  that  they  will  assist  in  caring  for  and  protecting  all  tablets, 
monuments,  or  such  other  artificial  works  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  erected  by  proper  authority;  provided,  that  the  United  States  shall 
at  all  times  have  and  retain  full  right,  power  and  authority  to  take  pos 
session  of  any  and  all  parts  or  portions  of  said  premises  and  to  remove 
and  expel  therefrom  any  such  occupant  tenant  or  other  person  or  per- 
sons found  thereon  whenever  the  secretary  of  war  or  the  commission- 
ers shall  deem  it  proper  or  necessary ;  and  such  right,  power  and  au- 
thority shall  be  reserved  in  its  expressed  terms  in  all  leases  and  agree- 
ments giving  or  granting  such  occupant  or  tenant  the  right  to  remain 
in  possession  as  herein  contemplated ;  and  thereupon  said  occupant  or 
tenant  or  other  persons  who  may  be  required  to  vacate  said  premises 
shall  each  and  all  at  once  surrender  and  deliver  up  the  possession 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  affairs  of  the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park 
shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war, 
be  in  charge  of  three  commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  secretary 
of  war,  each  of  whom  shall  have  served  at  the  time  of  the  siege  and 
defense,  in  one  of  the  armies  engaged  therein,  two  of  whom  shall  have 
served  in  the  army  commanded  by  General  Grant  and  one  in  the  army 
commanded  by  General  Pemberton.  The  commissioners  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  chairman;  they  shall  also  elect,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  secretary  of  war,  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  historian,  and 
who  shall  possess  the  requisite  qualifications  of  a  commissioner,  and 
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they  and  the  secretary  shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  of  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi,  or  on  the  grounds  of  the  park,  and  be  paid  such  compen- 
sation as  the  secretary  of  war  shall  deem  reasonable  and  just. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  in 
the  preceding  section,  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war,  to 
restore  the  forts  and  the  lines  of  fortification,  the  parallels  and  the  ap- 
proaches of  the  two  armies,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  purposes  of  this  park ;  to  open  and  construct  and  to  repair  such, 
roads  as  may  be  necessary  to  such  purposes,  and  to  ascertain  and  mark 
with  historical  tablets  or  otherwise,  as  the  secretary  of  war  may  de- 
termine, the  lines  of  battle  of  the  troops  engaged  in  the  assaults  and 
the  lines  held  by  the  troops  during  the  siege  and  defense  of  Vicks- 
burg, the  headquarters  of  General  Grant  and  of  General  Pemberton, 
and  other  historical  points  of  interest  pertaining  to  the  siege  and  de- 
fense of  Vicksburg  within  the  park  or  its  vicinity;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners in  establishing  this  military  park  shall  also  have  authority 
under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war  to  do  all  things  necessary 
to  the  purposes  of  the  park,  and  for  its  establishment  under  such  reg- 
ulations as  he  may  consider  best  for  the  interests  of  the  government, 
and  the  secretary  of  war  shall  make  and  enforce  all  needful  regulations 
for  the  care  of  the  park. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  state  that  had  troops  en- 
gaged in  the  siege  and  defense  of  Vicksburg  to  enter  upon  lands  of 
the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
and  marking  lines  of  battle  of  its  troops  engaged  therein :  Provided, 
that  before  any  such  lines  are  permanently  designated  the  position  of 
the  lines  and  the  proposed  methods  of  marking  them  by  monuments, 
tablets,  or  otherwise  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  secre- 
tary of  war,  and  all  such  lines,  designs,  and  descriptions  for  the  same 
shall  first  receive  a  written  approval  of  the  secretary  of  war,  which 
approval  shall  be  based  upon  formal  written  reports  which  must  be 
made  to  him  in  each  case  by  the  commissioners  of  the  park;  and  no 
monument,  tablet,  or  other  designating  indication  shall  be  erected  or 
placed  within  said  park  or  vicinity  without  such  written  authority  of 
the  secretary  of  war.  Provided,  that  no  discrimination  shall  be  made 
against  any  state  as  to  the  manner  of  designating  lines,  but  any  grant 
made  to  any  state  by  the  secretary  of  war  may  be  used  by  any  other 
state.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  apply  to  organizations 
and  persons;  and  as  the  Vicksburg  National  Cemetery  is  on  the 
groun  d  partly  occupied  by  Federal  lines  during  the  siege  of  Vicks- 
burg, the  provisions  of  this  section,  as  far  as  may  be  practical,  shall 
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apply  to  monuments  or  tablets  designating  such  lines  within  the  lim- 
its of  that  cemetery. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  person  shall,  except  by  permission  of  the 
secretary  of  war,  destroy,  mutilate,  deface,  injure,  or  remove  any 
monument,  column,  state  memorial  structure,  tablet,  or  work  of  art 
that  shall  be  erected  or  placed  upon  the  grounds  of  the  park  by  law- 
ful authority,  or  shall  destroy  or  move  any  fence,  railing,  enclosure, 
or  other  work  intended  for  the  protection  or  ornamentation  of  said 
park,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  shall  destroy,  cut,  hack,  bark,  break 
down,  or  otherwise  injure  any  tree,  bush,  or  shrub  that  may  be  grow- 
ing upon  said  park,  or  shall  cut  down  or  fell  or  remove  any  timber, 
battle  relic,  tree,  or  trees  growing  or  being  upon  said  park,  or  hunt 
within  the  limits  of  the  park,  or  shall  remove  or  destroy  any  breast- 
works, earthworks,  walls,  or  other  defenses  or  shelter  or  any  part 
thereof  constructed  by  the  armies  formerly  engaged  in  the  battles,  on 
the  lands  or  approaches  of  the  park,  any  person  so  offending  and 
found  guilty  thereof,  before  any  United  States  commissioner,  or  court, 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  the  offense  may  be  com- 
mitted, or  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  for  each  and  every 
such  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  of  the 
United  States  or  justice  of  the  peace,  according  to  the  aggravation  of 
the  offense,  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
one-half  for  the  use  of  the  park  and  the  other  half  to  the  informant, 
to  be  enforced  and  recovered  before  such  United  States  commissioner, 
or  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  court  in  like  manner  as  debts 
of  like  nature  are  now  by  law  receivable  in  the  several  counties  where 
the  offense  may  be  committed. 

Sec.  8.  That  to  enable  the  secretary  of  war  to  begin  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act  including  the  condemnation  or  purchase 
of  the  necessary  land,  marking  the  boundaries  of  the  park  or  opening 
or  repairing  necessary  roads,  restoring  the  field  to  its  condition  at  the 
time  of  the  battle,  maps  and  surveys,  material,  labor,  clerical,  and 
all  other  necessary  assistance,  and  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  commis- 
sioners and  their  secretary  and  assistants,  the  sum  of  sixty-five  thous- 
and dollars,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated and  disbursements  under  this  act  shall  require  the  approval 
of  the  secretary  of  war,  and  he  shall  make  annual  reports  of  the  same 
to  Congress. 

Approved  February  21,  1899. 

Authority  to  mount  guns  was  given  by  a  subsequent  act  of  Con- 
gress. 
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In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  commissioners  were 
appointed  by  the  honorable  secretary  of  war,  March  ist,  1899.  The 
commission  consisted  of  Gen.  Stephen  B.  Lee  of  Mississippi,  chair- 
man; Capt.  Wm.  T.  Rigby  of  Iowa,  and  Col.  Jas.  G.  Everest  of  Illi- 
nois, with  Gen.  John  S.  Kountz  of  Ohio  as  secretary  and  historian,  and 
Capt.  Chas.  L.  Longley  of  Iowa,  clerk  of  the  commission.  This  com- 
mission acts  under  the  direction  of  the  honorable  secretary  of  war.

The  National  Park  Commission  will  place  tablets  to  mark  the 
positions  of  each  Army  Corps,  Division  and  Brigade,  leaving  it  to  the 
several  states  of  the  Union  to  designate  the  positions  of  its  regiments 
and  other  organizations. 

We  give  here  the  location  of  each  brigade  and  the  number  of  Mis- 
souri organizations  therein. 

EXHIBIT  "D." 

The  regiments  and  organizations  of  Missouri  troops  in  the  Federal 
Army,  engaged  in  the  Siege  of  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  were  located  in  the  in- 
vesting line  and  rendered  service  in  the  siege  as  follows,  beginning  on 
the  extreme  right  of  said  investing  line  on  the  north  side  of  Vicksburg". 
where  the  'Mississippi  river  makes  its  southward  bend  or  course  and 
where  the  National  Cemetery  is  now  located,  viz. : 

15th  Army  Corps,  Major  General  Wm.  T.  Sherman,  commanding. 
First  Brigade  commanded  by  Col.  Fred  Manter  and  Col.  B.  G.  Farrar. 
General  Fred  Steele's  First  Division  of  above  corps  included  the  follow- 
ing Missouri  organizations,  the  names  of  their  respective  commanders 
being  given  in  each  case,  towit : 

1.  27th  Missouri  Infantry,  Col.  Thomas  Curley. 

2.  29th  Missouri  Infantry,  Col.  James  Peckham. 

3.  30th  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieut.  Col.  Otto  Schadt. 

4.  31st  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieut.  Col.  Samuel  P.  Simpson. 

5.  32nd  Missouri  Infantry,  Major  Abram  J.  Seay. 

There  was  attached  to  said  Division  (6)  Battery  F.  2nd  Missouri 
Light  Artillery,  Capt.  Clemens  Landgraeber. 
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This  Brigade  was  on  the  extreme  right  of  the  line  on  the  first  day 
of  the  investment,  occupying  the  north  side  of  a  ridge,  upon  which  Bat- 
tery F,  of  the  2nd  Missouri  Artillery  took  its  first  position  on  the  line 
and  which  it  retained  during  the  entire  siege  and  which  should  be  marked 

for  it. 

Companies  B  and  K,  of  the  30th  Missouri  Infantry  under  command 
of  Captain  Leo  Rassieur  of  that  regiment,  under  order  from  General 
Steele,  made  a  charge  upon  the  Confederate  Sharpshooters  occupying 
the  white  frame  house  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  ridge  last  men- 
tioned and  situated  on  a  line  with  the  advance  Confederate  rifle  pits. 
They  won  that  position  and  the  rifle  pits  leading  towards  the  river  which 
were  held  to  the  end  of  the  siege.  In  the  night  of  the  19th  of  May, 
these  companies  were  relieved  by  details  from  the  2nd  Brigade  of  Steele's 
division  and  that  Brigade  thereafter  held  the  extreme  right  of  the  line 
and  with  details  from  the  first  brigade  made  covered  approaches  toward 
the  Confederate  line,  near  the  river,  which  work  w7as  terminated  by  a  deep 
ravine  which  prevented  further  progress.  This  position  should  be 
marked  for  the  three  Missouri  regiments  in  the  2nd  brigade.  The  first 
brigade  composed  in  part  of  the  Missouri  regiments  first  named  when  re- 
lieved as  before  stated  on  May  20,  took  a  position  in  the  investing  line 
on  the  left  of  the  2nd  brigade,  its  right  resting  immediately  to  the  left  of 
the  position  of  the  battery  of  naval  guns  commanded  by  Lieut.  Commander 
T.  O.  Selfridge,  U.  S.  X.,  which  position  should  be  marked  for  these 
regiments. 

Wood's  second  Brigade  of  Steele's  First  Division  contained  the 
following  Missouri  organizations,  to-wit : 

7.  3rd  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieut.  Col.  Theodore  Meumann. 

8.  12th  Missouri  Infantry,  Col.  Hugo  Wangelin. 

9.  17th  Missouri  Infantry,  Col.  Francis  Hassenduebel,  afterwards 
Lieut.  Col.  John  F.  Cramer. 

Their  position  in  the  investing  line  on  and  after  May  20th  was  on  the 
extreme  Federal  Right  and  should  be  marked  for  them.  On  May  22, 
when  the  general  assault  took  place  the  3rd,  12th,  17th,  30th  and  31st  Mis- 
54  ttrj  were  ordered  to  make  a  charge  to  the  left  of  their  regular  positions 
and  the  front  line  composed  of  the  12th  Missouri  in  part  readied  the 
pit  in  front  of  the  Confederate  earthworks  at  the  place  abont  half  way 
between  the  river  and  the  north  east  angle  of  the  Confederate  works,  where 
th( ir  assault  took  place.  The  I2th  Missouri  Infantry,  lost  108  officers  and 
men  killed  and  wounded  out  of  360  officers  and  men  brought  into  that 
action  and  its  advance  position  on  that  day  in  front  of  the  Confederate 
earthworks  should  be  marked  for  it. 
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Mower's  Second  Brigade,  Gen.  James  M.  Tuttle's  third  division  of 
above  corps  included  (10).  The  nth  Missouri  Infantry,  Colonel  Andrew 
J.  Weber.  This  brigade  participated  in  the  assault  of  May  22nd,  in  which 
the  regiment  lost  92  officers  and  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  flag  of 
the  nth  Missouri  was  placed  on  the  outer  slope  of  the  stockade  Redan 
on  the  graveyard  road,  which  place  should  be  marked  for  it. 

After  making  an  expedition  to  Mechanicsburg  and  one  to  Richmond, 
La.,  the  regiment  was  on  duty  on  the  Louisiana  shore  opposite  Vicks- 
burg,  where  Colonel  Weber,  its  commander  was  killed.  Lieut.  Colonel 
Wm.  L.  Barnum  succeeded  him  as  regimental  commander. 

In  front  of  Ewing's  third  brigade.  Major  Gen'l  Frank  P.  Blair's, 
2nd  Divison  15th  Army  corps  was  (n)  Company  I,  35th  Missouri  In- 
fantry, Lieutenant  C.  Lochbiler,  engaged  in  the  work  of  constructing 
saps  and  mines  approaching  the  main  bastion  on  Graveyard  road,  maer 
the  direction  of  the  United  States  Engineer  Corps,  which  position  should 
be  marked  for  it. 

Gen.  Giles  A.  Smith's  First  Brigade,  Gen.  Frank  P.  Blair's  2nd 
Division,  included  (12)  the  6th  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Ira  Boutell  and  (13)  the  8th  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieutenant  Colonel  D. 
C.  Coleman.  These  regiments  participated  in  the  assault  on  the 
stockade  Redan,  situated  on  the  graveyard  road,  May  19th,  approaching 
the  Redan  from  the  north,  which  should  be  marked  for  them.  In  the 
assault  of  May  22nd,  these  regiments  advanced  with  their  brigades,  the 
6th  on  the  right  of  the  8th,  and  in  conjunction  with  Ransom's  brigade  of 
the  17th  Army  Corps  charged  the  Confederate  line  south  of  the  stock- 
ade Redan  and  north  of  Glass'  Bayou  which  place  should  be  marked  for 
them.  During  the  siege  these  regiments  with  their  brigades  constructed 
approaches  against  the  lunette  of  the  stockade  Redan.  (14)  Company 
C,  10th  Missouri  Cavalry,  Captain  Daniel  W.  Ballon  was  assigned  to 
Blair's  division  headquarters  and  participated  in  the  assaults  of  May 
19th  and  May  22nd,  which  should  be  marked  for  it. 

17th  Army  Corps,  Major  General  J.  B.  McPherson  commanding. 
Stevenson's  Third  Brigade,  Logan's  Third  Division  including  (15)  the 
7th  regiment  Missouri  Infantry,  Captain  Robert  Buchanan,  holding  the 
right  of  the  brigade,  its  right  resting  on  the  Jackson  wagon  road  which 
should  be  marked  for  it.  The  left  of  the  regiment  rested  immediatelv 
in  front  of  the  left  Battery  McPherson,  as  indicated  by  Colonel  Buchanan, 
one  of  the  commissioners.  This  regiment  formed  the  advance  of  Steven- 
son's brigade  in  the  assault  of  May  22nd,  losing  102  officers  and  men 
killed  and  wounded,  including  several  color  bearers  in  the  effort  to  plan: 
its  flag  on  the  slope  of  Fort  Hill,  described  in  Confederate  reports  as  the 
3rd  Louisiana  Redan,  and  its  advance  position  should  be  marked.  After 
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that  date  the  regiment  furnished  details  to  assist  the  engineer  corps  in 
the  construction  of  the  approaches  and  mines,  penetrating  the  base  of 
said  Fort  Hill. 

Mc Arthur's  6th  Division  of  the  17th  Army  corps  had  attached  to  it 
( 16)  Battery  C,  First  Missouri  Light  Artillery,  Captain  Charles  Mann. 
Its  position  in  the  siege  line  was  on  the  extreme  right  of  Ransom's 
2nd  brigade  in  the  line  of  the  batteries  and  should  be  marked  for  it. 

Boomer's  3rd  brigade,  Ouinby's  Seventh  division  of  above  corps  in- 
cluded (17)  the  26th  Missouri  Infantry.  Captain  Benjamin  D.  Dean  com- 
manding. It  was  posted  to  the  left  of  Stevenson  in  the  investment  line 
ing.  It  was  posted  to  the  left  of  Stevenson  in  the  investment  line 
which  should  be  marked  for  it.  It  participated  in  the  assault  of  May 
22nd,  first  in  front  of  its  own  position  and  later  in  the  day  marched 
to  the  left  to  reinforce  General  Carr's  division  of  McClernand's  13th 
Army  Corps,  after  which  it  resumed  its  original  position  in  rear  of 
Battery  DeGolyer,  which  position  should  be  marked.  ,Colonel  Geo. 
B.  Boomer  of  this  regiment  while  commanding  the  brigade  was  killed  in 
the  assault  of  May  22nd. 

Holmes'  Second  brigade,  same  division,  included  (18)  the  10th 
Missouri  Infantry,  Major  Francis  C.  Deimling,  commanding  and  (19) 
Company  E,  24th  Missouri  Infantry,  Lieutenant  Daniel  Driscoll  com- 
manding. Their  position  in  the  brigade  to  the  left  of  Boomer's  brigade 
in  the  investment  line  should  be  marked  for  them.  Assigned  to  this 
division  was  (20)  Battery  M.,  1st  Missouri  Light  Artillery,  Lieutenant 
J.  W.  MacMurray.  The  position  of  this  battery  was,  however,  during 
the  siege,  in  front  of  Logan's  Third  Division  south  of  the  Jackson  wagon 
road  and  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  battery  placed  in  the  in 
vesting  line,  which  position  should  be  marked  for  it.  In  this  division 
was  (21)  Company  F,  4th  Missouri  Cavalry,  Lieutenant  Alexander. 
Mueller,  serving  as  escort  to  the  division  commander,  and  its  position 
should  be  marked  for  it,  as  said  division  headquarters. 

13th  Army  Corps,  Major  General  John  A.  McClernand  commanding 
and  afterwards  ''Major  General  E.  O.  C.  Ord. 

General  Hovey's  12th  division  of  above  corps  had  attached  to  it 
(22)  Battery  A,  1st  Missouri  Light  Artillery,  Captain  George  W.  Sec- 
field.  Its  position  was  with  Slack's  Second  brigade  which  held  the  right 
of  the  division  in  the  investment  line  and  south  of  the  Vicksburg  & 
Jackson  railroad  and  immediately  in  front  of  the  Square  Fort  of  the  Con- 
federate line,  which  should  be  marked  for  it. 

Attached  to  the  headquarters  of  General  Peter  J.  Osterhaus,  9th 
Division  of  this  corps  there  were  seven  companies  of  (23)  the  6th  Mis- 
souri Cavalry,  Colonel  Clark  Wright  commanding,  which  rendered  val- 


'S 

uable  service  at  many  places  during-  the  siege  and  for  whom  a  tablet 
should  be  erected  at  the  headquarters  of  the  division. 

(24)  First  Regiment  Engineers,  Missouri  Volunteers,  Major  Henry 
Flad  commanding  also  known  as  the  "Engineer  Regiment  of  the  West,'* 
attached  to  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee  was  stationed  at  Young's 
Point  opposite  Vicksburg  until  May  23rd,  the  day  following  the  last  as- 
sault, when  it  was  ordered  to  cross  the  river  and  take  position  between 
McClernand's  13th  Army  Corps  and  Lauman's  division  of  the  16th  Army 
Corps,  where  it  remained  until  ordered  to  Haines  Bluff  under  General 
Sherman.    Its  position  in  the  line  should  be  marked  accordingly. 

Herron's  Division  unattached,  Major  General  Frank  J.  Herron  com- 
manding. This  division  included  (25)  Battery  E,  Captain  Nelson  Cole 
(26)  Battery  B,  Captain  Martin  Welfley  and  (27)  Battery  F,  Captain 
Joseph  Foust.  These  batteries  constituted  the  2nd  battalion,  First  Mis- 
souri Light  Artillery,  Major  David  Murphy,  Chief  of  Artillery,  rein- 
forced by  two  naval  42-pounder  rifled  guns  which  were  furnished  by  the 
Commander  of  the  Gunboat  Benton  of  the  Mississippi  River  Squadron, 
U.  S.  N.  The  gun  crews  were  furnished  from  the  infantry  of  the  com- 
mand. Herron's  division  held  the  extreme  left  of  the  investment  line 
on  the  Mississippi  River  below  Vicksburg  from  and  after  June  15,  1863. 
Batteries  E  and  F  were  attached  to  Vandever's  First  Brigade  and  Bat- 
tery B  to  Colonel  W.  W.  Orme's  Second  Brigade. 

The  brigade  lines  will  skirt  the  interior  border  of  Union  Avenue, 
which  avenue  will  be  constructed  on  the  outside  of  the  investing  lines, 
so  that  the  tablets  erected  by  the  State  of  Missouri,  to  locate  the  ordinary 
positions  of  the  organizations  will  occupy  places  in  this  brigade  line  and 
should  correspond  to  the  general  positions  occupied  in  each  brigade  by  the 
separate  Missouri  organizations,  whose  valor  and  service  it  is  intended 
to  commemorate. 

Special  tablets  showing  advanced  positions  occupied  or  taken  by  the 
respective  organizations  at  great  hazard  or  with  great  loss  and  indicating 
the  rendering  of  special  service,  should  be  placed  at  those  points  approxi- 
mately where  such  service  was  performed  as  hereinbefore  located. 

It  is  recommended  that  these  tablets  should  be  of  Missouri  granite4* 
and  contain  such  inscriptions  and  data  as  will  be  appropriate,  subject  to 
the  regulations  prescribed  in  the  act  of  Congress  creating  the  Vicksburg 
National  Military  Park  herewith  submitted  and  made  a  part  hereof.

On  May  18th,  1863,  tne  brigade  took  position  in  support  of  General 
Martin  L.  Smith's  division  on  the  extreme  left  of  the  defensive  lines. 
Here  it  suffered  the  loss  of  1  man  killed  and  8  men  wounded.  During 
the  night  of  the  18th  day  of  May,  1863,  the  brigade  withdrew  in  the  rear 
of  the  main  line,  in  the  rear  of  the  right  of  Brigadier  General  Baldwin's 
brigade,  and  was  held  in  reserve  to  re-enforce  any  part  of  the  line.  About 
two  p.  m.  on  the  19th  inst,  the  Federal  forces  massed  a  large  force  in 
front  of  General  Baldwin's  brigade,  evidently  for  an  assault.  Seeing  this 
massing  of  troops,  the  5th  Missouri,  under  Col.  McCowen,  was  moved  to 
the  support  of  General  Herber's  left  and  the  1st  and  4th  Missouri,  under 
Col.  Riley,  were  moved  to  the  support  of  the  line  at  the  Stockade  on  the 
Graveyard  road,  between  General  Herbert's  left  and  General  Shoup's 
right,  and  the  2nd  Missouri,  under  Lieut.  Col.  Senteny,  to  the  support 
of  the  27th  Louisiana  Regiment  on  General  Shoup's  right,  and  the  6th 
Missouri,  under  Col.  Erwin,  to  the  support  of  General  Vaughn's  brigade, 
on  the  extreme  left,  then  threatened,  and  the  3rd  Missouri,  under  Col. 
Gause,  was  held  in  readiness  to  re-enforce  any  point. 

A  fierce  and  determined  assault  was  made  and  was  repulsed,  and  was 
the  first  assault  made  upon  the  main  line  of  the  defenses.  The  Brigade 
lost  8  killed  and  62  wounded. 
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On  May  22\u\,  the  5th  Missouri  occupied  a  line  on  the  right  of  the 
36th  Mississippi  Regiment  in  General  Herbert's  brigade,  the  3rd  Mis- 
souri occupied  the  stockade  and  the  redan  to  its  right,  on  the  Graveyard 
road,  five  companies  of  the  2nd  Missouri  occupied  a  portion  of  the  line 
of  the  27th  Regiment,  Louisiana  Infantry,  and  the  other  five  companies  of 
the  2nd  Missouri  were  in  reserve,  six  companies  of  the  1st  and  4th  Mis- 
souri were  in  the  trenches  with  the  36th  Mississippi  Regiment,  and  one 
company  of  the  same  regiment  occupied  the  Redan  to  the  right  of  the 
36th  Mississippi  Regiment,  and  the  remaining  3  companies  and  the  6th 
Missouri  were  in  reserve. 

About  two  p.  m.  on  this  day,  May  22nd,  a  general  assault  was  made 
by  the  Federal  forces,  and  a  particularly  determined  assault  on  the  lines 
indicated  was  made  and  gallantly  repused.  During  this  assault,  the  6th 
Missouri  was  sent  to  re-enforce  Brigadier  General  Moore's  line  and  then 
to  re-enforce  General  Herbert's  line,  north  of  the  Jackson  Road.  In  this 
day's  struggle  the  brigade  lost  28  killed  and  95  wounded,  and  the  3rd 
Missouri  Regiment  suffering  most  severely,  losing  12  killed  and  52 
wounded. 

On  May  23rd,  to  June  25th,  this  brigade  was  held  in  reserve,  and 
moved  from  point  to  point  on  the  whole  line,  accordingly  as  different 
points  of  the  line  were  threatened,  sometimes  on  the  left,  then  on  the  right 
and  then  in  the  center,  to  the  support  of  almost  every  brigade,  working  day 
or  night  as  necessary  to  strengthen  the  defenses,  having  casualties  by  death 
or  wounds  almost  daily. 

On  June  25th,  the  6th  Missouri,  under  Col.  Eugene  Erwin,  was  in 
reserve  in  rear  of  3rd  Louisiana  Infantry,  occupying  the  Redan  on  the 
Jackson  road,  in  General  Herbert's  line.  About  4  p.  m.  of  the  25111  day  of 
June,  a  mine  under  this  3rd  Louisiana  Redan  was  exploded  and  a  furious 
assault  was  made.  General  Herbert,  in  his  official  report  says,  "As  soon 
as  any  indication  of  an  attack  became  apparent,  Col.  Eugene  Erwin 
moved  his  reserve  regiment  (the  6th  Missouri  Infantry),  to  the  line.  At 
the  assault  he  gallantly  attempted  to  lead  some  of  his  men  to  follow  him 
over  the  parapet.  Whilst  on  the  top,  he  was  instantly  killed.  In  him 
the  Army  lost  a  true  and  distinguished  soldier,  one  who  promised  to  gain 
high  rank  and  position.  At  about  10  p.  m.  Col.  James  McCown,  with 
his  5th  Missouri  (Infantry)  Regiment  reported  for  re-enforcement.  *  * 
Col.  Cockrcll,  howe  ver,  soon  appeared  in  the  trenches  as  Commander  of 
the  two  Missouri  regiments  and  at  once  brought  the  5th  to  the  line,  gen- 
erously relieving  three  companies  of  the  fatigued  3rd  Louisiana.  The 
brave  Missourians  have  added  laurels  to  their  already  glorious  renown." 

During  this  25th  day  and  night,  the  5th  Missouri  lost  1  killed  and 
y  wounded,  and  I  lie  6th  Missouri  lost  3  killed  and  26  wounded. 
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On  the  night  of  June  26th  the  2nd  Missouri,  under  Lieut.  Col.  Sen- 
teny  was  moved  to  this  Redan. 

On  June  24th  one-half  of  the  3rd  Missouri  was  sent  to  relieve  Gen- 
eral M.  E.  Green's  right  and  to  fill  out  his  line,  General  Green  to  place 
his  men  so  relieved  therein-  in  reserve  and  so  remained  there  to  the  sur- 
render. 

On  July  ist,  another  mine  was  exploded  under  the  3rd  Louisiana 
Redan,  making  a  fearful  breach  through  a  portion  of  this  Redan  and  a 
terrific  fire  opened  at  short  range  and  was  concentrated  on  this  point. 
U  was  held  at  the  time  by  the  6th  Missouri  and  the  3rd  Louisiana.  Im- 
mediately after  the  explosion,  the  2nd  Missouri,  under  Lieut.  Col.  Senteny, 
being  in  reserve  in  the  rear,  was  moved  to  the  breach  and  about  6  p.  m. 
relieved  the  6th  Regiment.  The  6th  Missouri  this  day  lost  8  killed  and 
48  wounded,  and  the  2nd  Missouri  lost  3  killed  and  35  wounded,  many 
of  whom  soon  after  died  of  their  wounds.  Among  the  killed  was  the  gal- 
lant Lieut.  Col.  Pembroke  S.  Senteny  of  the  2nd  Missouri,  a  model  soldier 
and  officer. 

On  this  evening,  the  ist  and  4th  Missouri,  under  Col.  Riley,  which 
had  been  supporting  other  parts  of  the  line,  was  moved  to  this  Redan  and 
these  four  regiments,  the  ist  and  the  4th  Missouri,  the  2nd,  5th  and  6th 
Missouri  Infantry  relieved  each  other  every  six  or  twelve  hours  there- 
after. The  ist  and  4th  Missouri  occupied  this  perilous  point  during  July 
2nd,  and  late  that  evening  was  sent  to  re-enforce  General  Barton's  line, 
on  the  extreme  right. 

The  Brigade,  not  having  guns  enough  for  its  artillerymen  during  the 
siege,  they  were  placed  in  charge  of  guns  of  other  commands  at  different 
points  of  the  line.  The  total  losses  during  the  defensive  operations  were 
as  follows :

Regarding  these  losses,  the  brigade  commander,  in  his  report 
published  in  the  official  records  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  armies, 
series  1,  volume  24,  part  2,  page  417,  says: 
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''This  is  a  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  of  over  one-third  of  the 
whole  brigade,  and  shows  that  this  brigade  was  almost  continuously 
during  the  entire  siege  exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire,  and  at  no  time 
during  this  eventful  siege  did  these  troops  ever  waver  or  fail  to  go  to 
or  occupy  any  point,  regardless  of  its  exposure,  and  frequently  had  to 
and  did  occupy  points  on  the  line  so  exposed  that  other  troops,  al- 
though on  their  line,  would  give  them  up  for  these  troops  to  occupy." 

The  number  of  this  brigade  paroled  at  the  time  of  the  surrender 
was  123  officers  and  1,415  men,  a  total  of  1,538. 

Second  Brigade, 

Brigadier-General  Martin  E.  Green,  Commanding. 

This  brigade  was  composed  of  four  Arkansas  regiments,  two 
Arkansas  battalions,  the  First  and  Third  Missouri  Cavalry  Regi- 
ments (both  dismounted),  Dawson's  (St.  Louis)  Missouri  Battery, 
and  Lowe's  (Jackson)  Missouri  battery.  The  Missouri  organizations 
were  commanded  as  follows : 

First  Cavalry — Major  William  C.  Parker. 

Third  Cavalry — Captain  Felix  Lotspeich. 

Dawson's  Battery — Captain  William  E.  Dawson. 

Lowe's  Battery — First  Lieutenant  Thomas  B.  Catron. 

These  troops,  in  conjunction  with  the  brigade,  took  position  on 
the  evening  of  May  i8th  near  the  arsenal  and  acted  as  a  reserve  force, 
supporting  different  points  on  the  main  line.  On  the  22nd  the  First 
and  Third  Cavalry  assisted  in  the  repulse  of  the  Union  assault  on 
Baldwin's  ferry  road.  Returning  to  its  former  position  near  the 
arsenal,  the  brigade  continued  in  reserve  until  the  morning  of  May 
28th,  when  it  occupied  the  trenches  fronting  the  river  below  the  city. 
On  the  29th  it  moved  to  a  position  in  front  of  and  above  the  city  in 
support  of  the  heavy  batteries.  On  June  2nd,  its  position  was  changed 
1o  the  main  line  of  defense,  resting  its  left  at  the  angle  of  the  stockade 
Redan  On  the  Graveyard  road,  and  connecting  its  right  with  the  left 
of  Herbert's  brigade,  where  it  remained  until  the  day  of  surrender. 

General  Green,  the  .brigade  commander  (a  citizen  of  Missouri) 
was  killed  in  the  trenches  June  27th,  and  command  devolved  upon 
Col.  T.  T.  Dockery,  Nineteenth  Arkansas  Infantry. 

The  losses  of  the  Missouri  organizations  belonging  to  this  bri- 
gade  are  not  officially  reported  distinct  from  the  balance  of  the  bri- 
gade. 

Colonel  Elijah  Gates,  of  the  First  Missouri  Cavalry,  dismounted, 
WZ  captured  at  Big  Black,  on  May  i/th,  and  was  not  with  his  regj- 
Rienl  dining  the  siege. 
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As  the  First  Missouri  Brigade  did  not  permanently  have  any 
part  of  the  lines  of  defense  assigned  to  it,  and  was  considered  in  re- 
serve and  only  occupied  the  threatened  portions  of  the  line,  no  part 
of  the  line  can  be  marked  for  it,  and  only  tablets  can  be  erected  at 
the  points  where  the  different  regiments  were  actually  engaged  and 
suffered  losses. 

The  Second  Brigade  of  Bowen's  division,  on  and  after  June  2nd, 
had  a  portion  of  the  line  which  has  been  marked  and  will  be  shown 
by  the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park  Commission,  which  will 
also  place  tablets  to  show  where  the  First  Missouri  Brigade  Regi- 
ments were  in  action,  on  May  19  and  22,  and  on  June  25  and  July 
1,  1863. 

Markers  should  be  placed  at  the  various  points  where  the  separ- 
ate organizations  of  that  brigade  and  the  Missouri  batteries  of  both 
brigades  were  on  duty  on  the  line. 
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INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE  REPORT. 


Committee  Appointed  to  Investigate  Grain, 
Turf,  Speculative  and  Other  Invest- 
ment Companies.

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  committee,  duly  authorized  and  appointed  to 
investigate  and  make  inquiry  into  the  grain,  investment  companits,  turf 
investment  companies,  co-operative  companies,  and  other  investment  and 
speculative  companies,  or  companies  receiving  and  handling  large  sums 
of  money  from  the  people  of  this  State,  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  resolu- 
tion introduced  by  Thomas  J.  Leonard,  Representative  from  the  City  of 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  which  said  resolution  is  in  words,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  there  are  now  reputed  to  be  in  operation  in  this  State  grain 
investment  companies,  co-operative  companies  for  speculation,  turf  in- 
vestment companies  and  other  investment  and  speculative  companies  re- 
ceiving and  handling  large  sums  of  money  for  the  people  of  this  State, 
/or  investment  in  their  process  or  business ;  and 

Whereas,  there  has  been  introduced  in  the  Senate  a  measure  regard- 
ing advertisements,  and  in  the  House  a  bill  also  relating  to  said  compa- 
nies ;  and 

Whereas,  if  these  companies  are  furnishing  no  protection  for  the  in- 
vestors and  if  they  are  handling  the  people's  money  wrongfully  or  im- 
properly, or  if  they  have  used  misrepresentation,  fraud  or  illegal  prac- 
tice, the  people  have  a  right  to  know  the  same,  and  this  body  be  so  in- 
formed that  legislation  could  be  had  on  the  subject,  or  the  pending  bills 
or  laws  be  properly  amended.  Therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  make  such  investigations,  of  all  fhe  com- 
panies doing  business  as  above  specified,  including  grain  companies,  turf 
investment  companies,  speculative  companies,  or  other  similar  companies, 
a?  in  their  judgment  from  the  conditions  and  circumstances  as  to  them 
may  appear  proper  subjects  of  investigation,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
facts  with  a  view  to  secure  proper  legislatoin,  or  the  amendment  of  pend- 
ing bills,  or  secure  the  enactment  of  proper  laws  in  relation  to  sa;d  com- 
panies. 

Second.  Said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  and  pursue  such  investigations,  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem 
proper  as  authorized  by  law,  to  summon  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  compel  them  to  answer  all  legal  questions,  compel  and  enforce 
the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  make  diligent  inquiries  into  the 
matters  and  things  aforesaid,  and  to  employ  clerks,  officers  to  serve 
process,  writs  and  subpoenas,  a  stenographer,  or  other  help,  as  may  be 
recessary  to  the  speedy  and  efficient  discharge  of  its  duties. 

Third.  Said  committee  shall  report  their  findings  to  this  tody  at 
the  earliest  time  consistent  with  the  full  investigation,  together  \\  Ith  such 
recommendations  as  the  facts  warrant. 

Fourth.  That  all  expenses  of  said  committee  and  of  said  investiga- 
tion shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund. 

Which  said  resolution  was  adopted  February  — ,  1903,  authorizing 
c'.nd  directing  your  committee,  composed  of  Thomas  J.  Leonard.  A.  D. 
Morris  and  Wm.  H.  Booth,  to  make  said  investigation,  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  reports : 

That  your  said  committee,  on  February  14th,  1903,  began  its  labors, 
under  said  resolution,  at  the  Southern  Hotel,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
where  they  met  a  like  committee,  appointed  by  the  Senate,  and  organized 
as  a  joint  committee,  by  electing  Senator  Earnest  D.  Martin  as  chairman, 
and  Representative  Thomas  J.  Leonard  as  secretary  of  said  joint  commit- 
tee and  proceeded  to  take  testimony  in  regard  to  the  several  matters 
enumerated  for  their  consideration  in  said  resolution,  said  examination 
Covering  the  following  named  companies :

GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

From  the  evidence  taken,  your  committee  finds  that  there  are  various 
grain  companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  some  of  which  are  conduct- 
ing a  legitimate  business,  and  at  the  same  time  others  conducting  an  un- 
lawful and  illegitimate  business.   We  find  that  there  are  three  class-  ^  viz. : 

First  class,  commonly  called  boards  of  trade — Those  companies,  mem- 
bers thereof  organized  for  the  purpose,  and  who  sell  or  buy  grain  and 
futures  on  commission  and  who  can  and  do  deliver  the  actual  grain  or 
other  products  bought  or  sold. 

Second  class,  commonly  known  as  bucket-shops — Those  who  buy 
and  sell  futures  or  grain,  not  intending  or  expecting  to  deliver  the  actual 
product. 

Third  class,  those  who  style  themselves  brokers  or  commission  men — 
Those  grain  companies  who  handle  what  is  known  as  "discretionary  or- 
ders,'' the  money  being  deposited  with  them  to  be  invested  by  them  on 
margins  or  futures,  according  to  their  discretion,  without  direction  from 
'he  patron,  or  who  pretend  to  buy  and  sell  futures  and  grain,  but  who  in 
reality  hold  themselves  out  to  the  public  without  actual  participation  in 
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the  markets,  and  who  never  did  in  their  experience  handle  a  bushel  of  ac- 
tual grain. 

From  some  of  the  witnesses  your  committee  were  informed  that  a 
great  number  of  these  grain  and  commission  companies  and  firms,  in  fact, 
nearly  all  of  same,  including  merchants'  exchanges,  have  a  place  wherein 
are  posted  or  published,  from  information  received  when  the  same  oc- 
curs, the  fluctuating  price  of  stocks,  bonds,  grain  and  provisions  in  trades 
made  or  offered  to  b<\  made  on  boards  of  exchange,  or  by  some  person  or 
firm  pretending  to  buy  or  sell,  or  who  go  through  the  form  of  buying  or 
selling  these  commodities  at  a  certain  fixed  price,  according  to  said  prices 
as  posted  or  published  as  above,  but  wherein  neither  party  buys  such  com- 
modity, nor  does  either  party  actually  sell  the  same ;  and  that  this  princi- 
ple and  these  processes  are  sometimes  even  carried  on  by  members  of  the 
Board  of  Exchange,  and  that  deals  are  daily  made  without  any  intention 
of  receiving  or  paying  for  the  property  so  bought,  or  of  deliver  ng  the 
property  so  sold,  but  that  the  same  is  conducted  upon  a  pretended  buying 
or  selling  of  said  property  on  margins,  which,  in  fact,  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  gambling — the  party  selling  or  offering  for  sale,  or  buying, 
not  having  the  property  on  hand  to  deliver  and  where  neither  party, 
buying  nor  selling,  intend  to  actually  receive  or  deliver  the  property 
bought  or  sold,  and  that  these  persons,  co-partnership  and  corporations 
daily  and  constantly  communicate,  receive  exhibit  and  display  on  black- 
boards, and  other  manners,  their  offers  to  buy  and  sell  and  their  state- 
ments or  quotations  of  prices  of  different  properties,  with  a  view  to  ob- 
taining customers  and  affording  them  an  opportunity  to  buy  or  sell  in 
such  transactions,  as  aforesaid. 

STANDING  OF  GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

Those  companies  doing  business  on  a  plan  that  partakes  of  both  the 
first  and  second  classes,  are  as  follows : 
Cella  Commission  Company, 
Donnovan  Commission  Company, 
Christy  Grain  Commission  Company,  of  Kansas  City, 
I 'rice  Commission  Company, 
Ckagc  Commission  Company. 

From  -'i  statement  filed,  and  w  hat  yoyiv  committee  was  able  to  ascer- 
tain as  to  their  financial  standing,  these  companies  arc  doing  a  lucrative 
business.  The  written  statement,  showing  assets  and  liabilities,  filed  by 
Cleage  Commission  Company,  shows  that  at  this  time  they  have  esti- 
mated assets  over  liabilities  in  the  sum  of  $  1 75,000. 00.  The  other 
companies  failed  to  file  statements,  so  that  we  have  no  definite  knowledge 
oi  their  financial  standing. 
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THIRD  CLASS  GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

Under  this  head  can  be  classified  the  Brooks  Grain  Brokerage  and 
Commission  Company,  Merchants  Brokerage  and  Commission  Company 
and  the  Rialto  Grain  and  Commission  Company.  The  evidence  dis- 
closes that  the  methods  of  these  companies  often  border  on  the  criminal 
process  of  obtaining  money  under  false  pretense,  yet  hedged  about  by 
a  contract  which  endeavors  to  relieve  them  of  this  unlawful  appropria- 
tion of  their  customers'  money.  The  evidence  further  discloses  that  the 
method  of  some  of  these  companies  is  to  publish  their  business  with 
glaring  advertisements  in  the  metropolitan  newspapers,  and  should  a 
party  deposit  money  with  them,  supposedly  for  the  purpose  of  buying 
grain,  he  is  sent  a  letter  in  a  few  days  notifying  him  of  his  profit,  which 
is  enormous  in  comparison  with  his  investment.  This  letter  is  then 
followed  by  another  notice  of  profits,  and  so  continued  until  the  party 
calls  for  his  profits,  when  he  is  written  a  letter,  commonly  called  an  ''ex- 
haust letter,"  notifying  him  that  there  has  been  a  slump  in  the  market 
and  unfortunately  his  money  and  profits  all  lost. 

The  method  of  these  companies  are  expressed  by  the  testimony  of 
one  William  Ewing  Love,  a  witness  before  your  committee  who  has  been 
an  employe  of  the  Brooks  and  Rialto  Companies,  and  who  was  the  printer 
who  had  charge  of  and  printed  what  is  called  "exhaust  letters,"  and  who 
testified  that  the  firm  would  take  the  people's  money,  place  the  same  in 
their  own  bank  accounts,  never  purchasing,  nor  attempting  to  purchase, 
grain,  futures  or  margins.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  his  state- 
ment, and  speak  for  themselves : 

"The}-  have  magnificent  offices — nearly  an  entire  floor  in  a  great 
1 1 -story  office  building.  Everything  is  conducted  on  a  glittering  scale 
of  gold  and  glamour,  but  they  are  thieves  of  the  most  dangerous  and 
most  debased  character.  They  are  ostensibly  grain  and  stock  com- 
mission men,  but  in  reality  they  receive  the  money  of  the  investors  from 
all  sections  and  never  invest  it,  but  put  it  in  their  own  bank  account  and 
at  once  put  in  operation  a  series  of  maneuvers  to  retain  possession  of 
every  cent.  They  pay  out  just  sufficient  profits  to  act  as  advertisements 
in  different  sections  of  the  country.  All  other  money  forwarded  to 
them  is  clear  gain.  They  bank  at  least  $50,000  a  week.  It  is  a  new 
swindling  operation  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  though  it  might  have  been 
operated  elsewhere.  The  "exhaust  letters,"  were  so  numerous  that  it 
was  necessary  to  have  two  printing  presses  to  run  them  off.  but  the 
letters  notifying  investors  of  gains  were  all  handled  by  private  stenog- 
raphers, and  the  "exhaust  letters,"  were  far  more  numerous  than  letters 
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notifying  customers  of  winnings.  In  truth,  the  proportion  or  ratio 
between  these  two  classes  of  letters  showed  so  wide  a  diversion  there 
could  be  but  little  comparison.  They  sometimes  sent  out  what  is  called 
"confirmatory  letters,"  notifying  customers  that  they  had  won,  but  also 
notifying  them  that  their  winnings,  as  well  as  the  original  capital  had 
been  reinvested  and  enclosing  a  confirmatory  to  be  signed  by  the  dupe, 
empowering  the  concern  to  carry  through  this  second  deal.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  recipients  of  such  letters,  under  the  flush  of  having  won. 
and  influenced  by  oily  arguments  in  favor  of  re-investment,  at  once 
signed  and  returned  the  confirmatory,  thus  bidding  an  unconscious  good- 
bye to  their  money." 

These  fake,  illegitimate  and  bogus  concerns  should  be  weeded  out 
of  the  business,  and  to  this  end,  we  would  recommend  the  amendment 
of  our  criminal  laws,  affixing  thereto  a  penalty  that  would  drive  these 
spurious  and  discretionary  order  grain  companies  out  of  business. 

GRAIN  BROKERS  AND  GRAIN  BUSINESS  GENERALLY. 

For  the  general  regulation  of  legitimate  business,  if  any  of  it  is 
legitimate,  and  to  afford  some  protection  for  investors  who  are  deter- 
mined to  risk  their  money  on  this  kind  and  class  of  business,  some  states 
have  established  an  annual  license  for  all  parties  engaged  in  grain  and 
commission  business,  dividing  them  into  classes. 

JYour  committee  recognizes  that  this  is  a  very  important  matter, 
as  well  as  far  reaching  in  its  effect  on  the  general  public,  and  not  having 
had  time  to  properly  consider  it,  we  hesitate  making  any  recommenda- 
tions in  reference  to  same. 

The  legislative  committees  have  made  exhaustive  reports  upon  the 
effect  of  dealing  in  futures,  and  as  the  ramifications  of  this  class  of  busi- 
ness is  so  far  reaching  that  nothing  but  a  thorough  study  of  the  subject, 
together  with  many  weeks  investigation  would  enable  this  committee  to 
make  recommendations  in  regard  thereto,  that  would  be  effective,  the 
committee  decided  to  take  up  only  that  class  of  dealers  who  have  re- 
cently come  into  existence  with  new  methods  for  entrapping  the  unwary, 
against  whom  the  public  should  be  warned.  We  unhesitatingly  con- 
demn all  dealing  in  futures,  but  desire  to  now  quickly  rid  the  state  of 
that  class  whose  only  excuse  for  existence  is  to  rob  the  public,  leaving 
for  further  investigation  that  larger  class  now  considered  in  law  legiti- 
mate. 

TURF  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES. 

These  institutions  are  of  modern  origin,  the  pioneer  in  this  field, 
especially  in  tins  state,  seems  to  have  been  E.  J.  Arnold  &  Co.  Then 
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followed  Ryan  &  Co.,  the  International,  the  Christy  Syndicate,  Brolaski, 
Thomas  Walch,  Maxim-Gay,  and  others.  The  method  pursued  by  these 
companies  was  to  advertise  extensively  in  the  metropolitan  newspapers 
and  in  answer  to  correspondence  would  sent  out  elegant  advertising 
matter  of  the  finest  order  and  of  the  most  pleasing  and  costly  pattern. 
In  all  of  their  advertisements  they  would  hold  out  to  the  public  that 
they  were  doing  a  legitimate  business,  having  stock  farms  and  fine-bred 
horses ;  that  their  profits  were  gained  upon  book-making  and  the 
handling  of  fine  stock  and  promising  to  pay  to  the  depositor  from  two 
to  eight  per  cent,  per  week,  and  these  dividends  were  for  a  time  actually 
paid  by  these  concerns  to  their  depositors.  This  process  has  been  main- 
tained by  E.  J.  Arnold  &  Co.,  for  nearly  five  years,  numbering  among 
its  customers  many  thousands  who  relied  upon  the  representations  of  the 
company  and  who  drew  from  said  concern  thousands  of  dollars  in 
dividends.  And  so  general  was  its  bearing  and  regular  its  payments 
of  weekly  dividends,  that  thousands  of  people  relied  upon  the  integrity 
of  these  concerns. 

The  evidence  taken  by  your  committee  discloses  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  depositors  of  these  different  concerns  still  rely  upon  the  earning 
capacity  of  their  process  and  ability  to  pay  dividends,  as  agreed  in  the 
deposit  slips ;  but  the  evidence  also  discloses  that  while  some  profits 
were  made  on  books,  some  on  fine  stock,  some  on  stock  farms  and  some 
on  gambling,  the  greater  amount  of  these  profits  or  dividends  as  paid  out 
was  taken  out  of  the  actual  deposits  of  the  customers. 

These  concerns  were  presumably  prosperous  until  the  examination 
which  was  begun  by  the  grand  jury,  instigated  by  the  circuit  attorney 
of  St.  Louis,  Joseph  W.  Folk,  and  your  present  committee.  "When  the 
crash  came,  company  after  company  closed  its  doors  or  refused  to  pay 
back  to  depositors  on  demand,  and  upon  examination  of  these  companies, 
we  found  them  to  be  mere  shells,  with  little  or  no  money  or  available 
assets  on  hand,  and  the  millions  of  dollars  handled  by  them  either  paid 
out  in  dividends,  squandered  and  gambled  away  upon  race  tracks,  or 
absorbed  by  the  officers  and  managers  of  the  said  companies. 

The  evidence  discloses  the  fact  that  E.  J.  Arnold  is  supposed  to  be 
in  Mexico,  the  books  of  said  company  being  in  the  hands  of  the  grand  jury. 

So  far  as  the  search  under  legal  process  has  developed,  no  assets  of 
Arnold  &  Co.,  except  a  stock  farm  and  stock  thereon,  office  furniture 
and  fixtures  and  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  cash  were  found. 

Ryan  &  Co.,  claimed  that  they  have  on  hand  about  $200,000,  which 
has  been  attached  and  garnisheed  in  the  hands  of  the  depositories,  and 
the  same  process  has  been  used  to  take  possession  of  the  real  estate  hold- 
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ings  and  other  personal  property.  Charles  F.  Noland,  attorney  for  John 
J.  Ryan  Turf  Investment  Company,  contrary  to  the  advertisements  sent 
cut  by  the  said  company,  in  his  evidence  before  your  committee  made  the 

following  statement : 

''The  Ryan  Company  has  proposed  to  any  of  the  public  who  see  fit 
to  invest  their  money  in  that  way,  that  if  they  would  put  their  money 
into  a  general  fund,  what  they  call  a  combination  of  capital,  that  the 
money  so  subscribed  would  be  used  in  gambling  ventures  upon  horse 
races  upon  the  various  tracks  throughout  the  country,  and  in  other  specu- 
lative turf  investments,  such  as  breeding  farms  and  making  books  upon 
the  races.  It  is  by  means  of  advertisements  published  throughout  the 
country  in  the  metropolitan  press  that  a  number  of  people  were  induced 
to  put  their  money  into  this  company.  The  advertisements  and  the 
books  sent  out,  and  the  final  contract,  did  not  misrepresent  anything  to 
the  people.  It  was  plain  to  them  that  it  was  nothing  but  a  gambling 
venture,  and  as  far  as  Ryan  &  Co.,  are  concerned,  the  public  has  given 
them  their  money  to  bet,  the  public  virtually  saying,  'We  want  you  to 
take  our  money  and  go  gamble  with  it.  If  you  lose  it  is  all  right.  If 
you  win  anything,  pay  us  five  per  cent,  a  week  on  the  amount  we  have  in- 
vested with  you.'  Our  method  of  obtaining  subscribers  was  this — adver- 
tisements were  published  in  the  metropolitan  newspapers.  People  would 
write  in  for  information  and  the  booklet  was  mailed  to  them,  and  later, 
when  money  was  sent  or  brought,  a  certificate  was  given  them.  This 
was  but  a  gambling  scheme  upon  which  Mr.  Ryan  attempted  to  apply  busi- 
ness methods,  and  anyone  who  lost  their  money,  should  not  be  heard 
now  to  complain,  as  they  took  their  chances." 

Your  committee  when  visiting  Kansas  City  found  only  one  turf 
investment  company  in  operation — O.  W.  Parry  &  Company,  who  was 
running  a  co-operative  syndicate  book  on  a  plan  similar  to  those  men- 
tioned above,  retaining  25  per  cent  of  the  profits  as  his  compensation  for 
handling  the  depositor's  money.  The  evidence  disclosed  the  fact  that  as 
soon  as  these  other  companies  at  St.  Louis  closed  their  doors,  Mr.  Parry 
began  paying  off  his  depositors,  some  three  or  four  hundred  in  number, 
and  at  the  date  of  examination  had  paid  off  all  but  about  twenty  in  num- 
ber and  said  that  he  was  closing  up  his  affairs  and  intended  to  pay  every 
depositor  the  full  amount  deposited. 

George  A.  Dice,  inspector  of  the  postoffice.  in  charge  of  the  St. 
Louis  department,  testified  lie  had  made  an  examination  of  E.  J.  Arnold 
&  Co.,  and  John  J.  Ryan  &  Co.,  and  that  on  their  showing,  Arnold  &  Co., 
had  on  hand  $160,000  more  assets  than  liabilities  and  that  Ryan  &  Co., 
had  more  assets  than  liabilities.  That  two  different  examinations  of 
these  Concerns  Were  made  by  him  and  his  deputies  and  that  in  the  last 


report  of  November  and  December,  1902,  his  report  to  the  department 
recommended  that  they  be  cited  to  appear  before  the  department  and 
answer  as  to  their  liability  for  criminal  use  of  the  mails,  and  that  so  far 
as  his  report  went,  they  were  notified  that  there  was  a  case  pending  against 
them.  That  the  ruling  of  the  department  was  not  in  accordance  with  his 
recommendation ;  that  from  the  evidence  it  appears  that  the  department  at 
Washington,  by  some  process  or  other  unknown  to  your  committee,  over- 
ruled the  recommendations  of  the  inspector,  dismissed  the  cases  pending 
against  these  companies  and  they  were  allowed  to  proceed  with  their 
process  of  absorbing  the  people's  money.  Had  the  department  at  Wash- 
ington acted  promptly  and  properly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  in- 
spector, millions  of  dollars  would  have  been  saved  to  the  people  of  the 
state  of  Missouri  and  other  states. 

In  order  to  protect  the  people  who  are  attracted  by  the  fair  promises 
and  the  payment  of  extraordinary  profits  or  dividends,  and  to  prohibit 
the  improper  and  vicious  misapplication  and  absorption  of  the  money 
of  the  people  who  confide  in  the  representations  of  investment  companies, 
your  committee  recommends  that  a  law  be  passed  which  will  prohibit  the 
doing  of  business  by  said  turf  investment  companies,  or  other  like  insti- 
tutions in  this  state. 

BOND  COMPANIES. 

There  are  a  number  of  companies  issuing  what  is  known  as  gold 
bonds,  in  this  state.  Your  committee  did  not  have  time  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  these  matters  or  companies,  and  therefore, 
cannot  make  any  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  same. 

Your  committee  did  examine  one  company,  the  North  American 
Investment  Company,  whose  representative,  G.  L.  Williams,  treasurer, 
appeared  before  said  committee,  submitted  to  examination  and  filed  a 
statement  of  the  company's  financial  standing,  showing  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  said  company.  Mr.  Williams  testified  that  his  company 
was  incorporated  with  $125,000  capital  stock,  fully  paid;  that  he  was 
duly  and  regularly  examined  by  the  Building  and  Loan  Department  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  and  was  still  subject  to  examination  and  willing 
to  be  examined  by  that  department.  Such  being  the  case,  we  excused 
this  company  from  further  investigation. 

OTHER  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES. 

There  are  numbers  of  investment  companies  doing  business  in  the 
State  which,  at  first  glance,  appear  to  be  solid,  substantial,  firm  and  re- 
liable, who  have  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  with  a  capital 
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stock  ranging  as  high  as  $100,000  and  from  such  an  examination  as  the 
public  are  enabled  to  make,  these  companies  appear  to  be  stable,  when  in 
reality,  their  organization  is  questionable,  and  their  manner  of  doing  busi- 
ness cannot  stand  the  test  of  a  close  inspection.  Under  this  general 
head  might  be  placed  the  Colonial  Securities  Company,  the  National 
Securities  Company,  the  United  Securities  Company,  Stillings  Preferred 
Tontine  Mercantile  Company  and  the  Century  Banking  Company,  and 
E.  C.  Waldon  &  Co. 

These  companies  also  use  the  city  dailies  of  the  state  to  get  their 
business  before  the  public,  and  make  free  to  say  that  were  it  not  for  the 
metropolitan  press  they  would  not  bie  so  widely  known,  nor  would 
their  business  prosper  to  the  extent  which  they  represent.  Some  of 
these  companies  pay  their  employes  sums  ranging  from  $150  per  month 
to  Si 0,000  per  year  and  other  officers,  of  these  concerns  receive  com- 
pensation as  great  as  $100,000  per  year.  Their  expenses  range  from 
one  thousand  to  thirty  thousand  per  month.  These  facts  indicate  the 
nature  of  the  business  and  when  known  by  the  public,  is  sufficient  to 
put  them  on  their  guard,  but  unless  an  investigation  of  this  kind  is  had 
sometimes,  the  public  never  has  an  opportunity  to  ascertain  these  facts, 
as  they  are  closely  guarded  by  the  operators  of  said  companies. 

NATIONAL  SECURITIES  COMPANY. 

The  methods  of  this  company  represent  the  majority  of  this  class 
which  claim  to  invest  the  money  of  its  depositors  in  any  and  all  kinds  of 
securities,  grain  and  products,  paying  to  the  depositor  six  per  cent,  divi- 
dends per  month,  or  seventy-two  per  cent,  per  annum  on  their  deposits. 
They  take  and  pool  the  money  of  their  depositors,  claiming  to  buy 
stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities,  or  grain  products,  when  in  reality  their 
purchases  or  sales  are  very  limited,  the  depositors  being  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund  created  by  deposits  of  investors.  These  companies 
having  their  articles  of  incorporation  are  in  a  position  to  more  thorough- 
ly fool  the  people  and  investors.  Being  operated  by  the  same  parties, 
with  elegantly  embossed  literature  and  letter  heads  is  the  Century 
Banking  Company,  which  attempted  to  incorporate,  but  was  refused 
letters  of  incorporation  by  the  secretary  of  state.  This  bank  was  used 
as  a  reference  by  the  National  Securities  Company,  both  concerns  being 
officered  by  the  same  parties.  . 

STLLINGS  PREFERRED  TONTINE  MERCANTILE  COMPANY, 

KANSAS  CITY. 

'flie  methods  of  this  company  are  a  departure  from  the  methods  of 
the  ordinary  company.     Guy  Stillings,  secretary  of  said  company,  testt-

fied  that  his  company  was  incorporated  in  December,  1900,  for  $io;ooo, 
capital  stock  fully  paid.  The  officers  are,  George  E.  Stillings,  president ; 
L.  H.  Lovens,  manager  and  Guy  C.  Stillings,  secretary.  That  they 
executed  to  their  patrons  a  contract  requiring  them  to  pay  $1.25  per  week', 
one  dollar  of  which  went  into  a  maturity  fund,  fifteen  cents  into  an  ex- 
pense fund,  and  ten  cents  into  a  contingency  fund,  and  at  the  end  of 
eighty-four  weeks,  should  the  person  keep  up  these  payments,  the  con- 
tract holder  would  mature  his  contract  and  could  demand  and  receive 
$160  in  cash,  or  a  $200  diamond.  That  their  business  is  done  through 
the  metropolitan  papers  and  by  agents  on  the  road.  That  they  do  not 
keep  on  hand  a  stock  of  diamonds,  but  buy  them  when  needed  for  their 
customers.  That  they  make  no  statement  to  their  contract  holders  and 
do  not  inform  them  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  company.  That  the 
main  part  of  the  lapses  go  to  the  operators  of  the  company.  That  they 
have  three  thousand  contracts  now  in  good  standing.  In  answer  to  the 
question,  "Mr.  Stillings,  with  three  thousand  contract  holders,  who 
would  pay  in  330,000  dollars,  and  you  paying  back  $480,000  on  matured 
contracts,  tell  us  where  you  would  get  this  $150,000  difference,"  he  re- 
plied that  he  thought  that  part  of  the  same  would  come  from  lapses  and 
fines  of  those  who  would  come  in  and  become  contract  holders.  In 
answer  to  the  question  upon  what  the  company  depended  for  its  life, 
lie  replied,  "the  new  members,  the  last  man  coming  in,  helping  the  ones 
already  in  there."  From  the  testimony  taken,  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  this  is  another  process  of  absorbing  the  people's  money. 
As  a  protection  to  the  unwary  and  unsuspecting  public,  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  all  of  said  companies  obtaining  a  charter  or 
certificate  of  incorporation  should  be  under  the  supervision  of  some 
state  department,  and  regularly  examined  so  that  improper  and  illegal 
practices  cannot  be  long  continued  without  being  detected  by  the  ex- 
aminer, and  to  this  end  we  would  recommend  that  all  companies, 
associations  and  corporations  chartered  by  the  State,  engaging  in  any 
business  whereby  they  handle  large  sums  of  money  for  investment  or 
other  similar  process,  be  put  under  the  supervision  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  or  some  other  department  and  examined  regularly  like  banks  are 
examined. 

HOME  CO-OPERATIVE  COMPANIES. 
The  following  are  some  of  the  companies  organized  without  capital 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  a  co-operative  business :  Home  Co-operative 
Company,  United  States  Realty  Company;  National  Home  Co-operative 
Company ;  Fidelity  Home  Co-operative  Company ;  Mutual  Co-operative 
League;  Columbia  Home  Investment  Company,  and  many  others. 
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They  execute  a  contract  to  the  investor  upon  which  they  pay  $1.35 
per  month.  One  dollar  going  into  a  home  fund,  25  cents  going  into  an 
expense  fund  and  ten  cents  going  into  a  reserve  fund.  When  sufficient 
funds  have  accumulated  in  the  home  fund  a  contract  reaches  that  period 
which  is  called  maturity  and  if  a  contract  is  for  $500,  the  contract  holder 
is  loaned  the  $500,  when  his  payments  then  are  increased  to  $5.35  per 
month,  until  he  pays  into  the  home  fund,  in  monthly  payments  the  face  of 
his  contract.  The  early  maturity  of  his  contract  depends  upon  the 
number  of  members  who  are  induced  to  go  into  the  concern  after  him. 
and  who  keep  up  their  payments.  The  contract  holder  enters  into  this 
co-partnership  and  renders  himself  liable  for  all  debts  and  guarantees 
the  responsibility  of  the  management. 

Supervisor  Hickman,  of  the  building  and  loan  department  testified 
before  said  committee  and  among  other  things  said  that  the  Home  Co- 
operative Company  of  Kansas  City,  has  been  sold  to  parties  in  St.  Louis 
and  transferred  to  that  city.  That  the  United  States  Realty  Company  is 
chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to  loan  money  on  real  estate  and 
has  absorbed  some  five  or  six  companies ;  that  some  of  these  companies 
make  a  contract,  and  when  the  contract  has  reached  that  stage  where  his 
contract  matures  he  makes  a  contract  for,  or  contract  to  the  company, 
or  to  be  placed  in  trust  to  be  delivered  to  the  company.  When  twenty 
consecutive  payments  of  twenty-five  dollars  each  have  been  made  to  the 
owner  of  the  property,  and  after  he  has  made  payments  which  equal  the 
amount  of  his  loan,  the  company  agrees  to  have  the  property  transferred 
to  the  holder  of  the  certificate.  That  the  Home  Co-operative  Company, 
of  Kansas  City,  has  about  11,000  contracts,  and  that  according  to  Uhri's 
table,  should  no  new  member  join  the  company,  it  would  take  76  years 
and  four  months  to  mature  the  11,000th  contract.  That  the  United 
States  Realty  Company,  afterwards  changed  their  methods  and  merged 
seven  or  eight  other  companies.  That  the  increase  of  membership  re- 
quired, like  an  endless  chain,  to  mature  such  contracts  within  a  reason- 
able time,  is  such  as  to  render  the  entire  scheme  impracticable  and  that 
the  only  way  to  figure  upon  the  maturity  of  such  contracts  is  to  divide 
into  the  par  value  of  the  contract  the  monthly  payment  to  be  made  to  the 
loan  fund  by  such  contract  before  the  loan  is  made  upon  it.  This  will 
give  the  level  at  which  the  members  can  secure  their  loans.  On  the 
other  hand,  adherents  of  this  company  claim  the  plan  is  a  feasible  one; 
that  the  plan  came  from  England,  and  has  been  used  there  as  well  as  in 
Italy  many  years  successfully.  The  officers  of  the  Columbia  Home  and 
[nvestmenl  Company  claim  that  their  company  will  mature  the  last  con- 
tract in  seventeen  years,  if  thc\  never  wrote  another.      That  it  was  by 
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reason  of  withdrawals,  as  the  man  who  drew  out,  paid  the  man  something 
who  stayed  in. 

George  A.  Neal,  being  sworn,  testified  regarding  the  Home  Co-oper- 
ative Company,  originally  of  Kansas  City,  and  said  that  he  organized 
this  company  in  the  spring  of  1891,  and  that  said  company  had  written 
about  17,000  contracts:  that  the  people  called  "the  company"  are  simply 
trustees  and  that  the  contract  is  between  the  trustees  and  the  contract 
holder.  That  when  fifty  dollars  is  collected  into  the  home  fund,  a  contract 
matures.  That  the  property  is  purchased  for  the  holder,  who  then 
pays  $5.35  per  month.  That  he  could  make  the  payments  larger  and 
for  less  length  of  time — the  larger  the  sum,  the  quicker  the  same  would 
be  paid  off.  That  the  cost  to  the  investor  is  equal  to  about  six  per  cent, 
or  $64.20  on  the  thousand.  He  pays  no  interest,  and  what  is  meant  by 
saying  six  per  cent.,  it  amounts  to  that  much.  That  the  company  has 
purchased  between  240,000  and  250,000  dollars  worth  of  property  in 
twenty  months,  and  that  if  the  Hickman  bill  now  pending  in  the  legisla- 
ture passed,  it  would  absolutely  destroy  all  this  property  purchased  by 
stopping  the  contract  holders'  payments.  There  were  twenty-nine  com- 
panies in  this  State,  some  of  which  have  now  gone  out  of  business.  Some 
of  these  companies  bond  the  secretary  and  treasurer  in  the  sum  of  $10,000 
each  as  a  guaranty  of  faithful  discharge  of  duty.  From  the  evidence, 
this  appears  to  be  the  only  safeguard  thrown  around  these  companies  for 
the  proper  handling  of  the  people's  money.  Many  of  these  companies 
do  not  object  to  going  under  State  supervision  of  some  kind.  Under  all 
the  evidence  and  facts,  as  gathered  by  your  committee,  they  are  of  the 
opinion,  and  hereby  recommend,  that  all  these  co-operative  home  build- 
ing companies  be  required  to  incorporate  and  be  placed  under  State 
supervision  of  the  Building  and  Loan  Department  and  examined  reg- 
ularly as  building  and  loans  are  examined,  and  to  this  end,  your  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  bill  now  pending,  being  Senate  bill  Xo. 
317,  be  amended,  and  that  the  substitute  offered  by  your  committee 
for  said  Senate  bill  Xo.  317  be  adopted. 

CONTRACT  COMPANIES. 

Tn  closing  this  report  with  reference  to  the  different  companies 
•examined  and  investigated  by  your  committee,  we  deem  it  advisable 
to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly  to  the  forcible  ar- 
gument used  in  the  report  of  the  supervisor  of  the  building  and  loan 
associations  in  this  State,  and  adopt  the  same  as  our  recommendation. 

''I  am  again  forced  to  call  attention  to  the  operation  of  the  so- 
called  mutual  benefit,  tontine  savings,  tontine  mercantile  and  other 
companies  under  various  names  that  are  doing  business  ostensibly  as 


real  estate,  loaning,  mercantile  and  benefit  companies.  Many  of  these 
companies  are  simply  traps  for  the  unwary.  Some  are  organized  by 
irresponsible  persons  and  all  depend  on  lapses  or  similar  processes  to 
carry  out  their  contracts  and  resorting  to  subterfuge  in  order  to  do 
business.  They  play  upon  the  cupidity  of  man.  For  every  man  that 
makes  money,  another  man  must  lose,  and  every  one  who  profits  does 
so  at  the  expense  of  his  fellows.  There  is  no  sympathy  due  to  those 
who  make  a  miscalculation  and  find  that  they  are  furnishing  the  food 
to  fatten  the  more  fortunate,  but  those  concerns  do  work  a  harm  to 
savings  institutions  of  merit  and  should  be  done  away  with  entirely, 
or  placed  under  such  restrictions  as  will  rob  them  of  their  power  to  do 
damage." 

THE  METROPOLITAN  PRESS. 

Your  committee,  fully  realizing  the  value  of  the  press  as  an  edu- 
cator, recognizing  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  the  land  for  good  or  evil,  and 
appreciating  what  they  have  accomplished  along  educational  lines, 
desire  at  this  time  to  inform  the  public  that  the  great  metropolitan 
dailies  should  bear  their  just  proportion  of  censure  for  the  confused 
commercial  condition  of  affairs  existing  at  this  time,  owing  to  the 
fact  of  the  failure  of  the  turf  investment  companies.  Every  one  of 
these  institutions  investigated  by  your  committee  depend  upon  the 
metropolitan  newspapers  as  their  greatest  ally  for  the  furtherance  of 
their  schemes  and  as  the  most  potent  agency  through  which  they  can 
confuse  the  public  mind,  mislead  the  unsuspecting  and  rob  the  people 
of  their  money. 

Colonel  W.  R.  Nelson,  of  the  Kansas  City  Star,  testified  that  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  Arnold  company  and  that  said  advertisements 
were  placed  in  his  paper  through  an  advertising  agency ;  that  he  was 
paid  for  the  same,  and  that  while  he  was  suspicious  and  had  his  doubts 
about  the  class  of  advertisers,  he,  himself,  regarded  them  as  doing  a 
legitimate  business,  or  would  have  thrown  them  out,  and  that  he 
thought  that  newspapers  should  not  take  such  advertisements  at  any 
price  and  that  there  should  be  a  law  prohibiting  a  newspaper  from 
publishing  any  scheme  which  on  its  face  was  fraudulent  or  of  a 
gambling  nature,  and  that  while  his  paper  had  printed  said  advertise- 
ments of  these  get-rich-quick  concerns,  composed  of  Ryan,  Arnold 
and  other  turf  investment  and  speculative  companies,  that  he  thought 
his  paper  was  morally  responsible  for  losses  of  depositors  who  in- 
vested after  seeing  the  advertisement  in  his  paper,  and  that  he  should 
be  held  to  account.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  a 
law  should  be  passed  prohibiting  the  advertisement  in  any  newspaper, 
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or  otherwise,  of  lotteries,  games  of  chance,  or  making  of  bets  or 
wagers,  buying  or  selling  pools,  or  the  placing  of  money,  and  any  and 
all  other  scheming  and  fraudulent  processes  where  gambling  or 
chance  is  a  factor,  and  to  this  end  your  committee  will  recommend  a 
substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  200  and  will  ask  that  said  substitute  be 
enacted  into  a  law. 

CONCLUSION. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  during  the  fourteen  days 
since  they  were  empowered  under  the  resolution  to  make  said  investi- 
gations, they  have  spent  eight  days  in  making  said  examinations  and 
in  going  to  and  from  the  places  of  the  same.  That  they  have  been 
unable  to  complete  the  examination  of  all  the  things  and  companies 
leferred  to  them  in  said  resolution,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  re- 
quired to  report  during  the  session,  together  with  their  recommenda- 
tions on  matters  and  bills  to  be  considered  during  this  session,  and 
for  the  further  reason  that  nearly  all  of  said  committee  are  chairmen 
of  standing  committees  and  have  to  give  our  attention  to  other  legis- 
lative duties,  we  have  been  unable  to  give  the  required  time  and  atten- 
tion that  the  circumstances  demand.  Owing  to  the  limited  time,  our 
investigation  has  not  been  as  complete  as  your  committee  would  like 
to  report.  The  conditions  and  facts  revealed  to  your  committee  war- 
rant a  further  and  complete  investigation,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  same  be  had.  A  full  transcript  of  the  evidence  taken,  together 
with  exhibits  and  all  the  matters  filed  by  the  different  companies  will 
be  filed  with  the  transcript  as  soon  as  completed  by  the  official  ste- 
nographer. It  should  be  remembered  that  a  great  many  witnesses 
were  examined  by  your  committee,  and  when  said  transcript  and  ex- 
hibits are  completed,  the  same  will  be  filed,  at  which  time  your  com 
mittee  will  report  further  as  to  its  labors  of  investigation.

Mr.  President — Your  committee,  duly  authorized  and  appointed  to 
investigate  and  make  inquiry  into  the  grain  investment  companies,  turf 
investment  companies,  co-operative  companies  and  other  investment  and 
speculative  companies, -or  companies  receiving  and  handling  large  sums 
cf  money  from  people  of  this  State,  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  resolution 
introduced  by  Ernest  D.  Martin,  Senator  from  Saline  county,  Missouri, 
and  representing  the  15th  Senatorial  district  of  this  body,  and  which  said 
resolution  is  in  words,  as  follows : 

"Whereas,  there  are  now  reputed  to  be  in  operation  in  this  State 
grain  investment  companies,  co-operative  companies  for  speculation,  turf 
investment  companies  and  other  investment  and  speculative  companies 
receiving  and  handling  large  sums  of  money  from  the  people  of  this  State, 
for  investment  in  their  process  or  business  ;  and 

"Whereas,  there  has  been  introduced  in  the  Senate  a  measure  regard- 
ing advertisements,  and  in  the  House  a  bill  also  i  elating  to  said  com- 
panies ;  and 

"Whereas,  if  these  companies  are  furnishing  no  protection  for  the 
investors  and  if  they  are  handling  the  people's  money  wrongfully  or  im- 
properly, or  if  they  have  used  misrepresentation,  fraud  or  illegal  practice, 
the  people  have  a  right  to  know  the  same,  and  this  body  be  so  informed, 
that  legislation  could  be  had  on  the  subject,  or  the  pending  bills  or  laws 
he  properly  amended;  therefore  be  it 
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"Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  authorized  t  > 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  make  such  investigations,  of  all  the  compa- 
nies doing  business  as  above  specified,  including  grain  companies,  turf 
investment  companies,  speculative  companies,  or  other  similar  companies, 
as  in  their  judgment  from  the  conditions  and  circumstances  as  to  them 
may  appear  proper  subjects  of  investigation,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
facts  with  a  view  to  secure  proper  legislation,  or  the  amendment  of  pend- 
ing bills,  or  secure  the  enactment  of  proper  laws  in  relation  to  said  com- 
panies. 

"Second — Said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  and  pursue  such  investigations,  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem 
proper  as  authorized  by  law,  to  summon  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  compel  them  to  answer  all  legal  questions,  compel  and  enforce 
the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  make  diligent  inquiries  into  the 
matters  and  things  aforesaid,  and  to  employ  clerks,  officers  to  serve  pro- 
cess, writs  and  subpoenas,  a  stenographer,  or  other  help,  as  may  be  neces- 
r-aiy  to  the  speedy  and  efficient  discharge  of  its  duties. 

"Third — Said  committee  shall  report  their  findings  to  this  body  ar 
the  earliest  time  consistent  with  the  full  investigation,  together  with  such 
lecommendations  as  the  facts  warrant. 

"Fourth — That  all  expenses  of  said  committee  and  of  said  investiga- 
tion shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund." 

Which  said  resolution  was  adopted  February  10,  1903,  authorizing 
and  directing  your  said  committee,  composed  of  Ernest  D.  Martin,  L.  A. 
Vories,  F.  M.  McDavid,  David  Nelson  and  Jesse  L.  Jewell,  to  make  said 
investigation,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

That  your  said  committee,  on  February  14,  1903,  began  it*  labors 
under  said  resolution  at  the  Southern  Hotel,  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis, 
where  they  met  a  like  committee,  appointed  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  organized  as  a  joint  committee,  by  electing  Senator  Ernest  D. 
.Martin  as  chairman,  and  Representative  Thomas  J.  Leonard  a«  secretary 
oi  said  joint  committee,  and  proceeded  to  take  testimony  in  regard  to  the 
several  matters  enumerated  for  their  consideration  in  said  resolution,  said 
examination  covering  the  following  named  companies :

GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

From  the  evidence  taken,  your  committee  finds  that  there  are  various 
grain  companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  some  of  which  are  conduct- 
ing a  legitimate  business,  and  at  the  same  time  others  conducting  an  un- 
lawful and  illegitimate  business.  We  find  that  there  are  three  classes., 
viz. : 

First  class,  commonly  called  boards  of  trade — Those  companies  mem- 
bers thereof,  organized  for  the  purpose,  and  who  sell  or  buy  grain  and 
futures  on  commission  and  who  can  and  do  deliver  the  actual  grain  or 
Cil'jer  products  bought  or  sold. 

Second  class,  commonly  called  bucket-shops — Those  who  buy  and 
sell  futures  or  grain,  not  intending  or  expecting  to  deliver  the  actual  pro- 
duct. 

Third  class ;  those  who  style  themselves  brokers  or  commission  men — 
Those  grain  companies  who  handle  what  is  known  as  "discretionary  or- 
ders," the  money  being  deposited  with  them  to  be  invested  by  'hem  on 
margins  or  futures,  according  to  their  discretion,  without  direction  from 
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the  patron,  or  who  pretend  to  buy  and  sell  futures  and  grain,  but  who 
in  reality  hold  themselves  out  to  the  public  without  actual  participation 
in  the  markets,  and  who  never  did  in  their  experience  handle  a  bushel  of 
actual  grain. 

For  some  of  the  witnesses  your  committee  were  informed  that  a 
great  number  of  these  grain  and  commission  companies  and  firms,  in  fact, 
nearly  all  of  same,  including  merchants'  exchanges,  have  a  place  wherein 
are  posted  or  published,  from  information  received  when  the  same  occurs, 
the  fluctuating  price  of  stocks,  bonds,  grain  and  provisions  in  trades  made 
or  offered  to  be  made  on  boards  of  exchange,  or  by  some  person  or  firm 
pretending  to  buy  or  sell,  or  who  go  through  the  form  of  buying  or  sell- 
ing these  commodities  at  a  certain  fixed  price,  according  to  said  prices 
as  posted  or  published  as  above,  but  wherein  neither  party  buys  such  com  - 
modity, nor  does  either  party  actually  sell  the  same ;  and  that  this  prin- 
ciple and  these  processes  are  sometimes  carried  on  even  by  members  of  the 
Board  of  Exchange,  and  that  deals  are  daily  made  without  any  inten- 
tion of  receiving  or  paying  for  the  property  so  bought,  or  of  delivering 
the  property  so  sold,  but  that  the  same  is  conducted  upon  a  pretended 
buying  or  selling  of  said  property  on  margins,  which,  in  fact,  is  noth- 
ing more  nor  less  than  gambling — the  party  selling  or  offering  for  sale, 
or  buying,  not  having  the  property  on  hand  to  deliver  and  where  neither 
party,  buying  or  selling,  intend  to  actually  receive  or  deliver  the  property 
bought  or  sold,  and  that  these  persons,  co-partnerships  and  corp., rations 
aai'ly  and  constantly  communicate,  receive,  exhibit  and  display  on  black- 
boards, and  in  other  manners,  their  offers  to  buy  and  sell  and  their  state- 
ments or  quotations  of  prices  of  different  properties,  with  a  view  to  ob- 
taining customers  and  affording  them  an  opportunity  to  buy  or  sell  in 
such  transactions,  as  aforesaid. 

STANDING  OF  GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

Those  companies  doing  business  on  a  plan  that  partakes  of  both  the 
first  and  second  classes  are  as  follows: 
Cella  Commission  Company. 
Donnovan  Commission  Company. 
Christy  Grain  Commission  Company  of  Kansas  City. 
Price  Commission  Company. 
Cleage  Commission  Company. 

From  a  statement  filed,  and  what  your  committee  was  able  to  ascer- 
ta  n  as  to  their  financial  standing,  these  companies  are  doing  a  lucrative 
business.  The  written  statement,  showing  assets  and  liabilities,  filed  by 
''  Wage  ( Commission  Company,  shows  that  at  this  time  they  have  estimated 
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assets  over  liabilities  in  the  sum  of  $175,000.00.  The  other  companies 
iailed  to  file  statements,  so  that  we  have  no  definite  knowledge  of  their 
financial  standing. 

THIRD  CLASS  GRAIN  COMPANIES. 

Under  this  head  can  be  classified  the  Brooks  Grain  Brokerage  and 
Commission  Company,  Merchants'  Brokerage  and  Commission  Company 
and  the  Rialto  Grain  and  Commission  Company.  The  evidence  discloses 
that  the  methods  of  these  companies  often  border  on  the  criminal  process 
of  obtaining  money  under  false  pretense,  yet  hedged  about  by  a  contract 
which  endeavors  to  relieve  them  of  this  unlawful  appropriation  of  cus- 
tomer's money.  The  evidence  further  discloses  that  the  method  of  some 
of  these  companies  is  to  publish  their  business  with  glaring  advertise- 
ments in  the  metropolitan  newspapers,  and  should  a  party  deposit  money 
with  them  supposedly  for  the  purpose  of  buying  grain,  he  is  sent  a  letter 
in  a  few  days  notifying  him  of  his  profit,  which  is  enormous  in  compari- 
son with  his  investment.  This  letter  is  then  followed  by  another  notice 
of  profits,  and  so  continued  until  the  party  calls  for  his  profits,  when  he 
is  written  a  letter,  commonly  called  an  "exhaust  letter,"  notifying  him 
that  there  has  been  a  "slump"  in  the  market  and  unfortunately  his  money 
and  profits  all  lost. 

The  methods  of  these  companies  are  expressed  by  the  testimonv  of 
one  William  Ewing  Love,  a  witness  before  your  committee,  who  has  been 
an  employe  of  the  Brooks  and  the  Rialto  Companies,  and  who  was  the 
printer  who  had  in  charge  and  printed  what  is  called  "exhaust  letters," 
and  who  testified  that  the  firm  would  take  the  people's  money,  place  the 
same  in  their  own  bank  accounts,  never  purchasing,  nor  attempting  to 
purchase,  grain,  futures  or  margins.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  his 
statement  and  speak  for  themselves : 

"They  have  magnificent  offices — nearly  an  entire  floor  in  a  great 
11-story  office  building.  Everything  is  conducted  on  a  glittering  scale  of 
gold  and  glamour,  but  they  are  thieves  of  the  most  dangerous  and  most 
debased  character.  They  are  ostensibly  grain  and  stock  commission  men, 
tut  in  reality  they  receive  the  money  of  .  the  investors  from  all  sections 
and  never  invest  it,  but  put  it  in  their  own  bank  account  and  at  once  put 
in  operation  a  series  of  maneuvers  to  retain  possession  of  every  cent.  They 
pay  out  just  sufficient  profits  to  act  as  advertisements  in  different  sections 
of  the  country.  All  other  money  forwarded  to  them  is  clear  gain.  Thev 
bank  at  least  $50,000  a  week.  It  is  a  new  swindling  operation,  so  far  as 
I  can  learn,  though  it  might  have  been  operated  elsewhere.  The  'ex- 
haust letters'  were  so  numerous  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  two  printing 
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presses  to  run  them  off,  but  the  letters  notifying  investors  of  gains  were 
all  handled  by  private  stenographers,  and  the  'exhaust  letters'  were  far 
more  numerous  than  letters  notifying  investors  of  winnings.  In  truth, 
the  proportion  of  ratio  between  these  two  classes  of  letters  showed  so 
wide  a  diversion  there  could  be  but  little  comparison.  They  sometimes 
sent  out  what  is  called  'confirmatory  letters,'  notifying  customers  that 
they  had  won,  but  also  notifying  them  that  their  winnings,  as  well  as  the 
original  capital  had  been  reinvested  and  enclosing  a  'confirmatory'  to  be 
signed  by  the  dupe,  empowering  the  concern  to  carry  out  this  second 
deal.  The  majority  of  the  recipients  of  such  letters,  under  the  flush 
of  having  won,  and  influenced  by  oily  arguments  in  favor  of  reinvest- 
ment, at  once  signed  and  returned  the  'confirmatory,'  thus  bidding  an 
unconscious  goodbye  to  their  money." 

These  fake,  illegitimate  and  bogus  concerns  should  be  weeded  out 
of  the  business,  and  to  this  end,  we  would  recommend  the  amendment  of 
cur  criminal  laws,  affixing  thereto  a  penalty  that  would  drive  these  spuri- 
ous and  discretionary  order  grain  companies  out  of  business. 

GRAIN  BROKERS  AND  GRAIN  BUSINESS  GENERALLY. 

For  the  general  regulation  of  legitimate  business,  if  any  of  it  L  legiti- 
mate, and  to  afford  some  protection  for  investors  who  are  determined  to 
i  is-k  their  money  on  this  kind  and  class  of  business,  some  states  have 
established  an  annual  license  for  all  parties  engaged  in  grain  and  com- 
mission business,  dividing  them  into  classes. 

Your  committee  recognizes  that  this  is  a  very  important  matter,  as 
well  as  far  reaching  in  its  effect  on  the  general  public,  and  not  having 
i  ad  time  to  properly  consider  it,  we  hesitate  making  any  recommendations 
in  reference  to  same. 

Other  legislative  committees  have  made  exhaustive  reports  upon  the 
effect  of  dealing  in  futures,  and  as  the  ramifications  of  this  class  of  busi- 
ness are  so  far  reaching  that  nothing  but  a  thorough  study  of  the  subject, 
together  with  many  weeks'  investigation,  would  enable  this  committee 
to  make  recommendations  in  regard  thereto  that  would  be  effective,  the 
committee  decided  to  take  np  only  that  class  of  dealers  who  have  recently 
come  into  existence  with  new  methods  for  entrapping  the  unwary,  against 
whom  the  public  should  he  warned.  We  unhesitatingly  condemn  all  deal- 
ing in  futures,  but  desire  to  now  quickly  rid  the  State  of  that  class  whose 
only  excuse  for  existence  is  to  rob  the  public,  leaving  for  further  investi- 
gation (hat  larger  class  now  considered  in  law  legitimate. 
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TURF  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES. 

These  institutions  are  of  modern  origin,  the  pioneer  in  this  field,  es- 
pecially in  this  State,  seems  to  have  been  E.  J.  Arnold  &  Co.  Then  fol- 
lowed Ryan  &  Co.,  the  International,  the  Christy  Syndicate,  Erolaski, 
Thomas  Walsh,  Maxim-Gray,  and  others.  The  method  pursued  by  these 
companies  was  to  advertise  extensively  in  the  metropolitan  newspapers 
2nd  in  answer  to  correspondence  would  send  out  elegant  advertising  mat- 
ter of  the  finest  order  and  of  the  most  pleasing  and  costly  pattern.  In 
all  of  their  advertisements  they  would  hold  out  to  the  public  that  they 
were  doing  a  legitimate  business,  having  stock  farms  and  fine-bred  horses ; 
that  their  profits  were  gained  upon  book-making  and  the  handling  of  fine 
su)ck  and  promising  to  pay  to  the  depositor  from  two  to  eight  per  cent, 
per  week,  and  these  dividends  were  for  a  time  actually  paid  by  these  con- 
cerns to  their  depositors.  This  process  has  been  maintained  by  E.  J.  Ar- 
nold &  Co.,  for  nearly  five  years,  numbering  among  its  customers  many 
thousands  who  relied  upon  the  representations  of  the  company  and  who 
drew  from  said  concerns  thousands  of  dollars  in  dividends.  And  so  at- 
t  active  was  its  bearing  and  regular  its  payments  of  weekly  dividends, 
that  thousands  of  people  relied  upon  the  integrity  of  these  concerns. 

The  evidence  taken  by  your  committee  discloses  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  depositors  of  these  different  concerns  still  rely  upon  the  earning 
capacity  of  their  process  and  ability  to  pay  dividends,  as  agreed  in  the 
deposit  slips ;  but  the  evidence  also  discloses  that  while  some  profits  were 
made  on  books,  some  on  fine  stock,  some  on  stock  farms  and  some  on 
gambling,  the  greater  amount  of  these  profits  or  dividends  as  paid  out, 
was  taken  out  of  the  actual  deposits  of  the  customers. 

These  concerns  were  presumably  prosperous  until  the  examination 
which  was  begun  by  the  grand  jury,  instigated  by  the  circuit  attorney  of 
St.  Louis,  Hon.  Joseph  W.  Folk,  and  your  present  committee.  When 
the  crash  came,  company  after  company  closed  its  doors  or  refused  to  pay 
back  to  depositors  on  demand,  and  upon  examination  of  these  companies, 
we  found  them  to  be  mere  shells,  with  little  or  no  money  or  available  as- 
sets on  hand,  and  the  millions  of  dollars  handled  by  them  either  paid  out 
in  dividends,  squandered  and  gambled  away  upon  race  tracks,  or  ab- 
sorbed by  the  officers  or  managers  of  the  said  companies. 

The  evidence  discloses  the  fact  that  E.  J.  Arnold  is  supposed  to  be 
in  Mexico,  the  books  of  said  company  being  in  the  hands  of  the  grand 
jury. 

So  far  as  the  search  under  legal  process  has  developed,  no  assets  of 
Arnold  &  Co.,  except  a  stock  farm  and  stock  thereon,  office  furniture  and 
fixtures  and  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  cash  were  found. 
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Ryan  &  Co.  claimed  that  they  have  on  hand  about  $200,000.  -which 
has  been  attached  and  garnished  in  the  hands  of  depositors  and  the  same 
process  has  been  used  to  take  possession  of  the  real  estate  holdings  and 
other  personal  property.  Charles  T.  Noland,  attorney  for  the  John  J. 
Ryan  Turf  Investment  Company,  contrary  to  the  advertisements  sent  oin 
by  the  said  company,  in  his  evidence  before  your  committee,  made  the 
following  statement : 

''The  Ryan  Company  has  proposed  to  any  of  the  public  who  see  fit  to 
invest  their  money  in  that  way,  that  if  they  would  put  their  money  into 
a  general  fund,  what  they  call  a  combination  of  capital,  that  the  money 
sc  subscribed  would  be  used  in  gambling  ventures  upon  horse  races,  upon 
the  various  tracks  throughout  the  country,  and  in  ether  speculative  turf 
investments,  such  as  breeding  farms  and  making  books  upon  the  races. 
It  is  by  means  of  advertisements  published  throughout  the  country  in  the 
metropolitan  press  that  a  number  of  people  were  induced  to  prut,  their 
money  into  this  company.  The  advertisements  and  the  books  sent  out, 
and  the  final  contract,  did  not  misrepresent  anything  to  the  people.  It 
was  made  plain  to  them  that  it  was  nothing  but  a  gambling  venture,  and 
so  far  as  Ryan  &  Co.  are  concerned,  the  public  has  given  them  their  money 
to  bet,  the  public  virtually  saying,  'we  want  you  to  take  our  money  and 
go  gamble  with  it.  If  you  lose  it  is  all  right.  If  you  win  anything,  pay 
us  five  per  cent,  a  week  on  the  amount  we  have  invested  with  you  '  Our 
method  of  obtaining  subscribers  was  this — advertisements  were  published 
in  the  metropolitan  papers.  People  would  write  in  for  information  and 
the  booklet  was  mailed  to  them,  and  later,  when  money  was  sent  or 
hi  ought,  a  certificate  was  given  them.  This  was  but  a  gambling  scheme 
upon  which  Mr.  Ryan  attempted  to  apply  business  methods,  and  those  who 
lost  their  money  should  not  be  heard  now  to  complain,  as  they  took  their 
chances." 

Your  committee,  when  visiting  Kansas  City,  found  only  one  turf  in- 
vestment company  in  operation — O.  W.  Parry  &  Company,  who  was  run- 
ning a  co-operative  syndicate  book  on  a  plan  similar  to  those  mentioned 
al  ove,  retaining  25  per  cent,  of  the  profits  as  his  compensation  for  hand- 
ling the  depositor's  money.  The  evidence  disclosed  the  fact  that  as  soon 
as  these  other  companies  at  St.  Louis  closed  their  doors,  Mr.  Parry  began 
paying  off  his  depositors,  some  three  or  four  hundred  in  number,  and 
at  the  date  of  examination  had  paid  off  all  but  about  twenty  in  number 
and  said  that  lie  was  closing  up  his  affairs  and  intended  to  pay  every 
depositor  the  full  amount  deposited. 

George  A.  Daice,  inspector  of  the  postoffice,  in  charge  of  the  St.  Louis 
department,  testified  he  bad  made  an  examination  of  E.  J.  Arnold  &  Co., 
and  John  J.  Ryan  &  Co.,  and  that  on  their  showing,  Arnold  &  Co.  had 
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on  hand  $160,000  more  assets  than  their  liabilities  and  that  Ryan  &  Co. 
had  more  assets  than  liabilities.  That  two  different  examinations  of  these 
concerns  were  made  by  him  and  his  deputies  and  that  in  the  last  report  of 
November  and  December,  1902,  his  report  to  the  department  recom- 
mended that  they  be  cited  to  appear  before  the  department  and  answer  as  to 
their  liability  for  criminal  use  of  the  mails,  and  that  so  far  as  his  report 
went,  they  were  -notified  that  there  was  a  case  pending  against  them. 
1  hat  the  ruling  of  the  department  was  not  in  accordance  with  his  recom- 
mendation ;  that  from  the  evidence  it  appears  that  the  department  at  Wash- 
ington, by  some  process  or  other  unknown  to  your  committee,  overruled 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector,  dismissed  the  cases  pending  against 
these  companies  and  they  were  allowed  to  proceed  with  their  process  of 
absorbing  the  pople's  money.  Had  the  department  at  Washington  acted 
promptly  and  properly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  inspector,  mil- 
lions of  dollars  would  have  been  saved  the  people  of  the  State  of  Missouri 
and  other  states. 

In  order  to  protect  the  people  who  are  attracted  by  the  fair  prom- 
ises and  the  payment  of  extraordinary  profits,  or  dividends,  and  to  pro- 
hibit the  improper  and  vicious  misapplication  and  absorption  of  the 
money  of  the  people  who  confide  in  the  representations  of  investment 
companies,  your  committee  recommends  that  a  law  be  passed  which  will 
prohibit  the  doing  of  business  by  said  turf  investment  companies  or  other 
like  institutions  in  this  State. 


BOND  COMPANIES. 

There  are  a  number  of  companies  issuing  what  is  known  as  gold 
bonds  in  this  State.  Your  committe  did  not  have  time  to  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  these  matters  or  companies,  and  therefore,  cannot  make 
any  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  same. 

Your  committee  did  examine  one  company — the  North  American 
Investment  Company,  whose  representative,  G.  L.  Williams,  treasurer, 
arpeared  before  said  committee,  submitting  to  examination  and  filed  a 
statement  of  the  company's  financial  standing,  showing  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  said  company.  Mr.  Williams  testified  that  his  company  was 
incorporated  with  $125,000  capital  stock,  fully  paid;  that  he  was  duly 
and  regularly  examined  by  the  Building  and  Loan  Department  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  was  still  subject  to  examination  and  willing  to  be 
examined  by  that  department.  Such  being  the  case,  we  excused  this  com- 
pany from  further  investigation. 
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OTHER  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES. 

There  are  numbers  of  investment  companies  doing-  business  in  the 
Srate  which,  at  first  glance,  appear  to  be  solid,  substantial,  firm  and  relia- 
ble, who  have  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  with  a  capital 
stock  ranging  as  high  as  $100,000,  and  from  such  an  examination  as  the 
public  are  enabled  to  make,  these  companies  appear  to  be  stable,  when 
in  reality  their  organization  is  questionable,  and  their  manner  of  doing 
business  cannot  stand  the  test  of  a  close  inspection.  Under  this  general 
head  might  be  placed  the  Colonial  Securities  Company,  the  National  Se- 
curities Company,  the  United  Securities  Company,  Stillings  Preferred 
Tontine  Mercantile  Company  and  the  Century  Banking  Company,  and 
E.  C.  Waldon  &  Co. 

These  companies  also  use  the  city  dailies  of  the  State  to  get  their 
business  before  the  people,  and  make  free  to  say  that  were  it  not  for  the 
metropolitan  press  they  would  not  be  so  widely  known,  nor  would  their 
business  prosper  to  the  extent  which  they  represent.  Some  of  these  com- 
panies pay  their  employes  sums  ranging  from  $150  per  month  to  $10,000 
per  year,  and  other  officers  of  these  concerns  receive  compensation  as 
great  as  $100,000  per  year.  Their  expenses  range  from  one  thousand  to 
thirty  thousand  dollars  per  month.  These  facts  indicate  the  nature  of  the 
business  and,  when  known  by  the  public,  is  sufficient  to  put  them  on  their 
guard,  but  unless  an  investigation  of  this  kind  is  had  sometimes,  the  pub- 
lic never  have  an  opportunity  to  ascertain  these  facts,  as  they  are  closely 
guarded  by  the  operators  of  said  companies. 

NATIONAL  SECURITIES  COMPANY. 

The  methods  of  this  company  represent  the  majority  of  this  class 
which  claims  to  invest  the  money  of  its  depositors  in  any  and  all  kinds 
of  securities,  grain  and  products,  paying  to  the  depositor  six  per  cent, 
dividends  per  month,  or  seventy-two  per  cent,  per  annum  on  their  de- 
posits. They  take  and  pool  the  money  of  their  depositors,  claiming  to 
buy  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities,  or  grain  or  products,  when  in  reality 
their  purchases  or  sales  are  very  limited,  the  depositors  being  paid  out 
of  the  general  fund  created  by  deposits  of  investors.  These  companies 
having  their  articles  of  incorporation  are  in  a  position  to  more  thoroughly 
fool  the  people  and  investors.  Being  operated  by  the  same  parties,  with 
elegantly  embossed  literature  and  letter-heads  is  the  Century  Banking 
(  ompany,  which  ;  ttemptcd  to  incorporate,  but  was  refused  letters  of 
incorporation  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  This  bank  was  used  as  refer- 
ence by  the  National  Securities  Company,  both  concerns  being  officered 
by  the  same  parties. 
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STILLINGS  PREFERRED  TONTINE  MERCANTILE  COMPANY 

OF  KANSAS  CITY. 

The  methods  of  this  company  are  a  departure  from  the  methods  of 
ihe  ordinary  company.  Guy  Stillings,  secretary  of  said  company,  testi- 
fied that  his  company  was  incorporated  in  December,  1900,  for  $to,ooo, 
capital  stock  fully  paid.  The  officers  are  George  E.  Stillings,  president; 
L.  H.  Levnes,  manager,  and  Guy  C.  Stillings,  secretary.  That  they  exe- 
cute to  their  patrons  a  contract  requiring  them  to  pay  $1.25  per  week, 
one  dollar  of  which  went  into  a  maturity  fund,  fifteen  cents  into  an  ex- 
pense fund,  and  ten  cents  into  a  contingency  fund,  and  at  the  end  01 
eighty-four  weeks,  should  the  person  keep  up  these  payments,  the  con- 
tract holder  would  mature  his  contract  and  could  demand  and  receive  a 
S200  diamond  or  $160  in  cash,  at  their  option.  That  their  business  is 
done  through  the  metropolitan  papers  and  by  agents  on  the  road.  That 
they  do  not  keep  on  hand  a  stock  of  diamonds,  but  buy  them  when  needed 
for  their  customers.  That  they  make  no  statement  to  their  contract  hold- 
ers and  do  not  inform  them  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  company.  That 
they  have  three  thousand  contracts  now  in  good  standing.  In  answer 
to  the  question,  "Mr.  Stillings,  with  three  thousand  contract  holders,  who 
would  pay  in  $330,000,  and  you  paying  back  $480,000  on  matured  con- 
tracts, tell  us  where  you  would  get  this  $150,000  difference,"  he  replied 
that  he  thought  that  part  of  the  same  would  come  from  lapses  and  fines 
of  those  who  would  come  in  and  become  contract  holders.  In  answer  to 
the  question  upon  what  the  company  depended  for  its  life,  he  replied,  "the 
new  members ;  the  last  man  coming  in,  helping  the  ones  already  in  there." 
From  the  testimony  taken,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  is 
another  process  of  absorbing  the  people's  money.  As  a  protection  to  the 
unwary  and  unsuspecting  public,  your  committee  would  recommend  that 
all  of  said  companies  obtaining  a  charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation 
should  be  under  the  supervision  of  some  State  department,  and  regularly 
examined  so  that  improper  and  illegal  practices  cannot  long  be  contin- 
.  ued  without  being  detected  by  the  examiner,  and  to  this  end  we  would 
recommend  that  all  companies,  associations  and  corporations  chartered 
by  the  State,  engaging  in  any  business  whereby  they  handle  large  sums 
of  money  for  investment  or  other  similar  process,  be  put  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  some  other  department,  and  examined 
regularly  like  banks  are  examined. 

HOME  CO-OPERATIVE  COMPANIES. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  companies  organized  without  capital 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  a  co-operative  business :  Home  Co-operative 
Company ;  United  States  Realty  Company ;  National  Home  Co-operative 
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Company ;  Fidelity  Home  Co-operative  Company ;  iMutual  Co-operative 
League ;  Columbia  Home  Investment  Company,  and  many  others. 

They  execute  a  contract  to  the  investor  upon  which  they  pay  $1.35 
per  month.  One  dollar  going  into  a  home  fund,  25  cents  going  into  an 
expense  fund,  and  ten  cents  going  into  a  reserve  fund.  When  sufficient 
funds  have  accumulated  in  the  home  fund  a  contract  reaches  that  period 
which  is  called  "maturity,"  and  if  a  contract  is  for  $500,  the  contract 
holder  is  loaned  $500  when  his  payments  are  then  increased  to  $5.35  per 
month,  until  he  pays  into  the  home  fund,  in  monthly  payments,  the  face 
of  the  contract.  The  early  maturity  of  his  contract  depends  upon  the 
number  of  members  who  are  induced  to  go  into  the  concern  alter  him, 
and  who  keep  up  their  payments.  The  contract  holder  enters  into  this 
co-partnership  and  renders  himself  liable  for  all  debts  and  guarantees 
the  responsibility  of  the  management. 

Supervisor  Hickman,  of  the  Building  and  Loan  department,  testified 
before  said  committee  and  among  other  things  said  that  the  Home  Co- 
operative Company  of  Kansas  City  has  been  sold  to  parties  in  St.  Louis 
and  transferred  to  that  city.  That  the  United  States  Realty  Company  is 
chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to  loan  money  on  real  estate  and 
has  absorbed  some  five  to  six  companies;  that  some  of  these  companies 
make  a  contract,  and  when  the  contract  has  reached  that  stage  where  his 
contract  matures  he  makes  a  contract  for,  or  contract  to  the  company,  or 
to  be  placed  in  trust  to  be  delivered  to  the  company.  When  twenty  con- 
secutive payments  of  twenty-five  dollars  each  have  been  made  to  the 
owner  of  the  property,  and  after  he  has  made  payments  which  equal  the 
amount  of  his  loan,  the  company  agrees  to  have  the  property  transferred 
to  the  holder  of  the  certificate.  That  the  Home  Co-operative  Company 
of  Kansas  City  has  about  11,000  contracts,  and  that  according  to  Uhri's 
tables,  should  no  new  members  join  the  company,  it  would  take  76  years 
and  four  months  to  mature  the  11, oooth  contract.  That  the  United  States 
Realty  Company  afterwards  changed  their  methods  and  merged  seven  or 
eight  other  companies.  That  the  increase  of  membership  required,  like 
an  endless  chain,  to  mature  such  contracts  within  a  reasonable  time,  is 
Bach  as  to  render  the  entire  scheme  impracticable  and  that  the  only  way 
to  figure  upon  the  maturity  of  such  contracts  is  to  divide  into  the  par 
value  of  the  contract  the  monthly  payment  to  be  made  to  the  loan  fund 
by  sncli  contract  before  the  loan  is  made  Upon  it.  This  will  give  the 
level  at  which  the  members  can  secure  their  loans.  On  the  other 
band,  adherents  of  this  company  claim  the  plan  is  a  feasible  one;  that 
ihe  plan  came  from  England  and  has  been  used  there,  as  well  as  in  Italy, 
ment  Company  claim  that  their  company  will  mature  the  last  contract  in 
seventeen  years,  if  they  never  wrote  another.    Thai  it  was  by  reason  of 
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withdrawals,  as  the  man  who  drew  out,  paid  the  man  something  who 
si.aid  in. 

George  A.  Neal,  being  sworn,  testified  regarding  the  Home  Co- 
operative Company,  originally  of  Kansas  City,  and  said  that  he  organized 
iris  company  in  the  spring  of  1901,  and  that  said  company  had  written 
about  17,000  contracts;  that  the  people  called  "the  company"  are  simply 
trustees  and  that  the  contract  is  between  the  trustees  and  the  contract 
holder.  That  when  fifty  dollars  is  collected  into  the  home  fund,  a  con- 
tiact  matures.  Then  the  property  is  purchased  for  the  holder,  who  then 
pays  $5.35  per  month.  That  he  could  make  the  payments  larger  and 
for  less  length  of  time — the  larger  the  sum,  the  quicker  the  same  would 
be  paid  off.  That  the  cost  to  the  investor  is  equal  to  about  six  per  cent, 
or  $64.20  on  the  thousand.  He  pays  no  interest,  and  that  is  what  is 
meant  by  saying  six  per  cent.,  it  amounts  to  that  much.  That  the  com- 
pany has  purchased  between  240,000  and  250,000  dollars  worth  of  prop- 
el ly  in  twenty  months,  and  that  if  the  Hickman  bill  now  pending  in  the 
legislature,  passed,  it  would  absolutely  destroy  all  this  property  pur- 
chased by  stopping  the  contract  holders'  payments.  There  were  twen- 
ty-nine companies  in  this  state,  some  of  which  have  now  gone  out  of 
business.  Some  of  these  companies  bond  the  secretary  and  treasurer  in 
the  sum  of  $10,000  each  as  a  guaranty  of  faithful  discharge  of  duty. 
From  the  evidence,  this  appears  to  be  the  only  safeguard  thrown  around 
these  companies  for  the  proper  handling  of  the  people's  money.  Many 
of  these  companies  do  not  object  to  going  under  state  supervision  of 
some  kind.  Under  all  the  evidence  and  facts,  as  gathered  by  your  com- 
mittee, they  are  of  the  opinion,  and  hereby  recommend,  that  a"!  these 
co-operative  home  building  companies  be  required  to  incorporate  and  be 
placed  under  state  supervision  of  the  Building  and  Loan  department 
and  examined  regularly  as  building  and  loans  are  examined,  and  to  this 
end,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  bill  now  pending,  being  Senate 
Bill  No.  317,  be  amended,  and  that  the  substitute  offered  by  your  com- 
mittee for  said  Senate  Bill  No.  317  be  adopted. 

CONTRACT  COMPANIES. 

In  closing  this  report  in  reference  to  the  different  companies  exam- 
ined and  investigated  by  your  committee,  we  deem  it  advisable  to  again 
call  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly  to  the  forcible  argument  used 
in  the  report  of  the  supervisor  of  the  building  and  loan  associations  in 
rliis  state,  and  adopt  the  same  as  our  recommendation. 

"1  am  again  forced  to  call  attention  to  the  operations  of  the  so 
called  mutual  benefit,  tontine  mercantile  and  other  companies  under 


various  names  that  are  doing  business  ostensibly  as  real  estate,  loaning, 
mercantile  and  benefit  companies.  .Many  of  these  companies  are  simply 
traps  for  the  unwary.  Some  are  organized  by  irresponsible  persons  and 
all  depend  on  lapses  or  similar  processes  to  carry  out  their  contracts  and 
resorting  to  subterfuge  in  order  to  do  business.  They  play  upon  the 
cupidity  of  men.  For  every  man  that  makes  money,  another  must  lose, 
zvid  every  one  that  profits  does  so  at  the  expense  of  his  fellows.  There 
is  no  great  amount  of  sympathy  due  to  those  who  make  a  miscalculation 
and  find  that  they  are  furnishing  the  food  to  fatten  the  more  fo; lunate, 
Lut  those  concerns  do  work  a  harm  to  savings  institutions  of  merit  and 
should  be  done  away  with  entirely,  or  placed  under  such  restrictions  as 
will  rob  them  of  their  power  to  do  damage." 

THE  METROPOLITAN  PRESS. 

Your  committee,  fully  realizing  the  educational  value  of  the  press, 
recognizing  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  the  land  for  good  or  evil,  and  appre- 
ciating what  it  has  accomplished  along  progressive  lines,  desires  at  this 
time  to  inform  the  public  that  the  great  metropolitan  dailies  should  bear 
their  just  proportion  of  censure  for  the  confused  conditions  of  affairs  ex- 
isting at  this  time,  owing  to  the  fact  of  the  recnet  failure  of  the  turf  invest- 
ment and  other  speculative  companies.  Every  one  of  these  institutions 
investigated  by  your  committee  depended  upon  the  metropolitan  news- 
Taper  as  their  greatest  instrumentality  for  the  furtherance  of  their  schemes, 
and  as  the  most  potent  agency  through  which  they  could  confuse  the  pub- 
lic mind,  mislead  the  unsuspecting  and  rob  the  people  of  their  money. 

There  were  summoned  and  appeared  before  your  committee  the  busi- 
ness managers  and  owners  of  all  the  large  daily  papers  and  publications 
of  the  cities  of  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City,  who  gave  evidence  regarding 
the  advertising  rates  and  differences  in  rates  in  relation  to  other  business 
advertisements  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  Arnold  and  the  Ryan 
and  other  turf  investment  and  speculative  companies. 

In  some  cases  the  difference  in  price  was  often  from  fifteen  to  thirty- 
five  cents  a  line.  In  other  words,  the  cost  to  regular  advertisers  was 
from  $200  to  $350  for  a  full  page  advertisement,  Lut  to  the  turf  invest- 
n  ent  and  speculative  companies  the  cost  was  as  high  as  $800  per 
page.  This,  according  to  the  evidence,  was  on  account  of  the  class 
and  time  of  the  contract  for  advertisements,  but  it  was  shown  that 
for  the  extra  compensation,  t lie  metropolitan  press  was  ready  and 
Willing  to  assist  such  companies  and  to  sell  their  inlluence  to  such 
companies,  in  their  unholy  methods  of  absorbing  the  people's  money. 
'!  be    evidence    further    discloses    the    fact    that    upon    the    clay  of 
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examination,  some  of  these  large  daily  papers  were  at  the  time 
limning  advertisements  of  such  business  that  had  been  previously 
exposed  in  the  Denver  Post  and  other  large  dailies,  forty-five 
days  prior  to  that  date,  had  been  investigated  by  the  grand  jury  of  the 
City  of  St.  Louis  and  by  the  postal  authorities,  and  in  their  own  columns 
of  that  date,  alongside  of  said  advertisements,  was  evidence  taken  by  your 
committee  showing  the  fraudulent  methods  pursued  by  some  of  these 
companies.  Your  committee  has  no  censure  to  make  of  the  country 
press  or  the  country  newspapers,  which,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  have 
not  published  the  advertisements  of  these  swindling  companies,  thereby 
conscientiously  protecting  and  guarding  the  interests  of  their  subscribers 
and  maintaining  their  position  as  faithful  guardians  of  the  public  con- 
fidence. 

Some  of  the  manageis  of  these  metropolitan  papers  testified  that 
there  were  thousands  of  people  who  relied  implicitly  upon  their  papers, 
believing  the  statements  and  things  published  therein,  and  said  that  a 
large,  full-page  advertisement  of  Arnold,  or  Ryan,  or  other  companies, 
would  be  an  inducement  to  such  people  to  invest  therein. 

Colonel  W.  R.  Nelson,  of  the  Kansas  City  Star,  testified  that  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  Arnold  Company  and  that  said  advertisements 
were  placed  in  his  paper  through  an  advertising  agency ;  that  he  was 
paid  for  the  same,  and  while  he  was  suspicious  and  had  his  doubts  about 
the  class  of  advertisers,  he  himself,  regarded  them  as  doing  a  legitimate 
business,  or  would  otherwise  have  thrown  them  out,  and  that  he  thought 
that  newspapers  should  not  take  such  advertisements  at  any  price  and 
that  there  should  be  a  law  prohibiting  a  newspaper  form  publishing  any 
scheme  which  on  its  face  was  fraudulent  or  of  a  gambling  nature,  and 
that  while  his  paper  had  printed  said  advertisements  of  these  "get-rich- 
quick"  concerns,  such  as  those  of  Ryan,  Arnold  and  other  investment 
snd  speculative  companies,  that  he  thought  his  paper  was  morally  re- 
sponsible for  losses  of  depositors  who  invested  after  seeing  the  advertise- 
ments in  his  paper,  and  that  he  should  be  held  to  account. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  a  law  should  be  passed 
prohibiting  the  advertisement  in  any  newspaper,  or  otherwise,  of  lotteries, 
games  of  chance,  or  making  of  bets  or  wages,  buying  or  selling  pools, 
or  the  placing  of  money  on  such  schemes  or  lotteries,  and  any  and  all 
oilier  scheming  and  fraudulent  processes  where  gambling  or  chance  is 
a  factor,  and  to  this  end,  your  committee  offers  a  substitute  for  Senate 
Bill  No.  200  and  recommends  that  said  substitute  should  be  enacted  into 
a  law. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  during  the  fourteen  days  since 
they  were  empowered  under  the  resolution  to  make  said  investigations, 
they  have  spent  eight  days  in  making  said  examinations  and  in  going 
to  and  from  the  places  of  the  same.  That  although  they  held  both 
day  and  night  sessions,  making  investigations  and  taking  evidence,  they 
have  been  unable  to  complete  the  examination  of  all  the  things  and  com- 
panies referred  to  them  in  said  resolution,  and  for  the  reason  that  they 
were  required  to  report  during  the  session,  together  with  their  recom- 
mendations on  "matters  and  bills  to  be  considered  during  this  session, 
ard  for  the  further  reason  that  nearly  all  of  your  said  committee  are 
chairmen  of  standing  committees  of  the  Senate,  and  have  to  give  our 
attention  to  other  legislative  duties,  we  have  been  unable  to  give  the  re- 
quired time  and  attention  to  these  matters  that  the  circumstances  demand. 
Owing  to  the  limited  time  in  which  we  have  had  to  work,  our  investiga- 
tions and  our  recommendations  are  not  as  complete  as  your  committee 
would  like  to  report.  We  make  this  report  at  this  time,  that  action 
r;-.ay  be  taken  on  pending  legislation.  The  conditions  and  facts  revealed 
to  your  committee  warrant  a  further  and  complete  investigation,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  same  be  had.  A  full  transcript  of  the  evidence 
taken,  together  with  the  exhibits  and  all  the  matters  presented  by  the 
different  companies  will  be  filed  with  the  transcript  as  soon  as  completed 
by  the  official  stenographer.  It  should  be  remembered  that  a  great  many 
witnesses  were  examined  by  your  committee,  and  when  said  transcript 
and  exhibits  are  completed,  the  same  will  be  filed,  at  which  time  your 
committee  will  report  further  as  to  its  labors  of  investigation. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee  herewith  submits  a  copy  of  the  bills  recommended 
ui  the  above-  report  which  they  have  so  far  been  able  to  prepare  and  will 
submit  the  other  bills  as  soon  as  their  labors  will  allow  them  to  prepare 
and  present  the  same. 

The  first  bill  is  entitled  an  act  to  amend  section  2221  of  article  8, 
chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  l8</;,  entitled  "Offenses 
against  public  morals  and  decency." 
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The  second  bill  is  committee  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  20O,  be- 
ing entitled  an  act  to  prohibit  the  advertising-  of  any  lottery,  game  of 
cuance  or  scheme  of  betting  of  any  kind  or  character  in  any  newspaper 
or  other  publication,  and  fixing  the  penalty  therefor. 

The  third  bill  is  committee  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  317,  entitled 
z\n  act  to  regulate  all  co-operative  companies  and  like  business  of  like 
character. 

AN  ACT. 

To  amend  section  2221,  of  article  8,  chapter  15,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri,  of  1899,  entitled,  "Offenses  against  public  morals 
and  decency." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
f  1  Hows : 

Section  I.  That  section  2221  of  article  8,  chapter  15,  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1899,  entitled,  "Offenses  against  public 
morals  and  decency,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
words  "or  who  ever  shall  engage  in  the  handling  of  discretionary  orders 
or  orders  without  written  authority  from  the  customer,"  so  that  said 
section  wThen  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2221.  Whoever  as  principal  or  as  agent  of  any  corporation 
or  person  or  persons  shall  set  up  and  carry  on  a  "bucket-shop,"  or  who- 
ever shall  engage  in  the  handling  of  discretionary  orders,  or  orde: .-^with- 
out written  authority  from  the  customer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

COMMITTEE  SUBSTITUTE  FOR  SENATE  BILL  NO.  200.— 
42ND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

AN  ACT. 

To  prohibit  the  advertising  of  any  lottery,  game  of  chance  or  scheme 
of  betting  of  any  kind  or  character,  in  any  newspaper  or  other  publication 
and  defining  the  penalty  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  unlawful  for  any  person,  company 
or  corporation  in  this  state  to  publish,  distribute  or  circulate  am  adver- 
tisement of  any  person,  company  or  corporation  containing  a  statement 
or  agreement  to  make  a  bet  or  wager  or  to  buy  or  sell  a  pool,  or  to  place 
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money  or  other  valuable  thing  upon  the  result  of  any  trial  or  contest  of 
skill  or  speed  or  power  of  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  or  upon  the  result 
of  any  lottery,  game  of  chance,  or  scheme  of  betting  of  any  kind  or  char- 
acter, whatsoever,  or  upon  any  change  in  the  market  or  speculative 
prices  of  any  article  or  commodity,  whatsoever,  or  to  publish  the  advertise- 
ment containing  the  name  and  address  of  any  person,  company  or  corpor- 
ation engaging  in  such  business  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  countv  jail,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

COMMITTEE  SUBSTITUTE  FOR  SENATE  BILL  NO.  317.— 
42ND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

AN  ACT. 

To  regulate  the  business  of  all  persons,  corporations,  associations,  or- 
ganizations or  corporations  which  are  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  engaged 
in  business  as  home  co-operative  companies,  or  in  the  business  of 
issuing  contracts  whether  in  the  nature  of  a  bond,  debenture,  certificate, 
or  otherwise,  except  those  companies  doing  business  under  the  provisions 
of  the  statutes  provided  for  the  regulation  of  bond,  trust,  and  insurance 
companies,  banks,  building  and  loan  or  fraternal  orders,  and  with  an 
emergency  clause. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
iollows : 

Section  1.  Any  person,  corporation,  association  or  organization 
which  is  now,  or  shall  hereafter,  engage  in  issuing  contracts  or  agree- 
ments providing  for  the  redemption  or  fulfilling  of  such  contacts  or 
agreements  by  the  accumulation  of  a  fund  or  funds  from  the  contributions 
made  by  the  subscribers  to  or  the  holders  of  such  contracts  or  agreements, 
or  providing  for  the  maturing  or  fulfilling  of  such  contracts  or  agree- 
ments in  the  order  of  issue  or  in  some  other  fixed  or  arbitrarily  determined 
order  or  manner,  or  providing  for  the  payment  of  moneys  or  the  grant- 
ing or  giving  of  any  consideration  of  any  money  or  property,  personal, 
real  or  mixed,  greater  in  value  or  reputed  to  be  greater  in  value  than  the 
amount  paid  in  upon  such  contract  or  agreement,  together  with  the 
actual  net  earnings  accrued  and  accumulated  thereon,  or  providing  for 
the  loaning  of  the  funds  contributed  by  the  subscribers  to,  or  the  holder* 
< '  1  such  contracts  or  agreements,  to  said  subscribers  or  holders  in  any 
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order  or  manner,  or  for  the  making  of  loans  or  advances  on  such  fund- 
to  or  for  such  subscribers  or  holders  to  be  repaid  in  installments,  except 
such  persons  or  corporations  as  are  now  organized  or  doing  business 
under  the  laws  now  in  existence,  as  excepted  in  section  nine  of  this  act, 
shall,  and  the  same  are  hereby  required  to,  for  the  protection  of  the  sub- 
scribers or  the  holders  of  its  contracts  or  agreements,  file  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state  a  certified  copy  of  its  articles  of  association  or  incorporation, 
or  contracts  of  copartnership,  together  with  a  copy  of  their  by-laws,  and 
a  detailed  statement  of  their  plans  of  doing  business,  with  copies  of  all 
contracts  or  agreements  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  conduct  of  their 
said  business,  and  paying  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  to  said  secretary.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  secretary  of  state  to  examine  and  investigate 
into  such  matters  and  things,  and  if  he  finds  that  the  law  has  been  com- 
piled with,  and  that  the  business  proposed  to  be  done  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  this  state,  he  shall  then  grant  them  a  certificate  authoriz- 
ing them  to  do  business  and  said  contracts  and  plans  so  submitted  and 
approved  shall  not  in  any  manner  be  changed  or  altered  until  the  said 
proposed  change  is  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  2.  Each  and  every  company  operating  under  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized,  before  biing  au- 
thorized to  do  any  new  business  shall  require  their  secretary  or  manager 
and  treasurer,  or  other  officers  who  have  the  custody  or  handling  of  any 
of  the  funds  or  securities  of  such  company  each  to  give  bond  in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  dut.'es  and 
no  such  officer  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  until  such  bond  is  approved  by  the  board  of  directors  and  filed  with 
rnd  approved  by  the  supervisor  of  building  and  loan  association-  of  the 
state  of  Missouri;  provided,  that  said  supervisor  may  require  of  anv 
such  officer,  at  any  time,  such  additional  security  and  such  increase  of 
said  bond,  or  a  new  bond,  as  he  may  upon  sufficient  cause  shown  deem 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  company  and  its  members.  Upon 
refusal  or  neglect  of  any  such  company  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  after 
demand  made  by  said  supervisor  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  article,  the  said  supervisor  is  required  to  revoke  the  authority  of 
such  company  to  do  business  in  this  state,  and  said  supervisor  shall  pro- 
ceed to  close  up  the  affairs  of  such  company  in  the  manner  provided  for 
in  this  article. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person,  co-partnership,  organization  or  corporation 
shall  attempt  to  do  or  transact  any  business  whatsoever  in  the  name  or  on 
behalf  of  any  such  company  engaged  in  any  business  sought  to  be  con- 
trolled by  this  act,  without  first  complying  with  the  provisions  herein, 
said  person,  officer,  agent,  corporation  or  representative  thereof,  shall  br 
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deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
mied  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  4.  Each  contract  holder  in  any  company  operating  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  a  member  of  such  company  and 
every  such  company  shall  be  controlled  by  a  board  of  directors  of  no: 
less  than  seven,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  from  among  its  members 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  in  person  or  by  proxy.  Notice  of 
the  annual  meeting  shall  be  sent  with  or  stamped  or  printed  upon  ihe  face 
of  each  contract  or  agreement ;  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  also 
be  published  two  weeks  before  the  date  of  such  meeting  in  some  daily  or 
weekly  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  the  principal  or  home 
office  of  such  company  is  located.  The  board  of  directors  shall  hold 
their  office  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  shall  from  their  members  elect  a 
president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer  and  may  appoint  or  au- 
thorize to  be  appointed  such  agents,  solicitors  or  employees  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
company. 

Sec.  5.  The  holder  of  any  contract  or  agreement  issued  by  any  such 
company  may  withdraw  the  same  at  any  time  after  giving  thirty  days 
written  notice.  No  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  forfeited  fur  non- 
payment after  a  period  of  six  months,  but  the  same,  in  case  of  non-pay- 
ment may  be  canceled  and  the  holder  thereof  shall  be  credited  with  all 
payments  made  on  account  thereof,  and  upon  surrender  of  his  contract 
shall  be  paid  said  amount  paid  in. 

Sec.  6.  It  shal  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  building  and  loan 
associations,  or  of  one  or  more  persons  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose 
to  make  full  and  careful  examination  of  the  affairs  of  any  company  oper- 
atmg  under  the  provisions  hereof,  whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  or- 
ganized, whenever  in  his  discretion  the  safe  management  and  best  interests 
ot  the  public  and  the  contract  holders  may  demand,  as  is  now  provided 
by  law  for  the  examination  and  supervision  of  building  and  loan  associa- 
tions, and  said  supervisor  shall  have  power  to  require  the  keeping  of 
such  books  and  records  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  record- 
ing of  the  business  of  such  organizations. 

Sec.  7.  If  anv  person,  co-partnership,  association,  organization  or 
corporation  doing  any  business  sought  to  be  controlled  by  this  act,  shall 
not  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  goes  into  effect  comply  with  the 
]  rovisions  of  this  act,  or  shall  become  insolvent,  or  shall  become  unable 
to  continue  in  business  to  the  benefit  and  profit  of  their  creditors  and  con- 
tract holders,  or  shall  fail  or  refuse,  or  he  unable  to  pay  their  withdrawals 
XOf  S  period  of  sixty  days  after  demand  made  as  hei  einbefore  provided, 
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then  said  supervisor  shall  bring  an  action  to  have  a  receiver  appointed 
as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  winding  up  and  dissolution  of  building  and 
loan  associations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  receiver  to  take  charge 
of  the  assets,  wind  up  the  affairs,  liquidate  the  debts  and  distribute  the 
assets  of  such  person,  company  or  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  Said  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Missouri  as  plaintiff  at  the  relation  and  to  the  use  of  said  supervisor 
by  the  attorney  general  of  the  state,  or  by  such  attorney  or  attorneys  as 
the  supervisor  may  select,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  coart,  the 
process  pleadings  and  proceedings  had  in  cases  instituted  under  this  act 
shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  winding  up  and  dis- 
solution of  insurance  companies,  so  far  as  such  provisions  are  applicable : 
after  the  receiver  has  been  appointed,  he  shall  employ  such  attorney  or  at- 
torneys to  represent  him  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  his  compensation  and 
that  of  his  said  attorneys  so  selected  by  him  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  in 
which  said  proceedings  are  pending  and  paid  out  of  the  assets  of  the  per- 
son, co-partnership,  or  organization  proceeded  against,  or  out  of  the  funds 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the  support  of  said  department,  as  the 
court  may  direct. 

Sec.  9.  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  const! tied  to 
apply  in  any  manner  to  any  person,  company  or  corporation  doing  busi- 
ness under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  for  the  regulation  of  banks, 
saving  fund,  trust  companies,  insurance  companies  and  building  and 
loan  companies,  bond  investment,  fiduciary,  relief  or  fraternal  orders, 
associations  or  companies. 

Sec.  10.  The  fact  that  there  are  persons,  corporations,  copartner- 
ships, associations  and  organizations  engaged  in  the  business  sought  to 
be  regulated  by  this  act  without  control  or  restriction  of  law,  to  the  in- 
jury and  hurt  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  creates  an  emergency  within 
the  meaning  of  the  constitution,  therefore,  this  act  shall  be  in  fotce  and 
take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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PREFATORY  LETTER.

I  wish  in  this  place  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Board  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  deep  interest  which  they  have  manifested  in  the  work 
of  the  Bureau.  Both  individually  and  collectively  the  members  have 
contributed  largely  to  whatever  success  may  have  been  attained  by  the 
present  administration.  No  sacrifice  of  time  or  attention  has  been  too 
great  to  further  the  interests  of  this  department.

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INTRODUCTION. 


At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  sections  7502  and  7502a  of 
the  law  creating  the  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines  were  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  7502.  The  board  of  managers  are  authorized,  as  soon  as 
they  are  organized,  to  appoint  one  state  geologist,  who  shall  be  a  person 
of  competent  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  sciences  of  geology 
and  mineralogy,  and  whose  headquarters  shall  be  located  at  the  state 
school  of  mines  at  Rolla,  who  shall  be  the  director  of  the  survey,  and 
said  state  geologist  may  appoint  such  assistants  and  subordinate  assist- 
ants and  laborers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  make  a  thorough 
scientific,  geological,  and  mineralogical  survey  of  the  state. 

Section  7502a.  The  board  of  managers  of  the  bureau  of  geology 
and  mines  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  all  instruments, 
books,  charts,  cabinet  collections  and  other  property  of  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri now  under  the  control  of  said  board  to  the  state  school  of  mines  at 
Rolla  and  establish  the  headquarters  of  the  geological  survey  at  said  state 
school  of  mines." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  instructions,  the  headquarters  of  the 
Bureau  have  been  removed  from  Jefferson  City  to  Rolla  and  are  now  lo- 
catd  in  a  building  belonging  to  the  School  of  Mines  and  known  as  the 
"Club  House."  All  instruments,  books,  charts,  cabinet  collections  and 
other  property  of  the  Bureau  have  also  been  transferred  to  Rolla,  as  di- 
rected. 

At  the  time  of  taking  charge  of  the  Bureau,  September  12,  1901,  the 
furniture,  fixtures,  library  and  cabinet  collections  were  packed  as  they 
had  been  shipped  from  Jefferson  City.  It,  therefore,  became  my  duty 
not  only  to  plan  the  work  of  the  survey,  but  at  the  same  time  to  oversee, 
personally,  the  unpacking  of  the  furniture,  library  and  cabinet  collec- 
tions ;  the  cleaning,  papering  and  repairing  of  the  building ;  the  erection 
of  the  cabinets ;  and  many  other  details  incident  upon  the  removal  of  the 
Bureau  to  Rolla.    This  work  has  consumed  much  of  the  spare  time  of 
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myself  and  assistants,  although  a  greater  part  of  the  work  of  unpacking 
and  arranging  of  the  mineralogical  and  paleontological  specimens  was 
done  during  the  winter  evenings. 

The  Bureau  is  now  in  excellent  working  condition  and,  if  sustained, 
it  should  become  an  indispensable  factor  in  the  development  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  state.

SPECIMENS  IN  THE  MUSEUM. 

Upon  taking  charge  of  the  Bureau  September  12,  1901,  there  were 
about  5,250  specimens  in  the  museum  cabinet,  including  fossils,  coal,  clay, 
lead,  zinc,  iron,  stone,  barite  and  other  ores.  Since  that  time  there  have 
been  added  to  this  collection  about  six  hundred  new  specimens  of  fossils, 
ores,  rockfl  and  clays',  mainly  from  the  Cambro-Ordovician  formations  in' 
the  south  central  part  of  the  state. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  library  contained  about  3,700  books  and  pamphlets  when  turned 
over  to  the  present  administration.  Since  that  time  there  have  been  added 
about  280  books  and  pamphlets,  received  in  exchange  for  the  publica- 
tions of  the  Bureau.  The  library,  as  well  as  the  museum,  is  a  very  import- 
ant part  of  the  Bureau,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  classify 
and  build  it  up  as  it  should  have  been.

INTERESTS  WHICH  THE  BUREAU  OF  GEOLOGY  AXD  MINES 

REPRESENTS. 

Many  of  the  states  and  territories  in  which  mining  is  an  important 
industry  and  nearly  all  of  the  foreign  countries  have  a  department  known 
as  "The  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines,"  or  "The  Geological  Survey." 
Among  the  states,  besides  Missouri,  which  support  such  a  department, 
may  be  mentioned  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia,  Texas,  North  Carolina,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Oklahoma,  North  Dakota,  Kansas, 
Nebraska,  California  and  Washington. 

That  the  mining  industry  of  Missouri  warrants  the  maintenance  of 
such  a  department  is  shown  by  the  statistics  of  production  of  lead.  zinc, 
coal  and  other  products.    Missouri  ranks  first  in  the  production  of  zinc. 
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which,  according  to  the  State  Mine  Inspector's  report  for  1901,  amounted 
to  224,073  short  tons,  valued  at  $5,308,671.  Missouri  ranks  second  in 
the  production  of  lead,  which,  according  to  the  above  referred  report, 
amounted,  in  1901,  to  109,376  short  tons,  valued  at  $4,865,518.  Mis- 
souri ranks  first  in  the  production  of  barite.  The  production  for  1901 
was  32,388  tons,  with  an  estimated  value  of  $113,348.  She  ranks  sixth 
in  the  production  of  clay  wares,  amounting,  in  1901,  to  $4,474,553  ;  sixth 
in  the  production  of  limestone,  amounting,  in  1901,  to  $1,362,272,  and 
thirteenth  in  the  production  of  bituminous  coal,  amounting,  in  1901,  to 
3,802,088  short  tons  valued  at  $4,707,164,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey.  These  industries  alone  add  each  year 
to  the  wealth  of  the  state  between  twenty  and  thirty  millions  of  dollars. 
What  these  industries  may  mean  to  the  state  in  the  future  cannot  be 
foretold.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  vast  underground  wealth  of  this 
state  has  scarcely  been  touched. 

THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  A  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY  OR  A  BUREAU 
OF  GEOLOGY  AND  MINES. 

The  work  which  a  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines  is  called  upon  to 
perform  may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows : 

(1st)  To  determine  the  relations  between  the  different  rock  forma- 
tions at  or  near  the  surface  of  the  earth  and  prepare  reports,  maps  and 
drawings,  giving  the  thickness,  surface  distribution,  relation  to  other 
formations,  structure  and  characteristics  of  each  formation. 

(2d)  To  investigate  and  publish  reports  on  the  economic  resources 
of  the  state ;  which  include  lead,  zinc,  coal,  oil,  iron,  copper,  barite,  build- 
ing stone,  clays,  cements,  road  materials,  soils,  water,  etc. 

(3d)  To  collect,  name  and  arrange  a  cabinet  which  shall  include 
specimens  illustrating  the  geology  and  economic  resources  of  the  state ; 
also  to  assist  the  colleges  and  schools  of  the  state  to  make  similar  cabinet 
collections. 

(4th)  To  examine  ores,  rocks,  soils  and  other  earthy  substances 
with  which  the  citizens  of  the  state  may  not  be  familiar.  That  is,  the  Bu- 
reau of  Geology  and  Mines  should  be  a  department  to  which  a  citizen  of 
the  state  may  apply  and  receive  reliable  information  as  to  the  kind  and 
value  of  any  mineral  which  he  may  discover. 

(5th)  To  disseminate,  everywhere,  correct  ideas  as  to  the  occur- 
rence, origin  and  relation  of  ores,  minerals  and  rocks,  with  the  end  in 
view  of  increasing  the  general  intelligence  of  the  public  on  matters  re- 
lated to  geology  and  mining.  The  Department  should  be  a  Bureau  of 
Information  to  which  the  outside  world,  seeking  investments,  can  apply 
and  receive  trustworthy  information  concerning  geology  and  mining  in 
the  state. 
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(6th)  To  co-operate  with  and  not  duplicate  the  work  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey.  Not  only  should  the  Bureau  co-operate  with 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  but  it  should  also  work  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Bureau  of  Soils,  the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  and  the  Bureau  of  Hydrography.  If  properly  organized,  the 
department  should  have  on  its  staff  men  who  understand  the  value  of 
different  soils,  waters,  forestry  conditions  and  road  materials  as  well  as 
geology.  Topographic,  hydrographic  and  soil  surveys  are  as  truly  a 
part  of  the  work  of  a  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines  as  geological  and 
mining  investigations. 

It  is  doubtful  if  it  should  ever  be  the  province  of  the  Bureau  of 
Geology  and  Mines  to  examine  and  report  on  individual  or  private  min- 
ing properties,  except  as  they  constitute  a  part  of  a  larger  report  cover- 
ing the  region  in  which  the  mine  may  be  located.  This  is  practiced,  more 
or  less,  it  is  true,  by  all  Geological  Surveys.  Yet  there  is  a  field  for  the 
professional  Mining  Geologist  and  it  seems  that  there  the  Geological 
Survey  frequently  oversteps  its  legitimate  field.  The  investigations  of 
Geological  Surveys  should  cover  districts,  regions  or  counties,  and  should 
not  be  limited  to  individual  or  corporation  mining  properties. 

It  is  also  questionable  whether  the  Bureau  should  ever  make  free 
assays  or  analyses  of  minerals,  ores,  clays  or  rocks  for  individuals  or  cor- 
porations. It  is  frequently  necessary  for  the  Bureau  to  make  analyses 
and  assays  in  the  preparation  of  reports  on  the  economic  resources,  or 
even  in  the  progress  of  the  county  surveys,  and  for  such  work  a  chemical 
laboratory  is  required.  There  is  a  field  for  the  professional  analyst  and 
assayer,  and  when  the  state  provides  a  free  assay  office,  it  is  encroaching 
upon  the  legitimate  field  of  this  profession. 

Some  who  have  given  little  attention  to  geology  complain  that  the 
reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines  and  Geological  Surveys 
contain  terms  which  are  technical  and  obscure;  that  the  publications  are 
unintelligible  and  consequently  of  little  or  no  value.  It  must  be  recog- 
nized, however,  that  this  is  not  a  defect  of  the  reports,  but  rather  of  the 
individual,  who  apparently  is  not  willing  to  begin  with  the  elements  of 
the  science  and  work  up  to  a  point  where  he  can  read  intelligently,  geo- 
logical literature.  Every  time  a  mathematician  writes  an  algebra  he  can- 
not preface  it  with  an  arithmetic,  although  arithmetic  is  necessary  for  an 
understanding  of  algebra.  A  person  who  publishes  a  novel  cannot  accom- 
pany it  with  a  dictionary.  It  is  supposed  that  the  reader's  earlier  train- 
ing will  have  given  him  a  sufficient  vocabulary  to  make  the  novel  intel- 
ligible. Likewise  a  physicist  writing  of  "Dynamos"  cannot  preface  his 
book  with  an  elementary  treatise  on  electricity.  If  a  man  has  use  for  the 
text  book  on  dynamos,  he  will  familiarize  himself  with  the  elements  of

the  science  before  attempting  to  study  the  more  advanced  treatise.  If 
men  have  not  time  or  sufficient  interest  in  the  problems  discussed  in  Ge- 
ological Survey  reports  to  first  acquire  the  elementary  principles  neces- 
sary to  read  them  intelligently,  they  ought  at  least  not  to  condemn  the 
reports  for  lacking  that  which  they  themselves  should  have  acquired 
elsewhere. 

It  may  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines  to  provide 
a  series  of  reports  dealing  with  the  elementary  principles  of  Geology  and 
Mineralogy.  In  fact,  I  believe  that  such  a  set  of  reports,  taking  the  place 
with  the  public  that  the  primer  does  with  the  public  school,  would  very 
greatly  enhance  the  value  of  the  more  or  less  technical  reports  of  the 
Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines.  Such  a  set  of  reports,  in  which  the  illus- 
trations were  drawn  from  Missouri,  could  be  used  to  advantage  in  the 
public  schools,  increasing  very  greatly  the  students'  knowledge  of  the 
physical  geography  and  economic  resources  of  the  state  in  which  they 
live. 

Because  the  geologist  connected  with  a  Geological  Survey  does  not 
attempt  to  locate  ores,  as  does  the  prospector,  and  because  he  confesses 
his  inability  to  see  a  thousand  feet  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  his 
work  is  often  condemned.  If  he  cannot  tell  you  what  lies  beneath  the 
surface,  simply  by  walking  through  the  fields  or  riding  along  a  road,  he 
is  classed  among  the  incompetents.  Bear  this  in  mind :  "No  man, 
whether  he  be  miner,  engineer  or  geologist,  can  give  an  intelligent  opinion 
of  the  resources  of  a  given  territory  without  first  spending  days,  weeks 
and  sometimes  months  in  examining  the  hills  and  valleys  with  their  out- 
croppings  of  rock."  It  sometimes  happens  that  he  can  then  only  tell  you 
whether  or  not  the  evidence  warrants  the  expenditure  of  money  in  pros- 
pecting by  digging  or  drilling.  From  the  drill  records  he  will  undoubted- 
ly be  able  to  tell  you  whether  or  not  the  contents  of  the  strata  are  such  as 
to  warrant  opening  a  mine. 

The  scientific  geologist  whose  knowledge  comes  from  years  of  ob- 
servation on  the  occurrences  of  ores  in  all  kinds  of  mines  and  under  all 
conditions  may  be  conservative  but  he  is  safe.  He  will  discourage  specu- 
lative enterprises  in  which  the  evidence  does  not  warrant  investment  and 
will  direct  capital  into  channels  where  there  is  a  greater  probability  of 
success.  Unwarranted  speculation  in  mining  or  any  other  business  may 
benefit  the  few,  but  the  community  or  state  at  large  will  surely  suffer  by 
the  inevitable  reaction. 

The  Bureau  endeavors  to  keep  as  close  as  possible  to  the  facts  and 
Upon  these  alone  do  we  base  onr  judgment  of  the  mineral  prospects  of  an 
area  upon  which  we  may  be  called  to  pass  judgment. 
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COUNTY  REPORTS. 

There  are  sixty-three  counties  in  Missouri  for  which  reconnoisance 
or  complete  geological  reports  have  never  been  published.  Eleven  of 
these  have  been  reported  upon  in  part  in  tne  earlur  publications  of  the 
Bureau,  but  for  fifty-two  of  the  counties  there  are  no  published  reports. 
This  situation  may  be  attributed  very  largely  to  the  disconnected,  inter- 
rupted life  of  the  Bureau  brought  about  by  changes  in  administration. 

The  accompanying  map  (Plate  II)  will  give  the  reader  an  idea  of 
the  area  which  has  been  covered  by  the  earlier  surveys. 

Under  the  present  administration  it  is  the  plan  to  begin  a  thorough, 
detailed  survey  of  these  counties,  publishing  reports  on  each  as  soon  as 
the  manuscripts,  maps  and  drawings  can  be  prepared.  These  reports 
will  consist  of  descriptions  of  the  rock  formations  and  mineral  resources ; 
geological  map  of  the  county;  drawings  showing  the  vertical  succession 
of  the  beds  and  cross-section  showing  the  structure  of  the  region ;  and 
photographic  illustrations  of  typical  rock  exposures.  The  descriptions  of 
the  formations  and  mineral  deposits  will  be  made  in  sufficient  detail  to  be 
of  assistance  to  the  prospector  in  locating  and  working  ore  bodies. 

The  nature  of  these  reports  can  be  better  understood  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  following  brief  outline  of  the  report  on  Miller  county,  which 
is  now  in  press :

The  present  published  Geological  Map  of  Missouri  was  compiled 
from  surveys  of  about  one-half  of  the  counties  in  the  State  and  neces- 
sarily contains  many  inaccuracies.  It  has  been  broadly  generalized  and 
the  distribution  of  many  of  the  formations  is  very  inaccurately  outlined. 
One  of  the  results  of  the  survey  of  the  counties  will  be  the  preparation 
of  accurate  geological  county  maps,  from  which  in  due  time  a  reliable 
state  geological  map  can  be  constructed. 

During  the  last  year  one  county  was  entirely,  and  two  more  were 
partly,  surveyed.  The  preparation  of  the  county  reports,  exclusive  of 
topographic  maps  and  printing,  will  cost  all  the  way  from  $1,200  to  $2,500, 
depending  upon  whether  the  geology  is  simple  or  complex.  Five  or  six 
counties  should  be  surveyed  each  year  and  an  adequate  appropriation 
made  therefor.  If  the  present  policy  of  the  survey  is  carried  out  this 
work  in  the  end  will  cost  the  state  about  $150,000.  One-fifteenth  of  this 
should  be  appropriated  each  vear  for  fifteen  years  and  a  consistent  policy 
maintained  by  which  each  county  will  be  eventually  surveyed  and  reported 
upon.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  the  states  where  this  work  was  done 
ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  or  call  attention  to  the  states  that  are  now  en- 
gaged in  this  undertaking.  Pennsylvania  and  Iowa  are  two  well  known 
examples.  In  the  former  state,  reports  have  been  made  covering  all  the 
counties.  In  the  latter  state  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  counties  have 
been  reported  upon  and  the  work  is  being  carried  steadily  forward. 

The  order  in  which  the  counties  are  surveyed  should  be  left  entirely 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  each  representative  and 
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senator  should  assist  in  this  work  with  a  knowledge  that  his  county  will 
eventually  receive  the  same  attention  as  the  other  counties  which  are  now 
being  surveyed. 

SPECIAL  ECONOMIC  REPORTS. 

The  second  function  of  the  survey,  mentioned  above,  was  the  inves- 
tigation and  reporting  upon  special  resources,  such  as  coal,  lead  and 
zinc,  barite,  building  stone,  clays,  cements,  road  materials,  etc.  Reports 
of  this  nature  are  represented  by  the  volumes  of  this  Bureau  on  "Lead 
and  Zinc,"  "Coal  Deposits,"  "Clay  Deposits,"  "Iron  Ores"  and  "Mineral 
Waters."  The  demand  for  these  reports  has  been  so  great  that  the  edi- 
tions of  all  these  reports  have  been  exhausted.  There  are  constant  re- 
quests from  all  parts  of  the  country  for  these  reports,  yet  we  have  none 
with  which  to  supply  the  demand.  Some  of  these  volumes  should  be  re- 
written and  a  new  edition  published,  if  it  is  expected  that  this  department 
shall  do  its  utmost  to  interest  the  outside  world  in  the  rich  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  state.  Logically,  these  reports  should  follow  the  comple- 
tion of  the  county  reports,  but  so  long  have  these  areal  reports  been  de- 
layed and  so  great  is  the  demand  for  the  economic  volumes,  that  this  de- 
partment must  devote  a  part  of  its  funds  to  the  preparation  and  publica- 
tion of  economic  reports. 

The  revision  and  republication  of  the  reports  on  "Lead  and  Zinc," 
the  "Clay  Deposits"  and  "Coal"  would  meet  a  very  strong  present  demand 
for  information  on  these  resources. 

Besides  the  republication  of  these  reports,  new  special  reports  should 
be  issued  on  "Barite,"  "Pyrite,"  "Cements,"  "Road  Materials'  and 
"Solis."  These  subjects  should  be  investigated  in  all  sections  of  the 
state  and  the  results  of  these  investigations  published.  In  this  way 
information  can  be  gathered  and  disseminated  which  can  be  obtained 
in  no  other  way. 

During  the  last  year  the  Bureau  has  begun  the  investigation  of  the 
"Quarrying  and  Building  Stone  Industry,"  and,  if  nothing  unforeseen  oc- 
curs, a  report  on  this  subject  will  be  ready  for  distribution  sometime  dur- 
ing the  next  year.    The  following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  this  report :

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COLLECTING  CABINET  SPECIMENS. 

The  third  function  of  the  Bureau  is  to  collect,  name  and  arrange  a 
collection  of  specimens  illustrating  the  geology  and  economic  resources 
of  the  state.  Somewhere  in  the  state  there  should  be  a  collection  of  the 
ores,  minerals,  rocks  and  fossils  of  Missouri,  to  which  the  public  may 
have  access  and  which  represents  truthfully  the  state's  clay,  stone  and 
mineral  resources.  There  is  no  department  better  equipped  for  making 
this  collection  than  the  Bureau  of  Geology  and  Mines.  This  collection 
may  be  made  incidentally  as  the  field  work  for  the  various  reports  is 
being  carried  on. 

The  collection  now  in  the  Bureau  is  only  a  fair  representation  of  the 
mineral  resources  of  Missouri.  The  industrial  side  of  the  exhibit  has 
not  been  strongly  enough  emphasized.  It  is  intended  during  the  coming 
years  to  make  this  feature  of  the  Cabinet  more  prominent.  It  is  our  pur- 
pose to  have  in  this  cabinet  collections  of  ores  from  all  the  mining  camps 
in  the  state ;  clays  and  clay  products  from  all  the  brick,  tile  and  terra  cotta 
plants ;  building  stone  from  all  the  quarries ;  cements  from  all  the  cement 
factories ;  and  quick  lime  from  all  the  lime  kilns.  It  is  not  intended  to 
make  this  a  collection  of  oddities,  in  the  way  of  beautiful  or  peculiar  crys- 
tal growths,  but  to  make  it  a  commercial  exhibit  which  will  be  of  inter- 
est to  the  miner,  investor  and  educator.  It  is  our  purpose  to  put  the  col- 
lection in  such  shape  that  people,  who  are  not  able  to  visit  all  the  mines, 
may  view  this  collection  with  an  understanding  that  they  will  see  fairly 
exhibited  the  mineral  resources  of  the  state.  The  specimens  contained 
in  the  exhibit  will  be  the  ordinary  and  not  the  exceptional  products  of  the 
mines.  It  is  intended  that  these  exhibits  shall  be  accompanied  with  maps, 
charts  and  reports,  which  may  further  assist  the  investor  and  student  in 
obtaining  a  knowledge  of  the  resources  of  Jiis  commonwealth. 

During  the  process  of  collecting,  many  duplicate  specimens  may  be, 
with  little  additional  trouble,  collected  and  used  for  making  up  type  sets 
of  specimens  to  be  sent  to  the  colleges  and  prominent  high  schools  of  the 
state.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  within  the  province  of  this  Bureau  to 
employ  a  man  during  the  year  to  collect  and  prepare  sets  of  specimens 
for  this  purpose.  Some  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning  are  woefully 
deficient  in  this  kind  of  material  for  the  use  of  classes  in  geology  and  phy- 
sical geography.  All  of  these  functions  cannot  be  performed  with  the 
very  limited  appropriation  which  has  been  allotted  to  the  Bureau  in  the 
past    For  this  work,  however,  T  believe  some  provision  should  be  made. 
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EXAMINATION  OF  SPECIMENS. 

Many  of  our  citizens  are  unfamiliar  with  the  appearance  of  the  com- 
mon ores  which  occur  abundantly  in  some  sections  of  the  state.  They 
may  frequently  pass  by  a  deposit  of  zinc  blende  or  even  galena  without 
recognizing  its  value.  It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  this  Bureau  to  examine 
all  specimens  sent  to  it  by  citizens  of  Missouri  furnishing  such  informa- 
tion as  it  can  relative  to  the  kind  and  value  of  the  mineral.  It  would  be 
very  desirable  for  the  Bureau  to  make  free  analyses  and  assays  of  speci- 
mens, if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  this  privilege  would  be  greatly 
abused  and  that  it  is  an  infringement  upon  the  field  of  the  professional 
assayer  and  analyst.  The  Bureau  should  furnish  advice  as  to  whether 
the  specimens  submitted  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  warrant  an  assay,  but 
the  determination  itself  should  be  left  to  the  professional  assayer. 

In  connection  with  the  preparation  of  reports  on  economic  resources 
and  areal  geology,  there  are  a  great  many  analyses  of  rocks  and  ores 
necessary.  For  this  purpose  the  Bureau  should  be  provided  with  its  own 
laboratory.  Important  determinations  can  be  made  more  carefully,  are 
more  reliable  and  cost  less  than  when  they  are  made  in  other  laboratories. 
If  the  Bureau  has  a  well  equipped  laboratory,  the  cost  of  making  assays 
and  analyses  would  be  comparatively  little. 

The  Bureau  is  not  at  the  present  time  provided  with  a  chemical  labor- 
atory, but  it  is  hoped  that  within  a  year  or  two  the  necessary  equipment 
will  be  provided. 

BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION. 

In  order  to  give  out  information,  it  must  first  be  collected.  When 
collected,  it  must  be  stored  away  for  future  use.  The  value  attached  to 
such  information  depends  very  largely  upon  the  ease  with  which  it  can 
be  obtained  when  wanted.  A  Chicago  gentlemen,  interested  in  mining 
land  in  Sec.  7,  T.  32N.,  R.  28W.,  writes  to  the  Bureau  and  asks  for  such 
information  as  we  have  bearing  upon  the  mineral  resources  of  the  above 
described  land.  Another  gentleman  writes  for  information  concerning 
lead  in  Shannon  county  (R's.  3W  to  6W.,  T's.  26-29,  R's  2WV,  T's.  28 
and  29,  and  R.  iW.,  R.  28.)  These  illustrate  the  two  classes  of  inquiries 
which  are  continually  coming  to  the  department  for  replies.  Information 
which  will  assist  in  answering  these  inquiries  is  also  constantly  coming 
to  the  Bureau  through  correspondence  or  through  personal  investigations 
by  members  of  the  Bureau  staff.    The  question  which  presented  itself  to 
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the  Director  upon  taking  charge  of  the  Bureau  was,  how  ro  devise  a  plan 
for  classifying  and  storing  this  information  for  future  use.  It  was  recog- 
nized that  in  any  case  the  process  of  accumulating  the  necessary  informa- 
tion would  be  slow  and  years  might  elapse  before  the  records  would  very 
greatly  assist  in  answering  inquiries  similar  to  those  mentioned  above. 
Nevertheless  it  was  believed  that  a  beginning  should  be  made. 

As  a  result  of  much  thought  and  planning  a  combination  note  book 
and  card  catalogue  system  was  adopted.  The  note  books  adopted  are  of 
two  kinds,  designed  for  areal  and  economic  work.  These  books  are  num- 
bered consecutively  and  the  pages  are  also  numbered.  In  these  books 
are  recorded,  in  ink,  the  observations  taken  while  in  the  field.  The  ob- 
servations are  necessarily  of  a  miscellaneous  character  and  are  arranged 
in  the  books  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  made.  One  page  may  con- 
tain notes  on  coal  found  in  Sec.  5,  T.  52,  R.  18E.,  while  the  opposite 
page  may  contain  a  discussion  of  lead  or  zinc  in  Sec.  16,  T.  44,  R.  17W. 
These  note  books  accumulate  from  year  to  year,  but  no  mind  can  keep 
track  of  the  information  which  they  contain  or  the  page  of  the  note  book  in 
which  it  occurs.  At  least  no  one  on  the  staff  but  the  man  who  recorded 
the  information  knows  where  to  find  it.  There  are  in  the  Bureau  to-day 
several  hundred  note  books  containing  observations  on  the  geology  and 
economic  resources  of  the  state  which,  on  account  of  the  time  it  would 
take  to  glean  special  information  from  them,  are  almost  valueless. 

That  the  information  collected  may  be  preserved  and  transmitted 
to  succeeding  administrations,  the  card  catalogue  has  been  introduced. 
To  keep  this  information  in  such  shape  that  all  questions  similar  to  the 
above — one  about  lead  and  zinc  in  a  township  or  county  and  the  other 
about  the  mineral  resources  of  a  particular  section  or  tract  of  land — can 
be  answered  quickly  and  accurately,  two  separate  cases  have  been  pro- 
vided. These  cases  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  illustration  and  will 
be  described  separately. 

The  first  case  (Plate  III.)  contains  sixteen  drawers  or  trays.  Each  of 
these  are  labeled  with  the  numbers  of  certain  townships.  For  example, 
the  label  on  the  upper  left-hand  drawer  reads,  "Townships  16  to  21  ;"  the 
one  below  that,  "Townships  22  to  24;"  and  so  on,  as  shown  in  the  figure. 
In  each  of  these  drawers  arc  white  cards  five  by  eight  (5x8)  inches  in 
size,  on  which  is  recorded  the  information  which  it  is  intended  to  pre- 
serve. Besides  these  cards  are  others  having  a  yellow  color  and  still 
others  which  are  blue.  The  yellow  cards  have  numbers  on  them  corre- 
sponding to  the  numbers  of  the  townships  on  the  outside  label  and  are 
placed  in  ascending  order  from  the  front  to  the  hack  of  the  tray.  Be- 
tween the  yellow  cards  there  are  from  35  to  52  blue  cards  with  numbers 
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marked  on  the  tabs  referring  to  all  the  different  ranges  in  which  the 
town,  indicated  on  the  yellow  tab,  occurs  in  Missouri.  Back  of  the 
blue  cards  are  inserted  the  white  cards,  one  for  each  of  the  36  sec- 
tions in  a  township.  These  cards  are  shown  in  the  accompanying 
illustration,  Plate  IV. 

Should  information  be  received  that  lead  had  been  found  in  the  S. 
W.  }i  of  the  N.  E.  %  of  Sec.  26,  T.  38,  R.  20W.,  there  would  be  recorded 
on  the  card  for  this  section,  briefly,  all  the  information  at  hand,  giving 
the  authority  and  the  date.  If  the  information  was  collected  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  survey  and  recorded  in  a  note  book,  the  same  summary  of  the 
occurrence  would  be  made  on  the  card,  but,  in  addition,  the  number  and 
page  of  the  note  book  would  be  recorded.  On  the  back  of  each  card  is 
a  diagram  representing  a  section  of  land,  and  here  the  location  of  ore  is 
indicated  by  a  symbol. 

Where  the  information  is  stored  in  this  way  an  inquiry  as  to  the 
mineral  resources  of  a  given  section  of  land  can  be  answered  in  the  space 
of  a  few  seconds,  while  it  might  take  hours  to  find  the  desired  informa- 
tion if  one  were  compelled  to  look  through  records,  as  kept  in  field 
note  books. 

The  second  case  also  contains  sixteen  drawers  or  trays  carrying  cards 
six  by  four  (6x4)  inches  in  size.  By  glancing  at  Plate  V.  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  each  of  these  trays  has  a  distinct  and  separate  label.  One 
tray  is  marked  "Clay,"  a  second  "Lead  and  Zinc,"  a  third  "Coal,"  etc. 
All  information  concerning  these  various  resources,  coming  to  this 
office,  is  filed  in  one  of  these  trays.  These  trays  contain  one  set  of 
record  cards  and  another  set  of  tab  cards.  A  set  of  tab  card  con- 
sisting of  one  for  each  county  is  included  in  each  tray.  A  record  card 
is  used  for  each  section  of  land  in  the  county,  and  in  the  tray  there 
are  placed  back  of  each  county  tab  card  as  many  cards  as  there  are 
sections  of  land  in  the  county.  The  memorandum  is  recorded  on  these 
cards,  but  it  is  usually  briefer  than  that  on  the  cards  of  Case  I.  The 
notes  are  often  made  to  refer  back  to  Case  I ,  as  well  as  to  the  note 
books.  The  value  of  this  case  comes  from  having  in  a  separate  tray 
all  the  information  collected  bearing  upon  each  of  the  mineral  re- 
sources of  the  state.  The  cards  used  in  this  case  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustration,  Plate  VI.  By  referring  to  this  case  one 
can  answre  in  a  few  moments  any  inquiry  for  information  on  the  lead 
deposits  of  Dent  or  any  other  county,  provided  such  data  have  ever 
been  collected. 

These  two  cases  provide  the  Bureau  with  the  most  efficient  and  prac- 
tical system  of  keeping  a  record  of  the  resources  of  the  state  that  has 
yet  been  devised. 
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It  may  be  well  to  state  that  it  is  not  expected  that  these  card  record 
cases  will  be  of  any  more  than  occasional  value  for  several  years.  Each 
year,  however,  as  information  is  stored  away  in  them,  they  will  increase 
in  value.  For  the  next  ten  years  they  will  constitute  reservoirs,  or  the 
houses,  wherein  the  grain  to  be  used  in  future  years  will  be  stored.  A 
record  of  this  kind,  carefully  preserved,  will  eventually  be  invaluable  to 
the  citizens  of  Missouri,  where  the  mineral  resources  are  of  such  a  diver- 
sified character. 

This  card  record  system  has  been  extended  into-  other  departments 
of  the  Bureau.  A  case  with  nine  trays,  carrying  cards  three  by  five  (3x5) 
inches  in  size,  has  been  provided  for  keeping  a  record  of  all  publications 
received  and  distributed  by  the  Bureau.  The  publications  of  the  Bureau 
are  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  from  all  countries  we  are  receiving 
scientific  publications  in  exchange. 

On  the  front  and  at  the  top  of  the  cards  used  in  this  case  is 
written  the  name  of  the  state  or  country,  the  name  of  the  city  and 
the  name  of  the  person  or  organization  to  which  the  bureau  pub- 
lications are  sent.  On  the  lower  half  of  the  card  is  a  list,  by  num- 
ber, of  the  reports  which  have  been  published  by  the  Bureau  and 
a  list  of  those  which  will  probably  be  issued  during  the  next  ten 
or  fifteen  years.  A  cross  drawn  through  any  number  indicates  that 
this  volume  has  been  sent  to  the  address  written  on  the  card.  On  the 
back  of  the  card  is  a  record  of  the  volumes  received  from  the  individual 
or  society  whose  name  appears  on  the  front  card.  This  system  of  re- 
cording exchanges  enables  us  to  keep  a  record  of  all  reports  distrib- 
uted, with  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  to  whom  sent,  and  also 
a  record  of  all  publications  received  in  exchange. 

Another  four-tray  card  record  case,  with  cards  four  by  six  inches, 
is  used  for  keeping  a  permanent  inventory  of  stock  and  the  accounts  of 
the  Bureau.  The  stock  of  the  Bureau  is  classified  as  permanent  and 
temporary.  In  the  first  class  are  included  desks,  chairs,  cabinets,  instru- 
ments, etc.  In  the  second  are  included  note  books,  stationery,  chemicals, 
etc.  The  permanent  stock  is  distributed  through  the  building,  in  the 
library,  museum  and  offices.  Each  article  in  a  room  is  charged  against 
that  room,  and  the  person  to  whom  the  room  is  assigned  is  responsible 
for  the  furnishings  and  instruments  in  that  room. 

The  money  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Bureau  is  ex- 
pended  in  general  in  three  directions:  (1)  for  salaries,  (2)  for  traveling 
expenses  and  (3)  for  supplies.  A  record  of  the  amounts  expended  for 
thee€  purposes  IS  kept  on  separate  cards,  and  it  requires  only  a  few  min- 
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utes  for  one  to  ascertain  the  amount  which  has  been  expended  in  all 
or  any  one  of  these  directions. 

Cards  are  also  kept  which  show  the  amount  which  has  been  drawn 
by  each  member  of  the  Bureau  for  each  of  these  purposes.  Accounts  are 
also  kept  with  various  manufacturing  concerns  and  local  companies  from 
whom  supplies  are  regularly  purchased.  Accounts  are  also  kept  with 
instruments,  stationery,  furniture,  etc.,  so  that  one  can  ascertain  very 
quickly  the  amount  which  has  been  expended  for  each  of  these  purposes. 

Before  the  records  of  the  Bureau  are  complete,  two  more  card  cases 
must  be  provided,  one  for  a  record  of  the  cabinet  specimens  in  the  museum 
and  the  other  for  cataloging  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  library. 
Every  specimen  should  have  a  number  and  every  book  should  be  lettered 
and  numbered.  The  location  of  specimens  and  books  in  the  cases  or  on 
the  shelves  should  be  recorded  on  the  card  with  which  they  are 
catalogued.  The  photographs,  plates,  cuts,  maps  and  everything  else 
should  be  thus  indexed. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  obtain  these  additional  cases  and  continue  the 
cataloging  as  rapidly  as  time  and  money  will  permit.  After  they  are 
finally  in  shape,  they  can  be  maintained  easily  and  at  a  moderate  ex- 
pense. 

The  time  which  will  be  saved  to  the  members  of  the  Bureau  will 
many  times  compensate  them  for  the  trouble  and  pains  necessary  to  keep 
the  system  up.  It  would  even  be  profitable  to  employ  a  stenographer 
especially  for  this  work,  if  it  could  not  be  carried  on  by  the  stenographer 
who  does  the  general  work  of  the  office. 

The  above  discussion  has  carried  us  somewhat  away  from  the  De- 
partment as  a  Bureau  of  Information,  but  the  entire  card  record  system 
is  so  intimately  connected  that  one  part  cannot  well  be  discussed  without 
the  other. 

Upon  any  subject  that  pertains  to  the  organization  or  work  of  the 
Bureau,  whether  it  be  a  record  of  drill  holes  in  St.  Francois  county  or  a 
record  of  the  accounts  for  December,  the  card  system  places  us  in  a  po- 
sition where  we  can  answer  inquiries  quickly  and  accurately. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  U.  S.  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Bureau  to  co-operate  with  and  keep  in  close 
enough  touch  with  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  to  know  what  work 
is  contemplated  for  Missouri,  so  that  there  will  be  no  chance  for 
duplication.  This  year  there  has  been  expended  by  the  U.  S.  Geo- 
logical Survey,  in  geological  and  topographical  work  in  Missouri 
about  $8,000,  or  a  sum  nearly  equal  to  that  appropriated  by  this 
state  for  geological  work  for  the  same  period.   Five  thousand  dol-

lars  of  this  has  been  spent  in  a  geological  investigation  of  the  Joplin 
district,  and  the  other  three  thousand  in  making  a  topographic  map  of 
the  so-called  Versailles  sheet,  which  includes  a  portion  of  Morgan,  Miller, 
Camden  and  Moniteau  counties. 

An  idea  of  the  importance  of  co-operation  between  the  state  and 
United  States  Surveys  will  be  obtained  by  reading  the  following  extracts 
quoted  from  the  twenty-second  annual  report  of  Dr.  Charles  D.  Walcott, 
the  Director  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey : 

"Under  terms  varied  to  suit  the  conditions  of  each  special  case, 
agreements  involving  co-operation  of  some  sort  have  been  made  between 
the  Director  and  State  officials  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  West 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Ohio,  Wisconsin,  North 
Dakota,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Idaho  and  Arizona." 

"The  States  benefit  by  co-operation  in  geology  and  allied  scientific 
activities  by  the  resulting  reduction  in  expense  of  administration  and  the 
possibility  of  a  specialization  in  detail  otherwise  unobtainable." 

"The  Federal  Bureau  benefits  by  the  great  increase  in  funds  available 
for  the  extension  of  its  legitimate  operations.  This  Bureau  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  making  a  topographic  and  geologic  map  of  the  entire 
area  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  of  studying  its  water  resources  and 
reporting  on  its  other  economic  products.  The  expense  of  this  work  to 
the  Federal  Treasury  is  reduced  by  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  vari- 
oue  States  for  co-operative  surveys.  All  agreements  for  co-operation  be- 
ing on  the  basis  of  equal  expenditure,  they  necessarily  reduce  by  one- 
half  the  cost  to  the  Federal  Government  of  conducting  its  operations.  An 
additional  benefit  of  co-operation  is  the  hastening  of  the  completion  of 
the  topographic  map,  which  thus  renders  it  available  at  an  earlier  date 
as  a  base  for  the  further  studies  of  economic  resources — geology,  hydrog- 
raphy and  the  classification  of  lands.'' 

''One  important  point  to  be  considered  in  all  such  work  is  that  the 
general  plans  and  methods  of  the  Federal  Survey  can  not  be  set  aside 
on  account  of  State  co-operation.  At  the  present  time  the  funds  available 
for  co-operation  are  so  limited  that  its  further  extension  is  dependent 
upon  increase  of  appropriations  by  Congress.  It  is  against  the  policy 
of  the  Survey  that  work  on  important  areas  or  subjects  should  be 
Stopped  in  order  that  co-operation  with  individual  States  may  be 
extended.  The  Director  is  willing  to  enter  in  a  co-operative  agree- 
ment only  when  the  interests  of  the  country  as  a  whole  will  be  ben- 
efiitted.w 

"The  total  cosl  <>f  mapping  the  State  of  Massachusetts  was  $107,845. 
Thia  is  exclusive!  however,  of  much  of  the  primary  triangulation,  which 
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was  executed  by  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.  The 
total  average  cost  of  this  work  was  at  the  rate  of  $12.90  per  square  mile." 

*  *  "The  total  expense  of  making  the  topographic  survey  of  New 
Jersey  was  $54,744.58.  Of  this  sum  the  United  States  Geological  Survey 
expended  $35,073.98.  The  total  cost  of  mapping  the  State  was  at  the  rate 
of  $6.93  per  square  mile,  exclusive,  however,  of  three-fourths  of  the 
primary  triangulation,  which  had  been  previously  executed  by  the  United 
States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey."  *  *  *  "Co-operation  with  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  was  commenced  in  the  year  1899  by  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  two  years,  1899- 1900,  of  the  sum  of  $40,000,  which  has  been 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  commissioners,  George  W. 
McNees,  Simon  Harrold  and  F.  D.  Barker."  *  *  *  "Co-operation 
with  the  State  of  North  Carolina  was  commenced  during  the  current  year 
by  the  allottment  of  $20,000  for  the  two  years,  1 901 -1902,  by  Governor 
Charles  B.  Aycock  from  the  funds  of  the  State  agricultural  commission." 
*  *  *  "Co-operation  with  the  State  of  West  Virginia  was  commenced 
during  the  current  year  as  a  result  of  the  appropriation  by  the  last  legis- 
lature of  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  the  two  years,  1901-1902." 

"The  appropriations  made  by  the  States  for  co-operative  surveys  are 
accepted  only  for  actual  field  work,  in  which  are  included  the  services 
of  temporary  employees,  who  are  usually  residents  of  the  State,  and  the 
living  and  traveling  expenses  of  the  field  force.  Thus  the  amount  ap- 
propriated by  the  State  is  returned  to  the  people  thereof.  The  appropria- 
tion of  the  Federal  Government  is  devoted  chiefly  to  paying  the  salaries 
of  the  permanent  employees,  a  small  portion  of  it  being  expended  on 
general  administration  and  a  considerable  portion  on  field  and  office 
work.  The  field  work  of  the  co-operative  topographic  surveys  is  invari- 
ably in  charge  of  topographers  or  assistant  topographers  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey,  who  are  appointed,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission,  by  the  honorable  Secretarv 
of  the  Interior.  All  assistant  surveyors,  as  levelmen,  transitmen,  etc., 
and  such  helpers  as  rodmen,  teamsters  and  cooks,  are  employed,  under 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  in  the  locality  in  which 
the  work  is  being  done  and  under  the  terms  of  a  signed  application  and 
agreement,  which  they  must  file  when  seeking  such  employment." 

"The  topographic  map  is  the  base  upon  which  the  field  investigations 
of  the  geologists  and  hydrographers  are  recorded,  and  which  makes  pos- 
sible a  broader  and  more  general  study  of  the  results  than  is  otherwise 
practicable.  It  was  at  once  realized  by  State  officials  to  whom  such  in- 
vestigation had  been  assigned  that  an  accurate  and  comprehensive  per- 
formance of  their  duties  was  impossible  without  an  adequate  topographic 
base  map.    The  expense  of  making  such  maps,  however,  was  found  to 
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exceed  in  most  instances  the  resources  procurable  from  state  aid,  and  the 
lack  of  skilled  men  required  in  making  such  surveys  was  a  barrier  not 
easily  surmounted.  Competent  topographers  are  rare,  and  there  is  little 
inducement  for  young  engineers  of  ability  to  make  this  their  profession 
outside  of  the  work  of  the  General  Government  while  there  is  so  little 
opportunity  for  steady  employment  elsewhere.  By  co-operating  with  the 
Federal  Survey  it  was  apparent  that  the  opportunities  for  systematic  map- 
ping would  be  greatly  increased  in  the  States  availing  themselves  of  the 
personnel  and  administrative  knowledge  of  the  Survey." 

"Accordingly,  the  first  important  step  in  the  development  of  the  ex- 
isting system  of  co-operation  was  in  connection  with  the  extension  of 
topographic  mapping.  The  benefits  to  the  State  from  co-operation  are 
numerous.  It  gains  a  complete  topographic  map  of  its  area,  which  is  of 
importance  to  the  development  of  its  numerous  economic  resources  and 
greatly  facilitates  the  study  and  perfection  of  all  engineering  plans  and 
works.   Among  other  uses  of  the  topographic  maps  are  the  following: 

1.  Educational. — (a)  By  promoting  an  exact  knowledge  of 
the  country ;  (b)  by  serving  teachers  and  pupils  in  geographic  studies. 

2.  Practical. — As  preliminary  maps  for  planning  engineering 
projects.  Highways,  electric  roads,  railroads,  aqueducts  and  sewerage 
plants  may  be  laid  out  on  them,  and  the  cost  of  preliminary  surveys  may 
be  saved.  Areas  of  catchment  for  water  supply,  sites  for  reservoirs  and 
routes  of  canals  may  be  ascertained  from  these  maps. 

3.  Political. — In  all  questions  relating  to  political  or  legislative 
matters.  For  these  purposes  they  afford  accurate  information  as  to  the 
relations  of  boundaries  and  towns  to  natural  features. 

4.  Administrative  and  Military. — In  all  questions  relating  to 
Federal  or  State  administrations  of  public  works,  as  canals,  reservations, 
parks,  highways  and  as  military  base  maps  on  which  to  plan  works  of 
offense,  defense,  camps,  marches,  etc. 

5.  Statistical. — As  base  maps  for  the  graphic  representation 
of  all  facts  relating  to  population,  industries,  products  or  other  statistical 
information. 

6.  Economic — As  a  means  for  showing  the  location,  extent  and 
accessibility  of  lands,  waters,  forests  and  valuable  minerals.  In  this  re- 
spect these  maps  are  indispensable  to  State  and  Federal  bureaus,  and  to 
owners,  investors  and  corporations. 

Tn  addition,  as  an  incident  in  the  making  of  a  topographic  map,  mon- 
uments are  established  throughout  the  State,  the  positions  of  which  are 
accurately  determined  by  geodetic  methods  and  which  serve  as  datum 
points  for  all  other  Government,  private  and  cadastral  surveys.  There 
arc  also  established  throughout  the  State  bench  marks  or  permanent 
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monuments  which  furnish  datum  elevations  for  the  future  determinations 
of  height  in  connection  with  all  public  or  private  engineering  works. 
Meridian  marks  are  established  at  each  county  seat,  which  aid  local  and 
county  surveyors  in  determining  the  declination  of  their  compasses  and 
which  thus  greatly  facilitate  the  search  for  old  property  lines." 

"The  maps  that  result  from  these  co-operative  surveys  show,  in  dif- 
ferent colors,  both  in  the  manuscript  and  in  the  published  edition,  the 
following  principal  facts: 

1.  Public  culture,  printed  in  black,  which  includes  the  exact  plan 
of  every  road,  lane,  path,  railroad,  street,  dam,  public  boundaries,  names, 
etc. 

2.  The  hydrography,  or  water,  printed  in  blue,  including  all  lakes, 
rivers,  streams,  swamps,  marshes,  reservoirs,  springs,  etc. 

3.  The  relief,  or  surface  forms,  printed  in  brown,  including  the 
shapes  of  the  hills,  valleys  and  ravines,  their  elevations  and  depressions, 
and  the  slopes  of  every  rise  or  fall  in  its  surface  of  the  land. 

The  topographic  maps  produced  by  co-operative  surveys  are  en- 
graved on  copper  and  printed  from  stone.  The  co-operating  States  have 
the  benefit  of  this  publication  without  further  expense,  and  the  residents 
of  the  State,  as  well  as  its  officials,  may  purchase  the  maps  at  rates  of 
5  cents  per  sheet  or  $2  per  hundred."  • 

Co-operation  should  extend  beyond  the  United  States  Geological  Sur- 
vey and  include  the  Bureau  of  Soils,  the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  and  the  Bureau  of  Hydrography.  The  work  of  all  of  these 
Federal  bureaus  is  valuable  and  their  attention  should  be  directed  to 
the  state  of  Missouri.  A  soil  survey  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Soils  was  begun  last  season  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state.  A  little 
assistance  or  encouragement  in  this  work  by  the  Bureau  of  Geology  and 
Mines  might  induce  the  department  to  continue  indefinitely  this  survey. 
The  other  Bureaus  Have  done  very  little  work  in  Missouri.  Correspond- 
ence with  the  Department  of  Hydrography  leads  me  to  believe  that  be- 
fore the  end  of  next  season  stations  for  taking  hydrographic  observa- 
tions will  be  established. 

RELATION  TO  SCIENTIFIC  ORGANIZATIONS,  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY, ETC. 

This  Bureau  should  not  only  direct  its  attention  to  the  development 
of  the  mineral  resources  of  Missouri,  but  it  should  also  interest  itself  in 
the  dissemination  of  Geological  and  other  Scientific  information  which 
may  lead  to  a  better  understanding,  on  the  part  of  the  people,  of  the  geog- 
raphy and  geology  of  the  state.    The  scientific  and  engineering  societies 
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of  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  ought  to  be  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Bureau  and  the  Bureau  ought,  in  turn,  to  assist  in  sustaining  these  or- 
ganizations. 

Much  can  be  done  to  aid  the  work  of  the  Bureau  by  the  Business 
Men's  organizations  of  such  places  as  Joplin  and  Aurora  through  friendly 
and  social  intercourse  between  the  members  of  each  organization.  These 
clubs  can  assist  the  Bureau  very  greatly  in  its  work  in  the  districts  in 
which  they  are  located  and  the  Bureau  can  undoubtedly,  in  a  measure, 
contribute  to  the  success  of  their  mining  enterprises. 

There  are  many  men  in  the  state,  some  of  whom  are  members  of 
local  scientific  societies,  who  have  a  deep  interest  in  the  scientific  work 
of  the  Bureau.  These  men  can  aid  the  Bureau  very  greatly  in  the  com- 
munities in  which  they  live,  and  they  can  rest  assured  that  the  Bureau 
will  always  be  glad  to  assist  them  to  any  information  which  it  may  pos- 
sess. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Bureau  may  be  able  to  avail  itself  of  the  service 
of  the  young  men  graduating  from  the  University  and  School  of  Mines, 
who  have  had  special  training  in  geology  and  mineralogy.  However,  it 
requires  a  thorough  knowledge  of  geology  and  mineralogy,  in  its  many 
branches,  to  fit  a  person  for  an  assistant's  position  in  the  Bureau.  The  state 
should  provide  abundantly  for  the  training  of  young  men  along  these 
lines  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  employ  men  from  other  states. 
Thus  far  the  Bureau  has  employed  all  the  different  men  from  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  different  colleges  of  the  state,  who  have  had  the  necessary 
training,  to  perform  the  duties  of  field  assistant.  It  is  of  mutual  advan- 
tage to  the  Bureau  and  the  University  to  have  men  employed  in  the  work 
of  the  Bureau  who  have  been  trained  at  the  University  of  Missouri. 

PETITIONS. 

The  forty-first  general  assembly  amended  Chapter  no  of  the  Revised 
statutes  of  1899  by  adding  the  following  new  section,  known  as  section 
7503b: 

"Section  7503b.  On  presentation  of  a  petition  to  the  state  geologist, 
signed  by  not  less  than  fifty  freeholders  who  reside  in  the  neighborhood 
of  lands  situated  in  any  county  in  this  state  which  they  may  believe  to 
contain  valuable  or  have  found  valuable  ore,  clays,  rocks,  coal,  mineral, 
oils  or  mineral  matter,  said  petition  being  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  in  which  the  petitioners  reside  to  contain  the  names  of  fifty 
freeholders  residing  within  the  neighborhoods  of  the  lands,  which  lands 
shall  be  described  in  the  petition  according  to  government  surveys, 
is  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  geologist  in  person  or  by  assistant,  as 
soon  as  practicable  to  examine  and  inspect  said  lands  and  make  a  report 
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and  map  as  to  existence  on  said  lands  of  valuable  ores,  clays,  coals,  min- 
eral, oils  or  mineral  matter  found  and  embody  the  same  in  his  report  now 
directed  to  be  made  by  section  7503,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  1899." 

In  compliance  with  these  instructions  the  State  Geologist  has  an- 
swered in  person  all  petitions  for  the  examination  of  mineral  lands  and 
furnished  to  the  parties  interested  a  written  report  covering  the  results 
of  such  examinations.  As  far  as  time  would  permit  the-  State  Geologist 
has  also  answered  requests,  which  were  unaccompanied  by  a  petition,  for 
an  examination  of  mineral  lands.  In  these  cases  the  parties  making  the 
request  were  required  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  there  was  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  finding  mineral. 

The  petitions,  as  a  rule,  came  either  from  local  companies  or  from 
communities  interested  in  prospecting  for  oil,  coal,  lead  and  zinc,  or  in  de- 
veloping stone  quarries.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  petitions  received 
and  copies  of  the  answers  returned  under  the  present  administration :

To  the  above  petition  the  following  report  was  submitted : 

Geological  Report  on  an  Examination  of  Lands  in  the  Vicinity  of 

Newburg. 

In  response  to  a  petition,  signed  by  J.  W.  Grayson  and  72  others, 
I  visited  the  land  above  described,  making  an  examination  of  the  differ- 
ent prospects  and  studying  the  relation  of  the  various  formations  of  that 
region.  The  examination  of  the  lands  was  made  in  company  with  John 
A.  Chambers  and  J.  L.  Buskett. 

The  strata  which  outcrop  in  this  area  consists  mainly  of  what  have 
been  known  as  the  Second  Saccharoidal  Sandstone,  and  the  Third  Mag- 
nesian  limestone.  A  large  part  of  the  ridge  lands  of  this  area  are  covered 
with  soil  which  is  underlain  by  chert  or  sandstone  beds  of  the  Second 
Saccharoidal  Sandstone  formation.  As  near  as  could  be  determined  from 
aneroid  barometer  measurments,  the  sandstone  formation  is  about  140 
feet  thick.  The  aneroid  barometer  indicated  that  the  bottom  of  the  sand- 
stone formation  was  normally  about  160  feet  above  the  level  of  Little 
Piney  River  at  Newburg.  In  some  places,  however,  the  sandstone  occurs 
at  a  much  lower  horizon,  coming  in  somewhat  abruptly  along  the  sides 
and  heads  of  some  of  the  draws.   In  one  instance,  sandstone  was  observed 
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on  one  side  of  a  draw  at  the  same  elevation  as  the  magnesian  limestone 
on  the  other  side.  There  is  evidence  in  this  region,  as  elsewhere  in  the 
Ozark  uplands,  of  mechanical  deformation  of  the  beds.  Whether  or  not 
the  displacement  of  the  sandstone  blocks  can  be  attributed  to  the  forces 
by  which  the  Ozark  uplift  was  formed,  still  remains  in  doubt. 

The  finding  of  misplaced  strata  and  the  observations  which  go  to 
show  that  some  of  the  third  magnesian  limestone  beds  are  vesicular  or 
filled  with  small  drusy  cavities,  give  evidence  that  the  rock  at  some  places 
may  have  possessed  the  conditions  which  are  favorable  for  the  concentra- 
tion of  lead  and  zinc  ores. 

The  numerous  springs  which  occur  in  this  area  and  the  abundance 
of  water  flowing  in  the  Little  Piney  River,  give  evidence  of  circulating 
waters,  which  are  a  necessary  agent  in  the  deposition  of  ore  bodies  in 
rock  such  as  occurs  in  this  region.  That  the  circulating  waters  of  this 
region,  at  one  time  or  another,  have  carried  lead  and  zinc  ores  in  solution, 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  these  ores  actually  occur  as  a  replacement  in  the 
Third  Magnesian  limestone  formation. 

The  problem  which  presents  itself  to  the  prospector  is  to  find  a 
locality  where  conditions  have  been  favorable  for  the  concentration  of  the 
ores  into  bodies  of  workable  size. 

During  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  at  Newburg  an  examination  was 
made  of  such  portions  of  sec.  36,  T.  37,  R.  9  W.,  as  are  mentioned  in  the 
above  descriptions.  In  the  S.  W.  %  of  the  N.  W.  Y\  of  this  section  a  drift 
has  been  run  into  the  hillside  following  zinc  ores,  both  the  sulphide  and 
carbonate,  with  the  hope  of  encountering  a  workable  deposit.  The  drift 
is  about  200  feet  long  and  is  almost  level.  It  was  run  in  on  very  hard 
ground,  consisting  partially  of  chert  or  flint.  In  a  number  of  places  in 
the  drift  zinc  sulphide  and  zinc  carbonate  occur,  filling  or  lining  small 
irregular  cavities.  These  ores  of  zinc  usually  occur  together.  The  car- 
bonate forms  a  periphery  around  the  blende  and  is  undoubtedly  an  altera- 
tion product  of  it. 

From  such  observations  as  it  was  possible  to  make,  it  appears  that 
the  zinc  ore  does  not  occur  in  any  well  defined  sheet  or  vein.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  bed  of  magnesian  limestone,  in  which  the  drift  has 
been  run,  contains  numerous  cavities  and  irregular  clay  openings,  in  many 
of  which  ore  has  been  deposited.  The  clay  which  occurs  with  the  zinc, 
however,  has  in  all  probability  been  brought  in  and  deposited  subsequent 
to  the  original  deposition  of  the  zinc  ore. 

In  one  place,  near  where  the  drift  branches,  the  flint  rock  is  some- 
what brecctated,    At  this  place,  both  the  carbonate  and  sulphide  of  zinc 
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were  moderately  plentiful.  The  mineral  in  the  clay  pockets  is  ordinarily 
galena  and  not  zinc  sulphide  or  blende. 

At  this  place  the  base  of  the  sandstone  formation  is  about  160  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  Little  Piney,  which  flows  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  in 
which  the  drift  is  located.  The  first  galena  found  at  this  place  during 
the  early  days  was  picked  up  about  15  feet  below  the  contact  between  the 
sandstone  and  the  limestone  beds.  About  50  or  60  feet  below  this  con- 
tact another  horizon  was  examined,  in  which  irregular  masses  of  carbon- 
ate and  sulphide  ores  were  observed,  partly  filling  the  irregular  cavities 
of  the  rock. 

In  general,  at  this  place,  lead  and  zinc  ores  have  been  found  at  three 
different  horizons  in  a  thickness  of  about  160  feet  of  Third  Magnesian 
limestone. 

If  I  were  to  recommend  anything  in  the  way  of  development  at  this 
place,  I  would  suggest  that  search  be  made  for  a  possible  broken  or  brec- 
ciated  zone  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  drift.  The  only  evidence  of  such 
a  zone  was  the  small  width  of  brecciated  chert  found  near  the  place  where 
the  tunnel  branches. 

On  the  second  day,  the  19th  of  April,  an  examination  was  made  of 
the  S.  E.  yA  of  the  N.  W.  *4  of  sec.  3,  T.  36,  R.  9  W.,  on  which  is  located 
a  prospect  in  which  Mr.  J.  L.  Buskett  is  interested.  The  barometer 
showed  that  the  sandstone  at  this  place  was  normally  about  165  feet  above 
the  Little  Piney  River  'at  Newburg.  The  top  of  the  Buskett  shaft  was 
found  to  be  about  135  feet  above  the  river.  Thirty  feet  above  the  mouth 
of  the  shaft  is  a  contact  between  the  limestone  and  sandstone  and  the 
latter  continues  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  about  90  feet  above. 

The  Buskett  shaft  was  sunk  several  ^years  ago  and  is  now  filled  with 
water.  For  this  reason  I  was  unable  to  examine  the  rocks  beneath  the 
surface.  Mr.  Buskett  furnished  me  with  the  following  section,  showing 
the  rocks  passed  through  and  the  thickness  of  each  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom  of  the  shaft: 

No.  1.   2>lA  feet  s°il  and  clay  with  lead  in  clay. 

No.  2.    iy2  feet  hard  mottled  flint. 

No.  3.  3^2  feet  hard  gray  brittle  limestone  and  flint  nodules. 
Veins  running  north  and  south  with  lead  and  zinc. 

No.  4.  3  feet  bluish-gray  sandstone.  Some  lead  and  zinc.  Veins 
continue. 

No.  5.  y/2  feet  gray  siliceous  limestone  containing  nodules  of  flint. 
Veins  continue  carrying  barite  and  sphalerite. 

No.  6.  2T/2  feet  black  and  blue  flint,  with  nodules  of  gray  limestone. 
Considerable  zinc  sulphide  and  barite.

Xo.  7.  4  feet  limestone,  similar  to  No.  3,  and  barite,  but  no  lead  or 
zinc.    Lower  part  merges  into  white  flint. 

Xo.  8.  About  14  feet  very  white  brittle  flint  for  about  5  feet,  then  3 
or  4  feet  containing  nodules  or  yellowish  gray  limestone.  The  lower  6 
or  7  feet  contains  clay  openings,  carrying  barite  and  some  zinc  and  lead. 

When  the  three  feet  of  bluish  gray  sandstone  was  encountered,  the 
water  came  in  very  strong  and  increased  until  at  a  depth  of  35  feet,  it 
was  impossible  to  handle  it  except  with  a  large  pump.  Quite  a  number 
of  pieces  of  rock  containing  zinc  in  the  form  of  the  sulphide  and  carbon- 
ate were  scattered  about  the  shaft.  These  were  examined  and  found  to 
resemble  closely  the  deposits  occurring  on  sec.  36,  T.  37,  R.  9  W.  Appar- 
ently most  of  the  mineral  occurs  in  irregular  cavities  in  the  rock,  al- 
though a  rather  clearly  defined  vein  probably  occurs  near  the  surface 
where  this  shaft  was  sunk.  The  beds  in  which  ore  was  encountered  are 
probably  the  same  as  those  occurring  in  the  previously  described 
locality. 

The  next  property  examined  was  the  S.  E.  *4  of  the  S.  W.  %.  of 
sec.  34,  T.  37,  R.  9  W.,  on  which  a  drill  hole  had  been  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  nearly  100  feet.  This  place  is  about  95  feet  bove  the  level  of  the  Little 
Piney  River  at  Newburg.  At  a  depth  of  98  feet,  it  is  reported  that  an 
opening  carrying  mineral  was  struck. 

On  the  N.  W.  l/4  of  the  N.  E.  VA  of  sec.  6,  T.  36,  R.  9  W.,  outcrops 
were  examined  in  the  vicinity  of  three  shafts,  from  all  of  which  zinc  ores 
have  been  taken.  The  different  shafts  were  all  sunk  near  the  bottom  of 
a  small  but  somewhat  precipitous  ravine — two  on  the  west  and  one  on  the 
east  slope.  The  first  shaft  was  sunk  to  a  depth  of  57  feet.  Eighteen  feet 
from  the  surface  a  drift  was  run  west  40  feet.  This  shaft  passed  through 
about  17  feet  of  loose  bouldery  clay  at  the  surface,  the  remainder  being 
in  solid  rock.  Occasional  large  bunches  of  crystalized  galena  were  found 
in  cavities  in  the  rock  through  which  the  drift  was  made.  This  ledge  is 
about  60  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  sandstone  formation  and  corre- 
sponds in  position  with  the  upper  zinc-bearing  limestone  bed  observed  on 
sec.  36,  T.  37,  R.  9  W.,  and  with  the  lowest  bed  in  Buskett's  shaft. 

The  second  shaft,  on  the  west  side  of  the  draw,  had  a  depth  of  20  feet, 
01  which  16  feet  arc  in  talus,  2  feet  in  flint,  and  2  feet  in  a  clay  seam.  Both 
zinc  and  lead,  in  the  form  of  the  sulphide,  are  reported  as  occurring  in  a 
scam  below  the  talus.  The  seam  is  said  to  trend  in  a  northwest  southeast 
direction. 

'flic  shaft  011  the  east  side  of  the  draw  has  a  depth  of  20  feet.  About 
12  feet  from  the  surface,  a  drift  was  run  west  at  the  same  level  as  the 
drift  in  No.  1.  Some  zinc  blende,  zinc  carbonate,  and  galena  occur  in 
this  drift,  partially  filling  the  irregular  openings  in  the  limestone.  In 
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this  drift  the  lead  and  zinc  occur  together.  Iron  pyrites  is  associated,  to 
a  considerable  extent,  with  all  the  lead  and  zinc  ores  taken  from  these 
shafts.  Several  drill  holes  have  been  sunk  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  shafts,  and  although  it  is  reported  that  galena  was  found,  it  does  not 
appear  that  any  workable  ore  body  was  encountered. 

After  examining  the  above  described  land,  I  inspected  the  S.  W.  *4 
oi  the  S.  E.  34  of  sec.  33,  T.  37,  R.  9  W.,  where  several  small  holes  had 
been  dug  into  the  hillside.  At  a  horizon  about  55  or  60  feet  below  the 
sandstone  some  lead  and  zinc  have  been  found,  but  not  in  any  larger  quan- 
tity than  on  the  previously  described  property. 

Conclusions. 

After  considering  carefully  the  conditions  in  this  area  and  reflecting 
upon  the  developments  which  have  been  carried  on,  it  is  thought  that 
one  would  be  justified  in  saying  that  thus  far  the  prospecting  has  not 
brought  to  light  any  very  large  body  of  ore.  It  appears  that  the 
strata  which  carry  the  lead  and  zinc  ores,  are  open  porous  rocks,  and 
the  relation  of  the  sandstone  and  limestone  formations  leads  me 
to  feel  that  there  may  be  in  this  region  places  where  open  ground  has  been 
sufficiently  extensive  to  account  for  the  deposition  of  lead  and  zinc  in 
workable  quantities.  If  one  could  find  a  moderately  wide  zone  of  breccia- 
tion  or  a  considerable  thickness  of  open  vesicular  rock  in  which  the  lead 
and  zinc  ores  could  have  been  deposited,  he  would  be  thoroughly  justified 
in  continuing  prospecting  by  drifting  or  sinking"  shafts. 

It  is  believed,  however,  as  a  whole,  that  not  enough  attention  has  been 
given  to  a  consideration  of  the  conditions  necessary  for  the  occurrence 
of  an  ore  body  and  that  more  money  should  be  spent  in  work  preliminary 
to  the  sinking  of  shafts  and  running  of  drifts  than  is  being  done  at  the 
present  time.  It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  any  company  or  corpora- 
tion to  employ  a  competent  economic  or  mining  geologist,  for  two 
months,  searching  for  the  conditions  which  indicate  favorable  localities 
for  prospecting  before  sinking  shafts  or  running  drifts.  The  expendi- 
ture of  $300  or  $400  in  preliminary  work  would  be  money  well  expended. 

If  it  is  the  intention  to  continue  work  on  the  shafts  and  drifts  at  any 
of  the  localities  which  were  inspected,  the  showing  made  on  sec.  36, 
T.  36,  R.  9  W.,  is  most  favorable.  In  continuing  work  in  this  tunnel 
it  would  be  wise  to  sink  down  on  the  brecciated  or  broken  ground  as 
closely  as  possible,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  lead  to  more  favorable 
conditions. 

The  fact  that  the  shafts  at  the  other  localities  examined  were  filled 
with  water,  making  it  impossible  to  thoroughly  examine  the  properties, 
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impels  me  to  refrain  from  making'  any  comparisons.  I  believe  that  if  it 
had  been  possible  to  have  inspected  the  underground  conditions  at  the 
three  places,  I  would  have  found  them  to  have  differed  very  little. 

I  trust  that  in  this  report  I  have  made  myself  clear,  and  should  there 
be  any  questions  or  explanations  necessary,  I  hope  you  will  feel  at  liberty 
to  call  on  me  and  I  will  make  such  explanations  as  I  can.  Respectfully

The  above  petition  was  answered  and  the  following  report  submitted 
to  the  interested  parties : 

GEOLOGICAL  REPORT  ON  AN  EXAMINATION  OF  LANDS  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

KINGSTON. 

Tn  answer  to  your  petition  of  October  28th,  igor,  T  spent  April  15th 
and  1 6th  in  making  an  examination  of  the  above  described  lands. 

During  the  first  day  of  this  examination.  T  was  accompanied  by  Mr. 
C.  W.  M.  Love  and  Mr.  Horace  Johnston,  and  the  second  day  by  Mr. 
Horace  Johnston.  The  purpose  of  this  trip  was  to  ascertain,  if  possible, 
whether  the  indications  for  petroleum  and  gas  in  this  vicinity  are  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  dee])  drilling. 

The  rocks  around  Kingston  belong  to  the  Upper  Carboniferous  forma- 
tion, many  of  the  ridges  exposing  what  is  known  as  the  Bethany  lime- 
stone. Below  the  Bethany  limestone,  there  is  probably  a  thickness  of 
about  400  feet  of  Upper  Carboniferous  rock,  below  which  occurs  Lower 

( Carboniferous  limestone. 

There  are  certain  conditions  controlling  the  occurrence  and  distribu- 
tion of  oil  and  gas  which  must:  be  looked  for  in  an  examination  of  prop- 
erty similarly  located  to  that  in  the  vicinity  of  Kingston. 
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First — One  should  determine,  if  passible,  whether  or  not  the  condi- 
tions have  been  present  for  the  production  of  oil  or  gas. 

Second — Whether  there  is  a  reservoir  for  the  storage  of  the  oil  or 

gas. 

Third — Whether  such  reservoir  is  sealed  by  an  overlying  impervious 
strata  of  rocks  through  which  the  oil  or  gas  cannot  escape  to  the  sur- 
face. 

Any  resemblance  which  there  may  be  between  the  surface  features 
of  this  region  and  that  of  the  western  Pennsylvania  or  Ohio  oil  and  gas 
fields,  is  no  justification  for  sinking  a  deep  well  with  the  expectation  of 
finding  oil.  The  escape  of  oil  and  gas  from  the  rocks  has  some  signifi- 
cance in  a  consideration  of  the  probable  occurrence  of  oil  in  any  undevel- 
oped territory,  but  it  must  be  used  in  connection  with  other  phenomena. 
In  some  cases  it  has  a  value  in  locating  oil  wells,  but  the  assumption  that 
the  escape  of  gas  and  oil  at  the  surface  indicates  the  presence  of  great 
reservoirs  underneath  is  often  untrue  and  consequently  misleading.  It"  may 
be  safely  said  that  nine  out  of  every  ten  surface  indications  of  gas  and  oil 
represent  no  large  accumulations  beneath  the  surface. 

The  iridescent  scum  covering  pools  of  stagnant  water  in  marshes  is 
often  referred  to  as  an  indication  of  oil.  This  iridescent  film  is  usually 
hydrous,  iron  oxide  or  bog  iron  ore.  One  must  understand  and  recognize 
the  fact  that  there  are  various  kinds  of  surface  indications,  and  that  by 
far  the  larger  portion  of  them  do  not  indicate  extensive  reservoirs  of  either 
oil  and  gas. 

During  the  two  days  which  were  spent  in  the  vicinity  of  King- 
ston I  found  a  bituminous  limestone  on  the  N.  E.  ]/\  of  the  N.  E.3/4 
and  also  on  the  S.  Y?.  of  the  N.  W.  Y4  of  sec.  34,  T.  57,  R.  27  W.  This 
limestone  occurs  along  a  small  branch  and  shows  the  presence  of  a 
black  tar-like  substance,  which  is  probably  asphalt.  Undoubtedly 
the  same  indications  of  oil  may  be  found  at  other  places  in  this  re- 
gion. The  bitumen  has  its  source  in  the  series  of  rocks  in  which  it 
occurs,  and  is  not  derived  from  a  deep  seated  reservoir. 

From  my  examination  of  this  region  no  conditions  or  surface  in- 
dications were  observed  which  would  warrant  the  presumption  that 
either  oil  or  gas,  in  large  quantities,  will  be  found  by  deep  drilling. 
It  is  possible  that  within  a  depth  of  400  or  500  feet  a  small  quantity 
of  heavy  ptroleum  or  asphalt  might  be  obtained,  but  there  are  no  in- 
dications at  the  surface  which  would  warrant  the  presumption  that 
petroleum  or  gas  occur  below  that  depth.  Deep  drilling  which  has 
been  done  in  north  central  and  northwestern  Missouri  gives  no  en- 
couragement to  deep  drilling  for  petrloeum  or  gas  in  this  part  of 
the  state. 
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I  cannot  consistently  recommend  the  expenditure  of  money  in  this 
region  in  deep  drilling  for  petroleum  or  gas.    Respectfully  submitted,

GEOLOGICAL  REPORT  ON  AN  EXAMINATION  OF  LANDS  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

JERICO. 

In  answer  to  a  petition  of  50  freeholders,  residing  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jerico,  I  examined,  in  company  with  Mr.  S.  P.  Collins,  such  parts  of  the 
above  described  lands  as  were  thought  to  contain  mineral. 

This  examination  showed  the  occurrence  of  a  brown  iron  ore  be- 
tween sections  26  and  27,  T.  34,  R.  28  W.  Some  bituminous  limestone 
on  sec.  14,  T.  33,  R.  28  W. ;  on  "sec.  36,  T.  34,  R.  28  W. ;  and  on  the  S. 
W.  M  of  the  N.  E.  M  of  sec.  3.  T.  33,  R.  28  W.  Spadaleritc  or  zinc 
blende  was  found  in  two  different  shafts  which  have  been  sunk  on 
the  S  Y>  of  sec.  16,  T.  34,  R.  27  W. 

A  large  part  of  the  region  examined  is  underlain  with  Lower  Carbon- 
iferous limestone.  The  ridges  and  hills,  however,  arc  capped  with  Lower 
Coal  Measure  shale  and  sandstone  with  which  arc  interbedded  thin 
layers  of  coal.  The  Lower  Carboniferous  limestone  has,  in  some 
places,  been  weathered  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be  represented  at  the 
present  time  by  a  very  fossiliferous  brown  residual  chert.  These  res- 
idual cherts  were  examined  in  a  great  many  places,  but  I  was  unable 
to  find  that  they  contained  any  ore  in  commercial  quantities. 

Bituminous  limestone,  such  as  is  common  to  the  Lower  Coal 
Measures,  oeeurs  wherever  the  shales  and  sandstones  or  the  upper 
beds  of  the  Lower  Carboniferous  limestone  arc  exposed.  They  have 
no  special  significance  as  to  the  probable  occurrence  of  gas  or  petro- 
leum in  this  region. 
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The  iron  ore,  which  is  a  brown  hematite,  occurs  near  the  base  of  the 
Lower  Coal  Measure  rocks  and  is  pyritiferous.  This  ore  lias  appar- 
ently resulted  from  an  alteration  of  pyritc  or  marcasite.  The  iron  ore 
examined  contains  too  high  a  percentage  of  sulphur  to  be  valuable. 

The  shafts  sunk  on  sec.  16,  T.  34,  R.  27  W.,  have  a  depth  of  70  and 
216  feet,  respectively.  From  both  of  these  shafts  pyrite,  calcite  and  zinc 
blende  were  obtained.  In  the  70-foot  shaft  the  zinc  ore  is  reported  to 
occur  in  thin  seams  and  drusy  cavities  in  the  limestone.  In  the  deep  shaft 
it  is  reported  that  a  4-foot  bed  of  limestone  was  encountered,  which  car- 
ried zinc  blende,  disseminated  throughout  its  entire  thickness. 

It  is  very  certain  that  zinc  blende  has  been  found  in  these  shafts,  but 
the  quantity  which  occurs  in  the  rocks  has  not  been  demonstrated. 

Sufficient  prospecting  with  the  drill  has  not  been  done  to  prove  this 
territory.  The  only  way  by  which  one  can  demonstrate  the  occurrence  of 
a  workable  deposit  of  zinc  ore  in  this  area,  is  to  drill  or  sink  shafts 
into  the  underlying  limestone.  It  is  possible  that  paying  quantities  of 
zinc  ore  may  be  encountered,  but  it  will  require  capital  to  prove  the 
region.

GEOLOGICAL  REPORT  ON  AN  EXAMINATION  OF  LAND3  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

QUINCY. 

In  a  response  to  a  petition,  signed  by  yourself  and  others,  for  the  ex- 
amination of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Ouincy,  I  visited  that  place  March 
2 1st  and  22nd,  and,  in  company  with  yourself  and  others,  inspected  the 
lands  above  described. 

With  the  exception  of  the  higher  ridges  and  hills,  the  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ouincy  is  underlain  with  Lower  Carboniferous  limestone.  In 
a  number  of  places  on  the  higher  ridges  Lower  Coal  Measure  sandstone 
was  observed. 

In  places  the  limestone  is  bituminous,  carrying  small  percentages 
of  what  may  be  asphalt.  The  richest  deposits  of  bituminous  limestone 
were  found  on  the  E.  y2  of  the  N.  E.  sec.  30,  T.  38,  R.  23  W.,  at  which 
place  there  is  a  seam  apparently  filled  with  asphalt.  A  pit  has  been  dug 
on  this  vein,  to  a  depth  of  about  8  feet.    The  vein  is  reported  to  be  18 
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inches  thick,  and  to  continue  to  an  unknown  depth.  At  the  time  that  I 
made  the  inspection,  a  half  harrel  of  asphalt  stood  near  the  pit,  which, 
owing  to  the  spring  freshets,  had  caved  in. 

Bituminous  limestone  was  also  observdc  in  the  N.  W.  \\  sec. 
21.  T.  30,  R.  W.,  and  in  the  middle  of  the  E.  y2  of  sec.  19,  T.  38,  R. 
23  W. 

On  the  S.  W.  %  S.  E.  y4  sec.  24,  T.  38,  R.  23  W.,  a  shaft  has  been 
sunk  to  a  depth  of  about  48  feet,  in  search  of  zinc  and  lead  ores.  This 
shaft  is  on  land  owned  by  John  Brown,  who  kindly  furnished  me 
with  the  following  description  of  the  rocks  passed  through. 

10  to  12  feet  talus. 

6  feet  shaley,  sandy  dolomite. 

6  to  7  feet  coarsely  crystalline  limestone,  carrying  some  calcite. 

6  feet  dense  coarse  crystalline  limestone,  which  has  been  brecciated 
and  recemented  with  calcite. 

20  inches  blue  shale,  in  which  is  disseminated  considerable  zinc 
blende. 

10  to  11  feet  limestone,  chert  and  blue  clay. 
5  feet  of  uniformly  fine  grain  limestone. 

5  feet  of  rough,  bouldery  limestone,  containing  clay  and  pyrite. 

The  relations  of  the  shale  beds  and  limestone  and  the  evidences  of 
brecciation,  combined  with  the  occurrence  of  blende  in  the  20-inch  layer 
of  shale,  leads  me  to  consider  this  an  excellent  prospect.  It  is  thought 
that  the  developments  thus  far  carried  on,  give  sufficient  encourage- 
ment to  warrant  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money  in  continued 
explorations. 

West  of  the  shaft  and  in  the  bed  of  the  creek  there  occurs  consider- 
able quantities  of  barite,  disseminated  through  which  are  bunches  of  ga- 
lena. This  vein  of  barite  seems  to  be  of  considerable  width  and  moder- 
ately free  from  iron  oxide.  The  occurrence  of  galena  with  the  barite 
and  the  relation  which  the  two  bear  to  the  country  rock,  makes  this  also 
a  favorable  point  for  prospecting.  Without  railroad  facilities  it  may 
be  impossible  to  sell  the  barite  at  a  profit,  but  should  railroad  facilities 
be  obtained,  both  the  barite  and  lead,  should  they  be  found  to  occur 
111  considerable  quantities,  will  find  a  ready  market. 

With  the  exception  of  the  asphalt  occurring  in  the  N.  E.  Y\  of  sec. 
30,  T.  38,  l\.  23  W.,  and  the  lead  and  zinc  in  the  localities  above  men- 
tioned, 110  mineral  prospects  were  found  which  would  warrant  the  ex- 
penditure of  any  considerable  money  in  development.

GEOEOGICAL  REPORT  ON  AN   EXAMINATION  OF  EANI)^  JN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

A  ETON. 

The  18th  of  October,  1901,  was  devoted  to  an  examination  of  mineral 
prospects  in  sees.  9,  17,  18,  28,  29,  of  T.  23  N.,  R.  2  W.,  5th  principal 
meridian. 

The  examination  of  these  lands  was  made  in  company  with  Messrs. 
W.  H.  Payne  and  J.  H.  Harder.  The  first  place  examined  was  a  ridge 
on  which  occurred  boulders  of  ferruginous  chert,  mingled  with  ironstone. 
These  iron-bearing  cherts  were  observed  200  paces  northeast  on  the  same 
ridge  and  at  other  places  in  the  vicinity.  Near  the  base  of  the  hill,  on 
which  they  occur,  but  farther  north,  brown  hematite  was  observed,  min- 
gled with  chert  and  forming  a  brecciated  mass.  At  this  place  a  shallow 
hole  had  been  dug,  but  no  body  of  ore  was  revealed. 

The  next  place  visited  was  a  shallow  excavation  in  the  limestone. 
Thin  veins  of  what  appeared  to  be  calcite  were  observed  cutting  the  rock, 
but  there  was  no  evidence  of  zinc  or  other  mineral. 

The  next  place  visited  was  a  shallow  excavation  in  the  side  of  a 
ravine.  This  opening  showed  a  bed  of  white,  yellow  and  purple  clay, 
some  of  which  had  the  appearance  of  chalk.  This  deposit  is  not  consid- 
ered evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  either  lead  or  zinc. 

The  sixth  place  visited  was  a  shallow  excavation,  six  or  eight  feet 
deep,  showing  brown  hematite,  mixed  with  chert.  The  surface  of  the  ore 
is  glazed  in  some  places  and  frequently  has  an  iridescent  sheen.  The 
quality  of  the  hematite  appears  good,  but  the  amount  is  apparently  lim- 
ited. 

The  seventh  place  visited  was  a  small  opening  in  a  yellow  limestone 
ledge  near  Air.  Harder's  field.  This  limestone  does  not  appear  to 
contain  any  lead  or  zinc,  but  thin  veins  of  calcite  occur  in  many 
places. 

The  eighth  place  examined  was  an  outcrop  of  limestone  and  chert 
at  the  head  of  a  neighboring  valley.  The  rock  was  apparently  a  cherty 
dolomite,  containing  layers  or  fragments  of  quartzitic  rock.  The  stone 
is  in  places  stained  brown  with  iron  oxide. 
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The  ninth  place  examined  was  a  shallow  excavation,  seven  feet  deep, 
showing"  a  hard,  flinty  limestone,  containing  drusy  cavities.  An  examina- 
tion of  samples  from  this  place  did  not  reveal  any  minerals  of  importance. 
Across  the  ravine  from  this  place  another  excavation  had  been  made  in 
the  limestone — an  assay  of  which,  by  a  man  named  Ogden,  showed  80 
cents  per  ton  of  gold. 

A  short  distance  east  of  this  excavation  was  another  from  which  a 
sample' of  limestone  is  said  to  have  assayed  $1.20  per  ton. 

Two  shallow  excavations  have  been  made  between  sees.  29  and  30, 
but  there  was  no  mineral  of  value  in  sight. 

The  last  place  examined  was  on  the  east  side  of  sec.  25,  T.  23,  R.  3. 
Here  there  was  exposed  a  deposit  of  manganese  of  unknown  quantity. 
Samples  taken  into  the  laboratory  showed  it  to  be  very  pure  oxide  of 
manganese. 

Conclusion 

The  inspection  of  these  lands  revealed  considerable  quantities  of  a 
good  grade  of  brown  hematite  (iron  ore)  and  evidence  of  manganese  in 
the  form  of  the  oxide.  Nowhere  has  development  progressed  sufficiently 
far  to  warrant  a  statement  concerning  the  quantity  available. 

The  iron  seems  to  be  very  much  scattered  in  small  patches  through- 
out this  area.  Only  one  deposit  of  manganese  was  seen,  but  the  fact  that 
it  occurs  in  this  region  would  justify  one  in  making  a  diligent  search  for 
a  workable  deposit. 

The  rocks  ore  of  such  a  nature  and  the  region  is  so  situated  that 
the  presumption  is  against  the  occurrence  of  gold  and  silver  in  work- 
able quantities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  situation  of  the  land  is  such 
that  one  might  expect  to  find  zinc  ores  in  the  district.  However,  none 
were  found  at  the  places  inspected,  as  shown  by  analyses  made  in  the 
Bureau  laboratory.

GEOLOGICAL  REPORT  ON  A N  EXAMINATION  Of  LANDS  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

(  A  M  ERON. 

The  surface  rock  of  the  land  in  the  area  above  described  is  lime- 
stone.  Tin  streams  have  cut  channels  through  this  limestone  exposing 
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clay,  clay  shale,  carbonaceous  shale  and  a  thin  scam  of  coal.  The  coal 
scam  is  about  2.y2  inches  thick  and  at  one  place  dips  about  12  degrees  N. 
W.  Underneath  the  coal  is  a  thickness  of  2^/2  feet  of  fire  clay,  which 
passes  into  shale,  carrying  many  nodules  of  flint  and  limestone. 

It  appears  from  the  examination  made,  that  this  coal  seam 
is  the  marginal  portion  of  what  may  be  a  larger  deposit  to  the  northwest. 
Whether  a  workable  seam  would  be  found  at  a  shallow  depth  below  the 
creek  bottom  can  only  be  demonstrated  by  drilling  or  sinking  a  shaft  forty 
to  fifty  feet.  The  presumption  is  somewhat  against  the  possibility  of 
striking  a  workable  seam  at  this  depth. 

If  coal  is  not  met  with  at  the  depth  above  mentioned,  I  would  not 
expect  it  to  be  encountered  above  a  depth  of  275  or  300  feet.  The  quan- 
tity of  coal  to  be  found  at  this  depth  is  not  known.  One  would  need 
simply  to  speculate  on  the  favorable  indications. 

Should  you  decide  to  sink  a  shaft  or  drill  a  hole  to  the  depth  of  forty 
or  more  feet,  I  trust  you  will  give  me  an  opportunity  to  examine  the 
material  passed  through.

GEOLOOTCAE  REPORT  ON  AN  EXAMINATION  OE  LANDS  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF 

EXETER. 

In  compliance  of  a  petition  of  50  freeholders  of  Barry  county,  Mo., 
to  inspect  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Exeter,  especially  the  E.  y2  of  the  S.  E. 
%  of  the  S.  W.  54  of  sec.  21,  T.  23,  R.  8,  I  examined  said  property,  in 
company  with  J.  O.  Boucher,  B.  F.  Northcut  and  J.  C.  Crane,  on  the 
1 6th  day  of  October,  1901. 

My  inspection  included  the  examination  of  a  shaft  that  had  been 
sunk  to  a  depth  of  34  or  35  feet  through  clay  and  sandstone  into  about  to 
feet  of  shale.  The  lower  four  feet  of  the  shale  bed  was  bituminous  and 
contained  thin  seams  of  coal.  The  shale  beds  contain  nodules  of  iron 
pyrites,  known  as  sulphide  of  iron.  At  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  there  oc- 
curred a  bed  of  sandstone,  having  a  dark  bituminous  appearance,  similar 
to  certain  beds  encountered  above  the  shale. 

My  inspection  also  included  an  examination  of  a  small  stream  and 
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stagnant  pools  of  water  a  short  distance  west  of  the  shaft.  The  water  in 
the  stagnant  pools  was  covered  with  a  scum  and  contained  a  soft  yellow 
mass  of  iron  oxide. 

The  inspection  further  included  an  examination  of  water  taken  from 
a  well  about  two  miles  northeast  of  where  the  shaft  had  been  sunk.  The 
water  examined  gave  off  no  odor  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  oil  or 
gas. 

The  shale  occurring  in  the  shaft  gives  no  evidence  of  gas  or  oil. 
The  greasy  appearance  on  the  stagnant  pools  of  water  is  due  to  the  ex- 
traction of  iron  oxide  from  the  water,  and  is  no  evidence  of  oil. 

From  the  above  I  would  conclude  that  there  is  very  little  reason  for 
believing  that  oil  or  gas  occurs  below  a  depth  of  300  feet  on  the  property 
examined.  Neither  is  it  probable  that  oil  or  gas  will  be  found  in  any  con- 
siderable quantity  within  300  feet  of  the  surface. 

The  presumption  is  also  against  the  probability  of  obtaining  coal  at 
a  greater  depth  than  300  feet.  Coal  may  be  found  inside  of  this  depth, 
but  whether  or  not  it  occurs  in  workable  quantity  .can  only  be  demon- 
strated by  drilling  or  continuing  the  shaft  to  a  greater  depth.  Respect- 
fullv  submitted.

A  petition  from  G.  C.  Henson,  Sr.,  and  50  freeholders  of  Holt,  Mis- 
souri, for  the  examination  of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  that  city  was  an- 
swered and  reported  on  by  the  acting  State  Geologist  prior  to  the  present 
administration. 

A  petition  of  J.  S.  Carr  and  50  freeholders  of  Center,  Missouri,  was 
found  among  the  papers  of  the  Bureau  after  the  change  of  administration. 
This  petition  gives  no  description  of  the  lands  to  be  examined  and  was 
not  legally  certified  to. 

Besides  the  above  petitions,  a  number  of  requests  for  the  examina- 
tion of  mineral  lands,  which  were  not  accompanied  by  petitions,  have 
been  answered  and  reported  <»n.  All  of  these  requests  have  been  an- 
swered in  person  by  the  State  Geologist.  Among  the  places  visited  for 
the  purpose  Of  making  these  examinations  may  be  mentioned  Fordland, 

Braymer,  Creighton,  Edgar  Springs,  Richmond,  Joplin,  St.  Clair,  Palmer, 
Aurora  and  Winston. 
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DISCUSSION  OF  THE  MINERAL  RESOURCES. 

Asphalt  and  Asphalt  Rock. 

Thus  far  no  workable  deposit  of  asphalt  has  been  found  in  Missouri. 
Thin  seams  or  pockets  in  the  Burlington  limestone,  filled  with  asphalt, 
are  not  uncommon,  but  nowhere  does  the  so-called  "tar"  occur  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  warrant  exploitation. 

Asphaltic  sandstone  and  limestone  are  both  abundant  through  the 
west  central  part  of  the  state.  At  one  place,  Liberal,  the  asphaltic  sand- 
stone is  being  quarried  and  sold  for  curbing  and  sidewalk  purposes.  In 
some  places  the  stone  appears  to  contain  a  sufficiently  high  percentage  of 
bitumen  to  make  it  suitable  for  rock  asphalt  pavements,  but  in  many 
places  the  percentage  is  much  too  low. 

It  is  thought  that  these  deposits,  which  are  scattered  over  a  consid- 
erable area  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  give  sufficient  probability  of 
value  to  warrant  an  examination  by  the  Bureau. 

Barite. 

Barite,  or  barium  sulphate,  on  account  of  its  high  specific  gravity, 
L  commonly  known  as  heavy  spar.  In  commercial  quantities,  it  occurs 
mainly  in  the  central  and  southeastern  parts  of  Missouri,  and  is  usually 
associated  with  the  lead  and  zinc  ores.  The  output  for  1901,  according 
to  the  report  of  the  State  Lead  and  Zinc  Mine  Inspector,  was  32,388 
tons,  valued  at  about  $3.22  a  ton.  The  principal  part  of  the  output  comes 
from  Washington  county. 

The  value  of  some  of  the  zinc  and  lead  mines  is  more  or  less  impaired 
b>  the  presence  of  barite,  which  constitutes  the  gangue  mineral.  An  eco- 
nomical method  of  separating  these  minerals,  when  they  occur  together, 
would  increase  the  output  in  the  southeastern  region.  In  the  Franklin 
and  Washington  county  mines,  barite  is  the  common  gangue  mineral,  as 
far  as  the  veins  have,  up  to  the  present  time,  been  exploited.  The  value 
of  many  of  the  mines  in  this  county  would  be  materially  increased  if  it 
were  known  that  the  barite  decreased  with  depth.  As  far  as  our  examina- 
tions have  gone,  it  »is  believed  that  this  may  be  the  condition  in  some 
instances,  but  in  others  the  evidence  of  a  generation  of  barite  older  than 
the  zinc  blende  is  evidence  that  it  may  continue  with  the  zinc  ore  to  the 
bottom  of  the  vein.  Further,  there  is  evidence  in  this  area  of  contem- 
poraneous deposition  of  the  barite  and  zinc  blende.  Before  this  question 
can  be  settled  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  a  careful  examination  must 
be  made  of  the  deposits  throughout  the  entire  area. 
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Cement. 

Cement  is  composed  of  a  mixture  of  alumina,  silica,  and  calcium 
carbonate  in  more  or  less  definite  proportions  depending  upon  the  kind 
of  cement  manufactured.  Calcium  carbonate  is  the  most  abundant  con- 
stituent and,  as  used,  occurs  in  the  form  of  limestone  or  marl.  Alumina 
and  silica  are  usually  supplied  by  clay  or  shale,  of  which  they  comprise 
the  main  constituents.  These  three  necessary  ingredients,  calcium  car- 
bonate, alumina  and  silica,  frequently  occur  in  nature  in  approximately 
the  correct  proportions  for  cement,  constituting  a  shaley  limestone. 
Where  such  a  combination  occurs  in  a  stone  it  is  commonly  known  as 
hydraulic  limestone,  and  from  it  natural  cement  may  be  manufactured. 

Scientific  investigations  have  shown  that  the  best  cement  is  ob- 
tained from  a  mixture  of  definite  proportions  of  alumina,  silica  and  cal- 
cium carbonate.  The  correct  proportions  of  the  constituents  are  ob- 
tained by  mixing  clay  or  shale  with  limestone  or  marl  of  known  chemical 
composition.  Cement  which  is  made  from  such  a  combination  is  called 
Portland. 

The  following  tables  give  the  composition  of  a  few  of  the  typical 
limestones,  marls,  clays  and  shales  used  in  the  manufacture  of  Portland 
cement. :

ANALYSES  OF  TYPICAL  CLAYS.* 
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♦Tin-  (  VmichI  I  ndtistry,  pp.  12  and  13. 
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Missouri  is  supplied  with  unlimited  deposits  of  clay,  shale  and  lime- 
stone which  together  contain  the  three  essential  constituents  for  the  man- 
ufacture of  Portland  cement.  Two  factories — the  first  in  the  state — 
have  been  erected  in  Missouri  this  year  for  the  manufacture  of  Portland 
cement.  One  of  the  factories,  located  at  Hannibal,  and  owned  by  the 
Atlas  Cement  Company,  when  completed,  will  have  a  capacity  of  7,000 
barrels  a  day.  The  other,  located  at  Prospect  Hill,  just  north  of  St. 
Louis,  owned  by  the  St.  Louis  Portland  Cement  Company,  has  a  capacity 
of  1,500  barrels  a  day.  This  factory  began  operations  about  the  first 
of  November  of  this  year. 

The  Hannibal,  Hudson  River  and  Hamilton  formations,  outcrop- 
ping in  many  places  throughout  the  eastern  portion  of  the  state,  consti- 
tute an  inexhaustible  supply  of  shale  suitable  in  many  places  to  supply 
the  necessary  silica  and  alumina  for  the  cement.  The  pure  limestones 
of  the  Burlington,  Lithographic  and  Trenton  formations  constitute  an 
abundant  supply  of  calcium  carbonate  for  the  remaining  constituent. 

It  is  thought  that  within  a  few  years  many  more  Portland  cement 
factories  will  be  erected  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

Clay  Products. 

There  are  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  clay  manufactories  in  Mis- 
souri, with  a  total  output  in  1901  of  four  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars. 
The  rapidly  decreasing  supply  of  lumber  is  compelling  builders  to  look 
to  brick,  terra  cotta  and  cement  as  the  building  material  of  the  future. 
As  the  demand  for  constructional  materials  increases  so  will  the  search 
for  suitable  clays  for  the  manufacture  of  these  products  increase.  The 
growth  of  the  clay  industry  in  Missouri  during  the  next  decade  will 
probably  outstrip  the  development  of  any  of  the  other  mining  resources, 
except,  perhaps,  the  mining  of  lead  and  zinc  and  the  manufacture  of 
Portland  cement. 

The  search  for  clay  deposits  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  the 
multitude  of  clay  products  now  in  use  is  constantly  going  on.  Inquiries 
are  constantly  coming  to  this  office  asking  for  the  location  of  clay  de- 
posits suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  different  kinds  of  clay  wares. 
New  deposits  are  being  uncovered  each  month  and  samples  are  received 
for  examination. 

The  richness  and  variety  of  the  clays  in  Missouri  are  surpassed  by 
few,  if  any,  of  the  states  in  the  Union.  Their  nearness  to  the  coal 
mines,  the  extensive  markets  for  clay  wares  at  home  and  abroad  and  the 
excellent  railroad  facilities  contribute  to  give  this  industry  an  advantage 
possessed  by  few  of  the  neighboring  states.

Coal. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Charles  Evans,  State  Coal  Mine  Inspector,  for 
the  year  1901  shows  the  largest  coal  production  in  the  history  of  the 
state,  amounting  to  3,813,527  tons,  valued  at  $4,716,331  at  the  mines. 
The  number  of  mines  and  strip  pits  operated  is  reported  to  be  368.  Dur- 
ing the  year  new  mines  were  opened  by  twenty-six  different  companies. 

The  work  which  the  Bureau  has  been  carrying-  on  in  Central  Mis- 
souri has  included  an  examination  of  several  deposits  of  coal  in  Miller, 
Morgan  and  Moniteau  counties.  The  coal  in  these  pockets  is  worked  by 
the  strip  pit  method.  These  deposits  afford  a  valuable  supply  of  fuel  for 
local  consumption.  However,  the  quantity  of  coal  in  any  of  the  pockets 
examined  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  installation  of  modern  machinery. 

There  are  undoubtedly  large  bodies  of  coal  in  the  northern  and 
northwestern  parts  of  the  state  which  have  not  yet  been  discovered.  It 
is  thought  that  a  careful  study  of  the  formations  in  these  parts  of  the 
state  might  assist  in  extending  the  known  extent  of  the  coal  fields. 

Cobalt— See  Nickle. 

Copper. 

As  yet  there  are  no  producing  copper  mines  in  Missouri.  From 
Dent,  Crawford,  Phelps,  Shannon  and  other  southeastern  counties,  re- 
ports have  been  received  announcing  the  discovery  of  copper  ores,  but  in 
no  instance  has  exploration  revealed  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ore  to  in- 
sure profitable  development.  From  one  locality  a  car  load  of  ore  was 
shipped  to  a  St.  Louis  furnace  with  very  gratifying  results.  The  only 
point  in  question  is  the  quantity  available.  The  ore  is  found  mainly  in 
the  form  of  a  carbonate  or  sulphide.  The  Bureau  has  made  no  examina- 
tion of  the  deposits  referred  to  and  can  give  no  idea  of  their  probable 
extent. 

Gas  and  Oil. 

The  Beaumont,  Texas,  oil  excitement  has  naturally  turned  the  at- 
tention of  many  people  in  Missouri  to  the  possibility  of  finding  these 
product!  in  this  state.  A  number  of  Companies  have  been  organized  in 
the  northern  and  western  parts  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  prospect- 
ing for  oil.  As  a  result  of  these  organizations  a  number  of  deep  wells 
have  been  bored,  few  of  which  have  given  any  evidence  of  oil  or  gas 

in  commercial  quantities.  At  Belton,  near  the  Missouri  Kansas  boun- 
dary! there  arc  several  wells  which  are  producing  a  few  barrels  of  oil 
a  day.  Outside  of  these,  none  of  the  wells  are  of  commercial  import- 
ance. 
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The  oil  excitement  in  Texas,  Louisiana,  Colorado,  and  elsewhere, 
combined  with  the  fact  that  oil  occurs,  in  small  quantities,  in  some  por- 
tions of  the  Carboniferous  formation  in  Missouri,  has  interested  many 
of  our  citizens  to  the  extent  of  cither  writing  to  this  office  for  general 
information  on  the  occurrence  of  gas  and  petroleum  or  requesting  the 
State  Geologist  to  make  an  examination  of  lands  in  which  they  were  in- 
terested. Individuals,  oil  companies,  business  men's  clubs  and  city  im- 
provement organizations  have  all  sought  the  service  and  advice  of  the 
State  Geologist  in  prospecting  for  petroleum  and  gas. 

Where  it  has  been  possible,  I  have  visited  the  localities  from  which 
these  requests  came  and  have  made  such  explanations  and  suggestions 
as  the  limitations  of  my  office  would  permit.  In  other  instances  I  have 
submitted  written  reports  on  the  properties  examined,  giving  all  the 
evidence  found  in  support  of  the  opinion  expressed. 

A  number  of  erroneous  impressions  prevail  throughout  the  state  as 
to  the  origin  of  petroleum  and  gas,  which,  if  explained,  might  serve  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  prospector  into  fields  which  give  greater 
promise  of  returns. 

One  of  the  common  beliefs  is  that  there  is  a  reservoir  of  petroleum 
under  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  that  the  wells  at  Beaumont  draw  their 
oil  from  this  reservoir.  This  being  the  supposition,  it  is  thought  that 
a  well  need  only  be  sunk  to  sea  level  in  Missouri,  in  order  to  tap  this 
great  underlying  reservoir  of  oil.  Others  believe  that  the  so-called 
Trenton  limestone  is  the  great  oil  and  gas  bearing  horizon  of  the  conti- 
nent, and  that  if  this  can  be  reached,  unlimited  supplies  of  oil  and  gas  will 
be  obtained.  A  seepage  of  oil  from  the  rocks  at  the  surface  is  evidence  to 
others  that  petroleum  occurs  in  considerable  quantities  deep  within  the 
earth.  The  occurrence  of  salt  water  and  sulphur  has  also  been  pointed  to 
as  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  petroleum.  It  will  be  shown  in-  the  fol- 
lowing pages  that  those  who  believe  the  above  are  often  in  error. 

It  is  true  that  most  of  the  petroleum  and  gas  which  is  found  in  this 
country  is  brought  from  depths  which  are  below  sea  level.  At  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  gas  is  obtained  at  a  depth  of  1,500  feet,  which  is  747  feet  below 
sea  level;  at  St.  Henry's,  Ohio,  gas  occurs  at  a  depth  of  1,156  feet,  which 
is  200  feet  below  sea  level ;  at  Muncie,  Ind.,  gas  occurs  at  a  depth  of 
900  feet,  which  is  just  sea  level.  The  Trenton  limestone  is  a  gas  and 
oil  reservoir  in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  Seepage  of  oil  in  a  certain  part  of 
the  country  has  frequently  lead  to  the  discovery  of  oil  in  other  parts. 
Salt  water  very  frequently  occurs  with  petroleum  and  gas,  but  they  are 
not  always  the  accompaniment  of  one  another.  Sulphur  is  also  fre- 
quently associated  with  the  deposit  of  petroleum,,  but  this,  in  turn,  is  not 
always  an  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  oil.    ^,one  of  these,  in  itself,. 
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however,  can  be  taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  pe- 
troleum or  gas  in  commercial  quantities. 

A  very  common  error,  which  is  made  in  Missouri,  is  the  mistaking 
of  an  iridescent  scum  which  often  floats  on  the  surface  of  stagnant 
pools,  as  a  seepage  of  petroleum.  This  scum,  which  occurs  very  com- 
monly in  swamps,  is  the  accompaniment  of  flocculent  deposits  of  bog  iron 
ore.  On  several  occasions  during  the  last  year  I  have  been  called  to  ex- 
amine certain  evidences  of  petroleum  which  turned  out  to  be  nothing 
more  than  the  iridescent  scum  referred  to  above. 

In  many  places  throughout  the  western  and  northwestern  parts  of 
the  state,  there  are  numerous  outcrops  of  bituminous  shales,  sandstones 
and  limestones  which  have  been  considered  by  many  people  to  be  very 
strong  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  petroleum  at  greater  depths.  Pro- 
vided the  conditions  for  concentration  and  storage  are  also  present, 
these  bituminous  strata  should  be  given  consideration,  but  otherwise  they 
have  little  significance. 

There  is  an  entire  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  public, 
first,  as  to  what  phenomena  may  be  considered  evidence  of  the  occurrence 
of  petroleum,  and,  second,  as  to  what  the  strategraphic  and  structural 
conditions  in  Missouri  are  which  bear  upon  the  question  of  petroleum 
and  gas  in  this  state.  In  the  following  pages  will  be  found  a  resume 
of  the  manner  of  occurrence  of  oil  and  gas  in  the  more  important  fields 
of  the  United  States.  From  this  resume  it  is  hoped  that  the  reader  will 
be  able  to  correct  some  of  the  current  fallacies  connected  with  the  oc- 
currence of  petroleum  and  gas.  Following  this  resume,  a  statement  will 
be  made  as  to  the  origin  and  methods  of  occurrence  of  oil  and  gas  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  United  States.  I  will  also  attempt  to  show  how  far 
the  geologist  can  be  of  assistance  to  the  gas  and  oil  prospector. 

Pennsylvania — The  so-called  Pennsylvania  oil  field  comprises  por- 
tions of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  West  Virginia  and  Ohio.  It  consists 
of  sixty  or  seventy,  more  or  less,  isolated  areas,  commonly  known  as  oil 
pools.  The  oil  is  contained  in  sandstone  beds  of  Devonian  and  Carbon- 
iferous ages.  These  sandstone  horizons  occur  at  different  depths  from 
the  surface,  depending  upon  the  portion  of  the  mountainous  regions  in 
which  they  occur.  There  is  a  thickness  of  about  350  feet  of  strata  con- 
taining three  somewhat  distinct  horizons  of  sandstone.  In  some  places 
only  one  of  those  horizons  is  present,  while  in  other  cases  all  three  oc- 
cur. Whore  all  three  arc  found,  only  the  lowest  is  oil  bearing.  The 
two  tipper  sometimes  carry  gas.  The  sand  varies  in  texture  from  that 
which  is  very  fine  grained  to  that  which  is  conglomeratic.  The  con- 
glomeratic usually  OCCUrs  at  the  lowest  horizon. 

Ohio- Indiana. — The  Ohio-Indiana  gas  and  oil  fields  consists  of  three 
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or  four  irregular  areas  in  south-central  Indiana  and  northeastern  Ohio. 
The  gas  and  oil  occur  in  the  limestone  of  the  Trenton  format  inn.  The 
rock  is  oil  and  gas  bearing  only  in  limited  areas,  apparently  depending 
upon  the  porosity  of  the  rock.  Where  the  oil  and  gas  occur  the  rock 
is  a  porous,  magnesian  limestone.  Outside  of  these  areas  the  rock  is 
non-magnesian  and  not  porous.  At  Findley,  Ohio,  the  gas  bearing  lime- 
stone was  encountered*  at  a  depth  of  1,100  feet. 

Kentucky. — In  Kentucky,  as  in  Pennsylvania,  die  oil  and  gas  strata 
occur  in  sub-Carboniferous  and  Devonian  shales.  Neither  oil  nor  gas 
are  found  in  the  Trenton  of  this  area.  One  of  the  horizons  at  which 
oil  is  found  occurs  50  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  Devonian,  probably 
in  the  Clinton  horizon.  The  other  horizon  is  150  feet  above  the  upper 
surface  of  the  Devonian. 

Texas. — Texas  has  two  important  oil  and  gas  fields,  the  Corsicana 
and  the  Beaumont.  In  the  Corsicana  field  the  oil  is  found  in  a  highly 
silicious  gray  slate  of  Cretacious  age.  This  horizon  occurs  at  a  depth 
of  1,050  feet.  The  oil  of  the  Beaumont  field  is  derived  from  sands  which 
are  probably  of  Pliocene  age.  The  sands  occur  at  a  depth  of  from  900 
to  1,000  feet.  There  appears  to  be  no  connection  either  in  the  age  or 
the  character  of  oil,  between  the  Corsicana  and  Beaumont  fields. 

California. — In  California  the  oil  bearing  rocks  are  mainly  sand- 
stone of  Miocene  or  Pliocene  age.  Natural  gas  has  been  found  in  Cre- 
taceous rocks  in  Caloosa  county  and  in  the  Quartemary  formations  of 
San  Joaquin  county. 

European  Countries. — In  the  Galicia  fields  of  Austria-Hungary,  the 
oil  bearing  rocks  range  in  age  from  Cretaceous  to  Miocene.  The  Rou- 
manian oil  is  said  to  occur  in  rocks  of  the  same  age.  The  oil  bearing- 
recks  of  the  Baku  fields  in  Russia  are  Lower  Miocene. 

Resume. — From  this  brief  summary  it  will  be  noted  that  oil  and 
gas  occur  alike  in  mountainous,  hilly  and  prairie  regions ;  that  they  oc- 
cur in  rocks  of  different  ages,  from  Devonian  to  Quarternary  time ;  and 
that  they  are  contained  in  limestones  and  shales  as  well  as  sandstones. 
The  kind  and  age  of  the  rock  do  not  seem  to  control  the  formation  and 
storage  of  petroleum  and  gas  in  the  formations  younger  than  Cambrian. 
Other  conditions  besides  these  must  be  known  before  one  can  account 
for  the  present  distribution  of  the  oil  and  gas  fields  of  the  United  Stale-. 

CONDITIONS  AFFECTING  AND  CONTROLLING  THE  OCCURRENCE  OF  PETROLEUM 

AND  GAS. 

As  far  as  the  records  show,  petroleum  and  gas,  in  commercial  quan- 
tities, have  not  been  found  in  rocks  older  than  Silurian.  The  Trenton 
limestone  of  the  Indiana-Ohio  fields  constitute  the  oldest  rocks  in  which 
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any  commercial  quantities  of  oil  and  gas  are  found.  This  occurrence 
is  rather  exceptional.  Nearly  all  of  the  other  petroleum  or  gas  bearing 
strata  are  found  in  the  Devonian  or  younger  formations.  This  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  materials  for  the  production  of  petroleum  and  gas 
were  not  present  in  the  older  formations  or  perhaps  to  the  absence  of  con- 
ditions for  the  storage  and  retention  of  the  oil  and  gas  when  once  pro- 
duced. 

Origin  of  Petroleum. 

It  is  generally  conceded  at  present  that  both  oil  and  gas  are  pro- 
duced by  the  decomposition  and  distillation  of  organic  matter  laid  down 
with  the  sediments  which  compose  the  rocks.  It  is  thought  that  the  oil 
and  ?as  has  in  most  cases  resulted  from  the  decomposition  of  organic 
matter,  both  vegetable  and  animal,  deposited  with  the  rock  from  which 
the  gas  and  oil  are  now  derived. 

The  oil  and  gas  of  the  Pennsylvania  field  has  undoubtedly  been  in 
a  large  measure  derived  from  the  shales  associated  with  the  sandstone 
strata.  The  gas  and  oil  of  the  Indiana-Ohio  field  is  thought  to  have  re- 
sulted from  the  decomposition  of  the  organic  remains  of  which  the  lime- 
stone is  largely  composed. 

Edward  Orton.  Sr.,  in  his  report  on  the  occurrence  of  petroleum, 
natural  gas  and  asphalt  rock  in  western  Kentucky,  concludes,  after  a 
discussion  of  the  various  oil  fields : 

"ist,  petroleum  is  derived  from  organic  matter;  2d,  petroleum  of 
the  Pennsylvania  type  is  derived  from  organic  matter  of  the  bitumin- 
ous shales  and  is  probably  of  vegetable  origin ;  3d,  petroleum  of  the 
Canada  type  is  derived  from  limestones  and  is  probably  of  animal  origin  ; 
4ih,  petroleum  has  been  produced  at  normal  rock  temperature — (in 
American  fields),  and  is  not  a  production  of  destructive  distillation  of 
bituminous  shales ;  5th,  the  stock  of  petroleum  in  the  rocks  is  already 
practically  completed." 

The  Oil  Rocks. 

Any  porous  rock,  which  is  overlain  by  an  imp?'*vious  strata  and  con- 
fined either  by  the  limbs  of  an  anticlinal  fold  or  by  changes  in  the  texture 
and  composition  of  the  rock  through  which  it  becomes  impervious  on  all 
sides,  may  constitute  a  reservoir  for  oil  or  gas.  The  porosity  of  sand- 
stone and  limestone  and  sometimes  shales  is  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
Storage  r>f  all  of  the  oil  and  gas  which  is  produced  from  the  interior  of 
tin-  earth.  If  a  limestone  or  sandstone  formation  contains  on  an  aver- 
age of  one  lentil  of  one  per  ron t  of  petroleum  and  has  a  thickness  of 
500  feet,  it  will  have  a  capacity  of  2,500,000  barrels  of  petroleum  to 
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the  square  mile.  Edward  Orton,  in  the  report  above  referred  to,  esti- 
mated that  a  production  from  the  oil  field  of  Pennsylvania  and  New 
York  of  300,000,000  barrels  of  oil  would  require  only  125  square  miles 
from  the  sub-Carboniferous  limestone  alone. 

There  is  no  difficulty  in  finding  space  in  a  rock  sufficient  to  accom- 
modate all  of  the  oil  and  gas  which  can  be  distilled  from  the  organic 
contents.  Sandstone,  which  is  the  rock  in  which  oil  and  gas  are  most 
commonly  found,  may  be  fine  grained,  coarse  grained  or  even  conglom- 
eratic. The  third  oil  sand  of  the  Venango  field  is  conglomeratic.  It 
has  been  found  that  usually  the  coarse  sands  contain  the  largest  quan- 
tities of  oil,  some  of  the  conglomerates  running  as  high  as  10  per  cent. 
These  sandstones  may  be  of  uniform  thickness  over  large  areas,  but  fre- 
quently they  occur  as  irregular  lenses  enclosed  with  shale  or  slate. 
Usually  the  sandstone  horizons  are  of  irregular  thickness,  varying  from 
a  few  to  several  hundred  feet. 

Sandstones  are  usually  more  porous  than  either  limestone  or  shale. 
Actual  measurements  have  shown  that  ordinary  sandstones  contain  from 
10  to  29  per  cent  of  pore  space,  providing  an  abundant  reservoir  for 
either  oil  or  gas.  Limestone  constitutes  the  great  reservoir  for  the  oil 
and  gas  of  the  Ohio-Indiana  field.  This  limestone  is  of  Trenton  age 
and  in  places  is  so  porous,  foot  for  foot,  that  it  has  been  estimated  to  have 
a  greater  storage  capacity  than  the  sandstone  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
Trenton  limestone  in  this  field  is  not  everywhere  porous.  Apparently 
the  solution  cavities  have  been  formed  only  where  it  is  dolomitic.  Where 
not  dolomitic,  the  stone  is  compact  and  contains  very  little  pore  space 
for  the  retention  or  storage  of  either  oil  or  gas.  There  are  only  lim- 
ited areas  of  Trenton  limestone  in  this  field  that  are  oil  or  gas  bear- 
ing. 

In  western  Kentucky  the  oil  bearing  rock  is  a  shale.  There  are 
many  places  where  small  accumulations  of  oil  are  found  in  shales,  but 
this  is  the  only  one  where  the  oil  is  sufficiently  concentrated  to  be  of 
importance.  The  petroleum  in  these  shales  must  be  carried  in  the  open 
joints  and  not  in  pores  or  cavities  in  the  rock. 

Nowhere  is  it  necessary  to  suppose  the  occurrence  of  caverns  or 
subterranean  chambers  to  account  for  the  storage  of  gas  and  oil  within 
the  earth. 

The  Tin  pervious  Cover. 

After  conditions  for  the  production  and  storage  of  petroleum  and 
gas  have  been  fulfilled,  provisions  must  be  made  for  its  retention.  Oil 
and  gas  are  both  lighter  than  water  and  if  an  avenue  of  communication 
remains  between  the  reservoir  and  the  surface  of  the  earth,  the  oil  will  cer- 
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tainly  be  brought  to  the  top  and  there  oxidized.  So  it  has  been  found, 
that,  wherever  a  reservoir  occurs  in  which  oil  or  gas  are  stored,  this 
porous  horizon  is  overlain  with  a  fine  grained,  impervious  shale  or 
limestone  which  prevents  the  escape  of  the  oil  and  gas.  In  any  case  this 
cap  rock  must  be  unbroken,  else  we  need  not  look  for  oil  or  gas.  Ap- 
parently in  eastern  and  central  Pennsylvania  the  breaking  of  the  flexed 
strata  has  resulted  in  the  dessication  or  evaporation  of  the  petroleum. 

Flexures. 

The  three  conditions  previously  enumerated — a  source  for  the  pe- 
troleum and  gas;  a  reservoir  for  its  storage;  a  cap  rock  to  prevent  its 
escape  above;  may  all  be  present  in  a  given  region,  and  yet  no  oil  or 
gas  be  found.  The  reservoir  must  not  only  be  capped  with  an  impervi- 
ous strata,  but  it  must  also  be  enclosed  from  east  to  west  and  from 
north  to  south,  so  that  the  oil  and  gas  will  be  removed  from  the  general 
circulation  of  underground  water.  A  flexing  of  this  strata,  by  which 
long  canoe  or  dome  shaped  elevations  are  produced,  provides  the  condi- 
tions desired  for  the  retention  of  the  oil  and  gas.  Such  flexures  in 
western  Pennsylvania  and  eastern  Ohio  constitute  perfect  reservoirs  for 
the  storage  and  retention  of  oil  and  gas.  A  modification  of  this  so- 
called  anticlinal  structure  is  found  in  the  terrace  structure  of  the  In- 
diana-Ohio field.  Here  the  productive  arch  or  anticlinal  is  low  and  flat, 
though  similar  in  all  respects  to  the  sharper  folds  of  the  Pennsylvania 
fields.  Edward  Orion,  in  his  report  on  the  "Petroleum,  Natural  Gas  and 
Asphalt  Rock  in  Western  Kentucky,"  explains  the  Terrace  structure  in 
the  following  words : 

"In  a  region  of  uniform  depth,  for  example,  the  upheaving  force 
may  go  no  further  than  to  arrest  the  steady  descent  of  the  strata.  If 
the  whole  had  lain  horizontal  at  the  beginning,  the  force  exerted  would 
have  been  sufficient  to  bend  them  into  a  low  arch;  but,  as  the  strata  were 
descending,  the  force  has  all  been  used  in  arresting  the  descent  and 
bringing  the  beds  up  to  an  approximately  horizontal  position  for  a 
small  space.    This  peculiar  structure  has  been  designated  arrested  anti- 

clinals." 

The  structure  of  the  formation  at  Beaumont,  at  Corsicana  and  other 

fields,  has  not  yet  been  worked  out.  W.  B.  Phillips,  in  a  report  of  the 
I\    as  .Mineral  Survey  on  petroleum,  states  that  there  may  be  a  flexure 

al  Beaumont,  the  apex  of  which  is  al  Spindletop. 

In  genera]  we  may  recognize  two  classes  of  gas  and  oil  fields: 
one,  found  upon  the  summits  of  low  anticlinals,  as  illustrated  in  western 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  other  occupying  the  terraces  such  as  occur  in  the 

Trenton  limestone  in  northwestern  Ohio  and  central   Indiana.  These 
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structures  are  vitally  important  for  the  retention  of  petroleum  and  gas 
in  any  region  where  the  conditions  are  favorable  to  its  production  and 
storage. 

In  general,  the  man  who  prospects  for  oil  must  first  know  that 
the  conditions  for  the  production  of  petroleum  have  been  present;  sec- 
ond, that  a  reservoir  in  the  shape  of  porous  limestone,  sandstone  or 
shale  occurs  above  the  source  of  the  petroleum  or  gas ;  third,  that  the 
reservoir  is  sealed  above  by  an  impervious  formation  of  shale ;  and, 
fourth,  that  the  strata  have  been  so  flexed  as  to  form  a  dome  or  terrace  in 
which  the  oil  and  gas  are  removed  from  the  path  of  circulating  waters. 

Relation  to  Salt  and  Fresh  Waters  and  Sulphur. 

In  many  instances  sulphur  is  found  associated  with  the  rock  in 
which  petroleum  and  gas  is  found.  In  the  limestone  capping  the  oil 
sand  of  Beaumont,  native  sulphur  occurs.  It  has  also  been  observed  as- 
sociated with  the  petroleum  deposits  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  In 
fact,  the  value  of  petroleum  depends  more  or  less  upon  the  amount  of 
the  sulphur  that  it  contains. 

Salt  is  very  often  found  with  deposits  of  petroleum.  The  petro- 
leum is  lighter  than  salt  water  and  naturally  occurs  on  top  of  it.  Fresh 
water  is  lighter  than  salt  water  and  is  frequently  found  between  the 
petroleum  and  salt  water.  Where  gas  is  found  it  precedes  both  the 
petroleum  and  water.  The  usual  order  in  which  these  products  occur 
is  as  follows :  gas,  petroleum,  fresh  water,  salt  water.  It  is  known  that 
in  the  Corsicana  field  below  the  oil  horizon  the  sand  is  filled  with  salt 
water.  The  separation  of  the  water,  oil  and  gas  is  accomplished  by 
gravitative  forces.  Edward  Orton  has  very  aptly  said  that  "Where 
both  oil  and  gas  are  found  in  a  single  field  the  first  sign  of  approaching 
failure  will  be  the  invasion  of  the  gas  rock  by  oil  or  of  the  oil  rock 
by  salt  water."  Salt  water  follows  the  gas  directly,  however,  in  a  great 
many  fields  without  the  intervention  of  an  oil  horizon. 

Pressure. 

The  so-called  "spouting"  of  oil  wells,  which  gives  them  the  name  of 
"Gushers,"  is  attributable  to  hydrostatic  pressure.  The  flowT  of  gas  may 
be  due  in  part  to  relief  from  compressed  conditions  in  which  the  gas 
is  confined  in  the  reservoir.  There  is  little  plausibility,  however,  in  the 
theory  which  attempts  to  account  for  this  phenomena  through  the  pres- 
sure exerted  by  the  weight  of  the  super-incumbent  rocks.  ''The  flow 
of  gas  and  oil  depends  upon  the  pressure  of  a  water  column  or  in  other 
words,  every  flowing  gas  or  oil  wrell  is  in  reality  an  artesian  well.  With 
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the  principle  involved  in  an  ordinary  artesian  well  all  persons  are  familiar 
and  it  will  therefore  be  easy  for  such  to  extend  the  application  of  these 
wells  to  the  cases  now  under  consideration."  (Orton.) 

GEOLOGICAL  AID  TO  OIL  AND  GAS  rROS^ECTORS. 

The  geological  indications  that  can  be  made  of  service  in  locating  oil 
or  gas  wells  are  :  ist,  the  succession  of  strata  at  any  particular  place, 
which  includes  such  a  knowledge  of  the  rocks  that  one  can  state  the 
probability  of  a  reservoir  occurring  at  proper  depths ;  2nd,  the  structure 
and  arrangement  of  the  beds  from  which  one  may  determine  favorable 
or  unfavorable  conditions  for  the  retention  of  oil  or  gas. 

A  geologist  should  first  ascertain  whether  conditions  have  been  pres- 
ent for  the  formation  of  petroleum  and  gas ;  second,  whether  the  suc- 
cessions of  strata  provide  a  suitable  reservoir  for  storage ;  and,  third, 
whether  the  structure  of  the  beds  are  such  as  to  provide  suitable  condi- 
tions for  the  retention  of  the  oil  and  gas  which  may  have  been  formed. 

Seepages  of  oil  and  the  presence  of  bituminous  matter  in  shales, 
sandstones  and  limestones,  are  evidence  that  conditions  existed  some- 
where for  the  production  of  petroleum.  An  examination  of  the  rocks 
in  which  this  bitumen  occurs  will  probably  furnish  evidence  as  to 
the  source  of  these  products.  A  knowledge  of  whether  conditions  ex- 
isted for  the  storage  and  retention  of  the  oil  and  gas  can  only  be  ob- 
tained through  a  study  of  the  geological  conditions  in  all  parts  of  the 
state  in  which  the  investigation  is  made. 

In  searching  for  domes,  anticlinals  and  terraces,  one  must  constant- 
ly bear  in  mind  that  each  of  these  gradually  die  out  with  depth.  A 
flexure  of  considerable  amplitude,  but  of  no  great  length  or  width,  fre- 
quently dies  out  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the  surface.  After  con- 
sidering the  depth  to  which  an  anticlinal  or  terrace  continues,  we  must 
assure  ourselves  that  the  horizon  included  within  this  flexure  is  suitable 
for  the  storage  of  the  petroleum  and  gas. 

CONDITIONS  IN  MISSOURI. 

The  northern  and  western  parts  of  Missouri  are  underlain  al  tlie 
surface  with  Upper  and  Lower  Carboniferous  rocks.  The  Lower  Car- 
boniferous rocks  consist  mainly  of  limestone,  in  which  occur  only  occa- 
sional small  pockets  of  bituminous  matter  in  the  form  of  asphalt.  This 
heavy  tar  or  asphalt  originally  had  its  home  in  the  bituminous  shales 
and  sandstones  in  the  form  of  petroleum.  It  now  constitutes  the  re- 
siduum from  tlie  distillation  of  that  petroleum  which  was  oxidized  by 
being  brought  into  the  zone  of  weathering.  The  tar  residuum  has  slowly 
crept  downward  into  the  cracks  of  the  limestone,  where  it  is  now  found 
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filling  crevices  and  pockets.  Underneath  the  Carboniferous  formation 
occurs  a  thick  series  of  limestones  and  sandstones,  none  of  which,  as  far 
as  our  observations  go,  present  conditions  favorable  for  the  production 
01  petroleum  or  for  the  retention  of  it  should  it  have  been  formed  in 
this  horizon.  The  alternate  series  of  dolomite  and  sandstone  beds  which 
are  older  than  the  Carboniferous  rocks  give  no  evidence  of  petroliferous 
deposits  of  any  character. 

The  Upper  Carboniferous  rocks  consisting  of  Coal  Measure  shales 
and  sandstones  outcrop  throughout  the  northern  and  western  portion  of 
the  state.  The  vegetable  remains  occurring  in  these  beds  are  sufficient 
to  account  for  the  formation  of  petroleum  and  gas,  while  the  sandstone 
horizons  are  sufficiently  porous  to  provide  a  uitable  reservoir  for 
their  storage.  In  some  places  in  the  northern  and  western  parts 
of  the  state  the  rocks  have  been  more  or  less  flexed  and  towards  the 
Kansas  border  in  the  west  central  part  of  the  state,  there  is  a  prob- 
ability of  finding  oil  and  gas  in  limited  quantities.  In  some  parts  of  the 
Upper  Carboniferous  formation,  the  bitumen  occurs  in  the  form  of  an 
asphalt.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  oils  originally  contained  in  the 
rocks  have  been  brought  to  the  surface  through  joints  in  the  rock  and 
here  oxidized  by  the  atmosphere.  The  lighter  oils  have  been  evap- 
orated and  the  heavy  residuum  remains  as  a  sticky  mass  in  the  pores  of 
the  rock. 

The  oil  and  asphalt  which  occur  in  this  region  has  been  derived 
from  the  Upper  Carboniferous  shales  and  are  no  evidence  in  themselves 
that  larger  deposits  will  be  encountered  below  the  Upper  Carboniferous 
formations. 

Gold  and  Silver. 

As  usual,  a  great  many  specimens  have  been  assayed  by  the  Bureau 
for  gold  and  silver,  but  none  were  found  to  contain  either  of  these 
metals  in  a  measurable  quantity.  Some  of  the  galena  of  the  southeast- 
ern district  is  known  to  be  argentiferous,  but  nowhere  is.  either  silver 
or  gold  known  to  occur  in  sufficient  quantity  to  make  profitable  mining. 
Iron. 

Missouri  is  still  a  producer  of  iron  ore,  most  of  which  is  sold  to 
furnaces  within  the  state.  The  development  of  the  enormously  rich  iron 
ore  bodies  of  the  Lake  Superior  region  has  in  a  large  measure  caused 
the  Missouri  iron  banks  to  be  abandoned.  In  some  cases  it  was  found 
that  as  the  ore  was  mined  to  moderate  depths,  it  was  in  part  replaced 
by  iron  sulphide.  Apparently  the  ore  in  some  of  the  more  important 
banks  is  an  alteration  product  of  iron  sulphide.  It  is  probable  that  with 
any  increase  in  the  demand  for  iron  many  of  the  old  banks  will  be  re- 
opened. 
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The  iron  ore  mined  in  iqoi  came  from  Crawford,  Dent,  Franklin, 
Iron,  Oregon,  Phelps  and  St.  Francois  counties,  and  amounted  in  all 
to  140,280  tons. 

Granite. 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  the  state,  in  Iron  and  Madison  counties, 
there  are  some  of  the  most  extensive  deposits  of  red  granite  in  the  Mis- 
sissippi Valley.  The  granite  occurs  in  masses  which  constitute  small 
hills  and  can  be  obtained  in  pieces  of  any  desired  dimensions.  The 
stone  is  not  only  suitable  for  monuments  and  road  materials,  but  it  is 
unsurpassed  for  building  constructions.  It  is  hard,  strong  and  durable, 
and  takes  a  polish  which  is  surpassed  by  very  few  red  granites  in  bril- 
liancy or  luster.  The  granite  when  crushed  makes  an  excellent  pro- 
duct for  macadam  pavements  or  concrete  walks.  The  curbing  and  pav- 
ing blocks  which  are  manufactured  from  the  stone,  although  more  costly 
to  manufacture,  are  superior  in  strength  and  durability  to  the  Georgia 
and  similar  gnessoid  granites. 

The  output  from  the  quarries  in  this  district  according  to  the  United 
States  statistical  register  for  1899,  sold  for  $151,688,  which  is  the  max- 
imum output  since  1893. 

Lead  and  Zinc. 

The  year  1901  showed  an  output  of  109,376  tons  of  lead  compared 
with  78,538  tons  for  1900,  an  increase  of  30,838  tons.  The  output  sold 
for  $4,865,518  in  1901,  against  $3,762,202  in  1900,  an  increase  of 
$[,739,316.  The  average  price  of  the  lead  ore  was  $44.30  per  ton  in 
I901  against  $47.47  in  1900. 

The  output  of  zinc  for  1901  was  224,073  tons  against  186,296  tons 
for  1900.  Of  this  only  16,839  tons  was  silicate.  The  average  selling 
price  of  the  ore  was  $23.70  per  ton  in  1901  against  $31.76  for  1900.* 
Nearly  nine  hundred  mines  were  in  operation  in  1901  and  the  total  out- 
put of  had  and  zinc  amounted  to  $10,158,266. 

The  increased  production  for  1901  is  due  to  a  healthy  and  normal 
d<  velonmenl  of  lead  and  zinc  properties  in  different  parts  of  the  Stale, 
h  can  no  longer  be  said  that  the  southeastern  and  southwestern  districts 
are  the  only  lead  and  zinc  producing  sections.  The  south  central  and 
north  central  sections  of  the  Ozark  region  south  of  the  river,  are  both 
producing  01c  for  the  market.   The  production  is  unquestionably  small 

when  Compared  with  the  output  of  Jasper  and  St.  Francois  counties, 
but  tin-  districts  are  young  and  little  is  known  as  to  their  future  possi- 


Theee  Aguree  are  taken  from  the  report  <>r  the  Btate  Lead  and  Zinc  Mine  Tn- 
•pector,  for  L901 
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bilitics.  This  year  has  witnessed  the  opening  of  two  productive  mines 
near  Fortuna  in  Moniteau  county,  which  lias  resulted  in  very  general 
prospecting  throughout  the  region.  At  West  Plains,  Howell  county, 
a  zinc  oxide  plant  was  erected  this  last  year,  the  supply  of  zinc  car- 
bonate being  drawn  largely  from  Oregon  and  Howell  counties. 

The  last  year  has  witnessed  the  opening  of  several  new  mines  in 
the  southeastern  district,  but  prospecting  has  been  almost  at  a  stand 
still.  A  number  of  new  and  old  mines  have  been  opened  in  the  south- 
western district,  as  a  result  of  the  advance  in  the  price  of  zinc  ore. 
Mining  in  both  the  southeast  and  southwest  districts  is  on  a  scientific 
basis  and  prospecting  is  no  longer  carried  on  by  "cut  and  try"  methods. 

The  United  States  Geological  Survey  has  three  men  in  the  South- 
western district  engaged  in  a  study  of  the  ore  deposits  for  the  purpose 
of  publishing  a  complete  detailed  report  on  the  region.  This  work  is 
receiving  the  hearty  support  and  encouragement  of  the  mining  interests 
of  that  region.  The  importance  of  this  work  in  the  systematic  develop- 
ment of  the  ore  bodies  and  the  opening  up  of  new  ones  can  only  be  ap- 
preciated by  one  who  has  been  engaged  in  mining  operations  in  this 
very  complex  region. 

The  mining  interests  of  the  southeastern,  or  disseminated  lead  region 
are  expecting  that  the  State  Bureau  will  begin  a  similar  line  of  investiga- 
tion in  that  district  during  the  coming  season.  The  people  of  these 
districts  contribute  very  largely  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  should 
receive  any  assistance  which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Bureau  to  render. 
It  is  hoped  that  before  another  biennial  period,  the  Bureau  will  have  well 
under  way  a  report  on  the  Disseminated  Lead  district.  Such  a  report 
will  not  only  aid  in  developing  the  present  mines,  but  should  assist  the 
prospector  in  extending  the  district  into  other  undeveloped  sectons. 

Lime. 

Although  to  some  extent  displaced  by  cement,  quick  lime  is  still  pro- 
duced in  large  quantities  in  Missouri.  The  limestone  of  the  Upper  Bur- 
lington formation  is  unsurpassed  for  the  manufacture  of  white  quick  lime 
by  any  formation  in  the  country.  The  Trenton  limestone  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  State  is  also  a  good  lime  producer.  The  dolomitic  limestone 
of  the  Cambro-Silurian  formations  of  the  Ozark  region  has  been  used 
locally  for  the  manufacture  of  quick  lime,  but  nowhere  has  it  been  pro- 
duced for  shipping.  The  Burlington  limestone  makes  a  quick  setting 
lime,  while  that  produced  from  the  Cambro-Silurian  dolomites  is  slow 
setting.    The  former  is  usually  very  white,  while  the  latter  is  gray. 

The  value  of  the  output  of  quick  lime  in  1899  was  $383,543,  according 
to  the  statistical  register  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey. 
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Mineral  Paints. 

Not  considering  lead,  zinc  and  barite,  Missouri  produces  small  quan- 
tities of  the  other  common  Mineral  Paint,  products  among  which  are, 
Ocher,  Umber,  Sienna  and  Metallic  paint  pigments.  The  total  output 
probably  does  not  exceed  six  or  eight  hundred  short  tons  per  year  valued 
at  about  $10,000. 

Mineral  Waters. 

In  1901,  thirteen  mineral  springs  were  reported  to  the  U.  S.  Geo- 
logical Survey  as  marketing  mineral  waters.  During  that  year  784,- 
330  gallons  were  sold  for  $147,715.  Missouri  has  not  only  some  of  the 
largest  springs  in  the  United  States,  but  also  hundreds  of  springs  pro- 
ducing the  most  healthful  drinking  waters.  Many  of  these  are  charged 
with  magnesia,  lithia,  iron,  sulphur,  soda  and  potash,  giving  them 
unsurpassed  medicinal  qualities. 

Nickel  and  Cobalt. 

Nickel  and  cobalt  occur,  in  small  quantities,  at  Mine  La  Motte  and  the 
Catherine  Mine  in  Madison  county.  The  output  during  the  last  year  sold 
for  $5,964,  exceeding  that  of  all  other  parts  of  the  United  States.  Nickel 
is  used  in  certain  alloys  such  as  German  silver ;  for  plating  iron ;  in  stor- 
age batteries ;  in  coinage ;  and  to  a  small  extent  for  medicinal  purposes. 
Cobalt  is  valuable  mainly  for  the  intense  blue  color  furnished  by  its  pro- 
toxide. It  is  used  in  the  arts  especially  for  decorating  porcelain  and 
glass. 

The  nickel  and  cobalt  ores  in  Madison  county  do  not  occur  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  to  pay  for  mining  by  themselves  and  the  production  is  only 
incidental  to  the  lead  mining. 

Oil— See  Gas. 

Petroleum — See  Gas. 

Pyrite. 

Pyrite  is  valued  cut  in  ly  for  the  sulphur  content  which  under  normal 
conditions  amounts  to  53.4  per  cent.  Within  the  last  few  years  there  has 
been  an  increasing  demand  for  iron  pyrites  in  the  manufacture  of  sul- 
phuric acid  and  fertilizers.  Pyrile  occurs  very  widely  disseminated 
through  both  the  igneous  and  sedimentary  rocks,  but  seldom  is  it  concen- 
trated sufficiently  in  one  place  to  constitute  a  workable  deposit. 

The  largest  bodies  in  the  state  occur  associated  with  the  iron  ores 
in  some  of  the  abandoned  iron  mines;  as  lenses  and  beds  in  the  coal  de- 
posits; and  as  irregular  lenticular  masses  associated  with  the  lead  of 
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Washington  and  neighboring  counties.  A  good  grade  is  worth  from 
$4.00  to  $5.00  per  ton  on  board  cars. 

Sand. 

Large  quantities  of  sand  are  used  each  year  for  moulding,  plaster- 
ing, filtering,  manufacturing  glass  and  many  other  purposes.  It  is  es- 
timated by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  that  the  annual  consump- 
tion in  the  United  States  amounts  to  about  900,000  tons. 

The  sand  used  for  foundry  purposes  in  Missouri  is  largely  obtained 
from  alluvial  deposits  along  the  river.  That  used  for  filtering  and  glass 
manufacturing  is  largely  obtained  from  the  sandstone  which  occurs  so 
abundantly  at  Pacific,  Klondike,  Silica  and  other  places  located  on  the 
so-called  saccharoidal  sandstone  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State. 

Saccharoidal  sandstone  in  many  places  is  almost  pure  silicon  dioxide. 
It  is  soft  and  friable  and  can  usually  be  broken  down  with  a  pick  and 
shovel.  The  unlimited  supply  of  this  sand  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pacific 
accounts  very  largely  for  the  location  of  the  large  Plate  Glass  works 
which  are  now  being  erected  at  Valley  Park. 

The  importance  of  sand  as  a  commercial  product  will  sometime  war- 
rant the  Bureau  in  publishing  a  special  bulletin  on  the  Silica  deposits  of 
Missouri. 

Sandstone. 

The  sandstone  quarried  in  1901,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  amounted  to  $42,170.  The  stone 
Avas  used  building  constructions,  paving,  concrete,  sidewalks,  cross- 
walks, road  making,  grindstones  and  other  miscellaneous  purposes. 
There  is  perhaps  no  more  desirable  stone  for  sidewalks  and  crosswalks 
than  a  well  indurated  sandstone.  It  wears  well  and  is  not  slippery. 
For  building  constructions  much  of  the  sandstone  in  Missouri  is  6f 
excellent  quality.  It  is  thought  that  the  sandstones  of  the  Cambro- 
Ordovician  formations  should  be  used  more  extensively  than  at  pres- 
ent. ,  1 

Tripoli. 

Tripoli,  in  Missouri,  consists  of  very  pure  decomposed  chert.  It 
occurs  in  several  places  in  the  State,  but  the  only  consderable  quantity  is 
mined  at  Seneca  in  Newton  county.  The  output  of  ground  silica  from 
the  quarries  at  this  place  in  1901  amounted  to  3,600,000  pounds,  according 
to  the  State  Mine  Inspector's  report.  The  product  is  nearly  pure  silica 
and  is  used  for  the  manufacture  of  filters:,  in  the  form  of  powder  as  an 
abrasive;  and  in  the  manufacture  of  polishing  paste  and  dynamite. 
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Three  companies  are  operating-  at  this  place,  two  of  which  are  engaged 
altogether  in  the  manufacture  of  filters,  blotters,-  etc.  The  third  besides 
manufacturing  filters,  is  engaged  in  grinding  the  silica  for  abrasive  pur- 
poses. The  capacity  of  the  American  Tripoli  Company  is  4,000,000 
pounds  of  powder  and  50,000  filters.  The  Seneca  Filter  Company  works 
about  six  to  eight  hundred  tons  of  the  stone  into  filters  at  its  plant  and 
ships  about  an  equal  amount  to  East  St.  Louis  where  it  is  ground.  The 
National  Tripoline  Company  uses  its  output  entirely  for  manufacturing 
filters.    The  waste  is  shipped  as  it  comes  from  the  quarry. 

The  deposits  about  Seneca  are  confined  to  a  radius  of  about  ten 
miles.  They  are  in  Lower  Carboniferous  rocks  and  vary  in  thickness 
from  two  to  twenty  feet. 

Zinc  (See  under  Lead). 

LABORATORY. 

The  Bureau  is  very  glad  to  receive  specimens  of  any  character — ores, 
minerals,  stone  or  clay — and  will  examine  carefully  all  such  specimens 
and  make  a  report  to  the  individual  sending  them.  Such  examination 
will  include  a  determination  of  the  kind  of  mineral,  rock  or  clay — but  not 
a  quantitative  analysis  or  assay  of  the  specimens. 

However,  the  general  work  of  the  Bureau  requires  many  analyses 
and  assays  in  the  preparation  of  special  economic  reports,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  these  determinations,  a  well  equipped  laboratory  should 
be  provided.  The  Bureau  should  have  a  fully  equipped  chemical,  physi- 
cal and  metallurgical  laboratory — where  it  is  possible  not  only  to  make 
chemical  analyses  of  minerals  and  physical  tests  of  structural  materials, 
but  where  experiments  in  the  concentration  and  reduction  of  zinc  and 
lead  ores  may  be  constantly  carried  on.  Any  decrease  in  the  cost  of 
mining  and  milling  these  ores  is  equivalent  to  increasing  the  productiveness 
of  the  mines  and  if  this  can  be  brought  about  through  the  maintenance  of 
a  laboratory  by  the  State  there  is  entire  justification  in  its  establishment. 

FIRE  PROOF  VAULT. 

The  building  in  which  the  Bureau  is  at  present  housed  is  not  fire 
proof.  'J  here  is  constantly  more*  or  less  danger  of  fire  and  should  such  a 
misfortune  befall  the  Bureau,  there  would  be  no  way  of  saving  the  records. 
So  long  as  the  Bureau  is  housed  in  a  building  without  fire  protection,  there 
should  be  a  fire  proof  vault  provided  in  which  to  keep  the  note  books, 
maps,  manuscripts  and  records  of  the  department.  Provision  must  be 
made  in  some  way  t'»  insure  the  safety  of  the  Bureau  properly. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Bureau  appreciates  the  iuadvisability  of  attempting  to  prepare  at 
once  reports  on  all  the  resources  reviewed  in  the  foregoing  pages.  We 
recognize,  however,  the  importance  of  placing  this  department  on  a  basis 
which  will  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it  by  the  citizens  of  the  State.  We 
also  appreciate  the  fact  that  a  generous  support  of  the  Slate  Bureau  of 
Geology  and  Mines  means  proportionately  more  work  in  Missouri  through 
co-operation  with  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  In  topographic 
work  alone,  the  United  States  Survey  will  cover  every  dollar  appropri- 
ated by  the  State  for  this  specific  purpose.  For  every  dollar  this  legis- 
lature appropriates  for  topographic  work,  the  United  States  Survey  will 
appropriate  another.  If  $10,000  is  appropriated  to  the  Bureau  for  this 
work,  there  will  be  expended  in  Missouri  through  the  plan  of  co-operation 
with  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  $20,000.  As  has  been  before 
stated  some  of  the  states  have  been  entirely  mapped  under  this  arrange- 
ment. Ohio,  is  now  appropriating  $25,000  a  year  to  carry  out  this  plan 
of  co-operation.  The  topographic  maps  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  geol- 
ogy of  the  region  covered,  but  constitute  a  necessary  basis  for  making  a 
geological  survey.  Where  a  geologist  is  provided  with  a  topographic 
map,  on  which  to  indicate  the  geology,  he  can  work  about  twice  as  rapidly 
as  where  he  is  obliged  to  make  his  own  map.  It  is  of  inestimable  im- 
portance that  a  country  should  be  mapped  topographically  before  being 
surveyed  geologically. 

Recognizing  this  condition  we  feel  that  an  item  of  $5,000  a  year  or 
$10,000  for  the  biennial  period  for  topographic  work  should  be  one  of 
the  first  considerations  in  the  allotment  of  an  appropriation  to  the  Bureau 
for  the  next  biennial  period. 

As  stated  above  it  is  very  important  that  work  be  continued  as  rapid- 
ly as  possible  in  the  preparation  of  geological  reports  on  the  fifty-two 
counties  which,  as  yet,  have  not  had  even  a  reconnoissance  report.  For 
this  purpose  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Bureau,  an  appropriation 
of  $10,000  a  year  or  $20,000  for  the  biennial  period  is  pre-eminently  neces- 
sary. 

The  preparation  of  economic  reports  on  the  various  mining  indus- 
tries— lead,  zinc,  barite,  coal,  clays,  cements,  etc.,  perhaps  serve  to  pro- 
mote interest  in  these  industries  more  directly  than  any  of  the  other  pub- 
lications of  the  Bureau.  They  not  only  serve  as  an  aid  to  the  miner  in 
intelligent  prospecting  and  mining,  but  also  serve  as  the  very  best  adver- 
tisement of  the  State's  resources.    An  appropriation  of  less  than  $5,000 
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a  year  or  $10,000  for  the  biennial  period  would  do  scant  justice  to  this 
important  work. 

The  Bureau  has  several  other  functions  which  should  not  be  over- 
looked. The  law  directs  the  Bureau  to  bring  together  specimens  in  the 
form  of  a  cabinet  which  will  adequately  represent  the  resources  of  the 
State.  I  interpret  this  as  meaning  that  the  Bureau  should  have  among 
its  collections  not  only  fossils  and  rocks  representing  the  stratigraphy  of 
the  State,  but  that  it  should  bring  together  collections  of  minerals  and 
ores  which  will  interest  and  instruct,  not  only  the  scientific  but  also  the  in- 
dustrial world.  The  Bureau  should  contain  representative  exhibits  from 
all  the  producing  mines  of  the  State,  and  these  exhibits  should  be  accom- 
panied by  maps,  charts  and  drawings  illustrating  the  working  of  the 
mines. 

The  Bureau  does  not  have  such  a  collection  today,  although  there 
are  many  valuable  specimens  in  the  cabinet.  Such  collections  as  are  in 
the  Bureau  at  present  are  not  so  classified  or  arranged  as  to  be  of  the 
greatest  value.  Through  the  removal  of  the  collections  from  Jefferson 
City  to  Rolla,  they  became  somewhat  badly  disarranged.  They  have 
never  been  catalogued  and  many  of  the  fossils  have  not  been  named. 

The  library  of  the  Bureau  is  increasing  in  importance  each  year,  and 
valuable  additions  are  being  constantly  made  in  the  shape  of  government 
reports  and  serial  publications  of  American  and  foreign  scientific  socie- 
ties. The  volumes  in  the  library  have  never  been  catalogued  and  it  now 
takes  an  unnecessarily  long  time  to  find  reports  which  are  needed  in  the 
work  of  the  Bureau.  Both  the  specimens  in  the  Museum  and  the  books 
in  the  library  should  be  catalogued  and  systematically  arranged  in  the 
cases,  in  order  to  serve  best  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  brought 
together.  As  previously  mentioned  the  Bureau  should  devote  some  time 
to  the  preparation  of  type  suites  of  minerals,  ores,  rocks  and  clays  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  colleges  and  high  schools  of  the  State. 

An  assistant  should  be  employed  to  catalog,  classify  and  arrange 
the  museum  specimens  and  the  books  in  the  library  and  arrange  suites  of 
specimens  for  the  colleges  and  prominent  high  schools  of  the  State.  How- 
ever, the  urgent  needs  of  the  Bureau  arc  so  many  that  provision  for  this 
item  must  be  postponed  until  another  biennial  period. 

We  would  therefore  respectfully  report  that  there  is  needed  to  carry 
out  the  most  imperative  work  of  the  Bureau,  during  the  next  biennial 
period,  a  BUm  of  not  less  than  $40,000.

INSPECTORS'  REPORT.

City  of  Jefferson,  January  1,  1903.  i 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Missouri : 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  section  8904,  R.  S.  1899,  we 
have  the  honor  to  submit  our  report  for  the  two  years  ending-  December 
31,  1902,  accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  warden,  physician  and  chap- 
lain of  the  penitentiary  covering  the  same  term.  We  also  transmit  here- 
with a  full  and  complete  inventory  and  appraisement  of  the  machinery, 
fixtures,  tools,  chattels,  goods  and  property  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion belonging  to  the  State  in  or  about  the  institution  made  by  the  ap- 
praisers appointed  by  us  in  accordance,  with  the  law. 

We  have  visited  the  penitentiary  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law,  exercised  a  general  supervision  over  all  matters  connected  with  the 
discipline  and  police  of  the  institution,  the  degree  and  nature  of  punish- 
ments inflicted  for  violations  of  the  rules  and  the  employment  of  con- 
victs, the  purchase  and  sale  of  all  articles  provided  by  the  penitentiary 
or  sold  on  account  thereof,  and  have  checked  up  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements monthly  from  itemized  statements  of  reecipts  and  dis- 
dursements  with  balance  sheets  of  the  various  accounts  from  which 
moneys  were  received  and  paid  out.  We  have,  also,  carefully  looked 
after  the  health  and  discipline  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  be- 
lieve its  sanitary  and  disciplinary  conditions  to  be  as  good  as  that  of  any 
penitentiary  in  the  country.  The  convicts  have  been  well  fed  and  com- 
fortably clothed  at  a  cost  which  demonstrates  careful  and  economical 
management. 

The  receipts  from  the  earnings  of  the  convicts,  etc.,  during  1901 
and  1902  amounted  to  $500,051.26,  from  which  there  was  disbursed 
$498,507.36  for  support  of  the  institution,  including  salaries  of  officers, 
food  supplies  and  clothing  for  the  inmates,  $19,463.44  expended  for  re- 
pairs and  $3,000.00  for  permanent  improvements,  showing  a  net  profit 
of  $1,543.90.    The  institution  has  not  needed  or  used  a  single  dollar  from 
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the  general  revenue  fund  during  these  years,  the  earnings  of  the  con- 
victs being  at  this  time  about  4  cents  per  capita,  per  day,  more  than  the 
whole  cost  of  running  the  penitentiary. 

As  the  Warden's  report  covers  the  operation?  of  the  penitentiary, 
in  detail,  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  go  over  that  matter  in  this  report 
further  than  to  say,  we  endorse  his  statements  and  recommendations. 
The  Warden  and  employes  of  the  institution  have  discharged  their  du- 
ties faithfully  and  efficiently  and  deserve  especial  commendation  for  their 
work.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  earnings  for  this  biennial  period 
exceeded  the  cost  $59,631.06,  and  that  each  convict  has  earned  for  the 
-  ate  about  four  (4)  cents  per  day  more  than  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  expenses  Of  the  institution  for  the  last  two  years  have  been 
unusually  heavy;  the  drought  during  i<>oi,  which  was  so  disastrous 
and  wide  spread,  forced  us  to  pay  most  exorbitant  prices  for  all  sup- 
plies, and  the  general  business  depression  which  followed  very  seri- 
ously effected  our  earnings,  causing  a  loss  of  over  $8,000.00.  The 
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Forty-first  General  Assembly  passed  a  law  requiring  us  to  pay  all 
convicts  who  served  their  first  term  without  violation  of  the  prison 
rules  an  additional  $5.00,  which  made  an  increase  of  $4,000.00.  Din- 
ing 1901  our  expenses  were  increased  over  $3,000  on  account  of  the 
high  price  paid  for  coal,  but  am  glad  to  state  we  have  since  gotten  the 
price  reduced  from  $2.35  to  $2.20  per  ton. 

Heretofore  all  supplies  for  lighting  the  State  buildings  and 
grounds  and  the  books  for  the  prison  library  have  been  covered  by 
appropriations  from  the  revenue  fund,  but  during  the  last  two  years 
all  these  expenses  have  been  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  peniten- 
tiary at  a  cost  of  $1,754.49. 

We  have  expended  for  the  erection  of  a  second  story  on  ware- 
houses Nos.  3  and  4,  $2,500.00,  and  receive  on  this  investment  a  yearb' 
retnal  of  $600.00.  We  have  added  an  engine  house  to  shop  building 
No.  2  at  a  cost  of  $500.00,  and  have  expended  $1,775.00  for  a  new 
160  horse  power  engine.  Have  reroofed  and  repaired  all  the  inside 
buildings  at  a  cost  of  $19,463.44,  making  the  total  amount  expended 
for  repairs  $22,463.44. 

I  received  my  commission  as  Warden  April  1st,  1901,  and  found 
a  balance  in  the  earnings  of  $53,424.36.  We  have  paid  every  item  of 
expense  from  our  earnings  and  have  a  balance  on  December  31st, 
1902,  of  $81,944.26. 

There  is  now  due  from  the  United  States  Government  $2,284.00 
for  support  of  United  States  prisoners,  making  a  total  balance  of 
$84,228.26. 

The  amount  of  our  December,  1902,  bills  unpaid  is  $13,812.00,  and 
amount  due  officers  and  employes  for  December,  1902,  $6,879.86. 
These  amounts  deducted  from  the  balance  in  earnings  leaves  a  net 
balance  of  $63,536.40,  and  a  net  gain  since  April  1st,  1901,  of  $10,- 
112,04. 

I  will  let  these  figures  speak  for  the  management  of  the  institution 
during  my  administration. 

The  female  cell  building  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and 
so  crowded  and  poorly  ventilated  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
provide  new  quarters  for  these  unfortunates,  and  to  do  this  it  will 
be  necessary  to  change  the  Warden's  office  and  remodel  the  entire 
female  department.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  for  this  improve- 
ment an  appropriation  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  penitentiary  of  -: 
000.00. 
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I  also  recommend  an  appropriation  out  of  the  revenue  fund  of 
§80,000.00  for  pay  of  officers  and  employes  and  ordinary  repairs.  This 
money  not  to  be  used  except  in  a  case  of  emergency. 

The  financial  operations  are  shown  in  the  financial  statement  and 
balance  sheet. 

Exhibit  A  shows  comparative  statement  as  to  the  population  for 
ten  years. 

Exhibit  B  shows  where  convicts  are  worked,  and  the  idle,  sick, 
etc..  during  the  years  1901  and  1902. 

Exhibit  C  shows  amount  received  from  each  contractor  durin°- 
the  years  1901  and  1902. 

Tables  1  to  10,  inclusive,  show  the  crimes,  ages,  occupations,  na- 
tivities, religious  belief,  habits  of  life,  conjugal  relations,  educational 
statistics,  sex,  color  and  the  counties  from  which  prisoners  were  re- 
ceived, and  a  statement  of  prisoners  received  and  discharged  bienni- 
ally from  the  year  1836  to  December  31st,  1902. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  Governor 
Dockery  for  his  loyal  support;  and  to  him  and  you  gentlemen  of  the 
Board  of  Inspectors  I  cheerfully  share  whatever  success  may  be 
awarded  me  in  the  management  of  this  institution.  I  also  desire  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  all  the  officers  and  em- 
ployes and  thank  them  for  their  cheerful  and  conscientious  discharge 
of  their  duties.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  January  ist,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors,  of  the  Missouri  State 
Penitentary : 
Gentlemen — 

As  physician  to  the  above  institution  I  beg  to  submit  the  accompany- 
ing biennial  report  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Departments  for  the 
years  1901  and  1902. 

There  has  been  an  entire  absence  of  epidemics  of  any  character  dur- 
ing the  past  period.  The  prisoners  are  well  provided  with  plenty  of  good,, 
wholesome  food  and  proper  clothing. 

The  mortality  for  the  year  1901  was  24 — 12  whites  and  12  blacks — 
being  .01  and  1-10  per  cent  of  population.  In  1902  there  were  19  deaths — 
6  whites  and  13  blacks — being  a  percentage  of  92-100  of  one  per  cent. 
The  total  mortality  for  the  period  being  43,  a  fraction  less  than  one  per 
cent  of  the  average  population  for  the  period.  Of  the  total  deaths  26 
were  due  to  consumption  equaling  sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  total  death 
rate. 

I  have  endeavored  to  meet  the  requirements  in  the  most  practical 
manner  possible.  The  duties  have  been  manifold  and  responsibilities 
great.  There  has  been  no  time  for  theorizing  or  further  elaboration  of 
methods.  All  my  energies  have  been  directed  to  the  care  of  the  sick 
and  afflicted  a  summary  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  that  follows, 
but  prefatory  to  this  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  importance  of 
sanitary  precautions  in  every  department  of  this  institution.  Your  at- 
tention was  called  in  the  last  biennial  report  to  the  necessity  for  larger 
and  more  modern  hospital  facilities.  If  it  was  necessary  then  it  is 
doubly  so  now. 

The  present  hospital  building  was  erected  in  the  year  1876  when  the 
prison  population  was  only  about  one  half  what  it  is  today.  Present  con- 
cftions  compel  that  consumptive  patients  be  placed  indiscrimately 
throughout  the  wards  where  vacant,  accomodations  can  be  secured 
thereby  exposing  other  patients  to  that  incurable  affection  A  very  satis- 
factory expedient  would  be  additions  to  the  present  building  that  would 
afford  properly  appointed  quarters  for  the  acutely  ill  and  for  the  isola- 

!ion  of  the  eonsumpt i ves.  This  would  leave  the  old  building  largely 
to  the  use  of  the  hosts  of  unfortunates  who  from  time  to  time  are  sadly 
in  need  of  rest  and  recuperation. 

The  abundance  <>f  sunshine  and  good  cheer  in  the  new  buildings 
A.  E,  is  the  best  assurance  that  halls  B.  (\  and  D,  will  soon  give  place 
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to  structures  of  modern  type ;  but  until  this  can  be  brought  about  some 
provisions  should  be  made  for  better  lighting  and  ventilation  in  these 
old  buildings. 

The  building  for  the  Female  Department  is  wholly  inadequate  for  the 
present  and  increasing  demands.  A  new  cell  building  and  hospital  ward 
should  be  at  once  provided.  At  present  we  have  no  hospital  facilities  for 
caring  for  the  sick  in  that  department. 

As  might  be  expected  that  dread  malady  consumption,  which  has 
brought  sorrow  to  so  many  homes  throughout  the  land,  amounts  almost 
to  a  scourge  here  and  in  the  absence  of  fresh  air  and  sunlight  becomes  a 
menace  to  the  institution  as  medicines  are  of  little  or  no  avail  against  its 
ravages. 

Attention  has  also  been  called  frequently  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
baths  for  the  various  cell  buildings.  As  an  expedient  shower-baths  could 
be  provided  for  each  of  the  cell  buildings  at  a  very  smal  cost,  but  a  pool, 
such  as  is  usualy  provided  in  gymnasiums  would  be  better.  While  such 
t-rovisions  have  proved  failures  in  certain  districts  of  our  large  cities 
s t 5 1 1  if  we  had  something  of  the  kind  here  its  use  could  be  made  .i  part  of 
the  prison  discipline  and  there  is  every  argument  in  favor  of  the  whole- 
si  me  effect  it  would  have  on  the  health  and  temperament  of  the  prisoners. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  suitable  place 
to  keep  our  dead  until  the  bodies  can  be  judiciously  disposed  of.  The 
tnly  equipment  at  present  being  an  improvised  room,  directly  under  the 
prison  dispensary.  It  frequently  happens  that  the  disposition  of  the 
a  tad  is  delayed  several  days  for  the  purpose  of  autopsies  or  inquests, 
Hit  oftener  to  await  the  arrival  of  relatives  who  are  anxious  to  give  the 
L<  dy  a  family  burial.  It  is  important,  whenever  possible,  that  the  family 
if' entity  of  the  dead  be  established  and  authenticated,  which  necessi- 
tates indefinite  delay,  hence  I  would  recommend  that  some  provisions  be 
made  whereby  a  body  may  be  preserved  long  enough  to  at  least  meet  the 
requirements  of  law  and  custom. 

The  present  prison  management  has  shown  a  hearty  disposition  to 
improve  the  medical  department  wherever  it  could  be  done  without  special 
enactment.  An  instance  in  point  was  the  equipping  of  an  apartment  for 
Surgical  and  Mechanical  Dentistry.  This  was  done  to  meet  a  large  class 
of  cases  entirely  foreign  to  regular  medicine  that  was  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  and  while  the  skill  is  entirely  from  the  prison  it  has  covered 
almost  every  phase  of  mechanical  dentistry  and  includes  also  the  pre- 
paration of  special  dental  clinics  for  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
that  meet  in  this  city  semi-annually.  Practical  dentistry  was  an  expedient 
rather  than  an  experiment.  There  was  never  any  doubt  as  to  the  impor- 
tance of  this  branch  of  medicine  in  the  institution  and  its  permanence 
should  be  provided  for  by  suitable  legislation. 
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The  amount  of  sickness  during  the  past  two  years  while  large  has 
not  been  out  of  porportion  to  the  two  thousand  and  more  prisoners  living 
in  such  close  quarters  and  coming  as  they  do  from  all  classes  and  the 
different  walks  of  life.  That  it  has  been  handled  with  skill  and  great 
credit  to  the  institution  is  due  to  a  combination  of  circumstances.  My 
immediate  predecessor  Dr.  Z.  T.  Martin  gave  the  administration  a  year's 
service  in  this  department  of  the  most  brilliant  kind,  and  during  my  own 
Incumbency  the  service  has  been  greatly  augumented  by  a  night  officer 
in  charge  of  the  dispensary  and  a  prisoner  of  the  department,  who  are 
both  experienced  Physicians.  The  compensation  allowed  the  Prison 
Physician  is,  to  say  the  least,  woefully  inadequate  and  in  no  wise  commen- 
surate with  the  responsibilities  and  amount  of  labor  required  in  this  de- 
partment. The  salary  is  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  per  cent,  less  than  is 
paid  by  similar  institutions  in  other  states  and  I  earnestly  soli  jit  your 
support  in  securing  through  the  present  General  Assembly  the  passage 
of  a  bill  increasing  the  compensation  attached  to  this  office. 

These  suggestions  are  offered  in  good  faith  and  have  in  view  only 
the  maintaining  of  the  present  high  standard  of  services  in  this  institution 
for  it  is  doubtful  if  the  sick  and  afflicted  of  this  or  any  kindred  institu- 
t:on  have  ever  known  so  large  a  share  of  personal  attention  and  big 
heartedness  from  the  commissioned  officers. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  through  you  my  sincere  thanks 
to  Governor  A.  M.  Dockery ;  Warden  F.  M.  Wooldridge;  Deputy  Warden 
W.  M.  Todd ;  Chaplin  G.  J.  Warren,  and  the  officers  generally  of  the  insti- 
tution, for  the  hearty  support  and  co-operation  given  me  in  my  work. 
And  to  Dr.  J.  L.  Thorpe  of  this  city,  I  am  very  greatful  for  gratuitously 
rendered  valuable  services  in  consultation.

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  January  i,  1903. 
Hon.  Frank  M.  Wooldridge  Warden,  Missouri  State  Penitentiary : 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  submit  my  biennial  report  as  Chaplain  of  this 
Institution  : 

DATE  OF  APPOINTMENT 

I  was  appointed  by  you  to  this  office  September  1,  1901,  and  assumed 
the  duties  of  same  on  the  15th  instant.  From  that  date  to  the  present 
J  have  devoted  my  entire  time  and  energies  to  the  discharge  of  mv  duies, 
and  have  earnestly  and  systematically  tried  both  by  precept  and  example 
to  lift  up  those  committed  to  my  charge  to  a  higher  plane  of  living  and 
have  sought  by  kind  words  and  brotherly  adomitions  to  restrain  the 
vicious,  encourage  the  despondent,  cheer  the  sick  and  comfort  the  dying. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

I  have  held  religious  services  for  males  at  9:00  a.  m.  in  the  Chapel, 
and  for  females  at  3:00  p.  m.  in  their  chapel. 

During  the  summer  I  have  preached  in  the  Hospital  every  other 
Sabbath  afternoon,  besides  visiting  and  reading  to  and  praying  with  any 
who  might  desire  it,  each  day  of  the  week.  , 

1  have  also  visited  any  who  were  sick  in  their  cells  or  prevented  for 
any  reason  from  attending  the  regular  services. 

I  have  given  special  personal  counsel  and  advice  to  many  who  havi 
e ought  interview  s  with  me  upon  their  spiritual  interests  and  I  ;  m  glad 
to  say  that  1  believe  my  labors  have  not  been  altogether  in  vain.  Quite 
a  number  have  professed  conversion,  and  have  received  baptisim  either 
at  my  hands  or  from  ministers  in  the  city. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  voluntary  attendance  on  religious  serv- 
ices has  been  good. 

PRISON  LEAGUE 

During  the  past  year  I  have  organized  a  Prison  League  numbering 
4[j6.  They  meet  for  Bible  study  each  Sabbath.  I  think  the  league  has 
been  ver)  helpful  to  quite  a  number  in  both  departments  of  the  prison  The 
memberi  take  a  pledge  to  observe  the  prison  rules  and  to  strive  to  help 

(Hie another  in  even  good  way.  I  am  indebted  to  Rev,  Kdward  A.  Frcd- 
enhagen  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  for  assistance  in  organizing  the  League. 
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CATHOLIC  SERVICES. 

Rev.  Peters,  of  the  Catholic  Church,  holds  religious  services  for  those 
of  that  faith  once  each  month,  and  visits  any  who  may  desire  his  ministry, 
as  often  as  their  necessities  require. 

MUSIC. 

We  have  fine  orchestral  and  vocal  music  with  all  the  services  in 
the  Chapel,  and  it  adds  no  little  to  the  attractiveness  and  efficiency  of  these 
services. 

DEATHS. 

There  have  been  43  deaths,  42  male  and  1  female,  during  the  biennial 
period.  Each  one  of  the  bodies  interred  here,  have  received  christian 
burial  under  my  personal  supervision.  Several  of  these  have  died  in 
good  hope  of  a  better  life. 

LIBRARY. 

The  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars,  made  by  the  last  legis- 
lature has  not  all  been  expended,  for  the  reason  that  it  required  some 
tune  after  assuming  my  office,  for  me  to  become  acquainted  with  the  needs 
of  the  Library,  so  as  to  intelligently  purchase  the  supplies  necessary. 

The  Library  is  in  a  fair  condition  at  present,  but  needs  a  large  aT 
c.'tion  of  new  books,  as  many  of  the  old  volumes  are  lost  and  worn  out. 

I  have  added  about  six  hundred'  volumes  to  the  Library,  and  have 
used  great  care  in  selecting  them,  rejecting  the  light  and  trashy  for  the 
more  solid  and  useful. 

I  have  also  supplied  all  the  necessary  school  books,  slates  and  school 
accessories  to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  institution. 

Every  inmate,  who  will  recevie  them,  is  supplied  with  a  bible  or 
testament,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  all 
necessary  bibles  are  donated  so  that  I  am  only  under  the  necessity  of  pur- 
chasing bibles  and  testaments  of  specially  large  print  for  those  whose 
sight  is  defective. 

We  have  received  quite  a  large  donation  of  papers  and  magazines, 
vhich  have  been  carefully  distributed  and  for  which  the  donors  have  our 
sincere  thanks. 

A  new  catalog  will  be  a  necessity  this  year,  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  at  least  $150.00. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  most  earnestly  and  respectively  ask  the  ensuing  legislature 
to  make  some  provision,  as  in  their  wisdom  they  may  deem  best — for  the 
separation  of  the  younger  convicts  from  the  more  hardened  criminals. 
1  do  this  in  the  interest  of  moral  reform,  and  I  believe  for  the  best  ;*tere5t 
of  the  state  at  large. 

I  further  ask  that  if  possible  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  be  made  for  the  building  up  and  maintainance  of  the 
Library  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

I  also  ask  that  a  more  suitable  piece  of  land  be  secured  for  a  cemetary 
for  this  institution,  as  the  present  one  is  very  unsuitable  and  now  almost 
filled  up. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  uniform  courtesy  of  all 
the  officers  of  this  institution  and  to  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Mackay,  for  her 
helpful  sympathy  and  counsel  in  dealing  with  those  under  her  charge; 
but  especially  to  yourself  for  the  hearty  co-operation  and  sympathy  you 
have  given  me  in  the  arduous  duties  of  my  office. 

Asking  divine  blessings  upon  what  has  been  done,  and  looking  to 
Him  for  guidance  in  the  future,  I  beg  to  remain.

To  the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  Forty-second 
General  Assembly,  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 

Honored  Sir — In  compliance  with  section  5  of  an  act,  approved 
May  5th,  1899,  and  amended  in  1901,  establishing  a  Board  of  Examiners 
for  Barbers,  the  following  is  a  complete  statement  of  the  number  of 
licenses  issued,  number  of  applications  for  examination  received,  receipts 
from  the  same,  disbursements  of  the  Board,  together  with  the  proceedings 
and  doings  of  said  board  for  the  years  of  1901  and  1902,  respectively; 
£•1.^0,  some  recommendations  which  the  Board  thinks  advantageous  to 
the  general  public. 

His  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  on  the  20th  of  February,  1901,  ap- 
pointed Vincent  E.  Burch,  of  St.  Joseph,  to  succeed  John  J.  Worsting 
as  treasurer,  on  August  19th,  1901,  John  J.  Ryan,  of  St.  Louis,  to  succeed 
himself  as  secretary  and  again  on  August  21st,  1902,  John  L.  Hanks, 
of  Kansas  City,  to  succeed  himself  as  president  of  said  Board.

There  are  still  two  bills  for  legal  service  which  have  not  as  yet  been 
presented  to  the  Board  and  the  amounts  of  same  are  not  known. 

At  first,  the  Board  realized  great  difficulty  in  enforcing  the  provi- 
sions of  the  law,  but  since  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  State  vs.  Lucas, 
decided  that  the  law  was  constitutional,  this  difficulty  has  been  cleared 
up  and  matters  are  vastly  easier  to  adjust. 

The  Board  has  visited,  personally,  every  shop  within  its  jurisdiction 
and  has  carefully  examined  into  the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  shops 
within  the  past  two  years. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  the  shops  arc  in  better  sanitary  condi- 
i  .,n  than  when  the  law  went  into  operation.  It  is  also  true  that  there 
ire  as  yet,  many  shops  that  arc  far  from  the  standard  but  the  tendency 
is  to  improvement  and  the  vast  majority  of  barbers  are  inclined  to  keep 
their  places  of  business  and  themselves  cleaner  than  formerly. 

Many  barbers  bad  crude  ideas  of  the  law,  there  being  any  number 
who  thought  thai  all  they  had  to  do  was  to  pay  their  registration  Tee  and 
proceed  as  before.     Many  others  supposed  that  the  Board  was  estab- 
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lished  to  regulate  prices,  fix  wages  and  hours  of  labor,  etc.,  and  that  all 
five-cent  shops  were  to  be  closed  by  the  Board.  These  and  many  other 
tilings  of  similar  nature  required  considerable  time  and  individual  effort 
to  place  the  law  in  proper  light  before  the  barbers.  Too  many  expected 
that  the  law  would  accomplish  everything  the  moment  it  went  into  effect ; 
they  seemed  to  have  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  reforms  come  only  after 
years  of  patient  effort,  untiring  energy  and  toil.  These  obstacles  were 
surmounted  only  by  visiting  the  various  shops  within  its  jurisdiction  and 
explaining  the  provisions  of  the  law,  as  well  as  to  secure  some  competent 
uerson  in  each  city  to  see  that  the  law  was  enforced  in  the  absence  of  the 
Board. 

FAKE  BARBER  COLLEGES. 

i 

The  greatest  drawback  to  the  barbers  of  this  State  is  the  so-called 
college  that  pretends  to  teach  the  trade  of  barber  to  green  country  boys 
and  others  who  know  little  of  city  life,  and  as  a  general  thing  believe  every 
word  that  appears  in  an  advertisement. 

These  colleges  advertise  that  they  can  teach  the  trade  in  eight  (8} 
weeks  time  to  any  one  who  desires  to  learn  it  and  persons  who  know 
nothing  of  the  trade  are  very  readily  convinced  of  this  and  when  thex 
leceive  cleverly  devised  catalogue  illustrations  of  numerous  college  build- 
ings it  serves  to  impress  upon  the  innocent  mind  the  high  standing  of  the 
institution,  so  that  the  victim  at  once  falls  an  easy  prey  to  the  college's 
sagacious  methods  of  doing  business. 

The  following  is  a  sample  of  their  advertisements  which  appear  in  the 
daily  papers ;  this  one  is  taken  from  the  St.  Louis  Republic,  of  January 
7-th,  1903 : 

WANTED— Men  to  learn  barber  trade;  we  are  now  located  in  our  new  building 
with  everything  first-class:  most  complete  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  world;  steam 
heat,  elevator,  splendid  light,  special  graduating  department,  revolving  chairs,  etc.; 
no  limit  to  term;  steady  practice;  licensed  teachers;  tools  presented;  wages  Satur- 
day; board  provided  if  desired;  call  or  write;  Moler  Barber  College,  1110  Pine  St. 
Beware  of  fakes  using  same  name." 

Those  who  attend  this  college  do  not  know  that  the  laws  of  the  State 
require  a  two  years'  apprenticeship,  and  that  their  connection  with  the 
schools  hurts  them  with  the  barbers'  profession  throughout  the  whole  conn- 
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it;..  Many  of  these  country  boys  after  they  have  been  in  the  school  for 
a  few  clays,  realize  they  are  inveloped  in  a  fake  of  the  blackest  hue  and 
come  to  the  Board  penitent,  realizing  and  admitting  their  mistake  and 
seeking  instruction  from  the  Board  as  to  the  best  plan  to  pursue  to  learn 
the  trade.     Their  money  is  gone  and  they  are  in  a  sad  predicament. 

The  Board  has  maintained  offices  in  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Joseph,  the  three  largest  cities  in  the  State,  so  that  barbers  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  law  might  secure  whatever  information  they  may  desire 
w-ith  as  little  inconvenience  to  them  as  possible. 

The  Board  sees  the  necessity  of  amending  the  present  law  regulating 
the  barber  profession  in  a  number  of  particulars  which  would  redound 
to  the  good  of  the  public,  as  well  as  those  barbers  who  are  endeavoring 
to  elevate  the  craft  but  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly  will  ask 
for  but  one  which  it  thinks  the  most  urgent  and  an  absolute  necessity  for 
the  general  good  of  the  State. 

As  the  law  at  present  applies  to  those  cities  in  the  State  having  a 
population  of  5000  and  over,  it  includes  only  25  cities  which  are  as 
follows :  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph,  Sedalia,  Joplin,  Spring- 
held,  Hannibal,  Webb  City,  Kirksville,  Columbia,  Louisiana,  Mexico, 
Marshall,  Chillicothe,  Brookfield,  Trenton,  Moberly,  Carthage,  Clinton, 
Nevada,  St.  Charles,  De  Soto,  Aurora,  Independence  and  Jefferson  City. 

The  law  was  designed  to  maintain  better  sanitary  conditions  and 
legulations  in  the  barber  shops  of  the  State;  it  was  also  designed  to 
elevate  the  profession  and  protect  the  people  from  incompetent,  unskilled, 
careless  and  even  unclean  barbers.  Those  who  have  come  before  the 
Board  for  examination  have  had  a  fair  and  unbiased  trial  and  if  incom- 
petent to  follow  the  profession,  have  been  refused  licenses  and  compelled 
to  leave  our  jurisdiction.  Some  have  left  the  State  but  the  vast  majority 
have  moved  into  the  towns  of  the  State  not  covered  by  the  law. 

This  works  a  gross  injustice  upon  the  good  barber;  the  one  who  is 
capable  of  serving  the  people  and  the  one  endeavoring  to  elevate  the  pro- 
li>sinn.  Ii  works  a  further  injustice  upon  the  general  public  who  must 
\:  ii  the  barber  shop.      Many  are  compelled  to  visit  a  barber  shop  two 


or  three  times  each  week,  about  which  they  know  little  until  after  the 
operation  (shaving)  is  performed  and  oft-times  it  is  too  late  to  remedy 
the  vital  mistake. 

Our  opinion  is  that  were  this  law  amended  to  include  the  entire 
State,  every  city  and  town,  irrespective  of  population,  the  public  would 
receive  better  treatment  and  none  but  the  competent  barbers  allowed  to 
lemain  within  our  walls.  The  citizen  from  the  small  town  is  entitled 
to  as  much  consideration  as  the  citizen  from  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City, 
St.  Joseph,  Hannibal  or  any  of  the  larger  cities  and  should  be  shown  that 
amount  of  consideration. 

The  Board  respectfully  submits  the  foregoing  statement  and  trusts 
it  may  be  entirely  satisfactory  and  explicit  and  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly over  which  your  honored  self  presides  may  see  the  importance  of  the 
amendment  herein  recommended  and  accordingly  act.

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  December  I2th,  1902. 
His  Excellency,  Hon.  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri: 

My  Dear  Sir — I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  yon  the  Biannual  Re- 
port of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  Missouri.

REPORT. 


To  Honorable  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri : 

In  compliance  with  law,  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections has  the  honor  to  present  to  you  its  Third  Biennial  Report. 

WORK  OF  THE  BOARD. 

During  the  past  two  years  your  Board  has  visited  the  various 
eleemosynary  and  penal  institutions  of  the  State  and  a  large  number 
of  jails  and  alms-houses.  The  nianfcagers  of  these  institutions  have 
shown  a  commendable  willingness  to  exhibit  all  departments  of  the 
same  to  give  any  desired  information  in  regard  to  their  conditions 
and  methods  of  work. 

The  chief  functions  of  the  Board  are  of  an  advisory  nature  and 
its  efforts  in  this  direction  have  resulted  in  the  accomplishment  of 
certain  improvements  that  have  been  recommended.  An  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  a  record  kept  in  each  institution  of  the  requisitions 
on  the  steward  or  storekeeper  for  daily  supplies  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  inmates.  This  plan  has  been  adopted  in  several,  but  not  in 
all  of  them. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Missouri  have  reasons  to  be  proud  of 
their  charitable  institutions  and  we  believe  they  are  proud  of  them. 
During  the  last  two  years,  as  far  as  we  know,  no  charge  has  been 
brought  against  the  integrity  of  the  management  of  any  one  of  them  ;  no 
remediable  defect  in  their  organization  has  been  pointed  out ;  no  as- 
sertion has  been  made  public  that  any  inmate  of  any  one  of  them  has 
been  in  any  way  abused  or  neglected ;  and  no  scandal  has  been  brought 
to  light  affecting  the  personal  reputation  of  any  of  their  officers  or 
their  employes.    We  conclude  that,  notwithstanding  the  minute  and 
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thorough  scrutiny,  by  the  families  and  friends  of  their  inmates,  by 
county  officers,  by  the  throngs  of  visitors  to  whom  they  are  always 
open,  nothing  is  known  or  can  be  alleged,  which  would  tend  to  dis- 
credit the  honor,  humanity  and  efficiency  by  which  the  public  char- 
itable institutions  of  Missouri  have  been  conducted. 

The  great  and  increasing  cost  of  our  eleemosynary  institutions 
is  not  due  to  any  diversions  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  their  sup- 
port from  their  proper  use.  Nor  is  it  due  to  any  extravagance  in  their 
management,  nor  to  the  crowding  into  them  of  persons  not  legally 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  care  and  treatment  or  tuition  in  them.  The 
demand  for  the  relief  afforded  by  these  institutions  is  a  growing 
demand  everywhere,  and,  although  Missouri  has  manifested  a  liberal 
disposition  to  meet  this  demand,  it  has  not  yet  made  provisions  for 
its  unfortunate  commensurate  with  the  existing  demand  nor  is  it 
likely  to  be  so  in  the  near  future.  A  large  number  of  persons  are 
adjudged  to  be  insane  by  our  county  courts  each  year,  the  chronic 
insane  do  not  recover,  and  they  do  not  die,  there  is  therefore  a  per- 
petual addition  to  the  mass  of  incurables  who  must  in  some  way  be 
cared  for  by  the  State. 

At  nearly  every  institution  visited  an  appeal  has  been  made  for 
additional  wards  or  buildings  and  better  facilities  for  caring  for  a  con- 
stantly increasing  population.  In  some  instances  dining  rooms  have 
been  changed  into  dormitories  for  use  of  the  inmates. 

The  opening  of  Asylum  No.  4  at  Farmington,  and  additions  now 
in  process  of  erection  at  other  institutions,  will  relieve  the  situation 
for  a  while;  but  unless  liberal  appropriations  aie  made  by  the  legis- 
lature for  the  construction  of  the  buildings  planned  for  at  this  place, 
and  also  for  those  provided  for  in  the  plans  for  the  Colony  for  the 
Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptics  at  Marshall  the  same  overcrowded  con- 
ditions of  the  various  asylums  will  be  with  us  again  iu  a  short  time. 
A  liberal  policy  should  be:  pursued  in  making  appropriations  for  these 
institutions. 

The  act  establishing  the  probation  for  juvenile  delinquents  in 

tin-  city  of  St.  Louis  passed  the  legislature  and  was  approved  March 
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26,  1901.  On  June  3,  1901,  this  Board  nominated  Herman  Horchert 
as  probation  officer,  and  the  nomination  was  approved  by  the  circuit 
judges  of  St.  Louis.  His  report  for  fifteen  months,  which  appears 
elsewhere,  shows  the  law  to  have  been  a  wise  measure  and  that  an  ad- 
mirable selection  was  made  for  probation  officer. 

This  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for  sepa- 
rate juvenile  courts  in  St.  Louis,  with  all  the  powers  granted  to  sim- 
ilar courts  in  Illinois  and  other  states,  as  suggested  by  probation  of- 
ficer, Horchert,  in  his  report. 

In  its  first  biennial  report  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections recommended  that  a  colony  for  the  feeble-minded  be  estab- 
lished in  the  State,  and  the  legislature  in  1899  passed  a  law  for  that 
purpose.  The  institution  was  located  at  Marshall,  Saline  county,  and 
an  appropriation  was  made  and  a  number  of  buildings  have  been 
erected  sufficient  to  care  for  126  of  these  unfortunate.  Other  build- 
ings will  soon  be  completed  and  the  number  can  be  largely  increased, 
as  many  applications  for  admittance  have  been  rejected  because  of  lack 
of  facilities  to  properly  care  for  them.  In  nearly  every  alms-house  in 
the  State  can  be  found  those  who  should  be  placed  in  an  institution  of 
this  kind. 

Your  Board  hopes  that  a  liberal  appropriation  will  be  made  and 
all  the  buildings  provided  for  in  the  plans  of  the  colony  be  hastened 
to  completion  in  the  near  future. 

Some  plan  should  be  adopted  by  the  State  by  which  all  that  is 
modern  in  architecture,  water  and  light  system,  furnishings,  etc.,  may 
be  secured  when  new  buildings  are  to  be  erected  or  old  ones  enlarged. 
A  visit  to  the  different  State  institutions  shows  this  to  be  a  necessity. 


REPORT  OF  POOR  FARMS  AND  JAILS. 
By  H.  E.  Robinson. 
POOR  FARMS. 
A  somewhat  careful  and  extended  visitation  of  the  poor  farms  of 
Missouri  has  convinced  our  committee  of  certain  evils  that  may  well 
be  considered,  and  that  recommendation  for  their  bettering  should  be 
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advanced  by  this  board.  They  are  evils  that  exist  ~all  over  our  land, 
our  State  being*  perhaps  no  better  nor  worse  than  any  other  common- 
wealth, yet  continual  attention  being  directed  to  them  will  perhaps 
bring  about  measures  for  their  reform. 

Pauperism  has  been  largely  increased  in  our  State  by  wrong  poor 
farm  managers.  The  chronic  cases  of  pauperism,  those  whom  sick- 
ness or  extraordinary  conditions  have  compelled  to  seek  temporary 
relief,  the  young  and  the  old,  parents  and  children,  have  been  herded 
together,  and  the  tendency  has  been  to  bring  all  down  to  the  level  of 
the  lowest,  and  especially  to  train  up  the  children  in  habits  and  asso- 
ciations which  break  down  their  self-respect  and  perhaps  cause  them  to 
become  paupers  in  old  age,  if  not  in  mature  life.  The  practice  of  re- 
ceiving parents  and  children  into  the  poor  farm  together  should  be 
strictly  guarded  against.  The  whole  policy  of  the  State  should  move 
in  the  direction  of  caring  for  the  children  in  separate  institutions,  of 
tenderly  looking  after  the  really  unfortunate  and  the  worthy  sick, 
while  a  vigorous  system  of  labor  should  be  organized  and  admin- 
istered for  the  vicious  and  unworthy. 

The  absence  of  employment  in  our  poor  houses  and  on  our  poor 
farms  have  tended  to  increase  pauperism. 

Persons  who  have  sought  temporary  relief  in  time  of  sickness  or 
special  need,  have  become  habituated  to  idleness  and  to  a  state  of  in- 
difference as  to  caring  for  the  wants  of  the  day. 

They,  thus  pass  almost  imperceptibly  into  the  pauper  class. 

If  kept  at  vigorous  and  compulsory  labor  they  would  have  been 
strengthened  both  mentally  and  physically. 

And  as  they  thus  grew  stronger  they  would  have  become  unwil- 
ling to  lose  the  result  of  their  labor,  and  would  have  left  the  poor 
farm  and  made  an  effort  to  provide  for  themselves. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  absence  of  steady  employment 
on  the  poor  farms  tends  to  make  chronic  and  incurable  paupers. 

There  is  one  kind  of  labor  which  can  always  be  provided,  and 

which  is  sadly  lacking  in  our  State,  which  is  that  requisite  For  the 
mosl  cleanliness  in  the  rooms,  the  bedding,  the  apparel,  and  the  body. 


ONE  OP  THE  FARMTNGTON  TNSANE  ASYLUM. 
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This  discipline  of  cleanliness  is  sure  to  have  an  elevating  effect  on 
those  unfortunate,  to  say  nothing  about  their  healthful  condition,  or 
the  removal  of  the  cause  of  sickness.  Water  is  cheaper  than  medi- 
cine, and  can  be  generally  applied  to  our  poor  farms,  many  of  which 
are  lacking  in  this  respect. 

The  prevalent  custom  to  establish  poor  farms  at  a  distance  from 
the  county  seat,  in  many  instances  in  the  poorest  sections  of  the 
county,  cannot  but  be  viewed  as  an  obnoxious  one.  Visitations  by  the 
charitably  inclined  are  fewer  than  ought  to  be  the  case,  and  less  oftener 
than  would  be  the  case  if  they  were  more  accessible,  and  evils  in 
treatment  and  in  management  will  almost  inevitably  creep  in.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  our  committee  that  poor  farms  and  poor  houses  should 
be  within  easy  access  of  the  county  seat,  so  that  tlie  judges,  ministers, 
doctors  and  other  charitably  inclined  persons,  who  are  always  exist- 
ent, may  take  opportunity  to  visit  these  institutions,  and  thus  ill- 
management  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  We  recommend  to  the 
various  counties  the  careful  consideration  of  these  suggestions. 

The  practice  of  farming  out  the  keeping  of  these  unfortunate  de- 
pendents cannot  be  too  strongly  reprehended.  The  evil  resulting 
from  this  practice  is  not  perhaps  more  noticeable  in  our  State  than 
elsewhere,  but  it  does  exist. 

Human  nature  is  the  same  the  world  over,  and  abuse  will  fol- 
low where  the  care  of  dependents  is  left  to  the  lowest  bidder.  We 
urge  upon  the  various  county  authorities  a  consideration  of  these 
matters,  and  ask  that  a  change  for  the  better  be  inaugurated  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

JAILS. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  statement  is  made  that  the  jails  of  our 
State,  as  a  whole,  are  not  as  good  as  they  should  be.  By  this  is  meant 
the  management,  not  solely  the  fault  of  those  in  charge,  but  largely 
the  fault  of  a  defective  system.  The  great  evil  noticeable  is  wholly 
from  the  lack  of  employment.  As  is  well  known,  a  short  term  of 
imprisonment,  cither  by  sentence  to  lay  out  a  fine,  has  no  terrors  in 
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our  State.  The  inmate  is  fed,  lives  in  a  state  of  idleness,  associates 
with  vicious  companions,  and  acquires  habits  that  are  worth  but  evil. 
The  fact  that  after  one  commitment  any  young  person  is  almost  sure 
to  be  sentenced  again  and  again,  is  proof  that  our  jails  are  neither 
deterrent  nor  reformatory. 

Labor  should  be  provided  for  all  our  criminals,  either  great  or 
small.  No  vicious  person  should  understand  that  he  can  eat,  drink 
and  be  merry  at  the  expense  of  his  neighbor  and  serve  out  his  sen- 
tence in  a  state  of  enforced  idleness.  Hard  compulsory  work  should 
be  provided  for  him,  which  will  improve  him  bodily  and  in  conscience. 
And  if  he  is  naturally  a  one  who  dislikes  work,  the  fact  that  he  must 
work  while  serving  sentence  will  aid  him  from  being  placed  in  such  a 
position  again.  There  is  another  reason  why  compulsory  labor  in 
our  jails  should  be  adopted.  At  the  present  time  many  persons  con- 
victed of  misdemeanors,  for  which  they  receive  great  or  less  fines, 
serve  out  such  fines  in  jail,  being  fed  and  having  an  easy  time,  and  at 
the  same  time  saving  their  pockets.  Jly  thus  doing  they  not  only 
inflict  expense  upon  the  county,  but  rob  the  school  fund  the  amount 
of  their  fines,  the  aggregate  being  an  alarming  quantity.  A  large 
number  at  least  of  this  class  would  not  go  to  jail  had  they  to  perforin 
hard  labor,  and  the  county  would  save  at  both  ends.  'The  common 
practice  of  building  our  jails  in  the  open  so  that  their  \v;mdo  vs  'can, 
be  approached  from  the  outside  by  anyone  is  a  most  vicious  one. 
The  possibility  for  aid  to  escape  being  rendered  is  thereby  increased, 
while  ribaldry  and  vileness  is  directed  from  the  vicious  inmate  to  the 
passerby.  Tligh  and  tight  walls  should  surround  the  jail  at  a  suf- 
ficient distance  to  provide  an  enclosure  ample  enough,  not  only  for 
light  and  air  but  to  afford  a  working  place  for  breaking  stones  and 
other  hard  labor.  We  ask  thai  our  county  authorities  carefully  note  these 
suggestions,  and  if  necessary  ask  proper  legislative  aid  to  their  car- 
rying out. 
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PRINCIPLES  WHICH  SHOULD  GOVERN  ALMSHOUSE  AD 

MINISTRATION. 

(From  Bulletin  Issued  by  Department  of  Sociology  of  State  University 

of  Missouri.) 

It  is  universally  recognized  by  those  who  have  studied  almshouse- 
administration  that  the  almshouse  is  not  fitted  to  care  for  those  classes 
of  dependents  who  require  special  or  scientific  treatment.  By  its  very 
nature  the  almshouse  is  a  small  local  institution  which  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  have  at  its  head  an  official  with  professional  training  and  ex- 
perience. Therefore,  certain  classes  who  need  special  care  involving 
special  knowledge  should  not  be  committed  to  the  almshouse.  These 
classes  include  children,  delinquents,  the  insane,  the  epileptic,  the  feeble- 
minded, the  blind,  and  the  deaf-mutes.  Let  us  consider  in  the  order 
given  the  reasons  why  these  classes  should  be  excluded  from  the  alms- 
houses. 

1.  Children  above  the  age  of  babyhood  should  never  be  committed 
to  an  almshouse  because  the  child  through  its  imitative  nature  readily 
takes  on  the  taint  of  pauper  surroundings  which  cling  to  it  through  life ; 
and  because  the  education  of  no  child  can  be  properly  conducted  in  an 
almshouse. 

2.  Tramps  and  disorderly  persons  should  never  be  committed  to 
an  almshouse,  as  the  almshouse  is  not  a  correctional  institution  and  can- 
not properly  deal  with  delinquent  persons,  while  their  mere  presence  in 
the  institution  brings  it  into  such  ill  repute  that  the  self-respecting  poor 
shun  it  even  in  the  direst  extremities. 

3.  Perhaps  the  presence  of  no  other  class  in  the  almshouse  gives 
rise  to  such  grave  abuses  as  the  presence  of  the  insane.  Because  the 
insane  need  the  medical  care  of  specialists,  skilled  attendants,  cheerful 
surrounding,  and  a  scientific  diet,  all  of  which  are  lacking  in  an  alms- 
house, their  condition  often  becomes  very  pitiable.  This  neglect  easily 
shades  off  into  the  brutality  of  leaving  the  insane  dirty  and  half-naked, 
confined  in  steel  or  wooden  cells.    This  continually  happens  in  our  State, 
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and  w  ill  continue  so  as  long  as  insane  persons  are  allowed  to  be  kept  in  our 
almshouses.  Insane  persons  should,  therefore,  never  be  committed  to 
the  almshouse,  and  those  who  become  insane  after  commitment  should 
be  speedily  removed. 

4.  Epileptics  should  not  be  committed  to  an  almshouse,  because 
like  the  insane  they  need  special  medical  care  and  treatment,  through 
which  their  condition  is  always  improved  and  permanent  recovery  some- 
times effected.  As  all  epileptics  become  insane  if  their  disease  is  neg- 
lected, the  same  objections  to  almshouse  care  are  applicable  in  their  case 
as  in  the  case  of  the  insane. 

5.  Feeble-minded  persons  should  not  be  kept  in  almshouses,  be- 
cause their  presence  there  is  both  a  hardship  to  the  other  inmates  and  a 
danger  to  the  community.  No  almshouse  is  properly  equipped  to  care 
for  and  restrain  idiotic  and  feeble-minded  persons,  while  the  loose  rules 
of  admission  and  discharge  allow  such  persons  to  go  and  come  as  they 
please,  which  is  a  danger  to  the  community.  This  is  especially  a  danger 
in  the  case  of  feeble-minded  women  who,  under  such  lax  care,  almost  in- 
variably become  mothers,  and  so  transmit  their  defect  to  succeeding  gen- 
erations. Feeble-minded  children  should,  of  course,  be  put  into  special 
institutions  where,  through  training,  they  may  be  often  much  improved. 

().  The  desirability  of  removing  blind  and  deaf-mute  children  from 
the  almshouses  to  special  institutions  for  their  instruction  was  early  rec- 
ognized ;  but  the  desirability  of  special  institutions  for  dependent  adults 
of  these  classes  is  also  now  admitted.  Certainly  the  legislation  for  re- 
moving blind  and  deaf-mute  children  from  our  almshouses  should  be 
enforced. 

By  the  exclusion  of  all  classes  from  the  almshouse,  which  require 
Special  scientific  treatment,  the  true  function  of  the  almshouse  discloses 
itself.  Manifestly  the  class  which  remains  for  almshouse  care  is  the 
aged  and  infirm  poor.  In  every  old-settled  community  this  class,  which 
requires  no  scientific  treatment,  is  sufficiently  large,  and  it  should  be  the 
function  of  the  almshouse  to  provide  a  home  for  them. 

Even  after  classifying  so  many  classes  of  dependents  out  of  the 
almshouse  w c  si  ill  w  ill  no!  have  a  properly  administered  institution  Ull- 
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less  there  is  classification  within  the  almshouse.  It  is  generally  recog- 
nized that  a  good  almshouse  should  classify  its  inmates  in  at  least  four 
different  ways.  The  first  and  most  important  classification  is  in  regard 
to  sex.  The  sexes  should  be  absolutely  separated  from  each  other,  and 
if  possible  housed  in  different  buildings,  if  the  institution  is  to  be  kept 
free  from  scandal.  A  second  classification,  which  should  not  be  neg- 
lected, is  in- regard  to  color.  Fully  carried  out  this  would  result  in  dupli- 
cate institutions,  one  for  whites  and  one  for  colored.  At  the  least,  it 
would  mean  a  separate  building  for  the  colored  if  they  numbered  more 
than  three  or  four.  A  third  necessary  classification  is  in  regard  to  health. 
This  means  that  there  should  be  special  provision  for  the  sick,  and  isola- 
tion of  those  who  have  contagious  diseases,  such  as  consumption.  The 
fourth  classification  which  should  be  made  is  in  regard  to  mental  and 
moral  condition.  This  means  that  persons  who  are  congenial  should 
be  grouped  together  and  that  some  persons  should  be  given  a  room  alone. 

Even  in  an  ideal  almshouse  at  least  this  much  classification  is  neces- 
sary. But  in  case  the  classes  above  spoken  of  have  not  been  removed 
from  the  almshouse  much  further  classification  is  required.  There  should 
then  be  isolation  of  the  mentally  defective  and  special  provision  to  keep 
the  children  from  being  contaminated  by  the  other  inmates. 

The  question  of  classifying  properly  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse 
brings  us  to  the  question  of  the  proper  construction  of  the  almshouse. 
It  is  now  generally  agreed  that  the  cottage  plan  of  construction  is  best. 
There  are  many  disadvantages  to  a  single  large  building,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  that  it  does  not  make  easy  proper  classification  and  separa- 
tion of  the  inmates.  For  an  average  Missouri  county  the  almshouse 
should  consist  of  three  cottages,  one  for  the  female  inmates,  one  for  the 
males,  and  one  for  the  superintendent's  family.  The  cottages  for  the 
inmates  should  be  built  to  accommodate  from  ten  to  twenty-five  persons, 
and  should  have  both  dormitories  and  single  rooms  to  allow  for  proper 
classification  of  the  inmates.  The  cottage  for  the  superintendent's  family 
would,  of  course,  be  smaller.  If  needed,  a  fourth  cottage  for  the  col- 
ored inmates  should  be  added.  The  whole  institution  should  be  equipped 
with  the  best  modern  sanitary  arrangements  and  should  preferably  be 
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heated  by  a  central  plant.  The  average  cost  of  such  an  institution,  if 
built  of  brick,  would  not  be  above  $15,000. 

Of  course,  the  care  of  the  almshouse  and  its  inmates  should  not 
be  let  out  to  the  lowest  bidder,  as  is  done  in  about  one-half  of  the  coun- 
ties of  our  State.  This  "farming  out"  of  the  poor,  as  it  is  called,  gives 
rise  to  serious  abuses  wherever  practiced.  The  proper  method  is  to  hire 
a  competent  man  as  superintendent  as  a  fixed  salary,  and  then  furnish 
supplies  as  needed  for  the  institution  by  requisitions  on  the  county  au- 
thorities. 

As  to  management,  the  most  important  matter,  after  those  already 
mentioned,  is  in  regard  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of  inmates.  The 
"work-test"  should  be  rigidly  enforced;  that  is,  no  able-bodied  persons 
should  be  admitted  without  being  required  to  work.  Only  thus  can  idle 
and  vicious  persons,  like  tramps,  be  effectually  excluded.  Inmates  should, 
also,  not  be  permitted  to  discharge  themselves,  and  should  be  released 
only  when  there  is  some  assurance  that  they  will  be  properly  cared  for 
outside  of  the  institution. 

Work  should  be  furnished  for  all  able  and  willing  to  work.  This 
should  be  done,  not  so  much  for  economy,  as  on  the  general  principle 
that  the  normal  person  is  happier  and  more  content  when  occupied  than 
when  idle.  As  noted  above,  in  the  case  of  the  able-bodied  work  should 
be  required,  not  optional.  Recreation  and  amusements  should  not  be 
wholly  neglected.  For  this  reason  newspapers  and  books  ought  to  be 
found  in  every  'almshouse,  and  simple  entertainments  should  be  occa- 
sionally provided  for  the  inmates.  Especially  ought  there  to  be  regular 
religious  services  of  some  sort,  if  possible,  weekly. 

Tf  these  recommendations  can  be  carried  out,  the  almshouse  under 
a  humane  and  intelligent  superintendent  may  yet  become  a  genuine  in- 
stitution of  philanthropy,  where  the  respectable  aged  and  infirm  poor  may 
find  a  home  such  as  enlightened  Christian  sympathy  would  give  them. 

MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOR  NIK  BLIND. 
While  Missouri  has  amply  provided  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  the 
paupers,  the  criminals,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  millions  have  been  ap- 
propriated fox  the  cause  of  education,  yet  there  is  a  seeming  neglect  of 
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one  class  of  her  citizens  as  much  in  need  of  her  fostering  care  as  any  of 
these.  Wc  refer  to  the  blind  boys  and  girls  to  whom  all  avenues  of  oc- 
cupation and  industrial  living  are  closed  because  of  their  affliction.  This 
class  should  be  dealt  with  liberally  because  their  need  is  great,  and  that 
through  no  fault  of  their  own. 

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  is  located  at  Nineteenth  and  Mor- 
gan street,  St.  Louis.  It  is  a  four-story  building,  poorly  adapted  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  being  used  and  inadequate  for  the  proper  ac- 
commodation for  those  in  attendance.  The  sanitary  conditions  are  not 
good,  no  means  are  provided  for  the  heating  of  the  dormitories,  the 
Superintendent  tells  us  the  boiler  is  old  and  defective,  hardly  passing 
inspection  by  the  city  officials. 

With  the  meager  means  at  command  Superintendent  Green  has  ac- 
complished much  for  these  wards  of  the  State.  Instruction  is  being 
given  not  only  along  education  lines,  but  the  girls  are  taught  to  sew, 
knit,  weave  and  other  household  occupations,  for  the  boys  there  is  a 
carpenter  shop,  broom  factory,  blacksmithing,  etc.  There  is  a  music 
department  and  some  very  proficient  musicians  have  graduated  from  the 
institution. 

The  biennial  appropriation  is  $59,000  (this  being  the  only  means  of 
support).  There  are  now  105  inmates,  63  males,  42  females.  There  are 
fifteen  teachers  in  charge  and  fifteen  employes,  the  monthly  salary  list 
being  $1,150. 

Your  Board  recommends  that  the  present  building  be  sold  and  a 
suitable  site  purchased  in  the  suburbs  of  St.  Louis  or  elsewhere,  and  that 
a  building  be  erected  thereon,  which  will  reflect  credit  on  the  State,  and 
where  these  children  can  have  as  good  advantages  as  other  wards  of  the 
State. 

REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

The  Reform  School  for  Boys  is  pleasantly  located  on  a  high  elevation 
of  land  adjacent  to  Boonville,  in  Copper  county.  The  buildings  are 
built  of  brick  and  consist  of  a  large  main  building,  detached  cottages, 
congregate  dining  hall,  chapel,  hospital  building,  barn,  etc.  At  this  insti- 
tution kindly  discipline  and  restraint  takes  the  place  of  bolts  and  bars.

Instead  of  being  a  penal,  it  is  a  scholastic  and  industrial  institution  for 
the  reformation  of  refractory  boys,  teaching  them  the  habits  of  industry 
and  obedience.  There  are  thousands  of  boys  in  the  State  spending  their 
lives  in  idleness  and  fitting  themselves  for  lives  of  criminals  that  ought 
to  be  here  learning  useful  trades  and  preparing  for  good  citizenship. 
One  hindrance  to  their  being  sent  to  the  reform  school  is  that  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance  must  be  assumed  by  the  counties.  If  this  tax  were 
removed  and  the  support  of  the  institution  be  derived  entirely  from  the 
State  it  would  result  in  many  more  boys  being  sent  there,  and  we  see 
no  reason  why  it  would  not  soon  become  self-supporting,  as  in  the  rase 
of  the  State  Penitentiary. 

All  the  buildings  on  the  grounds,  excepting  the  main  building,  were 
erected  by  the  boys  with  very  small  cost  to  the  State.  The  brick  are 
made  on  the  ground  for  the  buildings  and  also  for  sale.  The  carpenter 
and  blacksmith  shops,  printing  office,  ice  plant,  laundry,  and  a  farm  of 
several  hundred  acres  furnish  employment  for  the  boys. 

At  present  there  are  350  boys  at  the  school,  with  the  accommoda- 
tion  for  150  more.  One  reason  for  the  small  number  of  boys  in  the  re- 
form school  at  Boonville  is  resultant  of  our  splendid  system  of  jparole 
afforded  juvenile  criminals  by  the  district  judges  under  the  laws  of  the 
State.

The  administration  of  the  State  Penitentiary  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory in  every  respect.  The  prison  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  country. 
The  cell  buildings,  shops,  prison  yards,  and  every  department  are  kept 
in  excellent  order.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  is  usually  very  good. 
The  food  used  is  of  good  quality  and  is  liberal  in  quantity. 

The  prison  industries  are  operating  satisfactorily.  As  shown  above 
the  entire  $80,000  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  the  support 
of  the  penitentiary  will  be  returned  to  the  State  treasurer,  evidence  of  a 
financial  management  that  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  sanitary  condi- 
tions of  the  prison  are  good.  Warden  Wooldridge  has  surrounded  him- 
self with  a  corps  of  efficient  subordinates  and  everything  goes  like  clock- 
work. The  discipline  is  mild  but  firm.  Disobedience  to  orders  is  verv 
rare.  In  all  these  highly  important  respects  the  Board  is  glad  to  testify 
to  the  excellence  of  the  State  Penitentiary. 
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THE  COLONY  FOR  FEEBLE-MINDED  AND  EPILEPTICS. 

In  the  establishment  of  the  Colony  for  Feeble- Minded  and  Epilep- 
tics at  Marshall,  Saline  county,  the  State  has  acted  with  a  wisdom  which 
only  requires  time  to  demonstrate.  The  buildings  now  erected  and  in 
use  are  a  three-story  fire  proof  building  with  basement,  a  kitchen,  which 
is  iow  being  used  for  a  school  room  above  and  laundry  below,  power 
house  and  a  cottage  which  is  being  used  temporarily  as  an  administration 
building.  Two  other  cottages  are  in  process  of  erection.  There  are 
126  inmates,  70  males,  56  females.  The  buildings  used  by  them  barely 
meet  their  demands  for  comfort  and  leaves  no  margin  for  new  admis- 
sions, applications  for  which  are  constantly  pressing.  The  plans  pro- 
vide for  detached  buildings  connected  with  each  other  by  enclosed  cor- 
ridor. 

The  educational  training  is  being  carried  on  under  the  instruction 
of  a  competent  teacher.  The  institution  has  before  it  a  great  future  of 
usefulness  to  the  State.  Although  one  of  the  most  recent  of  our  charit- 
able institutions,  there  is  none  in  whose  establishment  on  a  broad  and 
liberal  scale,  the  legislature  has  shown  more  humanity,  more  wisdom,  or 
higher  statesmanship. 

A  water  tank  of  larger  capacity  placed  at  a  higher  elevation  is  neces- 
sary to  furnish  sufficient  water  pressure  for  the  upper  floors  of  the  large 
buildings.  Macadamized  roads,  gravel  or  concrete  walks  should  be  pro- 
vided, the  grounds  cleared  and  made  beautiful. 

The  legislature  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  funds  for  finishing  the 
two  cottages  just  started,  for  the  erection  of  two  more,  an  industrial 
building  and  dining  hall.  This  will  require  a  large  sum,  but  we  believe  it 
w  ill  be  money  well  expended. 

STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  Till-:  INSANE  NO.  1,  FULTON;  MO. 

Dr,  J.  \V.  Smith,  an  experieneed  practitioner,  took  charge  of  this 
institution  in  March  last,  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  W.  1..  Ray.     It  is  one 

"!  the  best  kepi  institutions  in  the  Slate.  The  administration  is  econ- 
omical biii  not  parsimonious.    Surroundings  have  been  made  as  beau- 
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tiful  and  attractive  as  possible — counting  the  cost  as  secondary  to  the 
proper  care  of  the  unfortunates. 

The  completion  of  the  new  wing  has  increased  the  capacity  of  the 
building  so  that  1,150  patients  can  be  accommodated.  There  are  now 
1,104  inmates,  633  males,  471  females. 

The  Superintendent  shows  a  kindly  interest  in  each  one  of  those 
under  his  charge  and  makes  it  a  point  to  familiarize  himself  with  a  his- 
tory of  their  ailments.  He  endeavors  to  impress  upon  employes  that  the 
whole  plant  is  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane — that  their  inter- 
est is  always  first  to  be  considered.  Employment  and  amusement  is  given 
to  every  one  capable.  The  "open  door"  policy  has  been  adopted  and  is 
proving  beneficial. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  buildings  are  very  good,  but  would 
be  improved  by  exchanging  the  closets  in  use  throughout  the  building 
for  something  more  modern  and  better  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

The  electric  light  plant,  the  ice  plant,  and  the  cold  storage  rooms 
are  models  which  might  be  adopted  in  other  institutions. 

One  of  the  needs  of  the  institution  is  a  new  building  for  the  colored 
patients. 

THE  CONFEDERATE  SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

The  Confederate  Soldiers'  Home  is  located  at  Higginsville,  in 
Lafayette  county.  Honorable  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  Con- 
federate States  entitles  a  person  to  admission  at  the  home  if  physic- 
ally unable  to  support  self  and  family.  The  wife  or  widow  over  fifty 
years  of  age,  or  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  of  persons  of 
above  qualifications,  may  be  admitted  by  consent  of  the  executive 
committee,  approved  by  the  president.  There  are  now  186  inmates 
at  the  home,  165  males,  21  females;  24  are  absent  on  furlough.  There 
is  a  large  two  story  brick  building,  fourteen  cottages,  chapel,  hos- 
pital building  just  completed,  barns,  sheds,  etc.  The  former  hospital 
building  is  used  as  a  dormitory. 

There  are  some  points  of  excellence  in  the  new  hospital  building 
and  some  features  which  are  open  to  criticisms.  The  base  line  of  the 
building  is  below  the  level  of  the  street,  and  it  will  have  to  be  graded 
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down  before  a  good  drainage  can  be  secured  for  the  building.  No 
provision  was  made  for  a  dispensary  or  operating  room.  The  plan  of 
the  one  story  hospital  building  at  St.  James  is  much  preferable  to 
this. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  buildings  is  good  except  in  the  old 
hospital  building  where  they  could  hardly  be  worse. 

Adjoining  each  of  the  cottages  is  a  garden  for  the  inmates,  and 
this  has  a  home-like  appearance.  There  is  always  a  certain  amount 
of  discontent  among  the  inmates  of  the  home,  and  this  is  to  be  ex- 
pected. Most  of  the  men  are  old,  some  of  them  are  childish,  and  most 
of  them  suffer  from  wounds  and  disease.  They  are  without  regular 
employment,  and  it  is  only  natural  that  such  men  under  such  circum- 
stances should  develop  some  discontent.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  discover  the  men  are  kindly  and  humanely  cared  for.  The  discip- 
line appears  to  be  as  mild  as  is  consistent  with  good  order. 

An  appropriation  is  needed  to  secure,  a  more  reliable  water  sup- 
ply for  the  home.    Additional  cottages  are  also  needed. 

MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF— FULTON. 

Like  other  similar  institutions  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
lias  experienced  difficulty  in  developing  such  industries  as  will  enable 
its  graduates  to  support  themselves,  though  much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  this  direction.  The  principal  industries  taught  in  the  school 
are  printing,  shocmaking,  tailoring,  cabinet-making  and  blacksmith- 
ing  for  the  boys,  and  dressmaking  and  domestic  work  for  the  girls. 

The  majority  of  the  pupils  are  from  farms  and  will  return  to  the 
farms,  and  we  believe  instruction  should  be  given  in  this  department. 
This  school  should  be  fostered  by  the  State  and  whatever  means 
are  necessary  to  assist  these  unfortunates  should  be  furnished. 

At  the  time  '»f  inspection  there  were  332  pupils  in  the  school,  190 
males,  142  females.    Sanitary  conditions  are  very  good. 

The  institution  needs  a  new  gymnasium,  dormitory  for  boys, 
electric  lighl  plant  and  barn. 
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STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE,  NO.  2. 

Under  the  vigorous  management  of  Dr.  Woodson  this  hospital 
maintains  its  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  managed  institu- 
tions in  the  State.  The  repairs  and  improvements  arc  too  numerous 
to  specify  in  detail.  They  will  be  found  enumerated  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  institution.  Much  of  the  work  on  the  new  buildings, 
grounds  and  farm  is  done  by  the  inmates  at  a  very  small  cost  to  the 
State.  Dr.  Woodson  was  among  the  first  to  inaugurate  the  "open- 
door"  system  in  all  the  wards  and  finds  it  very  beneficial  to  patients. 

There  arc  at  present  1,209  inmates  in  the  institution;  males,  667; 
females,  542.  There  is  much  to  commend  and  little  room  for  crit- 
icism of  this  model  institution. 

Appropriatons  will  be  asked  for  the  erection  of  two  pavilions  and 
for  placing  metal  ceiling  in  all  the  wards.  The  latter  should  take  the 
place  of  plastering  in  all  the  State  institutions.  It  is  much  more 
durable  and  can  be  easily  repainted  when  needed. 

ST.  LOUIS  CITY  INSTITUTIONS. 

At  the  workhouse  many  improvements  for  the  bettering  of  the 
condition  of  those  confined  there  have  been  made  by  the  present 
superintendent.  There  are  at  present  350  inmates.  Separate  cell 
buildings  are  provided  for  females  and  males.  The  men  are  emploved 
in  stone  quarry  on  grounds  and  the  females  in  sewing",  cooking  and 
laundry.  About  the  only  objectionable  feature  is  that  schackles  are 
riveted  on  each  male  prisoner  and  remain  there  until  his  sentence  ex- 
pires or  he  is  released.  Surely  some  more  humane  practice  than  this 
could  be  adopted. 

The  St.  Louis  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has  a  capacity  for  400  pa- 
tients, but  the  average  number  now  there  is  790.  Notwithstanding 
this  crowded  condition,  it  is  much  better  from  a  sanitary  standpoint 
than  would  be  expected. 
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The  poorhouse  is  even  more  crowded  than  the  asylum,  there 
being  1,690  inmates,  900  of  whom  are  insane.  How  the  management 
cares  so  well  for  such  a  large  population  in  such  crowded  quarters 
is  surprising.  The  superintendent  certainly  deserves  commendation. 
The  sanitary  conditions  are  good  except  in  the  dormitory  for  male 
paupers,  where  nearly  500  men  occupy  one  room.  Some  improve- 
ments of  this  situation  should  be  made  before  1904. 

At  the  Four  Courts  jail  there  are  350  prisoners  confined.  The 
sanitary  conditions  are  good.  The  arrangements  for  the  separation 
of  sexes  and  for  separation  of  youths  from  older  criminals  are  not 
what  they  should  be. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE,  NO.  4. 

The  legislature  of  1899  created  a  commission  to  locate  the  fourth 
hospital  for  the  insane  and  a  tract  of  land  near  Farmington,  St.  Fran- 
cois county,  was  selected  by  the  commission.  The  cottage  plan  was 
adopted  and  five  two-story  brick  buildings  have  been  erected  and 
furnished  and  are  now  ready  for  occupancy,  the  power  house,  laundry, 
dining  hall,  kitchen  and  storehouse  have  also  been  completed.  The 
superintendent's  home  and  a  cottage  for  the  violent  insane  are  in  pro- 
cess of  erection.  The  cottages  have  a  capacity  for  60  patients  each 
and  all  the  arrangements  for  their  care  and  treatment  seem  to  us  to 
be  most  admirable.  The  machinery,  fittings  and  all  appurtenances 
for  every  department  are  modern  and  up-to-date  and  we  sec  no  rea- 
son why  this  should  not  be  one  of  the  model  institutions  of  the  State. 

The  cottage  plan  for  hospitals  for  the  insane  is  an  experiment 
in  this  State,  but  as  it  has  proven  a  success  in  states  where  the  climate 
is  much  more  severe,"  we  have  no  doubt  its  practicability  will  be 
demonstrated  here. 

The  new  officers  were  elected  on  New.  20th  and  Hospital  No.  4 
will  B0011  be  reads'   to  receive  patients. 
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HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INS  AN  K,  NO.  3. 

This  institution  is  located  at  Nevada,  Vernon  county,  with  Dr. 
J.  F.  Robinson,  superintendent.  A  close  examination  of  every  depart- 
ment shows  the  results  of  a  careful  and  wise  management.  There 
are  now  939  patients  enrolled;  532  males,  407  females.  Many  of  the 
wards  are  very  much  crowded  at  present,  but  this  will  be  relieved  on 
the  completion  of  a  new  addition  which  is  now  enclosed. 

Owing  to  a  faultily  constructed  water  works  system  the  sanitary 
conditions  are  not  of  the  best  at  this  institution.  This  can  be  remedied 
if  the  suggestions  of  the  superintendent  are  carried  out.  The  hos- 
pital is  paying  an  annual  water  rental  of  $3,000.  It  is  estimated  to 
secure  a  water  supply  of  its  own  will  cost  about  $10,000  .  It  will  cer- 
tainly be  economy  to  do  this.  An  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  this 
purpose. 

FEDERAL  SOLDIERS'  HOME— ST.  JAMES. 
The  additions  to  the  Federal  Soldiers'  Home  at  St.  Jaomes  au- 
thorized by  the  last  legislature  have  been  completed  and  are  now  oc- 
cupied. The  new  hospital  is  a  neat  and  well  equipped  building',  one 
which  was  very  much  needed.  The  new  administration  and  dormitory 
building  has  added  very  much  to  the  capacity  of  the  institution.  All 
the  new  departments  have  been  built  at  a  moderate  cost  to  the  State. 
Provision  should  be  made  for  the  building  of  a  modern  kitchen  and 
storeroom. 

There  are  now  182  inmates  at  the  Federal  home;  139  males,  43 
females.  The  old  mansion  is  used  for  dining  room  and  kitchen,  and 
the  old  hospital  for  single  men. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  GIRLS— CHILLICOTHE. 
The  record  for  the  past  two  years  at  this  institution  is  in  the 
highest  degree  commendable.  Under  an  experienced  superintendent, 
aided  bv  well  chosen  and  efficient  subordinates,  supported  and  in- 
spired by  a  board  of  managers  who  have  endeavored  to  make  merit 
the  only  recommendation,  and  efficiency  in  the  performance  of  duty 
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the  only  test,  the  administration  has  been  harmonious  and  well  nigh 
perfect.  Many  improvements  have  been  accomplished, .  among"  them 
the  completion  of  a  new  cottage  which  was  opened  for  use  a  few 
months  ago.  At  the  opening  a  very  interesting  program  wras  pre- 
sented by  the  girls,  showing  as  fine  a  result  of  training  and  instruc- 
tion as  could  be  found  in  any  school  in  Missouri. 

The  superintendent,  Mrs.  DeBolt,  informs  your  committee  that 
very  few  of  those  discharged  from  the  institution  but  what  become 
useful  members  of  society.  She  keeps  in  touch  with  them  by  cor- 
respondence and  aids  them  in  every  way  possible. 

There  are  now  118  girls  at  the  home.  They  are  taught  all  kinds 
of  housework,  sewing,  book-keeping,  stenography,  typewriting,  etc. 

A  cottage  for  colored  girls  is  needed  and  repairs  should  be  made 
in  floors  and  plastering. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction : 

The  following  report  embraces  twelve  months  from  July  I,  1901, 
to  July  I,  1902.  During  this  period  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thir- 
teen (1,113)  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  were  arrested  in  the 
city  of  St.  Louis.  Thirty-three  per  cent  were  charged  with  petit  lar- 
ceny ;  fifty-nine  per  cent  were  arrested  for  violation  of  the  city  ordinances, 
for  misdemeanors  and  minor  offenses,  while  only  eight  per  cent  were 
guilty  of  felonies  or  serious  offenses,  among  the  latter  being  manslaugh- 
ter, robbery,  arson,  perjury,  grand  larceny,  burglary  and  larceny,  as- 
sault to  kill,  etc. 

Out  of  the  total  number,  nine  hundred  and  ninety,  (990)  or  eighty- 
nine  per  cent  were  boys  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  (123),  or 
eleven  per  cent  were  girls.  Also,  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six  (876), 
or  seventy-two  per  cent  were  white  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
(237),  or  Iwciitv-eight  per  cent  were  colored  children.  .According  to 
the  last  census  the  colored  population  Ol  St.  Louis  comprised  about  six 
per  cent  of  the  total,  show  ing  thai  in  proportion  to  the  population  a  much 
larger  per  cent  of  the  youthful  offenders  comes  from  the  colored  race 


than  from  the  while  race.  The  ages  range  all  the  way  from  six*  to  six- 
teen years.  Fully  fifty-five  per  cent  are  fourteen  years  old  or  over.  The 
following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  ages :

Out  of  the  entire  number  of  arrests  only  forty-six  per  cent  came 
before  the  courts,  the  remaining  fifty-four  per  cent  having  been  disposed 
of  outside  of  any  court,  being  either  released  for  lack  of  sufficient  evi- 
dence or  more  often  for  want  of  prosecution.  A  great  many  of  the  boys 
released  in  this  way  are  more  in  need  of  correction  than  most  of  those 
actually  coming  before  the  courts.  They  are  in  a  way  encouraged  in 
their  evil  practices  and  it  is  not  long  before  they  are  brought  in  again 
on  more  serious  charges.  The  courts  having  jurisdiction  of  the  cases 
arising  under  this  law  are  the  police  courts,  the  court  of  criminal  correc- 
tion and  the  circuit  court,  criminal  division.  Before  the  police  courts 
come  all  cases  of  misdemeanors  and  violations  of  the  city  ordinances. 
Before  the  court  of  criminal  correction  come  cases  of  petit  larceny  and 
minor  offenses  violating  the  State  laws  while  the  criminal  division  of  the 
circuit  court  tries  all  cases  of  felony  and  serious  violations  of  the  stat- 
utes of  Missouri.

hi  a  test  case  the  court  lias  recently  ruled  that  children  committed  to 
the  House  of  Refuge  by  any  court  cannot  be  detained  for  a  longer  period 
than  is  sufficient  for  them  to  work  out  their  fine.  Heretofore  they  were 
1  1  pt  for  an  indefinite  period  and  released  after  their  reformation  was 
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thought  to  be  complete.  This  ruling  had  a  very  serious  effect  on  the 
proper  administration  of  the  institution.  The  number  who  escape  con- 
finement in  the  House  of  Refuge  by  paying  their  fine  is  small,  being  only 
about  seven  per  cent  of  the  total.  About  forty-four  per  cent  arc  dis- 
charged by  the  courts  or  their  cases  nolle  prossed,  which  proceeding  very 
often  has  a  deteriorating  effect  on  the  youthful  offender.  When  they 
see  how  lightly  their  offense  is  looked  upon  they  are  encouraged  in  pur- 
suing their  downward  career.  The  number  of  children  actually  sen- 
tenced is  twenty-eight  per  cent,  while  seventy-two  per  cent  are  otherwise 
disposed  of. 

The  causes  of  arrest  are  numerous.  The  largest  number  for  any  one 
cause  is  thirty-three  per  cent  for  petit  larceny  as  above  stated.  Next 
comes  the  charge  of  disturbing  the  peace  with  seventeen  per  cent,  these 
two  offenses  together  comprising  fully  half  of  the  charges  placed  against 
youthful  offenders.  The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  causes 
of  arrests :

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The  total  number  of  children  placed  in  charge  of  the  probation  of- 
ficer is  one  hundred  and  forty-three  (143),  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
boys  and  four  girls ;  one  hundred  and  six  white  and  thirty-seven  colored. 
Of  these  eighty-eight  have  been  discharged  by  the  courts,  their  period 
of  probation  having  expired.  Six  boys  had  to  be  returned  to  court  and 
their  sentence  executed,  their  conduct  not  warranting  further  leniency. 
There  remains  in  charge  of  the  probation  officer  on  July  I,  1902,  forty- 
nine  childred.  The  duration  of  the  probation  period  is  from  three  months 
to  one  year.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  homes  of  these  children 
was  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  (1,336),  the  largest  num- 
ber to  any  one  place  being  forty.  The  officers  feel  confident  that  a  great 
deal  of  good  has  been  accomplished  in  these  visits,  both  to  the  child  and 
to  the  parents. 

On  the  whole,  the  probation  law  has  received  the  endorsement  of 
all  persons  interested  in  child  saving  work  and  has  been  almost  unani- 
mously encouraged  by  the  judges  and  officials  of  the  State  and  muni- 
cipal courts.  The  one  exception  is  the  judge  of  the  court  of  criminal 
correction,  who  from  the  very  beginning  has  shown  a  hostile  spirit  with- 
out so  much  as  a  reasonable  explanation.  The  attitude  of  this  judge  is 
responsible  for  the  few  children  paroled  from  this  court  as  was  seen 
from  the  report.  The  probation  officer  feels  that  at  least  half  of  the  boys 
that  came  before  this  court  could  have  been  paroled  with  profit  both  to 
the  State  as  to  the  boys  themselves,  most  of  them  having  committed  their 
first  offense.  The  practice  in  this  court  has  been  rather  to  dismiss  the 
cases  without  prosecution  than  to  place  some  kind  of  restraint  over  them 
by  putting  them  in  charge  of  the  probation  officers  for  a  short  period. 
The  result  is  that  boys  are  encouraged  in  their  evil  practices  and  not  made 
In  feel  the  seriousness  of  their  crime. 

The  average  number  of  children  arrested  each  month  in  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  is,  according  to  the  above  figures,  ninety-three  (93).  These 

comprise  the  delinquents  of  the  city.   There  is  a  large  class  of  children 

who  arc  classed  as  dependent  and  neglected,  living  in  environments  con- 
ducive of  evil  and  lending  to  arrest  their  development  as  useful  and 
ri  pected  citizens.    (  )nl  of  this  class  come  most  of  the  youthful  offenders. 


INFIRMARY  OF  CLINTON  COUNTY,  MO. 

(The  Clinton  County  Poorhouse,  a  cut  of  which  is  shown  above,  is  located  one  and  a 
half  miles  from  Plattsburg,  the  county  seat,  on  a  farm  of  100  acres.  The  building  was 
erected  in  1894  at  a  cost  of  $18,000.  Provision  is  made  for  100  inmates.  It  is  heated  by  fur- 
nace in  the  basement.  The  sanitation  is  good.  No  agricultural  county  *n  the  state  has 
made  better  provision  for  its  poor.) 
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The  present  law  takes  no  cognizance  of  this  large  class  of  children,  and 
it  is  suggested  by  the  probation  officer  that  the  law  be  amended  to  in- 
clude this  class.  To  do  this  properly  it  is  necessary  to  clothe  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  State  with  powers  to  deal  with  the  dependent,  neglected 
and  delinquent  children  in  a  summary  way  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
children  themselves  as  well  as  to  the  community.  In  the  larger  cities 
a  juvenile  court  may  be  established  after  the  pattern  of  similar  institutions 
in  the  large  cities  of  the  East.  The  importance  of  child  saving  work 
cannot  be  disputed,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to 
bring  about  the  reform  here  suggested.

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STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTIONS. 

The  act  creating  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  en- 
acted into  law  on  March  19,  1897,  defines  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  as  follows: 

Said  Board  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty  to 
investigate  the  whole  system  of  public  charities  and  corrections,  to  ex- 
amine into  the  condition  and  management  of  all  prisons,  jails,  infirma- 
ries, almshouses,  reformatories,  reform  and  industrial  schools,  hospitals, 
dispensaries,  orphanages  and  all  public  and  private  retreats  and  asylums 
which  derive  their  support  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  State,  or  from  any 
county  or  municipality  within  the  State. 

1.  OFFICERS. — The  officers  of  this  Board  shall  be  a  president, 
vice-president  and  secretary.  The  president,  vice-president  and  secre- 
tary shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
December,  and  the  vice-president  shall  act  in  the  absence  of  the  president. 
The  secretary  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  Board  may  determine  from  time  to  time, 
besides  his  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

Flis  duties  shall  be : 

1.  Be  present  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  keep  record  of  the 
same. 

2.  To  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board. 

3.  To  devise  and  tabulate  a  proper  system  of  statistics  of  the  insti- 
tutions for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

4.  To  study  diligently  the  whole  subject  of  charities  and  correc- 
tions with  reference  to  the  present  and  future  interests  of  the  State  of 
Missouri. 

5.  To  prepare  the  biennial  report  to  the  Governor,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board. 

6.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  or  president  may 

direct 

In  the  nbsenrc  of  both  president  and  vice-president,  any  member  of 
the  Board  may  be  elected  temporary  chairman. 


FEDERAL  SOLDIER\S  HOME,   ST.  JAMES,  MO. 
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II;  MEETINGS— The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  oc- 
cur at  3  p.  m.  on  the  first  Mondays  of  March,  June,  September  and  De- 
cember. The  December  meeting  is  hereby  designated  as  the  annual 
meeting. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president  of  the 
Board,  or  on  written  request  of  any  three  members  at  the  call  of  the  sec- 
retary, 48  hours'  notice  being  given. 

At  special  meetings  no  final  action  shall  be  taken  on  any  subject  not 
specified  in  the  call  for  said  meeting,  unless  all  the  members  are  present. 

Meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  Board  in  the  capitol,  when 
not  otherwise  ordered,  and  four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

III.  COMMITTEES.— Auditing  Committee.— This  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  vice-president  and  secretary.  This  Committee  shall 
report  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  and  serve  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed. 

VISITING  COMMITTEES. — The  entire  Board  shall  annually  visit 
flie  penitentiary  at  Jefferson  City,  the  several  State  insane  asylums,  re- 
form and  industrial  schools,  deaf  and  dumb  institute,  school  for  the 
blind,  houses  of  refuge,  work  houses  and  hospitals,  located  in  the  cities 
of  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis,  St.  Joseph,  Fulton,  Nevada,  Marshall,  Farm- 
ington,  Boonville  and  Chillicothe,  and  that  the  alms'  houses,  prisons  and 
jails  located  in  the  other  portions  of  the  State  not  mentioned  above,  shall 
be  visited  and  reported  on  by  individual  members  of  this  Board,  as  per 
assignment  and  division  of  the  State  as  determined  upon  bv  the  Board 
annually. 

IV.  All  accounts  for  expenses  of  the  Board  shall  be  certified  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  and  an  itemized  record  made 
thereof. 

V.  Visiting  Public  Institutions. — The  charitable,  penal  and  reform- 
atory institutions  supported  by  the  State  shall  be  visited  by  the  secretary 
as  directed  by  the  Board  or  by  the  president. 

VI.  These  laws  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  four  members  at  any 
regular  meeting.

The  functions  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  are 
wholly  advisory;  we  have  no  executive  functions  whatever,  and  the 
fact  that  we  have  to  rely  entirely  upon  public  opinion  to  have  our 
recommendations  followed,  is  a  reason  why  the  institutions  under  our 
supervision  are  quick  to  adopt  what  we  recommend,  knowing  we  have 
no  motives  in  making  such  recommendations  but  what  public  opinion 
would  uphold. 

The  Board  is  composed  of  six  members,  whose  services  are  all 
given  gratuitously  and  in  the  interest  of  those  of  our  fellow-beings 
who  need  the  arms  of  the  State  to  be  extended  in  parental  tenderness, 
including  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the  blind,  the  homeless,  the  insane,  the* 
distorted,  the  distorted  epileptic,  the  driveling  idiot,  the  vicious  crim- 
inal. The  care  of  these  unfortunates  is  a  recognized  public  duty,  and  to 
provide  such  care  is  a  function  of  our  civil  government,  which,  next 
to  criminal  costs  and  the  tax  for  public  schools,  is  by  far  the  heaviest 
burden  upon  the  people  of  the  State.  It  is  therefore  important  for 
the  people  to  know,  not  only  to  whom,  for  what,  where  and  how  this 
money  is  expended,  but  how  can  it  be  most  judiciously  used  to  aid 
those  whom  it  is  intended  to  help,  and  to  be  of  the  least  burden  to  the 
taxpayer.  The  people  do  not  complain  of  the  actual  cost  of  caring 
for  the  dependent  delinquents — to  stint  the  poor  and  afflicted  accord- 
ing to  the  Missouri  idea — but  that  there  should  be  neither  extrava- 
gance nor  stinting,  State  supervision  by  a  State  Board  of  Charities 
and  Corrections  is  necessary. 

The  single  fact  that  such  supervision  provides  for  inspection  of 
public  institutions,  which  may  take  place  at  any  time,  and  without 
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notice  to  the  immediate  management,  leads  to  a  more  constant  at- 
tention upon  the  part  of  the  officers  than  could  be  secured  by  any 
other  means. 

The  collection  and  tabulation  of  statistics  showing  the  number, 
classes,  character  and  conditions  of  those  who  are  in  any  wise  de- 
pendent upon  the  public  care,  with  the  cost  of  their  maintenance,  and 
the  causes  producing  pauperism,  insanity  and  crime.  Such  statistics 
carefully  collected  and  accurately  compiled,  will  constitute  the  best 
possible  basis  of  social  and  moral  reform. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  referred  to  you 
for  your  consideration,  and  we  respectfully  ask  that  legislation  be 
enacted  to  put  the  same  in  force  and  effect: 

First.  A  law  prohibiting  county  courts  from  keeping  insane  peo- 
ple in  the  poor  houses. 

Second.    A  hospital  and  receiving  ward  for  the  State  prison. 

Third.  A  law  conferring  upon  superintendents  of  all  charitable 
institutions  the  power  of  nominating  all  subordinate  officers. 

Fourth.  A  law  compelling  State  institutions  to  purchase  supplies 
from  each  other  when  possible  to  do  so. 

Fifth.  The  passage  of  a  law  creating  the  office  of  State  archi- 
tect, who  shall  prepare  all  plans  and  specifications  for  the  erection  and 
construction  of  all  State  buildings,  or  the  passage  of  a  law  authoriz- 
ing the  employment  of  a  practical  inspector  of  buildings,  who  shall 
pass  on  all  plans  and  specifications  of  new  buildings,  and  shall  also 
pass  upon  the  acceptance  of  same  before  being  paid  for  by  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  said  institution. 

Sixth.  A  law  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  knitting  machines 
now  stored  at  the  Boys'  Reform  School  at  Boonville  to  the  Colony  for 
the  Feeble-minded  and  Epileptics,  at  Marshall,  and  an  appropriation 
for  the  installing  of  the  same. 

Seventh.  That  a  law  be  enacted  to  authorize  and  empower  the 
appointment  in  each  county  in  the  State  (the  appointment  to  be  made 
bv  the  circuit  iudp-c  whose  district  embraces  said  countv^.  a  visiting 
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committee  to  visit  and  inspect  the  almshouses,  poor  farms  and  jails 
located  in  said  county;  said  visiting  committee  to  serve  without  sal- 
ary, and  to  make  written  reports  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections:  First,  to  the  circuit  judge 
appointing  the  committee ;  second,  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities.  The  said  reports  to  be  published  in  the  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities.  The  visiting  committee  to  have  two  ladies 
on  said  committee. 

Eighth.  That  a  law  be  passed  providing  for  a  juvenile  court  in 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  or  other  cities  in  the  State  that  may  desire  it. 

Ninth.  The  establishment  of  a  reformatory  for  adults  in  case 
of  first  offense  convictions.

REPORT. 


December  10,  1902. 
To  Honorable  A.  M.  Doekery,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  Jef- 
ferson City,  Mo. : 

Dear  Sir — This  Board  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  a  report 
of  all  its  transactions  since  its  appointment  in  May,  1901.  We  desire 
to  say  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  law  needs  amendment  in  order  to  avoid 
certain  defects  which  have  been  attacked  in  the  courts.  Our  experience 
has  been  that  where  the  Board  could  secure  the  cool  consideration  of 
men  of  good  judgment  in  their  efforts  to  settle  troubles  and  where  we 
were  successful  in  our  appeals  for  the  acceptance  of  peaceful  measures, 
there  has  been  no  trouble  in  arriving  at  a  speedy  and  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment of  every  strike  that  has  been  brought  to  our  attention.  Because  of 
the  small  appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  the  Board,  we  have  been 
forced  to  exercise  the  greatest  economy  and  this  has  caused  us  in  some 
cases  to  ignore  small  strikes  where  the  indications  seemed  to  be  that 
either  the  parties  themselves  could  settle,  or  where  there  seemed  to  be 
no  promise  of  good  resulting  from  the  action  of  this  Board.  We  also 
take  this  occasion  to  say  that  the  compensation  allowed  to  this  Board 
is  so  small  that  service  on  the  Board  has  often  proven  a  great  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  all  its  members.  It  is  our  humble  opinion  that  a  Board 
of  the  importance  of  this  one  should  provide  liberal  salaries,  so  that  the 
members  of  same  would  be  able  to  give  it  the  attention  that  its  good 
offices  require  without  sacrifice  of  their  own  interests  or  neglect  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  the  trust.

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MACHINIST  STRIKE,  KANSAS  CITY,  MISSOURI. 

The  first  strike  in  which  this  Board  was  called  to  act  was  that  of 
the  Machinists  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  which  occurred  May  I,  1901. 
The  Board  held  a  meeting  on  May  13th,  at  which  efforts  were  made  to 
settle  the  strike  by  mediation,  but  failed.  Several  conferences  were  held 
with  the  strikers  and  with  the  master  machinists,  but  nothing  perma- 
nent resulted  from  this  meeting.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  strike  was 
national  in  its  character,  the  master  machinists  refused  to  accept  the 
services  of  the  Board.  The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  May  21st,  to 
continue  the  consideration  of  this  case.  At  meetings  held  in  Kansas  City, 
May  22d,  23d  and  24th,  this  strike  was  considered  further  and  partial 
investigation  made.  Members  of  the  union  appeared  before  the  Board 
and  agreed  to  submit  their  case  for  arbitration.  Attorneys  for  the  master 
machinists  refused  to  recognize  the  right  of  the  Board  to  act  in  the 
premises  and  based  their  refusal  upon  the  contention  that  the  law  creat- 
ing the  Board  was  unconstitutional.  Their  witness  refused  to  testify 
and  was  committed  for  contempt  of  the  Board.  Upon  habeas  corpus 
proceedings,  the  case  was  taken  into  the  circuit  court  of  Kansas  City 
where  Special  Judge  Waters  upheld  the  law.  Attorneys  for  the  master 
machinists  appealed  the  case  to  the  State  Supreme  Court,  but  afterwards 
dismissed  said  case  because  of  the  settlement  of  the  strike.  In  this  strike 
about  100  machinists  were  involved. 

In  his  decision  Judge  Waters  said  that  the  law  was  a  peculiar  one 
and  did  confer  on  the  Board  certain  judicial  powers,  as  the  right  to  sum- 
mon witnesses  and  commit  them,  but  he  thought  that  it  was  not  the  inten- 
tion of  the  legislature  to  establish  a  judicial  body  in  establishing  the 
Board. 

"The  legislature  has  a  right  to  create  a  board,  under  the  police  power 
which  is  inherent,  like  the  board  of  health  or  the  dental  board,  providing 
•t  is  constitutional,  and  I  have  my  doubts  about  it  being  constitutional. 
The:  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  the  law  establishing  the  board  of  health 
is  constitutional,  and  this  appears  to  be  about  the  same  kind  of  a  law. 
T  think  it  is  in  violation  of  tin-  1  > i  1 1  of  rights,  which  guarantees  to  all 


persons  the  right  to  life,  liberty  and  the  enjoyment  of  gains  of  their 
own  industry,  just  as  is  the  law  establishing  the  board  of  health. 

"If  there  can  be  anything  done  to  avoid  strikes,  it  will  be  a  good 
thing,  and  I  think  this  question  is  one  of  the  highest  importance  and 
should  be  decided  now.  We  should  know  whether  this  law  is  right  or 
wrong,  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court,  I  will 
deny  the  petition  and  remand  the  prisoner  to  the  custody  of  the  sheriff." 

ELECTRICAL  WORKERS  AT  ST.  JOSEPH,  MISSOURI. 

A  strike  having  occurred  among  the  Electrical  workers  in  the  city 
of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  Messrs.  Allen  and  Todd  visited  said  city  May 
27th,  and  met  with  those  interested  upon  both  sides  of  the  controversy. 
By  mediatory  efforts  of  these  members  of  the  Board  and  through  their 
advice  the  trouble  was  amicably  adjusted  without  the  necessity  of  a 
formal  meeting  of  the  Board.  In  this  strike  about  50  workmen  were 
involved. 

BOYCOTT  OF  THE  WROUGHT  IRON  RANGE  COMPANY. 

In  July  a  matter  of  a  boycott  upon  the  product  of  the  Wrought  Iron 
Range  Company  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Board  through 
correspondence  with  Mr.  Jenkins.  A  strike  involving  about  1,500  men 
had  occurred  at  the  plant  of  this  company  in  St.  Louis  several  months 
previous ;  a  boycott  had  been  ordered,  and  the  company  asked  the  good 
offices  of  the  Board  in  an  effort  to  induce  the  men  to  raise  the  boycott. 
A  number  of  conferences  were  held  by  the  Board  with  both  sides  of 
this  controversy.  Meetings  were  held  July  13th,  and  18th  and  also  on 
July  25th.  It  was  found  impossible,  however,  to  adjust  the  existing 
differences  between  the  union  and  the  Wrought  Iron  Range  Company. 
In  September,  1902,  the  matter  was  again  opened  by  correspondence  and 
further  efforts  made  to  get  the  parties  together.  Propositions  were  made 
through  the  Board  from  each  side  to  the  other,  but  no  satisfactory  basis 
seemed  to  be  possible  to  be  reached  for  a  settlement.  The  Board,  how- 
ever, is  hopeful  that  it  may  yet  succeed  in  settling  this  controversy. 
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VANDALIA  COAL  COMPANY. 

In  the  early  part  of  September,  1901,  a  strike  involving  about  300 
men  employed  in  coal  mines  at  Vandalia,  Farber,  Martinsburg  and 
Perry  occurred  over  a  question  of  care  of  roadway.  The  services  of  the 
Board  to  arbitrate  this  strike  were  accepted  on  the  part  of  the  Vandalia 
Coal  Company  and  other  operators  agreed  to  abide  by  the  result  of  the 
arbitration  in  their  case.  A  meeting  was  held  September  17th  and  18th 
at  Mexico,  Missouri.  Operators  were  present  from  Vandalia,  Farber  and 
Martinsburg,  together  with  the  officers  of  the  union.  The  officers  of  the 
union  at  this  time  signified  their  willingness  to  abide  by  the  decision 
or  the  Board  in  the  case.  Statements  were  heard  from  both  sides  about 
this  difficulty  and  witnesses  were  introduced  and  testified  on  the  part 
of  each.    The  Board  thereupon  rendered  the  following  opinion : 

First.  It  is  the  opinion  of  said  Board  that  section  2  of  article 
VII,  governing  subdistrict  No.  5  of  district  No.  25,  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America,  being  a  special  law  to  meet  local  conditions,  should  there- 
fore take  precedence  over  section  19  of  the  general  provisions  in  so  far 
as  relates  to  the  matter  of  care  of  roadway. 

Second.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  miners  involved 
in  this  strike  should  return  to  work  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
contained  in  sections  1  and  2  of  article  VII  governing  said  subdistrict 
No.  5. 

Third.  That  section  2  of  said  article  VII  should  have  explicitly  set 
forth  the  conditions  which  prevailed  at  Vandalia  in  the  year  1900-1901, 
so  that  no  controversy  might  have  arisen  as  regards  a  construction  of 
caid  section  2  when  considered  in  connection  with  section  19  of  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  the  contract  governing  district  No.  25,  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America. 

Fourth.  That  under  the  provisions  of  sections  13  and  14  of  said 
contract  no  new  demands  should  have  been  made  locally  and  no  strike 
BhOttld  have  been  ordered  until  an  effort  had  first  been  made  to  adjust 
such  demands  and  the  differences  arising  therefrom  by  such  arbitration 
as  is  provided  for  under  said  section  T4  of  said  contract. 
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This  decision  was  concurred  in  by  all  members  of  the  Board  and 
the  interested  parties  served  with  copies  of  same  and  it  was  duly  accepted 
and  agreed  to  by  all,  with  the  result  that  the  mines  were  re-opened  and 
work  resumed. 

ST.  LOUIS  CAR  COMPANY. 

A  strike  occurred  at  the  plant  of  the  St.  Louis  Car  Company  in  Au- 
gust, 1 901,  which  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Jenkins,  who 
succeeded  in  having  work  resumed  and  the  case  submitted  to  this  Board 
for  arbitration.  The  difficulty  was  precipitated  by  the  discharge  of  five 
employes  of  the  painting  department,  to-wit:  D.  M.  Gauze,  Jacob  Sten- 
zel,  Jacob  Begeman,  William  Wheeler  and  W7illiam  Vordenfeld.  A 
meeting"  was  held  October  3d  and  4th  in  St.  Louis  at  which  the  parties 
to  the  controversy  presented  their  case  by  attorneys  and  witnesses.  A. 
full  report  of  the  testimony  was  made  by  a  stenographer  and  is  on  file 
with  the  secretary.  After  hearing  all  the  evidence  in  the  case  it  was 
taken  under  advisement  and  notice  given  to  both  parties  that  a  decision 
would  be  rendered  within  the  ten  days  allowed  by  law.  Afterwards,  to- 
wit:  On  October  15th,  the  Board  met  in  St.  Louis  at  which  time  the 
following  opinion  was  filed  with  the  secretary,  to-wit:  "Men  erred. 
Strike  order  by  Executive  Committee  (composed  of  five  men  in  question 
and  others)  premature.  Would  request  Car  Company  to  consider  their 
re-instatement,  but  cannot  say  from  the  testimony  that  they  should  be 
re-instated."    (Signed)  T.  M.  Jenkins. 

"In  the  matter  of  the  recent  strike  at  the  St.  Louis  Car  Company's 
plant,  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  the  men  acted  hastily  and  caused 
trouble  which  might  have  been  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  a  little  patience 
and  business  sense.  The  unions  concerned  are  responsible  for  the  strike 
(the  five  men  named  being  their  agents).  Should  therefore  be  re- in- 
stated with  the  balance."    (Signed)  Ford  A.  Alien. 

Upon  discussion  the  following  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Todd  and 
agreed  to  as  the  official  decision  of  the  Board. 

"As  to  the  question  of  re-instating  the  five  men.  Gauze,  Stenzel, 
Vordenfeld,  Begeman  and  Wheeler,  submitted  to  this  Board  bv  both 
sides  of  this  controversy,  the  Board  decides  that  Stenzel  and  Vordenfeld 
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should  be  re-instated  by  the  company  and  the  Board  would  request  the 
company  to  act  leniently  with  the  other  three.'' 

This  opinion  was  accepted  by  the  company ;  the  men  were  re-instated. 

ST.  LOUIS  TRANSFER  COMPANY. 

While  in  session  in  St.  Louis  October  3d  and  4th,  in  the  matter  of 
the  St.  Louis  Car  Company,  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Jen- 
kins which  he  had  had  with  Mr.  George  J.  Tansey,  president  of  the  St. 
Louis  Transfer  Company,  relative  to  a  strike  on  the  part  of  drivers  of 
said  company.  From  this  correspondence  it  was  found  that  the  com- 
pany was  not  willing  to  submit  their  case  to  the  Board  for  arbitration. 
No  public  investigation  was  held  in  the  matter.  There  were  about  300 
men  involved  in  this  strike  and  it  was  finally  lost  by  the  men. 

HUDSON-KIMBERLY  PUBLISHING  COMPANY. 

A  strike  having  occurred  among  the  book-binders  employed  by  the 
above  company,  this  Board  held  a  meeting  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
October  11  and  12,  1902,  in  an  effort  to  settle  same.  Attorneys  for 
Hudson-Kimberly  Publishing  Company  and  Mr.  Frank  Hudson,  presi- 
dent of  the  company  appeared  before  the  Board  and  stated  that  they  had 
no  case  for  consideration  by  the  Board  and  did  not  desire  to  arbitrate 
cny  differences  with  their  late  employes.  The  members  of  the  union 
presented  their  side  of  the  controversy,  whereby  it  appeared  that  the 
strike  had  been  caused  by  the  discharge  of  certain  employes  because 
these  employes  held  membership  in  the  Book-Binders'  Union.  After 
hearing  all  the  evidence  offered  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  the  case 
was  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Board.  The  number  of  employes 
involved  was  about  25. 

RICH  HILL  COAL  COMPANY. 

A  strike  involving  about  300  men  employed  in  the  mines  of  the 
Rich  Hill  Coal  Company  at  Rich  Hill,  Missouri,  occurred  in  November, 
Tfjoi.  The  matter  at  issue  was  the  employment  of  a  check-weighman, 
and  the  further  demand  that  committees  appointed  by  the  union  to  adjust 
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differences  with  the  superintendent  of  the  mines  should  be  allowed  for 
their  loss  of  time  while  acting  as  such  committee.  The  company  en- 
deavored to  operate  their  mines  with  non-union  men  and  this  effort  was 
resisted  on  the  part  of  the  miners.  After  several  serious  difficulties 
with  the  workmen  and  a  riot  in  which  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  were 
assaulted,  several  men  shot,  the  company  asked  for  a  detail  of  State 
militia  to  protect  its  property  and  to  enable  them  to  operate  their  mines. 
This  was  refused  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  who  called  upon  this 
Board  to  investigate  the  trouble  and  settle  the  strike.  Meetings  were 
held  in  Rich  Hill  December  2d  and  9th  for  this  purpose.  The  members 
of  the  union  agreed  in  writing  to  submit  their  case  to  the  Board  for 
arbitration.  The  company,  by  its  attorney,  filed  a  statement  with  the 
Board  denying  its  right  to  inquire  into  the  matter  because  of  alleged 
unconstitutionality  of  the  law  creating  the  Board.  Officers  of  the  com- 
pany signified  their  willingness  to  appear  before  the  Board  and  give  any 
information  touehing  the  matter  in  controversy  desired  by  said  Board. 
The  inquiry  was  held,  each  side  presented  its  case  and  introduced  wit- 
nesses in  support  thereof.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  these  statements 
and  of  the  testimony  in  the  case,  the  following  decision  was  rendered 
by  said  Board: 

First.  The  employes  of  said  company  should  recede  from  a  certain 
ambiguous  portion  of  their  proposition  made  to  said  company,  which 
reads  as  follows:  "It  is  further  agreed  that  the  company  shall  not. inter- 
fere as  to  amount  of  coal  deducted  by  the  check  weighman  from  any  man 
agreeing  thereto,"  and  that  said  men  should  be  willing  to  return  to  work 
without  insisting  thereon. 

Second.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  upon  said  men  agreeing 
to  so  recede  from  said  clause,  the  said  Rich  Hill  Coal  Company  should 
open  its  mine  and  permit  said  employes  to  return  to  work  in  said  mine 
under  other  conditions  agreed  upon  by  said  company  and  men  in  regard 
to  the  check-weigh  man  and  time  allowed  to  committees  appointed  by 
said  employes  to  confer  with  the  superintendent  of  said  company  upon 
any  matter  of  difference  arising  in  the  operation  of  said  mine. 
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Third.  That  the  miners  be  allowed  a  check- weighman,  any  one 
whom  the  majority  may  agree  upon,  as  provided  by  the  statutes  of 
Missouri. 

Fourth.  That  the  check  weighman  be  granted  a  check  number  and 
be  permitted  to  deduct  his  wages  from  the  earnings  of  those  participating 
in  the  meeting  which  selects  him. 

Fifth.  That  when  a  committee  is  chosen  from  a  meeting  of  the 
miners  from  any  mine  of  the  company  to  wait  upon  the  superintendent 
to  present  any  difference  which  may  arise  between  any  miner  or  miners 
and  the  company  and  such  committee  losing  time  thereby,  the  check- 
weighman  shall  deduct  a  sufficient  amount  of  coal  to  pay  for  same. 

The  secretary  was  ordered  to  serve  both  parties  to  the  controversy 
with  copies  of  the  above  opinion  and  all  of  its  provisions  were  accepted 
by  both  sides  and  work  resumed. 

KANSAS  CITY  BAKERS. 

A  strike  having  occurred  on  the  part  of  90  union  bakers  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  January  29,  1902,  the  matter  was  investigated  by  Mr. 
Ford  A.  Allen,  who  made  efforts  to  have  the  case  submitted  to  this 
Board  for  arbitration,  but  he  was  not  successful.  This  strike  was  caused 
by  the  discharge  of  drivers  who  had  joined  the  union. 

NATIONAL  BRASS  WORKS. 

A  strike  occurred  at  the  National  Brass  Works  in  Kansas  City 
about  February  1,  1902,  involving  11  employes.  This  matter  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Allen,  who  investigated  it.  The  strike  was  caused 
by  the  refusal  of  the  firm  to  pay  a  price  and  one-half  for  over  time  and 
double  price  for  work  done  on  holidays  and  Sundays.  Mr.  Allen  suc- 
ceeded in  adjusting  this  trouble  without  a  meeting  of  the  Board. 

KANSAS  CITY  WATER  WORKS. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Kansas  City  March  20,  1902,  to  investigate 
a  threatened  strike  at  the  Kansas  City  Water  Works  involving  all  work- 
men employed  in  city  works.    The  difficulty  was  caused  by  the  fact  that 
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a  certain  negro  employed  on  the  premises  was  directed  to  do  brick  laying 
•  and  repairing,  he  not  being  a  member  of  the  bricklayers'  union.  Con- 
ferences were  held  with  officials  of  the  city  and  the  union  and  the  mat- 
ters were  so  adjusted  that  the  controversy  was  settled. 

MURLIN  COAL  COMPANY. 

The  Board  met  at  Moberly,  Missouri,  April  I  and  2,  1902,  to  in- 
vestigate a  strike  in  mines  of  the  Murlin  Coal  Company  involving  about 
800  men.  The  trouble  was  caused  by  the  discharge  of  a  miner  for  in- 
subordination. Both  parties  to  this  controversy,  after  several  confer- 
ences with  the  Board,  finally  agreed  to  submit  the  case  for  arbitration. 
The  case  was  fully  heard  by  statement,  witnesses  and  arguments  on  the 
part  of  both  the  company  and  the  union,  after  which  the  Board  rendered 
the  following  as  a  part  of  their  official  opinion  in  the  case  reserving  the 
right  to  enter  further  judgment  within  ten  days.  '  Both  parties  were  noti- 
fied that  copies  of  the  opinion  in  full  would  be  sent  to  them  by  the  secre- 
tary when  prepared.  The  following  is  that  part  of  the  opinion  rendered 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Board. 

First.  The  men  involved  in  this  strike  shall  be  ordered  to  return 
to  work,  with  the  exception  of  the  man  over  whom  the  difference  arose, 
because  we  believe  that  "the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number"  should 
be  the  first  consideration. 

Afterwards  the  following  further  opinion  was  rendered  on  the  mer- 
its of  this  case  and  copies  thereof  sent  by  the  secretary  to  the  parties 
interested. 

Second.  The  Local  Union  U.  M.  W.  A.  erred  when  it  instructed 
the  pit  committee  in  the  Kimberly  mine  to  order  the  night  shift  to 
stop  work  in  the  entries  unless  the  mine  manager  agreed  to  pay  extra 
for  hauling  coal  on  the  said  night  shift ;  the  proper  remedy  in  case  the 
difference  could  not  be  adjusted  by  the  pit  committee  and  the  manager 
was  to  demand  arbitration  as  provided  by  article  14  of  the  contract,  the 
work  being  continued  pending  said  arbitration. 

Third.  Error  was  made  in  ordering  strike  at  Kimberly  mine  with- 
out first  having  used  all  possible  means  to  settle  the  controversy  by  arbi- 
tration provided  for  under  the  contract  of  1901. 
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Fourth.  The  Murlin  Coal  Company  might  have  waived  objections 
to  re-instatement  of  Gee  and  the  U.  M.  W.  A.  might  have  receded  from 
its  demand  for  re-instatement  with  no  sacrifice  of  principle  on  the  side 
of  either  party  to  the  controversy,  and  so  have  reached  a  speedy  and 
satisfactory  settlement  of  the  same. 

Fifth.  Under  the  contract,  section  12,  the  operator  has  unquestioned 
right  to  discharge  any  employee,  and  the  U.  M.  W.  A.  has  no  right  of 
objection  or  appeal  provided  the  vacancy  is  not  filled  by  the  employment 
of  a  non-union  man. 

This  opinion  was  agreed  to  by  both  sides,  the  mines  re-opened  and 
work  resumed. 

ST.  JOSEPH  CARPENTERS. 

The  Board  held  a  meeting  in  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  April  10,  and 
11,  1902,  to  investigate  a  strike  involving  about  350  union  carpenters  in 
said  city.  The  strike  was  caused  by  a  demand  for  increase  of  wages 
from  thirty  cents  minimum  per  hour  to  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents 
minimum.  Both  parties  to  this  controversy  agreed  in  writing  to  submit 
the  matter  for  arbitration.  The  strikers  were  represented  by  Mr.  James 
Mytton  as  attorney,  and  the  master  builders  by  Judge  C.  F.  Strop.  A 
stenographer  was  employed  and  the  proceedings  taken,  a  transcript  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  secretary.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the 
Board  rendered  the  following  opinion : 

First.  We  believe  that  the  minimum  scale  of  wages  should  be  fixed 
at  thirty-five  cents  per  hour,  deeming  that  this  is  not  an  unreasonable 
price  when  compared  with  the  wages  of  other  mechanics  engaged  in 
the  building  trade,  nor  will  it  be  such,  in  our  opinion,  as  to  retard  the 
trade  and  its  prosperity. 

Second.  We  believe  that  the  situation  in  the  building  trades,  so 
far  as  wages  arc  concerned  in  the  city  of  St.  Joseph,  is  such  that  fur- 
ther agitation  would  be  unwise  and  hurtful  alike  to  the  employee  and 
the  employer  and  the  general  public,  and  should  therefore  be  avoided 
by  the  parties  in  interest. 

Tin's  opinion  was  acquiesced  in  by  both  sides,  the  strike  declared  at 
an  end ,  and  work  resumed. 
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ROMBEAUR  COAL  COMPANY. 

The  Board  was  called  to  investigate  a  strike  involving  180  men  em- 
ployed by  the  Rombeaur  Coal  Company  in  its  mine  near  Novinger,  Mis- 
souri. This  strike  was  caused  by  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  company 
to  employ  shot-firers  in  its  mines,  as  provided  for  by  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Missouri  at  its  session  1901.  The  company  having 
appealed  to  the  Board  for  arbitration  of  the  matter,  agreed  to  abide 
by  its  decision.  The  local  union  declined  to  submit  the  case  for  arbitra- 
tion because  the  law  granted  that  for  which  they  were  contending,  but 
agreed  to  submit  evidence  and  statements  presenting  their  side  of  the 
controversy  and  any  information  desired  by  the  Board.  The  case  was 
heard  by  the  Board  and  taken  under  advisement,  both  sides  being  notified 
that  a  decision  would  be  rendered  within  the  ten  days  prescribed  by  law. 
The  following  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  in  this  case. 

First.  There  is  a  law,  passed  by  the  last  session  of  the  legislature 
fpp.  214-215,  Laws  of  Missouri,  1901),  which  provides  that  shot-firers 
shall  be  employed  by  owners  and  operators  of  mines. 

Second.  The  contract  between  the  miners  and  operators  was  entered 
into  after  the  above  became  a  law. 

Third.  Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  the  mine  owners  and  op- 
erators should  employ  shot-firers  as  provided  by  section  8826. 

This  Board  has  no  power  to  pass  upon  the  validity  of  laws,  but  would 
urge  the  parties  in  interest  to  seek  relief  in  such  matters  through  the 
proper  judicial  tribunals,  instead  of  resorting  to  a  long  struggle  which 
is  detrimental  alike  to  the  parties  involved  and  the  general  public. 

After  this  opinion  had  been  rendered  and  copies  sent  to  both  parties, 
the  secretary  of  this  Board  was  notified  that  the  company  and  the  union 
had  agreed  to  bear  equally  expense  of  shot-firers  until  new  contract  was 
made.  This  ended  the  strike  and  mines  were  re-opened  and  work  was 
resumed. 
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ST.  LOUIS  PAINTERS. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  May  2, 
1902,  correspondence  between  officers  of  the  St.  Louis  Brotherhood  of 
Painters  and  Decorators  and  T.  M.  Jenkins  was  submitted  to  the  Board 
for  consideration.  The  strike,  which  involved  about  2,000  men,  had 
been  ordered  several  weeks  before  in  an  effort  to  enforce  a  demand  for 
increase  of  wages  from  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  per  hour  to  forty- 
five  cents  per  hour.  The  Board  offered  its  services  in  an  effort  to  arbi- 
trate this  strike,  but  the  offer  was  not  accepted.  The  strike  was  after- 
wards adjusted  by  the  acceptance  of  an  increase  of  wages  to  forty-two  and 
a  half  cents  per  hour. 

At  the  same  meeting  a  strike  on  the  part  of  garment  workers  in 
St.  Louis  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and  it  was  investi- 
gated by  Mr.  Allen.  The  trouble  was  however  settled  without  the  neces- 
sity of  a  further  meeting  of  this  Board. 

KANSAS  CITY  SEWER  WORKERS. 

A  strike  having  occurred  involving  about  500  sewer  workers  em- 
ployed on  public  work  in  Kansas  City,  Messrs.  Allen  and  Childers  inves- 
tigated the  trouble  June  5,  1902.  The  strike  was  ordered  over  the  ques- 
tion of  the  enforcement  of  the  eight  hour  day  law  provided  by  ordinance 
several  years  ago,  but  which  ordinance  had  been  ignored  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works.  Several  conferences  were  held  with  the  workmen  and 
with  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  while  no  settlement 
was  made  at  the  time  the  matter  was  afterwards  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  offered  by  the  Board  and  the  contention  of  the  men  was 
granted. 

CARTHAGE  PRINTERS. 

A  strike  involving  23  printers  employed  in  offices  of  the  Carthage 
Democrat  and  Carthage  Press  was  investigated  by  Messrs.  Todd  and 
Allen,  August  25,  1902.  The  strike  was  for  an  increase  of  wages  and 
reduction  of  hours  and  members  of  the  union  asked  the  Board  be  called 


to  investigate  and  arbitrate  the  trouble.  The  proprietors  of  the  papers 
informed  the  members  of  the  Board  that  they  would  not  agree  to  arbi- 
trate the  trouble,  nor  in  any  way  recognize  the  union.  A  hearing  was 
granted  by  the  members  of  the  Board  present,  at  which  the  printers  ap- 
peared and  made  statements  covering  their  grievances.  Statements  were 
also  made  by  Messrs.  Roach  and  Sewall,  proprietors  of  the  papers,  pre- 
senting their  point  of  view  in  the  matter.  The  Board  rendered  an  opin- 
ion to  the  effect  that  the  printers  were  receiving  small  pay  for  a  town  the 
size  of  Carthage  and  that  the  hours  of  work  should  be  reduced. 

MINE  WORKERS  DISTRICT  NO.  25  U.  M.  W.  A. 
A  meeting  of  this  Board  was  held  in  Kansas  City,  September  8  and 
9,  1902,  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  effect  a  settlement  of  the  questions 
at  issue  between  the  operators  and  mine  workers  of  this  district.  Sev- 
eral conferences  were  held  with  both  sides.  These  resulted  in  a  truce 
being  declared  by  which  the  strike  that  had  been  ordered  in  certain  mines 
in  the  district  was  called  off  and  work  resumed.  Afterwards  the  differ- 
ences between  the  parties  were  amicably  adjusted  and  trouble  thus  averted. 

KANSAS  CITY  PLUMBERS. 
A  strike  having  occurred  among  the  plumbers  of  Kansas  City  the 
matter  was  investigated  October  7  and  8,  1902,  by  Messrs.  Todd,  Allen 
and  Childers.  There  were  about  80  workmen  involved  in  this  strike, 
which  was  caused  by  the  establishment  of  a  merger  shop  by  the  master- 
plumbers,  at  which  all  gas  fitting  work  was  to  be  done.  This  action 
was  resisted  by  the  union  and  the  strike  resulted.  Conferences  were 
held  with  both  sides  to  the  controversy.  As  a  result  of  the  efforts  of 
the  representatives  of  this  Board,  the  merger  shop  was  closed  and  work 
was  resumed. 

UNION  STATION  STRIKE. 
A  strike  occurred  at  St.  Louis  Union  Station  October  10.  1902,  on 
the  part  of  94  men,  who  demanded  an  increase  in  wages  in  several  de- 
partments of  work,  as  shown  by  statements  filed  with  this  Board.  The 
strikers  expressed  a  willingness  to  submit  their  case  to  the  Board  for 
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arbitration.  Mr.  W.  S.  McChesney,  vice-president  and  general  man- 
ager of  the  St.  Louis  Terminal  Railroad  Association,  furnished  the 
Board  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case  from  his  point  of  view, 
which  statement  is  on  file  with  the  Board.  Mr.  McChesney,  for  the 
association,  declared  that  he  had  nothing  to  arbitrate  and  respectfully 
reclined  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Board's  services  in  the  matter. 

BUELL  MANUFACTURING  COMPANY. 

The  Board  held  sessions  at  the  city  of  St.  Joseph  November  13,  14 
and  15,  1902,  to  investigate  a  strike  at  the  Woolen  Mills  of  the  Buell 
Mfg.  Co.  About  50  weavers  had  gone  on  a  strike  November  1st  upon 
a  demand  for  an  increase  of  one-half  cent  per  yard  for  weaving  and  also 
for  a  reduction  of  the  day's  work  from  eleven  to  ten  hours  and  for  extra 
pay  for  work  done  over  time.  The  strikers  petitioned  this  Board  to 
arbitrate  their  case.  The  Buell  Mfg.  Co.  at  first  declined  to  submit  the 
case  for  arbitration,  but  after  conferences  with  the  Board  agreed  in 
writing  to  abide  by  its  decision.  At  the  hearing  of  the  case  the  strikers 
were  represented  by  Mr.  James  Mytton  and  the  company  by  Mr.  Brown 
as  attorneys.  A  stenographer  was  employed  and  a  complete  transcript 
of  the  proceedings  is  on  file  with  the  secretary.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
hearing  the  Board  rendered  the  following  opinion : 

"The  Buell  Mfg.  Co.  is  to  pay  32  mills  for  21,  22,  23,  24,  25  and  26 
picks.  The  working  day  is  to  be  reduced  from  11  to  10  hours.  For  all 
over  time  12  1-2  per  cent  increase  is  to  be  paid. 

"The  employes  now  out  are  to  be  re-instated  at  the  earliest  date 
possible." 

This  opinion  was  accepted  by  both  sides  and  work  resumed. 
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To  the  Members  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly : 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  second  biennial  report  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Fruit  Experiment  Station,  located  at  Mountain  Grove, 
Missouri.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  Station  is  new,  and  much  prepar- 
atory work  has  been  necessary,  the  work  of  the  Station  has  made  ex- 
ceptionally good  progress  during  the  past  two  years  and  much  work  has 
been  done  that  is  of  value  to  the  fruit  growers  of  the  state.  The  clean- 
ing of  additional  land  was  necessary,  the  Station  grounds  and  the  Station- 
farm  have  been  fenced,  t\yo  cottages  have  been  erected  for  employes  of 
the  Station  a  system  of  water  works  has  been  put  in,  which  was  not  only 
needed  to  furnish  water  for  the  Station  buildings,  for  laboratory  work, 
for  spraying  experiments,  and  for  the  grounds,  but  is  of  great  advantage 
to  the  Station  in  carrying  on  irrigation  experiments  with  small  fruits. 

The  Experiment  Station  Building  has  been  completed  and  the 
fixtures  in  the  laboratories  supplied.  All  work  contemplated  by  the 
last  appropriation,  except  the  building  of  a  barn  and  plant  house  has  been 
done.  These  were  not  built  because  the  funds  appropriated  were  in- 
adequate, and  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  to  use  every 
available  means  for  the  advancement  of  actual  experimental  work  of  the 
Station.  For  a  detailed  report  of  the  experiment  work,  reference  is 
made  to  the  report  of  the  manager. 

We  feel  much  gratified  that  good  results  from  experiment  work  have 
been  obtained  in  so  short  a  time.  A  great  amount  of  information  has 
been  obtained  by  experiments  carried  on  on  the  Station  grounds,  and  in 
co-operation  with  fruit  growers  at  several  different  points  in  the  state. 
Every  means  has  been  used  to  impart  this  information  to  the  fruit  grow- 
ers as  fast  as  obtained.  This  has  been  done  not  only  by  means  of  bulletins 
published,  but  by  practical  demonstration,  one  of  which  was  the  use  of  an 
exhibit  car  which  was  taken  through  the  Ozark  country,  and  practical 
demonstrations  made  of  the  use  of  different  spray  mixtures  and  appliances 
used  to  prevent  loss  from  disease  of  fruits  and  insects  affecting  them. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Station  depends 
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largely  on  practical  demonstrations  of  the  information  obtained  at  the 
Station,  as  well  as  bulletins  published,  we  are  gratified  to  know  that  these 
original  efforts  have  been  so  well  received  .by  fruit  growers  in  general. 

The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  fruit  growers  at  Seymour, 
Missouri,  are  respectively  referred  to;  similar  resolutions  were  adopted  at 
a  number  of  other  points : 

Resolved,  by  the  Fruit  Growers  of  Seymour,  and  vicinity,  in  institute 
assembled,  this  20th  day  of  December,  1901,  that  we  believe  that  the  plan 
of  bringing  an  exhibit  car  of  spraying  material  and  pumps,  and  holding 
an  Institute  in  connection,  under  the  direction  of  the  Missouri  State  Fruit 
Experiment  Station,  is  the  best  plan  of  bringing  valuable  and  practical  in- 
formation to  us  that  could  be  devised. 

Resolved,  that  we  thank  the  Frisco  Railroad  System  for  furnishing 
and  hauling  the  car,  and  we  highly  appreciate  the  enterprise  of  Director 
Stinson  in  inaugurating  this  practical  school  for  fruit  growers. 

J.  F.  SIMMONS,  Chairman  of  Committee. 

The  above  idea  of  furnishing  practical  information  directly  to  the 
fruit  growers  was  also  favorably  commented  on  by  the  Horticultural  press 
all  over  the  country. 

Hundreds  of  orchards  have  been  visited  by  the  officers  of  the 
Experiment  Station,  in  work  of  investigation,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  information  which,  on  account  of  the  youth  of  the  station, 
can  not  be  obtained  on  its  own  grounds,  and  for  purposes  of  giving 
such  practical  information  to  the  fruit  growers  visited  as  is  wanted 
by  them.  We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  station  is 
located  in  the  midst  of  a  great  field  for  this  work. 

The  State  of  Missouri,  and  especially  the  southern  part,  is  being 
rapidly  settled  and  developed  by  fruit  growers  from  all  sections  of 
the  country.  Some  of  these  fruit  growers  are  practical  and  exper- 
ienced men,  while  a  great  majority  have  but  little  experience  in  fruit 
growing.  The  latter  class  are  already  depending  largely  on  the  Fruit  Ex- 
periment Station  for  information  that  will  enable  them  to  start  in  fruit 
growing.  The  former  class,  while  many  of  them  are  experienced  fruit 
growers,  yet  they  are  the  first  to  seek  information  as  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  a  soil  new  to  them,  and  the  combatting  of  diseases  and  insects, 
as  well  as  varieties  to  plant. 

The  United  States  Agricultural  Department,  realizing  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work  being  carried  on  by  the  Fruit  Experiment  Station, 
and  the  field  open  for  investigation,  lias  detailed  a  special  agent  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  to  assist  in  the  work  and  secure  informa- 
tion from  this  particular  section.     He  is   located    at    the  Experiment 
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Station,  and  while  his  work  is  benficial  to  the  department,  it  is  of 
great  value  to  us,  and  is  fully  appreciated  by  the  Experiment  Station 
and  the  fruit  growers  of  South  Missouri. 

We  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Missouri  has  more 
apple  trees  growing  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union,  and  also  that 
the  peach  growing  industry  is  developing  at  an  enormous  rate.  The 
five  counties  of  the  State  having  the  greatest  number  of  apple  trees 
growing  within  their  borders  are  as  follows  in  the  order  nemed : 
Howell,  Webster,  Greene,  Texas  and  Wright.  In  addition  to  this 
Oregon  county,  the  greatest  peach  producing  county  in  the  State,  is 
adjacent  to  the  counties  referred  to.  Fortunately  the  Experiment 
Station  is  located  in  the  midst  of  these  counties  and  its  field  for  secur- 
ing information,  carrying  on  investigation  and  its  usefulness  is  un- 
limited, unless  hampered  by  insufficient  funds  for  its  proper  main- 
tenance. 

We  therefore  recommend,  and  urgently  request  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  for  the  next  two  years 
according  to  the  following  estimates,  which  shows  the  actual  needs  of 
the  institution :

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Missouri  State  Fruit  Experiment 
Station : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
at  the  Missouri  Fruit  Experiment  Station  for  the  last  biennial  period : 

The  work  of  the  station  has  made  good  progress  during  the  last 
two  years  and  much  work  has  been  done  that  is  of  value  to  the  fruit 
growing  industry  of  the  State.  In  this  time  eighty  acres  of  land  on 
the  station  farm  has  been  cleared  and  is  being  put  into  condition  for 
orchard  planting  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  Experiment  Station 
grounds  and  part  of  the  farm  have  been  fenced  with  a  good  woven 
wire  fence.  The  grounds  on  which  the  buildings  are  located  have 
been  put  into  good  condition  and  considerable  planting  of  ornamental 
plants  and  trees  has  been  done  on  them. 

Station  Farm. — During  the  process  of  clearing  the  land  many  ex- 
periments have  been  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
best  methods  to  pursue  in  this  work.  These  experiments  consist  in 
the  using  of  different  ways  of  clearing  the  land,  putting  it  into  cultiva- 
tion, kinds  of  crops  grown,  and,  in  short,  many  methods  have  been 
used  to  determine  the  most  practical  means  to  follow.  The  informa- 
tion obtained  and  the  experience  gained  in  this  work  at  the  station 
should  be  of  much  value  to  the  prospective  fruit  grower  confronted 
with  the  same  propositions,  especially  to  those  who  are  unfamiliar 
with  the  question  of  subduing  timbered  lands. 

The  Experiment  Station  farm  furnishes  a  variety  of  soils  and  loca- 
tion-, for  orchard  planting.  This  is  of  great  value  in  carrying  on  cx- 
perimentS  in  planting  duplicate  plots  of  different  kinds  of  fruits  on 
different  soils  and  in  different  locations.  Here  on  the  station  grounds 
direct  supervision  of  the  work  is  possible,  which  can  not  he  so  well 
given  if  the  plantings  are  made  on  separate  farms.  Much  work  of  this 
character  lias  been  started  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  growths 
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and  the  general  adaptability  of  different  varieties  to  different  soils. 
The  question  of  what  kind  of  land,  new  or  old,  is  the  most  desirable 
to  plant  is  an  important  subject,  and  is  becoming"  of  more  importance 
each  year  as  extensive  areas  are  being  planted.  Experiments  along 
this  line  are  under  way,  and  much  information  has  been  obtained  from 
personal  investigation  of  orchards  planted  of  different  kinds  of  land  in 
ihe  Ozark  region.  This  subject  is  of  more  importance  to  all  going 
into  the  fruit  business  and  it  is  not  only  asked  for  by  the  grower  who  has 
both  kinds  of  land  on  his  farm,  but  by  large  investors  in  fruit  lands. 
Experiments  are  under  way  testing  different  crops  to  be  grown  in  or- 
chards, the  different  methods  of  handling  your  orchards,  etc.  Low 
and  high  land  has  been  planted  to  ascertain  definitely  the  effect  of 
atmospheric  conditions. 

The  station  grows  each  year  on  its  grounds  a  limited  amount  of 
stock  of  the  leading  new  varieties  of  apples,  peaches  and  strawberries. 
These  are  grown  here  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  collection  of  the 
new  varieties  for  testing  in  co-operation  with  fruit  growers  in  differ- 
ent sections,  and  for  the  purpose  of  studying  means  of  preventing 
some  of  the  diseases  that  attack  and  originate  in  the  nursery. 

The  planting  of  a  large  number  of  varieties  of  all  fruits  adapted 
to  this  region  is  done  as  rapidly  as  the  land  available  can  be  put  into 
condition  to  receive  them.  The  planting  on  the  station  grounds  has 
been  quite  extensive  during  the  past  two  years.  There  are  now  about 
sixty-five  acres  planted  to  a  large  number  of  varieties,  part  of  which 
are  for  testing  variety,  and  part  for  variety  testing  and  experiment 
work  combined.  The  adaptation  of  certain  varities  of  fruits  to  certain 
soils  is  a  subject  that  is  considered  of  much  importance  by  horticul- 
turists. The  fact  that  one  variety  may  do  better  on  a  certain  soil  and 
under  certain  conditions  than  some  other  variety,  and  that  on  another 
kind  of  soil  the  results  are  reversed,  is  well  known.  The  station  has 
begun  investigations  along  this  line  in  co-operation  with  fruit  growers 
of  the  State.  One  bulletin  has  been  published  on  varieties  of  apples 
and  peaches,  and  as  the  work  progresses  others  will  follow.  The 
bulletin  already  published  seems  to  meet  a  demand  for  just  such  in- 
formation as  it  contains.  Requests  for  this  bulletin  are  comnig  from 
all  parts  of  the  State  at  such  a  rate  that,  if  continued,  the  edition  will 
soon  be  exhausted. 

Plant  Breeding. — The  improvement  of  varieties  of  fruits  bv  oris- 
mating  new  varieties  by  crossing  and  by  selection  promises  to  be  of 
value  to  the  fruit  growing  interests  of  the  State.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  a  clamor  for  varieties  of  a  better  quality  than  some  of  our 
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leading  commercial  varieties.  The  vast  areas  that  are  being  devoted 
to  the  growing  of  apples  and  other  fruits  in  Missouri  makes  this  an 
important  subject,  and  it  is  one  that  is  demanding  most  serious  con- 
sideration. 

The  Experiment  Station  has  on  its  grounds  a  large  number  of 
new  varieties  that  have  been  grown  from  seed,  which  seed  was  from 
apples  that  were  the  results  of  crosses  of  certain  varieties  which,  it 
is  thought,  possess  the  desired  characteristics  which,  should  they  be 
combined  in  a  variety,  might  give  one  that  would  be  particularly 
adapted  to  this  section  of  the  country  and  have  quality  as  well.  It 
is  realized  that  much  work  will  need  to  be  done  before  the  desired 
results  are  obtained,  but  if  such  a  variety  should  be  produced  it  will 
be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  fruit  growing  industry  of  the  State. 

The  work  with  strawberries  shows  results  more  quickly.  The 
past  season  there  were  in  fruiting  nearly  nine  hundred  new  varieties 
of  strawberries  on  the  station  grounds.  These  varieties  are  the  re- 
sults of  careful  work  in  crossing  leading  commercial  sorts.  A  large 
number  of  remarkable  berries  were  obtained,  many  of  which,  as  far 
as  the  past  season  is  concerned,  promise  to  be  valuable.  The  best  of 
these  have  been  planted  in  different  localities  on  the  station  grounds 
so  that  they  may  be  more  thoroughly  tested,  and  after  another  sea- 
son's test  the  most  promising  ones  will  be  sent  to  the  fruit  growers 
for  further  testing. 

Co-Operative  Experiments. — In  addition  to  the  co-operative  spray- 
ing experiments  carried  on  by  the  station,  co-operative  cultivation  ex- 
periments in  orchards  have  been  started,  experiments  in  the  use  of 
commercial  fertilizers  in  orchards  are  under  way,  experiments  as  to 
the  best  means  of  reclaiming  run-down  orchards  have  been  outlined 
for  the  coming  season  and  arrangements  made  for  carrying  them  out. 
Experiments  as  to  the  best  methods  of  pruning  in  certain  orchards 
have  also  been  started.  The  co-operative  work  already  in  progress, 
and  that  which  has  been  outlined,  promises  to  bring  good  results 
not  only  in  the  facts  established,  but  also  in  the  increased  interests 
taken  in  such  work  by  fruit  growers  in  the  localities  where  the  work 
is  being  carried  on.  It  might  be  further  stated  that  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal objects  in  this  co-operative  work  is  not  only  to  obtain  results 
and  create  interests  on  the  part  of  the  growers,  but  also  to  show  by 
practical  demonstration  the  value  of  and  the  necessity  for  improved 
methods  of  orchard  culture  in  general. 

Investigation  of  Fruit  Diseases  and  Experiments. — The  work  on 
the  investigation  of  fruit  diseases  has  not  as  yet  been  long  enough  in 
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progress  for  much  in  the  way  of  definite  results  to  have  been  accom- 
plished. As  will  be  seen  by  the  character  of  the  experiments  outlined 
below,  more  time  will  be  needed  for  some  of  the  work  before  conclu- 
sions can  be  reached. 

On  account  of  the  newness  of  the  institution,  and  the  great  in- 
convenience under  which  all  experiments  had  to  be  conducted,  the 
work  of  the  first  year  was  carried  on  at  some  disadvantage.  The  re- 
sults obtained  from  much  of  the  work,  however,  were  thoroughly 
satisfactory  and  conclusive  in  their  character.  Especially  was  this 
true  of  the  experiments  relating  to  bitter  rot.  These  results,  together 
with  other  information,  will  be  found  in  Bulletin  No.  I  of  the  station. 

In  1901  the  work  along  the  line  of  plant  diseases  was  extended 
into  other  counties.  The  points  at  which  experiments  were  carried  on 
this  season  were  Olden,  Mountain  Grove,  Springfield  and  Rogers- 
ville.  The  results  of  some  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  Bulletin  No. 
2.  In  addition  to  the  work  on  bitter  rot  much  information  regarding 
other  diseases  was  collected  which  was  of  much  value  in  planning  the 
work  of  the  following  season. 

During  the  season  of  1902  the  work  on  plant  diseases  was  carried 
on  in  co-operation  with  the  Division  of  Vegetable  Pathology,  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  In  the  spring  of 
this  year  experiments  were  inaugurated  in  connection  with  the  plant- 
ing of  trees,  with  the  view  of  determining  something  of  the  effect  on 
the  growth  of  the  tree  and  the  value  as  a  fertilizer  of  certain  materials 
which  were  put  into  the  soil  at  the  time  the  tree  was  planted.  These 
experiments  were  also  designed  to  show  if  possible  whether  the  treat- 
ment of  the  soil  with  these  various  materials  would  have  any  influence 
on  the  susceptibility  of  the  tree  to  crown  gall  or  root  rot.  Something 
over  400  trees  are  included  in  the  experiment.  These  were  planted 
on  a  variety  of  soils  ranging  from  the  newly  cleared,  untitled  land,  to 
that  which  had  been  cultivated  for  a  long  period  of  years.  There  was 
also  a  variety  in  the  character  and  quality  of  the  soils  selected.  On 
the  newly  cleared  land  an  effort  was  made  to  determine  the  value  of 
burning  large  piles  of  brush  over  the  places  where  the  trees  were  to 
be  planted. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  extensive  experiments  were  carried 
on  with  reference  to  the  control  of  the  bitter  rot  disease  of  apples. 
These  experiments  were  conducted  in  orchards  in  various  parts  of 
South  Missouri,  viz. :  Olden.  Fordland,  Springfield,  Lebanon  and 
Neosho.  Part  of  these  experiments,  considering  the  conditions  under 
which  they  were  operated,  yielded  satisfactory  results ;  others  were 
abandoned  because  of  the  very  low  percentage  of  a  crop. 
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During  the  season  tests  were  made  of  the  dust  process  of  spray- 
ing relative  to  its  efficiency,  its  value  and  different  ways  of  making 
the  powder,  and  a  number  of  machines  for  applying  the  same  were 
used.  Various  machines  for  applying  the  liquid  mixture  were  also 
thoroughly  tested. 

Experiments  are  in  progress  of  development  which  are  designated 
to  show  the  influence  and  effect  of  crown  gall  on  the  growth  of  trees 
after  taken  from  the  nursery.  Experiments  were  also  made  with  ref- 
erence to  the  cross  infection  of  peach  and  apple  seedlings  from  galls 
occurring  respectively  on  the  two  kinds  of  trees,  but  these  experiments 
were  negative  in  result. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  special  effort  has  been  made  in  the 
continuance  of  the  work  previously  carried  on  in  trying  to  determine 
the  cause  of  the  extensive  dying  of  trees  in  many  of  the  apple  orchards 
of  the  Ozark  region,  taking  into  consideration  such  factors  as  the 
conditions  under  which  the  orchard  has  been  grown,  its  cultivation, 
the  character  of  the  soil,  different  varieties  of  trees  and  the  growth  of 
the  root  system  of  the  same  variety  on  different  soils.  This  work  is 
as  yet  incomplete  and  several  more  seasons  may  be  necessary  before 
definite  conclusions  can  be  reached. 

During  the  summer  a  circular  on  Twig  Blight  was  sent  out.  A 
bulletin  on  Cultivation,  Sanitation  and  Winter  Treatment  of  Orchards 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.  One  on  Spraying  and  Spray  Machinery 
is  ready  for  the  press.  Another  on  Fungous  diseases  of  the  Season 
is  well  under  way  of  preparation. 

Orchard  Inspection  Work. — This  was  considered  one  of  the  im- 
portant objects  of  the  Experiment  Station  when  it  was  established 
and  the  work  has  been  extensively  carried  on.  The  services  of  the 
manager  may  be  demanded  by  any  citizen  of  the  State  to  investigate 
any  dangerous  fruit  disease  or  insect  pest  that  may  occur  either  in  his 
own  orchard  or  in  the  vicinity. 

The  law  in  placing  this  work  under  the  control  of  the  Fruit  Ex- 
periment station  required  that  such  fungous  diseases  and  insect  pests 
be  eradicated  at  the  expense  of  the  station  from  any  orchard  where 
found  to  be  of  dangerous  character,  and  such  as  will  spread  to  other 
orchards  in  the  vicinity.  Special  reference  is  made  to  San  Jose  scale, 
peach  rosette,  peach  yellows,  and  similar  fruit  diseases  and  insects.  In 
the  carrying  on  of  this  work  many  orchards  have  been  visited  and  in- 
spected at  the  request  of  fruit  growers.  This  is  important,  for  it  means 
much  to  the  fruit  growing  industry  to  keep  all  dangerous  pests  of  what- 
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ever  nature  in  check,  and  not  allow  them  to  get  a  foothold,  as  has  been 
done  in  some  states,  where  it  is  now  costing  immense  sums  to  secure  con- 
trol of  them. 

Orchard  Survey. — In  response  to  the  many  inquiries  for  special 
information  on  the  management  of  orchards  in  particular  localities,  it 
seemed  advisable  to  secure  complete  records  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  orchards  in  the  Ozark  region.  Accordingly  all  the  orchards 
containing  ten  acres  or  more  of  land  within  ten  miles  of  the  railroad 
and  between  Thayer  and  Springfield,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  in 
the  vicinity  of  iMountain  Grove,  were  visited,  carefully  inspected,  and 
complete  records  made  of  them.  These  records  include  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner,  the  number  of  acres  planted  to  each  of  the  sev- 
eral kinds  of  fruit,  together  with  full  notes  on  the  character  of  the 
soil  and  subsoil  on  which  the  orchards  are  planted,  the  kind  of  culti- 
vation and  attention  the  orchards  have  received,  the  condition  they  are 
now  in,  the  insects  and  fungous  diseases  that  have  damaged  them, 
and,  as  nearly  as  possible,  some  idea  of  the  returns  the  orchards  have 
yielded. 

The  results  of  this  work  promise  to  be  of  great  value  to  the 
station  in  the  way  of  furnishing  reliable  data  which  may  be  used  as 
material  for  publication  and  distribution,  and  in  giving  definite  infor- 
mation as  to  the  methods  practiced  by  various  growers  and  the  re- 
sults of  such  methods.  This  combined  with  information  collected  in 
other  ways,  together  with  conclusions  following  the  comparison  of  condi- 
tions existing  in  different  orchards  makes  it  possible  for  the  station, 
to  a  reasonable  degree,  to  furnish  valuable  and  desirable  advice  as 
to  what  methods  of  management  are  best  adapted  to  certain  locali- 
ties and  certain  conditions. 

Car  Exhibit. — Since  establishment  of  the  station  innumerable  re- 
quests have  been  made  every  summer  for  information  and  advice  re- 
garding the  treatment  of  the  various  pests  occurring  in  orchards. 
It  has  been  necessary  each  season,  especially  during  midsummer,  to 
make  frequent  visits  to  orchards  in  response  to  some  of  the  many 
urgent  calls  on  the  part  of  growers  for  personal  opinion  and  advice. 
From  these  visits  it  was  learned  that  in  many  instances  growers  were 
using  machinery  for  spraying  purposes  that  was  inadequate  to  effectu- 
ally meet  the  requirements  that  are  essential  to  good  work.  In  con- 
sideration of  this  very  important  need  of  many  growers  for  informa- 
tion relating  to  spray  machinery  suitable  for  use  in  orchards  of  vari- 
ous kinds  and  sizes,  a  plan  was  adopted  by  which  the  station  was  en- 
abled to  furnish  this  information  in  the  most  practical  manner  to  a 
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large  number  of  growers  in  South  Missouri.  The  plan  conceived 
was  to  fit  up  a  railroad  car,  which  was  furnished  to  the  station 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  officials  of  the  Frisco  railroad  company. 
This  car  was  fitted  up  with  as  many  of  the  best  makes  of  spray 
pumps  and  other  appliances  used  in  orchards  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
batting fungous  and  insect  enemies.  In  addition  to  the  exhibit  of 
machinery  a  collection  of  the  insect  pests  infesting  orchards  was  ex- 
hibited ;  and,  with  the  aid  of  a  microscope  the  spores  of  some  of  the 
most  important  fungous  diseases  were  shown.  Discussions  and 
demonstrations  were  given  relating  to  the  habits,  mode  of  living,  the 
effect  of  the  various  organisms  on  the  trees  and  their  fruits  and  methods 
of  treatment  for  each.  A  number  of  places  were  visited  in  South 
Missouri  during  the  two  trips  made  with  the  exhibit  car,  and  one 
day  spent  in  each  place.  These  meetings  were  extensively  adver- 
tised beforehand,  and  were  well  attended  and  greatly  appreciated  on 
the  part  of  the  growers.  At  each  place  of  meeting  exhibitions  were 
held  at  the  car  where  the  growers  themselves  were  permitted  to  ex- 
amine and  operate  the  different  makes  of  pumps  and  other  appliances 
used  in  work  of  this  character. 

Discussions  in  the  way  of  explanation  and  answers  to  questions 
were  also  held  at  the  car.  Demonstrations  were  also  given  of  the 
correct,  as  well  as  the  incorrect,  methods  of  making  different  mix- 
tures used  in  spraying.  It  was  intended  that  this  opportunity  of 
seeing  and  personally  operating  the  different  kinds  and  makes  of 
machinery,  and  having  them  side  by  side  for  comparison  would 
permit  the  grower  to  observe  the  points  of  merit  and  demerit  of  each 
machine.  This  enables  him  to  decide,  with  greater  intelligence  than 
he  otherwise  would  have  been  able  to  do,  just  what  particular  piece 
of  machinery  would  be  best  adapted  to  his  individual  needs,  thus  sav- 
ing him  the  inconvenience  and  the  necessity  of  possibly  having  to 
make  several  purchases  before  a  satisfactory  article  would  be  ob- 
tained. In  addition  to  the  exhibitions  given  at  the  car,  a  meeting 
was  held  in  the  evening  at  each  place  at  which  various  subjects  of 
importance  relating  to  fruit  growing  was  discussed. 

Correspondence  of  the  station  has  increased  much  more  rapidly 
than  was  anticipated.  The  station  receives  many  letters  daily  asking 
for  information  on  a  great  variety  of  subjects  relating  to  fruit  grow- 
ing. These  are  mostly  from  fruit  growers  of  the  state,  but  many  are 
also  received  from  fruit  growers  of  other  states  asking  for  information 
regarding  the  development  of  the  fruit  growing  industry  in  Missouri, 
which  information  is  asked  because  tliev  desire  to  come  into  the  state 
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and  go  into  the  fruit  growing  business.  The  station  has  been  able  to 
furnish  such  information  to  a  large  number  of  men  who  have  sub- 
sequently made  investments  in  fruit  lands  of  the  state. 

The  laboratories  of  the  station  have  been  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  the  present  needs.  They  are  equipped  with  microscopes,  micro- 
tome, paraffin  bath,  and  other  appliances  necessary  for  doing  micro- 
scopic work.  In  addition  to  these  sterilizers  and  incubators  such 
as  are  necessary  for  doing  pathological  work  have  been  furnished. 
A  collection  of  insects  injurious  to  fruits  and  other  crops  is  being 
made.  It  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  more  scientific  apparatus  as 
the  work  is"  extended.  A  small  gas  machine  is  needed  to  furnish 
gas,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  all  scientific 
work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  TAX  COMMISSION 


To  Honorable  Alexander  M.  Dockery, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri: 

The  Commission  created  by  the  act  of  the  41st  General  Assembly 
(Session  Acts  1901,  p.  203),  approved  April  17th,  1901,  to  revise 
the  revenue  laws  of  the  state,  was  appointed  on  the  22nd  of  February, 
1902,  and  at  once  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned. 

SCOPE   OF   THE  WORK. 

"No  one  who  has  given  any  thought  to  the  vexed  problems  of 
taxation  will  expect  a  discussion  here  of  the  various  theories  advanced 
upon  that  subject. 

The  tedious  and  painstaking  labor  necessary  to  a  proper  revision 
of  our  revenue  laws  and  the  difficulty  of  accomplishing  satisfactory 
results  cannot  well  be  overestimated. 

The  Commission  soon  realized  that,  in  the  time  at  the  disposal 
of  its  members,  little  more  could  be  done  in  this  report  than  to  call 
attention  to  the  more  glaring  defects  and  to  recommend  improved 
methods  of  administration. 

The  recommendations  are  intended  simply  as  the  best  suggestions 
the  Commission  can  now  offer  for  immediate  relief  from  the  evils  in 
our  tax  system,  to  which  reference  is  hereinafter  made. 

It  was  deemed  best,  in  order  to  accomplish  practical  results, 
to  divide  the  work  and  assign  a  part  to  each  member,  and  to  have 
occasional  meetings  for  conference  and  comparison  of  views.  This 
plan  has  been  followed. 
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COMPARISON  OF  THE  TAX  LAWS  OF  THIS  AND  OTHER  STATES. 

There  are  many  defects  in  our  revenue  system.  It  is  very  far 
from  perfect.  But  an  ideal  system  of  taxation  has  not  been  devised, 
or  at  least,  it  cannot  be  safely  said  that  such  a  system  has  been  put 
into  practical  operation. 

A  comparison  of  our  revenue  laws  with  those  of  other  states 
will  show  that  they  have  many  features  in  common.  The  general 
provisions  concerning  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  the  sub- 
jects of  taxation  and  the  method  of  raising  revenue  in  a.  number  of 
our  sister  states  are  not  essentially  different  from  ours. 

The  revenue  laws  of  Missouri  in  their  main  provisions  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  other  states. 

The  reports  of  the  various  tax  commissions,  however,  indicate  a 
general  dissatisfaction  with  existing  conditions. 

This  is  true,  not  only  in  states  whose  general  plan  of  taxation  is 
similar  to  ours,  but  also  in  other  states  where  the  method  of  raising 
public  revenue  is  entirely  different. 

The  complaints  are  not  confined  to  any  state.  Our  examination 
of  the  reports  of  the  various  tax  commissions  shows  that  there  is  dis- 
satisfaction in  every  state,  almost  without  exception,  with  its  tax  system 
and  tax  laws. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  LIMITATIONS. 

Many  changes  that  have  been  suggested,  and  some  that  seem  desir- 
able to  the  Commission,  cannot  be  made  on  account  of  constitutional 
provisions. 

The  entire  article  on  "Kevenue  and  Taxation"  in  the  Consti- 
tution of  1875,  or  at  least  a  large  part  of  it,  should  be  re-written, 
before  there  can  be  any  deviation  from  the  general  plan  outlined 
therein. 

The  Legislature  is  so  hedged  about  and  hemmed  in  by  limitations 
in  the  fundamental  law  of  the  state  that,  as  the  Constitution  stands, 
no  statutory  change  can  be  made  in  the  general  system  of  taxation  now 
in  force. 
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Statutory  amendments  must  therefore  be  confined  to  supplying 
omissions,  remedying  defects  and  providing  better  methods  of  admin- 
istration. 

GENERAL   REVENUE  MEASURE. 

Many  of  the  provisions  of  our  statutes  are  well  adapted  to  our 
present  system,  and  are  as  satisfactory  as  any  that  could  be  devised 
under  existing  conditions.  Most  of  them  have  been  construed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  and  have  stood  the  test  of  actual  operation.  The  various 
state  and  county  officials,  as  well  as  the  tax-payers,  have  become  familiar 
with  them.  ISTo  changes  are  needed  in  a  number  of  sections  of  the 
revenue  law. 

The  subject  of  taxation  presents  many  problems  about  which 
thoughtful  citizens  differ.  The  General  Assembly  may  conclude  that 
some  of  the  changes  and  additions  suggested  by  the  Commission  should 
be  adopted,  while  others  may  not  meet  with  approval. 

Hence  it  has  seemed  unwise  to  submit  a  general  revenue  measure, 
which  could  not  be  changed  without  destroying  its  symmetry  and  effect, 
but  rather  to  present  separate  bills  concerning  the  different  subjects,  and 
separate  amendments  to  the  various  sections  of  the  present  law  in 
which  changes  are  recommended. 

ABSENCE  OF  UNIFORM  ASSESSMENTS. 

Each  citizen  is  a  partner  in  the  enterprise  which  requires  the 
raising  of  public  revenues.  It  is  his  duty  to  contribute  his  proportion 
of  the  expenditures,  and  it  is  his  right  to  have  others  do  likewise. 

Our  Constitution  "and  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof"  meas- 
ure this  duty  by  the  value  of  the  property  possessed  by  the  tax-payer. 
Whether  this  is  the  best  system,  it  is  not  our  purpose  at  this  time  to 
inquire.    It  is  the  plan  laid  down  in  our  Constitution. 

Equality  in  the  distribution  of  these  burdens  is  equity.  It  is  guar- 
anteed by  the  Constitution  of  Missouri,  and  is  fundamental  in  any  just 
system  of  taxation. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  in  a  plan  of  taxation  based  upon  the  value 
of  property,  this  equality  cannot  be  secured  without  uniformity  in  the 
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assessments.  It  matters  not  that  the  same  tax  rate  is  levied  npon 
all  property.  Unless  the  same  ratio  of  value  is  taken  as  the  founda- 
tion for  the  levy,  unfair  discriminations  necessarily  result.  Where 
some  property  is  over  valued,  and  other  under  valued,  the  inequality  in 
the  tax  is  just  as  great  as  if  the  state  authorities,  or  the  county  courts, 
should  fix  a  different  rate  upon  the  property  of  different  individuals. 
This  would  not  be  tolerated  for  a  moment. 

The  command  of  our  Constitution  is  that  "all  property  subject  to 
taxation  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,"  and  "taxes  shall  be 
uniform  upon  the  same  class  of  subjects  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  authority  levying  the  tax." 

The  difficulty  in  securing  equality  is  not  so  much  in  the  laws,  as 
in  the  method  of  enforcing  them. 

The  complaint  has  been  general  that  the  assessments  have  not  been 
uniform  in  the  different  counties,  and  that  discriminations  are  made 
even  in  the  same  county  between  different  kinds  of  property. 

The  Commission  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Collector,  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court  and  Assessor  of  each  county,  including  the  proper  officials 
of  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  asking  information  upon  this  subject. 

Reports  were  received  from  ninety-eight  counties  and  the  City  of 
St.  Louis.  These  would  be  indeed  startling  if  some  of  the  facts  stated 
therein  had  not  been  previously  known.  They  show  a  condition  of 
affairs  that  should  no  longer  be  permitted  to  continue. 

It  is  within  the  bounds  of  truth  to  say  that  no  two  counties 
in  the  state  have  the  same  rule  for  the  assessment  of  all  classes  of 
property,  and,  generally  speaking,  there  is  absolutely  no  uniformity 
as  to  the  proportion  of  the  actual  cash  value  taken  as  the  basis  for 
the  assessed  value. 

Some  counties  value  real  estate,  so  these  reports  show,  as  low  as 
thirty  per  cent  of  its  selling  price,  while  others  have  a  ninety  per  cent 
basis.  Some  assess  real  estate  at  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent, 
money  and  credits  at  one  hundred  per  cent  and  tangible  personal  prop- 
erty at  fifty  per  cent. 

There  is  an  absolute  want  of  equality  in  taxation,  according  to 
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the  replies  received  from  these  officers,  and  the  absence  of  any  uniform 
rule  throughout  the  state  for  assessing  property. 

It  results  from  this  condition  that  some  counties  contribute  more 
than  their  part  to  the  state's  expenditures,  while  others  are  charged 
with  less  than  their  share. 

The  counties  in  which  local  conditions  induce  higher  assessment 
are  those  which  are  made  to  pay  the  greatest  amount  of  state  taxes, 
and  yet,  on  account  of  their  own  needs,  they  are  less  able  to  bear  it. 

The  very  small  tax  rate  for  state  purposes  makes  this  inequality 
less  burdensome  to  the  individual  tax-payer  than  at  first  might  be 
supposed. 

The  state  revenue  tax,  as  is  well  known,  is  only  fifteen  cents  on 
the  hundred  dollars  valuation,  and  hereafter  the  sum  necessary  to  pay 
interest  on  the  state  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the  school  and 
seminary  funds  will  be  only  two  or  three  cents  annually  on  each 
hundred  dollars  valuation.  So  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  exac- 
tion made  by  the  State  from  the  property  owner  is  indeed  a  very  small 
part  of  his  taxes. 

Still  inequality  between  counties  is  wrong  in  principle  and  should 
be  remedied  as  far  as  possible. 

Then,  too,  where  the  counties  have  different  rules  for  the  assess- 
ment of  property,  or  no  definite  and  established  rule,  it  is  impossible 
to  fix  a  proper  basis  upon  which  to  assess  property  that  extends  through 
several  counties. 

The  courts  hold,  and  with  manifest  justice,  that  discriminations 
cannot  be  intentionally  made  in  valuing  property  for  taxation,  without 
violating  the  constitutional  right  of  the  citizen  to  insist  upon  uniformity 
in  such  assessments.  But  the  unintentional  discriminations  are  equally 
oppressive  in  their  practical  results. 

SEPARATION  OF  STATE   AND  COUNTY  REVENUES. 

If  the  State  should  collect  its  revenues  from  other  sources  than 
a  direct  levy  upon  real  and  personal  property,  leaving  to  the  counties 
the  exclusive  right  to  tax  such  property  for  local  purposes,  as  advocated 
by  many  citizens,  each  county  could  adopt  its  own  basis  of  assessment 
without,  at  least,  imposing  an  unfair  burden  of  state  taxes  upon 
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other  localities — however  unequal  the  burdens  of  county  and  municipal 
taxation  might  be  among  the  tax-payers  of  such  county,  by  reason 
of  discriminations  in  the  assessment  of  different  kinds  of  property 
therein. 

The  aggregate  taxes  for  county,  municipal  and  school  purposes 
upon  railroad,  street  railroad,  bridge,  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
panies, and  other  public  service  corporations,  together  with  the  tax 
upon  foreign  insurance  companies  apportioned  to  the  various  counties, 
have  been  practically  equal  to  the  total  taxes  for  the  State  Revenue 
Fund  collected  from  real  and  personal  property,  including  the  ad 
valorem  tax  upon  merchandise,  or  at  least  there  has  not  been  any 
very  great  difference  between  these  two  amounts,  and  hereafter  there 
will  only  be  two  or  three  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  needed  for  the 
State  Interest  Fund.  Any  loss  to  the  state  would  be  more  than  over- 
come by  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
the  state  revenue,  which  now  requires  a  biennial  appropriation  of 
$350,000  to  $375,000;  but  this  expense  would  be  an  additional  charge 
upon  the  counties. 

By  levying  a  rate  upon  corporate  property  now  assessed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  sufficient  to  bring  into  the  state  treasury 
an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  collected  at  present  from  these  corpora- 
tions for  all  purposes,  and  by  retaining  the  tax  upon  foreign  insurance 
companies  heretofore  apportioned  to  the  different  counties,  the  state 
might  forego  its  tax  upon  real  and  personal  property,  including  the 
ad  valorem  tax  upon  merchandise,  without  loss  of  income. 

It  will  also  be  important  to  know  how  the  revenues  of  the  differ  enf 
counties  will  be  affected. 

The  Commission  has  obtained  a  table  to  be  printed  as  an  appendix 
to  this  report  showing  these  facts  for  the  information  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Our  Constitution,  however,  stands  in  the  way  of  this  method  of 
taxation. 

An  amendment,  embodying  a  number  of  changes  in  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  state,  must  precede  any  legislation  in  that  direction; 
and  after  the  necessary  constitutional  changes  shall  have  been  made,  the 
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statutes  must  be  adjusted  to  the  new  conditions. 

A  change  of  this  character,  however,  cannot  properly  be  made 
without  revising  many  of  the  sections  in  the  article  concerning  "Revenue 
and  Taxation"  in  the  present  Constitution. 

The  Constitution  of  1875  is  so  unsuited  to  a  different  system 
that  to  make  it  conform  to  the  proposed  change,  and  so  adjust  its 
various  provisions  as  to  avoid  conflict  and  uncertainty,  will  require  a 
remodeling,  substantially,  of  Article  X  thereof. 

Section  5  of  that  article  declares  that  "All  railroad  corporations 
in  this  state,  or  doing  business  therein,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for 
state,  county,  municipal  and  other  purposes  on  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty owned  by  them,"  etc. 

This  clearly  stands  in  the  way  of  withdrawing  such  property  from 
local  taxation. 

Section  9  provides  that  no  property  in  any  city,  town  or  other 
municipal  corporation  shall  be  released  from  its  proportionate  share 
of  the  taxes  to  be  levied  for  state  purposes. 

This  prohibits  the  withdrawal  of  such  property  from  state  taxa- 
tion. 

Section  8  limits  the  tax  rate  for  state  revenue,  when  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  of  the  state  has  reached  nine  hundred  million 
dollars  to  fifteen  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation. 

This  limitation  cannot  be  left  in  force  if  all  property  other  than 
that  belonging  to  public  service  corporations  shall  be  withdrawn  from 
liability  for  state  taxes. 

Section  11  of  the  same  article  limits  the  maximum  rate  for  county, 
school  and  city  purposes.  Many  counties,  school  districts  and  cities 
derive  a  substantial  part  of  their  revenue  from  taxes  upon  public  service 
corporations.  If  deprived  of  this,  the  rate  that  may  be  levied  by  them 
upon  other  property  must  be  increased  and  the  limitations  of  section  11 
changed. 

Then  too,  the  municipal  and  local  taxes  on  railroads  and  the  prop- 
erty of  like  corporations  now  go  to  the  cities,  villages  and  school  dis- 
tricts. A  change  in  the  maximum  rate  for  county  purposes  would 
be  insufficient  to  adjust  section  11  to  the  new  conditions.    Great  care 
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will  "be  necessary  in  fixing  the  rate  that  may  be  levied  by  the  various 
subdivisions  of  the  county  upon  other  property,  so  that  each  subdivision 
may  be  compensated  for  the  loss  of  the  revenue  heretofore  received  from 
railroad  and  similar  taxes. 

The  maximum  rate,  under  section  11,  that  may  be  levied  for 
local  purposes  is  based  upon  the  assessed  value  for  state  and  county 
purposes;  and  section  12  limits  municipal  indebtedness  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  valuation  of  the  county,  city  or  school  district  proposing 
to  incur  the  debt,  as  shown  by  the  assessment  for  state  and  county 
purposes  next  before  the  last  assessment.  It  is  apparent  that  these 
sections  should  be  altered,  in  the  event  the  proposed  change  is  carried 
into  effect. 

Section  18  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
to  equalize  the  assessments  of  real  and  personal  property  among  the 
several  counties  of  the  state,  which  would  be  unnecessary  if  a  state  tax 
is  not  collected  from  such  property. 

Four  amendments,  involving  changes  in  sections  11  and  12  of 
Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  were  adopted  at  the  last  general  election, 
and  these  amendments  should  be  considered  in  connection  with  the 
matters  to  which  attention  has  just  been  called. 

These  references  to  the  different  sections  of  the  Constitution  that 
will  be  affected  by  any  change  of  the  revenue  system,  show  that  it 
will  be  impracticable  to  relieve  real  and  personal  property  from  state 
taxation,  and  to  levy  such  taxes  wholly  upon  the  property  of  public 
service  corporations,  by  an  amendment  to  a  single  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

If  separate  amendments  to  the  different  sections  should  be  sub- 
mitted, one  might  be  adopted  and  others  defeated. 

If  the  General  Assembly  deems  it  wise,  at  this  time,  to  propose 
a  change  in  the  Constitution  in  the  particulars  referred  to,  the  best 
method  of  accomplishing  that  result  would  be  to  submit  a  single  amend- 
ment, repealing  the  entire  article  on  "Kevenue  and  Taxation,"  and  sub- 
stituting a  new  one  in  lieu  of  Article  X,  embodying  the  changes  nec- 
essary under  the  proposed  plan. 

A  single  amendment  may  include  all  necessary  changes  relating  to 
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one  subject,  just  as  a  legislative  enactment  may  do.  This  was  recently 
determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Garbert  vs.  Eailway  Co.,  70 
Southwestern  Keporter,  891. 

Such  an  amendment  might  authorize  the  Legislature  to  provide 
for  the  change  of  system  without  making  it  obligatory  so  to  do. 

Another  plan  for  the  separation  of  state  and  county  revenues  has 
been  suggested  and  was  recommended  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  New  York.  It  is  known  as  the  "Purdy  Method."  Without  under- 
taking to  set  out  the  plan  in  detail,  it  provides  in  effect  that  the  whole 
amount  of  revenue  needed  by  the  state  shall  be  first  ascertained,  and 
then  the  aggregate  of  the  taxes  collected  by  all  of  the  counties  for 
ordinary  county  expenditures,  and  each  county  shall  pay  the  same 
proportion  of  the  funds  required  for  state  purposes  that  the  amount 
collected  by  such  county  for  its  usual  expenses  bears  to  the  total 
sum  collected  by  all  the  counties  for  such  expenses;  or  to  state  it  differ- 
ently, the  part  a  particular  county  must  pay  of  the  state's  revenue  is 
found  by  taking  a  fraction  of  the  sum  needed  by  the  state,  of  which 
fraction  the  amount  collected  by  such  county  for  its  ordinary  purposes 
shall  be  the  numerator  and  the  total  collected  by  all  the  counties  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  the  denominator.  In  other  words  each  county 
pays  a  part  of  the  state  taxes  in  proportion  to  the  revenue  collected  by 
it  for  its  usual  purposes,  and  the  counties  are  given  local  option  as  to 
the  method  of  raising  the  revenues. 

Local  option  in  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  collected  in  a  municipality 
or  county  in  this  state  may  be  given  by  simply  removing  the  limitation 
in  section  11  of  the  Constitution. 

In  lieu  of  a  separation  of  the  sources  of  state  and  county  revenue, 
a  third  plan  has  been  proposed — that  the  inequalities  in  state  taxation 
resulting  from  the  varying  assessed  value  in  the  different  counties 
might  be  remedied,  if  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  instead  of 
attempting  to  equalize  the  value  between  different  counties,  were 
required  to  apportion  the  state  tax  among  the  several  counties  in  pro- 
portion to  the  real  value  of  the  property  without  regard  to  the  local 
assessment.  Under  this  plan  the  State  Board  would  ascertain  the 
proportion  of  the  real  value  taken  in  each  county  as  the  assessed 
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value,  and  apportion  the  state  tax  accordingly,  so  that  each  county 
would  pay  the  same  amount  as  if  its  assessment  had  been  made  on  a 
full  cash  basis. 

To  carry  out  either  of  the  two  plans  last  mentioned  would  require 
as  many  constitutional  changes,  and  the  same  can  only  be  safely  made 
in  the  manner  suggested  in  reference  to  the  first  plan. 

The  strong  desire  expressed  by  many  citizens  for  some  change  in 
the  method  of  raising  state  taxes  has  induced  the  Commission  to  state 
the  plans  that  have  been  proposed  and  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
carrying  them  out,  and  how  the  same  may  be  removed. 

The  Commission  has  set  out  these  plans  and  the  constitutional 
method  by  which  they  can  be  presented  for  adoption,  and  submits  it  to 
the  Legislature  as  the  Representatives  of  the  the  People  to  determine 
whether  it  is  wise  to  propose  a  constitutional  amendment  to  the  voters 
of  the  State  embodying  any  of  said  plans. 

STATUTORY  CHANGES. 

Any  changes  in  our  laws  that  will  bring  immediate  'practical 
results  must  be  made  by  statutory  amendments,  conformable  to  our 
present  Constitution. 

DEFECTS  IN  ADMINISTRATION  OF  REVENUE  LAWS. 

Attention  has  already  been  called  to  the  want  of  uniformity  in  the 
assessments  of  property  in  the  different  counties,  and  the  consequent 
inequality  in  the  burden  of  state  taxation. 

A  more  serious  evil  consists  in  the  fact  that,  under  the  practical 
workings  of  our  system,  vast  amounts  of  money,  notes  and  credits 
wholly  escape  taxation.  This  condition  is  so  well  known  and  under- 
stood that  an  attempt  to  present  statistics  on  the  subject  would  be 
useless. 

Aside  from  the  enormous  loss  of  revenue  to  the  state,  counties  and 
municipalities,  such  a  condition  necessarily  works  a  gross  injustice 
to  the  owners  of  real  estate  and  other  property  fairly  listed  for 
taxation.  Under  present  conditions,  a  large  part  of  the  money  and 
credits  held  in  this  state  escapes  its  just  share  of  taxation,  thus  casting 
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ah  inequitable  burden  upon  real  estate,  estates  of  decedents  and 
minors,  whose  property  is  disclosed  by  the  public  records;  person-  of 
small  means  and  conscientious  tax-payers,  who  return  true  assessment 
lists. 

This  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  our  state.  The  same  complaint  is 
made  everywhere. 

The  very  fact  of  the  inequality  and  injustice  resulting  from 
this  wholesale  evasion  of  taxation  on  money  and  notes  is  regarded 
by  many  as  a  sufficient  justification  or  excuse  for  the  concealment  or 
under  valuation  of  their  own  property.  Many  contend  that  they 
are  not  called  upon  to  submit  to  an  exaction  which  their  neighbors 
escape. 

Ex-President  Harrison,  in  an  address  delivered  in  Chicago,  Feb- 
ruary 22nd,  1898,  said  upon  this  subject  : 

"It  is  easy  to  see  how  this  offense  against  morality  and  patriotism 
has  grown  to  such  proportions.  The  very  sense  that  inequality  is 
injustice  has  promoted  it.  One  man  sees  that  his  neighbor  is  not  mak- 
ing a  conscientious  tax  return,  and  that  if  he  returns  his  property  hon- 
estly he  will  pay  disproportionately.  The  result  is  that  his  conscience 
finds  a  salve  in  the  saying,  'Everybody  does  it."' 

It  is  also  believed  that  another  fruitful  cause  of  this  tendency  to 
evade  taxation  on  money  and  notes  lies  in  the  fact  already  pointed 
out  that,  in  many  instances  this  class  of  property,  when  fairly  given 
in  or  found  upon  the  probate  records,  is  assessed  at  a  much  higher 
relative  value  than  other  property.  Some  attempt  to  excuse  themselves 
from  making  proper  returns  on  this  ground. 

The  omissions  and  inequalities  between  the  assessments  in  different 
localities  and  the  discriminations  between  different  classes  of  property, 
in  this  State  do  not  result  from  any  statutory  provision  or  constitutional 
requirement. 

On  the  contrary,  the  Constitution  declares  that  all  property  shall 
be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  and  all  of  the  provisions 
of  the  statutes  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  this  idea  of 
uniformity. 

The  fault  is  not  in  the  law,  but  in  its  administration. 
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It  is  doubtless  true  that  inequalities  cannot  be  entirely  avoided, 
but  they  can  be  lessened  by  improved  methods  of  administration. 

ASSESSED  VALUES. 

The  Constitution  requires  "that  all  property  shall  be  taxed  in 
proportion  to  its  value."  To  carry  out  this  provision  section  9180 
of  our  revenue  act  provides  that  all  property  shall  be  assessed  at  its 
true  value  in  money. 

In  practice,  however,  it  is  a  well  known  fact,  conceded  by  every- 
body, that  this  section  is  wholly  disregarded. 

In  consequence  there  has  been  an  independent  scaling  down  of 
values  in  each  county  according  to  the  individual  ideas  of  the  dif- 
ferent assessors,  until  there  is  no  uniformity  whatever  upon  the  sub- 
ject. 

There  is  no  concert  of  action  among  the  assessors  and  no  super- 
visory control  by  any  responsible  head  to  the  system  such  as  would 
bring  about  uniformity. 

Local  officials  have  failed  to  realize  that  a  decrease  in  local  demands 
for  revenue  should  be  met  by  a  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  and  not  by  a 
sliding  scale  of  assessments. 

The  practice  has  so  long  prevailed  throughout  the  state  to  assess 
property  at  less  than  its  actual  cash  value,  notwithstanding  the  statutory 
requirement  to  the  contrary,  that  every  attempt  to  change  the  practice 
has  failed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  assessors  of  the  state  in  1893 — or  1894 — an 
effort  to  fix  a  uniform  rule  to  be  acted  upon  by  each  assessor  accom- 
plished no  practical  results. 

The  Auditor,  in  his  report  for  1899-1900,  p.  32,  calls  attention 
to  this  condition,  and  suggests  that  fifty  per  cent  of  the  actual  value 
be  adopted  as  the  basis  for  assessments. 

The  failure  to  assess  property  at  its  actual  cash  value,  notwith- 
standing the  statute  so  requires,  is  not  peculiar  to  this  state.  The 
custom  to  assess  at  less  than  such  value  seems  to  prevail  generally  in 
other  states.  Every  attempt  to  make  a  change  in  this  practice  in 
these  states  has  also  been  unsuccessful. 
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The  Wisconsin  Tax  Commission,  in  its  report  for  1901,  says: 
"The  mandate  of  the  statute  that  property  shall  be  assessed  at  the 
true  or  cash  value  has  never  been  followed.  Assessments  were  made 
at  varying  percentages  of  the  true  value,  so  that  heretofore  no  one 
could  form  an  intelligent  judgment  of  the  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  state." 

Again,  in  the  same  report  :  "The  usual  practice  has  been  to 
make  the  assessment  at  much  less  than  full  value.  There  is  little, 
if  any,  uniformity  in  the  practice  in  different  assessment  districts 
as  to  the  percentage  of  the  true  value  taken  as  the  basis  for  assess- 
ments. Indeed  in  many  districts  it  is  impossible  to  discover  that 
any  definite  basis  has  been  employed." 

The  same  tax  commission,  which  appears  to  have  had  super- 
visory control  over  assessments,  and  not  merely  power  to  revise  the 
laws,  attempted  in  1900  to  bring  about  a  compliance  with  the  stat- 
utory requirement  of  an  assessment  at  full  value,  but  the  results 
were  not  satisfactory. 

In  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Colorado  Commission 
we  find  this  statement: 

"The  Constitution  and  laws  of  Colorado  require  all  property  to 
be  assessed  at  its  full  cash  value.  Yet  not  an  assessor  in  the  state 
pretends  to  obey  this  law,  nor  do  the  county  commissioners  or  courts 
attempt  to  enforce  it.  Governor  Thomas,  in  his  inaugural  address 
says:  'In  theory  this  requirement  may  be  just;  in  practice  it  never 
was  and  never  can  be  made  effective/  and  yet  assessors  are  required 
to  swear  that  they  have  so  assessed  all  property  in  this  state." 

The  Minnesota  Commission  uses  this  language:  "It  is  obvious 
that  valuations  for  the  purposes  of  assessments  have  been  but  slightly 
influenced  by  actual  values."  This  is  the  experience  in  a  state  where 
the  Constitution  itself  seems  to  require  that  all  property  shall  be 
assessed  at  its  actual  cash  value. 

The  same  complaint  is  made  in  the  report  of  the  Kansas  Com- 
mission. 

Doubtless  the  same  state  of  facts  exists  and  similar  quotations 
could  be  made  from  other  states,  if  it  were  deemed  necessary.

The  failure  of  every  attempt  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  our 
statute  requiring  the  assessment  of  property  at  its  full  value,  fur- 
nishes a  strong  reason  for  a  change  of  the  law. 

The  practice  to  disregard  this  requirement  leaves  every  as- 
sessor at  liberty  to  fix  his  own  rule  of  valuation,  and,  in  effect,  leaves 
us  without  any  law  upon  this  subject,  or  at  least  without  any  which 
there  is  any  pretense  of  following, — which  is  worse  than  none  at  all. 

The  practice  has  so  long  prevailed  to  assess  at  a  percentage  less 
than  the  true  value,  and  every  attempt  to  change  the  custom  having 
failed,  it  would  seem,  that  the  only  thing  remaining,  is  to  try  some 
other  plan.  The  Constitution  does  not  require  the  assessment  of 
property  at  its  actual  cash  value,  but  in  proportion  to  its  value. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  statutes  be  amended  so  as 
to  require 

SEPARATE  COLUMNS  IN  THE  ASSESSORS  BOOK  FOR  ACTUAL  AND 
TAXABLE  VALUES. 

Statutes  are  in  force  in  some  of  the  states  requiring  property  to 
be  listed  at  its  full  market  vauie  in  cash,  which  must  be  stated  in 
one  column  of  the  assessor's  book,  and  a  certain  per  cent  of  this 
value,  fixed  by  law,  is  then  entered  in  a  second  column  as  the  valua- 
tion of  the  property  for  purposes  of  taxation.  Iowa  and  Illinois, 
and  probably  other  states,  have  adopted  this  plan  and  it  is  reported 
to  have  worked  well  in  practice.  After  the  full  value  of  the  prop- 
erty has  been  ascertained  and  set  down  in  one  column  by  the  as- 
sessor, a  certain  per  cent  thereof,  fixed  by  law,  is  entered  in  another 
column  as  the  value  upon  which  the  taxes  are  to  be  levied. 

It  is  not  thought  or  claimed  that  this  will  be  a  complete  remedy 
for  the  evils  resulting  from  a  want  of  uniform  assesisments.  It  may 
not  accomplish  the  results  anticipated,  but  it  certainly  can  be  no  worse 
in  practice  than  the  system  now  in  vogue. 

This  plan,  in  view  of  the  custom  heretofore  prevailing  in  the 
state,  seems  to  be  more  feasible  than  an  attempt  to  raise  all  valua- 
tions throughout  the  state  at  once  to  a  full  cash  basis.  It  will  not 
be  so  great  an  innovation   upon   the   existing  custom,  and    will  prob- 
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ably  be  more  readily  sustained  by  public  sentiment  and  more  cheer- 
fully executed  by  public  officers. 

This  plan  would  at  least  have  some  advantages  over  the  prac- 
tice now  in  force.  The  tax-payer  would  be  able  to  make  a  just  crit- 
icism of  the  assessment  of  his  property  and  that  of  his  neighbors,  and 
the  public  would  have  the  means  of  judging  of  the  correctness  of 
the  assessor's  work;  whereas,  under  the  customs  now  prevailing,  there 
is  no  way  to  determine  either. 

An  assessor  would  be  more  apt  to  fix  the  actual  cash  value  cor- 
rectly, where  only  a  per  cent  thereof  is  to  be  taken  as  the  taxable 
value  than  if  the  tax  was  to  be  levied  upon  the  full  value  fixed  by 
him. 

The  rule  would  also  have  the  effect  of  enabling  anyone  to  see* 
at  a  glance  the  actual  value  placed  by  assessing  boards  and  officers 
upon  all  property,  whether  corporate  or  individual,-  and  would  fur- 
nish a  means  of  testing  its  accuracy  which  does  not  now  exist. 

The  statute  should  make  it  obligatory  upon  the  assessor  to  in- 
spect the  property  and  to  state  under  oath  in  his  assessment  book  the 
actual  market  value,  at  ordinary  private  sale,  of  the  property  assessed 
by  him.    This  value  should  not  be  based  on  forced  sales. 

The  law  should  be  so  plain  that  there  can  be  no  misunderstanding 
its  purpose. 

A  wilful  failure  to  conform  to  its  requirements  should  be  made  an 
offense  punishable  by  forfeiture  of  office. 

The  State  Tax  Commissioner,  hereafter  suggested,  where  there 
is  any  palpable  evasion  of  the  rule,  should  have  the  power  to  require 
a  re-assessment  under  his  supervision. 

If  the  aggregate  assessments  for  taxable  purposes  under  this  plan 
should  be  greatly  increased  in  any  county,  the  local  authorities  can 
levy  a  lower  tax  rate,  so  that  no  more  revenue  will  be  collected  than  is 
needed. 

The  Legislature  also  can  by  law  fix  the  maximum  tax  rate,  so 
that  no  more  revenue  shall  be  collected,  if  the  assessment  for  taxable 
purposes  shall  be  increased,  than  is  now  received,  and  this  was  done  in 
Iowa  when  this  plan  was  first  adopted  there. 
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The  percentage  of  the  real  value  that  shall  be  taken  as  the  tax- 
able value  should  be  sufficiently  high  to  enable  the  subdivisions  of  the 
State  needing  the  greatest  amount  of  revenue  to  collect  enough  taxes 
under  existing  constitutional  rates  to  meet  their  requirements. 

If  the  General  Assembly  deems  it  proper  to  try  this  plan,  it  should 
be  made  applicable  to  all  property  upon  which  an  ad  valorem  tax  is 
levied,  and  should  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  June,  1904,  when  the 
assessment  begins  for  the  taxes  of  1905.  This  assessment  must  be 
completed  on  or  before  January  first,  1905,  and  an  abstract  of  the 
assessment  in  each  county  forwarded  to  the  State  Auditor  on  or 
before  February  20th  of  that  year.  The  Legislature  will  then  be  in 
session,  and  having  definite  knowledge  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  such 
assessments,  can  properly  adust  the  state  tax  rate,  as  well  as  the 
maximum  rate  for  county  purposes  to  be  levied  by  the  county  courts  at 
the  May  term  thereafter  for  the  taxes  of  1905,  so  that  there  need  be  no 
change  in  the  total  revenue  collected,  even  if  the  "assessment  for  tax- 
able purposes,"  as  distinguished  from  the  actual  value  set  out  on  the 
books  should  be  different  from  former  assessments. 

STATE   TAX  COMMISSIONER. 

Some  twelve  or  more  states  have  within  recent  years  established 
the  office  of  state  tax  commissioner,  and  it  Avould  be  well  for  this  State 
to  create  that  office. 

This  officer  should  be  given  large  supervisory  powers  over  local 
assessors.  It  should  be  his  duty  to  visit  the  different  counties,  advise, 
confer  with  and  instruct  the  assesssing  officers;  to  inspect  the  work  of 
assessment  and  see  that  a  proper  basis  of  valuation  is  adopted  and  en- 
forced ;  to  attend  the  county  boards  of  equalization  whenever  necessary, 
and  to  represent  the  State,  or  see  that  it  is  properly  represented  before 
such  boards;  to  superintend  the  enforcement  of  the  collateral  inheri- 
tance tax  law  and  the  collection  of  that  tax.  lie  should  sec  that  the 
assessors  follow  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  cause  them  to  be  pro- 
ceeded against  if  they  fail  or  refuse. 

It  should  be  his  duty  to  investigate  the  values  of  the  property  of 
railroad  and  other  public  service  corporations,  as  well  as  the  values  of 
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property  generally  throughout  the  state,  and  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  state  board  of  equalization  and  give  the  members  thereof  the  benefit 
of  this  information. 

In  other  words,  he  should  be  the  supervisor  of  all  matters  of 
assessment. 

In  other  states  the  result  of  this  supervision  have  fully  justified 
the  creation  of  the  office,  and  the  increase  in  the  revenue  has  been  far 
greater  than  the  expense  incurred.  The  local  assessors  have  been 
more  efficient;  the  amount  of  property  listed  for  taxation  has  been 
greatly  increased,  and  the  inequalities  and  discriminations  have  at 
least  been  reduced. 

The  Minnesota  Commission  says:  "The  experience  of  Indiana, 
Michigan  and  other  states  visited  by  the  pesent  commission  leave  no 
room  for  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  providing  for  a  permanent  tax 
commission. 

"The  late  ex-Gov.  Pingree,  in  his  farewell  message  to  the  legis- 
lature of  Michigan,  Dec.  31,  1900,  indulges  in  strong  language,  com- 
mendatory of  the  measure  creating  a  tax  commission  in  that  State. 
He  thus  expresses  his  views  upon  the  subject  :  'When  you  are  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  result  of  its  work  I  know  you  will  affirm  the 
statements  which  I  have  heretofore  made  in  this  message  that  the  law 
creating  it  is  the  most  important  one  ever  enacted  by  a  Michigan 
legislature.  I  submit  herewith  a  table  which  shows  the  increased 
valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  State,  made  as  a 
result  of  the  work  of  the  Tax  Commission.

Assessed  valuation  of  personal  prop  . .  142,330,376  310,997,015 

"It  will  be  noted  that  the  increase  of  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  property  of  the  State,  as  the  result  of  only  one  year's  work  of  the 
commission,  is  nearly  $350,000,000." 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  most  important  recommenda- 
tion it  can  make,  and  the  best  thing  that  can  be  done  to  improve  our 
tax  system  under  our  constitution,  is  to  create  the  office  of  State  Tax 
Commissioner,  with  broad  supervisory  powers  over  local  assessing 
officers  and  boards,  as  above  suggested. 
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PERSONAL  PROPERTY. 


The  inherent  difficulty  encountered  in  any  system  for  the  tax- 
ation of  personal  property,  and  especially  intangible  property,  con- 
sists in  the  fact  that  in  the  end  the  State  must  rely  on  a  disclosure  by 
the  tax-payer. 

The  temptations  to  evade  taxation  are  great,  and  the  chances  of 
detection  small. 

The  very  general  classification  of  the  kinds  of  personal  property 
made  in  our  statute,  including  the  omnibus  class  for  "all  property  not 
above  enumerated,"  affords  every  opportunity  for  concealment,  evasion 
and  under  valuation,  and  renders  it  extremely  difficult  for  the  assessor 
or  the  county  board  of  equalization  to  form  any  definite  idea  as  to  the 
real  amount  of  property  or  the  correctness  of  the  valuation. 

To  illustrate,  the  term  "neat  cattle"  used  in  the  statutory  classifi- 
cation may  mean  anything  from  cows  and  calves  to  steers  in  the  feed- 
lot.  It  is  evident  that  a  more  detailed  classification  and  description  of 
property  would  furnish  a  better  basis  for  a  proper  valuation,  and 
afford  better  opportunities  for  the  correction  of  errors. 

It  is  also  thought  that  a  better  opportunity  would  be  afforded  to 
search  the  conscience  of  the  property  owner  and  compel  disclosure  of 
intangible  property,  if  a  separate  list  were  required  for  the  assessment 
of  money,  notes,  accounts  and  other  credits,  instead  of  lumping  them 
in  with  other  property. 

To  this  list  should  be  appended  suitable  interrogatories  as  to  the 
nature  and  amount  of  such  property,  how  and  where  secured,  and 
whether  the  security  on  the  records  stands  in  the  name  of  the  assessed, 
or  of  some  other  person,  who  has  assigned  it  to  him,  to  all  of  which 
the  property  owner  should  be  required  to  make  full  and  direct  answers 
under  oath. 

It  might  also  be  provided  that  these  lists  should  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk  and  lie  preserved  for  at  least  three  years. 

The  asssessment  of  difTerenl  kinds  of  property  will  require  dif- 
ferent lists  and  different  interrogatories  to  be  answered  by  the  tax- 
payer. 
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The  preparation  of  suitable  forms,  blanks  and  interrogatories  to 
meet  varying  conditions  should  be  left  to  the  Tax  Commissioner,  and 
assessors  should  be  required  to  follow  his  direction  in  listing  property. 

These  recommendations  will  require  the  amendment  of  sections 
9144,9147  and  9180  and  some  other  sections  of  the  General  Statutes. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 

Under  the  present  law  real  estate  is  required  to  be  assessed  an- 
nually. In  practice,  however,  this  amounts  to  little  more  than  an 
annual  recopying  of  the  preceding  asssessment,  and  results  in  no  prac- 
tical good. 

As  a  rule,  real  estate  values  are  fairly  stable  in  this  state,  so  that 
the  cost  of  annual  assessments  of  such  property  has  been  far  in  excess 
.of  any  increase  of  the  revenue  from  that  source. 

It  is  suggested  that  one  assessment  of  real  property  in  four  years 
would  answer  every  purpose  in  this  State,  and  at  the  same  time  result 
in  a  very  considerable  saving  of  expense.  More  time  could  then  be 
given  to  make  the  assessment,  thus  enabling  the  officer  to  make  a  per- 
sonal inspection  and  accomplish  better  results  in  his  valuation  of 
lands;  and  this  would  also  afford  him  opportunity  for  a  more  careful 
assessment  of  the  various  classes  of  personal  property  in  other  years. 

Under  such  an  amendment  there  would  be  an  actual  assessment  of 
real  estate  values  every  four  years,  whereas,  there  is  now  theoretically 
an  annual  assessment,  but  in  reality  no  stated  period  in  which  there 
is  an  entire  re-valuation  of  such  property. 

The  State  can  well  afford  to  pay  a  greater  compensation  for  a 
proper  assessment  of  real  estate  once  in  every  four  years,  than  is  now 
allowed  for  each  annual  assessment,  and  still  save  more  than  one-half 
of  the  expense  incurred  for  the  assessment  of  realty. 

In  order  to  reach  any  substantial  increase  of  values  during  the 
interim,  from  the  erection  of  improvements  and  other  causes,  the  as- 
sessor, when  making  the  personal  assessment,  should  be  required  to  note 
any  material  change  in  value  from  improvements  and  other  like  causes, 
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and  report  the  same  to  the  county  board  of  equalization  as  a  basis  for 
correcting  and  adjusting  the  real  estate  book.  In  the  same  way  prop- 
erty owners  may  apply  to  the  board  of  equalization  and  obtain  reduc- 
tions, where  there  has  been  any  material  decrease  in  values  from  the 
destruction  of  improvements  or  other  causes.  Changes  in  ownership  can 
be  noted  in  the  same  way. 

It  is  believed  from  past  experience  that  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  property  will  require  such  adjustment,  and  that  little  trouble 
or  inconvenience  will  result.  There  is  no  need  for  an  annual  assessment 
to  meet  such  unusual  cases.  The  cost  is  too  great  for  the  good  accom- 
plished. 

COUNTY  BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

Under  the  present  law  the  power  of  the  county  board  of  equalization 
is  limited  to  raising  or  lowering  the  valuation  of  such  property  as 
appears  on  the  assessment  list  It  is  powerless  to  add  other  personal 
property  to  the  list,  except  under  a  proceeding  to  subject  the  tax-payer 
to  treble  taxation  for  a  fraudulent  list,  as  provided  in  section  9150, 
E.  S.  1899,  which  is  rarely  resorted  to. 

The  courts  hold  that  the  board  cannot  make  an  assessment  of 
property. 

Its  duty  is  to  equalize  assessments  already  made.  Broader  powers 
should  be  conferred  upon  it. 

The  assessor  may  well  hesitate  to  file  a  notice,  charging  one  of  his 
fellow  citizens  with  making  a  fraudulent  return,  especially  in  the  absence 
of  actual  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

The  members  of  the  board  may  be  satisfied  from  general  informa- 
tion, upon  which  a  reasonable  man  would  act  in  his  own  affairs,  that  an 
assessment  list  does  not  contain  all  of  the  personal  property  of  the  tax- 
payer, but  they  cannot  now  correct  it  in  the  absence  of  a  statutory  com- 
plaint by  the  assessor.  Omissions  may  occur  from  accident  or  mistake 
as  well  as  fraud. 

The  board  may  well  be  entrusted  with  the  general  power  to  revise 
and  correct  tax  lists  and  to  make  additions  thereto,  from  the  best 
information  it  can  obtain.    The  rights  of  the  tax-payer  can  be  fully 
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protected  by  requiring  notice  to  him  of  any  change  and  affording  him 
an  opportunity  to  have-  any  injustice  corrected  by  a  hearing  before  the 
board. 

OMITTED  PROPERTY. 

The  statutes  now  provide  for  the  assessment  in  subsequent  years 
of  property  omitted  from  any  cause  from  a  previous  assessment.  It 
is  then  taxed  for  the  years  during  which  it  escaped  taxation.  It  is 
necessary  upon  the  discovery  of  such  property  after  the  return  of  the 
assessor's  books  for  any  year  to  wait  until  the  next  annual  assessment 
for  the  proper  remedy. 

Instances  have  been  called  to  our  attention  where  money,  notes 
and  bonds  belonging  to  an  estate  have  been  overlooked  and,  before  the 
next  year's  assessment,  final  settlement  was  made  of  the  estate.  Cases 
also  arise  where  personal  property  or  real  estate,  is  accidentally  or  by 
design  kept  from  the  assessor's  books.  Sometimes  the  omission  escapes 
attention  when  the  next  assessment  is  made. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  county  court,  after  notice  to  the  owner, 
should  not  be  permitted  at  any  time  to  place  the  proper  value  upon  such 
omitted  property  and  by  its  order  of  record  direct  it  to  be  placed  as  an 
additional  assessment  upon  the  tax  books.  There  is  very  little  danger 
of  injustice  to  the  tax-payer  if  he  is  first  notified  of  the  intention  to 
assess  his  property  and  to  add  it  to  the  tax  books,  and  an  opportunity 
is  given  him  to  be  heard  in  regard  thereto. 

The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  reach  all  property  that  is  subject  to 
taxation,  and  every  facility  to  accomplish  that  result  should  be  pro- 
vided. The  mere  fact  that  the  assessor  overlooks  it  need  not  prevent 
its  assessment  by  the  county  board  of  equalization,  or  even  subsequently 
by  the  county  court,  and  the  law  can  provide  for  such  cases,  and  should 
do  so. 

PUBLICATION  OF  ASSESSMENT  LISTS. 

The  publication  of  assessment  lists  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
county  board  of  equalization  would  have  a  good  effect.  It  would  direct 
attention  to  the  manner  in  which  property  had  been  assessed,  and  would 
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enable  each  tax-payer  to  compare  his  own  assessment  with  that  of  his 
neighbors. 

The  assessor  would  probably  be  more  careful  in  his  work  if  he 
knew  that  it  was  to  be  criticised  and  examined  in  each  neighborhood  of 
his  county. 

Property,  too,  that  escapes  taxation  would  more  likely  find  a  place 
upon  the  tax  books  if  it  was  understood  that  publicity  would  be  given 
to  the  assessment  lists. 

Every  citizen  has  the  right  to  know  that  others  are  paying  their 
due  proportion  of  the  taxes.  His  own  burdens  are  increased  unless 
others  pay  their  shares. 

The  general  discussion  of  the  lists  in  the  neighborhood  would  tend 
to  create  public  sentiment  and  would  induce  better  assessments.  Under 
the  present  system  the  public  has  no  way  of  making  an  investigation 
unless  each  individual  tax-payer  goes  to  the  county  seat  and  examines 
the  assessor's  book. 

The  following  language  from  the  address  of  ex-President  Harri- 
son, hereinbefore  referred  to,  may  be  appropriately  quoted  here: 

aWe  have  too  much  treated  the  matter  of  a  man's  tax  return  as 
a  personal  matter  We  have  put  his  transactions  with  the  State  on 
much  the  same  level  with  his  transactions  with  his  banker,  but  that  is 
not  the  true  basis.  Each  citizen  has  a  personal  interest,  a  pecuniary 
interest,  in  the  tax  return  of  his  neighbor.  We  are  members  of  a  great 
partnership,  and  it  is  the  right  of  each  to  know  what  every  other 
member  is  contributing  to  the  partnership  and  what  he  is  taking  from 
it.  It  is  not  a  private  affair;  but  a  public  concern  of  the  first  impor- 
tance." 

If  such  a  publication  should  be  made,  it  should  be  so  as  to  give 
the  widest  possible  notice  of  the  contents  of  these  lists. 

Johnson  county,  just  prior  to  the  assessment  in  June,  1901,  adopted 
the  plan  of  publishing  the  total  personal  assessment  of  each  tax-payer 
for  the  preceding  year.  The  same  thing  was  done  just  prior  to  the 
assessment,  in  11*02.  The  first  publication  cost  $250  and  the  second 
$150. 

C,  A.  Broyles,  Esq.,  the  county  clerk  of  thai  county,  kindly  fur- 
nished the  Commission  with  the  following  statement: 
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'The  figures  below  give  the  value  of  our  'personal  property'  for 
four  years  back  and  you  may  draw  your  own  conclusion,  to-wit : 

Aggregate  value  as  of  June  1,  1899  $2,319,125 

Aggregate  value  as  of  June  1,  1900   2,367,958 

Aggregate  value  as  of  June  1,  1901   2,599,035 

Aggregate  value  as  of  June  1,  1902  2,723,190" 

The  only  question  about  the  publication  of  such  lists  is  the  matter 
of  expense,  which  will  depend  upon  condition  in  each  county.  It  would 
probably  be  best  for  the  statute  to  authorize  the  county  court  to  publish 
such  lists  a  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  County  Board  of 
Equalization,  provided  the  aggregate  cost  will  not  exceed  a  certain 
amount  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  then  leave  the  matter  of  publication  to 
the  discretion  of  the  county  court. 

TIME  OF  ASSESSMENT  AND  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  delay  of  from  fifteen,  to  eighteen 
months  between  the  assessment  and  the  collection  of  taxes  results  in 
a  considerable  loss  of  revenue,  through  removals  and  other  causes. 
The  Commission  believes  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  the  assessments 
and  collections  made  during  the  same  year.  If,  upon  further  inves- 
tigation, this  plan  is  found  practicable,  a  bill  for  that  purpose  will  be 
submitted. 

FKANCHISES, 

The  franchises  of  public  service  corporations,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  are  valued  in  connection  with  other  corporate  property. 
This  practice  was  adopted  by  resolution  of  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization in  1898  and  its  action  has  been  upheld  by  the  courts  as  a  proper 
construction  of  the  statute.  The  rule  of  assessing  franchises  as  a  part 
of  the  corporate  property  has  ever  since  been  followed,  and  is  now  in- 
corporated in  the  statute  specially  enacted  upon  that  subject. 

Tax  commissions  of  other  states  have  gone  very  fully  into  the 
question  of  the  best  method  of  reaching  such  property.  AEissouri 
has  a  settled  rule  upon  the  subject,  which  is  manifestly  fair  and  pro- 
ceeds upon  a  proper  principle.    The  property  of  a  public  service

corporation,  tangible  and  intangible,  is  treated  as  an  entity — the 
property  of  a  going  concern.  Its  entire  value  is  made  up — not  from 
what  its  tangible  property  is  worth  distinct  from  its  franchises,  nor 
from  what  its  franchises  are  worth  disconnected  from  its  tangible 
property. 

The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  tangible 
and  intangible  property,  taken  in  connection,  and  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  same  may  be  used. 

It  is  not  the  rails,  cars  and  power  houses  of  a  street  railroad,  together 
with  its  other  physical  property,  that  form  its  value,  but  the  entire  plant 
as  a  whole,  including  its  tangible  and  intangible  property.  All  the 
franchises,  privileges  and  rights  which  it  enjoys  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  assessing  board,  and  our  laws  so  provide.  So  also 
with  other  franchise-holding  corporations. 

The  statute  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  whatever  property  is 
worth  for  sale  upon  the  market  should  be  taken  as  its  value  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  its  assessment  for  taxable  purposes.  This  is  the  rule  as  to 
all  other  property,  and  is  applicable  here.  Our  laws  follow  the  principle 
laid  down  by  Justice  Brewer  when  he  says  : 

"Now,  it  is  a  cardinal  rule,  which  should  never  be  forgotten,  that 
whatever  property  is  worth  for  the  purposes  of  income  and  sale  it  is 
also  worth  for  purposes  of  taxation." 

"Substance  of  right  demands  that  whatever  be  the  real  value  of  any 
property,  that  value  may  be  accepted  by  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation,  and  this  ought  not  to  be  evaded  by  any  mere  confusion  of 
words." 

Our  statutes  are  sufficient  to  subject  franchises  to  taxation. 

DELINQUENT  TAXES. 

The  method  of  collecting  delinquent  taxes  upon  real  estate  now 
in  force  has  proved  very  effective.  Sales  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  are  upheld  by  the  courts.  Suits  must  be  instituted  and  prose- 
cuted to  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  in  other  actions  to  subject  real 
estate  to  ordinary  liens. 
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There  are  some  amendments  that  can  be  made  to  the  procedure 
by  which  it  may  be  shortened  and  simplified,  and  the  costs  lessened 
without  affecting  the  substantial  rights  of  the  property  owner.  Amend- 
ments of  this  kind  will  be  presented. 

MUNICIPAL  TAXES. 

Under  our  present  law  provision  is  made  for  the  separate  assessment 
and  collection  of  municipal  taxes.  No  good  reason  is  perceived  for  this 
additional  expense  in  cities  of  the  fourth  class  and  villages,  and  possibly 
in  larger  cities.  The  assessment  cannot  be  higher  for  municipal  pur- 
poses than  for  state  and  county  purposes. 

The  expense  of  making  out  a  separate  tax  book  is  considerable, 
and  the  collection  of  such  taxes  is  frequently  inefficient,  and  is  attended 
with  more  or  less  annoyance  and  inconvenience  to  the  tax-payer,  who 
should  be  permitted  to  pay  all  his  taxes  at  one  time  and  place,  as  far 
as  possible.  So  too,  an  examination  of  one  set  of  books  should  be  suffi- 
cient to  enable  an  interested  party  to  determine  whether  the  taxes  upon  a 
particular  piece  of  property  have  been  paid,  without  having  to  go  to 
different  officers  to  ascertain  that  fact. 

It  would  be  much  more  simple  and  less  expensive  for  these 
municipalities  to  adopt  the  same  plan  as  is  now  carried  out  in  refer- 
ence to  school  districts.  The  municipal  officers  could  fix  their  tax 
levy  and  certify  it  to  the  county  clerk.  It  could  then  be  extended  on 
+he  general  tax  books  and  the  tax-payer  could  pay  all  of  his  taxes 
to  the  county  collector  at  once.  The  county  assessor  in  taking  the 
personal  assessments  could  note  the  residents  of  the  cities  and  villages, 
and  the  real  estate  book  would  show  the  real  property  in  such  muni- 
cipalities. 

CAR  COMPANIES  AND  FAST  FREIGHT  LINES. 

A  proper  statute  should  be  enacted  for  the  taxation  for  county  and 
local  purposes,  as  well  as  for  state  purposes,  of  stock  cars,  furniture 
cars,  fruit  cars,  tank  cars,  refrigerator  cars,  and  all  other  kinds  of  cars 
not  owned  by  railroad  companies,  and  which  are  used  a  part  of  the 
time  at  least  in  this  State. 
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CORPORATION"  LICENSES. 

Business  corporations  may  be  organized  in  this  State  under  the 
general  law. 

The  Constitution  requires  the  payment  at  the  time  of  the  creation 
of  the  corporation  of  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  fifty  thousand 
dollars  of  stock  and  the  further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  additional 
ten  thousand  dollars  of  stock. 

The  statutes  permit  a  corporation  so  organized  to  continue  in 
existence  for  fifty  years.  "Corporate  capacity  is  a  franchise."  The 
state  confers  this  franchise  and  may  properly  charge  therefor.  The 
Stockholders,  by  virtue  of  the  incorporation,  acquire  by  grant  from  the 
state  charter  rights  not  possessed  by  other  individuals.  Personal  liability 
for  the  debt's  of  the  concern  is  avoided,  and  continuity  of  joint  property 
interests  is  secured. 

The  privilege  of  corporate  existence  adds  much  to  the  value  of  the 
share-holder's  property. 

A  corporation  with  a  capital  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  may,  under 
the  laws  as  they  now  stand,  continue  for  fifty  years  upon  the  advance 
payment  of  fifty  dollars — that  is,  one  dollar  a  year.  The  privilege  is 
worth  more  than  this. 

The  vast  number  of  corporations  organized  in  the  State  shows 
that  the  fee  paid  is  not  burdensome.  Corporations  may  be  found  every- 
where and  they  are  organized  for  almost  every  purpose. 

A  reasonable  annual  exaction  may  justly  be  required  in  addition 
to  the  amount  now  paid.  This  need  not  be  large  or  burdensome  and 
no  doubt  will  be  cheerfully  paid  by  these  who  desire  the  continuance 
<>f  corporate  privileges,  granted  by  the  State. 

LICENSES  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

License  Eees  for  the  privilege  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors  are 
not  strictly  speaking  a  feature  of  the  revenue  system  of  the  State,  but 
are  collected  as  an  incident  to  the  regulation  of  the  business  under 
the  police  power.    Nevertheless  considerable  revenue  accrues  to  the 
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State  therefrom,  and  hence  the  subject  may  be  properly  discussed 
here. 

The  State  under  the  High  License  Law  requires  every  dram- 
shop keeper  to  procure  a  license,  and  fixes  the  amount  that  shall  be 
paid  therefor. 

An  inspection  fee  is  also  exacted  under  the  "Beer  Inspection  Law" 
for  all  beer  which  the  State  permits  to  be  sold  for  consumption  within 
its  borders. 

A  license  fee  should  also  be  required  from  wholesale  dealers  in 
alcoholic  liquors,  so  as  to  put  them  upon  an  equality  with  the  brewers. 

Dramshop  keepers  are  required  to  pay  a  license  fee  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  carrying  on  their  business,  and  are  subject  to  other  police  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  statutes.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  many 
so-called  drug  stores  are  dramshops  in  disguise,  and  in  truth  there 
is  not  much  disguise,  in  some  instances,  about  the  purpose  of  their 
existence. 

The  parties  conducting  these  places  pay  nothing  for  the  privilege 
of  selling  intoxicating  liquors,  and  are  subject  to  no  police  regulations 
at  all.  This  is  not  only  unfair  to  the  dramshop  keeper,  who  pays  for 
his  license,  but  is  unjust  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  State. 

Such  places  are  breeders  of  disorder  and  frequently  of  crime,  and 
it  may  be  said  that  the  criminal  costs  are  largely  augmented  on  account 
of  their  existence. 

Experience  demonstrates  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  erad- 
icate this  evil. 

There  are  many  drug  stores  where  liquor  cannot  be  obtained 
except  upon  a  physician's  prescription,  as  required  by  law.  There  are 
other  places  where  drugs  are  kept  simply  as  an  excuse  for  the  sale  of 
whiskey. 

All  efforts  to  break  up  this  illicit  business  by  criminal  prosecutions 
have  failed. 

Dramshop  keepers  pay  a  license  of  at  least  one  hundred  dollars 
a  year  to  the  State,  and  a  much  larger  sum  to  the  county  and  city  for 
the  privilege  which  the  state  grants  them. 

In  order  to  reach  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  small  quantities 
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by  parties  other  than  dramshop  keepers,  the  only  effectual  method  the 
Commission  can  suggest  is  to  require  a  license  from  all  such  retail 
dealers.  It  should  be  provided  that  no  person,  other  than  a  dramshop 
keeper,  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  by  retail  for  any 
purpose  without  first  obtaining  a  retail  liquor  dealer's  license,  for  which 
a  fee  should  be  paid  to  the  State.  The  fee  need  not  be  high  or  so  great 
as  that  required  from  dramshop  keepers. 

This  would  tend  in  some  measure  to  weed  out  the  so-called  drug 
stores  and  assist  in  paying  the  criminal  costs  incurred  by  the  State 
in  consequence  of  the  continued  existence  of  others  of  the  same  kind. 
The  law  to  be  effective  will  have  to  be  general  and  apply  to  all  retail 
liquor  dealers. 

TAXATION  OF  MORTGAGES. 

A  plan  for  the  taxation  of  mortgages  has  been  suggested  in  New 
York.  It  was  proposed  to  levy  a  flat  rate  as  an  excise  duty  or  tax  for 
state  purposes  upon  all  mortgages  filed  for  record,  and  to  collect  the 
same  through  the  recorder's  office  as  a  condition  precedent  to  filing  the 
same  for  record.  This  fee,  license  or  duty  was  to  be  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  upon  such  mortgages.  The  plan  cannot  be  adopted  here 
without  constitutional  changes. 

STATISTICS. 

An  earnest  effort  was  made  by  the  commission  to  obtain  from  the 
different  counties  statistical  reports  concerning  various  subjects  relating 
to  taxation.  Blanks  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  different 
county  officers.  Many  failed  to  respond  to  these  inquiries,  and  the 
information  furnished  by  others  was  so  meager  that  it  is  impossible 
to  make  a  table  that  will  be  of  any  practical  value. 

The  officers  of  about  thirty  counties,  however,  made  full  and 
complete  reports  and  we  take  pleasure  in  ackuowcldgiug  our  obliga- 
tion to  these  officers  for  their  efforts  to  assist  the  Commission  in  its 
work. 

Reports  wore  received,  however,  from  many  counties  in  answer 
to  the  one  inquiry  concerning  the  proportion  of  the  assessed  value 
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of  the  different  classes  of  property  to  the  real  value  thereof,  as  stated 
in  the  first  part  of  this  report,  and  appears  in  a  table  in  the  appendix. 

COMPILATION  OF  TAX  LAWS  AND  DECISIONS. 

The  act  creating  the  commission  directs  the  compilation  of  all 
the  revenue  laws  of  the  state  and  the  decisions  construing  the  same, 
which  is  to  be  published  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commission. 
This  publication  cannot  be  made  until  the  close  of  the  present  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  as  the  acts  passed  by  it  should  be  incorporated 
therein,  but  will  be  prepared  for  distribution  at  that  time  as  required 
by  the  statute, 

BILLS  TO  BE  SUBMITTED. 

The  Commission  will  submit  bills  for  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly,  embodying  the  recommendations  made  herein  and 
other  minor  amendments  to  the  revenue  laws,  reference  to  which  is 
deemed  unnecessary  in  this  report. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

I  take  the  liberty  in  this  connection  of  submitting-  the  following 
other  facts  relating  to  the  Library: 

There  are  now  in  the  law  department  of  the  library  about  twenty 
thousand  (20,000)  volumes,  composed  of  standard  text  books,  State 
and  United  States  reports,  English  law  from  its  earliest  antiquity, 
the  reports  of  the  courts  of  England  and  the  courts  of  the  United 


4 

Kingdom,  including  those  of  its  colonies ;  a  collection,  which  in  some 
instances,  if  lost  could  not  be  replaced,  and  all  not  over-valued  at 
$75,000.  This  is  being  increased  annually  by  purchases  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  controlled  by  the  legislative  ap- 
propriations made  for  that  purpose. 

To  this  collection  is  to  be  added  about  twenty  thousand  (20,000) 
volumes  of  miscellaneous  character,  embracing  selected  works  of  the 
most  celebrated  authors  in  science,  philosophy,  history,  poetry  and 
light  literature  and  public  documents. 

The  library,  especially  its  law  department,  has  now  attained  di- 
mensions of  such  value  and  usefulness  which  it  would  seem  should 
justify  a  continuance  of  that  careful  consideration  and  support  which 
has  enabled  it  to  reach  its  present  excellence  and  has  made  it  not  only 
invaluable  to  the  bench  and  bar  of  the  State,  but  also  a  State  institu- 
tion in  which  every  citizen  may  have  a  pride.

City  of  Jefferson,  State  of  Missouri,  March  — ,  1903. 
To  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  42nd  General  As- 
"  sembly : 

Gentlemen — Your  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, acting  as  a  joint  committee  under  a  resolution  adopted  by  both 
Houses,  to  investigate  the  values  of  convict  labor  under  the  contract  sys- 
tem and  its  relation  to  free  labor,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

January  23,  1903,  the  House  adopted  the  following  resolution: 
"Resolved,  that  a  committee  of  five  members  of  the  House  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker  of  this  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
into  and  ascertain  the  value  of  that  class  of  labor  known  as  convict  labor, 
and  the  relative  price  paid  therefor,  as  against  free  labor  in  the  State  of 
Missouri ;  and  to  fix  the  basic  price  which  the  State  should  receive  for  all 
convict  labor.  And  to  this  end  such  committee  shall  have  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  examine,  under  oath,  all  witnesses  sum- 
moned before  it.  And  said  committee  shall  report  its  findings  to  this 
House  with  all  convenient  speed." 

Under  this  resolution  the  Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing committee  :  Messrs.  Selph,  chairman  ;  Riley/  Chapman,  Spangler 
and  Hensley. 

The  same  resolution  was  introduced  into  the  Senate  and  adopted. 
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The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  the  following  committee: 
Senators  Collins,  chairman ;  Buchanan,  Costello,  Zevely,  and  Jewell. 

The  two  committees  met  and  organized  as  a  joint  committee  by  its 
election  of  Senator  Collins,  chairman,  and  Representative  Selph,  secre- 
tary. ' 

Meetings  were  held  in  Jefferson  City,  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City, 
from  which  the  following  is  offered  by  the  committee : 

Your  committee  endeavored  to  confine  the  investigation,  as  much  as 
possible,  to  the  effect  convict  labor  has  on  outside  labor,  where  the  prod- 
ucts of  both  are  the  same,  and  to  ascertain  if  the  contractors,  holding 
prison  contracts,  pay  enough  for  the  prison  labor  they  employ.  The  rami- 
fications of  these  subjects  are  very  extensive  and  lead  into  many  fields  of 
inquiry,  apparently  beyond  the  scope  of  inquiry  sanctioned  by  the  resolu- 
tion under  which  your  committees  acted. 

On  the  question  of  the  price  paid  for  able-bodied  male  convicts,  50 
cents  a  day  per  man,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  suf- 
ficient. Our  investigation,  and  the  preponderance  of  testimony  offered 
before  the  committee,  force  us  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  the  part 
of  wisdom  for  the  Legislature  to  fix  the  minimum  price  of  convict  labor 
at  not  less  than  60  cents  a  day  per  man  for  able-bodied  male  convicts  and 
40  cents  a  day  for  female  convicts. 

The  bulk  of  convicts  working  for  contractors  are  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  shoes.  Based  on  our  own  observations  and  the  testimony 
of  practical  shoe  manufacturers,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  con- 
vict-made shoes  do  seriously  enter  into  competition  with  the  product  of 
outside  manufacturers. 

There  are,  perhaps,  certaim  brands  of  shoes  where  this  competition 
does  not  exist,  but  such  cases  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule.  Evidence 
touching  this  matter  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  his  labor  cheap,  the  prison  contractor  does 
Hot  pay  any  rent,  nor  does  light,  heat  or  water  cost  him  anything,  and 
to  say  the  least,  he  pays  but  a  nominal  price  for  power,  doubtless  less  than 
actual  cost  to  the  State.    To  the  outside  manufacturer  these  items  figure 
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largely  in  their  expenses  and  unquestionably  give  the  prison  contractor 
a  great  advantage. 

We  found  it  a  somewhat  difficult  task  to  compare,  in  point  of  value, 
convict  labor  with  free  labor.  Machinery  enters  largely  into  the  manu- 
facture of  shoes.  Green  help  soon  becomes  efficient.  One  St.  Louis  man- 
ufacturer testified  that  in  six  months  a  new  man  became  proficient.  He 
was  of  the  opinion  that  a  convict  would  necessarily  become  proficient  in 
the  same  length  of  time  and  gave  his  reasons  therefor. 

The  advantages  of  prison  contract  labor  are  evidently  not  all  impaired 
by  the  disadvantages.  The  prison  contractor  has  no  wage  problems  to 
deal  with.  He  can  always  not  only  have  the  number  he  contracts  for,  but 
usually  such  additional  help  as  he  may  require.  He  can  drop  this  addi- 
tional help  at  any  time.  If  a  convict  employe  does  not  perform  his  allotted 
task  properly  (and  they  are  all  given  tasks),  the  State  will  punish  him. 
The  prison  contractor  is  not  afraid  his  help  will  strike  or  ask  for  an  in- 
crease of  wages,  shorter  hours  or  any  other  concession.  He  obtains  his 
power  at  a  ridiculously  low  price  in  comparison  with  his  outside  com- 
petitors. The  cost  of  fuel  and  rent  does  not  enter  into  his  expense  ac- 
count. These  are  some  of  the  advantages  held  by  prison  contractors  in 
addition  to  the  paramount  one  of  the  cheapness  of  labor. 

But  there  are  disadvantages  to  be  accounted  for.  The  labor  of  the 
convicts  is  not  voluntary.  They  care  not  for  the  welfare  of  their  em- 
ployer. Many  of  them  have  led  lives  of  idleness  and  debauchery  and 
are  unfit  to  fill  the  full  requirements  of  free  labor  in  the  avocations  of  the 
contractors.  Their  presence  would  not  be  tolerated  by  free  labor.  In 
addition  there  is  more  or  less  odium  attached  to  convict-made  goods  of 
any  kind.  It  is  harder  to  market  such  wares  than  similar  wares  produced 
by  free  labor.  There  was  evidence  before  the  committee  that  some  of 
the  contractors  have  resorted  to  subterfuges,  such  as  placing  misleading 
labels  and  brands  on  shoes  in  order  to  market  the  same.  According  to 
this  testimony,  non-resident  shoe  manufacturers  have  purchased  prison- 
made  shoes  at  the  Missouri  Penitentiary  and  caused  the  same  to  be  labeled 
or  branded  at  the  prison  with  labels  or  brands  showing  that  they  had  been 
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manufactured  elsewhere  and  by  free  labor.  Your  committee  secured  some 
of  these  labels. 

Weighing  all  the  disadvantages  attached  to  convict  labor,  and 
making  due  allowances  therefor,  your  committee  is  still  of  the  opinion 
that  no  future  contract  should  be  entered  into  by  the  State  at  as  low  a 
figure  as  50  cents  per  day  for  able-bodied  male  convicts.  Under  the  old 
contracts,  nearly  all  of  which  will  expire  before  the  Legislature  meets 
again,  the  prison  contractors  have  too  much  advantage  over  outside  em- 
ployers of  competitive  free  labor.  Competent  evidence  taken  shows  that 
the  prison  shoe  contractors  can  undersell  their  outside  competitors  on 
many  grades  of  shoes  and  still  make  a  greater  profit  than  the  employers 
of  free  labor. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  continuing  its  contract  system  of 
working  convicts  was  not  considered  by  your  committee.  It  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  resolution  directing  our  inquiry.  However,  should  the  sys- 
tem be  continued,  we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  not 
only  receive  the  full  value  of  the  labor  of  convicts  whose  services  are 
leased  to  contractors,  but  also,  in  so  far  as  possible,  seek  to  direct  the  prod- 
uct of  such  labor  in  channels  where  it  would  prove  the  least  hurtful  to 
the  free  labor  of  Missouri. 

Your  committee  examined  witnesses  relative  to  the  effect  it  would 
have  on  convict-made  goods  to  require  the  same  to  be  so  labeled  or  stamped 
as  to  indicate  that  they  were  manufactured  by  convict  labor.  The  opinion 
was  generally  expressed  that  such  a  law  would  impair  the  sale  of  convict- 
made  goods  unless  the  stamp  or  label  was  concealed. 

There  was  no  evidence  offered  to  the  committee  that  the  product  of 
the  J.  S.  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Company  enters  into  competition  with 
the  product  of  free  labor  in  this  State. 

Broom  manufacturers  testified  before  the  committee  that  the  product 
of  the  broom  manufacturing  firm  in  the  prison  has  proved  detrimental  to 
free  labor  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  business. 

Your  committee  secured  testimony  at  Kansas  City  relative  to  the 
beef  contract,  from  shoe  manufacturers  and  from  garment  workers,  all 
of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 
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From  the  garment  workers  it  was  learned  that  the  union  label,  if  at- 
tached to  convict-made  garments,  would  deceive  the  public.  Testimony 
from  the  same  source  was  to  the  effect  that  garments  could  be  made  in  the 
prison  at  from  35  to  40  per  cent  cheaper  than  by  outside  labor. 

Warden  Wooldridge  of  the  penitentiary  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee and  furnished  all  the  information  asked  of  him,  in  so  far  as  he  was 
able  to  do.  From  his  testimony  it  appears  that  two  of  the  contractors, 
the  Star  Clothing  Company  and  the  Central  Broom  Company  (known  in 
the  contract  as  the  Hoskins-Ross  Broom  Co.)  are  operating  without  con- 
tracts. He  has,  however,  entered  into  a  new  contract  with  the  Central 
Broom  Company,  to  become  effective  when  shop  room  can  be  found,  at 
60  cents  per  day  per  man  for  75  men,  but  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
State  is  to  furnish  power  free.  It  was  learned  from  the  Warden's  testi- 
mony that  the  contractors  get  all  men  free  for  15  days — that  is,  time  to 
give  them  a  trial. 

The  Warden  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  the  contractors  pay  enough 
for  power,  and  one  instance  was  cited  where  a  firm  was  paying  but  about 
one-fifth  of  the  actual  cost.  Convicts  are  punished  for  failing  to  perform 
their  tasks,  the  Warden  stated. 

Corporal  punishment  is  still  maintained  at  the  prison,  although  the 
Warden  says  he  has  abolished  the  use  of  a  raw-hide.  Refractory  prison- 
ers, male  and  female,  are  treated  with  a  strap  by  Deputy  Warden  Todd. 

From  the  testimony  of  W.  E.  McMahan,  book-keeper  at  the  Peniten- 
tiary, it  developed  that  the  contracts  of  the  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Com- 
pany and  the  Giesecke-D'Oench-Hays  Shoe  Company  were  renewed  one 
year  before  their  expiration, 

Opportunity  was  afforded  all  the  prison  contractors  to  testify  before 
the  committee.  Few  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  those  who 
did  so  apparently  testified  reluctantly  and  their  evidence  was  of  little  value. 

Eight  firms  are  holding  contracts  with  the  State  for  convict  labor. 
One  of  these,  the  Star  Clothing  Manufacturing  Company,  employs  fe- 
male convict  labor,  as  well  as  male  labor.    These  firms  have  contracted 
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for  able-bodied  male  convicts  at  50  cents  a  day  per  man  to  the  number 


indicated :

The  Star  Clothing  Manufacturing  Company  also  contracted  for  15 
female  convicts.  Altogether  the  firms  have  contracted  to  work  870  able- 
bodied  male  convicts  and  15  females,  the  former  to  be  paid  for  at  the 
rate  of  50  cents  a  day  per  man,  and  the  latter  at  30  cents  per  day 
per  head. 

While  the  investigation  was  in  progress  a  statement  was  secured  from 
the  Warden  showing  the  actual  number  of  convicts  employed  by  these 


contractors  at  that  time.   This  statement  follows :

This  shows  that  every  contractor  was  working  more  men  than  his 
contract  called  for,  the  excess  over  the  contract  number  being  593  males 
and  15  females. 

Two  of  the  contracts,  those  of  the  J.  S.  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Com- 
pany and  the  Gicsecke  Boot  and  Shoe  Co.  (now  the  Giesecke-D'Oench- 
Haya  Bool  and  Shoe  Co.),  were  entered  into  December  31,  1898,  for  a 
period  of  six  years.    All  the  other  contracts  arc  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
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All  the  contracts  contain  the  privilege  of  renewal  by  giving  notice  thereof 
one  year  before  the  date  of  expiration.  Five  of  the  eight  contractors  are 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  These  five  firms  contracted  for 
750  men,  and  were  working  1,163  when  this  investigation  was  made. 

There  is  a  similarity  between  six  of  the  contracts  representing  the 
largest  firms.  All  the  contracts  make  provision  for  laying  off  the  men 
contracted  for  two  weeks  each  year  while  stock  is  being  taken.  The  con- 
tracts do  not  require  the  contractors  to  pay  for  holidays  nor  for  the  loss 
of  sick  convicts  or  those  undergoing  punishment. 

The  contracts  of  the  six  largest  firms  contain  stipulations  to  the  effect 
that  in  case  of  panic,  business  depression  or  legislation  injurious  to  such 
business,  the  working  force,  by  agreement  with  the  prison  Inspectors  and 
Warden,  may  be  reduced  and  the  contract  even  annulled.  The  J.  S.  Sul- 
livan Saddle  Tree  Company,  under  its  contract,  in  addition  to  stipulations 
named,  is  given  the  exclusive  right  to  manufacture  saddle  trees  in  the 
penitentiary.  Other  contracts,  all  of  which  are  made  a  part  of  this  re- 
port, do  not  contain  exclusive  privileges. 

Your  committee  cannot  see  wherein  the  contracts  could  be  inter- 
preted to  be  otherwise  than  very  liberal  to  the  contractors.  Seemingly  the 
State  concedes  a  great  deal.  Under  the  terms  of  five  of  these  contracts, 
contingencies  might  arise  that  would  enable  the  contractors  to  terminate 
their  contracts  and  throw  the  bulk  of  the  convicts  now  employed  back 
on  the  State.  It  does  not  seem  that  the  interests  of  the  State  are 
properly  protected  in  these  contracts.  They  appear  to  have  been  drawn 
with  the  single  idea  of  protecting  the  contractors  from  loss,  and  leaving 
the  interests  of  the  State  a  secondary  consideration. 

The  State  furnishes  fire-proof  shop  buildings  to  the  contractors  free 
of  cost.  It  also  furnishes  shop  cleaners  free  of  expense  to  the  contractors. 
It  obligates  itself  to  furnish  the  contractors  long  term  men,  in  so  far  as 
possible.  The  State  feeds,  clothes,  guards  and  doctors  the  convicts  and 
undertakes  to  see  that  they  perform  their  task. 

Power,  water,  heat  and  light  are  furnished  the  contractors  by  the 
State.  They  pay  for  power,  but  there  was  evidence  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee showing  that  the  receipts  from  the  State  for  this  source  are  entirely 
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inadequate  to  the  value  thereof,  and  moreover,  is  not  proportional  as  it 
should  be.  The  following  statement  from  the  Warden,  given  while  the  in- 
vestigation was  pending,  shows  the  number  of  convicts  employed  at  that 
time  and  the  amount,  per  month,  the  various  firms  were  paying  for  power :

The  A.  Priesmeyer  firm,  employing  200  convicts,  paid  within  $25  as 
much  for  power  as  the  Giesecke-D'Oench-Hays  firm  which  employed  440 
men.  Both  these  firms  are  engaged  in  the  same  kind  of  business,  the  man- 
ufacture of  shoes. 


There  is  another  feature  in  connection  with  five  of  these  large  con- 
tracts that  deserve  attention.  If,  at  the  termination  of  the  contracts  the 
contractors  do  not  choose  to  renew  their  leases,  they  reserve  the  right  to 
retain  possession  of  their  shops  for  four  months.  In  other  words,  should 
these  contractors  decline  to  renew  their  contracts,  they  could  still  hold  their 
shop  buildings  for  four  months  after  their  contracts  expired.  During  that 
period  they  could  drop  as  many  convicts  as  they  desired,  or  under  a  strict 
construction,  all  of  them,  and  the  State  Would  be  powerless  to  place  any 
other  contractors  in  the  building  for  one-third  of  the  year.  Your  commit- 
tee was  afforded  every  facility  by  the  Warden  and  Deputy  Warden  of 
the  penitentiary  for  aiding  in  the  work  assigned  us.  We  found  the  prison 
well  managed  throughout  and  all  the  officials  to  be  courteous  gentlemen. 
Sonic  changes  in  the  buildings  in  the  prison  are  badly  needed  as  sanitary 
measures.  A  refrigerator  should  be  provided  for  the  care  of 
meat.  Beef  has  been  shipped  the  past  year  from  Kansas  City,  and  there 
was  no  suitable  place  for  properly  caring  for  it.    Exhaust  fans  should 
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be  placed  in  all  the  shops  and  cell  buildings.  The  prison  hospital  is  in- 
adequate to  the  demands  of  sick  convicts.  It  was  built  in  1876  when  the 
prison  population  was  half  of  what  it  is  now  and  never  has  been  enlarged. 
There  is  no  means  of  separating  consumptives  from  other  sick  convicts, 
no  proper  bath  facilities,  nor  suitable  place  for  keeping  dead  convicts 
whose  relatives  or  friends  may  desire  to  bury  them.

The  bulk  of  convicts  working  for  contractors  are  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  shoes.  Based  on  our  own  observations  and  the  testimony 
of  practical  shoe  manufacturers,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  con- 
vict-made shoes  do  seriously  enter  into  competition  with  the  product  of 
outside  manufacturers. 

There  are,  perhaps,  certain  brands  of  shoes  where  this  competition 
does  not  exist,  but  such  cases  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule.  Evidence 
touching  this  matter  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  his  labor  cheap,  the  prison  contractor  does 
not  pay  any  rent,  nor  does  light,  heat  or  water  cost  him  anything,  and 
to  say  the  least,  he  pays  but  a  nominal  price  for  power,  doubtless  less  than 
actual  cost  to  the  State.  To  the  outside  manufacturer  these  items  figure 
largely  in  their  expenses  and  unquestionably  give  the  prison  contractor 
a  great  advantage. 

We  found  it  a  somewhat  difficult  task  to  compare,  in  point  of  value, 
convict  labor  with  free  labor.  Machinery  enters  largely  into  the  manu- 
facture of  shoes.  Green  help  soon  becomes  efficient.  One  St.  Louis  man- 
ufacturer testified  that  in  six  months  a  new  man  became  proficient.  He 
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was  of  the  opinion  that  a  convict  would  necessarily  become  proficient  in 
the  same  length  of  time  and  gave  his  reasons  therefor. 

The  advantages  of  prison  contract  labor  are  evidently  not  all  impaired 
by  the  disadvantages.  The  prison  contractor  has  no  wage  problems  to 
deal  with.  He  can  always  not  only  have  the  number  he  contracts  for,  but 
usually  such  additional  help  as  he  may  require.  He  can  drop  this  addi- 
tional help  at  any  time.  If  a  convict  employe  does  not  perform  his  allotted 
task  properly  (and  they  are  all  given  tasks),  the  State  will  punish  him. 
The  prison  contractor  is  not  afraid  his  help  will  strike  or  ask  for  an  in- 
crease of  wages,  shorter  hours  or  any  other  concession.  He  obtains  his 
power  at  a  ridiculously  low  price  in  comparison  with  his  outside  com- 
petitors. The  cost  of  fuel  and  rent  does  not  enter  into  his  expense  ac- 
count. These  are  some  of  the  advantages  held  by  prison  contractors  in 
addition  to  the  paramount  one  of  the  cheapness  of  labor. 

But  there  are  disadvantages  to  be  accounted  for.  The  labor  of  the 
convicts  is  not  voluntary.  They  care  not  for  the  welfare  of  their  em- 
ployer. Many  of  them  have  led  lives  of  idleness  and  debauchery  and 
are  unfit  to  fill  the  full  requirements  of  free  labor  in  the  avocations  of  the 
contractors.  Their  presence  would  not  be  tolerated  by  free  labor.  In 
addition  there  is  more  or  less  odium  attached  to  convict-made  goods  of 
any  kind.  It  is  harder  to  market  such  wares  than  similar  wares  produced 
by  free  labor.  There  was  evidence  before  the  committee  that  some  of 
the  contractors  have  resorted  to  subterfuges,  such  as  placing  mis- 
leading labels  and  brands  on  articles  manufactured  in  the  penitentiary 
in  order  to  market  the  same.  According  to  this  testimony,  non-resi- 
dent shoe  manufacturers  have  purchased  prison-made  shoes  at  the 
Missouri  Penitentiary  and  caused  the  same  to  be  labeled  or  branded 
at  the  prison  with  labels  or  brands  showing  that  they  had  been  man- 
ufactured elsewhere  and  by  free  labor. 

Your  committee  secured  some  of  these  labels.  The  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  interests  of  organized  labor  should  be  carefully  and  zeal- 
ously guarded  and  that  no  label  should  be  used  on  any  goods  that  would 
be  misleading  or  leave  the  impression  that  they  were  produced  by  free 
labor.    Weighing  all  the  disadvantages  attached  to  convict  labor,  and 
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making  due  allowances  therefor,  your  committee  is  still  of  the  opinion 
that  no  future  contract  should  be  entered  into  by  the  State  at  as  low  a 
figure  as  50  cents  per  day  for  able-bodied  male  convicts.  Under  the  old 
contracts,  nearly  all  of  which  will  expire  before  the  Legislature  meets 
again,  the  prison  contractors  have  too  much  advantage  over  outside  em- 
ployers of  competitive  free  labor.  Competent  evidence  taken  shows  that 
the  prison  shoe  contractors  can  undersell  their  outside  competitors  on 
many  grades  of  shoes  and  still  make  a  greater  profit  than  the  employers 
of  free  labor.  In  St.  Louis  alone  there  are  about  $12,000,000  invested  in 
the  manufacture  of  shoes.  It  is  certainly  against  public  policy  for  the 
State  to  maintain  a  system  which  will  menace  the  safe  investment  of  so 
large  a  sum  of  money  in  an  occupation  that  employs  free  labor. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  continuing  its  contract  system  of 
working  convicts  was  not  considered  by  your  committee.  It  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  resolution  directing  our  inquiry.  However,  should  the  sys- 
tem be  continued,  we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  not 
only  receive  the  full  value  of  the  labor  of  convicts  whose  services  are 
leased  to  contractors,  but  also,  in  so  far  as  possible,  seek  to  direct  the  prod- 
uct of  such  labor  in  channels  where  it  would  prove  the  least  hurtful  to 
the  free  labor  of  Missouri. 

Your  committee  examined  witnesses  relative  to  the  effect  it  would 
have  on  convict-made  goods  to  require  the  same  to  be  so  labeled  or  stamped 
as  to  indicate  that  they  were  manufactured  by  convict  labor.  The  opinion 
was  generally  expressed  that  such  a  law  would  impair  the  sale  of  convict- 
made  goods  unless  the  stamp  or  label  was  concealed. 

There  was  no  evidence  offered  to  the  committee  that  the  product  of 
the  J.  S.  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Company  enters  into  competition  with 
the  product  of  free  labor  in  this  State. 

]»room  manufacturers  testified  before  the  committee  that  the  product 
of  the  broom  manufacturing  firm  in  the  prison  has  proved  detrimental  to 
free  labor  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  business. 

Your  committee  secured  testimony  at  Kansas  City  relative  to  the 
beef  contract,  from  shoe  manufacturers  and  from  garment  workers,  all 
of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 
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From  the  garment  workers  it  was  learned  that  the.uinon  label,  if  at- 
tached to  convict-made  garments,  would  deceive  the  public.  Testimony 
from  the  same  source  was  to  the  effect  that  garments  could  be  made  in  the 
prison  at  from  35  to  40  per  cent  cheaper  than  by  outside  labor. 

Warden  Wooldridge  of  the  penitentiary  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee and  furnished  all  the  information  asked  of  him,  in  so  far  as  he  was 
able  to  do.  From  his  testimony  it  appears  that  two  of  the  contractors, 
the  Star  Clothing  Company  and  the  Central  Broom  Company  (known  in 
the  contract  as  the  Hoskins-Ross  Broom  Co.)  are  operating  without  con- 
tracts. He  has,  however,  entered  into  a  new  contract  with  the  Central 
Broom  Company,  to  become  effective  when  shop  room  can  be  found,  at 
60  cents  per  day  per  man  for  75  men,  but  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
State  is  to  furnish  power  free.  It  was  learned  from  the  Warden's  testi- 
mony that  the  contractors  get  all  men  free  for  15  days — that  is,  time  to 
give  them  a  trial. 

The  Warden  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  the  contractors  pay  enough 
for  power,  and  one  instance  was  cited  where  a  firm  was  paying. but  about 
one-fifth  of  the  actual  cost.  Convicts  are  punished  for  failing  to  perform 
their  tasks,  the  Warden  stated. 

Corporal  punishment  is  still  maintained  at  the  prison,  although  the 
Wrarden  says  he  has  abolished  the  use  of  a  raw-hide.  Refractory  prison- 
ers, male  and  female,  are  treated  with  a  strap  by  Deputy  Warden  Todd. 

From  the  testimony  of  W.  E.  McMahan,  book-keeper  at  the  Peniten- 
tiary, it  developed  that  the  contracts  of  the  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Com- 
pany and  the  Giesecke-D'Oench-Hays  Shoe  Company  were  renewed  one 
year  before  their  expiration. 

Opportunity  was  afforded  all  the  prison  contractors  to  testify  before 
the  committee.  Few  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  those  who 
did  so  apparently  testified  reluctantly  and  their  evidence  was  of  little  value. 

Eight  firms  are  holding  contracts  with  the  State  for  convict  labor. 
One  of  these,  the  Star  Clothing  Manufacturing  Company,  employs  fe- 
male convict  labor,  as  well  as  male  labor.    These  firms  have  contracted 
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for  able-bodied  male  convicts  at  50  cents  a  day  per  man  to  the  number

The  Star  Clothing  Manufacturing  Company  also  contracted  for  15 
female  convicts.  Altogether  the  firms  have  contracted  to  work  870  able- 
bodied  male  convicts  and  15  females,  the  former  to  be  paid  for  at  the 
rate  of  50  cents  a  day  per  man,  and  the  latter  at  30  cents  per  dav 
per  head. 

Y\  nile  the  investigation  was  in  progress  a  statement  was  secured  from 
the  Warden  showing  the  actual  number  of  convicts  employed  by  these 


contractors  at  that  time.   This  statement  follows :

This  shows  that  every  contractor  was  working  more  men  than  his 
contract  called  for,  the  excess  over  the  contract  number  being  593  males 
and  15  females. 

Two  of  the  contracts,  those  of  the  J.  S.  Sullivan  Saddle  Tree  Com- 
pany and  the  Giesecke  I  .not  and  Shoe  Co.  (now  the  Gieseckc-D'Ocnch- 
Havs  I'oot  and  Shoe  Co.).  were  entered  into  December  31,  1898.  for  a 
period  of  six  years.   All  the  other  contracts  are  for  a  period  of  five  years. 


All  the  contracts  contain  the  privilege  of  renewal  by  giving  notice  thereof 
one  year  before  the  date  of  expiration.  Five  of  the  eight  contractors  are 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  These  five  firms  contracted  for 
750  men,  and  were  working  1,163  when  this  investigation  was  made. 

There  is  a  similarity  between  six  of  the  contracts  representing  the 
largest  firms.  All  the  contracts  make  provision  for  laying  off  the  men 
contracted  for  two  weeks  each  year  while  stock  is  being  taken.  The  con- 
tracts do  not  require  the  contractors  to  pay  for  holidays  nor  for  the  loss 
of  sick  convicts  or  those  undergoing  punishment. 

The  contracts  of  the  six  largest  firms  contain  stipulations  to  the  effect 
that  in  case  of  panic,  business  depression  or  legislation  injurious  to  such 
business,  the  working  force,  by  agreement  with  the  prison  Inspectors  and 
Warden,  may  be  reduced  and  the  contract  even  annulled.  The  J.  S.  .Sul- 
livan Saddle  Tree  Company,  under  its  contract,  in  addition  to  stipulations 
named,  is  given  the  exclusive  right  to  manufacture  saddle  trees  in  the 
penitentiary.  Other  contracts,  all  of  which  are  made  a  part  of  this  re- 
port, do  not  contain  exclusive  privileges. 

Your  committee  cannot  see  wherein  the  contracts  could  be  inter- 
preted to  be  otherwise  than  very  liberal  to  the  contractors.  Seemingly  the 
State  concedes  a  great  deal.  Under  the  terms  of  five  of  these  contracts, 
contingencies  might  arise  that  would  enable  the  contractors  to  terminate 
their  contracts  and  throw  the  bulk  of  the  convicts  now  employed  back 
on  the  State.  It  does  not  seem  that  the  interests  of  the  State  are 
properly  protected  in  these  contracts.  They  appear  to  have  been  drawn 
with  the  single  idea  of  protecting  the  contractors  from  loss,  and  leaving 
the  interests  of  the  State  a  secondary  consideration. 

The  State  furnishes  fire-proof  shop  buildings  to  the  contractors  free 
of  cost.  It  also  furnishes  shop  cleaners  free  of  expense  to  the  contractors. 
It  obligates  itself  to  furnish  the  contractors  long  term  men.  in  so  far  as 
possible.  The  State  feeds,  clothes,  guards  and  doctors  the  convicts  and 
undertakes  to  see  that  they  perform  their  task. 

Power,  water,  heat  and  light  are  furnished  the  contractors  by  the 
State.  They  pay  for  power,  but  there  was  evidence  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee showing  that  the  receipts  from  the  State  for  this  source  are  entirely 
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inadequate  to  the  value  thereof,  and  moreover,  is  not  proportional  as  it 
should  be.  The  following  statement  from  the  Warden,  given  while  the  in- 
vestigation was  pending,  shows  the  number  of  convicts  employed  at  that 
time  and  the  amount,  per  month,  the  various  firms  were  paying  for  power :

The  A.  Priesmeyer  firm,  employing  200  convicts,  paid  within  $25  as 
much  for  power  as  the  Giesecke-D'Oench-Hays  firm  which  employed  440 
men.  Both  these  firms  are  engaged  in  the  same  kind  of  business,  the  man- 
ufacture of  shoes. 

There  is  another  feature  in  connection  with  five  of  these  large  con- 
tracts that  deserve  attention.  If,  at  the  termination  of  the  contracts  the 
contractors  do  not  chose  to  renew  their  leases,  they  reserve  the  right  to 
retain  possession  of  their  shops  for  four  months.  In  other  words,  should 
these  contractors  decline  to  renew  their  contracts,  the  could  still  hold  their 
shop  buildings  for  four  months  after  their  contracts  expired.  During  that 
period  they  could  drop  as  many  convicts  as  they  desired,  or  under  a  strict 
construction,  all  of  them,  and  the  State  would  be  powerless  to  place  any 
other  contractors  in  the  building  for  one-third  of  the  year.  The  commit- 
tee was  afforded  every  facility  by  the  Warden  and  Deputy  Warden  of 
the  penitentiary  for  aiding  in  the  work  assigned  us.  We  found  the  prison 
well  managed  throughout  and  all  the  officials  to  be  courteous  gentlemen. 
Some  changes  in  the  buildings  in  the  prison  are  badly  needed  as  sanitary 
measures.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  an  ice  plant  should  be 
erected  at  the  penitentiary  for  the  reason  that  there  is  about  $1,500  per 
year  expended  for  ice.    The  erection  of  such  a  plant  would  be  a  great 
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saving  to  the  State.  A  refrigerator  should  be  provided  for  the  care  of 
meat.  Beef  has  been  shipped  the  past  year  from  Kansas  City,  and  there 
was  no  suitable  place  for  properly  caring  for  it.  Exhaust  fans  should 
be  placed  in  all  the  shops  and  cell  buildings.  The  prison  hospital  is  in- 
adequate to  the  demands  of  sick  convicts.  It  was  built  in  1876  when  the 
prison  population  was  half  of  what  it  is  now  and  never  has  been  enlarged. 
There  is  no  means  of  separating  consumptives  from  other  sick  convicts, 
no  proper  bath  facilities,  nor  suitable  place  for  keeping  dead  convicts 
whose  relatives  or  friends  may  desire  to  bury  them.

REVISED  STATUTES  OF  MISSOURI,  1899,  CHAPTER  112. 

Sec.  7533.  Society  Made  Trustee  for  the  State.— The  state  historical  society  of  Missouri, 
heretofore  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  the  trustee  of  this  state,  and  as  such  shall  hold 
all  its  present  and  future  collections  and  property  for  the  state,  and  shall  not  mortgage  or  deed  in  trust 
any  of  its  property  or  sell  any  of  such  property  except  by  way  of  exchange  for  property  of  equal  value 
or  for  reinvestment.  There  shall  continue  to  be  an  executive  committee  of  said  society,  to  consist  of  as 
many  members  as  is  or  may  be  provided  in  the  constitution  of  said  Society,  and  to  have  the  same  powers 
as  the  present  executive  committee. 

Sec.  7534.  Duties  of  the  Society. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  collect  books,  maps, 
and  other  papers  and  material  for  the  study  of  history,  especially  of  this  state  and  of  the  Middle 
West;  to  acquire  narratives  and  records  of  the  pioneers,  to  procure  documents,  manuscripts  and  portraits, 
and  to  gather  all  information  calculated  to  exhibit  faithfully  the  antiquities  and  the  past  and  present  con- 
dition resources  and  progress  of  this  state;  to  cause  its  collections  to  be  properly  bound  and  preserved,  to 
conduct  a  library  of  historical  reference,  and  to  publish  from  time  to  time  reports  of  its  collections  and 
such  other  matters  as  may  tend  to  diffuse  information  relative  to  the  history  of  this  region;  and 
to  keep  the  rooms  containing  the  collections  of  said  society  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  on  business  days 
for  the  reception  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  without  fee. 

Sec.  7535.  Shall  Report  to  the  Governor— Department  Reports,  Etc.,  to  be  Furnished 
to  the  Society.— The  executive  committee  of  said  society  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  all  money  which  may  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  and  report  biennially  to 
the  governor  a  detailed  statement  of  such  expenditure.  To  enable  the  society  to  augment  its  collections 
by  effecting  exchanges  with  other  societies  and  institutions,  sixty  bound  copies  each  of  the  several  publi- 
cations of  the  state,  and  of  its  societies  and  institutions,  except  the  reports  ot  the  supreme  court  and 
the  courts  of  appeals,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  donated  to  said  society  as  they  shall  be  issued, 
the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  society  by  the  secretary  of  state  or  other  officer  having  the  custody  of  the 
same:  to  include,  also,  for  deposit  in  its  collections,  one  set  of  all  the  publications  of  the  state  including 
those  heretofore  issued,  so  far  as  possible,  not  excepting  the  reports  of  the  supreme  court  and  of  the 
courts  of  appeals. 


HISTORICAL  MATERIAL  DESIRED  BY  THE  STATE 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  OF  MISSOURI. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Missouri  provides  that  "its  object  shall  be  the 
collection,  preservation,  exhibition  and  publication  of  materials  for  the  study  of  history,  especially  the 
history  of  this  state  and  of  the  Middle  West."  In  realizing  this  object  the  Society  desires  in  the  first 
place  to  collect  everything  that  can  in  any  way  shed  light  upon  the  history  of  Missouri,  from  its  earliest 
settlement  to  the  present  time.  It  is  often  the  case  that  such  material,  which  is  of  little  or  no  import- 
ance to  the  individual  who  possesses  it,  becomes  of  great  value  when  incorporated  as  a  part  of  a  library 
of  reference  on  all  historical  matters.  With  a  view  of  encouraging  the  contribution  of  such  material  to 
its  library,  the  State  Historical  Society  publishes  the  following  list  of  objects  particularly  desired  by  the 
Society: 
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1.  Books  and  pamphlets  relating  to  Missouri  or  to  any  of  its  subdivisions;  county  or  other  local 
histories  or  narratives. 

2.  Books  and  pamphlets  written  by  Missourians.  The  Society  possesses  one  of  the  most  extensive 
collections  of  books  by  Missouri  authors  in  existence,  and  desires  to  make  the  same  as  complete  as 
possible. 

3.  Manuscripts :  Any  original  documents  containing  accounts  of  the  early  settlements  of  Missouri 
or  the  Louisiana  Territory,  or  of  the  various  movements  affecting  the  history  of  the  State  or  in  which 
its  citizens  have  participated,  from  the  early  relations  with  the  Indians  through  the  French  and  Spanish 
periods  to  the  events  that  have  occurred  under  American  rule.  Old  letters,  journals  and  accounts  writ- 
ten by  pioneers  are  especially  desired.  The  Society  lias  the  use  of  a  fire  proof  vault  in  which  valuable 
manuscripts  ivill  be  preserved. 

4.  Official  State  Reports  and  Documents:  Copies  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  Session  Acts,  Journals 
and  Appendixes  of  the  Territorial  and  early  State  Legislatures;  Messages  of  the  Governors  and 
Reports  of  State  Officers,  Boards  and  Commissions  and  of  the  State  educational,  charitable,  eleemosy- 
nary and  penal  and  reformatory  institutions. 

5.  Reports  and  Documents  of  Counties,  Cities,  etc.,  Ordinances,  Journals  and  Reports  of  City 
Councils.  Reports  of  Mayors  and  other  City  Officials.  Reports  of  Boards  of  Health,  Fire  and 
Police  Departments,  Reports  of  Boards  of  Trade  and  Commercial  and  Business  Men's  Associations. 
Plats  of  town  sites  and  additions  thereto. 

6.  Reports  and  Documents  of  Educational  Institutions:  Catalogues,  Schemes  of  Studies,  Reports. 
Bulletins,  etc.,  of  Universities,  Colleges,  Academies  and  Public  Schools;  Reports  of  School  Boards, 
School  Superintendents,  College  and  School  Associations,  Teachers'  Associations,  Students'  Clubs  and 
Associations,  University  Extension  Societies,  and  anything  which  touches  upon  the  educational  life  of 
the  State. 

7.  Reports  of  Societies  and  Organizations:  Annual  and  other  reports  of  all  kinds  of  social, 
religious,  Industrial  and  political  organizations;  reports  and  published  documents  of  fraternal  societies, 
literary  associations,  press  associations,  athletic  organizations,  women's  clubs,  social  clubs,  etc.;  reports 
of  all  religious  bodies,  synods,  conferences,  conventions  and  associations;  reports  of  railroads,  manu- 
facturing companies  and  commercial  corporations;  reports  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  organizations, 
and  of  all  meetings  and  proceedings  connected  with  the  development  of  the  industrial,  commercial, 
agricultural,  mineral  or  other  resources  of  the  State;  reports,  platforms,  declarations,  etc.,  of  all  politica 
parties. 

8.  Files  of  Missouri  Newspapers  and  Periodicals:  The  Society  is  now  receiving  and  binding  over 
five  hundred  newspapers  representing  nearly  every  county  in  Missouri.  Complete  volumes  of  the 
issues  of  past  years  of  all  Missouri  newspapers  are  especially  desired. 

9.  Maps,  Engravings,  Paintings,  Photographs,  etc.:  Maps  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Territory, 
of  Missouri,  of  Counties,  Townships,  Cities,  etc.;  Pictures  of  any  kind  representing  historic  places, 
buildings,  etc. 

10.  Historical  Relics,  Photographs  and  other  portraits  of  pioneers  and  distinguished  citizens;  Auto- 
graphs of  the  same;  Medals;  Coins;  War  Relics;  Old  Arms,  Weapons,  etc.;  Historical  Souvenirs  of  all 
kinds. 

11.  Indians  Relics:   Stone  Axes,  Spears,  Arrow  Heads,  Pottery,  Weapons,  Costumes,  Ornaments 

etc. 

The  Society  cordially  invites  all  persons  to  assist  it  in  developing  a  great  State  historical  library  and 
museum  by  contributing  any  of  the  above  objects  or  anything  that  has  any  bearing  upon  the  history  of 
Missouri.  The  Society  will  defray  all  freight  charges  upon  such  donations  and  all  contributions  will  be 
credited  to  the  donors,  in  the  official  reports  made  by  this  Society  to  the  Governor  of  the  state,  and 
will  be  preserved  and  made  accessible  to  all  the  people.

REPORT   OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  His  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri  and  to  the 
Forty-second  General  Assembly  of  Missouri: 

Complying  with  the  requirements  of  sections  7535  and  7717  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  .1899,  I  have  the  honor  on  behalf  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Missouri 
to  submit  herewith  a  report  for  the  biennial  period  ending  December 
81,  1902. 

HISTORICAL,  STATEMENT. 

Missouri  has  been  dilatory  in  manifesting  its  appreciation  of  the 
value  and  importance  of  historical  societies.  Private  associations  have 
existed  but  they  have  not  received  the  support  and  encouragement  to 
which  they  were  entitled  and  have  been  unable  to  exert  any  considerable 
influence  beyond  the  limits  of  a  particular  locality.  While  heartily 
accepting  the  principle  of  public  education,  the  State  failed  to  recog- 
nize that  a  historical  society  was  an  important  agency  in  this  work. 
This  condition  continued  until  1901,  a  year  which  not  only  marks  the 
eightieth  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  the  State  into  the  Union  but 
also  represents  the  beginning  of  effective  work  by  the  State  Historical 
Society  of  Missouri  and  the  promising  inauguration  of  a  great  State 
historical  library  and  museum. 

The  State  Historical  Society  of  Missouri  was  organized  in  1898. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Missouri  Press  Association  held  at  Kansas  City, 
January  20  and  21,  1898,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  organization  of  a  State  Historical  Society.    This  com- 
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inittee  met  at  Columbia.  The  objects  of  the  proposed  Society  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  State  University 
and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  University  authorities  was  secured. 
The  Committee  framed  a  constitution  and  by-laws  which  were  presented 
to  the  Missouri  Press  Association  at  its  meeting  at  Eureka  Springs, 
Ark.,  and  ratified  by  this  Association  on  May  26,  1898.  Mr.  E.  TV. 
Stephens  was  elected  President  and  Professor  Isidor  Loeb  was  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Society.  In  March,  IS 9 9,  the  Society  was  incorpor- 
ated and  in  May  of  the  same  year  an  Act  of  the  Fortieth  General 
Assembly  recognized  the  Society  as  a  trustee  of  the  State  and  prescribed 
its  rights  and  duties  in  this  capacity. 

The  Society  was  without  funds  and  the  necessary  expenses  of 
postage,  printing,  etc.,  were  defrayed  by  the  State  University  and  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Society.  Professor  Loeb  devoted 
such  time  as  he  could  spare  from  his  duties  in  the  University  to  the 
inauguration  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  The  co-operation  of  the 
editors  of  the  State  was  sought.  As  a  result  the  editors  of  203  news- 
papers and  periodicals  representing  91  counties  became  members  of 
the  society  and  contributed  their  publications  to  its  library.  Some 
donations  of  books  and  pamphlets  were  also  received.  This  was  the 
condition  in  June,  1899,  when  Professor  Loeb  received  leave  of  absence 
from  the  University  until  September,  1900,  for  the  purpose  of  study 
in  Europe.  As  no  funds  were  available  for  securing  the  services  of  a 
secretary,  the  progress  of  the  Society  was  checked. 

Active  work  was  resumed  again  in  the  fall  of  1900.  The  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  the  members  of  the  Society  were  aroused  and  it 
was  determined  that  an  appeal  should  be  made  to  the  Forty-first  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  funds  to  enable  the  Society  to  realize  the  objects  for 
which  it  had  been  established.  The  General  Assembly  responded  with 
an  appropriation  of  $4,500  for  the  biennial  period.    In  order  that 
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advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  experience  of  other  societies,  it  was 
decided  to  postpone  the  actual  beginning  of  the  enlarged  activity  of  the 
Society  until  September  1,  1901.  In  the  meantime  the  Secretary  vis- 
ited the  large  historical  libraries  of  Wisconsin  and  Kansas  and  famil- 
iarized himself  with  their  work  and  organization.  Miss  Minnie  K. 
Organ  of  Salem,  Mo.,  a  graduate  of  the  State  University,  was  appointed 
Assistant  Librarian. 

As  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  not  sufficient  to  enable 
the  Society  to  carry  out  all  of  its  plans  it  was  decided  to  restrict  its 
activity  during  the  present  biennial  period  to  the  collection  of  his- 
torical material  and  to  the  binding  and  preservation  of  its  books  and 
periodicals.  This  work  was  pursued  with  great  success  as  evidenced 
by  the  acquisition  through  donation  of  large  numbers  of  historical 
books,  files  of  newspapers,  pamphlets,  etc.  A  list  of  these  donations 
appears  in  another  part  of  this  report.     (See  page  32.) 

It  had  been  recognized  from  the  outset  that  the  greatest  develop- 
ment could  not  be  attained  until  the  Society  had  secured  the  services 
of  a  well  equipped  Secretary  who  would  be  able  to  give  all  of  his  atten- 
tion to  the  work  of  the  Society.  Professor  Loeb  agreed  to  give  such 
time  as  could  be  spared  from  his  University  work  to  the  duties  of  this 
office  until  a  competent  permanent  secretary  could  be  secured.  The 
chief  difficulty  existed  in  the  lack  of  funds  which  prevented  the  Society 
from  attaching  such  compensation  to  the  office  as  would  attract  the 
best  man.  A  fortunate  combination  of  circumstances  enabled  us  to 
overcome  this  difficulty  and  secure  as  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  A.  Sampson, 
of  Sedalia,  who  is  the  best  equipped  man  for  the  duties  of  this  office. 
Mr.  Sampson  for  thirty-four  years  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the 
collection  and  investigation  of  historical  material  pertaining  to  Mis- 
souri. His  private  collection  of  such  material  was  by  far  the  most 
complete  in  existence  and  contained  many  official  documents  of  the 
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State  which  were  missing  from  the  collection  at  the  State  Capitol.  He 
was  induced  to  accept  the  office  of  secretary  because  of  his  conviction  that 
at  last  an  opportunity  had  come  for  developing  a  great  State  historical 
library  and  museum.  Mr.  Sampson  was  elected  Secretary  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  1901.  The  only  funds  available  for  the  compensation  of  Mr. 
Sampson  were  $1,000  which  had  been  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  It  was  agreed  that  he  should  receive  a  salary  of  $125  a  month 
for  the  eight  months  beginning  May  1,  1902.  His  salary  for  the 
biennial  period  1903-04  was  fixed  at  $2,000  a  year.  At  the  same 
time  the  Society  became  possessed  of  Mr.  Sampson's  great  collection 
of  Missouriana,  an  account  of  which  appears  in  another  part  of  this 
report. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM. 

Current  Newspapers  and  Periodicals. 

The  library  had  its  origin  in  the  newspapers  and  periodicals  gra- 
tuitously contributed  by  Missouri  editors.  The  number  of  such  pub- 
lications has  steadily  increased  until  at  this  time  451  newspapers  and 
periodicals  representing  236  communities  and  113  counties  are  reg- 
ularly received  by  the  Society.  An  alphabetical  list  of  these  publica- 
tions appears  in  another  part  of  this  report.  (See  page  38.)  These 
papers  are  carefully  preserved,  missing  numbers  being  supplied  as  far 
as  possible  and  are  bound  and  filed  for  purposes  of  reference. 

Bound  Files  of  Newspapers. 

The  great  value  of  the  systematic  collection  and  preservation  of 
currenl  newspapers  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  the  great  difficulty  which 
is  experienced  in  securing  files  of  newspapers  for  the  early  periods 
of  Missouri  history  or  even  for  more  recent  years.  This  Society  has 
happily  been  able  to  secure  some  valuable  files  and  hopes  to  increase 
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the  number  largely  during  the  future,  In  many  cases,  individuals 
possessing  such  files  are  unable  to  keep  them  in  a  place  where  they  will 
be  secure  from  fire,  etc.  Even  if  they  do  not  wish  to  donate  the  files 
to  the  Society,  it  would  be  their  interest  to  deposit  the  same  in  the 
library  of  the  Society  where  they  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  made 
accessible.  The  librarian  of  the  Society  will  be  glad  to  be  of  assist- 
ance to  those  who  are  unable  to  visit  Columbia  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
amining the  files  with  reference  to  particular  matters.  The  following 
are  among  the  most  important  files  of  newspapers  acquired  by  the 
Society  during  the  biennial  period:

Missouri  Biography,  etc. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Society  to  make  the  Historical  Library 
a  great  clearing  house  of  information  about  the  people  and  State  of 
Missouri.  A  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  collecting  news- 
paper clippings  pertaining  to  biography,  state  and  local  history,  etc. 
These  clippings  are  mounted  and  will  be  ultimately  bound  and  cat- 
alogued and  prove  a  source  of  great  value  and  interest. 

The  Sampson  Collection. 

By  far  the  most  important  acquisition  is  the  Sampson  Collection 
referred  to  above.  As  stated  it  represents  the  results  of  thirty-four 
years  activity  in  collection.  It  is  particularly  rich  in  official  State  and 
municipal  reports  and  documents  and  in  the  reports  of  educational, 
religious,  fraternal  and  industrial  societies  and  organizations;  a  class 
of  material  which  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  as  it  is  subject 
to  rapid  destruction.  A  large  number  of  books  by  Missouri  authors  is 
included  in  this  collection.  The  importance  of  the  collection  is  indicated 
in  some  degree  by  the  statement  that  it  contains  1,886  books  and  14,280 
pamphlets.  Its  real  value  however  cannot  be  appreciated  except  by 
those  who  have  examined  it  and  who  understand  the  extreme  rarity  of 
much  of  its  material. 
Miscellaneous  Gifts. 

All  donations  of  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  are  duly  acknowledged 
in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  report.  Where  the  publication  is  presented 
by  Hi'-  author  this  fact  is  noted.  Some  of  the  gifts  are  of  such  value 
and  importance  as  to  justify  special  mention. 

The  Natural  Eistory  Society  of  Sedalia  having  no  suitable  place 
to  preserve  its  library  decided  to  donate  the  same  to  this  Society. 
The  collection  includes  1,343  books,  3,678  pamphlets  and  125  maps, 
charts,  etc. 
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The  "Sampson  Collection"  contained  a  large  number  of  books 
by  Mark  Twain  and  the  distinguished  author,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Clemens, 
upon  his  visit  to  the  State  University,  in  June,  1902,  donated  to  the 
Society  the  new  twenty-two  volume  edition  of  his  collected  works.  The 
Library  contains  a  special  "Mark  Twain  Cabinet"  to  which  donations 
are  invited  of  first  editions,  foreign  translations,  and  in  fact  any  edition 
of  any  of  his  works,  and  of  articles  for  a  "Mark  Twain  Scrap  Book." 

Mr.  E.  W.  Stephens  has  not  only  deposited  with  the  Society  bound 
files  of  the  "Columbia  Herald"  and  "State  Tribune"  but  has  also  con- 
tributed copies  of  all  the  publications  issued  by  the  two  publishing  estab- 
lishments over  which  he  presides. 

The  publications  of  the  Republic  of  Ecuador  were  obtained  through 
Gen.  A.  J.  Sampson,  U.  S.  Minister  to  Ecuador. 

Col.  W.  E.  Switzler,  the  veteran  Historian  of  Missouri,  has  given 
fourteen  political  scrap  books  commencing  with  1840. 

Sedalia  Lodge  No.  236  A.  E.  &  A.  M.  donated  its  Masonic  library 
consisting  of  355  publications. 

Mr.  George  P.  B.  Jackson,  formerly  of  Sedalia,  General  Attorney 
for  the  M.  K.  &  T.  Railroad  donated  a  large  and  valuable  collection 
of  books  numbering  390  volumes. 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Osborne,  of  Sedalia,  gave  50  publications  of  Penn- 
sylvania, principally  geological  and  Masonic. 

Mrs.  Lottie  T.  Smalley,  of  Sedalia,  has  collected  for  the  Society 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  760  publications  besides  interesting 
others  to  make  donations  directly. 

Miss  Minnie  K.  Organ,  Assistant  Librarian,  in  addition  to  per- 
sonal donations,  obtained  from  Dent  county  784  publications,  and  from 
her  father,  Hon.  John  E.  Organ,  the  valuable  file  of  the  "Salem  Mon- 
itor" noted  above,  and  225  other  publications. 
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Under  the  law  governing  this  Society,  it  is  entitled  to  receive  one 
set  of  all  the  official  publications  of  the  State  for  deposit  in  its  library, 
and  sixty  sets  for  the  purposes  of  exchange  with  other  Societies.  It  is 
proper  that  acknowledgment  should  be  made  of  the  uniform  courtesy 
with  which  State  officials  have  complied  with  this  provision. 

System  of  Exchanges. 

The  provision  for  enabling  this  Society  to  make  exchanges  is  of 
great  value  to  the  Society  and  to  the  State.  As  a  result  we  have  re- 
ceived a  large  number  of  the  documents  of  other  states  and  the  official 
publications  of  this  State  have  gone  into  the  libraries  of  other  states 
where  they  constitute  a  source  of  information  respecting  the  institu- 
tions and  resources  of  Missouri.  We  have  received  a  number  of  letters 
from  librarians  in  other  states  congratulating  Missouri  upon  the  means 
which  have  been  taken  for  distributing  its  publications  through  this 
Society. 

Manuscripts,  Portraits  and  Historical  Relics. 

The  Society  will  make  special  efforts  to  obtain  manuscripts  and 
records  of  pioneers.  A  valuable  collection  recently  secured  inlcudes 
the  original  manuscript  records  of  the  Presbytery  of  Missouri  from 
1817  to  the  present  time.  Portraits  of  pioneers  and  distinguished 
citizens  will  be  brought  together  in  a  gallery  of  historical  portraiture. 
Historical  relics  of  all  kinds  will  be  collected  in  a  historical  and  ethno- 
logical museum. 

Summary. 

The  developmenl  sketched  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  has  been 
practically  attained  during  the  sixteen  months  since  September  1, 
1901.  During  that  period  the  library  has  grown  until  it  includes  at 
present  4,075  books,  1,13G  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  and  12,873 
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pamphlets,  besides  about  4,100  books  and  12,140  pamphlets  of  dupli- 
cates. The  financial  report  setting  forth  in  detail  the  expenditure  of 
the  appropriation  of  $4,500  appears  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this 
report.  (See  page  27.)  While  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  accurate 
estimate  of  the  value  of  the  collection  of  this  Society,  it  is  safe  to 
assert  that  it  exceeds  many  fold  the  amount  expended  in  its  acquisi- 
tion. Indeed,  considering  the  fact  that  much  of  the  material  cannot 
be  duplicated,  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
State. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  BIENNIAL  PERIOD  ENDING  DECEMBER 

31,  1904. 

Salaries,  $7,480. 

This  is  distributed  as  follows:

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  newspapers  received  as  well 
as  the  development  of  other  features  of  the  Society  has  made  it  nec- 
essary for  us  to  employ  additional  clerks  from  time  to  time.  The 
work  of  receiving  and  caring  for  the  newspapers  and  documents  can 
be  more  economically  and  efficiently  administered  by  adding  a  per- 
manent newspaper  and  document  clerk.  The  Assistant  Librarian  will 
then  be  able  to  give  her  entire  time  to  the  other  important  features  of 
the  work  of  the  library. 

Binding,  $1,500. 

The  large  number  of  periodicals  and  pamphlets  which  it  is  nec- 
essary to  bind  makes  the  above  a  minimum  estimate.    In  manv  cases 
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the  preservation  of  a  document  depends  upon  immediate  and  careful 
binding. 

Printing,  $1,000. 

Heretofore  the  Society  has  had  no  publication  fnud,  and  the  his- 
torical papers  read  at  the  annual  meeting  have  remained  unpublished. 
There  should  be  a  fund  sufficient  to  allow  the  publication  of  these 
papers  and  of  any  bulletins  that  it  might  be  found  advisable  to  issue 
for  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  Society.  If  a  quarterly  publi- 
cation could  be  issued,  it  would  encourage  the  writing  of  historical 
papers  by  residents  of  the  State,  and  aid  in  the  preservation  of  data 
that  without  it  will  be  lost. 

Purchase  of  Books,  $1,500. 

The  Finance  Committee  in  September,  1901,  set  aside  $1,000  out 
of  the  biennial  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Shortly,  there- 
after, when  the  opportunity  presented  itself  for  securing  the  services 
of  Mr.  Sampson  as  Secretary  it  was  decided  to  apply  this  amount 
towards  his  salary.  While  this  was  fully  justified  by  the  circumstances 
it  has  prevented  us  from  securing  much  valuable  material  in  the  hands 
of  private  parties  who  do  not  feel  able  to  donate  them  to  the  Society. 
In  many  cases  libraries  in  other  states  are  bidding  for  these  books, 
and  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  important  that  we  should  have  a  fund 
at  our  disposal  to  enable  us,  when  the  occasion  arises,  to  secure  rare 
materials  pertaining  to  the  history  of  this  State. 

Cataloguing,  $3,335. 

Without  a  catalogue  it  is  impossible  to  tell  what  a  library  contains. 
The  lack  of  a  catalogue  is  especially  manifest  in  our  collection  contain- 
ing as  it  does  such  a  large  number  of  pamphlets. 

A  good  catalogue  is  much  more  than  a  list  of  books ;  it  is  a  guide 
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directing  the  user  of  the  library  to  the  exact  place  where  the  book, 
pamphlet  or  article  for  which  he  is  seeking  may  be  found.  It  is  as 
necessary  as  a  directory  in  a  large  city.  It  will  triple  the  usefulness 
of  the  collection  and  enable  the  librarian  to  answer  with  ease  any  ques- 
tion that  may  be  put  in  reference  to  the  literature  of  the  State. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  it  will  take  a  force  of  three  cataloguers 
and  one  copyist  twenty  months  to  catalogue  this  library.  The  above 
amount  includes  their  salaries  and  all  supplies  necessary  to  complete 
the  catalogue. 

Contingent  Expenses,  $1,500. 

The  chief  items  of  expense  under  this  head  are  freight,  postage, 
stationery,  library  supplies  and  extra  clerk  hire.  The  item  for  freight 
is  considerable  as  the  Society  pays  the  transportation  charges  on  all 
books  received  as  donations  or  by  way  of  exchange.

This  amount  is  much  larger  than  the  last  appropriation.  It  should 
be  remembered,  however,  that  the  expenditures  from  the  last  appropria- 
tion cover  a  period  of  only  sixteen  months  (September,  1901-December, 
1902)  and  that  for  one-half  of  this  period  the  Secretary  served  with- 
out any  compensation.  In  the  case  of  other  State  historical  societies, 
such  as  those  of  Wisconsin  and  Kansas,  the  printing  and  binding  is  done 
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by  the  State  Printer  and  is  not  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Society.  Such  an  arrangement  for  this  Society  would  materially  reduce 
the  appropriation  required  and  would  be  quite  satisfactory  to  the 
Society. 

The  chief  justification  for  the  increased  appropriation  is  to  be 
found  in  the  great  development  which  has  been  attained  and  which 
necessarily  increases  the  expenditures  which  must  be  incurred. 

Additional  Boom. 

The  growth  of  the  Society  is  manifesting  itself  also  in  the  necessity 
for  additional  room.  The  Society  now  occupies  four  rooms  in  Academic 
Hall  of  the  University  of  Missouri  which  have  been  set  aside  for  its 
use  by  action  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Curators.  These  rooms 
are  filled  to  overflowing  and  the  rapid  increase  of  accessions  make®  the 
problem  of  room  a  serious  one.  The  University  authorities  are  desirous 
of  granting  the  Society  all  the  accommodations  in  their  power  but  they 
have  reached  the  limit  of  their  resources.  We  understand  that  the 
University  will  ask  the  General  Assembly  for  an  appropriation  for 
a  library  building.  In  endorsing  this  request  we  desire  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  great  benefit  which  would  result  from  erecting  such  a 
building  for  the  joint  use  of  the  University  Library  and  of  the  library 
and  museum  of  this  Society.  The  younger  and  less  wealthy  State  of 
Wisconsin  has  erected  a  magnificient  structure  for  the  joint  use  of  the 
Wisconsin  Historical  Society  and  the  Wisconsin  University  Library. 
Missouri  should  not  neglect  the  opportunity  to  erect  a  similar  historical 
monument. 

VALUE  OF  THE  SOCIETY  TO  THE  STATE. 

The  Missouri  Press  Association  established  this  society  because 
its  members,  being  in  close  touch  with  the  people,  realized  the  great 
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need  for  the  preservation  not  simply  of  the  past  history  of  the  State 
but  of  current  data  as  well,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  a  state  de- 
pository where  may  be  obtained  statistical  and  historical  information 
touching  the  government,  the  resources,  and  the  development  of  the 
State.  By  locating  it  at  the  State  University  in  the  center  of  the 
State  they  followed  the  example  of  other  states  and  placed  it  within 
convenient  access  of  the  people.  At  present  there  is  no  such  deposi- 
tory at  which  the  people  can  consult  such  valuable  documents  of  refer- 
ence as  the  reports  of  the  various  departments  of  state!,  the  messages 
of  the  governors,  the  journals  of  the  legislatures,  the  statutes,  the  re- 
ports of  the  different  institutions,  of  the  religious,  educational  and 
eleemosynary  organizations,  of  commissions  and  surveys  and  innumerable 
other  data  going  back  to  the  organization  of  the  State.  Besides  this 
immense  mass  of  official  information,  there  is  an  enormous  amount  of 
literature  in  the  form  of  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  public  addresses 
narratives  of  pioneers,  etc.,  the  product  of  Missourians,  that  should 
be  preserved.  The  same  is  true  of  historical  portraits  and  relics.  It 
would  be  almost  a  crime  to  permit  such  material  to  be  lost.  The 
editors  believed  that  no  one  institution  would  do  more  to  favorably 
advertise  the  state  at  home  and  abroad,  to  demonstrate  the  inexhaustible 
character  of  its  resources  and  the  achievements  of  its  people  than  a 
public  historical  library,  and  museum  and  they  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  record  the  fact  that  the  warm  favor  with  which  its  establishment 
was  received  has  constantly  increased.  They  believe  that  every  intel- 
ligent citizen  feels  an  interest  in  the  preservation  of  a  history  of  the 
State,  and  with  the  entire  press,  city  and  country,  actively  enlisted  in 
the  work  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  for  a  speedy  establishment  of 
a  State  Historical  collection  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  state  in  the 
Union.    All  that  is  needed  is  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  furnish

2.  That  in  Art,  IV,  Sec.  1,  paragraph  1,  the  following  be  stricken 
out:  "A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  If  those  present  be  less  than  a  majority  of  the  committee, 
but  not  less  than  seven  in  number,  they  shall  yet  exercise  the  power  of 
the  committee,  subject  to  ratification,"  and  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  substituted:  "Five  members  of  the  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum." 
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3.  That  the  words  "one  dollar"  be  substituted  for  the  words  "two 
dollars"  in  Art.  II,  Sec.  2,  line  2. 

4.  That  the  following  be  substituted  for  the  present  provisions 
in  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1 :  "The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  for  the 
election  of  Trustees  and  the  transaction  of  other  business  relating  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  University  of  Missouri 
at  Columbia.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  deter- 
mine the  date  of  the  annual  meeting." 

The  Society  then  adjourned.

3.  The  words  "one  dollar"  we're  substituted  for  the  words  "two 
dollars'*  in  Art.  II,  Sec.  23  line  2. 

4.  Art  III,  Sec.  1,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "The  an- 
nual meetings  of  the  Society  for  the  election  of  trustees  and  the  trans- 
action of  other  business  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be 
held  at  the  University  of  Missouri  at  Columbia.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting."

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Decembers,  J9u;i.  ) 

To  his  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri : 
Sir — I  herewith  submit  a  report  to  you  of  the  work  done  by  this 
office,  beginning  May  25th,  1901,  and  ending  October  1st,  1902. 

It  wras  my  intention  to  submit  to  you  a  detailed  report  of  this  work, 
mentioning  the  various  establishments  inspected,  and  the  amount  of 
orders  issued  by  this  office  under  the  various  sections  of  the  laws,  which 
had  been  violated ;  as  it  is  not.  possible  for  me,  however,  to  complete  this 
report  by  the  15th  of  December,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  submit  to  you,  a 
report  of  the  total  amount  of  work  done  by  this  office  in  the  time  speci- 
fied above. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  state,  that  the  changes  recommended 
by  this  department  have,  in  most  instances,  been  promptly  complied  with, 
and  the  inspectors  courteously  received.  The  only  objection  raised  by 
the  managers  and  owners  of  the  establishments  inspected  was  against 
the  enforcement  of  section  3  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
factory  inspectors.  This  section  provides  that  the  inspector  shall  be 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  owner,  superintendent,  manager, 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  every  establishment  inspected  as  provided 
for  by  law  the  sum  of  one  ( 1 )  dollar  for  each  inspection  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provision  of  this  act.  This  provision  in  the  inspection  laws 
has  caused  this  office  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  annoyance,  and  makes 
it  more  difficult  to  enforce  those  sections  of  the  law  relating  to  safety  of 
life  and  health  of  the  employes.  This  department  would  be  able  to  do 
more  effective,  and  a  greater  amount  of  work,  if  this  fee  system  were 
abolished,  and  for  this  reason,  I  recommend  that  at  the  session  of  the 


next  legislature  and  Senate,  some  means  may  be  devised,  by  which  the 
abolishment  of  this  fee  would  be  accomplished,  and  an  appropriation 
made  sufficient  for  the  sustainance  of  this  department. 

Safety,  as  well  as  sanitary,  conditions  in  all  establishments  have  been 
greatly  improved,  since  the  establishment  of  this  office. 

We  have  ordered  a  good  many  dangerous  machines  to  be  properly 
guarded.  Also  have  issued  orders  for  ventilating  and  sanitary  arrange- 
ments for  the  protection  of  health  of  the  employes,  which  orders  have 
been  promptly  complied  whh.

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The  total  orders  issued  under  inspection  laws  of  this  State  amounted 
to  8,041,  of  these  orders  1,387  were  fire  escape  orders.  Nearly  all  orders 
outside  of  the  fire  escape  orders  have  been  complied  with,  and  up  to  (  >c- 
tober  1st,  there  have  been  over  400  fire  escapes  erected  in  the  State  of 
Missouri,  which  comply  with  the  new  fire  escape  law.  From  what  in- 
formation I  can  get  from  the  fire  escape  builders,  I  believe  that  they 
have  to-day  contracts  for  about  200  more  fire  escapes  to  be  erected 
throughout  the  State.  From  this  it  can  be  'readily  seen  that  the  work- 
done  by  this  department  is  a  great  benefit  to  the  people  employe!  in 
various  establishments,  and  also  that  the  orders  issued  are  readily  com- 
plied with. 

I  have  not  been  compelled  to  prosecute  anyone  up  to  this  date,  as 
the  owners  of  the  establishments  readily  see  the  advantages  that  they 
will  derive  by  complying  with  the  orders  issued  from  this  office. 

These  inspections  were  made  by  this  office  throughout  the  State  with 
the  following  assistant  inspectors : 

W.  A.  Wheeling,  who  served  from  May  25th,  1901,  to  October,  1st, 
1902,  and  is  at  present  still  in  the  department  as  assistant  inspector. 

J.  C.  Sarber,  who  served  from  June  1st,  1902,  to  October  31st,  1901. 

O.  J.  Hurley,  who  served  from  June  1st,  1901,  and  resigned  August 
nth,  1 901. 

R.  A.  Armstrong,  who  served  from  June  20th,  1901.  and  is  at  pres- 
ent in  this  department  as  assistant  inspector. 

Jos.  Buchart,  who  served  from  January  1st,  1902,  and  is  at  present 
also  in  this  department. 

D.  F.  Sweeney,  who  served  from  April  1st,  1902,  and  is  at  present 
also  in  this  department  as  assistant  inspector. 

So  that  at  any  time  in  the  period  of  these  inspections  there  were 
not  more  than  four  inspectors  and  a  great  portion  of  the  time  two  or 
three  assistant  inspectors.  At  the  present  date  I  have  in  this  depart- 
ment four  assistant  inspectors  and  two  regular  stenographers. 

This  department  has  received  a  total  of  5.080  letters,  of  which  two- 
thirds  were  answered.  We  also  were  compelled  to  issue  a  good  many 
notices  to  parties  who  refused  to  pay  inspection  fees  upon  completion 
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of  inspection.  By  the  above  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  it  was  a  great 
deal  of  work  to  be  performed  by  this  department,  and  the  employes  in 
this  department  have  assisted  me  very  faithfully. 

The  inspection  fees  collected  by  this  department  from  May  25th, 
1901,  to  October  1st,  1902,  is  ten  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-one 
dollars.  Total  expenses  by  this  department  for  salaries,  office  rent,  print- 
ing, etc.,  is  ten  thousand  seven  hundred  forty-five  dollars  and  thirty-six 
cents  ($10,745.36.). 

By  the  amount  of  fees  collected  by  this  department  it  can  be  seen 
that  the  fee  system  is  inadequate  and  does  not  provide  a  sufficient  amount 
necessary  to  ably  assist  this  office  financially. 

An  appropriation  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  of  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  ($30,000.00)  dollars  for  two 
years,  as  there  is  a  great  amount  of  work  which  had  to  be  neglected,  as 
finances  were  not  sufficient  and  we  were  not  able  to  employ  the  help  nec- 
essary to  do  this  work.  This  department,  if  properly  handled,  will  not 
only  regulate  the  conditions  in  all  establishments  for  the  safety  and  health 
of  all  employes,  but  will  be  of  very  material  assistance  to  the  State  in 
securing  statistics  concerning  commercial  progress.  By  the  records  of 
this  department  it  can  be  shown  the  amount  of  different  classes  of  es- 
tablishments, as  well  as  the  amount  of  space  that  they  occupy ;  the 
amount  of  help  that  they  employ,  and  what  article  and  what  part  of  an 
article  they  manufacture.  This  department  to-day  has  a  complete  classi- 
fied list  of  the  various  commercial  industries  of  the  State  which,  if  pub- 
lished, would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  public  at  large.  For  these  reasons 
I  will  ask  your  Excellency,  as  the  Governor  of  the  State,  to  recommend 
to  the  next  Legislature  that  they  amend  the  law  providing  for  factory 
inspection  so  as  to' abolish  this  fee  and  provide  a  sufficient  appropriation 
lor  the  sustenance  of  this  office.    Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


To  His  Excellency,  Governor  A.  M.  Dockery,  and  the  Forty-second 
General  Assembly  of  Missouri: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missouri  Colony  for  Feeble- 
Minded  and  Epileptic,  respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  biennial 
period  (1901  and  1902)  for  your  consideration,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures  of  the  colony,  and  the  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent, steward,  treasurer  and  secretary. 

The  board  has  endeavored  to  establish  and  build  this  institution 
in  as  economical  a  manner  as  is  in  keeping  with  the  care  of  this  class 
of  helpless  defectives.  The  buildings  are  therefore  fire-proof,  which 
is  a  great  safe  guard  in  such  institutions,  where  dread  of  fire, is  a  con- 
stant menace  to  the  peace  of  mind  of  those  in  charge. 

The  heating  system  is  of  the  best  and  the  tunnels  and  pipes  are 
ready  for  new  buildings  without  extra  outlay. 

We  take  pleasure  in  approving  of  the  executive  ability  of  the 
superintendent,  Dr.  C.  B.  Simcoe,  and  his  wise  and  humane  treat- 
ment of  the  patients  has  been  a  gratification  to  the  board.  The 
steward  and  treasurer  have  been  faithful  to  their  trusts,  and  their 
reports  are  found  correct  in  every  detail.

In  giving  explanation  and  reasons  for  the  above,  we  desire  to 
say:   The  cottages  designated  as  D.  and  E.  have  been  contracted 

for  as  far  as  our  means  allowed,  and  the  first  story  walls  will  he  built. 


To  complete  these  will  require  $28,000.00,  including  heat  and  plumb 
ing,  and  when  complete,  will  accommodate  one  hundred  patients. 
To  build  two  more,  F.  and  G.  complete,  will  require  $38,000.00,  and 
will  furnish  space  for  one  hundred  more  patients,  which,  together 
with  the  three  cottages  already  complete,  will  enable  us  to  care  for 
four  hundred  patients.  A  large  number  of  applications  are  on  file, 
and  daily  come  inquiries  and  requests  for  admission,  and  on  account 
of  the  pressing  need  for  space,  it  is  particularly  important  that  these 
cottages  be  built.  ■ 

When  more  patients  are  admitted,  our  temporary  dining  rooms 
and  kitchen  equipment  will  be  inadequate,  necessitating  the  building 
of  a  dining  room  and  employes'  quarters  building,  which  will  cost 
$20,000.00.  The  large  kitchen  is  already  complete,  and  it  will  require 
$2,000.00  to  equip  it  for  use. 

A  building  for  industrial  purposes,  where  tailoring,  shoemaking 
and  other  industries  can  be  carried  on,  having  school  rooms  in  con- 
nection, is  greatly  needed,  since  just  now  we  are  using  the  perman- 
nent  kitchen,  and  such  a  building  will  cost  $40,000.00,  and  will  give 
space  for  several  lines  of  industries. 

The  corridors  connecting  these  buildings,  which  we  find  so  de- 
sirable for  exercising  the  patients  in  bad  weather,  and  as  a  means  of 
connecting  the  cottages,  will  cost  $3,500.00. 

We  are  greatly  in  need  of  more  complete  equipment  for  our 
laundry,  since  the  washing  in  this  institution  is  a  laborious  task,  even 
with  the  best  equipments.    Such  machinery  will  cost  $2,500.00. 

To  furnish  and  equip  the  buildings  erected  with  the  above  ap- 
propriations would  cost  $7,000.00. 

By  having  a  cold  storage  and  manufacturing  our  own  ice  a  large 
outlay  for  ice  can  be  saved.  We  have  the  building  and  the  power — 
to  equip  the  same  with  necessary  machinery  will  cost  $3,500.00. 

Grading  the  grounds  is  imperative  to  protect  our  buildings,  and 
the  condition  of  the  roads  renders  hauling  in  winter  almost  impossible 
in  our  grounds,  so  we  ask  for  $5,000.00  to  macadamize  drives,  and  for 
curbing,  guttering,  grading  and  making  walks.  It  is  not  really  as 
much  as  is  needed  for  the  purpose.  We  are  only  asking  for  absolute 
necessities. 

From  time  to  time  we  must  purchase  dairy  cows  and  teams,  build 
and  repair  fences,  etc.,  on  the  farm,  for  which  we  require  $2,000.00. 

For  enlarging  the  electric  plant,  the  boiler  and  engine  equipment 
of  the  power-house,  and  adding  to  latter  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  new  buildings  will  require  $15,000.00. 

The  officers'  salaries  will  amount  to  about  $9,000. 
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A  repair  and  improvement  fund,  from  which  the  expense  of  re- 
pairing buildings  can  be  drawn,  will  require  $2,000.00. 

.  Should  we  be  enabled  to  erect  the  above  buildings,  thereby  taking 
charge  of  four  hundred  patients,  the  per  capita  cost  would  be  about 
fifteen  dollars  per  month.  Thus  estimating  the  cost  at  the  above 
figure  per  month  for  two  years,  would  require  $80,000.00. 

From  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  these  patients  pay  little  or 
nothing  toward  their  support,  but  are  State  patients  and  nothing  is 
paid  in  their  counties  for  them,  as  is  the  case  in  other  State  institu- 
tions, except  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  their  entire  maintenance 
comes  from  the  State,  and  must  necessarily  be  a  heavy  expense,  for 
the  small  amount  they  are  able  to  contribute  toward  their  mainte- 
nance plays  but  a  small  part  in  the  whole  expense. 

It  is  eminently  desirable  that  we  should  have  an  administration 
building,  with  space  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  such  institutions, 
and  in  our  opinion,  such  building  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  scheme 
adopted,  and  to  be  a  credit  to,  and  ornament  to  the  State,  will  cost 
$100,000.00. 

We  have  endeavored  to  ask  in  this  list  only  those  things  which 
we  consider  necessary  to  the  progress  and  proper  management  of  the 
institution  entrusted  to  us.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor,  and  the  Forty-second 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri: 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  herewith  present  for  your  consid- 
eration a  biennial  report  covering  the  dates  from  April  1st,  1901,  to 
December  31st,  1902. 

On  entering  upon  our  duties  we  were  confronted  with  many  em- 
barrassments, and  were  compelled  to  put  up  with  many  makeshifts. 
We  found  the  fencing  and  the  buildings  on  the  farm  in  a  neglected 
and  dilapidated  condition,  and  were  compelled  to  repair  something 
like  three  miles  of  fencing  and  to  make  anew  two  miles. 

The  orchard,  which  consists  of  twelve  acres,  was  in  bad  condi- 
tion, and  we  removed  the  dead  and  worthless  trees  and  planted  new 
ones,  but  on  account  of  the  unusual  season  they  all  perished,  and  we 
were  again  compelled  to  plant  the  following  season.  The  exceptional 
season  of  1901  reduced  the  yield  of  farm  and  garden  products  through- 
out the  State,  and  we  were  able  to  produce  but  little  toward  our 
support. 

We  have  made  many  valuable  improvements  on  the  farm,  be- 
sides planting  out  sufficient  small  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  as  straw- 
berries, raspberries,  grapes,  rhubarb,  asparagus,  etc.,  to  supply  the 
institution  for  many  years.  The  season  of  1902  has  been  a  prolific 
one,  and  our  supply  of  fruits  and  vegetables  has  been  abundant,  and 
the  inmates  have  been  bountifully  supplied. 

The  Missouri  colony  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  male  pa- 
tients  011  April  ISt,  T90T,  with  one  cottage,  which  is  intended  for  sixty 
patients,  and  on  April  9th,  i<;o2,  another  cottage  was  opened  for 
females.  Both  buildings  were  filled  in  a  short  while  after  being 
Opened,  Containing  in  all  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  patients,  seventy 
males  and  fifty-six  females.  On  account  of  having  no  room  in  which 
to  take  care  of  more  patients  we  are  compelled  to  refuse  admission 
toothers.  We  have  enough  applications  for  admission  already  made 
to  fill  more  room  than  we  have  already  filled. 
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The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good,  only  having 
one  death  since  the  institution  was  opened,  making  a  very  small  per- 
centage, considering  the  low  vitality  and  feeble  resisting  powers  of 
the  greater  portion  of  the  inmates.  1  believe,  with  this  one  exception, 
the  inmates  have  improved  physically.  It  may  be  taken  as  a  rule  in 
the  imbecile  class,  the  physical  improvement  precedes  the  mental. 

We  have  fortunately  escaped  all  contagious  diseases  since  the 
institution  was  opened.  We  have  made  it  a  special  object  to  prevent 
disease  in  whatever  form,  by  furnishing  a  good  and  wholesome  diet, 
pure  water  and  keeping  clean  the  premises,  furnishing  exercise  and 
employment  for  all.  We  firmly  adhere  to  the  old  adage,  "An  ounce 
of  preventive  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure."  The  prevailing  hygienic  and 
sanitary  conditions  are  most  excellent. 

The  vState  of  Missouri  has  been  slow  in  making  a  move  to  care 
for  this  class  of  persons,  whom  I  regard  the  most  unfortunate  of  all 
unfortunates.  The  reason,  I  think,  has  been  on  account  of  the  un- 
educated opinion  of  the  public  on  the  necessity  of  such  a  step.  Other 
states  have  shown  that  many  of  these  defectives  have  been  developed 
into  useful  citizens,  and  much  good  in  many  ways  has  come  from 
training  and  educating  them. 

The  people  of  our  great  State  must  be  made  to  know  why  epi- 
leptics and  feeble-minded  persons  should  be  made  State  charges.  The 
taxpayer,  when  he-  is  made  to  realize  that  it  is  economy  to  do  so,  will 
not  be  backward  in  making  liberal  provision  for  their  support,  when 
he  realizes  that  such  restrictions  are  placed  around  them,  and  that 
the  Scriptural  injunction  to  "Go  forth  and  multiply  and  replenish  the 
earth,"  will  not  be  carried  into  execution.  Without  these  restrictions 
they  impose  on  the  State  double  or  treble,  or  even  a  greater  burden 
in  the  way  of  public  support  of  their  defective  offspring.  They  must 
be  made  to  know  that  many  of  these  unfortunates  are  in  our  public 
schools,  and  are  a  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the  more  intelligent 
children,  for  the  reason  that  the  defective  child  cannot  keep  pace 
with  the  normal  child  in  the  school.  He  is  soon  made  to  realize  that 
he  is  not  equal  to  his  fellow  pupil.  He  is  not  promoted  in  his  studies, 
consequently  he  becomes  discouraged,  and  oftentimes  sulky  and  trou- 
blesome. The  teacher  becomes  disheartened  and  oftentimes  is  un- 
justly criticized  by  the  parent.  The  complaints  of  the  parent,  first 
to  the  teacher,  finally  to  the  board  of  directors,  makes  life  for  the 
conscientious  teacher  almost  intolerable.  The  child  is  finally  taken 
from  school  and  kept  at  home,  his  education  neglected  and  almost 
forbidden,  because  the  teacher  will  not  tolerate  his  disturbing  in  flu- 


ence.  You  might  say  the  ordinary  school  is  closed  against  him, 
which  debars  him  from  receiving  the  education  he  might  acquire  if 
given  an  opportunity. 

The  State  will  find  it  dangerous  to  neglect,  to  restrict  and  train, 
and  assume  guardianship  of  the  youth  of  our  great  State  who  are 
mentally  defective,  for  the  reason  that  a  large  per  cent  of  them  be- 
come worthless,  loafing  wanderers,  and  are  allowed  to  marry,  trans- 
mitting their  infirmities  to  their  progeny,  thereby  producing  a  great 
army  of  paupers  and  criminals,  who  are  a  constant  menace  to  the 
peace  and  safety  of  society.  Many  writers  have  said  that  if  our  law 
makers  could  place  on  our  statute  books  more  stringent  laws  gov- 
erning the  nuptial  vows  in  the  human  family,  they  could  accomplish 
much  good  toward  eradicating  the  great  evil,  but  I  doubt  the  feasi- 
bility of  securing  legislation  which  will  prevent  the  marriage  of  per- 
sons afflicted  with  epilepsy,  a  most  prolific  source  of  idiocy  and  im- 
becility. I  have  some  doubts  if  it  can  ever  be  brought  about,  be- 
cause the  victims  of  this  disease  are  so  differently  affected.  There 
are  thousands  who  are  between  the  extremes  of  the  afflicted  class, 
who  are  only  occasional  victims,  and  who  are  not  prohibited  from 
filling  many  important  positions  in  life.  This  class  would  rise  like 
a  vast  army  to  protest  against  such  legislation,  aiming  to  a  better- 
ment of  our  race  at  their  expense.  The  same  may  be  said  of  alco- 
holism, another  great,  if  not  the  greatest,  factor  in  the  production  of 
epilepsy  and  imbecility.  In  my  opinion  it  will  be  a  long  time  before 
such  reformation  can  be  accomplished  as  will  eradicate  the  productive 
sources  of  these  great  causes. 

The  number  of  feeble-minded  persons  alone  within  the  borders 
of  the  State  of  Missouri  has  been  estimated  by  our  State  Charity  Board 
at  six  thousand  two  hundred,  which  in  my  opinion  is  not  a  fair  esti- 
mate, because  the  defectives  who  are  in  the  public  schools  have  not 
been  considered  in  this  estimate.  Statistics  show  that  there  are  one 
to  every  five  hundred  population  in  the  United  States  of  the  defective 
class,  and  T  do  not  doubt  that  Missouri  has  her  quota.  There  have 
been  various  reliefs  suggested,  and  many  organizations  of  a  philan- 
thropic nature  have  been  actively  engaged  in  caring  for  and  prevent- 
ing the  many  causes  of  degeneracy  which  is  growing  at  an  alarming 
rate  in  our  country,  and  the  states  must  sooner  or  later  meet  and 
combat  this  evil.

NEEDS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

There  is  an  urgent  demand  for  additional  provisions  for  the  feeble- 
minded and  epileptics  of  our  great  State.  Our  Board  of  Managers  will 
x  ask  at  the  hands  of  the  present  General  Assembly  a  generous  appropria- 
tion for  this  Institution.  Missouri  takes  a  just  pride  in  her  institutions, 
in  the  training  of  teachers  in  educating  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
the  care  of  her  insane;  also  her  reform  and  industrial  schools  for  males 
and  females  furnish  an  education  and  training  suited  to  the  class  of  boys 
and  girls  for  which  they  are  intended,  and  her  penal  institution  confines 
and  punishes  criminals,  but  the  class  which  has  been  so  grievously  neg- 
lected is  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  who  are  not  insane.  Every  count}/ 
in  the  State  feels  them  to  be  a  burden,  and  the  trial  which  such  an  in- 
mate must  prove  to  be  in  any  home,  is  doubly  felt  from  the  consciousness 
of  the  inability  of  the  parent  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  child,  to 
build  up  his  enfeebled  powers,  and  by  proper  training  to  make  his  life 
less  a  burden  to  himself  and  more  tolerable  to  his  family. 

This  Institution  was  opened  on  April  ist,  1901.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers saw  fit  to  limit  the  admission  to  the  ages  of  five  to  twenty  years. 
We  received  many  applications  which  were  above  the  age  limit,  and  we 
were  compelled  to  refuse  admittance.  After  a  few  months  they  re- 
scinded the  order  and  extended  the  limit  to  forty  years>  which  re- 
sulted in  our  having  to  associate  the  old  with  the  young.  This  con- 
dition should  be  speedily  remedied. 

Experience  has  shown  that  a  large  majority  of  this  class  of  patients 
are  teachable,  and  by  a  proper  course  of  training,  quite  a  number  of  them 
become  able,  under  well  selected  surroundings,  to  care  for  and  support 
themselves.  Another  large  per  cent,  become  useful  in  many  ways  about 
the  Institution  at  farming,  at  trades,  at  common  labor,  with  the  needle,  in 
the  laundry  and  kitchen,  or  in  the  care  of  others  who  are  helpless.  Still 
another  large  number,  although  capable  of  a  certain  degree  of  improve- 
ment, require  by  reason  of  their  markedly  deficient  mental  capacity  or  phy- 
sical infirmities,  constant  care  throughout  their  natural  lives.  These,  then, 
are  the  results  that  may  be  expected  from  the  school  training  of  those  who 
capable  of  being  educated.  There  are  others  who  are  not  capable  of  be- 
ing educated,  and  for  whom  no  such  results  can  be  obtained.  Such  cases 
should  not  be  associated  in  every-day  life  or  in  the  school-room  with  the 
more  intelligent  and  well  behaved  class,  but  require  separate  provision  and 
custody.  A  condition  which  compels  this,  as  is  the  case  in  our  institu- 
tion, will  have  a  harmful  tendency  toward  the  teachable,  and  is  no  advant-

age  to  those  who  cannot  be  taught.  To  relieve  this  condition,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  furnish  more  room  in  which  we  can  separate  the  different 

classes,  the  one  from  the  other. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  two  buildings  only,  in  which  we  accom  - 
modate patients,  seventy  males,  and  fifty-six  females.  In  this  number  we 
find  as  many  classes  as  we  would  find  in  a  thousand,  and  it  is  imperative 
that  they  should  be  separated.  We  will  in  a  short  while  have  another 
building  ready  for  patients,  which  will  enable  us  to  classify  to  a  slight 
degree,  one  of  the  sexes.  Two  other  cottages  have  been  contracted  for, 
to  be  partly  finished  with  appropriations  that  have  heretofore  been  made. 
We  earnestly  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  other 
unfortunate  classes  have  been  liberally  provided  for  in  the  past,  and  since 
the  new  Farmington  State  Hospital  has  been  opened,  it  will  relieve  the 
older  hospitals  of  many  of  their  patients,  and  will  make  room  for  more 
patients  in  the  older  ones,  and  besides  many  epileptics  who  are  not  insane 
are  in  the  hospitals,  and  desire  admission  to  our  Institution.  We  feel  that 
in  view  of  this  condition  existing,  but  small  appropriations  will  be  asked 
for  by  them,  and  we  hope  that  justice  will  be  done  to  this  Institution's 
needs  by  making  us  much  needed  room  for  the  care  and  training  of  hun- 
dreds of  children  who  seek  admission  through  their  friends  to  the  institu- 
tional home. 


OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  objects  of  the  Institution  are  to  furnish  special  means  to  the  dull 
and  backward  children  with  which  to  arouse  and  stimulate  the  dormant 
or  undeveloped  faculties,  thereby  hoping  to  make  them  self-directing,  and 
as  nearly  as  possible,  self-supporting,  in  the  Institution.  We  teach  them 
good  morals,  clean  habits,  and  instill  in  them  the  importance  of  develop- 
ing a  capacity  for  being  useful.  Insofar  as  facilities  would  permit,  we 
have  endeavored  to  carry  into  effect  these  objects.  Our  manual  training, 
however,  has  been  limited,  for  the  reason  we  have  had  no  room,  with 
equipment,  which  is  necessary  before  we  can  properly  enter  into  the  indus- 
trial field.  Our  training  in  this  line  has  been  limited  to  the  farm  and 
garden,  which  is  in  a  broad  sense  "Manual  training."  Our  amusements 
and  evening  entertainments  are  frequent  and  varied  and  are  a  source  of 
much  pleasure.  Our  girls  have  been  taught  plain  and  fancy  sewing,  iron- 
ing, dining-room  work,  and  housekeeping.  The  boys  have  been  used  in 
kitchen,  garden,  farm  and  horticulture,  dairy  and  farm  work  ;  in  fact,  in  all 

avenues  of  labor  that  are  remunerative,  we  have  endeavored  to  use  both 
males  and  f<  males,  which,  in  a  great  measure,  affects  the  economics  of  the 
institution. 
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OUR  SCHOOL. 

Our  school  has  been  conducted  for  the  past  year  with  the  object  o\ 
developing  in  each  child  the  highest  possible  individual  usefulness.  The 
objects  and  aims  of  the  Institution  have  been  hampered  to  an  extreme  de- 
gree by  the  lack  of  sufficient  means  to  provide  for  the  excessive  numbers 
who  are  pressing  upon  the  Institution  for  admission. 

We  have  never  been  provided  with  any  structure  in  which  we  might 
carry  on  school,  except  a  building  which  was  built  last  year  for  a  kitchen, 
but  we  were  unable  to  use  it  for  the  purpose  intended,  so  we  have  been 
using  what  is  known  as  the  permanent  kitchen  as  a  school  room.  The 
room  is  very  pleasant,  well  lighted  and  heated ;  the  dimensions  are  30x50 
feet.  It  is  furnished  with  comfortable  seats  and  seven  large  tables  filled 
with  books,  slates  and  all  kinds  of  kindergarten  materials.  Blackboards 
are  furnished,  also  dumb  bells  and  Indian  clubs,  which  are  brought  into 
use  one  hour  each  day. 

We  have  so  far  only  one  teacher,  Mrs.  Virginia  Barnes,  who  was  for 
several  years  principal  of  the  Nebraska  Feeble-minded  Institution.  She 
is  a  refined,  patient,  industrious  and  well  trained  teacher,  and  her  influ- 
ence over  the  different  classes  cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  pupils  of 
the  school  are  divided  according  to  their  respective  abilities,  thereby  re- 
quiring comparatively  little  individual  work.  Our  school  hours  are  divided 
into  four  periods  of  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes  each. 

The  first  period  begins  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  ends  at  10 130  a.  m.  The 
time  is  devoted  to  a  kindergarten  class,  numbering  about  twenty.  They 
are  taught  card  sewing,  stick-laying,  block-building,  bead-stringing,  form- 
boards,  matching  colors  and  blackboard  exercises. 

The  second  period,  10:30  to  12  m.  This  class  consists  of  larger  pu- 
pils, who  devote  the  time  to  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  geog- 
raphy and  blackboard  exercises. 

The  third  period  is  from  1 130  to  3  p.  m.  This  period  is  devoted  to 
instruction  in  sewing,  plain  and  fancy.  The  class  is  divided  into  two  di- 
visions. They  are  first  taught  to  thread  needles,  tie  knots,  use  a  thimble 
properly,  to  sew  pieces  of  cloth  together,  etc.  When  these  preparatory 
steps  are  learned,  they  hem,  baste,  gather,  darn.  After  this  has  been 
mastered,  they  are  given  different  stitches  in  fancy  needle-work,  embroid- 
ery, crocheting,  etc.  Some  very  nice  work  has  been  done  by  this  class, 
such  as  sideboard-scarfs,  dresser-scarfs,  handkerchiefs,  stand-covers,  mak- 
ing lace,  etc. 

The  fourth  period,  from  3  to  4  p.  m.,  is  devoted  to  exercises  with 
dumb-bells,  Indian  clubs,  hoops,  etc.    This  class  numbers  about  twenty.

Those  who  have  a  taste  for  music  take  part.  The  singing  of  this  class 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  most  any  school.  The  calisthenic 
exercises  consist  of  keeping  time  to  music  with  dumb-bells  and  clubs  in 
evolutions  so  different  and  rapid  that  the  personal  faculties  are  kept  con- 
tinually on  the  alert.  The  exercise  is  healthy,  causes  active  circulation, 
develops  the  muscles,  and  causes  the  whole  faculties  of  the  mind  ta  be 
fixed  and  awakened  to  follow  the  exercises  required.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  BUILDING  AS  PLANNED  BY 
THE  ARCHITECT,  MISS  MARY  L.  HALE. 

The  following  buildings  have  been  planned  for  the  Missouri  Colon\ 
for  Feeble-minded  and  Epileptic : 

Fourteen  cottages  for  patients  (three  of  which  are  built). 
Two  schools  and  industrial  buildings. 
Two  dining  rooms  with  employes'  quarters. 
A  gymnasium. 
A  chapel. 

Central  kitchen  (built). 

Laundry  (built). 

Administration  building. 

Power  house  (built). 

Dairy  barn  and  horse  barn. 

Corridor  ways  (part  of  which  are  built). 

The  Institution  is  planned,  when  finished,  to  accommodate  one  thou- 
sand patients.  The  number  of  cottages  for  the  reception  of  patients  will 
be  in  number,  fourteen.  They  are  so  arranged  that  the  lower  floors  are 
used  for  day,  or  recreation  rooms,  and  the  upper  floors  are  used  for  sleep- 
ing purposes  exclusively.  The  fourteen  cottages  designed  for  patients 
are  two-story  in  appearance  with  basement  and  attic,  and  are  fire-proof 
throughout,  except  attic  part.  The  first  floor  consists  of  a  day  room  de- 
signed exclusively  for  day  purposes,  is  rectangular  in  form  with  two  large 
red  brick  open  fire-places  with  ventilating  flues  for  the  passage  of  ob- 
noxious odors.  The  day-room  is  broken  by  large  bay  windows,  and  is 
Qpetl  on  three  sides,  which  insures  an  abundance  of  fresh  air  and  sunshine. 
The  dormitories  above  are  the  same  as  the  day-rooms.  The  floors  are  of 
highly  polished  white  maple,  the  interior  finish  and  doors  are  of  best 
quality  of  while  pine  filled  and  varnished.  The  stairways  are  broad  and 
easy,  with  broad  landings,  and  are  constructed  of  iron,  also  provided  with 
Mason's  patent  safety  tread.  Opening  off  the  day-rooms  and  dormitories, 
are  attendants'  rooms,  bath  and  toilet  rooms,  clothes  rooms  Which  are  pro- 
vided with  individual  clothes  boxes,  making  the  task  of  keeping  separate 
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the  patients'  clothing  an  easy  one.  The  toilet  and  bath  rooms  are  eaeh 
provided  with  sectional  iron  lavatories,  bath-tubs  and  two  or  more  water- 
closets.  The  floors  of  the  bath  and  toilet-rooms  arc  of  hexagon  marble 
tile.  Each  cottage  is  provided  with  a  clothes-chute  to  basement  with  open- 
ings on  first  and  second  floors.  The  exterior  of  the  buildings  is  red  pressed 
brick  laid  in  gray  cement  mortar,  with  trimmings  of  stone.  There  is 
no  outside  wood-work  except  window  frames.  The  roofs  are  of  bine  slate, 
gutters  of  stone  lined  with  copper.  The  general  style  of  the  buildings  is 
Tudor-Gothic.  The  cottages  are  about  fifty  feet  apart,  and  are  connected 
by  one-story  basement  corridors,  the  basement  part  to  be  used  instead  of 
a  tunnel  for  the  passage  of  steam-pipes,  electric  cables,  etc.,  into  the  differ- 
ent buildings.  The  upper  part  of  the  corridor  is  to  be  used  as  a  passage- 
way from  one  building  to  another.  They  will  form,  when  the  fourteen 
cottages  are  built,  a  passage-way  or  exercise  way  fourteen  hundred  feet 
long  by  twelve  feet  wide,  and  will  be  a  great  boon  to  those  patients  who 
are  frail  and  delicate,  in  fact,  all  patients  will  use  these  halls  when  the 
Weather  is  so  inclement  they  can  not  get  out  of  doors  for  exercise,  and 
will  be  used  for  patients  at  all  times  for  going  to  and  fro  to  the  dining 
rooms,  as  food  will  not  be  served  in  the  different  cottages.  The  electric 
wires  are  run  through  iron  conduits  and  concealed. 

The  power-house  is  centrally  located,  and  is  already  built  and 
equipped,  as  is  shown  in  description  of  heat  and  lighting  plant.  Two 
schools  and  industrial  buildings  are  planned  for  educating  and  training 
children  who  are  able  to  be  taught.  Two  large  dining  rooms  are  planned, 
centrally  located,  with  rooms  for  employes  above.  A  chapel  for  religious 
exercises  and  entertainments  is  also' planned.  A  centrally  located  kitchen, 
to  contain  a  bakery,  rooms  for  storage  of  supplies,  and  also  a  cold  storage 
room  has  been  built,  but  no  equipment  has  been  furnished.  The  laundry 
has  also  been  built  with  but  little  equipment.  The  gymnasium  is  inten- 
ded for  physical  development,  and  may  be  used  when  built  as  a 
hall  for  entertainments.  The  chapel  is  intended  to  be  used  for  relig- 
ious exercises  and  other  entertainments.  The  administration  building, 
or  the  main  center  building,  is  greatly  needed  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  executive  officers  of  the  institution,  the  Board  of  Managers,  etc.  The 
dairy  barn  has  been  contracted  for,  and  we  hope  in  a  short  time  will  be 
in  use.  The  horse  barn  is  much  needed,  and  should  be  built  as  soon  as 
possible.  We  have  constructed  for  temporary  use  a  small  barn  for  our 
use  until  we  are  provided  with  one  adequate  to  our  needs. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  HEATING  AND  POWER  PLANT. 

I  regard  this  plant  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  and  due  credit  should 
be  given  the  contractors,  Urbauer  &  Atwood  Heating  Company  of  St. 
Louis,  for  the  careful  and  painstaking  manner  in  which  it  has  been  in- 
stalled. 

The  power  and  heating  plant  of  this  institution  presents  an  interest- 
ing opportunity  for  study.  The  buildings  as  contemplated  have  a  front- 
age of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  feet  with  a  depth  of  five  hundred  feet, 
including  administration  building,  laundry  and  kitchen  buildings. 

The  steam  generating  plant  is  located  in  power  house  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  back  of  laundry  building.  There  will  be  found  the  boil- 
ers, electric  light  engines,  boiler  feed  pumps,  deep  well  pumps,  return 
pumps,  pump  governor,  hot  water  tanks,  switch  boards,  guage  board, 
vacuum  exhauster,  steam  specialties  and  other  machinery  and  fixtures 
which  are  necessary  to  the  warming  and  lighting  of  this  institution. 

The  boiler  plant  consists  of  two  tubular  boilers,  sixty-six  inches  in 
diameter  by  eighteen  feet  long.  Each  boiler  contains  sixty-four  four-inch 
flues.  The  boilers  are  built  for  a  working  pressure  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  pounds  and  each  boiler  has  a  capacity  to  furnish  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  horse  power.  The  walls  encasing  these  boilers  are  twenty- 
seven  inches  thick.  All  surfaces  exposed  to  the  action  of  fire  are  lined 
with  the  best  kind  of  fire  brick.  The  fronts  are  very  ornamental  nad  built 
of  very  heavy  material. 

Hie  smoke  up-take  of  each  boiler  connects  with  iron  smoke  stack 
four  feet  two  inches  in  diameter,  made  of  No.  8  steel,  and  extends  to  a 
height  of  one  hundred  feet,  insuring  a  splendid  draft.  The  stack  rests  on 
a  cast  iron  base  plate  one  and  one-half  inches  thick.  This  plate  is  securely 
anchored  to  concrete  footing. 

Steam  is  taken  from  a  six-inch  nozzle  on  each  boiler  through  the  nec- 
essary piping  to  a  twelve-inch  steam  header.  "This  header  is  built  of  extra 
heavy  wrought  iron  pipe  and  extra  heavy  flanged  tees.  The  ends  of 
header  are  provided  with  blank  flanges  so  same  can  be  extended  and  added 
to  any  future  boilers  which  may  be  installed  in  this  institution.  The 
header  is  drained  by  a  system  of  drain  piping  connecting  with  rear  drum 
of  each  boiler.  From  this  header  there  is  one  six-inch  steam  pipe  connect- 
ing with  two  electric  light  engines  and  one  six-inch  pipe  leading  from  the 
header  connecting  with  the  deep  well  pumps,  boiler  feed  pumps  and  heat- 
ing system. 

'flic  exhaust  steam  is  usually  used  fur  heating  the  buildings  and  boiler 
strain  at  reduced  pressure  is  only  used  when  exhaust  steam  is  insufficient. 
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The  boiler  steam  is  supplied  by  means  of  a  5x10  Kieley  reducing  pressure 
valve  which  works  automatically.  In  each  steam  pipe  supplying  engines 
is  inserted  a  steam  separator  which  will  absolutely  separate  all  water  from 
the  steam,  insuring  an  absolute  supply  of  dry  steam  to  each  engine.  The 
separators  are  connected  with  steam  traps  which  discharge  the  condensed 
water  into  feed  water  heater.  The  exhaust  from  pumps  and  engines  are 
connected  into  one  main  eight-inch  exhaust  header  connecting  with  the 
feed  water  heater.  Steam  passing  through  feed  water  heater  will  heat  the 
water  required  for  boiler  feed  purposes  to  a  temperature  exceeding  210 
degrees.  The  superfluous  stam  is  used  for  heating  the  buildings.  In  the 
exhaust  pipe  leading  to  atmosphere  there  is  inserted  a  back  pressure  valve 
which  can  be  set  to  any  desired  pressure  to  suit  the  atmospheric  conditions. 

HEATING  AND  VENTILATION. 

In  basement  of  each  cottage  is  placed  a  steel  fan  and  blower  operated 
by  a  direct  connected  electric  slow  speed  motor.  This  fan  forces  the  air 
through  a  bank  of  hot  steam  coils  and  then  into  the  various  heating  ducts 
leading  to  all  parts  of  the  buildings.  A  tempering  coil  is  also  provided 
and  is  used  to  temper  the  air  before  being  forced  by  fan  against  the  main 
heating  coils.  The  air  is  discharged  by  means  of  registers  placed  in  walls 
about  seven  feet  six  inches  from  floor.  Each  room  has  a  separate  system 
of  ventilating  pipes  leading  to  main  ventilating  duct  in  attic.  The  ventilat- 
ing and  heating  pipes  to  rooms  and  supply  of  cold  and  tempered  air  to 
fans  and  coils  is  controlled  by  automatic  thermostats  or  heat  regulation, 
which  will  insure  an  even  temperature  in  rooms  at  all  times.  The  volume 
of  hot  air  admitted  to  the  different  rooms  is  of  sufficient  quantity  to  insure 
a  complete  change  of  air  every  fifteen  minutes. 

LIGHTING  PLANT. 

The  power  for  electric  lights  and  motors  for  operating  the  heating 
apparatus  is  supplied  by  two  60  Kil.  no  volt  multipolar  dynamos.  The 
motors  are  connected  by  five  hundred  circular  mill  rubber  covered  cables 
with  switch  board.  On  switch  board  are  placed  all  necessary  instruments 
to  make  this  a  first-class  equipment.  From  switch  board  are  leading  rub- 
ber covered  cables  which  extend  through  tunnel  and  make  connections 
to  the  different  branch  feeders  in  buildings.  The  engines  used  for  op- 
erating these  generators  are  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  type  of  high 
speed  engines.  In  fact,  nothing  but  the  best  of  material  and  machinery 
is  used  in  the  construction  of  this  plant. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  furnished  by  two  wells  located  in  engine  room 
and  to  which  are  connected  direct-acting  deep  well  pumping  engines,  which 
discharge  into  a  steel  tank  having  a  capacity  of  almost  three  thousand 
gallons.  This  tank  is  located  at  an  elevation  of  forty  feet  above  engine 
room  floor  on  a  steel  frame.  The  discharge  pipe  from  pumps  is  supplied 
with  an  automatic  discharge  valve  which  will  control  the  operation  of  the 
pump  automatically.  By  this  is  meant,  the  tank  can  be  re-filled  as  often 
as  necessary  without  attention  of  engineer.  The  hot  water  furnished  for 
the  buildings  is  obtained  from  a  tank  located  in  pump  pit  in  engine  room. 
This  tank  is  three  feet  in  diameter  by  eight  feet  long  and  has  a  sufficient 
capacity  to  supply  all  the  water  required  for  the  entire  institution  as  con- 
templated. In  this  tank  is  placed  a  steam  coil  which  can  be  operated  either 
by  boiler  steam  or  exhaust  steam.  The  supply  pipe  leading  through  tun- 
nel is  a  two-inch  galvanized  iron  pipe.  The  pipe  is  so  arranged  that  there 
is  a  continuous  circulation  of  hot  water  throughout  the  entire  institution, 
preventing  loss  of  water. 

TUNNEL  AND  CORRIDORS. 

Connecting  with  pump  pit  in  engine  room  and  continuing  from  power 
house  to  the  far  side  of  the  laundry  building,  a  distance  of  approximately 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet,  is  a  tunnel  four  and  one-half  feet  wide 
by  six  and  one-half  feet  high  in  the  clear,  having  thirteen-inch  side  walls 
and  an  arched  roof  built  of  selected  hard  burned  red  brick  laid  in  cement 
mortar.  In  this  tunnel  are  placed  pipe  racks  to  support  the  steam  pipes, 
water  pipes  and  electric  cables.  A  vent  opening  is  placed  in  top  of  tun- 
nel every  seventy-five  feet.  The  floor  is  formed  of  concrete  with  gutter 
in  center  to  receive  superfluous  water  draining  into  cesspool  located  in 
pump  pit.  The  water  accumulating  in  this  cesspool  is  lifted  by  steam 
syphon  and  emptied  into  sewerage  system.  In  the  main  buildings  the  cor- 
ridors are  used  for  carrying  all  steam,  water  and  other  piping,  also  electric 
feeders  for  lighting  and  power  purposes  which  are  run  into  and  connected 
with  the  different  cottages.  The  piping  and  electric  cables  are  supported 
on  a  system  of  pipe  racks.  The  expansion  and  contraction  of  pipes  is 
taken  care  of  by  means  of  expansion  joints.

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CIRCULAR  OF  INFORMATION. 

The  Missouri  Colony  is  one  of  the  permanent  eleemosynary  instil  u 
tions  of  the  State.   It  is  located  in  Saline  county,  near  Marshall,  on  a  beau- 
tiful tract  of  land  consisting  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  donated  to 
the  State  free  of  cost  by  the  citizens  of  Marshall  and  Saline  county.  It 
about  one  mile  from  the  Chicago  &  Alton  and  Missouri  Pacific  depots. 

The  Institution  has  for. its  objects  :  (first)  the  training  of  those  feeble- 
minded persons  whose  minds  are  capable  of  being  improved;  (secondly) 
the  care  and  comfort  of  those  who  cannot  be  improved;  (third)  care  and 
treatment  of  those  epileptics  who  are  not  insane  or  dangerous;  (fourth) 
the  providing  a  permanent  home  for  all  such  persons  of  either  of  these 
classes  as  shall  require  guardianship. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  established  the  age  limit  at  from  five  to 
forty  years.  Persons  desiring  to  have  patients  admitted  must  write  to 
Dr.  C.  B.  Simcoe,  superintendent,  for  blanks  which  will  be  provided.  Two 
blanks  are  used,  one  a  personal  history  and  descriptive  blank,  which  should 
be  filled  and  sent  to  the  Institution.  If  the  patient  is  found  to  be  eligible, 
the  other  blank,  for  admission,  should  be  filled  and  presented  at  the  Insti- 
tution with  the  patient. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Transportation  of  State  patients  may  be  paid  for  by  the  counties 
from  which  they  are  sent,  or  person  asking  for  their  admission.  Private 
patients  will  not  be  paid  for  by  the  State,  but  by  persons  sending  them. 

The  cost  for  maintaining  private  patients  is  $150  per  annum,  besides 
clothing.  This  amount  is  required  to  be  paid  in  quarterly  payments  of 
$37.50  in  advance. 

LAWS  GOVERNING  ADMISSION. 

Section  7830.  Admissions  of  Patients. — There  shall  be  received  and 
gratuitously  supported  in  the  Colony  for  Feeble-minded  and  Epileptics 
residing  in  the  State  who,  if  of  age,  are  unable,  or  if  under  age,  whose 
parents  or  guardians  are  unable  to  provide  for  their  support  therein,  and 
who  shall  be  designated  as  State  patients.  Such  additional  number  of 
feeble-minded  and  epileptics,  whether  of  age  or  under  age,  as  can  be  con- 
veniently accommodated,  shall  be  received  into  the  Colony  by  the  manag- 
ers on  such  terms  shall  be  just;  and  shall  be  designated  as  private  pa- 
tients.   Feeble-minded  and  epileptics  shall  be  received  into  the  Colony 
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only  upon  the  written  request  of  the  persons  desiring  to  send  them,  stat- 
ing the  age,  place  of  nativity,  if  known,  christian  and  surname,  the  town, 
city  or  county  in  which  such  persons  respectively  reside,  and  the  ability 
of  the  respective  parents  or  guardians  or  others,  to  provide  for  their  sup- 
port in  whole  or  in  part,  and  if  in  part  only,  stating  what  part ;  and  stating 
also  the  degree  of  relationship  or  other  circumstances  of  connection  be- 
tween the  patients  and  the  persons  requesting  their  admission  ;  which  state- 
ment in  all  cases  of  State  patients  must  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
petitioners  and  of  two  disinterested  persons,  and  accompanied  by  the 
opinion  of  two  qualified  physicians,  all  residents  of  the  same  county  with 
the  patient,  and  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  stated,  and 
who  must  be  certified  to  be  credible  by  the  county  court  of  that  county, 
and  such  county  court  must  also  certify,  in  each  case,  that  such  patient 
is  an  eligible  and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  the  Colony.  State 
patients,  whether  of  age  or  under  age,  may  also  be  received  into  the  Col- 
on) upon  the  official  application  of  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record.  (New 
section.) 

Sec.  7831.  Discharge  of  Patients. — The  superintendent  of  the  Col- 
ony, with  the  approval  of  the  managers,  shall  have  the  power  to  discharge 
any  patient  who,  in  their  judgment,  has  fully  recovered,  and  if  a  State 
patient,  said  patient  shall  be  returned  to  the  county  from  whence  admit- 
ted, the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  said  county.  If  any  patient  be- 
comes dangerously  insane,  and  be  so  certified  by  the  superintendent,  shall 
be  transferred  and  placed  in  the  asylum  located  nearest  to  the  county  from 
which  said  patient  was  sent.  The  expense  of  transfer  and  maintenance 
in  said  asylum  to  be  paid  for  by  the  county  from  whence  said  patient  came. 
(  New  section.) 

Sec.  7832.  Apportionment  of  State  Patients. — Whenever  applica- 
tions are  made  at  one  time  for  admission  of  more  State  patients  than  can 
be  properly  accommodated  in  the  Colony,  the  managers  shall  so  appor- 
tion the  number  received  that  each  county  may  be  represented  in  a  ratio 
of  its  dependent,  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  population  as  shown  by  sta- 
tistics of  this  State.    (New  section.)

RECEIPTS  AND-DISBURSEMENTS  IN  1901  AND  1092. 

The  following  tables  present  a  condensed  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts into  and  disbursements  from  the  several  funds  in  the  State 
Treasury  during  the  two  years  ending  December  31,  1902: 

STATE  REVENUE  FUND. 

The  receipts  into  this  fund  were  derived  from  the  following 
sources,  viz. : 

First — Tax  of  15  cents  on  the  $100  valuation  on  real  and  per- 
sonal property;  property  and  assets  of  corporate  companies;  stock 
and  undivided  profits  of  banks  and  local  insurance  companies ;  largest 
amount  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of  merchants  and  the  raw 
material,  finished  products,  with  tools,  machinery  and  appliances  of 
manufacturers,  on  hand  at  any  one  time  between  the  first  Monday 
in  March  and  the  first  Monday  in  June;  railroad,  bridge  and  tele- 
graph property;  steamboats  and  other  vessels,  and  liquors  purchased 
by  dramshop-keepers. 

Second — Tax  of  1%  per  cent  on  gross  receipts  for  business  done 
in  this  State  by  express  companies. 

Third — One-half  of  the  tax  of  2  per  cent  on  the  gross  premiums 
collected  in  this  State  by  insurance  companies  not  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State. 

Fourth — License  tax  on  auctioneers,  brokers  and  exchange  deal- 
ers, dramshops,  peddlers,  ferries  and  billiard  and  other  tables. 

Fifth — Tax  of  per  cent  on  sales  of  dutiable  goods  by  auction- 
eers. 

Sixth — Fees  paid  by  corporations,  when  articles  of  incorporation 
are  issued,  under  section  21,  article  10,  of  the  Constitution. 

Seventh — Interest  on  moneys  in  State  depositaries. 

Eighth — Fees  for  services  of  Secretary  of  State,  issuing  com- 
missions, etc.,  and  of  State  Auditor,  registering  municipal  bonds. 

Ninth — Fees  for  commissions  of  notaries  public. 

Tenth — Receipts  from  sales  of  Statutes  and  Session  Acts.

After  the 
extinguishment  of  the  State  bonded  debt,  the  levy  for  this  fund  will 
be  limited  to  three  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  and  used 
exclusively  for  paying  the  interest  on  the  State  School  and  Seminary 
fund  certificates  as  required  by  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  State 
Constitution  adopted  at  the  general  election  on  November  4th,  1902.

tives capable  of  inheriting  the  same,  unclaimed  shares  of  any  distributee 
or  legatee  in  any  estate,  unclaimed  dividends  in  any  assignment  for  the 
benefit  of  creditors,  unclaimed  interest  in  the  proceeds  of  land  sold  in 
partition,  and  unclaimed  money  due  from  any  company  or  corporation 
in  liquidation,  remaining  in  the  hands  of  any  executor  or  administrator, 
assignee,  sheriff  or  receiver  upon  final  settlement ;  unclaimed  dividends 
in  insolvent  insurance  companies  and  unclaimed  allowances  against  es- 
tates, after  the  same  have  remained  in  the  State  treasury  unclaimed 
for  twenty-one  years. 

The  moneys  so  received  into  this  fund  have  heretofore  been  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  fund  and  5  per  cent,  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness issued  to  the  State  School  fund.  Under  the  provisions  of  the

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THE  STATE  DEBT  IN  1901  AND  1902. 

The  interest  on  the  State  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  has 
"been  promptly  paid  during  the  years  1901  and  1902,  as  in  former  years, 
and  the  bonded  debt  reduced  $1,400,000.00.  As  no  part  of  the  debt  fell 
due  during  the  two  years,  the  Fund  Commissioners  used  the  Sinking 
fund — the  surplus  in  the  Interest  fund  after  providing  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  the  State  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness — in 
redeeming  the  above  amount  of  33/i  per  cent,  option  bonds.  The  semi- 
annual interest  due  to-day  on  the  outstanding  bonds  has  been  placed 
:n  the  hands  of  the  State's  Fiscal  Agent — The  Merchants'-Laclede  Na- 
tion Bank  of  St.  Louis — and  arrangements  made  for  the  redemption 
of  the  interest  coupons  through  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New 
Yjork,  and  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners  the  amounts 
necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  State  School  and  Seminary  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  have  been  transferred  from  the  State  Interest  fund 
to  the  State  School  and  Seminary  moneys,  respectively.

THE  GENERAL  REVENUE  FUND. 

The  receipts  into  this  fund  from  all  sources  during-  the  two  years 
ending  December  31,  1902,  as  will  appear  from  the  table  in  this  report 
showing  the  same  in  detail,  were  as  follows:  In  1901,  $2,927,456.73, 
and  in  1902,  $2,947,029.17,  a  total  of  $5,874,485.90,  for  the  biennial 
period.  In  compliance  with  the  appropriation  act  of  1901,  one-third  of 
the  ordinary  receipts  into  this  fund,  $1,882,304.29,  was  transferred  to 
State  School  Moneys,  and  with  the  interest  on  the  School  Fund  certifi- 
cates, apportioned  to  the  counties  and  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  for  the  sup 
port  of  the  public  schools,  leaving  the  sum  of  $3,992,181.61  to  meet  the 
Revenue  fund  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  assessing 
and  collecting  the  revenue,  salaries  of  officers,  pay  and  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  General  Assembly;  support  of  the  educational,  eleemosy- 
nary and  penal  institutions ;  erection  and  repairs  of  public  buildings, 
costs  in  criminal  cases  and  all  other  expenses  of  the  State  government 
during  the  years  1901  and  1902. 

From  this  fund  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly  appropriated  the 
gum  of  $3,968,996.61.  That  the  State  treasury  has  been  able  to  meet 
all  demands  against  it  during  the  years  1901  and  1902  and  have  a  balance 
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of  $568,741.04  in  the  State  Revenue  fund  at  the  close  of  business  on  the 
31st  of  December,  1902,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  undrawn  balances  in 
the  appropriations  to-day  amount  to  $493,506.72,  a  considerable  portion" 
of  which  will  be  drawn  out  in  a  few  days  for  salaries  of  officers,  support 
of  institutions  and  other  expenses  of  the  State  government  incurred  prior 
to  January  1,  1903. 

STATE  REVENUE  AGENTS. 

Experience  of  many  years  has  demonstrated  that  the  State  Auditor, 
who  is  charged  with  the  supervision  of  assessing  and  collecting  the  State's 
revenues,  cannot  perform  that  duty  to  the  best  interests  of  the  service 
without  authority  to  look  after  the  details  in  the  counties,  secure  uniform- 
ity in  the  assessors'  books,  the  settlements  of  collectors,  the  return  and 
authentication  of  delinquent  lists,  and  making  back  tax  books  and  other 
matters  affecting  the  service.  It  is  impracticable  for  the  Auditor,  if  he 
had  authority,  to  leave  his  office  and  visit  the  counties,  in  person,  and  I 
beg  to  suggest  that  the  law  be  amended  to  require  him  to  prepare  and 
furnish  forms  of  the  various  books  and  blanks  to  be  used  in  the  service 
throughout  the  State  and  be  empowered  to  appoint  two  thoroughly  com- 
petent Revenue  Agents  to  visit  the  counties  once  a  year,  secure  the  use 
of  the  prescribed  forms  by  the  officers  and  check  up  the  collectors'  settle- 
ments so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  State's  revenues,  the  forms  and  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Auditor  not  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State  nor  in  anywise  conflict  with  the  powers  and-  duties  of  the  county 
court.  The  pay  and  expenses  of  Revenue  Agents  would  be  trifling  com- 
pared with  the  value  of  their  services  to  the  State.  The  informalities 
in  the  authentication  of  the  assessors'  books,  tax-books  and  delinquent 
lists,  are  rarely  discovered,  when  they  exist,  until  suits  are  instituted  to 
recover  taxes,  and  it  is  then  too  late  to  correct  them.  The  prevention 
of  those  informalities  would,  alone,  save  the  State  thousands  of  dollars 
every  year. 

If  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  State  are  to  be  conducted  in  the  systematic 
and  business-like  manner  which  their  importance  deserves,  business  meth- 
ods must  be  adopted. 

REVISION  OF  REVENUE  LAWS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly  provided 
by  law  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  revise  Chapter  119  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1899,  relating  to  revenue  and  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  thereof ;  that  said  commission  has  been  duly  ap- 
pointed and  is  now  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  the  report  required  by 
the  act  creating  it,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  any  recommendations 
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upon  this  subject  further  than  to  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly  the 
necessity  for  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  revision  of  all  laws  relating 
to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes. 

There  has  been  no  real  revision  of  the  revenue  laws  in  thirty  years, 
the  last  general  act  upon  that  subject  having  been  passed  in  1872.  Our 
present  system  is  a  patchwork  of  amendments  to  that  law,  with  some 
entirely  new  provisions,  and,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  inharmonious  and  un- 
satisfactory in  its  operation. 

COSTS  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES. 

This  class  of  claims  upon  the  State  treasury  has  from  the  earliest 
history  of  the  State  been  a  source  of  anxiety  to  this  department  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  reports  of  the  State  Auditors,  nearly  all  of  whom  have 
made  recommendations  and  suggestions  looking  toward  the  curtailment 
of  such  expenses.  It  has  also  engaged  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  at  every  session,  as  will  appear  from 
laws  enacted  or  proposed. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  just  how  the  expenses  of  criminal  piosecu- 
tions  may  be  reduced  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  that  necessary 
efficiency  in  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  which  makes  for  public 
order  and  the  security  of  person  and  property. 

It  would  seem  that  with  the  more  settled  condition  of  our  popula- 
tion as  the  State  grows  older  criminal  prosecutions  would  become  less 
frequent  and  the  costs  be  consequently  reduced,  and,  while  I  think  crime, 
at  least  in  its  more  heinous  forms,  is  less  frequent  than  formerly,  the 
aggregate  of  the  costs  of  criminal  prosecutions  keeps  pace  witli  the 
growth  in  population,  having  averaged  for  many  years  about  10  cents 
per  capita,  showing  neither  increase  or  decrease  in  that  respect. 

While  the  amount  paid  by  the  State  for  such  expenses  seems  laige, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  preservation  of  public  order  and  the 
protection  of  the  citizen  in  his  person  and  property,  is  the  most  important 
function  of  the  State  government.  This  subject  is  deserving  of  and 
should  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  the  law  making  power. 

STATE  SCHOOL  MONEYS  IN  1901-2. 

In  TQor,  I  certified  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  that 
the  amount  of  State  School  Moneys  for  that  year  was  $1,086,020.81,  and 
in  1902  that  the  amount  was  $1,170,311.48.  Upon  receipt  of  his  appor- 
tionments among  the  counties,  1  drew  warrants  and  forwarded  checks 
therefor  to  the  treasurers  of  the  various  counties.  These  sums  weie 
greater  than  ever  before  distributed  by  the  State  for  the  support  of  the 
common  schools. 
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BONDED  DEBT  OF  STATE. 

By  reference  to  the  detailed  statement  of  the  State  debt  found  in  the 
preceding  pages  of  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  bonds  outstand- 
ing at  this  date  amount  to  the  sum  of  $487,000.  These  bonds  will 
be  called  for  payment  at  an  early  date,  thus  extinguishing  the  State 
debt,  except  that  portion  represented  by  the  School  and  Seminary  fund 
certificates,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $4,398,839.42,  the 
interest  upon  which  is  used  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  and  the 
State  University. 

BONDED  DEBT  OF  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  cities  and  towns  (including  the  city  of 
St.  Louis),  reported  to  this  department  on  July  1,  1900,  amounted  to  $26,- 
055,192,  and  on  July  1,  1902,  to  the  sum  of  $31,193,870 — an  increase  of 
$5,138,678.  Of  this  increase  $5,000,000  is  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis  and 
consists  of  the  bonds  voted  in  aid  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Centennial 
Exposition,  leaving  only  the  sum  of  $138,678,  as  the  increase  in  the  other 
cities  and  towns  of  the  State.  A  few  cities  and  towns  failed  to  respond 
to  the  request  of  this  department  for  a  statement  of  their  bonded  in- 
debtedness on  July  1,  1902,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  debts  of  such  cities 
and  towns,  not  reporting,  would  probably  add  the  sum  of  $50,000  to  the 
total  indebtedness  of  cities  and  towns,  other  than  the  City  of  St.  Louis, 
thereby  showing  an  increase  over  July  I,  1900,  of  $188,678. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  cities  and  towns  reporting  will  be 
found  set  out  in  a  table  of  this  report  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  with 
the  exception  of  funding  and  refunding  bonds,  by  far  the  larger  portion, 
except  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  consists  of  waterworks  and  electric  light 
bonds  and  the  remainder  for  other  public  improvements  and  anticipation 
or  current  revenue  bonds. 

LOCAL  BONDS  REGISTERED. 

By  reference  to  the  tables  in  this  report  showing  the  registration  of 
local  bonds  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  registered  for  counties  and 
townships  in  1901  and  1902,  $642,450.00,  of  which  $70,000.00  was  for 
the  erection  of  a  court  house  and  jail  in  Grundy  and  a  jail  in  Moniteau 
county.  The  remainder,  $572,450.00,  consisted  of  funding  and  refund- 
ing bonds.  The  bonds  were  issued  by  seven  counties  and  two  town- 
ships, the  township  bonds  being  issued  to  refund  existing  indebtedness. 
The  interest  ranged  from  3^2  to  5  per  cent. 

For  the  same  period  there  were  registered  for  cities,  towns  and 
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villages,  exclusive  of  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  whose  bonds  are  not  required 
to  be  registered  in  this  office,  the  sum  of  $1,190,890.00,  of  which  amount 
$288,250.00  was  for  Electric  Lights  and  Water  Works;  $135,150.00  an- 
ticipation or  current  revenue  bonds,  $646,790.00  funding  and  refunding 
bonds  and  $120,700.00  for  miscellaneous  improvements.  About  half  of 
said  bonds  bear  interest  at  33/2  per  cent,  and  the  remainder  at  4,  5  and 
6  per  cent.,  only  a  few  small  issues  bearing  the  latter  rate. 

School  district  bonds  aggregating  $749,282.00  were  registered  dur- 
ing the  last  biennial  period,  $644,607.00  for  building  purposes  and  the 
remainder,  $104,675.00  for  funding  or  refunding  previous  indebtedness. 
The  interest  on  school  district  bonds  registered  varies  from  3^  to  8  per 
cent.,  the  latter  rate  being  principally  on  small,  short  time  loans,  the 
average  being  about  5  per  cent. 

The  low  rate  of  interest  of  the  various  local  bonds  issued  and  regis- 
tered in  1 90 1  and  1902,  which  found  ready  sale  at  par — and  in  some 
cases,  at  a  premium — shows  the  high  standing  of  Missouri  counties,  town- 
ships, cities,  towns  and  school  districts  with  investors.  As  far  as  I  am 
informed  none  of  the  local  bonds  of  our  State  issued  within  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century  are  in  litigation. 

RENEWAL  OF  SCHOOL  AND  SEMINARY  FUND 
CERTIFICATES. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  is  respectfully  called  to  the 
fact  that  certain  of  the  School  and  Seminary  fund  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness will  mature  during  the  years  1903  and  1904.  In  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution 
adopted  at  the  last  general  election,  provision  should  be  made  for  the  re- 
newal of  such  maturing  certificates. 

The  maturing  certificates  are  as  follows :  One  five  per  cent.  School 
fund  certificate  dated  July  1,  1883,  for  $22,000.00,  due  July  1,  1903;  five 
five  per  cent.  Seminary  fund  certificates,  dated  July  2,  1883,  November 
1,  1883,  January  22,  1884,  January  30,  1884,  and  April  19,  1884,  for  sums 
aggregating  $387,000.00.  All  of  said  certificates  run  for  twenty  years 
from  date  and  will  be  found  listed  and  particularly  described  in  this  re- 
port under  the  head  of  "State  Debt." 

ALL  COLLECTORS'  ACCOUNTS  BALANCED. 

The  annual  settlements  of  the  collectors  of  the  revenue  in  the  years 
1901  and  1902  have  all  been  made,  the  collectors'  accounts  adjusted  in 
this  office  and  the  sums  found  due  the  State  paid  into  the  treasury,  en- 
abling this  department  to  balance  and  close  the  books  for  these  years,  as 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  ledger  accounts  printed  in  this  report. 


TAXATION  AND  REVENUE. 
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TAXATION  OF  COLLATERAL  INHERITANCES. 

The  law  providing  for  the  taxation  of  collateral  inheritances  (Arti- 
cle 16  of  Chapter  I,  R.  S.,  1899)  having  been  declared  valid  by  our 
Supreme  Court,  it  became  my  duty  to  put  it  into  operation.  The  en- 
forcement of  the  law  by  the  officers  charged  therewith  has  been  satis- 
factory in  every  respect,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  compensation 
of  the  Probate  Judges  is  not  adequate  to  the  onerous  and  important 
duties  imposed  upon  those  officers  and  respectfully  suggest  that  the  law 
be  amended  so  as  to  provide  a  more  suitable  remuneration  for  their 
services. 

The  receipts  from  this  source  in  1901  were  $213,285.49,  and  in  1902, 
$229,853.63,  which  sums  have  been  apportioned,  four-fifths  to  the  State 
University  and  one-fifth  to  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy. 

TAXATION  OF  TELEPHONES. 

The  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  February  27,  1901, 
provide  for  the  assessment  of  all  telephone  lines  by  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  without  regard  to  their  length  or  value.  Many  of  the 
lines  are  confined  to  small  towns  and  neighborhoods,  and  experience  in 
1902  demonstrated  that  it  is  exteremely  difficult  to  secure  such  reports 
from  these  little  lines  as  will  enable  the  State  Board  to  determine  their 
value  for  taxation. 

I  recommend  that  the  law  regulating  the  taxation  of  telephone  lines 
be  amended  so  as  to  require  the  county  assessor  to  assess  all  such  lines 
as  may  be  wholly  in  their  respective  counties,  leaving  all  others  to  be 
assessed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  in  the  same  manner  that 
railroads  are  now  assessed. 

PENITENTIARY  SELF-SUPPORTING. 

Our  State  penitentiary  is  self-supporting,  the  receipts  from  earnings 
of  the  convicts  being  sufficient  to  pay  all  expenses  of  the  salaries  of 
officers  and  employes,  food  and  clothing  of  the  inmates,  together  with 
the  needed  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  institution.  The  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  appropriated  $80,000  out  of  the  Revenue  fund  for  salaries 
of  officers,  etc.,  in  1901  and  1902  to  meet  any  unforeseen  condition,  such 
as  a  disastrous  fire,  and  not  a  dollar  of  it  has  been  drawn  out  of  the 
treasury. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  new  appropriation  from  the  Rev- 
enue fund  for  like  amount,  be  made  for  1903  and  1904,  to  provide  for 
any  emergency  which  may  arise. 
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SURPLUS  IN  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT  FUND. 

There  is this  date  in  the  State  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  "In- 
surance Department  Fund/'  the  sum  of  $48,506.15,  which  will  not  be 
needed  to  meet  the  demands  against  that  department  in  1903  and  1904 
for  salaries  and  expenses.  As  the  receipts  into  this  fund  during"  the  next 
two  years  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  needed  appropriations 
for  that  department,  I  recommend  that  authority  be  given  the  Fund 
Commissioners  to  transfer  $50,000.00  of  the  surplus  to  the  General 
Revenue  fund.

EXTRAORDINARY  APPROPRIATIONS. 


I  have  asked  the  various  educational,  eleemosynary  and  penal  in- 
stitutions, State  Departments  and  Boards  to  forward  to  this  office  esti- 
mates of  the  needed  appropriations  for  1903  and  10/34,  to  be  laid  before 
the  Appropriation  Committees  of  the  House  and  Senate.  The  estimates 
so  far  received  by  me  include  items  for  needed  increase  in  amounts  re- 
quired for  support,  salaries,  new  buildings,  etc.  As  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  include  all  the  items  asked  for  in  my  estimate  I  have  been  guided 
largely  by  former  appropriation  bills. 

On  the  succeedings  pages  of  the  first  part  of  this  report  will  be  found 
tables  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  into  the  several  funds,  the  disburse- 
ments from  each  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  41st  General  As- 
sembly and  the  balance  in  each  fund  and  appropriation  at  this  date. 

In  the  second  part  beginning  on  page  273  will  be  found  abstracts 
of  the  assessment  of  the  several  classes  of  property  in  the  various  counties 
of  the  State ;  abstracts  of  the  tax  books ;  taxes  against  foreign  insurance 
companies ;  the  ledger  accounts  of  the  collectors  of  the  revenue  and  per- 
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centage  of  taxes  collected;  tables  showing  the  number  of  dramshops  li- 
censed and  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  therefrom  in  the  several  coun- 
ties ;  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  counties  and  townships,  cities  and  towns 
on  July  i,  1902;  tables  showing  the  bonds  registered  by  the  State  Auditor  ' 
during  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31,  1902,  for  counties,  town- 
ships, cities  and  towns,  and  school  districts ;  tables  showing  the  amount 
of  money  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  by  the  several  educational, 
eleemosynary  and  penal  institutions  from  their  establishment  to  De- 
cember 31,  1902;  the  cost  of  the  several  General  Assemblies;  the  amount 
paid  for  costs  in  criminal  cases,  apprehension  of  criminals  and  suppres- 
sion of  outlawry. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  report  of  Messrs.  Haskins  &  Sells, 
certified  public  accountants,  on  the  State's  finances  from  January  1,  1865, 
to  December  31,  1900.
